And all the Elements being as the Mmifiers of 
the Decrees which his Juftice pronounces, the Water defirpys by a Deluge thofe which it con' 
detnns t fke Fireconfumes them, the Air overthrows them by itsTempefis, and the Earth opens it 
felf to deviur them. His Prophets foretell nothing^bk't they confirm the fxme by Miracles. They 
who command his Armies, undertake nothing^ui they atchieve it. Ana the Leaders ef hit Peo- 
ple,being fiil'd with his Spirit >a& ' like Angels } rather than' Men. 

Mofes alone may be a Proof of all this. Never did fo^many eminent Qualities meet to- 
cether in onePerfon\ Nor did God enter fbew in any Mm undei 1 the Old Lavv,/»ce the Fall of 
the Firji, how high theperfeSion of a Creature n\'ay rife, whom he vouchfafes to accumulate with 
his favors, wbereforerfnee a great part of this Hifiory may in fome fort be ftid to be the 
Work.of that incomparable Lawgiver, becaufe the fame is wholly taken out of him, ft ought to 
be read not only with Efieem, but alfo with RefpeQ 5 and the fequel to the end of what is con- 
tained in the Bible deferves no lefs,in regard it was dilated by the fame Spirit of God which 
guided the Pen of Mofes when he writ the five firjl BookJ of the J ac red Hifiory. 

But moreover, what might not be ftid of thofe admirable Patriarchs, Abraham, Ifaac, and 
Jacob 5 of David that great both King and Prophet, who deferv'd the unequal Elogium, of 
being a Man according to God's own hearty of Jonathan,^* mojl accomplijht Prince, whofe 
foul the Scripture faith was infeparably ty'd to that of that holy King ef the illuflriom ^ Mac^ 
cab'ees,whofe Piety, equal to their Courage, ejfe8ed an union of the Supreme Power attending 
Royalty, with the mofi Sacred Fun3ions of the High-Priejihood •■> and lafily of Jofeph , of 
Jo(hua,V Gideon, and of divers others, who may p aft for perfect Models of Virtue , Con- 
duct and Valor. If the Heroes of Pagan Antiquity never atchievd anything comparable to 
thefe Heroes of God's People, whofe A&ions might pafs for Fables, if it were not impiety to re- 
fttfe credit to them, there is no reafon to wonder, ftnee thofe Heathens had onely humane Force ;

jf great Perfonages find fo great Examples here to lead tbtm to avoid Vice and ^ce Vir- 
tue there is no perfon of any condition whatever but may profit bkjwije by fouftfuU Book, 
th of general benefit for all Jo proper to imprint a refpea of the Divine Majcfty, by the view 
of fi many effects of his infinite Tower ; and of his adorable Providencc,tba> -Its heart muft be 
very hard that is not afiefcd therewith. 

And how can Chriftiansbut be mov'd with fuch a holy refptU Jnce the fame Htfiory teaches 
its that thofc illuftriousand fo celebrated Conquerors, Cy rus, Darius and Alexander, though 
Idolaters Jould not forbear having a Veneration for the Majefty and the Ceremonies of that 
Teniple which was but a Figure of the Chriftian Church. 

But if this Hijiory be fo excellent in it filfit muft be confefs d that no man was jo fit to 
rente it,* he that gave it both to his own Age and to Pofterity. For who couldbe better inform' d 
of the Cuftoms and Manners of the Jem, than a Jew? Who could be better mftmUed of all

Vricll butof the fir ft of the four and twenty races of the Triefis, who held the chef rank, 
anions ft thofc of their Nation. He was defended from the Aftnonaean Kings. His- great 
E xploits in War had made him admird even by the Romans. And the fiverai great Employ- 
mnts, of which hefi worthily acquitted himfelf, leave no room to doubt of . hif experience W 

^Uftly,Ha Life written by himfelf , join d -tilth his ffiftorj f of the JeWrfb Wars, make him 
fuftincntly known. And as for his manner of writing, I think. rtneedlefi to commend it.Jmce 
this Work mauifefls it fo excellent everyivhcrq £ particularly in the Nineteenth Book, where he 
relates the Actions and Death of the Emperor Caligula, which no Roman Author has done fo 
accurately-, Jth'mhjmay fay without fcar,thaf there is not in Tacitus any Hiftory which fur- 
fafjes that eloquent and judicious narration. I know Jome will wonder, that after having 
mention d the great eO: Miracles, he diminifiies the belief of them, by faying, That he leaves 
every man at liberty to have fuch opinion thereof as he thinks fit. ^ But in my judgment 
he does it onelyon this acctunt,That having compo^d this Hifiory chiefly for the Greeks and 
Romans, as 'tis eafie to gather, by his writing the fame in WeK, and not in Hebrew ,he fear d 
their incredulity would render it fufpeUed to the if h&ajjtrtifd pofitively the. truth of things 
which fecm'dto themtmpojflble. ■ ' 

But whatever Reafou indue'd him to ufe thatCaution, tpreteftd not to defend him either in 
thofe places , or any others, where he is not conformable to the Bible. This alone is the Divine 
f ountain of writtcnTruths, which cannot be fought elfewhere without hazard of -Error ; and 
one cannot exenfe himfelf from condemning whatever is found contrary thereunto. I do it 
with all my heart J and there rr no. perfon but ought to do it, in order t» read this excellent 
Hiftory with fatisfallion, and without fcruple. 

Neither yet do I pretend to jujiifie this Author, ^nfome places where he fpeahj of the feveral 
farts of Government? nor as to fome other particular feiitiments,whichno body is obligd to 
follow. Nor do J engage my felf in any matter of Criticifin,the contejls whereof I leave to 
fin has arc cxercis'd in that fort of ftudy. 

If in fime places, as amongfi others, in the defcription of the Tabernacle, and of the Table 
of slew-bread, fome difference be found between this Tranjlation and the Greek, the caufe 
thereof is, that thofe pajjages are fo corrupted in the Greek Text, that all I could do, was to 
bring them into the condition wherein they are. 

II. Of the Hiftory of the Jewifb War againft the Romans, Sec. 

If the Hiftory of the Jews, advances its Author into therank.of the hefi Hiftorians, 'tie 
plain thit in that of their War again fi the Romans, he has fur pafs'd himfelf. Several reafons- 
have conatrrd to render this Hijiory a Mafter-piece; the gredtnefs of the Subject" 5 the femi- 
nists excited in his breafi, by the mine of his Cotmtrey y and the {bare he had in the moft cons- 
iderable Events of that bloody War. For what other SubytSs can equal this great Siege, 
ir I icb manifejled to all the Earth, that one city alone would have been the Rock of *» e ko- 
man Glory, had not God,forpunifiment of its [ins, overthrown it by the Jlormsof his wrath? 
What jcntimcntsof Grief can be more lively, than thofe of a Jew, and of aPrieft, who faw 
Subverted the Laws of his own Nation, whereof no otiicr was ever fo jealous, and that magnifi- 
cent 
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cent Temple, theobjeS of his devotion and of his zeal, redue'dtoafhes i And what greater in- 
tereft can an Hifiorian have in his Werk, than to he obligd to bring into it the principal A3 i+ 
ons of his owntife 5 and to labowfor bis mnGlory,bj an unflattering advancement of that, 
of the Conquerors h and by acquitting himfelf at the fame time of whathe ow'd to thegenero- 
fity of thofe two excellent Princes Vefpafian and Titus, to whom the honour of having finijh'd 
this great War was due- - 

But forafmuchas there are fi many remarkable Occurrences in this Hijiory ,1 think, to do the 
Readers a pleafure,in prefenting them here with an AbfiraS thereof, from which general idea 
they may afterwards proceed tothe particulars depending thereupon. It is divided into feven 
Book/. 

The firji Book,, and the fecond,to the twenty eighth Chapter, are an abridgment of the Jewiffl 
Hiftory,/«?»* Antiochns Epiphanes King of Syria ( who fpoiled theTemple,and went abiut 
to abolifh Religion ) foFlorus, Governor of Judea, whofi avarice and cruelty were the chief oc- 
cafion of that War which they maintain d again fi the Romans. This abridgment is fo delight- 
ful, that Jofephus feems to have deftgn'd to Jltew thxf he could, like excellent Painters,reprefent 
the fame obje&s indifferent manners, with ft much art, that it fijould be hard to know to which 
to give the preference. For whereas thefc Hifiories are fometimes interrupted by the Narration 
of things hapnedat the fame time, they are here written in a continu'd feries, and give the 
Headers the pleafure to behold in one Table, what they faw before feparately in feveral. From the 
twenty eighth Chapter of the fecond Book, to the end, Jofephus relates what paj's'd in confix 
quence of the troubles rais'd by Florus, till the defeat of the Roman Army commanded by 
CeCtiasGaWus, Governor of Syria. 

In the beginning of the third Book, , Jofephus fhews the confternation of the Emperor Nero 
up on this ill fuccefs of his Arms, which was likely to be follow d with a revolt of all the Eafi ; 
and how cafiinghis eyes on all fides, he found only Vefpafian fit to bear the weight df fo impor- 
tant a War, and accordingly gave him the conduS thereof . He relates afterwards in what man- 
ner this great daptain, accompany 'dwithTitus his fin, enter d into Galilee, whereof our Au- 
thor himfelf was Governor, and befieg'd him in Jotapacs where, after the greatefi refinance 
imaginable,he was tak§nand led Prifoner to Vefpafian r and howT'itus took, divers other pla- 
ces, andperform'd all ions of incredible valor. 

The fourth Bookings in Vefpafian conquering the reft of Galilee 5 the Jews beginning to 
tumultuate in Jerufalem, the Fa8ious, who toohjhe name of Zealots, becoming Majfers of the 
Temple under the conduSof John of Gifcala, Ananus the High-Prim fiirringup the people to 
befiege them there 5 the Idumaeans coming to their affifiance, cxerciftng horrible cruelties, and 
afterwards retiring 5 Vefpafian taking fitndry flacei in Judea, blocking up Jerufalem, in or- 
der to befiege it i and forbearing that dejign, by redfin of the troubles rifin in the Empire, be* 
fore and after the death of the Emperors Nero, Golba and Otho ; Simon, fin of Gioras, 
another Head of the FaBious, receiv'd by the people into Jerufalem ; Vitellius, whobadjeiz'd 
upon the Empire after Otho*/ death, reudring himfelf odious and contemptible for bis cruelty 
and debauchery 5 the Army commanded by Vefpafian, declaring him Emperor: And lafily, 
Vitellius affajjinated at Rome, after the defeat of bis Forces, by Autonius Primus, who had 
embrac'dVefyzfao's party. 

The fifth Book relates how a third Faition, of which Eleazar was Head, teas form'd in Jem*' 
falerai That afterwards thofe three Fa&ions were again redue'd to two, and in what manner 
they made War one againft another. It contains nlfo the defcription of Jerufalem, of the 
Towers Hippico;,Phazael<W Mariamne, 0/ theCafile Antonia,o/ the Temple,of the High 
Priefi,and of fitndry other remarkable things $ the Siege of that great City form'd by Titus > 
the^in credible Works, and prodigious Exploits of Valor done on both fides ; the grievous famine 
wherewith the City was affiled, and the firange Cruelties of the Fa&ious. 

ThefixthBook.reprefents the horrid miferies whereinto Jerufalem was redue'd i tbeebnti*- 
nuation of the Siege with the fame ardor as before 5 and how, after many Fights, Titus having 
fore'd the firjl and fecond wall of the City, took,and ruin'd the Cafile of Antonia, attd afiault- 
ed the Temple which was burnt, notwithfianding allthis Prince coulddo teprevent it j and how 
at lafi he became Mafier of all the reft. 

In the feventhand taji of theft Books,'tis fiew'dhowThwcaus'dJemfolcmtobedeftroy'd, 
faving only the Towers Hippicos,Phazael and Mariamne r In what manner he commended and 
rewarded his Army \ what SpeElacles he gave to the Nations of Syria * what horrible Perfecti- 
ons were exercisd upon the Jews in feveral Cities ; with what incredible joy the Emperor Ve(- 
pafian, and Titus, wh» was declared Caefar, were receiv'd rote Rome ; what a magnificent 
Triumph they made 5 how the Caftles of Herodion, Macheron, and Maflada, the only places 
remaining to the Jews in Judea, were taken 3 and how thofe that defended this lafi, all hjU'd 
themfches with their Wives and Children.

This a in general what this Hifiory of the Jewifti War againfi the Romans contains. And 
there are o ornaments wherewith this great perfon has not enrich' 'd it. He has omitted no oc- 
casion of cmbeUipingit, by elegant descriptions of Provinces, Lakj -s, Rivers .Fountains, Moun- 
tains Jeveral Rarities, and Buildings, whofe magnificence would feem fabulous, if what he re- 
lates thereof could be caU'd indOubt, when we fee no perfon found that has day d to contradict 
him, though the excellence of his Hifiory rais'd no fmatt envy againfi him. 

It may befaid with truth, that whether he fpeakj of the Romans Military Difiipline , or 
whether he represents Battels,Tcmpefis, shipwrackj, a famine or aTriumph, every thing is fo 
lively let forth, that he charms the attention of his Readers. And I fear not to add that no 
othcr,not excepting ez;e«Tacitus himfclf, has excell'd more in Orations 5 they are fo noble } Jlrong 
and perfuafive. alwayes refrain d within their own fubjcB,and proportion d both to the perfu,;s 
to fpi-ak., and to thofe that are fpoken unto. 

Moreover, can the judgment and faithfnlnefs of this Hiftorian be too much commended, for 
the moderation which he ufes between the praifes defervd by the Romans for finifiing Jo great 
a War, and thofe dm to the Jews for having withjiood the fame, although vatiquijhd at laft, 
with invincible courage? fo that neither his gratitude for the obligations be kid to Vefpafian 
and Titus, nor his love for his Countrey, biajs'dbim contrary to jujiice more en the one fide than 
the other. 

But that which I account mojl ejlimable in him, is, that he never fails upon any occafion to 
praifc Virtue, to reprehend Vice,and to make excellent refieffions upon the admirable Providence 
of Cod, and upon the fear which we ought to have of his dreadful judgments. 

It may be boldly affirm d,That never was jecn a greater example thereof , than the mine of 
ihat ungrateful Nation, of that proud City, and of that venerable Temple? ftnee although the 
Romans were Mafiers of the World, and that this Siege was the work of one of the grcauft 
Princes they glory to have had for Emperors, the power of this victorious people, -and the hero/ - 
cal valor of Titus, would have in vain undertaken this defign, if God had not fhofen them to 
be the executioners of his Jujiice. The blood of his Son Jhed , the mofi horrid of all crimes, 
was the one ly true caufe of the mine of that unhappy City. The heavy hand of God upon that 
wretched people, caus'd that how terrible foever the War was that ajjaulted them withoitt,it was 
y t t much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thofe unnatural Jews, who more like Devils 
than Men, dejlroy'd by the Sword and the Famine, of which they were the Authors, 1 1 00 oco 
perfons% and redue'd the remainder to that pafs, that they could hope for no fafety but from 
their Enemies, by cafiing tbcmjelves into the arms of the Romans. Such prodigious cfietfs of 
vengeance for the death of a God, might pafs for incredible with thofe who have not the happi- 
nefs to be enlightntd with th* light «f the Gpfpel^if they were not related by a Man of that v. ry 
fame Nation as c onflder able as J ofephus was, for his Btrth, for his quality of Prieft.^ndjor his 
Virtue. And mcthinkj 'tis viftble,that God minding to make ufe of his tejlimony to authorise 
fuch important truths, prefervd him by a miracle, when after the taking of Jofaphar, of forty 
which were rctir'd with him into a Cave, the lot being cajl fo often to know who Jhould be fiain 
firjl, he only and one other remain d alive. 

This pews that this Hiftorian is to be confider'd with a different refpetl from all others, fince 
whereas they relate only humane Events although dependent on the orders of the Supreme Provi- 
dence, it appears that Godcaji his eye uponhimto make himfubfervienttothegeatejl of his dc- 
ft&ns. , * 

For. we muft not only conftder the dejlruftion of the Jews as the mojl dreadful efieS that ever 
was of Gods jufiice, and as the mojl dijmal image of the vengeance which he will exercife at 
the laft day agamfl the Reprobate ; we mujl alfo behold it as one of the mojl illujlrious proofs 
which it hath pleas' d him to give Men of the Divinity of his Son , inafmuch as this prodigious 
Event had b en foretold by our Saviour in prccife and intelligible terms. He had faid to his 
Dijciples ; fluwingthem the Temple of Jeru(alem,That all thofegoodly buildings (hould be 
fo deftioy'd, that there (hould not be left one (tone upon another, S. Matth. 24. ver. 2. 
S. Mark 13. vcr. 2. S.Luke 1 9. v. 44. And alfo, .That when they ftlould fee Jerusalem 
encompafs'd with Armies, they fhould know that its defolation was at hand, s, Luke ; 1. 
ver. 20. 

He had mention' d particularly the dreadful circumjlances of this defolation. He had fid 
to them, Woe to thofe that (hall be with child or give fuck in thofe dayes j for there (hall 
be great diitrefs in the land, and wrath upon this people. And they (hall fall by the 
edge of thefword, and (hall be led away captive into all Nations, and Jerufalem (hall be 
trodendownby the Gentiles, S. Luke2l. ver. 23, 24. 

And laft ly he haddeclar'd, that the accompliJI)mcnt of thefe Propbefies was rtady to come to 
ptfs; That the time was . drawing nigh that their houfe (hould be left unto them defo- 
Jate : and that even fuch as were then living fijould fee it, Verily I fay unto you, AH thefe 
things (hall come upon this generation, s, Matth. 23. ver. 38,^3$. 

' ' All 
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All thefe things had been foretold by our Saviour, and written by the Evangelists before the 
revolt of the Jews, and at a time when there was not yet the leaft appearance of Jojlrange a Re- 
volution. . . . 

Now inafmuch as Prophecy is the greateft of miracles, and the mofi powerful way whereby 
Cod Almighty authorizes his dottrine, this. Prophecy of JefusChriJi, to which no other is compa- 
rable, may be jujily accounted the chief and mojl irrefragable evidence to mankind of his Divine 
Birth and Miffton. For as no other Prophecy was: ever more clear, fo neither was any more • pnh- 
dually accomplijht.

But to the end fo great an Event might firm aswellfdrtheinftruUion of thofe that were to 
he Lorn in afier-times, as for thofe that were fpe&ators of ii, it was neceffary, as I have ftid\ 
that the Hifiory fhould be written bfanirreprochMeWitncfs.- To which purpofe 'twas fit the 
Writer fiould be a Jew, and not aChriftian,tefi he might be fufpeSed to have accommodated 
the Events to the Propbefies. 'Twos jit hepouldbe a perfon; of quality, to the end he might be 
fully inform'd of all things, 'twas fit he flmeld fee with his own eyes the' wonderful things 
which he was to relate, to theendhe might be capable of credit. And lajtly 'twas fit he fhould 
Lea Man,whofe eloquence and judgment might be fttable 1 0 the great nefs of fuch ajnhj e 3. 

All which qualifications, fo neceffary to render this Hifiory -compleat in all points, meet fo 
perfectly in Jofephus, that'tis evident God Almighty chofehimexprefly toperfitade alheafina- 
bleperfons of the truth of this marvellous occurrence. 

' 'Tis certain') that having contributed in fhisntanner to the confirmation" of the Gofpel,iiap- 
■pears not that he made any benefit thereof for hi mfi%dr that hclad anyfharein the blejjihgs fo 
plentifully poured down in his timeupori s aii theearth. But if there' be reafon to comnnjerate 
his unhappinefs in this point, there is feme alfotoblcfs the Providence of God, who has made 
hisbltndnefs ferve to our advantage j ftnee the things he writes concerninghis own Nation, are, 
inrefpeS of the incredulous, incomparably of more force for confirmation of the Chrijiian Re- 
ligion, than if he hadembrae'dchrifiianity : fo that we may apply to him in particular what the 
Apojile faith of all the Jews. 

III. Jofephm's Anfwcr to Appion. 

The next of theWorkjof J ofephus, beftdes his Life written by hi mfelf, is an Anjwer in two 
Book/ to what Appion and jome others had written againfi his Biftory of the Jews, againjithe 
Antiquity of their Race, againfi the Purity of their Laws, and again} the ConduB ofMofes. 
Nothing can be more folid than this Anjwer, wherein Jofephus proves invincibly the Antiquity 
of his Nation by the Egyptian, Chaldean, Phenician, and even by the Greek HiSiorians them- 
fclves. He fliews that all which Appion and thofe other Authors have alledg'd to the difadvan- 
taee of the Je W3, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality of their Gods and he excellent- 
ly fits forth thegreatnefs of the atfions of Mofes,andthe fanctity of the Laws which God gave 
the Jews by his intervention. 

I V. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees. 

The Martyrdom of the Maccabees follows next. 'Tis a piece which Erafmus, fo famous 
among the Lear fled, calls a Mafterpiece of Eloquence : and I confefs I under/land not why ha^ 
vin^ with reafon fo advantagious an opinion of it, he paraphras'd it, and not tranjlated it. 
Never was Copy more different from its Original. 'Tis hardly any of its principal Lineaments $ 
and if lmijlak? not, nothing can more advance the reputation of Jofephus, than tojeethat 
fo able a Man intending to embellifh his Work, has, on the contrary , fo much diminifht the ■ 
beauty of it, and thereby fiew'd how much Jofephus is to be eUeem'dfor writing, not after the 
manner of mofi of the Greeks in a long-winded fiyle,but clofely and compendioufly ,as affetJmg 
to fay nothing but what is neceffary. And I cannot ftfficiently wonder, that no perfon hitherto 
has made alranjlation of it from the Greek either into Latin or French, atleajl to my know- 
ledge. For Genebrard,' injlead of Tr an fating Jofephus, has only Tran fated Erafmus. For 
tin part I luve faithfully adhered to the ordinal Greek., without following that Paraphrafe of 
Erafmus any where, which invents names that arc neither in Jofephus, nor the Bible , for the 
mother of the Maccabees. It fiould feem Jofephus did not write this famous Martyrdom 
ai't horizd by the Holy Scripture, but to prove the truth of a difcourfe which he makes m the be- 
£ inning,tolbcw that Reafon is the Miftrefs of Paffionsi andhe attributes to itapowcrover 
them which there wouldhe reafon to wonder at, if it were ftrange that a jewfiiouldbe ignorant 
that this power belongs only to the grace of Jcfus ChriJi.He is contented to declare that he means 
only a Reafon accompany d with jujiice andpiety. » • 1 " e

this if a brief account of all theWorhj of Jofephus. Now becaufi T>h\\o,although a Jew 
as well as he i writ alfo in Greek upon fart of the fame SubjeSs, but handles the fame rather 
as a philofopher, than a» Hifitrian h and becaufi none among fi all hit Writings » fo ejleem'd as 
that of his EmbaJJage to the Emperor C. Caligula, of whom Jofephus fpeakj particularly in 
the lothC hapter of the i8thBook of the Jewifh Antiquities, / conceivd that this Piece ha- 
ving fo great affinity therewith, it would not he amifs to fbew by a tranflttion of it , the dif- 
ferent manner of writing of tbefe two great Perjbns. That of Jofephus is undoubtedly more 
compendious ; and has nothing of the Afiatic Jlyle$ Jo that he express that in few words, 
which Philo doth fometimes in as many lines, the Hifiory of that Emperor may be made up 
from the Writings ofthefe two famous Author s,inafmuch as Philo relates as particularly and 
eloquently the ASions of htsLife,as Jofephus has written nobly and excellently thepajfages of 
his Death. Both the one and the other were fo extraordinary, that 'tis an advantage there re- 
mains Juch Images thereof to Pqfterity, to animate good Princes to merit by their Virtue at great 
affeSion for their Memory ,as People have horror for thofe who have Jhew'd themfihes unwor- 
thy of the rankjohich they hid in the World, 

It remains only to add, that as this Volume comprehends all the ancient holy Hifiory, fo the 
Readers are dejir'd to perufe it not only for Divertifement orCnriofity : but alfo with an aim to 
profit by the ufeful Confiderations for which it affords fo much matter. And that whereas the 
oldtranflation of Dotfor Lodge was, not undefervedly , complain 'd of on many account s\ 
much pains hath been taken in this Edition to .amend it, as the Header will eafily find by com- 
paring it with the former.

An Explication of the Coins and Meafures mention d in this Wfiory. 

SAth was a meafure containing about fome feven quarts Englilh. 
The Epba contained threes*/. 
The Core or Homer contained ten Epba's, that is to fay,thirty Saths, and was the fame 

meafure both in dry and liquid things. 
The Log contained a French meafure. 
The Hin contained twelve Logs. 
The Bath contained as much as the Epha. 

The Cad, was a kind of Pitcher, containing fuch a quantity as a young Maid might 
well carry. 

The common Side contained the weight of four ounces, whether it were of gold, Gi- 
ver, or any other metal. 
The facred ox holy Side weighed half an ounce of any metal whatfoever. 
The common side of /(her was valued at about a (hilling of our money. 
The holy Side of filver was valued at about two (hillings. 
The common Drachm was the eighth part of an ounce. 
The facrtd Drachm was the fourth part of an ounce, 
fhe Pound weighed twelve ounces. 

The ordinary Talent contained fifty four pounds eight ounces and a quarter of Troy 
weight in any metal : yet it was not minted money, but a mafs made up after the 
• maimetpf ^rtlngpfc^ ' > V r > r ' 

"Furthermore Note, That when Jofepbus mentions the Olympiads, without any fpecifica- 
tionof the years therein contained, he ordinarily means the fpaceof four years 
compleat. 

The Stadium, Stade or Furlong, according to the Greeks account , ( which I fuppofe 
Jofepbus moft refpefted in thisHiftory ) either of 600 Foot as the Olympique, 
that is of 1 20 paces j or as the Pyrrhique, which contained 1000 Foot, that is 
200 paces. e

FI AVIUS JOSEPHUS, 

The Son of Matthias, Written by himfelf. 

I Orafmuch as I derive my Original,by a longferies of Anceftors, from Jofata U-i 
the Sacerdotal Race, I may, with fome reafon, value my felf upon nea S e - 
the Noblenefs of my Birth $ fince, as every Nation places the Gran- 
deur of a Family in fome certain marks of Honour that accompa- 
ny it, fo amongft us 'tis one of the mod fignal to have the admini- 
ftration of Holy things. But I am not onely defcended of the 
ftock of the Priefts ; I am alfo of the Firft of the Four and twenty 
Families of which it confifts, and whofe Dignity is eminent above 
the reft. To which I may add, That, by my Mothers fide, I reckon Kings amongft 
my Anceftors. For the Branch of the Afmoneans, from whom {he defcended 9 for a 
C long time exercifed both the High Priefthood and Princely Power among our Nation. 
In this manner ftands the order of the laft of my Predeceflbrs. My great Grandfa- 
fathers Grandfather Simon, firnamed rfe/Ius, the ftutterer, lived at fuch time as Hir- 
canus was High Prieft, the firft of that Name, and the Son of Simon the High Prieft. 
This Simon Pfcllus had Nine Sons : the qne of which was Matthias, firnamed Aphlias: 
This Matthias took to Wife the Daughter of the High Prieft Jonathan, by whom he 
had one Son, who was Matthias, firnamed Curtus, who was born in the firft year of Mr- 
eams's Priefthood. Matthias begat Jofeph in the Ninth year of Alexander's Govern- 
ment 5 and of Jofeph came Matthias in the Tenth year of the Reign of Archelaut , 
and Matthias begat me in the Firft year of the Empire of Caws Ctfar. I likewife have 
D Three Sons.tnine eldeft is Hircams, who was born in the Fourth'} my next Juftns, who °, s born ip the 
was born in the Seventh » and Agrippa my laft, who was bom in the Ninth year of Vef- fan year of 
pa fans Empire. T his Genealogy of mine do I in this manner propbfe, according as I ^J'J'^ 
have found it written in the PublickReg'ifters, to the end to confound the Calumnies ,he 4001 year 
of my Enemies. ' 1 H _ _ . 

My Father Matthias was confiderable for his Extraction, but more for his Jutticd ter ch ,& 
and Authority in Jerufalem, which is the Metropolisiof our Couhtrey. My bridging birth, 
up, during my tender years, was with Matthias, who Was my Brother by the fame Fa- 
ther and Mother 5 with whom I happily profited in all kind of Science, having a good 
Memory, and a quick A pprehenfion : fo that, being yet a Child of Fourteen years of frofti 
E Age,Twas praifed by all Men in regard of the good Affe&ioh I had to Learning! and his infancy 
the Priefts and Nobleft Citizens vouchfaPd to ask my Opinion of- things that con- ' 
cerned our Laws and Ordinances. About the Age 4 of Sixteen years, mydefire was td to learning, 
have a fearch and ihfight into the Sedrs of our Nation, which are Three : The firft of 
the Pharifees, which is the chiefeft: The fecond of the sadduces ; And the third of 
the Ejfeans. And this I did, to the end I might choofe the better of the Three, when 
lunderftood them all. For which caufe, with great Aufteritiesand Labours, Ipafled 
thorow them all : and not content with this Experience, after I had heard that a cer A 
tain man called Bums lived in the Defart, clothing himfelf with that which the Treed 
brought forth, and feeding on no other kind of . meat, but what they freely yielded, 
F and warning himfelf oftentimes by day and night in cold water to keep himfelf charter 
I began to imitate his courfe of Life : and after I had lived with him for the fpace of 
Three years, and fatisfied^ny defiresj returned to the City at the Age of Nineteen 
years. 

At this time I began to engage my felf in the exercife of a civil Life, following the 3WW>* * P**- 
Scftof the Pharifees, which veryneerly refembleth that Seel among the who r cc - 

are called stokk?. A fter I was Six and twenty years old, it was my fortune to repair 
to Rome upon this occafion. Whilft Felix governed" jMm, certain Priefts, my fami- 
liars, men of much honour, and more virtue, were, upon fome (light occafion, bound 
and fent to Rome by his commandment, to anfwer to what fhould be objected againft 
G them in Ctfar's prefence. Whereupon being defirous to do them fervice, and having 
fpecial intelligence, that the Torments wherewith they were Martyred, leffened not 
their Piety .but that they lived contentedly on Figs and Num : for this caufe I departed 

S tor 
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for Rome, and was encountred with many great and grievous hazards by Sea. For the It 
J5/c;/m n.i P - (hip, wherein 1 failed, was wrackt in themidft of the aldriaticit Sea, and about Six 
hundred of us were forc't to fwim all Night long, and at Day-break, by God's Provi- 
dence, a Cyrenian (hip came in fight, and both I and certain others , to the number of 
Fourfcore^out-fwimraing the reft, were taken up into it, and faved. After I had in 
this fort efcaped, I came to Dic*archia, which the Italians call at this day Tuteoli and 
grew acquainted with Aliturus a Jew born, who was a Comedian, and in good repu- 
tation with Nero* by whofe means infinuating my felf into the Emperefs Poppet's 
f ,f tt b obtain- knowledge,! determined to be&ech her to procure the liberty of thofePriefts with 
..h .i.e Pticfh all expedition , which (he accordingly did 5 and being gratified likewife by her with 
•n'c'jcwB fc . manygreat gtftsvl returned into my Countrey. There I found the Commonwealth f 
diriou*. much difquieted wnhFacnoas and Troubles, and divers too prone and ready to Re- 
-bel, and withdraw their Allegiance from the Romans. I inforced my felf to reprefs 
*he feditjous, and exhorted them to change their opinions, reprefenting, before their 
eyes,the quality of thofe,againft whom they enterprized War, with whom they could 
neither compare in experience of War, nor in good Fortune : For this caufe Iadvifed 
f hem ' not . r ? ha ^ Td , the overthrow of themfelves, their Children, and their Countrev

The Syrians that 
i nhabit Ctcfarea, had puffed him up, by telling him that Agrippa {hould be put to death by 
the Romans £ox the Rebellion of the jews, and that he who was Royally defcended, 
fhould poflefs his Government.And indeed Varus was of the Blood-Royal 5 deriving his 
Pedigree from Sohemus King oiLibams.Fot thefe caufes,he retained P hilip's Letters,ho- 
ping by thefe means that the King (hould have no knowledge thereof j and he fet watch 
in every pafiage, for fear led: any man fhould flie s and certifie the King of what had hap- K 
ned 5 and to give the S yrians the better content who dwelt in Ctefarea, heput divers of 
thofe jews that dwelt among them to death.He intended alfo to undertake a War againffc 
the: jews of Bathanaaixvho were called Babylonian jews, by confederating himfelf with 
the trnchonites of Barthan&a. For which caufe, fending for twelve of the jews of moft 
eftimation amongd the Inhabitant of C-efarea, he enjoined them to repair toEcbatane, 
and figtiifie tothofeof their Nation there, that Fiir** underftanding that they pretended 
to take Arms againft their King, and fcarcely believing it, had fent them thither, to per- 
fuade them to lay down their Arms. And that this fhould be a certain proof, by which 
they might perfectly clear their innocence, that feventy of the chiefeft of them fhould 
be fent to him.Thefe twelve arriving in Ecbatane,and being entertained by thofc of their £. 
Nation, found that they neither imagined nor intended any commotion: for which 
caufe.they perfuadedtherh to tend their feventy men j which they did, little fufpefting 
what would happen.

For they had intelligence that the King was 
flain. But Philip, to moderate their impetuofity, recounted to them what benefits the 
King had bellowed on them, and of what power the Romans were, againft whom it was 
but a folly for them to take Armsj and in the end, he perfuaded them to Peace. In the 
meantime, the King underftanding that Varus was determined to kill all thejf«w that 
CtmaU mil were in Ccfarea, with their Wives and Children, all in one day, he fent Equus Mod? us to 
xmw.

D build their Walls, where it was convenient, they credited my words,the multitude fepa- ^ eftl - 
rated and I beyond all expe&tion, having efcap'd fo great a peril, with certain of my ?^Ll L. 
t nends, and fome twenty Soldiers, returned to my houfe. s«. 

But once again the Authors of this Sedition, fearing left they (hould be punjihed for ^ • 
j£h fi! S Tr m y ^ S,n ? Whh Cl l hundicd armed nien, intending to confnme it t& a %T 
with fire. Of whofe arnval.as. foon« Lhad intelligence, imagining.with ray felf thfcUt 
wouldberauchdimonorformetonie,lrefolvedtoufevalorandc • 
for which caufe, commanding the Gates to befhut, I required them from the top of the 
rioule,to lend in fome of them to me, to receive that money , for which they had been 
drawn into this mutiny : whereby they might have no further caufe to be incenfed ag^nft 

E me. Which done,laying hold of one of the moft troublefom FelloW6,that with the reft «»" 
came into me, Icaufed him to be beaten with many grievous ftrokes, and. his hand to be u °"" 
cut offend hung about his neckband thus handled,wethruft him out of door s ,to rctgrn 
%o thole that had fent him. So bold an action made them wonderouQyafraid,and fufnea- 
mglhad a great number of armed Soldiers in my houfe, they fuddenly all of them fled Ano,hcr Scd! • 
away : And thus by my refolution and addrefs I efcaped thisfecond danger. Yet wanted tlU "' 
there not . lome, who incited the people once more againft me j faying, that the" two 
Mrd S ,who Hed tome for refuge, ought not to live, except they fubmitted themfelves 
to their Laws and Cuftoms, from whom they required protedion.They likewifc aocufed 
them, that they were of thcK^««F a aion,and prifoners^ and prefently the people be, 
8 l" l0 T ^ utln /5 b eing deceived by their words, who laboured to flatter them! Which 
when I heard, I once more informed the people, that they ought not to perfceute thofc 
who refortedunto them for fuccor : that the poy foning they fpoke of, Was a Fancy, and 
a thimtra, and that the Romans would not vainly nourilh fo many rhoufands of Soldi- 
ers,tFthey pretended to make away their Enemies with poyfon. Being by thefe words 
foraewhat pacified, they had fcarcely withdrawn themfelves awhjlc, but that by certain 
' ^ Utcafts and wicked men, they wereincited againft the two Lords,fo that with Weapons 
they went to their Lodging intending to murther them. Which when I heard, ! was 
™! , J . t . ,f t,n , s wickednefs (hould be committed, no man hereafter would dare to 
trulthishfe mmy hand.For which caufe,beingaffifted by divers others,! prefently reform 
1 i° i ! (i if gUlg n and (hut up the Gates: and cutting a Trench betwixt it and the k^> 
Lase, leaned tor a Bark, and entring into the fame with, them, I conduced them to the " tcly di,inif * 
tonfiacsof the Hipp en ia»s : and furniftiing them with money to buy them Horfei, be- 

caufe 
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caufe they could not tranfport their own with them in their flight, I difmiffed tbera,defi- H 
ring them to bear their prefent misfortune with a conftant mind. But indeed it troubled 
me, that I was once more forced to expofe thofe men in the Enemies Countrey who had 
commtttedthemfelvesto mytruft: yet thinking, that if it ftiould fo fall out/that thev 
fell into the Romans hands, they would be fafer, than if by futfering them to remain in 
my Countrey,Ifaould fee them oppreft : I adventured them thus. Yet were thev faved* 
and the King pardon'd them. And this was the end of this Tumult. 

But they of Tiberias wrote to the King, defiring him to fend a Garrifon into their 
u C Z l !\T' Countre y 3 on which condition they would fubmit to him. As foon as I knew of tt I 
Wr. went to them^nd they defired me that I would build them thofe Walls which I had pro- 
seren fladia railed them : For they had already heard that Tarichea was invironed with Walls. Where- I 
Tttfn T° I a>ndefcended,and gathering Materials,! fet the Workmen to their task. But fome 
nilk , three days arter,deparang from Tiberias toward Taricbca&bkh was thirty ftades diftant 

from thence, by chance a Troop of Roman Horfmen were difcovered, not far from the 
C«y,whtch the Inhabitants believ'd were the Kings Army : Whereupon they prefentl v 
section and °?& n to utte . r many things in honour of the King, and more in my reproach And pre- 
RcMi_i„ n in fently a certain friend ported to me,andto!dme what their mindwa 8 ,andhowtheyiriten- 
Ttbcn*. ded to revolt from me. Which when I underftood,I was wonderouQy troubled : For I had 
Tent back my men of War from Tarichea to their houfes, becaufe the next day was the 
Sabbath : for i would by no means, that the Citizens or* tarichea ftiould be charged or 
troubled with entertaining Soldiers. And at all times^when I remained in that City I took FT 
no care of the guard of mine own perfon,having had often proof of the affeftion 'of the 
**filb to Ja„- ^habitants towards me Beingtherefore at that time attended only with feven Soldiers, 
p« for ,h f r.- and afew of my Friends,! knew not what to determine.For I thought it not fit to call back 
ftcru* fake my Forces,becaufethe day was well nigh paft; and although they (hould have been with 
me the next- morning.yet they might not have taken Arms,becaufeour Laws forbid the 
fhme,how great foever the occafion be that is offered. And although I ftiould have drawn 
forth the Tanchcans^d t he (hangers that were retired thither, and.under hope of prey, 
have led them forrh.yet I faw that they were too feeble to refift the enemy .On the other 
fide, I already perceived, that if I flayed over-long, theArmywhich was fent by the 
King being already entred the C.ty,wouId have excluded me. I therefore determined to L

When Simon heard what Ananus faid,hepray'd him,and the reft,at leaft, to fpeak nothing 
thereof nor to make his motion known 5 for he himfelf would undertake the executi- 
on of it. And calling unto him the Brother of John,he charged him to tell his Brother 
that the way to accomplifti his defign, was to fend Prefents to Ananus. For ( faid he) 
they will work fo much with him, that they will make him change his opinion. In the 
end Simon obtained that which he long time fought after. For Ananus and his Adhe- 
rents being corrupted with Money, accorded to remove me from the Government of 
e*///<;e 3 without theconfent or allowance of any other of the Citizens.For which caufe 
they thought good to fend certain perfons Noble in Birth, and no ways inferior to one I 
another in Learning, whereof two were of the common fort, and Pharifees 5 the one 
called Jonathas, the other Ananias 3 the third was Jozarrn of the Tribe of lew, who 
5 in T\ C '°Zt was alio a Pharifee, and of the race of the Priefts. To thefe they joined simon,who was 
353m alfo defcended of the High Priefts, and the youngeft of them all. Thefe they command- 
ed to call together a Council of the Galileans, and demand of them, why they loved me 
fo well ? If they anfwered that it was becaufe I was of Jerufalem, they (hould fay that 
'jerufalem was their Countrey likewife. But if they faid it was becaufe of my know- 
ledge in the Law, they were willed to fay, that they underftood the fame as well as I. If 
AmbaiTadors 'they faid it wasiri regard! was a Prieft that they loved me, they (hould likewife averr, 
with Soldiers t h at two 0 f them were Priefts. Being thus inftrudred, and receiving forty thoufand Ml- K 
fem tofifcjb. d rac h ms Q f the Publick treafure, with their Fellow andCollegue Jonathan 3 they fet

And for that at the very fame time a certain man called Jefut, of Galilee, was come to 
jerufalem with a band of fix hundred Soldiers,they fent for him,and hired him,and gave 
him th ree Months pay jcommanding him to follow Jonathan, and hisCompanions,and to 
do as they (hould command them : and to thefe they adjoined three hundred Citizens, 
Whom they hired with Rewards. With this preparation the Legates fet forward, being 
accompanied with simon,Johns Brother, who had onehundredSoldiers with him, with 
Commiffion from thofe that fent them, that if I willingly laid down Arms, they ftiould 
fend me alive to Jerufalem: and if I refifted,by their Authority,they might lawfully kill L 
^afepi'i Fi- me. They had Letters alfo directed to John, which incited him to make War againft me. 
thcr fi°nifi«h Moreover, they charged the' Sephontes, Gabarites, and Tiberians,to maintain John againft 
unto h hioi NewS me ' Art " * **ad inte U'S eQce hereof, by my Fathers Letters, who had n otice thereof by 
unto iiw. ^y^j the Son of Gam%a, one of thofe who were prefent at the deliberation, and who 
intirely loved me. I was much grieved, feeing with how much ingratitude my Coun- 
trey men requited me, and of malice had decreed ray death •■, and for that my Father in- 
cited me by moft affectionate Letters to draw my felf homeward, telling me how much 
he defired to fee me, who was his Son, before he left this life. I imparted thefe things to 
my Friends, and certified them, that within threedays I would forfake their Countrey, 
$>f,ph rcfol- an£ j ret j re m y felf into mine own. Whereupon they were furprized with great fadnefs, M 
home!" rCIUm an d befought me with tears, that I would not forfake them 5 for that they (hould be ut- 
terly overthrown, if fo be they were left deftitute of my conduit. But whereas they 
could by no means perfuade me, and the care of mine own fecurity prevailed very much, 
with me ; the Galileans fearing left Ifhould leave them, and by that means the Thieves • 
(hould be encouraged to fet upon them,they fent Meffengers thorow all G*///fe,tofignifie 
unto themthe refolutionof my departure. Whereupon divers underftanding the news, 
referred unto me from all parts, bringing with them their Wives and Children ■■, not fo 
much, as I fuppofe, for the forrow they conceived at my departure, as the fear that they 
had for themfelves. For they perfuaded themfelves, that if I remained among them, 
there could no tnifchief befall them. Theyafiembled therefore in a great Plain, called N 
Afichim, where I remained. 
3-feph's admi- That night in my deep I had a ftrange dream. For-lying in my bed,and being wholly 
rabic dream, difconfolate and troubled with the News I had received, methought a certain Man from 
above fpake unto me after this manner : Comfort thy felf, and fear noti For the dijirefr 
in which thon art ,fi)all be the caufe to make thee great and happy, beyond thine expeSation. 
For not only thefe things fiall turn to a fortunate ijjue, but alfo many other. Be not thon there- 
fore difmayed,but remember the advice thatlgive thee UmakeWar againfi /AeXomans. Af- 
ter this dream, Iawak'd j and as I prepared to go down into the Plain,the people ofG<<- 
rSuJJbc- Mce, with their Wives and Children,humbling themfelves to the earth, and weeping,be- 
fought ftfcpb fought me that I would not leave them for a prey to their Enemies: or abandon their O 
™ £(*? U Countre y to their difcretion. But feeing that I made fmall reckoning of their prayers,they 
.hem. uttered a thoufand curfes againft the people of Jerufalem, thzt envied them the peace and 
happinefs which they ennyed under my conduct. After

The Ambairi- dr£ij, came forth to meet them, exclaiming againft them with loud cryes, and charging 
Uicm°[oWy' to return back, and not to deprive them of the good Governor they had. Jonathan 
emm/ihe^ 'in apd hisCompanions though difpleas'd with thefe words, yetdurft not make any open 
Gaiiuc. (hew of their difpleafure, but without returning them any anfwer,Jthey reforted to o- 

ther TownSjWhere they met with no left peremptory Exclamations from the Multitude, | 
who protefted plainly,that they would have no other Governor but Jofepb. Whereupon 
Jonathan with his Followers departed without any further fpeech, and went to sephorkj 
the greateft City of Galilee. Thelnhabitants thereof being affected to the Remans ,went 
forth to meet them : but they faid nothing at all concerning me. Departing from Sepho- 
r*r 5 they went to Afichim, where the Citizens fung the fame Song that the Japheans did. 
Whereupon they being unable to contain their difpleafure, commanded their Soldiers to 
beat with their Truncheons thofe that exclaimed againft them, and delir'd me for their 
Governor. And when they drew near Gabara,John came out to meet them, accompanied 
with 3000 Soldiers: and I having intelligence by their Letters, that they were refolved 
to make War againft me, departed from Cbabalon, accompanied with goooSoldiers ; and K 
having committed the Camp to the charge of one of my truftieft Friends, I went to Jo- 
*<#><»/4, becaufe I would be within forty ftades of them,and fent them this Letter: If year 
will be that J muji needs come unto you, there are in Galilee two hundred and four Cities and. 
^wothem. Eoro *gfis, 1 meet y on in any one of them, which you pleafe, except Gabara and Gifchala : 
a^amtot c . ^ that the one iftheplace of ]ohn's Nativity, and the other is Confederate with him. 

After Jonathan had received this anfwer, he replied no more, but fought means to en- 
trap tae.John was of the opinion to write to all the Cities and Boroughs of Galilee jvtp- 
tion oTche"" ppfingtbat without queftion there were one or two in them that were mine Enemies, 
Amba/adors Whom they might incenfe againft me,as againft their common Enemy, He gave order al- 
againft^o/f/fc. f Qj ithafr this his refolution fhould be fent to Jerufalem, to the end that thofe of the City L 
underftanding that I was ad judged an Enemy by the Gaiilea»sjm%ht in like fort confirm 
that tHeir decree by their opinion. For hefaid,that by this means it would cometopafs, 
that the Galileans, who were well affected towards me, would fotfake me, for the fear 
they flood in of them. Thisadv'iceof Johns greatly pleafed them all, and was prefently 
brought unto me about the third hour of the Night, by one Saccheas, who flying from 
them 3 came and brought me the News, and particularly related to me their intent. For 
which caufe, perceiving that the time reqiSir-'d no longer delay,I commanded Jacob,who 
ftfrpb bef«- was one of mymoftaflured and trufty Servants,to take two hundred Men with him,and 
"ialuitc^ to b. e fet the wayes between Gabara and Gahlee,imd to fend me thofe Pafiengers whom 

he fhould take, and efpecially thofe that carried Letters. I fent Jeremy alfo,who was one M 
of tny Friends, to the marches of Galilee, with fix hundred Men at Arms, to keepthe 
paflages. that way toward Jernfalem, commanding him to feize on all thofe that carried 
Letters, and to commit the Men to Prifon, and to fend me their Packets. 

After I had in this fort inftru&ed thofe whom I fent, I commanded the Galileans the 
gf<ph with his next day following to take their Arms, and to furnifh themfelves with Victuals for three

rif'h ° ' *" into four Companies,and kept thofe with me, in whom I repofed moft confidence, 
for the guard of my perfon : and having appointed Captains over theaisand commanded 
themtobe carefuL, Icharged them to fuffer nounknown Soldier to enter in among them, 
Jhe next day f came to Gabaroth, at the fifth hour of the day, where I. found all the N 
fields about the City full of armed Galileans, who reforted thither to affift me, according 
as I had commanded them. Thither alfo came a multitude of other Men from otherA 
Boroughs. As foon as I cameamongft them,and was ready to fpeaktothem,allof them 
began to cry out, calling me their Benefactor, and the Maintainer of their Countrey 
At.terl.had folemnly given them thanks for this favor they (hewed me, I charged them 
to do no wrong, nor attempt any fpoil ia the Countrey, but to encamp amidft the fields, 
contenting themfc Ives with that provifion they had brought with them , becaufe * Was 
defirous to extinguifh thefe Troubles without effufion of Uo0d.It hapned thefameday, 1 

Meffengers and Letters fell into their hands , who had the guard, of the 
paliages bjr my appointments and,accordmgtomy direction,theMen werc put.in cufto- Q* 
dy, as Igave order : and finding the Letters that were brought me, to be fall of; no- 
thing but flanders and lyes written bythe Ambafiadors* Ifaid not award to- any Man, 

but 
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A but thought itbeft policy to march towards them. , But Jonathan's Soldiers having in- 
telligence of my coming, retira, and with ««m John. alfo, to Jtfm\ houfe, which was fiLSlA 
a great Tower,nothing different from aCittadeJ, in-whtch they lodg'd a good number 
of Soldiers, and locked up all the other gates fa ve o«ei- expeaing thiat I fhould come tf^* 
that way, to falute them. In a worcL. theyiiad commanded their Soldiers, that when I ° C ' 
fhould enter, they mould fuffer no Man elje to eqier with me, but exclude all the reft, 
For they made noother account, but that by this means they might eafily feixe on me.But 
they were deceiv'd of their hopes : For having notice beforehand of their intent , as 
foon as I came thither, I entred into a I '-J«?ing that was right over againft theirs, and 
feigned that I went to take my reft. Wh* '.upon Jonathans Soldiers fuppofing that I was 

B indeed afleep,and fafe, went forth in all hafte into the Plain,and labour'd to diffuade my # - 
Soldiers from their fidelity, becaufe of my ill Government. But all things fell out con- 
trary to what they hop'd : for as foon as they were difcovered, the Galileans gave a great 
fhout, teftifying the good will they bare to me their Governor,and they blamed the Am- * 
baffadors, that without any caufe of injury, they were come to difturb the Publick 
peace, and requir'd them to be gone, for that they would admit no other Governor. 
When thefe things were fignifieduntome,Imade no doubt to adventure my felf forth 
among them, to hear what thefe Ambaffadors had to fay againft me. Upon my arrival, f C th r himfcif n ^ 
the whole Troop fhouted for joy, and applauded me with a loud voi ce,giving me thanks among his 
for my juft and peaceable Government. Enemies. 

C Jonathan and his Adherents hearing this, were afraid, left the Galileans fhould fet up- 
on them, and they fhould be in danger of their Lives 5 and fo they began to bethink 
themfelves how they might efcape. But perceiving that they could not retire, becaufe 
I requir'd them inftantly to ftay, they were fo confounded, that they feem'd out of their 
fenfes. I therefore commanded the People to ceafe their fhouting, and planted the Sol- 
diers of greateft truft in every paffage, to prevent John from charging them unawares. 
After this, I exhorted the People to betake them to their Weapons, to the end that if 
the Enemy fhould fuddenlyaflail them, they might notbeputintodiforder. This donej 
ficft of all began to rip up to Jonathan and his Followers, what Letters they had written> ajJSe"' 
and how they had certified me, that they ; wefefent 'bytthe Inhabitants of Jernfalem, to AafefiUonj 

D make an end of thofe differences that were between me and jfoio,, and how they had 
requir'd me to come unto them. Afterwards in the feejuel of my difcourfr,Iproducd 
their Letters inopen view, to the end they ; miaht not deny any thing, feeing themfelves 
convicted by their own haod-writingiand i^aketbuajaddieffing myipeech to Jonathan.

E y° H a % therefore, who are my Fellows andFriends of Galilee, that yon bide nothing of 
the truth h but that before thefe men, as if they were Judges, yon declare if I bavedone any 
thingtbatis contrary to right. , 

After I had fpoke after this manner, all of them, with one accord , calledvmfc their The GtUUtm 
Benefaaor and Defender, and gave teftimony of my forepaffed Government, and ex? jj&wod 
horted me to continue the famenereafter. And all of them affirmed by Oath,that I had iGuvcmmcnr. 
carefully prevented left any Woman fhould be violated or any Man by my meansdrawn 
into any injury or inconvenience. Thisdone 9 Ipublickly read the two Letters in the f'^hXfl 
prefence of all the Galileans, .which were taken from Jonathan's Meffengers , by thofe *& fl „-sEpiiiiej. 
who were appointed by me to befet the ways, and Were by them fent to me j which let* 
F ters Were full of injuries and falfhoods, accufing me that I had behaved my fcU? rather 
like a Tyrant k than a Governor, towards them: befides that, there were divers other 
things, ia them written and urged very falfly* Thefe Letters (faid I,) were voluntarily 
offered me by thofe that carried the fame. For I was unwilling that mine Adverfaries 
fhouldknow thatl had befet the wayes, left they fhould forbear to. write hereafter. 

Tie People having heard this, were dif pleafed and animated againft Jonathan and his ™ c U^fta 
Followers, and prefs'd on to murther them .as they had furely donoj had I notipaeffied ag»inft 
the difpleafure pf the Galileans. AsfortheAinbaffadoKthatac^ontpanied >»««Aii», I jf''£'&," n * 
told them all, that I pardoned Whatsoever was paft, provided they would changb their A»b»fla<ior». 
demeanor, and upon their return into their Countrey, truly repot tomto thofenwhb had 

G fenbthem, how all things had paft under my Government. This they promis'd, and I 
difmi fled them v not withftanding that Iktiew they would perfofrm nothing ;of that 
which they hadpromifed. But the whole mukknde continuing their &wy againftthem^de^ 

Ci fired 
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fired me to give them leave to punifh with all rigor thofe who had committed this H 
flandcrous aft. But I laboured all I could to perfwade them to lay no hands upon 
them, knowing full well thatwhatfoever Mutiny it be, it Cannotbut breed prejudiceto 
the Commonweal, This notwkhftanding, the multitude would by no means be 
*foh pacifi- fatisfied, but all of them ran in crouds with great fury to the Lodging, where Jonathan 
«h Sedition and the Embaffadors were. Whereupon feeing that it was impoffible to reftrain their 
bi^dfceA rur 3 r s I incontinently betook meto my Horfe,and commanded the People to follow me 
to sogan a Borough of the Arabians, diftant from thence fomeioftades. By this means 
I brought to pafs, that the beginning of a Civil War might not be imputed to me. 
When I arrived at sogan, I made a halt, and admoniffat my Followers not to give way 
frfcfh reads to their froward difpleafures, nor entertain any delire of revenge : and I commanded I 
cnc hundred them to choofe out an hundred ofthe chiefeft and eldeft amongft them , who fbould re- 
Am ^ fli ^ pair to the City of Jerufalem, and there complain unto the Peopleagainft thofe that had 
»• J"*/ jj^jjgj Sedition in their Province. And I faid untothem, Jf the People be favourable and 
lifien to your difcourfe, you Jhall perfuade them to write unto me, that by their authority I re- 
main in Galilee ^ and that John and his Followers depart from hence. After I had given 
them this charge,and that they were furnifhed withall things neceffary for their Journey, 
with all expedition on the third day I difpatched them, and fent five hundred armed 
Men with them. I writ alfo to my Friends in Samaria , fo to provide for their paffage, 
that they might finifh their journey in all fecurity. For Samaria was already in fub- 
jectionto the Romans ; and it behoved my Men of necefiity, in order to make a fhort K 
journey, to pafs that way. For, from Galilee, by this means a man may in three days 
arrive at Jerufalem. Furthermore, I conduced the Ambafladors my felf as far as the 
Frontiers of Galilee, fetting Guards upon the ways to the end that none might eafily 
know of their departure. Which done, I fojourned for a certain time at Japba. 

But Jonathan and bis Companions having failed of theirpurpofe intended againft me, 
difmifled John toGifchala: as for themfelves they went to Tiberias, hoping to bring the 
Jots hope??" f atne under their obedience ; for- that Jefus , who was Prefident at that time, had writeo to 
p Ttbctiu them,and promi/ed them to perfuade the People to entertain them, and to take their part 
hands'™!! if ^7 C2n3e: in which hope they retired thither. Sylav^whoCks I declared )was left by me 
poflcfllwi. a» Agent in Tiberias,cert\bed me of all this by his Letters,advifing me to return in all di- L 
iigence: in doing which, I was brought in danger of my life,upon this occafion thaten- 
futthijonathan and his Followers being come to 21ttow,perfuaded divers who were mine 
«*ftpb fiUeth Enemies to revolt from me, but after they were certified that I was there in perfon, they 
in dinger. were afraid,and came unto me ; arid fainting me, told me, that they reputed me happy, in 
that I had fo wifely behaved myfelfin Galilee.-znd they rejoyced alfo in appearance,that I 
was returned with honor; telling me that they participated in that honor as being their 
Fellow- Citizen. And they protefted to me that the friendfliip which I bore them,was more 
considerable to them than that of John ; and defired me to return,promiiing very fbortly 
to deliver Jobn 'mto my hands: and thefe fpeeches of theirs they feconded with dreadful 
lh tonfede' 1 C«aths,wh«ch made me thinkthat I had no caufe to disbelieve them. Furthermore, they M 
juei policy.'" prayed me to take up my Lodging in another place, becaufe the Sabbath being near, it 
were an inconvenience that the City of Tiberias fhould be drawn into trouble on that 
day. I who fufpe&ed nothing, Tepaired to Tarichea, leaving notwithftanding certain of 
my Friends behind me in Tiberias, who might curioufly obferve what the common talk 
was of me: and all along the way betwixt Tarichea and Tiberias, I laid certain Men in 
wait, who from one to another might certifie me of that which was difcovered by them 
who remained in the City. The next day therefore they all affembled in iheProfeucba 
or Oratory, which was a large houfe, wherein they prayed, and capable of a great Mul- 
TheP«opktr. titude. When Jonathan was entred into this place,he durft not openly fpeak to them of 
rffeJh*?* a t cvolt 5 but or| ly told them that their City had need of abetter Governor. Butthe Pre- N 
fident jfe/Jw, without di trembling, fpake plainly after this manner unto them; It were bet- 
ter for you{tny friends) tbatyouvere fubjc& to four Men of mobility and great wjfdbm,than to 
one .*and thereupon he pointed to Jonathan and his Collegues. Juftms- flood up, and 
praifed this advice and drew fome of the people to his opinion. But the greater part af« 
fented not, and there had prefently followed a mutiny, had not the Aflembly been dif- 
The Jew/ fat miffed, by reafon it was mid-day, which the ordinary hour amongft them to take 
eWfflor 1 " thc * r re P aft ' Thus did Jonathans conforts remit the determination of the matter 
t*»Ue» clock until the next day,retiring themfelves withoutany good done. Which being reported to 
at noon. mc , I rcfolved with my felf the next morning to repair to the City of Tiberias.- and ac- 
cordingly arriving there very early I found the People already affembled in theplaceof O 
prayer; but they iriew not the caufe why they were affembled. Jonathan and his 
Collegues feeing mcthere, contrary to their expectation, were very much troubled,and 

bethought 
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A bethought themfelves of this fubtilty. They told the Multitude that a certain Friend of 

theirs had inform'd them, that he had difcovered certain Roman Horfemen upon the mi 
Frontiers of that Territory, fome thirty ftadei from the Ciryjin a place Called Homoncea. \ [£ t £ 
Whereupon they cry'd out, that they ought not to endure their Countrey to be pillag'd 
by the Enemy in their fight. They ufed this Speech,fuppofing that under pretext of res- 
cuing the Countrey, they rmght fend meaoVoad,and lb remain Matters of the City, by 
getting the affection of the Inhabitants to my prejudice. 

Now although I knew very Well their intent,yet I gave ear to them,Ieft I (hould bring 
the Tiberians into an opinion, that I was negligent and carelefs of their fecurity. { there- 
fore rode out,and came to the placeof which they had fpoken, where Ending no foot- 

B ftep or appearance of an Enemy, I returned fpeedily without delay to Tiberias. When I 

came there, I found the whole Council affembled with a Multitude of People, and Jon a- ™* fnTEpi- 
than making againft me a very vehement Invective, that I made no account to relieve flics produced 
them in their Wars,and ftudied nothing but mine own pleafure. And whil'ft they ^^^™^" 
fpake thefe words, they produced four Letters, as written unto them by thofe who |,/^»! s * m 
live upon the Marches of Galilee,- requiring fuccor of them, for that the Roman Horfe- 
men and Footmen would within three days forage and fpoil their Countrey. The Siberi- 
ans hearing thefe Allegations, and fuppofing them true, cryed out, faying, That it behoved 
them not in that manner to delay time, but to go and fuccor their Countrey men invironed mth 
great dangers. Whereupon I anfwer'd, That I was ready to obey them, and promised to 

C march forth againft the Enemy with all expedition. Now I knew well the pretence of ^/^'tSb- 
Jonathan,vadi declared my opinion, that fince thofe Letters faid, that the Romans gather'd of the " 
head in divers places, it was requifiteto divide our Power into five Companies,appoint- Ambiflidors,* 
ing every one of them a Chieftain over them,each of the Ambafladors to command one. 
For it is an honor for good Men not only to give counfel, but alfo when need requireth, 
to be firft in action: and it lay not in my power to lead anymore than one Company. 
This my advice waspleafing to all the People, who prefently conftraind thefe Men to 
march out to the War : whereby it came to pafs, that they were greatly confuted to . 
fee that they could not finifh that which they had imagined,bccaufeIcroffed all their En- A m °b"fr 
terprizes. Hereupon, one of their Party hall'd Ananias,* wicked and fubtle Man,coun- fadon, a wkk- 

£> felled the People to celebrate a folemn Faft the next day, and gave direction at the fame ed n,an " 
hour, that all of them fhould gather together in that place without Arms, to teftifie be- 
fore God, that without his fuccors and affiftance,they were able to do nothing. He fpake 
this, not for anyPiety that was in him, but to the end to furprize both me and my Fol- 
lowers unarm a. To this advice of his I was conftratn'd to condefcend, to the end it 
might appear that I contemned not that which had fo great an appearance of Religion. q; W(I , iM wri . 
As foon therefore as we retired every one to our feveral Lodgings, Jonathan and his fcthtojoiiiito 
Collegues writ to John, to rcfort unto them early in the Morning with his Men of War, «° me uwo . 
and all the Power he could make ; for that they might eafily lay hands on me, and ac- 
complifh that which they had fo long time long'd for. He receiving this Letter ,willingly 

£ obey'd." The next day I commanded two of my ftouteft and faithfulleft Soldiers to hide 
their fhort Swords under their Gowns, and to attend me,to the end that if in any fort we 
were aflfailed by the Enemy, we might defend our felves. I put on my Curets alfo, and 
girt my Sword by my fide, in fuch fort, as no Man might perceive the fame , and came 
with them to the place or Prayer. 

But Jefus, as foon asl was entred with my Friends, having the guard of the gate, would 
not permit the reft of my Followers to enter with me: and as we were ready to begin 
our Prayers,according to the cuftom of the Countrey, Jefitt rifing up, demanded of rat 
What was become of the Houjbold-fiufj that was taltpt out of the King's Palace when it was g.fa ta]ks 
• burnt? and where the bullion of pver was* and with whom I had left the fame ? all which with Jofcptr. 
F he mention'd,that he might delay the thne till John's approach. I anfwer'd, That J had 
put the fame into the hands of Capella, and ten of the chief Nobility of Tiberias, and wil- 
kdhim to ask^ them whether H^were true that i fpaks? He did fo,and they confeffed that y jcpFsitUa 
they had it. But what (faid he) is become of thofe twenty pieces of Gold, that you receiv'd with $cf<* for 
by the file of a certain weight of maflrVe fiver? 1 anfwer'd him, That 1 had delimrd the ^"^f'"" 
fame to theAmbaffadors, to defray their charges in their Voyage towards Jerufalem. Hereupon 
Jonathan and his Colleguesfaid 5 rf<J*I had done amifs,in employing the PublickTreafure to 
theufeof thofe Ambajjadors. The People being difpleas'd with this Malice: And when I 
faw that a Commotion was likely to arife, I thought beft to animate the People the more 
againft them ; I faid, That if I had done amifs infurnijhing the Ambaffadort out of the com- 

G mon ftocki thej fhouldneed to tak? no further dijhleafure for that : for, faid I, J will repay 
thofe twenty pieces of Gold out of mine own Purfe. Hereupon the People were ineenfed the

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more againft them, becaufe they manifeftly difcoverd what hatred they wrongfully bare H 
unto me. Jefus fearing left fome Difturbance might arife, commanded the People to de- 
part, and onely the Council to ftay, for that it was unpoffible to-examine matters dif- 
w to° j" creetl v, where fo much trouble and turmoil was. The People cryed out, that they would 
f<P>>- wot leave me alone among them. Whereupon there came one to JefusjNho fecretly informed 
him, that John with his armed Men was at hand; Jonathan being unable to contain and 
conceal his joy, and God fo providing for the eonfervation of my life ( fince other- 
fofipb almoft wife, Jehu and his Followers had certainly deftroy'd me. ) forbear ffaid he) /<?Tibe- 
fuJJcniy fur- r j anSj t0 c „quire of the twenty pieces of Gold, Jofeph meriteth not punijbment for this mat- 
Enemy ,h dc- ter 3 but becaufe he affeOeth the tyranny, and by his words hath deceived the People o/Galilee, 
livcicd' from and gotten the sovereignty to himfelf. As he fpake thefe words,he and thofe of his Faction I 
pcri1, offer *d to lay hands on me, intending to murther me. But thofe two, whom I had With 
me, perceiving their intent , drew their Swords, threatning thofe who attempted to 
offer me violence. The People likewife gathered ftones to caft at Jonathan , and 
pull'd me away violently from mine Enemies, As I was getting away, I Caw John 
coming with his Troops 5 whereupon croffing down .a private way that led me to the 
Lake, Igot into a Boat,andwent by water to tarichea, avoiding this danger beyond all 
hope. 

There immediately T fent for the chiefeft Men of Galilee, and told them, how contrary 
certifi- toall right,! had almoft been murther'd by Jonathan and the Siberians .The Galileans were 
/Mafhow"''" highly incens'd againft them,and conjur'd me,without delay ,to make War againft them} K 
traytcroufly or if I lift not my felf, to fuffer them with all expedition to cut off both John and Jona- 
fh" r/6er/"« witfl a11 their Followers . 1 reftrain'd them the beft I could, and reprefented to 
i*j dcahw'Lh them that it was beft to expect till fuch time as we knew what News our Am- 
baffadors, that were gone to Jerufalem, would bring. To the end to do nothing 
without their approbation and confent ; and by thefe means I perfuaded them. But 
John feeing that at that time his defign had no fuccefs , return d back again to Gif- 
chala. 

Some few days after, our Ambaffadors return' d (torn Jerufalem, and certifi'd us that 
The hund id P eo P le °^ J eru f a ^ m were much difpleas'd with Ananut the High Prieft, and Simon 
AmAitftdors theSon of Gamaliel, that without their confent, they had fent Deputies mtoGalilee, to L 
return from difpoffefs me of the Government there 5 and their difpleafure was fo great, that they 
3tru[aiem. werere ady to fet their Houfes on fire. They brought me alfo Letters, by which the 
Governors of Jerufalem, upon the inftant Requeft that the People made to them, con- 
firmed me in the Government of Galilee*, and commanded Jonathan and his Affociates to 
An Artrmbiy return back again with all expedition. After I had receiv'd thefe Letters, I repair'd to 
\nA,btu, the Borough of Arbela, where I affembled the Galileans : before whom I commanded 
the Ambaffadors to report how much the People of Jerufalem were difpleafed at thofe 
things which Jonathan had done againft me 5 and how they confirm'd me in the Go- 
The Council vernment of this Countrey, and recalfd Jonathan and his Confederates back again to 
|£fU S byV>- J eru f al em: After this, I fent them that Letter that was directed to them,commanding the M 
amhun ind'his melienger to obferve very carefully both their adtionsand countenance. They were great- 
Companions, j y tr oubled,and fent for John,and "thofe of the Council of Tiberias, with the Governor of 
G<tbara,and confulted with them what was beft to do. Thetiberians opinion was,that Jo- 
nathan and disCollegues fhould continue to take Care of affairs, and not forfake the City 
which had put itfelf into their hands,efpecially becaufe I would attack themrfor that I had 
f 0 1 hreatned them,they were not afham'd to feign and imagin.This advice not only pleafed 
John, but he further gave this counfel, that two of the Ambaffadors fhould be fent from 
them to the People or Jerufalem, to accufe me thatlhadunjuftly govern'dGU/j/eei which 
they might very eafily perfuade the People to believe ; both in regard of their Authority, 
as alfo for that the common People are by nature variable and inconftant. This counfel N 
that John gave, was allow'd by them all : and it was thought fit that Jonathan and Ana- 
nias fhould in perfon repair to Jerufalem, and the other two remain at tiberiat 5 and for 
their Convoy they gave them an hundred armed Soldiers. 

The tiberians after this provided for the reparation of their Walls, gave command- 
T he Tii " i it * i rnetlt to a H tne Citizens to take Arras, and fent for fome mpplies to John , who was at 
^a.nii jefepk. G'fcbala, to ftrengthen their Garifon, if they fhould any ways be aflaulted by me. Jona- 
joitth'n with than travelling onwards of his Journey, came to Dataritf*, a City Gtuated upon "the ut- 
isvInLnTkret termof * Borders of Galilee in a great Plain : there he met about Midnight with fome of 
cptivc. my Troops that kept the Watch, who commanded them to lay by their Arms, and kept 

them Prifoners,as I had commanded them. Hereof Levi, who had the charge of this O 
Quarter, certifi'd me by his Letters, I diffembJing the matter for two days, fent Letters 
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A to the tiberians, by which I counselled them, to lay their Arms afide, and difmifs every 
one to his own dwelling place. But they returned me an.injurious anfwer : for they fup? 
pofed that Jonathan and his Train Were already arrived in Jerufdem. . But I letting light 
by their Injuries, refolved to ufe Cunning, rather than Force : for I thought it a dange- 
rous matter to kindle a Civil War. , Being therefore willing to draw them out of their 
walls, I chafe out ten thoufand of my beft Soldiers^ whom I diftributed into three 
Bands, and lodged one Company of them fecretly at Dora, in arabufh. I placed another 
thoufand in a certain Borough fcituate in a mountainous place, fome four ftades from 
Tiber*** j commanding them, that as fpon as I gave them a watch- word or fign, they 
fhould break forth: as for my felf,I drew into the open field, and. there quarter'd. 
B Which when the Tiberians faw^ they made continual Excurfions towards me, ufing ma- ^ h ^. riifr ^'" 
ny bitter and injurious Taunts againft me : and fo great Folly poffeffed them, that they t c ° ly "//iml'" 
laid a Coffin in the open Plain, and going round about the fame, they fcornfully feemed Jofcpb? 
to lament me, as dead, whil'ft in the mean time I took pleafure to laugh at their follies. 

But being defirous to furprize by fome policy Simon and Joazar the two other Col- 
legues,Ifent to defire them that they would march forth a little without their walls, at- 
tended by their Friends, and a Guard for their fecurity 5 for that I was minded to con- 
fer with them upon a Peace, and to fhare the Government with them. Simon blinded 
with Ambition, wasfo weak as to come forth with all expedition : but Joazar fufpedt- f ^P r J- 
ing fome ftratagem, would not adventure without the walls. As foon as I faw Simon, fubtiiVyTand y 
C I went out to meet him, and embraced him kindly, giving him thanks for that he was ladeth him 
come down 5 and after walking along with him, as if I intended to communicate fome- aw3y P"^""- 
what with him in fecret, I withdrew him from his Friends 5 and laying hands on him, I 
delivered him to my Friends to lead him into the Borough, and gave a fign to my Soldi- 
ers to come forth, and with them I affaulted the City of Tiberias. There was a fharp 
skirmifh on both fides, and the tiberians had well nigh gotten the Victory : for my Sol- 
diers began toflie, but perceiving how the matter went,I animated thofe of my Com- 
pany, and gave a valiant onfet on the tiberians, who almoft had the better, and chafed 
them into their City, and fent another Company by the Lake, to fet fire on thofe Hou- 
fes which they fhould firft light upon. Hereupon the tiberians thinking their City was &Jg h J^i£ 
£5 taken by force, caft down their Weapons for fear, and pray'd me to have compaffion.on * et " 
their Wives and Children, and to pardon their City. Accordingly, being moved with 
compafSon, I reftrained the fury of my Soldiers 5 and becaufe it was late, I founded a 
Retreat, both to fpare the City,and relieve my wearied and wounded Soldiers. I fent 
for Simon to come and fupwith me, and comforted him in his misfortune, promifing 
him to fend him to Jerufalem with all fafety, and to furnifh him for his ordinary expen- 
ces with all things neceffary. The next day, with ten thoufand Soldiers, I entred into 
Tiberias, and having affembled thechiefeft Citizens in the Hippodrome^, commanded them 
to difcover to me who had been the Authors of that Rebellion. They fatisfied me,andl f h f Authort of 
laid hands on them, and bound them, and fent them incontinently to Jotapata. As for $0- ,h« Sedition to 
E nathan and his Conforts, I gave them Money for their charges, and fent them back to Je- 
rufalem with Simon and Joazar, and five hundred Soldiers for their Guard. Hereupon the 
tiberians re-affembled themfelves before me, befeeching me to pardon their mifdeeds, 
promifing me to recompence by their future fidelity their former defection : and defi- Thofe Good* 
ring me to reftore thofe Goods to the Gitizens,which in way of pillage were taken from ^ 
them. Whereupon lgavecommand,that all the prey fhould be brought and laid before citizens » re 
me : and whereas the Soldiers delayed to perform the fame, Iefpying one of thofe Sol- «ftoied. 
diers that flood by me, better apparelled than he was wont to be, asked him where he 
had gotten that Garment > who confeffing that he had taken it in the fpoil of the City, 
I caus'd him to be well-cudgel'd, and threatned a wprfe punifhment to all thofe that 
F would not reftore what they had taken away .By which means,recovering a great part of 

the prey together, I gave every Citizen that which belong'd to him. Rj ^ o{ 

In this pi ace I cannot forbear to reprehend jf«^*f,and others, for foul dealing.For ha- j a ^ p r ^ Ha- 
ving fpoken of this bufinefs in their Hiftories, they are not afham'd to gratifie their paf- ftoriographtr , 
lion and hatred by delivering it to Pofterity otherwife than indeed it was. In which they 
differ nothing from Counterfeiters of Evidences, and Razers of Records, but that thefe 
Men are more encourag'd by impunity. For Jnflus,to the end he might feem to employ 
his time well, undertaking to fet down the events of this War, hath belyed me in many 
things, and hath been no lefs guilty of falfitiesin matters relating to his own Coun- 
trey. For which caufe I am neceffarily enforced in this place to difcover that 
G which hitherto I have concealed , and to reprove that which he hath falfely te- 
ftified of me: neither is it to be wondered at 9 that I have fo long deferred it. 

For 
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For whofoever writes a Hiftory, though oblig'd to fpcak the Truth 5 yet is not bound H 
to inveigh againft the wickeder fort top vehemently 5 not for that they are worthy 
of this favour, but that he may keep himfelf within the bounds of prudence and mo- 
deration. 

Tell me therefore Juftus (for thou deftrefi to be held for the man of greateft credit 
amongft all other Hiftorians ) tell me, I fray tbee,in familiarity (for I muft fo talJ^with 
thee as if thou wert prefent before me) howl and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion,whicb thy Countrey began both againft the Romans, and their King. For before I 
teas chofen Governor of Galilee by the People of Jerufalem, both thou and all the Tiberians 
were not only up in Arms, but had already made War againft thofe of Decapolis in Syria. 
Thy felf hadjt burnt their Villages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter. Jet I 
not I alone witnefsthis, but it is extant alfo in writing in the Records of the Emperor Vefpa- 
fian, hotvthe Inhabitants of Decapolis fupplicatcd Vefpafian then in the City of Ptolemais, 
that thou miqhtcft be punifhed, as the Author of their mijehiefs : and ajjuredly thou hadft 
been punifliedby the Emperor, had not Agrippa, who received Commijfwn to execute thee, up- 
on the infant requeft of his Sifter Bernice, fparcd thy life, and kept thee bound in Vrifon 
for a long time. But the fequel of thy attions ftifficiently fhewt what the reft of thy life hath 
been, and how thou didjl cauft thyCountrey to rebel againft the Romans: whereof 1 will pro- 
duce hereafter moft evident Arguments, and for thy canfc will I urge fomcwhat againft thofe 
other Tiberians , and will make it plain to fich as full read thefe_ Hiftories, that thou haft 
tlhmistu- been no friend to Rome, nor faithful to thy King. And I firft inftance in the greateft K 
/ icp!.ar'rv'an!7' citi " u f_ Galilee, Sephoris and Tiberias, in which thou Juftus wert born. The former is 
liberie two fcituate in the heart of Galilee, having round about it a number of ViUages,and being eaft- 
Ct'iUe."" ° f lj> able t0 m ^ * revolt at T lei *f' ire ' y et notwithfianding the Citizens thereof refohed to 
obferve their faith to the Romans, and would not receive me, nor take Arms for the Jews. 
And through the fear they had of me, the Inhabitants furprizd me by their artifices , and 
oblig'd me to encompafs their City with a wall: and that done, they willingly entertained a 
Carifott which was lent them from CeftiusGallus, who was General of the Roman Legions 
in Syria, and deny d me entra»ce,becaufe at that time he had a great power, and terrifd the 
Countrey round about, lea, when our great City of Jerufalem was bejieged, and the Tem- 
ple common to all our Nation, was in danger to fall into the Enemies hands, the Sephorites L 
fent no fuccors, to the end it might not be /aid that they took Arms againft the Romans: 
But thyCountrey, Juftus, being fcituate upon the Lake of Genazareth diftantfrom Hippos 
thirty {lades, from Gadafa Jtxty,from Scythopolis fixfcore,in a Countrey obedient to the 
King, having not any City of the Jews round about it, might have very eaftly kept their faith 
to the Romans, if they had pleas' d. Fdr both the City andPeeple were furnijhed with Muni- 
tion in all abundance. But as thou fay eft , I was the cauft at that time. And who after- 
wards t For thou knoweft that before the (lege of Jerufalem, / was in the Romans hands* 
and that Jorapara was taken by force, and divers other Cafiles 5 and that a great number of 
Galileans had been hft in divers Battels. At that time Jbouldefi thou have delivered thy 
felf of that fear thou hadft of me , laying thine arms aftde, and prefenting thy felf to the M 
King and the Romans, if thou tookeft Arms not of thine own accord, but enforced But the 
truth rs, you expeSedVeCpafim's coming, even until fuch time as he begirt your City with <? 
ftege, and then laid you your Arms aftde for fear of danger: yea, even then had tour City 
been overthrown, except the King in excufe of your folly, had obtained your pardon at Vef- 
padan-r hands. It was not therefore my fault, but your own, that you behaved your (elves 
li«e Enemies to the Roman Empire. Do not you remember how often I obtained the vi&orv 
agawft y 0 u,and how feldom you could complain of Bloodfhedi But you falling at diftention 
one with another, became the inftruments of your own ruine s and not for the love you bare 
either to the King, or the Romans, of your own malice you flew an hundred eighty five 
S at ^ cb , tim r ** Iwa t he H ged hy the Romans »* J°tapata. Nay more,is it not true, N 

that during the faid ftege of Jerufalem, there were more than two thoufand Tiberians /lain 
or taken Prifonersj But perhaps thou wilt alledge, that at that time thou wert no Enemv be- 
cause thou wert fled to the King: but I tell thee that thou fleddeft thither for the fearthn

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A But I will Jay no more of theft matters?, notwithfianding I wonder at thine impudence , 

that baft openly prqtefted, that thou haft written mare exaSly and perfectly of this matter, 2«M ^* 
than any man 5 whereas thou art utterly ignorant of thofe things that were dene in Galilee, wlrso^he 
For at that time thou wert at Berytum with the King, and kpeweft not what the Romans fuf- Jew- 
fer'datthe ftege of Jotapata, feeing thou didft not follow iff. Neither couldft thou be able to. 
learn how I behaved my felf therein, for that there was not one of thofe that helptme to defend; 
it left alive to give thee certain intelligence. Thou wilt perhaps fay, that thou haft carefully 
defcribed that which hapned during the ftege of Jerufalem. And how is thv pojfible? For 
thou wert neither agent nor fpeSator in that War 3 neither baft thou read the Commentaries of 
Vefpafian; Which 1 clearly affirm, becaufe thou baft written clean contrary to that which is 

g contained therein. And if thou art Jb confident \ that thy Hiftory is truer than others, wbj 

didft thou notpublijb it during the lives of Vefpafian and Titus, who were the Generals of that jjK^5£» 
War or during the life of King Agrippa, and his Relations who were all of them very expert rim mi ve- 



sgAgi 

in the Greek^tongue} For thou haft kept it written by thee above twenty years, and might eft M» 
have produced witnefs of thine exalt diligence before them, who veere privy to all things. But " " 
now when they are dead, and thou thinkfft that no man liveth that may reprove thee, thoii 
baft taken the boldnefs to publifh thy Worl^. I have tifed no fuch policy in my Books, but 
prefented them to the Emperors themf elves, who were eye-witnejfes and aQors thereof. For I f^'fhr 
kpew in mine own foul that I had fet down all things truly : Whereupon I obtained my ex- truth ofjo/c- 
fetfed approbation. Moreover, 1 communicated the fame Hiftory with divers others , whereof P'«i HUtory. 
£ feme of them were prefint in the War, as was King Agrippa, and fomeof his kindred. 
And Titus the Emperor himfelf wets fo deftrous that pofterity fhtuld learn the truth of that 
Hiftery out of theft Books, that he placed them in his Library, and caufed them to bepublijhed, 
being fubferibed with his own hand; ce As for King Agrippa, he feat me feventy two Epiflles, 
*' teftifying the truth of my Books, whereof two arefubjdind, to the end that the truth may 
" appear thereby. King Agrippa to his dear friend Jofeph, Health : I have with great 
<c contentment read the Boo\ t wherein thou feemeft in my opinion to have handled this matter 
K more exaSly, ,than any other. For which cauft I pray thee fend me the reft. Fdrewel my The firft 
«' friend. King Agrippa to jofeph bis dear friend,Health : I perceive by thy writings that E F ilUc « 
" thouneedeft no information from me, how matters pajjedfrom the beginning: yet when we The f fCon j. 
j} f c meet next, I will between me and thee tell thee certain things which thou kjioweft not. Thus Epiftic. 
was he a witnefs of the truth of my Hiftory: not flattering me t for it became him not ^ pro . 
neither deriding me 9 for far was it from fo noble a mind to be fubje&to Jo ftrvile a folly : fecmeth his 
but onely to this end, that the truth of my writings might be commended to the Reader by "^e' h y, to 3n d d e- 
bis teftimony. And thus much have I thought good to fet down by way of anfwer b"Vwiih 
to Juftus. iufim. 

Now as foon as I had pacified thefe troubles in Tiberias, and had eftablifhed a council 
of fuch as were well affected towards me, I bethought my felf of what concerned me 
to do in refpeft of John. All they, of Galilee were of the opinion, that I fhould gather 
together all the forces of my Government and march againft John, and do juftice upon 
E him, as he that had been the Author of all this mifchief. But for mine own parr, I 
mifliked their counfels, becaufe my defire was to extinguifh thefe Troubles withouc 
blood-(hed; and for that caufe I injoyn'd them with all diligence poffible, to learn 
the names of all thofe who ferved under him : which being done, I published a Procla- < 
mation, by which I promifed fafety and pardon to all thofe, that fhould forfait e John, 
affigning them the term of twenty daies, to determine of that which feemed bed for 
their own fecurity: and I threatned to fet fire on their houfes, and .confifcare theif 
goodsj except they quitted their Arms. They hearing thefe things, were greatly Four thoufinJ 
troubled, and forfook Jobny and after theyhad laid down their Arms, they came unto of *>b* » 
me to the number of four thoufand : fo that only about fifteen hundred Men remained ^°^ s { ™i 
F with jfd&w 5 either of Citizens, or ftrangers of Wheo^ John perceived that he wa» foi] C ow ' m 
circumvented by this policy, he ever after remained quiet in his Countrey in great fear. 

At that time the Sephorites grew fobold, that they took Arms in confidence of the 
ftrength of their walk* and for that they faw me difrraded with other bufioefs. They 
fent to Ceftivs Gallm Governouriof Syria, praying him to repair to them with all ex- 
pedition, and take poffeffion of their City, or fend them aGarrifon at lealt. Gallmr 
promifed to come to them, but he fet down no certain time of his approach. W here- 
of when I was advertifed, I took the Menof War I had, and marched againft the Se- 
phoriies, and took their City by force. The Galileans very glad of this opportunity, 
and fuppofing the time was come wherein they might fatisfy the infatiablc hatred 
0 they bare againft that City, omitted nothing that might wholly ruine the City, with 
all the Inhabitants. They fet fire on the houfes which they found defolate : for tho 
Inhabitants were fled away for fear, and retired into a Fortrefs. They plundred the

Town, and left nothing unfpoiled; neither was there any kind of mifery which they H 
sefhtri, fpoi. joflifted not on their Countrymen. Which when I faw, t was much grieved, and 
- commanded them to give over ; telling them it was impiety iri them, tafhew them- 

felves fo favage towards their Countreymen. And feeing that neither by any prayer 
or command I could draw them to obedience, for that their animofity was fo violent, 
I commanded thofe that were about me, and whom I moft trufted, to fpread a rumor 
that the Romans were entring on the other fide of the City with a great Array. All 
which I did, to the end that by this rumor, I might reftrain the fury of the Galileans^ 
and fave the City of Sephoris. And this policy took good effect ; For when they heard 
this news they were afraid, and forfook their pillage, to truft to their heels,, becaufe 
I who was their General did the like. For I made a fhew,that I believed the rumor to be I 
true, as well as they : and by this ftratagem the City sephoris was fa ved beyond all hope. 
tilcrus in - Tiberias alfo hardly efcaped from being fpoiled by the Galileans, through this oc- 
.jin^cr of m- cafion which enfueth : The chiefeft of their Council writ to the King, to defire him 
, IC- to come and take poffeffion of their City. The King promifed to fatisfie them very 

fliortly, and deliver his Letters to one of his chamber, called Crifpus a Jew born, to 
carry the fame to the Siberians. The Galileans took this melTenger on the way, and 
brought him unto me: which when the common people underftood, of meer fpleen 
they fell to Arms, and the next day divers of them alTembled themfelves from all 
parts, and came to the City of Afocb where I made my abode, and made great ex- 
clamations, calling the Tiberians traitors, and the Kings friends, and demanding of me K 
liberty to repair to Tiberias, and raze it to the ground, being as much difpleafed 
againft the Tiberians, as they were againft the sephorites. 

Which when I heard, Iftood in great doubt how to deliver the tiberians from that 
difpleafure, which the Galileans had conceived againft them : for I could not deny but 
that the Tiberians had written and fent for the King : for the anfwer which he made 
jo/4* con- them, did evidently exprefs the fame. Having along while debated the matter with 
iuitcth with my felf, [ faid unto them 5 I know a* well as you that the Tiberians have offended; 
himfclf. neither will I hinder you from fpoiling their City, but you mud proceed to the exe- 
cution thereof with fome prudence. For the Tiberians alone do not betray the publick 
liberty, but others alfo, who are more accounted of in the Countrey of Galilte. Stay L 
therefore until fuch time as r am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of 
this Treafon; and then you fhall have them all under your hands, with all fuch you 
paticularly think worthy puniChment. By this difcourfe I appeas'd the People, who 
The GtUitMt departed from me contented. As for the meffengerthat was fent by the King, Icaufed 
»rath 1 pacified, him tobe imprifoned, having refpect to an urgent neceffity of mine own,which conftrai- 
a°iin(\ V the nec * me to ^ e P a " out °^ Kingdom within a little while. And calling Crifpus fecretly 
rfurutit. unto me 5 1 charged him to make the Soldier drunk, who had the. charge of him, to the 
end that he might in all fecurity flie back to the King. Thus Tiberias being ready tobe 
deftroyed the fecond time, by my government and providence, avoided a great and 
fatal danger. . lyf 

At the fame time Juft*s,the fon of Pifinsfied to the King without my knowledge; the 
caufe of which flight, I will orderly expreft. As foon iasthe Remaps had begun the War 
? a/lHi defi- againft the Jews, the Tiberians concluded to obey the King, and in no fort to rebel againft 
m^i°a*Mee. **} e Romafl1 - But Jvfius perfuaded them to take Arms, thirfting after alteration, and ho- 
' ping toufurp the Government of Galike,znd of his own Countrey : but his hope failed 
him; for the Galileans being envioufly bent againft ttae Tiberians, for thofe injuries they 
had fuffered at their hands beforethe War, would not allow Jnftutxo be their Governor. 
My felf alfo, whom the People of Jerufale** put in thaft with the Government of Galilee, 
was oftentimes fo much moved,that I railed little of killing J*Ji*»^ fo intolerable was 
his perfidioufnefs. He therefore fearing leaft my difpleafure (hoold fiior ten his days, went TjiJ 
to the King,fuppofing that he might live more freely and fecurely with him. 

The sepborites beyond their expectation having efcaped this firft danger, writ toCe- 
Jiut Gal/us the fecond time; defiring htrfl to come W> them, to the end he rnrghc feize 
their City ; orelfe fend them Forces to with ftand the mcurfionsoT^eir 1 enemies. And 
they wrought fomuch,that fent them a Body of tfbrfemen^ndafter them Footmen, 
who came by night.and were received into their City. But feeing that the Country round 
about was but in poor eftate,by reafoti of the Romki Horfe mere, I drew my Forces to- 
gether and came to G<wi«i»,wherel ericaraped fome twenty trades from Sephoris $ and by 
9tfrb jfTjikd Q'ght I approached the fame, and fet Ladders to the wall, with which I entreda great 
.hcw.usof number of my Soldiers, and became Mafterof the better part of the City; from O 
whence notwithftandmg we were afterwards conftrained to retire, becaufe we knew 
not all the ways, killing before our departure twelve Roman Footmen and two Horfe- 
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A men, with fome sephorites, with the lofs of one of ours. .Afterwards a Fight hapning 
between usdnd their Hprfemen in open field, we fought for a long time with difad van- 
tage: For the Remans Ijaving invtroned me on all fides, my Reerward, through the fear * 
they conceived, began to retire. In this skirmifh I loft one of my Guard, called Jujlus^ 
who in times paft had ferved in the veryfame place under the King. After this,the King's 
Forces both of Horle And Foot came thither, under the Government of Silas Captain si!if Captain, 
of theGuard, who encamping fome five ftades off from Julias, bcCet the Highways that q^™ 0 *'* 
lead towards Cana with Men of War t arid the Fort of Gamalajto hinder the Inhabitants 
from receiving any Commodities from the Countrey of Galilee. 

As foon as I received News hereof, I fent out two thoufand Soldiers under the conn 

B mandof Jeremy, who lodging themfelves within a ftade of Julias, near the River Jor~ 
dan, offered nothing elfe but light skirmifhes, until fuch time as I had gathered three 
thoufand Soldiers more, and came to them. The next day, having planted an Ambufh 
in a certain Trench near the enclofureof theirCamp, I touled out the King's Soldiers to 
skirmifh, having firft forewarned my Soldiers to feign a flight, till they had drawn their 
Enemies as far as the Ambufh ; which they cunningly executed; But Silas fuppofing 
that our Men fled for Cowardice, fet forward to follow them as faft as he could : but 
they that Iajrtn Ambufhcharged him on theback, and difcomfited his Army : and I pre- -ftfepb puttttfi 
fently turning, and making head againft them , conflrained the King's Forces to truft * e K!n s'» s ;''- 
to their heels ; and I fhoulc have got a fignal Victory, had not Fortune crofs'd my '° s>t 

C fuccefs. For the Horfe whereon I rode, falling into a certain Bog, call: me on the ground : 
whereby my hand being put oUt of joint about the wrift, I was carried to the Borough 
of Cepharnvm, My Soldiers hearing hereof, and fearing leaft fome worfe Misfortune had 
befaln me, than indeed there had, reftrained themfelves from purfuingthe Enemy any 
further. Having therefore fent for Phyfitians, and caufed my felf to be dreflcdj ftay ed 
there for that day; and being feiz'd with a Fever, I was carried by Night to Tarrcha, 
according to the advice of my Phyfitians. 

Silas and hisSoldiers having News of my accident, recovered their courages; and 
underftanding that we kept but flender watch in our Camp, they laid an Ambufh by 
Night on this fide Jordan, with their Horfemen ; and as foon as the day appear'd, he in- fofeph's m.;f- 

D vited out our Soldiers to fight, who Willingly condefcended thereunto ; and being come »°"uae anim*. 
into thePlain, they percetv'd theMen that lay in Ambufh } by whom they wereput to '" h lhe Ene * 
flight, and fix of our Men Were flain. But they purfued their Victory no further : For ' 
having News that certain Troops were coming homTarichea to Jnlias,thcy were afraid, 
and returned back. 

Not long after, Vefpafian arrived at Tyre, accompanied with King Agrippa. Againft 
whom the Tyrians began to utter many reproaches, telling Vefpafan^thztthe King was 
an Enemy both to the Tyrians aadthc Romans ; and that Philip h1sGeneral,hadbetray'd Vefiafan tnd 
the King's Palace and the Roman Army in Jerufalem,&nd that by the Kings Commiffion. *&"PP**™* 
Which when Vefpaftan underftood, he reprov'd this impudent boldnefs of the Tyrians, at T, ' e ' 

E for blaming a King of that power, and a Friend to the Romans.- and advifed the King 
tofend Philip to Rome, to give account of his actions. But notwithftandmg that Philip 
was fent thither, yet he prefented not himfelf before New; for finding him extremely 
bufied with Troubles and Civil Wars, he return'd to the King without doing any thing. 
When Vefpaftan was arriv'd at Ptolemais i the Inhabitants of Dccapolis accufed Jufius the Thegovcrnor,- 
Tiberian, for burning their Boroughs. Vefpaftan therefore deliver'd him bound to the o( Dcexpoiu 
King, as being his Subject, that he might be punifhed. And the Kingbefore that time,un- Jy,^*, 
witting to rejpajian;, kept him Prifoner, as it hath been heretofore declared. The Sepho- arrival,^ the 
rites alfo reforted toVefpaftan tofalute him, and receiv'd a Garifon from him, with their c ^ 
Commander Placidus> againft whom I made War, until fuch time as Vefpafian arriv'd in }tpimU. c°" 

f Galilee : of which arrival I have amply fpoken in my Books of the Wars of the Jews, o( the Wirs of 
how he came, how he fought againft me, the firft time near the City of Taricbca ; how lhc 3 * w '' 
Fdeparted from thence to Jotapata 5 how I fell into the hands of the Romans 5 how I was 
afterwards fet at liberty; and, in a word, all my actions and fortunes during the Wars 
of the Jews, and thefiegeof the City of Jerufalem. But now it feeraeth neceffary that 
I defcribe other things exploited by me during my life-time in other places, than in the 
Wars of the Jews. After thefiegeof Jotapata was ended, I was'Prifonef with the Ro- 
mans, and kept very carefully : notwithftanding Vefpafian did me much honour. For by 
his commandment I married a Virgin, that was one of thofe that had been taken captive 
in Cafarea. But fhe remain'd not long with me : for after I was fet at liberty, and

them, it wasby my Treafon, cryedout continually to the Emperor to execute me for a 
Traytor. But Titus well-ex perienc'd in the Chances of War, pacified the violence 
which his Soldiers intended againft me, by his filence*. . A nd after the City of Jerufalem 
was taken. Titus often follicited me to take what I lik'd among theRuines of t ~jernfale#t y 
promifing to give it me. But I making fmall account of anything after the Ruine of 
my Cour.trey, pray'd Ivm- onely togive me the liberty of fome perfons, and theSatred 
Bible, which f recJiv'd for a great confolation in my miferies. AH which He gracioufly 
granted me. Not 1 on ^ after, having beg'd my Brother, arid fifty other of my Friends, 
they wtxc given me h and [ was refufed in nothing. Entring into the Temple by Titus's 
p.-rmifHon, I found a great number of Prifonersfhut up therein , and all thofe Women I 
a-ul Children of my Friends and Familiars, whomlkneWsIdeliver'd, to the number of 
190, without paying any Ixanfom: and I re(tor\l tliem to their former free condition. 
Beingfent with ::axu!is and a thoufana Horfe into the City of Tec ox by the Emperor Ti- 
tus, to fee if the place were fit for a Camp; in returning from thence, Jfaw divers Pri- 
lbnersCriicifi'd,amo;igf't w' '.. -h, werethree of my Familiars j whereat I was griev'd in 
mvSoul and I came and' ..r.ih d the fame to Titus with teats: who incontinently' com- 
Wn thcc.b- ni;lnt l c J t ] lat t } iev fliould be taken down, and as carefully drcft and cured as might be: 
two of which dyed, notwithstanding the utmoft diligence of the Phyfitians, and the 
third furviv'd. 

A frer lit us had appeas'd the Troubles of "juclea, conceiving with himfclf that the E 
fn^Xirrw rol&ttinns which J had about Jcrt/Jalew, would yield me but little profit, by reafonofthe 
i.» :;iaiv Rcivuu Garifon that fliould be placed there, he gave me Lands a greater diftance : and 
!m^?"' intending to embark himfclf for Komc 3 he took me with him in his own (hip, and did me 
. ' great honour. As foon as we came to Rome, Vejpafian had great care of me 3 for he 
lodg'd mc in his own houfe^where he liv'd before he was Emperor, and honour'd me 
with the title of a Citizen of toe, and gave mean annual Penfion j and as long as he 
lived, continued his good aifeclton towards me, omitting no kind of bounty which he 
might ide towards me. Whereupon. I was fo much envied, that I came in danger there- 
by to lole my life. Fpr. a certain Jew called Jonathan, having ftirred up a fedition iri 
nvicd Cyrene, and gathered about him fome two thouiand/nhabitanrs of the Countrcy, who L 
:rc ' were al! n .vrJy punifllt 5, and himfclf being fent bound by the Governor of that 
Countrey, to the Emptfor, he accus'd me that I had fent him Arms and Motley. But 
rejpaftdH knew his fal (hood, and cauied his head to be cut off. After this, my Enemies 
objected divers, Crimes againft me, in regard that I was in good RepntatiOn : but God 
deliver'dme from thermal I. Moreover, ^received in gift from Vefpufun,an ample pof- 
feffionin judnu •■> and about the •'r.nie time I forfook my Wife,becaufe her mannersplea- 
fed me not, although ,fhe v/a:, :.:. ;ther of my three Children, of whom two are de- 
ceafed,and the third, called Uiriwufs, is yet alive. After this , I married a Wife that 
third wasbornin Cundj , E> N.aio.i a.^:r,jnd by Birth Noble, and one of the greaceft Repu- 
tation amongfc the lnhabi:an - s_, tndovv'd with as laudable manners, as any other Woman lVf 
whatfoever. B, her I had two Sows, Jujius, who was the eldelt, and Simon, who was 
alio firnamed Apippa. Thus far touching my domeflical affairs. To which rmuft add, 
that I have always continu'd to be honour'd with the good-will of the Emperors. For 
after i cjpajiuns death, Titus, who lucceeded him in the Empire, continued the fame favor 
which his Father had lliew'd me. For although I was oftentimes accufed, yet were not 
my Adverfaries believ"d. Dotuitian, who fucceeded him, augmented my Honors. For 
he punifh'd thofe Jews that accufed me,and gave order that the Eunuch and flave whom 
/"fTr?"' 1 ke f t to teacl1 m - v Son > and ^y wbom I wa s accus'd, fhould be punifhed. He granted 
csfl, to- me exemption aifo from all the Tributes of Jud<ea, which is one of the grcatefl Honors 
•vn Ji ■$ -f-fb. that a Man can receive. And as for Domitia the Emperor's Wife,fhe always continued N 
her good affection towards me. Behold here the fhort Recital of my whole Life: where- 
by let each Man conjecture of my Manners. As for you, O thrice excellent Epaphrodi- 
tus, after [ have dedicated to you the Continuation of vty Antiquities, I will forbear to fay 
more thereof. * * '

For on the one ftde, in regard i was an A&or in the War] 
againit theKomans^and awitnefs of the Anions which pafid therein, and alfo know what 
were the Jeveral Events thereof, I conceiv d my felf oblig d. and,in a manner, forc'd to write 
the Hijiory of the fame, to the end to mamfefi the unfaithfulnefs of thofe, who having written 

. concerning this SubjeS before me, have difguis'd and perverted the truth. And on the other 
fide, I have reafon to believe that the Greeks will be well pleas' d with this Work., becaufe it 
will afford them an Account of the Antiquity of our Nation, and the Form of our Common- 
wealth , Tranfiated out of Hebrew into their own Tongue. When 1 began the Hijiory of the 

E for ff aid War, Ipurpofed to lay open to the World, How and whence the Jews had their firft origi- 
nal; mat alterations in Fortune they bad fall'n into 5 By what Lawmaker they had been in- 
firuSedin Piety, and incited to tbs Sxerdfe of rirtue 5 What Wars they fufiained through Jeve- 
ral Ages s and finally, How, againji their will], they became engaged in this lafi againjl the 
Romans. But for that this SubjeS was too ample and copious, to be treated only in paffing, 
I thought fit to maty a feparate Work, after it,and accordingly fet upon this Treatife. After* 
wards (as it ufually bapnethtothofe that attempt matters ef great difficulty) I fell into a 
certain flothfuluefi , which made me very backward to refolve upon the Tranflation of fo long a 
Hifiory, into a Foreign Language, let tome there were, who inflamed with a defire of know- 
ledge, animated me to this aSionh and efpecially Epaphroditus,* man enamor'd of ag tiafn- 

F ingymd particularly Hijiory, which if not to be wonder d at,Jince himftlf hath hadv&y confi- 
derable Employments, and experienc'd fever al Accidents of Fortune; in all which be hdtbfbtw* 
ed a marvellous magnanimity of courage, with anunmoveable refolution to follow >Virtue\ Be- 
ing thus perfuaded by him, who h accuftomtd to encourage thofe whom he perceives difpos'd to 
perform things profitable and honeft j and (which it more) being ajbam'ed in my felf, ihat I 
Jkould rather take delight to follow idle«efs,than addiS my felf to fo laudable ah cxercife; I 
refund my Work., oiid with fo much the greater cheerfulmefs, when I confider'd with myjelf, 
that ourAncefiors never made any difficulty to communicate matters of this nature to gran- 
gers , and that the moji famous among the Greeks, have been carious to underftand what paf- 
fes amongfl us. For Ptolomy King of Egypt, the fecond of the Name ( highly affeSioneJ 

G to good Letters, and defirous to llore*and gather Bookj at incredible charge ) cans' dour Laws 
and Cuftoms, and manners ef living, to be Tranfiated into the Greek Tongue. And our High 
Frieji Eleazar ( who was not fecond in virtue to any other whatsoever) thought not fit 1c

cTfivethoufand years: in which divert extraordinary Epents and Revolutions fundry great 
UTand Lny glorious AUions done by excellent Captains are deferred lnum ? ,f any one 
have a defire to read this HJf iory, he JbaU principally learn and obf^e That all things fall out I 
hZXSbeyondtheir cxpe/a^ thofe menwho obferve the Will of God, andare afraid 
mArefshicommandLnts, and that God hath prepared for fuch the crown andreward 
cfFelcfty: * on the contrary, that they whodepart from the diligent obfervance thereof in- 
lead of Receding intheir Ugns, (brijuft foever the fame may ,feem to *Wf<Of$ 
into all fort of misfortunes, andinto miferies without recovery.

Tories are poyfoned. For the Antiauity alone^ ^Hiftory fe cures bim from the fufpition K 
that one Jgbi entertain of his having mingled any thing of fabulous in his writings;

the way of virtue and righteoufnefs . Mofes therefore intending to inftruB hk Citizens in M 
this doSrine, began not his Ordinances with the Treatife Vf ContraSs and Covenants, which 
•wepraBife one with another, a* 'ether Lawgivers are accuftomedto do,but he hath raffed their 
minds to the inowiidge of God, taught them in what manner this World was made by iiim.and 
fhew t d them that the principal work among all thofe things which God made in theWbrld, h 
Man. And after that he had made them capable of things cbncerningP'ietyjhen might he more 
eaCilyperfnade them in the reft. Whereas other Lawgivers, addiBing fbemfelves unto Fables, 
have in their difcourfe impofed on theit gods the infamy offtrts committed by men,and by that 
meant have brought to pafs,ihat the wicked fort are yet htore tricked, dnddddi&ed to evil do- 
ing. But our admirable Lawgiver, after having declared .that God is inhimfelf all virtue 
tun and unfpotted,be pews that men alfo ought to indeavot to imitate the fame ; and on thofe N 
that neither conceive nor believe thbfe things,he infliSeth a grievous and inevitable puniftment. 
I exhort the Reader therefore to examine our Writings according to thefe Rules : for to thofe 
that cafijider after this manner, nothing Jball feem either abfurd or unworthy the Majefty of 
Gody or of bit love to men ; byreafbntbat aU things kave their diftofitron conformable to the 
univerfal nature,wbich our Lawgiver hath declared fometimer obfiurely, fbmetimes in conve- 
nient Allegories gravely i and elfewhere exprefpng that manifeftly, and pubUfting thatin plain 
words, which ought openly to be made known, ihe caufes whereof, if any man would fear ch x 
be might find need of a moft deep and philosophical contemplation ; which lover flip at this 
breftnt) without ftaying longer thereon : but if God ft all give me time, I. will inforce my felf 
to utmpofe it in a Volume, at foon as I Jball have finijhed this Work- For this prefbit then I O 
will apply ntyfelf s to relate thofe things which have been done, beginning at the Creation of the 
Worlds according at Mofcs hath taught *f, and Thave found written in the Holy scriptures. ■

which facrifice of his, was more acceptable to God, in that it rather confifted of ^~Y~^ J 
things produced of themfelves by the order ofnaturc^han that which Cains covetoufnefs The facrifice 
C had forcibly in a manner extorted/row nature. Hereupon Cain (being enrag d becaufe ™* 
his Brother Abel was more honoured by God than himfelf, flew his Brother 3 and having 
hidden his body out of fight, he thought the murder would be concealed. But God Wc3fc 4- afun 
well knowing the faft, appeared to Cain, and queftioned him concerning his Brother, in jofcpbn. 
what was become of him, for that for fome days he had not feen him* whereas, before Cjf ^7- 
they had been always together. Cain ( being troubled, and ignorant what anfwer to Brother^*, 
make unto God ) faid at firft that hewondred what was the caufe his Brother was fo s. 
long abfent : but afterwards being troubled' that God continued the queftion, and twi « Q 0 !u n j 
more clofely prefs'd him ; he faid he was not his Brothers keeper, nor bound to take cain. 
care of his affairs. Then God reproved and convifled Cain of murthering his Bro- io n 
D ther, andask'd him how he dar'd deny the knowledge - of his brothers death,where ' 5 ** 
as he himfelf had (lain him. Notwithftariding God forbare to inflict upon him the 
punifhmeht deferved for this murther, by reafon that Cain offer'd facrifice, and made 
requeft unto God, that it Would pleafe him to remit fomewhat of the feverity of his 
juftice againft him. Yet did God curfe him; and threaten to puntfhhisPofterity to the 
feverith Generation. Then did he drive him and his Wife out of that Countjrey ; Ca - In - S ban!fl( . 
Whereat Cain being affrighted (for fear of being encountred and devour'd by fome 
Savage Beajis) God commanded him to fufpeft no dangerous event for that caufe, af- l4< 
furirtg him that he might fafely travel thorow all Regions, without being either af- 
faulted or feifced by Savage Beajis : and having fet his mark. »pon him, by which he 
E might be known, he commanded him to depart the Countrey. After that Cain (ac- 
companied with his Wife ) had travelled thorow divers Regions, hemade his abode at 
Na*r, and in that place had feveral Children. But he made not ufe. of this chaftife- l6t 
ment for his better amendment, but rather became worfe and worjes, for he abandoned crisis not

D , W ,.|N this manner Mankind liv'd for feven Generations, honouring one God tne Lord 
of all things, and having always a refpeft of virtue. But afterwards in procefs of 
W 5 - P 6 . timcthey deglnerated from the ancient inftttutions of their Tore-fa ther^neitherobferv- 
VZLt™ itiK humane Laws,nor continuing theit accuftomed fervice of God 5 and they that before 
ffintm* induftrotunyexiercifcdthemfelves in virtue, afterward with twice as zealous ftudy 
t 3C r A T ls h ' followed whkednejss and grew at laft to that height of impiety, that they provoked 
Kon S of Gods heavy difpleafure againft them. For the Angels of Cod marrying with the Daugh- 
God - rers of Seth's defcendants,produc'd a raceof infolent People,contemners or all good,by 

V\ reafon of the truft they had in their Forces * and for their heinous aflions not unlike 
z. vet. z'.l' the Giants which the Greekj taent\oa in their Fables. But Noah perplexed andextremely M 
1 1 • 1 3 * difpleafed with fuch their mifdemeanors,exhorted them to change their lives, and amend 
their mifdeeds: and ("feeing them moved by no admonitions, but wholly poffeffed 
with the pleafurc which they took in vices ) he rearing left they (hould kill iim and 
his Family, left them to their loofnefs.and with his Wife, Children, and all his Family, 
N**b depart- departed into another Countrey. Then God (who lov'd him for his juftice) became 
S«Countrcy fo provoked with the malice and corruption of the reft of Mankind, that he refolved 
»J- to deftroy all Creatures whatfoever in the World, and to produce another new race 
innocent, and repurged from all impiety: He abridged alfo the time of their life, fo 
that they lived not any more fo long as they were wont, but oncly attained the term 
of fixfeore years 5 and he covered the Land with Waters, by which means all of them N 
m. were deftroyed > onely Noah efcapedby the means and way which God taught him: 
NuhsAA. Hc built aQ jfr^ff fourfiagest, in length three hundred Cubits 5 in breadth fifty : and in 
height thirty: into this he entred with his Mother, his Wife, and his Children, and their 
T * : *rroer,having provided himfelf of all things requifite both for their fuftenance and ufe: 
<jtn 7. ». 7 ,8. he clofed alfo therein all forts of living creatures, two and two, male and female, for 
the confervation of every kind, and of fome of them feven couples. The fides pi 
Noifcigenea- t hj s Ark were ftrong, and the cover alfo 5 fo that no water could pierce the fame, and 
deluge whatfoever ftorm might come, it was able te refift it. Thus was Noah (by lineal defcent, 
' the tenth from Adam ) faved with all his houfhold 5 for he was the Son of Lantech, 
whofe Father was Metbufala the Son of Ems, the Son of Jared, the Son of Malaleel, O 
who with divers other Brethren were begotten by Cowan, who was the Son of Enos 
who was the Son of seth, who was the Son of Adam. This deftruftiou hapned in the

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A fix hundredth year of Noah's age (and the fecood month, Which was called Dim by the fc~ 
Macedonians, and by the Hebrews Marfomanej for fo have the Egyptians diftinguiCht 
the year, but Mofet lets down Nifan tor the firft month in his chronicles, which is ty? cMjr* 
Xanthicus among the Macedonians (for that in this month he brought the ifrdelites out "Cs'' 1 ' 
of the thraldom of the Egyptians^ } He made this Law therefore, that all things which y -^h y ~*^ J 
appertain to divine fervice,(hould take their beginning and reckoning from th£ monihibur ^um s^lii 
in refpedl of civil matters, as Fairs and Markets appointed for Traffick, Te obferved «° t»- 
the ancient order of the year, beginning in December. Mofts writes that the Deluge 
began the feven and twentieth day of the fecond month in the year two thoufand two 
hundred fifty and fix, after the Creation of the firft Man Adatu (which time is carefully ti. 

B calculated in Holy Writ, in which the birth and death of great perfonages of that <7 «"-? i^J- 
time are moft exactly fee down. J At fuch time then as Adam was 330 years old, his tm!",^ ari- 
Son Seth was born unto him 5 and the fame Adam lived 930 years. Seth about the fondothnot 
age of 250 years, begat Enos, who after he had lived 905 years, left the Government "^'f^f 
of his affairs to his Son Cainan, whom he had begotten about the 190 year of his age. lr"vt, a°n<i 'the 
After that Cainan had lived 910 years, he had his Son Malaleel, begotten by him in the 7° Interpre- 
170 year of his age. The faid Malaleel having lived 195 years died, leaving his Son lc "' 
"jared: who at the age of 162 years, begat Enocb,xvho lived 962 years. After Enoch, fffS . r . 24 ; 
iiicceeded his Son Methttjala, begotten about the age of 162 years, at fuch time as the Eiwrt/dcai'h 
faid Enochs Father was yet alive : and after that Enoch had lived 365 years, he was taken "° 0 , 

C up unto God ( whence it comethto pafs that his deceafe hath not been mentioned by Tacts. Y " P " 
any writer. ) Methufala the Son of Enoch, in the year of his age 187, had Lantech 
for his Son, who lived 782 years,and to whom he left the Soveraignty, having held the 
fame 969 years. And Lantech after he had governed 707 years, declared hisSon Noah 
Governor, at fuch time as the faid Lamech had lived 182 } which Noah liv'd the fpace 
of 900 years. 

All thefe years calculated into one fum, make the number of 32565 yet toperfeftthis 
account,we ought not tofeek out the deceafe of the Perfonages ( for they lived in the 
fame time that their Children and fucceflors did : ) but theonely thing we are to obferve, aeti. 7. 4 : 
is their births. Now God having given the fign, and the rain falling for the fpace imheGcck

ved fome better hope, and began to comfort himfelf. Some few dayes after, when the 
water was ebbed fomewhat more, he fent out a Jtaven ( defiring to know if the reft of Ncaf) fHJdeeh 
the earth were delivered from the waters, and whether without danger he might go aRavcn'outof 
out of the Ark. But the Raven finding the earth ftill cover *d with water, returned unto lbe Atk - 

f£ Noah 1 who the feventh day after fent out a Dove to difcover the ftate of the earth, 
which returned beroired, and bearing in its mouth an Olive branch: whereby Noah 
perceived that the earth was freed from the Deluge 5 and having ftill waited feven dayes 
more, hefet at liberty all living Creatures, that were in the Ark. But as foon as him- I, h oib ^" 1 ^ cei ^ 
felf, his Wife, and his Family came forth, he offered facrifice unto God, and Feafted, facrificcth to 
and reioyced, both he and all his houfhold. The Armenians in their language have God. 
called the place where Noah defcended, Apobaterion (which fignifietha defcent ) and l6>ly ' 
in that place, even at this prefent, the Inhabitants of the Countrey tbew fome remainers 
of the Ark. All Hiftoriaas, even the Sarbari4ns,hwe made mention of thi* Delnge, and 
of the Arkj amongft whom is Berofi/s the Caldean, who fetting down the occurrances 

F of this Deluge, writeth after this manner : Some fay likewife that a certain part cf this 
Ar!^ k fiill feen in Armenia, upon the Mountain of the Cordxans, and that fome per fins 
have brought from thence fome of the Pitch wherewith it was Calked, which the Men of that 
place arc wont to ufe inftead of a prefervatrve aeainji inchantment. Hierome the Egyptian 
alfo (who hath written of the Antiquities of the rhscnicians) hath made mention of 
this matter: as alfo Mnafeus, with divers others. Nicholas of Damafcns likewife in his 
Ninety fixth Book fpeaketh hereof after this manner : Above the Region of the Mineans £ s»t 
tfxre is a great Mountain in Armenia tailed Baris, in which it is reported that divers retired ^ Mk.

workings, but by his ho\yWUi. Arul this he obferv'd and provd by what comes to 
pafs both in the Earth and th ej Sea, as alfo by thofe things, which he faw daily occur by 
{he influences of the Son, the Moon, and other Stars : namely, that there is a certam 

G power that difppfeth them, anddecently adminiftrcth all things i without whofe affift- 
ance, nothing would be profitable unto us 5 whereas nothing hath of it felf any virty e, 
but all things are obedient to hisOmnipotent Willi and for that caufe , honour and 
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thankfgiving (hould wholly be afcribed to him. For which advices and cOunfels or his, H 
feeing the Chaldeans and Mefopotamians began to mutiny againft him,he thought it expe^ 
dient to forfake that Countrey,and follow the Will and Command of God,and fo went 
anddweltatC4»4rf»5 where being feated, he built an Altar, and facrific'd unto God. 

Bertfi. Berofus, amongft other things, maketh mention of our Father Abraham, although he 
names him not, when he fpeaketh after this manner : After the Deluge, and during tht 
tenth Generation, there dwelt amongft the Chaldeans, a moft jutt,exceUent,and upright man^

Whereupon taking counfel of thePriefts,what remedy might be ufed,and meansfonght 
i», 19: ' to appeafe the Divine Majefty 5 they anfwer'd him, That the caufe of their affiiffions,pro- 
ceeded from his intendingviolence to the Jiranger s wife: Whereat being much affrighted, 
the King firft queftioneth with the woman,what (he was,and who her companion (hould 
be? and at laftrefolv'dof the truth, he excus'd himfelf to^r^jWjfayingjhefuppos'd M 
her to be hisfjier, not his wife 5 and that his purpofe was not to offer injury, but feek al- 
liance : and giving him a great fum.of mqney,he gave him leave to confer with the moft: 
tiu'bt'ihe excellent and learned Priefts among the Egyptians, By this conference hegrew into great 
E^«i«iRe- eftimation,in regard of his virtues: for whereas that Nation was divided into dif- 
ligion a" 4 ferent Se&s and Opinions, and through mutual contempt and divifion , were incens'd one 
againft another, hedeclar'd, That all their different Opinions in Religion, were moji vain, 
and void of all truth. For thefe his difputauons he was held in great regard among 
them, and efteetned for a moft wife and excellent perfonage 5 not only in well under- 
■^c\Um *" ft an< * in S> ^ ut inexpreffing and perfuading that which he undertook to teach. He 
Allxonomer. imparted to them the Sciences of Arithmetic^ and Autonomy : for before Abraham came N 
into J%ypt,the Egyptians were altogether ignorant of thofe Sciences} but hefirft brought 
them from Chaldea into Egypt., and from thence are they deriv'd to the Gretkj. Asfoon as 
Gtn. tj. ^ c rerur . nd intoCanaan, he divided theCountrey with Lot : and for that there grew a 
Thc'divifionor contention betwixt their ftiepherds, (touching the bounds of the psftures where they 
!w?5rt* fed theirCattel ^ he gave Lot the choice and election of that Countrey which Left plea- 
ted ^ ed him,retaining unto himfelf that which was left. Thus pitching his Tents towards 
a mountain near the City Hebron, (which was by feven years more ancient than Tank in 
Egypt ) he dwelt there. But Let chofe the Plain near theRiver of Jordan,not far from 
Sodom i which in thofe days was a goodly City : but atthisprefent, by the juft judgment 
of God, is utterly deftroyed ; fo that no memory rcmaineth thereof.

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his name lfaac, ( which in the Hebrew tongue fignifieth laughter ) becaufe Sara laughed H 
at fuch time as God faid unto her (he fhould bear a Son, having in her felt no likelihood 
of conceiving, by reafon (he was ftricken in years. For at that time (he was ninety years 
old, and Abraham one hundred when the child was born 5 and on the eighth day af ter his 
birth he was circumcifed ; which cuftom is yet continued amongft the Jews whoeir- 
cumcife on the eighth day. 

CHAP. XII. 

0/lfhmael, Abraham's Son 5 and of the Arabians Fofterity. 

BUt the Arabians circumcife not till the age of thirteen years : becaufe ifhmachhzK I 
Anceftor, and Abraham's Son by the Concubine, was circumcifed in the thirteenth 
year after he was born. Of which Jjbntael it behoveth to fpeakmoreexaftly m this place. 
■ Sara loved Jjluaael ( begotten on her Servant Agar ) from the beginning, with no lefs 
Jcre affection than if he had been her own Son 5 fo that he was brought up as Abrahams hew. 
- But after fhe had brought forth ifiiacjhc thought it no more requifire that Jj/macl fhould

nor before ij. fome other placc: but at ^ r ft he gave no ear to Saras requeft, thinking it more than 
barbarous cruelty, to drive away a tender Child and his Mother, deftitute of all necef- 
Abr&xm ba- faries At i engtn by the Commandment of God he liftened to his Wifes counfel, and R 
TflZa^d committed the Child unto his Mother, ( being of himfelf as yet unapt to travel ) and 
■<*&"■• giving them a ritcher of Water and Bread, he commanded them to go thither, whither 

their neceflity fhould drive them. And when their Victuals failed them, and their Water 
was confumed, (he laid the Child, being faint and weak, under an Oak ; and to the end 
that in her prefence he fliould not breathe-his laft, fhe went a little way from him. At 
The Angel of that time an Angel of God appeared unto her,(hewing her a Fountain hard by that place, 
iic t ^"" th and c nar g ir >g her to look to the careful education of her Child $ becaufe that by the 
w " ' g " r confe-rvation of iflimael, £he was to expect great happinefs.

CHAP. XIII.

' A ^ touching lfaac, Abraham loved him with an entire and Fatherly affection, as his 
Gen n. 1, 1'.' x\ on ly begotten Son born in his old age by the goodnefs of God. The Child alfo 
>~ addicting himfelf unto all vertue, careful to honor his Father and Mother, and ftudious 

Vr^"°ltZ of tne terviceof God, invited both his parents the rather to affect and love him. So 
i,-fcrc ' Christ that Abraham was very defirous to forfake this prefent life, provided that he might leave 
Kiiivitj, behind him all the goods which he had,unto his Son ; which through the mercy of God 
L2-~v~^> he happily effected. Whereupon' (under tryal and conformity of his faith ) God ap- 
peared unto him, and reckoned up all the benefits which he had beftowed on him 5 how 
he had granted him victory over his enemies, and how he had eftablifht and bleft him N 
with prefent felicity by his favour, for which caufe he reqaired him tofacrifice, and 
i, make an oblation unto him of his Son lfaac ; commanding him to conduct him to the 
Mountain of Jlhrca, and there to facrifice him. In doing whereof, he fhould manifeft 
thedefire he had to fcrve him, ( in preferring that which was agreeable to God, before 
the life of his Son. ) Abraham fuppofing that it was no ways lawful to difobey God, 
but that he ought to fubmit himfelf to his will, (as to him by whofe providence all 
yir.hsm^. things had their being ) faid nothing to his Wife, concerning that which God hadcom- 
t,.c,ue rnanded him, neither how he had determined the death of hisSon} neither did he make 
it known to any of his houfhold-fervants, left they might have diverted him from his 
reiblntion. He therefore took, his Son Ifaac, with two Servants, (loading an Ajje with O 
*• Juch things as rverc rcquijtte for f lcrificc ) and travelled towards the Mountain, his Servants 
attending him for two dayes jand on the third day,asfoon as he perceived the Mountain,

Son, he afcended up the Mountain (upon which afterwards King David appointed that rhn^Tfttt 
the Temple fhould be builded. ~) They carried with them alfo the reft of thofe things tf'trld, 1074. 
which were requifite for facrifice, ( fave only the Beaft that was to be offered : ) About 
this time, lfaac wasfive and twenty years old, and did himfelf prepare the Altar, and fcn* ,g!Jo?" V, 
quired of his Father what he fliould offer, confidering that as yet they had noflietpfot v '~? /r ^ 
facrifice. Abraham anfwered him that God would furnifli them^ ( being of power fufficient /^wits :j. 
to give Men that in abundance, whereof they have need, and to deprive them of that yc»ts old when 
they have, and whereof they held themfelves pofTefled ) if he were well pleafed with been'ffllriticed* 
their facrifice : Now as foon as the Altar was made ready, and the Wood prepared and 
B laid upon thefame,and all things in readinefs) he addrefled his fpeech unto his Son,in this 9. 
manner. My Son, ibeg'd thee of Cod with very earneft P foyers sand ever fince thou next horn ^n'^CM™ 
into the world,l have intermitted no care and diligence in thine education neither have I thought t iL as his Son 
that any thing could make me more happy, than at departing out of this World, to fee thee at Jh° ul1 ' h «e ^ 
mans ejlate, and to leave thee the Heir and Lord of all my fuhjiance : But fince it hath plea- lcn CCl ' i 
fed Cod, that I fhould be thy Father, and that the jame God hkewifenow thinkethgood that 1 
JhoulJ deftroy the, generoufly fubmit, and be contented to be facrificed to him: For in fo doing 
3 fulfil the Commandments of God, who requiretb at our hands that we do him this honour , 
for the favours which he hath beftowed upon us in affifling us, both in War and Peace. Sines 
therefore being born, thou art to die, I deem it reafonable, that in regard it feemeth good unto 
C God that that depart out of this life, ( not by fickjiejs, nor by War, nor by any other inconveni- 
ence, that naturally hapneth unto Men) but by bang ofjer'd in facrifice to him by thine owne 
Father, that thou render thy Soul unto him in the midfiof Prayers, and the celebration of this 
facrifice, to the end he may receive and feat thee near himfelf : Thou fl)alt then be the comfort 
of mine old age, (which if the caufe for which I have nourijhedthee') if thou procure forme 
aflikance of God inflead of that which I ought to receive from thee. Here lfaac with a noble 
heart ( like the gracious Son of fo godly a Father ) heard all which his Father faid with 
great contentment, and anfwered, that he would rather never have been born, then onte 
difobey the Ordinance of God, and of his Father', or fl)ew himfelf averfe to fubmit his will 
to both their pleafttres, confidering that if his Father onely fliould command the fame, he 
D fliould do very ill if he difobeyed him : which faid, he leapt upon the Altar, and offered 
himfelf to the flaughter. Which had furely hapned at that inftant, if God had not 
hindered it 5 for with a loud voyce he called Abraham by his name, commanding him „, u ; 
not to kill his Son, and telling him that he had not given him that commandment, be- 
caufe he took pleafure in humane blood, neither for that by fuch impiety he would de- 
prive him of that Son, of whom it was his pleafure to make him the Father j but that 
by this adt he intended to prove his affection, to fee whether being commanded flich 
a thing, he would be obedient ; and for that he had made tryal of his faith and readinefs, 
and his difinterefied piety ,he did notrepent him of that good he had done unto him Jthat 
he would never forget to have care of him,and his race, whenfoever he fhould pray Unto 
E him* and that when the courfe of his years were happily ended , he fhould leave a I2j 
great dominion to thofe of his children which fhould be good and vertuous. He told 
him moreover, that he would multiply his race in divers Nations, and that he would 
beftow great benefits upon them, and that the memory of the chief of his offspring 
fhould be envyed of all Men for their greatnefs.- When God had fpoken aftet this 
manner, it pleafed him on the fudden( no Man knoweth how ) to Caufe a Ram to ap- n, 17. 
pear thereabouts for a facrifice. And thus (being delivered from all evils arid in- «^ a P j££f £ 
conveniences beyond their expectations, after they had heard fomany promifes of fo jtbr*h<tmt a 
many bleffingO they embraced one another, and celebrated the facrifice which done, 
they returned towards Sara in fafety, and pafs'd the remainder of their lives in hap- c,d0 rf ""

All thefe Children and their fucceffors, according to Abrahams advice, gathered 
and eftabliflied the Colonies which poffeffed the Countrey of the Troglodytes, and a II the 
Countrey of Arabia the Happy, whofe confines extend even onto the Red Sea. Some 
report that this Opbres conducted an Army into Libya, and pofleffed the fames and 
that his fucceffors ( making their abode in that Countrey J called it by the name of 
liVcJM Africa. Which opinion is confirmed by Alexander Folyhijior, who writeth after this 
itintSF' raanner ' Cleodemus the Prophet, who is alfo called Malchus, and writ the Hiflory of the 
toflcr. Jews ( after the example of Mofes their Lawgiver) faith, that of Chetura there were 

divers Children bom unto Abraham, and he nameth three by their names: to wit, Apher, I 
Sunm and Japher, and that of Surim the Syrians took, their name: of the two others' 
A pher, and Japher, the City of Afra, and the Countrey of Africa take their names. That 
they warred under the conduti of Hercules in Libya againji Antams} and how Hercules 
having taken Ophra kit Daughter to his Wife, begot of her Dedor, wh» was Father to Sophon

When Supper was paft, he fpake both to the Brother and Mother of the Virgin after 
this manner : Abraham the Son of Thares is your coufin * For, ( faid he, addrefiing to 
the Mother) Uachor the grandfather of your Children, was Abraham's Brother, by one 
and the fame Father and Mother. Hehowfendethmeuntoyou,defiringyou to give this 
Virgin for Wife tohisonly Son and Heir ofallhisfubftance: whom although he might 

B have matcht with thericheftof his Countrey, yet hath he refufed all of them, defining 
rather to render this refpeft to thofe of his kindred and Nation : fet not light there- 
fore by his good affection and defire. For, befides all other blefiings and good fortunes 
which have happily befallen me in this my journey, I have, by Gods efpecial provi- 
dence, found out both the Maid and jour houfe. For, at fuch time as I drew near the

Now it. hapned that a great Famine reigned in the Land of Canaan, ifaac refolved jV^^T^ 
to retire himfelf to Egypt, by reafon of the plenty of that Countrey, but he went and t ; 0 " 
dwelt at Gerar, according as God bad commanded : In which place King Abimtlech re- -6. 
F ceived and entertained him, (* according to the Law of Hofpitality, and the League 
of Friendfhip, which was betwixt Abraham his Father and him. ) At firft therefore 
he (hewed him great figns of Friendfhip, but afterwards, the envy he had conceived, w 6 . 
hindred him from perfiuing in the fames for perceiving that God was favourable unto ^jj'"/^"" 
Ifaac, and had an efpecial care over him, he drave him out of his Countrey. He re- n g mo Vcd 
tired not far from Gerar to a place called Tharatr, that is to fay, The Valley, and as he thereunto by 
there dig'd to find out Springs of Water, AbimtUch's Shepherds came and fet upon 
him, and hindered him in fuch fort as he could not fin'ifh his purpofe; and for that ^m.'u.ks. 
hepurpofely retired I from them, they, fuppofed they had gotten the Victory. Shortly 
after, when he began to dig in another place, other Shepherds of Abinteleeh outraged 
G him again as at the firft 5 for which caufe he left this Fountain impcrfed alfo, ex-

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CHAP. XVII I. 
How Jacob fltd into Mefopotamia for fear of his Brother^ Gen. 28. 

BUc Jacob being fent into Mefopotamia by his Mother, in order to Marry the Daugh- 
ter of Laban her Brother, ( whereunto ifaac confented through the counfel of his Gtii - lS - 
Wife) patTed through the Countrey of Canaan. And for that there •was a declared and 
open enmity betwixt Ifaac s People, and the inhabitants of Canaan, he would net take up 
his lodging amongft them, but lay abroad in the Jie!ds,reft'mg his head upon Jiones, which 
he had heaped together in fiead of a TzUovex and during the time of his reft, this vifion ro,ti,di 19. 
B was prefented unto him. It feemed unto him that he faw a Ladder, that reached from J«°6's Ladder 
the earth, up unto Heaven, on the fteps whereof there defcended certain peribns more ' 
excellent to look on, than the ordinary part of humane kind, and on the top thereof 
God manifeftly appeared, and calling him by his name, fpake unto him after thisman- 
ner: Jacob, Thou art the Son of a good Father, and defcended from a Grandfather re- God fjicaketh 
nowned and famous for his great vertue ; thou muft not therefore be daunted, or unt °3- iCo1 '- 
difmayed by thy prefent travels,, but rather be encourag'd with the hope of a future 
happinefs.

Jacob being mov'd, not fo much by the courtefie and Kindred, as by her „ 
beauty,which was very extraordinary ,faid unto her : If thou art the Daughter of Laban, 5j.oV1 talk 
F there is a greater and more ancient conjunction betwixt us than either thine or my ^ */ c c *'/* N 
birth : for, Abraham, Aran, and Nachor, were ihares Sons 5 Bathucl, thy Grand father, lcntVau"^ 
was flachors Son 5 lfaac,my Father, was the Son of Abraham-? and .svn*, the Daughter 
of Aran. There is yet a nearer and dearer relation between us : for Rebecca, my Mother, 
is Sifter unto Laban thy Father,born of one Father and Mother 5 fo that wc ateCoufins: 
and therefore ami come at this prefent to falute you, and renew that ancient love which 
our alliance requireth at our hands. But (he remembring all thofe things which her 
Father was wont to report and difcourfe of Rebecca, and knowing, that her Parents were 
defirous to hear fome news from her, weptfor joy,and embracingthe young Man, faid 
unto him: Thou bringefta molt defired and great pleafure to my Father and all his 
G family, who never forgets thy Mother; but oftentimes makes mention of her j and 
would efteem it a great felicity to hear tidings from her.

ctZ\e.r-r His Countrey likewife.was hence, called . Edom, But the Greeks, to the end they 
to>. Efiu'i might make the name more agreeable , called it Idum&a, He became the Father of 
s.ms and Po- cj^j^gf, > Q f whom he bad three by his Wife Atibama,who(e names were Javtj 
Jolam and Chore: of the other two, Aliphqtes was the Son of Ada : sn&Ragnel, of Xlo- 
fimethd : thefe Children had Efau. Aliphates had five legitimate Children, Themdn, Omar^ 
opher, Jotham, Cenex,, ( for Amelech was illegitimate, born by one of his Concubines, 
whofe name was ihefma. ) Thefe dwelt in the part of iduanea , which is called Gobolu M 
lis ; and in that parr, which by reafon of Amelech, is called Amalechiiis^ For idtimta be- 
ing in times paft a Land of great extent, continued the name of Tdnniia thoroW the" 
whole Countrey : and the particular Provinces of the fame, kept the names of thofe 
that firft inhabited them. 

CHAP. IT. • 
Jofepb, the yomigeli of Jacob's Children, if envied, by his Brothers r Gen. 37.,

fiau'ey?- £ ooc * fortunes, that that which feemed unto him to be grievous and contrary, he brought 
to a profperous iflue for him, to the encreafeof his riches , and caufed that both he and 
his Children were the firft motive to our Anceftors to forfake the Land of Egypt,on that 
( ._ occ.ifion which here enfueth.jf*^ having begotten Jofeph of fttfAc/,lov'd him entirely, 

■-. . ; hot h in refpeft of the beauty of his body, and of the ornaments and virtues of his mind ; as 
••^ alfo his prudence, wherein heexceeded all his other Brothers.This cordial affection of his 
r'. :h ' Fa :her,moved envy and hatred amongft his Brothers towards him: together with the 
Drt ams which he had feen,and told both to his Father and Brethren,which prcfag'd un- 
to him a lingular felicity. For, it is the common cuftomof Men to be jealous of their 
profperity, with whom they are familiar. Now 
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A Now the virions which Jofeph faw in his dream, were thefe Being ftnt by his Father, 

in the company of his Brothers, to reap Corn in the time Of Harveft, he faw a vifion t$'£ u 
( far different from thofe which commonly happen in fleep) which (as foon as he awoke) c/tam. 
he told unto his Brethren, to the end they might interpret it. He told them, that he 
thought in his dream the night paft,that his Sheaf of Corn ftood upright in a place where 
he had fixed it, and that theirs run towards his, to bow down and reverence the fame. 
Which vifion of his, feemed to foretel him his ample fortune : and how he (hould obtain 
the Lordfhip over all of them. But they concealed all thefe things from Jofeph', ma- 
king (hew,thatthey could in no fort interpret the dream : but being by themlelves apart, 
they breathed forth contrary imprecations, wifhing that nothing of this predict ioni 

B might take effefl:, butperfevered more and more in envy and hatred towards him. But 

God ( oppofing his power againft their envy) fent Jofeph a fecond and more ftrange rfcowr »/.«&« 
vifion : for he dreamed, that the Sun, the Moon, and eleven of the Stars defcended down chr%'t 
to the earth, and humbled themfelves before him. Which vifion he revealed to his Ntthnj, 
Father in the prefence of his Brethren,( without fufpition of aay hatred in them towards ^ 
him) and defir'd him to interpret unto him the meaning thereof. Jacob greatly rejoyced v. 9. >°>>i. 
at this dream, by reafon he conceived in his mind the interpretation thereof, and ( m ff^s^"" 1 
comparing and alluding his conjectures not rajbly, but with prudence ) he rejoyced Moon, and 
at thofe great matters which were fignified by that dream : which foretold that his Son | ta s - 
Jofeph (hould be very fortunate and happy ; and that the time (hould come, in which his t ^n^jl' 

C father, Mother, and Brethren (hould honor him, and do him homage. For, he compared fqb> D:'«m. 
the Moon ( which ripeneth and encreafeth all things that grow ) to his Mother 5 and the 
Sun ( which giveth form and force) to his Father. And as touching his Brothers, who 
were eleven in number, he compared them to the eleven stars, ( which receive their 
force both from the Sun and the Moon. ) Neither did Jacob without judgment and con- 
sideration, fo interpret this vifion. But Jofephs Brothers were highly grieved at this 
prefage, conceiving as envioufly and hatefully thereof, as if this felicity had been por- v - 
tended to a ftranger and not to their Brother, with whom they might equally partake his 
good fortunes, being as well Allied in felicity unto him, as in confanguinity. Where- 
upon they refolved on his death and defiruBion: and having complotted thefe counfels Pro- 

D amongft themfelves, and gathered in their Harveft, they retired themfelves with their J ) l i" d s cl ^ n,I>l0 ' 
flock, towards Sichem, ( which was a part of that Countrey very fit to feed their Cattel j)

But he perceiving that no Man came from the herd, that might tell him any tidings, in ' *; 1?,xv 
beingforrowful and careful of his Sons, fent Jofeph to the flocks, to underftand how 
they did, and how their affairs profpered.

BUtfo foon 39 they faw their Brother coming towards them, they rejoyced, not as ? ^ c ; m( . th 
at the arrival of one of their neer Friends, fent unto them by their Father, but mt9 w, bio- 
asif their Enemy hadmetthem,and was, by the will of God, delivered into their hands. £«s 
They therefore mutually agreed to put him to death, and not to let flip theprefentop- , her h i m . 
portunity. But Reuben, the eldeft amongft them, feeing their difpofition and confpiracy 'f™*'*™' 
to kill him, endeavoured to diffuade them 5 fetting before their eyes, how heinous and B u r a oc t h t (:r , lu 
wicked the enterprise was,and what hatted they might incur thereby. For( fftid deaih. 
he_) if before God and before Men it be a wicked and deteftable thing, to lay hands v - 
on, and to murther a ftranger 5 how much more heinous a Crime will it be held for us, 
F to beconvifted to be themurtherers of our Brother ? whofe death will heapforrowon 
our Fathers head, and draw our Mother into great grief and defolation, through the 
lofs of her Son robbed and bereft from her againft the ordinary courfe of nature. 
He prayed therefore them to be advifed in thefe things 5 and to confider in their minds* 
what might happen, if this Child, who was fair,vertuous, and young, (hould be put to 
death : defiring them to give over this unnatural refolution, and to fear God who was 
boththe judge and witnefs of their deliberation 'mended againft their Brother: adding 
that if they would defift from this heinous act, God would take pleafure in their tl- 
pentance and reconcilement: but if they proceeded in their enterprife, he affuredthem, r-v^*^-* 
that he would punifh them like fratricides; fince nothing ishidden from his providence, Tbo^ffihe 
G whether it be committedin the Defart, or attempted in theCity. For wherefoever Men cfojii 
are, there is it alwayes to bethought, that God likewifc is. Further, that when they N-iiwy, 
, fbould have perpetrated this fact, they fhould alwayes have their confeiences as an w- 
* Fa armed 
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armed Adverfary againft them, which never would forfake them. That it was an H 
ina^ impious fact to kill a Mans own Brother, although be had done him injury* and much 
2w"»(? e more meritorious, to forgive a Mans Friend, that had offended againft him. More- 
hfort chip ovcr he faid, that Jofeph had done them no wrong, whofetender yeats rather required 
Hxivit,, care and compa fli on at their hands, than hate and tyranny. Befides that, the caufe Of 
£^V^~> his daughter would aggravate their offence, if it (hould be known, that for envy of his 
future felicity they (hould take away his life all which good hap they likewife might 
participate, by reafon of confanguinity : and that it was their duty to thinkjthat what- 
foever bleflTing God imparted to Jojepb, was theirs, and that for that caufe they were to 
conGder, that God would be more difpleafed againft them, if they (hould endeavour to 
deprive him of his life whom he had et teemed and adjudged worthy of profpenty to I 
come.J?CK^»alledgingtbefe and many other things,difluaded,and laboured to divert thera 
from (bedding their Brothers blood. But feeing that all thefe his motives could in no fort 
mollifiethem,and that they haftened the rather to perpetrate the Murther 5 he counfelled 
them,thatatleaftwife they (hould allot him Pome milder kind of death: telling them, that 
he endeavoured all what in him lay, at the firft todifiuade them* But finceit was through- 
ly refolved among them, that he (hould not live ; that lefs mifchief (hould follow of it,if 
they would be ruled by his counfel : for by that means their will (hould have effect, yet a 
more mild and lefs hurtful, in companion of Murther j that it were better for them to 
jjf»ifB per- withhold their hands, and keep them immaculately caftinghiro into the next Pit,and 
™«ftVS there- leaving him in the hands of death. To this counfel, all of them agreed. So Reuben K 
iL a Pit. took Jcfeph,and bound him with cords, and let him down eafily into a Pit, which was 
Haaib& Ruf- j . w hi c h done, he departed, to feek out a more convenient place forpafturc. 
" p ' 3 ' But when Reuben was gon Juda one of Jacob's Sons ( efpying certain Merchants of 
-j. 17. Arabia of the Countrev of the Ijhmalites, who fromthe Countrey of GaUadaxwdfpicery 
frfirb. by the and ^ r j a „ Merchandife into Egypt) counfelled his Brothers to draw up Jofeph out of 
*S fafoid to the Well, and to fell him to thole Arabians : alluring them, by that means it would come 
ihe ArMtn to p a f S;> that Jofeph mould die the farther off from them, amongft Strangers : and as 
Merchants. touc hi n g themfelves, they (hould be exempt from that pollution. Which counfel of 
19 his being commended by them all, they drew Jofeph out of the Pit, and fold him to the 
xcuben'by Arabians for thefumme of twenty pieces of Silver, at fuch time as he was feventeen years L 
nigh cumeth age Now had Reuben refolved in hirofelf to favejofepb without his Brothers privity 5 
w for which caufe coming by night unto the Pit, he called him with a loud voice * and feeing 

that he gavehiranoanfwer, he began to conjecture with himfelf, that his Brethren had 
put him to death * he reproved them therefore very bitterly : but after they had told 
htm what was become of him, he gave over his mourning. After thefe things were thus 
pafled, the Brethren confulted among themfelves, in what fort they might clear them- 
3 i; felves from their Fathers fufpicion 5 and concluded among themfelves to tear the Coat 
wherewith Jofeph was attired when he came to them, and which they had taken from 
him when they caft him into the Well ; to the end, that having Jiained it in the Blood of 
a Coat, they might afterwards carry it to their Father, and (hew it him, to the end he M 
Voftphs. Bro- might fuppofe, that, Jofeph was JJain by wild Beajis. Which done, they came unto the 
thcrt pet/ua- old Man ( who had already heard fomething off/feph's misfortunes ) and told him, that 
th« hciide" they had not feen their Brother Jofeph, neither could they affure him what mithap had 
vourcd by befaki him : but that notwithstanding, they had found his Coat, all bloodied and torn 5 
wiid-BeaOs. wbich made th€m fufoe^ t hat he was (tyn by feme wild Beafts, if fo be he were 
fieoh bewail- fent unto them, attired in that Coat. 

«h jofoblvt fat Jacob ( that hitherto expe&ed more gentle tidings, fuppofing and hoping that 
cl Jofeph had only been captive } gave over this opinion, and took the Coat for a moft 

ailured teftimony of his Sons death ; for- be knew that he was apparelled therewith, at 
fuch time as be fent him to his Brothers : for which caufe he [lamented Jofefh, from that N 
time forward, as certainly dead. And fuch Wiethe grief of his heart, that he received 
no confolation, but differed himfelf to be perfuaded by the Brothers, that Jofeph was 
(lain by Savage Beafts. He therefore fate him down, being clothed in Sackcloth, and 
i7 jg. charged with forrow, and neither could his Sons by their counfels mitigate his moans, 
^c/.rfciifoid nor he himfelf remit the rigour of his lamentation. 

r uf ijhtr!° Now Jofeph was fold by the Mercbants,and bought by Putiphar, (an Egyptian Lord,and 
' fteward or King Pharacht houfhold ) who held him in high eftimation,and trainedhim up 

Gen jp. 7> p, - tn a u liberal Sciences,fuffering him to live.not after a fervile,but liberal manner,and com- 
l0 * mi t ting unto his charge the care of his houfhold ; all which favours he made ufe of. 

Yet was he no wayes diverted by thefe his priviledges and proraotions,from his habitual Q 
virtue; teftifying hereby, that prudence doth not (ubmittoadverfe fortune,if a Man 
ufe the fame orderly, and not at that time only when fortune fawneth andflatteretb.

A But Jofepb, after he had attentively confider'd the circumftances of the Dream, toldj 

him that he would rather have informed him of more favorable (uccefs than 1 his Dream did , 
portend; and that he had only two days left to live 4 which were fignified by the two' ^ ' h 7K i 
Baskets? but on the third he fliould he hanged and devoured by the Fowls, which he Dreim. 
Could not drive from him. Neither did it otherwife fall out with both of them, than 
Jofepb had foretold : For upon the perfixed day, the King C celebrating the feaft of his 
Nativity^ commanded that the Baker (hould be hanged, and the Butler delivered , 4<I|< 4 
from his Bonds, and reftored to his former office* But God delivered Jofepb ( after he «7« 
had for the (pace of two years fpent histime in the mifery of the Prifon, and was in 
the meanfpace no ways affifted by the ungrateful Butler ) bypreordinating this means 
B and manner of his liberty. King Tharaob having in one and the fame night feen in his thtntbihe , 
fleep two Dreams, which he conceived were of ill prefage to him, though he had forgot King of Eopt 
the explication of them which had been made to him at the fame time j early in the " reain ' 
morning (calling before htm the learnedft among the Egyptians') he required the in- 
terpretation thereof. Now when he could in no fort be fatisfied by them, he became 
more and more troubled : which the Butler perceiving, he called to mind Jofepk, and 
his wifdom and prudence in thefe forts of conjectures, and repairing unto the King, told 
him of Jofeph, and of his ViGon which he had wbil'ft he was in Prifon , together with 
Jofepb's interpretation, and the event thereof, and how the fame day, the Mafterof 
the Bakers being condemned to the Gallows, gave greater credit to his predictions : 
q how he was kept Prifoner as a Have by Vutipbar, the Mafter of his houfhold, and that 
he was a Hebrew, as himfelf faid,defcended of good and honourable Parents. Command 
him therefore ( faid he ) to be fent for, neither defpife the Man for his prefent mifery, 
for thou maift manifeftly underftand by him, the fignification of thy Dreams. Here- ^,f ephid{1 
upon the King fent for him prefently, and friendly taking him by the hand, (pake to veredfrom 
him after this manner. I underftand by the report of my Servant, that thou art prudent; b «^- 
and therefore defire thee to (hew me the interpretation of my Dreams in fuch manner 
as thou difcoveredft his unto hinijand thou ftialt do me an high pleafure: but beware thou 
neither conceal anything for fear, nor fpeakfor flattery, nor feed me withfalfhoods, 
but tell me all things truly, although fuch as may breed my difcontent to hear them. 
D Me thought as I was walking by a River fide, Ifaw feven well fed and fat kine, which rbttuVt 
cameout of the River into the pafture : and again, me thought feven others came from Dr«mofth e 
the pafture to meet them, which were very lean and ugly^to behold; thefe lean de- feven kine. 
voured the feven others that were fat and great, yet were never the more increafed, ^^^^^ 
but were all of them miferably vexed with hunger. But after this virion, beine awaked Theyetrtf lie 
outof my fleep, and troubled in my mind, what it might fignifie, being feized by little J^' c "/A» v 
and little by apleafant flumber, I fell a fleep again 5 And again, I fawa vilion more pro- t/'tYvit?, 
digious than the former, and which likewile troubles and terrifies me more. For I faw '7^^^ 
feven ears of Corn fprung out of one root, that hung down and bowed their heads, 
becaufe they were loaden with grain ready to be reapt: after which, there appeared JJ^Jf 
E feven other weak, and dry ears, which devouring thofe other great and full ears, left me y ef0 „ cM y t 
highly aftonilhed. Hereunto jofepb anfwered: This Dream (O King) although it hath 
been feen in two figures, yet it importeth one and the fame accident, which is toenfue. ^v-v^/ 
For both thofe feven lean Oxen and thofe feven dry ears of Corn, which you fawde- ^f^/P/^ 
vourthe feven fat Oxen,and feven full cars of Corn,fore-fignifie a Famine and fcarcity £"fc. 5 ° DrMir " 
in Egypt, tot fo many yearsas there were Oxen and cars of Corn in good plight : fo that a v. i8.«rfjs. 
the fertility of thefe good years (hall be confumed by the fterility of fo many other years, 
according to their number ; and there (hall be fuch fcarcity of neceffary provi fion .that 
it (hall be hard to prevent and fupply the defect: all which is fignified by thofe feven 
lean kine which having devoured the good, could not be fatisfied by the fame. All 
F thefe things God foretels unto Men, not to the end they fliould be terrified and affright- 
ed; but that being forewarn'd they may provide for themfelves, and the more eafily 
prevent the imminent danger. If therefore thou (halt lay up and (tore the abundance 
of the plentiful years, Egypt (hall not feel the penury that (hall follow. And when ^ 47 , 48j49 , 
the King ( admiring J«Jepb's prudence and wifdom) demanded after what manner he By s 
might provide in the time of plenty, to prevent and redrefs the future fterility, he ~^ n [^ t f ~ 
warned and counfelled him, that the Egyptians (hould ufeparfimony and that that which i inu dcm«re 
remained of thofe years fuperfluity, might be referved for future neceffities. He counfel- ^\aMc. 
led him alfo to command the husbandmen to hoard up their Corn in their Barns, and 
only to diftribute to the People fo much as was fufficient, and no more. Hereupon the 
G King (not only praifing Jofepb's counfel, but alfo his interpretation of his Dreams) v . 4 ,, 4J . 
made him Lord and Commiflary of all his (tore; and commanded him to provide 3*toh 
whatfoever he thought neceflary for his fervice and the good of his People : aflurtng %h to %rM

By tne Kings order like wife he took to Wife a Virgin, Daughter to Ptitifah E 
E n pi , on' the Ficlhpolitan Prieft.tvhofe name was Afarieih, by whom be begat Children before, the 
wi„, m i.c he- Famine began in Egypt. The elder of which was called A/anaJJes, which figmfieth: 
and "liphrtim. oblivion ( becaufe attaining better fortune he grew into oblivion of his former mifery :) 
but the younger was called Ep brain: ( which fignifieth Return? for that he was reftored to 
the liberty of his anceftors. ) Now when, according to Jojeph's interpretation, the 
feven years of plenty and affluence werepafT in Egypt }the years of Famine began to infeft

and while we were all living our affairs Were fortunate and prosperous > but fiheethe 
death of one of us, whofe name was JrfepK our dorheftic fortunes began to 3 grow to 
ruinc. Our Father languifheth in continual lamentations 5 and his Tears do' no lefs 
afflift us, than in times paft the untimely death of our deareft Brother did affeft us. 
Now are we come to buy Corn, having left in our Fathers cuftody the ypungeff 
of our Brothers, called Benjamin. That thus it is, if thou pleafe to fend any 
one unto our houfe, thou mayeft be aflured. Thus fpake Auben, both On his 
own and his Brothers behalf, to remove Jojeph's fmifter opinion of them : who knowing 
r. 17. that both his Father and Brother were in health,commahded them to be (hut in' Prifon, 
•I'wuV/T.i: " nder P rete,lce to call them to further examination ,at better leifure. Some three days O' 
tiorhcn to after ( calling them before him ) he began thus : Since ( faith he ) you prbteft, that

Treafons 
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A Treafons towards the State, and that you pretend your fclves to be the Sons of one 
Father : you (hall induce me to befeive, that your allegations be tree, if leaving foine 
one with me as pledge of your loyalties, <{ who (hall be well entertained ) you bear 
hence your defired Corn to your Father, and retiira again unto me, bringing with you 
your Brother, whom ( as you fay ) you left behind you : for this fliall be an Argument 
that you lye not. Amazed at thefe words, and fuppofing that their extreme calamity 
was at hand, they lamented their misfortune s, oftentimes expoftulating amongft them- 
felves, that God did now punifh them for their cruelty towards Jofeph But Re uben re- 
prehended their too late and unprofitable repentance, faying,Tbat thofe afflictions which 
God C the juft revenger oF irinocency) had inflicted on his impious Brothers, ought 

B patiently to be born; After this manner fpake they one unto another, fuppoftng *• 
that no Man was prefent who underftood the Hebrew Tongue : and they all lamented, ^ 
being inwardly touched with the words of Reuben j and condemned their perpetrated' *m'c7^hit 
wickednefs : fof which, at that time, they thought that ©od did mod Juftly punith them. j Vil th 7 had 
Jofeph beholding them in this perplexity^ and unable to diffemble any longer bis Bra- dcncuntoh " n 
therly love, by reafon the Teares already began to burft out of his eyes, which at that 
time he defired to conceal, departed from among them. 

Not long after, returning again unto them, he retained Simeon with him, to be in * s/i Y£ - e h 
the mean time as a pledge, until their return 5 and giving them licence to buy their wJhhVro. 
Corn, he commanded them to depart : giving withall afpeciallcommandement toone f hcrs ' an l onc - 

C of his Servants, that the Money which they had brought to buy Corn, ftiould fecretly sim™'* 
be Chut up in their Sacks,and they permitted to depart 3 all which his Servant performed!. 
But Jacobs Sons returning into Canaan told their Father all that had hapned unto them 
in Egypt, and how they were taken for Spies, and Traitorsto that Countrey: and that 
when they protefted , that they were all Brethren, and that the eleventh was left at home 
with their Father, the Governour would not believe them. Moreover, that Simeon was 
left pledge with the Governour, until Benjamin (hould come thither to give teftiraony *; 
of their truth : whereupon they defired their Father without fear or finiiter conceit, to h / orc 
fend their younger Brother with them. But Jacob was difpleafed with that which his simYoVZ 
Sons had done 5 and whereas he was not a little grieved that Simeon was left behind, he fen "' and be - 

t> thought it worfe then death alfo to be deprived of Benjamin % and neither could Reuben SaSS 
with his Prayers (offering his Sons for pledges, that if any finifter fortune Ihould fall p^tfrom w 
upon Benjamin by the way, the Grandfather might revenge it on his Childereh j per* aen - *?■ 
fuade Jacob to yield confentr but they uncertain what to do, were more and mote " °* 
terrified, in that they found their Money inclofed in their Sacks of Corn. Now When tfscobs Sonj, 
Corn began already to fail them, Jacob being compelled by force of Famine, delibera* buc ' n ef P cci » l 
ted to fend Benjamin with his other Brothers: for they dar'd not return into Egypt, with- &"ft«h«io 
out him. And when neceflity prefled them daily more and mote, arid hfis Sons ceafed fcnd^»;,». 
not inftantly to call upon himj yet was he Qill doubtful and unrefolved : till at laft ^ ra wi,h 
Juda , a Man vehement by nature, began more ftcely to tell his Father that he Was too 

E careful of his Brother Benjamin to whom nothing could happen without the will of 
God, whither abroad or at home s and that without this fuperflrjous care of his Son _ 
Benjamin^ endangered bis own and all their lives, which cduld notfubfift but by there- Q^fZ 
lief which was to be had out of Pbaraobs Countrey s that he ought alfo to have care 
of the life of Simeon, left whileft he delayed to fend Benjamin on the journey, Simeon S,'„ t 
in the mean time mould be (lain by the Egjpfitwt. Moreover he exhorted him to com- c Mfi, k 
mit the care of his Son to God, promrfing to bring him back again in fafety, or elfe to ^7, \ , , t .

fo travelling into Egypt, they mitigated their prefent grief whh the hope of better for- 
tune. No (boner were they arrived there but they repaired 1 uiito Jofepls being fore 
afraid, left it (hould be laid to their charge, that by fraud and deceU they had carried 
away with them the price of their former Corn 1 which prefentry, before Jdftph'i (rew- 
ard, they carefully excufed, faying, That they found' the Money, amotfg. the Wheat at v "f- lS -

Inviting them afterwards unto 
tcthboth them a £ an q uet) ne commanded them to fit dowri in order, according as they were wont to 
m injamin. ^ w Yicn they were with their Father ; and whereas he kindly entertained all of them, 
he honoured Benjamin with a double (hare; After the Bancjuer, when they were all 
laid down to reft, he commanded the fteward to meafure out the Wheat which every 
one (hould bear away with him,and to hide the price thereof again in their Sacks : but 
in Benjamins Sack, he commanded him to put his Cup which he ordinarily made ufe of. 
Hedlo&Ruf- This he did, with intent to make triall of their loves towards Benjamin \ and whether I 
6nn$ ciiap^. tnev would flick unto him, being accufed of Theft, or leave him behind as a malefactor,

wojU aiM fritution, as Benjamins return, whom they both promifed and protefted to bring back 
bi £ e again to their Father} when behold, fuddenly a Troop of Horfemen befet them round; 

They being troubled 
in tiuir jour- fcy t hj s fudden incurfion, and asking, why they fet upon them whom they fo lately 
DC7 v. 5, 12. had both invited and entertained fo honourably ? The Egyptians anfwered,and exclaim- 
<£»«t/sons ed againft them, calling them wicked Men, who forgetting the late benefits received, K 
TheT nfcdof anc * J°fepb' a gentlenefs and humanity, were fo wicked, as to return him injuries for his 
' courtefies '■> threatning them that they fbould be punilhed for their Theft : and telling 

them,that although for a tithe they had deceived the Officer of the Table, yet could they 
not deceive God j and again asking them, whether they were well in their wits, in. 
fuppofing that for this offence they (hould not be incontinently puniihed ? with thefe, 
and the likefpeeches, the Servant infulted over them. But they, who nothing at all ' 
fufpecred this fubtilty,accufed him faying, That they wondred at the Mans unreafonable- 
nefs, in fo rafljly accufing them of Theft,who had not kept back the price of their Corn, 
which they found in their Sacks, whereas none but themfelves knew of that Money 5 fo 
far were they from purpofely offering any wrong. Yetin that they thought the fearch- L 
ing would better fatisfie them, than denial, they bid them fearch their Sacks y offering 
themfelves, each of them, to fufFer punifbment, if any oneof them were found guilty 
of the Theft. This fearch which they ofieted,the Egyptians accepted 3 yet agreed the 
punifhment (hould be infli&ed onely on him who had done the injury. Afterwards 
beginning to fearch, and orderly looking into each Mans Sack, at length they came to 
Benjamin ■> not that they were ignorant the Cup was hid in his Sack, but that they might 
feetn to difcharge their duty more exactly. Now all tbereft being fecure in themfelves, 
they were only careful of their Brother Benjamin 5 and they hoped that he would 
not be found guilty of faKhood : for which caufe, they more freely upbraided their 
Zujwfftit persecutors ; objecting unto them,how, through their importunity, they had been hin- M 
f#^r<J,ix38. dred a good part of their journey. Now as they fearched Benjamins Sack, they found the 
N f !t r Mv,' ftl CuP' whereupon all the Brothers began to mourn and lament, both bewailing their 
j 7 as. ' Brothers misfortune, who was prefently to fufFer death for the Theft $ and their own 
*-*TV"VJ mifliap, who having plighted their faith unto their Father for Benjamins fafe return, 
were compelled to falfifie the fame through this accident. And that which further in- 
creafed their grief, was, that when as they moftof all hoped to be free from dangers, 
they were,by fortunes envy,thruft into fo great calamity > confeffing themfelves to be 
the authors both of their Fathers, and this their Brothers misfortune ; in that they had 
never ceafed to importune and compel their Father (although he were unwilling, and 
refitted ) to fend the Child with them. 
Now the Horfemen having laid hands on Benjamin,\e& him unto Jofeph, and his Brothers 
vtr - 1 *; followed him. Jofepb beholding his Brother in the others hands, and the reft bemoaning 
atuchcd'for *» ra round about them j Have you, faid he ( O moft wicked Men ) either fo contemned 
Theft. my humanity , or Gods providence, as that you durft attempt fuch a haVnous injury 
againft him who entertained you with hofpitality, and difmiffed you with benefits? 
To whom they anfwered, that they were ready to fufFer punifhment for Benjamin, calling 
again to their remembrance, Jofeph'a injuries, faying 5 that he was happy who delivered 
by death from life was exempt from all calamities: and chat (if he lived ) God in- 
Aided that plague on them for his fake. They faid alfo, that they were the plagueand 
great misfortune of their Father, became that to the former forrowwhich he had en- O 
dur'd ever fincethe timeof jf^6/death s they had alfo annexed this new mrfery: neither 
did Reuben defift to reproach themin bitter manner with the wickednefs which they had 

committed.

addreffed htmfelf to Jofeph,and (pake thus, My Lprd (faid he) we ctnftfs thai wc are-aP™*' 
B rtadj tofujjerpti»iJbmet>t,though we have not alt of s» committed the offence , bnt onely the 
joungejt } and though we fippofe hk life to- be aimvfi dejpetate, jet our onely hope relir in your 
goodnefs and clemency. IVc befcechyou therefore, that yon wriS hate companion of uf, andbe- 
pleafed to take comfel, not ofyostrjuji indignation, but pur native goodncjs 5 Ctme 'tKproper 
to great minds, as yoitrs to fwrnonnt thofe pajfions, to which onely vklgarSeuls give nay. 
ahd are wont to fnbmit. Conjider,Ipray yon, whether it/rand with your dignity to kjU thole 
whoprefent themfelves to be pnnijbed, and de fire in no fort to live, except it be by the benefit of 
your mercy .<? Suffer not yowfelf to be deprived of this honour, after you have delivered us 
from Fatmne, and ItberaUy fnrnified us with Corn to carry to our Family, labouring under the 
fame calamity. For 'tis one and the fame b$untyto continue them in life, who are akiSed 
C wnh Famine? and not to take it from them, who have merited death.- And you flail Cava 
thofe whom you have fed? and that life which you would not fufer to fail by Famine , rejiore 
and give again: whereby your clemency will be more commendable, whitfi you give both Ufe. 
and thofe things likewife whereby life if maintained. Moreover, I think, that Ged himfelf h»th 
given you this occafion to declare your virtue, that it may appear that you fet lighter by the inju- 
ries offered unto mu,tban by your Will to dv goods and that yo» are not only liberal to thetti 
who are poor andtnnocent, but merciful to thofe that are guilty.

in Hebron. vntucs.JofephjDy the King's permiflion, tranfported his Fathers body to Hebron&nd there 
buried it very magnificently. But his Brothers fearing to return with him into Egypt in 
that they fufpe&ed left their Father being dead,he {hould be revenged on them, in that 
they had not any Friend left alive, under whofe favor they might hope for pardon, he K 
commanded them,that laying their fufpitions alide 3 they (hould fear no evil : and having 
brought them back again with him, he gave them great pofleffions : neither did he ever 
w£nV Ceafe t0 entertaitl them witn brotherly kindnefs. But he likewife dyed, when he had lived 
n^cm old. 1 xo years ; a man endowed with admirable virtue, prudent in all Affairs, and moderate 
. in his Government : by which means it cametopafs, that neither his Foreign Birth, nor 
his Calamities, whereof we have fpoken, did any ways hinder him, but that he was ex- 
Gtn S o. i*,ti altedand continued in high dignity. The reft of his Brothers alfo, having fpent their

fallen. But nomanwhatfoever, though he complot never fo many ftratagems^ can' re-, 
fift the Will of God. For both the Child, of whom the Sacred Secretary had fore-pro- Amltmtt - 
phefied, was fecretly brought up undifcovered by the Kings Spies } and proved by the Fati'ir, 
events of his life, that he was no falfe Prophet, Amram^za Hebrew born, and a Noble pray«h God 
man amongft his Nation, fearing both the publick peril, left the whole Nation (hould " thr^-" 
be brought to nothing by the want of ifliiej and his own private misfortune, whole brews. 
Wife at home was big with Child, and ready to lie down, was troubled In his mind, and 
uncertain what to do. For which caufe he made his recourfe unto God, befeeching hini 
that at the length he would have mercy on that People by whom onely he had been per- 
petually honoured ;. and that it would pleafe him to bring to ?n end the prefent afflicti- 
on, which threatned the whole Nation with utter ruine and deflruftion. God being 
moved to mercy by his mod humble Prayer, appeared to him in a Dream, and comforted 
him, commanding him to be of good courage, telling him, That he had in memory the 
£2 piety of his Anceftors, and that he would reward them for it, even as in times paft he 
had been gracious to their Forefathers. For it was he that had increafed their pofte- 
rity, and multiplied them tofo mighty a Nation, that by his favor Abraham departing 
alone out of Mesopotamia into Canaan, befides other felicities, had ifiue by his Wife that 
was formerly barren, and left ample polTeffions to his Succeffbrs : to Ifmael, Arabia to 
1 Chetura's Children , troglottite 3 and to ifaac^Canaan. Nor could they ever forget with- 
out impiety and ingratitude, the attempts alfo which were happily atchieved in War by 
his affiftance s that Jacobs Name is renowned amongft Foreign Nations, both in refpeft 
of the felicity wherein he lived, and that which by hereditary Right he left tohispo- 
fterityj who taking their original from 70 Men that accompanied their Father into Egypt, 
D were now increafed to the number of 600000: and affuring him that now alfo, he 
would take care of them all in general, and of him in particular. That this Child, fot 
fear of whofe Nativity,the Egjpfiiiwx have condemned all the Hebrews Children to death* 
Ihouldbeborntobim: that he (hould not be discovered by the conftituted Spies; and 
haying efcaped beyond all expectation, (hould he be brought up, and in due time deli* 
ver the Hebrews from the thraldom of the Egyptians^ and obtain an eternal memory for 
this his famous action, not only amongft his own Nation, but alfo amongft (hangers : 
that he (hould alfo have a brother, that (hould deferve both in himfelf,and in his pofteri- 
ty, to inherit the Priefthood for ever. After thefe things were declared in a Vifion unto • , 
^«r4»/,heawak'd,and told it to his wxkjochabel 5 and notwithftanding the prediftion f| X , , 0 ."; 1 ' ,,s ' J 
£ of this Dream, their fufpition and fear the rather increafed more and more: for they Af»/» birth, 
were not only penfive in refpedr of their Child, but alfo by reafon that the future great 
good fortune that was promifed them, feemed incredible. But fopn after, the woman 
being brought to Bed, gave credit to the Oracle, having had fo eafie and gentlea Labor, 
that (he beguiled the Overfeers and Spies, in that (he felt none of thofe Throes which 
commonly afflict fuch as are in Labour : fo that (he nourifbed the Infant three months 
fecretly in her houfe, without being in any fort difcovereel; But afterwards, Amram fea- 
ring to be furprized, and doubting left he (hould incur the Kings difpleafure, if the mat- 
ter were difcover'd, whereby both he, and the Child (hould be made away, and Gods 

Eromifes (hould be fruftrate, he chofe father wholly to commit the fafety or his fon to 
isProvidence,fuppofingthat if the Boy were hidden, which notwithftanding would 
be hard to effect, yet it would be trpublefom unto bim to live in continual peril both of 
his own and his fons fafety : moreover, he thought that God would provide fome means 
of prefervation,to the intent that nothing of that which he had fotetold,might be pro- 
ved falfe.

chKr, 8 cjufc"h ^ etcn * c to Land, and bring it before her : who executing her Command, (he opened the 
Mofcjzobcd- Basket, and beheld the Child $ who, in that he wasfairand well featured, did greatly 
ken out of ih« delight her. Thus God fo loved and favoured Mofes, that he caufed him both to be 
nourifhed and brought up by them, who, for fear left he (hould be born, had decreed to i 
deftroy all the reft of the Race of the Hebrews. Thermuthis therefore commanded them 
to fetch her a Nurfe who might give the Child fuck : who refufing the fame,asall other 
Nurfes did that werefent for to {vLck\zK\m,Mari<wt f as if by good fortune, and not of 
fet purpofe, (he had light into their company, began to (peak thus unto Tbermuthk : In 
vain (faid (he) 0 Trincefs, clocjl thou firiveto give this Babe fncl^byany but an Hebrew 
Nurfe, for be roil/ not accept it: for if thou call unto thee a Nurfe of the fame Nation , an A 
agreeable with his nature, donbtlefs he will take the nipple. This Speech of hers being both 
heard,and plaufibly accepted,thePrincefs commanded her to bring her an Hebrew woman 
that gave fuck ; which (he diligently perforrning,returned,and brought her Mother with 
her, whom none of the afiiftants knew 5 and v/ho presenting her breaft unto the Child, & 
/.'ofrj,w!icncc he willingly took the dug : fothat upon the Princefscommand, thefuckling of the Child 
n!mT' veJ h " was W ' 10 N v committed unto her. By reafon of this accident, and for that he was caft 
into theRiver, he was called Mofes •■, for the Egyptians call water, Mo \ and faved, Yfes : 
fo this name, compofed of thefe two words,was impofed on this Child s who afterwards 
( without exceptions ) became the wifeft Man among the Hebrews, according as God 
'I'^AbrJ-' had foretold: He was the feventh afrer Abraham ; for he was Amrtttns fon, and Antram 
k.m. fon unto Cathk,m& he to Levi, and Levi to Jacob , who was the fon of who was 

the fon of Abraham. He had a judgment riper than his age: for even amongfthis 
childifh deliglrts, he (hewed himfelf more difcreet than all his equals 5 and whatfbever 
lie did, it gave teftimony, that at fuch time as he (hould attain to Manseftate.he wouldbe I* 
capable of great things. When he was but 3 years old, God adorned and endowed him 
With an admirable beauty. He was fofair and amiable, that there was not any, how au- 
ftere and inhumane foever, but in beholding him, would beaftonifhed. Yea,divers who 
met him, as he was carried through the ftrects, turned themfelves about to behold him 
vtr. to. an , d intermitted their other affairs, onely to look upon him : for the admirable beauty of 
Mefct the ado- this Infant, did ravifh all thofe that faw him.

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A about them, fpoiled and made pillage of all the Goods of - che Egyptians $ who,incenfed J^^jQ 
againft them for the wrongs and injuries which they had done, levied an Army, intend- mnj, x J7 6. 
ing to revenge; them of that difgrace which their Enemies had offered them : but in the Jjf™ cMpt 
Battel they were all put to flight, fo that many of them were (lain* and the reft(hame- 1J g" w,/ ' 
fully flying, returned with ignominy worfe than death, into their own Countrey. The ~~^? / ^ J 
Ethiopians proud with this good fortune, inftantly purfued them i and fuppofing it a cow- The 
ardly part, not to take the benefit of their prefent goodfortunea and conceiving an af- war .gainft 
fured hope of conquering Egypt, they enter'd the Countrey, and generally wafted the tteE,h "f"" 
fame: and having tafted of the fweetnefs of pillage, without any temper or moderati- 
on in their Victory, they were encouraged to attempt greater matters. And whereas 
B they perceived, that having*wafted all the Neighbor-regions, no man durft fally out, to 
encounter them in Arras, they marched forward toward Memphis, even to the Sea , arri- 
ving near no City that had the hearti or durft make head againft them. By which cala- 
mities, the Egyptians being much oppre(Ted, they fend one to ask counfel of the Oracle, 
by what means they might redrefs their mtferies; and when an anfwer was given them, 
That they Jhould choofe an Hebrew to ajfiji them in the Wars , the King commanded his 
daughter to give them Mofes ; who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 
Army. She taking an Oath of the King, that no injury or violence (hould be offered 
him, delivered him into his hands 5 efteeming it to be a great good fortune for Mofs^that 
he was called to the fuccor of her Countrey: and, on the other fide, blaming the Priefts, 
q who were not afhamed to demand his aid and affiftance, whom they had adjudged to be The E i} ;ti- 
flain as their common Enemy. Bat Mofes, exhorted by Thermuthis, and the King, wil* 
lingly took the charge upon him. Whereat the Prieftsof both Nations werevery joy- their captain, 
fill: for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome their 
Enemies, they afterwards might more eafily difpatch and murther him, by fome treafon 
and finifter means; and the Hebrews conceived an hope.that they might get out of Egyp t, M ^ ei m)r<: ^ 
by reafon that A/qfe* was the General of theArmy. Mofes therefore making hafte, before cthagaim* .he 
fuch time as the Enemies had any notice that he was diflodged, he levied his Army , and Ethiopian. 
conducted them, not along the banks of the River, but through the main Land i where- 
in he made manifeft his moft admirable prudence. For the journey by Land being vety 
D dangerous, by reafon of the multitude of Serpents, ( which the Countrey thereabouts 
breeds of all forts, and fome of that kind, that the like thereof are not feen in any other 
place, all different in malignity, and horrible form, and fome winged ones,who not only 
offend thofe that they encounter on the earth very privily, bat alfo towre very high in 
the Air, and hover ab out $o hurt thofe that are not aware of them 5 ) he, for the fecu- 
rity of his Army,and to theend he might march without any inconvenience,invented this 
marvellous and admirable ftratagem : He caufed two Paniers of Sedge to be made , in 
form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called lfar,whd are mortal Enemies 
to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee 5 and fometimes, in flying from them 
like Harts, they are laid hold of, and fwallowed by them. Otherwife thefe Birds are ma- 
■£ naged and made tame, and are not harmful to any butto Serpents : of whom I will now 
ceafe to write any further, becaufe the Greeks do already know what kind of Bird it is. 

When therefore he arrived in the Countrey of Serpents, he let fliehisl^ againft the Thc v . &o ^ 
venomous Beafts, and made ufe of them to encounter the other. And having marched which moCh 
in this fort, he furprized the Ethiopians, before they fufpefted him 5 and fuddenly charg- ™f n ^J f *~ 
ing them, he overcame them in Battel, fpoiling them of the hope they had to conquer g""^ t J c ' 
Egypt : and entring the Towns of Ethiopians razed them, and made a great (laughter of thhpuns. 
the Inhabitants. The Egyptian Army having tafted this happy fuccefs under the conduct 
of Mofes, omitted not the purfuit ; especially, for that they faw that the Ethiopians were 
well nigh conquered, or rather wholly deftroyed: and in the end having driven them Sdbi r hcir 
F even toS«Kthe c ^ ief Cit y °^ Ethiopia, (which Cambyfes called Meroe,for the love chief city 
which he bore unto his fifter, who was fo called ) they befieged them. The City was c IC8C " 
ftrong, and very hard to be affailed, by reafon of*the River Nilut which environs it 
round about: on the other fide, the Rivers of Aftapus and Ajlaobora, flow in fo fiercely, 
lhat they could neither break the courfe of the water, nor wade over the ftream : for 
the City is built in an Ifland, environed with a ftrong wall round about, having great 
Ramparts betwixt theRivers and the walls built, to refift the inundations of the waters : 
by reafon whereof, that the City could be very hardly taken, although theoppofite Ar- 
my had found means to pafs the water. Now, when Mofes was much troubled that his 
Army profited nothing, by reafon that the Enemy durft not encounter them in open field, ' E '^ r ; 
G behold what a chance hapned: Tharbtf, the daughter of the King of Ethiopia, behold-^ 1 , a"ugh.cr, 
ing Mofes as he approached with his Army near the walls of the City, and feeing how r^ire.h loy 
valiantly he fought, and behaved himfelf, and wondring at the Exploits and Enterprifes ^^^^nL 
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T^fixfL w n hkh he ,niade, ( which was the caufe that the Egyptian*, almbft defpairiog of their B 
if.ru.Mco. eftates and liberty, were grown defperate) and how the Ethiopians, ( not long before 
efteemed the Conquerors,and happy in their warlike exploits and fortunate executions'* 
I5 ^. were in thegreateft extremity of danger,(hewas unprized withloveof hiVand for that 
v^-v-^ this paffion augmented more and more in her, (he fent to him feven of her moft faithful 
hou(holdfervants,to offer him her love; Which he accepted, on condition that foe 
fliould deliver the City into his hands ; promifing her, by a folemn Oath, That when he 
was Mafter thereof, he would take her to Wife, without falfifying, or breach of bis pro- 
mife. The matter was no fooner motioned, but the effect followed Having conquered 
the Ethiopians, and given thanks to God for the favors he had done him, Mofes accom- 
plithed the Marriage.and fent the Egyptians back again into their Countrey. Who never- I 
thelefs conceived great hatred againft him, the Author and caufe of their fafety and vi- 
The Erntim dories , and began ferioufly to confult and advife amongft themfelves, how they miebt 
" y deft !: o y him fufpefting left by reafon of the happy fuccefs he had had, fliould begin to 
t hink of making himfelf Mafter of Egypt. They accufed him therefore of Murther be- 
fore the King, who already of himfelf had him in fufpition, as well through the hatred 
ew- I. h L eb * reh ' ,m / or 1 his ™^^ whilft he was General, as alfo through 

J4 . * tne fear he had conceived of the deftrudhon of Egypt, foretold by his Priefts,who incef- 
fantly incited him againft Mofes : fo that the King was upon the point to lay hands on 
him, and murther him. 

But he having intelligence of thefe praSifes, efcaped, and fled fecmly, flying from K 
his prefence through the Defart, by which theEnemies leaft fufpedted his flight 5 and al- 
though at no place in his journey he found victuals to fuftain him, yet overcame he his 
nrjuo- Kuf. penury by his patience. And arriving near a City of the Madians fcituate upon the

tobe curious to make further fearch into the fame. The fame voice alfo told him.That «° h d 
the honour and glory which he obtained amongft Men, was by the afliftance of God : the ifrLiins 
charging him to be of a good courage,and to repair into Egypt, (or in that place he (hould ^ e m e i "f ,c !' to 
be Captain andGuideof the Hebrew Nation, and (hould deliver the People which were miginV't^fl 
there, from the outrage and fervitude which they fuffered.For(Taid the voice)they (hall »»» n« promifci 
B inhabit that happy Country wherein your Father Abraham dwelt, and they (hall enjoy 
all forts of bleffings, under the conduct of thee and thy prudence. Moreover, it com- 
manded him. That having brought the Hebrews out of Egypt, he mould offer facrificeof 
Thanksgiving, at fuch time as he (hould arrive again in that place. And fuch was the 
Oracle which he received out of the flame. Mofes altogether ravifhed at that which 
he had both heard and feen,fpike thus: 0 Lord, it veere madnefs i»me, and no prudence, 
if I Jhould dijlrnji thy power, which I reverence, and which I know hath been manijejied unto 
my Predecejjors 5 notwithjianding, ijland in doubt, how J, who am a Man of no eloquence^ 
and of lefs force, Jhould perfuadc my Brethren, by my words, to forfait *he Countrey wherein 
they inhabit, to fallow me into that Countrey whither I will conduit them. And although they 
C fhould beperfuaded, how canl force Pharaoh to permit them to depart from thence, by whofe la- 
■'H hours and travels the Egyptians are daily increased in goods and riches ? Whereupon God 
JfjT' commanded him to truft in his afliftance, and to be of good courage, and promifed that c.a v. 

if he had need of eloquence, he would beftow upon him the faculty of perfuafioni or R.«d i* 
if he were driven to aft any thing, that he would redouble his forces , commanding, ' arned imo 1 
That in confirmation of thofe promifes he had made him, he (hould let fall his ftaff up- 
on the ground : which having done, a Dragon began to creep upon the ground, and in M ^ es *" 2,ul " 
turning and rowling himfelf, lifted up hisCrefton high, making fembl ince, to defend m '%r. 
himfelf againft thofe that (hould aflail him,and then a little while after became a ftaff poumh 
again. Afterwards he commanded him to put his hand into his bofom,and no fooner ^i'u 
D had he obeyed, but hedrew it outaltogether white, and in colour refembling Chalk: tumec'fa to 
and a little while after, it recovered its ordinary colour. Moreover, he further wil- h j. ooi - . 
led him to draw water out of the next Well, and to pour if on the ground, and he faw Mofa'h kl't 
it turned into a bloody colour. Amazed aj: thefe accidents, he was commanded to be imo EvP'> to 
of good courage, and aflured that he (hould have great afliftance. Moreover, that he ^/£, the 
(hould ufe thefe figns before all Men, to the end, (faith God) that all may believe, that 
being fent by me, thou doeft all this according to my Commandment. Furthermore , I 
enjoin thee, That without any further delay, tbou hafte into Egypt 5 and that thou tra- 
vel day and night, without lofing time, without delaying any more, to fuccor the poor 
Hebrews, grievoufly afflicted in Egypt. Mofes having no caufe to diftruft that which God 
E had promifed him, and being confirmed by thefe things, whereof he was both an eye- 
witnefs and hearer, he prayed God, that if there were any occafion to exprefs the like 
power in Egypt, he would vouchfafe to further the effect : befeeching him further, that 
he would not conceal his name from him, to whom he had participated the hearing of his 
voicc,andthe fight of his prefence: thatitmight pleafe him therefore to declare unto 
himhisname, to the end, that when he fliould offer facrifice unto him, he might call up- 
on the fame. God declaredunto him his name, which before time had been concealed 
amongft Men, and of which alfo it is not lawful for me to fpeak. Mofes wrought thefe 
figns not only at that time,but alfo when or wherefoever he thought it requifite : by all 
-which he gave further credit to the fire which had appeared unto him, and aflured him- 
F felf, that God would be his favourable Defender,that he would deliver his Brethren,and HcJufcRuf- 
involve the Egyptians ingreat calamities. And after that he underftood, that Pharaehfi^"?- 
King of Egypt was dead, ( during whofe life, he fled from thence ) he requefted Eaguel, a J0 " 
to give him leave to depart into Egypt, for the profit of thpfe of his Nation j and taking 
with him Sepbora,( who was Ragutls daughter, and his married wife) and Cerfon and 
Eleanor, his children, which he had by her, he departed into Egypt. Now this name of 
Gtrfon, in the Hebrew Tongue, fignifieth Foreign: and Eleax,ar figaifieth favoured by God \ 
in memory, that Mofes had efcaped from amongft the£g^/<i»/,by the afliftance of the CaP . 4 . v>10> 
God of his Fathers. And as he approached near the Mountains, Aaron, his Brother, by «)«p"<- 
the commandment of God, came forth to meet him j to whom he declared all that had ^un^oJfCn. 
G hapned unto him id the Mountain, and that God had given him in charge. And as they to z'apt. 
paffed onward of their way, the Men of great eftimation among the Hebrews ( having q"}^^' 
intelligence of his coming ) came out to meet him, before whom Mofes made uft of the E Ui K ir.

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abovefhid powcr^f" doing Miracles, by reafoti he could not perfuade them by words : H 
The je»tf fa and th be|n _ a ft on i(bed at that which they had feeh him do beyond their expectation, 
S$ grew confident, and conceived a good hope of all things, feeing that God had a care of 
nmvhy, their fafety. When he perceived that the Hebrews were ready to obey him, and that they 
J J^V-^ protefted to follow him in all that he (hould command them, through the earned defire 
m*1» '"'"-they had to be at liberty; he prefented himfelf before the King, who had newly under- 
H«£ii thC taken the Government, and (hewed him the great benefits hehad done unto theEgypti- 
iw.h ,bcm ans at f U ch time as they weredefpifed by the Ethiopians, who had fpoiled all their Coun- 
h is miracle ' and how h e had fpared no travel, but fuftained all the charge of the War , as if it 
wP Prftul had been waged for his own proper Nation. On the other fide, he opened unto him 
d«h the King the dangers which he had unjuftly fuffered for his recorapence. He afterwards dtfeour- I 
miftfhcl/rt fed unto him that which had befallen him near the Fountain of Sinai, and the talk which 
""'«• God had in that place with him 5 and the figns in particular which had been (hew d unto 

Stth him, in confirmation of thofe things which were promifed, exhorting the Ru g not to mi- 
rbL,hhi* ftrultorrefiftthcWillof God. The King hearing this, began to mock him : but Mofes 
mii ' , " ts - made him fee,in effect, the figns which he had (hewed near the Mountain of Sinai. But 
the King, inftead of being mov'd therewith, waxed angry, and grievoufly reviled him 5 
accufing him, for that in times paft he fled away, for fear to be flain in Egypt, and at this 
prefent returned thither, under a fubtile pretext, cloaking his Craft with Magick and In- 
chantment,themore toafright him. And at the fame inftant he called into his prefence 
the Priefts of Egypt, to let him fee thofe figns, and to make it manifeft, that the Egyptians K 
were skill d in thofe Sciences 5 and that he alone was not Matter in thofe things, the 
which he boafled to perform by Gods power, but that they were deceits and (hadows of 
marvels, to deceive the multitude. Whereupon the Priefts caft down their Rods , and 
they became Serpents. Mofes being moved herewith, faid, 0 King, J defpife not the wif- 
dom of the Egyptians *, but Iproteji,that that which I have done, doth fo far furpafs all their 
Magick. and Art, as there is difference between divine and humane things. I will therefore 
fluw yon, that that which I do,K not by Inchantment,nor with a falfe appearance of verity, but 
r r<r.i*. the providence and power of God. This faid, he caft his Rod on the ground,command- 
votuuthc'' ing it to change it felf into a Serpent : whereupon it obeyed, and wandring here and 
RoJsoftiie there, it devoured all the Rods of the Egyptians, which feemed to be fo many Serpents ; L 
E e,ptUn l'ii fl n d that done, Mofes took his ftafF into his hand again , and it re-aflumed its priftine 
p Wft'cn- 9 ' form i but the King being never the moreaftonifhed, ("but the rather incenfed at that 
,oinfth «he wmc h was done ) faid, that this wifdom and fnbtilty of Mofes, which he ufed in difgrace of 
moreTrtcvous the Egy ptians,yibfl«W profit him nothing. He commanded therefore the Overfeer of the 
»asln. Works, who had the Government of the Hebrews, thac he (hould remit nothing of their 

labour, but that he (hould opprefs them with more tedious and grievous tasks than they 
were wont to be put unto : whereupon ( where he was wont to allow them ftraw , to 
make their Tyle with) he forbare, after that time, to give them that allowance j and 
taxing them in the day-time to follow their work, he appointed them by night to feek 
their ftraw, doubling thereby the weight of their former labour. Notwithftandingall M 
this, Mofes would neither defift from his purpofe, in regard of the Kings threatning, or 
the continual cry of his Countreymen, neither was in any fort difmayed thereat 5 but 
rxiJ. 6. 6. with a confident and undaunted mind, he refolutely proceeded to reftore hisCountrey- 
Mojci opcc men to their defired liberty. He therefore once again addrefs'd to the King.perfuading 
d! Th t P hr King him to difmifs the Hebrews, to the end they might repair to Mount Sinai, and facrifice to 
to .dim.fi tin- God in that place : For no lefs ( faith he) hath he commanded, neither can anyrefiji his 
Hcbrtrti. T fo at jpforji Q 0( i wot y ct favourable to him, his own intereji obligd him to grant the 

people the liberty which he demanded. That if he denyd the fame, he could not acenfe him as 
the caufe of the Calamities which he fhould draw upon himfelf by his difobedience,when he fiould 
fee himfelf without Children, the Air, Earth, and all the other Elements become Enemies to him, N 
and Minifers of the Divine vengeance, lhat neverthelefs the people of the Hebrews Jljould 
(indejpiteof their reftjiance ) depart out ef their Countrey 5 but the Egyptians fhould not es- 
cape the punifoment of their hardnefs of heart. The King defpifed thefe words of Mofes, 
and would not be prevailed upon, wherefore mod grievous Plagues fell upon the Land of 
Egypt 5 all which Iwillparticularlyfetdown J byreafonthatatthattimetheE ( g/p^/ < i»x fuf- 
fered thofe things, which never before hapned to any other People 5 and likewife that I 
may manifeft, that Mofes erred not in any of his Predictions: and befides, for that it is 
1 he fiiii expedient for Men to learn and do thofe things which are agreeable to Gods Will, for 
pi^uc of the fear left he being provoked and incenfed againft them, (hould punifh them for their in-

wayes changing the nature thereof. Hereupon the King ( not knowing what to do, b <f*? pH*'* 
and feeing this ftrange accident, and being afraid, in behalf of his Subjects ) permitted , j*,""" 7 ' 
the Hebrews to depart. But no fooner was this Plague ceafed, but he prefently changed ^r\f>ut 
%is mind, and would not permit them liberty to go away. For which caufe, God (tee- 
ing his ingratitude, and that he would not be warned, notwithftanding he had delivered 
him from the former calamity ) inflicted another Plague upon the Egyptians. - He fent Emi. 9. 
an infinite number of Frogs among them, which cover 'd the whole Countrey •? and the *"°^" f 
River was fo ftored with them, that they that drew water to drink, found it altogether Frigs. ° 
B infected with the putrefaction of them, dying and rotting in the waters t, fo that the 
whole Countrey was full of filthy Mud, by reafon of the Frogs that dyed on the fame. 
They corrupted alfo their Meats, entring into their Houfes,amidft their meat and drink, 
and creeping in their Chambers 5 from whence an odious ftench exhaled,by reafon of the 
multitude of Frogs that lay dead. Now when the Egyptians faw themfelves fo fore 
pre(Ted with thefe evils, the King commanded Mofes to depart with the Hebrews, whither 
he pleas'd. And as foon as he had fpoken this, the multitude of Frogs vanilhed , and 
appeared no more, neither on the earth, nor in the water, but they retained their ac- 
cuftomed nature. No fooner was the earth delivered from this curfe,but Pharaoh for- 
got the caufe thereof, and retained theHebrews ftill : and (as if he defir'd to experiment 
C yet greater miferies ) he denied them that liberty which before he had granted them,ra- 
ther out of fear, than good will. For this caufe, God once again punifhed his falfhood, 
by fending him another Plague : for a multitude of Lice f warmed on the bodies of the cfej; _ 8 l6m 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were miferably devoured * neither could they exter- The third ' 
minate that Race either by bathings or unctions. The King troubled with this calami- P la s ue >°f 
ty, and fearing the ruine of his People, and bethinking him of the (hameful end there- 
of was conftraiued to permit the People to depart : but ("after the Plague wasappea- 
fedj he required, that, they (hould leave their wives and children behind them for 
pledges, till their return t and by this means he provoked Gods wrath more heavily 
againft him, in that he fuppdfed to delude his providence 5 as if it had not been God, r ■ . 
D who ( in the Hebrews behalf) had puniffled them, but Mofes, that had plagued the Egy- The 

ptiaus. For God filled their Countrey with divers forts of Infects, ("the like whereof, pUgue , veno-i 
before that time, h?d not been feen there ) which cover'd the earth, that it became defo- mous bcjflsi 
late and unfilled, andjaany perfonsdy'd by them 5 and thofe that remain'd alive * they 
were infected with the poyfon exhaling from the number of dead and fick bodiei. But 
nptwithftanding all thefe, the King ftill continued obftinate in his wickednefs, and dis- 
obedience unto God 5 permitting only ,tHat the women and men (hould depart, and that 
their Children (hould be left behind them i but God defifted not to punifh his wickednefs 
by divers moft grievous Plagues, far more tedious than the former, yea,(uch as were dif- 
perfed over all the People. 
E For theirbodies were grievoufly tormented with ulcers, and corrupted inwardly rand c >*-h. 
aftet this fort, the greater part of the Egyptians perimed. But the King being not melt- T , a | ue * thi 
ed, nor mollified by this Plague, God rained down Hail upon them, (which never before pia&ur. 
that time was feen in Egypt ; and further fo great, or rather greater than that which fal- r j£ t "' 
leth to the Northward, near the Pole Attique ) though it was a confiderable time of„u gue , 
Spring,and fpoiled alltheir fruit. After which, an Army of Grafboppers devoured all toic £«- 
thofe buds and fruits which were unhurt by the HaiU fothat all the hope which the Thc ' fe ; tnt - H 
Egyptians had of their Harveft, was utterly overthrown.

F the fame, enforced himfelf torefiftGod,not only through imprudence, but malice * fo Wp<«- 
that he voluntarily deftroy'd his poor Subjects. He therefore commanded Mofes,to lead 
away the Hebrews with their Wives 5 but that they (hould leave their fubftance behind 
them for a prey to thc Egyptians, to recompenfe them for what they had loft. Mofes 
anfwered,TiW he demanded an mjttli thing, fmcc that hereby they would not have wherewith 
to efer facrifice to God. Now while the time pafs'd in thefe confutations, a moft difmal ^ ^ 
d*rkqefs o*erfpread the land of Egypt, by reafon of which, many petiftv'd after fundry The lliB ; h 
'manner's, and others fear'd to run the fame fate, living in the moft difconfolate condition plague, dartj 
imaginable. This darknefs being difperfed, after three days, and fo many nights, Mofes nds - 
feeing that Pharaoh would not repent, nor let the people of ifrael depart, came Unto 
G' him, aadfpake after this manner : As long as yeujhall reftfi the Ordinance of God, (who 
commandeth you to fuffertbeljiebTcws to depart ) there if no means whereby you may bee x-> 
emptcd from thefe mjchiefs in doingthat whichyou do. The King,enraged at thefe words,

reward of their wickednefs, and the breath of their prdmife.He chofe this way likewife, 
left the Philifiines (hould underftand their departure, by reafon they were difpleas'd 
againft the Hebrews jvpon an ancient grudge which they bear them 5 and Paleftine confines 
and borders upon Egypt : wherefore he led them not by the way that directly leadeththi- 
ther,but he intended to bring them into Canaan Jay conducting them far about, and thorow 
many calamities ; to the end,that afterwards he might lead them to Mount sinai, there to 
offer Sacrifice, according to Gods commandment.

CHAP; t 
How Mofes conduced the People out of Egypt to Mount Sinai. 

THE joy which the tfraetites had to fee tbemfelves thus delivered by the 
help of Almighty God, was not a little dimimfht, by the wearinefs and Q^K^S 
tediorifnefs of the difficulties which they endured in their travel towards mn"xl\\. ' 
the Mountain of Sinai f by reafon that the Country was a De&rtand un- W'" c*''f> 
inhabitable, deftitote of ^iftoals and Water 5 and not only barren of £''j w "* 
what ferves for the fuftenance of Men, but alfb everywhere wanting pafturage and _ /^y-s-* 
provifion forCattel : fo that they were conftrain'd to bear with them the water which i^Jt Sh^ 
they had drawn before they etttted the Defort, according as their Captain and Con- are diftreffed 
dudtor had dommanded them: which being fpent, they dig'd Pits, out of Which they fot winc 
drew water with great difficulty, by reafon of the hardriefs of the ground: and fur- wa,er *" ,,,,3f 
ther,the water which they foond in thofe places was bitter, and no ways fit to drink j 
E and, which was worfe, very little in quantity. Travelling onwards or their journey 
after this manner a long time, they arrived about evening m a certain place, which by 
reafon the waters were bracki(h, : they called tfarab, that is to fay, Bitternefs. There, J£"{55i 
wearied with Travel, and their Provifion falling them, they began to bepinch'd with ex>j. 15. »j. 
necefiity, fo that they refolv*d toftayin that place 5 and the rather* in thatthey found, 
a certain Pit there, which although it were insufficient to fatisfle fo great an Army , yet 
for that they found it in that CoUbtrey, it yielded them no little confolation. For they 
were given to underftand, that if tney travelled onwards, they (hould find no water ; 
and for the water of that Pit, it wasfo bitter arid unfit for drinking, that it neither wai 
agreeable to the tafte, nor fupportable for their very Catcel* Whereupon Mofesiwvai 
F them fo difcomforted, and not knowing how to farisfie them, in that he had not to deaf 
with an Army or Enemy, whom he migtu repel with Valot 5 out that hunger and tbirjl 
alone redue'd all this great multitude of MenL Womeaand Children,,to great diftrefsi 
he was greatly perplex'd, and refented in himfelf the calamity of theinalf, as if it had 
been all his own: for all of them had their recoarfe unto hira^and to no Man tflfi? vthe 
Women beg'd for their Children, and the Husbands intreafed tot their Wives, befeech- 
ing him to take compalBon of their diftrefs , and to furnifh. them with fome means to 
efcape their mifery. He addrefled himfelf therefore in trioft humble manner to Ai- 1 vcr.'i n 
mighty God, praying that it would pleafe him to amend the evil quality of the water, M j ^^'o^ 
and to make it potable. Which grace and favor he nafooner obuin'd, but he took a changcVbitJ 
G piece of wood, which he cleft in two, and cart into the Pit 5 givinztheH^rejr/ to un* j.« taut 
derftand, that God had heard their prayers, and that he had promis d to give them the ffett * 
water they defir'd, if fo be they would obey him, and with alacrity and diKgcncc^per^ 
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form that which (hould be commanded them. And when they were ihquifitive what ^ 
Tb^TfZ they ought to do, to the intent the wate* inlgfcrbe changed 5 he enjoined every one of 
mrii, mi* them that was of beff ftrengtti atid ability ambrigft them, to dtnW water 5 giving them 
n&S'* ' to underftand,that fofoon as they had drawribut great (tore of water from the Pit, the 
1510. ' reft that Ihould remain,would be very good and convenient to be drunk.They obey *d, 
E^jlT^ and the water agitated and purifi'd by often drawing, became potable, and refrelh'd the 
The 'ifruiittt wea ry multitude. Hereupon diflodging from that place, they came to Helim, a Coun- 
trey that afar off feem'd very pleafant, by reafon that it was planted with Palm-trees: 
{in to murmur but the nearer they approched itj the more tedious they found it, (for there were no 
againft Mtfeu more than Seventy Palm-trees in that place, and they not very tall, or well-groWn, by 
reafon of the drinefs and barrennefs of the Soil. ) They found alfo twelve Springs I 
there, which were fo fmall, that they did not flow, but only drop. Whereupon falling 
to dig up theSand, they could light of no Veins of Watery and if perhaps any little 
appeared, it was fo troubled by the Sand, that it became unfit to be tafted : neither did . 
the Trees bear any ftore of Fruit, by reafon of the want of Water. For which caufe, 
the whole multitude began to murmur agaihft their Guide, afcribing all the caufe of 
their calamities and miferiesunto him. For having marched for the fpaceof 30 days, 
they had confum'd all the provifion which they brought with them and conceiving 
- that there was no remedy, they were wholly overwhelm^ with defpair. Confidering 
therefore only the evil which was before their eyes, and forgetting the marvels which 
God, by theminiftry of Mofes, had made them both fee and partake, they conceiv'd in- K 
dictation againft him,and were ready to done him to death,as if he had been the Author 
of that calamity which oppreffed them. But he perceiving the multitude fo enraged, 
and incenfed againft him,ftrengchned himfelf in God ; and warranted By the teftimony 
of a good Confcience, and the uprightnefs of his actions, he came out into the midft of 
thofe who revil'd him,and had gather'd ftones to caft at him. And for that he Wasadorn'd 
with a Angular grace and majeftick countenance,and endued with pleafing eloquence,he 
began to appeafe their wrath , exhorting them to bear their prefent difficulties, by re- 
membring their forepafled bleffingss and not to permit the Travel which they endur'd 
at that time, to drive out of their remembrance the graces and favors which they had 
receiv'd at God's bands. He willed them likewife diligently to expect their deliverance L 
from that extremity, by the providence of God : who (as it feem d) . made trial of their 
patience and gratitude ; and whether they kept in remembrance thofe things which had 
E«i.i6.j. bapned unto them* or whether forgetting their forepafled pleafures, they would fufFer 
Exc<t M.1.10 themfelves to pe fwallow'd with their prefent mifery. He willed them therefore to take 
heed, left through their impatience and ingratitude, they (hould be found unworthy of 
God's favor, if they neglected his Will, by whofe direction they were brought out of

For which caufe,they 
ought to fuffcr all things patiently, and to imagine with themfelves, that the fuccor, al- 
though deferred, was never too late, which was receiv'd before fuch time as the danger N 
had prevail'd : and fo to think, that God contemn'd not their perils, but made trial of 
their fortitude and conftancy, to fee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want oF meat and drink : or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beafts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of fervitude, to be fed only to be made the better able to en- 
dure labour.

After 
thefe A mbaflages, it was decreed by general Council, That they {hould endevor to in- 
vade and aflault the Hebrews. Thefe determinations and defigns of theirs, troubled 
Mofesvexv much 5 ror that he expected noHoftihty. When therefore he perceivd that 
the people were affrighted and amaz'd,to fee themfelves (being wholly unprovided) 
to be chargdbyfoftrongand well-furnilh'd an Army, he re-comforted them, and will'd 
them to bethink themfelves of God's promifes, who by his power had fet them at liber- V 
tv 5 alluring them, that they ftiould overcome all thofe that made head aeainft them, to 
WW. r%?

And as long as Mofit lifted up his hands, *',T"' 
the^rewxhad^hebetter agaidft the AmaUkftet. .But for that be was unable codtinu- ^"V^J 
ally tofupport theXdme, : ( and-becaufe he bbfetv'd, thai as often as be held down his 
hands, fo long the Enemies drove the JfracUjesto retreat ) he willed his brother 4*ron, 
aadVron his fitter Maries husband, to ftaadonSeachfideof him, and fuftain his hands. 
Which when they had perforin'd; the Hebrews by main force overcame thcAmalekitet^ 
fo(hat all of them had been, flain. if the Chafe had continu'd, and had not been cut off 
£ by the approach of \ the night. Thus our Anceftors obtain'd a moft happy and ad van- 
r ? tagiqus Victory : For betides the glory they got in having overcome lb potent Ene- 
3 tniesi and caft a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, to whom they have 
."t ever Gnce been fotmidable, they became Maftets of the Enemies Camp, and both in ge- 
\ neral and in particuJar got tviches b whereas before that*, time they had notneceflary 
means to maintain themfelves. Arid this Victory of theirs, was the caufe of their very 
:'C great good fortune, not only for the prefent, but alfo for the time to come: For not 
■ • only had they their Enemies bodies under their, fubjedtion, but alfo their fpirits,fo as they 
-were fear'd by all the Nations round about. And they multiplied both in ftrength and 
riches 5 for there was a great quantity of gold and filver taken in the Camp. Divers n f 
C Veffels likewife, and Tables of Brafs were' found therein: likewife great quantity of Th J fr^the* 
Tiffue-work, and excellent Furniture for War. Moreover, they had all their Baggage, '«overaere« 
Tenta,Harne(s, andHorfes,and generally,the whole provifionof an Army became their ompV the 
prey. Thus ended this Battel. ; The fuccefs whereof fo exalted the courage of the Amtukitti. 
Ifraeiitety that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpofEble to them. The-^ f d 
next day, Mofes caufed the Enemies that were flain, to be rifled, and the fcatter'd Arms v£w 
of thofe that fled to be gather'd up. He honour 'd them alfo, that had bravely demean- 
ed themfelves in the. Battel, and praifed the Captain Jofttah in publick 5 whofe honour 
was conhWd by the applaufeof the whole Army. There was not one Hebrew that pe- 
riled that day : though fo many of the Enemies were there put to the Sword, as their 
D number cannot be exprefs'd. He offer d likewife a Sacrifice of Thankfgiving unto God, 

and erected an Altar unto him, and dedicated it To God, tie ViUor. He prophefied more- Th« pr edtatoo 
over, that all the (hould be utterly ^jtfiuguiftYd*fo that none of themfhould ^iSTrfAe 

be left alive,in that they had aflanlted the He*rm»/,and that in the Defart, and at fuch 
time as they were in affliction. After which, he made a Feaft for the General, to tefti- 
fie the joy he had for his Victory. This iffue had this Battel, which was the firft that 
they fought after their departure out of Egypt. But as foon as Mofes had celebrated a The rfntiim 
Feaft in memory of the Victory, to the end he might give the Hebrews Come refrefhment ™™ l « «*« 
after the Battel, he caufed them tomarch in aray 5 for now the Arms gotten from the J^™ " 
Enemies, being given to thofe that wanted.there were more armed Soldiers than before. 
E Thus paffing onwards by little and little, they arriv'd the third month after their depar- 
ture out of Egypt, near to the mountain of sinai, where ( as before is declar'd ) Mofis 
faw the Vifion in the fiufb, with other Wonders.

likewife of the High Prieft typifies the Earth, for it is made of Linnen. *The Hyacinth 
which inclines to Azure, thews the Heaven, -the Tomegranats refemble the Lightning 
as the Belh the noife of the Thunder. The Surcot fheweth, that the whole World % 
compofedof four Elements, refembled by its four colours: to which Gold is annexed 
( as I interpret it ) for that Light is annexed to all things j Ejjen alfo is planted in the 
middle thereof, m fuch fort, as the Earth obtaineth the middle place of the World 
Likewife, the Girdle wherewith he is girt, refembleth the Sea, which enfoldeth and 
begirteth all things. The^w Sardonlx Stones (fet as Buttons or Loops in the High 
Priefts GarmenO fignifieth the Sun and Moon. The number of the Gems allude to L 
the number of the Months, or the twelve Houfes, or the equal number of parts of that 
Circle, which the Grecians call the Zodiac^. The thiara or Mitre likewife hath an al- 
lufion to Heaven, by reafon of its Azure or Hyacintbine colours for otherwife the Name 
of God might not be placed therein : and the, Triple Crown of Gold, by its brightnefs 
reprefents his glory and Sovereign Majefty. Let this fuffice for the prefent 5 ?or that

But Mtfet forbad both the Father and his Sons to lament * to the end they 
btf*Tccl1ifl'' might make it appear that being honoured with the dignity of Priefthood^they were 
Nativity, morefenfibleof Gods honour,than of their own. misfortune. But as touching Moftt, he 
'J^v-^-/ refufedall honours which were offered hitn by the People, neither applied he himfelf 
unto any other thing but to the fervice of God. He went up to the Mountain of Sinai^ 
AbihuA^ons and entred into the Tabernacle to take counfel of God concerning thofe th ings,whereof 
sons burned j,e ne eded to be informed. He demeaned himfelf like a private Man, not onely in 
t«».io. 1,2, ^ $ a pp are ^ DUt } n a ji other things, continuing a familar and modeft courfe of life, and 
Numb. 3. w challenging no priviledge above any Man, but onely in thofe things which pertained I 
to the adminiftration of the Common-wealth. 

He redue'd into writing the Laws and ordinances touching policy, in due perfor- 
mance whereof if they liv'd they (bould be both agreeable to God, and live in union 
and peace amongft themfelves. And all this he eftablifhed, following thofe directions 
which God inftrutted him in. But now will I return and bend my ftile tofpeak of that 
which I omitted in the ornaments of the High Prieft; for this apparel of theirs leaveth? 
not any occafion to falfe Prophets, to excecute their wicked impoftures: and if there 
be any fuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertained to Gods Majeflyjthis 
habit maketh them know, that God never honoured their facrifices with hisprefencej 
Atniride of °ut ne 8 ave vifible figns thereof not onely to the Hebrews, but to all thofe ftrangers, & 
the Stones in who by any occurrence might beeye-witneflesof the fame. For of thofe Stones which 
,h< ! Hi s h the High Prieft bare on his (houlders ( which were Sardomxes, whofe nature is fo well 
mem.' known to all Men, that it were unnecefiary to fpeak of it ) that which was faftned 
on his right (boulder, (hined very clearly at fuch time as God was prefent at the facri- 
fice, and caftits rayes afar off, thatitmight be perceived by thofe that beheld thefame, 
contrary to its nature and cuftome: which truly deferveth admiration amongft all Men, 
except thofe who through contempt of Religion,do hunt after an opinion of wifdonv 
But that which I will now fpeak of, is more to be admired at: i^hich is, that by the 
twelve Stones which the High Prieft bare, Enchafed in his Rational in the 
midft of his Breaft, God was wont tofore-fignifie victory to thofe that were prepared l* 
for Battel. For fuch brightnefs lightned out of them, even before fuch time as the 
Army did diflodgeor enter skirmifb, that it was manefeftly known to the People, that 
God was prefent and ready to affift them: for which caufe the Creeks that have no 
averfion for our myfteries,and are convinced by their own eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Logum, u c. oracle, which we term Ejjcx. This Rational and the Stone 
Sardcnix gave over to (bine two hundred years before I began to write thefe An- 
tiquities^ reafon;of Gods wrath which he bad conceived againft us for the breach of 
his Laws ( of which at another time I will more fitly treat, and at this time continue 
and profecute my intended difcourfe and purpofe.) After the Tabernacle had been 
thus confecrated,and that which appertained to the Priefts was fet in ordcr,the People ^ 
tranfportedwith joy that God dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to facrifice 
X* ffa 5" and ,6 fing HvanM P^ifes, K to nim tIut had driven far from them all fear of evjl, 
'he prin«° of an<1 from whom they expefied in time to comc,far better and more profperous things' 
the Tribo. and both in general and in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their 
tribes: and the Governors of the tribes^aflembiing themfelves together two by two)pre- 
pared a Chariot and a yoak of Oxen,fo that tbere were fix Chariots to bear the Taber- 
nacle by the way. Furthermore,every one of them offered a vial of the weight of 70 
Sides, and aCenfor containing 10 dariques, and a Coffer orBafin, weighing tjo Steles. 
The Cenfor was filled with odoriferous perfumes, and the coffer and vial ferved to hold 
the Meal and Oyl, which they were wont to ufe at the Altar, at fuch timeas they off- N 
red facrifice. They offered iikeWife a Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb of one year 
old', for a bumt-facrihee} and a Goat for a fin-offering. All the other Governors 
likewife brought every one of them their facrifice called SaluUrie, for every day two 
Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and facrificed them 
during the term of twelve days, every one his day. But Mofis afcended no more 
to the Mountain of but entred into the Tabernacle, where be was inftruaed 

by God of that which he had to do, and what Lows he ought to make, which are 
*.{,, a .ke,h fo B° od and laudable as they ought not to be attributed to humane wifdom : So that 
cunfciofGod our Ancettors obfetv'd themfo reUgioudy during fome ages, that they thought that 
n.* Tlb "" the .

if they violated the fame. But I will now ceafe to fpeak of thefe Laws, being re- 
lolved to compofe another Treatife touching them.

But Mtfet forbad both the Father and his Sons to lament * to the end they 
bt^rc'cWfs might make it appear that being honoured with the dignity of Priefthood>they were 
nativity, more fenfible of Gods honour,than of their own misfortune. But as touching Mofes, he 
refufed all honours which were offered him by the People, neither applied he himfelf 
d unto any other thing but to the fervice of God. He went up to the Mountain of Sinail 
Abihu atom and entred into the Tabernacle to take counfel of God concerning thofe things,wbereo£ 
< ons burned ne ne eded to be informed. He demeaned himfelf like a private Man, not onely iti 
t«i».io. ui, h - s appare i j DUt m a l| other things, continuing a ramilarand modeftcourfe of life, and 
Ki'mb. 3. j )4i challenging no priviledge above any Man, but onely in thofe things which pertained \ 
to theadrainiftration of the Common-wealth. 

He redue'd into writing the Laws and ordinances touching policy, in due perfor- 
mance whereof if they liv'd they (hould be both agreeable to God, and live in union 
and peace amongft themfelves. And all this he eftablifhed, following thofe directions 
which God inftrufted him in. But now will I return and bend my ftile tofpeak of that 
which I omitted in the ornaments of the High Prieft 5 for this apparel of theirs Ieaveth 
not any occafion to falfe Prophets, to excecute their wicked impoftures: and if there 
be any fuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertained to Gods Majefty? this 
habit maketh them know, that God never honoured their facrifices with his prefences 
Amindeof but he gave vifible figns thereof not onely to the Hebrews, bqt to all thofe ftrangers, K 
thc rn sroncs°iQ who by any occurrence might beeye-witneffesof the fame. For of thofe Scones which 
p ' ft H sh ft the Hl 8' 1 ^ rieft bare on his ^ou'ders ( which were Sardo»ixes 3 whofe nature is fo well 
mem.' known to all Men, that it were unneceflary to fpeak of it ) that which was faftned 
on his right (boulder, fhlned very clearly at fuch time as God was prefent at the facri- 
fice, and caftits rayes afar off, that itmight be perceived by thofe that beheld the fame, 
contrary to its nature and cuftomu: which truly deferveth admiration amongft all Men, 
except thofe who through contempt of Religion,do hunt after an opinion of wifdom. 
But that which I will now fpeak of, is more to be admired at: ^hich is, that by the: 
twelve Stones which the High Prieft bare, Enchafed in his Rational in the 
midft of his Breaft, God was wont to fore- fignifie vi&ory to thofe that were prepared L 
for Battel. For fuch brightnefs lightned out of them, even before fuch time as the 
Army did diflodgeor enter skirmifh, that it was manefeftly known to the People, that 
God was prefent and ready to affift them: for which caufe the Creekj that have no 
averfion for our myfterie&>and are convinced by their own eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Logic*) i. e. oracle, which we term Ejjea. This Rational and the Stone 
sardonix gave over to (bine two hundred years before I began to write thefe An- 
tiquities,by reafonof Gods wrath which he had conceived againft us for the breach of 
his Laws ( of which at another time I will more fitly treat, and at this time continue 
and profecute my intended difcourfe and purpofe.) After the Tabernacle had been 
thus confecrated.and that which appertained to the Priefts was fet in order,the People M 
tranfportedwith joy that Cod dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to facrifice 
»nd* ffajf"* and t6 fiog H y am8 of ptaifes, as to him that had driven far from them all fear of evjl, 
the prin«i of aad ^ rom whom they expected in time to come,far better and more profperous things! 
the Trib«. and both in general and in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their 
tribes: and the Governors of the tribes^aflembling themfelves together two by two)pre~ 
pared a Chariot and a yoak of Oxen,fo that there were fix Chariots to bear the Taber- 
nacle by the way. Furtherraore,every one of them offered a vial of the weight of 70 
Sides, and a Cenfor containing 10 dariques, and a Coffer or Bafin, weighing 1 30 Sicles. 
The Cenfor was filled with odoriferous perfumes, and the coffer and vial ferved to hold 
the Meal and Oyl, which they were wont to ufe at the Altar, at fuch timeas they off- N 
red facrifice. They offered likewife a Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb of one year 
old , for a burnt-facrifice* and a Goat for a fin-offering. All the other Governors 
likewife brought every one of them their facrifice called Salutarie, for every day two 
Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and facrificed them 
during the term of twelve days, every one his day. But Mofis afcended no more 
to the Mountain of sinai y but entred into the Tabernacle, where he was inftruftei 
by God of that which he had to do, and what Laws he ought to make, which are

And whereas the People promifed thenceforward to be obedient to him, (being taught 
by their own mifery, that nothing would fall out profperoufly unto them, without the < 
counfel and conduct of their Guide J they difincamping themfelves, retired ihto the ^OO^ 
Defart with this refo!ution,that they would no more* attempt a Battel againft the Canak- a'SJE'S 
till they received a fign of their good fuccefs from Heaven. But even as ia agjreat waeDefin/ 
Army it accuftomably falleth out (efpecially intime of trouble) that the common mul- 
titude wax head-ftrong and difobedient to their Governors, fo did the like alfd happen. 

For whereas they were in number 660000, and even in their better 
ii B Fortunes fufnciently difobedient to their Governors, fomuch the more were they exaf- 
■M perated by their wants and misfortunes, both amongft themfelves, and againft their Go- . 
f vernor. For which caufe there arofe fo great a Sedition, as neither among the Greek/ or S ,S? ?' 
' Barbarians the like was ever heard. Which things, without doubt, had overthrown 811 
:'■>$. them, ( being brought intofodefperate an eftate) had not Mofes (forgetting the in- 
jury he had received, which was no lefs than a purpofe to ftcrae him to death) fuccoured 
and relieved their diftrefTed Fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of 
them : but although they were contumelious againft their Lawgi ver,and tranfgrefled al- 
fo againft the Laws which he had delivered them by Mofes, yet delivered he them out of 
that danger j of which f without his fpecial Providence ) there could be expected no 
C other but a lamentable iffue. This Sedition, as alfo how Mofes governed the eftate when 
the troubles were ended, we will now declare, having firft expreffed the caufe thereof.

Whereupon in a moment the earth clofed again, and the vaft ga- 
ping was (hut, fo that there appeared not any fign of that which had hapned Thus 
penfted they all, leaving behind them an example of God's power and judgments 
This accident was the more deplorable, in that their was none of their kindred or allies 
thathadcompaffionof them : fo that even thofe that had fided with them,praifed God's 
lattice with joyful acclamations, efteeming them unworthy to be bemoaned, But to be 
held as the plague and perverters of the People.

enforced to War againft them, nor to make booty of their Goods* and to carry them I 
away captive. If they condefcend to any reafonable conditions, then entertain Peace 5 
but if they contemn this propofal, you fhall lead forth your Army againft them, having 
God for your General, and Soveraign Conductor} and for his Lieutenant, him whom 
you your felves (hall ejiufe, furpafiing all the reft in Valor. For when there are divers 
Commanders, it falleth out, that that which ought readily to be executed 3 is hindered, 
and commonly the ifliie is unfortunate. Let your Army generally confifjt of men that 
are ftrong in body, and hardy in courage 5 and remove from your Army him that is 
fearful, left fuch men hapning to fly when they ought to fight, give your Enemies the 
advantage.

caufed to be written on the Altar, on the two fides thereof, and permitted the neonfr NM >> ' 
to come near it onely that day, and there to offer burnt offerings , which is forbidden 
to them by the Law. Thefe ordinances did Mofes eftabHfh,and thefe the Hebrew Nation 
obferve inviolably, even unto this day. 

On the next morning he rc-afTembledall the people, with their Wives, and Children • 
he likewife commanded, the flaves fhould be prefent, binding them by an oath to main- i*« ^ 
tarn and keep the Laws 5 and that diligently tying themfelves to the will of God, thev 
B fliouldnot fomuchefteem either their kindred, or means, or perils,or any other caufe ffi, ^ h 
whatfoever, as thereby to be driven to neglect the Laws, or depart from the ordinances b >'™«"'' - 
thereof: but whether any one of their kindred, or any City whatfoever, fhould feek kccp ,l,e law " 
to alter and difturb the fame, orftrive to weaken the authority thereof, that borh in 
particular and publ.ck, they fhould expofe themfelves, and endeavour to punifh them • 
ana if they fhould fortune to take fuch a City, they fhouldraze and utterlydeface the 
fame; and if it were poffible, not leave one Gone upon another, but deftrov the foun- 
dation. But if they were too feeble to take fuch a revenge,yet 5 that they fhould make 
it known that they were not confenting to their impiety. Hereunto the vvholemultitude 
confented, and promised with an oath. He afterwards told them,how the people fhould 
C know when the Sacrifices were agreeable unto God , and how they ought to march 
outto Battel, taking a fign from the ftones of the High Priefts Rational, of which I 
have fore-fpoken. " 

Jofua likewife, during the life, and in the prefence of kofit, Prophefied whatfoever 
ln f ^ f ° pe L f ° rm for ** pufitag the people, either abroad in the adminiftrati- 
on of War, or at home m prefcribiog Law* : and preparing them to thatorder of life 
winch was newly prefcribed them, he told them, that by infractions from God he 
Prophefkd that if they violated their CoUntrey Religion, they fhould not efcape de- 
ftructwn^ their Countrey fhould be fitted with Foreign Arms, their Cities Sacktf their 
Temple Burnt, and themfelves fold Under the Spear 3 and that they fhould fervea 
D « a j«o?. which wouUnot be moved or touched with commiferation of their afflictions

yet, that God, their eftabhfher would reflore the Cities to the ancient Citizens, and 
the Temple to his people: And that this fhould come to pafs, not onely once, but alfo 
many times. Then 1 did . Mofes alfo appoint Jofia to lead his Army againft the Ca- 
^^promifing him that God would be affifting to his anions and wifhing all fort f!% f'°' z ' 
of happinefs to the people. • s ctiijo/w. 

Seeing that (faith he ) I go unto mine Jmeftors, and God hath prefixed this day for mi 
departure, ,t is very jufi, that living as yet, and fianding in your prefence, J give him thanks 
for the care and providence^which he hath hitherto hadof your affairs, not onely in deliver!** 
F. 3«t from fi many evils but alfo in largely imparting bisblefffngs unto yaw, and for that he 
hath alwayes favourably helpt me, whilejl I endeavoured by my labour and care to reduce 
your fortunes to a better fi ate : for it is hetchich hath given both the beginning and the ac- 
comphfliment >»*ki«g ufe of me but as his Minifter and Servant in all that good n>hichhath f»*-J-W. 
been done toh*jeyk.Fnjrf»bicb things I have thought requifite, in depart,™ from Dcu '-^ 9 - 
you to blejs the goodnefs of God, who in time to come fluU have the care and charge' of "you: 
and to acquit my felf of that debt, I leave you this in remembrance, which is, that you ought 
to Jerve and honour htm, and reverence the Ordinances which he hath given youi whereby 
continuing his favour towards you, he will grant you grace to prefcrve and kjep this excellent 
pit. Truly a Lawgiver that were no more than a man, would be greatly difpleafed with 
t tbokwho fhould violate his Ordinances, and fit them at nought : do not you therefore tempt 
<K>df*ho u provoked unto anger, whenthofeLaws,whichhe himfilf hath ejlabliff)ed,andvivcn 
yon , fijall be contemned and negleHed. 

Whilft Afo/cj pronounced thefe his laft words, and fore-told to the Tribes their feve- 
raldeftmies,andwifh'd them athoufand blcffings,the whole Multitude brake into tears 5 ». 
Ti r.L-V? mCn beat,n S the 'r Breafts, fhewed the forrow they refented for his death. T hcHV*r,»» 
iJic Children likewife lamented, becaufe that in their tender years they had undcrftond ^'"""",1," 
.the virtue and j^pjus.afts of Mofes s and betwixt the elder and younger fort, there- 
was as , t were a confiia who fhould weep moft bitterly : for the oneimderTfandlnq^f 
How worthy a Governor they were deprived, lamented the time to come * ancf the 
-O other were perplexed,becaufe they fhould then lofe hi m,they before had fufficientlv tafrtd 
and made tryal how great his virtue was. But how great the companion and com- 
plaint or the people was, may be conjectured by this that then befell the Prophet. For 

although 
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n*, t »oftbe although he were afforedly perfuaded, that a man is aot to laraeat at the inftant of his u 
worid^w « eath Coecaufe it happens to him both according to the Will of God, and the Law of 
Sftfto^"' Nature ) yet beholding the affection of the People, he could not reftraht hiralelf from 
1471. ' tears ' After which, he walkt towards the place where he was to dye, and they all 
w^w~ followed him weeping. Then did Mofes (beckning with his hand ) warn them from 
afar off, that they fliould ftand ftill, and keep their places ; and he defir'd them that were 
neareft him, by word of mouth, not to afflidt him any longer, by following him with fo 
tnany teftimonies of affechon. Accordingly, to obey him, they Hood ftill, and all to- 
gether bewailed their calamity in fo great andfo general a lofs j only the Senators Ehd- 
%ar the High Prieft, and the chief Captain Jojhua accompanied him. And when he was 
arrived on the Mountain called Abarim ( which is very high, and fcituate near Jericho I 
from whence he might difcover the greater part of the Land of Canaan) he difmifled 
the Elders, and whil ft :with mutual embraces he took his laft leave ofEleazar and JoOwa 
and difcourfed with them, a Cloud fuddenly environed him, and he was carried a wav 
into a certain Valley : but the Holy Books which he left us, fay that he dyed,fearing left 
for the excellency of his virtue, they might report that he was taken up into Heaven 
The whole time of his Life was 120 years, the third part whereof wantinea month he 
K' £ « £ S^T S ovcr I Qment of u this great People. He dyed the laft month of theyear, and the 
Srtoi" a! ft? d*y of ?°" t t Wh,C u h th£ ca " Pxftros, and our Countreymen!

They hearing the woman fpeak after this manner,and imagining no fubtlety 
Rl"i*hideth or deceit in her, returned back without fearching the Hoftry, and went in purfuit and 
the Spies. fearch after them every way, tracking every path, where they might be fufpeCred to 
travel towards Jordan. But having no tidings of them they defifted any further to 
purfue them. No foonerwas the Tumult appeafed, but Rahab call'd forth the Spies, 
and told them the dangers to which (he had expofed her felf for their fccurity ( for 
had (he been convinced tO have concealed them,both(heand all her family had miferab* I 
ly perUhed. ) She therefore defired them, to (ware to»her that when they (hould take 
Jericho, and kill all the inhabitants with the Sword, (as God had told her they (hould} 
they would fave the life of. her and her family as (he had faved theirs. 

This faid, (he difmiffcd them, to the end they might return home again. After 
they had with many thanks protefted,and fwore to her, to acknowledge her kindnefs 
not in words, but in deeds 5 and had advis'd her that when (he (hould perceive the 
City ready to be furprized,(he (hould retire all her fabftance,and all thofe- that appertain- 
ed unto her, into her houfe •■> and that before the door thereof, (he (hould hang a Red 
Cloath, to the intent that the General perceiving the fame, might inhibit the Souldiers 
from pillaging and fpoyling her houfe: for f faid they ) we will give him notice K 
hereof (by reafonof that willing forwardnefs that hath been in thee to fave our lives) 
and if by misfortune any of thy Friends dye in the Combat, do not impute the fault 
unto us j and we befeech God<C by whom we have fworn ) that he bVnot difpleafed 
againft any of us,but only agajnft fuch as falfifie their oaths. Having after this manner 
?. 1, made the Covenant, they were let down with a rope from the wall; tod when they 
PJ1 « with' th were arrived in fafet y among their Nation, they recounted unto them all that had 
iiis Army. hapned fince their arrival in the City. Jojhm hereupon declared unto Eleazar the High 
Pried and the reft of the Elders, what oath his Spies had made to Rabat V ' and all o£ 
them ratified the fame. But the General was penfive and troubled,for that he knew not 
which way to pafs the River of Jordan Joy reafon that for the prefent it was very deep* L 
and without Bridges. For before that time there was not any Bridge built thereon > 
and if they would have built one, the Enemy would have interrupted* them : befidls 
that, there were not any places convenient to ftay in. But God made him a promife 
that he would make the. waters rail, and give them pafiage. Jojbua therefore waited 
With his Army two dayes* and then he paffed over the River in this manner. The Priefts 
marched iirft with the Ark 5 after them went the Levites bearing the Tabernacle, and 
J»/.+.i,2»j. thofe veflels which were deftinated for Sacrifice 5 then followed the whole multitude, 
diftingui(hed in their Tribes, haviqg inclofed within their Battels the Women and 
Children whereby they might be the more fecure from theforceof theftream. But 
when the Priefts had entred,and found theTUver paffable,and the water decrcafed, and M 
that the Current thereof was not fo, violent, but that in the bottom there was .good 
footing C fo that it was fordable >) then all-of them without fear patted over, finding 
all things afluredly performed unto them which God had promifed unto them : but 
ji/M-^s.- we-Prieftskeptin the midft of the Channel until the multitude were paft over, and 
?ifiTuiid- Wew infccuril y > and when e ve ry one had gotten to the other Bank, the Priefts came 
cthanMurori ou ^ permitting the River to flow according to its free and ordinary courfe: which

O Lord, ( »A(»4r* Almighty) andcanjl by thy mercy change our prefent JbrrotP into joy, our 
beftrt chrift'i difcouragement into confidence, and give m vitfory. Jojbua having made this prayer, God 
N-tiv/y, prefefttiy commanded him to arife, and purge the Army of that.facriledge that had 
/Sp^/ haptied therein, and of a Theft committed by one of the multitude, who was fo hardy 
io^flut" as to violate and conceal thofe things which were confecrated to him, afTuring him, that 
prayer, v. 10, t hat was the caufe of the prefent calamity : but as foon as he had fearched out, and 
punifhed thefacriledge,the Israelites fhould become fortunate,-and obtain the victory. 
This Oracle Joflwa declared to the people,and calling for the High Prieft and the Magi- 
ftratcs,hecaft lots upon the Tribes; and when the lot had fallen on the Tribe of Jnda 3 
it was again caft by Families ; and when again the Sacriledge was found to be com- I 
mitted in Zacharia* Family, they caft the fame once more man by man, and it fell upon 
Achar: who unable to hide what was difcovered by God himfelf, confefied the fact, 
tmblwMi and brought forth thofe things which he had concealed : whereupon being prefently 
jmtiBhcd. put to death, he was by night buried after an ignominious manner, according as he 
v. i6, i 7 , is. deferved. But Jojhua having purified the people, led them forth againft Aw, and lay- 
ing Ambufcado by night above the City, early in the morning he drew the Enemy out 
to fight, who boldly broke forth (being encouraged by their former victory; ) but 
Jojhtt* making a (hew of Retreat, drewthem farther off from their Gity,imagining that 
the Israelites fled, and that they fliould gain a fecond viftory over them. But when 
Jefhua fuddenly made a ftand, and charged them, and gave a fignal unto thofe that lay K 
in ambufh, they march all together towards the City, and eafily entred the gates; 
where,and on the Walls, flood divers of the inhabitants as fpectatdrs ( as they thought) 
AtnnU&t 0 f t h eir atchieved victory. In this manner was the City taken, and all that were there-

All which Jojhua upon his return to Gilgal diftributed amongft the Soldiers. But the 
Gibeonites (who dwelt not far from Jemjalent) underftanding what had hapned to 
them of Jericho and the AinitesjxA fearing left the like misfortune might fall upon them- 
felves, thought it to no purpofe to endevour to move him by their prayers, becaufe 
they knew that he warred with a refolution, utterly to root out and extinguifbthe 
Nation of the Canaattites from off the earth. They therefore perfuaded the Cepkerites 
and Catbierintites their neighbours to joyn with them, in order to contract an alliance 
with the Hebrew /,as the only means to fecure themfelves from the danger which threat- 
nedthem. Which counfel of theirs being accepted, they fent Arabatfadors to Jojhua, M 
The Gibt: fuch men as they thought moft capable and wifeft amongft them in the affairs of the 
*K^Jm Common-wealth, to treat a peace betwixt them and the Ifraelites 3 and knowing that ic 
tojcjlM. 0 " would be very dangerous for them, if they fhould fay that they were CanaaniSerh and 
that on the contrary they fhould avoid the danger, if they protefted that they had no 
community or alliance with tbem,but dwelt far from them * they told Jqjhna,t\\xt ( being 
incited by his fame ) they had undertaken a long journey ,the truth whereof he might

This great Army was cornmand- 
vcr.\. edbj 'Sifara, ( an eminent Man amongft the Kings Favourites ) who encountring with 
flr"'hth%'- the lJraelites r btoa£ht their affairs into fo defperate an *ftate,that they willingly for their 
tain' of tht own fecurity accepted fervitude, and paid Tribute, whereunto they were forced, almoft 
for the fpace of Twenty yean, not daring to lift up their heads ( all which fell upon 
them by the Will of God, to punifh the too great contumacy and ingratitude of that 
Nation. ) At the end of which time, repenting themfelves, and acknowledging that the 
cau ^ C °^ their Calamit,es > (/proceeded from the contempt of GodsLaws) they repai- ^

Gideon ("having overheard this 
btUrecbrift Difcourfe ) conceived good hope, and prefently commanded his Followers to arm 
*"^Z" ,, themfelves, after he had told to them the Dream of their Enemy. Whereupon they 
w "v^n-/ fpeedily prepared themfelves at his Command,being encourag'd by fo happy a prefageto 
attempt any thing. About the latter Watch of the Night, Gideonled forth his Army, 
g'V™ w 7 «"" an(1 divided it into thre« Bands, and in every Band he put an Hundred Men : all ofthefe 
300 attempt- bare in their hands empty Pots, in which were hidden burning Torches, in fuch fort, that 
cib the fi a iit. tne Enemy could not difcover them, when they Tallied out. Moreover,they bare Rams 
Horns in their right hands, which they ufed in ftead of Trumpets. The Enemies Camp 
took up much ground, by reafonthey had a great number of Camels 5 and though diftri- 1 
buted by Nations, were all of them comprehended in one inclofure. 

The Hebrews having had inftruftions from their Captain what to do, at fuch time as 
they approached near their Enemies, and the fign of the Battel being given,they found- 
ed their Horns, and broke their Pots, and with their flaming Lights, fell into the Enemies 
Camp,cty ln&ViSorjiyiSorysbji the ajjifiance of God,dndtheJlrength of Gideon. Trouble 
and Fear furprized the fleeping Enemy, for this a&ion was in the Night-time, and God 
difpofed all things to this ifiue, that few of them fell by the Hebrews Sword, but they 
themfelves (lew one another in great numbers (by reafon that they were different in 
language. ) For confufedly encountring one another, they Maffacred all they met, fup- 
pofing themEnemies. When the Rumor of this Slaughter, and Gideons Victory, came X.

all her kindred , as the caufe of the lofithat had hapned to them. Afrer ^^"had^A'J 0 ^^* 
flain divers Thiliftines in the Countrey, he went and dwelt at Eiat/i ("which isaftrone ,uu " 
•Rock in the Tribe of Juda. ) For which caufe the Vhilifiims affailed that Tribe, who 
k reprefented to them that there was no reafon why they (hould fuffer forthdTe offences 
which were committed by Satftfitt, and efpecially fince they payed them tribute. The 
Thiliftines replied, that unlefs they would be jr.aintainers of his aft of unjuftice, they 
muft deliver samfon unto them.' They f defirous that the Fbilifiines. might have no 
'caufe of quarrel againft them) came to the Rock to the number Pf 3000 men,and thefe 
blamed Samfon for thofe a&ions whichhe had done againft the Pbilijlities 3 becaufe they 
were a people that might endamage the whole Nation of the Hebrews : concluding that 
they came to take,and deliver him into the Thiliftines hands,and praying him to fubmit 
himfelf voluntarily to that their refolution. Samfon made them fwear that they would 
do him no other in jury,but deliver him only to their enemies 5 Which done,he defcended 
£ from the Rock, furrendring himfelf to the hands of thofe of Juda,v;ho bound Him' c ir ti 
with two cords, and led him away to deliver him tothe Thiliftines. Now being arrived ij. -I ' 
in a certain plaCe, which at this prefent is called the Jg» (by reafon of what hapned 
there at that time ) and approaching near the Thiliftines Camp ; which (hbuted for joyl p"u^lne^ 
that they had faithfully executed that which they defired of them : samfon bfake his 
bonds, and catching up the jaw of an Afle which he found at his feet, and falling upon « 
the Thiliftines, he flew and beat down to the number 6f almoft twothoufand,and put all w 
the reft to flight. This extroardinary and unparalleld exploit fo puffed up samfons heart, J^J?, „ wit h 
that he forgat to attribute it to theaffiftanceof God, but afcribed the (ame to his own e ^ e ia Ar°k^ 
ftrength. But it was not long before he was puniflat for his ingratitude.- For being feized ^h" thoufwd 
j) with exceeding third, and finding himfelf faint, he acknowledged and confefled that men. 
mans force was nothing but weaknefs,and that all ought to be afcribed to Godrwhom he 
prayed that he would not be difpleafed with what be had fpoken, nor deliver him to his v. 1 s: 
Enemies, though he had deferved it, but affift him in the prefent danger. God heard ^ J " , ^ a "^ 
his prayers,and caufed a pleafent Fountain to fpring from the foot of a Rock : for which allni!** 
caufe samfon called the place Maxilla or jf«p,which name continueth even unto this day. Fountain to 
After this battel, Samfon fet light by the Thiliftines^xiA went to (r<tc4,whcre he (oidurned R oc i c: '' n ' 0 ^ 
in an Inne. The Governors of the City underftanding his arrival, fet men to keep the 
Gates, to the end he might not depart without their- knowledge. But Samfon not igno- 
rant of what they intended againft him 5 arofe about midnight and took up the 
E Gates, with the hinges and locks, and all the furniture of the fame j and laying them c x6 
on his (boulders, carried them to the Mountain above Hebron. Not long after, he tranf- samfn bei- 
greffed the Laws of his Fathers, and corrupted his waves and manner of living, "J/^^i 
conforming himfelf to the falhions of the Gentiles, which was the fource and caufe of 5 
all his ruine. For he was taken with the love of a Philiftine Cortifan called Dalila: 
As foon as the Governours of the Thiliftines knew it, they by promifes wrought fo 
with her, that they perfuaded her to get out of him wherein his force confided, and 
what the caufe was that he could not be conquered by his Enemies. Dalila to ac- 
complifh their defire,made ufe of fading and flattery, praifing his great aftions, and 
thence taking occafion to ask him whence his fo prodigious ftrength proceeded. But 
I? Samfon well judging on what defign (he askt him this queftion anfwered her: that if 
he weretied with feven Vine-branches youngand pliant,he (hould become the weakeft of 
all men. She believed him, and having given notice thereof to the Governours of the ^ \ 1 6 * v ' e> 
Thiliftines , who fent to her houfe certain Soldiers.thefe, when he was drunk and afleep, mui'tia 
bound himasftrongly as they could'5 Dalila fuddenly waking him,told him that certain J n J$Jjgj H 
Soldiers wereat hand totakehimrbut ^4«r/3«brake the bonds of Vine-branches,and pre- t f find out ' 
pared himfelf to refift the affaults of thofe that lay in wait for him. The woman whereinw* 
fruftrate of her hope, not long after took an opportunity, to complain of him, that JSJ*^^. 
diftrufting her love and conftancy, he had concealed that from her which (be moft de- luded. 
fired to know, as if (he were unable to conceal that which might any wayes concern the 
f G fortune and fafety of her beloved : But he deceived her the fecoad time, and told her 
that if he were tyed with feven cords, he (hould lofc all his ftrength.

Finally fhe prefsd and conjured him 
in fuch earneftnefs, that being no longer able to avoid the ill that attended him, .atlaft he 
condefcended to gratifie her, and faid to her after this manner : It hath pjeafed God to 
have care over me, and as I was by hisfpecial providence brought into the World, Co by 
his command I nourilh this hair, for God hath forbidenmeto cut the fame 5 and my

r llcd flood, (he faavedoff his hair whilft he aept,and betrayed him to his Enemies, whpfe 
" forces at that time he was toofeeble to reGft; and they plucked out his eyes, and led | 
him away bound. Some time after the Philijiines celebrated a pubhek feaft ( wherein 
the Princes and Peers banquetted and entertained one another in a fpacious place, 
the cover whereof was upheld by two pulars 3 and Samfen was fent for, and brought 
to the feaft,to the end they might mock him in the midft of their mirth '■> his hair was then 
I -,. «J fi- grown again 5 and this generous fpiric taking it more grievouOy than all other evds which 
*< m ; . , he endured,to be treated with fuch indignity,and not to be able to revenge himlelr on 
fhZh'fand thofe that thus injurioufly ufed him; feign'd bimfelf very weak, and defired the Boy 
pb.iiflines is that i e d hi m to j et jrim approach and lean upon the faid pillars. As loon therefore as 
he got hold on them, he Oiook them in fuch fort, that they were over-turned, and the 
houfe fell upon thofe that were therein,who all perifbed to he number of three thoufand g 
men : with thefe alfo died Samfon, who finilhed his dayes in this fort, after he had 
commanded over Jfrael for the fpace of twenty years. He was a man of great vertue, 
ftrength and magnanimity: even to his latter hour, was fatal to ihePhilifiinesi And 
whereas he was allured and befotted by a woman, 'tis an effect of the infirmity of humane 
nature,which is prone to fuch faults J in all other th»ngs,we cannot too muchadmire his 
vertue. His Kindred took his body and buried it in sarafa his Countrey,in the Sepulchre 
of his Anceftors. 

CHAP. XI. 

How the fins of Eli the High Priejl were Jain in battel by the Philiftines. % 

AFter the deceafe of samfon, Eli the High Prieft took upon him the Government 
of the Jfraelites. During his time there was a great Famine 3 and Elimekcb unable 
to endure the roifery thereof, came from Bethlehem a City of the Tribe of ><fc,to in- 
habit in the Counttcy-ofi.JlfMfr, bringing with him Naomi his Wife, and Chilon and 
Mualm his Sons, whom he had by her. Now when his affairs had fallen out with a? 
fortunate fuccefs as couldbe defired, he married his Sons to certain Daughters of the 
Moabites, Chilou to Orpha, and Maalonio Rttth. After ten years, Elimekch and his Sons 
died. By which affliction Nao mi being caft into great forrow,and deftitute of their com- 
pany,whofe dear familiarity (be had preferred before the love of her Countrey : chang'd ^ 
her refolution ("according to thofe occurrences that had happened to her ) and deter- 
mined to return to her Friends,by reafon Ihe had received intelligence,that her Countrey 
at that time was in better eftate than when (be left it. Her Daughters in-law would 
not endure to be feparated from her ; but would needs accommpany her?: but fhe wifhing 
them a more happy marriage than that which they enjoyed with her Sons,and profperity 
in all other things, and protefting unto them that (he had no ability to do them good ; 
fhe defired them to ftay in that place, and not by following their wretched Mother-in- 
law in an uncertain event,lofe the certain pleafure and peaceable fruition of their Coun- 
trey. Thefe her petfuafions took effect with Orpha: but Ruth ( refolved in no fort to 
forfake her,) attended on her Mother-in-law as future companion of whatfoever for- $ 
tune (hould befall, her. Now when both of them arrived in Bethlehem, ( where,aswe 
(hall fee afterwards) Boos Abimelecbs Kinfman entertained them ra his houfe: the 
Citizens called herhy the name of Monti* but (he faid, that they (hould rather call her 
Mara* (Sox Naomi fin the Hebrew tongue fignifies felicities, and Mara bitternefr.) Whea 
it was Harveft time , Ruth by. the permiflion of her Mother, went out into the fields 
to glean Corn for their fuftenance: and it fortuned that fhe met in the field with Boos* 
who came thither likewife not long after ; and who beholding her, inquired of the 
chief Reaper touching this young woman. He, having a little before under ftood her 
condition, declared it to his Maftcr Baos^ commending her for the good affection which 
fhe bare her mother-im-law, and for the memory fhe had of her deceafed Son, whom 9 
Knth had married » wifhed her all good fortune: and not fuffering her to glean, he 
permitted her to reap and to gather all that which (he might j commanded the Mafter- 
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A reaper that he (hould not hinder her from taking wriarfoevef (he pleafed : and that

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Fter the Philifiittes had got the Victory over the Hebrews, and taken the fa- 
cred Ark, C as we have before declared ) they brought it, with their other 
fpoils,to the City of Azot, and plac'd it in manner of aTrophee in the 
Temple of Dagon their Idol. But the next day after, when early in the 
Morning they entred into the Temple to adore their god, they found him

count rcy of with the Flux, dyed in great Torment, and fome of them vomited up their Bowels 
j1 ^ < "' being corrupted and corroded with the difeafe. Befides this, the whole Land fwarmed 
with Mice, which deftroying all things, neither fpared the Corn, nor any other Fruit. 
The Azotians being afflifted with thefe Calamities, and unable longer to endure the fame, 
underftood that the Ark was the caufethereof,and that neither the Victory, or the taking 
of the fame, had anyways procured their advantage. They therefore fent to the Af; 
caloi/ites^dedfing them to receive the Ark into their City 5 who willingly condefcend- fj 
ing to their Embaffage and Demand, received the Ark, and were prefently plagued with 
the fame ficknefles which the Azotiatis had fuffered. For together with the Ark the ca- 
lamities alfo were tranfported 5 for which caufe it was likewife fent from this place to 
another, where itremained but alittle while; for the Inhabitants of the place being af» 
Aided with the fame Maladies which the other endured, fent it to the Neighbor Cities: 
and after this fort the Ark was conveyed to five Cities of the Philifiines, (exacting a« 
it were, by thofe Plagues, a Tribute of every one in punifhment of the Sacriledge which 
they committed, by retaining a thing confecrated to God. At laft, wearied with Co ma- 
ny evils, and'made examples unto others not to entertain the Ark, which fo grievoufly . 
I \ J ,' n ' 5 recompenfed thofe that received the fame, theyconceiv'd there was no other way left, O 
but to find out fome good means to rid themfelves of it. When therefore the Princes 
of the five Cities, of Geth, Accaron, Afcalon,Gax,a 3 and Azo ^ were affembled, they con-

from which, by humane remedies, it was imppffible to' efcape ; and to offer alfo as many

Cheft, and laid upon the Ark 3 and the Ark to be plac t upon a new Cart made purpofe-

C H A P. V. 
Saul) by the command of Cody is declared King* 

THere was a man of the Tribe of Benjamin,o£ Noble Birth, and commendable 
manners, called C», who had a young ;Son named Saul, who was tall of ftature, 
and hadfo much fpirit and courage that he might well pafs for an cxtrbardinary man. 
This cit having fair Affes, wherein for their handfomnefs he took more pleafnre than R 
in any other kind of Cattel, loft fome of them which were ftrayed from the reft of

him in his abfence. As he arrived near the City of Ramatb, the Servant that followed 
w«Tf«krth hi m :> tQ ld hi™ > tnat there dwelt a Prophet in thatplace, who always foretold the truth, 
che Affes that and he counfelled him to addrefsto him, with afiurance, that by him he fhould under- 
wcrc loft. ftand what was become of his Affes. Saul anfwered, that he had no money left to rc- 

compence the Prophet, having cpnfumedall they brought forth with them in their I>; 
journey. His Servant replyed, that he had fttll the fourth part of a Side; which they, 
might give him 5 for he was ignorant that the Prophet was; not wont to receive mony 
of any. When they drew near the CTates of the City, they ;met certain rMaidens that, 
tli0 went out to fetch water,pf whom ^(aM/^ei^an^edwhere'the. Prophet dwelt? they. told: 
s'tui asktth him, and advifed him to makebafte before he rtasfet down to fupper,foT at that time he

Saul addreffing himfelf to Samuel, defired hud to fhew him the Prophets lodging, 
being he was a ftranger,and kne w k not. Samuel tpld him, that he himfelf was the man, 
ww/comcth and invited him to the banquet 3 affuring him that not only his Affes ; ( in fearch of 
uMosnmuci, which he had travelled fo long) w^ere fate, but that he fhould reign, and abound 
LhS'how with all fort of godds. Saul anfwered : M/Lord I am too mean to hope*or expcU fo 
lie (hall enjoy much? attd my tribe U the leafi of all the tribes: and jou, mock, me, in fpeakfng fucb 
,hc Kingdom, things as firpafs my condition. The Prophet took him by the hand; and brought N 
sZ'utf'nn- Dotn hun and his Servant to the table,and plated him above all thofe that were invited, 
who were to the number of feventy, ' and he plated his Servant n«xt hin>. Samuel com-r 
manded that a royal portion fhould be ftt before Saul * and when the hour of 
bed-time came , all the reft arpfe. and departed to their houfes, ^ut Saul and his 
Servant lodged that night with the Prophet:: and as fopn as it was day, Samuel 
awaked sanl^nd leading him out of Town, commanded him to fend his Servant before., 
and to remain himfelf with him behind, becaufe he had certain things to. impart to him 
in private. Hereupon Saul fent away his Servant, and Samuel taking a Crufe of Oyl, 
powred the fame upon the young mans head, and embracing him, faid, Gpd eftablifheth

When Saul arrived at the houfe of his Father, Abner 9 who was his Uncle, 
and whom he loved above all the reft Pf his Friends, q*ueftioned with him about 
his voyage, and thbfe things that had hapned to him i and Saul hid nothing from him ' 
but particularly informed him of all that hapned to him ? during his abode with the 
Prophet Samuel^ and how he had told him of the recovery bf his Affes i but touching 
the Royalty, and thbfe things that concerned the fame, he faid nothing, fearing that 
either it would not be believed, or elfe it would draw envy upon him. For although concealed

This valor and courage of the young man, moved the whole muUiiude tore- 
morfe and commiferation 5 fo that they all fwore that they would not Cuffcr Jonathan, 
who was the Author of fo famous a victory, to be put to death? fo they refcued the 
young man out of the hands of his difpleafed Father, and pray d to God to pardon him 
the fault which he had committed. Saul, after he had flam about 6coo of hjs Enemies, 
returned with victory tohis own houfe,and Reigned afterwards very happily^ over- 
came the Ammonites,Vhiliftines, Moabites 3 ldumeans,AmaleJvtes,andKmg Zob<n He had 
three fons Jonathan, JoJIiua, and Melchi,znd two Daughters, Merob and Mtchol. The * 
General of his Army was Abner the fon of his Uncle called Neer 5 for Neer and c* 
Sauls Father, were Brothers, and Sons of Abiel. Hewas very ftrong both in Horfe and 
Chariots; and againft whatfoever Enemy he marched forth, he always returned with 
victory : fo that he reduced the affairs of the Hebrews to a happy Rate, and fo much in- 
creafed their power, that they were feared by all thofe Nations that neighboured upon 
them. But the chiefeft of the youth, that excelled either in ttrength or beauty,he chofe 
to be of his Guard.

the ajp*£lion to fee her felf a Widow, as foon asfheisa Wife. Weigh thefe things, and pacifie 
your difpleafure, anddo nowrong to fuch a Man,who bath been the Author of fo good and great 
fervice, as is the confervation of your perfon at fuch time as you were pofjejjed and tormented 
with evil fpirits, and the revengingyou of your Enemies, f 'or it is a thing unworthy either your 
l«- Majefty, or the name of a Man, to forget good deferts. With thefe words was Saul pacified, 
ti»i«h Dtvid f Q t h a t he fworeto his Son he would do no hurt to David : for his juft perfuafions and 
wTficd'hu fa- arguments were ftronger, than the choler and fear of the King. Jonathan fent to feek 
iter. out David, and told him thefe good tydings from his Father , and brought him to him 5 
and David continued to ferve him as formerly. » 
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CHAP. XIV. 

How hardly David ejeaped the ambujhes that were often laid for him by the King-, 
yet having him twice at advantage and in his power, would not murther him 

r a Bout the fame time, the Philiftines again led forth their Army againft the Hebrews , r-rfi&h » 
A and saul fent David againft them accompanied with his forces 3 , who encountring f^ft'th^ 
them flew a great number of them, and returned to the King with a great Viftory. Ptmfiucu 
But Saul entertained him not, as he hoped, and as the happy exploit atchicved by him 
merited 3 but he envied his good actions and honourable deferts, as if Davids happy 
6 fuccefshad been Sauls difadvantage and prejudice. But when the evil fpirit returned 
to vex him, he lodged him in his own chamber, and having at that time a javelin in 
his hand, he commanded him to play on his Harp, and to Sing Hymns. Now whileft 
David obeyed his command Saul ftretching out his arm, threw his Dart at him: but w *; d * 
David forefeeing it, avoided the ftrdke, and fled to his ownhoufe, where he flayed all his javelin at 
the reft of the day. When night was come, the King fent certain of his Servants to J>»vii. 
watch his houfe lefrlie (hould efcape, to the end that the next day, being brought forth 
to judgement,he might be condemned and put to death. But Michol,Davids Wife, and 
Sauls Daughter, having intelligence of her Fathers intention, went to her Husband, told 
him in how great peril he was, being defirousto fave his life, with the hazard of her 
C own Beware (faid (he) left the Sun at his rifingfind thee inthis place 3 for if itdo,I 
{hall 'never more fee thee. Flie therefore whileft night offercth thee opportunity, which 1 pray to 
Cod to lengthen for thy fake : for be ajfitred,that if thou be furpri&ed in this place, my 
Father will make thee die a miferable death. This laid, (he let him down by a window, 
and fo faved him 5 and foon after, (he prepared his bed as if he lay fick therein, and 
under the covering (he laid the Liver of a newflaughtredK'uU and when her Father , 
fent the next morning to apprehend David, (he anfwered that he had been fick all the ^ 
night long: and opening the Curtains,(hegavc them tounderftand that David was laid Mi Zi{^ 
therein, the Coverlet being moved by the Liver which washotandyetftirred,madefaad e .h t he 
them believe that the Liver that lay there was David, who panted and breathed very g^^j, 5 
D hardly. Which being fignified unto Saul, he commanded that he (hould be brought fid-, 
to him in that eftate wherein he was, becaufe he refolved to put him to death. But 
when Sauls meflengers returned thither, and opened the bed, they perceived Michols 
fnbtilty, and went and certified the King thereof : who reproved her very (harply, for v 17 
that the had faved his Enemy,and deceived her Father. But (he excufed her felf with mu hi excu- 
words full of good appearance, faying that DavidhaA threatned to kill her 5 and f« h d J« 
through fear of death, (he was induced to fave him. For which caufe (he ought to be VmiU . 
pardoned,fince by conftraint,andnot offet purpofe, (hehad furthered his efcape.For (faid 
fhc)I think that yon feekjiot fo greedily after the death of your Enemy, as to prefer the fame before 
the fafety andfecurity of your Daughter. Upon thefe reafons Saul pardoned his Daughter. v 5 s 
E David delivered from this peril, went to the Prophet Samuel at Ramatb, and told pavid «pref- 
him what ambulhes the King had laid for him, and how hardly he had efcaped death by f^^g' 
the ftroke of his javelinj whereas in all things that concerned S<*«/,he had alwayes (hewed was b 
himfelf obedient: having ferved him ad vantageoufly in war upon his Enemies, and by wwardjhim, 
Gods affiftance beenfbrtunate in all things 3 which was the caufe that Saul was fo dif- 
pleafed with him. Trc Prophet informed of souls injuftice.departed from Ramatb, and 
led David to a certain place called Galbaatb, where he remained with him. But as 
foon asS<i«/ was informed that David was retired,and accompanied with the Prophet, v .i ? ,io,»t; 
he fent out certain Soldiers to lay hands on him, and bring him to him. They re- J^*£ uld . 
paring to Samuel, and finding the congregation of the Prophets were feized with the ers toappre . 
F Spirit of God,and began to prophefie. Which when under (food, he fent out others, bend David, 
with the like order, and they had the Ike extafie.For which caufe he fent out othersand ^° p g« f a ° nd 
feeing the third company prophefie likewife, he was in the end fo enraged, that he went hehimfciHike- 
thither in his own perfon. And when he drew neer the place, Samuel before he faw him, wife : coming 
made him prophefie alfo 5 fo that he was tranfported out of himfelf, and having difpoi- phefic[h F # °~ 
led himfelf of his rayment,he remained naked all day and night in the prefence of Samuel 1 sm. ao.v.i;

' him to death. Jonathan perfuaded him not to fufpeft thefe things raftily, nor to be over- 
G credulous to thofe reports which parhaps might be brought to him, but truft him only, jurics> 
who was affined that his Father intended noieyil againft him : For if he had, he would 
have told him, being never wont to aft any thing without his counfd. But Davidfaan J^" Bu fra * 
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r >->S-<^ unto him that it was fo,and conjured him not to doubt of it, but rather to confider how » 
r mJii!ll» 3 . to procure his fecurity,than by contemning his words, expect till his death afcertained 
btfore chrifl's him of the truth thereof; He added that his Father did not communicate his counfeh 
N4tiyi«/.

Thcfe laft words fo pierced Jonathans heart, that he promifed 
him toaccomplifh hisrequeftand certifie him if he any wayes could perceive that his 
Father was ill affected towards him$ and to the intent he might the better be believed, £ 
he caufed him to waik forth with him into the open air, and there fware to him that 
i6,i7> 8 . he would not omitany thing that might tend to his prefervation.

The fame God knoweth how inceffantly I 
befeech him to bt affiftant tothee,as alfo he is at this prefent : and that he never abandon 
thee, but make thee Lord over thine Enemies, yea,though it were ray Father, or my felf. 
Only remember rhein this point, that after my death (If I chance to die before thee) L

^futbaoit to thee at this prefent. After he had fworn this oath, he difmified Da vid 5 willing him 
wh Dtvld to conceal himfelf in a certain place of the Plain, where people ordinarily exercifed

Saul was very joyful to hear that David was in Ceila, againft the in- 
B imagining that God had delivered him into his hands,by leading him to (hut up himfelf £ 
in a City inclofed with Walls, Gates, and Barrsi whereupon he fuddenly gave com- lSam . i} . x, 
mandernent to his Soldiers to march againft Ceila, and befiege the fame, and not to raife 
the Siege till David were either taken orflain.

fiines, certain news was brought him that David was in the ftraights of Engaddi : where- that revolt

For he was 
a man naturally framed to all juftice and Goodnefs, and for thefe his vertues moft ac- 
ceptable to God.

He inflruded them in this fort 
imagining with himfelf,that he gratified a good man,and fuch an one as deferved to be in 
like fort favoured: butNa^wasa rudeand churlifh perfonand very mifchievous « vet 
had he a Wife that was good,wife and fair. .

For I think that the Hiftorians and ancient Writers, have not worthily intituled 
them with the ftile of valiant Men, who attaining fome worthy actions, attempted War 
under allured hope of victory and fafety $ but they only, that imitate Saul 3 mzy defer- 
vedlybe called juft, praife- worthy, couragious, hardy, and contemners of all dangers. * 
For what great thing is there in undertaking of the common hazard of War/and tof- 
fedy'twixt hope and fear, to ufe Fortunes favor if (he fawn upon us? But on the other 
fide, it is an affured fign of a valtemt Man, when without hope of. any fuccefs,and know- 
ing his death at hand, he is notafttfid nor difmayed with fuch apprehenfions, but feek- 
cth out with an invincible courage his moft affured hazard. 

This is the praife of £<*«J,who is an example to all that defire to eternize their memo- 
ry, that (hould upon the like opportunity propofe the fame refolution to themfelves :

And fo much was he troubled at the death of Abner, that he for- 
bore all kind of meat until the Sun-fet, notwithftanding the inftances of his friends

* people. For they that loved Abner, were very glad to be witnefics of that honour which 
z?4w\<riiv«b he did him at his death, and that faith which he maintained in.honouring him, asif he 

. ^avolkth had been his Kinfman or friend, and not embafing him with a vile and contemptible 
thefufpicion Tomb, as if he had been his Enemy. And in general, all of them were ifo much paf- T 
dLfh." e ' S fett ed witn the Tweetnefs and Royal nature of King David, that they believed he would 
Mt " have the like kindnefs for them, as tbey faw him exprefs for deceafed Abner. And 
bv this means Daniel happily maintained his credit, and increafed the peoples good opini- 
on of him, efcaping thereby the fufpition that he might in fome fort have been acceflary 
to his death. He protefted alfounto the people, that he conceived no fmall grief at 
the lofs of fo good a man, declaring that it was a great prejudice to the State tobede-. 
prived of him, maintained their peace by his good advice, and ratified the fame by his 
executions and Warlike valour : But God ( faid he ) who hath care of all things,, (hali 
not fufFer him to die unrcvenged : And he it is that (hall bear me witnefs, that it lieth 
not in my power to punifh J^£and Abifai, who have greater credit in the Army than K 
myfelfs yet fhall they not efcape Gods juftice for this fault'. Thus ended the life

NOwwhen the Philiftines knew that the Hebrews had created David King, they led 
, , im Ia . *° rtn their Army againft him towards 'jerufalem, where, encamping themfelves in i 

tdfixtm. ' the valley of the Giants ( which is a place not far from the City) they in that place 
Hrdio & *uf- expe&ed the encounter. But the King of the Hebrews, who was wont to do nothine " 
p "»*«P-4. inconsiderately, commanded the High Prieft to ask counfel of God what fuccefs the War 
fliouldhave; who after he had informed him that God favored their defignes, he pre- 
fentlydrew out his Army againft the Enemy : and giving them battel, he fuddenly affail- 
namcv'Z'' td the Enem,es > flaying many of them,!ie put the reft to flight. But let nomanfufpeft 3 that 
w ar againa l | ie Ar f?y °£ the Philiftines was either fmall in number,or weak in courage,which atthat 
vnijyixc ^ time affailed the Hebrews, becaufe they were eafily overcome, without their performing

he had afferted in delivering them from bondage. 



CHAP. V, 

David overcoming the neighbouring Nations, impofetb tributes on them, 

E TV"] 0t long time after this, David made War upon the Philiftines, partly,that he might 
IX avoid the fufpition Of floth and idlenefs; and partly, that having (according 
as God had foretold ) difcomfited his Enemies, he might leave a peaceable Kingdom 
to his pofterity after him. He therefore affembled his Army,commanding them to be in 
a rcadinefs to march,arid departing out o(Jerufalem,hc made aninroade into the Countrey 
of the Philiftines-, whom he overcame in battle, and took a great part of the Countrey 
from them, by means Whereof he enlarged the frontiers of the Hebrews. He made 
war alfo againft the Moabites : whofe Army baing divided into two parts, was by him 
defeated and overthrown,and many prifoners taken,and tributes were impofed on them. 
Afterwards he led out his Army againft Ad*re%er %m of Ara, King of sophona s and 

F giving him battel near the River Enphratei, he flew about two thoufand foot and five 
thonfand Horfe : he took atfo almoft a thoufand Chariots ? the greater part whereof was 
wholly cemfumed, arid one hundred of them only referved to his own ufc;

feeroed "to proceed from fome amorous affection. W hich when Amnon confeffed , and 
c, „„,«»«, how he was in love with his Sifter by the Fathers fide, Jonathan fuggefted to him the ft 
^»,„ho W he meanshowto compafs hisdefires: for he perfuaded him to counterfeit himfelf fick 
and that if his Father came to vifit him, he (hould defire him to fend his lifter to attend 
him, by which meanshe mould cafily be delivered of h 1S ficknefs. This counfel of his 
was plaufible in Amnons ears,whoprefently counterfeited a ficknefs h and laid him i down 
on his Bed Cas>»^«had advifedhim) and when David came to vifithim,he defired 
him to fend his Sifter unto him. When (hecame 3 he prayed her,that with her own hands, 
(he would make fome Cakes for him, becaufe they would the more content him if they 
were of her own making : wherefore (he in her Brothers prefence tempered the flower, 
and made certain Cakes,and fried them in the Pan, and prefented them unto him : but 
hetaftedthemnor, but commanded all his Servants to retireoutof his lodging, becaule 1< 
he intended to take his reft without noife or trouble. As fooo as this commandment or 
XV.'Ver- bis was performed , he prayed his fitter to bring the Meat into his inner Chamber : He 
flTeX followed her.anddifcoveringhispaffionbegantoofferviolence. But the Virgin crying 
SiQcrtoiub. out endcavoure d w hat (he could,to diflwade him from an aa.onfofinful s and difhonour- 

able to their family h or if he had not thepower to refift the fame,(headvifed him to re- i 
witiiflwding quire ner at his Fathers hands, and not to take her honour from her by rorce. But he 
vS«h£?inragedwith love, neglefted all thefe fayings and violated her, notwithftanding all her 
101 ' refiftancc And as foon as he he had fatisfied his luftfull defire, he hated her and com- 
manded her to arife and depart. She anfwered, that this fecond outrage was Tnorfc y, 
hainous than the former i for that having violated her ,he would not fuffer her to remain M 
thereuntil night ,but thruft her out in the day time, to the end (he might have her (hame 
difcovered: notwithftanding all thefe juft rcafons of hers, he commanded his Servant 
%q drive her out. She being greived at the outrage and violence that had been offered 
her, tore her Gajmenr (which was fuch as the Noble and Princely Virgins were wont to 
wear ) and ftrewed alhes on her head,t mining thorow the City with cries and lamentati- 
ons wherein (he expreffed what wrong had been done unto her. Her Brother Abfalom 
met' her and enquiring what evil had befaln her, (he reported all the injury which her , 
Brother Amnon had don her : whereupon he exhorted her to pacifie her felf, and tofuffer 
v. »o, ii : moderately whatfoever had befallen her 5 and not to fuppofe herfelf to be dilhonoured -y 
Abfiiem com- by an y aft 0 f her Brother. Whereupon (he was fomewhat pacified and remained a long W 
SaVtrLm*. time with her Brother Abfalom unmarried.

Hereupon Abfalon 
chir^d with commanded his fervants.that when they (hould fee Amnon charged with wineandfleep, U 
*in«andflcc P . they fl,ould fuddenly (upon a fign given by him unto them ) kill him, without fear or 
regard of any perfon. " * CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

How through theDomeftick. difcord of his Family t David was baniflicd by his Son 
out of his Kingdom. 

Fter that Abfalom"s fervants had thus executed his Comraandmerit,a trouble and fear yer Q i 
^ ± felted all the reft of his Brethren, infomuch as they fufpected their own perfons : p«t</h«rrf- 
wherefore mounting themfelves on Horfeback, they pofted all in hafte towards their Fa- ficd thataii hit 
ther. But a Meflenger who arrived before them,reported unto X>dz>/^,that Abfalon* had tyAbjaim™ 
(lain all his fons. Who, furprized with the dreadful apprehenfion of fo heinous a crime, 
B infuppofing that fuch a number of his Children (hould be flain, and that by their own 
Brother, neither enquired the caufe, nor had patience to expedt the confirmation of the 
report, but gave himfelf over to extreme grief$ and renting his garments, laid himtlown 
on the earth, bewailing all his children, both thofe that were flain, as him alfo that had 
flain them. Rut Jonathan ^ the fon of Sania his Brother, exhorted him to moderate his rtr.51.5j; 
paflion, telling him,T^r he could not be perjiiadedthat the reft of his children rvcre jlain> in ^oNcth 
that he could conceive no probable caufe of conjeSure. But as touching Amnon, there needed^TvTd^Ltn- 
m quejiionfor that it was very like that Abfalom {by reafonof Hie injury which was offered diaing his fear 
unto his Jijier Thamar ) would hazard himfelf to kjli him. Mean while a great trampling m "Km! 
of Horfes,anda confufed Troop of Men break off their difedurfe. Thefe were the^d only upon 
C Kings fons, who returned in Poft from the Entertainment, the affiifted Father ran forth }J, c a|™ 
to embrace them, accompanying their tears with a heavy and forrowful countenance: ^m»o»" 5 , 
And feeing ( beyond all hope ) how they, whom a little before hefuppofed to be loft, '!• 
returned in fafety,they gave themfelves over to tears and lamentations 5 the Brothers refo't unto* 
bewailed the lofs of their Brother, and the King his murthered Son. But Abfalom fled »««Jr f«h«r; 
intoGejJitr (unto his Grandfather on the Mothers fide, and Lord of that place) and A £" t *fc tlh 
fojourned with him three whole years : at the end whereof, David determined ro fend 10 b» gm'id- 
for his Son Abfalont, hot to punilh him, but receive him into favor, ( for the indignation ' Jt,,cr - 
he had conceived againft him,was at that time abated.- ) Joab alfo furthered this his re- H ' *' 
folution by all nieans poflible : For he caufed a certain old Woman, attired in monrning ^fi'om, by 
D Habit, to prefent her felf before David, who faid unto him, 7h.,t betwixt her two sons 

that livedin the Countreyjhere hapiedfuch a dtjjercncejhat falling to handy-fir okesj hey were fo ^ fitting on 
imaged one againft the other .that not enduring to be parted 3 the one of them fo wounded the other, o( is 
that he died^and becaufe her Relations were incevfed againft the Murtherer,and fought wttlwtthJhn™ 
mercy, to deprive him of life, fie humbly befoughl the King that he would give her her Sons um ° 
life^andmt deprive her of that onely comfort of her old age 5 which he fiould bring to pafs 3 Um ' 
iffobe he prohibited thofe that would kjUher fon,, from executing their intents: for except 
it were for fear of him, they would by no means be withdrawn from their fatal and bloody re- 
fohtion. Now when the King had granted her Requeft, the Woman proceeded, / moft 
humbly thank your Majefty, (faid (he ) who have had compajfton of mine age, and do fo pro- 
E vidently take care that I be not deprived of my son 5 but that I may be the better ajjured of thy 
jincerity, 1 befeech thee ( O King ) firft of all pacifie thy difpleafure conceived againft thy Son, 
and be no more inctnfed againft hint : For how can I perfuade my felf that you will grant me 
this favor > if yon your felf continue your difpleafure concaved, upon the like occafion 9 again (1 
your Son? For it is contrary to the Rules of mfdom, to add to the irreparable lofs of one Son, 
the voluntary deprivation of another. Upon thefe words, the King began to fufpeft that 
Joab had fuborned this Woman * and underftanding no lefsby the old Womans report, 
hefent for Joab, and told him, That he granted him that which he defired, commanding hint 
to fend for Abfalom, afjuring him that his difpleafure was pacified } and choler affwaaed. Joab 
caft himfelf down profttate before the King, and returning him Thanks, be went unto 
F Ceffur, 2nd brought Abfalom from thence with him to Jefujalem. The King underftanding 
that hisSon was come, fent out a Meflenger to meet him, commanding that as yet he 
(hould not prefurae to come into his prefence, becaufe he was not difpofed to fee him fo *< ; 
fuddenly. Whereupon he forbore to (bew himfelf unto him., and went and dwelt 
amongft his own Friends, and Houfhold Servants : Neither was his beauty any w.iy de- thcr > » c °-"- 
creafed by the forrow he had conceived, or for that his entertainment was far d.fferent ^ct'oflSs 
from the quality of a Princes Son 5 but he rather exceeded, and grew more famous p'refena. 
thereby: fo that for beauty, and comelinefsof perfon, he excelled all others 5 his Hair 
was fo thick, that it could fcarcely be polled in eight days, and weighed 200 fhekels, 
which amount to five pound. He lived two years in Jcrufalem, and was the Father of

to Wire, or whom he begat aSon called Abia. In procefs of time, he fent Meflengers A ^ m \ 
unto Joab, to defire him that he would pacifie his Father, and prevail with hin to admit Jj^t 

him. 
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Z ^r L himtohisprefeoc^thatheniightfeehim.aiidfubmithimfelf untohim. Bk receiving H 
wJu" S, / no anfwer from Joab,hc fent his fervants,and commanded them to burn Joabs Corn-fields 
before chnjt't that joined unto his : who hearing whit had hapned unto him, he came unto Abfalom,zc- 
N-» i wv, cufin him and agking hiaij F<;r v l at cau f e he had done him this injury j? To whom Abfalom ' 
S' v^w anfwered, I have ( faid he ) invented this firatagem, to make thee come unto me, feeing thou 
took' (I no notice of the Addrefs which I made, to deftre thee to reconcile my Father unto me, 
r. 30,31,31, ^w^jfofecck thee, that thou wilt move my Father in my behalf 5 other wife, I Jhall think. 
j ,'tb urged by m y return mprc grievous than my banifiment hath been, if my Father flail yet continue hv dif- 
the burning of p i ea r ure }f oa y was perfuaded through the companion he conceived of the neceffity where- ,. 
conS^inhefaw him, and went and follicited the King, with whom hefo effeftually debated, t 
f*iom to his as touc hing Abfalom, that altering his difpofition, he graeioufly lent and called for him. 
Htiu&KMf. As Toon as he came unto his prcfence, Abfalom calt himfelf proftrate on the ground, ask-; 
fnm, m ? . o. j ng pardon for his offences : but David raifed and lifted him up, and promifed that from 
thenceforth he would no more upbraid him with thofe mifdeeds. After thefe thingshad 
thus fallen out, Abfalom within a little fpace, provided a great number of Horfes and 
**, w M .i, Chariots, and entertained. fifty Men for his Guard, and every day early in the Morning 
prefented himfelf before the Kings Palace,and talked with thofe that reforted thither 
•iKvacth" about the try al of their deferences : and whereas fome of them loft their caufe 3 he talk- 
ed with them according r,s he found them affeded, alledging, That his Father had tic good 
C ounfiUers, and that perhaps he himfelf had in fomc things judged amifs: and by thefe Means _ 
endeavored he to get the goodwill of all men, telling them,lhatif he had the like authority A;e * 
would make them know by proof what his equity was. Having by thefe plaufibie perfuafions 
drawn the hearts of the common People unto him, he was perfuaded they would ferve 
him in whatfoever he intended. 

Four years after his reconciliation, he came to his Father D««7rf,delirin g that he might 
go to Hebron,znd facrifice unto God, according as he had vowed at fuch time as he fled 
from his prefence. Which requeft when David had granted him, he went thither, being 
attended with a great concourfe of People,- (by reafon he had appointed divers to meet < 
him in that place, amongft whom was Achitophel the Celonite^ one of Davids Counfellera, ' 
and 200 others of Jerufalem, who altogether ignorant of his defign, afTembled them- i,; 
felves in that place to beaffiftant to his Sacrifice : ) by all whom he was declared King, « 
according as he himfelf had commanded. When the News hereof came unto Davids 
ears, and he was affured how his Son had behaved himfelf 5 he was much troubled for his 
impiety and arrogancy : that he (hould fo foon forget the pardon, which he had obtain- 
ed for his enormous Crimes * and, contrary to all Law, plunge himfelf, and hazard his 
Reputation in more grievous offences, to pervert the ftate of the Kingdom which God 
had eftablilhed, to deprive his own Father of his Crown and Dignity 5 wherefore he 
refolved toflie to the other fide of Jordan, carrying with him his moft trufty Friends, to 
i" whom he reprefented the unbridled fury of his Son, remitting all things unto God, who 
judgeth all things ■■> and leaving the Government of his Royal Houfe to the management ^ 
■ - fl fj°- of his fix Concubines,he departed from JerufalemHe was accompanied with a gfeatnum- 
proi'ibit«h S ' ber of People, befides thofe 600 Soldiers, who had followed him in his Banifhment du- 
t»ie High ring life-time. And although the High Priefts, Abiathar and^Sadoc, with all the 
u»w !im?to the Levites, had refolved to depart with him, yet perfuaded he them to'abide with the Ark, 
intent to give afiuring them, that God would deliver them, although the Ark (hould continue in its 
h cnccof U tbt place. He commanded Abiathar likewifeto fend him private intelligence of each oc- 
whicb diJ pa", current that fhould happen, referving with him for moft intimate and trnfty CounfcHers, 
Achimaas the fon of Sadoc,and Jonathan thefonof Abiathar. 

But Ethei xheGittite, by no perfuafions of the King, could be induced to ftay,but con-v 
Ei*r/de r irtedtrary to his Command, followed him, whereby he more manifeftly expreft his affection J 
w iiii vwii. towards him. But as he went on his bare Feet up the Mountain of Olivet, and all they N 
MHHblin- of his Train followed him, ("intermixing their travel with bitter tears ) a certain Mef- 
voi.^/from" fengercame and certified him, that Achitophel was with Abfalom. Which report aggra- 
f\\' i% \ a Ab vated and increafed his grief : fo that he befought God, that it might pleafehim toalie- 
/4 »°« W ,"whofe" nate the affection of Abfalom from Achitophel, that he might not give heed unto any of 
counfcit Dt. his counfels, becaufe ^cAifop/be/ was a Man of aripe judgment,and ready execution in all 
pw-er'tomake *hat concerned him. As foon as he came unto the top of the Mountain, he beheld the 
t.uiiratc. City : and, as if he had utterly been baniflied from his Kingdom, he began, with afaun- 
'Xlfii'Tvc- dance of tears, to call upon God. There met he with Chufai, his fincere and unfeigned 
fw'd'to fub Friend, whom, when he beheld with his Garments rent, with alhes on his Head, and la- 
mit to Abft- menting the unhappy change which he beheld, David comforted him, and exhorted him v 
nTfl "<fci"»- not to bedifcouraged,and befought him»to return unto Abfalom, under colour that he 
ti rit counfds. had forfaken his part^ where diligently prying into his fecretSjhe might oppofe himfelf 

againft 
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A againft Achitophels counfels, becaufe he could not do him fo confiderable fervice in at- 
tending oh him, as he might in ftaying with Ahfalon : Chufai being after this manner per- 
fuaded by David, returned back to Jerufalemi where prefently after he met with Abfalom t"fi"Cbrifl : i 
who repaired thither. In the mean time, David marching onward a little further N ^ ivi,J ' 
chanced to meet with Siba, Mephibojheths Servant, and Purveyor of all thofe Goods' 
which David had given him, (for he was Jonathans Son, who was the Sou of Saul ) 
This Man drave before him two Afles Ioaden with Victuals, which he prefented. to Da- Id!?' 16 ' l ' 
vid and bis company, to refrefh themfelves ; and being demanded, If 'here he had left Me- sib * *««fing 
phibofheth > In Terufalem ( faid he) where he expeHetb to hechofen King, througktheoc- wroXi' 
capon of thofe troubles that have hapned, and in memory of the benefits that divers men had miie 
B received at Sauls hands. David difpleafed with this falfe report, gave siba all thofe of his * ich "* 
riches which he had confer'd upon Mephibofheth in times paft, judging him more worthy 
of the fame than Mephiboflieth. Wherewith Siba was very well contented. 

When David drew near unto a place which is called Bachor, a Kinfman of Sauls, cal- Vtr - ^ ai 9- 
led Simei, the Son of Cera, came out againft him, and . caft ftones at him, and reviled fSp^ij 
him $ and the more Davids friends invironed and defended him, the more obftinately 
perfevered he in his reproofs and fcandalous railings : calling him Murtherer,and Captain 
of the wicked, charging him like an execrable Man, to get him out of the Kingdom; 
giving God thanks for that he had deprived him of his Kingdom, by the means of his 
own fon, as a punifhment for thofe Crimes which he had committed againft his own Ma- 
C fter. This his Iicentioufnefs, moved all Davids followers to difplealure, fo that all of 
them were ready to revenge them on Simei j and amongft the reft, Abifai would have 
flain him: but David would not permit him, but commanded him to forbear: For fear, 
C faid he ) leap to our prefent mifiries we annex a further and new occapon. Forafmuch as fe,b?d. 
concernethmyfelf, ifet light by this mad Dog, and refer the matter to Cod, who hath permitted d«h to kill 
him to be thus defperately bent againft us. Neither is it to be wondred at, that I fufer my felf simti ' 
to be thta abufed by him, fithmine own fon is fo wicked, that he dareth openly declare himfelf 
my mortal enemy h but God, through his goodnefs, will at length look. »pon us with an eye of 
mercy, and hisjufiice will certainly confound all thofe that have confpired to my ruine.He there- 
fore walked onward on his way, not caring what Simei faid, who ran on the other fide 
D of tne Mountain, railing and reviling him. When Dayid was arrived on the bank of 
Jordan, he muftered and refremed his Army,who were wearied with their march : mean 
while Abfalon entring Jerufalem with Achitophel his Counfeller,was faluted and applauded 
by the concourfe of the people 5 and amongft the reft, Davids friend came unto him, f".nM 7 ,i8. 
who proftrated himfelf before Abfalons feefc wiping him a long and happy Reign. Ab- Jffi r u 0 £ 
falon asked, how it came to pafs,that he who wfrrfpnted to be one of Davids moft intimate «h hit ferviw 
friends, and ejieemed alwayes to be moft loyal asfdfaithful unto himjiould at that time (when t0 
cccapmferved to exprefs his loyalty ) abandon him, and fubmit himfelf to his enemy i To 
whom Chufai anfwered readily, That it became him to follow Gpd, and the goodwill of the 
people. 

E since therefore ( faid he, my Sovereign ) that both thefe are on your ftde, it cottcerneth me 
to follow you, becaufe you have received the Kingdom from God: Jf therefore you fhall think ft 
to account me amongjkyfiur friends, I will approve unto you my loyalty and affelfion in like man- 
ner, as to your knowledge 1 have done unto your father, who ought pot to, Jbfi. difpleafed at that 
which hath hapmd,fme the Kingdom is not removed into another houfe, but remaineth in hk 
own family, becaufe be who was his fon received the fame. • By thefe words he reconciled 
himfelf Abfalom, and removed all fufpition. Hereupon Achitophel was fent for to ^ - 
confult about their aflSiirs in hand : who advifed him to abufe all his fathers Concubines, aSSSm 
and make them his own. For, ( faid he) fromthat time forward, the people will believe that p«fuad«b 
you and he will never be, tecmciUdh/wdwillbt mare ready to be or Arms, and oppofe your fa- ffhVfi- 6 

F ther for your.faks. Eor hitherto, (faid he J they have SunwiUitigly froftffed themfelves thcr* concu, 
to be his Enemies , JvfpJ&wg leaft a peace ffsonlA be concluded betwixt the father and the bine *' 
fon. Abfalom jgiving-.heed to this advice, caufed. a Tent or Royal Pavilion to be pitched 
in the fight of all the people whejreioto heentred, and enjoyed his fathers Concubines* 
And thus was accompliflied what was foretold, by Nathan the Prophet

T XJKenAbfalo* had done that whiph Achitophel had advis'd him, he requefted fcim 
V V once more to counfel him concerning that War which he had undertaken againft 
his Father : who required • 10000 chofen Mcnj by whofe afiiftance he promifed to kill 
David, and. to bring all that were with him under his fubjeftion: afluxing bin, that Ab* 

falon'% 
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<- yv_^~ r A \ 01 H Kfogdora would be then eftablifbed, when Davids head was cut off from his H 
J^«"7»S (boulders. This counfel pleafed ^/«fo»,whereupon hefent for cbufai, who was the chie- 
Bc}cncbnp- feftamongft Davids friends, (for fo David himfelf had termed him) to whom he difco- 
N-r/v/f,, Ycre d the advice which Achitophel had given him, and required him to give his opinion 
'"^V^ what he thought thereof: who knowing very well, that if Achitopbels counfel were fol- 
lowed, David would be in danger to befurprized and (lain, enforced all his arguments 
and counfels to the contrary. For, ( faid he ) Sir, you are Efficiently informed both what 
your Fathers valor is, and their virtue that accompany him 5 who hath fought many Battels,and 
hath returned v0oriotu over all his enemies. It is not to be doubted but that he k at this pre- 
fent encamped in the field. Forheis well exercifed in leading Armies, to prevent any ftratagems, \ 
whereby the enemy may injure him ; and about the evening, he hathperhaps left a party of his 
men in fome fir aights, or placed them in ambu/h behind fome Rock.: and if our men fhallafjail 
him, his Soldiers will by little and little retire, and afterward recovering courage, by reafon 
that the King ffjall be near unto them, they will charge us afrefh 5 and during the encounter ; 
your father will fuddenly break, out of his ambufh, and encourage hit own men, and difcomfort 
jours: wifely therefore examine mine advice, and if you find that it be good , neglcft that 
which Achitophel hath given you. Therefore in my opinion ( without following the advice of . 
Achitophel ) your Majefiy ought to gather together all your Forces, and to take the, command 
of them your felf, without committing them to the condutt of any other, and by this meant 
you may affuredly cxpeS to have an cafe vi8 or y over him, if you afjail him in the open field, be- 
caufe he is accompanied with a very few men,and your felf are attended by many thoufands, who K 
will be very forward to exprefs their affeffion towards you at the beginning of your Reign, 
whereby you may eaftly rid you of your enemy. And if fo be your father flint himfelf up in any 
ckufl'rltom- City, we may eaftly take the fame by Mines and Engines. This advice of his feemed to be 
ici accepted : better than that of Achitophel x,fo that Abfalon accepted it. For it was God that put this 
uS htU into his heart, to neglect Achitopbels, and refpeft Chufai's counfel. 

Now when Chufai had thus prevailed, he prefently went to the High Priefts Sadoc 
and Abiathar, acquainting them with Achitopbels defigns, and how he had contradi&ed 
him 5 finally, how his opinion had taken place,giving them in charge to fend private in- 
telligence unto David thereof, and to inform him of his fons refolution 5 wiftiing him 
with all fpeed to pais over the River of Jordan, left Abjahn,be\ag informed of his abode *• 
in that place, (hould make hafteand purfue him, and overtake him, before he might re- 
cover a place of fecurity. 

The High Priefts before-hand, had provided that their fons Ihouldliehid without the 
sriwud !r- City, on purpofe, that they might be fent unto David,to informhim how affairs went. 
tutUn fons They therefore fent a trufty fervant unto their fons, who brought them news of Abfalons 
fent unto j>4- intentions, with exprefs commandment to inform the King thereof with all fpeed, who 
w * prefently 5 upon this intelligence, like good and faithful minifters, pofted away s to report 

their fathers mcfiage unto the King. 
But fcarcely had they travelled two furlongs,when certain Horfemen difcover'd them, 
t>er.i 7 ,i»,ti an( j b roU gnt news thereof unto Abfalon, who prefently fent out Scouts to apprehend M 
/he High them : which when the children of the High Prieft perceived, they forfook the High- 
fn^fucJ 1 * wa ysand retired into a certain Village near unto Jerufalem, which is called Bocchura, 
»rl bidden by where they befought a certain Woman to hide them, and fbut them in fome place of fe- 
» Woman io a curity, who let them down into a Well, and covered the mouth thereof with bundles of 
Wooll. She being demanded by thofe that purfued them, Whether fhe faw them? denied 
the fame, faying, That as foon as fit had given them drink., they departed from her prefent- 
ly, affuring them, that if they prefently purfued them, they might eaftly apprehend them : But 
Vtr :*£ rm . a f £er they na< * a long time followed, and could not find them,they returned from whence 
ed'of m flint they came.

Whilft the Governours after this manner debated the 
JcfLwrcJarc matter, a certain wicked feditious perfon called Siba, the Son of Bochri, of the Tribe 
f !un kim °^ fcnjanrin, ftanding up in the mid ft of the people, began to cry out with a loud voice, 
and exclaim after this manner: We have no part with David, nor inheritance with the Son 
of Jefl.eThis faid,he founded at Trumpet, and proclaimed War againft the King, fo that 
ail men followed him, and forfook David. Only the tribe of Juda remained with ^ 
Himtand eftablHhed bim in the Royal Throne in Jerujalem: uponhis firft coming thither 
he removed his Concubines ( which his Son Abfalon had known ) out of his Palace, and 
never after that time had any company with them. After this he declared Amafa General 
of the Army, and placed him in the fa me degree which Joab had, nearuntothe Perfon of 
the King j commanding htm that he ftiould affemble what forces fie could out of the 
Tribeof Jud*$ and that within three dayes he ftiould return unto him, to the end that 
having delivered him both the Army and the place of General, he might fend him to 
$<ab bv reafon make War upon the Son of Bochri. After that Amafa was departed, and had employed 
Mi"lthn t n,s " me ingathering up his Army 5 the King feeing that he failed to return upon «tbe 
©!k agon's third day, told Joab that it was dangerous to permit Siba to gather a greater head by N 
sihi by delay, and thereby breed more trouble and moleftation than Abfalon had done. For

For which caufe David befought God that he would have compaffion on his people,and Alanine 1^*' 
that itmight pleafe him to manifeft not only thecaufe,butalfo the remedy of the malady. A 
The Prophets anfwered him , that God would be revenged of the wrong done to the 'J'^u'c f °l 
Gibeonitet whom King Whad deceived and traiteroufly flain, without refpeft of the " c 0 oat ' 
oath 3 which the Governour Jofuab and the Elders made unto them. If therefore be would 
fufferthe Gibeonites to revenge the death of their flaughtered friends according to their 
defire, God had promifed to be appeafed, and to deliver the people from their imminent 
and prefent evils. Asfoon as heunderftood by the Prophets what God required, he fent 

N for thcGibeonites, and asked them what it was which they required ? who wifhed him to 
deliver into their harMs feven of Sauls Sons to take their revenge on them : whereupon 
the King made fearch after them , only fparing and protecting Mephibofeth the Son of 
Jonathan, When the Gibeonites had laid hold of thefe feven,they executed them according v. 7, 9. 
to their pleafures : and thereupon God incontinently fent down Rain, and difpofed the Seven men of 
earth to bear fruit j allaying the drought 5 fo that the Land of the Hebrews recovered Stcrcj to 
again its former fruitfulnefs. Not long after, the King made War upon the philifiines, tbe<?4»«- 
and vanquiftied them in a great Battel-, but it fo fell out ,that the King hotly purfuing the Z't'Z^ 
chafe, was left alone, and difcovered in his wearinefs by one of the Enemies called Ac-

Wjr - fent out an Army againft them 3 in which the Hittitefobach one of DW/chief Captains 
rlS ,, 9 , 0 behaved himfelf very valiantly, and got great reputation: for he ilew divers of them 
p*ii* Vm- ' t h 3 t vaunted themfelves to be of the Race of the Giants, and that were very proud 
»« captain. and puffed up with preemption of their valour,and was the chief authour of that viftory B 
which the Hebrews obtained. . . 

After this laft defeat, the Philifiinet once more hazarded their fortunes, againit whom 
when David fent out an Army, Nephan his kinfman (hewed himfelf very valiant. For 
fighting hand to hand againft him that was accounted the molt valiant Champion 
amongft all the Philifiims, he flew him, and put the reft to flight, very many of them 
dying in the Battel, in procefs of time they re-incamped near unto a City not fa r from 
Ktthnii't the Frontiers of the Countreyof the Hebrews : In this Army their wasa man fixCubits 
" high who had on either foot fix toes, and on either hand fix fingers. Againft whom 
Jonathan the Sondf Sama ( one of thofe that were fent by David in this Army ) fought 
•rnuthii. ^ and tQ hand and new him . fo that approving himfelf to be the means of that viftory, Q 
be bare away the honour of the Battel, and praife of his valour; for thhThiliftine 
boafted likewife that he was defcended of the Race of the Giants. After this Battel, 
they warred no more on the Israelites. Hereupon r)4wd 3 delivered from War anddanger, 
and ever after enjoying a perfect peace 5 compofed Odes and Hymnes in praife of God, 
a sim. ? 2 . in divers kinds of verle : for fome were Trimeters, other were Pentameters. He made 
per % iumy ' inftmments alfo, and taught the Lcvites to praife God upon them,on theSabbath days 
SSinftru- and other Feafts. Theformof thefe Inftruments was after this manner. The Vaial was

of Brafs, of which it fufficeth, in this fort,to make fome mention 5 left the nature of thofe 0 
jj^'/tbirly' Inftmments fliould wholy be unknown. Now all thofe that were about the King were 
eight chwnpi- va Vunt men 5 but amongft all the reft, there were eight moft notable and heroick men. 
™" The noble aftionsof five of which I will declare, which will give fome fpecimen of 

that extraordinary and heroick courage by which they were able to conquer whole 
Nations. The firft of them was Jjjent the Son of Achem, who having thruft himfelf 
into the midft of his difordered Enemies, never gave over fighting till he had flain nine 
hundred of them. After him was Eleazar the Son of Dodeias, who had accompained 
E the King in sarphat: He, in a certain Battel (wherein through the multitude of the 

Enemies, the Ifraelites were affrighted and put to flight) kept hisplace,and faced the 
Enemy, and ruffling in among them, made a great daughter of them, fo that thorow the E 
great quantity of blood which he fhed, his Sword ftuck faft to his hand 5 and the ifrae- 
lites feeing the Vhilifiines put to flight,by him, came down and ran upon them, and 
obtained a great victory over them. For Eleazar flaughtered thofe that fled, and 
the reft of the Army followed and fpoiled thofe that were flain. Thethird was the Sort 
of llus called Sebas, who fighting againft the Vhilifiinesjn a place called the Jaw, (and 
feeing the Hebrews to be afraid of their power, and almoft out of heart) refitted them 
alone, as if he had been an Army, and flew fome of them, and purfued and put the 
reft to flight, in that they were unable to fuftain his force and violence. Thefe three 
performed, with their own hands, thefe great atchievments. About that time that the 
King lived in Jerttfaicm, the Army of the Philiftines came out to make War upon him j F 
and David( as we have declared heretofore), was gon up into the higher City to ask 
counfel,of God, whatthe event of thatWarftiouldbejand theEnemies beingencamp- 
ed in that Valley ( that extendeth itfelf as far asBethleen/,a City fome twenty Furlongs

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A withthe dangerof mens lives> and therefore that it was no reafon. that he Jhonld drink thert-^^i^l 
of, but hepowredit out as an oblatio^0nto GoJ, giving bin, thanks becaufe he had delivered wVlhgiE 
his Servants, After thefe three followed Abifai Joabs Brother, who flew fix hundred **f™'c*ipi 
of the Enemy in one day. The fifth was Banaia of the race of the Unites, who be- f^"'' 
ing defied by certain Brothers, famous amongft the MoabiUs for their valour, over- ^ v~*o 
came them.- Moreover a certain Egyptian of a Wonderful ftature, having defied him 
(notwithftanding the faid Banaia was naked and the other Armed) vet charged he b1& 
him, and took away his Javelin and flew him- To thefe forefaid afts of his, a man 
may annex this as the moft valiant, or very nearly equalling the reft. For it came to 
pafs, that after a certain Snow, a Lyon fell into a pit (whofe mouth was fo narrow, i 

B that a man could not difcern where it was,efpecially fincfe it was at rhe fame time cover- ah 
ed with Snow ) where being inclofed, and feeing no means to efcape.he roared oUt: with 
which when Banaia who paffed that way heard, he followed the voyce, and drew near t>s ° w " fpcar " 
unto the place 5 and afterwards went down into the pit, where with a ftaffe he bare in his 
hand, he fought with, overcame and flew the Lyon. The thirty three other were of 
like valour and courage.

The fourth Son of David was a goodly tall young man, called Adonios, the Sonofww. 
Aegiftha, who ( refembling Abfalon in complecfion and ambition) defigned to make dr 
himfctf King : and amongft his ordinary difcourfes which he ufed to his friends, he fcaVIh ' he 
faid that the fucceffion to the Crown belonged of right unto him.

After this, Banaia befought God chat it 
amiuT'tla' would pleafe him to be favourable unto Solomon $ and with all expedition Solomon was 
King ria- mounted upon the Kings Mule, and conducted out of the City near unto the fountain 5 
iU™tL one. where (after he had been anointed with oyle ) they brought him backa gain into & 
the City with great joy and applaufe, wifhing him a long and profperous government : 
then reconducting him to the Kings Palace,they placed him on his Throne,and the people 
generally gave themfelves over to feafting and mirth and to fport,and rejoyce with dances 
snd ioftruments of mufick} fo that by reafon of the multitude of inftruments, not only 
the air refdunded, but the earth alfo feemed in a manner to be moved therewith.So that 
Adorn as and they that banqueted with himjhearing the noife,were all of them troubled and 
foab in particular,faid that thofe tunes and trumpettings did no wayes pleafe him. 

Whileft thus they fate at tbe'banquet, and every man thorow penfivenefle forbore 
"Tfo'nilf.u,?' to eat (being diftrafted thorow variety of thoughts) Jonathan the Son of Abiatltar 
lea ..t tiic C ame haftily in amongft them. This young,mandid Adonias moft willingly behold, and I 
fori fy«?h"~ tb a t he was a meflenger of fomeglad tidings : but contrariwife he recited unto them 
from iiii bin- all that had befallen Solomon, or had been decreed by David. Whereupon Adonias, and 
Jc.hhoUo?" ali h,s 8 uefts forfook the banquet, and fuddenly fled every man unto his own boufe. 
thchornJof hut Adonias fearing the Kings difpleafure (by reafon of his ambition and arrogancy ). 
the Aiur. ran unto the Altars and laying hold of it after the manner of a fuppliant,hung thereon, 
according as he in reafon had caufe to do. 

Now when thefe ty dings were brought unto Selomon,&nd what he had done, and how 
he required that Solomon would allure him,that he would never more call to memory that 
which had hapned, but pardon, his offence: Solomon anfwered him gracioufly and 
moderately, and pardoned that fault; notwithstanding with this caution,that if hereafter M 
itfbould appear; that he intended or a&ed any rebellion, it fhould be Adonias himfelf, 
whofbould be the author of his mifchief : with thisanfwer hefentfome todeliverhim 
from the Altar. 

When as therefore he came into Solomons prefence, and had faluted him,he was com-: 
manded to repair home unto his hbufe, without fearing; any mifchief that might befall 
him : yet by the way was he admoniftied to behave himfelf uprightly for the time to 
come, if he refpe&ed his creditor profit. .

K info many Wars in which I have been in gaged for the publicly good and the intereft of the 
States but he hath commanded that my Son (who pall fucceed me in my Kingdom ) fl>aU 
ereB a Temple unto him. Now therefore, fince yon are fatisfied that amongfl the twelve fons 
of Jacob, Juda, by the general confent of them all, obtained the principality j and that I 
amongfi my fix brethren have beenpreferred and placed by God in the Kingdom, andnotwith- 
fianding no one of them fuppofeth himfelf to be injured: fo do I alfo requeft that Solomon 
having obtained the Empire, my otherf vns.jhould neither in refpeH of him nor amongfl themfelves 
nourijh any unnatural hatreds and feditious, but knowing that he is chofen by God, they may 
willingly fubmit themfelves to his dominion. For whereas if God (hsll think meet yon ought 
patiently to fubmit your fetves totheyoa/^ of a foreign Prince, hew much greater reafon have 

*• you to rejoyce that God hath conferedthis honour on one of your Bretheren , whereof you alfo 
by your Proximity of blood may feem in fome meafure to partake. I defire nothing more than 
that Godspromifis may be accomplifhed, and that the felicity which attendeth this Nation 
(under the Government of Solomon) may be durable. Which without doubt will fo fall 
out, and all things fhall happily fucceed, if thou my Son be amaintainer of piety and juftice, 
and the antient Laws and ordinances of thy progenitors', othcrwifejf thefe be negle&ed,there 
is no other thing to be expeUed, but mifery and diJlruSion. After he had finifbed thefe iv „ , • , , 
fayings, he gave his son the model of the building of the Temple, with all the foundations DjwVgivwh' 
both of the houfes and chambers, together with the number, height and breadth of the fame. his /° 1 n \\ 
Be alfo limitted the weight of thofe vejfels that wi re to befajhioned either of Gold or of Silver, Temple. ' * 

M exhorting him to imploy all his care and diligence in performing the fame. He incouraged 
likewife the governors and the Tribe of Levi to affiji him, both becaufe his years were not 
yet come to maturity, as alfo becaufe by Gods divine providence he was eleBed King, and ap- 
pointed to build the Temple, ajfuring them that the building would be very eafie, and no wayes 
laborious 5 conftdering that he had prepared a great number of talents of Gold\,and far more 
of Silver, and Wood, beftdes a great multitude of Carpenters, and hewers of Sonc, agreat 
quantity likewife of Emeraulds , and other fort of precious Stones. Lajlly, he told them, 
that now alfo for the present he would befiow on them, to that uje, other three thoufand talents 
of pure Gold, out of his own treafury to adorn the holy place, and the chariot of God, and 
the Cherubins, thatjhould fland upon the Ark,, and cover it with their wings. > eh**. *?. 

N This fpeech of the Kings was received with great joy by all the Governours, Priefts foe Princ« of 
aud Levits who (hewed a greater readinefs, and voluntarily proffered to contribute to- the people 
wards the carrying on of this holy work five thoufand talents of Gold, and ten thou- 
fand ftateres,of Silver an hundred thoufand,and of Iron many thoufand talents; and if Gou'sliw, 
any one of them had a precious Stone, he brought it and delivered it into the Treafurers lirlfj ' ailJ 
cuftody, who was called falm, being one of Mofes pofterity. This thing pleafed all the Ss'fhT' 
people, and David (feeing the affection and readinefs of the Governours and Priefts, building of the 
and in general of all the reft) began to blefs God with a loud voyce, calling him the TcmpIc * 
Creator and Father of this whole World, the fafhioner both of divine and humane 
things^ and the Prcfident and Governour of the Hebrews whofe Kingdom he had com- 

O mitted into his hands. After this,he prayed for all the people,that God would be pleafed 
to continue his favors unto them and to inrich the heart of his Son Solomon with all 
Princly virtues. He commanded the people likewife to fing praifes unto God ; which

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they performed, and proftratedthemfelves upon the earth, and afterwards gave thanks A 
rto«r«/*e untoDavi dfor allthofe benefits they had received,during the timcof his Government. 
Kf.«cbrJ/r* The next day ajafacrifketo God they offered up a thoufand Calves, a thoufand Rams, 
xttivitr. an j a thoufand Lambs 3 for a burnt-offering: and for peace-pfferingsthey flew many thouf-,

}isli»mm. ment,andfor which he made us indebted to him. As touchingSivaeithe Son of Gcxa,of the 
v.8. Tribe of Benjamin, n>j&0 during the time '.of my flight, and at fuch time as I retired my felf 
"ould be pu- * nt0 my C Amp, injured and reviled me,and afterwards came out to me near unto Jordan, <W took. 
niflied. ajfurance of me, that for that time I Jhould not punijh him: I leave him to you to be purified 
according as you flail find an opportunity. 

After he had thus exhorted his Son,and had communicated with him all his affairs, 
both touching his friends, and thofe whom he thought worthy of puni(hraent,he gave up 
the ghoft ( after he had lived feventy years, and Reigned in Hebron a City of Judaiot 
the (pace of feven years and an half, and thirty three in Jerufalem over the whole Nation.) E 
He was a ju(rman,adorned with all vcrtue,requifite in a King that fhould govern fo many 
Nations. For he was valiant beyond comparifon, and in thofe battels which he fought 
for his Subje&Sjhe was the firft that thraft hirofelf into danger,and exhorted his Souldiers 
to behave themifelves valiantly,not commanding them like their Governour,bat fighting 
with them as their fellow-foldier. He was very well qualified by hisknowledg and ex- 
perience to make the beft ufe of the prefent,and to manage his future occafioas; he was 
moderate and juft,courteous and favourable to thofe that were afflicted 5 which are thofe 
ornaments which are worthy of a great Prince,and in this great authority wherein he was 
placed, he ftept not any ways awry, but in the cafe of Vrias Wife. He left as much or 
rather more riches behind him, than any other King of the Hebrews,ox other Nations had F 
done. His Son Solomon buried himmoft Royally in jerufalem, with all thofe ceremonies 
which were accuftomed in Royal obfequies.and amongft other things, he buried a great 
quantity of riches with him* the incredible eftimate whereof may be conjedcured by 
that which followeth. For one thoufand three hundred years after, the High Prieft 
Hircanus being befieged by Antiochus furnaraed the Religious( who was Demetrius* s Son) 
and willing to gratifie him with fome fumme of money ( totheintent he mightraife the . 
. „_ a . fiege,and remove his Army ) and unable to levy money by any other means,he opened 
fum ..f munry the Sepulchre of David, from whence he took three thoufand talents,which he delivered 
omof Dtvut to j„tjochuf, and by this means delivered the City from the fiege (as we have declared 
ffe.*ir P oiieih in another place. ) And again a long thneafter,this Herod alfo opened it,and took from 0 
i>£i<is t pu!- thencea great lumme. Neverthelefs no man violated that part of the monument where the 
body of the King was Iaid,for it wasfo artificially hidden under ground, that it would be 
very difficult to difcover it. The

D out of this life. But after that Solomon his fon j( being at that time ' 

very young) had obtained the Kingdom, and was placed in his fathers Throne (accord- 
ing as David bad determined, and the divine power had decreed ) the whole people (ac- 
cording to the common courfe in the election of new Princes ) with many acclamations 
wiflied him a long and profperous Reign. BntAdenias, who during his fathers life-time, 
thought to pofiefs and feize himfelf of the Royal eftate, came unto the Kings mother, 
and with all humility and reverence faluted her.

j>leafed, and promifed him td give him all other things whereof he had made so mention,

King or private Man hath had before him. Moreover,that he Would continue the King- nours 
dom in his family for many ages, if he continued in the wayes of juftice, and obeyed 
God in all things, and walked in his fathers wayes, and imitated his virtues. 
C After that solonion had received thefe bleflings from God, arid was made happy by 
thefe promifes, heforfookhis bed,and worfhipping God,returned unto ferufalem^whexc, 
he offered great Sacrifices before the Tabernacle, and magnificently feafted all thofe of 
his Houlhold. About the fame time a very difficult cafe was brought him to decide, the 
refolution whereof was very hard td be discovered. And I have thought it neceffary to 
declare the occafions whereon at that prefent the debate was grounded; to the end that 
the Readers may underftand the difficulty of thethiriginqueftion,and that if they hap- 
pen at any time to be concerned in fuch affairs, they might by his example learn to difcb- 
ver the truth.

Ihie my Child I have demanded at her bands? and becanfe I could not re- 
cover it, I have made myAddrefs unto your Aidjefty: for in that we were alone, and fie is ob- 
fiinate, and fear cth not to be conviQed by any, fie perjijlcthin her denial of the fame. 

After the Kiog had heard her requeftj he enquired of the other if (he had anything 
E to ahfwer to this accufation.

Banacat prefided over the MflRime Countrey near to the City of Arce : Saphat com- 
manded the Mountains Itabyr and Carmel, and the Land of Galilee as far as Jordan : Son- 
i R^. 4 . 1, ad ^ £ja g 0verne( j t he whole Land of the Benjamites: Tabarhad all the government on the 
other fide of Jordan, and was elected Governor-general over them all. Thus about this 
time did the Hebrews wonderfully increafe in riches, and particularly the Tribe of Juda, 
by reafon that the people addicted themfelves wholly to the tilling and manuring oftheir I 
pxeoftver/-- Lands. For they were aflured of their peace, and not diftra&edby any warlike tumults, 
tm hk in t»- and befides that fruitfully enjoying a mod defired liberty, they especially intended this 
l< " 7 """ tin e - thing onely, to increafe their private eftates. The King alfo had other Governors who 
ruled the Syrians, and commanded other ftrange Nations,which are extended from Eu- 
phrates as far as Egypt, who gathered the Tribute of thofe Nations for the King, Thefe 
vtr. !j. Barbarians every day furniftied the King for his own Table, and the maintenance of his 
ex tnccT d3 ' ,y Houfhold, with thirty meafures of fine flour, and fixty of thecourfer: ten fat Oxen, 
expt and twenty grafs Beeves, with an hundred fat Lambs. All which things,befides Venifon 

and Buffjlles taken in chafe,Birds and Fifti were furniftied daily by the Barbarians toferve 
the Kings Houfhold. He had likewife a great number of Chariots, fo that he had forty K 
sohZonfcfo. thoufand Mangers wherein his Horfes fed ; and befides thefe, be had twelve thoufaud 
riot .a Horfemen, half whereof kept alwayesabout the King in Jerufalem, the reft were billet- 
' o'lm nx oru- ted ln divers Villages belonging to the King, and remained there. And they that had 
Jenct anj'wii- the charge to furnifh the Kings expences, provided likewife necefiary provender for the 
do n. Horfes, conveying it to what place foever the King took his progrefs. But fo great was 

the wifdom and prudence which God hadbeftowed upon Solomon, that he furpafled all 
his Progenitors^ and the Egyptians likewife, who are efleemed the wifeft of all Men, were 
sohmons mc- far behind him. For he excelled all thofe that in that time were in the greateft account 
J'n-'oii'l'whc'c- amon gft tne Hebrews, whofe nameslwill not omit 5 thefe were Whan, Eman, Chan, and 
by he can cut Oodan,z\\ four the Tons of Machol.

The like did he of all living creatures that feed on the earth, fwim in the wa- 
ters, or flie in the air 5 for none of their natures was he ignorant of : neither had he 
in omitted to fearch after their qualities in particular, and difcourfed of them all, and had 
laVifti knowledge of their feveral and fecret properties. He obtained alfo the knowledge of 
j be- the A rt of Magick, for the profit and health of Men, and the exorcifing and calling out 
iiou^d on so. of Devils, for hedevifed certain incantations, whereby the difeafed are cured, and left 
trnjin'/thc"" the method of conjuration in writing, whereby the Devils are enchanted and expelled} 
to ihofc Artj fo,that never more they dare return : And this kind of healing to this day, is very ufual 
b-lknly 'the amon g ft tno ^ c of our Nation. For I faw a certain private man amongft the Hebrews, by M 
ni'Ht word name Eleazar, in the prefence of Vefpaftan, his Sons, Tribunes, and other Soldiers , that 
a J e^eafleth CUrcd divers that were P offeffed - And the manner of his Cure was this : He applied 
out Devi"*." ' to the NoJ " e of the Demoniack a Ring,under the Seal whereof was a root of thofe things 
that Solomon had declared, which drew the Devil out of the Noftrils of the Sick,asfoon 
* as he fmellcd the root : and as foon as the Man was fallen, he adjured him never more 
to return, intermixing fomc mention of Solomon, and rehearfing thofe Incantations that 
were invented by him. 

After this, the faid Eleazar being defirous to (hew unto them that were prefent , the 
efficacy of hi* Art, he fet a Pot or Pitcher of water not far from the place where the 
pofleHed ftood,'and commanded the Devil, at fuch time as he forfookthe Man," to over- N 
turn the Pot, and thereby to give a fign unto thofe that ftood by , that he had forfaken 
thepoflelTed : which act of his,manifeftly declareth how great thefcience and wifdom 
of Solomon was. For which caufe I thought good in this place to make mention there- 
of, that the worthy endowments of this King might be known unto all Men 5 and how 
Kings ,, beloved of God he was, and how furpaffing in all kinds of virtue. When Hiram King 
<irV • a c Tj "c uoderftood tnat Solomon fucceeded his father in the Kingdom, he was glad there-

of its capacioufnefs. It was a great and goodly Fabrick, fuftained by divers Pillars, 
prepared to receive and contain much People at the time of their afTemblies, wherein 
they treated of affairs,and held pleas. It was an hundred cubits in length, and in breadth ^ g . 

B fifty, and in height thirty, fupported by fixteen fquare pillats covered with Corinthian The Half; 
work, with ftairs and carved gates, which contributed no lefs to its beauty, than itsfecu- TheTribuBil^ 
rity. 

In the mid ft of this fpace, and hard by the Temple, the/e was another Pavilion thirty 
cubits fquare, fuftained with ftrong pillars, within which there was another magnificent vtr. s; 
Tribunal, on which the King fate to give judgment, unto whith there was adjoined an- ™ e fe ^« n, . 
other Palace prepared for the Queen. All the Chambers, as well thofe that were ordi- of 
narily in ufe, as thofe for recreation , after he had retired himfelf from piablick affairs, picafurc. 
were adorned with planksof carved Cedar, and were built partly of ftone ten cubits JJ;*; *^, B 
fquare, partly of curious marble, and very rarely and cunningly wrought by the moft of soio 'mtns 

C curious and exadt Mafons. And that which made it more beautiful, were three panes of JJ^m of 
Tapiftry,and the fourth admirable for the artificial engravings: for the Workmen had p ]eafure> with 
made therein Trees and Plants of divers forts, (hadowed with their branches and leafs, hou<hoid-ftuff 
hanging in fuch fort, that to behold them, a Man would have thought that thfcy (hook, of s ° ld * 
the workmanfllip was fo exquifite and curious that covered the (tone. The reft, as far 
as the roof, was enchafed, and flourithed with divers Antiques and Pictures. Further- 
more, he built other places of pleafure, with very long porches to beautifie the Palaces 
amongft which, there was one moft magnificent to make Banquets andFcafts in, which 
was throughout adorned with gold: and all the neceffaries for entertainment were of lK/ ^, J9< 
gold. It would be difficult togtve an exact account of the variety, the capacioufnefs 

D and magnificence of thefe (hrucrures, whereof forae were of a greater, and fome of a 
leffcr bulk ; fome under groundjand others raifed to a great height : the pleafant Arbors 
likewife, and the Gardens, which were fo fafhtoned,that they afforded a pleafant profpeft 
to the eye, as well as refrefhment from the heat. All the building Was made of white 
Marble, of Cedar, of Gold, and of Silver : the floors and walls were figured with di- soUmtni 
verlity of flowers^ and of precious ftoqes, inchafed in gold, after the manner of the T f h iyory nw,fc 
Temple of God, whkh (hined with fuch like, ornaments. There was likewife erected a * ^ \\ 
very large Throne, made in form of a Tribunal, with fix fteps of pure Ivory i on each 
fide of which f h*ref flood two Lyons, and the like number were placed above. About 
the place where the King fate, there were feveral Arms ftretched out, which feemed to 
E fuccor or protect hiro* and he (ate upon an Oxe looking backwards : this Throne was 
all covered with gold.

Not far from thence 
he fortified two other Cities, whereof one was called Betacbor,and the other Baleth. Be- 
fides thefc, he built others, which were Cities of recreation and pleafure, by reafon of 
the good temperature of the Air, and the pleafantnefs of the fruits,and in efpeciall y the 
fweet Rivers wherewith they were watered. Afterwards entering into the Defart that 
is above Syria, and conquering the fame, he built another great City two dayes journey 
diftant from the higher Syria, a dayes journey from Euphrates, and fix from the great Ba- 
bylon. The caufe why this City was inhabited far from peopled quarters of Syria, was L 
becaufe in no place of the lower Countrey there was water to be found, and in this Ci- 
tbadtmtr, or ty onely there were fountains and fprings. He therefore built this City, and begirt it 
rsimirt. with ftrong walls, and called it Thadamor, ( which is the name which the Syrians term it 
by, even at this day, and amongft the Greek* it is called Palmyra. ) And thefe were Solo- 
mons work* in that time. But fince divers are inquifitive to know the reafon why the 
trhj ihetgr Kings of Egypt that have been fince Mineus the founder of Memphis, ( who reigned di-

Amongft all the gifts that were ever prefented unto ^w^that which was give* 
btfott cbtifi-i him at that time, was moft excellent in greatnefs and beauty. But let no man think,thit 
thePine-wood f which wc fpeak of ) had any refemblance with that which we call by 
V^S~ that Dame at this day, or which the Merchants, to delude their Chapmen, fell for the 
fame. For they are like unto fig-trees, but that they are more white and clearer : which 
t thought good to take notice of in this place,left any Man mould be deceived through 
ignorance, in not difcerning the one from the other, becaufe the affairs i of Solomon have 
drawn us tomake mention of this matter. The weight of gold which thisNavy brought 
unto the King, was Six hundred fixty and fix Talents : befides that which the Merchant! | 
bought themfelvesi or that which the Kings and Princes of Arabia had fent unto him by 
way of Prefent. This gold caufed he to be molten down, and made thereof Two hun- 
dred Targets, each one weighing Six hundred fhekelsj and Three hundred Bucklers, 
each one of them weighing Three hundred mines of gold, and placed and hung them ia 
the Hall,called the Forefi of Wants. He caufed alfo divers veffels of gold and preci- 
ous ftones to be made for theufc of his Table, all curioufly wrought 3 the reft of his 
neceflaries alfo were of gold : for nothing was either bought or fold fof filver. For the 
) King had many (hips upon the Sea of Tbarfts, which upon his command carried divers 

merchandize into remote Countries,by vent whereof the? brought him home much gold 
and filver, and much Ivory and Ethiopian Moors and Apes; and this Navigation in fail- 
ing to and fro,wasfini(hed in threeyears. The renown andfame alfbof Sojomttsmi- * 
tues and wifdom, fpread far and near throughout all Nations : fo that Kings of the remo- 
teft Countries, had a defire to fee him, becaufe they believed not the report, and defired 
to manifeft their affection to him by magnificent Prefents. They therefore fent him iref- 
£'n« ymitn fels of gold and of filver, fcarlet Robes, and all forts of aiomatique Drugs, Horfes and 
tkir iour««y. Chariots, Mules and Sumpter-Horfes, wherein ( as it was reported unto them) the Kiog 
p 1 7 K 2?. t°ok pkafare, by reafon of their ftrength and beauty : fo that to the uumber of Horfes 
«.V£itb to- and Chariots which he had before, there were annexed Four hundred more, which had 
dry Prcftn«. fc^ hj m as p re fents, For before that, he had a Thoufand Chariots, and Twenty 
other gifts thoufand goodly Horfes, excellent for (hape and fwiftnefs : fothat the like were not to 
" ' ' be found, that were comparable to them for beauty and pace. And that which gave L 
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appear more glorious and bright. The King mounted on his Chariot, and apparelled 
in a white Rayment, was accuftomed to ride abroad about the Sun-rife, guarded with 
thefe young armed Men, having Bowes and Quivers. 
•tun There was a certain place called Man, fome eight Leagues diftant from Jerufalm, de- 
lightful and enriched with gardens and pleafaht fountains of water, whither he ufually 
retired himfelf for his pleafure. He forgot not like wife to make Caufcys, but caufed M 
the Highways that led to Jerufatem, (where he made his abode) to be paved with black T 
bou't ftone » to make them more acceffible for thofe that «nvdled to and fro, and to (hew his 
iZ pwed magnificence and riches.

both in prudence and riches all thofe that berate him had tjie government of the Hebrew^ 
yet continued he not in this ftate until the ena>-~-F-c* r fofraking the obfervation of the 
ordinances of his Fathers, his latter years were notcorrefpondent to his former : for be 
grew altogether diflblute, and immoderately given over to Women; and was not con- 
cent only with thofe of his own Countrey, but took alfo ftrange Women for his Wive?, 
In J? * 1 * ' as Sidcttians, lyrians, Ammonites, and Jehmueans, whereby he tranfgreued the laws of n»r- 
s*itm\* mar- riage inftituted by Mofes, who inhibited to marry with thofe of foreign Nations.

* fuccefftrs but after his deceaje^hevponldthdflife his fon^forthe iniquity of the father : not fo 
as all the people jhould revolt •, but that he would give ten Tribes unto his fervant, and leave two 
into the Grandchild of David, becaufe he had loved Cod, and by reafon of the City of Jeru- 
falem.wfore it pleajed him to ntake his habitation. . 

When Solomon heard thefe things,he was fore troubled, becaufe all his felicity began 
to decline. Nor was it long after this denunciation of the Prophet, but thatthere rofe 
up an enemy againft him,who was called ^er,by Nation an Idumaian.And of the Prince- 
ly ftock, who v upori this oefcafion, grounded his rebellion and infurreclion. For at fuch 
time as j<«t,General.of Davids Army, had conquer 'd Idnatea , and in rhefpace of fix 
months defeated all the youth, and thofe that were capable to bear Arms, he fled unto i^t ^ int ° 
t Pharaoh &\ago£ Egypt, who entertain'd him very courteoufly, and gave hirti an houfe AitT ^fttefc- 
and lands for his maintenance, and loved him dearly when he came to mans eftatc; fo mL • ' 

that he married him to Tapbines his wives finer, on whom he begat a Son, who was E VSl 
brought up with the Kings children : who having intelligence in Egypt of Davidand Jo- r i ,urn intoh " 
abs death, addrefs'd himfelf unto Pharaoh, and befought him to give "him leave to repair ' Cy ' 
into his own Countrey. . "

ward to forfake him > Notwithftanding therefore that he importuned and requefted him 
divers times,yet. prevailed he not with him; But when Solomons fortunes began to de-

M againft him ) Ader, by Gods permiffion, came into Idttmea, after he had obtained leave into tdu. 
of Pharaoh to depart. But being Unable to move the people to revolt from Solomon.by """> andfrort 
reafon of theftrorigGarifons he held; and knowing, that without hazard of his own elhEwjJ"'" 
perfon,he could move no alterations or innovation in that placfc, he departed frotn Aui 
ttience, and went into Syria t where confederating himfelf with a certain man called Tohm„ "* 
Rain ( who was fled from his Mafter Adarezer, King of Sop hone, and lived like an Out- 
law in that Region ) he contracted friendfliip with him, and a great fort of Outlaws 
and Thieves that were his followers, and went into Syria, and feizing on that Countrey, 
proclaimed himfelf King thereof. From whence, making excurfions into the lands of 
the Ifraelites, he fpoiled and pillaged the fame, during Solomons life-time. Thus were 
N the Hebrews enforced to fuftain thofe Outrages at Aders hands. 

Moreover^ certain Man called Jeroboam, the fon of Nebat,by Nation a Jew, rebel led 
agairtft Solomon^ and raifed his hopes above his eftate, perfuaaed thereunto by a Prophc- 
fic that concerned him, and incited, him . unto the adtion. For being left vet y young by -^£Vc 5 -' 
his Father, and carefully inftru&ed by his Mother, as foon as Solomon perceived him tO bcllcili acinic 
be of a noble and couragiousfpirir,he made him Commiffary over the building of the sthmtn - 
Walls, at fuch time as he immured and fortified Jerufalem. In this office he behaved him- 
felf fo well, that the King thought very well thereof, and by way of recompence, made 
him General over the Tribe of Jofeph. Towards Which, whil'ft he travelled from Jcrn- r ' r -3°- 
falem,± certain Prophet met him upon the way^ (who was of the City of Silo, called i'X'L w 
O Achias ) who approaching near unto him, and faluting him, drew him out of the way in- w'liab thai' L 
to a place, where none but themfelves were prefent, and there renting the garment which * in J 
he wore upon his back in twelve pieces,he commanded Jeroboam to take tenjtellmg hinVTrite/

That God had fa decreed, and how he would rentthe Government from Solomon, andrefervt A 
only oneTribe unto his fan, with that other which was atinexedxnto it,by reason of tht ftonqfc 
made to David > and to thee (TaidheJ he giveth the other ten,becaufe Solomon batbojfindh 
ed God, and addicted himfelf to the love of fitange Women, and the jervice of foreign 
gods. . . 

Uowjlnce thou kjtoweft tht cauft wherefore God hath alienated tht Kingdom from Solomon, 
be tkeujujl, and obfirve the Laws 3 for if thou behavefh thy felf in fuch fort as thonhjiowefi 
David did, a great reward of thy piety, and recompense of thf obfervance atttxdeth thee, fi 
that thou fhalt become as mighty as David hath been before thee. Jeroboam confirmed in great 
hopes by thefc words of the Prophet, being by nature haughty, in yeais young , and 
befides tbat,defirous of authority, he took -no reft % but being poflefled of the place of jj 
General, and rcmetnbring himfelf of that which had been told him by Achias^ he pre* 
fently began to perfuade the people to revolt from Stf/fljww, and rp choofc him fc* thei; 
King. Solomon hearing news of this his defigo, fought means to lay hands on, him, and 
to put him to death : but Jeroboam preventing him, fled unto Sufac King of Egypt, with 
whom he remained until the death of Solomon. And thus for that timeefcapedhepUnili- 
ment : and thus was he referved to the fortune of a Kingdom.

After the death of Solomon^ foon as his lbn Rehoboam (whom he begat up- 
td 1 1 • on an Ammonitijl) woman, called Noma ) fuccecded him in the Kingdom, the Governors 
of the people fent certain meflengers into Egypt, to recall Jeroboam : who arriving in the 
City of Sichcm, Rehoboam came thither alfo, refolving in that Affembly of the Ifraelites, 
The peopk r e- to take the Kingdom upon himfelf by the peoples confent. To him therefore the Prin- D 
2m ro mhi'lte ces °^ tnc P e °pl e refortcd with Jeroboam, befeeching him. That be would remit fomewbat 
their burthen, of their fervitude, andjhew himfelf more merciful than his father had been: for that under 
his government they had been firely opprefjed, ajfnring him that by that means his Kingdom 
fiould be the more fecured, if fo be he had rather be beloved, than feared. He three days af- 
rer promifed them to return an anfwer to their demands, and by that means drew them 
into fufpition, that upon the motion hemifliked of the offers they had propofed : for 
they thought it became his years to be affable, and ready to defervc well 5 yet remained 
Ti'c'whoien, r ^ cre ^ ome ^°P e in ,nem 9 tnat tne 7 had not P*efently fuffejred a repulfe.

For which caufe they counfelled him to anfwer the people, That his little 
finger xvas more great than the loins of his father ? and that if they had experimented and en- 
dured grievances under him, that he would be far more rigorous ; and that if his father had 
chajtifid them with tbejirol^e of the Rod that they fiould expe& to be pumped by him with a 
feverer chajlifement. The King del ighred herewith,fuppofed the anfwer to be agreeable 
to the dignity of his Empire. When therefore the people were afiembled on the third 
daytohearhisrefolution,and all of them were in fufpence, expecting and.defirous to. 
hear him fpeak, from whom they hoped nought elfe but fweetnefs: Rehoboam contemn- 
ing the counfel of his friends,propofed unto himfelf that of the young Men. All which 0

Kciiwt'* ring her that he was admirable for his knowledge in foretelling things to come, and had q 
foretold him that he fhould be King : wherefore he advifed her to go to him after the 
manner of a ftranger,and enquire of him if her fon fhould efcape that ficknefs. Where- 
upon (he difguifed herfelf according as her husband had commanded her,and came unto 
the Ciry of Silo where Achias dwelt } and as the was upon entring his houfe, ( notwith- 
ftanding he had loft his fight through age) God appeared unto him, and told him that 
Jeroboams Wife came unto him, and all that he fhould anfwer to her demands. At fuch 
timetherefore as fhe entered into his houfe, after the guife of a common and ftrange 
Woman, Achias cryed with a loud voice , 

Enter, thoufVife of Jeroboam, wherefore hidtft thou thy felf? Thou canftnot hide thyfelf 
from God, who had certified me of thy coming, and hath informed me what anfwer ifball give g 
vcr i o.tfc . unto thee. He therefore faid unto her, that fie fiiould return unto her husband, and certifie him

X°ana'the andhaving difmembrcd the Kingdom from Davids pojierity, I have givenit unto thee : Butthou 
mii'crv of the haft forgotten mc and having forjak.cn my fervice, haft molten down new gods, whom thou 
Vt u?!hJ"!\" honour eft : wherefore will I exterminate thee, and abolifi all thy pofterity, and caft them of

pie, that fljall leave no one of Jeroboams Race alive. The people alfo fhallbave part of this pu- 
tiifiment, and pall be deprived of this their fruitful Countrey, and be fcattered amongft the 
Regions on the other fide of Euphrates, becaufe they have followed the impieties of their King, 
and adoring thofe gods that were forged by him, have omitted to offer facrifice unto me. And F 
as concerning thy Jelf ( 0 Woman) hajie thee, and certifie thy husband of theft things ; for 
thou /halt find thy fon dead: for no /boner pah thou enter into the City, hut he Jhall finifb hit 
dayes. He fiiall be buried with the lamentation of the whole people in general. For he only root 
good of all the Race of Jeroboam. 

When Achias had finifhed his Prophefie,the Woman ftarted back, fore troubled and 
vcr. 17. difmayed, through the danger of her fon, and went lamenting onward on her way, to 
find out the King,not confidering that the more hafte fhe made,the more fhe haftened the 
death of her fon, who was not to expire till fhe arrived, and ( according to the predi- 
ction of the Prophet) fhe was not to expect to fee him any more alive. Whena9there- 
fore fhe was arrived, fhe found her fon dead, as the Prophet had foretold her, and reci- G 
ted the reft unto Jeroboam.

For he defpifed him, becaufe he was young Notwithftand- on ° f 9" **'- 
ingthe young King, who was no whit difmay'd, (although he was inform'd of Jerob*. Tiffit of 
ams coming ) with greater wifdom than was common to his years, and beyond all ex- j^. ° 
I peflation of his forward Adverfary, levied an Army out of the two Tribes,with which l ; ai9 ; 
he encountred Jeroboam at the Mountain of Samaria; where incamping his Hoft near anW a- 
unto him,he provided all things in a readinefs that were requifite for the BatteLand had B»i«ft 
with him four hundred thoufand fighting Men, but Jeroboam had twice as many. Now Taron , 3 
when the Armies were ranged, and expected orders to charge, Abias ftood up in a cer- u*d 4-

dained toReign,and to take the Kingdom from them vhe greater part whereof Jeroboam »fur- ; h :n " 1 i: 
peth unjuftly even at this day, and which, as Ifuppofe, hefhaU not enjoy long. For God ftall ZZ)%£ 
certainly punifh him for thofe Crimes which he hath committed, and which he continues daily of th < ir 
to commit, andfo the imitation of which he endcavoreth to feduce you that follow him. Ton g '° n * 
have received no injury at my Fathers hands 5 but by reafon that he was mi/led by the fnifter 
counfels of certain wicked perfons, andfpake unto you certain words which feemed harfh in your 
ears,youhaveforfaken him in your difpleafure .• but, in effe£t, you have ftparated your fives 
front God and his Commandments. Truly youjhould have pardoned a young man untrained 
and untaught in Oratory, not onelyfor the rude words which he ufed, but although his youth and 
L ignorance fljould have moved him to commit fome churlip and indifcrcct aUion and error, yet 
flwuld you have endured the fame. For the obligations which you had received from my Grand- 
father Solomon, ought to haveprevail'd with yon, to paft by the defeSs of his fon my father. 
But you have had no regard of all this, neither then nor at' this prefent, but led forth a great 
Army againft us. But whereupon ground you the hope of your vidory i Is it on your Calves of 
goldi Is it on your Altars on the mountains, which are witneffes of your impiety and irreligi- 
en? Is it your great number that furpaffeth ours by far, that maketh you confident .<? Truly, the 
force of many thoufands is of no value, where the Army fight eth in an unjuft quarrel. For in 
jufticeonly and piety towards God, conffteth the moft afjuredhope of obtaining vitKory ever a 
mans enemies ; which muft needs be on our fide, who obferve at all times the ordinances of our 
M God ,whom mens hands have not faftioned'of corruptible matter, nor the fubtlety of a cunning 
King could forge to deceive aCommonalty,but fuch an one, whofe work * the beginning and 
ending of all things. I therefore advifeyou, that prefentlyyou repent your felves, and that ta- 
king a better way, you deft (I from your War, and acknowledge the Laws of your Forefathers, and 
thofe Ordinances which have advanced you to fo great felicity. 

Thus fpake Abias to the people. But whil'ft he yet continued his difcourfe, Jeroboam 
fent certain of his Soldiers by by-wayesto \nc\ofe Abias within two ftraits,before his fol- 
lowers could difcover them. Now when Abias was thus inclofed in the midft of his VeT ' lh 
enemies, his Army began to be difcomforted, and to lofe their courage : but he encoura- 
ged them, and exhorted them to put their truft in God, who could not be inclofed by 
N his enemies ; fo that altogether having called upon God to affift them,and after that the 
Priefts had founded the Trumpet,they thruft in amongft their enemies with a great (hour, ' 
and God fo blinded the underftanding, and abated the force of jkn^wjSoldiers^hat 
they fled, and thofe on Abias fide obtained the victory. Never was there War recorded 
by the Hiftorians either amongft the Greeks or Barbarians,thzt was purfued with fo great 
a (laughter as the Army of Jeroboam : whereby it appeared, that this wonderful and ad- 
mirable victory came from God. For they difcomfited five hundred thoufandof their 
enemies, and took their moftdefenced places by force, and fpoiled them. Bethel and 
Ithan alfo, with their lands and figniories belonging unto them : fo that as long as Abias 
lived, Jeroboam was never after able to raife any power fince the lofs he received Abias 
O iurvived after this his victory, onely for the fpace of three years ; and was buried in Jc- JJj <J«thof 
rufa!cm,m the Sepulchre of his Anceftors, leaving twenty two fons, andfixtcen daugh- l R " c 'l „. 9< 
ters behind him, all which he begat on fixtcen Women.

Ihe Ethiopians bejicge Jerufalerh during the Reign of Afa, and are repuljed. 

BUT Afa King of jfcr;//4/c»*,w3samanof an upright and honeft life, and one that 
feared God h neither propofed he to himfelf any other rule of his Aaiobs,thanthe 
Divine Law* He correfted whatfoever was vicious and irregular in his Kingdom, purg- 
ins it from all impiety. He had an Army of three hundred thoufand men of the Tribe 4 
of Hud* armed with Bucklers and javelins, and two hundred and fifty thoufand of the 
Tribe of Benjamin, bearing Bucklers and Bowes. After he had reigned ten years, Zar*m 
Ki ng of Ethiopia came out againft him, with a great Army of nine hundred thoufand foot- 
men, and one hundred thoufand horfemen, with three hundred chariots, and deftroyed 
all the Land as far as Marefa, a City of Juda : in which place Afa met him, and fet his 
The r.rbiori Army in aray againft him, in the valley of Saphath not far from the City. Where 
feeing the great number of the Ethiopians, he befoughtGod that he would give him the 
victory over his enemies : becaufe he had not come forth againft fo formidable a power, 
but in confidence of his afliftance, who had the power to make a few menfuperior unto 
many, and the feeble to overcome the mighty . L 
iC»-.e».i4 9, Whil'ft Afa prayed thus unto God, a certain fign of victory was given him 5 fo being 
4i u * confirmed in that God had given him a token that he would affift him, he affailed his 
enemies,and flew a great number of the Ethiopians : as for the reft that were put to flight, 
he purfued them as far as the Countrey of Gerar s and after they had conquered their 
Enemies, they facked the City of Gerar, and brought from thence a great mafs of gold, 
and much fpoil, with Camels, Dromedaries, and Herds of divers kinds of Cattel. 
■ QoTV VS hen Afa had obtained at Gods hands fuch a victory, and fo great riches,he returned 
back again to Jerufalem: and when he drew near unto the City, the Prophet Azariat 
came out to meet them, who ftayed him, and (pake after this manner : Thatpb they had 
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" pro - Ybklife: but if they forfooh^the fervice of Go'd,theyfbouldj all into fo great extremity , that 
neither true Prophet or Prief flwuldbe found antowft them, that fhouldin$rn& theminrightt- 
oufn(fs s that their Cities jbould be overtbroven,and their Nation Jhould be fiattered over the 
face of the xoMe earth, that they Jtiould live like Wanderers and Vagabonds. In the mean while 
therefore, while they had time, he conn felled them to live uprightly, wifbing them that they would 
not deprive themfelves of that favor which God bare unto them. When the King and all the 
people heard thefe words, they were very joyful, and every one was careful to ferve 
God. The King alfo fent out certain Deputies over the Countrey, who were command- N 
ed to fee the laws duly executed. In this ftate were the affairs of Afa King of the two 
Tribes. 

Now will I return to Bafa King of ifrael, who ( having MnNadab the fon of Jerobo- 
am ) ufurped the Kingdom. He made his abode in the City of Tberfa, and reigned four 
and twenty years, (hewing himfelf more wicked, than either Jeroboam or his fon had 
been. He miferably oppreffed his Subjects , and by his blafphemies difhonoured the 
Bifi'* iflpiety. Name of God, who fent the Prophet Gimon unto him, to foretell him, that his whole 
i^r.s'- '6 •> r ice fhouicj perifti, and that his houfe (hould be perfecuted with as many miferies as him- 
felf had inflicted on Jeroboams pofterity : becaufe that having received the government 
a t'ropi c.y from God he (hewed himfelf ungrateful unto him for his goodnefs, and governed his 0 
Bd ' J - people impiouflyandunjuftly : whereas juftice and piety arc both profitable unto thofe 
.-that pra&ifc them, and well-plcaGng unto God. Moreover, in that he had conformed 
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H himfelf in his life, to the diffolute courfe that Jeroboam ufed, and had given himfelf dvei?»£^ ; ^ 
to followthe fame vices, he might defcrvedly expect to fuffcr the fame punrfhraent. AU w»U, 300*. 
thouehLV* heard all thofe e?ils ( that (hduld (hdrtly fell On himand his pofterityj by 
reafon of his wickednefs ) yet he redeemed not thetimej nor endeavoured to obtain $ 5 *. 
oardon of God, by repenting himfelf of his fins i but he continued (till to engage him- 
felf further than before in all forts of wickednefs, and became worfe and worfe, to the 
utter mine and confufion both of him his houftioldi In the end he afiembled an Ai> 



mv and affailed Ramoth once more, wW* was a great City, fome four Leagues dtftant ^"5. 
from Jerufalem 5 which he took, placeWGarifon therein,and fortlfi'd it, with a refdlu- hirprii' 
tion from thence to make his inroads into Afa's Kingdom, But Afa fearing the m vafion ui Rimgb. 
I of his Enemy and confidering that the Soldiers who were left in Ramath, did grievoufly a,ld ttit " h d »« 
pillage the adjacent Countries, fent Ambafladors tdthe King of Damafcus with gold and 
filver to induce him tobecomeaq Affociate in the War,andto renew that amity between 
them, which was begun betwixt their Fathers- The King gracidufly received thofe inch «j 
treafures that were fent him, and made a league with him, and brake the truce which he 
had made with Baafa : fo that he fent the Governors of his Dominions agamlt thofe wuc 'aupi 
Cities that were under Baafa s fubjeftion 3 with a commandment that they (hould defttfy 

Of thefe they burnt fome, and ranfackt others, amongft which were Gelam, Dan, and 
Abelma Which when the King of Ifrael underftood, he gave over the fortifying of R*. 
K math and with all expedition turn'd to yield thofe of his fubjects his a(fiftance,who were 
affaulted by the Enemy. But Afa in the mean while built two ftrong Towns, Gabath and Jj 
Mafpha, of the materials which Baafa had prepar'd to build withall. Baafa afterwards Bai[t . 
( prevented by death ) had no more opportunity to make War againft Afa. He was bu- 
ried in the City of Arfane, and his fon Ela fucceeded him in his Kingdom : who,after he 
had reigned two years, was traiteroufly (lain by TLamri, a Captain of half his Horfemen. 
For whil'ft Ela banquetted with ofa, who was the fteward of his houfe, Zamri wrought 
fo effectually, that he perfuaded fome of his horfemen to affault Ela, who at that time* 
was alone, and deftitute of his Guards, becaufe all his Soldiers were at thefiege of<?4£*

CHAP. V II. 
BaafaV Ojf-fpring being extinU, Zamri reigned in Ifrael 5 and after him Amri,. 
and his fon Achab. 

AFter that Ela was (lain, Zamri took the kingdom upon him, and wholly rooted out ^ 
Baafa's pofterity ( according as the Prophet Gimon had foretold. ) For after the dettwyeJ. 
fame manner was his Family utterly overthrown for their impiety, as Jeroboams progeny Wr.irn^ 
was extinguifti'dfor their iniquity ^as we have before declar'd. ) For the Army which 
befieged Gabathan, hearing news of the Kings death, and that Zamri had murther'd him, 
M andfeized the kingdom, thev made Amri General of the Army, and anointed him for 
their King : who raifing the fiege before Gabathan^zxaR before the Royal City of Therfa t 
which he befieged, and took by force. Zamri feeing the City deftitute of defence, had . 
retired himfelf into the raoft fecret pUce of the Palace h where fetting it on fire , he on l s of thfc 
burnt both himfelf and it, after he had reigned feven days. Suddenly after this, the if- people. 
raelites fell at variance amongft themfelvcs, becaufe fome of thfti thought to prefer 7ha- ^JJ'^J pf 
man to thekingdom, and others were wholly addicted to Amrif but they of Ann's fide jf ruU 
had the better: and being of the better fort, flew Thaman, and made Amri Sovereign 
over the people. The thirteenth year of Afa, Amri began his Reign, and was King for 
twelve years fpace 5 fix years govern'd he inTherfa, and fix in Mar eon, ( which the Greek* 
N call samaria ) himfelf impofed this name of Samaria, from the name of him whom he 
purchafed the Mountain, on which he built this City. He differ'd in nothing from the 
other Kings his predeceflbrs, but in that he was worfer than any of them ; for there was 
nothing w hich he left unattended, that by daily impieties he might alienate the people ^ *^ , 
from God For which caufeGod being difpleas'd, exterminated him and his pofterity and Achli fa 
from the face of the Earth. This Amri dyed in Samaria, and Achab his Son was his Sue- 
cefibr. " 

Hereby a Man may eafily perceive, what care the Divine Majefty hath of humane af- 
fairs, and how he loveth the virtuous, and utterly rooteth out the vicious. For the Kings 
of ifrael, through their impiety, in a (hort and fucceffive courfe, the One after the other, 
O were cut off, and confounded with all their Families. But Afa ( King of Jerufalem, and 
the two Tribes ) living happily in the favor of God, for his piety and jortice, attained 
to a reverend and old age : aad after he had reigned oae and forty y cars,hc dyed s» good 
* death J 
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^n^-^. 'death : and after his death, Jebojhapbat hisfon £ whom bebegatonhiswifewlfo&^f^ A 
mluly>l%. ceeded him ; who, in all things thar concern'd piety or fortitude, feem'd to emulate- itjA 
bef»Tc cbri/t't equal his Grandfather David, according as it (hall be declar'd hereafter. But Acbab 
Kmw/, Ki n gof ifracl,made hisabode in Samoria,and govero'dthe Kingdom for the fpaceof a» 
v^-^-v^ years, without any alteration of thofe ordinances which his progenitors, Kings of ifrgtl 
had eftablifhed 5 but that he exceeded them daily in wickednelk. For he imitated all

JUenander raaketh mention of this great drought, in the a#s of Ithobal King of the j>- 
2e "ml™ t ria " s > [? e! * k ™Z after this manner r In this time there wa« a feafon without rain , from the E 
t ui the time " Month of Offober, until offober in the next year after 5 whereupon the Prince caufed 
of Eiiu. prayers and Replications to be made, which were follow'd with great (lore of Thunder. 

He built the City of Botrk in Phenicia, and Ati&ate in Ljbia. Doubtlefs he expreffed 
hereby thedrought that hapned in Achab'sx\me : for about that t'ux\e,/thobal reigned over 
the Tynans, as Afenandemtfl\fieth in his Hiftory. The woman (of whom we have fpo» 
ken heretofore, that entertained the Prophet) feeing her fon fallen fick, and lying fen- 
(Iefs, as if he had been already dead, or yielding up the ghoft, wept, and brake out into 
fo great a paflion,that (he forbore not to fay, that the caufe of her misfortune was , in 
that the Prophet was come into her houfe,and had difcover'd her (ins; and that he had 
been the caufe, that God for her punilhment, had taken away heronelyfon. But he F 
comforted her, and willed her to be of good courage,and commanded her to bring the 
child unto him, afTuring her that he would reftore him to life 

Now when (he had brought him, he took the child, and carried him into his lodging,

.ycr.v.'ifir. - lF he faw any cjouds arife in any part (for till that time the Air bad been always dear,) 
S«hSr His fervant having often gone up to the top of the Rock, and told that he fawj% 
at length going up the feventh time,in defending, he brought hi m this new*,that he faw £ 
fome black appearance in the Air, not much unlike to a mans fpotftep. When Elias uh- 
derftood this he fent unto^A, wifhinghim to retire himfelf within theCity before the 
rain fell i who had nofooner recover'd the City of JezraelJaMt that the Airwas prefem- 
ly cover'd with thick clouds, and a vehement wind intermixed with rain, , fell upon<*he 
i r. ei . to. i, earth, and the Prophet feized by theSpiriC of God,ran with the Kings chariot as far as 
ai 4 - fi , Iczrael a City of Afjvr. When Jezebel, Acbab's Wife, had notice what miracles Elias 
Eim jevbd. had performed, and how he had flain her Prophets,(he was difpleafed .and feot meffengeks 
unto him. threading him in like fort to revenge herfelf pnhim, « he had. Uain her Pro- 
phets. Which Elias fearing, fled into the City of Berfabe, which i is ^uponthe bordersof 
r, > s ore for the Tribe of Judu, bounding Upon idumaa : in which place he left his fervant. and rcti- fi 
L "fciviiK.. red himfelf into the Defart : where, whil'ft hefpray'd God that he would take him put 
of the World, he fell afleep under a certain Tree, and after he was awakedjhe afofe^arid 
found bread and water ready prepared by him. When he^had eaten, and was refceflj- 
r, T , , e. ed, he went unto Mount Sinai, ( where it is faid that Mofes received the Law from God ; ) 
GoJ V-.-.kcth w here finding out an hollow Cave, he cntred into it, and remained therein. And being 
jo Eiiui in die deman j e d by a certain voice which fpake unto him, he knew not frqrijc whence, Whet* 
fore he remained in that place, and forfoohjk City .<? He anfwer'd, Becaufe f>e had flain the 
Vroblets of the falfe gods, and becaufe he had perfiaded the people that there was .but oneondy 
Cod, who ought to be honoured by. all men J andjhatfor this caufe he was fought for by the King* 
wffe,that he might beputfo death. The voice replied again, and commanded him to (hew 0 
hidifelf openly, alluring him, that he (hould underftand that which it behoved him to 

P ^^reupon as foon as it was day, ne forfoolcjhe Cave, and perceiv'd the earth to trem- 
ble under his feet : and after all things were appeafed, the voice which proceeded he 
hh'u Kiifg «f Knew not from whence, willed him, That hejhould in no wayes be diCcomforted with that 
i jrud. which he faw : for that no one of hk enemies Jljostldhave power to hurt him, charging him if 
ret iirh unto his houfc,to the intent to proclaim Jehu the fonof Nimfi King of the people, and 
ti"' I9 ii in a AzaeU/ Damafcus Ring of the Syrians, afuring him that in his place,El\xtus of the City of 
° Abel a Jbould be Prophet and ihat f he wicked People Jbould he defiroyed, the one by Azael, and 
the other by Jehu, When Elias heard thefe things, he return'd into the Countrey of the | 
Hebrews, and met Elizcus the fon of Saphat at the Cart, and, with him divers others, dri- 
ving before them twelve couple of Oxen : he came near him,and caft.upon him his gar- 
ment, and he inftantly began thereupon to prophetize, fo that forfaking his Oxen, he 
Hcdher Ruf- followed Elias. Yet required he, that before his departure, he might take leave of hi? 
/»«,M P .i4. Parents 5 which when he had perform'd, he Committed them, unto God, and followed 
' kiVjsi .i.i, Elias, attending on him, during all his life, like his difciple and fervant. , This iflue had 

0. 1 16. the affairs of this fo excellent a Prophet. But a certain Citizen, called Naboth, of the 
Nrtfifcw'iw City of ^fc<r,had a Vineyard near unto the lands of Acbab, who requir'd him to fell 
wi% Uom J to him the fame, at what price he thought convenient, to the intent he might annex it to hi* 

1 , C i ,h ' aI f own lan ^ s s anc * make them one poffehlon J wifliing him, that if he would not fell it him F 
huvWywd. for' filver,to choofein exchange thereof,any, one field of his which he liked beft. Nabotk 

' anfwer'd him, That be would not do it, but that he intended to gather the fruit of his own land 
himfelf, which he had received as an inheritance from his father. The King no lefs troubled, 
with the repulfe, than if he had loft his oWn inheritance, would neither wa(h,nor receive, 
any fiiftenance. Whereupon Jezabel his wife, inquir'd after the caufe of his difcontenr, 
and how it came to pafs,that he neither waiht,nor eat : he told her ofNaboths rude be- 
havior, and how having offer'd all juft and reafonable composition, he could not obtain 
what he requefted. Hereupon Jezabel willed him to be of good cheer, advifed bim to 
continue his ordinary entertainment, becaufe (he herfelf would take upon her to re- 
venge him on Naboth. Whereupon (he prefently fent Letters in j4c&xZ>j name to the Go-0 
vernors of the Countrey, whereby file enjoined them to celebrate a Faft, and to aflem- 
ble the people, charging thxra that in that place tiabotb flwuld have a feat prepared for 

bio* 
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H him,byreafonof his birth and auality 5 willing them afterwards, that fuborning three £?~^r*i 
falfe Witnefles to depofe againft him, that he had blafphemed God and the King , the J miS^Ss?: 
(hould by this means caufe him to be (coned and put to death by the people; All which *ff«»«*#V 
was performed according as the Queen had written and Nakbtb ( accafed by falfe witr iii^' ' ° 
nefs for fcandalizingGod and the King) was ftoned by the people, and put to death. vPSrs* 
When lezabel had tydings hereof, (be repaired to the Kings prefence, and told him, That 
be jbould enjoy Naboths Vineyard, and dishurfe nothing f«r it. 

But God difpleafed with this her wickednefs,fent the Prophet E//«*purpofely to meet vtt.iiM 
vr'nhjicbab in Nahotbs ground, and to tell him, That he unjujtly pojfcjfed the lawful inherit f l " pwp^e- 
tance of another, whom he had put to death. As foon as the King perceived that he came «n 8 eGod «!Si 

I unto him, fuppofing it to be unfeemly for a King to be reproved, he firft of all confeued take of , AcU * 
his fault, and offer'd him to make reftitution according as he (hould think fit. Then did and ^* M ' 
theProphet foretell, That in the fame place where Naboths Carcafs was confumed by bogsi 
that both bis and his gueens blood Jbould be /bed, and that aU his Race fhould be dejiroyed 5 for 
that they durji commit fuch an impiety, and fo wickedly murder ( againji all Law) fo good 
and innocent a man. Thefe words madefo great an impreffion upon Acbab, that he re- 
peated him of the offence he had committed : fo that apparelling himfelf in fackcloth , v „ iy lt . 
and walking barefoot, he tafted not any meat,but confcfled his fins,with hopes toappeafe AcUb'stt-' 
Gods wrath. Whereupon God certified him by the Prophet, That during his life-time, the P cncince « 
punijhment of his Race Jbould be deferred, becaufe he had repented him of his mifdeeds : but that 

K the threats and menaces Jbould take ejpe& in bis fins time. 

CHAP* VIII. 
Adad King of Damafcus and Syria, fightetb two fever al Battels with Acha tV, 
and is overthrown by him. 

WHileft Acbabs affairs were after this manner difpofed, the fon of Adad (thatreiga- 1 KHg* *<L*s 
ed over the^rw«x 9 and thofe of Damafcus ) affembled the Forces of his Whdle Wir 
Countrey, and affociated with him two and thirty other Kings, with whom he came and againft Atuik 
made War againft Acbabi Who being far inferior to him in power, came not into the 
J, open field to bid him battel, but doling up his Soldiers in his ftrongeft Cities, he himfelf 
retired into Samaria, ( which was begirt with a very ftrong wall, and very hard to be fa* 
kenO For which caufe the Syrian (taking his Army with him) came to Samaria, and 
encamping before it, intended to batter the City. But firft of all he fent a Herald to 
Acbab,to require him to give audience to his Ambafladors which he would fend unto him, Th « SyrUti 
by whom he (hould be certified what his refolution was. As foon as the King of Ifrael ** * 
had granted them free accefs, the Ambaffadors came, and ( according to the Kings di- 
rections) required that Acbabs goods, his children and wife (hould be at Adads com- 
mand : which if he would yield to, and fuffer him to take fo many as he pleafed j he 
would raife the fiege, and batter the City no more. Acbab gave the AmbaOadors ordet 
M to certifie the King of Syria, that both himfelf, and all whatfoever was his, was at his 
command. Upon which anfwer, the King fent a fecond meffage unto Acbab , enjoining 
him the next day to admit fuch of his fervants as he (hould fend unto him, to fearch his 
Royal Palace, and the houfes of his friends and kinfmen,and take from thence that which 
they liked beft. 

Acbab amazed at this fecond Embaffage of the King of J^w,aflembled his People,and 
let them know, that he was ready to deliver up into the Enemies hands his wives and 
children, for their fafety and repofe, and to abandon all that likewife which was in his 
pofleffioni (for the Syrian had demanded no lefs at his hands in his firft EmbalTage : ) 
But that now he required that his Servants might be admitted to ranfack all their hou-» 

N fes, to the end they may leave nothing therein that was of any value, making it hereby 
appear to the World, that he had no intent to make Peace,fince that after the Syrian wa« 
fenfible that Achabs tendernefs for his Subjects fecurity, had prevaiFd fo far with him, as 
to grant him whatfoever belonged peculiarly to himfelf,he fought neverthelefs anocca^ 
lion of abreach, by demanding liberty to feize upon their Proprieties * not withftanding 
that he would do whatfoever they fhould think good of. To this the People anfwer'd 4 
That they could not endure that any of his demands Jbould be liftened unto, or refpeUed * but 
that the Kingjbould prepare for War . Whereupon hecalled forthe Ambaffadors.and dif* 
milled thern with this anfwer, That they fiould report unto their Mafier,that Achab agreed y„ io it , 
unto thofe things which were required, ( becaufe be defired the happintfs of bis Sub) tits :) but Hit anfwer * 

O touchwg hn fecond demand, that be would no wayes condefcend thereunto : and thus fent he «* Lt t u ^ 
them away. When Adad heard this anfwer, he was moved, and fent unto Acbab the 
th;rd time, threading him, That his Soldiers Jbould makf abnlwarkjbigbet than the walls f>

Nativh,, glory in hk Army, but in thofe aSions that ffjould determine the War. W hen the Ambaffo. 
t^\r^> dora were returned back, they found the King at Dinner with two and thirty Kings his 
Allies, to whom they made report of Achabs anfwer. Hereupon Adad gave command- 
r«r. 1 ». ment to begirt the City with Palifadoes, and to raife bulwarks of earth.and to ftreighten 
£« m°h?»" the fie S e - whil ' ft thcfc tnin 8 s wcre in ^mA^Acbab was grievoufly troubled,and all the 
SoldieK. 1 People with him : but at length he grew confident, and caft off all his fear, through the 
arrival of a certain Prophet, who faid unto him, That God promifed to deliver all thofe 
thousands of Soldiers and hk Enemies which he beheld, into hk hands. T he fame Prophet B 
being afterwards asked, Bywhofe means thk viS or y might be gained". Hefaid,T/W it jhould 
be by the Sons of the Governors, whom the King himfelf Jhould lead forth. Achab therefore 
calling unto him the Governors Sons, found that their number amounted to a 3 2 5 and ha^ 
v. 1 i ,>4. &e. v i n g notice that the Syrians intended nought elfe but pleafure and barfquetting.he open- 
God^'romi" ed tne City-gates, and fent thefe young Men out againft them. Now whemheCenti- 
fcth vC" nels of the adverfe part had difcovered them, they certified -A&rf thereof, who fent out 
againft the certa i n Soldiers againft them, commanding them, That if they were come out in warlike fort 
sjnant. ^ ^ ^ Ba f te i^ they jhould bring them nnto him faji bound? and if they came in peace, they 
fhould do the like. Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army ,and kept them 
in a readinefs. When therefore the young men had charged the Syrian guard, and uain C 
a great number of them, and had purfued the reft even unto their own Camp, Achab 
fpying his prefent victory and advantage, caufed his whole Army to fally forth $ who 
tor.zo, *i; givingan unexpected charge upon the enemies, difcomfited the Syrians, (who little efr 
j cfeib-s vifto- pefted fuch a ftratagem from the Hebrews ) and atTailed them difarmed and drunken : 
7, lhC fo that they left both armor and weapons behind them, and fled from their Camp 5 and 
' their King likewife was fo hotly purfued, that he fcarcely had opportunity to fa ve him- 
felf by thefwiftnefs of his Horfe. Achab made a long chafe in following the Syrians, 
and flaughtering them that fled 5 he fpoiled their Camp likewife, and carried thence 
great riches, and an huge quantity of gold and filver. He took Adabs Chariots and Hor- 
fesalfo, and with them returned back into the City. p 

But whereas by the advice of the faid Prophet, he was perfuaded to prepare and keep 
an Army in readinefs againft the next year, ( for that the Syrians were refolved to affault 
him again ) the King omitted no preparation that concerned the War. For Adad (being 
efcaped from the fignt with thofe few Forces that remained after the battel^ confulted 
with his friends, how he might war againft the Ifraelites. Who advifed him from thence- 
forth,never more to fight with them in mountainous places, for that their God was pow- 
erful upon the Mountains, and for that caufe they had been overcome by them : but if he 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his (hould be aflured to have the upper hand. 
Moreover they counselled him, that he (hould difmifs thofe Kings that he had confedera- 
ted with him, to the end that each of them might return into his own Coujitrey,and tbat E 
in their ftead he (hould retain their Forces, over which he fhould ordain Chieftains} be- 
fides, tofupply their places tbat were loft) they advifed him to levy Horfemen and Cha- 
riots thorow all his Countrey. Adah fuppofing that they had difcreetly counfelled him 
in this matter, ordered his Army according as they had advifed. And as foon as the 
Vt, ;' i y t / i ' 7 \ Spring wascome,he affcmbled his Army, and led them forth againft the Ifraelites > and 
Edition 0 " coming near unto the City of Aphec, he encamped in a plain field. But Achab with his 
*eiin(i the Forces marching out to meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
ijnciuts, i n feriour both in force and number. To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 
That God would once more give him the vidory,to make it kpown, that hk power was not onlj 
in the Mountains ( as the Syrians perfitaded them fives ) but in the f loins aljb. Thus conti- f 
nued both the Armies, and encamped the one againft the other, for the fpace of fix dayes. 
On the feventh, when the Enemy forfook their Trenches early in the morning,and placed 
themfelves in battel-array,^ A^o drew out his Army,and faced them and prefently charged 
them : where after a long and dangerous fight between them , the Enemies were 
put to flight, and many of them (Iain in the chafe. For fome of them were intangled 
with their own Chariots, others flew thofe of their own party, and fome few of them 
found the means to die unto their City of Aphec, who periftied likewife to the number 
of Seven and twenty thoufand ( being flain by the walls that fell upon them ) betides 
One hundred thoufand men that periftied in the fight. But Adad, attended by fome of 
his principal Officers, went and hid himfelf in a Cave tinder the ground and they re* G 
presenting unto him, that the Kings of Tjrael were merciful, and that there was hope of 
pardon to be had ( if after the manner of Suppliants they fent unto hin>) Adad permit- 
ted them. Whereupon they iacontiuently prefented themfelves to Achab cloathed in 

Sack- 
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H Sackcloth, with Ropes about their Necks, ( according to the manner 'of Suppfictftrrs ^- v ^ 
amongftthe^r/^O rellmg hin^f Adad be fought hk MA) efty to grant him hk Ml Mriinl?* 
fromiftng on hk behalf, that from thenceforth he would alwayes continue Hk fcroant, atiddc* bcfo^cliljTk 
knowledge hk favor. Achab anfwer'd them, that he was vcrygUd that thvir-King rots as -yet HttM '^ 
alive, and had efcaped from the fury of the fight, offering him by them thavkfrdnefs wkicbZib J !^vO 
brother ought to Jhew unto another. Andfware unto them, that >ke /hould offer him no wrong, 
if hedifcoverd himfelf unto him* Whereupon they brought him from the place where v jh tM J^ 
he was hidden, and prefented him unto Achab, Who was mOuntedvu^ on a Chariot ■ 'Adad v«ftt w/8Sf 
proftrated himfelf before him : but Achab ftretching out his hand, made him come up **/Wyi* 
unto him into his Chariot, and kuTed htm, Willing him to be of good Conine, affiirwig wSdSdSd^ 

I him, that he fhould ft? no otherwife treated by him than as became the dignti) of'aKirig-M&e* 

upohAdad gave hiffl thanks, protefting, That during hk life-time, he would hever be forged . I 

fulof hk favours: promifing h\mmoreover y toreJioreuntohim thofeCimf'wbjchh 
ceffors, Kings of Syria, had takjn from /£e Israelites 5 and that be fhould have as free access 
to Damafcus, as Samaria, • After this Treaty confirmed byoath,^W/ gave him many 
worthy Prefents, and fent him back into his kingdom. Thus endfcd>'*h« War betwixt ** r .J5. 
Adad and the King of the Ifraelites. After this, a certain Prophet called Alicheas , came 
unto another Ifraclite, commanding, him to wound Him upon the head, alluring him, 'lhat 
Godwasfi pleafid, and had fo commanded him. When this Ifraelite would in no fort con- 
defcend hereunto, he prophefied unto him,T/j4f ftnee he haddifobeyedGods-€omniura\nunt, 

K hefliould meet with a. Lyon, which fliould rent him tn pieces. Which coming to pafs accor- 
ding as it was foretold, the Prophet addrefled himfelf again unto another, commanding 
him to do the hke : and when he had wounded him in the head,he bound up the wound, 
and came unto the King, telling him, T&tf /je hadbeen in theWars^andhadreceivedaPril^ub w.ur(~ 
finer in charge from hk Captains hands, and that ( hkPrifoner being fled from him j befta- P™^ for > lif - 
red left he that had committed him to hk charge, Jhould for that caufe take hk life from lum\ m<Vin& 4dlk 
the rather, for that he tbreatned no left. Achab anfwer'd him.TW he was-jaftlycondemned. 
Whereupon difcover'd his head, and made it known who he was. And to.this 

intent ufed the Prophet this artifice, that his words might be of greater force and value. 
For he told the King, That God would chaftife him, becaufe he had permitted the blafphemer 

L Adad to depart nnpuniflnd ; afTuring him, That God would caufe him to be (lain by Adad *nd 
fufer the people of Ifrael to be Jlaughtered by /^Syrian Army. The King difpleafed* with T h e 
the liberty and free fpeech of the Prophet, commanded him to be caft into Prifon j <* learrted • « 
and being vehemently affrighted with this -his Prediction, he departed home unto his PtCitk * n - 
houfe. , 

CHAP, IX, 

The exemplary Tiety of Jehofhaphat King of Juda, hk Profperity, hk Military power, lie 
uarrietb Joram hk Son, to a Daughter of Ahab King of Hrael, and atfijieth him 
M with Its Forces againft Adad King of Sy r u. 

Hitherto have we fpoken of Achab^bwt now Imuft return unto fehofaphat King of 
jcrufaUmj, who having enlarged his kingdom, and planted Garifons in thofe Cities rf , 
that were i ubjeft unto him, ( and in thofe likewife which his Grandfather Abiah had pof- £t M 
Telfed 111 the Tribe of Ephraim,at fuch time as Jeroboam reigned over the ten Tribes) the 1 ^r«.i 7 .ij 
King had perpetual affiftance and favour at Gods hands, in that lie was a juft and virtu- 
ous Prince, ftudying day and night for nothing more, than how he might pleafe and ho- 
nour God.

N In the third year of his Reign, he affembled the Governors and Priefts of his Coun* 
trey, enjoining them to ride their Circuit about the Provinces, and to teach the Tnhabi- 
tants of every City the Law of A^/w, training them up in theobfervance thereof, and 
m the ftudy of ptety. Which all theCitizens embraced and entertained fo willingly.that tm pfc*eM 
they leemcd to emulate and ftrive one with the other, which of them fhould exceed the fr>»flv>"» 
reft , n the fcrvice of God. The Nations likewife thatd welt round about him , loved tb-MUst 
jchoflaphat and were at peace with him. The Philiftines alfo payed thofe Tributes whieh a4. 
were impofed on them. And the Arabians furnifh'd him every year with fix hundred Vtuli ' 
and threescore Lambs, and the like number of Horfes. He fortified alfo other great 
pities ot importance, and made preparation of Munition of War and Arms againft the 
Lnemy. He muftcrcd in the Tribe of Juda Three hundred thoufand Men, over whom 
l P ur 1 t m r ? e ? era, 3 a " d Two hundred thoufand under the conduct of Jobanan, 
who befides thefe had Two hundred thoufand Archers on foot of the Tnbc of Benjamm.

Achab an- 
fwtted, lhat he had one as yet remaining, but that he hated him, becaufe he prophefied nought 
elfi knt mipap and mifery unto him, and had foretold him, That if he fiscnld fight againfi the 
Syrians, he fiould be overcome and (lain 3 and for that Aaufe he held him at that time in D 
i£7i?' frijo*t, ftgnifying unto him, that his name was Micheas the fin of Imlah. febojbophat defi- 
»' Qfcr*n.i8,. ; red,fhat he might be brought into his prefence»wbich was accordingly performed by one 
Wivfif *lhe Eunuchs s who by the way certified Micheas, That all the other Prophets had prophe- 

true prophet, fed to the King vidory. But Micheas told him, That it was not lawful for him to lye againfi 
Cod, but that it concerned him to Jpeal^that which God Jhould inform him of, concerning the 
King- As foon as he came before Achab, and was adjured to fpeak the truth,he faid, that 
Cod had fiewed him the Ifraelites put to flight, and difperfed by the Syrians, that purfued them 
PS. otherwifi than Jbeep without their Jhepherd. All which fignifieth no lefs, (faid he) but 
that the rtfi of the people returning home in fafety, Achab only fliould befiain in the battel. 
When Micheas had fpoken after this manner, Achab turning himfelf towards Jehojhaphat, B 
faid unto him, I told you before, how this fellow was affeSed towards me. But Micheas 
COnftantly avowed, That he prophesied nothing but that which God had commanded him to 
fpt*K> a JJ Hrin i> Achab that be was foUicited by the falfe Prophets unto War, under hope of vu 
*' " ' Sory, whereas he Jbould ajjuredlyperifi) in the Battel. Thefe words of his made Achab much 
difcomforted. But sedechias,or\e of the falfe Prophets,ftepped forth, and exhorted him 
to Jet light by Micheas 's words, becaufe he fpakf untruly. And for confirmation of this, he 
appealed to Elias, ( who was a far more skilful Prophet in foretelling things to come, than 
Micheas was ) yet that the fameElms had foretold, that the Dogs Jhould lic^ Achabs blood in 
the City of Jezrael in the field of Naboth,te^«/c Naboth bad been fioned to death at the 
iujiaticeof Achab. Whereby it appeared manifestly, that fince he contracted l ed a Prophet fi f 
excellent as he was, he lyed, in faying that the King jhould dye within three dayes. Moreover, 
( faid he ) it fiiall appear whether he be truly fent from God or no, if as foon as he fiaU receive 

a bujjit from me, he caufe my hand to wither, according as Jadon made Jeroboams hand 

Jhrmk., at fitch time as he thought to apprehend him. For I think ( faid he ) O King, that 
tliou art ajjnredly informed hereof: which faid , he (truck him 5 and becaufe no incon- 
veniency fell upon him, by reafon of that his audacious attempt, Achab affured 
' l ' himfelf, and recovered his courage* and fet forth againft the Ajjyrian Army. For 
as it is to be fuppofed, the Will of God was fuch , that it caufed the falfe Pro- 
phets to triumph over the true: which was the caufe that the falfe Prophets were truft- 
e.d. more than the true, to the intent that Gods preordained Will might be fulfilled. & 
But Sedcchias made him iron horns, and faid unto Achab, that God by them fignificd unto 
nim>that he mould lay waftc all tyri* 3 but Micheas prophefied to the contrary, that

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H within very few days We<rfo« mould walk from Cave to Cave to hide himfelf and avoid ~ N — y v ~ 
the punifhment of his fallhood. Achab difpleafed hereat,commanded tharhe mould be m\T ' f ' h ' 
led thence, and kept Prifoner with Achmon the Governor of the City, allowing him no- c6*J'» 
thing but bread and water for hisfuftenance. Thus marched thefe two Kings with their N " ivi, '» 
Armies agiintt Ramath wh\ch is in Galaad: which when the King of Syria underfcood 9 ' 7 '^v-^ / 
he drew his Army into the field, and came out to meet them, and encamped near unto " cdo ^ R, f- 
Ramath. Now it was concluded betwixt thefe two confederate Kings,that Achab mould f'K 
enter the battel in a private habit, and Jehojhaphat mould be inverted with the Royal or- lS ' ai * 8 - 
naments,and fupply ,rf<-AtfAr place, to the intent that Micheas prediction might be made IS^'/h!, 9 ' 
fruftrate. But not withftanding this difguife, Gods juftice prevented him : for Kin" ^fcfnd^- 
I of Syria commanded his Army,that they mould put no one of the Enemy tothefword" K , '*" w " 
but only the King of ifrael. ' s5r,"»- . 

As foon as thei>attel was begun, the Syrians perceiving Jehojhaphat in the front of the 
Army,and conjecturing that it was Achab, they made head all together againft him, and 
having invironed and preflfed him very nearly, they perceived that it was not he • for 
which caufe they retired back again. But although they had fought from the morning 
until the evening, and had the.upper hand 3 yet flew they no man Ybecaufe they foughc 
after no other but Achab to put him to thefword ) whom notwithftanding they could d f r * 4 , 
by no means meet withall. At length, one of Adads fcrvants called Aman, (hot at ran- 
dom amongft the Enemies, and hurt Achab in the breahVand (hot him thorow the lungs, t,le battel, 

K This hurt of his concealed he from his Soldiers, for fear left they mould be difcomfort- dyuh ' 
ed. For which caufe, he commanded his fervant to drive his Chariot out of the barrel, 
for that he felt himfelf mortally wounded : and although he were in much pain,yet fate 
he in his Chariot until Sun-fct, at which time he gave up the ghoft When n'ght came r ' r 3 s - 
the Syrian Army withdrew themfelves into their Camp, and receiving tydings by an MutftbZt 
Herald, that Achab was dead, every one retired home unto his houfe: but Achah bodv according to 
was conveyed to Samaria, and interred in that place.

them we are divinely admonifhed what we ought to take heed of. It behoveth us alfo 
to confider what force the Decree of God is of, by examining thofethings which befell 
Achab F or it is impoffible to avoid what God has fore-ordain d,notwithftanding that 
Men Hatter themfelves with vain hopes, which inveigle them fo far, that finally they are 
overtaken in the fnares thereof. For this carelefs inconfideration was fatal to King Achab, 

M m that he believed not his death which was foretold him 3 but being deceived bv the Thc fr mafch J eft 
flattering perfuafions of falfe Prophets, ran headlong upon his own danger and ruine. Af- ST* 
ter him fucceeded hisfonOt/&^z/>r.

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Joram, Achabs Son, overcometh the Moibites in battel. 

AS foon as King jehofaphat was returned back again to 'jerufalem (fycm the War 
wherein he had aftifted Achab againft Adad the King of Syria, as we have 
before related) the Prophet Jehu ( in his return ) came forth and met him, 
and reproved him, becaufe he had given Achab (who had been an impious 
man ) his affiftance,affuringhim that Cod was difpleafed with that his con- 
federacy; yet notwithftanding that he of his goodnefs had delivered him from his „ 
Enemies, although he had provoked him to anger. After this admonition, Jehofaphat 
began to offer facrifices,and thankfgivings,and peace offerings unto God : Which done, 
he rodeinprogrefs about thofe Countries that were under his dominion, giving order 
that the people (hould be inftructed in thofe ordinances which were delivered from God 
by the hands of Mofes, aud exhorted his Subjects to the practice of piety. He placed 
Judges likewife in every City, commanding them to execute juftice without refpeft of 
pcrfons. He charged them likewife, that they (hould not be corrupted with rewards, 
or (educed by dignity, riches, or Nobility; but that they (hould do juftice indifferently 
to all men, knowing that God feeth all.things, how fecretly foever they be carried or 
contrived. Having in this lortordered everything in each City of the two Tribes,he 
returned again to Jerufalem, where he likewife chofe Judges from amongft the Pricfts F 
and Levites,and the Elders among the people ; exhorting them in all things to give up- 
right and juft judgement. And if they of other Cities had any caufesof greater con- 
fequence ( which (hould be referred to their final determination ) he charged them in- 
dultrioufly to decide them: for that it was very convenient that the moft uncorrupt 
fentences (hould be delivered inthat City, where God had his Temple, and the King 
made his ordinary abode. Over all thefe he placed his two friends 3 ,4w<i/?<*j the Prieft, 
and Zabadias,o£ the Tribe of Juda. After this manner did the King order his 
affairs. 

About this time the Afoabites and Ammonites ( with their confederates^ great number 
of Arabians ) affaulted and affembledthemfelvesagainft him, and incamped themfelves c 
near unto Engaddi (a City (ituate near unto the Lake Afphaltites, and diftantfrom 
'jerufalem three hundred furlongs) in which place fiouriflied thofe goodly and whole- 

' fome 
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H fome Palme- trees, whence diftilleth the pure and perfect Balrne. When Jehofaphat had fi^^^f? 
intelligence that the Enemies had part the Lake, and were already far entred into his m/id^t' 
Countrey,he was afraid, a.nd aflembled the people of Jerufalem in the Temple,and ftand- Wnf-'Mfi't 
ing up,and turriinghis face toward the Propitiatory,hc befougheand fequefted God that ^* ,v * 
he would give him power to overcome his Enemies. For fuch bad been the form of their ^~v^n-/ 
fupplication, who in times pad built the Temple : namely, that it might pleafe him to 
fight for that City, and oppofe himfelf againft thofe that durft attempt or aflault that f^ijap'i^' 
place, to difpoffefs them of that Countrey which hehimfelf had given them in poflef- P"y« in 'he 
(ion; and in pronouncing this prayer he wept; and all the people likewife, both men, jTJuuln. for 
women, and children, made their requeft unto God. Prefently upon this, a certain Pro- viftuty. 
I phet called jtaa/e/arofeupin themidft of the Congregation,and cryed out, arid affured 
the people and the King.that God had heard their prayers, and promifed them to fighc 
for them againft their enemies, enjoyning them the next day tofally out in Armes,and v.14, n, & c . 
to make head againft their adverfaries, Whom they (hould encounter in the mounrain ? *< Wth *, 
fituate betwixt Jerufalem and Engaddijn a place called the hillock of Sis ( which place Su^f 
in Hebrew, fignifieth Eminincy ) willing them not to fight againft them, but only to ftay Tictoiy. 
in that place,and fee how would God fight for them. When the Prophethad fpoken thefe 
words, the King and all the people proftrated themfelves upon their faces.giving thanks 
unto God; in the mean w'hile the Levites fung Hymncs . with inftruments and voyces. \'\^\\l 7 ^ t 
About the begining of the day,the King departed into the defarc that is under the City anJ w«pon' 
K of Tfecf<?tf,advifingthe people to believe all that which the Prophet had faid unto them, w,, " tL, >' f rhe - 
and not to range themfelves in battel-array : he commanded the Priefts to march before If*,-^ 
them with their Trumpets,andthe Levites that they (hould fing Hymnes of thankfgiving miet. 
unto God, as if their Countrey were already delivered from their enemies. 

This advice of the Kings pleafed them all; fo that they performed whatfoever he 
counfelled them. But God fent a great terror and diforder among the Barbarians : fo 
t hat fuppofing themfelves to be enemies one againft the other, they (lew one another in v. n.ad 14. 
fuch fort,that of fo great an hoaft,there was not one that efcaped. But Jehofaphat look- T . l,c Amma - . 
ing down into the vally ( wherein the enemies had pitcht tlveir tents ) and feeing it full confcje"!'^ 
of dead men, rejoyced greatly at the unexpected fuccours that God had fent him, who kill one a»o- 
L had given them the victory, not by the dint of their own fwords, but by his provi- ,hcr * 
dence and power only. He therefore permitted his Army to pillage the enemies Camp, 
and to fpoil the dead ; and fo great was the multitude of them that were (lain, that they 
could fcarcely take the fpoils of them in three dayes fpace* On the fourth day, the Thefpoiiesof 
people aflembled together in a valley, where they blended God for the fuccours he had S^*"*" 
fent them,by reafon whereof the place was called the valley of Beneditfion. Fpffb thence 
the King led back his Army into jerufalem, and for divers dayes he (pent the time in of- 
fering facrifices and making feafts. After this difcomfiture of his enemies was publilhed 
amongft foreign Nations they were all of them afraid,fuppofing that God did manifeftly 
exprefs his power, and extend his favour towards him. And from that time forward, p»ifeof ?ctc- 
M Jehofaphat lived in great glory; He likewife was a friend to the King of ifrael that reigned /"^' incv "y 
at that time, who was Achabs Son, with whom he adventured in a voyage by Sea, in- Vtdu 
tending to traffique with certain Merchants of Tarfis, b uc he received great lofs : for his - cha P- 2 - 
(hips were caft away becaufe they werefo large,that they could noteafily be governed > Si/s"n King 
and forthiscaufehe had never more mind to excercife Navigation. Hitherto have we of 't' acl 
fpoken of Jehofaphat Kingof Jerufalem. x *£f l - x -*» 

But as touching Ochozias, Achab' s Son, who reigned over ifrael, and refided at Sa- 
maria, he was a wicked man, and refembled his father and mother every way in his im- 
pieties, and was nothing inferiour to Jeroboam in wickednefs, who firft fell from God, 
and made the Ifraelites revolt from him. The tenth year of his Reign ,thc King of the 
N Moabites rebelled againft him, and denied to pay him thofe tributes which he was wont 
to pay unto Achab his Father. But it came to pafs that as Ochozias afceftded the ftaif s 
of his Palace, he fell down from the top thereof, and being indifpofed by the fall, he VA , &c 
fent to Accaron unto the god called Myiodes,or the Flic, to enquire whether hefhould re- oih^Ut ta- 
cover of that ficknefs or no. But the God of the Hebrews appeared to Elias the Prophet, t\\ feK" 
and commanded him to goand meet thofe Meffcngers that were fent byOcA^-f/,andto to be in.Wcd 
ask them if the people of the Ifraelites had not a God, that the King fent to forreign °, f * 6,r « °«- 
gods to enquire of his health > and to charge them to return and declaretinto their King, frw'd by"* 
That hcjbould not efcape that fickttefs. Elias did that which God had commanded 5 and the EUat. 
Meflengersof the King having underftood that which was declared unto them,'returned 
O back again with all expedition. 

Ochozias marvelling much at their fudden return, asked them the caufe, whereupon 
they anfwered him, that a certain man came unto them, and forbad them to pafs any further,

' ' When the King had tydings of this lofs, he was fore difpleafed, and fent another 
Captain to Elias, with the like number of Soldiers, who threatned the Prophet, that if 
he would not willingly come down, he would violently pull him thence 5 hut Elias pray- 
ed that fire might fall from Heaven, and incontinently both he and his were confumed 
in like manner as the firft. When the King had underftood likewife how his fecond 
mefl'cngcr hadfped, he fent a third 5 but he being a difcreet man, when he came to the 
place where Elias was, hefaluted him very courteoully, and faidunto him, lhat contrary 
to his own will, and to no other purpoje but to fulfil the Kings phafure, he was come unto font- 
anel that they that were fent with him, came not thither voluntarily, bat by the fame command: 
He therefore required htm to have companion both of him and his Soldiers, and to vouchfafe to Q 
come down, and to come after them to the King.

•d'in his cording to the Prophecy ) he dyed, as Elias had foretold him,and his brother Joram fuc- 
ceededhimin the Kingdom, becaufe he departed without iflue. 

This Joram was a wicked man alfo, and as impious as his father : for abandoning the 
LS'ceord- fervice of the true God, he fet up ftrange gods. In all things elfe he was a man fit for j) 
in» 2I Ene fe, government. In his time Elias was no more feen amongft men, and until this day no 
V'S/of" man knov/eth what his end was. But he left a Difciple behind him called Elizeus ("as 
men.'* " ° we have heretofore declared. ) It is written in Holy Writ touching E//'^,and Enoch who 
HtJiKfrRof- was before the Deluge, that they difappeared : for no man hath known the manner of 
^&*<* ? i*' their dd^is. After that Joram had taken pofieflion of the kingdom, he refolved to 
Ei'tcvi. ' make war upon Mifa the King of the Moabites, (who paid Achab his father before him 
Ztlm 'aiVth the trlDute of tvvo hundred thoufand (heep bearing wooll. ) When he had affcmbled his 
aiYa^iinTt the Forces, he fent unto Jehofeiaphat, requiring him, That ft nee he had been his fathers frieud,be 
.stabiles. would likew/fe fecond him, and fend him aid in his War intended againjl the Moabites , who 
had then newly revolted from hit government. Jehofejaphat not only promifed him to afford g 
him fuccors, but moreover he alTured him, lhat he would draw the King of Idumsea ( who 
depended on him ) into their affociation. When Joram underftood thefe things by thofe 
whom he had fent unto Jehojhap hat, he took his Army with him, and repaired to Jerufi- 
/tw, where he was magnificently received and entertained by the King of that City: 
where, after they had concluded to march thorow the Defart of Idumaa, and thac way 
to charge the Enemy, ( in that they expected nothing lefs than to be endangered on that

When they drew near unto the Prophets Tent (which he had pitched apart from the reft 
of the company) they asked him what Jhould become of the Army,and]oxzm efpecially fO 
To whom El izcMS anfwered. 'j/.at he had noreafonto follicite him in this fort, but to repair 
unto his fathers and mothers Prophet s,who would ccrtif'e him the truth. Notwithstanding,'

thus, the next day before Sun-rrfe, the River r fioVed abundantly with water r for three 
days journey off, God had fuffereda very violent rain tofaM in Idumtn, fo that bath the 
Solders and their Horfes were fu'fficiehtly ftfirefhed and watered. When the Moabites ' 
were inrormed that the three Kings came out againft them, and took their way thorow bVtn ^ of 
the Defart, their King affembled his Army,and commanded them to keep the paflaees of the E 7? y ' 
the Mountains, to the end they might hinder the Enemy from entering their Couutrey Et«M 
unawares. But beholding about the Sun-fife, that the water of the River was blood- a e Wltet ,hii 
red, ( for at that time it arofe in the Couhtrey of AS«*,-and at this hour the water is 
red) they conceiveda falfe opinion, that the three Kings being prefled by third, had 
fla ' n one another, and that the River flowed with their blood. Beingin thisfortfedu- 
ced with this imagtnation,they befought the King to give them leave to gather their Ene- 
mies fpoils: which when they had obtained, they altogether inconfiderately marched 
forth, as if to a Prey already prepar'd for themjand came unto the Kings Camps, with 
hope to find noMan to refill them. But their hope deceived them ; for their Enemies 
environed them round about, and fome of them were cut in pieces, the reft turned their 
backs, and fled towards their own Countrey 5 and tht three Kings entering into the * 
Territories of the A/^i/e/, deftroyed their Cities, pillaged the Countrey, broke down 
their rnclofures, filling them with ftones and mud taken out of the River 5 cut down their 
raireft Trees, ftopped up the fources.of their Waters, and levelled their Walls with the 
L ground The King of the Moabites himfelf, feeing himfelf purfued and befieged, and 

that hiPCity was in danger to be taken by force, fallied out very valiantly with 700 Men, rf 
hopmg by the fw.ftnefs of his Horfe, to break thorow the Jf/aelites Camp on that fide S?22Sf 
Where he thought it was leaft guarded. Which when he ha'd attempted,and could not the 
execute^ becaufe he charged on that fide which was belt defended^ he returned back 
again into the City, and committed a defperate aftion: for he took his eldeft fon, who The Kin 8 ; of 
ought in right to fucceed him in the kingdom, and fet him on the wail of the Citv and r he T' b J f lt 
Uu e J ght $ a " WsEnemie S>0 rTer»d him for aburnt-facrificeuntoGod!

(whowasfometimeftewardof Acbabs houCe j came unto him, and told him, That he 
was „ot tgnorant that in that perfecnthn wherein Jezabel fought to mnrther the Prophets, her 
Husband Javed one hundred of then,, for whofe private maintenance he had borrowed much mo- 
ney of other men h and that now being dead, his Credit orsjirove to draw both her and her chil- 
dren tnto bondage : For tvhnh caufefte befought him, in confederation of this m&, to have com. * 
pajjiononherand to yield her fame fuccor. Hereupon Elixeus ask'd her, If fie had any thing com _ 
p wf anf r£ d hl ™> Jbat fi e ^d nothing but a very little oylleft her in an earthen ShT 
I ff 1 ^f^P 00 ^ Prophet commanded her to depart, and to borrow divers empty fi*»«.fiii 
vefTels of her Neighbors: that done, he willed her to lockup her doors, and to pour fZ^f

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^CC^oYl mtothc veffels, becaufe it was Gods pleafure to fill them all. The Woman did as- A 
cording as he had commanded her, and all the veflels were found full, fo as none of them 
were empty : whereof when (he had certified the Prophet, he adfifcd her to go and fell 
Iffi,. her oyl, and pay her Debts 5 and when all was paid, he affured her,that there would be 
fome remainder, that might ferve to fuftain both her and her children. _ 

By this means Bitot* difcharged the Widow of her Debts, and that trouble which 
<KiH"-» h er Creditors intended againft her. He admonilhed Joram likewife, by certain Meffen- 
E/f t r'« *a«- gers, that he mould take heed of a certain place wherein the Syrians lay in ambufti , m- 
f e ,h f*u* » J $ to fl ay him : by means of which admonition, the King went not out on hunting. 
Z^Xt But Ad being fore difpleafed,becaufe his ambufhment was difcovered.began to fuf pe & 
h y m wah to his own followers : whereupon calling unto him his houfto d fervants, he mahcioufly B 
ki ' 1 him * termed them Tray tors j and furthermore threatned them with death, for that they had 
difcovered a matter, which was onely committed to their truft,unto his enemy. Where- 
upon one of the afliftants told him, lhat he ought not to concave that falfe opinion ofthet* y 
neither CufreU that they had difcovered his intended ambujb to cut of his enemy: but rather 
that he ouaht to conceive,that the Prophet Elizeus had difcovered all that which was intended 
, , « aoawft him. Whereupon he fent outhis Soldiers with an exprefs charge , to know in 
Kil£«V- what City £/we«r made his ordinary abode 5 who returning back, brought him news 
fic-eJ [n do- that he rema j ne d j n Dot haim : For which caufe, Adad fent a great number or Horfemea 
cni 1 and Chariots to Dothaim, to lay hold on Elize**, who begirt the City by Night, and laid 
watch round about the walls, that no Man might efcape them. Early m the morning, C 
when the Prophets fervant had notice hereof,and was adverttfed that the enemies fought 
to furprize Elizeus, he fearfully halted, and difcovered their intent to his Matter who 
encouraged him, and commanded him not to be afraid, becaufe he was allured or Gods 
help : whereupon he prayed to God, that at that prefent he would (hew his power and 
rcr.x6,x 7 . affittanccboth toward the relief of his necefiity, and the confirmation and encourage- 
T he n^ent of his fervant. At that time God hearing his prayer, reprefented to the Prophets 

So*b« fervant a great number of Chariots and Horfemen that invironed Elizeus^ fo that he 
laid his fearafide, and was affured, when he perceived thefe fuccors That done, Eh- 
zeus befought God again, lhat he would blind his enemies eyes, and caufe aihick_cloud to fall 
upon them, to the end they might not difcover him. Which doqe, he prefentl y thruft him- Q 
felf amongft the thickeft of his enemies, demanding of them, Whom they came t^ekjori 
They anfwerdhim, That they fought for theTrophet Elizeus: he promisdthem to deliver 
rrr.iS.isL him into ^eir hands,if fo be they would come with him into the City where he was. 
E u\££f They being blinded in eyes, and depraved in their underftanding.followed the Prophet 
J, blind*! willingly, who marched before them. When therefore Elizeus had brought them into 
into i*»*r«, Samaria he willed King Joram to lock the gates, and to inviron the Syrians with his Sol- 
iXfioMi", diers. This done, he prayed God that he would open the eyes of the Syrians, and 
,rr cour.c- lhey being delivered from their blindnefs,perceived that they were in the midlr,of their 
n,ncd C TnT enemies. Whereat being fore attonifhed, and uncertain whence this divine and unejr- 
ru fcn.c.i by p C a e£ i a ft had befallen them, King>«« asked, the Prophet, Whether hejhould kill them E 
#>T*m , ami ^ ^ y// e hm uh%eui f or bade him to do fo : For f faid he ) it is a jttji and convenient 
matter, that they who are taken in War, flout d lofe their life * but that they had done no evil 
unto his Countrcy, but by Cods providence came thither, without their own knowledge: for vhcb 
caufe, hecounfclkd him to give them Prefenv,and refrefi them, and afterwards to fnfjer them 
to depart without any injury. . ' 

Jvraw giving ear to the Prophets words, entertained the Syrians magnificently, and 
with great humanity, and fent them back unto Adad their King; to whom,upon their 
arrival, they declared all that which had hapned unto them,, ^arfaftonifhed at this un« 
txpefted event and wondering at the power of the God of the Ifraelites, and admiring 
J8.f- the j, hct whom God fo wonderoufly affifted, he concluded from that time forward, t 
"' C ' r ' 4 ' never more to attempt the King of ifrael in fecret,becaufe he feared Elizeus --y but conclu- 
ded to make open War againft him, hoping to have the upper hand of his enemies , by 
means of the great number and force of his Army : fo that he iffued out with a mighty 
power aqainft >ra/w, who fuppofing himfelf to be overmatched by the Syrian Army, 
locked himfelf up within Samaria, putting his truft and confidence in the fortification 
nr.-. a. and ftreogth of the walls thereof. Adad hoping to take theCity,if not by force, at 
snru be- i ea p rw ife by famine, and default of things neceffary, drew near unto Samaria to befjege 
it. But "joram was fo deftitute of convenient fupplies, that by reafon or the incredible 
want of victuals, an Affes head was fold in Samaria for 8o pieces of filver, and a mea- 
fureof Pigeons dung at five pieces of filver, which they ufed inftead of Salt: neither v 
was there any thing that more troubled the King, than that he feared left fome one con- 
ftrained by famine, (hould deliver or betray the City unto the enemy. For which caule,

Thofe Lepers that were retired from samarta into the 
trforecbrift's Enemies Camp, (and of whom we have heretofore made fome mention ) being near 
N«.«vi V , UntQ the Camp9 p erC eived that there was great fdence in the fame, and no lefsabundance 
sr^ of all things: for which caufe approaching the fame, and entering into a Tent , they 
found no body therein : whereupon they fell to eating and drinking, and that done, to 
beat away a quantity of the rayment and gold which they took and hid without 
the Camp. Afterward reforting to another Tent, they bare away likewife that which 
was therein, and did the like by four others, without any oppofition : and conjecturing 
thereby that the Enemies were retired, they began to accufe themfelves, becaufe they had Q 
not given notice thereof to Joram, and the Inhabitants of Samaria, For which caufe 
drawing near unto the Walls of the City, they cryed out unto the Watch , giving them 
vet 8,9-xo. to underftand in what ftate they had found the Enemies Camp, who told it to $oram\ 
The Lepers guar d, fo that atlaft it came unto his ears. Whereupon he prefently fent for his Friends 
c "S2 e o?" and Captains, and told them, lhat the departure of *AeS>rians, made him ifufpeH fome ftra- 
.he flight ,,f tagem or ambufh: for they ( faid he ) having loft their hope tofurprize us by famine, are re- 
their enemies. f jrcd m fa r an iKte „ t> t y at w hen we fijall ijjue forth, and fall a fpoihng of their Camp , they

Some of his Council approved of this advice of his, and allowed his roreiignt, advi- C 
fing him to fend out two Scouts on Horfcback to fearch every quarter betwixt that and 
ftr.n,i»,i3, j orcJa „^ Q t he end, that if they fliould be taken and (lain by the Enemies ambuft , their 
s,ie5 fent t" a ll might give warning to the whole Army to ftand upon their guard, ( for fear left 
they (hould be furprized in like manner ) concluding that the lofs of two Horfemen 
would not be very great,fince perhaps they might otherwife have been cut offby famine. 
This advice was allowed by the King.and affented to by the reft : fo that prefently there 
were two Spies fent out, who rode along without encountering any Enemy; but they 
met with great quantity of visuals, and arms,caft away and abandoned by the Syrians^ 
r rw 1 ? 1 « to the intent tne J m, 8 nt awa y with g fcater expedition. Which when the King un- 
Tue enemies derftood,he fuffered the People to iflue out, and fpoil the Camp 5 who took therein 0 
t amp fpoHed thi Q f no f ma u value, much gold and filver,and troops of all forts of Cattel : and 
tIimi. ' befides that, they found fo great a quantity of wheat and barley, that they could not 
hope or imagine the like. Thus were they delivered from all their precedent afflictions : 
for there wasfo great quantity of Corn, that twomeafures of barley were fold but for 
Per ,7 ,8 19 oneficle,and a meafure of wheat-flower for a fide, according asElizeus had prophefied. 
Tue uitb'of ' Now the meafure which we call sat, containcth an Italian bufhel and an half. Bat the 
liodi oncics. Captain of the third part of the Army, was he onely that enjoyed no part of this bene- 
" e pum - fit 5 for being appointed by the King to have the keeping of thegate, and to rcftrain the 
multitude from headlong preffing out, for fear left thrufting one another, fome of them 
fliould be trodden under foot, and (lain, he himfelf was trodden upon, and flain, (accor- £ 
ding as the Prophet had foretold ) for that he onely amongfl the reft would not give 
credit to that which he had faid, touching the great abundance of victuals that they 
fliould enjoy. 

When Adad King of the Syrians was fafely returned to Damafeus, and knew that God 
. had fuffered fuch a confufion and fear to fall both on him and his Army, and that it had

to fee that God was fo difpleafed With him, and through anguilb and agony of mind, fell 
fick : and for that ("at that very time ) Elizeui was come unto Damafeus, Adad ^ being 
informed thereof, fent Azael ( who was one of his moft trufty fervants ) unto him, to 
prefent him, and confult with him concerning his ficknefs, whether he (hould recover or g 
ver s, 9 no Hereupon Azael loaded 40 Camels with the faireft and moft honourable Prefents, 
e/i<. 'us u lent that either Damafeus, or the Princes Royal Court afforded ; and repairing to ElizeusM- 
ro'enquife - *' ,uted him ver y courteously, telling him. That he was fent unto him by King Adad, to prefent 
camfciot iiim him, andto ast\counfel of him touching his malady , Whether he fhould recover ? The Prophet 
a, t „ chin S hu (oid h\va,That he Jfjould certainly dye ; but advifedhim not to carry the King any tyditip 
,cli ' thereof. Azael hearing thereof, was much grieved j a nd Elizeus himfelf began to weep,

That God had certified him that hefbould be King of Syria . When Azael Wasretumcd back J?w3!7w4? 
untoAdad, he fignified nothing unto him butglad tydings, touching his ficknefs :buc the *'f»*virip* 
next day hecaft a wet cloth upon him, and ftrangled him, and feized the kingdom into ^ viv ' 
his own hands. This Prince was a man fit for government, and well-beloved among '^~^/^J 
the Syrians, and common People of Damafeus, who even until this day honour Adad and ' 
Azael hisSucceflbras gods, by reafon of their benefits," and thofe Temples which were jwlm'lV&i 
built by them, which adorn the City of Damajcus. For every day do 1 they celebrate F ict y- * 
feafts in memory of thefe Kings, and honour of them, by reafon of theii 1 antiquity, not 
knowing that they were modern, and fuch as reigned not pair 1 roo years fince. But Jo- 
t ram, King of lfrael, hearing of the death of Adad, began to give over his fear, and ca ft 
off that fufpition which he had conceived of him, rejoycing that yet at laft he might 
have liberty to live in peace. The other $oram, King of Jemfalcm, ( for he likewifti 
was focalled,as we have heretofore declared) by murtheringoF his brethren and his 
fathers friends, who were Governors, obtained the Kingdom, and became fo wicked and 
impious,as he differed in nothing from the Kings of lfrael, who tranfgrefled the firft la wi 
and ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the fcrvice of God. For Athalia.Achtbs 
daughter, (his Wife ) taught him to execute divers mifchiefs, and, amongft the reft, to 
adore ftrange gods. This notwithftanding, God would not altogether abolifh his race, 
by reafon of his promife made unto David: yet he omitted not daily to introduce new 
K impieties, and corrupt the ancient laws of his forefathers. Mean-while it came to pafs, The Uumai 
that the ldum£ans revolted, and flew their King, who had been before-time fubje&unto *«> ; cv "' r ' 
Jehojhaphat, Jorams father, and in his place eftablifhed another to their own liking. For ll * 
which caufe, for am invaded Idumtea by Night with hisHorfes and Chariots,and fpoileci 
the Countrey round about his Kingdom, without palling any further : yet profited he 
nothing info doing} for all of them revolted from him, arid, amongft the reft, the Inha- 
bitants of the Countrey of Labia. But fo great was the fury of this Man, that he con- 
ftrained the People toafcend the high mountains, and adore ftrange gods. Yet whil ft t chra -^ ts , 
he behav'd himfelf in this manner, and utterly rooted out of his thoughts the laws of J»M«Vi'ieS 
his forefathers, there was a Letter brought unto him from the Prophet Elias, which certi- fdncf * rf P ro ; 
V. fled him that God would do juftice upon him, becaufe he had fbrfakep the waye6 of his Letters. '** 
forefathers, and followed the impieties of the Kings of lfrael, conftraining the Tribe* of 
Juda, and the Inhabitants of Jertifalem, to forfake the fervice of their God, to ferve 
Idols, as Achab had conftrained the Ifraelites to do •. Furthermore, becaufe he had mur- 
thered his brethren, and flain upright and virtuous men; The Prophet likewife certifi'd 
him by Letters, what punifhment he fhould fufFer 5 namely, the mine of his People , the 
death of his Wives and Children, and laftly his own death : which fhould happen unto 
him by a ficknefs in his belly,wherewith he fhould be fotormented,that his intrails ftrang- 
ly rotting withinhim, fhould drop out, and that he himfelf fhould fee his rnifery , which 
fhould be fuch, as neither might be recover'd by medicine,or fhould ever leave him,utntil 
M he had finilhed his days. Thefe things did Elias denounce unto him by his Letters. 

CHAP. III. 
Joram 'sArmy is difcomfited, all his fins are flain except one : and himfelf j 
finally, dyeth a miferable death. 

NOT long after, the Arabians that dwell towards E/fo^/^confederating themfelves 
with other Barbarians, invaded Joram's Countrey, and fpoiled the fame, and ran- The e*H'" 3 
facked the Kings Houfe, and flew his Sons and Daughters,and left him but one onely Son blt%m' 
Called Ochozias, who efcaped from his Enemies hands. After this adverfity , he himfelf ?•'*». 
was ftrucken with a long ficknefs.accordtng as the Prophet had foretold him ; and God z J h " n ' lS x , t: 
N vifited him with a difeafe in his bowels, whereof he dyed miferably : the People like- Vcr.%,z©,' 
wife handled his body ignominioufly 5 fuppofing,that being cut off in that fort by Gods 
difpleafure, he was unworthy of a Royal Funeral,forhe was not buried in the Sepulchre 
of the Kings,neither wasanf honor done unto him. He lived 40 years,and reigned eight: 
they made Ochozias King. 

CHAP. IV. 

the King of Damafeus makethWar againU the King of lfrael.' 

'TOram King of lfrael, hoping to recover Ramath in Galadd from the Affyridns , after he , j . v 
J had made great preparations for War,led his Army againftit.In this fiege he was hurt *dfi*cm." ' 
O by an Arrow fhot by a certain Syrian,znd retir'd himfclfinto theCity of Jex,rael,\int\n he " eJio <? * uf ' 
mould recover of his Wound, leaving Jehu with his Army at Ramatb,who took the City J 
intending to make War againft the Syrians&m. Elizeus fent one of his difciples to Ramath, d^™ »s»A« 
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/~Ca^~ gave him holy oyl, willed him to anoint Jehufnd to fay, That God had chofen and anointed i 
VluToS* him for King: and after he had given him fome other inftructions, be commanded him to 
btf lre 'cbr,fi : s depart,as one that flieth,making no man privy to it. When this difciple of his catnetothii 
Hativit/, C\ty, he found Jehu in the midft of the Captains of War, (as Elizeus had told him) and 
drawing near, he told him, That he would communicate certain fecrets unto him 5 for which 
2Ki»&> 9- 1. cau f e hearofe and follow'd him. Whereupon the young man taking out the oyl,poured 
JcJUyGods it on hishead,faying,TtatG<K* hadchofin him to exterminate tberace of Achab, and revenge 
commandment fa 0 f the Prophets unjufily murtheredhy Jezabel : and that both he and his houfe mi^t 
anointed Km g . ^ bf0Hght t0 „ 0U gb t in fcfc fort, as the fans of Jeroboam, the fin of Nebat.d*«/ the children of 
Bafa, were extinguished for their impiety •■> Jo that no one of the race of Achab might furvivem 
the world. As foon as he had fpoken thus, he iflued out of the chamber,that he might not g 
»• be difcovered by any of the Army. Now when Jehu came out> he returned to his place 
to his Captains, who befought him to declare unto taero,wherefor.e the young man came 
unto him? (alledging,that they fuppofed him to be out of his wits.)7W / (K fa,d he)wu haw 
divined well; for he hath talked unto me after the manner of a mad man , wherein he told 
them what he had faid unto him, namely, how God had chofen him to be King over the people. 
As foon as he had fpoke, every one of them caft off their garments, and fpread them 
trtr. 13. before him, and founding a Trumpet, they proclaimed Jehu King 5 who aflembling his 
Army, determined to conduct them toward the City of Jezrael againft Joram (who lay 
there to recover his wound which he had received at the fiegeof Ramath, in Galaad, as 
we have heretofore declared. ) Thither alfo reforted in the way of friendfhip and con- C 
fanguinity, Ochozias King of Jerufalem to vifir Joram, and to fee how he was recovered 
of his wound: for he was his nephew, and fon unto his fitter, as we have faid before. 
Jehu defirous to furprize Joram and his followers,on the fudden gave command,that none 
of the Soldiers (hould runbefore,to give any intelligence of his repair unto Joram, al- 
ledging,that it (hould beademonftration of their good will towards him : whereas con* 
trariwife, they that did otherwife, declared that they held him not for their King. 

CHAP. V. 

Joram with all his Race is flain by Jehu: Ochozias King of Jerufalem is likewifi JIaitt. 

Vtr.17. id 2j. » H E Men of War were very joyful to execute this his command,and guarded the 
J ways,that no Man might, fecretly fteal into Jezracl,znd bare tydings of that which 
had hapned. Mean- while, jfeA«,a ttended by hischoiceftHorfemen,and mounted in his Cha- 
riot, marched towards Jezrael. And when he drew near unto the City , the Centinel that 
was appointed by Joram to difcover thofe that repaired to the City, perceived Jehu re- 
forting thither with a multitude of attendants, and told Joram that a Troop of Horfe* 
men were ac hand. Whereupon a Scout wasfent out to difcover who they were 5 who 
drawing near unto Jehu, asked him what News there was in the Army ? telling him.tbat 
the King was defirous to know the fame. Jehu willed him to take no care thereof, but 
to fol ow after him» The Centinel perceiving this, certified Joram 3 thit the Meflenger 8 
whom he had fenr, went along wi. h them that came,and followed their General. Where- 
upon the King fenr out a Meflenger the fecond time, and Jehu commanded him to attend 
him, as he did the firft : which the Centinel fignified to Joram likewife, who thereupon 
took his Chariot to meet them, accompanied with Ochozias, King of Jerufalem, who (as 
we have faid ) was come to theCity,to fee how the King was recovered of hishurt,be- 
caufe he was allied unto him. But Jehu marched on in good aray, till Joram meeting 
him in the field of Nabotb, asked him how the Army did? who inftead of returning an 
anfwer, reviled him bitterly, and called him the fin of aPoyfiner, and of an Harlot. For 
which caufe, Joram ( fearing his turbulent fpirit,and fufpecting hedefigned fome Trca- 
fon againft him) fled away as fwiftly as his Chariot could be driven 5 telling Ochoziss, t 
that they were both of them betrayed : but Jehu flung a Dare at him, and pierced him tho- 
or< <r j fliu' h rOW ^ eart Whereupon Joram inftantly fell on his knees, and dyed. Hereupon Je* 
?tr"*' " B f"' commanded Badac to caftjorams body into Nabotbs field, remembring him of the 
vcr.zsr-o. Prophecy of Elias foretold to Achab, who murthered Naboth .* namely, That he and bit 
VlimVtolhi Race Jbould dye in that field. For fitting behind Achabs Chariot, he heard thefe words 
fie. pronounced by the Prophet : in effect ic fo fell out as he had prophefied. When Joram 

was fallen dovtn,Ochozias was afraid to be flain : for which caufe, he turned his Chariot 
TheAnxhot to ta k° anotner wav > hoping that Jehu would not difcover him. But he was overtaken 
oa^S King «n a fteep way, and was hurt with an A rrow : whereupon he forfook his Chariot,and be- 
ot \T ru J ii - M> m & mountc< * on a ^ w,r ^ Horfe, pofted to Maggedo, whereafter his wounds had been dref-G 
m * fed fome few dayes, he dereafed, and was earned to ferufalem, and buried there, after he 
had reigned one year, and furpaitcd his father in wickednefs. 
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CHAP. VI. 

Jehareignetb over Ifrael, and keepeth his Court in Sarriaria 5 dad after him, 
his Progeny, to the fourth generation. 

T fuch time as Jehu arrived at Jezrael, Jezabel being on the top of a Tower 
i in her Princely Robes, cried Out ; 0 trufiy Servant (faid (he) thai hdih Jlain his 
Maflerl He looking upward, asked her what (he was. commanding her to come down 
unto him : at length he charged her Eunuchs to caft her down from the top of the Tower : 
in her fall, (he befprinkled the walls with her blood, and as foon as (became to ground v jo (l 
' her body was trampled under the horfes feet,untill (he died. That done, Jehu repaired Afimoufex 3 - * 
to the Palace with his friends, and repofed himfelf there, commanding his fervants that ample of God* 
they (hould bury Jezabel; (in refpeft of the Royal Race from whence (he was defcend- Ju scmen,w 
ed) but they to whom the charge of the obfequies were committed, found no part of 
her body, but her hands and head, for all the reft was devoured by dogs. Jehu certified 
hereof, wondred at the prophecy of Elias, who had foretold that Jezabel (hould die in 
that fort in Jezrael. 

Now Achabs feventy Sons being brought up in Samaria, Jehufent two Letters, the one 2 K ,„^. , 0#lr 
unto the Matters of the infants, the other to the Governoursof the City, giving them^ 7. 
to underftand, that they fhouldchoofe one of the mod vertuous amongft Achabs chil- 

K dren, to reign as King over them,becaufe they had a multitude of ftrong Chariots,horfes, 
Armor, men, and ftrong Cities-^ to the end, that in fo doing, they mighc take revenge 
on thofe that flew their Lord and Mafter. ( This did he under a colour to found how 
the Samaritans were affe&ed towards him. ) When the Governors and Tators had 
received thefe Letters, they were afraid, and made account that they could prevail 
nothing againft him, who had prevailed already againft two- mighty Kings. For which 
caufe they wrote back unto him, acknowledging him for their Sovereign ; andoffering 
themfelves in all duty, to be under his fubje&ion. Whereupon Jehu fent back unto them Acbshs 7 6: 
again commanding them, that (to exprefs their obedience ) they (hould fend himtbe^'Ur™ tf'in' 
heads of Achabs children, divided from their (boulders. Which command' of his they ,n s * miTi '- 

L failed not to execute, but prcfehtly packed up the heads in panniers, and fent them un- 
to him to Jezrael. As foon as they were brought thither, tidings thereof were carried 
to Jehu, as he fate at fupper with his friends, 'who commanded that they (hould be laid 
in two heaps, at the City gates, on either fide thereof. Which done, he iffuedout as 
foon as it was day, to fee them s and beholding them, he began to tell thofe, that ac- 
companied him,that he had voluntarily Armed hirafelf againft his Mafter, and flew him: 
but as touching thofe whom they faw there, he had no wayes layd hands on them. His 
only intent was, that all men (hould know, that all that which hapned unto Achabs race, rbi ">btinz 
was done by the ordinance of God : andthat his houfe was deftroyed according as Elias Au ' 
had foretold. And after he had flain and difpatched both thefe and all thofe that were f. hi?, 

M found to be of Acabs race amongft the Ifraelites,he went unto samaria : and meeting by ™o<^ u |/« w 
the way with Ochozias houfhold Servants ( who was King of Jerufalem') he asked them, f<. r van«. 
whither they went? who anfwered him, that they went to falute Joram and their King f ******* 
Ochozias, ( for they knew not as yet that the j were both of them jlain. ) Hereupon "jthn 
commanded his Servants to lay hands on them, andputthemtothefword,notwithftand- 
ing, they were forty two in number. After them, he met with a virtuous man called 
Ionadab, ( who in times part had been his ancient friend) who embracing him, praifed 
hisforwardnefs, in that he had performed all things according to the Will of God, in 
nbolifhing Achabs houfe. Jehu caufed him to come up to him, into his Chariot, and ac- 
company him to Samaria, telling him, thathejhould fie that he would fpare no wicked man, 

N but would punijh all the falfe Prophets, and tellers of lyes, and abufers of the people, who had 
made them forfike the true fervice of God, and adore flrange gods : becaufi that which tS 
mofi acceptable to a good man is to behold the punijhment of the wicked. Jonadab perfwad ed 
by thefe words, mounted up into his Chariot, and went with him to Samaria 5 and after 
Jehu had fought out Achabs kindred, he put them to death : and intending that no one 
of his falfe Prophets and Priefts (hould efcape his hands, he aflembled them together 
by a fubtil policy. For gathering the people together, he protefted that he would have 
twice asmany gods as Acabhad: willing that all the Priefts that belonged Unto them, 
(hould prefent themfelves, for that he intended to celebrate moft magnificent facrifices 1 
to Acabs gods 3 protefting that whatfoever Prieft (hould be abfent, he (hould lofe hi* 

O head. Now this god whom Acab honored, was called Baal. Having in this fort 
ailigned a day wherein he would offer facrifice,hc fent thorow all theCountrey of ifrael 
charging all Baals Priefts to repair unto him, and commanding that each of them 

Y a (hould 




a 44 2 Chron. JOSEPHUS, Of the Antiquities book \x> 

fhould have their veftments given them. As foon as they were apparelled, he reforted A 
to his lodging, accompanied with his friend Jonadab, and commanded that a fearch 
(hould be made amongft them, toefpie whether any oneofa contrary quality or condhi- 
on were mixed with them ; for that he intended that no ftranger fliould be amongft the 
Priefts. When therefore he underftood that none but the Priefts were in that affembly 
even at fuch timeas they begjn to offer Sacrifice, he caufed them to be inclofed by four- 
fcore Soldiers ( whom he efteetned to be mod trufty ) commanding them to kill the 
falfe Prophets, and to punifh them according to the cuftom of their forefathers} which 
iiad already too long been negle&ed j dreadfully threatning all thofe, who fbquld any 
wayes omit to root out the name and memory of thefe wretches out of the world. They 
therefore flew all thofe Priefts, and guarded the Kings Palace > and in fo doing, cleared % 
Samariaui forraingods. This Baal was thegod of the Tyriaas ( for whom Achab built 
a Temple in Samaria^ intending thereby to content Jthobaal the King of the Tyrim 
sx/i l°A of and Sidoniam ) to whom he affigned Priefts. and honoured him with all forts of facrifice. 
x^rriw. After th:s Idol was exterminated, Jehu fuffered the Israelites to adore golden calves. 
Jompiomi- When this execution was performed in punifhing the wicked, God (to whom, this 
Adtofduej a&ionof his was acceptable^ told Jehu, by his Prophet, rhat his children fliould 
poiieiicy. enjoy the Kingdom of Jfrael to Lhe fourth generation. This was Jehu's ftate. 

CHAP. VII. 

Athalia reigned jive years in Jerufalem : and after Jhe v&sflaiubythe C 
High Priefts Joas is proclaimed King. 

n<H» & x*f- A Tbalia^cbabs daughter,hearing news of the dcaih of her Brother Joram, and her 
ji™. cjp. 7. t\ Son OchoxJas, together with he urter ruine of all the Royal poftenty, bethought 
iK'*s- i2 - l >herfelf to extinguish Davids memory, and in fuch fort to root it out, that no one of 
Mh'uHa root- tnat l* ne fhould remain alive to enjoy the Kingdom hereafter : which when (he had corn 
ill the eluded in her heart, fhe began to put in execution. Yet notwithftanding, one of QcU- 
"" A ziat Sonsefcaped her bloody hands, by this means. Qchozias had a fifter by his fathers 
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within the Temple, where Joiada her husband and (he did fecretly preferve them for the 
fpace of five years,dunng which time Athalia reigned in Jerufalem over the two Tribes. 
v.^a 11. About the feveoth year, Joiada conferred with five Centurions, and perfwaded 
t't'lmlli!*' tnemto oppofe themfrlvcs wuh mutual confent againft Athalias proceedings,. and to 
»ho was ih't fecure the Kingdom for little Joas* Whereupon giving and receiving promifes of fecrecy 
High pHcft, is ii e one unto the other,they confident^ addreffed themfelves to execute their intended 
et 8 * purpofes, after this manner. They whom the High Prieft had chofen to execute this facT", 
went thorow all the Countrey, and gathered the Priefts and Levites together, with all 
theGovemours of the Tribes,and afterwards returned and brought themto Jerufalem E 
to the High Prieft. whomade them take anoath.thatthey would keepfecret thatwhich 
he fhould inform them of, as a thing that required fecrecy, and men of courage and 
rtfo'urion to perform the fame. As foon as he had allured them by oath, he brought 
forth the little child whom he had till that tiraepreferved.andfaid unto them: Behold 
your King,whoisof that race, which ("as you knowj was chofen by God to reign over 
you for ever: I therefore think it fit that the third part of your Guard (hall keep him 
within the Temple,and that the fourth make their watch round about the fame. Another 
company (ball have the guard ot the great gate that leadeth to the Palace.- as for the 
reft of the people let them remain difarmed within the Temple, and fuffer no armed, 
men to enter thereinto, except the Prieft only. He appointed alfo another company t 
of Priefts and Levites to be about the King, with Javelinsand drawn fwords, charging 
them that whofocver durft befo bold to enter the Temple armed, they fhould prefcotly 
put hirato the fword,and laying all fear afide,to attend thefafety and guard of the Kings 
perfoo. They being obedient to that which the High Prieft had commanded then) 
ineffed expreffed their readinefs: whereupon Joiada opening the Arfenal, ( which in 
times paft was prepared by David) diftributed amongft the Centurions, Levites ai>i 
Priefts, all the javelins, quivers, and all other fort of Arms that were therein, and 4i£ 
pofed all them that were armed, round about the people, joyned hand in hand to hinder 
any one from entering in amongft them that were not of that faction. A fter wards bring- 
ing "ut the infant Joas into the midft of the company.they fet the Royal Crown onhiiC 
heads and Joiada, after he had anointed him with oyl proclaimed him King : whereupon 
all the people rejo> ced,and clapping their hands, criedout,<W Jfavttbe King. 

Athalia 



H Athalia hearing this noife and applaufe, beyond all hope, was greatly troubled, and 

with thofe foldicrs which lhe had about her, lhe nattily iffued out of the Palace 5 and H'trtljUy: 
coming to the Temple, the Priefts admitted her: as for the reft of the men of War that *»/*'• ctri/tv 
followed her, they that by the High Priefts brdinauce begirt the Temple, would not tjj. wv ' 
fuffer them to enter with her. Now when Athalia faW the child (landing before the ^^7^ 
Tabernacle with the Royal Crown on his head, (he rent her garments, and ftormihg ^Vj/m/ P u^ 
through defpite,fhe cried out and commanded that the Traitor fhould be Gain, that had niibment 
thus betrayed her, and fought to difpoffefs her of her Kingdom. But Joiada called the 
Centurions and commanded them to carry Athalia out to the brook c?ednw,and thereto 
kill her (becaufe he would not permit that the Temple fhould be defiled with hcrcurf- 

I ed blood; ) Moreover he charged them, that if any one fhould attempt to refcue her, 
they fhould kill them likewife. Hereupon, they (that were appointed to execute this 
his command ) took her, and led her without the gates of the Kings Mules, and there T ^ 
(lew her. After that Athalia was in this manner executed, Joiada affembled the people, ,h e C p ropi! *" 
and the men of War in the Temple, binding them all by an Oath, to yield the King their joyned by 
faithful fervice, and to procure the profperity of the Kingdom. Secondly , he made g^. ,of "* e 
the King fwear in like manner, that he would maintain the fervice of God,and in no man- 
ner difanul Mofet Laws. That done, they ran unto Baals Temple (which Athalia and 
her husband Joram had built to the difhonour of God, and their fore-fathers, and for 
the honour ot Achab j and levelled it with the ground, and put to death their High 

K Prieft called Aiathan. The charge and guard of the Temple, Joiada committed to 
the Priefts and Levites,according to the other eftablifhtby David, with commandment v. ift. 
twice a day to offer their ordinary burnt offerings, and tomakeperfumes,according to T { hC Q C j c ji* 
the Law. He appointed alfo certain of the Levites to be porters to guard the ° icc; 0 ' 
Temple, to the intent that no unclean thing fhould enter the fame unefpiedi and after 
he had ordained thefe things, with the Centurions and Governors, and with all the 
people, he took Joas And led him out of the Temple, and attended him to the Palace, 
and having placed him on the Royal Throne, all the people cried. Cod fave the King , 
and banquetted and feafted for divers dayes. Thus after the death of Athalia, the City 
was at quiet. Joas was feven years old at fuch time as he was made King, his mother was t. ktn 6 . 

L called sabia, and was of the Town Berfabe. He carefully obferved the Laws, and £jf' iety 
highly affected the fervice of God all his life tune : and when he grew to mans eftate, during f»i4 
he married two Wives which the High Prieft gave him, by whom he had Sons and dmim* 
Daughters. This is all that I have thought good to declare as concerning Joas 9 both 
how he efcaped Athalias treafons, and obtained the Kingdom! 

CHAP* VIII. 

Azael King of Datnafcus levyeth an Arnty s and firfi of all affaulteth the Israelites 5 
and after ntarcheth forward againfl Jerufalem. 

M ry Ut Azael King of Syria making War againft the Israelites, and againft their King 
|3 Jehtt, deftroyed the Countrey on the other fide of Jordan, and all the Eaftern traft 
inhabited by the Reulenites, Cadites, and Mtnajfiies. Purthermore^he burnt and fpoiled 
Calaad^nd £a/6<*»<e<*., violating and outraging allthofethat hemetwithall.For Jehn went 
not out againft himto refift him, but (being Become a contemner of God,andhis Laws) 
he died after he had reigned feven and twenty years over the ifraetites : he was buried in 
Samaria, and left behind him Joas his Son to fucceed him in his Kingdom. But Joas 
King of Jerufalem was defirous to repair the Temple : for which caufe, calling unto 
him Ioiada the High Prieft, he commanded him to fend, thorow all the Countrey the 
Levites and Priefts, and to levy upon every one of their heads half aficleof filver,for 

« the building and reparation of the Temple, which was fallen to decay in Joram 9 Athalia^ 
and her fucceffors times. But the High Prieft would not obey him herein, knowing 
well no man would willingly disburs money. But in the threeand twentith year of his 
reign, the Kingfent both for Joiada, and the Levites alfo, and expoftulatcd with them 
for diibbeving his commandment,enjoyning them from that time forth to provide for the 
bulding of the Temple. Whereupon the High Prieft ufed prefent difpatch in levying 
the money, wherewith the people were well pleafed.. He therefore made a cheft of 
wood clofed on every fide (except that on the upper lid thereof, there was a little - 
cranny left open ) which he placed neer unto the Altar, commanding that everyone 
(hould offer according to his devotion, and put in his offering thorow the cranny into 

O the coffer, to be imployed in the repairing of the Temple, wherennto all the people 
fhewed themfelves affecTtonate : fo that they gathered together a great quantity of Gold 
and Silver,with great zealcj and when the coffer was filled ,tt wasemptie«,aad the account 
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•^wA_^T thereof taken and fumm'd up*by the Secretary and High Prieft in the Kings pretence, A 
SbrSr/fe' and afterwards was brought together into one place 5 affigned for it, which order was* 
bifcre 'chrin't obferved every day. And when it was fuppofed that there was fufficient money gathered, 
mtivity, the Hlgh p rle ^ Jgiada^ an d King Joas hired Mafons, and Carpenters, and prepared great 
^-v^-» beams of excellent Timber. 

After that the Temple was repaired, they employed the remainder of Gold and Silver 
("which was of no fmall quantity) to make cups, pots, and veffels, and-other utenfils: 
and every day offered they facrifice of great value upon the Altar,and this cuftome was 
continued fo long as Joiada lived. But after his deceafe f which hapned in the hundred 
and thirtieth year of his age, after he hadlived a juft and upright life,and wasinterred 
t' r ^fuls ,n tne f e P u ^ cnre or * David in Jerufalem, becaufe he had eftablifhed the Kingdom in £ 
"ca-hfin" how Davids pofterity ) King Joas had no more care to fervc God,and with him the reft of the 
Governours of the people were corrupted, fib that they broke the laws and ordinances 
of their forefathers. For which caufe God being provoked by this change,and incenfed 
againft the King and the reft, fent his Prophets unto them, to proteft againft 'them, and 
expoftulate with them for their offences,and to withdraw them from their iniquity. But 
they purfued fin the more vehemently } fo that neither the puni(hments,by which they, 
who had offended Godb.efore-times,had been plagued,with all their pofteritics 5 neither 
all the advertifements given them by the Prophets, could induce them to amend: or to 
forfake thofe fins wherein they were engaged : but, that which is worft,King Joas ftoned 
Zacfyary,Joiadas Son,and put him to death in theTemple 5 foxgetting himfelf moft ungrate- C 
fully of the benefits he had received from his Father. And the occafion was, for tint 
Zachary having received a charge from God to prophefie, came into the midft of the 
people, and coun elledboth them and him to follow juftice, foretelling them that they 
(hould be grievoufly puniftaed, except they did believe. This Zachary did at his death 
call God to witnefs to judge of thofe calamities he endured, fuffering a violent death 
for the good counfel which he had given them, and the benefits which his Father bad 
in timespaft done unto ?oas. But many dayes pafifed not, before the King fuffered due 
punifhment for thefe mifdeeds. For Azael King of the Syrians invaded his Countrey, 
and after he had firft of all ruinated Girth, he marched forward with an intent to befiege 
him at lair in Jerufalem. Joas defperateof all fuccors, emptied all the treafurcs pf thej) 
Temple, and thofe of the Kings, and took away the prefents that were hung up in the 
Temple, and fent tht mto the Syrians railing the fiege by this means, left helhouldbe 
drawn into hazard to lofe alf. The Syrians, pacified with fo great riches, and abundant 
treafure, fuffered not his Army "to paw" to' Jerufalem. After this, Joas was feized with 
a grievous ficknefs,and ( to the intent that the death of Zachary the Son of Joiada might 
not efcape unrcvenged ) his friends confpired againft him, and he died by their hands. 
He was entombed in Jerufalem, but not in the fepukhre of his Anceftors, becaufe he had 
fain from God: He lived feven and forty years. 

C H A P. IX. I 

Amafias King of Jerufalcm made War againft the Idu'mscans and 
Amajechites, and obtained the vidory, 

A Mafias his Son fucceeded him in the Kingdom. But in the 2 1 year of Joas's reignj 
loachas, the Son of jfe£»,took pofieffion of the Kingdom of Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned for thefpaccof feventeen years. But he followed not his Fathers fteps, but 
rather behaving himfelf impioufly, according as his predeceffbrs in the Kingdom, and 
( contemners of God had done: For which, caufe the King of Syria, fubdued him, and 
cut off a great part of his dominions,and took his greateft Cities from him,and defeated 
his Armies : fo that at length he had but ten thoufand footmen, and five hundred horf- f| 
men. All which hapned to the ifraelites according to the prophecy of EU&ew, 
which .he foretold unto Azaeli at fuch time as. he prophecied unto him, that he fljould 
reign bver the syriiihs, and them of Damafcns y after that he had murthered hismafter. 
IoaJkts. being in this extremity, had his recourfe to God in prayer and fupplication, 
befeeching him that it might pleafehim to deliver him from the hands of Azael ? znd not 
fuffer him to be under fubjeCtion and thraldom unto him. 

God ( that regardcth the penitent as if they had been innocent, and that gently 
chajiifeth thofe whom he might utterly exterminate, if he fopleafed ; gave him atfurance 
againft the War and danger, fo that the Countrey ( having obtained peace ) recovered 
her former ftate and profperity. When loachas was dead, his Son fucceeded him in theO 
government, and began to reign over the Jfraelites in Samaria, in the 3 7 year of Jo*s 
King of Jnda. ; For this King of ifrael was called Joas, as well as he that reigned in 
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H Jerufalem: ) he governed the Kingdom fixteen years. Hewas a good man/and was not C^Vf2 
like unto loachas his Father. About this time Elizeto the Prophet Was very old , and in lid, jAZ 
fell fick: the King of Ifrael ' came to vi fit him, and finding him in the extremity and *'/•" ck "P $ 
pafthope of recovery, he began to weep and lament, calling him his Father, and his. 
armour, becaufe that during his life, he had never occafion to ufe the fword againft ihe ^Tv^O 
Enemy 5 but that by means of his predidions he had alwayes the upper hand of them King of 
without fighting : that now he departed this life, and left him difarmed to the mercy l ^ el aml * 4i 
of the Syrians, and other his enemies 3 fo that he was not fecure of liberty,nor life, but • 
that he rather wiftied to die with him than live in thofe dangers; * E/; wforc . 

Elizeus being moved with thefe complaints, comforted the King that lamented in this teU«hth« " 

I fort, and commanding him to draw his Bow that he had brought with him ( for the King 

hod bent the fame ) Elizeus faid urito hitn, Draw,and he (hot three Arrowes, and gave sjr^hrii; 
over at the fourth. Oh faid Elizeus if thou hadfijliot more Arrows, thou kadji utterly 3 Wp&'s-* 0 * 
ruined the Kingdom of the Syrians : and ftnee thou hajl contented thy fclf with footing thrite Eiiteu, dmh 
tnly, thou I h alt overthrow the Syrians in three battels, which thou Jhalt fight againjlthem and lhc « :fiu s 
andpalt recover the Countrey they have taken from thy Father. After the King underftood ot yf"t ^ 
thefe things, he departed, Cand not long after the Prophet died ) who was renowned ^scXnTo 
for his juftice, and beloved of God, who (hewed miraculous aud incredible works by l >» T " n,be « 
his prophecies, and fuch as the Hebrews ought to keep in perpetual remembrance, and 
was buried magnificently, according as it behoved a man, who was fo highly favoured 
K by God. 

Itchanced abont that time, that certain thieves having caft the body of a man that Jfjj"' *** 
was murthered by them, upon the body of the Prophet where he lay buried,thedead «^ble 
body returned to life. Which made it appear that God had given him a power of ?ia ° ry - 
working miracles not only in his life time, but alfo after his death. After the death 
of Jzael King of Syria, Adad his Son obtained the Kingdom againft whom Joas King 
of Jjraelmade War,and having overcome him three times,he recovered all that Countrey 
and thofe Cities, and Towns, that Arael his Father had conquered before him. ("All 
which came to pafs according as Elizeus had prophecied. ) After that Joas was dead the 
Kingdomfell to Jeroboam his Son. ' " *

CHAP. X. 
Amafias making War againft Joas King of Ifrael, is overcome. 

THe tenth year of the reign of Joas King of Ifrael, Amafias reigned over the «««« & **£ 
- r , Tnbe TT of J ada In Jcmfahm t his mother was called Jndah, and was a Citizen of 'JSAL 
Jerufalem. He was very careful to maintaine juftice (notwithftanding he was very of "f",^um. 
young. ) And having taken upon him the Government of the Kingdom, he rcfol ved 1 14 
with himfelf, that he ought firft of all to revenge the death of his father Joas who 
was traiteroufly (lain by his friends: he therefore laid hands on them, and put them 
u 1 to _ t ( hefword C yGt cxteDded he not bis difpleafure totheir children, but conformed 
his actions according to the Laws of Mofes 5 which faith,that it is not lawful to punifli 2 
their children for their Fathers offences.) He afterwards levied an Army of the Tribes DeuU a ** x ^ 
of Juda and Senjamin,and chofefuch as were in the flower of their years and about 
twenty years of age: the number of which amounted to three hundred thoufand men 
whom he divided into Centuries. He fent alfo to the King of Ifracl,aad hired an hundred* 
thoufand of his armed men for an hundred talents of Silver, becaufe he intended to 
make War upon the Amalechites, idnmaans and Gabelites. Now whileft he made this 
preparation, and was in a readinefs to undertake this exploits certain Prophet counfel- 
ed him to difmifs the ifraelites that he had with him, becaufe they were wicked men 
N figmfying unto him from God, that if he were followed by them in that War he 
Jhould be overcome; and on the other fide, that he mould have the upper hand over 
his Enemies if he fought with i few men, accordingto Gods direction. Hereupon the 
King was moved ( becaufe hehad already paid the ifraelites their wages ) but the Prophet 
• ceafed not to exhort him to do that which was pleafing in Gods fight, who would give 
him filverin abundance. Hereupon hedifmiffed them, telling them that he freely gave ThcdWmiflioa 
themtheirpay* and he with the forces of hisowne Kingdom marched out againft thofe ,l' hl ' //Mt - 
Nations and fought with them, and overcame them, and flew ten thoufand of them, 
and took no lefs number of Prifoners (whdm heafterwards caufed to be led to a high , J , 'r ,,J A 
Rock that l bounded upon Arabia, and from thence caft them down headlong) and r^ShTl 
O trom all thele Nations he recovered a great booty, and btottght home much riches 
Whileft Amafias ftoodupon thefe terms, the Ifraelites ( that had taken wages of h'irnj 
and were caftuered by him) conceived a difpleafure againft him, fuppofing them/elves 
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- to be injured by him, as if he had difmiffed them for want of courage, Por which A 
SK?££ caufe they invaded his Country, and fpoued it as far as Bef*/e«rer and carried away a

bcfcre chr.ji'i ereat quant ity of Cattel, and flew three thoufand men. But the victory and fuccefc 
N " ivit " made ^fa/proud, fothat he began to forget God, who was the Author thereof and 
gave honour to thofc gods which he brought from the Countrey of the \A malecbites, 
\t:c Whereupon a Prophet cameunto him and faid s that hewondred that he (hould efteem

the Prophet to keep filence.threatning him to punilh him, it he entermedled with his 
affairs any more. Who anfwered him, that he would no farther urge him, yet withall 
he fore-prophecied unto him , that God would not fuffer this his innovation to reft 
unpunifhed. Anon after Amaftas (not able to keep a moderation amidft his affluence 
and profperity but waxing more infolent againft almighty God, by whom he poffeffed 
the bleffings he enjoyed) in the height of his pride wrote to >« -King of Ifrael, com- 
manding him to yield him homage according as in times part the ifraelites were fubjeft 
to David and Solomon 5 threatning him, that if he refilled to do him fervice, he would 
enforce him to decide the controverfy by Arms : to whom the ifraelite replied thus.Ring 
Joas to King Amaftas. There was in the mountain of Libanus a Cypres 7 ree of great height, 
to whom a little thijile wrote, demanding of him his Daughter in marriage for his Son. But C 
during this treaty, there came a certain wild beajljhat trod down thethiJile.Let this example 
admonip and dijwade thee from attempting of too mighty matters, neither grow proudof tbj 
lafi vitiory, agawfi the Amalechites, left through thy prefumption,thou expofe both thy Wife 
and fortune to the uncertain hazard of War. When Amaftas had perufed this anfwer of 
his, he was more inraged : (God alfo as it feemed pricked him forward, to the intent 
tochaftife thofe iniquities that were committed by him. )When therefore he had drawn 
di"oniSir his Army into the field, and both the Armies were upon the point to joyn Battel, a 
f u xt King of fadden fear and difcouragement feized him ( fuch as God in his difpleafure is accuftomed 
lJT -'i 18 to infli<a " ) which made At »*f*' Arm y turn thcir backs 1 fo that rheapprehenfion 
"' 7 ' ' they had conceived J they were Scattered before they came to handy ftrokes* and 0 
Amaftas being left alone, was taken prifoner. Joas threatned that except he perfuaded 
the inhabitantsof Jerufalem to open their gates, and to receive both himandhis Army 
into the City, he would put him to death. For which caufe Amajtas ( conftrained by 
neceffity and fear of death, ) wrought fo far that his enemjes were received into Jerufa, 
v. **. lem, who made a breach of three hundred Cubits in their wall 5 thorow which Amapu 
jm-fi*' «»ken Was j ed ca p r j V e into Jerufalem. In thismanner Joas was mademafterof theCity,who 
lion^ct. afterwards carried away the Trcafures of the Temple, and took away the Gold and 
cfcr^umtoi. silver that Amajtas had in his Palace : and having in this fort ranfomed him from capti- 
ti'c Tc^nic Vlt y3 ,ie returned back again into Samaria. This hapned in the fourteenth year of the 
fpoiirj. reign of Amajtas, who afterwards fled into the City of Lachfc to avoid the confpiracy B 

v of his domeftick friends, by whom notwithftanding he was furprifed, and (lain: his 

jm fm (bin hody was royally intombed in Jerusalem. Thus died Amaftas, for introducing iono- 
t.17, is. vations in contempt of God; he lived fifty four years, and reigned twenty and nine; 
and his Son Ozias fucceeded him in the Kingdom. 

CHAP. X I, 
/7<wOzia9 overcame the neighbouring Hationi. 

"T)Ut in the 'fifteenth year of the reign of Amaftas, Jeroboam, Joas Son, began to 
lebini**'. t> reign over the ifraelites in Samaria, and enjoyed the Kingdom for the fpace of £ 
»• J- fourty years. This King dilhonoured God, and offended himgrievoufly by worfliip- 
ing of Idols, and divers abfurd and ftrange a&ions, by >tfhich he heaped many miferies 
on the Ifraelites heads. To him there came a certain Prophet called Ionas, who prophecied 
unto him, that he mould make War ag^mitthe^Syrians, and that he {hould overcome 
them, and enlarge his Kingdom to the Northward, as far as the City of Amathah and 
to the Southward as far as the Lake Afphaltites (for thefe in times paft were the limit* 
KrJieiytifof the Countrey of Canaan, according as Jopua had fet the bounds thereof.,) Jerobeifit 
encouraged by his prophecy led forth his Army againft the Syrians, and fpoiled all 
ncruot the their Countrey (according to the prophecy of Ionas. ) And fince I have promifedto 
l.u^jomof give an exact Hiftory in writing of all thofe things that hapned in our Nation," 
iJIU '• mcthinks it will not be amifs to declare that which I have found written of this Prophet 
in our Hebrew Chronicles. This man being commanded by God to repair unto the King* 

dom 
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H dom of N/»*r,and proclaimed that which ftuuild happen to the City Niniv'ief natnel y ^> 
that the government thereof fhould be aboliftied:) through ^^fear whichbe conceived ™'Tjf£ 
repaired not thither, but fled from Gods prefence into a City called yoppa, where find- *f»»**"P' 
ing a Ship he entred the fame, and failed towards TharGs in Ciltthta But rhetr arofe fo *' l,ijit '> 
vehement a tempeft upon theSea thatthe veffel was ready to be 6t owned, and both the t^-v^ 
Mariners, Mafter and Owners of the (hip,made their vow of thankfeiving unto God, *f "* / 
if they might efcape from this tempeft: but Jonas hid himfelf and covered his face ««■• * 
taking no notice of the reft. When therefore the turbulent waves, raifed by violent unA 
winds,increafed more and more^ the Mariners and paflengers began to imagineamongft ^ 
themfelves, that fome one of them in the Bark had caufed that tempeft: Whereupon lc "« 

I they agreed amongft themfelves to caft lots, to know which of them was the occafion SJlSfri 
ot their dang- r. Which done,the lot fell upon Jonas: who being demanded whence he 
was,and for what bufineft he travelled ? anfwered them, that he Was an Hebrew by Nati- lbcSfa - 
on, and a Prophet of the moft High G jd^ and counfelled them, that if they would be 
fecured from that danger, they fhould caft him into the Sea, becaufeit was he only that 
was the caufe of that tempeft. Notwithftanding this confeffion of his, they durftnot 
perform that which he defired, fuppofing that it would be an aft of great impiety, in 
that .fort, to thruft a ftranger into that manifeft perdition,whofelife had been committed 
to their truft. But fince the ftorm more and more increafed and grew fo vehement 
that they wanted very little of being (hipwrackr, aqd being befides that,incited by 
J°"*'. h,m [ elf ' and I'kewife by the fear they conceived, to lofe their lives, they caft 
him into the Sea 15 wl^erenpon fuddenly the ftorm ceafed. It was likewife faid, that *• t<' 
bemg fwallowcd up by a great fifth for the fpace of three days and three nights, he wa* 'J'™' . in 
at the laft vomited out, and caft by the fame fi(h on (bore of the Euxine Sea alive, and 
without any maim ,n any of his members. There befought he God, that he would par- ^, uredbya 
don him thefin which he had committed : andafterwards he went to the City of NiJvre, SitL'il 
where going up to a place from whence he might be heard 5 he publiflied, with a loud coa! " f ta- 
voice unto them,that they (hould lofe the Empire of Ajta : which after he had pronoun- S 
ced, he returned back again. This recital have I made according as I have found it regi fired ^ 'fe lofiof

L tonzjtroboam having paffed a'l his life time in profperity, and reigned for the fpace 
of forty years departed his life, and was intombed in samaria,™* zl chary his Son fuc- 
ceeded h,m in this Kingdom.

NMivi "> companied with fourfcoie Priefts forbade him, telling him, That ,t was not lawful f w 
9 ^-W^ him tofacriftce, in that it was onely allowed in thofe that were of the pojUnty of the High- 

Fr 'whtrft after this manner Azarias expoftulated with him, commanding him to go out 
of the Temple, and not to contradict the ordinances of < God [3 the King waxed wroth, 
and threatned to take his life from him,except he kept himfelf quiet. Whereupon there 
fell a great trembling and earthquake, and the Temple cleft in twain, nnd a great light B 
of the Sun entered thereinto, and reflefted on the Kings face in fuch manner that all 
o^trnVf- his body was inftantly covered with a leprofie 5 and before the City (ma pace called 
grcflc.h hu E e \ the half of a Mountain (thatftoodto theEaftward J brake and tell and re- 
Tptlcd movedforthefpaceof Courftadia, towards the Oriental Mountain, where itrefted: fo 
with a lepra- thatthe publick wayes were (hut up, and choaked, and the Kings gardens or plcafure 
Jtfto'T were wholly ruinated and disfigured. When the Priefts beheld the Kings face covered 
Jut of the W1 th a leprofie, they told him what inconvenience had hapned unto him, and enjoined 
• c »'- him to depart out of the Town, according to the cuftom of Men that were polluted. 

Whereupon he ( wholly confuted at fo grievous an accident, and having no more cou- 
rage to fpeak ) obeyed the commandment that was given him, enduring a lamentable 
punilhment for his pride,and for that he committed fuch impiety againft God He there- ^ 
fore remained without the City for a certain time, and led a private life, and his fon > 
tham fucceeded him in the kingdom.Finally, he dyed through grief and difcontent a attet 
he had accomplilhed 6B years, whereof he reigned 52, and was buried in his Garden, 
Zachary, Jeroboams fon,having reigned fix Months over the Israelites, was flam by Trea- 
2 Kin> *«• fon complotted againft him by a familiar friend of his called Sellunt, the fon of Jabes, 
■ poffeffing the kingdom after him, enjoyed not the fame above 30 day es. For the 
-,.v„oral Manahem, being at that time in the City of Thar/a, and undemanding of that 
which had hapned to Zachary, departed thence with all his Force, and came to Samaria, 
and in a battel which he fought, he flew Scllum : And afterwards obtaining the Crown, 
, iff., , < 14 he went from thence towards the City of Tapfa,the Inhabitants whereof locked and bar- u 
tuu&* King red their gates againft him, and would not receive him : in revenge whereof, he fpoiled 
«f '{'"'- all the Countrey round about, and took the City by force, and ( being highly mceofed 
againft the r affiant for their infolence ) he put them all to the Sword,not fparing their 
little children^ which was an incredible and barbarous cruelty.) Manahem reigned m the 
ihe rif^w manner for thefpaceof ten years, continuing a moft cruel and unbridled tyranny over 
fl^hter. this p e0 pie. Afterwards being aflailed by Phul King of the Syrians he went not out 
againft him, neither pradifed to refift him, but procured his peace for the fum of icco 
talents of filver, which by way of compofuion he paid unto him. The people turnilh- 
rcace bought cd Manahem with this fum, by way of contribution, paying fifty drachms apiece, 
m.h money. After hisc jeath, he was buried in Samaria, leaving behind him a Son tofucceed him in & 
the kingdom, whofe name was Phaceias, who imitating his Fathers cruelty, enjoy'd the 
Soveraignty but two years: for he was flain at a feaft in themidftof his friends, by a 
Thueus. Treafon pracVifed againft him by vhaceias the fon of Romelias,who enjoyed the kingdom 
"'Vihc "r for the fpace of 20 y ears,addidting himfelf to all impiety and wickednefc. But Teglaph*- 
«. lite l a jJ C r King of Afjyria, led forth his Army againft the Ifraelites, and fpoiled all the Coun- 
trey of Galaad, and that beyond Jordan and Galike,Cidida aud Afor alfo, and made all 
the Inhabitants thereof Prifoners, and tranflated the kingdom to himfelf. This is that 
which we have thought good to write, touching the King of Ajfyria. 

Jotbam the fon of Ozias, reigned in Jerufalem over the Tribe of Juda he was the ton 
of a daughter of jerufalem called Jerefa. There was no virtue wanting in this King,fbr p 
f,ibtms pic- was devout towards God, juft towards Men, and careful to repair the City : for he 
,y V« - 4 willingly employed himfelf in reftoring that which had need of reparation and orna- 
' 3 ment. He built Galleries and Porches about the Temple, and repaired the walls that 
were fallen down : he erected huge and impregnable Towers : in a word, he reftored 
all that which was deficient in his kingdom. He made War upon the Ammontteth and 
overcoming them in battel, he made all their Nation tributary, and conftrained them to 
nut pay him yearly 100 Talents, and iooco Cores of Wheat, and as many of Barley : and 
f.«M,cV7. his kingdom in fuch fortencreafed,ashe was redoubted abroad,and happy at home.NoW 
j . c p.ophecy about the fjme t - irne there Hveda certain p ro phet called Nairn, who prophefied the over- 
ftuTof n7- throw of the Ajfyrians, and of the Citvof Ninivie, and fpake to this effeft : AU the pec " 

pie thereof pall be troubled, and put to flight, and, Jhall fay the one unto the other, Stay ana 
iJTdfiit abide, take gold and filver, andthere Jballbc none thatwiU receiveit. For theyfkall havewre 
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H care to five their bodiet, than their goodt: fir there Jhall be a great debate atnongft them with r^-i f O 
lamentation: their membertjhall lofe their vigor, and their faces full be pale through fear: S£S/j«£ 
sphither fhallthe Lyons retreat? or where fhaU themother of the Lyons whelp reft her felf* Ni- *f«<c*W* 
nivie (God faith unto thee) Iwill deftroy thee, neither fhall the Lyons that ijfue from thee, 
govern the world any more. To this efted did he prophefie, and fpake many other things ^~Sr<J 
to this intent, which it is not material to repeat. For I have omitted it putpofely, beeauft 
I would not betroublefom to the Readers. But ill thofe things which he foretold touch- 
ing Uinivie^ came to pafs 115 years after. 

CHAP. XII. 
Rafin King of DamafcuSjW^A War againft Jerufalem : Achai 
fendeth for the King of Aflyria to ajftSlhim. 

AFter that Jothan had lived One and forty years, and reigned fixteen, he dyed, and Htih&Kuf- 
was buried m the Sepulchre of th e Kings 5 after him, the Kingdom fell to Acbaz his pm Z* h 
Son, who was a contemner of God, and a Tranfgreflor of the Ordinances of his Forefa- f y ,n p '^ 
thers,and conformed himfelf to the Cuftoms of the Kings oflfraclj for he ere&ed Al- * W» j.j8. 
tars in the City of Jerufalem, and facrificed unto Idols, offering up his own Son unto of wffi?"* 
them ( after the manner of the Canaanitesj and committed divers fuch like offences *K»'»«rik.i, 
During thefe impious Idolatries *of his, Rafin King of Syria and Dam a feus, and Phaceia's 
K King of Ifraely made War againft him (for thefe two were Confederates: ) leading 
therefore both their Armies againft Jerufalem, they befieged it a long time, yet without 
any fuccefs, by reafon the Walls were very ftrong. But the King of Syria having fazed The P ua! * 
theCity of £/<*^,near unto theRedSea, and flain all the Inhabitants thereof planted ™ entofim P ie - 
Syrians therein, putting all the Garifon likewife to the Sword, and all the Jews round Efry.iu 
about, and carried away with him a great booty unto Damafctts, and afterwards returned 
home with his Army. The King of Jerufalem underftanding that the Syrians were reti- 
red, and fuppofing himfelf to be fufficient to fight againft the King of Ifrael, led forth his 1 chron ,* 
Forces againft him, and was overcome inbattel (becaufe thatGod was incenfed againft ,8 « 
him for his impieties, which were without number. ) For in that battel, the Ifraeliiefac^L^t^ 
\ about Sixfcore thoufand Men 5 amongft whom, was Zacharias the fon of Achiax, whom the fZ 
General of the Army of the ifraelites, called Amias, flew, with Ericam the Governor of 
the whole Realm, and took Elcan the General of the Tribeof Juda prifoner alfo They 
led away likewife a great number of Women and Children, with a great booty/and af- 
terwards returned to Samaria. At that time there was a certain Prophet living in Sama- 
ria, whofe name was O*e/,who coming out to meet the Army, cryed with a loutl voice 
unto the people, That the victory which they had obtained, was not through their own 
valor, but by reafon of the wrath of God conceived againft Achaz. King of Juda He fur- 
ther reproved them, for that not contenting themfelves with the good fuccefs'of that 
victory, they had fo far prefumed,as to make them of Juda and Benjamin Prifoners who 
M were of their own alliance : he therefore counfelled them to fend them back unto their 
houfes, without any injury offered unto them, threatning them, that if they omitted it 
they might be affured that God would punifh them. ' 

After this admonition, the Jfraelites affembled themfelves together to confult upon c % ■ 4 
this matter, at wh\chx\mc Barachias, one of the principal Governors of the State, and 9 ™i u 
three others with him,alledged, that it was not lawful for the Citizens to lead their Prifo- The/ f"""" 
mrs into the City for fear (as theyfaid) thatGod fbould utterly extinguifb thematt. For XArtST 
thofe fins ( faid they) which we have already committed^nd againft which the Prophets have <hofc 
exclaimed, are caufe enough to incenfe God 5 fo that we have no caufe to add new Impieties to %II OM ? ,b 7 
the precedent. When the Soldiers heard thefe words, they permitted them to execute EtSS rf 
w all that which they held convenient to be done. For which caufe they took the Prifo- 9* iMiad ^ 
ners, and discharged them, and entertained them courteoufly, and gave them money to '"***' 
furnim them in their journey, and fent them home without offence: and befides Aat, 
thefe four perfons conducted them onward of their journey as far as Jericho 5 and when 
they drew near unto Jerufalem, they returned back to Samaria. 

CHAP. XIII. 

The King of Aflyria taketb Damafcus by force, kjUeth their King, tranflatetk thePeopU 
into Media, and planteth new Colonies in Damafcus.

MiT rence than tne true Gocl > wnom n ' s Forefathers worfhipped : yea, fo far grew he in 
TOurcIh ° contempt, and negleft of all true piety, that at length he (hut up the Temple-gates, and 
Uranscgod*. prohibited the ordinary Sacrifices, having before that, taken all the precious Prefents 
jtZ'l'&cllh. out °f tne ^ ame - Aftei * ne nad in tn,s forc committed thefe outrages againft God,hedi- 
ed, when he was 3 6 years old, and after he had reigned 1 6 years, and left his fon Ezechi- 
as to fucceed him in the kingdom. At that very time died Phaceias King of the ifraelites, 
by means of a certain confpiracv, which Ojeas his intended friend wrought againft him: " 
Vd 6 g> 17 who held the kingdom for thefpaceof nine years, (hewing himfelf to be w icked, and a 
c/cas impic- contemner of God. Againft him Salmanazar King of Ajfyria raifed a War, and over- 
m'n? d PUn ' h came him,becaufe God was not favourable unto him, neither afftftant to his enterprizes: 
HcJilfyRuf- he was therefore fubdued,and conftrained to pay a certain tribute impofed upon him. 
f - H Kil C 7'il\ The fourth year of the Reign of ofeas , Ezechias the fon of Achaz, and Alia a Citizen of 
1 ' 1 ' Jerufalem, reigned over the two Tribes. He was a man of a virtuous difpofition , and 
1 6 ' rc » i 5 '> one that loved juftice and piety 5 forasfoon as he came unto the kingdom, he refolved 
^ with himfelf firft of all, that there was nothing more neceflary and advantagious,than 

the eftab'liihment of theferviceof God. When therefore he had affembled the People, 
thePriefts, and the Levites,he began to difcourfewith them in thefe or fuch like words: ^ 
ihcre is no one of you but kyioweth , that for my fathers offences , and for your irreverence and 
dijregardto thefervice of God.ye are fallen into many calamities,becaufe through your extreme 
madnefs,you have fuffered your felves to be perfuaded to adore thofe, whom he ejteevted to be no 
gods. Since therefore you have learnt ( to your own mijery ) how pernicious a thing impiety 
is, I exhort you, that you pur/fie both your felves, your Priefts, and your Levites,from your fir- 
mer pollutions, that yet at length you mayajjemble together, and open theTemple,and clean jetht 
fume with ordinary Sacrifices, to the end it maybe rejiored to the ancient honour which hereto- 
fore it enjoyed : for by this means Cod will be favourable unto us, when his wrath Jhall be ap- 
peafed that was hjndled againft ip. As foon as the King had fpoken after this manner, tbe ■ 
Priefts opened the Temple, add after they had gathered the facred veffels, and caftall & 
uncleannefs out of ir, they offered Sacrifices upon the Altar, according to the cuftom. 
Afterwards the King fent to all the Provinces under hisdorainion,and gathered together 
the People of Jerusalem, to celebrate the feaft of unleavened bread (which had been 
intermitted a long time, through the impiety of the Kings Predeceffors. J He fent alfo 
unto the Ifraelites ^ exhorting them to forfakethe cuftoms which of a long time they had 
wickedly obferved, and to return to the true and ancient manner of ferving God,certi- 
fying them, that he would permit them to repair to Jerufalem, to celebrate the fei»ft of 
unleavened bread, promifingthem that he himfelf would folemnize the fame with them 
alfo •■> protefting that he did this, not in refpecT: of his own pro,fit,but through the defire 
he had to promote their felicity, who (hould be happy, if they obeyed this his counfel. f 
Eretbier Am- When Ezechias Ambaffadors came unto the Ifraelites, and had delivered unto them 
baiw'on that tne meflage that they had in charge : fo far were they from complying with them, that 
th"i(Tu*h?t moc k c dthem, an d efteemed them to be mad, and fpit upon thofe Prophets thatex* 
to exhort 'htm hotted them to piety ; and foretold them the evils they (hould fuffer, if they ferved not 
to cckbritc the true God : and finally they laid hold on them, and put them to thefvrord. And not 
i«vlncd bread contentm g themfelves with this prefumption, they attempted yet far wsorfer things, and 
an thin by never gave over, until that God (for a punifhment of their impiety) fubjecled them

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H and as many Goats : and after that he and all the Governors had laid their hands upon ^-^-^ 
the heads of the Sacrifice, they deliver'd them to the Prieft, according as it appertained IrJii'flili 
to them, and they facrificed, and made burnt-offerings of them. The LeVites alfo (af-.* c /^*V tT '/* J * 
lifting roundabout with Inftruments of Mufick ) fung Hymns' and Songs unto God, ac- N *£ ivi, > » 
cording as they had been taught by the ordinance of David. The other Priefts had 7 s!>^7^ 
Trumpets, which they ufed in conlort to the tune of their Hymns. Which done , the f r f h - c f * im s fl * 
King and all the People caft themfelves proftrateupon the ground, and adored God i "c*r«V»^.j; 
and afterwards facrificed feven Oxen,an ioo Sheep, and 260 Lambs. The King likewife 19,1I> 
beftowed 600 Oxen, and 3000 (heep, upon the People, to feaft withall. And when the 
Priefts had joyfully perfonn'd all things (according to the cuftom contain'd in the Law) 
I the King fate down and eat with the People, and gave thanks unto God, And when the 
feaftof unleavened bread was comejthey eat the Paffeover, and during the feven Other 
dayes, they offer'd up their other Sacrifices. 'The King gave, in way of gratuity, unto Ver ; 0 , r , 
the People (befides that which had been offcr'd) aoooOxen, and 7000 Sheep. The Reformation 
Governors did the like, and gave the People a 1000 Bulls, and 1400 Sheep: and thus of Gods fcrr 
was the feaft folemnized, which had not been fo magnificently and devoutly celebrated v ce * 
fince Solomons time. When the folemnity of this feaft was part, they journeyed , and 
went thorow the Countrey, and purifi'd it. They purged the City likewife of all Idols, 
and the King ordained that the daily Sacrifices (hould be made according to the Law 5 up- 
on his charge. He enacted alfo, that the Veople jliould pay the Tenths to the Priefts and Le- 
ft vites,with the firft-fruits^ to the intent they might wholly intend piety, and^never ejlrange 
themfelves from the fervice of Cod. By Mlhieh means it came to pa(s, that the People 
brought all kind of fruit to the Priefts and Levites : which the King put up in certain 
ftore-houfes, which he had built, to be diftributed to everyone bf them, their Wives J 0 ^«jJ s t h Vcr * 
and Children, and by this means they returned again to their former purity in Religion. phTi/J/»«? 
After the King had difpofed all things in this fort, he made War upon the Vhiliftines, and 2 K'»& 19. 
overcame them, andfeizcdall their Cities (* betv/een Gaza and Ceth.) About this time fir? J 
the King of Ajjyria fent unto him, and threatned him, lhat if he would not pay thofe Tri- vice of the 
butes which his father before him hadpaidunto him,he would dejiroy all hrsCountny. Never- jfjg of 
thelefs Ezechias fet light by his threats, affuring himfelf in that piety and zeal he bore //rw ' 
L towards God, and in the Prophet Efay,by whom he was exactly inftruftcd touching all 
thofe things that were to fucceed. 

CHAP. XIV*. 

Salmanafar Jlayeth the King of Ifrael, and leadeth the Ifraelites captive 
into tbe Countrey of Media. 

WHen tydings was brought to salmanafar,K.\ag of Ajfyria, that the King of ifrael 
had privily fent onto Soan, King or Egypt, to requeft his affiftance againft the tiah&Rufc 
M Affyrian s, hit was fore difpleafed, and drew forth his Army againft Samaria,m the feventh s. 
year of the Reign of Ofeas. But the King of J/rac/ withftood his entrance into the City, 
by which means he was befieged therein for three years fpace, and finally Samaria was 
taken by force, in the ninth year of Ofeas, and the feventh of Ezechias's Reign. At which * K.i*i* «7i 
time all the Kingdom of Ifrael was deft roy'd, and all the People tranfported into the J +- 
Countries of Media and Perfta 5 and, amongft the reft, King ofeas was taken Prifoner. 
The $ing of Ajjyrit caufed certain Nations of a Countrey called chut, fo ftiled, from 
a River of that name, to remove their habitation, and to dwell in Samaria, and inhabit 
iheCountrey of Ifrael, As for the ten Tribes of ifrael, they were tranfported out of 
their Counttey 947 years, fince thejrPredeceffors ( departing out of Egypt) poffefl'ed _. . .. 
N the Countrey of Canaan, 800 years after the government of fofhua^nd 240 years, feVeh removed* rom 
months, and feven dayes, fince they revolted From Roboam, Davids Nephew, to give the the « r pofreffi- 
Kingdom to Jeroboam.) This was the end of the ifraelites, who tranfgrelTed the Laws, ^"ntothc 
and difobeyedthe Prophets, who foretold them of that calamity which (hould happen Rcgionof the 
unto them, except they repented them of their impieties. The fedition that they rais'd c hutb ' tt> ' 
a gz'infi Roboam, in taking his fervant for their King, was the original of their mifchiefs. 
For Jeroboam committing impiety againft God,and they imitating his wickednefs,cau(ed 
God to bedifpleas'd with them, fo that be punifh'd them according as they deferved. But 
the King of Ajjyria ravaged and fpoiled all Syria and Phtenicia with his Army, and his 
name is found written in the Chronicles of thcTyrians r for he made War againft the 7y- 
O rians, at fuch time as EuUleus reigned in Tyre, whereof Menander maketh mention , who 
wrote the Hiftory of Tyre, which hath been Tranflated into the Greek, Tongue. The King

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ri e^tlrtuht ^ u ^ eus (frith he) reigned 36 years, and purjked the Chutheans that were /revolted from A 
w Jul iin. him by Sea, and made thtm fubje&. Againft whom the King of Affirm fent forth hit Arm* 
btferc chrifi'i and invaded all Phoenicia , and afterwards having made a Peace with ahem, he returned hack 
y"' vit/ ' again into the Cities of Sydoo, Arce, and old Tyre, and divers other Cities revoltedfromihe 

Tyrians, and fubmitted themfelves to the King of Affyria.

Thefe things are written in the Regifters of the Tyrians themfelves,as alfoihe exploits 
of the King of Affyria againft them.Eut thefe Cbntheans from the Region of cW,which 
coJjti fpirt- is <n Pcrjia, (wheie there is aRiverof that name) for chat they were of . five fcveral 
r.rc ngainii Nations, they brought with them each of them the god whom <hey honour'd in their 
c'i'ai/'/l'f"" 115 Nation, to the number of five gods, whonl they ferved after the manner of their Coun- 
trey. Whereupon thetrueGod wasdifpleas'd,andprovok*d againft them^br a Plague fell 
amongft them, that confuraed them infuch fort,that they could find no remedy ,until they 
TheC/ utham Were t0 ' d that they ou 8 ht to id ore theGod of the Hebrews^nd that therein conlifted r 
fn.br.Kc' .he"' the'"" fafety. They therefore fent unto the King of Affyria, requiring him to fend them 
f t r> ice o God, Priefts from amongft the ifraelites, whom he had led away Prifoners in War. By whofe 
rltj dafmtin affiance they learnt the Law,and the manner of Gods fervice,and began very diligent- 
re.i of tiie ly to obferve both : by which means the Plague ccafed. And now even unto this day 
continue they in the fame Religion, and are called by the Hebrews, Chutheans^nd Sama- 
ritans by the Greek/' Thefe, as often as they find the Jews in profperity } call them their 
Coulins, ( according to the variety and changes of times) but if they perceive their 
fortunes to be on the declining hand, then abjure thcyconfanguinity,and renounce their 
relation to them, and fay,T&*/ they were planted in the Country, and drawn thither from* 
foreign Nation.

IN the Fourteenth year of the Reign of Ezechias King of the two Tribes , Sena- 
cherib, King of Affyria, drew forth a huge Army againft him, and fur prized all the T hc "ieiiru'tu- 
Cities of jnda and Benjamin by ftrong hand. To him Ezechias fent Ambaffadors, on of J«J«. 
promifing him obedience, and fuch a Tribute as.it ftiould pleafehim to impofe. 
When Senacherib had heard the Ambaffadors, he refolded on Peace, and accept- 
ed Ezechias offer, promifing that he would depart, as foon as he fhould have received 
Three hundred Talents of filver, and Thirty Talents of gold ; fwearing uriro the Am- 
bafladors,7A<J* upon thefe conditions he would depart aw ay, without committing any outrage. 
Ewchias giving credit to thefe words of his, emptied the Treafuries,and fent the prefixed Jf^erlb^ 
fum to Senacherib, hoping to be delivered from his enemy, and the hazard wherein his and his brc«h; 
Countrey flood. But the Affyrians having received the money, fet light by their promi- thereof. 
M fes, fo that Senacherib went in perfon to make War againft the Egyptians and Ethiopians, 
and left Rapfaces his General \njndtea with a great power, accompanied with two of his 
chief Minions and Courtiers, with commiffion to fpoil Jerufalem .* The names of thtfe 
two wereTharatd and Anacherk, As foon as they Were encamped near unto the Walls, 
they fent unto Ezechias,and commanded him to come and fpeak with them: but he 
through fear which he had conceived, went hot unto them, but fent three of his moft fa- 
miliar friends, Elidcim the Superintendent of his Realm, sobna, and Joachat, that had the 
commiffion of his Regifters. • 

Thefe three prefented themfelves before the Chieftains of the Ajfyrian Army, whom 
when Rapfaces beheld, he commanded them to return unto their Mafter, and to tell him, 
N That the great King Senacherib was defirous to kyow^upon what hope he flightcth his Summons, 
and rcfufcth to admit his Army into the City i Is it perhaps, becaufi he hopeih the Egyptians 
mill have the upper hand of the Kingi Army 2? // that be his hope , doUbtlcfs he is deceived^ 
Jhcrcingkim(clf to be like unto a man that flayeth himfelf updn a broken reed 5 by which he if 
not only not fuppbrted, but in his fall hath his hand pierced therewith. He likswifc wifhed him 
to conceive, that this bis expedition was not WithMt theWill of God,who^ as in times pajljath 
given them the viBory over the Ifraelites ^ fonowalfois pleafed to humble Ezechias, and to 
7>iaks boi h him and his Subjects fioop under the Affy nan government. Whil'ft Rapfaces fpake 
thus in the Hebrew langQage, ( wherein he was very skilful ) Eliatim ( fearing left the ''' r - f J7. 
. multitude (hould be ftrucken with fear upon the hearing of thefd Words ) befought him t"c'o"'J"~ 
O to (peak in the syriackTongue. But he fuflSciently inftru&ed what it was that he feared, «ufc

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a. s~ their ficurity. I am not ignorant (faidhe) that both you and your King do flatter the peepk £ 

,voni!ll}u ™ th vain hopcs,andfrandulently allure them to bear Arms againjt us. But if your Valor be 
be fo,e 'chips ought at all, and you fuppofe that you canraifs the ftege from yot& walls, ht w have fine fpeci- 
Htthiij , men 0 j- C0nra g e ^ a „d fad out 2000 Borfc, to encounter the like number which Jhall be 
V^T^ drawn out of our Army : But alas ! it is not to be txpeUed, face you art notable io raifi fo 
great a Force. Why therefore delay you? Why yield you not to thofe that are too firongforyou, 
and are able, even in fpigbt of your refiflancg, to ravfack,your City t uhereas you ktww that a 
willing fubmijjion is alwayes jecure: contrariwife, whereas duty is enforced, there wantethno 
peril of calamity. 

When both the Ambafiadors and the People had heard what the Affjrian had Joken, « 
a K"tgi 19- tnev reported the fame to Ezechias, who incontinently caft his royal garments qfr , and 
En\hiai in cloathed himfelf in fackcloth, discovering his trouble and farrow in his countenances 
«coSto" h and cnftin 8 himfelf proftrate upon the earth, after the manner of their CQUqtj-ey : ,hcbe- 
GoThc Ts fought God to be affiftant unto him, fince all other hope was vain. He fent alfo certain 
comforted by of his friends, and forne Priefts, unto the Prophet Efay, requiring him to pray unto 
E '' T ' God, Thatjince Sacrifice was offered unto him for publicly ficurity, it might plcafe him tofru- 

(Irate the enemies hopes, and to have pity and companion on his people. W hep the Prophet 
had performed what was required, he received an anfwer from God,by which he aflured 
the King, and all that were about him, foretelling them 5 that the enemies fhould be over- 
come without ftroke ftrucken,and (hould retire with fhame, and not with that advan- 
tage which they promis'd to themfelves at prefent, becaufe God had already determined C 
how they fhould be overthrown. He foretold alfo, that Senacherib himfelf (the King of 
Affyria ) (hould fail of hi* enterprize in Egypt, and that upon his return to his own 
Court, he ftiould be flain. At that very time the Ajfyrian wrote Letters to Ezechias , in 
which he called him fool and mad-man,to think that he could fecure himfelf from being 
his flu ve, yea, his in efpecial, who had conquered divers and far greaterNations: threat- 
ning him with utter ruine at fuch time as he (hould furprize the City,if he opened not the 
gates of Jerufitlem willingly, to entertain his Army. When Ezechias had read thefe Let- 
ters, he fet light by them,by reafon of the confidence he had in God : and having 
opened them, he fpread them in the Temple. And wmTft he renewed his prayers unto 
God for thefalvation of the City and his Subjects, Efay the Prophet told him , That his D 
prayer was heard : that hereafter likewife they fliould manure their lands in peace and ficurity, 
and fliould enjoy their poffejjions without fear. Not long after, the King of Ajjyria having 
but cold fuccefs in his expedition againft Egypt , turned back again without doing any 
thing, for this caufe that enfueth. He bad loft ouch time in the (lege of Pelufium : and 
at fuch time as he had already raifed certain Bulwarks as high as the Wall, fo that he 
wanted nothing but togivetheaflault; News was brought him that Thargifes , King of 
Ethiopia, brought an Army to refcue the Egyptians, with an intent to take his way thorow 
HntdtiiiT the ^ efarr J ancl Suddenly to charge the Affynan Army. Senacherib troubled with thefe 
6cLibcrib° tydings, fpeedily departed thence with his Army. But Herodotus fa\ih,l/!;at he made War 

with V ulcansT riefls, ( for fohe ftileth this King of Eg#>/,becaufe he was aPrieftof that E 
Hcdi, & Ruf- f a if e god j an d moreovcr-addeth, That befteging Pelufium ,for this caufe he gave over the 
jum, « F . 11. j~ t y Bs The j^j n g 0 f Egypt called to bh Cod for affiftance, by whofe power the Arabians fuf- 
fered much mifery. But in this alfo he erreth, in that hefetteth down the Arabian/or the Af- 
fyrian. 

There came one night fo great a number of Rats into the Army, that they gnawed to pieces all 
their Bowe-firings, and made the reji of their Arms unferviceable : whence it came topafsjhat 
vcr.vr>c,* 7 . tl)C King being difarmed, withdrew his Jiegefrom Pelufium. But Berofus, a Writer among 
The fuiniih- the Chaldees, mak^eth mention of Senacherib, and how he reigned among the Affyrians , and 
?™ib, fo?'" troubled both Ada and Egypt with War, and.declarcth the manner in thefe words : But Sena- 
•iifpieafing cherib returning from the Egyptian War, came before Jerufalem,W received the Army that p 
Cui! - was there, at the hands of the Governor Rabfake, and Codcaufed apejiilent ficknefs to fall up- 

on his Army, which was fo violent, that the firji night ' of the ftege , there dyed an hundred four- 
fore and five thoufand men, with the Governors and Chieftains. With which lofs he wasfo 
P*:»icii!ei. affrighted, and troubled, that fearing to lofe his Army, he fled with thofe that remained, and 
retired himfelf into his Kingdom to the City called Nineve 5 W>ere after he had lived for a time, 
lx was tray teroufly flain by Adramelech and Selenar his two elder fins 5 and being deaijtas 
carried into his own Temple called Arufche, and his children were driven out of the Kingdom 
for committing tlx murther, and retired themfelves into Armenia,«»</Afferadochus hisyoun- 
geflfon fuccceded Senacherib. such was the end of the Aflyrian Army that came before Jeru- 
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chap. rr. Jti?&* 

Ezechias having for a time remained in peace, dicth : and leaveth his fin Manafles tu^n*"'*'* 
to fuccced him, * 

King Ezechias ( being in this fort beyond all hope delivered from his fears ) offered 
thankfgiving and facrifices unto God, with all the people: acknowledging that 
there was no other caufe that had flain part of his enemies, and put the reft to mortal 
fear, nor delivered Jerufalem from thraldom, but only Gods fuccour and afliftance. And Ji J '' 
whileft he altogether intended and was occupied about the fervice of God, he fell fick 
I of a grievous difeafe, fo as the Phyficians defpaired of his health, and his friends expect- 
ed nothing but his death. But that which occafioned the greateft trouble, was, that he 
had no children, and favv that he was now to depart the world, and to leave his houfc 
without a fuccelfor, and his kingdom defolate. In this afUi&ion he befoughtGod, llut E .. r ;, ; . r fi . k 
it would plcafe him to lengthen his life a little time, until he h.id children to fuccced him-, and nohV'^ui'rhc 
that he would vouch fafe that his- foul mi^ht not be taken from him, bcfqre he tvtrc the father of r'^" i, ' n 
a fin. Hereupon God taking com paffion of him, (and the rather, becaufe he was not r!fiSi£ 
grieved for that the pleafures of his kingdom were taken from him 5 but for that he ' 
fought for a lawful heir to fucceed him ) he fent the Prophet Efay unto him,to allure him, 
that after threedays he fliould bs recovered of his ficknefs ; and'that after he had lived 
K fome fifteen years more, he fhould depart out of this Iife,and leave a lawful heir behind 
him. When the Prophet ( according as he was commanded ) had brought thefe ty- 
dings to the King, he doubted both the unexpected meffenger, and the mightinefs of his 
difeafe : for which caufe, he required fome prodigious fign at £/fo*rYhands,to the intent » 
that he might certainly believe, that he was fent as a meffenger from God unto him : for 
the truth of thofe things which either exceed our hope, or reafon, are wont to be con- 
firmed by thefe means. Whereupon Efay asked him what fign he required, and it fhould 
be given him. He anfwered, that he defiredto fee thefhadowof the Sun go back ten 
degrees upon his Quadrant. On this occafion the Prophet befoughtGod, that it would 
pleafe him to confirm the King by this miracle: who feeing that which he defired, was 
L fuddenly delivered from his ficknefs, and went up into the Temple to worfhip and praife T\^%ylh' n 
God. At that time it hapned, that the Monarchy of the Affyrians was deftroyod by the Monarchy je- 
Medcs, ( whereof I will fpeakin another place. ) Not long after, Balad King of Bab)- 
lonCent an Ambaflador to Ezebjas with Prefents, calling himhisallyand friend : whore- of Kin, *l£ 
ceivinghis meffengers, he feafted them, and fhewed them his treafures,his arfenal,and all ^i 1 ,™ ' u 
other magnificence that he had of gold and precious ftones : and after he had given them h ~ ' 
Prefents for Balad, he difmiffed them. Whereupon the Prophet Efay came^unto him, 
asking him from whence thofe Ambaffadors came? To whomEscr^ anfwered, That 
they were of Babylon, and came unto him from their King ; telling the Prophet how he 
had fhewed.them all that which he had, to the end that having feen and obferved his 
M riches and power, they might afterwards certifie the King thereof. Whereunto the Pro- rvr.t<., 7>l r: 
phet replied, fiying, Know thon,that within a little time thy riches fijall be tranfiorted into "Piiiity" 
Babylon, W thy children fiiall be made Eunuchs, and (being no more men) fliall be flaws Z<^ v h"tkl 
unto the King of Babylon. All which God gave him to underftand before it hapned. by 
Ezechias was troubled to hear thefe tydings, faying, That he defired that his people might 
ml fall into thofi miferies: but fince it was impoffible to change the Decree of God, he required 
that he might havepcace duringhis life-time. Of this Balad King of Babylon, Berofus ma- iicjioir Rut. 
keth mention. This Prophet truly divine and admirable for the verity of his Prophe- fin^^.\. 
lies, is accounted to havefpoken nothing that was untruejbut to have left in writing all 
. that which he prophefied : the truth whereof hath afterwards,in effeft, appeared to po- 
N flerity. Neither did he alone perform thus much ; but befides him, twelve others have r,r.:x. 
done the like: and all that which is hapned unto us, either good or evil, hath fallen, out : chr.y!.^. 
truly according to their Prophecies. But hereafter we will (peak of every one of them. 22'* 
Now when Ezechias had lived his prefixed time., (according as we have before related ) '* 
and governed his kingdom in peace, he died when he was 54 years old; and in the 29 
year of his Reign.

Ins"*' r »ng the reft of his life, that he was held moft happy } and after that he began to ferve 
1 chtot,. iA . 1. God, he invited many to the imitation of hisvirtues. After he had lived 67 years , he 
dyed in the year of his Reign, and wa6 buried in his garden. His kingdom came 
into the hands of his fon Amon, the fon of Emalfema, of the City of Jabath > who imita- 
ting the Impieties to which his father addi&ed himfelf in his youth, was (lain in his own 
houfe, by a confpiracy plotted by his own houfhold- fervants, after he had lived 24 years, 
and reigned two. After his death, the people flew hismurtherers,and he was buried 
with his father, and the kingdom was given to his fon Jofias > who was eight years old. 

CHAP. IV. 
The Hijiory of Jolias. B 

THE Mother oFJofas, King of Juda, was of theCity of Bofceth, and was called 
Jcda: This Prince was by nature fo excellently difpofed to all virtue,that during 
yti'i. 3 the whole courfe of his life, he propofed to himfelf no other example but that of his 
'hii""'^f' Predece fi° r K'ng David. When he grew to be twelve years old, he gave a manifeft 
icth'ti-.c m,c proof of his piety and juftice : for he drew the people to a conformable courfe of life, 
( CI vicc oi ood and to the deteftation and abolifhing of Tdols, that were no gods, and to the fervice of 
the onely and trueGod of their forefathers. And confidering theactions of his Prede- 
ceflbrs, he began to redtifie them in that wherein they were deficient, with no lefs cir- 
eumfpection, than if he had been an old man 5 and that which he found to beadvifedly P 
done by them, he did promote and imitate. And befides this wifdom, which was in- 
nate to him, he made ufe alfo of the advice and counfel of the Elders: for following 
,K'n'** the,aws > (both in refpeft of publickpolicy,asalfo in religion ) he walked uprightly,in 
r. • ' thatby obfervingthem, he could not err. Hemade a particular inquiry bothm jervfa- 
■'ufi!oiai, >tCth icm " and t,1C Countre y round about, for thofe places where they had fetup the worfoip 
<mt c.o «,}. of fal f e gods ^ and overthrew their altars j and all thofegifts that had been offered to 
them by his Predeceffors, were defaced .• and in this manner caufed he the people to re- 
turn to the fervice of God 5 and to forfakethe honour they did unto Idols. He offered 
likewife the ordinary facrifices and burnt-offerings upon the altar.and eftabliftied Judges . 
a nd Magtftratcs to determine publick debates, and to do each man right ; charging them G 
to have no lefsrefpeftof equity,than they had of their own lives. Hefent alfo thorow 
all the Countrey, commanding that all thofe that would bcConcributcrs a eitheringold or 
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H filver, towards the reparation of the Temple, (hould bring in their benevolence, accof- 
ding to their abilities. And when all the money was gathered togethcr,he appointed Su- H-wd'^iu' 
perintendents,both over the Temple, as alfo over the charges that Were defrayed in the ^f or /^'fji'i 
reparation thereof : namely, who was Governor of the City, and sapUu the „ N 4 ' !vi,} > 

Secretary, and Joata, who was over the Regifters, with the High- Prieft EUU : who with*" ~v^-» 
all expedition and diligence provided workmen, and all that which was requifite for the lu""' iA ' ? ' 
building, and began the work. This fudden and fpeedy reparation of the Temple,gave the Veil ofti. c 
a manifeft teftimony of the Kings piety : who, when he had attained to the 18th year of {'^ r pc " p,c i( in 
his age, fent Elcia the High-Pried, and caufed him to melt down the remainder of the o^hcTcmp!^. 
money that was given towards the building of theTemple,and to make veffels, cups and 

1 ewers for the fervice of the Altar. He commanded alfo, that all the gold and filver that

When the Prophetefs had heard the Kings commandment, (he willed thofe that were 
fent unto her, to return unto the King, and to certifie him from her, That Cod had given 
fentence againji them, which might not be revoked by any prayers whatfoever-, namely, that fined- 
they had tranjgrejjcd the Law of Mofes, the people Jliould perif}, and jhould be caji out of their 
Countrey, and deprived of all their goods, becaufe they had not repented of the violation of his 
n/oji holy Laws 5 notwithstanding the Prophets had exhorted them to repentance, and had fore- 
1* told the punijlment of their impieties,whichJI)ould happen.unto them to the end that they might 
believe that Cod is Cod, and that he fails not in any thing- that he hath foretold by his Prophets. 
Furthermore (he faid, That he forbore as yet to fend thefe affliSions upon them for Jofias Jat{e', 
who was a virtuous man , but that after his deceafe,Cod would pour out his wrath upon the peo- 
ple. This Prophecy of the Woman they fignift'd unto the King, who fent into all parts, 
and afiembled the People in Jerufalem, commanding the Pneits and Levites, and general- 
ly all men, without diftinftion of age or perfon,to be prefent in that Convention Now * cbm. 34: 
whenthry we*e aflembled, hefirftof all caufed the facred books to be read, and after- Tv^Ym'i 
wards'ftanding aloft upon his Throne, he caufed all the people to fwcar and promife,that of "godly* 8 
they (hould ferve God, and keep Mojes Laws. Whereupon all of them did willingly Princc - 
l/[ approve of whatfoever he faid (promifing to do thac whereunto they were exhorted .) 
And therewithall offering up Sacrifices unto God, they befought him to (hew himfelf fa- 
vourable and merciful towards them. The King likewife commanded the High-Prieft, 
that if there were any veffels in the Temple which were made by his Prcdeceffors , in 
honour of Idols, and ftrange gods, he (hould caft them out 5 and after that a great num- 
ber were found therein, all of them were gather'd together and burnt, and the afhes af- 
terwards were fcatter'd abroad. And as touching the Priefts ( that appertained to Idols 
that were not of the Race of Aaron) he put them to death. When thefe things were The frmh of 
thus executed in Jerufatem,he came afterwards to the plain Countrey 5 and all that which thc , divinc 
Jeroboam had erected there in honour of Idols, he utterly defaced it, and thc bones of 13 t 

^ rhefalfe Prophets were burnt upon the Altar that Jeroboam had built. This had the li 
Prophet foretold th -it came to Jeroboam at fuch time as he offered Sacrifice, and told him 
in the prefenceof all the people, all that which fhould happen : namely, That one of 
Davids pojicrity called Jofias, fhould do th,fi things.- which Prophecy took effect 3 61 years 
after. After this, King Jofias applied himfelf to the Ifraelites, fwho had avoided thc 
captivity and fcrvitude of the Affy rians ) and perfuaded them to forfake their impie- 
ties, and the fervicesthey had performed to ftrange gods, and to honour the fovereign 
and true God of their fathers, and to cleave unto him. He made a fearch alfo thorow 
every houfe, borough and city, fearing left as yet there (hould be an Idol hidden He 
likewife fought out the Chariots that were made by his anceftors, in honour of the Sua, 

° u u !. that . which w as adored, whatfoever it were, and utterly abolimed the fame. After 
he had in this fort purged the Countrey, he aflembled all the people in Jerufalem, where 
be celebrated the F eafi of unleavened bread, which we call Eafier. Towards the per- 

« formancc 
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formance whereof, be gave the people young kids and lambs, to the number of 30000 A 
* ; :'![ c and 3000 Bullocks, for burnt-offerings 5. and the chief among theLevites, diftributed 
"/'''amongft the other Leyites 500 Lambs, and 500 Bullocks. Having therefore fuch an 

abundance of Beads, they facrificed according to the Law of Mofes, (the Priefts taking 
••■w charge thereof, and confirming the reft of thepeople by their example. J Neither was 
l ' there ever fucii afolemnity kept by the Hebrews, (iace the time of Samuel the Prophet 5 
"it:- beeaufc all things were done according to the Laws and the ancient Cuftoms,which were 

obferved in the time of their Fathers. After this, Jofias lived in peace, riches, honour 
re arid cftimation amongft all men : and thus ended his life.

Diners Exploits of Nechao. 

, ;trt "h^il'i kto, King of Egypt, having gathered great Forces, conducted his Army towards 
/f 1 ,:' « he River Euphrates, to war againft the Medes and Eabylonians,who had deftroyed 

•v the Empire of Ajjyria: for Nechao arTe&ed the government of all Afta. Now when he 
drew near unto the City of Jl/cndc, ( which was under Joftas fubje&ion ) King Joftas 
denied him paflage, and would not fuffer his Army to march thorow his Countrey. For 
which caufe Nechao fentan Herald unto him,to let him underftand,That it was not againft 
•• • him that he made War, but that he bent his courfe towards Euphrates: for which caufc C 
\\\ he wilhed him in no fort to hinder his intended journey, left thereby he (hould be con- 
i. (trained to make War upon him. Butjojias regarded notthisdemand of his ; but refot- 
ved himfelf to hinder his pallage thorow his Countrey : Andlamperfuadedthachisevil 
a Gtnius put him upon making this refiftance,to the end that he might havefome occafion 
^ to do fomething againft Nechao. For vvhil'fthe fet in order his Army, and rode from one 
Band to another 3 being mounted upon hisChariot, he was ftrucken with an Arrow that 
»»' was (hot by a certain Egyptian, which put a ftopto his proceedings: For feeling himfelf 
opprefled vvit.Fi pain, by reafon of his wound, he commanded his Army to retire,and re- 
\j turned himfelf to Jerufaletu, where he dyed of his wound, and was buried with his 

Fathers with great magnificence, after he had lived 39 years, and reigned 31. Forhimf) 
r-vc the people mourned wkh great heavinefs, lamenting for many days. The Prophet Jere- 
my alfo made an Elegy upon him in verfc, which is as yet extant even in thefe days. This 
J ' Prophet toretold in writing thofe evils which (hould afterwards happen unto the City, 
., and the Captivity wherewith we are intangled at this prefent,and the furprifal of Baby- 
. 6 Ion. Neither hath he alone foretold the fame, but the Prophet EzcAjel hath Jikewife 
done the Iikc,'who firft left two Books written of the fame Argument. Thefe two 
Prophet' were of the race of thePriefts. But Jeremy kept in Jernftlem, from the 
,.' year of t he Reign of Jofias, until the deftrucVion of the City and Temple, as in time and 
•1^ p!;:ce con venient we will declare, fctting down thofe occurrences that hapned to this 
; ; ; IVoph.et. Alter the death of Jofias (hitherto mentioned) his fon Joaz fucceeded him E 
in the Kingdom, at fuch time as he was 29 years old, he reigned in Jmtjalcm, and his mo- 
ther!, lunic was Anietali : he was a man full of impiety,and of a malignant and perverfe 
nature. I he King of Egypt returning from the War, fent unto Joaz,, commanding him 
ffi meet htm \nsamatb a City of Syria, where he wasnofooner arrived, but he kept him 
Pi: I oner, committing the Kingdom to Eliachim his brother, ( on the Fathers fide) who 
w.ij, his elder brother likewife. Hechanged his name likewife,and call'dhim Joachim:

But in the third year ( uuderftandiog that the Egyptian was up in Arms againft .Jo«w» p»y- 
the Babylonian j he denied the payment of the Tribute, notwithftanding he was s ftuftra- chaint ^ iT 
ted of his hope, for the Egyptians were not fo hardy as to make War. All which the tribute 
I Proo het Jeremy daily foretold him, Cgnifyingunto him, That he built his hope in vain upon 
ikEevptiansj and that it would fail out, that the City jhould he overthrown by theiVng of 
Babvlon, and Toachim himfelf fiiould be delivered Trifontr into bk hands. But becaufe Hei!e & Ruf . 
there was no means for them to efcape this juftice, all that which he faid , was nothing ^"P- »• 
available For notwithftanding the People aqd Governors heard thereof yet madethey ? ilteth frotll 
no reckpninR of the fame, but were difpleafcd with thofe counfels which he propofed t^King 
unto them, accufing >re^, as if he took pleafure to utter and publifh ominous and ad- 
verfe Prefages againft the King 5 they likew'ife called him jn queftion before the Kings 
Council, and reqmVd that hemightbe condemn'd. Whereuponfomeot them gave ien- 
tence againft him : But others took a more difcreet courfe, and perfuaded them to caufe 
K the Prophet to depart out of the Kings houfe, forbidding his Adverfanesto do him any 
mifchief : fmce that he had not only foretold the future calamities of the City, but that 
manv before him had done the like, as Mtcheas, and divers others ; and yet that no one ot 
them had fufTer'd any evilbythe Kings of tljeir time, but that contranwife Michcas had 
been honour'd as aProphet fent from God. By thefe words they appeafed the People, 
and deliver'd Jeremy from the death intended againft him. This man wrote all his I- ro- 
phefies, and read them to the People in their FaSs,when they were afTembled in the Tern- ^ 
pie in the ninth month of the fifth year of the Reign of Joachim, which book he had ll6thtliede . 
iompofed touching that which ftould happenunto the City the Temple,and the People. ftr«a,o„ of 
When theGovernors heard the fame, they took the book from him, and commanded I j;;^ ^ 
L that both he and his Secretary Bantcb (hould withdraw themfelves out of the fight ot 
men : and they took the book, and prefented it unto the King h who, in the prefence of 
his FriendB, commanded his Secretary to read the fame : and after he had heard the con- 
tents thereof, he waxed wroth,and renting it in pieces, caft it into the fire, intending that 
it (hould never befeen. He fent out likewife a ftrift Commiffionto feek out Jeremy and 
his Secretary Barttcb, and to lead them out to be pumftted. But they were already fled, 
that they might prevent bis indignation. 

CHAP. VII. 



M Nabuchodonofor putteth Joachim to death, and ejtabUJImh Joachin in the Kingdom. 

NOT long after this,he went out to meet the King of Babylon,who was marched ^ 
out to make War againft him: and being incredulous and careielsor tnerropnets 
Prediaion^heorjenedthegatesuntohim.fuppofingthatheintended him noevil. But men, too 
when the Babylonians were entered into the Citv,theKing obferved not his prom.fes,but «nr.«*»««i 
put all fuch to death as were in the flower and ftrength of their years, and fpared none » k«<* 14. « , 
of the Inhabitants of Jerufdem, with them alfo he flew their KingJ^to, and caufed his - J^ rf 
body to be caft from the top of the walls, and vouchfafed him no Sepulchre, eltabiuning :j etho „ ias 
Joachin his fon King of the Countrey,and of the City Moreover, he took 3000 of King of }u.u : 
N the moil honourable Citizens of Jeri^/c» Prifoners, and led them to Babylon with him, 
amongft whom was the Prophet E«(«/, at that time very young in years. This was t he 
endof KingWww* who lived 3 6 years, and reigned 11. Joachin that fucceeded him 
in the Kingdom, was the fon of Nojla. of Jernfahm, and reigned three months and ten 
days. 
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CHAP. Vllf, 

•Nabuchodonofor changeth hispurpofe, and bcjtegeth Jo3chin, andreceiveth 
him upon composition. 

AS foon as the Babylonian had beftowed the Kingdom of Judea on Joachin, he was 
feized with a fudden fear 5 which made him fufpeft left Joachin remembring himfelf 
fnui, cap.9. ' Q f tne injuries he had done unto him by the murther of his father jnight draw theCoun- 
1 K'W- X 7* trey j nto rebellion, and revolt againft him. For which caufe he fent out certain Forces, 
and befieged Joachin in Jerufalem : who being a man of a good nature,and of an upright g 
heart, was loth to forfake the City in that danger without a Governor, confidering that 
it was for his caufe that the Common-weal was in that hazard. For which caufe, taking 
his wife, and his neareft akin with him, he delivered them into the hands of the Captains 
Nthwhodtm- that were fent againft him, receiving an oath from them, that neither they not 1 the City 
for a Truce- mould receive any harm. But this promife continued not a year: for the King of Baby- 
breaker. ton obferved it not, but commanded his Captains to imprifon all the youth and artificers 
that were in the City, and to bring them bound unto him. The number of them was 
10832 perfons,befides jf<wfo» 3 his Mother, and his near Allies, whom they took Prifo* 
ners. 

CHAP. IX. ° 




Sedechias k wade King over Jerufaletn, by the Babylonians. 

TNftead of Joachin,he appointed Sedechias his Uncle King of Jerufalem, whom he bound* 
by an oath that he mould govern the Countrey without any innovation, and that he 
s^tMtliting mould hold no intelligence with the Egyptians; This Sedechias Was 21 years old, at fuch 
?du«d b'his f ' meas ne came unto the Kingdom, and was Joachims brothet by the mothers fide: he 
Cou"icr$ y 3nd was a contemner of all laws, and a perverter of ordinances. For the young men that 
falfe Proph. ts, were about him, were without the fear of God, and all the people under his dominions, 0 
to jenmj. " r committed wbatfoever outrages were beft liking unto them. For this caufe the Prophet 
tfcrmy came unto him, protefting oftentimes againft him, and denouncing,^/ if he 
would not forfakf his impieties, andaddi& himfelf to that which wasjuft, (but gave ear un- 
to his Governors, amongft which there were many wicked wen, nnd to thofe fjlje Prophets that 
mif-U.d him, tr lifting that the Babylonians make War againft his City, but that the 

Egyptians Jhouldlevy an Army, and overcome them ) that then he Jhould fuffer much mifery: 
For C fa id he j they have no truth in their fayings, and they will always mijiead yon by falfe 
reports. WlYtl 'ft Sedechias gave ear to thefe difcourfes of the Prophet, he was perfuaded, 
and acknowledge all that to be true which he had fpoken, and very profitable both for 
F ilrwU H,c n ' m > ana< n,s people; but anon after, his friends corrupted him, and diverted him accor- g 
ifniruotion of ding to their own opinions. Ezekjel alfo at the fame time had prophefied in Babylon 
the r empic. concerning all thofe calamities which were to fall upon the Temple, and fent notice to 
Jerusalem of that which he had received from God. Notwithftanding Sedechias gave no 
credit to his Prophefies, byreafon that all the Prophets were accuftomed to accord in all 
things the one with theother,as touching thefurprifal of the City ,and the imprifonroent 
of sedechias : but Ez,ckjel differed in this, that he faid that Sedechias fhould not fee Baby- 
lon •, notwithftanding that Jeremy had prophefled, that the King of Babylon fhould lead 
t'rr. ;c. him away Prifoner in bonds : becaufe therefore thefe two accorded not in all their fay- 
'v'hs u'.-m'tLc ' n 8 s jhe concluded that the matter wherein they agreed, was of no confequence. Not- 
iiii-r onijv. withftanding all things hapned unto him according as the Prophets had pronounced, as t 
'■'•1m' If 1*J' we declare hereafter. After that he had continued his alliance and friendfhip with 
: i 5 .°4. the King of Babylon for the fpace of eight years, he brake the league that was between 
V * n- f t ^ etn ' anc ^ confederated with the Egyptians (under hope that they fhould overcome the 
i^;V'<"mm S Sa h lffniatt ^J Which when the King of £<?/^/o»underftood,he led forth his Army againft 
to We !i.c him, and deltroy'd his Countrey to the uttermoft 5 fo that after he had taken his Cities 
fdtli i> ivn- °^ defence, ne brought his Army before Jerufalem, and befieged it. The Egyptian per- 
I'loln" bv" ceiving theftate wherein his Ally Sedechias was, levied an huge Army, and came into Ju- 
Jjfwfh Vtt' ^ ldy W - C ^ an ' ntcntto ra 'fethe fiege. Whereupon the Babylonian withdrew his Army 
hi Army, fr° m Jtrufilem, to encounter with the Egyptian, and fought with him, and overcame him 
.'.nven out ot in battel, and prefled on him with fuch courage, that he put him to flight,and dravehimC 
out of Syria.bs foon as the Babylonian wasdiflodged iromJerufalem,the falfe Prophets de- 
ceived Zcduhias, telling him, 'lhat the Babilonian Jhould never more return to make War ei- 
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H ther againft him, or his Nation, and that he fhould never arij Mre depart from his houfe in Ba- Z^^te 
nylon* and that they who had been led away captives, Jhouid return home again, loaden with ifoiJ,}/^ 
thofe vejjels of the Temple which the King of Babylon had taken frdm thin* be f<"i e chnfi 

But the Prophet jfei-eay prefenting himfelf before theKing, prophefied the contrary J/?!*"^ 
to thefe Iaipoftors,affuriog both him and the People, That no prdfit could befall them by 
means of the Egyptians, for that the SabWoxihns Jhould overcome them, and Jhould return and fJce'fbt'fSfe 
encamp before Jerufalem, and befege the fame, and deftroy the People by Famine, and lead ihem Prophet. 
away Prifoners that were remaining, and carry away all their fubftance ; and ihat after they l^ h ^° p ^ 
were feizedof theriches of their Temple, they J1)ould finally burn the fame. As for the City, liYihjUnJek 
they fiould raze it; and (faid he) they Jl) all keep us captive for the fpace of 70 years : And ^livery. 

I from this fervitude the Perfians and Medes Jhall deliver us, at fuch time as they have gotten * *' V " U 
the Empire out of the bands of the Babilonians; then Jhall they fend us back, again into bur Mi 
Countrey, and we Jhall build our Temple anew, and eft abliftj the City of jerufalem. rlti 
Divers men gave credit to thefe words of Jeremy; but the Governors, and fuch as ' 37pent ' 
contemned God,intreated him very cruelly,as if he had been a man befide himfelf. And 
whereas he had an intent to vifit his Native Countrey Anathoth, fome 20 furlongs from 
Jerufalem, one of the Magiftrates encountririg him in his journey,and laying hold on him 
retained him, loading him with this flander. That he ftole atbay, to fnbmit himfelf to the Ba- 
bilonians. But Jeremy anfwer'd, That he wasfalfely accufed, and that he repaired only to the 
place where he was born. This Prince giving him no credit, arretted him,and brought him 

K before the judgment-feat, where he fuftained all forts of outrages and torments,and was 
fhut up inPrifon to be punifh'd, aod remaind there for a time,fuffering theexrremity of Kef"™ be *' 
wrong and injury. The ninth year of the Reign of Ze<fcrfo», and on the tenth day of* *>"£'>;: 
the ninth month, the Kinp of Babilon came and encamped the fecond time before Jeruf*- i' * d I0 - ; 
lem, and intrenched himfelf round about the fame, for the fpace of 1 8 months, and laidf?'' 3 *' U * 
fiege thereto, ufing his utmoft endeavor to make himfelf Mafterof the place. And they Two rai s ht y 
that were befieged therein, were afflicted with two of the greateft calamities, Famine, S?i3p£ t 
and a moft grievous Peftilence. At this time the Prophet Jeremy being in Prifon, held 
not his peace, but cryed with a loud voice, and preached and exhorted the People , wil- f^S t"' 
ling them to entertain the Babilonians, and to open their gates unto them : becaufe that in'fo loyielj.* "° 
L doing, they might fecure themfehes with their families, whereas otkerwaiesthey were aflured of 
dcftruBion. 

He foretold them a\(o,That if any one remained in the City, he fhould moft djfuredly either 
perijh by famine, or the enemies fury 5 but if fo be they fubmitted themfehes to the enemies mer- 
cy, they Jhould efcapefrom death. But thofe Governors that heard him fpeak after thii 
fort, gave him no credit, in that they were not as yet prefled With the danger : for which 
caufe they came unto the King, and after adefpiteful manner, told him all that which had 
been fpoken, accufing Jeremy, and reproving him for a mad man 5 urging this, That he had 
abated their courage; and by his wofulpredi£tions,had weakned the hearts tf the people,which 
were otherwayes ready to fight for him and their Countrey, by reafon thai he flying unto the ene- 

M my, menacd them with the furprix,al and utter mine Of their City, 

The King, in regard of the natural humanity and juftice that was in him, was not any 
wayes hereby provoked againft Jeremy 5 yet to the "intent that he might not feem Utterly „ a „ 
tooppofe the Governors, he delivered the Prophet into their hands, to deal with him The reward of 
howfoever they pfeafed. Who, having obtained this liberty from the King, entred the 8 ° dIy v l nth f 
Prifon on the fudden, and laying hold on jferwwf, they let him down into a Pit full of ' " 
mud,to the intent he might die in that place, and be ftrangled bythefilth; in effect, he 
was fet therein up to the neck. But one of the Kings fervants (an Ethiopianby Nation) 
certified the King of the Prophets affliction, affuring him, That his Friends and Governors 
did notjufily,fo to thruft and bury the Prophet in the mud.and curftdly toconfpite againft him 

N tiring him with bonds and tortures worfe than death. Whereupon 'the King hearing this* 
was forry that he had deliver'd the Prophet to the Governors, and commanded the Ethi- 
opian to take 30 men of his Court with him, ( with cords, and fuch other things necef- 
fary, as might concern the fafety of the Prophet) charging him with all expedition to 
deliver him from that captivity. Hereupon the Effc^w* rurniftYd with men dnd necek 
Ury means, drew the Prophet out of the mud, and difmifs d him without any guard 
That done, the King fent for him in private, demanding of him,// he had any mejjage to 
deliver him fromCod,praying him to let him underftand whatfoetser he knew as touching the ZthtVm ne= 
Juccefs of the fiege .<? The Prophets anfwer was, lhat although he Jhould tell him jet it would $< a V h thc , 
""toklnvcdi and that if he Jhould exhort him,he would not give ear, or lijien unto him. county 

u But Q laid he ) o King, thy friends have condemned me to death,asif I had been a moft wick- k* r °^ 'k* 
ed RlalefaUou But where are they now at this prefent that have deceived thee, and born thee in GuWn< >'»- 

hand. 
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'"S-zv^^ J,*^, faying* That the Babylonian would not come and beftege thee ? Now will I take heed how A 

%il I tell thee the truth, for fear left thou condemn me to death, 
before cbzijt'i Hereupon the King fwore unto him, That he Jbould not die, neither that he would deliver 
N«riw</, him j„ totke h anc i s 0 f t h e Governors : For which caufe, Jeremy grounding himfelf upon 
^"V^w the faith which he had plighted unto, him, counfelled the King to yield up the City to the 
Babilonians •■> becaufethat God had willed him tofignifie unto the King, that if he would f aVe 
his life, and avoid the imminent danger, and fave his City from utter ruine, and prefirve the 
temple from burning, he fiouldfubmit or otherwife, that none but he Jboutd be reputed to be 
the caufe of all thoje evils that Jboutd happen unto the City and Citizens, and of that calamity 
that ffjould confound both him and all his jamily. When the Kingheard this, he told him, R 
That he would do according as he had coun felled him, and perform whatfoever he thought necef . 
fary to be done: but that he feared that his Subject" s, who were already gone over to the Ki fig of 
Babylon, would do hint ill offices with that King, and that by their means he might be accufed, 
and deliver d unto death. But the Prophet encourag'd him, telling him, That his fear was 
in vain j ajjuring him; that he fiould fttffer no evil, if Jo be he yielded up the City ; and that 
neither his wife, nor children, nor the J acred Temple fiould fufer any mifchief. 

Upon thefe words the King difmiffed Jeremy, charging him to communicate the coun- 
fel that was held between them to no one of the Citizens, no not to the Prince9, if they 
(houldaskof him wherefore the King had Cent for him > advifing him to anfwer, if fo 
be they were inquifitive,Tta» hereforted to the King, torequejl him that he might be no more 
imprijoncd : all which the Prophet performed 5 but they prefled him very much,to know C 
for what caufe the King had fent for him. 



CHAP. X. 

Jerufalem is ta%en s and the People carried into Babylon by Nabuchodonofor. 



? i gv' **■ TV M Ean-while the Babylonian continued hisviolent fiege againft the City of Jerufalem, 
tfcruuiem be- 1 V| and having raifed Towers upon certain Bulwarks, he drave away by this means D 
ficgej eighteen all thofe that approached near unto the Walls : he raifed alfo (round about the City ) 
™nj!htak«n l divers platforms, that equalled the walls in height; Mean- while, the City was as vali- 
antly and couragioufly defended by the Inhabitants 5 for neither PeftiIence,nor Famine, 
plucked down their fpirits: And although that within the City they were tormented 
with thefe fcourges,yet were not their refolutions broken, nor did the enemies inven- 
tions aftonifh them, nor their engines afright them 5 fo that all the battel betwixt the Ba- 
bylonians and Jews, feem'd to be a tryal both of valor and art, whil'ft thefe do afluredly 
vtr^.f,7. hope to furprize the City s and the other thought their fafety confifteth herein, if they 
fi»f lit cea f ec * not by new inventions to fruftrate their enemies endeavors. And in this Rate 
and u furpril continu'd they both, for the fpace of 18 months, until they were cosfumed by Famine, E 
•/cd by ti lc and by the darts that were (hot againft them by thofe that (hot from the Towers. At 
encmy ' length, the City was taken by the Princes of Babylon, (in the eleventh year of cheReign 
of Zedechias, the ninth day of the fourth month) who were put intruft by nabuchodono- 
for to manage the fiege 5 for he himfelf made hisabode in the City of Reblata. Now if 
any man be defirous to know the names of them that had command at fuch time as 'je- 
rufalem was furpriz'd, thefe they bc,Ncrgelear, Aremantus,Emegar,Nahofar, and Echaramp- 
for. The City being taken about midnight,the Princes of the Enemies Army entred in- 
to the Temple ; which when Zedechias underftood,he took his wives and his children, 
with the Princes and his frieads,and fled thorow a great valley by the defart : which when 
the Babylonians underftood by certain Jews that were revolted, and had fubmitted them- p 
felves unto them,they arofe early in the morning to purfue them, and overtook and fur- 
prized them near unto Jericho. Whereupon thofe Princes and friends of Zedechias that 
had taken their flight with him, feeing the Enemies near unto them, forfook him , and 
fcattering themfelves here and there, endeavour'd each of them to fave himfelf. When 
therefore the Enemies had apprehended him, attended by a few followers only, and ac- 
companied by his children and wives, they brought him unto the Kings prefencc* who 
nofooner beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious,and upbraided him with 
breach of his promife, and contempt of hisMajefty. Furthermore, he reproached him 
for his ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands (which he had 
taken from Joachjn, tobeflowonhim) he had, notwithftanding, employed all his For- G 
ces againft his Benefactor. 
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H But (faidhej that great God that hateth thy Treachery, Bath delivered thee into 'my hands: ^ 
and when he had fpoken thefe words, he caufidZedechxas Friends and Children to be Jlain he- no ijjstf- 
fore his eyes, with all his other prifoners : afterwards commanding hit eyes to be plucked out, l<f*"fW $ 
helcdhim to Babylon. All which happened unto him, according as the Prophets, Jeremy and 6*%'"'' 
Ezekiel had foretold him :' namely, that he ftjould be fur prized and hrdught before the King of " r ~ v ~ s - / 
Pabylon, and fiould fpeak. with him face to face, and fiould fee him with his eyes (for fo had ze/ctii* 7 ' 
Jeremy prophectedj but being made blind and conduced to Babylon, he fiould not fee the Ci- h'thhwtyei 
ty of Babylon ( according as Ezekiel had foretold.) All which may fufficiently exprefs to and Tfs ail- 
thfe that know not the nature of Cod, how divers and admirable his judgements be, in drenfl.inbe 
difpoftngall things in good order, and pre- flgmfying thofe things that are to come, even as forc ,lls tace * 

I in this place there appeareth a mofi Jignal example of humane error and incredulity, by which Howmany 
it was not lawful for them to avoid their future calamity, norflounthtir unalterable defliny. and how long 
Thus was the Race of the Kings extinguifl Jed that defcendedf rom David, who were in num- rcignc^'hat 
her, One and twenty, that Reigned after him. All cf them together governed Five hundred we <>* Vi- 
and fourteen years, fix months, and ten days : adding thereunto the twenty years of the Jirjl W y' 0 L ™'g 
King Saul, who was of another Tribe. After this, the Babylonian fent Nabuzaradan.Gt- The Temple* 
neral of his Army, unto Jerufalem, to fpoil the Temple, giving him in charge, to burn both ^ j^ 1 *"; J* 
it and the Kings Palace, and to raze and level the City with the ground 5 and afterwards c ^ 3n dlaiai' 
to tranfport the People unto Babylon. Nabuzaradan arrived there the eleventh year of the 
Reign of Zedechias, and fpoiled theTemplc. and carried away the Vefjels that were confecra- 

K ted to Gods fcrvice, both thofe of Gold,as alfo thofe of Silver : he took, Ukewife the great Lavcr 
that was given by Solomon ; the Columns and Pillars ofBrafs, with their Chapters liketvije, 
and the Tables andCandlejlickj of Gold: and after he had born away all things, he burned the 
Temple the firjl day of the 5th month, of the eleventh year of Zedechias Reign, which was the 
eighteenth of Nabuchodonofor's. He burned alfo the Kings Royal Palace, and razed the Ci- 
ty. This Temple was burned 470 years, fix moneths, and ten days after the foundation there- 
of: and in the year 1062. fix months, and ten days after the departure of the people out of 
Egypt : and 1950 years, fix months, and ten days, after the Deluge : from the Creation of 
Adam, until the ruin of the Temple, there were three thoufand five hundred and thirteen 
years, fix moneths, and ten days. Thus have we fet down the number of the years, and v. it. ad a; 

L cxpreflcd in what time every thing hath been performed. The General for the King ofB^E' 
of Babylon having deftroyed the City, and tranfported the People, took prifoner the 
H^gh Prieft Sareas, and his Collegue, the Prieft Saphan, with the Governors and Keep- 
ers of the Temple, which were three j the Eunuch alfo which had the charge over the 
reft, and feven of Zedechias friends, and his Secretary, befidesfixty other Governors : 
all which (together with the Veffels which he had pillaged) he fent to Reblatha, a Ci- 
ty of Syria, unto the King of Babylon j who commanded in that place, that the High 
Prieft and Governours fhould be beheaded : as for the reft: of the prifoners, and Zede- 
chias the King, he carried them with him to Babylon 3 he fent alfo in Bonds, with the 
reft, Jofadoch, the Son of Sareas the High Prieft, whom he had put to death in Rebla- 

M tha (as we have before related.) And fince we have reckoned up the race of the Kings 
that fwayed the Scepter of Juda, and given an account how long they Reigned, it will 
not be unneceflary to recite the names of the HighPriefts, and to report who they have 
been, that have adminiftred the Priefthood ifflBer theKings. Sadoc was the firft High Thehi^h 
Prieft of the Temple, built by Solomon. After him his Son Achimas fucceeded in that ^u/rm. " 
Honour, and after Achimas, Azaras, after whom fucceeded Joram, and after Joram, 
Jofcbua, zherJofchuatAxioram^hohadfovhisfaccefforPhideasjto Phideas fucceeded 
Sudcas, to Sudeas,Julu5, xojulus, Jot ham, to Jotham,Vrias, to Vrias ,Neri as, to Nerias,Odeas i 
to Odeas.Saldum, to Saldum,Elcias, 10 Elcias. Sareas, to Sareas,Joftdoch, who was carried 
. away prifoner \mo Babylon: all which have fucceeded in the Priefthood by lineal de- 
ft fcent. When Hebuchodonofor was come to Babylon, he ftiut up Zedechias in prifon, where 3> M .. t0 .i 1; 
he kept him until he died, and after his death, he honoured him with a Royal Tomb. z<i«bi*t 
He Ukewife offered the Veflfels that he had taken out of the Temple of Jerufalem unto dvMt) - 
his sods, and caufed the people to inhabit the Coun trey of Babylon, delivering the High HtJi0 ^ 
Prieft from his Bonds. The General Nabuzaradan that-led the people away captive, Ktffnuj.cbap; 
left the poorer fort in the Countreyof Judeaj and thofe alfo that voluntarily yielded ll ' 
themfelves unto him, over whom he appointed Godolias,the Son of Aicam, Governdur

f 1 that journey: but if he. were not contented to repair to Babylon, he fhould de- 
e: .re unto him in what place he would makehis abode, to the intent he might certify 
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ThTKuTe thereof. But the Prophet would not follow him,or fojourn in any other place, 
defiring rather to live amidft the ruins of his Countrey, and among the pmous Re- 

1,q When ^Genc^Nabuzaradan underftood his refolution,he gave charge to the Go- 
vernourG«Wi« (whomheleft « to have care of him and to furn.fb hi«n with 

S that which he wanted, and after he had gratified hjm with Prefents he departed. 
In mean while, Jeremy dwelt in the City of Mafphatb, he defired Nabuz aradan that he 
would fend hiriiis Wdplc Baruch (the Son of Heri* r, a man of a Noble Family, and 
excellently Learned in that Countrey Language,) Now when thofe, that during the 
SieceofW^, were retired out of the City, underftood the retreat of the Baby. fi 
LL/ they affemblcd together from allparts, and came to Mafphatb to sGodoltas under 
the conduct of >*« the Son of C«rc«, and and 5«« 5 and others. And be- 

fides thefe a certain man called lfmael, of the Bloud Royal, a wicked and fraudulent 
man who during the Siegeof the City, had retired htmfelf to J'tnal King of the Am- 
monites and had rejourned with htm during all the troubles. When they were come to- 
gether ' Codolias zdv\fcd them to remain in that Countrey, without any fearof thelM- 
bylonians, promifing that in manuring their Land, they fhouldincurr no inconvenience. 
All which he confirmed untothem by an Oath ; adding further, that if any difturbar.ee 
were offered to any man, he would readily aflift him. He gave each one this advice 
likewifc tVinl.abitany City that they liked belt.- promifing them to fend them thi- Q 
thcr with fuch things as appertained to them, to build them Houles, and t urnilh theit 
Habitations promifing that when timeferved, he would makeprovifionof Corn, Wine 
and Oil, for their maintenance during the Winter^ and when he had thus advifed them, 
he *»avd them leave to depart, and inhabit the Countrey. Nowwhenthe rumor was 
rnread amongft the people of Judea, that Godoiias had thus courteoufly entertained 
thofe that were Fugitives, and now he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Countrey (provided that they payed their Tribute to the Babylonian) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Countrey. And >A» and the other Governors be- 
ing with him, and afiuredof his clemency, began entirely to love him. Wherefore 
they told him, that Baikal King of the Ammonites, had fent lfmael to murther him by Q 
fome Trcachiry, that by that means he might have the Dominion over the ifraehtes that 
remained, in that he was of the Bloud-Royal perfwading him, that the only means 
toefcape this Treafon, was, to permit them to kill in fecret .• alluring him ^on the 
contrary that they feared, that if I/aW (hould happen to kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained, was like to fall to utter ruine. But Godoiias replyed, that it was not 
probable that lfmael, who bad received nothing but kindnefs from his hands, Jhonldmak? 
any attempt upon hk life 3 and that having never been guilty of any unworthy aSton in the Urn 
vfhisncuffity, he flmdd now make htmfelf guilty of fo great a ViUany againfl his BcnefaU- 
cr, whom he ought, even with the hazard of his own life, to fecurefrom the attempts ofo- 
thcrs. Tea, laid he, although thofe things were true, whichyou inform me of, yet hadlratber g 
dye, than murther a man that had committed his life to my trufi. For which caufe, John 
andiherelt (Teeing their perfwafions were in vain) departed from him. Some thirty 
days after, lfmael (accompanied with ten Men) came to Mafphatb to Godoiias, who 
received them with Prefents and magnificent Entertainment ; fo that to exprefstolj- 
mad and his companions, how heartily they were welcome, Godoiias drunk fo hard, 
that he was fomewhat overcame with Wine. Now when lfmael perceived him over- 
loadcn with Drink and Sleep, he ftept unto him with his ten aflociates, and cut both 
his throat, and theirs, who kept him company at the Banquet 5 after which murther, he 
iflucd out by night, and flew all the Jews that were left in the City, and thofe Babylo- 
nian Soldiers alio that were left in Garrifon in that place. The next day there came p 
rourfenre K en of the Countrey to Godoiias w\th Prefents, being utterly ignorant ot 
ihat which had happened. lfmael knowing them, called them unto him, as if he intend- 
ed to bring them to Godoiias, and as foon as they were entred, he locked the Court- 
Gates, and flew the m, and afterwards caft their bodies into a deep Ditch, to the intent 
they might not be difcovercd; Of this number there werefomethat efcaped, whobe- 
fot^hthim that they might not be put to death, before they had delivered certain 
Moveables, Garments and Corn that they had hidden in the field: which when lfmael 
underftood, he f P a red them : but he kept them prifoners that were in Mafphatb, with 
their Wives and Children, in the number of whom were the Daughters of Zedechuh 
whom Nabuzaradan had left with Godoiias, This done, he retired back again to tnerj 
King of the Ammonites. John, and the Governors of his company, hearing what was 
doneby J/W/in Mafphatb, and above all, of the murther of Godoiias, they were won- 
derfully inraged. fothat each of them affembling his forces, iflued forth to puriue 
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H lfmael* whom they overtook near Unto a Fountain in Hebron. The prifoners that were ^y^fi^ 
with lfmael, feeing John and his Confederates, took courage, fuppofing that it was fome if or/i, 
fuccors that came to help them, andforfook him that led them, and began to joynvwith *£P»cw/P* 
Johns followers : and thus fled lfmael with his eight Men, to the King of the Ammonites, 66 8?"'* 
John gathering together all thofe whom he had refcued from Ifmaels hands, both Eunuchs 
Women, arid Children, retired into a certain place called Mendra,- where he fojourn- ^m. 1 *' 
cd all that day, refolving from thence to depart into Egypt, fearing left the Babylonians Jefcurcleafetli 
mould put him to death, if they (hould remain in Judea, for that, they would be dif- Jy*[ /X ^ ap " 
pleafed with the death of Godoiias, whom they had placed in the Government; 
In this perplexity and diftrefs, they addrefled themfelves to the Prophet Jeremy, be- $»H aA«h 
1 feechinghim to enquire of God, and to certify them, what it behoved them to, do in Godfandbcr 
this their doubtful Eftate, binding themfelves by an Oath, to do that which Jeremy ing inforcuiJi 
(hould command them. Hereupon the Prophet promifed that he would as^ Counfel of God j^- th tbe 
for them : and fome ten days after God appeared unto him, and willed him to certify John, 
the Governors, and the reji of the people, that if they inhabited Judea, he would ajfijt 
them, and take care of them, and jeeure them fo, as the Babylonians (ivhom they feared) 
Jhould do them no harm: but if they departed into Egypt, he would abandon them, and deli- 
ver them over to the like mifery, as their brethren had endured in times paji, Whileft the 
Prophet thus Warned them from God, they would not believe him, in that he com- 
manded them to remain in that place, but they imagined, that under a falfe pretext of 
K Gods command, he had counfelled them thereto, but that ineffeft, he fpake in favor 
of his Difciple Baruch, peifwading them to ftay there, to the end they might be con- 
fumed by the Babylonians: Contemning therefore the counfel which God gave them by 
the Prophet 5 both John and the reft of the multitude went into Egypt, and led with <fer.ft.tir 
them both Baruch and Jeremy. Whither they were no foonercome, but God told the ^"*p ro hccf 
Prophet, that the Babylonian (hould lead his Army into Egypt > for which caufe he wil- 0 f' t h e B?t//<>- 
led him to foretell the people, that Egypt (hould be deftroyed, and that they (hould patt- nhn Army, 
ly be (lain in that place, and partly led captive to Babylon. Which came in like man- ™p t jy£ y ; 
ner to pafs : for in the fifth year after the deftrudtion of Jerusalem (which was the three 
and twentieth year of the Reign of Nabuchodonojbry Nabuchodonojbr in his own perfon 
L led his Army into Celofyria, and having conquered the fame, he made War upon the 
Ammonites and Moabites. And after he had brought thefe Nations under his obeyfance, 
he went and fought againft the King of Egypt, and overcame him; and after he had 
(lain their King that governed atthattime,and planted another in his place,he afterwards 
took the Jews that he found in that Countrey, and carried them prifoners into Babylon, 
By this means we have learned,that the eftate of the Hebrews, hath been tranflated twice 
to the other fide of Euphrates. For the people of the ten Tribes, during the Reign of 
Ofeas, were carried away captive by SaImanazar,K\ngof the Ajjyrians, after he had ta- 
ken Samaria 5 and the two Tribes by Nabuchodonofor, King of the Babylonians and Qhal- 
dees, upon the taking in of Jerufalem. True it is, that Salmanazar, after he had difpleaf- 
M edthe Ifraelites, planted the Chutheans in their place, who before-time inhabited the in- 
nermoft of the Countreys of Perfta and Media, and were called Samaritanes, according 
to the name of the place which they inhabited 5 but the Babylonian having led the two" 
Tribes prifoners, hath not planted any other people in their places. 

For this caufe, Judea, Jerufalem, and the Temple, remained defart for the fpace of fe- 
venty years: and all the time that pafled between the captivity of the Ifraelites* until 
thedeftru&ion of the two Tribes, was ah hundred and thirty years, fix moneths and ten 
daysj but Nabuchodonofor chofe the nobleft young men amongft the Jews (and fiich as 
were allied to KmgZedecbias, and efteemed likewifefor the good difpofition, and fair 
proportion of their Bodies and Faces) and committed them to Maftersto be inftrucl- 
^ ed, commanding that every one of them (hould be gelded, according as they wcreac- 
cuftomed to deal with young Children of other Nations, whom he fubdued by force. . 
He allowed them Vittuals from his own Table, and they were taught and inftru&ed in 
the Difcipline of the Countrey,and iniheChaidee Tongue. Thefewere very apt to learn 
Wifdom : and for that caufe he commanded that they (hould be Trained up in the ex- 
ercife thereof. Of thefe were fout ofZedechias kindred, fair in Body, and virtuous Htdit&Rufi 
in their Nature, who were called Daniel, Ananias, Mi fad and Ataxias ^ whofe names ^^uv'V.' 
the Babylonians changed, and appointed that they (hould be called by other names, di- , 7 . ' 
ftinct and different from their own : Daniel was called Balthafar^ Ananias, sidrach; Mi- ^*^ f /*j 
fael, Mifacb; and Azarias, Abeinago. Thefe did the King efteem very highly for their ^fellows"

He caufed a Palace to bebuilded 
near unto his Fathers antient Palace: the magnificence and ornaments whereof, lam not a- 
bletocxprefs? onely this thing mofi memorable, I have thought good to note that thefe 
great and pompons Buildings were finijhed in fifteen days. In this Palace he had Vaults^ 
raffed fo high , that in outward appearance they feemed to be Mountains, en which all 
forts of Trees were planted. He devifed and prepared alfo d goodly Garden, and caU 
led it the hanging Garden , becaufc (his Wife having been brought up in the Countrey

inn, that he overcame the City of Tyre, at the end of thirteen years, at fuch time as Uho- E 
bal Reigned over the Tyrians. This is thefnm of all that which the Wfloriographers write, 
*s touching this King. '

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A Fter Uabuchodonofors death, his Son Evilmerodach obtained the Kingdom, whoin- 
■M jV- A continently delivered Jechonias King of Jerufalem out of prifon, and held him 
f re;* from -^fhe number of his moft elteemed friends, and gave him Prefents , and committed f 
t'SrScnT the Government of the Palace of Babylon into his hands For his Father had not 
»7 kept his promife with ^»*«,whenhe furrendred himfelf, his Wife Children, and 
T, r Z£ il - Friendsinto his hands, in the behalf of his Countrey, and tothe intent that theCity of 
M^'r. jerufalem mould not be razed by thofe that befieged it, as we have heretofore declared. 
nbopbordMh. J Ev , lmeroe i achd \eA ln t he eighteenth year of his Reign, and Niglifar his Son obtained the 
nJIHImT Kingdom, which he poffeffed fourty years, and afterwards died. After him the fuo- 
K-ngot Bj/.;- cc fl,onof the Kingdom came unto his Son , called Labophordacb, which continued in mm 
but for the fpaceof nine moneths, and after his death it came unto Balthafar, who by 
the Babylonian was called Naboandel. Againft whom Cyrus, King of Pcrfta, and ^artifs 
King of ^« made War* at fuchtime as he was befieged in Babylon, there hapned 
a marvellous and prodigious fpettade. 
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H Balthafar fate upon acertain Feftival day in aRoyal Chamber, where he was ferved ^^^ftSe 
with great (tore of Veflels fit for his Majefty5 and with him at the Banquet there fate up >iJ, j 4 ik 
his Concubines, and moft intimate friends. At which time (to (hew his Magnificence) $'£1*'*'* 
he caufed thofe Veflels to be brought out of the Temple of his Cod, which Nabuchodono- us'* 
for hispredeceflbr (fearing to employ to his own ufe) had ftored up in his Idols Temple. p^ f ~ v ^ / 
But Balthafar was fo puffed with pride, that he drank out of them, and employed them 7,<«i 3°.' * 
to his own ufe. Now came it to pafs, that twhileft he quaffed, and blafpherhed the j^jf'^ j 
Name of God,he faw a hand ifluing from a Wall,which wrote on the fame certain words: thmiiout of a 
by which Virion being fomewhat terrified, he affembled his Magicians and Cnaldecs, and Wall, and wrf- 
all that fort of people (who amongfk thofe barbarous Nations made profefiion to inter- s^labies! ' l 

I pret Prodigies and Dreams^ to the intent they might fignify unto him the meaning and 
fignification of that Writing. Now when thefe Magicidns had told them that they 
could not give an interpretation of it, the King was fore vexed and troubled at this 
unexpected Vifion : whereupon he caufed it to be proclaimed thorow his Countrey, 
that whofoever (hould read that Writing, and declare the meaning thereof, he would 
give him a Golden Chain, anda Purple Robe (fuch as theKingoftheC/W^cc/worejand 
befides all this, the third part of his Empire. After this Proclamation the Magicians af- 
fembled tegether with a great concourfe,and were far more diligent and inquifitive to find 
out the fignification of the Writing : but they advanced nothing more than at the firft. 
Mean while, the Kings Grandmother feeing him wholly dejected in mind, began to com- 

K fort him, and to tell him that there was a certain man amongft the prifoners oi'Juda, led 
thither at fuchtime as Nabuchodonofor deftroyed Jerufalem, whofe name was Daniel, a 
man wife and expert in fearching out of things that were onely known unto God, who 
evidently expounded that which Nabuchodonofor required, at fuch time as no other man 
could fatisfy his demand. Whereupon the King called him unto his Prefence, and tel- 
ling him what proofs he had heard of his Wifdom, and of that Divine Spirit that was 
in him, and how he ohely was fit to interpret thofe things which were concealed from 
other mens knowledge, he prayed him to inform him what that hand-writing fignified, 
promifing him in reward thereof, a Purple Garment, a Golden Chain, and the third part 
of his Empire : to the end 3 that being honoured with thefe rewards for his wifdom, 

L he might grow famous amongft sill men, who demanding the reafon, fhould know the 
intent why he was honoured. But Daniel (refuting all thefe Prefents of his. ; in that the 
wifdom that is given from above, is not corrupted thereby, but is freely imparted to 
thofe that have need thereof) told him that that Writing did foretell the end of his 
life, becaufe he had not learned to fear God, neither to lift up his thoughts higher 
than humane nature, notwithftanding he had feen the chaftifement wherewith his pre- 
decelTor had been puniihed, for the outrages he committed againft God. For that Na- 
buchodonofor having been driven to lead his life amongft Beafts, by reafon of his Impi- 
eties, after divers requefts and fupplications, had obtained mercy, and was returned 
unto humane converfation, and into his own Kingdom, for which caufe all the time of 

M his life, he praifed Almighty God, the Governour of all things: whereas he had omitted 
to do the like, and had blafphemed the name of God, and had debauched himfelf 
with his Concubines in the VefTels dedicated to God : For this caufe, God was difpleaf- 
ed with him, and certified him by his Writing, what end he fhould expeft. Where- 
upon he expounded the Writings after this manner: Mane ( which is as much to fay, 
as number^ fheweth that God hath numbred the days of thy Life and Reign, which 
fhall endure but a little while} Thekel fignifieth a balance; God therefore (faid hej 
weighing the government, fheWeth that it fhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 
fignifieth a fragment, God fhall break thy Kingdom , and divide it among the Medes 
and PerftaHs, When the King had heafd this interpretation, he was very forrowful (ac- 

N cording as the nature of things fo difafterous and fo apparent required. (Notwith- 
ftasding he delayed not to beftow thofe Prefents which he had promifed the Prophet, 
although (as he well perceived) the words bbaded him ill, yet he gave him all that 
which he promifed him, confidering with himfelf, that it was his own deftmy that he r.i.4di 9 . 
ought to accufe 3 and not Daniel, who like an honeft mad had declared the Truth, ^tKh'tbe"" 
notwithstanding it were very unwelcome to his ear. Not long after this, Balthafar Writing «o the 
and the Ciry were overthrown and taken by Cyrus King of Per/?.* and his Army j For £j^in et- 
thiswas that Balthafar, under whom, and in the feventeenth year of whofe Reign, the f or mcdw$ P "" 
furpnfal of i^j/owhapened.

O Darius, who (with his ally Cjr**)had deftroyed the ftate of the Babylonians, wisthfee- BtljUn'iixT- 
fcore and two years old at fuch z time asht took Babylon. He was Aflyages Son, and is ^ 2 ^^" 
othcrvvays called by the Greek*. He took the Prophet Danht, and led him with him p^j^. *

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into Media, and kept him near unto him, doing him much honour, for he was of tbenum- ^ 
*x)"r*fthc ber Q £- three Q overnolirs w hom heconftituted over three hundred and threefcore Pro- 
tef£tcMfi : * vinces ; for fo had Darius commanded it. Now Daniel being thus honoured and beloved 
xutivhj, by Darius, and trufted by him in all things, for that God was with him, was much hated} 
&^r^^> as they ufually are, who have thegreateft intereft in Princes favours. Whereas there- 
Theforccof f ore t ), e y tnat W ere jealous ofthegocd efteem which he had with Darius, foughfcoccafi- 
Swe/iho- on to calumniate and backbite him, he warily cut off all opportunity thereof ; for he 
noiirandup- would neither be bribed with Silver, nor corrupted with Prefents, fuppofing it to bean 
rudhlni act of much difhonefty to receive gifts after a man had done any cour tefies. He therefore 
j?u//?nw,c!up. gave his maligners no manner of ground to detract from his reputation. But they frill 

perfifted in their malice, and all other at tempts failing, they thought upon one at laft 3 by JJ 
J"jf* aV ' * which they imagined they might deftroy him ; For they perceiving, that Daniel did 
thrice every day make his Pray'rs unto God, they fuppofed that they had found a juft 
pretext to work his ruine. Whereupon they came unto Darius, certifying him , that 
the Princes and Governours had concluded together, to this effect: that for 30 days 
fpace, an intermiffion (hould be granted to the people ; during which time, it was neither 
lawful for them todemand any thing,neither ofhimfelf,or ofany man orGod whatfoever; 
and if any man fhould attempt any thing againft this common decree, it was ordered, that 
he fhould be caft into the Lions Den.But the King not perceiving the drift of their malice, 
nor how they fought by this device to entrap Daniel, told them, that he liked of thede- 
cree, and promifed to confirm the fame, and made a publ ick Edict, wherein the Princes C 
refolutions were ratified. Now whileft all men endeavoured through fear, carefully and 
diligently to obferve this Edict; Danielkt light thereby, and according to hisaccuftom- 
ed manner, franding in all mens fight, he worfhiped his God, and prayed unto him. 
Whereupon the Princes (having got that occafion which they long expected Jcame readi- 
ly unto the King, and accufed Daniel, for that he onely amongft the reft, had prefumed 
to infringe their Decree : urging moreover, that he did it not for his Religion lake, but 
in contempt of the Kings Edict. And becaufe they feared, left Dtrius, by reafon of the 
great affection be bareunto Daniel; fhould beready to pardon him ( notwithstanding 
he had tranfgreffed their Edict) they prefTed him earneftly to inflict the punifhment 
which was threatened by the Law, and to caft him into the Lions Den,according to the Q 
form of the Edict. Darius hoping that God would deliver Daniel, and that no harm 
v. ic. fhould befall him by the jaws of wild Beads, exhorted him patiently to endure that 
?.Th'c Lions" Trial. Now as foon as he was caft into the Den, the Kingfealed up the Stone that clofed 
Vtn. the mouth thereof,and departed,fpcnding all that night withoutrepaft or repofe.fo much 
was he concerned in Daniels behalf. And when the day was come, as foon ashearofe, 
he came unto the Den, and finding the Seal unbroken, wherewith he had marked the 
Stone,he opened the fame,and called untoD4»/cZwithaloud voice,asking him if he were 
in fafety ? He hearing the King fpeak, anfwered, that he had received no hurt. Where- 
upon Darius commanded that they fhould draw him out of the Lions Den. His adver- 
farie9 perceiving that Daniel had efcaped without harm (becaufe that God had takca E 
care of him J would not that he fhould efcape: and thereupon told the King, that the 
Lions did neither touch nor approach Daniel, becaufe they had been fed and gorged be- 
fore. For which caufe the King difpleafed with their injurious malice, commanded a 
quantity of flefh to be caft unto the Lions 5 and when they were glutted, he com- 
EJB/Wmic- manded that Daniels enemies fhould be caft among them, to the intent he might know, 
plicfi bvVi* whether thre Lions would touch them or no, when they weregorged. M which time Da- 
1 ion*. ' rius fart> very manifeflly, thatCod had by his power proteUed Daniel from death. For as foon. 
v.:.-,. tdfi- as the Nobles were caft into the Den, the Lions fpared not one of them, but tore them all in 
pieces , as if they had been hungry and without meat. I fuppofe thai thefe Lions having been 
a little before glutted with meat, did not flay thefe men to fatisfy their hunger, but I rather F 
judge that their crimes provoked the rage and fury of the Beajis: for when bod pleafcth, be 
ma\eth even mreafonabk creatures to execute his vengeance again ft wick$d men. Daniels ad- 
verfaries being thus deftroyed, Darius gave notice hereof to all the Subjects of his 
Provinces, praifing that God whom Danielhzd adored} faying that he was the only 
true God, who had all power: he honoured Daniel likewife with efpecbl regard, 
efteeming him amongft the chiefeft of his Familiars. He therefore being thus re- 
nowned ( becaufe he was beloved by God ) built in Ecbatane in the Countrey of 
the niedts a magnificent Caftle, and a marvellous Monument, that remaineth even 
unto this day , which feemeth to thofe that look thereon , that it is but newly 
built, and made but that very day which they behold the fame 5 the Beauty G 
thereof feemeth fo lively and perfect, as that continuance of time doth in no 
fort deface it. For it fareth with Buildings as with Men, they wax old , and are 
infeebled by years, and lofe their Beauty. At this day, all the Kings of Media, 
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H PerfiaanaParthu are entombed in ibis Caftle, and the charge thereof is committed to a ->^? 
Pmeft, who is a Tew : and this cuftome continued even until this day. Neither i /that JrZV^

t-r'rW, King of rity for 70 years, he would again reffore them to their native Countrey, where they

For he awakened the Spirit of Cyrus, and put it into his heart to write Letters 
throughout all Ajia, to this effect : Thus faith King Cyrus, jince Almighty God hath made 
me King of the whole world, J am ferf vaded that it h ' he whom the Jewilh nation do adore', 
for he hath declare a my name by his Prophets, before I was born, and hath faid, that Ijhould 
build his Templein Jerufalem, whichis intheCountrey of Judea. Now Cyrus knew thefe 
T.Uy C'jp. things by Reading of a Book of Prophecies, written by Efay , two hundred and ten 
4, 'j icr. i.id years before his time. For ( he faith ) that God did fecretly reveal thefe things unto 
c°'<r J " n,rn ' fpeakmg to this effect 5T will that Cyrus, whom I have declared King over many * 
i.<!/V ' Nations, (hall fend my people back into their Countrey of Judea, and (hall build my 
ri. v hecy «>f Temple.

which we appoint to be taken out 0} the Countrey of ^Samaria^ the Priefts fiall effer up thefe ''.V*''**

they Jhall make Prayers unto God, for the prejervation of the King, andhisHoufe, to the end* thc 
that the Empire of the Perfians may be ftill permanent. And my Will is, that thei that ? utr « urne< * 
difobey andoppofe thefe Commands Jball be hanged on a Gibbet h id thaVthlir GooZ tSl^,^ 
beconfifcate. Thefe were the Contentsof h.s Letters. Now the number of thofe that ' tnt °Wi 
returned fromthe captivity into Jerufalem, was Forty two thoufand , four hundred

M CHAP. II. 

The Jews begin to build the T emple at Jerufalem 5 but after the death of Cyrus, 
the Samaritans , and other neighbouring Nations writ to Kiv^ Camby- 
fes, his Son, to caufe him to put a Jiop to the Work,. 

WHileftarccrding totheKing's Order, the JewsU\d the foundation of theTem- 
pie, and were very bufy about the building thereof 5 the Natioos that bor- 
dered upon them, and especially the Chutheans, (whom Salmanazar, Ring oiAfyria, 
lent roir perfia and Media, to inhabit in Samaria, at fuch time as he carried away the 
N F eo P le of the ten Tribei) incited the Princes and Governors, to hinder the Je Jfrom 
rtrpa.nng the.r Cuy, and re-edifying the Temple. Thefe Men, corrupted with Silver, 
lold their negligence and delay to the Chut heans, which they ufed in thofe Buildings. 
V >F c > r «f ^"dwg h» other Wars, was ignorant hereof, and having conducted his 
Army agamft the Mfgetes, he ended his days in that expedition. When as therefore 
Combyfes h.s San, had obtained the Kingdom, they of Syria and Phoenicia, the Ammo- 
mtcs Moabites, and Samaritans, wrote their Letters to Cambyfes in thefe terms :

We have thought good to fignify thus 
much to your Majefty, which perhaps is unknown unto you, becaufe, that if this City be once 
more re-inhabited and inclofedwithaWall, they will thereby obfirHtt your pafiage into Coelo- 
fyria ^Phoenicia. 

CHAP. III. 

Cambyfes forbiddeth the Jews to proceed in re -building the Temple 

r 17M17 \ "K 7 Hen Cambyfes had read this Letter (being by nature, wicked and malicious) 
c'umb)fa\n- \\ he grew jealous and difpleafed at the Contents thereof, and wrote back again 
in"!- Inhibit after this manner : The King Cambyfes to Rathymus the Chancellour, and to Belfen and 
«h the" SemeliuSjSmicj,^ all his other CeunfeUors and Inhabitants o/Saraaria and Phoenicia 
from build- n ca lth. Having read your Letttrs, I have commanded the Records of mine Ancestors to be 
« Tcmjic!' examined, and I find that the City of Jerufalem hath been always an enemy to their Kings, 
and that the inhabitant} iunvf have always rat fed Sedition and Wars. lhave likewife found, 
that their Kings have htm mighty, and that they have cxaded from Syria W Phoenicia con- Q 
Jhlio&Ruf tinuallnbntts. t or this cuuje I have ordained, that the Jews pall not be permitted to re-edify 
finm t c*t. 9 ~ their City, for fear, lift ti.e boldnefs of that people being thereby encouraged, they fljould.ac- 
*ti» v Jf . <i. CO rdir% to thtir former etifiom, praSice a new Rebellion. After the receipt of thefe Letters, 
SwZiwM- Rathymus zndt\\e Scnbei«*J>*tf, and thofe of their faction, tookhorfe, and rode fpee- 
/>* nude Em- &\y to Jerufalem. leading with them a great number of PeopIe,and prohibiting the Jews 
p"rZnf lhc from the building their City or Temple. Thus was this work interrupted, until the 
ErVt 5. *v. e. fecond year of the Reign of Darius, King of Perfia, for the fpace of nine years. For 
tjfmtm. cambyfes reigned fix years, during which time he fubdued Egypt, and upon his re- 
return from thence, he dyed in Damafcus. And after the death of Cambyfes, the Magi 
that held the Empire of the rerftans, for the fpace of one year, being taken away, the D 
chief of the feven principal Families of Perfia, made Darius (the Son of Hyjiafpk) 
King. 

C H A P. IV. 

Darius gives leave to Zerobabel a Prince of the Jews, to re-build the Temple, « 
great number return to Jerufalem under his condu&, and apply themfelves 
to the work.. The Samaritans and others write to Darius 
to forbid them, but he aft s contrary to their defires. 

vitm voweth |~"\ Arius, during the time that he lived a private life, madea vow unto God, that if 
to iin J the J ^ he obtained the Kingdom, he would fend back unto the Temple of Jerufalem, all 
{""uruflum. thofe Veflels which were as yet remaining in Babylon. It fell out that about the fame 
■zmbtbti. ' t j me t hat he was made King, Zerobabel , who was appointed Governor over the Captive 
Jews, came unto him from Jerufalem. And being the Kings antient friend: he, with 
two others, had three of the Principal Offices of the King's Houfe conferred upon 1 
them, and were placed the neareft about his perfon. The firft year of the Reign of 
Darius, he entertained all his Courtiers with great pomp and magnificence, both thofe 
of his Houfhold, and thofe alfo that were his Governors and Princes of Media and 
rcrfia, and the Commanders in India, confining upon Ethiopia, with all the Chieftains $ 
of "his Army, in one hundred twenty and feven Provinces. Now after they had Feaft- 
ed, and were full of Wine, they departed each of them unto their Lodgings, to be- 
„ vo . take themfelves to reft : but King Daring being laid in his Bed. repofed very littleall 
p.imj«ii 0 the night long, but paffed the time without fleep.- Whereupon, feeing he could not 
t):-ccqud.;op« com p 0 f enmi f e |f tore ft } he began to difcourfe with thefe three great Officers, promi- 
ou«T °' finR unto him that (hould moft truly and aptly anfwer thofe queftions that he (hould 
demand, to grant him licence, by way of reward, to wear a Purple Garment, and to 
drink in a Golden Cup, to lve on a Golden Bed, and to ride in a Chariot, whofeHorks 
(hould be harnaffed with Gold and to wear the Tiara or linnen Wreath, and a Gol- 
den Chain about his neck , and fit in the next place to the King 5 and fhould Iikc-G 
wife becalled his Kinfman,in regard of his Wifdom. After he had made thefe large 
rromifes, he demanded of the firft, whether Wine were the ftrongeft ? of the fecond,

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H Whtther the King were ftronger ? of the third, Whether Women, or Truth^were the ftrongeft of rt 7j£^iT 
the three? Asfoonas he had deliver'd them thefe queftions to deliberate upon , l\e laid wu, /h,* 
him down to reft. Upon the morrow he-font for the Princes, Chieftains, and Qo*err*f^f*! < v**J |V 
nors of Perfia and Media, and afterwards fitting aloft in that Throne from whence he f"™"*' 
wa9 accuftomed to determine conrroverfies between hisfubje&s, he commanded thofe -s~y**+j 
three young men, in the prefonce of that Princely A fiembly, publickly to refolye thofe 
queftions which he had propofed. 

Whereupon the firft of then! began after this manner to exprefs the force of Wine :The firtt 
Hoble Princes, when I confider the force of W'me,Ifnd -nothing that can furpafs it: forWittt^^i^^ 
diflurbeth the judgment, and maketh the Princes tmderftandinglike to that of aChild&hohatj)* 0 ™** 0 WmS " 

I need of one that ftonld always direU him: It giveth the flam that freedom in djfepurfi,wfticb 
his thraldom had deprived him of : It equalleth the poor man to the rich : Itchangefb and 
traksformeth the foul, affuageth the miferable mans grief, and maketh thePrifoners forget their 
binds, and think, themfelves very rich 5 Jo that they think, not on mean things but talk, of Ta- 
lents, and fuch things at appertain unto the moft wealthy : It cauftth them to lofi all apprebest- 
ftonbothof Princes and Kings, and taketh from them the remembrance of their friends and fa* 
miliars: It armeth them againft their greatefi friends, and makfth themjuppoft their near eft 
relations to be ftrangers ; and when the Wine, cottcoSed by night and fleep, bath for fallen them, 
they rife, and know not what they have committed in their drunkennefs. 
When the firft of them had fpoken thus in favor of Wine, he that: had undertaken to The f«ond 

K fhew, that nothing was equal to the power of Kings, began after this manner: kings '»i Ue,l, the 
(faith he) have dominion over men,who govern theearth, andat their pleafure can command Efir. 1°,*"' 
the Sea to ferve them.' Kings have power and dominion over thofe men who mafter and -com' 
mand the moji untamed and mightieji creatures 5 it therefore Appear eth that their force and pn~ 
ifiance exceedetb that of all thefe. If they command their fnbjeiUs to wage Wat, and to expoft 
themfelves to danger, they are obedient 5 and if they fend them outagainjl their enemies, they 
willingly obey them, by reafon of their force: By their command they level Mountains, beat 
down Walls, and raze Towers. And if they command th.ir fubje&s to kill or be killed , they 
refifl not, for fear leji they fbould feem to tranfgrefs the Kings commandment. When, they have 
obtained the viSory, all the glory and profit of the War redomdeth nnto the King, They likj- 

L wife that bear no Arms, but intend the tillage of theearth, after they have bom all the toil, they 
reap and gather thefruits,to the endthey may pay the King his tribute : And if he will or com- 
mand any thing, it muft be performed without any delay. Furthermore, when the King is ad- 
dicted to any pleafnres,or intendeth to enjoy his reft, during the time that he fltepetb , he is 
guarded by thofe that watch, who are, as it were,, tyed unto him, through the fear ani awe they 
have of him t For not one of them dare forfake him when be fleepeth, nor depart from him , to 
follow their own affairs, but intend thoft fervices only which he thinketh necejfary, which is the 
guard of his perfon. Who therefore will not efteem the Kings force to be greater than any others, 
Jince fo many people obey him in whatfoeverbe commandeth? 

After he had fpoken to this effect, Zorobabel, who was the third.began to fpeak of the Zmhab . t th< 

M power of Women and Truth, after this manner : True it is, that Wine hath much force, third. «p? c V- 
andno left true, that all men obey the King 5 yet far more mighty is the power of aWoman. kthxhe f ow '* 
For by a Woman the King was bred, and brought into this world 5 and thoft men that plant the °f length 
Vineyards where Wines do grow, are born and nourijbed by Women 5 and generally there is not tweth chc 
any thing which we enjoy not by their means. For they weave its garments 5 they have the care anto 
and cuftody of our houfes $ neither is it pojfible for us to be fevered from Women. Tea, they that 
pojjeft much gold, and abundance of filvcr , and other things of great and ineftimable price, 
only upon the fight of a fair Woman, ferfake all theft things, and will follow after the beauty 
which they beheld, and for the poflejfion thereof, content themfelves to loft all things. We for- 
ftke likewife our Father and Motl>er,and the Conntrey that hath bred its, and forget our Friends 

N for onr Wives fake $ yea, we will willingly content our felves to dye with them. Tet is there a, 
greater and further demonftration of the moft mighty power of a Woman : For whatfocver we 
travel for, all the pains that we endure both by Land and Sea, to the intent we may reap fame 
fruits of our labours, do we not carry all this to give unto our Wives, as unto thoft who were our 
Mijirejfes ? Ihave feen the King likewife, wht is fo great a Lord, endure a (Iroke on the ear y 
by Apatne thedanghter of Rhapfaces his Concnbine,and patiently fuffer her to tabs the Diadem 
from bis head, and fet it on her own. when Jbc laughed, he laughed } and when fie was dif- 
pleafed, he was difpleafed: and according as her pafjion changed, fo he complied, and humbly 
fnbmitted his afj'e&ion to her pleafures, according as he few her pajfi urate or yleaftd. 

But whil'ft the Princes,in way of admiration, beheld one another, he began to dif- 

O courfe of Truth, faying : I have already declared what the force of Women is'^ yet notwith* 
ftanding both the King and they are more feeble than Truth. For whereas the earth is huge and

JtifcowhT U pon the King commanded him to ask,what he would, as touching that which he had promi- 
Eirxc.i.ad fa fo ■ becaufe heintended to grant it him,as to.the wifeji, and beji learned amongfh the B 
1 5 * reft For ( faid he ) thou fialt fit henceforth next unto. me, and palt be called my friend. 

When the King had fpoken thus, Zorobabel called to remembrance the vow that#he 
King had made, if fo be at anv time he obtain d the Kingdom: namely , lhat he would 
bcin5 v build Jerufalem, and the temple of God, and reftore thofe veffels Ukcwife, which were taken 
1 ° away JyNabuchodonofor, and carried into Babylon. For this ( faid he) 0 Kwg, is my 
reaueft, which you permitted me to ask^, and youpromifed me to grant, at that time when I was 
Srfij be judged wife and well-learned by you. The King was well-pleafed at his words, and nfing 
.nio. cd. -f rom hh Throne, he kifled him. He wrote alfo to his Governors and Princes, that they 
tnil\% 4 ftould fend away Zorobabel, and thofe of his company, to build the Temple. Moreover, 

he fent Letters to them of Syria and rhenicia, commanding them to cut down the Ce- c 
dars of Libanus,and to fend them tojerufalem, towards the building of the City , pub- 
lifomg a Law, that all ^en* (hould be made free, if they would refort unto Judea ; for- 
bidding all Commiffaries and Princes, to impofe any charge upon the jfewj,for the necef- 
fities of the Kingdom '•> and commanding that all the Countrey which they fhould inha- 
oj m Letters bit fhould beexempifrom Tribute: appointing the idumtam, Samaritans, and cvlofy- 
tor the liberty, f .* ns tQ re ft ore t j 10 f c lands unto the Jews which they unlawfully with-held, which their 
IncSanJ Ihe Anceftors had heretofore poffeffed. And befides that, to deliver them by way of con- 
i emigrant- tr ibution 50 Talents of filver towards the building of the Temple, permitting them to 
«-d to ii,c jew. offef their ordinary Sacrifices. He likewife commanded, that all the Neceffaries and Vcft- 
«, 'V ' ments which either the High-Prieft, or the other Priefts ufed in the fervice of God,(houId D 
be furnifhed at his charge. He-appointed alfo that the Levites (hould havel.nftrumentsof 
Mufick deliver'd unto them, to praife God withall; and that certain portions of land 
fhould be slotted for them that had the guard of the City, and the. Temple. Moreover, 
he allow'd them a certain Sunt of money every year for their ordinary maintenance. Af- 
ter this, he fent back all thofe veffels which Cyrus heretofore had refolv'd to reftore unto 
Jerufalem. , , „. ... 

WhtnZorobabel had obtained thefe things above-named at the Kings hands, he went 
Ver tl out of the Palace, and lifting up his eyes unto Heaven, he began to give God thanks , 
Gl.nl things that he had enabled him to appear more difcreet than others before the King, and for the good 
brought to the V r whh . h he had given him in DariusV prefence. For ( faid he ) OLord, if thou hadjt £ 
■ / " IJ " not been favourable unto me, 1 had not obtained it. After he had in this manner given thanks 
for the prefent, and pray 'd God to (hew himfelf always favourable hereafter; he repai- 
red to B*Ww,and told his Countreymen what encouragement hehadreceiv'dfromthe 
King • who hearing thereof, gave God thanks alfo, who had reftor'd them once more to 
thepoffeffion of their native Countrey : and they fell to feafting and banquetting for 
•n.^fBM do- ("even daysfpace, for thereftoring unto their Countrey, as if they had folemmz'd the 
i.jh from hi- feafts c p their birth-days. Hereupon theheadsof the feveral families made choice of 
l ° thofe, that ( with their wives and children ) (hould return unto Jerufalem y who, by the 
affiftance of Darin s Convoy, perform'd that journey with great joy, playing on their 
Pfalteries, Flutes and Cymbals, and were after this manner conduced on their way, by F 
thofe Jews that remained in Babylon. Thus went they forward, being a certain and de- 
terminate number of every family. I have not thought it neceffary to repeat thefe fa- 
milies by name, left I (hould perplex theRelation,and the Readers (hould be interrupted 
? rfJ. <r. ( hereby. Notwithftanding, the whole number of thofe that went, and were about it 
i'^T^Vhu years old of the Tribes of Juda and Benjamin, were four millions, fix hundred and eight 
«c..i'oi.t ot thoufand. There were likewife four thoufand and feventy Levites : And of their wives • 
and children together, forty thoufand, feven hundred, forty and two. Befides thefe, 
there were of Singers of the Tribe of Levi, one hundred, twenty and eight; ot ^ oT " 
ters one hundred and ten 5 and of thofe that attended on the Sanftuary, three hundred 
twenty and two. There were certain others likewife, that pretended that they wereG 
of the race of the Israelites, but could give no teftimony of their defcent,the number ot 
whom was fix hundred fifty andtwo. Of thenumbcrof thePriefts, they thathad el- 
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H poufed wives, ( whofe genealogy could not be derived.and who were not found alfo in < ~^*^r> 
the genealogies of the Priefts and Levites ) they were about five hundred, twenty and 5!/.JV / ? 
five. The multitude of fervants that followed or attended on them, were feven thou- cKJfc 
fand, three hundred thitty and feven. There were alfo two hundred, forty and five Sin- 
gersof men and women : four hundred, thirty and five Camels; and five hundred twen- i^v-s^ 
ty and five other beafts for their carriage. The cond utter of this above-named multi- 
tude, was Zorobabel, the fon of Salathiel, defcended of Davids Line,and of the Tribe 0 ^ ZmM ' 1 
J„da 5 and Jefus the fon of Jofedech the High-Prieft 5 befides which, were Mordochtu* f^tx^ 
and Serabtas, who were chofen by the people to be their Governors, who contributed P"cft of\his 
100 pounds of gold,and five hundred of filver. Thus the Priefts and Levites, and part ton, P an y- 

I of all the people of the Jews which were then in Babylon, were conduced to dwell in 
Jerufalemy the other part of them following a little after, returned every one into his 
own Countrey. 

Thefeventh month after their departure out of Babylon, the High- Prieft jfe/#f,and the 
Governor Zorobabel, fent Meffengers thorow all the Countrey, and affembled the people 
from all quarters of the Region, who, with all alacrity and expedition, repair 'd tojcru-lifcl'f' 
falem. There ere&ed they an Altar in the fame place, where heretofore it was built, to 
the end they might offer Sacrifices thereon, according to Mofes Law; but hereby they 
gave offence to their neighbouring Nations, who, in general, were incenfed againft them, 
They celebrated alfo at that time the feaft of Tabernacles, according as the Law-maker 

K hadordaind : afterwards they offer'd oblations, and continual fa«rifices,obferving their 
Sabbaths,and all holy folemnities. And they that had made any vows,perform'd them, c - ?• '•m. *- 
and facrificed from the New Moon until the feventh month. After this, they began to ££dS 
build the Temple,and deliver'd great fums of money to the hewers of ftone,and Mafons, 
andgav^ftrangers their ordinary diet, who brought them ftone and timber. For it was 
an eafie matter for the Sidonians, to bring wood and timber from Libanus, and binding it T . .. 
up, and gathering it together in rafters, to (hip it, and land it at the Port of Joppa. For £g an c« C 
Cyrus had heretofore given them that commandment 3 and now thefecond time they were built, vcr; s; 
enjoined thereunto by Darius, 

The fecond year after their arrival in Jerufalem, the Jews affembled together in the fe- 

L cond month, and began to build the Temple , having laid the foundation thereof ot^ 
the firft day of December. Over this work, thofe Levites that were above 20 years of 
age, were overfeers : with them alfo was Jefus, and his fons and brothers joined, and Zo- 
limiel the brother of Juda the fon of jiminadab,and his fons. And through the diligence 
that thefe overfeers of the Temple ufed,it was fooner finilh'd, than it was expected. As 
foon as the Sanctuary was built, the Priefts, apparelled in their accuftomed habits, and 
the Levites, and the fons of Afaph arofe, and with Trumpets praifed God, and fung fe- 
veral Hymns and Pfalms compos'd by King David. The Priefts and Levites , with the 
Elders of the Tribes, calling to mind how great and magnificent the firft Temple was^ 
and beholding that which was built at prefent,far inferior to the former,and perceiving 

M how much the ancient wealth and dignity of the Temple was abafed ; they were fo fen- 
fibly touched with the confideration thereof, that they could not but burft forth into la- 
mentations and tears. But the people were contented with that which they beheld,and 
without any mention of the former Temple, they troubled not themfelves in comparing 
the one with the other 5 neither thought they upon the difference betwixt the prefent^ 
and that which ftood in times paft : but the Elders lamented,and the Priefts complain'd, 
that the new erected Temple was far lefs than the former 5 yet the noife of the Trum- 
pets drowned their lamentations, and the joyful applaufes of the people their mournings. 

The Samaritans hearing the noife of the Trumpets,ran out to know the caufe thereof, J ht ^ arU ' 
becaufe they were ill-affefted toward the Tribe of Juda and Benjamin 5 and underftand- t^Lthe""^ 

^ ing that the Jews which were return'd from Babylon, had re-edifi'd the Temple, ihey ad- bu51din 3 of chc! 
dreffed themfelves to Zorobabel and jfe/«r,andto the chief Governors of the families,re- Sfi ' 
quiring them that it might be lawful for them to repair the Temple with them, and to 
have part in the building thereof. For (faid they ) we honour Cod no lefs than you, we 
pray unto him, and adore him ; we conform our felves to your cufloms,cver Jince the time that 
Salmanazar King of Affyria removed us out of Chuthea and Media hither. To thefe de- 
mands of theirs, Zorobabel, and Jefus the High-Prieft, and the Governors of the Tribes, 
anfwer'd,TW it was impojftblc for them to admit of their ajfifiance in the building of the The smart-

Whereupon si Jin Governor in 
Nathit,, syna and Fhtenicia, and Sarabazan, accompanied with others 5 came unto Jerufalem , and 
si^v^ demanded of the Chieftains of the Jew s, By who fe permijfion they built the Temple, which 
The c ri rather feemed to be a Fort than a Temple .<? and for what caufe they fortified their City withgates, 
PtTnen «-" and fo firong walls? Zorobabcl and Jefus the High-Piieft anfwer'd 3 T^/ they were the fr- 
aminc the va „ ts g j- t j Je l iV i„gGod, and that their Temple had been built by one of their Kings, who teas 
repair ' rich, and fiirpafied all other in -virtue, that afterward it had continued fo long time in venerable 
their City and ejiimation; but by reafon their fathers had been guilty ef impiety againji God, Nabuchodo- 
T ™ r J- nofor, King of Babylon and Chaldsa, having taken the City by force, dejiroyed the fame; B 
v.'i : •« and after he had fpoiled the City, he burned it, and tranfported the people captive into Babylon. 

But after that Cyrus King of Perfia had obtained the Kingdom of Babylon, he commanded 
by his exprefs Letters fcaled with his Royal Seal, that they fliould re-edifie the Temple, and or- 
dainedthat all thofeTreafurcs which Ntbuchodonofor carried from thence, and of the confe- 
crated wjjels,Jl)ould be deliver 'd to Zorobabcl and the Trcafurer Mithidrates, to be conveyed 
to Jerufalem, and placed again in the Temple, as foon as it fliould be built. And he command- 
ed alfo, that it Jhould beprcfently re-edified, appointing Abaffar to repair to Jcrufalem^jw/.g/z/e 
order for all that which was rctjuifitc h rcho hajlcning thither as joon as he had received Cyrus 's 
Letters, did fpecdily lay the foundations anew. From that timeforward,until this prejent,it 
hath been hindered by the fitbtilty and malice of the neighbouring- Nations,who have always been C 
cur Enemies, fo thut as yet it rcmaineth imptrfeB. if therefore it pleafc you, and you thinly 
good, fgnifie what you hear, by your letters Darius, to the end, that examining the Regijicrs 
"of the Kings, he may find that all things have proceeded after the manner which we haven- 
land. * 

When Zorobabcl and Jefus had anfwer'd to this eflfedr, Siftn, and they that accompanied 
him, thought not good to hinder the building, until fuch time as they had certified Da- 
v. i, r i t f S hereof, for which caufe they wrote unto him prefently. Hereupon the Jews were

;v .5. don to the building of Jerufalem and the Temple. But two Prophets, Aggeus and Zac ha- 
ry,\ who were amonglt them) began to perfuade them, willing them to fear no ill J) 
from the Perfo/^becaufe God had allur'd them,that they fhould receive no harm } here- 
upon the people gave credit to the Prophets,and diligently intended their building 3 with- 
out intermidion. 

When the Samaritans had after this manner written to Darius, and accufed the Jews 
c. <. * v. 7 . unto j 1|m f or f ort jf vin g their City, and re-edifying their Temple, and inform'd him how 
^I'Ta'mvi- it feem'd rather to be a Fort, than fomefacred place* and had further alledg'd, that it 
mri cn.ic.i- W ould be no profit unto him : and moreover, had produced Cambyfes letters, by which 
rm'kr^hc'ic they were forbidden to build the Temple, he underftood that the re-eftablifhment of 
I -'.":.„" \ of ti c Jerufalem ftood not with the fecurity of his ftate. But when he had read Siftns letters,

o^\w<- as 'J he full year of the Reign of Cyrus, commandment was given to build the Temple of Jeru- 
, } v,har-,'v falem, and the Altar therein. It was likewife decreed, that the heighth of theTemple fiould 
'!u ^ c (ixty cubits } and the breadth as many '■, three forks of hewed Jione,and one Jlory of thewood 
r °"' of ' thatCoitntrey : and it was ordained, that the expenceof that building fhould be deduSed 
out of the Kings Revenues. Moreover, he commanded that reftitution fliould be made unto the 
Inhabitants oj^ Jerufaltm, of thoje vejjels that were tal^en away ^Nabuchodonofor,<M«J ear- 
ned away to Babylon : And the commijfton to effe8 all thefe things, was given to AbafTar 
Governor of Syria and Phoenicia, and his companions , to the endthat they might departfrom f 
theje places, and the Jews might be permitted to build therein. Furthermore, he ordained that 
the charge of this building Jhould be gathered out of thcTributes of his Countries,and thatthty 
jhould furnifi the Jews with Bulls, Weathers, Lambs, Coats, Flower, Oyl, and Wine, and all 
other things which the rriejis fliould thinbjHcet to offer facrifice,to the intent that they might pray 
for the prcfervation of the King of Perfia : commanding that they that fliould tranfgrefs or op- 
N.;.:.> ;.(. pofe this commandment, fliould be laid hold on, and hanged on a Gibbet, and that their goods 
Jhould be confijeate to the Kings ufe. Moreover, he bejonght God, that if any man went about 
to hinder the building of theTemple. that he would execute his vengeance upon thatperfon, and 
puuijh him for his wickednefs. When Darius had found thefe things written in his Re- 
gilrries, he wrote back to Si Jin and his companions in this form Q

Sijinwd his Affociates being certified of the Kings pleafure, refolved to conform them- ot S3Tt "' 
felves unto it : and taking the care of the facred buildings upon them, they affifted the 
Princes and Magiftrates of the Jews, in fuch fort as the building of the Temple was fi- 

I niftied with great diligence, by the inftigation of the Prophets Aggeus and Zachary, ac- f 
cording to Gods commandment, and by the directions of the Kings Cyrus and Darius 5 fo ofthcT.impi*, 
that it was finiftVd within feven years. In the ninth year of the Reign of Darius, and 
the three and twenty of the eleventh month,caird by us Adar, and by the Macedonians 
Diftre 5 thePriefts and Levites, and all the reft of the people offer 'd facrifices, and gave 
thanks for the renovation of their former felicity, after their captivity, and for their 
new Temple alfo : facrificing 100 Bulls, aco Sheep, 40c Lambs, 1 2 Goats, according to 
the number of the 12 Tribes of lfrael,and for the ftns of each of them. The Priefts 
and Levites alfo (according to the laws of Mofesj appointed Porters to every gate. 
For the Jews had built Galleries round about, and within the Ternple. 

K NowwhentheFeaftof unleavened bread (which is thefeaft of Eaficrj drew near, yif .

the laws of their Forefathers, and had caufed them to find favor in the eyes of the King T hc form 'of 
of Ferfta. Thus dwelt they in Jerufalem t facrificing unto, and ferving God, and living un- Commonweal 

I der the Government of their Nobility. For they fee up a kind of Ariftocratical Go- la 3 eru < al "»' 
vernment, and the chief authority remain'd in the High-Priefts, until the Afmonaans ob- 
tained the Kingdom: for before the captivity of Babylon, they were under the Govern- 
ment of Kings, who began from Saw/ aadDavids times.aboutfomej^i years,firt months, 
and ten days; and before their Kings, certain Governors, call'd Judges, reigned: and 
under this fort of Polity liv'd they more than 500 years, from the death of Mofes and The SimirU 
Jofhn*. And this was the ftate of the Jews after their captivity, during the days of Cy. u « % migh ty 
rus and Darius. True it is, that the Samaritans were their mighty and malicious adver- « nemie5 of tW 
faries,and did them many mifchiefs, trufting in their riches, and pretending to be the 5 "*"' 
Perjlans kinfmen, becaufe their original proceeded from thence. For they refufed to pay 

M that Tribute which the King had commanded them to disburfe unto the 7^ to make 
their facrifices, and the Governors of Syria and Phoenicia loft no opportunity which 
might promote their defign. For which caufe, the Jews determined to fend Ambafiadors 
unto King Darius, to accufe the Samaritans 5 and to that intent, Zorobabel,md four others ThcEmbanw 
were fent. As foon therefore as the King underftood by thefe Ambafiadors, what crimes 0 f the few* m 
and accusations they had brought againft the Samaritans, he d if patched his letters, and ^ r "a. 
addreffed them to the Governors and Council of Samaria, the tenour of which letters 
was to this effect :

AFter Darius death, his fon Xerxes fucceeded him, not only as Heir in the government 
of his Kingdom, but alfo asSucceflbr unto his piety and devotion towards God: 
Hdio&Ruf- f or he changed not thofe inftitutions of his Father that concern'd religious fervice - but r 
f i"ShSy ' with great benevolence favoured all the Jews. During his Reign, Joacim the fon of jfe- 
Xcricf» Kin S f m was High-Prieftj amongft them alfo that remained in "Babylon, there lived a Prieft 
Ef/T&rncd with the J C1PS in that P lace cal,ed E fl ras > 3 j uft man J and one of 8 reat reputation amongft 
in ihcUw!" the people : and whereas he was very skilful in the laws of Mofes, he was much efteem'd 
by the King. This man intending (with certain other Jews of Babylon) to return to 
7er«p/e» 9 befought the King that he would vouchfafe to beftowhis letters of commen- 
Ntbtm , x . dations to the Governors of Syria in his behalf. Whereupon the King gave him letters 
ad 1 1. of recommendation to the Governors, certifying them of his favor towards Efdras, and 

SS to the Princes " in thofe P art8 ' to this effe6t : 

Xerxes King of Kings, to Efdras the Prieft, and Reader of the Divine Law, health. 

It is decreed by me, and feven other of my Council, that rvhofoever in my kingdom of the If-, 
raelites their Priefts or Levites, will repair with thee unto Jerufalem. way freely do it with mj 
licence, and may fettle themfelves in Judea, there to fcrve the God of their Fathers 3 bearing 
with them thofe Prefents unto the God of Kxz^which I and my friends have vowed to offer un- 
to him. llikewifc give thee licence to take with thee all the gold and fiver which any of thy 



Nation living herein Babylon will offer up unto God, to buy offerings to be facrificed upon the 
Altar of thy God : and to make whatfocver veffels of gold er fiver, which either thou or thy 
Brethren pall thinhjneet. thofe J acred veffeh'alfo which are given thee, thonfhalt dedicate un- q 
to thy God ■> and if there be ought elfe requifite in this behalf that thou fi) alt think fit to provide, 
the charges fiialt thou receive out of my ireafnry. I have alfo commended thee to the Treafnrers 
of Syria andPhceriic\z,and have written to them,that whatfoever Efdras the Prieft, and Rea- 
der of the Law of God Jhall require,they Jhall prefently deliver it to him. And to the end that 
God may be favourable to me and my pofierity, my will is } that an hundred meafurei of wheat 
be offer 'd unto God ', according to the Law. I command you alfo that are Magi fir at es, that y oh 
cxah nothing,ncither impoje any taxations on the Priefis, Levites, Singing-men, Porters, or 
holy Officers. But thou Efdras ( according to the wifdom given thee from above ) Jhalt ap- 
point fudges, who fijall in Syria and Phoenicia execute jufiice unto the people, according to 
your Law. Teach thou likewife freely all fitch as are ignorant, fo that whofoever violatcth either g 
Gods or the Kings Law, he may be fined, or elfe condemned to death, as not finning through ig- 
norance, but of contumacy. Farewell. 

When Efdras had received this Letter, he was wellpleafed, and gave thanks unto 
vtr. \c 17,1s. God,confeffing that it was he, who was the Author of that favour he had received at 
Med'che jrwi the Kings hand: And after he had read this Letter unto the Jews that were at that time 
that Jweit in re fident in Babylon, he kept the original, but fent a copy to all thofe of his Nation,being 
bnljitn. m t ^ e Countrey of the Mcdcs : who being inform'd of the King's zeal to the fervice of 
God, and his favour towards Efdras, were very joyful 5 and divers amongft them took 
their goods, and came unto Babylon, defiring to return to Jerufalem: but the reft of the F 
jfraclitcs would not abandon or leave their dwelling. Whereupon it came to pafs, that 
two Tribes were under the obedience of the Romans in Afia and Europe : but the ten 
Tribes were on the other fide of Euphrates, even until this day 5 and it is incredible,how 
exceedingly they are there multiplied. With Efdras there departed a great number of 
Priefts, Levites, Porters, Singing-men, and fervants of the Temple. Now after he had 
afi'embled thofe of the captivity, that inhabited on this fide Euphrates, and fojourned 
there three days, he commanded them to folemnize a Faft, and to pray unto God for his 
preftrvation , that no evil might happen unto him; and that neither their enemies, 
nor any other might do them any violence : For Efdras had foretold the King, that God 
would be their Protector, and that therefore he requir'd no Convoy of Horfemen atG 
his hand for his fecurity. After that they had recommended themfel ves unto God,they 
fct forward on their way, the twelfth day of thefirft month of thefeventh year of the

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H Reign of Xerxes,znd arrived in Jerufalem in the fifth month of the fame year. Where- ""w^-^ 
upon he incontinently prefented unto the Treafurers ( who were of the race of the $Jfi$3f 
Priefts) the facred depofitum wherewith he was intruded, which confifted of 6*50 Ta- befmebnft'i 
lentsof filver,andof filver veffels an 100 Talents, of veffels of gold to the value of 
20 Talents, of brazen veffels (more precious than gold) the weight of 1* Talents. tl^Sz-v^ 
Thefe were the Prefents of the King and his Friends, and of the Ifraclitcs that dwelt in E/yr«« P ii-

When Efdras had deliver 'd thefe Prefents into the hands of the Priefts, he offer'd 
burnt-offerings unto God, according to the Law, namely,i 2 Bulls for the publick confer- 'venal \nd 
vation of the people. 7 2 Rams and Lambs,and 12 Goats for a fin-offering. And afterward ° th " P r « iou « 

) hedeliver'd the Kings Letters to his Princes and Governors in Coelofyria and Phoenicia : T«Iru"erV 5 
who being conftrain'd* to execute that which was enjoin'd them by the King, honour'd hjniis * 
the Nation of the Jen?/, and fupplied them every ways in their neceffities. We owe unto 
Efdras the honour of this Tranfmigration, for -he not only laid the defign of it, but his 
virtue and piety Were undoubtedly the caufe that God gave him fo good fuccefs in the 
undertaking. ir> ; 

Not long after, there came certain Men unto him, complaining that fome of the peo- 
ple, Priefts and Levites, had tranfgreffed againft their Ordinances, and broken the Laws 
of theCountrey,in that they had efpoufed certain ftrange women, and corrupted the 
purity of the Sacerdotal race 5 requiring him, that he would have a regard to Gods Or- 

K dinances, for fear left he ( being difpleafed With them) lhouldcaft them again into that 
miferyfrom which he had fo lately deliver'd them. Efdras hereupon was fo much afllicT:- 
ed, that he rent his cloaths, and tore his hair, and pulled his beard, and caft himfelf upon fj t ™ e E 
the ground, becaufe the chief among the people were concern'd in that offence. And be- th " had mar- 
caufe he feared left if helhould command them to forfake their wives, and thofe chil- e^/™^" 5 * 
dren which they had begotten by them, he (hould not be obey'd, he continu'd in grief, wum. ' 
and lay continually upon the ground. Whereupon, all thofe reforted unto him who 
were not guilty, and wept and lamented with him, becaufe of that which had hapned. 
In this afflidtion of mind, Efdras ("railing himfelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands 
to Heaven ) faid, That he was afiiamed to look, thereupon, becaufe the offences of the people 

1 were fo heinous ; and that they had fo foon lofi the memory of thofe calamities wherewith their 
Forefathers had been vifitedfor their fins. Neverthelefs, 0 Lord, C faid he ) fince thy mercy is 
infinite, have pity, I bejeech thee, on the remnant that hath efcaptd that long captivity, and which 
thou haji brought back, into their native Countrey. Spare them, O Lord 5 and though they have 
deferved death, yet let thy mercy appear, in the fparing of their lives. Whil'ft thus both he 
and thofe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their wives and children, a cer- 
tain man called Achonias, one of the principal men of Jerufalem, came to him, and faid, 
7 hat they had finned, becaufe they had efpoufed fir ange women 5 and perfuaded Efdras to com- 
mand them all, to banilh both them and the children begotten by them 5 adVifing, that 
they who obey'd not the Law, might be punifti'd. Efdras ( perfuaded by thefe words ) 

M made all the Princes of the Priefts, Levites, and Tribes of ljrael,Cwear,That they would 
difmifs their wives and children, accor ding to the counfel of Achonias. And as foon as he 
had received their oaths,he departed from the Temple unto Johns houfe the fon of Elia- 
#>,and there fpent he all the day, without tafting any meat, byreafon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Edift was publiftYd,Tta* all they that were returned from 
the captivity, fijould repair within two or three days to Jerufalem (under the penalty that they 
who defaulted, and came not within the prefixed time, fi)ould be held as excommunicate , and 
their goods confifcate to the publicktreajury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Priefis: J 
They of the Tribes of Juda andBenjamin came thither within three days,on the 20 day 
of the ninth month, call'd by the Hebrews, Thebeth ; and by the Macedonians, Apelleus. 

^. And as foon as they were feated in the upper part of the Temple in the prefence of the 

Elders,.Fj#>v*r arofe and reprov'd them, becaufe they had tranfgrefs'd the Law, in taking i[ir. io.v.-i 
wives who were not of their Nation : For which caufe he told them,that if they would l0 ' iI " 
do that which were agreeable unto God, and profitable for thetnfelves, they fhould dif- 
mifs fuch wives. Whereupon, with a loud voice, they all cried, That they would do it 
willingly^ but that there was no fmall number of them, and that it was the winter-fea- 
fon,and the matter of that confequence, as one or two days could not end it: For 
which caufe they thought it very needful, that the execution were deferred for awhile} 
and that at the length, fome of the Princes who were free from that crime, with certain 
o her chofen Elders of every place, (hould make inquifition after them that had married 
O u'ivescontrary to the prefcript of the Law. Which beingapprov'd by thereabout the 
New Moon of the tenth month, this Inquifition began, which continued until the New 
Moon of the month enfuing: and there were many of the family of fefus the High- 

Prieft, 
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s~ p r ieft,andof the Priefts,Levites, and Ifraelites, that Cmaking more account of the ob- ^ 
HWd"!l fervation of the Laws, than of the natural affections to their wives and children) did 
bcftrtciriji'i prefently put away their wives,and thofe children they had by them, and facrificed cer- 
N % iv "> ' tain Rams for a peace-offering unto God : whofe names it were needlefs to reckon up in 
t>"V^ this place. .».,-. 

When Efdras had in this manner reform'd the abufe committed by fuch marriages, he \ 
fo corrected the evil cuftom thereof, that this confirmation continued firm and irrevoca- 
ble for ever. In the feventh month, they folemniz'd the Feaft of Tabernacles : where- 
to when all the people were reforted,they all came together in an open place in rheTem- 
f pie, towards the gate that lookethEaftward,requiring£/#r#r, that he would read Mofa's Q 
JJf "S? Ordinances unto them : which he performed 5 and ftanding up in the midft of the mul- 
Ncb'm.i v.i. titude, heread the Law unto them, from the morning until noon. By which reading 3 noc 
* d 1 only foe the prefent, but for the time to come, they were informed of their duty 5 and 

calling to mind that which was paft, they were fo forrowful.that the tears fell from their 
eyes, when they confider'd, that if they had kept the Law, they had not fuffer'd any of 
thofe evils wherewith they had been afflicted. But Efdras behoving them in that ftate, 
advis'dthem to repair home, and to weep no more,becaufe that day was a folemn and 
holy day, wherein they ought not to weep, becaufe it was forbidden. But he command- 
ed them rather to intend their feafts and pleafures, and to make this good ufe of their re- 
morfefor their former fins, that they might not fall into the like for the time to come. 
They following Efdras exhortation, began to celebrate the Solemnity, and continued C 
their feaft of Tabernacles eight days. After which time, they returned every one unto 
his houfe, praifing God in hymns, and thanking Efdras for the reformation of thofe un- 
lawful marriages which had been contracted with ftrangers* after he had gotten great 
honour among the people, he finifli'd his days in an happy old age, and was buried hono- 
rably in Jerufalem. About the fame time alfo died Joacim the High-Prieft, whofe fon 
Eliacim iucceeded in his place. 

After this it came topafs, that a certain man that was one of the captive jfen^and King 
tdi' m ' 11 Xerxes Butler, called Nehemias, walking before the City of Sufa,( which was the Metro- 
politan City of Pcrfa) heard certain Grangers that came from far, upon their entrance 
into the City, talking with one another in the Hebrew Tongue 5 whereupon he drew D 
near unto them, and ask'd them, Whence they oame ? They anfwerd, That they came from 
Judea: which as foon as he knew, he inquir'd after the (hue of Jerufalem, their native 
City, and how the people fared. To whom they anfwerd. That they were in very bad 
jiatc, and that their City-walls were demoliflxd,andthat thcNations round about them, affil- 
ed the Jews tvith many outrages, making inroads into their Countrey, and fp oiling them daily, 
fo that divers of them were led away Prifoners; yea, fame Citizens of Jerufalem : and that 
the High-waycs were found full of dead bodies. Hereupon Nehemias began to weep, (tho- 
row the compaffion he had of his diftreffed brethren) and looking up towards Heaven, 
How long ( faid he) O Lord, wilt thou fee our Nation thus affiHed,without taking care ofuti 
Heboid how we are made a prey to all men! Whil'ft thus he walked before the gate, and E 
lamented bitterly, word was brought him, that the King was ready to fit down to his 
meat: whereupon he hafted away to give his attendance, according to his office. Asfoon 
as Supper was dona, the King grew pleafant, and cafling his eyes upon Nehemias, (whom 
he perceiv'd to be heavy and difconfolate ) he ask'd him what he ailed? Nehemias ("after 
he had befought God to give him peifuafive words to difcourfe unto the King) anfwer'd, 
O King, bow Kit pojjible but that lJl)ouldbe affii&ed,when I hear that the walls of Jerufalem, 
( which is my native Countrey ) are levelled with the ground,and the Sepulchres and Monumtnti 
of my Predece[fors are defaced, and the gates of the City are burned? Do me therefore this grace, 
that I way go thither, andrepaiie it, and finijh the reft of the building of the Temple. 

ThcK'nggaveeartohisrequeft,and promis'd him his Letters, alluring him, That he p 
iruild addrefs them to the Governors, commanding them to do him honour, and tofurnijli him 
tvith all things nccejjary, to accomplif) that which he intended. For which caufe ( faid he ) 
< cafe to bcafft&cd, and give thy attendance chearfully. Hereupon Nehemias adored God, and 
thanked the King for the promife he had made him 5 and therefore by the joy he concei- 
ved, he cleared that confufion and forrow, that before he bare in his countenance. The 
next day the King called for him, and gave him Letters unto Sadeas the Governor of Sy~ 
rw, Ph&'nicia and Satuaria,'\a which he commanded him to honour Nehemias, and to fur- 
nifh him with all things necell'ary for that building which he intended. As foon as he 
came to Babylon, he took divers of his Countreymen with him, who willingly follow'd 
him, and went with him unto "jerufalem, in the 25 year of the Reign of Xerxes 5 and after v 
he had tieliver'd his Letters to Sadeas, and the other Governors, he affembled the people 
of Jcmfakm, and ftanding up in the midft of them, he fpake unto the whole Congrega- 
tion 
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jjlion to this effect : Tou men of Jury, there is none of you but know what care Cod Almighty ^y^fZ 
hath been pleafed to take of our Forefathers, Abraham, Ifaac and Jacob, in regard of their mnd, 3 f 
piety and love to jufiice 5 and he doth fiill make it evident that he will not abandon us, in that b 'f'" r . <r Chri fl'* 
I have obeained favour of the King and permijjion ( by his ajfcftance ) to rebuild the Walls of * 4 /.' v '''* 
our City, and finijlj the refi of the Temple. I therefore pray you (who are ajfundly perfuaded v%f 
of the envy and hatred the neighbouring Nations bear unto you, who hearing that we are intent Nebemus hi- 
itpon our building,will overprefs us, and labour by all means pojfible to hinder us ) firft to re- vin 5 S" tten 
lit upon Gods Providence, who willoppofe himfelf againfi the hatred which they bear us , and Shority" w 
afterwards to intermit neither day nor night in profecution of the building, but with all care buil.i the wills 
continue the work. , in that the opportunity doth require our diligence. After he had fpoken f nc £^™' 
I to this effect, he gave order that the Governors mould take the meafureof the Wall,and people therc- 
diftribute the task among the people, according to the Burroughs and Towns , and to ™*f 
every mans ability i and after he had promifed to employ both himfelf,and all his fami- ?diT"'" J ' 
]y therein, he difmifled the Affembly. Hereupon the Jews ( incited by his authority) 
addreffed themfelves to the work, and then it was that they firft began to give the name 
of Jews to thofe of our Nation who returned from the Captivity $ and to the Countrey 
the name of Judea, becaufe it had been heretofore inhabited by thofe of the Tribe of 
Juda. - 

The Ammonites, Moabites, Samaritatis,and all theTnhabitants of Ccr/^r/^^underftand- 
ing that the walls wereraifed with fuch hafte and diligence, were much troubled. and re- Ncbcm.4. 1. 
K folved with themfelves toliein ambu{h,and to hinder them in the profecution of rheir<" <1 5- 
work 5 fothat they flew divers Jews, and fought the means ! 1 ike wife to murther Nehemias 
himfelf: and having hired certain ftrangers with money to commit the fact, thov ay in 
wait for him.They endeavour'd alfo to terrifie the Jews with vain reports, and by fpread- r. 1 0. ti fin: 
ing certain rumors, that divers Nations intended to make War againftthem : by which ^ ^"nj 
reports ( being much troubled ) they defifted for a time from the profecution of their ™$ t h e l^iii 
building. Yet none of thefe things could weaken Nehemia's diligence or refolution,but ot lerufaicm. 
that ( keeping a guard round about him ) he diligently profecuted his defign , fetring 
light by all occurrents : fo great was his affection to accomplish the work. And therefore 
he carefully ftood upon his guard, not that he fear'd death, but becaufe he was perfua- 
L ded, that his Fellow-Citizens would abate of their courage and refolution.if he con- 
tinued not with them, to animate them to the profecution of fo Holy an enterprize. He 
commanded likewife, that the Workmen while they wrought, fhould have theit Arms 
near them, fo that both Mafons and Labourers carried their Swords, 

Moreover,he gave order that they fhould have their Targets by themi andheplaced 
certain Trumpetters, fome 500 foot diftant the one from the other, charging them, that 
as foon as they difcover'd the Enemy from any part,they (hould incontinently found the 
alarum, and give notice unto the people to arm themfelves, and prepare for the fight,for 
fear they (hould be furprized,and found unprovided. He himfelf alfo walked the rounds 
about the City by night, with an indefatigable courage, and without either eating or the walls ot 
M fleeping, but only for necefiity fake ; and this labour endured he for the fpace of two % eru S a \ <m 
years, and three months : for the Wall of Jerufalem was built again in that time, in the fim " 1<:d • 
28 year of the Reign of Xerxes,and in the ninth month. After the City was fortified, 
Nehemias and the people offered Sacrifices unto God, and fpent eight dayes in feafting. 
When the rumor was fpread abroad that this building was finilhed, the Inhabitants of Provi/ !°" {o: 
Syria were fore difpleafed. But Nehemias perceiving that the City was weakly manned, ' c Pne 
befought the Priefts and Levites to forfake their dwellings without the City, and to 
come and dwell within, and to that intent he built them houfes upon his own charge. He 
ordained likewife, that they that intended their Husbandry, mould bring the Tenths of 
their fruits unto Jerufalcm^o the intent that the Priefts and Levites by enjoying their cori- 
N tinual maintenance, might omit no time in the ferviceof God : wherein he was readily r Efitu i 0 . 
obey'd. By this means, the City of Jerufalem was very well peopled. After that Ne- The death «f 
hernias had honourably accomplifh'd divers other worthy actions deferring praife,he died He,,em * 5 ' 
in a good old age. He was a man fo good,fo juftand highly affectionate towards his 
Countrey : and one to whom they are fo much obliged for the benefits which they have 
receiv'd, that his memory will remain for ever among the Jews, 
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mtivitj, Artaxerxes fucceeds bis father Xerxes in the Kingdom of Perflate repudiates g)uccn Vafliti 
t^-v^s-* his Wife, and efpoufeth Efthcr the Neece of Mardocheus. A man perfuades Artaxeixes 
to hanijl) all the Jews, and to apprehend Mardocheus ; but he is banged, and 
Mardocheus ejiablijbed in his place. 

HtJh& Xuf- A Fter the death of Xerxesjhe Kingdom fell to Cyrus his fon,who by theCrecians was 
fmw. c»p. 6. J\ call'd Artaxerxes. Under his government all the race of the Jews, both Men, 
Women and Children, were in danger to be utterly exterminated : the caufe whereof, I 3 
will hereafter declare. But firft of all I muft fpeak fomewhat of the King, and declare 
Eflhtr 1, 1. how it came to pafs, that he married an Hebrew Woman of the Blood Royal, by whofe 
means f as it is faid ) our Nation was preferv'd. After that Artaxerxes had taken the 
Kingdom upon him, and eftablilh'd Governors over 127 Provinces, from India as far as 
Althiopa: in the third year of his Reign, he entertain'd and feafted all his Friends with 
great magnificence, the Nations of Perfta likewife with their Governors for 1 80 days. 
He feafted after this, for the fpace of (even days, the Ambafladorsof all Nations in the 
City of Sufa, after this manner. There were feveral Pavilions eredted, whofe pillars 
were of gold and filver, cover'd with linnen and fcarlet vails, which were of that ex- 
tent, that divers thoufands of Men might take their refection therein. All the enter- q 
tainmcnt wasferv'd up in veffels of gold, enriched with precious ftones, very glorious 
to behold. The King likewife commanded his fervants ( that attended the feaft ) that 
they (hould enforce no man to drink, by filling continually, according to the manner of 
the Perfians,b\xt to permit every one of theguefts to drink according to his difcretion. 
He fent alfo throughout all the Countrey, commanding a ceflation from all labour , and 
that every one (hould make Holy-day for many days, and think of nothing but rejoy- 
c.i. v. 10,1 1. c,n &> an< * wilhing him an happy Reign. The Queen Vafliti alfo made a banquet unto her 
ad fincm. ' ' women in the Royal Palace. Now whereas the King was defirous to (hew, that flie fur- 
Aciht" vffbii P 3 ^^ a M other women in beauty, he fent unto her, commanding her to come to the ban- 
to 'gr we his' quet in more Royal manner than the reft of her Attendants : but (he, too curioufly tied q 
feafti j (he re- t0 t ne obfervation of the Jaw of the Perftans, ( which forbiddeth women to be feen by 
therefore" is ftrangers ) went not unto the King 9 and notwithftanding he fent his Eunuchs divers times 
uftoffby him. unto her, yet perfifted (he in her refufal to come unto him. Whereupon the King ( no. 

ved withdifpleafure) gave over his banquet, and arifing, he call'd unto him his (even. 
Counfellers, to whom (according to the cuftom of the Perjians ) it belong'd to ex- 
pound the Laws; and accus'd his wife, telling them how much he had been flighted by 
her,fince having fent for her divers times to accompany him at his banquet, (he had re-' 
fusd to obey him : he therefore commanded them to declare their opinion , what pu- 
nifhment appertain'd to her. One amongft them, call'd Mttchaus, anfwer'd, That the in- 
jury xp as not only offered unto him, but to all the PetRans,who jfiould likewife be all in danger of g 
being after that manner defpifed by their wives 5 for that no one of them would acknowledge 
duty towards their husbands, taking their example from the gueens difobedience , which Jhe 
jhewed towards him, who was the Governor over all. Whereupon he c oncluded, That Jhe that 
had thus difl)Onouredhim,fhould be feverely pmtijhed : which done, he thought fit that this or* 
dinanctof the Kings , might be publifhedthorow all ' Nations, that Queen Valhti fhould be fepa- 
ratedfrom hit bed,and another woman chofen in her place. This determination, confirmed 
by the confent of the reft of the Magi, very much afflifted the King, becaufeon the one 
fide he was unwilling to aft contrary to the Laws of his Countrey, and on the other, he 
knew not how to put away his Queen, for whom he had fo great a paffion, by reafon of 
her beauty. Which when his Friends perceiv'd, they counfel'd him to forget the memo- F 
ry and love of a woman fo unprofitable, and to fend and feek out thorow all his Coun- 
tries for thefaireft woman amongft them, whom he might choofe and take to wife, that 
by thefociety of another woman, the great affection which he bare unto Vafliti, might be 
extinguiftYd. The King approving of this counfel,fcnt out certain Meflengers and De- 
puties, commanding them to bring unto him the faireft Virgins that were to be found 
in his Kingdom : when therefore they had aflembled a great number of them,they found 
in Babylon a young Orphan, ( without either father or mother ) who was brought up 
under her Uncle ( whofe name was Mardocheus ) of the Tribe of Benjamin, And one of 
thegrcateftmen among the Jews. The beauty and modefty of this Virgin were fo ex- 
traordinary, that (he rais'd the admiration of all that beheld her. She therefore was de- G 
li ver'd in charge unto one of the Eunuchs, who carefully attended her with all diligence, 
furniJhing her with odors and precious perfumes, according to tht cuftom of noble 
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H women 5 and after this manner were 400 Virgins entertain'd for the fpace of fix months, fe^w 
Now when he that was put in truft with thisCommiffiod, thought thefe Virgins to be n'o id, 354*., 
fufficiently prepar'd, and that they were fit to come to the Princes bed,hefent every day *fe ? fcr,/r ' 
one unto the Kingto keep him company : who, after fome embraces, fent her prefently 4 4. V " J ' 
back again unto the Eunuch. But when Ejiher came into his prefence, he fetled his af- 
feftion more on her, than all thereft 5 and being furprifed with her beauty, he took her The Maiden 
for his lawful wife : and the Nuptials were folemuly celebrated in the feventh year of E ^ htr aaie 
hisReign, and in the 12 month, call'd by vnAdar«th*t is February.. And he fent Meffen- §SE 1. 7, s, 
gers thorow all his Kingdoms, to proclaim a Feaft in honour of his marriage : he himfelf * • IO - 
alfo feafted thePerftans, and Jtfc</w,and the Princes of the Nations, for a whole months Si? 

J fpace. Atfuch time zsEfihereatted into the Royal Palace, he fet a Diadem upon her ^hhn to 
head, and fo lived with her, that he never queftiori'd her either of her Birth, or Nation. 5ufi ' 
Her Uncle came from Babylon to Sufa, ( the chief City of Perjta ) where every day he Xhc Kin • 
walked before the Palace-gate, enquiring hdW;E/2ferdid : for that he lov'd her as dear-command 8 *!^ 
]y as if (he had been his own daughter. Now the King had made a Law, That no man no mM (ho V u 
(hould approach his prefence, upon pain of death, except he were called, during the.TKe^repe 
time that he was on his Throne 5 and round about his feat there ftood certain Officers h e were alley, 
with their Arms, ready to punifb thofe who being uricalied mould attempt to approach ffilZcttm' 
the Throne. The King himfelf fate aloft, and holding in his hand a golden Scepter, difovVeth < 
whenfoever he intended to fave the life of any one that approached his Throne uncal- * h <j J r »y fort - , 

K led, he ftretched forth the fame, and touch'd him therewith : who being thus touch'dj Efl 
by that means efcap'd death. And as touching thefe things, we have fufficiently fpo- 
ken in this place. 1 

Not long after this, when as Bagathous and Theodefies, two of the Kings Eunuchs, had 
confpir'dagainfthim* Barnabas, who was of the Hebrew Nation, and one of their fer- 
vants, being acquainted with their Treafon, difcover'd it to the Queens Uncle Mardoche- 
«f,who, by her means, inform'd the King of. their confpiracy. Who finding out the trufb 
by their examination, he commanded them to be executed on the Gibbet 5 he for that 
time gave no recompence toMardochews for faying his life,but only commanded his name 
to be regiftred in his Records, permitting him tohaveaccefs to his Palace, as if he had 

JL been one of his Domefticks, Now as often asHaman ( the fon of Amadath an Amale- HmtH being 
chite) came unto the Palace to vifit the King, all thofe that were either Perftans or ftran- honoured by 
gers, (according to the Kings efpecial direction) did him honour: But Mardocheri *lg^^ c 
(hew'd him no honour ( becaufe the laws of the jfc»/ forbade it.) Which when Haman few. 
had obferv'd, he demanded whence be was ? And underftanding that he was a^ew, he E(iber 31,ti 
was much difpleas'd, faying in himfelf, That the Perfians who were of a freer condition, call c'X^ 
tbemfelves projirate before him,and he that was but a. (lave, difdained to do the like. Intending 
therefore to revenge himfelf on Mardocheus, he thought it not fufficient to procure his 
punifhment at the Kings bands, but refolv'd wholly to exterminate his Race (for he was 
by Nature an Enemy to the Jews, by reafon that the Amalechites, from whom he defcend- 

Med, had heretofore been conquered by them.) Whereupon headdrefs'd himfelf unto the 
King, and accus'd them, faying, That there was a. certain cur fed Nation fpread through his 
whole Kingdom, infociable,andabhorring thecujiomsof other men, who ufed divers laws and 
ceremonies, contrary to thofe of all other Nations, and definitive of the fundamentals of his 
KiKgdom^fo that the greateji favour he could do to his Subjeff*, Would be utterly to extermi- 
nate them. And leji your Majejlies Tribute fhould be anyways impaired by thefe means,Jpro- 
mifepu of mine own Revenues forty thousand talents of fiver, defiring rather willingly to for- e: 
bear Jo much money, than that your Kingdom fliouldbe unpurged of fuch a curfed Race of men. SoflS'jSi 
When Haman had made this his requeft, the King anlwer'd, That he forgave him the money, granted™* 
and that he permitted him to deal with that Nation as he thought fit. When Haman had ob- h * m " n - 

N tain'd his defire, he prefently fent forth anEdift thorow all Nations, in the Kings Name, 
tothisefteci. 

The great King Artaxerxes, unto his Governors of an Hundred and feven and 
twenty Provinces, extending from India as far as Ethiopia, health. 

Having obtained the Empire over fo many Nations, and extended my dominion over the 
Worlds according to mine ownpleafure, and being fo little inclined to treat any of our SubjeQs 
with rigour, that we rather take great pleajure in affording them fbme fignal mark} °f W favor 
and goodnefs,caujing them to enjoy an happy peace, it remains that we feek.afler thofe means 
O that may render this happinefs perpetual to them. Being therefore admonifhed by my friend 
Haman, (who for his wifdom andjufiice is more honoured than all other by me 5 and for his 
approved fidelity, bath the fecond place in authority nndcr me) that there is a certain race of

prevail over your obedience to us : And this command we to be done, the 1 4th day tf the lad* 
month of this prefent yean that in one daf cutting of all our enemies thereafter y* may trot in 
peace and Jecnrity* 

This Edict being fpread thorow all places of theCountrey, and pubfiflfd In every B 
City, allmenpreparM themfelves againft the prefixed day, utterly to exterminate the 
Jews, and no lefs diligence was there ufed in Sufa the Metropolitan City. Mean-while, 
the King and Haman feafted, and made good cheer, whil'ft the City hung in fefpence, be- 
ing troubled with the expectation of the event of that which Ibonld follow. But Mar- 
docheus having intelligence hereof, rent his garments, put on fackekfrh, andcaft affecs on 
his head, walking thorow the City, and crying, That their Nation had not committed any 
The laments- crime deferring death: and ufing thefe,or fuch like fpeeches,he came unto the Kings 
tion of the Palace,and flood before the gate, becaufe it was unlawful for hiim to enter thereinto in 
£«S?3d£ tha t nabit : The like alfo did the Jew/ that were in the Cities where thofe Edicts hid 
Edi& been publifh'd againft them, weeping and lamenting their miferies. But when the News Q 
tp.tr 4. 1 , »> hereof was brought unto the Queen, that Mardocheus ftood before the Palace-gate in a 
deplorable condition, (he was much troubled, and fent certain of her fervams unto him, 
to command him to change his attire, but they could not perfuade him to put off hisfack- 
cloth, for the caufe of his forrow ftill remaining, he could not think of laying afide 
the marks of it. She therefore called unto her her Eunuch Acraibeus, and fent him uo* 
to Mardocheus, to know what accident had be/aln him, that made him put on his mourn- 
ing habit, and to afflict himfelf after that manner, and not at her intreaty to lay afide 
thofe marks of his forrow; Hereupon Mardocheus told the Eunuch of the Edift 
made againft the -fews, and fent by the King onto all his Provinces 5 the offer of the 
money that Haman likewife had tender 'd to the King, whereby he had bought the utter 0 
ruine of his Nation at the Kings hands 5 moreover,he gave him the Copy of that which 
had been proclaimed in Sufan, tobedeliver'd unto Efther 1 whom he intreated to beCeeoh 
the King, and toefteemitno difhonour to become a Suppliant, to fave her Nation, and 
to preferve the 'jews from that death whereunto at that tune they were expos'd : fince 
Haman, the next in honour to the King, had accufed the Jews, and incens*d his Majefty 
againft them. When Efther underftopd this, the fent again unto MardochetH, giving him 
to underftand, That Jbe was not called for by the King 5 and that whofoever entered unto him, 
and was not called, Jhould die, except the King would fecure him, by ftretching out hit golden 
Scepter j for he, unto whom the King was pleafed to grant that favor, although he were not cal' 
led unto him, yet fuffercd he not death, but obtained pardon. When thefe things were re- E 
ported by the Eunuch from Efther unto Mardocheus, he commanded him to tell her,Tbat 
Jfje ought not Jo much to tender the particular refpeS of her life, as the lives of her whole No* 
tion 5 ajjuring her, that if at that prefent Jbe had not care of them, their fuccor Jhould onely 
proceed from God by fome other means than this: but Jbe and her fathers houje ftiould be de- 
JJj^ 6 ^7- Jlroyed by them whom Jhe had contemned. Upon this reply, Efther fent the fame mefTenger 
pia/iifg unto back again unto Mardocheus, commanding him to repair unto Sufan, and to call a general 
GoJ, lor the Aftemblyof aU the Jews that remained there, willing them for three days fpace to f aft and ah- 
pe f $e.° f thC ft""' f rom * U *i" d °f ^eatfor her fifety, and that both her felf and her fervants would do the 
like i promt ftng them, that at that time fie would prefent her felf unto the King, notwithftaud- 
ing his contrary EdiQ 5 and that if Jhe muft needs die, jhe would willingly fujfer it, p 

Mardocheus obferv'd her orders, caufed the people tofaft,and to pray unto God for 
herfafety* he likewife himfelf befought h\va,Thatit might pleafe him at that prefent to 
have companion on their defolateand dijirejfed Nation,ashe had done oftentimes heretofore: 
and that as be had pardoned them at fuch time as they had off ended, Jb now alfo at this prefent be 
would deliver them from that perdition which was denounced againft them. For that they 
were not in danger to die infameujly for any offence of their own, but becaufe he onely had /«- 
c in fed Haman, in that he would not adore him, or perform that honour unto him, which is onely 
due to God : for which caufe, in revenge, he had contrived this mifchief againft them, who would 
not tranfgrefs the divine ordinances. The People likewife pray'd to the like effect , be- 
feeching God. That he would have care of their prejervation, and preferve the Ifraelites in 0 
what place Joever they were, from the mijeryat hand, which was before their eyes, and already 
expelled by them. Efther alfo befought God, (according to the manner of her Cowxvej) 
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fie had, to the end that by thofe means fin might be the better enabled to appeafe the Kino if fa* 
be he were di (pleafed with her 5 and to fuccor her, brethren in extreme danger, whereby the Kin o 
might turn his anger againft the enemies of the Jews, and take compajfion of their imminent c * 
danger, which, without his prevention, would jkrely fall upon them. After fhe had in this F "' 
fort for three dayes fpace farted and prayed, fhe caft off her mourning attire, and chan- • 
ged her habit, attiring herfelf as became theMajefty of a Queen,havingtwo of her fer- in 'f-' 
I vantson whom fhe leaned, and the third that follow'd her, carried up her train, which °' 
was large, and trailed on the ground : and in this equipage came fhe unto the King ha- 
ving her checks ftained with a raodeftblufh, bringing with her a Ma jetty mixed vvith 
beauty, but her heart was not altogether free from fear. Bat when fhe beheld the King 
fitting aloft on his Throne, glorious in his garments embroider'd with gold, and adorn'd 
with precious ftones, a fear fuddenly fell upon her, fince he lookt not on her perhaps 
at firft with a favourable countenance 5 whereupon being aftonifhed, her limbs failed 
her, her colour faded,and fhe fell betwixt her handmaids arms into a fwound Hereupon 
the King (by the will of God J changed his affeftion , and fuddenly leapt from his 
Throne, and embracing her with both hisarms,he raifed her up.and kifTed her,and fpake 
K comfortably unto her, praying her to be ofgobd courage, and not to fufpeS any mis fortune 
for thatftje came unto him without any motion of his : That the ordinance was only made for 
his Subjetfs, but that JI)e (who was cquat with him*) J/joutd fear nothing: whereupon he / 
took his Scepter in his hand, and laid it on the Queens neck, whereby he deli ver'd her 
from all fear 5 fo that fhe recovered her vigor and courage, and fpake after this man- 
ner : O King, I cannot eaftly exprefs unto you the inconvenience that is fuddenly fallen upon 
me 5 for as Jbon as I beheld the great and redoubted Maj eft y of your perfon, my fpirits forfiok 
me, and my heart failed me. Now whil ft fhe fpake thcie words with pain and feeblenefs, 
the King was touched with compaffion 5 fo as he animated and encouraged her,and com- 
manded her to expect nothing but good j yea ,.(faid he ) if thou demandeft the half of 
L my Kingdom, Jwill grant it thee. But Efther only requefted this at his hands,that only he v fil 
and his friend Haman would vouchfafe to grace her with their prefence at her banquet : 
which the King readily granted her. Now when they were come unto the banquet,and" 
in the midft of their cups, the King commanded Efther to ask what fhe would , and he 
would grant it her, affuring her, That he would refufe her in nothings yea, although Jfje de- Vtr ' 9t 
mended the half of his Kingdom. But fhe deferred to difcover her fuit until the n«xt 
day, requiring him once more to repair with Haman unto her banquet. 

When the King had promifed to vifit her again, Haman departed with great joy, for 
that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and Either, and no other had ever 
obtained the like honour amongft any Kings of thofe Dominions. But in his return 
M perceiving Mardocheus in the Court, he was moved, becaufe that ( notwithftanding he 
had lookt upon him ) he had not done him honour: when therefore he came home un- 
to his houfe,he called Zaraza his wife, and his friends, and told them what honour not 
only the King, but the Queen alfo had done him ; and how he only with the King had Himnt h ** 
fupped that day with the Queen, and was invited the next day alfo to banquet with the £ d A gi l nA , 
King : notwithftanding he told them that he was difcontented, becaufe he faw Mardo- " ° C 
chcus the Jew in the Court. Zaraza his wife told him, That he JJjould caufe a gallows to be 
raifed fifty cubits high, and that the next day he fiould demand licence of the King, that Mar- 
docheus might be hanged on the gibbet. Haman approving of his wives counfel, com- 
manded his fervants to prepare the Timber, and erect the gallows in his Court, to hang 
N Mardocheus thereon: which they diligently perform'd. But God, who knew what Vtr.n.* 
would come to pafs, mocked at Hamans curfed hope ; for the very fame night he depri- 
ved the King of (leep,who being not willing to fpend the time idlely whil'ft he was awake 
but to employ it in fomething that might be profitable for his Kingdom, he commanded 
his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles of the Kings his Predeceflors, and of thofe 
things that were done by himfelf, and to read them to him. When therefore they were 
brought and read, he found that a certain man whofe name was there fet down had re- 
ceived a great pofTefliqn for reward of his virtue. He read likewife of another, that A hu,Ij . bIe 
had obtained a recompence for his fidelity, and thelike, till at lafthe came to the place Kill"!" * 
where the Eunuchs Bagotheus and Theodelies, were noted down for a fecret confpiracy' $>> 
O againft the perfon of the King, and how it was difcover'd by Mardocheus. Now when the 
Secretary ( having only recited this accident ) turned over to another Hiftory, the King v "- 1 *' 
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flayed htm, and ask'd, // he found therein written, that he had given any recompence to Mar- A 
he jar of the j^^j) i_i e anfwer'd, That he found nothing fet down. Whereupon the King command- 
,t oru, i^- eJ liim tQ . ve oyerj anc | inquire d 0 f t hofe to whom that office appertain'd,what hour of 
the night it was : and knowing that the morning was already difcover'd, he commanded 
that fome one (hould certifie him, which of his friends attended before the Palace. Ac 
thistimeit hapned that Haman was found there, who came thither fooner than he was 
accuftomed, with an intent to befeech the King,that he might put Mardocheus to death.' 

When the officers had brought the King word that Haman was before the Palace,they 
were commanded prefently to call him in. As foon as he came into the Kings prefence,he 
faid unto him, Since lamafjuredthatno manhath fo great an affe£tionfor measthou haft,t 
prithee give me thy counfel, howl may condignly honour him, as becometh my felf, whom I do ft 
mo(l aftettionately love t Haman thinking the advice- he (hould give, fhould be given for 
himfelf, (becaufe he fuppofed that he only was beloved by the King more than all 
others) counfelled him that which in his opinion was the beft, after this manner: If 
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march before him, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus is the man honoured, whom the 
King loveth. The King with great fa tisfaction received this counfel which Haman thought 
he had given in favor of himfelf, and turning towards him, fpake thus unto him : Take 
one of my Horfes,a garment of purple, and a chain of gold, andfeek out the few Mardocheus, Q 
and give them unto him, and march thou before him, making proclamation after that manner 
which you lately propofed: For (faid he) thou art my neareft friend, and it is very fit that 
the execution of this thing be committed to thy truji, which thou hafi fo faithjully counfelled. 
And this command I to be done, becaufe Mardocheus bath been thepreferver of my life. Ha- 
inan, upon the hearing of thefe words,beyond all expectation, was no left amazed, than 
if he hadbeenThunder-ftruckj but finding a neceffity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that was fo pofiti ve and exprefs, he went out, having with him the horfe,the purple 
habit, and the chain of gold, and meeting with Mardoc heus before the Palace, who was 
d cloathed in fackcloth, he appointed him to lay his mourning habit afide, and to cloath 
himfelf in purple. But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and q 
fu ppofmg that he mock'd him ) (aid, 0 thou mofi wicked amongfi men, docft thou thus mock, 
at our affiUions ? Notwithftanding being afterwards mform'd, that the King had beftow- 
ed this honour on him, for faving his life 9 and difcovering the treachery of thbfe Eunuchs 
that would have (lain him s he put on the purple robe that the King wore ordinarily, and 
put the chain about his neck, and afterwards mounting onhisHorfe,he went round about 
the City , Haman walking before him, and crying, thus fhall it be done to the man whom 
the King /kail thinkfit to honour. Now after they had gone round the City, Mardocheus 
gave his attendance on theKing, but Haman came not intothe prcfence, fo much was he 
afhamed at that which had hapned : but going home, he told his wife and friends,with 
tears, all that which had hapned 5 who told h\m,That it was noways pojftble for him tore- E 
•venge himfelf as yet on Mardocheus, becaufe Cod did vifibly afford him his affiftance. 

Whil'ft they were thus fpeakjng f/Z/for/ Eunuchs came tohaften Haman to the banquet, 
and Sabuchadas, one of the Eunuchs, feeing the Gibbet erected in Hamans lodging, 
(whereon he intended to execute Mardocheus") demanded of one of thefervants,where- 
fore it wasraifed up? And undemanding that it was for the Queens Uncle, whom Ha- 
man would require at the Kings hands to the end he might put him to death, for that 
time he held his peace. But when the Kirig being feated with Haman at the banquet, re- 
quired the Queen to declare what (he would require that he might grant her.fhe began 
to lament the danger of her people, faying, That Jbe, with her whole Nation, were made a 
prey to the fword, and that for that caufe flic brakg out into thit difcourfe: For ( faid (he) if 
had not troubled your Majefty,nor been fo much grieved, if you had commanded that all the 
Jews fibuld be fold, and led away Captives to extreme mifery 3 for that ajftitfion might have 
been born ; but fmce the utter dtfirukion of our whole Nation is defigned , J could not but in 
this cafe have r'ecourfe to your Majefties clemency. The King much furprized with this dif- 
courfe, demanded who it was that formed that deftgn? whereupon (he began publickly to 
accufc Haman, faying, That he alone was that wretched and envious man, who had contrived 
their tragedy. Hereupon the King was much troubled, and arofe from the banquet, and 
went into the garden : then began Haman to pray, and befeech Ffther to forgive him his 
offence. And" whil'ft he was fallen upon her bed to befeech her favor, the King entred, 
and grew the more difpleafed at that hefaw, and faid,0 thou curfed amongfi men, dartftO 
then attempt to violate my wife? Haman was wholly confounded with this queftion, fo as 
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H he had not a word to anfwer him. Hereupon the Eunuch Sabuchadas fleping forth, 7" -' v -^'* 
accufed him for that he had found him in his lodging erecring a gibbet for Mardocheus, Sw/'J'^f* 
affuring the King that one of his houfhold Servants had told him it at fuchtime as he i,cfor/ drift 
was fent to call him to the Banquet; alledging moreover, that the gibbet was fifty Cu- N £ ivitJ ' 
bits high. Which when the King underftood, he adjudged Haman to no other death ^'""v-v^ 
but that which he intended againft Mardocheus ■> and thereupon prefently commanded wjLniuvi'w 
that he (hould be hanged upon the fame gibbet, until he were dead. And here we aliim.rcackc- 
cannot but admire the Providence of God , in confidering his wifdom and juftice in Jr^jJ™^ 
that henotonly punHhedthewickednefs of H<w«tf»(ashehaddeferved) butalfocaufed ^"banquet," 
him to fall into the fame fnare which he had prepared for another mam. Thus died >s aJjudgcJ to 
\Hman, who had unjuftly abufed theKings friendftip : as for his goods, they Weregiven thcS3lluws - 
unto the Queen. 

After this the King called Mardochus unto him ( for already he had notice that he tit fiber 8,1,2- 
was his Wifes Uncle) and gave him the ring which he had given unto Haman: the H^uns^oodf 
Queen likewife gave him his gqods, and intreated the King to deliver her from thofe ^Irdocbtus: 
apprehenfions into which (he had been caft by thofe Letters which were lent out by 
that wicked man Haman in his Majefties name, to the Governours of the feveral Pro- 
vinces,with inftruftion to Maflacre the ^w/,extirpate and their whole Nationsafiuring 
him that (he could not live to behold the death of her brethren, and the total ruine of 
her Countrey. The King made no difficulty in granting her requeft, afluring her that 
K he would not contradict her will, permitting her to write in the Kings name all rhat 
(he would have done in the behalf of the Jcwsj promtfing that when (lie had done the 
fame, he would Seal it with his own Seal, and give her authority to fend it rhorow all 
his Provinces: to the end that they that read thofe Lettcrs,confirmed by the King9 Seal, 
(hould not any wayes oppofe the execution of them. Whereupon he fent for his 
Secretaries of State, commanding them to write unto the Magiftrates of all the Nations 
touching the Jews,and to the Princes and Governors, of onehundred,twenty and feveri 
Provinces, from India as far as Ethiopia. The Contents of which Letters were 
thefe. 

L Artaxerxes the great King , to the Goverriours, and thofe 

that faithfully rule under us, Health 

Many men being puffed up witbpride,by reafonof the many benefits ar.d honors s tvhich they™ '.*>*<'/»■«• 
receive throgh the liberality of their benefaUors, do not only excercije their pride towards their i_ ct ters'for the 
jnferiours, but alfo are not afraid to wax ihfqlent againft thofe who are the authors of their fecurity ot 'tbe 
benefits, extinguifhing as much as in them lieth , all manner of gratitude amotnfi men, and $ cws ' 
believing that it is in their power to deceive Cod himfelf, and rob him of his Juftice : fo 
that when the favor of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
of their affairs, in ftead of applying themfelves to the benefit of the publick., they have given 
1V1 place to the hatred they have conceived againft fomep articular men, and deceived their Vrinces 
by falfe accufations and detract" ions, and provoked their wrath againft thofe who have not done 
amifs : whence it comet h topafs, that they have been fbmetimes in extream danger to lofe their 
life. The proof whereof appeareth not only in ancient Hiftories ( the knowledg whereof w 
have only obtained by hear-fayj but by that likewife which hath been audaciously attempted 
before our eyes 5 fo that hereafter we ought not to give credit to detra3ions and accufations 
nor to fitch things as men inforcc themfelves toperfwade : but it behovtth every man to judge 
according to the truth of that he kpoweth, and topunifl) thofe which are guilty, and to pardon 
the innocent, inconftdering their a&i, and not the words that are fpoken. For it ismoft no- 
torious unto all men,that Haman the Sen of Amaeath (<*« Amalechite by Nation, and by that 
means a ftrangcr, and not of the Perfian blood, but entertained by us ) hath in all things 
enjoyed tbe fruit of our bounty hitherto fo that he hath been called our father, honoured by 
all men, and obtained amongft all men, and in all things, the fecond place after us :yct could 
he nut make a moderate ufe of his happinefs, nor prudently entertain the greatnefs of his fe- 
licity } but hath fought means to deprive Mardocheus of his life, who prefcrvedmihe--, feeling 
by his fraud and malice to praUife the ruine of Either, the companion of our life and King- 
domes and by this means ftriving to difpoffefs me of my moft faithfull friends, he deter mined 
to transfer the Kingdom unto others, louching my felf, in that I kpow that the Jews, who 
are by this wretch deftinated to die, are no wickfd men, but fitch as live vnder a ftritt 
and holy diftpline praying God continually that it would pleafe him to continue the Kingdom 
Qinus, and our SucLcJJors j I abfolve them not only from that penalty contained in my former 
letters fent by Haman (which by thefe prefents I utterly dijanul ) but my pleafure likfwifc 
is 3 that they be had hi all honour. As for him that praftifcd thefe things, againft them, I 
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J» #Jbe/r adverftty. And I command that this be done the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month caUed Adar, which is the day that God ordained for their preservation (when they 
were appointed to be flain^which day I wifi may be fortunate to thofe that love us and a monument 
venzeon thofe that intended our mine. My pleafire likewife*, that aU men Cities and 




throughout 
bimjelf to be revenged on his enemies. 

As foon as the Ports had received thefe Letters, they prefently mounted on horsback 
the an d ro de each of them his appointed way ; and ilW<;^«J being cloathed ma Royal 

T-° habit, and adorned with a crown of Gold on his head, and a chain of Gold about his 

,h * ne ck,came forth : and the Jews of Sufan, feeing him thus honoured by the King, ftp. 

pofed that his good fuccefs was an aflurance of their own : and when the Kings Let- 
ters were publifhed 5 The Jews lookt upon them as a favourable ray of light which 
portended their deliverance, and their enemies were in fo great fear that divers of other c 
Nations circumcifed themfelves, fuppofing in that fo doing they fhould be mfecurity. 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Hebrews called Adar, and by the 
MecedoniansDifire^the poftsthat carried theKings letters certified them,that they (hould 
exterminate their enemies on that very day whereon they themfelves were in danger 
to be exterminated. The Governors likewife of the Provinces, the Lords and 
chief Magiftrates, did honour to the Jews: for the fear they had of Mardocehus, and 
after the Kings Letters were publifhed, it came to pafs that the Jews flew about five 
hundred of thei r enemies. Within the City of Sttfa the King declared unto Efiher the num- 
ber of the dead that perifhed in the City, and fufpefting what might happen thorow the 
E<fl io 9 ii' whole Countrey, he asked her if (he requefted any further matter, promifing her that q 
' he would fee it executed: (he befought him that it might be lawful for the Jews 
to revenge themfelves yet once more the next day upon their enemies, and to hang 
Hamans ten Sons upon the gibbet : which the King(being loth to contradift Ejiher ; per- 
mitted/© that on the 14. day of the Month Dj/?re,t hey flew about three hundred more 
of their enemies 3 without taking the fmalleft portion of their goods. Furthermore 
the Jews flew in the Countrey, and in the Cities, about fixty five thoufand of their 
enemies, whomthey difpatched the thirteenth day of themonth,andfolemnized the day 
following in mirth and feafting. The Jews that were at Sufan aflembled themfelves 
likewife on thefourteenth day of the month, and banquetted that wholeday. Whence 
it cometh to pafs, that all the Jews which are throughout the world,keep and folemoize £ 
this day for a feftival, and fend Prefents the one unto the other. Mardocheus alfo wrote 
unto the Jews, who lived under the Empire of Artaxerxes, commanding them to ob- 
ferve thole dayes, and to folemnize them j willing them to charge their Succeflbrs to 
do the like, to the end that this feaft might continue for ever. For fince on that day 
they (hould have been deftroyed by Haman, they (hould do well if after they had efca- 
ped that danger, and taken revenge on their enemies, they (hould obferve the fame day 
to give thanks to God: Forthis caufe the Jews keep a folemn feaft on thefe dayes, 
and callitFw7j» s that is to fay, I-o///. But Mardocheus was great and powerfull with 
the King, Governing the whole Kingdom under him, and had alfo all the power that 
could be conferred on him by the Queen 5 and for this caufe the affairs of the Jews had F 
better fuccefs than was hoped, but there was nothing during the whole reign of 
c. 10 rer to- Artaxerxes which hapned to be of greater importanancc than this which we are going 
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John theHigh-Priefl, kills Jefus hk brother in the Tjtmple. Manaffes the brother of Jaddiis So'""' ' 
the High-PrieJi,efpoufeth the daughter of Sanaballath Governor of Samaria. 

\ a Fter the death of Eliajib the High-Pried, Judas his fon fucceeded in the office. And 
J\ Judas being dead,jfoA» his fon obtained the place, and was the caufe that Bagofes, Heiio & Ruf- 
General of Artaxerxes Army, polluted the Temple, and made the Jews tributaries 3 fo-£" M > C3 P-7- 
, that before they could offer their ordinary and daily Sacrifices, they were compelled to hkcnoT^L 
I pay for every Lamb 50 drachmes, which hapned upun this occafion : John had.a brother for fl*y«ng fa« 
called $efus, whom Bagofes favoured,and promifed to give him the H*gh-Prie(thood. brcthcr '- 
One day thefe two Brethren being in the Temple, they fell out about the fucceflion, and 
the quarrel rofe fo high, that John flew his brother Jefus in that holy place. It was a 
thing very ftrange, that John being a Priefr, (hould commit fuch an impiety againft his 
brother 5 and yet far more ftrange, in that fo cruel an aft, and an offence fo impious, 
hath neither hapned amongfr Greehj nor Barbarians. But God left it not unpumfhed, 
in that for the fame fin the people loft their liberty, and the Temple was polluted by the 
Perftans. When Bagofes had intelligence, that John ( the High-Pxieft among the Jews ) 
, had (lain his brother Jefus in the Temple, he came thither in all hafte,and began to tyreak fajdui Higb- 
K forth into bitter threats againft the Jews, Have yon (faid he ) been fo bold as to commit j^V**/*- 1 
taurther in yourtemple f And when he attempted to enter, they hindered him. W here- jujr«tnar»ietii 
upon he replied . Am I therefore more polluted than the body that lieih dead in the Temple £ fa*^ 1 ** 1 " 
And having fpoken thus, he entred thereinto, and for the fpace of feven years Bagofes '° v 1 
beingthus mcenfed againft the Jews, punifh'd them for murthering Jefus. After that 
John wasdeceafed, Jaddus his fon was made High- Priefr, who had a brother called Ma- 
nages: Sanaballath fent by the late King Darius to govern Samaria, ( for he alfo was of 
the race of the Chuteans,£rora whom came the Samaritans ) knowing that Jerufalem was 
a famous Citv, and that the Kings thereof wrought much trouble unto the Inhabitants of 
. Ajjyria, and Ccclofyria^ he willingly marrieth his daughter Nicafts to this Manaffe* , witb 
I an intent that this Marriage (hould be as a pledge of his good will to the Nation of the

CHAP. VIU. 

AlcKander the great King of Macedonia, paffetb out of Europe into Afia, dejlroyes tht 
Empire of the Perfians ; and when it was believed that he mould have de- 
molifli'd the City of Jerufalem, he pardons the Jews, and 
treats them very favourably. 

M A Bout this t\me,Philip King of Maccdon died in the City of ^g<crf,beingtraiteroufly 

f \ (lain by Paufanias the fon of Cerafies.oi the race of Orejies, and his fon Alexander „, J"" n'' jr . . 
fucceeded him in the kingdom 5 who paffing over the HeUefpont,%&ve battel unto the "er hiiij his 
huge Army of Darius near the River Granic, and there obtained a famous viftory. And fatll « K 'nj of 
hereupon alfo invadiRg.the Countrey of Lydia, (after he had conquered jonia, and Maction ' 
over-run Caria) he fell upon the quarters of Pamphilia, as is declared in another place. 
But the Elders of Jerufalem were much difpleafed, that Jaddus'l brother, who was at that 
time High Prieft,and had married a foreign Woman, (hould be companion and aflbciate 
with him in t|iePriefthood,fo as they mutined againft him. For they fuppofed that that 
Marriage would be but a means to animate thofe who had a mind to profane Marriages, 

^ and prove an inducement to others to communicate in Marriage with ftrangers: calling 
to mind, that the caufe of their evils, and firft captivity was,becaufe fornc of them had 
fallen, and offended, by coupling themfelves with Women of foreign Nations. 

Thev therefore commanded Manages either to forfake his Wife,or elfetiever more to 
approach the Altar,- , The High-Priclt likewife being incenfed againft his brother,as well 
as the People, drave him in Jike manner from the Sjcrifice. For which caufe, Manaffes 
C addreffing himfelf to his Father-ia-law Sanaballath ) told him, T^* although he loved his Mtnt jp et . jn - 
daughter Nicafis very intirely,yei would he not condefcendfor her fake to be deprived of the dcr hope of 
Tmflhood ( which was the greatefi dignity that could be among their Nation, and which had f„„*" r [°£. 
ever continued in his race.) Whereupon Sanaballath atSviex'd and promis'd him, That he n «h 'the 

O wauld not only continue him inthePricflhood, but alfo would give him the power and dignity of ( ° Tt ^ wifc

m Am he fame time Darius undemanding that Alexander having patted the Hellefpdhtjnd. g 
overcome thofe Governors, whomhehad placed near unto the River Cranicur, and that 
ucJio fyRuf. h e P a (Ted further, fpoiling his Countrey he gathered together his Horfemen and- Foot-- 
jf,.»,cap. s. ^ refolvinR to ma ke head againft the Macedonians, before they (hould gain all AfM: he 
therefore pafPd Euphrates, and Mount Taurus in Cilicia, to encounter his enemies. Sana- 
baUath joyful at Darius's approach, incontinently told Manages, thzt he would fulfill hi* 
promife as foon as Dari,,s (hould return from the conqueft of his enemies. For not on- 
ly he butalfoallthe Afuns perfuaded themfelves moft affuredly, that the AUcedomm 
AUxirin^ would not abide the battel againft the Perfians, by reafon of their great multitude 5 but 
vlLv Lfaft ;, fell out altogether contrary to their expectation. For the Perftan encountering With 
v ' Tm - the Macedonians, was overcome s and after he had loft the greater part of his Army, and C 
k-fc his Mother, Wife and Children Prifoners, he himfelf fled into Perfta. Alexander at- 
rivine in stria, fcized on Damafcuijtook. Sido»,znd befieged Tyre .- and by his letters fend- 
wvuuoVddns the High-Prieft of the Jcws,he required him to fend him fome fupphes, 
and tofcll his Army victuals for their money 5 alluring him,T^f if he defired tbeinend- 
'(hivof the Macedonians, he would give him that tribute which he paid to Dwus,andheJhould 
have no canfe to repent of the choice which befbonldmake. The High-Prieft anfwered Alex- 
arnlcrs Mtlfenger 'lhat he had (worn unto Darius never td bear Arms again il him, during his 
Lie- time • againi) which oath of his, he could notaCt.

They befought him 
likewife, T^rff by his pcrmijfion, the Jews that were in thc>Conntries of Babylon and Media, 
might live according to their laws. And he promis'd them willingly to do all that which 
they defired. He made Proclamation alfo among the People, That if any one of them would 
bear Arms under him, ( and live according to the cujiom of their Nation ) he was ready to re- 
ceive them : whereupon divers lifted themfelves under him in the Wars. 

After that Alexander had thus behaved himfelf atjeruftlem, he marched with his Army 
againft the neighbouring Cities ; and wherefoever he went, he was received with great 
affedrion.

AFter the death of Ftolomeus Soter his Son Ftolomeus vhiladelphus fucceeded in the 1 
Kingdom of Egyptt, and held it for nine and thirty years fpace, he it was that 
HtiitfRuf. tran fl at ed the law into the Greek tongue, and delivered the Jews from that fervitude, 1 . 

wherein they were inthralled in Egypt to the number of fixfeore thoufand upon this ec-j 
ot ff.ttmt, cafion. Demetrius Vhalereus Mafter of the Kings Library, endeavoured to make a col- 1 
rbjiadcipbM. i e #j on 0 f all forts of Books that were in the world,and brought all which he thought 
would be agreeable to the King, who was very curious in his collection of Books. D 
The Kings demanding one day how many thoufands of Volumes he had already gather- 
ed : heanfwered him, that he had already gott about two hundred thoufand Volumsj 
but that (hortly he hoped to have to the number of five hundred thoufand. Befideshe 
told him, that he had been lately informed that there waredivers Volumes, among the 
Jews wherein many things touching their Laws and policies were written which were 
worthy to be known and deferved a place in fo memorable and famous a Liberary 
but rhat it would be very difficult to tranflate them into the Greek tongue, for their 
characters feem to havefome relation to the Syriack.^ and their pronunciation likewife 
is not much different from it^notwithftanding they have their phrafe proper and peculiar 
unto themfelves. But neverthelefs he believed it might be done,fince his Majefty would E 
not think much of any charge ; the King approved of this propofal, and wrote unto 
the High Prieft of the tfews to help him tothefe books. In the mean time a certasn 
man called Arijlxus, who was intirely beloved by the King by reafon of his modefty 
and had divers times refolved withhimfelf to folicit the King, to difmiffe all the Jews 
that were in hi9 Kingdom, fuppofing that at that inftanthehad a fit oppertunity to 
make his requeft, he fpake unto Sojibus to Terentin, and Andrew the chief Captain of the 
Kings guard, befeechingthem to favour him in that which he intended to move to the 
King. Having found how they ftood inclined, he addreffed hirafelf unto the King, and 
fpake unto him after this manner. Since your Mijefiy hath refolved not only to tranjeribe, 
but alfo to tranflate the laws of the Jews / (hould not fpeak.to your Mijejly with that free- * 
ilom and (incerity which I ought to 11 ft, rf I fiould not inform you that I know not how this 
can be fairly done at the fame time that detain as your flaves fo great a number of Jews with- 
in your Kingdom of Egyptt Ton will therefore do a work^anjwerable to thegreatnefs of your 
cour.tgc and benignity if you deliver them from their mifery,confidering that he who gave thef» 
their law if God, who gov er net h your Kingdom{as by diligent inquiry I have certainly learnt) 
for both they and we adore one God,Creattr of all things, whom we call by the name of Jupiter, 
for as much as he prefcrvcth our life and the lives of all men. For that honour therefore 
which yon owe unto God, fend backet hefe people into their Countrey, and perm it them to inhabit 
it, who among fi all men are tuofi Jtngularly affcQed to their Religion. Neither hath your ^ 
grace occafon to fuJpcQ, that I m ike this addrefs unto you, becaufe I am either allied or 
defended of any of their Iribcs ; But only for this reafon becaufe I am afjurcd that 
tiers is but one God, who is the Maimer of all men, and that he tal\eth pleajure in thefi that 
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ti addici themfelves to beneficence. When Arifieus had fpoken thus, the King beholding him ^- ^-;T 6 
with a cheerful countenance, ask'd him, How many thoufands he thought they were, whofc fmd'les?* 
liberty he deftred? Andrew (being nigh at hand ) anfwer'd , lhat there were more than before chip* 
120030. Whereupon the King replied, Is this demand, Arifteus, a matter of fmaU confe- 
qnence, which thou require fi? Sojtbius zndTarentim replied, lhat he could do nothing more 
■worthy of himf elf, than by fitch an aUion,to acknowledge ihe great obligations Mich God had 
Uid upon him, inraifin^ him to theThrene. The King being well-pleafed to lee them fo 
unanimous in their requeft, promifed that the Jews (hould be fet at liberty, and that he 
would pay unto hisSoldiers Iiodrachmesforcach Jew that was his (lave: arid touching 
the requeft made by them, he promis'd them to difpatch his Letters Patents, in moft am- 

I pie manner, to bring an happy iflue to Arifieus fuit; or rather to Tatisfie the Will Of God, 
which was chiefly to be regarded. Hereupon he fent out his Proclamation, declaring, 
That he not only fet them at liberty, who had been brought thither by his Father, ot thdfe of his 
Army who attended himj but thofe alfo who heretofore had been ih his Kingdom , or lately 
had been brought thither : And notwithftandingit was told him,thatthe money that would 
be required for their ranfom, would amount to more than 400 Talents^ y et ceafed he not 
to confirmthat which he had promifed. Butthat it may more plainly appear hoW great: 
his R.oyal magnificence was, I thought good to infert in this place the Copy of the Edict, 
which he fent abroad, to this effect: 

K Whofoever of you that in my Fathers f rvice ( by bearing Arms under him ) have made any SjJiP^ 
inroads into Syria, and Phoenicia, and after the conquefi of Judea, have taken anyVrifoners, chmaiion ton-? 
and brought them into our Cities and Countries, with intent to fell them : All they alfo,whohave £ h, ^S J e ( »- 
heretofore detained any, or at this prefent have any fuch Captives in their pffeffion, they are com- Vo'llfei-i 
manded hereby, to fet them at liberty that live under their thr aldom, receiving for the Ydnfom of " te«l by An- 
every pcrfon 1 nodrachmes 3 if they are Soldiers, at fuch time as their toages full bepatd them i l tm ' 
as for tbereji, they pall receive their money out of the Kings Tteafury. For 1 am perfuaded, 
that it was contrary to my Fathers intent, and againji all right, that they have been taken fn fi- 
ner*, and that their Country hath been harajjed by the infolency of the Soldiers, who have thought 
to make their profit and merchandize by them, by bringing them into Egy pt. Having- therefore 

I an efpccial regard tojuftice,and intending to fiew mercy to thofe who are wrongfully opprejfed, 
J command that all thofe Jews who are detained in fervitude be difiharged, and that they who 
hold them captive, receive the ranfom promifed byus,fo as no deceit or fraud be u fed therein. 
And to the end that our ordinance be exaUly and fully obfetved, our Willis t That this Edi& of 
ours be publicity proclaimed three days after it full come unto your hands s and that thofe who 
hid fuch Prifoners in their pofiejfion, declare how many Prifoners they have. Moreover^ it Jhall 
be lawful for any man that will, to accufe fuch as obey not this EdiU 5 and our pleafure is, that 
ftch as jhall not obferve it. Jhall have their goods confiscated to the Kings ufe. 

When thisEdiftof the Kings, publifhed to this effect, was proclaimed abroad, and 
M that only point was omitted, that concerned thofe that before-time had been, and after- 
wards the fecond time were led away Prifoners, in whofe behalf he had given no di- 
reftion, he (hewed himfelf moft bountiful in like manner toward thefe 5 and gave order 
that the number and tallie fhould be fpeedily gathered, and the money diftfibuted to the 
Commifiioners andTreafurers appertaining to him. This was difpatched in the fpace 
of feven dayes, all the Kings ordinance Was accomplifhed, and there was laid out for the 
ranfoms of them all, to the fum of more than 460 Talents : For the Matters exacted fix- 
feore drachmes for the children alfo, grounding themfelves upon the Kings Edict, by 
which it was ordained that for every perfon they fhould have that fum , extending the 
fame even unto children. 

After this extraordinary munificence, according to the Kings cornmand, he appointed 
Dcmetritts to make a Decree, touching the Tranflatton of the Books of the Jews. For 
the King did nothing rafhly, but adminiftred all things with great wifdom and circum- 
fpettion ; and therefore the Copy of Demetrius Propofal, and the Letters fent to this 
effect, are regiftred, and recorded in writing : the number likewife of the Prefents that 
were fent, and by whom they were offered. So that whofoever (hall behold them , he 
will judge by the curious workmanfhip, the great skill of the Workman 5 and by the 
excellencies of the pieces, he will know by whom each of them was fafhioncd. The 
Copy of the advice given by Demetrius, is this :

But 
I think, it necefjary, that your Majefly flwdd have them procured, and that they be faithfully R 
Tranfiated,bccaufe thofe Laws proceeded from God himjelfj and it is mofi certain , that of all 
other Laws in the World, they are the wiftji and incorruptefi. For which caufe, Hecateus the 
Abderite faith, ikat neither Poets nor Hifiorians have made any mention of them, nor of thofe 
that have been governed under the fame : becaufe in themfelves they are pure, and are not to be 
publijl)cd by the mouth of the profane. May it therefore pleafeyour Majejiy to write unto the 
High-Priefiof the ]ews, commanding him to fend you fix of every Tribe, fitch as he fli all know 
to be mojt expert in their Lam, by whom we may clearly apprehend the fence contained in thofe 
Bookj, to the end that having the faithful interpretation of thofe things that are contained 
therein,we may collect and gather them togclhcr } to the famfaUion of your Majefly, 

The Kinss l' W ^en the King had in this manner been advifed, he wrote unto Eleazar the High- C 
Lc'raiity"^ Prieft of the Jews, touching this matter: letting him know what liberty was by him 
warJs t he granted unto th&Jews that were in his kingdom : He fent him alfo 50 Talents of gold, 
» w '- to make cups, ewers and vefiels 3 with an infinite number of precious ftones 3 commandine 
his Cofferers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to fufferthe Workmen to choofe what 
ftonesthey liked beft. Furthermore, he appointed that a hundred Talents fhould be 
given for the facrificesarfa* oblations, and other ufes of the Temple. But after that I 
have declared what was the Copy of the Letter fent unto Eleazar the High- Prieft, and 
the manner how he obtained that Sacerdotal dignity, I will give an account of the' rich 
Preterits, and their curious Workmanfbip. 

After the death of Onias the High-Prieft, his fon Simon firnamed thefvfl, {\xcceeded D 
in his place, who for that caufc was fo called, by reafon of the piety which he (hewed to- 
ward God, and good affe&ion which he bare unto his Countreymen. This Simon dying, 
and leaving behind him one onely fon, of young and tender years,who was called Quids) 
his brother ( which was this Eleazar of whom wefpeakat this prefent ) took upon him 
the Priefthood, and to him wrote Ptolomy, in fuch manner as is hereafter expreffed.

Whereas divers Jews dwelt in my kJ»gdom,whom my father had honoured, (though du- 
ring the Reign of the Perfians they were fent thither asPrifoners) and made feme of them E

tcrp'c-' time in Egypt,£e hath committedhis Forts and Garifons, which made them much honoured and 
a trnn- feared among /Ae Egyptians* Since my coming to the Government, I have behaved my felf 
u Bible. graciou jiy t0IV ards all men, and efpecially toward thofe of your Nation, of whom I have deliver 



red mere than 1 00 000 out of Captivity, paying their ran fern out of mine own Coffers: I have 
hkcwifelifiedfome of thofe that were of age in the companies and bands of my men of War: I 
h.ivc received fome into my Court, whomltoohjo be faithful and \oyal,andin my opinion well 
worthy of fuch preferment 5 fuppofing this to be the mofi acceptable Trefent that I could offer up 
tint 0 Cod, for his Providence in advancing me to the Kingdom. And being deftrcus not only to 
gratific them, but alfo all thofe Jews that are in the whole world, I have determined to caufe p 
your Law to be Tranfiatcd,out of Hebrew into Greek, that I might put it in my Library. You 
fM therefore do well, if you choofe out fix difcreet and learned men of every Tribe amongfi 
you and lend them unto me,fuch as by reafon of their ate fi3a.ll be well infirucled in jour Laws, 
andfufficicntly enabled to expound the fame. And I doubt not but that ( the workfncceediug 
a \ I'fopcitwiUj I full thereby gain great glory. Wherefore I fend unto yon Andrew the 
chuff >. Captain of -my Guard, and Arifteus alfo, (whom we efpecially honour j to confer with 
you : by whom I have fent you 1 co Talents ef fiver, as the firfi-frttits of thofe gifts and fieri- 
fas, which we intend to offer in the Temple. Tou will do us an efpecial favor, if you fignifie 
jour mmd unto m by your Letters.

As foon as Eleazar had received the Kings Letters, he returned him an anfwer full of 
rerpcer, as followeth. 
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The High Prieft Eleazar to King Ptolomey, health. 

If your felf your Suem Arfinoe, and your children be in health, we do very much re- ' ~' 
joyce thereat. We have received your Princely Letters with no fmall joy, and hive read and ^T^J 
considered the contents thereof; we have alfopublifijed them in the pre/ence of all the People, 
and have declared unto them your piety towards God, and have fiiewed them thofe velfetles 
which you fent *s, twenty of Gold and thirty of fiver ; with five vefietls,and a Table ibid 
you havefentm as Prefents. We have likewife fhewed them thofe hundred talents which An-

c "id not for the reafons, before mentione^make this Table larger than the former, 
yet he fpared no charge to make it furpafs it in all other refpefts He gave : befides 
S two veflels of Gold, fcaled from the bottom as far as the half part of the Cups 
» n ,\ hpfi.lesthat inriched with divers precious Stones curtoufly enchaled And in 
ne S of them there was a labyrinth a Cubit high, made of all forts of precious 
Stones, and at the foot thereof were ingraven ipires, after the manner of twigs, and M 
faft by them a certain fold like unto a net made in oval faftrion, that afcended even 
unto t he brimes. The midft thereof was filled with little targets, of thebignels of 
four fingers, made of precious Stones,and round about the edges thereof were Lilhes, 
ivv flowers , and vines with their clutters of grapes engraven round about. This 
was the beauty and excellency of thofe two Cups, each of them containing twenty 
and four pints. There were alfo others made of Silver, fo tranfparent as if they had 
been of the pureft Chryftal, thorow which all things that were put into them, were 
m •inifeQM » difcovered. He caufed alfo thirty ewers to be made, in which all the Gold 
t'.at was not covered with precious ftones, wasfoadowed with ivy leaves, and vine 
branches moft curioully engraven : andall thefe things were not only curioufly wrought ^ 
bv the wondcrfull cunning of the workemen 5 but were in like manner feconded by 
an ambitious diligence of the Ring, who thinking it not enough that without fparing 
for any thing he had undertaken the charge, did oftentimes ( forfakmg his moft len- 
ous affairs) vifit the (hops, and examine the workes ; and that which more and 
more incrcafed their diligence, was, becaufe they faw him fo intent upon the 

n,c ,o in- W °And thefe were the prefents which were fent by this King to be dedicated 1 in the 
rrrptrtc'i * Temple of W,/c*r. All which being confecrated and layed up in the Temp*

— < he difmilTedand fent them back again. No fooner were they arrived m Alexander,*, 
but the King ( having notice thereof, and how the feventy two Elders were come J 
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H them,) he fent tofeekout his Arabafladors, Andrtw and Arijlaut, who came and pre 

fented him with letters from the High-Prieft Elea&ar, andanfwered him to all- which vl'iY'Lt' 
he demanded of them. And being delirous to communicate with the Elders that cbrfi 
came from Jerufalem to expound and interpret the Law, he contrary to his ordi- ^' v, ' /> 
nary cuftom and manner difmifledall thofe thae came to him about private bufinefs J v-^v^s^ 
to whome he was accuftomed to give audience every fifth day ; as he ufed monthly 
to forrain AmbalTadors. Having therefore for that time diftniffed them, he kept thofe 
by him whom Elea&ar had fent unto him 5 who coming to his prefence ( accompanied 
with thofe prefents which the High-Prieft had delivered them to prefent untp him 
with the Original where in. the Law was written in Golden Letters 3 he asked, them 
I where their books were : and they difcovering and opening them, (hewed them uuto 
him. After the King had feen them, he ; was very much.aftonifhed, to fee the parch- 
ments fo delicate, and to behold the whole form thereof fo perfe&ly conjoyned, that 
it was impoffible to difcover the feames: and he told them that he gave them thanks, 
that were come unto him, and unto him that had fent them, but more efpeciallv unto 
God, who was the Author of thefe laws. Whereupon the Elders and thofe that af- 
filed them, cried out altogether, and wifhed that all good hap might befall the -Kin* : 
who through the exceflive joy that he conceived, burft out into tears; For »dturJly 
cxtre<tm joy as well as great grief is the cattfe of tears. After he had commanded that thefe 
boots (hould be committed to their truft who were deputed to that office,at length he fa- 
it luted the Elders,telling them that it was very requifite after he (hould have treated with 
them concerning the occafion of their coming fo take carcof their particular entertain- 
ment, In a word, heconfeffed unto them, that their coming wasfo acceptable unto him, 
that he promifed them fo longtime as he lived , he would every year renew, and 
honour the memory of that day, (and by good hap it was the very fame day where- 
in he overcame Antigonus by Sea.) His pleafure was alfo, that they (hould be his 
guefts , and he caufed divers goodly lodgings to be affigned them under the CalHe. 

Ktcanor likewife, who had the charge to entertain ftrangers, commanded Dorothc'ur 
C who was ordinarily imployed in the fame ) to prepare for every one of them fuch 
things, as were neceflary for their diet and entertainment. For fo was it ordained 
L °Y the K,n S> that in every City, there fhould be a ComroifTary appointed to provide 
for forramers that (hould come to that place, to the intent they might be treated ac- 
cording to their own cuftomes: intending thereby, that their entertainment fhould be 
the more agreeable unto them,and that they might be the lefs tired with forrain novel- 
ties. This cuftome of his was put in pra&iceat this time by Dorotheus's care and exa£t 
diligence, who in his own perfon difpofed all that which was neceflary for 4|t hof- 
pitahty. He prepared two places to banquet in, in two feveral parts ( according as 
the King had commanded him ) fo that fome of them might fit on either fide of him and 
the reft might be placed near unto his Table,omitting nothing of that which concerned 
their honour. When they were in this manner placed, the King commanded Dorothea 
M to entertain them as he was wont to do thofe who repaired unto his Court ftomludxa. 
Hereupon he difmilTed the Egyptian Priefr, and others that were wont to make the or- 
dinary prayers which done he commanded that one of the Elders called Ehfam ( who 
was a Prieft ) (hould blefsthe Table: whereupon he (banding upright in the midft of them 
all, befought God to blefs both the King and his Subjects with all happinefs. Where- 
upon there arofe an applaufe and acclamation of all men, which being ceafed, they fell 
to their banquet, and made good cheer with that which was fet before them. When 
the King had kept filence fo long as he thought convenient, he began at laft to Play 
the Philofopher, asking of every one of them certain queftions in Phyfick, 
praying them to difcufs the fame 5 and when each of them in order had very pertinently "^' 1C k^quc? 
« anfwered to the queftion that was propounded unto them, the King took great pleafure SefSc 
therein, and for twelve days fpace he continued this feaft. Whofo defireth to know 7 en,/aml,hch ' 
the queftions that were propofed unto them in particular, let them read the BookS t!klw; 
which Arifitut hath written to that efTecr. The King was aftoniftied at their anfwers, 
and the Philofopher Mencdemus confefled that they confirmed him in his opinion that 
all things wereadminiftred by divine providence and that they furnifhed him with re- T1 . T „ 
ions to maintain his fentiments.But the King protefted in their prefence, that their con- S of' .lie 
verfation had infinitely contented and inftru&ed him, in that by their means hehadob- I!ll ' If into :c 
tamed the good hap to be informed by them how to govern his Kingdom.Whereupon he ° ttck iot> ^ ,: 
commanded that each ofthem (hould have three talents given him, (and that ileyihould 
bc con veycd to their lodgings. Some four days after, Demctrms took them with him, 
and led t hem over that trench of the Sea that containetb feven furlongs, and that 
triage which joyneth the I (land to the continent, and toward the Northern part there-

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rv^A_^ of lie affigned them a lodging remote from all noife, and fit for contemplation : to A ' 
Vi'id'S? which place after he had brought them, he befought them, that fince they had all thofe 
ttfort'ckri fit's things that were neceffary for the interpretation of their laws, they would apply them- 
Nathitj, felvesuntoit without any difcontinuance of the work, until they had brought it to 
i2-v*^-> perfection * whereupon they imployedrall the diligence that was poffible, to the end the 
interpretation might be exact, intending only this from the morning until 1 three houres 
after noon : after which time they imployed the reft of the day in their refection s 
and to that end they were furnifhed in all aboundance with all forts of vitals. Be- 
fides, Dorothea prefented them with a part of divers dilhes which were prepared for 
the King 3 for fo had his Majefty commanded it. Thus every morning entred they 
the Kings Palace, and after they had faluted him they retired themfelves to their ac- g 
cuftomed place i and after they had walhed their hands in the Sea water, and were puri- 
* fied, they fate down in that manner to profecute their tranflation. Now when the law 

was fully interpreted , and the work was fini(hed,in the fpace of feventyand two days, 
Demetrius affembled all the Jew in that place where the law had been tranflated, and 
caufed it to be read over in the prefence of the interpreters themfelves. Which done, 
the Affembly approved the Expofitiouof the Interpreters 5 and praifed j>emetrim , by 
whofe fuggeftions they enjoyed fo great a good. They requefted likewife that this 
Expofition fliould be perufed and over-read by the Nobles and Governours. After this, 
both the Pricft, the Elders the Interpreters, and the Magiftrates of the people requt. 
red, that fince this tranflation was fo happily atcheived,it might remain unaltered 3 fo q 
that no jot thereof might be changed, 

Which refolution being allowed by all men,it wasotdered,that if any man perceived 
any thing in that tranflation, which was either exuberant or deficicnt,be (hould confidet 
the reupon and give notice thereof,to the end it might be corrected : dealing herein very 
difcreerly, to the end that that which had once been adjudged good,(hould continue 
inviolable for ever. The King therefore was highly contented, feeing his endeavours 
and purpofe in.that behalf fo happily and profitably finifhed; but above all things, he 
tookpleafure in* reading the Law, admiring at the profound wifdom of the Law-maker, 
and began to queftion with Demetrius, by what means it came to pafs,that neither any 
Poet nor Hiftoriographer had made mention of that Law, not with (landing that initfelf j) 
it was fo admirable. To whom Demetrius gave this anfwer: that no man was fo hardy 
to touch that work, by reafon that it was Divine, and every way venerable: afiuring 
him alfo, that certain men who had attempted to fet their hands thereto,had been parodi- 
ed by God : giving him to uoderftand, how Tbeopompus, intending to reduce fome part 
ejoh juftict of thsPLaw into his Hiftory, had ran mad for more then thirty dayes, and that having 
vp on|tbofe fome intermiilion bf his fit, he appeafed God by prayer 3 thereby eafily conjecturing 
P bHi %*4* 1 what was the caufe of his malady. Moreover,he was certified by a Vifion that appeared 
XEftcod unto him in his fleep, that this inconvenience befell him, becaufe he had too curioufly 
Saipturci. fearched into facred and divine matters, and had intended to communicate the fame 
unto prophane and wicked men from which enterprife when he had delated ,he recovered g 
his right wits again. He likewife infinuated further, that Tbeodefies the Tragick Poet,in- 
tending to make mention [m fome of hit Poems of a certain Hiftory written in the facred 
Scriptures,was ftrucken blinds and acknowledging the caufe hereofto proceed fromhis 
audacious prefumption,he was reftored to his fight after he had appeafed Gods difpleafure. 

When the King had confidered on thefe words, according as Demctrisn had difcourfed 
them unto him,he proftrated himfelf on theearth,and commanded that the books (hould 
be carefully kept, to the end they might continue free from corruption. Furthermore, 
he exhorted the Tranflators to repair oftentimes unto him from Judea, alluring them 
that in fo doing,the matter would redound both to their honor and profit ; telling them 
that for that time he thought good to difmifs them : but when they (hould return unto f 
him again of their own motion, they (hould obtain all that which their wifedom de- 
ferved, or magnificence could impart unto them. This faid,hegave them leave to de» 
ril e prcfcnti V zn > a ^ ter be had given each of them three feveral fuits of apparel, two talents of 
wh 'ich the Kmg gold, and a cup that was, in value, worth a talent, and a certain Bed or curious Couch 
b h?°im«pJc " to an< * banquet u P° n . This gave he them for themfelves. But to Eleazer the High 
!eti,and'hjfe Pricft hefcnt,by them, ten Couches,whofe feet were of filver, and the furnitureanfwer- 
befenttoK/*. able,anda vciTel of thirty Talents; Ten Purple Robes likewife, and a magnificent 
Crown.and one hundred pieces of fine linen rand befidesthat,hefent,by wayorprefenr, 
unto the Temple Ewers, Bafras and two Golden veffels : bekecluag Eleazer ,by his let' 
ters,that if any one of hisfubjects had an inclination tocome unto him, he would per- 0 
mit him, alluring him that he would highly efteem the converfation of fo learned 
men : and that he had riches which he would imploy with great pleafure in fuch affairs. 
Thus did Ftolomey Philadelphia efteem and honor the Jews CHAP* 
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A CHAP- III. ruA;fih, 

Favor, received by the Jews from the Kings of Afia, Antiochus the great, contraUs an mrii, 39^.^ 
alliance with the Ptolomey King of Egypt, and gives hint Cleopatra his Daughter in ^"J*^* 
Marriagc,with fcverel Provinces for her Dowry, andamongji the reft Judea. Unias the l 8o. 
Chief Tricfh infenfeth the King of Egypt by refufwg to pay The Tributes which was due. ^""V^O 

THe tfews received honour likewife at the hands of the Kings of Afia, becaufe 
they had born Arms under them. For Scleucus fi r named N/<r<«w, highly refpetted 1 
them, and permitted them to dwell in thofe Cities which he built in Afta and 

and in Antioch which was the Metropolitane chief City. Moreover he gave order, that t-s andjprivi-- 
they mould be held in as great eftimation,as either the Macedonians or Greeks that inhabit- ^X g^ty 
ed therein : fo that even unto this day that order is continued as (it appearcth by this) stteuau 
for thatthe Jews refuting to anoint themfelves with forrain oyl, do receive a certain fum ^'""•/ Kin » 
of money from the Mafters of theexercifesin lieu of the Oyl. Which when the people 0 
of Antioch intended to aboli(h,during the prefent Vixc,Mntianus at that time Governour 
of Syria, oppofed himfelf againft them. Again, when Vefpaftan and his Son Titus 
had conquered the world, although the Alexandrians and Antiochians defired that the JJ"JJ}£h s6 
priviledges which the Jews enjoyed might continue no longer 5 yet could they not continued to 
obtain it. Whereby the humanity and valour of the Romans may appear , <»> c 
and efpecially of Vefpaftan and Titus, that notwithftanding theyhad received fo great 
r trouble the Wars of the Jews, and were fo bitterly incenfed againft them, for 
that they had not. by laying down their Arms, fubmitted themfelves, but had con- 
tinued War againft them to the uttermoft, yet they deprived them not of their pri- 
vileges , but put a ftop to that difpleafure which they had long before conceived 
againft thems and in likemanner had no regard to the requeft of two fopufient Cities, 
as Alexandria, and Antioch: wherefore they granted nothing in favour of them, nor or- 
dained any thing to the prejudice of thofe whom they had overcome in War, fo as to 
abolifh one jot of thofe priviledges which they had in times paft '•> but faid that they 
that had refifted them by Arms, and who had been overcome, were fufficiently puniftied 
for their obftinacy : and as touching thofe that had not committed any offence, they faw 
j) no reafon to deprive them of their rights and priviledges. We know likewife, that 
Marcus Agrippa was of the fame opinion touching the Jews. For whereas the Jonians 
were feditioufly bent againft them, and befought Agrippa, that it might be only lawful 
for them to makeufe of the priviledges which Antiochus seleucus's Nephew ( whom the 
Greeks intituled by the Name of God) had given them '■> requiring,that if the Jews were 
of their blood, they might be tyed to adore the fame gods which the Jonians worthip- 
ped : When therefore this matter was referred to the determination of the Judges, the 
Jews had the better, and obtained the liberty to live according to their own Laws and 
Cuftoms : and he that at thistime pleaded their caufe, was Nicholas Damafcene.Fot Agrip- 
pa pronounced, That itworunlawful for them to innovate any thing. And if any man defire 
P to have a more exact knowledge hereof, let him read the 12 3, and a 4 book of the Hifto- 
ries of Nicholas. Neither ought this judgment of Agrippa s, to feem in any fort ftrange : 
for at that time our Nation had not by any Wars procured the Romans difpleafure. But 
upon juft occafion may a roan admire the magnanimity of Vefpafi 'an ,and of his (oaTitus, 
who behaved themfelves with fuch moderation after fo great a War, and fuch doubtful 
Battels as they had fought againft us; But to return to my purpofe,from whence I have Ariiubut the 
digrefled. At fuch time as Antiochus the great reigned in^,the Countrey of Jewry was jJJ^JJj"^' 
much harafled, and both the {pews and Inhabitants of Cccfofyria endured many miferies. V cxcththe 
For Antiochus making War againft Ptolomey Philopater and his fon, called Ptolomey the fa- ?«»"• 
wow/jthey were miferably perplexed.For whether Antiochus overcame,or was overcome, 
they were continually foiled : fo that betwixt the profperity and adverfity of Atitio- 
F chus, they fared like a (hip tofled in a ftorm. But at length, after Antiochus had overcome- 
rtolon/cy, he conquer'd Jewry. After the death of r/jf/^er,hisfonfenta great Army in- 
to Ceelofyria, under the conduQ: of scopas, who fcized a great number of thofe Cities ; 
and falling upon our Nation alfo, he conquer'd it. Not long after this, Antiochus fought 
with Scop0s i ncn unto the River Jordan^nd obtained the victory ,difcomfiting the greater 
part of the Enemies Array 5 at which time Antiochus recover'd again thofe Gitie9 of Cff- 
lofyr'nx, which were before taken by Scopas. He took Samaria alfo : which when thejews 
pcrceived,they fubmitted themfelves of their own accord unto him* and having received 
him into the City of jfcr///j/e»/,theygave both his Army and his Elephants abundance of 
provifion, and willingly affifled him with their Forces, to fubdue thofe Garifons which 
G Scopas had placed in thefortreftesof the higher City. Whereupon Antiochus fuppofing it 
to be for his honour,to acknowledge and remunerate the affection and forwardnefs which 
thcjfi wj had exprclted in his fcrvice, wrote unto his Captains and Friends,fignifying un- 
to them how forward the Jews had been in his Wars : and to let them know,that he was 
refolved to gratific them for their fervice, Dd 3 Here 
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<~^r^y^ Hereafter I will infert the copy of his letters which he wrote in favour of them, after A 
u^rii'llsV I have recited that which Folybius the Megalopolitane, writeth, to this purpofe, which I 
bcfori'chriii : i will recite out of the fixteenth Book of his hiftories. Scopas ("faith he} the General 
Ni/it///, qC vto [ om( y } Army, marching towards the mid-land, did in One winter overcome the 
L^w^^. whole nation of the^cw- He rcciteth alfo in the fame Book, that after that Scopas had 
P 'TZ?s Kh>e been overcome Antiochus feized Bathan<ea, Samaria, Abila, and Gadra ; and anon after 
vlr^j/t war- the ^cw/jwhich dwelt at Jerufalem where the -Temple was, joyned themfelves with him : 
oh ugainit an j a i t h ol] gh we are to fpeake more amply and particularly of that appartition that 
s ri!) 3 hapned neare unto the Temple 5 yet we (hall defer the recital hereof untill another time. 

This is that which Folybius hath written. But to return unto our purpofe : I will recite B 
in this place the copy of thofe letters which were fentby the King.

jv>L,uMtie Whereas the Jews have given us mofi apparent tefiimony of there afftUi on towards us, 
n f jitice the firfi time of our entrance into their Countrey, and have magnificently entertained 
I at fnch time as we were in pcrfon before their City., by prefenting themfelves before us, with 
all their Elders? and have alfo fur niflicd us largely with all that which was neceffary for our 
pS^'rt'i. Souldicrs and our Elephants? and have likevfife taken Arms with us againjt the Egyptian 
Carrifon: we have thought fit to afford them fo me fati sfa8 ion in repairing their City , 
ruinated by cafiialtics, to the intent it might be inhabited and Peopled again, by gathering to- C 
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io«7, .1':. "ton- Carrifon: we have thought fit to afford them fome fati sfa8 ion in repairing their City, 
l.n'r^oi Vi'ic ruinated by cafualties, to the intent it might be inhabited and Peopled again, by gathering to- 
■Jeter" " C aether thofc Jews that are fatter ed abroad in divers places, and planting them again in the 
'fame. And inefpecial (to the end that the fervice of God may be renewed} we have fet 
'down a certain fum of money, to be imployed in facrifices, and in buying Beafis for their 
offerings, Wine, Oyl, and incenfe; that is to fay, twenty thoufand fides of Silvery and for 
fine Flour e, accordingio the law of the place, one thoufand, four hundred and ft x ty meafures 
of Wheat, and three hundred, feventy and five meafures of fait. And my will is, that 
all thefc things that are above-named, be delivered unto them according to the form of our 
ordinance. We likewifc command, that thework^of the Temple be fini filed with the gal- 
leries, and other neceffary buildings ; and that all the Timber be brought out c/Judea and other 
places, and efpec tally out of Libanus, without any tax or tallage : which exemption alfo ffiall D 
tak; tfi'eH in all other neceffaryes that are requifite towards the reparation of fo famous a 
Temple. My pleafure lihjwife is, that all they of the fame Nation govern their State, accord- 
ing to their own laws. Let the antient Priejis and Scribes of the Temple alfo, and the ftng- 
ing men be freed from all taxations, that are payed by the powl, and the tributes, of the 
Crown and all other whatfoever. And to the end that the City may be the fooner built, I grant 
unto all them that inhabit the fame as this prefent,or that hereafter tranfport themfelves thither 
within the month of October, to inhabit the fame with exemption from all charges for three 
years fpace. We forgive them moreover the third part of their tributes, to the intent they 
may recover their loffes. We will alfo that thofe Citizens that have been forcibly led from 
thence into fervititde, be fet at liberty both they themfelves, and alfo thofe that are of their E 
alliar. ee 5 commanding their goods to be reftorcd unto them. Farewell 
Tic n.uftof Thefc are the contents of this Letter. "And to yeild the more honour unto the Temple, 
jmndms tbc hefent an edict thorow all his Kingdom to this effect.

Temple. without the Jews permijfivn; except thofe that fhould be purified according to the law and cufiom 
of the place. Ihat no man fijould bring into the city any fiefi) ofHorfes, Mules, wild or tame 
Afjes 9 Leopards, Foxes, or Hares, or Generally of any Cattel prohibited to be eaten by the 
laws of the Jews. That it fijoitld not be lawful Ukgwife for any man to bring their Skjns 
into the City or tonouriff) any fitch beafis in the fame, but that it might be only lawfull touft 
th(f: beafis which might be facrificcd unto God,according to the law of their ancefiors. That p 
wbofoevcr fhould not obferve thefe laws he fiiould pay three thoufand drachmes of fiver 
unto the rricfis. Furthermore, to exprefs his piety and fidelity towards us, at fuch time as 
he heard of the troubles that happned in Phrygia and Lydia, he wrought alfo unto Zeuxis 
Governour of one of the higher Provinces, and his intire friend, commanding him to fend 
sertain of our Nation from Babylon to Phrygia, writing unto him unto this effe&.

Vnderfianding that thefc of Lydia and Phrygia are newly fallen into Rebellion , / have J^g^i^ 
thought good (according to my duty) to prevent the fame : and whileft I confulted with my 
friends what was to be done, it hath been thought fit that two thoufand Families of the Jews 
fhould hefent thither; all which fhould be drawn out of Mefopotamia and Babylon, to plaUt z} u *l™\n 
them in Garifons, and places of fecurity. For 1 am perfuaded of their good affe&ion and zeal which he ma- 
towardsus,botbinrefpe&.of their devotion towards God, as alfo from the tefiimonj which our bkmSnof 
Predtceffors have given them, namely, that they are faithful, and ready to execute that wherein the ftut . 
they are employed. Moreover, it is our pleafure, that notwithjlanding all difficulties, you caufe 
them to pafs thither, and permit them to live according to their own Laws. Now when they fiiall 
arrive in that place, thou fiialt hefiow on every one of them ground to build them houfes on , with 
fufficient Lands both forTillage,and to plant their Vineyards in 5 for which they fiiall pay no 
Tribute for ten years fpace : and during fuch time as they may gather of their own for theif 
fufienance, they Jball be allowed their provifion of Corn for themfelves, and their fervants. Our 
will is alfo, that they who fiiall be employed on neceffary a fairs, be fitfficiently provided of that 
they need, to the intent that being fo bountifully dealt withall by us, they may fhew themfelves 
the more afeSionate in that which concerneth us. Thou fiialt give order alfo to the uttermofiof 
thy power, that this Nation be no wayes oppreffed, or injured by any man. Farewell. 

K Hitherto we have fufficiently declared what friendlhip Antiochus the Great bare unto ^iMf'ttii 
the Jews. After t\i\s,Antiochus contracted an alliance and friendfliip with Ptolomy , who confederacy 
gave him his daughter Cleopatra in marriage, and affigned him for her dowry Ccehfyria, ^ s!mT 
Samaria, Judea, and Phoenicia; and becaufe thefe two Kings divided the Tributes between Un s moleft the 
them, the chiefeft in authority in every Province,collected from their Countrejr,and paid 
the Sum agreed upon to the Kings Treafury. 

At that time the Samaritans puffed up with their profperity, vexed the Jews, fpoiling 
their Countrey, and leading them away Prifoners by force. This hapned under the High' Htdh & 
Vfieft Onias. For after the deceafe of Eleazar, Manaffes his Uncle obtained thePrieft- ■J'J^"^ 4, 

I hood, and after the death of Manajfes, Onias thefonof 5/V«o»,firnamed thejufi, enjoyed H igh-Prieft, 
this dignity. Simon was brother to Eleaj&ar, as I have heretofore related. This Onias provokeih the 
wa3 of no great capacity, and withall was very covetous : by which means he failed to pay f^non^iy-' 
the twenty Talents of ulver which his Predeceflbrs were wont to pay to the Kings of E- me<u of hit 
gypt,of that Tribute which the People paid unto him. Whereupon Ptolomy Evergetes , Tribute, 
the father of Philopater, was grievoufly incenfed againft him 5 fo as be fent an Ambaflador 
to Jerufalem to accufc him, becaufe he failed to pay his accuftomed Tribute, threatning 
him, that if henceforth he received it not, he would divide the Countrey amongft his 
Soldiers, and fend them to inhabit it. When the Jews heard this they were much trou- 
bled : but onias was no whit moved thereby becaufe he was wholly given over to covc-

Thr Tuition I3^ ta certain man call\iJ*>y^/&,thefon.of Tobias 2nd of Onias lifter, who was the Hi«h- 
x,i the Viigii- J3 Prieft,being young in years (but honored in ferufalemfor his wifdom, forefight and 
fendfn f "[, ° f j"ft ,c O nav ' n ^ certain notice by his motherof the arrival of this Ambaflador, came uo- 
Kinj-"^ to the City ( for he had been abfent in the Village of Pbicala where he was born ) and 
fharply reproved Onias his Uncle on the mothers fidej beeaufe he did not any wayes pro. r 
vide for the fecurity of his Countrey, but fought to draw bis Counrreymen into a gene! 
ral hazard, in that he retained in his hands that mony which was levied for the Tribute* 
whereby he told him, that he had obtained the Government over the people,and purcha- 
fed the High Priefthood. And that if he were fo bewitched with mony,that for thelove 
of it, he could have the patience to fee his Countreymen in hazard, and behold his Citi- 
zens fuffer all that which cruelty could inflict upon them, headvifed him to repair to the 
King, and to require him to beftow the whole or the half of the Tributeupon him.Here- 
Unto Onias anfwer'd,7"A<it he would no more execute theGovernment-and that if it was pofflble 
for him^he was ready to give over the Priefhhoodjather than repair unto the King. Whereupon 
Jofi-ph asked him, If he would permit him, in tit peoples behalf to go Ambaffador to Ptolomy. n 
Whereunto Oniat anfwer'd,TA*j he gave him /e<w/e.Upori this occaJC\Qn,Joftph went up into 
the Temple, and fummoned the people to a general Aflembly, exhorting them to beno 
ways troubled,and to conceive no fear through the negligence of hisllncle 0#;W 5 wifhit» 
them to be of good courage,and promifing them that he himfelf would go Ambaflador 
.: unto the King, and faithfully plead their Caufe before him, and perfuade him that they 
had committed no infolent neglect or contempt againfthisMajefty$which when the peo- 
ple underftood,they gave ^ep/» hearty thanks. Whereupon he prefently came down from 
the Temple, and honorably entertained the Ambaftadors that came from Ptolomy, and 
having prefented them with gifts of great value,and feafted them magnificently for many 
.iday.es, he fent them back to their Prince j affuring them, that he would in perfon follow D 
them. And the rather was be indited td this-joutneyybecaufe the Ambaflador had per- 
fuaded him to come into Egjpt, under fuch afTurance,iihat he would obtain all his re* 
quefts at Ptolemy's hands $ the rather, for that he was woo with the young mans freefpt-< 
Tie King* 'jit and noble entertainment. " . . • t. •■ t -V: ,„ ... 

h^noS"/ . Asfoon as the Ambaflador returned i ato Egypt, he certified the King of Onias's ingW 
cntcrtaincJ, ritude, and Jofepb's humanity certifying him, that fie would come, in perfon toentreW 
Sfr/;A°i!bc- Pardon for the People for that offence they had committed againftbim^ and the rathe* 1 
ulityupon his for that he was in efpecial authority among tbePeopIe: and he fofir enlarged, hitalelr" 
coum 'c ntohiS m the praifc of that both tneKin g and Queen Cleopatra had a goodopiriidn 1 of 

ountrcy " him, although he was as yet abfent. But jofeph fent unto Samaria to his Friends * and E 
borrow'd money,making preparation for his Voyage. Having therefore furnifhed' him- 
felf with Apparel, Veflels and Horfes, and with almoft twenty thoufand drachms, he ar- 
rived at Alexandria. 

At that time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tributes ; for the King was accuftomed every year to fell them to 
the men of moft refpedl; in every City : thefe meeting with Jofeph on the way, began to 
mock at his bafenefs and poverty. But when he came to Alexandria,zxxd had intelligence 
that the King was at Memphis^ fet forward, and went out to meet him. When therefore 
the King, accompanied with the Queen, and Athenion his Friend,who had difcharged the 
place of Ambaffador in Jerufalem 3 cntae riding in his Chariot 5 Athenion f who had been P 
honorably entertained by Jofeph) perceiving him upon the way, certified the King that 
it was he of whom he had fpoken upon his return from Jerufalem: protefting on his be- 
half, that he was a virtuous and honorable young man. Whereupon Ptolomy received 
him with more kindnefs than the reft, and made him come up into his Chariot, where he 
wasnofooner feated, but the .Cing began to accufeO«*<w tor what he had committed. 
But Jofeph faid unto him, Pardon him, 0 King, and have refpeft to his old age. For you know 
that ordinarily old men and young children have one and the fame under ft an ding-, but from 
VHrfclvN teho are yomg,you jhall have what you pleafe to require, without any pretext or caufe 
of difcontcnt.

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H This wifeanfwer increafed the affection which the King had allready conceived for J^&^J 
him: whereupon he commanded that he fhould be lodged in his own Palace, and mrti, 
that daily he fhould accompany him at his Table. 



Asfoon as the King came back to Alexandria, the Lords tif Syria (feeing Jofeph fitting 



near unto the King, were difpleafed : and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
know what they fhould pay for their tribute, they that were of the greateft quality in 
their countrey farmed it $ fo that the Tributes of daelojyria , Phtgnfcia , Judca, ind 
Samaria, amounted together to eight thoufand talents. Whereupon Jofeph arifing, 
blamed the farmers, beeaufe they had defigned amongft themfelves to beat down the 
price of the tributes, riromifing to give double 5 and that he would like wife return the 
I forfeitures that were levied upon the goods of fuch as offended 5 which were farmed ^• J j lrt & 
together with the tributes. The King gaveear to thisdifcourfe of his with great content Q f VJioi/M 
and hid, that he approved toe file of thefe tributes nnto Jofeph, who would hereby fo con- committed t« 
fiderably augment bis revenue. When therefore he was asked whether he could give furetie ? ?cjff ; 
he made him anfwer with great confidence.* O King (faid he ) I will give thee fuch 
pledges as are both wotthy and honorable, and fuch as you cannot mijiruji. When therefore 
the Kingdefired him to produce them: / will (faid he ) 0 King^prefeht thee for jhreties, 
thy felf and the Queen thy Wife^ that one of you may be furetyfor me to the other. Ptolomey 
fmiling hereat, granted him the farm of the tribute, without farther furety. This favor 
of his difpleafed thofe Governours of the Cities that were come into Egypt, in that 
fc they faw themfelves contemned apd conftrained to return with fhame unto their 
houfes. But jofeph obtained 2000 footmen from the King 5 that he might by their 
afliftance levy the tribute from thofe Cities, who wete negligent in their payments : 
and after he had borrowed five hundred talents of the Kings friends id Alexandria, he 
departed into Syria. 

As foon as he came to Afcaloh, he demanded the payment of the tribute at the Citi- 
zens hands, which they not only refufed, but moreover upbraided htm with injurious 
words. Whereupon laying hold on about twenty of the principal among them, he 
put them to death: and having gathered their fubftanccs togather,he fent the Kingfdme 
thoufand talents, certifying him of that which he had done. Ptolomy admiring 

L at his wifdom, and approving what he had done permitted him to difpofeof all things 

at his pleafure. The Syrians when they heard this began to fear the like feverity 5 and Thc 4"}**^ 
perceiving that the Afcalonites were (lain by $ofcpb,\hty opened their gates,and receiv- 'So^iiuw 
ed him willingly, and payed him their tributes. Whereas alfo the scytkopelitanes con- p«niihedfor 
rumacioufly refufed to lay down, according to order,their accuftomed tributes, he (lew their < t ™ B * t * 
the chiefeft amongft them: and fent the confifcation of their goods unto the King. 
When therefore be had gathered much filver and made great gains of the farming of 
the tributes, to the intent he might eftablifh and make his power of longer continuance, 
he liberally employed his gains, cdnfidering with himfelf, thatitwaia part of wifdom 
to feccure his good fortune, bf thofe riches which he himfelf bad gotten : For he fent 

M many prefentsoothtothe King and Queen, and gave liberally to their friends and favo- 
rites, and to all thdfe which had any authority or credit in the Court, that be might win 
and bind them unto him by his benevolence. And in this felicity continued he twenty- 
two yeats > during which time he was the rather of feveh children by one wife, and of 
another called Hircams,by another Wife who was the Daughter of his Brother s oly mitts % 
whom he married upon this occafion. 

Going once to Alexandria in the company of his brother ( whd carried with him his - , i 
daughter already marriageable,intending to beftow her upon fomejfrt^of good equality JJJJS^ 
whileft he fate at meat with the King, a fair Damfel coming into the room danced fo ' 
well that (he gained the heart of Jofipb, whereupon, he told his brother of it, praying 

N him fince by the laws of their Countrey it was forbidden to a Jew to marry a ftranger, 
that he would hide his fault,and be an affiftant unto him,that he might procure her for his 
Miitrifs. His brother promifed him his afliftance and in the mean time hedrefs'd up his 
own daughter, and brought her, by night, Unto his bed : whereupon he lay with her 
( not knowing who (he was, becaufd he had drunk over much,) and had her company.- 
His love (fill increafed^nd not knowing how to conquer his pauion he told his brother 
that he feared the King would not beftow this Damf.l on him. His brother told hini 
that he need not trouble himfelf, promifing that he fhould enjoy her whom he loved, 
and that allready fhe was his wife; letting him know the whole contrivance, and how 
he had rather wrong his own daughter than to fuffer his brother to fall into difhonor. 

O A fter that Jofeph had commended the kind and natural affection of his brother towards Htrieingioei 
him, he took his daughter to Wife, who bare him a Son called Hircauus,*s it hath been a „d , ' 
faid. Who being thirteen yean old, gave tcftimony of that natural fpirit, and cVexeri- wwardncfij 
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£J>- a Vl ty that wasinhim; by reafon whereof his brethren conceived an hatred againfthim A 
ww'j'750/ and the rather becaufe he excelled them in all things, and thereby inftead of gaining 
. « their i ove he raifed their jealoufy and hatred. Whereas Jofeph was defirousto know 

which of his children had the ripeffc Judgement, and underftanding ; he fent them 
> one after another to thofe mafters, who were moft renowned for Science in that time ; 
but all of them returned back unto him rude,and illiterate, becaufe they were negligent 
and idle. Whereupon he fent tiircanus the youngeft of them into a defart place diftant 
from the high way fome.feven dayes journey, and gave him with him three hundred 
couple of Oxen, to fow the ground in that barren place, concealing fromhim the yokes 
that (hould couple them together. - 

When therefore he came unto the place, and perceived that the yokes were miffing 
he asked advice of fome of the husbandmen: who counfelled him to fend forne one 
backuntohis Father to fetch the couples. But he fuppofing he ought nottolofefo 
much time as would be fpent in fending back a meffenger, he made ufe of a contrivance 
which feemed much beyond his years. For he caufed ten couple of the oxen to be flam, 
and diftributed the flefh amongft his workmen,and made them cut the Skins,and fafhion 
couples thereof,and having yoked his Oxen,he caufed the land to be manured,accord- 
ing to his Fathers direction ; and afterwards returned home unto him. Whereupon he 
loved him the more intirely,by reafon of his wifdom and the fubtlety of his underftand- 
ing '-, and efteemed him as if he had no other child but him alone, but this increa fed the 
malice and envy of his brothers. C 
, . fcnt ,_ When news was brought unto Jojefb, that about that time King Ttolomey was bleffed 
7ih 1 his Son" with a young Son, and how all the chiefeft Lords of Syria, and the Countries under 
Hir;inut to bj s obeyfance, repairec^to Alexandria in great pomp to celebrate the birth-day of the 
uhwh Ki n ^ s Son ; hebeing of himfelr' unable (by reafonof his age ) togothither,heasked 
his Children, wherher any one of them would go and compliement the King. When 
therefore the eldeffc Sons had excufed themfelves 5 and refufed to undertake the journey, 
pretending they were unfit toperforme the meffjge, and underftood not the manner of 
living at Court,alI of them advifing that their brother tiircanus might be Cenu'jofeph was 
well pleafed thereat,and calling for //ir^ju/w asked himi f he would go to King Ftolomy: 
he promifed to undertake the journey, and told his Father he needed no great fum of Q 
money to perform it, becaufe he (hould travel frugally, and content himfelf for the 
whole expence with ten thoufand drachms, $ofepb was very glad to hear of his Sons 
prudence ; and after tiircanus had kept filence for a while he advifed his Father, that 
he (hould not prefent the King with any thing out of Judea, but that he fhould write un- 
to his fador in Alexandria, commanding him to deliver fuch fummes of money as he 
t hought convenient to buy that which he found to be moft magnificent and of heft 
efteem in the City. Jofcph imagining that perhaps he would iroploy about ten talents 
in prefents and approving of his Sons Counfel,wrote unto his facror Arion ( who had 
the ufe of almoft three thoufand talents of his in Alexandria. ) Forgathering Bp his 
money in Syria, he was wont to fend it thither 3 and as oft as the prefixt time came E 
Trcjfonimen- wherein the Kings tributes were to be paid, he commanded Arion to jay them. Having 
iuA -i^unil therefore letters of Credit unto him, he went towards Alexandria.' Whereupon his 
Kir^nus. brethren wrote prefently unto all the Kings friends, that by fome means they would 
make him away. 

As Coon as he was arrived in Alexandri^nd had delivered his fathers Letters to Arion ± 
lor hT drion asked him how many talents he would have? hoping that he would defirebutten, 
aftions/ ' ,k or thereabout : but when tiircanus had told him he had need of a thoufand, he waxed 
1 wroth,and reproved him for his prodigality, telling him how his Father had gathered 

his goods with much labour and frugality, and refufingto give it him, he prayed him 
to imitate his fathers example : and in a word he told him, that he would deliver hioi p 
no more than ten talents ; and that for no other ufe, than to buy prefents for the King. 
Whereupon Hircanusvtzs offended and caufed Arion to be kept in Prifon. Whereof his 
Wife informed Queen Cleopatra and defired her that the young man might be chaftifed 
for his infolence ( for Arion was in great efteem with the Queen, fo that (he acquainted 
the King with the matter. } Whereupon Ttolomey fent for Hircanus, and faid unto 
him ; That he marvcilcd,that being fent unto kin by his Father, he had not as yet vifited himj 
and I efidcs that he had committed his Fathers Agent to Trifon: he therefore commanded him to 
yield him a reafon thertof. Whereuntohe anfwered, that there teas a law among /fo Jews 
that no manfiould tafie of the faenfiecs that had not firji of all vijited the Temple, and ]acri~ 
feed unto Codsand that in thatrefpeci he had not hitherto vijited his Madefy, becaufe hcexpetttd G 
certain prefents to prefent unto his Man fly from his Father, who was his Servant. Further- 
more , he alledgedthathc punifhedbis Fathers S 'erv ant , becaufe he had difobeyed his cornvt^d- . 



A mnt which he ought not to do, whether his Majler were noble or ignoble: and if ( faid he) ^j£r eftU 
we chapfe not j" ch men > as th V h * vc defined^ expe2(o King)that you alfo fiall be xcglettcd, uwi, jySo. ^ 

^ ^WheTrtolomey heard thefe words, herofe well pleafed, and wondred at the mag- ?s" v " J> 
nanimity of the young man. Arion perceiving that the King rofe fatisfied, and that he Hf rf X^ 
waslike to have no affiftance at his hands, delivered tiircanus the thouland talents, and lo ., ic for h „ 
by this means he was fet at liberty. Some three days after \Hircanus came and fainted aaions. 
both the King and Queen: who entertained him gracioufly, and feafted him, for the 
kindnefs which they bear unto his Father. He enquiring among the Merchants, bought 
one hundred young Lads well learned, and in the flower of their age, paying a talcnc 
B for each one 3 and the like number of Virgins for fo many talents. Being invited to a 
banquet by the King, with all the Princes and other Lords, he was placed beneath them 
all becaufe that (by reafon of his youth ) they that afligned the places, according to 
every mans dignity, made fmall account of him. The reltthat fate at table, after they 
had eaten their meat laid all their bones before Hircanus, fo that the table was covered 
round about him whereupon a certain Droll called Triphon (in whofe railery the King 
took fome delight J) to divert the company, faid, 

Sec here Sir what fore of bones lie before Hircanus whereby you may conjcCture after wh.it n>"**m\c Si 
manner his Father hath fleeced <i« Syria. The King laughing at Tryphons words, tsked 
Hircanus, how he came by fo many bones before him s? Not without good reafon (faid he ) O 
C King j for doggs devour the flejh with the bones, as thefe do (poynting at thofe who fate with 
him at the Table, becaufe they had no hones before them:) but men eat the flcfl), and cajt 
the bones away, as J do, becaufe 1 am a. man. The King was fo well pleafed wirh his difcrcet 
anfwer that he commanded the reft not to offer him any affront for the future. 

The next day he fought out all the Kings friends, and the principal Courtiers, and 
faluted them one by one, enquiring of their Servants, what prefents they would court 
the King with upon the birth of his Son? Who told him that fome of them would 
give twelve Talents, and others that were in dignity, would prefent them according to v;ollld give , 
their ability. Whereupon Hircanus feemed diffatisfied as wanting power to offer fuch 
a prefent, pretending that he had no more than five Talents; All which thele Servants for w)lich he 
D? orefently reported to their Mafters: who were very joyful thereat, in hopes that the rccci» ct h po- 
king would not be well pleafed to receive a fmall prefent from tiircanus. Now 'when, 
the day of folemnity was come, and they that pretended to prefent the King moft mag- 
nificentlyjoffred no more than twenty Talents: Hircanus prefented the hundred young 
Lads he had bought to the King,and the Virgins unto Cleopatra : for whom he had paid 
a talent by the pole. At this unexpected magnificence, all men were amazed: butbe- 
fides this, he gave gifts of divers Talents to the King and Queens favourites and Ser- 
vants and their attendants; whereby he fecured himfelf from the danger that might 
fall upon him by their means. For the brothers of Hircanus had written unto them to 
murther him. Ttolomey was much pleafed with the great magnificence of this young 
Eman,andbidhimaskwhatfoever he pleafed at his hands. But he required no other 
thing but that it would pleafethe King to recommend him, by his letters, to his father 
and brethren. When therefore the King had particularly honored him, and had given 
him many rewards, he wrote unto his Father and brethren, and all his Governours, 
and Commiffaries, and in that manner fent him away. His brothers hearing how he 
had in all things highly pleafed the King, and that he returned with great glory, they himont ,, c 0 
went out to meet him, with an intent to murther him, with their fathers knowledg. ror^cj, 
h b ing d.fpleafed with him, by reafon of his above mentioned large expence, took £ c Y l(com - 
110 care to fecure him : yet concealed he his difcontent for fear of the King. But when 
his brotherscame and encountered him on the way he flew divers of thofe that ac- 
F compained them and two of his brethren alfo were left (lain upon the place, and the 
reft fled unto lerufalem unto their Father. And when opon his commtng unto jeruja- 
lem he perceived that no man welcomed him, he was afraid, and departed prefently 
from thence to the other fide of >^»,where he paft his life in receiving and gathering y hht ^j. 
the tributes of the Barbarians. In that time se/e»r** fimamed ^er,the Son ot Antt- ^^i^ 



ccbus the great, reigned in Afia. At that time alfo died Jojeph, Wrcanus Father, who h , 
was a man of good repute and great courage; who eftabhfhed the people of the W j 
inalafW Peace, and freed them from poverty and many difafters 5 and collected the h 
Tributs of Syria Theriica, and Samaria, for the fpace of twenty two years. His Uncle 
Onias died alfo about the fame time; leaving the Prieft-hood to his Son Simon i arcer 
! whofe death, his Son Onias was made High Pricft : to whom Arius King of L.acedcmov 
fent an Embaflage and letters, the copy whereof heareafter enfueth.

After the death of Jofeph it came to pafs, that the people began tomutinie in the 
quarrel of his Children, For the elder brethren made War againft Hircanus, who was 
the younger, by means whereof the People were divided : The greater part of them 
Hiiti*m'*r- followed the Elder faction, and the High Prieft Simon alfo, by reafon of his affinity 
Hictcch the with them, followed their party. Whereupon Hircanus refolved to repair no more un- K

Ptolomey alfo King of Egypt ( who was likewife called Epiphanes ) died and 
left two children very young behind him,of whom the eldeft was called Philotneter, and 
the younger Phifcon. But when Hircanus perceived that Antiochus grew very powerful M 
he feared to be punifhed by him for his incurfions made upon the Arabians whereupon 
he flew himfelf with his own hands > and Antiochus enjoyed all his goods.

; CHAP. VII. 

King Antiochus being teceived itito Jeiufaleirt, utterly rulnes'it 5 pitlageih the Temple and 
builds a .Cittadel that commands the Town. He abolijhetb the worpip of God,many 
Jews forfake their Religion. ' The Samaritans difoton their relation to the 
]em } and confecrate the Temple at Samaria to Jupiter. 

AFter that King Antiochus was returned out of Egypt, and for the fear of the Ro- 
mans had forfaken that Gduntrey^he led his Army againft JerufakmpriA encamped 
before the City, and took it by fnrrender, the Gates of the City being fee open te r*ng s£r«£ 
unto him by thofe of his Faction V which haphed in the 143 year fince the beginning of fpo»!«b 
N the Reign of seleucus. Wh\en he faw himfelf Lord and Mafter of Jerufalem, he flew lhc Tem P k * 
divers of the contrary Faction; and after- he had tfathfct'd together many great and rich 
fpoils, he return'd back to Antioch. Two years aftet, in the 145 year of the Reign of 
that Family, on the a 5 day of that month which we call Chajleu, and the Macedons Apel- 
Uus, the Romans December i i in the 1$ 3' Olynspiade, he returned again to Jerufilem^ at 
which time, he fparcd not them who gave him peaceable entrance, and opened the 
Gates. But his infatiable avarice tranfported him fo far, that he feared not to violate 
the Temple, and to fpoil it of all thofe riches whichheknew to be there laid up 5 being 
no lefs infolent towards his friend, than to the offender, he fpared neither. For having 
fc-en what quantity of Gold was in the Temple, and how great a number of Prefcnt* 
O and precious Ornaments were there laid up, he was fo covetous, that he brake and viola/ 
ted all covenants and conditions. After therefore he had fpoiled the Temple, and car- 
ried away the velTcls dedicated unto God, the golden Candlcftick, the golden Altar , the

C^^fL Table of the Shew-bread,the Cenfers, and pulled down the Curtains made of fine linen A 
w&SSS and fcarlet. After he had emptied the tretfures that were hidden, and left nothing be- 
. htftreCbtifi't h'md him of any value, to compleat the mifcries of the jfeir/, he forbade them to offer 
fi ,iW,/ » their ufual anddattyjucrrficeunto Q o ^ n p yydinjgto^eprder -of ,*he Law: and after** 
s^Sr^ had fpoiled the whole Citypbeilewa geat part of tbei Inhabitants, and carried away 
the reft of themiuto cafrivitywtthtbejr ^ives^ndjchiW^en> to thenumber of 10000. 
Furthermore, he burnt the faireft buildings of the City, and razed the walls, and raifed 
a Fortrcfs in nhelowerCity . For the Temple was as it were a high Cittadel, command- 
jog the reft. For this caufc, having d it with pMfc walk and towers, he placed a 
Carifon of Macedonians thezeis^with wnprnremaiptdtke rabble and fcum of the wick- 
ed Apoftate Jew*, who were given overto^all impieties* and who aKb afflicted their Fel- b 
low-Citizens with, many injuries, The Jung alfo commanded that an Altar fhould be 
AM'mhn >b- creeled in the Temple, on which be cauicoTSwioetobcflaughtered, offering Sacrifice 
fogadng God* contrary to the Religion and Ordinances 9f the Jews.

But thofe men who were of upright hearts, and valiant C 
minds, little regarded thefe menaces : For having more fefpeft to their laws and cuftoms, 
than to the torments wherewith they were threatned,'if they obferved not the Edift ; 
they were beaten, and expofed to rooft cruel puni(hmcnts, for many dayes, amidft which 
many times they yielded up the ghoft. fot after they were whipt. and maim'd in their 
bodies, they were crucifi'd an<f torturVj ajive: they ftrangled the Women alfo with 
their circumcifcd children, whom, according to the Kings command, they hungaboat 
the necks of their Parents, who were crucified: And if in any place they found any 
part of the fcered Scripture, they defae'd and burnt it s and they with whom it was 
found, were put tp a mqfl cruel death.

many others, of whom a great number are fiified in their Caves, becanfe they would V " J> * 

not defend themfilves on the Sabbath-day. Matthias abolijheth that \>^SrN*# 
SuperJiition, and exhorts his fins to afert their priviledges, 
and deliver their Countrey from bondage. 

AT this time there dwelt a certain man in Modin (a village of Jitry ) whbfe name 
was Matthias, who was the fon of Jokn,vr\io was the fon of simon,thc fon of Afmo- 
n£us a Prieftjof the rank of Joarib 3 bom in Jerufalem. This Matthias hid% (6m,John 
call'd Gaddis, Simon calPd Matihes, Judas call'd Machabeus, Eleazar named Anran,Jonathan 
called Aphus. This Matthias oftentimes complain'd unto his fons,of the deplorable con- 
dition to which their Nation was redue'd, of the mine of their City, the defolation of 
their Temple, and the miferies of the People, telling them, That it were better for them to 
dk in the defence of the Laws and Seligion of their Forefather s, than to live difionimr'ably amidft T . he %, f 2**. 
fo many calamities. When therefore the Commiffaries, deputed by the King, came unto thill Inihi' 
Modin, to conftrainthe Jews to perform that which was enjoin'd them, and to command fon, « 
themtofacrifice, according to the ordinance 5 requiring Matthias (who furpafled the 
reft in honour, and other qualities, but efpecially in excellency of deftenc and nobility ) 
K to begin firft of all to offer facrifice, to the end that the reft might follow him,and be in- 
.due'd by his example , afluring him, That the King Would tejlifie his being well-pleafed with 
his compliance, by the rewards which he would fuddenly fend him. Matthias anfwer'd, That he 
tvouldby no means commit that idolatry ; affuring them, That although all other Nations of the 
World, cither for love } orfcar of punifiment^fiould obey the Edi8s of Antiochus $ yet that nei- 
ther he, nor any of his children, would be indue d toforfakp their fathers Religion. As foOn 
as he had return'd thisanfwer, he held his peace, and a certain Jew ftepped forth to offer 
facrifice according to Antiochus ordinance '-> wherewith Matthias was fo much difpleas'd, 
that both he and his fons fell upon him,and with their fwords hew'd him in pieces.tfe flew aSnbyMdt- 
Apelles the Kings Captain likewife, and the Soldiers which he brought with hirri^rd com- thus. 
L pel the people to commit impiety. And not content herewith, he overthrew the Irar, 
crying out with a loud voice, If ( faid he ) any one be affetled to the Laws of his Fathers, 
and the fervice of God, let him follow me : And this faid, he prefently retir'd into the De- Mtxthiu wiitf 
fart with his fons, leaving the Borough utterly unpeopled. The reft, after his example, «>« fonsHi«h 
retir'd alfo into the Defart, with their Wives and Children, and made their habitation in int0 Mutl 
Caves. The Kings Captains having intelligence hereof, gather'd thofe Forces that were 
at that time in the Cittadel of Jerufalem, and purfued the Jews into the Defart. And ha- 
* ving overtaken them, they labour'd firft of all to make them fubmit themfelves , and to 
make choice of that which was moft for their advantage, rather than to endanger them- 
felves, and enforce them to chaftife their difobedience with blood. But the Jews nothing 
M mov'd herewith, refolv'd rather to die, than commit fuch an impiety : Whereupon they* 
(who omitted no opportunity) afTailed the Jews on a Sabbath-day, and burnt them with- 
in their Caves 3 who neither refilled their Enemies, nor fo much as clofed up the mouths 
of their Caves, forbearing to make any refiftance, by reafon of the day, refolving with 
them(elve9, not to violate the Sabbath-day ( for we are commanded to ceafe from all 
labour on that day. ") There were therefore about a thoufand ftifled in their Caves, with The - <JW 2r( 
their Wives and Children.Yet notwithftanding divers efcaped,and joined themfelves with Hun onTh" 
Matthias, whom they chofe for their Captain 5 who declared unto them,Thatthey ought to S» bb »th.day, 
fight on the Sabbath-day : afluring them, That if they did not, hut fcrupuloufiy obferved /fcf,„'lH" 
Law, they themfelves flwuld be enemies unto themfilves, if perhaps the Enemy fhould afjail them Matthias 
N on that day, and they fhould notjland upon their guard : for by that means they fiouldhe de- morc Wiry ' 
flroyed without refiftance. Hereby he perfuaded them to do as he had faid: and until this 
day, it is a cuflom among us, that if need require, we make no difficulty to fight on the 
Sabbath-day. Matthias therefore having aflembled a fufficient number of men about Mjtth '^> ro °- 
Mm, deftroyed the Altars, and flew thofe that had forfaken their Religion, as many of Idolatry. 
t hem as he could lay hands on. For divers were fcatter'd here and there among the Na- 
tions, for fear 5 he commanded thefe to circumcife their children that were nOt circdmci- 
fed, driving thofe from every place whom Aniiochus^A ordain'dtofeehisLawexecOtcd. j; 06rKu f 

After that Matthias had govern'd for the fpace of one year, he fell fick of a dangerous %u"c^. %. 
difeafe* whereupon he called for his fons, and fpake unto them after this manner: My 
Qfens, Imuji now go that waywhich is defined untoaU men; I therefore exhort you to follow my 
advice, and diligently to obferve it, remembring the intent of your father, who hath begot and 
Kourifi' dyon ; which is, to maintain the Laws of our Countrey } and to efiabli/h our State, which

1 charge you alfo to obferve g 
and obey your brother Simon {who is a politicly and valiant man) in whatfoever he fiall conn- 
felyou.And for your Captain, you faall choofe Machabeus,£e<ra«/e he is both valiant andjlrong: 
for be fiall revenge the injuries and outrages which have been done to our Nation, and put our 
enemies to Sight : And ajfure your felves, that there is no man that hath any love to Virtue and 
Religion, who will not join himfclf unto you info holy an enterprise. 

CHAP. IX. 

The death of Matthias. Judas Machabeus one of his fins, takes upon him the management 
of the publick.Ajf airs. He delivers his Countrey, and purgcth it from the Abomi- c 
nations which had been committed therein. 

■ \ Fter Matthias had thus fpoken unto his fons,and pray 'd God to favor their cnterpri- 

hit'biS f\ zes, and to reftore the People to their ancient policy ,and their accuftomed manner 
Jcjth. Q f living' which they had in former times obferv'd ; he dyed, and was buried in Modin. 
S^'pfoinwd After thePeoplehad mourned for him for a certain time, and perform'd publickly fuch 
Governor, honourat his funerals, as was agreeable to his quality, his fon Judas Machabeus took upon 
him the management of the War, in the 146 year 5 and by the affiftance of his brethren, 
and other Jews, he drave the Enemies out of the Countrey, and put thofe of his own Na- 
tion to death who had forfaken their Religion, and purged the Countrey of all abomina- n 
tions which had been committed therein. 

CHAP. X. 

Apollonius General of Antiochus V Army, cometh into Jewry, and is difcomfited and Jlaitt; 
and alfo Serron Governor of the lower Syria. 

He r,o & R«f- » » t H en Apollonius, who was Antiochus's General in Samaria,heird hereofjhe gather'^ 
iTiiTliuhi- VV his Army together/and invaded Judea : againft whom Machabeus made head,and 
Ian ovcrcom- OV ercame him in a battel, wherein there died many, and amongft the reft Apollonius, g 
in bitli' niUi whofe fword Machabeus got as his part in the fpoil. There were a great number of them 
4"ro», C Govtr- a ]fo wounded, and much booty was taken in the Enemies Camp : after which victory, 
fa/'iJ' wVo enriched withfpoils, he retreated. But Seron, Governor of Ccelofyria , hearing hereof, 
i^ht injudu. and underftanding that divers had joined themfelves with Judas,zxA that he had already 
about him a fufficient power to keep the field, and give him battel 5 he thought that it 
concern'd him to begin to punifh thofe who obey'd not the Kings Edicts. Whereupon,af- 
ter he had affembled all the Forces that he had,and befides them,hired certain Apoftates, 
or fugitive Jews, he marched forth againft Judas, and came as far as Bctboron,* village in 
Jewry, where he encamped. Judas alfo came out to meet with him, refolving to give 
him battel : and feeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, ( both by p 
reafonof their inequality of number, as alfo becaufe they were faint by fafting a long 
time ) he encourag'd them, faying, That the means to obtain vi&ory, and to have the upper 
hand over their Enemies, conjifiednot in thegreatnefs of their number, but in their dependance 
upon God: whereof they had a moji eminent example in their Forefathers, who had oftentimes 
defeated with a fmall number of men, divers thousands of their Enemies, becaufe they fought 
for the defence of their Laws,and for their Children: for the greateft power (faidhe) that* 
man can have, is to be innocent, and without offence. By thefe wordsj>erfuaded he his Sol- 
diers, fo that without any fear of the multitude of their Enemies, they all together ran 
upon Seron, and encountring with him, they difcomfited the Syrians. For their Chieftain 
being flain, all the reft betook themfelves to flight, in which thing only confifted the fafe- G 
ty of their lives. Judas therefore purfuing them as far as the Champain, flew about 800 
of then. The reft fa ved themfelves in thofe quarters that bounded upon the Sea.

Judas Machabeus defeats a great Army which King Antiochus fent againji the J 

the next, year returns with a much greater power. Judas kills five thoufand of hismen.^ 
and oaufeth him to retreat. He purifieth the Temple, and fetteth it in order. 
Other great Exploits perform d by him. 

WHen King Antiochus heard thefe things,he was much difpleafed at that which had Anuo c hu*'s 
hapned : whereupon he muftered all his Forces,and hiring divers ftnngersand p^ra <on to 
I mercenary Iflanders,he prepar'd himfelf to invade Judea. about the Spring-time. But invide ^" dUm - 
after the mufter of his Army, when he found that his treafure failed him,and that he was 
ingreatfearcityof money, .( for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becaufe the Na- 
tions were rebellious ) being likewife in his own nature a man of great and magnificent 
fpirit, which put him upon great expences, he refolved firft of all to go into Peffta , to 
gather his Tributes. He therefore left the charge of his affairs with Lyfias, (J a man Anththtx 
very much efteemed by him, and one that govern'd all the Countrey from Euphrates, as committing 
far as the borders of Egypt, and the lower Aft* ) giving him likewife a part of his Army, f^'STmi 
and fome of his Elephants. To him had the King given charge to fee his fon Antiochus fon to Lyf,*t 's 
carefully trained up, until his return : commanding him exprcfly, That when he had con- ^f^p^" 
K quered Judea, he Jhould make the Inhabitants thereof his fiaves, and fell them to thofe that * UlW ' 
would give moji, and dejlroy]erufa\em, and- utterly aboliflj that race. The King having given 
this charge to Lyfias, led forth his Army towards the Countrey of Perjia,'m the 147 year: 
And after he had pafled Euphrates, he marched onward toward the upper Provinces. 

Lyfias chofe Ptolomy the fon of Dorymenis,Nicanor and Gorgias, (men of great pow- 
er and authority amongft the Kings friends) and gave them 40 000 Footmen , and 7000 
Horfemen, to invade Jewry. Who marching as far as the City of Emaus, encamped in 
the Plain near unto it, and ftrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of Syria, and 
the Countries thereabouts, and with divers Jews alfo who were Apoftates. There came 
alfo certain Merchants with them, withan intent to buy thofe that fhould be taken Pri- 
L foners, bringing Gives with them, to manacle thofe that fhould be captivated, and money 
to pay for them. .... 

When Judas had view'd the Camp, and numbred the Enemy, he encourag'd the Sol- 
diers s exhorting them to repofe their confidence and hope of victory in God,willing them « d!o & K *fc 
to invocate and call upon him, according to their Law 5 and that cloathing themfelves p"^^ G»r- 
in fackcloth,they fhould humble themfelves according to their accuftomed manner in giau mAXi., 
fuch extreme dangers, and call upon God with fupplications and prayers } and that in fo C J"^ V " in 
doing, God would havecompaffionon them, and give them power to ftand againft their 
Enemies, and put them to flight. When therefore he had order'd his battel according to 
the cuftom of his Countrey, by thoufands and hundreds, and fent away thofe that were 
newly married, and fuch as had newly bought poffeffions, left the love of their Wives or 
Eftates fhould abate fomething of their courage, he flood up in the raidft of them, and 
exhorted his Soldiers to fight valiantly, in thefe, or fuch like words: 

My Countrcymen and Companions , never have me hitherto had any occajion more necejfary, 
wherein we ought to Jl)ew our courage,: and contemn our dangers, than at this prefent. For at 
thistimc,if you fight couragiouJly,you may recover your liberty : which of it felf is fo accepta- f^'tt hu'*" 
ileitntoyoit all; and ought the rather to be dejired, becaufe thereby you will enjoy the free excr- Soldiers. 
cifi of your Religion. , As therefore you fhall behave your felves at this time, you may obtain the 
viiiory, and enjoy a happy life, (which confijlethin living according to our Laws and ancient 
inflows) but if you prove Cowards ,you are to expect nothing left than the extreawcfl infamy, 
^ and the utter extermination of all your race. Think, therefore with your felves, that if y ait fight 
notion mujl die and on the other fide, affure your felves, that in fighting for your liberty, for 
jour laivs , and for piety you fii all obtain immortal glory : prepare your felves therefore, that to 
morrow morning you may give your enemies battel. Thus fpake $udas to his Army , to en- 
courage them. 

Whu'ft he was intent ,upon the battel, certain tydings was brought him, that Gorgias 
was fent with icoo Horfemen, and 5000 Footmen, to the end that under the condudt of 1 
fome tuguivesjhe might by night,and when he leaft fufpefted him,fet upon him : where- 
upon he refolved the very fame night to break into the Enemies Army, efpecially fince he 
knew that their Forces were divided. Having therefore refrefh'd both himfelf and his 
O Army, and left a number of fires in his Camp, he marched all that night, and fought out 
the Enemy, who was at Emaus. Gorgias, perceiving that the Jews had forfaken their 
Campyfuppos'd they were retir'd for fear into the Mountains to hide themfelves : fo 

E e 3 that 
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<~ T/TI^that he rcfolved to proceed, and fearch for them diligently. But early in the morning, A 
K /tT&o accompanied with 3000 Men, (who were ill arm'dby reafonof their poverty) * 

b'forc clrrjf s came up unto his Enemies, who were at Emails ; and after he had feen their warlike dif- 
Siuvit,, cpiinc, and mighty number, and how Soldier-like they were encamped, he exhorted his 
'jH'-v-w follower*, telling them, T/b** they ought to fight, although they were-na^ed : for although ihtj 
rrcrc in that condition, yet Cod {who tooKf^afurein thegreatnefs of their courage ) had al- 
ready given them the victory againfh a number of armed Soldiers. And forthwith he com- 
manded the Trumpets tofound^ fothatruftiinginupon his Enemies on the fudden , the 
furprize and aftonifhment wasfo great, that he flew divers of them who refifted,and pat 
the reft to flight} he purfud them as far as Gadara, and the Plains of Idumea, of Azih 
1*1* over- an( j of j am „ i4m i n this Encounter there dyed about 3000 of the Enemy. Notwithftand- R 
Ai'iiv. " * ' ing, Judas would not permit his Soldiers as yet to take the benefit of the fpoil, becaufe 
they were to fight againft Gorgias and his Army, afluringthem, that as foon as they Jhould 
have defeated him, they might take their booty, without fear, becaufe they Jhould have no more 
Enemies to cxpeB. 

Whil'ft he thus fpake unto hisSoldiers, they that were with Gorgias, perceived from 
the top of an hill, that the Army that was left behind them, was put to flight, and that 
their Camp was on fire : for although they were far off, yet did the fmoke afTure them 
of it. Which when they underftood,and perceiv'd Judas and his fellows in battel aray, 
, rhcr expeft'mg their coming, they feared, and betook themfelves to flight, When as therefore 
ZhHiZ"' 'judos perceived that Gorgias Troops were difcomfited,without ftrokeftrucken,hewent c 
r"7- " out to gather the pillage^ and after he had gotten together great ftore of goId,filver, 
fcarlet, and purple, he returned to his quarters with joy, praifing God for their happy 
fuccefs: for this vi&ory did not a little advantage them,towards the attainment of their 
1 -,fut or.ee liberty. But Lyfuts, to repair the diftionour which he had fuffer'd by this defeat, raifed 
nv',einv„i.tii t | je nex ' t y C>ar anot her Army of almoft 60000 chofen Men, and 5oooHorfemen, to in- 
J-'mo To Z: vide Judea. After he had thereforemade his entry by the Mountains, he encamped in 
hiiS'-okiim. B<'thfura, a village of judca. _ _ 

"Judas having notice thereof, came forth againft him, accompanied with 10 000 Men 5 
and Hifcovcring the number of his Enemies far to exceed his, ( after he had befoughc 
God by Prayer, That it would pleafe him to ajfiji him in the battel ) he charged the Van- ^ 
guard cf the Enemy with fo great courage,that he difcomfited them,and flew about jooo, 
leaving the re!r in great fear. Lyfias knowing therefolution of the jfew/.and how they 
wererefolved to dye, except they might enjoy their liberty ; and fearing their defpera- 
tion, more than their force, he gathefd together the reft of his Army, and returned 
Ti.r Tmv, if back to Antioch: where he fojourned, hiring many Foreign Soldiers, to make a greater 
„: jr t «p «>•;. Army to invade Jewry. After that Antiochus'% Captains had been difcomfited fo many 
t imes, Judas afTembled the People together, and told them, that after they had obtained jo 
7MMj victories through the m&cy of God, it behoved them to go up to Jerufalem, and to purifc 
thc 'J e tuple that was left dcfolate, and to offer thofe Sacrifices ordained by the Law. When he 
came thither with a multitude of people, he found the Temple like a Defart, and the g 
Gates thereof burnt,and Grafs growing within it;fo great a defolation drew fighs from 
his heart, and hevvept with all thofe that accompanied him : And having chofen out cer- 
tain of his beft Soldiers, he commanded them to afiault the Garifon that were in the 
Forfrefs, whiles he himfelf purged the Temple. Which command of his being exactly 
and refoluccly fulfilled, hefent for new Veflels, a Candlcftick, a Table, an Altar of In- 
ecnfe,all made of Gold. He put alfo veils or hangings to the doors, accuftomed to be 
I'prcad abroad, and made Gates to the Temple. And having thrown down the Altar of 
burnt-offering's, which had been prophaned by Antiochus, he built a new one of all forts 
of ftoncs, neither hewen, nor hammered, according to art. The 25 day of the month 
of Chaflcu, ( with us September ) there were lights fet upon the Candlefticks, and per- r 
fumes laid upon the Altar, and loaves upon the Table, and facrifices offer'd upon the 
The re r r 'c nt . NV Altar. All which hapned the fame day three years, wherein the facred Religion

had foretold,fwut hundred and eight yearsbefore: for he declared that the Macedonians

1 ! r After that Judos had re-eftablifti'd the fervice of the Temple, both he and his Coun-G 

rrevmen folcmniz'd a fcaft for eight dayes, omitting not any kind of lawful pleafure, 
. . T batiqaetting fumptuoufly, and honouring God in Hymns and Pfalros. Thus rejoycedthey 
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H at this re-eftablifhment, feeing that contrary to all hope, after fo long time they had re ^^-^ 
cover'd thecuftomsof their Countrey, and their ancient Religion : fo that a Decree was Iflff&u 
made for thofe that Ihould come after, whereby it was commanded, That for the fbacc of be f' Tt cbr 'ft*' 
eight dayes the rebuilding of the Temple Jhould be folemnized,with the ceremonies and ancient 
ordinances : And ever fince that time, until this day, we celebrate this feaft called the 
Feaji of Lights, for this reafon, in my opinion, becaufe this fo great felicity began to mine 
unto us as a light, contrary to all hope. He inclofed the City likewife with a wall and 
built high Towers thereon, in which he placed Garifons againft the incur fions of the ene 
mies. He fortified the City of Bethfura alfo, that it might ferve as a Fort againft the 
enemy; at*. 
I Whil'ft thefe things pafled thus, the Nations round about difpleafed with the re-efta- tun-*, 
bhfhment and power of the Jews, flew divers of them 5 whom they furprized byambufoes^" w ' c 'P -«J. 
and treachery. On thofe . Judas made continual War, to hinder their incurfions, and to ill^L h 
make them partakers of thofe evils they had inflided upon the Jews. So that invading tSLSmi 
Acrabathan,he flew the lduvi£ans that were defcended from Efau, and brought awav a with ,hs 
great prey out of their Countrey, and [hut up the fons of Baan their Prince, who lay in S"" 8 
wait for the jews ; and having befieg dthem, he overcame them, fetting fire on their 
Towers, and killing all the men that were therein. After this, he departed from thence 
and made War upon the Ammonites, who had a great and mighty Army, under the con- 
duct of Ttmotheus: Thefehe encounter'd and overcame, and took their City of Jazor 
K and burnt it, and led away their wives and children into captivity, and afterwards retur- 
ned I into Judea. The neighbouring Nations hearing of this, aflembled themfelves to- 
gether in Galaad againft the Jews, who inhabited the frontiers of Galaad y who having 
retired to the Fort of £>*/^,fent Letters unto Judasjo let him know,7)W Timotheus 
, intended to furprize the place whereunto they were retreated,a»d requefied him to deliver them 
from this danger. And whil'ft he was reading of thefe Letters,certain meffengers c . me 
unto him out of Galilee, to inform him, that they Were aflaulted by the Inhabitants o£" cdio&Ru t'

The Exploits of Simon the brother of Judas Machabeus in GaKIee. Judas, accom* 
panted with Jonathan his brother, obtaineth a viQory over the Am- 
monites. Some other performances of Judas. 

"WVdas, that he might fend relief to thefe two parties that were affaulted both at the 
J fame time, commanded his brother Simon to take 3000 chofen men with him,and to 
go and fuccour thofe jews that were affailed in Galilee: and himfelf, accompanied with 
Jonathan his other brother, and 8000 fighting men, repaired unto the Countrey of Ga- 
laad leaving the government of the reft of the Forces in the hands of Jofeph the fon of 

M Zachary, and Azarias, commanding them to have a careful and diligent eye to Judea and 
not to engage with any one until his return. Simon coming intoGaWee, fought againft his 
enemies, and difcomfited them* and afterwards purfuing them that fled as far as the over - 
gates of Ttolemass, he flew about 3000 : and after he had gather'd the fpoils of fuch as co««h w, 
were flam, he fet many Jews at liberty who were Prifoners 5 and having reftor'd them ^, cmi " inG4 " 
to their goods, he retired back again to his Countrey. ButjW* Machabeus^ Jonathan cliche S" 
Ins brother, having palt Jordan, and marched on the other fide thereof for the fpace of 1,3 1 w "« 
three dayes, came at length to the Nabatktans, who peaceably came out to meet them ; SBE,™ ,i ** 
by whom he underftood the ftate of thofe that were in Galaad, and how divers of them »*k»-fu«2r*

MtrhwAzt- In the mean whi j e two Captains, to wit, Jofeph the fon of Zachary, and Azanas, who 
c imcLvGo- W ere left for the guard of Judea, (whim Simon went into the.Countrey of Galilee 
zu, Mc 10*0 a -ft t hofe of Vtolemais, and Judas and Jonathan his brother were in Galaad againft the 
boieicn. j mmonites \ dcfirousalfo to obtain the honour and reputation of valiant men by fome 
notable exploit,marched with the Forces under their command towards Jamnia. Againft 
thefe came forth Gorgias, who was Governor in that place, and charg'd them in that 
manner, that the Jews loft 2000 men, and fled as far as the Marches of Judea. This mif- 
chicf fell upon them, becaufe they had difobey'd Jud*s\ commandment, who had pro- E 
hibitcd them to fight with any before his return. And this gives us juft caufe more and 
more to admire the providence and excellent conduct of this great Captain of the jfnw.- 
Judas and his brethren making War againft the idumeans, gave them no refpite, butcon- 
Af ! * r," be J tinually charging them on every fide, they took alfo the City of Chebron, and deftroyed 
all the fortifications thereof,and burnt the Towers,fpoilingalltheCountrey oftheene- 
mies,and razed the City of Marijfa likewife. Afterwards coming to A&or, they took 
and fpoiled it, and carried away a great quantity of booty from thence, and returned 
back into Judca in fafety. 
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" CHAP.'XIII. 

King Antiochus Epiphanes being forced fhamefuUy to raife his fiege from before Elymais 
a town in Perfia, ( where bedefigned to pillage a Temple confecrated to Diana 5 
and troubled for the defeat of feveral of his Captains which he 
fent againft the Jews, dyetb for grief 

AT this time Antiochus patting through the upper Provinces of his Kingdom, uri- 
derftood that there was a very wealthy City in Perjia called Elytnais^ in which 
there was a Temple dedicated to Diana, full of all forts of Prefents: wherein 
alfo he was inform'd, that the fhield and Cuirafle of Alexander was kept, who was Philip 
King of Macedons fon. Hereupon he refolv'd to make himfelf Mafter of theplace,and 
forthwith befieg'd it. And the Inhabitants thereof being neither affrighted with his 
approach, nor terrifi'd with his fiege, made a ftout refiftance,fo that he failed of his pur- 
pofe. For they drave him from their City 5 and fallying out upon him, they purfu'd him 
fo hotly, that he fled back to Babylon^ and loft a great number of his men.- After this 
defeat, and fruftration of his hope, news was brought him of the overthrow of his 
Captains-, whom he had left to War againft the Jews, and how they of Jewry were now 
the ftronger,and had the upper hand. This trouble feconding his former difcontent, 
K touched him fo nearly, that he fell fick 5 and his difeafe, aggravated with other accidents' 
increafing,heknew well that he (hould die : and therefore he call'd for hismoft familiar 
friends, and told them, That his fckpefswas violent and defperate, and that he defirv'd, this 
afflittion, becaufe be had perfecuted the people of the Jews, and defiroyed Heir Temple, com- 
mitted horrible Sacriledge; and contemned that God which they adored : And whil'ft he thus 
fpake unto them, he gave up theghoft. So that I wonder at Polybius the Megalopolitane, 
( who is in other things a good Hiftorian) who writeth, That Antiochus died, becaufe 
he would have fpoiled theTejmple of Diana intheCountrey of Perfia. Forfincehe had 
only intended to commit Sacriledge, but had not effected it, he merited not to fuflPer pu- 
nifhment for it. And if it feemeth good unto Polybius ,that Antiochus was punifh'd by death 
L upon this occafion it is far more likely to be true, that his death befell him for the Sacri- 
ledge he had committed in the Temple of Jerufalem. But our purpofe is not to argue 
againft thofethat maintain, that Polybius 's reafons are of greater truth and confequence, 
than ours are. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Antiochus Eupator fucceeds his father Epiphanes. Judas Machabeus lays fiege to th§ 
Cittadel at Jerufalem. Antiochus comes againft him with a great Army t and bejiegeth 
Bethfura 5 they both raife their fieges, and come to a pitctid Battel. The wonderful 
M courage, and the death of Eleazar, one of the brothers of Judas. Antiochus 

takes Bethfura, and befiegeth theTcmplc of Jerufalem 5 but when the 
jews were reduced to thcgreatefl extremity, he raijeth the fege, 
upon the news that was brought him of Philip*/ having 
caufed himfelf to be proclaimed King of ^Perfia, 

BEfore Antiochus gave up the ghoft, he called for Philip one of his chief friends, and Anikchut.^ 
made him Governor of his kingdom. And having deliver'd his Diadem into his ffi n J? h ve 2£ 
hands, his Royal Robe, and his Ring and Jewels, he charg'd him to deliver them to his of his kingdom 
> fon Antiochus, entreating him to take care of his education , and to fecure the kingdom ^ c h °.™™^" 
N for him, until he came to years of difcretion. This done, Antiochus died the 149 year ofjnihibu^n 
the kingdom of Syria. After that Lyfias had certifi'd the people of the Kings death,he «!>fge. 
proclaim'd his fon Anticjchus ( whom at that time he had in his protection ) King, firna- fl^'^ijl 
ming him Eupator, (according to the inftructions that were given him.) About that time, r.j/^r crcate'h 
the Garifon and Apoftates that were in the Fortrefs of jerufalem, did much mifchief un- A 0 "" n % ttt K £ e 
to the Jews. For fetting upon them that went up to the Temple to worfhip and offer and n f/rnamcih 
Sacrifice,they flew them : for the Fortrefs commanded the Temple. For this caufe, Ju- !j im Eupator.

chtrit. The King having notice thereof, raifed his fiege from Bethfura, and marched toward 

the ftreight where Judas' s Army was encamped, and about the morning hefet his Sol- 
diers in battel aray. He fir ft of all caufed his Elephants to march one after another through 
the ftreight,for that it was impoffible for them to march in a fquare body. About every 
Elephant were ioooFootmen,and sooHorfemen. Thefe Elephants bare highTowerson C 
their backs, fill'd with Archers. The reft of his Forces he caufed to' march twofeveral 
wayes by the mountains, under the conduct of his moft trufty friends,commanding them 
to charge their Enemies with a great fhout,and to difcover their golden and brazen buck- 
lers, to the end the reflection thereof might dazle the eyes of the Jews : whereupon, 
the mountains refounded with the fearful cryesof Antiochus Army ; yet was not Judas 
any wayes difcourag'd at it. For receiving the charge with a great courage, he flew al- 
dlr?b' other, rno ^ °^ tne *° r l° rn hope. But Eleazar fimamed Auran } ^udas's brother , feeing a huge 
kiiicth m ' Elephant among the reft with trappings fomewhat extraordinary , and fuppofing that the 
^Tjs'reiurn- ^' n 8 was raounted thereon, he made towards him with a mighty courage 5 and after 
cth \o jf"ttp- he had flain divers of thofe that invironed the Elephant, and fcatter d the reft, he thruft P 
/rm.anJ./di/- his fword intothe belly of thebeaft,and wounded him to death 5 but the Elephant fal- 
e't 8 him! loW " ling upon Eleazar 3 flew him with his weight: and thus honourably died, this worthy 
man, after that he had flain a great number of his Enemies, and fold his life at a dear rate, 
Judas feeing his Enemies Forces fo great in number, retir'd back to Jerufalem to gqntinue 
his (lege : and Antiochus fent part of his Army to Eetbfura to take it,and with the reft he 
himfelf marched toward Jernfalem. 

The Bethfurites being afraid of this mighty Army of the King, and feeing their necef- 
j he Beibfu- fary provifions failed, yielded up their City, after they had taken the Kings oath,thathe 
their <~it d UP wou ^ °ff er no vio^nce 5 fo that when Antiochus was Mafter of the City, he offer 'd 
Ti^Timpfeof themnoinjuryj only he thruft them out difarraed from the City, and placed a Garifon E 
Tftrufrttm therein. He fpent along time alfo in befieging the Temple of Jerufalem, for they who 
1 ,cgc ' kept it, defended it valiantly. For againft every Engine the King built and raifed up 
againft them, they erected a contrary Engine. They only wanted victuals, becaufetheir 
old provifion was confumed, and the ground had not been manured that year, becaufe it 
was the feventh ; in which, according to the Law, the Countrey ought not to be tilled 3 
which was the caufe that divers of thofe that were befieged, fled away privately for 
want of victuals, infomuch that very few remained for the defence of the Temple. In 
this condition were they who were befieg'd in the Temple. 

But when KingAntiochus and Lyjias the General had received notice, that Philip coming 
i «Vin'"'ncws out °^ Fe d* a > intended to make himfelf Lord of the Countrey 5 they concluded to give g 
oVpbfiipi i" over the liege for that time,and to march forwards againft PA;/;/?,without giving anyno- 
tem to invade tlce thereof to his Soldiers. He only commanded that Lyjias (hould call a Council of his 
o'er iiffiege Captains, and without difcovering of his defign againft Philip 5 to tell them, That he rat- 
to meet him.° fed the fifge, becaufe the place was very (lrong,and his Army began to want vi8uals,and the pub' 
lick.aj}airs required his prefence in other parts of his Dominions. Furthermore, he thought it 
expedient to capitulate with the befieged, and contraS friendship with all the Nation of the 
Jews, promijing them the free exercifeof their Religion Jbecaufe they rebelled only that they were 
deprived of it 5 and he was aflurcd, that having the grant thereof, they would live peaceably* 
and he might fafely return into his own Countrey. When Lyjias had declared thefe Reafons, 
all the Army and the Captains approved thereof.

affetfion of the %ing Demetrius towards him, and his kjndnefs to the Nation of the Jews. J«- 
das and his brethren. believed this delufion of Nicanor, and fufpe£hng no harm,theygave 
credit to him, and entertain'd both him a,nd his Army. When therefore N/*«wr ^had la- 
luted ]udas,he conferred with him, and in the mean while gave a fign unto his Soldiers 
to lay hands on him : who perceiviug his Treafon, brake from him, and fled unto his bol- 
diers. When Nicanor faw that his intentions weredifcover'd,he refolved to make open 
War upon Judas, and to give him battel near unto a borough called Capbar^falama : in 
which place obtaining the vi&ory, he conftrain'd Judas to retreat into the Fortrefs at je- p 
rujalem. On a certain day when Nicanor came down from the Fortrefs, and went towards 
Mha „ the Temple at Jerufalem, certain of the Priefts and Elders went out to meet him, and at- 
.hreatneth the t er they had done their reverence, they (hew'd him thofe Sacrifices, which (as they raid; 
people, .inc thcy intended to«pffer unto God for the Kings profperity and health. But he blalphe- 
c«c Pt «hc m / threatned them, // the people did not deliver ^ Judas into his hands, he would ffjoj 
theTemple upon his return } and with thefe menaces he departed out of the City. Wnicn 
when the Priefts heard, rtiey wept bitterly, and intreatcd God, That . it might pleafe htm to 
defend his facred Temple, together with thofe which called on his Name tbereinjrom the violence 
and outrage of their Enemies. , q 

Nicanor departed from Jerufalem, and came unto Bethoron, and encamped there, wnere 
he received great fupplies of Soldiers which came unto him out of Syria Now pa» 
was encamped in another village called Adas, about 30 Furlongs diftant from *'»"rjj

For having loft their Captain, they difper- n!j h So,Jicrt "* 
fed themfelves.and caft away their weapons : Judas fpeedily purfuing them,made a great '*' 
flaughter,and by found of Trumpet, certifi'd thofe of the neighbouring villages, That 
I he had difcomfited the enemy. Whereupon the Inhabitants betook themfel ves to their wea- 
pons, and meeting with thofe that fled, they flew them, fo that not one efcaped from this 
battel, although the Syrian Army confifted of 9000 Men. This vic>ory hapned on the 
15 day of the month Adar, as our Countreymen call it, and the Macedonians Dijire A d*r, Mwh. 
And hereof each year there is a folemnfeaft and memorial obferved. From this time ' f 
forward, the Nation of the Jews were in quiet without any invafion, and lived in peace 
for a little time: but afterwards they were troubled with the like incurfions. Whereas Aleim the

Spain,Carthage,Grece,aad the Kings Verfeus and Philip; and befides all thefe , the great fudu cove- 
King Antiochus, he refolved to procure their friendthip, and to that purpofe he fent En- IMnt e c:h i *. 
polemus the fon of John,zn<l Jafon the fon of Eleazar, his two moft intimate friends, unto jCmi™ 
Rome, to entreat the Romans to be their Allies and Confederates, and to write unto Dc- 
metrius, That he fhould forbear to make War againji the Jews. When the A mba fladors that 
were fent from Judas were arrived at Rome, the Senate received them ; and after they had 
difcourfed with them upon the occafion of their coming, they accepted, their alliance, 

L and made a Decree, the Copy whereof was then brought into Judea, and the original 
refcrved in the Capitol, engraven ona Table of brafs. Which Decreeof the Romans, 
concerning their alliance with the Jews, contained thefe Articles : 

That no mannnder theobedience of the Romans, jhould maintain War againji the Nation of lhc ifCne o? 
the Jews : nor foouldfurniflj thofe with vitfnals, flips, or money, that jhould make War againji the Romtn? 
them. And if any enemies jhonld ajfailtbe Jews, the Romans Jhwld give them JitcCor to the louchi "§ fttC j- 
utmoflof their power: and that likewife if any one fhould make War againji /6e Romans, ^"of'th* 
Jews jhould fuccor them. That if the Jewith Nation would add or diminijh any thing of that ?w. 
ajfociation,it pould be done with the common advice of the people of Rome; and that that 
which jhould be ordained, ft) ould remain irrevocable. 

U This Copy was written by Eupolemus the fon of John, and by tfafon the fon of Elea- 
zar, at fuch time as Judas was High-Prieft, and his brother Simon General over the Ar- 
my. Thus the firft amity and alliance was contracted between the Romans and the Jews.

WHen Nicanor s death, and the defeat of his Army was told Demetrittf, he fent a 
new Army into Judea, under the conduct of Bacchides : who departing from ffedh <b Ruf. 
Antioch, and coming to Judea, encamped in Arbeit a City of Galilee ; where having taken f"7jc" P ' 18 ' 
captive a great number of thofe that were retir'd into Caves, he departed from thence, Demin'im'fen- 
and went xojcrufalemz And underftanding that Judas was encamped^n the village of dcth 
Bcrzeth, he marched out againft him with 20000 Foot, and 2000 Horfe. Judas had not a7int"*^;[" 
on his fide in all above 2000 men, the greater part whereof being afraid of the nume- Bjcchidet 
rousArmyof the 5;r/<t»x,forfook their Camp, and fled away: by which means there ™£ n 'otZ** 
remained no more with Judas, than 800 men. He feeing himfelf abandoned by fo many Soldier*, 
of his men, and prefled by his enemies, who gave him no time to reinforce his Army , he 
^ refolved to engage with thofe 800 which remained, whom he exhorted to be of good 
^couragcand to fight valiantly > but thcy anfwer'd.That they were not able to make head 
againft fo great an Army, and counfelled him to retire, and ftand on his guard for that 
time, until he had gathefd Forces that might be able to face the enemy. But Judas re-

Bacchides^e Commander of Dcmctr\xiis Army,attemptJ to bim trea- 
cbtronfly * but failing, be affanlts him openly. A great battel, andafair retreat, managed 
N by Jonathan The fin of Aroar kjtts hk brother John, and thereby draws the divine ven- 
geance on hk head. Bacchides befiegetb him and Simau hk brother in Bctbalaga,4wf /£gr 
force him to raife hk ftege, 

WE have declar'd in the former Book, howthe Nation of the ^'(after 
they had been under the fubjeclion of the;toc«k*M««>ecovered their 
liberty: we have likewife related the great wars ofludae their Captain, 
and in which he was at laft (lain in the defence of their liberty : how 
likewKe (after the deathof Judo*) aU the wicked Apoftate Jews, 
who had revolted from their Religion, took courage, molefting and doing many injuries 
O to the reft of thcirCoumreynwm. Finally,how befides their malice,the Famine raged 
in the Counwey j fo that divers being unable to faftain thefe twofcourges of Famine 
and War, were conftrain'di to fubmit themfclves unto the Macedonians, In the mean

B™HJc?\r- When Bacchides knew that Jonathan was encamped in the Marflies of Jordan, he made D 
r.iUti. ion,- cno i C e c f the Sabbath-day to fet upon him, hoping that he would not defend himfelf 
s .wXtav , on that day, becaufe of the prohibition of the Law. But he, contrary to his expe&a- 
an j lorc.h x \ on encouraged his Soldiers,and declared unto them how it concerned their lives tobe 
^ u n ° of valiant, for that it was impoflible for them to efeape, becaufe they were (hut up in the 
midft betwixt the River and the Enemy : for they had the Enemy before them, and the 
River bh their backs. As foon thereforeas he had made his Prayer unto his God, That 
it might pleafe him to grant him the victory, he fet upon the Enemy- with great refoluti- 
on,andflew a great number of them: andjperceiving how Bacchides afiaulted him with 
great fiercenefs, he ftretched out his right hand to ftrike him ? but he preventing the 
ftroke, by ftepping afide, Jonathan and his companions leapt into the Hiver, and fo laved E 
themfelves,byfwimmingover to the other fide of Jordan, becaufe the Enemy durftnot 
pal's the Water to purfuethem. Whereupon Bacchides returned incontinently to the 
Caftle of Jctrtfilem ( afterjie had loft about aooo of his men.) After this, he fortifi'd 
divers Cities ( which were before ruinated) namely, Jericho, Emasts, BetUron, Betbella, 
Thamttata, rharatho»,Tcchoa, and Gazaw, and built in every of them certain Towers,and 
great and ftroug Walls, and afterwards he planted Garifons therein , to fally out upon 
the Jcirj, and vex them; but efpecially he fortifi'd the Cittadel of Jerufalem, in which 
he kept for hoftages the. children of the principal men of Judea. 

About that time there came a certain man to Jonathan and his brother S/«<w,bringing 
1 i, c rank of them news, that the fons of Amareus, would folemnize their Nuptials, and were to lead p 
Titr j.,;cm for Bride, which was daughter to one of the nobleft amongft the Arabians, from the City 
tlU '' ' of Gabatha : and it was intended that (he (hould be conducted with great magnificence 
r,nd pomp.

CHAP. II. 

Jonathan confitaitteth Bacchides to makf pence with the Jews , and to depart out of the

WHen Jonathan knew his intentions, he lent an Ambaflador unto him to conclude 
a Peace betwixt them, with thisebndition, That they Jhould each of them deliver l B %"&, mti 
up tbofe Frifoners that were taken on either fide. Bacchides judging the Propofal to be ho- keth peace 
nourable, and that a fit occafion was now offered him,whereupon he might raife his fiege wi,h V***'***: 
without any difgracc,promifed Jonathan his f riendftlip } fo that both of them fwore JJSJJ* n M ^ : 
from that time forward, never to make War the one againft the other, and each of them »M',puniJhing 
reftored their Prifoners. Thus returned Bacchides into Antiocb unto his King, and after tht mUkei ' 
that retreat, he never made War again upon Judea. But Jonathan having^obtained his 
fecurity, went and dweh inVtbeTown of Maehmas: where, during his government, he 
executed fuch feverejuftiee cm thofe that Were revolted from the Religion of their Coun- 
trey, that he purged the frorfrA^ftates.

Hcdit&Ruf. TN the hundred and fixtieth year, Alexander, firnamed Bailey the fan of Antiochus 
jh«,cip.ii. I Epiphanes came into Syria, and feized the City of Ptolemais, by the reafon of thofe 
Soldiers that were therein, who were ill-affeaed towards Dcwefriiu, by reafon of his ar- 
cL\piphi- ' rogancy, which was fuch, that he granted no man accefs unto him : for being locked up g 
net , Cometh j n a R 0 y a i Fort, fenced with four Towers, (which himfelf had built near unto Antiocb) 
he fufFered no man to approach his prefence,but was carelefs, and wholly negligent in 
««*• his affairs, living in pleafure and idlenefs : whereby he was much hated by his Subjefts, 
as we have already declared in another place. Now when Demetrius knew that Alexan- 
der^ feized Ptolemais, he gathered all his Forces, and marched forth againft him. 

CHAP. IV. 

King Demetrius dejireth the Alliance of Jonathan, who makesufc of this occajion,to repair 
the Fortifications of Jerufalem. C 

i> e mtrm\ T N the mean time hc fent Ambaffadors unto Jonathan,- thit might make an alliance, 
w« ngainft J and ratifie a friendfhip betwixt them : for he determined with himfelf to prevent 
Ait xxnirr. A i exa „der, for fear left he capitulating with him firft of all, (hould obtain bis affiftance. 
1 MJC ' And this did lie efpecially for the fear he had of Jonathan, left remembring thofe inju- 
ries he had before received at his hands,he (hould oppofe himfelf againft him.He there- 
fore fentunto him, requiring him to aflemble his Fprces,and to make preparation for the 
War: commanding likewife, that thofe Jews (hourd be delivered into his pofleffioa, 
whom Bacchides had fliut up for hoftages in the fortrefs of Jerufalem. After that Deme- 
trius had demeaned himfelf in this (ort,Jonathan came to Jerufalem, and in the prefence| 
of all the people, and of the garifon that was in the fortrefs, he read the Kings Letters* 
and after the reading thereof, the wicked and revolted Jews that were in the fortrefs 
were afraid, feeing that the King permitted Jonathan to levy an Army, and to receive 
hoftages. But he receiving them into his hands, reftored each of them to their fathers 
and mothers : and by this means remained Jonathan in Jerufalem, where he made divers 
reparations, and built according as he pleated. For he built the City-walls of hewen 
ftone, to make them more durable againft the aflaults of War. Which when they per- 
t he Mettio- cei ved who were j n t h e Garifons throughout all Judea, they forfook them all, and retired 
klng'thei/* back to Antiocb, except they that were in the City of Sethfura^nd thofe in the Fortreft 
Guifons , re- 0 f i erM f a i em ; for they confifted for the moft part of thofe Jews that had abandoned their g 
f.,n to Ann- Re ijg io n 3 who f or t jj at rea f on f care< j to forfake their Garifons. 

C H A P. V. 

King Alexander Ballez defreth thefriendfbip of Jonathan 5 and to oblige him, confers n 
him the office of High-Prie(t,wid by the death- of his brother Judas Machabeus. King 
Demetrius on the other fide, makes fairer frppofals unto hi**, and thofe of his Nation; the 
two Kings come to a battel t in which Demetrius is flain. 

HtHo 6-/t «f f)UT Alexander knowing what promifes Demetrius had madcunto Jonathan, and be- f 
cap. s. J-J ing well aflured how valiant he was,aadhpw he behaved himfelf againft the Ma- 
cedonians , and how he was perfecuted by Demetrius, and hi* Lieutenant Bacchides : he told 
his friends that it was impoffible for him to meet with a better Ally at that time than Jon** 
than, who had approved himfelf a valiant man againft his enemies,and particularly hated 
Demetrius, from whom he had received many injuries,and on whom he had feveral times 
taken revenge : wherefore if they thought it good to draw him unto their fide againft 
Demetrius, the time was very fit tomake an Alliance between them* which advice of bis 
being approved by his Favourites, he fent a Letter unto Jonathan to this effect:

Jonathan having received this Letter, inverted himfelf in the habit of the High-Prieft, » $<>»*- 
on the day of thefeaftof the Tabernacles, which was the fourth year affer the death p 
of his brother Judas. ( For during all that time there had 'not been any High-Prieft. ) kins him High 
Heaffembled alfo a great number of Soldiers, and cauftd a great quantity of arms and Pricft ' 
I weapons to be made.' . _ ■■ 

When Demetrius heard this, he was much troubled, and accufed himfelf of floth, and 
too much negligence in his affairs, becaufe he had not prevented Alexander, by drawing omctrm 
Jonathanto his party, but had fuffered him to take the benefit of this occafion. Neverthe- J r u ^,, b ^ 
lefs he forbore not to write to Jonathan, and the reft of the people of the Jews, as fol- a <r u r e himr.it 
loweth. friidfhip. 
King Demetrius to Jonathan, and to all theNation of the Jews, Health. 

Since you have obfervedthe friendpip that you bear unto tff, and have not engaged your fclves 

K with our enemies, notwithftanding their divers follicitations, we praife your fidelity, and pray 
you to perfevere in the fame eft ate, ajfuringyou, that you fhall receive the like favors from us, in 
all integrity. For I am content to remit the greater part of the tributes and taxes that you have 
ufuallypaid,either to the Kings my Predeceffors,or tome-y and* from this time forward, I ac- 
quit jou from thofe tributes you are to fay hereafter. And, moreover, I relcafe you of the prize 
of fait, and of the gold which you were wont to give unto us for our Crown. We likewife acquit 
you of the thirds of the fruit of your lands, andthe half of the fruit of your trees, which hereto- 
fore you have been, accuftomed topay, that you may enjoy them peaceably from this time forward. 
1 acquit you alfo at this prefent, for ever, of all that which the Inhabitants of ^ Judea, and tht 
three Provinces annexed thereunto, Samaria, Galilee, and Peraea, are bound to pay me ; wil- 

L ling and commanding that the City of Jerufalem beheld facred^nd enjoy thepriviledge of a 
San&uaryi and that it fljaU be exempt from the payment of tythes, and all manner of impofi* 
Hons. And I commit the fortrefs in the fame to the handsof Jonathan the High-Prieft, per- 
mitting him to place Juch a Garifon therein,** hefi)all thinkfit, and fuch as wiU faithfully kgef 
it for his ufe. I will alfo that all the Jews, r»ho are imprifoned in my Countrey, befet at li- 
berty. Moreover ±it is my pleafure, that no Horfts of the JeWs be taken up to fun Pofi for us : 
I grant alfo that the Sabbaths, and fefiivaldayes* and three ddyes alfo before every one of thofe 
feafts,be dayesof liberty and freedom. And my will is > thaPtheJcvrs,i»ho inhabit withinmy 
dominions, be likewife freed from all moleftations. The like privilcdge grant 1 them that will 
bear Arms withme,to the number of 30000 : who, in what plate foever they fhall be,Jhall have 

U noworfef entertainment than mine own Army: and part of them wiUl place in. my Garifonti 
the reft fballbe bf rjty guard 5 and I will make them Captains in my Court, and will permit 
them to live according to the ordinances of their Country, which they fhall obferve; and twill al- 
fo that the three government* annexed N>Judea> be made fubjeH unto the fame laws. My pleafure 
is, in likemanmr,thit'theWgh^t^ieftjbaUtakeorder,that no Jew fhall worfhip in any other. 
Templet ban. that of Jerufalem 5 andof myowncharge I give every year an 150 000 pies of 
fiver \ to be employed in Sacrifices: and that which fhau be over and above thofe Sacrifces,my 
pteaftire is, that it fhall be j out* profit. Moreover, I acquit the Priefts and Minifters of the 
Temple, of the 1 0600 drachms of fiver, ( which the Kings levied on theTemple ) becaufe 
they appertain unto the Priefts whoferve in theTemple, as I have been rightly informed. I grant 

N alfo to all thofe i»bb fhall repair unto the Templttf Jerufalem for refuge^ and within the pre- 
empts thereof ( whether it be for money due unto the King, or for any other caufe ) that they 
be acquit thereof, and receive not any damage in their goodt, J permit alfo, that the Temple be 
repaired and built at my charge. My will is alfo, that the walls of the City be re-edified , and 
that certain Towers be built about the fame, at my expence. Furthermore, if there be atty places 
fit to build fortreffes and ftrong holds in, thorow all the Countrey of Judea, and to place Gari- 
fons in them, my will *, that all this be done and fortified, at the charges levied out of mine 
own coffers, Thefe are the promifes and offers that Demetrius made Unto the Jews, 

But King Alexander having gathered great Fofces,as well of ftrange and hired Soldi- 
0 ers, as of thofe who in Syria had revolted from Demetrius, led forth his whole Army 
againft the Enemy * and after theEnfigns were difplayed,and the orifet given, the letc 
wmg of Demetrius compelled Alexanders Soldiers that fought againft it toffie 5 and his? 

men 
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men purfuing them, fpoiled their Camp. But the Right, W ing, in wJ?ieh the 4wg^^ A 
J^'^Jlf, fclf was, being forced to retire, was . difcomfited 5 and as fpr tfce reft,.;they betook tfccpj. 
btf»re cbriji't felves to flight : but Demetrius righting valiantly, flew fomeof his enemies 5 .and in jr*.

HtjiofyRuf- TQUT Onias the fon of the High-Prieft, called alfo Onias, (who flying out of his 
oZ'u thc 4 5bn JtS Countrey, lived in Alexandria, with ptolomey Philometpr, as .we have heretofore de. Q 
ot onin the claredj feeing all Jw^&ideitroyedby the Macedonians, and theirKiqgsj and intending 
fwSeth'to 1 ' to ac< 3 u ^ re immortal praife, determined to befeech the King ptolomey, and the Queeq 
build x Ten- cleopatra,by Letters, That it might be lawful for him to build a Temple in Egypt,rcfemb* 
ric in Etn Jing in all things that at Jerufalem ; and that he might have liberty to place Levites aqd 
Pricfts in it or his own kindred : And hereunto was he efpeciajly moved, by a certain 
Prophecy of Ifaiah, who more than 600 years before, had foretold that a Temple (hould 
be affurcdly built in Egypt, in honour of Almighty God, by a Jew. Being therefore en- 
couraged by this Prediction, he wrote a Letter to Ptolomey and Cleopatra, to this effeft. 

During the time that I was employed in your Wars, and by Gods favourably ajfijtauce bavtf) 
done yon many ferviees, I have viftted Coelof yri* and Phoenicia, and have beeen in the City of 
Leontopolis ( which is in the Territories of Heliopolis : ) / have alfo vifited divers other 
places, wherein the Jews have built T emples, without obfirving tkofe Rules that are necejjary up* 
on fitch anoccajton, which is the caufe that they agree not amopg thtmfelves as alfo the h(e 
hath hapned among the Egyptians, through/he multitude of temples, and the great diverfity 
of Religions. And having found-out a very convenient place near a Cajile called Rubafti* in 
the Plain, where there is fiore of -all forts of materials for bujldifg, audCaftel fitforjacri/icej, 
I befeech you that it may be lawful for me to purine the Temple that is ruinated in that place* 
and dedicated to no facred powex •• and that in fiead thereof fo ere& a Temple iff honour of Al- 
mighty God } according to the form and dimen fans of that Temple which is at JeruGdem jSs&r« E 
we pall pray for the prefervatiam and profperity both of your Self ^ your gueen, and Children*, 
And this will certainly unite all the Jews within, she Kingdom of Egypt, for they wiWaltm 
this place ajjembleto celebrate the praifes of God* according as it, hath been foretold by i*h*jrfi>\ 
phot Ifaias, There (hall be (faith he), a Temple for our&oMGodin Z&ypU many «tbv' 
things alfo hath be foretold touching this place. 

This is the fubftance of that which Onias wrote unto King Ptolomey. And by his an-' 
fwer which he made hereunto, a man may eafily con jecture what piety was both ia.<him» 
and Cleopatra his lifter, and wife. For they have returned the fin and tranfgreffion of 
the Law, which through this means fell upon Omar's head, by this aofwertbac etifuefh. F 

King Ptolomey and Queen Cleopatra to Onias the High-Prieft, Health. >. 

We have perufed your Letters^ by. which you defirests to give you , leave to clemfe the Templex 
that is defaced at Leontopolis, in tbefeignoryof HeliopoUs, in the place caUed Bubaftis in 
the Plain. We marvel very much, that a Temple built in a place fa unclean, and full of exe- 
crable Beafafiould be acceptable unto Gods but Jince that you inform *t, that the Prophet 
Ifaiah didlongftnce prophefte the fame, we give you liberty,if it may be done according to 
the Law, and with this condition, that we commit not any fin againfi God.

But it came to pafs, that the Jews of Alexandria, and the Samaritans that brought in buiu'£ P E<,,p« 
the Service and Worlhip of the Temple upon the mount Garizim, under Alexander the by Pt»imit,'t 
Great, diffented from one another, and debated their differences before Ptolomcy. For "hfwlri 0 f 
the Jews faid, That the Temple in Jerufalem built according to Mofes laws and qrdinan- thcj 4 wx, lib. 
ces, was the lawful Temple ; but the Samaritans maintained,That that which was built ^j"?* 

I on mount Garaiim, was the true Temple. They therefore befought the Ring, That it t »i«Xff»* 
would pleafehimto fit in judgment, with the affiftanceof his friends, to hear their alle- and smxri. 
gations in this behalf, and to condemn the party unto death, who fhould be found faulty Vi,^"" 
in his procefs. Now the advocates which pleaded for the SamaritansjNcre Sabbcus and Temple. 
Theodofius : and Andronicsss, the fon of Mefjalem, defended the caufe of thofe of Jerufa- 
lem, and the other Jews. And both of them fwore both by God and the Ring, That they 
would bring their proofs according to the Law, befceching Ptolomey toadjudge him to 
death, whom hefhould find to havefalfifi'd his oath. The Kingtherefore fat down with 
Iiis friends, to hear the caufe, and determine their differences. But the Jews of Alex- 
andria were much difpleafed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the Tem- 

K pie at Jerufalem into queftion, and were highly difcontent, that a Temple fo ancient and 
famous, and fo efteemed and honoured through the whole World, (hould be fo difpara- 
ged. When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbeus and Theodofius futfered 
Andronicus to fpeak firft : who began to prove the lavvfulnefs, holinefs, and religion of 
the Temple in jerufalem out of the Law 5 and by thefucceflive government of the High 
Priefts, who from father to fon,andfrom hand to hand, had received this honour * there- 
in alledging, That all the Kings of Afia had honoured theMajefty of that place with 
prefents and rich oblations : whereas neither in the record of men, nor courfe of anti- 
quity, the Temple of Garizim had been in any eftimation.Hereunto he added fuch other 
reafons, as perfuaded the King, that the Temple of jerufalem was built according to 

£ the ordinance of Mofes, and caufedhim to adjudge sabbeus and iheodofius todeath.This 
may fuffice to have fpoken concerning the differences of the Jews of Alexandria , and 
fuch things as befell them during Ptolomey Philometors time. 

CHAP. VII. 

Alexander Ballez finding himfelf, by the death of Demetrius, in the peaceable poflejfien of 
the Kealm of Syria, efpoufeth the daughter of Ptolomey Philometor , King of Egypt. 
Great honour is dont by Alexander to Jonathan the High*PtieJl t 

M A Fter that Demetrius was (lain in the field (as we have already related ) Alexander ^ di0 ^ R ^' 
f \ made himfelf King of Syria, and wrote to Ptolomey Philometor, defiring his daugh- Vme^i ux. 
ter, the Princefs C/c^/>-tf, in marriage, telling h\vn,That it was not below his dignity, to con- Mexundtr, 
trac7 affinity with himjince he had obtained his fathers Empire by the favor of God, and had ^n\Lvcu 9 - 
overcome Demetrius. Ptolomey yielding a willing ear to his requeft, wrote back, That he p-ttra, Ptoh- 
xo»s very glad that he had recover edhn fathers h$hgdom,prontifinghim to give him his daugh- W^l 1 ***' 
tcr in marriage j afjuring him, that he would meet him at Ptolomais, and bring his daughter 
unto him to that place, and there celebrate tbeNuptials. After he had written thefe Letters, 
Ttolomey made hafte to Ptolomais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra, where meet- 
ing with Alexander, (accordingto their appointment) hedeliver'd him his daughter, 

N and gave het a dowry worthy of fo great a Kingi Unto the folemniztng of his mar^ 
riage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prieft Jonathan, commanding him to come 
to h'xmto Ptolomais. He went thither, and prefented magnificent Prefents to both the 
Kings ^ he was highly honour'd by both, infomuchas^/ejw»«/erconftrained him to put 
off his ordinary garments, and to put on a purple robe,and after that to fit upon a royal 
Throne : commanding his Captains to march before him through the City, and to com- 
mand by publick Edifr, That no man Jliould dare to /pea%_ anything againfi him,nor offer him 
any caufe of difcontent. All which the Captains performed; fo that they, who purpofe- 
ly and malicioufly came thither to accufe him, feeing the honour that was done unto him 
by the King, fled away, left the mifchief which they defigned for him, fhould fall upon 

O their own heads. This King Alexander loved Jonathan fo intirely, that he afforded him 
the chief place amongft his dcareft friends,

Apollonius underftanding that Joppa was ta- 
ken by Jonathan,hc took 3000 Horfemen, and 8000 Footmen with him, and came into 
Azot% whence he departed, leading out his Army with an eafie march : and arriving at 
Joppa, he retired back to draw Jonathan into the field, putting great confidence in his 
Horfemen, and grounding his hope of vidtory upon them. But Jonathan coming forth 
boldly, purfued Apollonius as far as Azot\ who finding himfelf in the open Countrey, B 
jpoior,;** turned back upon him, and charged him. Jonathan was not at all furprized to fee the 
iiftim-th with t houfand Horfemen that Apollonius had laid in ambufh near unto a certain River , to the 
Jpuuoaishr. end they might charge the Jews behind, but difpofed bis Army after fuch a manner, that 
his Soldiers on every fide turned their faces upon the Enemy 5 commanding his men to 
defend themfelves on both fides, fighting with thofe that aflailed them either in the Van 
or the Reer. After that the battel had continued until evening, Jonathan gave his bro- 
ther Simon a part of his Forces, charging him to fet upon the Enemies battel: as for 
himfelf, he drew his Soldiers into the form of a Battalion refembliog a Tortoife, to the 
end that beingcovered with their bucklers, joined the one with the ether, they might de- 
fend themfelves againft theHorfemens arrows 5 to which all of them were obedient, F 
The Enemies Horfemen (hooting all their arrows againft them, did them no harm 5 for 
they pierced not as far as-the flefli, but lighting upon the bucklers ( enclofed and faftned 
the one within the other ) they were eafily beaten back, and born off, and fell down,be- 
ing (hot all in vain. But when the Enemies were wearied with (hooting all the day long, 
and that Simon perceiv'd they could charge no further,hefet upon their Infantry focou- 
ragioufly,that he put them all to flight. The Horfe of Apollonius perceiving that the 
rroi fiMi r »r Foot were difordcred, grew heartlefslikewife$ and having loftthe hope they had in their 
fucth tfcc enc- Foot,they betook themfolvesto flight in great diforder and confufion: fo that they brake 
7 V U L\ thc,r ranks of tbemfclvcs, and werefcatteredthorow all the Plain. Jonathan alfo pur- Q 
bm. ah i>»- fued them as &r as Azot , and taking the City by aflault , he flew divers of them, 
*"!«Jrr ,c, con(training the reft that were in defpajr , to flie into the Temple of Dagon , 
sooamcL. which is in Azoti and taking the City by affault, he burnt it, with the ViHag« 
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^undabout,andfparednotthe Temple of Dagon, but burnt it, and all thofe^that were '^^2 
therein The number as well of thofe that were flam in the battel,as of thofe that were m <ij, 3 sis. 
confatned by fire in theTemple, was SooaMen Having, after this manner, difcomfited 
this Army, he departed from A&ot, and marched toward Afcalon : and as he was encamps , 4<J . 
ed without the City 4 the Afcalonites came out unto him, and offered him Prefents s which ~<^r^J 
he received, and departed from thence, and marched towards Jerufalem, laden with great 

fp As^foon as Alexander heard that Apollonius the General of hisArmy was defeated, and Auxufa^ 
forced to flie, he made a (hew that he was glad thereof, pretending that it was without y o e ; 
his knowledge that Jonathan had been affaulted, who was both his friend and his alhe. natiwn. 

I Whereupon he fent an Ambaffador unto him, to let himknow how much he rejoyced at 
his viftory, offering him Prefents and Honours, with a chain of gold, fuch as the Kings 
were accuftomed to give to thofe of their, kinred : he likewife gave him Accaron 3 znd the 
Countrey thereabout,to him and his heirs for ever. , . - . • ■ , ■ 

About the fame time, King Ptolomey Philometor fet out an Army by Sea, and another by 
Land,togo into Syria,zn& to fuccor his Son-in-law Alexander: and in his way all the»^M- 
Cities received him with great joy, according as- Alexander had commanded them, and p t ,i»mey vhi- 
conduaedhimasfarastheCityof Azot? but that place, made great complaints unto J« rt *; e PJ- 
him, and demanded juftice at his hand, becaufe the Temple of Dagon was burnt andde- rj , with J 
ftroyed accufing Jonathan for the firing thereof,and the (laughter of many People there- Army, tbaffift 

Kin But Ptolomey hearing thefe accufations,anfwered not a word: But ;wlien Jonathan ^n'dcr. 
came to meet him at Joppa, he courted him with Royal Prefents, and all the Honour that ?on „,b JB 
was poffiblei and after he hadcondudred him as far as the River called Eleut W,he dif- 
mifledhim, and fent him back to Jerufalem. When Ptolomey was come to Ptolomais , he is , lonourjbIy 
hardly efcaped death, and that contrary to all expectation, by the contrivance of Alex- entertained by 
a»der, and his friend Ammonius : which Treachery being difcover'd, Ptolomey wrote un-

to Alexander requiring him,^** Ammonius might be punijhed for hisTreafin andConfpi- tended againft 
racks praBifed againft him, according, to the heinoufnefs of the offence. But feeing that A- Jg£*d™ 
lexander deliver'd him not up into his hands, he conjectured and conduded,that he him- wh ichcaufe he 
felf was the Author thereof,and conceived a great difpleafure againft this perfidious jaketh away 
L Prince, who had heretofore very much. difobUged the Inhabitants of Antioch, by pro- ^^j/^,.- 
tedring this fame Ammonius, from whom they had received agreat deal of mifchief : but dcr,and g iveth 
in the end, Ammonius was punifht for thefe his outrages, and difgracefully (lain like a ^J^" 
woman,whii'ft in a womans attire hefought to hide himfelf,as we have related in another wL f e . 
place. ... 

At that timePtolomey began to repent of beftowing his daughter in marriage on ^4- 
lexander, and for refuting l>^/we/r/«f to be his friend and confederate i fo that he broke 
off the affinity that he had with him : and after he had withdrawn his daughter from him, 
he prelently fent Ambafladors unto Demetrius, to confirm a league of peace and amity 
with him, promifing him tobeftow his daughter upon him in marriage, and toeftablifti 
M him in his fathers kingdom. Demetrius very joyful to hear of thisEmbaffage, accepted 
both of the league and themarriage. There only remained one difficulty for Ptolemey to 
furmount, which was, how he might perfuadethe Antiochians to admit Demetrius, againft 
whom they were lb much incenfed, for the indignities which his father Demetrius had of- 
fered them > but this difficulty he overcame by this means. The Antiochians hated Alex- 
andcr, becaufe of Ammonius ( as we have related before ; and by that means were the 
more eafily drawn to drive him out of the City. He perceiving himfelf to be thruft 
out of Antioch, came \nioCilicia, Whereupon Ptolomey came unto Antioch,and was both 
by the Citizens and Soldiers therein proclaimed King, and was conftrained to take two 
Diadems, the one as King of Apa, the other as King of Egypt. But he being a man natu- 
N rally very juft, prudent, moderate, and not at all ambitious 9 and unwilling to difpleafe the 

Romans, he call'd together the Inhabitants of Antioch, and . prevailed fo far with them, FlMmey pfr . 
that at laft he perfuaded them to accept of Demetrius for their King 5 alluring them,That fuaded tiic 
if he Jfjould receive that hjndnefs at their hands Jje would no more keep in memory thofe things f*^**l 
that had fallen out betwixt them and his father * proteJlrng,forhrs own part, that he would in- „ tlt - m f or 
[iruct him both how to order the cottrfeof his life honefily,and to manage his public^ affairs their King and 
with juft ice : and promifing them, that if he attempted to do any thing thatjliould be unwor- jJ^J ^ 
thy of a good Prince, he himfelf would be the moji ready to chaftife him 5 for his own part, he 
would content himfelf to be King of Egypt. And by this means the Antiochians were in- 
duceo>to receive Demetrius. 
O But when Alexander was departed out of CiHcia* with a great Array, and was come 
into Syria, and had bUrnt andfpoiled the Countrey of Antioch, Ptolomey, accompanied

rioiomtj'i head unto Ftolomey , wherewith he was well-pleafed : but this joy lafted not long, for 
dc uh- fome fe w day s after he died hirafelf. This Alexander , firnamed W/e.r, reigned for the fpace B 
of five years, as we have elfewhere related. 

Demetrius, firnamed Nicanor, having obtained the kingdom, quickly difcover *d his ill 
nature, and treated Ptolomies Army very unworthily, forgetting both the confederacy 
and affinity that he had contracted with him, by Cleopatra his wife, who X9z%Ftolomejs 
daughter. But the Men of War hating his ingratitude, fled into Alexandria,(ot their own 
fecurity, notwithftanding they left the Elephants in his power and poffeflion. 

But the High-Prieft Jonathan having affemblcd an Army of all the Countrey of Jn- 
dea, began to befiege the Cattle of Jerufalem, where there was a Garifon of the Afacedo- 
fllkluDanc- an ^ a g reat number of wicked Apoftates that were fallen from the Jcwijh Reli- 

trht by pre- gion,who,in the beginning, flighted the Engines that Jonathan had raifed to take that Q 
fcn "' place, in the ftrength whereof they repofed too much confidence : But, in the end, fome 

of them breaking out by night, came unto Demetrius, and told him of the fiege$ at 
which he was difpleafed , and taking a ftrongArmy with him , he departed from 
Antioch, to make War upon Jonathan. When he came to rtolomais, he wrote to Jona- 
than, and commanded him to come unto him : notwithftanding jftf»d//.w« gave not over 
the fiege, but took the Elders and Priefts with him, with gold and filver robes, and a 
great quantity of Prefents, intended for Demetrius , and when he had deliver'd them to 
him, heappcafed his wrath: and after he had received many honours at his hands,he ob- 
tained the confirmation of his Priefthood,in as ample manner as he enjoyed it during 
the time of his Predeccffors 5 and although the wicked Jews accufed him, yet did notQ 
Demetrius give any credit to them. Moreover, Jonathan requiring, that for the whole 
Countrey of Jewry, and forthe three governments of Samaria, Joppa, and Galilee , he 
might pay no more than 300 Talents for Tribute, he granted him a full exemption, and 
wrote his Letters Patents in thefe terms:

Becaufe the people of the Jews arc our Confederates, and obferve our Ordinances, my intent 
is to requite their good ajfeftion,andto ajjzgn them the three governments of Apherema,Lydia, 
and tvamatha, with their appurtenances , which have been taken from Samaria, and annexed 
to Judca. secondly, we remit all that which our Tredeccfjbrs received of them that facrifced 
in Jerufilem } andotherTributes likjwije, which were gathered for the fruits of the- earth, and 
the trees , the tribute of the Salt likewife, and the Gold that was levied for the Crown : fo that 
it is our pleafure,that henceforward nothing hereof be cxa&ed at their hands, see you there- f 
j ore give order, that the Copy of thefe our pre fent Letters be fent and deliver d to Jonathan,*? he 
affixed in fome open and confpicuous place in the facred Temple.

When Jonathan had obtain'd this glorious vi&ory, wherein there fell about sooo of ,44 '^^-^ 
the Enemy, he returned to JernfaleM, and ( feeing that all things fell out according as ht^tlmX 
defirdj he fent Ambaffadors unto Rome, to renew the ancient league that was made <«'s Soldicn u> 
betwixt the Romans and the people of the Jews: commanding his Ambafiadors upqn fl ' sht - 
their return from Rome, to go ljkewife to sparta^vA renew their alliance with that City. 
As foon as they were come to Rome, and had prefented themfelves before the Senate, 

I they declar'd how they were fent from the High-Prieft Jonathan ^ who defir'd to renew 
their alliance. W^ei^upon the Senate granted all which they demanded,and gave them Wendftip '» n j 
their Letters of recommendation to all the Governors of A§a and Europe, and to thofe confedency 
of each particular City,commanding them to grant them free paflage to return into their ^J/^uj 
Countrey 5 in their return they went to Lacedemon, and deliver 'd thofe Letters which aitmomantf 
Jonathan had written to that State, which were to this effect: 

Jonathan i the High-Prieft of the Senate and People of the Jews, 
To the Ephores, Senate and People of Sparta, Health. 

K Torafnrucb as heretofore we have received a Letter by the bands of Demotheles, written 
from Ktwayour King, to Onias our High Friejit, making mention of that alliance which is be- 
tween you and us ( the Copy whereof we have here under infer ted ) we received thofe Letters

with great joy, and teftified the fame both to Demotheles and Arms, (notwit^ 
were not ignorant of this consanguinity long before, becaufe we were informed thereof by our 
facred Scriptures : ) And whereas we have not firfi of all acknowledged our al/iance,it was for 
no other reafon, but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing us. since which time 
wherein we have contraQed friend/hip withyou,we have on our holy and folemn days facrificed 
unto our God, befeeching him to continue and keep you in projperity} andforafmuch as we have 
been environed with many Wars, caufed by the inordinate de fires of our neighbours, we have not 
L t hought it meet to be troublefom unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But fince we have ob- 
tained an hapyy ijjne of all thefe troubles, we have ywlNumenius, the fon of Antimachus , 
and Antipater, the fon of Jafon,M« honourable amongjt our Counfellers, both to the Romans, 
and to you alfo? to whom we have given our Letters to be prefented unto you, in our behalf, to, 
the end they might renew the amity which is between you and us ; youfhati therefore do well if 
you write back, unto us, and certifie us wherein we may Jerveyou, there being no good office 
which we are not ready to perform: 

Thefe Arnbaffadors were kindly entertained by the Lacedemonians, who made a pub- 
lick ordinance touching their affociation and amity with the Jews, which they delivered 
M unto them. 

At this time there were three Sects among the Jews, who had different and contrary 
opinious touching humane affairs : the firft was that of the rbarifies,thc fecond of the ThreeSeaj of 
S adduces, and the third of the Effenians. The Pharifees affirm, That fame things are di~ the ft»j. 
relied by defiiny, and others are left to our liberty. The Effenians faid, That defiiny govern d ™ e f. h J T 'f eet /. 
all things 5 and that nothing hapned amongft men,that wasnot difpofed thereby. The Saddu- T bcjEc!#; 
ces avow, That there is no defiiny, and that humane affairs cannot be governed and difpofed 
thereby, but that all things depend upon our felves 5 fo that we are the Authors of all the good or 
evil that hapneth unto its, according as we follow good or evil counfels. But hereof have I 
treated more exactly in my fecond Book of the Wars of the Jews. jt»3."l!*J 

«j Demetrius % Captains being defirous to wipe off the difhonour of their defeat , and 
recover the lofs that had lately befaln them,gather'd together a greater power than the 
former, and went out againft Jonathan 5 Who having intelligence of their coming, mar- 
ched fpeedily to encounter them near unto the Plain of Amath : for he refolved to pre- 
vent their incurfions mtojudea. Whereupon he encamped about 50 Furlongs from 
the Enemy, and fent out Spies to difcover of what force they were, and how they were 
encamped. Who, when they had by a moft diligent view known all that poflibly they 
could, returning, took certain Prifoners, and brought them away by night with them: 
by whofe confeffion, the defign of the Enemies was difcover'd to Jonathan 5 which was, 
to fet upon him on the fudden. But Jonathan, with a provident care, fpeedily fortifi'd 

O his Camp, placed his outguards, and prepared all things neceffary for defence, keeping 
his Soldiersup in Arms all the Night, and exhorted them to be valiant, and ready , if 
there fhould be a neceffity of fighting by Night, to prevent the furprifal of their Ene- 
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rOL^ m ies But when the Captains of Demetrin* underftood that their defign was difctnrer'cl ! ^ 
T m?fi!&i unto Jonathan, andknew that they were not ftrong enough togive«mfcattel in tfieojjen 
itfore 'chrift'-t field, they decamped in the Night, and left a great number of fifesrbum'ing, that they 
Hativit/, ■ the better conceal their retreat.

When Simon- and Jonathan had fignalired themfeHesby fo many great 
Am, and f P oil- actions, they Jreturned to Jerufalem, and affembledthe -People togeth*e'r*i : the Temple,and 
rhMM N * ba ' perfuaded them to repair the Walls of the City, and to rebuild that of the Temple that 
simtn'hh bro- was ruinated, advifing them to fortifie the fame with ftrong Towers :" and befides this, 
thcr tikcth hecaufed another Wall to be built irrfhe midft of the City, to fecure itagainft the 
frUZbtu and Garifon of theCittadel,to the intent that by that means they might cutoff and ftop 
simon repur up t h e paffages to victual theFort. He adviied them Iikewife, to build for ftronger c 
j^/j^L Fortretfes throughout the Coantrev, than thofe that were already fimftYd. AH that he 
ii.c Fonreffes propofed was well approved of 5 whereupon he took care of the City himfelfjand com- 
of mitted the Countrey to his brother Simon. But Demetrius paffing the River, came into 

Mefopotamia,vi\t\\ a defign to make himfelf Mafter of Babylon, intending to make that 
the feat of the Empire, when he ftiould have fubdu'd the other Provinces. For the 
Greeks and Macedonians, who inhabited that Countrey, had foHieited him often by Am. 
bafladors to come unto them, promifing him to fubmit to his authority,and to ferveMm 
pmcirmmx-'™ * ne War agatnft Arfaces King of thePartbiaiis. Demetrius flattering himfelf with tftofe 
keti. war upon hopes, marched towards them with great fpeed, prefuming that if he could overcome 
J /(f c "p K ;, n s the Parthians, he might eafily vauquHh Tryphon, and drive him out of the kingdom ofD 
tnl Ld u \ £ Syria. Being therefore entercain'dby thofe of theCountrey with great joy, he levied a 
kmi'iifoner. g reat Army,and made War againft Arfices,\mt he loft the day, and was himfelf taken 
Prifoner, as we have elfewhere declar'd. ' 

CHAP, X. 

Tryphon feeing Demetrius ruined ^contrives bow he may quit himfelf of Antiochus, that 
he might reign in bisfiead, and hkewife how he may defiroy Jonathan, fie deceives him>cau~ 
fetha tboufandof hw men to be put to death at Ptolemais, and kjepeth him Prifoner. 

WHen Tryphon underftood that Demetrius was utterly ruined, he forfook Antiochus, 
and contrived hoWhe might kill him, and make himfelf King. But the fearthat 
he had of Jonathan Antiochus *s friend, hindred his defign 5 whereupon he refolv'd firft 
of all to deliver himfelf of Jonathan,znd afterwards to kill the yOung Ring Antiochus. 
Having therefore refolv'd to kill Jonathan by fome Treafon, he came from Antiocb to 
Bethfan, ^\i\cn the Greeks ci\\scytbopolisj whither Jonathan came to meet him with 
40000 chofen men, fuppofing that Tryphon came thither to make War upon him. But he 
knowing that Jonathan came thither with fo great a ftrength,and imagining that he could 
not prevail upon him by open force, he hadrecourfe to fraud, he made him richPrefents, 
and accompanied rhem with a great deal of civility 5 and that he might free him from all F 
diftruft, and mine him when he mould leaft fufpect it, he commanded the Officers of his 
Army to obey him in all things. After this, he invited Jonathan to come to Ptolomak, 
and to bring with him fome few of his Soldiers, promifing to deliver the City into his 
hands, and refign all the Fortreffes that were in theCountrey into his poffeffion 5 afiV 
ring him, That he came into that Countrey to no other purpofe. Jonathan fufpecYing no 
finifter dealing, and believing xhixTryphon fpake what he intended, disbanded his For- 
ces, and took only 3000 men with him, whereof two ht left in Galilee, and with 100O he 
came to Tryphon at Ptolomais. But the Inhabitants of the City (hutting the gates as fooa 
as he was entred, ( according as Tryphon had commanded them ) tookjonatbau PrK5> 
ner,andflett all thofe that attended upon him. Hereupon Tryphon presently fent p«tG 
of his Army unto the 2000 that were left in Galilee,tothe intent to put them all to the 
Sword 5 but they having notice of that which had bcfaln their Chieftain, took up their

WHen the Inhabitants of Jerufalem heard of the furprizal of Jonathan^aad the jX"bln) 4 '^ 
lofs of his Soldiers, they were much troubled, that fo great, a man was taken * anc lame °^ 
from them, for they feared, (and that not without caufe) that being ya men, ' t?i 
depriv'd of his valor and conduct, the neighbouring Nations would invade them with, 
K all manner of hoftility, which till then they durft not attempt, (landing fo much in awe 
of Jonathan.

children to Tryphon, t ban byrefujing hk conditions and demands s to be ac^ufid to have we. 
gleUed the life of his brother. Simon fent therefore both the money and children of Jo- 
nathan s but Tryphon having receiv'd both, kept not his promife, but detain'd Jonathan ; 
and leading his ^frmy thorow the Countrey, intended to pats by Idumaa to repair toje- 
rufalem. He came therefore toDom, a City in idumea 5 and thitherward marched .SiM<?« 
to encounter with him, encamping always rightover againft him. They that were in the 
Cattle of Jernfalem, hearing news hereof s fent Tryphon Word that he (hould haft'enaod 
come unto them, and fend them monition : whereupon headdrefled his Horfcmen, pre- 
tending that very night to ride unto Jernfalem ; but the fnow about that time fell in fuch 
abundance, that it covered the way in fuch fort and was fo thick, as the Horfes could not £ 
Travel, which hindred his repair to Jernfalem. For whichcaufe he departed from thence, 
i*mh*n Is and came into Cvlofyria, and fpeedily invading the Countrey of Gulaad, he put JonvtJm 
itiihb/ivj- to death in that place 5 and after he had buried him there, he returned to Aniiuch. But 
Simon fent unto Bafca,zad tranfpdrted his brothers bones,and interred t hem in Lis Coun. 
trey Modin,m his fathers Sepulchre, and all the People mourned and lamented for him 
many days. Simon st\Co built a great monument of white and polifhed marble for his 
foMthtm V father and brethren, and rais'd it to a great height, and garnifti'd it round about with 
Monument. g a H£ri cs and pillatfalPof one piece, which was an admirable Work to behold. Befides 
that, he eredred feven- Pyramids for his father, mother and brethren, for each of them 
one, fo great and fo fair, as they caufed admiration in thofe that beheld them 5 and are rj 
as yet to be feen atf this prefertt^ay. So great was Simons care, that Jonathan and the 
reft of his family (hduldb* honour'd with fo magnificent a Sepulchre ; which Jonathan 
<tyed,after he had eatekeis'd the place Of High-Prieft,and poueffedtheGovernmeorfat 
four yean. Thus much a« touching hie death. 

AsfoOn as Sr wwhad taken poffeffion of the High-Priefthood, by the election of the 
People 5 the very flrCTyearor his Government, he acquitted the People of the Tribute 
which they were wont to pay td the Macedonians. This liberty and exemption from Tri- 
bute, hapnedambrigft the Jrt&j ode hundred and feventy years fince the time that S* 
dU ^««c«f,firnamed Nitandr, obtain'd the kingdom of Syria. And in fo great honour wis 
eluded* of simon amotrgft the People^that, irVtheir private Contracts and publick LerteTs, the dare g 
Tributes. began, Prom th&firft ftar of Sim«n the BenefaUor and Governor of the Jemfh Nation, for 
fhoriw ^ they pWperetr^atry under his ewerntnent,and hadthe victory of all their neighbour.

Jews. WhU'ft thus Hircanus wis High-Prieft,hc thought good to renew the amity betwixt 
the jews and the Romans,znd to this effect he fent an Embafiage with Letters unto the 
Senate. As foon as the Senate bad receiv'd his Letters, they made alliance with him , to 
thiseffedt eufuing. Fanius M.F. Pr. affembled the Senate in tbe field of Mars tbe eightbdaj 
of February, in the prefence of L. Manlius, L. F. Mentina, and C. Sempronius, C. F. Fa- 
lerna* concerning that which Simon the fin,bf Dofitheus, Apollonius the fin of Alexan- 
der, Diodorus the [on of Jafon, men of good refutation and honour, and fent Jmbajfadors „ 
by tbe People of the Jews, have propofedj who have dealt with us as touching the confederation B 
and amity that this Nation had with the Romans, and have likewife conferred as touching tbe 
affairs of State, namely, that Joppa and the Ports thereof, Gazava and the Fountains thereunto 
belonging, and tbofe other Cities of theCountrey, which Antiochus tookjrom them, contrary to 
tbe decree of tbe Senate, Jhould be record unto tbem$ and that it may not be lawful for the 
Kings Soldiers to pafs through their Countrey, neither any of tbofe Provinces that are under 
their government : and that tbofe things which were attempted by Antiochus during this War, 
contrary to the arrefi and decree of the Senate Jhould be declardvoid, to the end that tbe Am* 
bajjadors font in the Senates behalf, may provide for tbe refiitution of tbofe things which An- 
tiochus had fpoilt them of, and may rate and fit down the damages which the Countrey hath f 
receiv'd by this War. Item, lhat tetters of recommendation fiould be written in the behalf ef 
the]cmfoAmbaffadors,to the Kings and free People, for their fecure and fife return into their 
Countrey. tx hath been held convenient,to make andratifie this ordinance, to tbe end torenew 
friendjhip and alliance with men of fo good refpeS, fent unto them by a Nation fo good and 
faithful towards them. And as touching the Letters, the anfwer was, lhat they jhould be 
written at fuch time as the affairs of the Senate would permit them anyleifure 3 and that from 
this time forward, they would have care that no injury Jhould be offer d them. And the Prefer 
Fanius was commanded alfo to deliver tbe Ambajjadors money out of tbe common Purfi,to bear 
their charges home into their Countrey.

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H But King Demetrius being fliarply whetted to make War againft Hircanus, couldbave "T 
neither time nor opportunity to fulfill his defire,by reafon that both thetyri4wi and his JfcSS* 
Soldiers were become his Enemies, becaufeof his wickednefs of lire. For they fent Am- tty abW* 
baffadors to Ptolomey, firnamed Phyfion, to require him to fend fome one of seleucutfs fJJ*^ 
race unto them, to be eftabliftYd King. Whereupon Ptolomey fent theni Alexander ,fima- <; ~v^-» 
med Zebina, accompanied with an Army 5 who giving battel fo Demetrius, worfted him, S^o^ewwS 
andconftrain'd him to flie to his Wife Cleopatra, to Ptolomais 5 wl?o neither accepting, by^LwiK^r, 
nor entertaining him,he was conftrain'd to retire from thence unto Tyre } where he was ta- l $f n 'j„ - j* 
ken: and after he had fuffer'd manymiferies bythe hands of his Enemies^eiinally died, /■i'"?.*^' 
Alexander having by this means obtained the Kingdom, made a league of amity with ^ ! ' Xi !" ter ' 
I Hircanus. And whereas it fell out, that Antiochus, firnamed Cryphus, the fon of Demetri- coLfiia be! 
us, made War againft him, he was overcome and flain in the battel. When Antiochus had t«*i« his. and 
taken poffeffion of the Kingdom of Syria, he forbare to make War againft the Jews for * "jjj" 
that he had intelligence that his brother, by the mothers fide, ( who was in like fort na- " 
med Antiochus ) afiembled an Army againft him at Cyzicus. Remaining therefore in his 
Countrey, he refolved to make preparation againft his brothers coming, who was called 
Cyzicenus, becaufe he was brought up in that City, and was the fon of Antiochus called 
theConfirver, who died in the Countrey of the Partbia»s,and who was brother to Deme- 
trius the father of Gryphus 5 and it fell out, that both thefe brothers were married to 
one and the fame Cleopatra, as we have heretofore exprefs'd. When Antiochus the Cyzic'e- 

H nian was arrived in Syria^hc made War againft his brother, which continued many yeajrs : 
during all which time, Hircanus lived in peace, ("for prefently after Autiocbuis death,he 
revolted from the Tub jection of the Macedonians) and from, that cime ( forward gave them 
no fuccors, neither as Subject or-Friend ; but -his fortunesioth augmented andtiourifhed 8ireiua t *iv 
greatly, during the timeof Alexander Zebina, and principally during the Reign of thefe led thc.btp.' 
two brothers. For the War, wherein they confum'd one another, gave Hircanus an op- [j£ r Yj*'|*f 
portunity to levy all the Revenues of Judea, without any contradiction, (o that by the dSimvHVii 
fame means hegather'd infinite fumsof money. For whil'ft the Cy&icenian deftrdyM his «*» l«*p«ce4 
brothers Countrey, Hi/raw*/ alfo made known his inclination and difpofition; and fee- 
ing likewife that Antiochus was deftitute of thofe fuccors- he expected out of Egypt, aqd 

L that both himfelf and his brother alfo (through their naturaHdifcords) weakaed one 
anothers eftatesjhe defpifed them both. '

He therefore made a Trench round about the City, with a -double Wall of So furlongs, 
and committed the general command of this iiege to his fons, Antigonns and Arifiobulus, 
whofotiiligently and valiantly behaved tbemfelves, that the Samaritans being overpref- ^ittbrn 
fed with extreme famine, were conftrained to eat fuch things as were unufual and unac- f*ckfng to «3 
cuftomed amongftmen.and to call Antiochus the Cyx.icenian to their aid : who readily re-r s '" 

v paired thither, but was repulfed by Ari/lobulus'i Soldiers i and being purfu'd bythe two SemSne and 
brethren as far as scythopolis, he hardly efcaped 5 and they returning to their fiege,fre(h- p«." % b « 
lyaffaulted and befieged the Samaritans within their own Walls: fothat oince more A,i r' iillM 'i 
they were conftrained to fend' AmbafladorS to Anthch for. aid, who was their Ally 5 who 
fent unto Ptolomey Ldthyrus^ox about fome 6000 men, who furnifh'd him with them,con- 
rraryto his mothers mind, who therefore hadalmoft thrufthim out of his dominion. As 
foon as he had receiv'd them, he made a 'toad into Hircanus' % Countrey, and fpoilt and 
forag'd the fame as far. as Egypt. For hedur ft not give him battel hand to hand, becaufe 
he had not competent Forces \ butthought that in fpoiling the Countrey, he might caufe 
them to raife the fiege, and forfake Samaria ; but after he had loft a great number of his 

O men by divers: fnares of hi*Enemics,he went unto 7r/po/^,committiog the general charge 
of that War to Callimander smdEpicrates, two of his Captains. Cauimander, more rath- 
2y than wifely, attempting to fet upon the Enemy, was himfelf flairi^and his Soldiers 

routed; 
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routed. And Epicrates, given over to covetoufnefs, did openly yield up Scythopolit,xui \ 
m!u!lu other Cities, into the hands of the Jews : fothat it was impoffible for either of them to 
**/.r/cW ; ' raife the fiege. At laft, after that Hircanus had continued his fiege before the City for 
HttMtj , the fpace 0 £ one w h 0 j e yearj he became mafter of it : and not contenting himfelf with 
vi^v^. the taking hereof, he utterly deftroy'd ^enforcing the Rivers through the midft thereof j 
E,ic T' tT" y ca > ne ruined the fame hrfuch fort, that the mud and foil both of the water and eartij 
«oncy, fen«h took away all the appearance of the City, fo that it feemed as if it had never been. Of

fons viftory. About this very inftant likewife, the affairs of the Jem profpered not only in Jerufi. 

lem and fudea, but alfo amongft the Inhabitants of Alexandria? and finally, in Egypt 
and Cyprus: For Queen Cleopatra rebelling againft her fon Ptolomey Lathyrus, appointed 
chticur and chelcias and Ananias , the fons of that Onias who had built the Temple in Heliopolis ( ac- 
j» iwiM/.Cap- cording to the pattern of that in Jerusalem ) her Generals.

groweth'in This great felicity and profperity of moved the Jews to conceive a hatred 

difcontent againft him, and especially the Pharifees oppofed themfelves againft him. Thefe Pharifiet 
"}fal hefhd ' were one of theSefts of the Jews, (whereof we have heretofore treated ) which Seft 
r was fo great in credit with the common people, that when they difpofed any thing,were 

it againft the King, or the Prieft, they were prefently believed. Hircanus hadbeenone 
of their difciples, and therefore was eafily believed. He invited them to a feaft, and en- 
tertain'd them with all humanity : and feeing them in a merry vein, he began to tell them, 0 
That they k»ew his mind,bow that he deftred nothing more than to bejuji, and to fquare all his 
ad ions according to Gods will and direSion, according as they themfelves taught. He therefore 
reawrd them, that if they perceiv'd that he mifiook. himfelf in any thing, or that he wandred 
V» from the right way, they would by admonition redrefs the fame. Whereupon all of thetfll 

gave teftimony of his perfect virtue, wherewith he was highly contented. But one of 
the company, called Eleazar, z man of a malicious nature, and luch an one as delighted 
the in mutiny, laid unto him. Since yon defire to hear the truth, if fo be,you affeQ the eftimation tf 
fc ,<t, up- a g 00 d man, give over the place of Priefihood, and content your felf with the government of the 
h «w%Mhiit eo tk* Hircanus demanded of him the caufe wheiefore he fhould forfake thePrieft- 
mothc'r was a hood ? Becaufe ( faith he) that we have beard fay by our Ancefiors, that your mother wot at 
Dlvc * Captive during the Reign of Antiochus the famous ( which notwithftanding was a falfe re- 

port. ) Hircanus hearing this, was fore moved againft him, and alfo all other of the Pbari- 
fees, who were prefent. Amongft the reft, there was a certain man called Jonathan , of 
the order of the $ adduces, ( who. maintain a contrary opinion againft the rbariftes) 
who was an intimate and dear friend to Hircanus, with whom he communicated 
The saiiuce ^ e injurious fpeeches that Eleazar had fpoken by him, who told him, That (as he thought) 
joL»J?V Ifl- Eleazar bad fpoken thefe words by the publick, confentof the Pharifees 5 and that be might dip 
cenfeth hJ'<«- COV er fbe fame moft manifeftly,tf be enquired of them what punijbment Eleazar had deferved 
Pb4rff!u\ for fp**kf»g *fter this fort, Hircanus therefore talked with the Pharifees concerning his 
punifhment, telling them, that he fhould very well perceive, that this injury bad not been pro- p 
ttouttced by the common confent of them all, if they condemned the offender to fuffer apunijb- 
went proportionable to his offence. Whereupon they decreed, That he ought to be punijbed 
by imprijonment and fcourging 5 for Y faid they ) an injury done in word, required no capital 
punijhment : And, to fpeak uprightly, they in. their thinking cenfured feverely enough 
of this fault, for that the pharifees are naturally inclin'd to mercy in matter of punifhment. 
But Hircanus was fore offended with this their anfwer,and imagined that this Eleazar had 
fpoken after this manner, by the common inftigation of the reft. This difpleafure, and 
nT" th'pS- coocelve ^ diflike of his, Jonathan aggravated to the uttermoft,and handled the matter in 
ri/"*,lnd foi- fuch fort, that he drew Hircanus to forfake the Pharifees, and to fubfcribe to the opinions 
lowcth the of the sadduces, abolifhing their ordinances, and caufing them to be fbarply punilht that 
h jjduca. obferve the fame. Thefe practices of JE&rtjmrs incenfed the people againft him and his 
fons; but we will treat ot this in another place. At prefent I will declare how the 

rbarifits 
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A Pharifees have made many ordinances among the People, according to the Tradition of fc£rtfi&* 
their fathers, whereof there is nothing written in the Laws of Mofes : for which caufc?, m,id t3 i^ x 
theSeft of the Sadduces rejec>eth them, affirming, that tbey ought to keep the written ordir ^ 
nances, and not to obferve thofe that are grounded upon theTraditiottof the fathers. And great llo , 
difpute and diffentions have been raifed among them upon this occafion, becaufe the T ^v^ 
richer fort only, and not the bafer fort of People, adhered to the Sadduces: but the Pha-, tion , 0 f ,j,e , 
rifets had the Commonalty on their fides. But of thefe two forts^ and of the Ejjeans, I natifca. 
have more exaftly Treated in my fecond Book of the Wars of the^«w. But Hircanus 
finally appeafed this mutiny,and lived afterwards in much peace and happinefsi and after 
he had moft difcreetly govern'd his Princedom for the fpace of 3 1 y ears,he died,Ieaving 

T> five fons behind him. This man was honored by God,with three great gifts $ ihe gift of dcatb - 
Government, the gift of Priefthood,and the gift of Prophecy. For God fpake unto 
him divers times by Oracles and Revelations, and gave him the knowledge of things to 
come h which he in fuch fort foretold, That he declared that bis two eldefi fins fhould not » irt4 ' ut ' s . 
toflefs the principality any long time : whofe end it fhall not be amifs to fet down in what JJ'gy ot 
manner it was, to the intent that the Prophecy of their father may be the better known. 

CHAP. XIX. 

Ariftobulus, eldefi fon of Hircanus, Prince of the Jews, makes himfelf be crown d King 5 
maketb bis brother Antigonus, bis affociate of the Crown: he imprifinetbtberefi 9 and his 
mother alfo, whom be caufid to die for hunger: He becometb jealous of Antigonus 5 he 
maketb him be hilled, and he himfelf afterwards diethfor grief. 

f A Rifiobulus, Hircanus s eldeft fon, refolved after his fathers death, to exchange the 
J\ Principality into an abfolute Kingdom : and the better to attain thereunto, he firft Htii9 fyji H ^ 
of all fet the Crown upon his head, 481 years and three months after the People of the JW»p ; »«• 
Jews were delivered from thebondageof Babylon, and leo^again unto their Cpu^..^j2fa« 
And for that Arifiobuluv, amongft all his other brethren, loved AntigonnshtSi of all,wno was tl) e firt . 
was theneareftuntohim in age^he accepted him asa companion in the governmentofthe 
n kingdom: butasfor the reft, he fhut them upinPrifon. He locked up hismother like- „/, thatfet 
wife, who had contended with him concerning the Government, (for that H'rcanu* had the Diadem on 
committed all things to her difpofition) and fo far extended his cruelty, that he famifh d a /„^ tt 
her to death in Prifon. After he had thus ufed his mother, he flew his brother Antigonms ,dmht«h hif 
alfo; whomhepretendedtoloveaboveallthereft^ndwhom (as he made fhew) hebr«h«^ 
had made partner of his Kingdom. From whom he eftraoged himfelf by reafcm of fome ^ opartnerin 
flanders and falfe accufations raifed up againft him 5 which at jthe firft he gave no credit 
to, bothfor that the friendfhip which he bare unto huMadehim not regard the fame,as S t {KS°3 
alfo for that he imagined he was en vioufly flandered. It cameto pafs that Antigonus, re- hit brethren, 
turning upon a certain time from the Army with great magnificence, about the tirne of ffi™™"* 
p the feaft of Tabernacles, chanced to repair thither at that very time wherein Ariaobulus 
hapned to fall fick. Antigonus intending to celebrate the Solemnity ,afcended theTem- 
pie in great ftate, attended by fome of his Army, to pray for his brothers health; Where- 
upon certain malicious Wretches, defirous to break the concord that was between them> 
made ufe of this occafion, and of Antigonus magnificent pomp and good fortune 5 and 
came unto the King, amplifying unto him in malicious words,what pomp and majefty he jntitnuK 
hadfhewed in that folemnity, telling him, Tbit it, bis aSions be demeaned himfelf no wayes JgjJ 
likca private man, but that all his aSions were levelled at royalty: finally, that bus tntent was Arifit i utut 
to enter the Kingdom by force , and to njS him ij for be made account, tbatjince be migbtM^Ri 
be King alone, it was a great fimplicityfor him to have a companion. But ^r^^,although ^ An - 
IF he would very bardlybe induced to believe thefe reports 5 yet notwithftanding being tip»ut. 
defirous both to extinguifh the fufpition,and to provide for his own fccurity, he difpo- 
fed certain of his Guard in a dark and privy place under ground, and lodged himlelt in 
a certain Tower called Antonia , commanding that no man fhould offer violence, except 
to thofe who entred armed : giving a further charge to his Guard, that if Anttgonus en- 
tred armed he fhould be flain. Which done, he fent for his brother, defiring him to re- 
pair unto him without Weapons. Whith when theQueen and they that complotted gjJJ"^ 
themnrther of ^»//gw«r, underftood, they perfuadedtheMeflcngerto tell him the con- t H Te , h A *ti: 
trary, namely, That bis brother expeSed ( in regard he prepared for War ) that in that ftate d«*fa. 
and pomp he Jhould come and vifit him, to the end he might be an eje-witnefs of his brave fur- 
G niture and preparation. But Antigonus fufpeaing no harm, and relying on the good will 
of his brother, marched all armed on foot toward Ariflobulns, to fhew himfelf in that 
bravery : and when he came right over againft the Tower, that is called straton, WDeje 
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'^-^--^thepaffagewas very dark, the Kings Guard killed him. By this accident a mati may ea- ti 
wJii'jiL. fily conjecture, That there is fcarcely any power greater than that of Envy and Slander 1 
btfwtctofi't and that there is not any thing that may fooner break off the good will and amity*! 
N4tiw»/, mongft brethren, than thefe two pafllons. And above all there is an occafion offer Id ug 
v >^v^ of great wonder, in refpectof one that was called Judas, of the Seel of Ejjeanst> who* 
flindcr°. CC ,n al1 thofe things that he prophefied, varied in no fort from the Truth. He feeing Am 
fuda/theEf- tigonus come up into the Temple, cryed out among his Difciples, ( who frequented hirri 
fun » Prophet. to j, e "mftructed by him in the method of Prophecy ) That he was weary of his lrfe,beca$tr e 
Antigonus V fecurity argued the vanity of his Prophecy, by which he had foretold , that that 
verydayhefjouldbeJlainatSttaionsToweri whereas the place where hejhould be mnrthered 
was 600 furlongs ojj, and the better part of the day was already /pent : fo that it could not be t 
imagined^ but that he Jhould be in danger to have made afalfe Predi&ion. Whil'ft he declared 
his doubts after this manner, and was wholly overcome with choler, news was brought 
That Antigonus was (lain in a certain place under ground, which was called the Tower of 
Straton,of the fame name with that other that ftandeth near the Sea, which was after- 
T»ie punifo- wards called Ctfarea 5 which ambiguity troubled the Diviner. Incontinently after this 
™, e ,",° f f 0 [ 1 ' accident, Ariflobulus repented himfelf, in that he had put his brother to death : and this 
the mtinher of repentance of his was feconded by a moft grievous ficknefs, proceeding from the affii&H- 
bisbrotiier. on c f n j s fpirit a and deteftation of that cruel murther : fo that with grievous agdtftf 
and torment he vomited blood, asif all his entrals had been torn in funder. This blooi 
fo vomited by him, it fortuned ("in my opinion ) by the Divine Providence of Gotkr 
that a certain fervantof his bearing it from hisprefence, by fome trip of his foot haj4 
ned to ftumble, and ftied the fame in that very place which had been foiled with the 
The touch of blood of the flaughtered Antigonus. By which means they that beheld the fame, rai^J 
ConfcicnVc. ° a great cry, exclaiming that the Page had (hed the blood in a convenient place. Ariftokgi 
lus hearing this outcry, demanded the caufe thereof, and for that no man add refled 
himfelf to fatisfie him, he was the more earneft to know it, ( according to the nature*)? 
men, who are alwayes more fufpicious and defirous to know thofe things which are 
concealed, j At laft, from words, he fell to Threatnings, and no body durft tell him'the 
Truth. Whereupon he altogether afrighted in his Conscience, (hedding abundance of . 
Tears, and breathing out grievous fighs, began to cry out in this manner, How then? Ah^ 
impious and detejiable a& is not hidden from God, but the fudden pumfljmettt of my brother* 
murther pur fueth me : wherefore,Othou Jhamelefs body of mine, how long wilt thou detain my 
foulfahichis due,andappertaineth totheghojisof my mother and brother £ Why doji thou nit 
take it all at oneefuch as it is, without expe&ing that I Jhould facrifice toy blood, poured M ft 
many times to thofe whom I have fo treacheroujly hlfd? While he pronounced thefe word% 
he dyed , after he had reigned one year. He was called PhileUes, that is to fay,* Z^verif 
theGreehj. Thus after he had profited his Countrey many wayes, and fubdued theflifc 
ream, and joined the greater part of the Countrey to Judea 5 and had con (trained thm 
likewife, who (hould remain in that Countrey, to be circumcifed, and to live according , 
jripohuiut to the Laws of the Jews, he died thus miferably.He was by nature courteous and Quote* f| 
7t7<*«,\obl fac ' f » MMrabo teftifieth, fpeaking after this manner, by the authority of imagines i Ikk - 
circumcifed, was the courteous man, and profitable to his Countreymen the Jews in many things: for be $t**~ 
th^lm tf the la "ged their Countrey, and conquered the part of the Nations of the Itureans, whom he tiedimf 
fem. tohimby the bond of Circumcifim.

WHen Ariflobulus was dead, Salome his Wife ( whom the Greeks called Alexmk; 
dra) fet his brothers at liberty, (whom, as we have heretofore declared,hfr 
had made Prifoners ) and made Jamtaus fj who was called Alexander ) KiogV 
filmic mt k° th » n age and modefty furpaffed all the other brethren 5 but he was fo unfortt^ 
kfth nate, that from his birth-day upward, his father had conceived fo great a hatred againft ": : 

Mtxinur him, that he never admitted him to his prefencefo long as he lived. The caufe whereof <> 
,n * (as* it is reported) was this: When as Hircanus loved Aripbulus and Antigonus 9 wSff 
were his two eldeft fons, with molt intire affection. God appeared unto him in hisfleep, 
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A of whom he demanded, Who Jhould fucceed him ? .Whereupon God prefented unto his^^J^Q 
fight the refemblance of Alexander: whereat he was difpleafed, that as foon as he was wmi* jw* 
born, he fent him out of his prefence intoG«^«,tobe nourifhed and brought,. up in that JjjJjJJJ^'* 
place. Bur dod hath apparently proved that he lied not to Hircanus. For after Ari- 100. 
ftobulus's death, he taking poiTeffion of the Kingdom, caufed one of his two Brethren to ju^S^ 
be put to death, who endeavored to make himfelf King : and as for the other, who re- czecutob tfe« 
folved to live in idlenefs and pleafure, he honour'd him greatly. b j&aeS 

After that he had fetled his eftate, according as he thought it moft expedient , he led c he crown, an4 
forth his Army againft Ptolomais :■ and having obtained the upper hand in the battel , he honoured ti» 
blocked up the men within their City, and afterwards befieg'd it. For amongft all the^ ; £' Werbe- 

3 Cities of the Sea-coaft, thefe two only, namely Ptolomais and Gaza, remained as yet un- ficgeth F«»f»- 
conquer'd,and there was no adverfaryleft but Zoilus, who had feized of the Tower of JJ*^ T . 
Straton and Dora where he govern'd. Whil'ft Antiochus Pbilomctor and Antiochus Cyzice- ©f stustn «4 
vhs were thus at Debate and VVar the one againft the other, and confum'd each others 
Forces, the Ptolematdans had not any fuccor from them. But whil'ft they were engag'd in 
this Siege, Zoilus ( who held the Tower of Straton and Dora ) affifted them with that 
Army he had under his command, and gave them fome fuccors, by reafon that ( feeing 
thefe two Kings were fo eagerly incens*d againft each other ) he contriv'd how to advance 
himfelf to the crown and fovereignty. For thefe two Kings feem'd to neglect their own 
dangers, refembling thofe Wraftlers, who, though being wearied with fighting , yet 

q are alhamed to fubmit unto their adverfary , but give themfelves a breathing time^ 
that they may the better be heartned to re-encounter. The only hopes they had, were 
in the Kings of Egypt,and in Ptolomey Latbyrus, who held thelfle of Cyprus at that time, 
( whither he retir'd himfelf, after he had been driven out of his kingdom by Cleopatra his 
mother. ) To him the Ptolomaidans fent Ambafiadors as unto their Ally, requiring hiin 
to come and deliver them from Alexander's hands, into which they were in dariger to fall. 
Thefe Ambafladors perfuaded h\m,That if he would pafs into Syria, he Jhould have both 
Zoilus tofricud,and thofe of Gaza to bis followers, in repuin* of the Ptolomaidans : and 
moreover they allured him^Tbat the Sidonians, and divers others would fecondhim : and by 
this means fo encourag'd him with promifes, that he made hafte to fet fail. 

rs But in the mean fpace Dementm ( who was both elocjuent,and in great authority with 
the Citizens J made the Ptolomaidans change their resolution, telling them,Tbdt it wai 
much better for them to hazard themfelves in fonie uncertain danger, wherewith the Jews threat* 
ned them, than to deliver themfelves into the hands of fuch a Mafier,from whom they could 
expe& nothing but manifeji (lavery. And moreover, not only to fuftain * prefent Wars but 
that which is more, an imminent War from Egypt: that Cleopatra would hot permit that Pto- 
lomey Jhould levy an Army of tbeNeighbouringHations,but would come againft ihem with i 
great power, and would endeavor aljb to thruji her fin out of Cy prus. And as for Ptolomey, 
// he werefruftrate of his hope,yet be might notwitbjianding once more return again to Cyprus* . 
in this cafe they were to expeU no lefs than extreme dinger. Now although that Ptolomey, ^JJ,, t l. 

g being at Sea,underftood how the Ptolomaidans had chang'd their opinion,yet continued quire aid 
he his courfe onward, and landing in the Port of sicamine, he caufed his Army ( who jgjj ft a , t h * F<#; 
were of Foot and Horfe to the number of 30009 Men ) to take Land^and with them he imtf'% baod*. 
approach'd Ptolomais', and perceiving that upon his encamping, they of the City ad- 
mitted not his Ambafladors, neither in any fort gave ear Unto them, he was wondroufly 
perplexed. But after Zoilus, and they of Gaza came Unto him, intreating him to - 
grant them afliftance,for that their Countrey was deftroy'd by the Jews, and by Alex- 
ander: For which caufe Alexander raifed his fiege from before Ptolomais, for fear of Pto- 
lomey 5 and retiring his Army into his own Countrey, he began to ufe this ftratagem. For 
covertly he incited Cleopatra againft Ptolomey, and openly he made (hew of amity and 

§ confederacy with j*/ofo»e^promifioghtmto give him 400 Talents df Giver, provided that AltAltJtr 
he would deliver him the Tyrant Zoilus, and affign thofe polTeflions held by himunto the perfi/ad«h 
Jews. Ptolomey having made a peace and league with Alexander, did at that time willing- 
ly lay hold on Zoilus : but after that he undetftood that Alexander had fent and incenfed Ztilm , 
his mother againft him, he brake all agreement, and befieg'd Ptolomais, that would not 
entertain him. He left his Lieutenants at the (lege with part of his Forces, and mar- U m,. . 7 
ched away with the reft, to invade and pillage the Counttey ofjuded. Alexander pet- Puhmj «- 
ceiving Ttolomty's intent, affembled about 50000 fighting Men of his own Coutrey, (ot ^J^SjJ^ 
as Tome Hiftorians have written, 80006 ) with whoni he wetat out to fight againft Pto- i«. 
/owcy,who fuddenly fetting ilpon ji±och,a City of Galilee, on a Sabbath-day, took it by

l!^-V^-» Cleopatra, Ptolomey'J mother, cometh to ajfiji the Jews againji him. His attempt to hir 
dueEgyvtisfruftrated,MexaadertaketbGaz*,atidpra8ifethg^ 
ral Wars concerning the hjngdom of Syria, ihe grcateft part of the Jews extreme hatred 
againji their King Alexander, ihey call Demetrius Eucerus to their aid. 

HE afterwards fet upon Sephor a City near unto Azoch, from whence he departed 
with the lofs of many men, with an intent to fight with Alexander : who camcB 
pbor'.'" ' forth to encounter him, and met with him near unto "Jordan,™ a place called Afophon, and 
HccAtonumt- encam ped right over againft the Enemy. He had in his Vanguard 8000 men,but the reft 
wL^ors'by of his Forces not finding themfelves fo well armed, were fearful to engage, who carried 
hundreds. brazen Bucklers. Ptolomey's Vanguard alfo had Bucklers after the fame fafhion. Thilo- 
fiephanus the Camp-mafter did not a little encourage them : For he caufed them to pafs 
the River which feparated the twoCamps,which Alexander would not oppofe,promifirjg 
himfelf the victory, if his Enemies could not retreat. In the beginning of the skirmifh, 
each one of them fought with anfwerable valor 5 fo tha-t a great number of them fell 
on both fides. But Philofiephanus perceiving that Alexander's Army had the better, he 
wmhrew * took a P art of hls rollowers » and speedily feconded thofe who were ready to flie. The C 
Wing of the^ews Vanguard feeing themfelves frefhly charged, and not fuccoured by 
any means, began to flie; and fo far were thofe that marched next them from yielding 
them affiftance, that all of them became partners in one fhameful flight. But they of Pto. 
lomeys fide behaved themfelves far otherwife : for they purfued and flew them ; and af- 
ter they had put them in diforder, they charged them fo hotly, that they blunted their 
Weapons, and wearied their Arms with killing them. It is reported that 30 000 were 
flam in the battel ( Timagenes faitji, 50000 ) as for the reft , fome of them were takea 
Prifoners, and otherfome fled unto their Houfes. After that vtolomey had obtained this 
«hc cnThc 10 victory, he over-ran and (boiled the whole Countrey, and in the evening, he quartered 
might afflift himfelf in certain Villages of Judea, which he found full of Women and Chifdren,and D 
mor?«rror', h commanded his Soldiers, without refpeft of perfon,to cut their Throats, and to chop 
caufcth hit ' them into pieces, and afterwards tocaft the morfels into a boy ling Cauldron , and when 
soUicr. w eat they were well b ol j e d j to cat t h e fame: All which he adied, to the intent that they rbat 
n>10i ' were fled from the battel, and retired to their own Habitations, fliould know that their 
Enemies would eat mens flefh, that by this means they might be more afraid of tbeni. 
strabo and Nicholas report, that they demeaned themfelves after this manner, as I have 
kcnTforc"' declared. And Ptolomxy took Ptolomais alfo by force, as I have made known elfe- 
where; 

But Cleopatra perceiving how herfon profpered,and how he had fpoilt jfcn^without 
any prejudice, and fubdued the City of Gaza: (he concluded with her felf,that (be ought E

myagainii hl'tgypt, whofe foveraignty he afFe#ed. For which caufe, fhe fuddenly marched out againft.

Navy, becaufe the Inhabitants of that Countrey were revolted, fhe her felf came to 
Ptolomais, and befieged it, when (he perceived that they refufed to grant her entry. Ptoh-

But at laft, he was deliveVd of all thefe Trou- htfm'cbnjts 
bles, he lived in quiet,and governed his kingdom peaceably all the reft of his life- "*" v " 7 > 
time. But Demetrius marching from Jude* to Serosa, befieged his brother Philrp with y^s~*^> 
10000 Foot, and 1000 Horfe. But Straton Lord of Berosa^ allied to Philip, called Zizus 
Duke of the Arabians, and Mithridates Sinaces Governor of the Varthuns , unto his 
help 5 who repairing unto him with great Forces, befieged Demetrius in his own Tren- 
ches, in which they foinclofed him, by continual (hooting of Darts, and want of Wa- 
ter, that they conftrained him, and thofe that were with him, to fubmit themfelves to 
I their mercy. When they had fpoilt the whole Countrey, and had feized on Demetrius^ CxShl'^l' 
they fent him prifoner to Mithridates, who at that time was King of Panhia. And as for thcr PbMp id 
the Antiochians, as many of them as were found in the Camp, were fufferedto be gone BerltJ - 
with thefafety of their lives and baggage, a 1 ad to return to Antioch, But Mithridates, 
King of Parthia, honour'd Demetrius, by all means pollible, until he was furprized with a 
ficknefs whereof he died. Immediately after the battel, Philip came into Antioch , and 
having obtained the kingdom, ruled over Syria. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

K Divers Wars of the Kings of Syria. Alexander, King of the Jews,takes many places. Hit 
death, and his advice to his gHeen Alexandra, to inftnuate her fclf in the favor of the 
Pharifees,/<?r to gain the love of the People. 

AFter this, Antiochus called Dionypns ( who was Philip's brother ) came into Datnaf- 
cus to make himfelf Matter ot it, which he did quickly, in his brothers abfence"^'* ^ Ra /-

On the contrary fidei Ariftobulits 
was of a different and more herorck nature, being more adUye inperformanccand care-

Now although Antipater faw that Hireanus made fmall account of his instigations, yet N 
teafed not daily to in vent and propbfe new (urmifes and accufations, urging Arijlobulush 
; hatred and pradtice to murt her hfm : and prevailed fo by his importunity, that at laft he 

perfuaded him to flie to Aretas King of Arabiarfrotwiiag h\w,That in fo doing^be would 
give him both ajdand ajfiflance. Hireanus was the more eafie to be induced to follow A** 
tipater's advice,for that Arabia was adjacent to Jewry. Whereupon he firft of all fent jf*- 
tipater to Aretas, to take aflurarice of him that he (hould not betray him into his Enemies 
hands, if he, (hould fubmjt himfelf unto him,and require his afiiftance^ When Antipater 
had received his affurance from the King, he returned tojerufalem unto Hireanus: and 
not Jong after that took him away with him, and departed the City by night, and after*, 
wards with great journies arrived at Pc/m, where Aretas kept his Royal Court. Andbe^O 
. ing very familiar with the King, he entreated him to re-eftablifh him in the Kingdom of 
Jewry, and did fo much by his importunity and the Prefents which hegave him, that he

Pompey , after a three months ftege,tool^ihe temple cf Jerufalem by ajffault , and forbeareth 
plundering of it. He lejjens the Jews power. He leave th Scaurus to command his Army ; 
carricth Ariftobulus Pri/dner to Rome, with Alexander and Antigonus his two fins, and 
his two daughters. Alexander maheth his efcape out of Prifon. 

N the mean time the City of Jerufalem was divided, for fome thought good to yield 
up the City to Pompey 5 others Ohat were of Arifiobulus's faction) counfelled that

; 1 be the gates fbould be keptihut 3 >and reparation for War mould be made, becaufe the Ro- 
(i'J'scJ WyF^- mans detained Arijiobukts Prifoner. The laft prevailing, feized the Temple : and break- 
ing down the bridge which was betwixt it and theCity, refolved to ftand on their de- 
fence. But the others not only deliver'd the City into Pompey s hands, but the Royal 
Palace alfo,whofent Vifo his Lieutenant thither with his Forces to take poffeffion thereof, 
and to plant his Garifons therein, and to fortifie the houfes near the Temple. Firft there- 
fore Pompey offer'd the befieged certain conditions of peace, which when they refus'd, he 
(hut them in on every fide, being in all thefe his endeavors affifted by Hircanus. Pompey 
K P pre™m- incamped I with his Army on the North-fide of the Temple (which was the eafieft to be 

i. onto btficge aflaulted ) on this fide alfo there were certain high Towers,and a huge Trench,befides a 
tiie Temple. d eep Valley that begirt the Temple. For on the City-fide there was fuch Precipices/that M 

there was no paffage, the bridge being broken. The Romans wrought vigoroufly in cut- 
ting down of Trees to make Bulwarks, which being done, they planted great Machines 
and Engines that Pompey had caufed them to bring from Tyre, they threw great ftoneBul- " 
lets with them to batter the Temple. The Romans had hardly got their Works accom- 
plifhed, if the ftrift keeping of the Sabbath had not hinder'd the befieged to make any 
oppofition that day. For the Law permitteth them to defend themfelves againft their 
Enemies,being aflaulted, but not to aflail them when they intend any other work. 
Which whep the Romans underftood, they neither gave affault,nor proffered skir- 
mirti on thofe dayes which we call Sabbaths : but they built their Fortifications and 
Towers, and planted their Engines, fo that the next day they were ready to put them in N 
iix- in- execution againft the ?ews. And hereby it is eafie to conjecture, how incredible the piety 
tiTinittui n. ^ of ourNationis,and how ftudious and induftriousit is in obferving the Divine Laws, 
notwiihiia^' ^ or notw >thftanding any prefent or imminent danger, they never defifted'to offer their 
In!* The luvc" folcmn Sacrifices: twice a day, in the morning, and about the ninth hour, the Priefts 

ii. tt k-.ni<>: offered duly upon the Altar. For when the Temple was taken ( in the third month,and 
i!v rur.p.t. Qn a f a (^ n g day, in the hundred feventy nine Olympiade, in the year wherein Cajus An- 

tonius, and Marcus tullius Cicero were Confuls) the Enemy entred the Temple by force, 
arid kuTd all they met. Yet notwithstanding all this, the Priefts ceafed not to offer their 
accuftomcd Sacrifice: and neither the hazard of their lives, nor the great number of 
thofe that were kill'd, could force them to flie j they held it more convenient for them 0 
to indure all things that might befall them in attending upon the Altar, than rotranf- 
grefs or vary one jot from their ordinances.

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CHAP. IX. 
Antipater proveth very ufefnl to Scaurus in Arabia: 

SCaurus led forth his Army againft Petra a City in Arabia i and the wayes being fd 
bad that he could hardly get to it,he fpoilt all the Countrey round about $ his Army 
- — was p re fled with famine, Antipater, by the order of Hircanus, furniftVd him with Corn, 

and all other neceffaries, out of Jewry : who being fent Ambaffador to Aretas from 
Scaurus perfuaded him to contribute a certain fum of filver to fecure his Country from 
being pillaced,and he himfelf alfo became pledge for 300 Talents. This done, Scaurus fc 
fini{hedtheWar 9 accordingtohis defire,and with no left contentment to Arttos and his 
Country; 

CHAP. X. 

Alexander, Ariftobulus-/ fin, armeth in Judea,*»<* fortieth the -Towns. Gabinius ovtr^ 
throws him in battel, and be ftegeth hint in theCaJile of Alexandrion. Alexander dehver- 
cth it up to hint, withfevtral other places. Gabinius eftabhtocth Hircanus Higb-Prtefk 1A 
his room, and reduoeth Judea to be governed under the Nobility. 

NOt long after th\s, Alexander, Ariftobnlus's fon, made divers inroads into Jewry } for 
which caufe Gabinius came from Rome into Syria, and ( befides other things wor- 
/«f,ca P . 10. thy of memory which he atchieved ) he led forth his Army againft Alexander, for that 
c»Bl« fottifi- Hircanus had not as yet fufficient power to refift him,being otherwife exercfed in build- 
eJ. ing the Walls of Jerufalem that were beaten down by Pompey 5 notwithftandtng the Ro- 

wans that were in Jewry hindred him from performing the fame. This Alexander travel- 
ling through the whole Countrey, affembled divers Jews', fo that in fhort time having 
gotten together 10000 Foot, and isooHorfe, with good ammunition, he fortified the 
Caftle of Alexandrion near to the City of Coreas. He fortified Machtron alfo in the 
mountains of Arabia. Gabinius therefore came forth againft him, having fent before him q 
Marc** Antonius, accompanied with other Commanders, who recruited the Hansons with 
their coming, and the jf«wthat were under their obedience, whofe Captains were Pitbo- 
laus and Malichus. They took alfo thofe Allies whom Antipater had htfed, and in this 
equipage they came againft Alexander. Gabinius alfo feconded them With his Troops. 
Hereupon Alexander drew nearer with his Army towards Jerufalem, where giving battel 
to the Romans, he loft about 3000 of his followers, and the like number of his men were 
led away Prifoners. After this, Gabinius repaired to Ale X andrion,znd invited thofe that 
held it to yield,promifing them pardon for the Rebellion they had begun. And many 
of his Enemies having encamped themfelves before the Fort, the Romans charged them : 
in which conflict Aferfasr Antonius behaved himfelf very valiantly, having killed feve- g 
Eh ! ct ral of the Enemy with his own hand 5 Gabinius left a part of his Army in that place, to 
,ics in 7<»,j ,he end that during the fiege thereof, he might go and vifit the Countrey of Judea : he 
t ^, bcre r* 1 de commanded therefore all thofe Cities which in his journey he found either defolate or 
Led. WCre '"deftroyed, to be repaired ; for that Samaria, Azof, Scytbopolis, Antbedon, Raphia, Dora, 
Marifja and Gaza, with divers others, were new built: fo that through the obedience 
that was given to Gabinius'% command, it came to pafs that the Cities were fafely inha- 
bited, which had layen long time before deCart. 

And after Gabinius had behaved himfelf in thismanner in the Countrey, he returned 
to Alexandrion. Whil'ft he thus infifted about the fiege, Alexander fent Ambafladors 
Kt n» is- R.f- unto h im, demanding pardon for his offences > and reftoring into his hands the Caftles of p 
fr.ui.af.11. Hjrcania and Mjcfaro^ a nd finally that of Alexandrion, which Gabinius levelled with 
AUxlndrhn, tne ground. And whereas Alexanders mother came unto him ( who favoured the Ro- 
ltk% wei Ca " »*» faction, and whofc husband and children were kept inPrifonin Rome) Ihe obtained 
all that which the rcquefted at his hands : and after he had carefully and friendly difpor 
fed of her affairs, he led Hircanus to Jerufalcm,\o take charge of the Temple and Prieft- 
f( . hood. He ordained alfo five judgment feats and places of feffion,and divided the Pro- 
SMcwnVnrrj vince into anfwerable parts: for the one anfwered in Jerufalem,thc fecond at Gadara,xhc 
third mAmoiba, the fourth at Jericho, and the fifth at Sapbora,wh\ch\sa Town of Gali- 
lee. By this means the Jews were deliver'd of their Monarchy ,and lived under an An- 
ftocracy, or government of the Nobility. 0

them, and brought them under obedience : but it was impoffible for him to reconcile rb/Monarchy.: 
Alexander % for he having 30000 Men with him, came forth to meet withGabwius, with ^Jjjjg 
whom he fought, and was overcome, with the lOfs of 10000 of his Men, near unto ^the atbinluL y 
Mount Itabyr. 

After that Gabinius had ordered all things in Jerufalem by Antipater % s advice, he pre-

nint. Now when Gabinius had petform'd great and magnificent exploits in War, he re- zn&orfann: 
turned to Rome, furrendring the government toCraffus, Nicholas Damafcene, and Strabo 
of Cappadocia ( who differeth in nothing f torn Nicholas) have written of thefe Expe- 
ditions of Pompey and Gabinius in Judea. 
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Crafius robbeth the Temple of Jerofalem. He is defeated by /£e Parthians. Caffius reti- 
reth into Syria, and defends it againft the Parthians. Antipater V great credit, his mar- 
riage, and his children. 

■f- f^Raffus intending to make War againft the Parthians, came into Jcwry.and took away 
' 3 " V.v wrth him the (acred money (' which Pompey had not touched, which amounted to

But Antipater, who was of their Nation, perfuaded IdJtuLZL 
them to take theirparts, fhewingthem the Letter of the High-Prieft HircanusAa which m x> »« Ct «- 
hc invited them to be friends untoC^r, and exhorted them to furnifti his Army with f%" cd witb 
whatfoever they ftood in need ofj fo that feeing that Antipater and the High-Prieft were Memphis in 
agreed together, they fubmitted themfelves.

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CHAP. XV. 

Antipater continueth to acquire great reputation in the Egyptian War. Caefar comet h to Sy- 
ria, ejiablijbetb Hircanus in the High-Priefthood, and conferreth great honours upon Anti- 
pater, notwithftanding t\^%0\x\xs Ariftobulusx fins complaints. 

The conflift X X 7 Hen he was come to a place called Delta, hefought with the Enemies in a place 
of the E&jpti- \\ which is Called the Camp of the Jews : in which battel, Mithridates led the right 
7 £ Wing, and Antipater the left. Being hotly engaged, the Wing that Mithridates com- • 
Vtitt. manded, began to give ground, and was like to have been utterly routed, had no^Anti- b 
*z;«cap.i8. j ahr ( rU noing with his Soldiers along theRiverfide ) obtained the upper hand of his 
Enemies,by putting the Eg#f/<f»* that were Conquerors to flight, and reftored Mithri- 
dates. And purfued them fo far, that he got their Camp, and called Mithridates to take 
wi.br/iitci part of the prey that he had recover'd from the fugitive Enemy. Mithridates loft 800 
XTi" h of his men in this battel,but Antipater loft but 50. Mithridates wrote hereof unto Ca-

Now after that the War was fini(bed,C^r came by Sea into Syria,and bellowed great q 
honours as well on Hircanus, to whom he confirmed the High-Priefthood, as on Antipa- 
. £onfir ter, whom he made a free Citizen of Rome, and granted him all other priviledges belong- 
m«h Hiramt ing thereunto. Divers report that Hircanus himfelf was in this War, and tjiat he came 
in the Prieft- - mto Egypt, which Strabo the Cappadocian affirmeth,fpeaking after this manner, by the au- 
tehZiw* thority of Afmm\ after that Mithridates had entred Egypt, with Hircanus the High-Priejl 
a Cicizen of 0 f the Jews. The fame Strabo in another place fpeaketh thus by the authority of Hypfi- 
st%'* cr**"* That Mithridates went alone j and that Antipater was fentfor into Afcalon, whtre he 
Apnh'i. prepared 3000 Soldiers, becaufi he was Governor of Judea, and encouraged the reft of the Go* 
ml'"'*"- vernors 3 and Hircanus the High-Priejjt alfihada part in this War. T hus far Strabo. At 
that time came Antigonus^rifiobuluisfon.toCafa^hmentmg his father, who had beenQ 
poyfoned in his fervice, and how his brother had his head ftruck off by Scipio, befeech- 
Antigonut, \ a g him to have companion of him,being thruft out of his Kingdom. He accufed H/r- 
r n /! ucufoh cxnus and Antipater alfo, for their tyrannical and violent government over their Natioo, 
Hintnu, and and in juries offered to himfelf. Antipater being at that time prefent, anfwered for hire- 
jmifiut be-f e jf to thofe points wherein he was accufed i declaring, That Antigonus and his' friends 
%patcr'l were faSious and feditious men, as for himfelf hew much he had done, and how many exploits 
anfwer to bis be bad executed in the late War, whereof Caefar himfelf was a witnefs. Moreover, he avowed 
!?S?M»r that Ariftobulus had been juftly led twice into captivity to Rome, for that he had been alwayes 
made Gover- an Enemy, and no wayes well affe&ioned towards the Romans. And as for his brother, who was 
nor over beheaded by Scipio, he averred that he was jufllypunijhed by him for his Roberies,and not inju- g 
dCi ' rioujly and outragioufly, as he pretended. After that Antipater had fpoken to this effeSt,Ca- 

far declared Hircanus High-Prieft, and gave Antipater any government whatfoever he li- 
ked beft : who, according to his choice, was appointed Governor of Judea<

More- 
over, Sextus Cdfar, Governor of Syria, wrote unto Hircanus to abfolve him , adding 
threats to his perfuafions, if fo be he mould perform the contrary 5 which gave Hircanus 0 
occafion to deliver Herod in defpite of the Council : the rather alfo, for that he loved 
him as intirely as his fon.

Know therefore, that there is a five- H^dTd*''' 
raign God, that will one day punift) both you and the King, and him whom you will deliver by bywTr- 
the Kings means. And fo felt it out as he had faid : Foras foon as Herod had obtained Y^'lrl^ 
the Kingdom, he put all thofe of the council to death, and Hircanvs himfelf likewife fl'SfaS ap - 
onely Sameas was exempted : for heefteemed him mightily, becaufe ofhis wifdom and P c,rtth no 
K juftice, and becaufe when the City was befieged by Herod and Sofws., Sameas perfwa- ZZ 
ded the people to receive Herod, telling them, that bv reafon of .their fins and offen- 
ces, they could not efeape from him 5 whereof we will fpeak in time and place. Hir- 
canus perceiving that the Judges were inclined to condemn Herod, deferred the fen- 
tence till the next day, and fent fecretly unto Herod, counfelling him to flie out of the 
City, attiring him, that there was no other means to fave his life. Thus he ported to 
Damafcus (as if he had fled from the Kings prefencej and prefenting himfelf before 
Sextus Cafar, after he had aflured his perfon, he refolved with himfelf,that if the coun- 
cil (hould call him once more to anfwer, he would not obey them. But after his de- 
parture the council was difpleafed with Hircanus, an4 endeavoured to perfwade him 
L that all thefe things tended to his deftrucVion : which he perceived,yet knew not what to 
do he was fo negligent and void offorefight. WJien Sextus had made Herod Governor of ^"vchap. 
Celojyna (which eftate he fold unto him for ready money )Hircanus was afraid left Herod x r l f\f ,u t

rable to his fear. For Herod marched forth againft him,with a great Army,fuppofing him- P ,ace tp Heroi 
felf to be much wronged by the affignation he had fent him, and in that he was fummo- „ e 7" ay mo ' 
nedto give a reafon of his actions before the council.But his father ^»/^rer,and hisbro- nlioi march. 
thcrphafelus came forth againft him,to hinder his approach towards Jerufalem, driving to ^ lin{l - . 
appeafehis fury,and counfelling him not to attempt any thing by way of aftionjbut that ag^Army 
contenting himfelf that he had threatned and affrighted^dw^f, he fhould not attempt M ^ IS

Caius Julius Cafar Emperor,High-Prieft,Di&ator the fecond Time, To the Governors 
Senate, and People of the sidonians, Health : If you are well, we are in ' 
health, both our felves and our Army. 

I have fent you the copy of an infcription, regifired in favor of Hircanus , Alexan- 
ders fon, High-Prieji, and Prince of the Jews, to the end it may be placed among publick it 
monuments: and my will is, that it he engraven in a table of brafs, both in Greek and La- 
tine letters 5 the Tenour whereof is this that followeth : Becaufe Hircanus, Alexanders f on 
the Jew, both at this prefent, as alfo heretofore, as well in Peace as in War, hath expreffed 
his fidelity towards us and our ejiate, as divers Commanders of our Armies yield tefiimony 
of him, and for that in our lajt Alexandrine War, he feconded us in the battel with Fif- 
teen hundred Men j and having been fent by us to Mithridates, hath furmounted all thofe 
of his Company in valor. For thefe caufes my will *r, That Hircanus, Alexanders fon and 
his fucceflors , be Princes of the Jews." and further, that they continue always in the High- 
Triejihood, according to the ordinance and cuftom of their Countrey : and that both he and 
his children be our ajjociatesh and be inrolled Ukewife, as our chief eft friends : andt all *, 
that which appertaineth to the Priejihood, according to the ordinances of the Jews, be at- 
tributed to him and his, and if there happen any difference touching the difcipline of the 
Jews, our pleafure is, that it be determined by him. And as for the munitions of War^ 
and the money to be levied for the entertainment of Souldiers,we tiling it not fit that they Jhonli 
be charged. The Decrees made and granted by Cains Cafar being Conful, are thefe : 

That the fins of Hircanu&ie Princes over the Nation of the Jews, and enjoy the placet 
granted unto them. That the High-Prieji and Prince of the Jews give favor and aid unto 
'thofe that are offended. That AmbaJJadors be fent to Hircanus, the fon of Alexander, 
Wgh'Priefi of the Jews, to treat of amity and affbeiation with us. That a brazen table hi 
cre&edin the Capitol : andlikewifi at Sidon, at Tyre, and at Afcalon in the Temples, where- r% 
in fiiall be engraven the Contents hereof , in Roman and Greeks letters, to the end, that all 
the Treafurers that are in the Cities,and all other Magijiratts may by this our Decree underjiand, 
that they are our friends, and that their Ambajjadors be entertained with hjndnefs and pre* 
fent s, and that thefe Edi&s be fent into all places, 

CaiusCaefar Emperor, Did ator, Conful, for the good of the Senate and people of Rome, 
hathgranted to the honour, vertue, and humanity of Hircanus the fon of Alexander, that 
bath he and his children fl) all be Wgh-Priejis in Jerufalem, and of the whole Nation ac- 
cording to the Rites and Cujioms whereby their ancejiors have enjoyed the Priejihood. 

Catus Ca?far, Conful the fifth \time, hath ordained that they JliaU inhabit Jerufalem, W 
build again the Walls of the City 51 and that Hircanus (Alexanders fon,the High-Priefiand- n 
Prince of the Jews) pall govern as he things, fit, and that every fecond year of their tti- 
hute, there be a part deduced out of the rent they owe, and that they be exempt from all 
ether impofitions and tribute J. ' 

Caius Caefar, twice Empjeror+ hath ordained, that the Jews JIj all contribute every year 
for their Cities, except Joppa j he acqmtteth them alfo every feventh year (which they caU. 
the year of the rcji ) becaufe that* therein, they neither reap nor fow, neither gather the fruit 
of Trees. His jurthcr pleafure is, That every fecond year, they bring their Tributes urtto 
Sidor),whicb fhall be the fourth part.oj that which Jhall be fown'-, and beftdes this, that they' 
pdy the tenths to Hircanus and. his. fans, which they have paid unto their FredeceJJbrs iMto 
this day. Commanding that no man, whether be be Governor, Captain } or Embaffador, or » 
any other whatfoever he be, levy. Souldrers witlrin the Countrey of Judaea, or draw any there- 
hence: neither exaCt any money, whether it be for Garifons in Winter, or for any other 
cauje, but that the Jews be exempt from all troubles in all places, and enjoy all that which 
they have had, bought, and P<Jj<lfah. - .It is our pleafure alfo, that the City of Joppe be un- 
der their government K which thiy havi ever enjoyed Jince the beginning of their league with 
the Romans.)

About this time it came to pafs, that the eftate of Syria was B 
s<xiu,c<}ar. f ore troubled upon the occafion that enfueth : Ctcilius Bafius, one or Tommys follow- 
ers, laid an ambufh for Sextus Ctefar, and flew him, and feifing upon his Army, ufurp- 
ed the Government : Whereby there arofe great War near Apamea. For Cffars Cap- 
tains marched out againft C£cilius^ with great force both of Foot and Horfe, to whom 
Antipater Cent his fons with forces to fecond them (in remembrance of the benefits he 
had received at Cafars hands) fuppofing it to be an aft of juftice, that themurthe- 
M Th'f« rer (houldbe punifhed for his fo hainous offence. Now whereas this War continu- 
m " sirix. ed a long time, Marc us came and fucceeded Sextus. And Cdfir was flam by CaJJius and 
c c J"^' i Brutus in the midft of the Senate, after he had commanded three years , and fix months, 
Brfiw.*" as it is cxprefled in another place.

imo >;ru,anj j n tent to take the Army that was near to Apamea: and having raifed the fiege, he 
oatieih drew bofh Ba ^ u( and Marcus to be of his faction, and travelling from City to City, he 
iiflHoffiiw gathered a number of Soldiers, and much warlike provifion, and impofed huge Tri-0 
from the j«»f. buteS! butefpecially he afflicted Jewrf, and exacted of that Countrey Seven hundred 
c'/ji a hem Talents of Silver. Antipater feeing the State in fo great fear and trouble, committing 
by tlx money the exaction of a part of this money to his fons 5 the reft he commanded to beaffign- 
li' ci;/^ kth ed to MicbusfNixo was his Enemy . Herod firft of all gathered that which was com- 
* manded him in the Countrey of Galilee, and for this caufe was greatly beloved by Caf 
fins : for he being prudent and difcreet, thought it no fmall policy at that time, to win 
thcRomans good will on other mens expences.Under the otherGovernprs the Cities were 
fet to fale, together with their Inhabitants : and amongft them, thefe four were the 
chiefeft, namely, Gophna, Emaus, Lydda, and Thamna : for Cajjitis fold the people there- 
of to them that would give moft. Befides,C<z#/»/was fo much tranfported with cho- E 
kr, that he had flain Malic his if Hircanus had not reftrained his fury, by fendinghim 
One hundred Talents of his own money by Antipater. But as foon as Cajfius was de- 
parted out Of the Countrey of Judaa, he praftifed Antipater s death, fuppofing that 
his cutting off would affure Hire anus's ftate. But Antipater was not ignorant of this 
his refolution ; for having an inkling' thereof, he got himfelf on the other fide of for* 
dan, and aflcmbled an Army of Soldiers, both jfejwand Arabians. Hereupon, Mali- 
chits (who wasa pol> t,c k and fubtil fellow,) denied ftoutly that he had intended any 
Mt'i-h-i'^y- Treafon, clearing himfelf with an Oath before Antipater and his Children, that he 
d, h wait to f l3 d never any fuch intent, cfpecially feeing that Phafetoheld $erufahm 3 and Herod f 
» )"«ir r b« *" a d an Army at command. And in the end, perceiving the difficulty wherein he was, 
f.'ffmaruh he reconciled himfelf to Antipater^ and they agreed at that time, that Marcus govern-

vfe'mike T~) U T imprudent Antipater faved Malichus to his own mifchief: For when Cafti* G 
f/7r.JOuv'cr. jQ and Marcus had aflembled their Army, they committed all the charge into Heroft 
u..r cxiy- | un j s ami made him Governor of Ce!oJyria,znd delivered him great forces, both ot 

Foot 
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H Foot and Horfe, and Ships by Sea: They promifed him likewife the Kingdom ofW*< '"N-*^"* 
after they had finifhed the War, that was at that time betwixt them, and Ant Wand tl'I^LT 
C£jar the younger. Whereupon Malichus mightily fearing Antipaters power, determi- k/«*'«W'* 
nedtodeftroyhim} and having corrupted Hircanus's Butler with Money ("with whom Nativit >> 
both of them celebrated a Feaft) hepoyfoned him, and afterwards affembling many Sol- £>-v^f 
diers about him, he made himfelf. Mafter of the City. When tfer^and Phafelus un- ^fj"'." u -' 
derftood the traiterous confpiracy attempted againft rheir Father, they were grievoufly to SepSC 
inceofed againft Malichus. But he denied al!,and efpecial abjured the intent or praclice 
of themurther. Thus died Antipater a juft and virtuous man,and fuch an one as dear- 
ly loved his Countrey. But Herod who was his younger fon, immediately refolvedto 

, revenge his fathers death, and came forth with an Army againft Malichus-. But Pha- 
felus, who was the elder, refolvedto circumvent him by policy, left he fhould raife a 
Civil War. He therefore accepted of Malichus juftifications, and made a (hew that he 
fuppofed that he had in no manner contrived Antipaters death, and onely minded his 
Fathers Monument and Funerals. Mean while, Herod reforting to Samaria, and find- 
ing it in a defperate condition, reftored the fame, and pacified the difientions that were 
amongft the Inhabitants. Not long after (by reafon of a Fcaftj he came to Jerufalem 
with his Soldiers. Malichus being afraid of his accefs", perfwaded Hircanm r that be 
fhould not permit him to enter into the City : whereunto Hircanus condefcended, aU 
leadging, that amongft the holy People it was not lawful to intermix a Troop ofpol- 
luted Men. But Herod flighted them that brought him this news, and notwithftan- 
ding his command entred the.City by night: whereat Malichus was much amazed. 
Whereupon, according to his ordinary diffimulation, he openly wept and bewailed 
the death of Antipater his efpecial friend 3 but under-hand he prepared a guard for his 
° w " £ fet y- . Notwithftanding it was thought fit by Herod's friends,to take no notice of 
hjsdiliimulation j but to make (hew that they were well-affefted towards Malichus. 

CHAP. XX. 

Caffius at Herod V entreaty, fends orders to the Commanders of tlx Roman Troops, to revenue 
I AntipaterV death - they fiab Malichus. Felix who commands the Roman Garifon in 
Jerufalem, a ttacketh PhafaHus, who reduceth him to capitulate. 

HErod having affured Cajfius of Antipater his fathers death, he knowing very well 
of what a wicked man Malichus was, wrote back unto Herod that he fhould re- 
venge the death of his father : befides, he fent fecret Letters to the Captains that were 
i n Tyre, commanding them to aid and affift H«Win that juft execution which he inten- 
ded. After that Cajfius had taken Laodicea, and the Inhabftants of the Countrey came 
together, bringing with them Crowns and Silver to prefent him. Herod expeding that 
Muluhus fhould receive his punifhment there, but Malichus miftrufting their defigns 
M when he was drawing near to Tyre in rh£nicia, he contriv'd a greater eoterprize For 
whereas his fon was an hoftagein Tyre, he entred the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into Judtat, taking that opportunity by rcafoa of Caffi MS 's troubles 
(who marched to meet with Anthony') he refolved to draw the people to an infurre- 
chon, and to make himfelf Lord of the Countrey: but God difappointed his unjuft 
purpofes: For HctWbemg a man of a ripe judgment, immediately difcovered his in- 
tention, and fent one of his fervants before, under the notion to prepare a banquet 
becaufe he had told him formerly that he would entertein all his followers : bur in 
effect, he fent him to the Captains, to command them to go out with their Daggers 
and to meet Malichus h who marching forth, and meeting with him near the fhore he' 
' ta bbed him. Which aft did fo much aftonifh Hircanus, that through amaze he g'rew 
fpeechlefs : and being much moved, he demanded of Herod's men how this accident 
had ha pned, and who it was that had killed Malichus ; which having heard, and how 
not hing was done without Cajfius s commannd : he anfwered that all was well done Ma- 
lichus being a wicked Man,and a Traitor to his Countrey. See here how Malichus 'was 
jultly punillied for the wickednefs he committed againft Antipater. 

When Cajfius was gone out of Syria, there arofe a new tumult iajud<ea: for Felix' 
who was left in Jerufalem with an Army, marched forth againft Vbajklus, and all the 
people were m arms. For which caufe Herod fpeedily repaired to Fabius, Governor 
<> Damafco, and intending to fuccor his brother, was prevented by a ficknefs : fo that 
u tbWlus obtaining a victory by his own forces againft enclofed him up in a Tower, 
whence afterwards he difmifTed him under compofition. Whereupon he grievoufly 
rebuked Hircanus, that being forgetful of divers good offices which he had received 

by 
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^ by h,!^ he had given aid unto his enemies. For Malichvs's brother being at that time A 
thtyt» i'hc r ^ volte c| planted Garifons in divers Fortreffes, and namely in Mafada, which was the 
l%rearfa ftrongeft of them all. As foon as Herod had recovered his health he drew forth his 
N4tivi</, 4°. f or ces againft him, and dipoffeffed him of divers places that he held, and after fuffered 
^"^^ him to depart with his life and goods. 

CHAP. XXI. 

Antigonus, Ariftobulus'j fon,gets an Army-, Herod overcometh him, and retttrneth trium- 
phing to jetufo\em.

which bordered with his Countrey . Herod alfo marching forth againft him,difpotfefled

. m3 lick good. Antenius ("who long fince had born a good affection towards them, by rea- 
kclh "pl'jjaittt fon of the ancient hofpitality that he had received of their father, during the timeG*- 
anj Herod binius was in J-ud&d) eftabliftied them both Governora of the fourth part, committing 
Jttrjichs. to their hands the affairs in Jud<ea : and to this effect wrote Letters, and committed 
fourteen of their enemies to prifon } had not Hvrod interceeded for their lives, he had C 
condemned them to death. Notwithftandingthis, as foon as they returned from their 
Ten tiioufand Embaflage, they could not contain themfelves in quiet, but reforted once more unto 
rJ«7o wmifc Antoitiastto the uumber of iooco^othe City of Tyre, where Antonius was.B\itAntonins(a\- 
H.roi who ready corrupted by ftoreofmony by Herod and his brother, who commanded in that place 
mX^iJ- ' ordalned tIiat the Embaffadors of the Jews fhould be puni(hed,for that they had attemp. 
cJ.a.ui pnuly ted to make new difturbances,and he confirmed Herd's Government. Atthat time Herod 
puttofli^ht. walking by the Sea fide 3 came unto them,advifing bothtbem zndHircamis (who atthat 
prefeni was with them) to give over their appeal, left fome misfortune ftiould befal 
them Which they not regarding, certain Jews and Inhabitants of that City, all at 
once ran upon them, killed fome of them, and hurt others, and the reft taking their D 
flight towards their Counerey, ever afterwards contained themfelves and lived in quiet, 
through the fear the had conceived. But when the people' ceafed not to exclaim and' 
proteft againft Herod, Antonius was fo difpleefed, that he commanded all thofe whom 
he held prisoners to be put to death. 

The year after Pacorus the Kings fon, and Barzapharnes a Prince, among the Parthians 
invaded and feized Syria. About this time Ptolomey died, the fon of Menntus 3 and his 
fon Lyfus reigned in hisftead, who plighted friendfhip with Antigonus the fon of Ari- 
Jtobuliis, who obtained his favor at his hands, by thecouncel and follicitation of a cer- 
tain Prince of great authority and credit with him.

0 followers attacked them in the Market-place, repulfed the £nemy, and drove him in- r ^->^^^ 
t o the Temple. Which done, they fent armed men into the houfes near adjoining , J 

o guard them 5 but the people ruining in upon them, and feeingthey were deftitute of *r/iw cW« 
aid, burned both them and the houfes wherein they were. But this cruelty of theirs Nativit >> 
was prefently revenged by Herod,who in a skirmifh that he had with them, killed a great -i^~v-\> 
number of them. And whrerea9 there were daily skirmifties between both parties, the hToI&k h 
enemies expected until the people (aflembled from all parts of the Countrey) ftiould whh hi/en" 
repair to Jerufalcm, to celebrate the Feaft of Pcnteccjh. Which being come, many in ,Lc 
thoufands of men aflembled about the Temple , both armed and unarmed , who ,ubuib **- 
feized both the Temple and the City ; except the Kings houfe onely, which Herod 

1 made good with a few Men of War. The Wall thereof rhafelvs\\\s Brother defended. 
HoWwith a company of his followers (allied out upon theEnmy, who were planted 
in the fuburbs, and fighting valiantly againft them, he put divers thoufands of them 
to flight, whereof fome retired into the City* others into the Temple ; thereft intoa 
certain Bulwark near at hand. In this battel Phafelus (hewed no little valor. 

Pacorus Conductor of the Parthians, came into the City with fome few Horfemen at P^ror^cMcf- 
Antigonuss requeft, making (hew thathecametoappeafethe fedition, butthefcope of rj" £, ^ e 
his coming was, to obtain tlje foveraignty for Antigonus. After that Phafelus was come wi««thea"y. 
out to meet him, and courteoufly entertain'd him in his houfe. Tacorus perfwaded Inm pwka^th 
to go Embaffador with him to Barzapharnes, intending under this pretence to furprife IoEmb*mjor 

K him. He fufpe6Hng no treacheries, was eafily perfwaded, notwithftanding that Herod «• Bjr^fHr- 
mifliked the courfe, who knowing the perfidious manner of the Barbarians, exhorted " ff * 
him rather to aflail Pacorus, and to affault and opprefs his Forces, when they were 
come unto him. Neverthelefs, Hircanus and Phafelus undertook this Embaflage, and 
Pacorus (leaving with Herod Two hundred Horfemen, and Ten of thofe whom they call 
Free-men) condufted the Embaffadors. Nowas foon as they came into Galilee, the Go- 
vernors or the Cities in that Countrey, came forth armed to meet them : Barzapharnes 
alfo at the firft gave them friendly entertainment, and honoured them with Prefents^ 
but (hortly after he began to praftife treachery. For Phafelus and his attendants were 
conducted to a lodging that adjoined the Sea 5 where hearing tidings that Antigonus ™ e 

j_had promifed One thoufand Talents^ and Five hundred Virgins to the Parthians^ be- ch^wa^nft 
gan already tofufpeft the Barbarians. For a certain friend of his had given him an ink- *W*to'> 
ling that there were treafons intended againft him that very night, and.that his lodging 
was privily befet with a Guard. And furely they had been furprifed, had they not ex- 
pected that the Parthians (who were round about Jerufalem') ftiould have feized on He- 
rod, fearing left he having an inkling of their difafter , ftiould betake himrelftoflight. 
This was ihortly confirmed to be true by the guards that arrived : For which caufe 
there were fome of Phafeltrs's friends, who counfelled him, that without any more de- 
lay, he fhould betake him to his Horfe, and fly from thence : and amongft the reft, 
Ofilius was moft earneft, who had difcovered this plot, by Saramalla a rich Syrian (who 
M offered them his Chips that road hard by, to further their flight.) Phafelus would neither 
forfake Hircanus, nor leave his Brother Herod in danger, but repairing to Barzapharnes, 
he told him, that he did him wrong to ufe thefe finiftcr practifes againft him. For that 
if he had need of money,he was more likely to receive it at his hands, than from Anti- 
gonus- and that it was an intollerable injuftice to put Embafiadors to death, who came 
unto him upon his honour, and had no ways offended him. But the Barbarian hearing 
thefe things protefted, by an Oathj that not one point of that which he had fufpeded 
was true ; whereupon he prefently went to Pacorus. 

CHAP. XXV. 
Bar2apharnes detaineth Phafaelustf#<J Hircanus Pri/oners^fendeth to Jerufalem toficurcHe' 
N rod, whoretireth by night, with hk Men and his Relations s he is jet upon by the way, but 
x getteth always the upper-hand. Phafselus kiUethhimfelf. The Kingof /for Arabian'/ ingrati- . 
tudc forwards Herod ; he goeth to Rome. 

AS foon as Barzapharnes ^was gone, fome of the Parthians took Hircanus andP&i- . Janj 
falus prifoners, who mightily detefted his perjuries. But the Eunuch that was 
fent unto Herod, had inftruftions given him tointicehim without the City Walls, and pHfedbyihe 
afterwards to apprehend him. But Herod was forewarned qf this treachery, by certain BtnbU%u 
Meflengers (who were fent by Phafelus to give him notice thereof) who being in- 
tercepted by theenemy inthe way,and HerW getteth notice thereof, he addreffed himfelf 
to Pacorus (and thofe in greateft authority among the Parthians) who fubtilly diflembled, 
O notwithftandingthey knew how all things went,telling him, that he fhould do wellto re- 
pair with them without the Wall, to go and meet thofe Meffengers, who brought him 
Letters $ who had not as yet been feized by their adver faries, but came to acquaint him 
that Phafelus was well. But Herod gave them no credit, becaufe he was already other- 
ways 
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v^_yv_^ W avs advertifedof his brothers furprifal, and had alio far greater fufpition of the Par- A 
W <f ' h ' thins, by the follicitation of Hircanus s daughter, whom he had married. And al- 
53', though the reft made no account of her advertifements, yet Herod gave credit unto her, 
setivity, } 9. c QT t fi it fh e was a mo ft w if e woman.

Whilft thus 
RtmSthey were debating of their differences,fW, who rather gaving credit to that which 
i , md prevent- ne had heard as concerning his brother (and touching the trealons intended againft 
cti. ti.emby ^ . Part fo a „ tJ t han to his adverfaries 5 as foon as it was night, concluded to 
make ufe of the time, and to make away, without ftaying any longer amongft thofe 
uncertain dangers, which his enemies intended againft him. For which caufe he fled B 
with thofe Forces he had with him : and mounting his mother , his fitter and 
Iiis betrothed , whom he was to marry ( who was Alexander's daughter ) the 
niece of Arijiobulusj and her mother ("who was Hircanus* daughter ("and her youn- 
ger brother, with all their family and train, he departed into ldum&a without fufpiti- 
on of the enemy. Amongft whom there was not one fo hard-hearted, who feeing f uc h 
a pitiful fpe&acie, could not be moved to companion, beholding the mothers drag 
away their little children, and abandon their Countrey with tears and complaints: and 
that which was worfe, to leave their friends in bondage, without any hope of comfort or 

WMieom'or- But Herod mattered thefe misfortunes by his invincible courage, and for that he was c 
, «h his friends a con ft ant » m an in all fortunes, he exhorted every one of them whom he met in the 
in their Big'". ^ t o be of good courage 5 and not abandon themfelves to immeafurable forrow , 
for that by fuch means they might hinder his retreat, on which their folc and fecureft 
confervation depended: whereupon they for their part endeavoured themfelves to di- 
ffer^ feeing e ft font griefs, according to Herod's exhortation. Mean- while he hardly refrained 
SnrTotoVcr- from laying violent hands on himfelf, by reafon of the Chariot wherein his mother 
turned,isreidy ro de, which overturned, and hadalmoft flain her 5 yea fo much did this cafualty terri- 
,0 munhcr fie h{m ^c oT f ear le ft tne enemy in purfuit fhould furprife him during thefe delays) 
C ' fo that he drew and prepared his fword to kill himfelf, had not forae affiftants and 
followers ftept in to him, and ftayed the ftroke, befeeching him inftantly not to for- D 
fake them, and leave them fubjedl to the enemies violence*, alluring him, that it was 
not the part of a valiant man to refpeft his own private intereft, and neglect his friends 
danger. By thefe perfwafions he was induced to hold his hands, both by reafon of 
the apprehenfion of thefe words, which were fpoken unto him, as alfo for that he was 
over-ruled by rhe multitude of thofe who would not permit his hand to execute his will, 
fo that taking up his mother, and doing her all thefervice that the time perraittcd,he 
followed on his way, and with the fpeedieftand neareft means he could heretired toward 
the Ca f ile otMaJJada - where in the way, he oftentimes foaght againft thePartbiam that 
Kf«<iretirin g charged andpurfued him.buthe always got the victory. The alfopurfued himdu- 
iowjriKV4fl4- ring his flight 5 forfcarcely had he travelled fixty furlogsoutof the City, but that they E 
fchV>*'»rW- aflailed him in the high-way: but he put them to flight, and obtained the victory, not 
«"'• like a defperate man, enforced thereunto through neceftjty, but like a difcreet, clear 

couraged and valiant Soldier. So that in the very place where he obtained the victory 
againft the 'jews (after he was made King) hebuilded a moft fumptuous Palace, and 
a City, which he called Hcrodium. Whilft he remained at Rejfa (a borough of Ida- 
mtca) "jofeph his brother came forth to meet him, and to confult with him concern- 
ing their prefent condition, and to know of him what fhould become of that great 
multitude that followed him, confidering that they had no Soldiers in pay, and the 
Caftle of Maffada, (whither they intended too fly) wastoo little to hold all the people : 
for which caufe he fent away many, to the number of Nine thoufand, willing^hera to f 
difperfe themfelves here and there in the Countrey of idumea, and for the better dif- 
patch of their journey, he furnilhed them with victuals. As for himfelf, he took with 
him his molt able Soldiers and Friends, and repaired to the Cattle of Maffada (in which 
place he left the women and their train, to the number of Eight hundred, or there- 
ThcP»-ji6/4»i abouts, and furnifhing the place with Corn, Water, and other Provifions neceffary, he 
i"i«n' of -/ria" went unto rctra -> chiefeft City of Arabia. As foon as it was day, the Parthians plun- 
/iii" S ,"ridd"." dcrcd all that Herod left xxfjerufakm j and amongft other things, they fpoiled the Pa- 
mojf M.i„jjj. i acc - hut they medled not with Hircanus's money, which amounted to fome 300 
Talents.! htyleft divers other things them behind alfo that appertained to Herod, and 
efpccialiy that which had been tranfported into Idumaa by his providence. Neither q 
were tlie Parthians content with the fpoil of the City, but they forraged all the Coun- 
trey roi.nd about, and ruined Mariffa a very rich City.

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H Thus Antigonus, brought back into his Countrey by the King of the parthians re- - 
ccived Hircanus and Thafrlus that were Prifoners : yet he was vehemently dipleafed mrfi"-?-?' 
becaufethe women was efcaped, whom according to his promife he intended to havi ie f°" c 
delivered with the money : and fearing left Hircanus through the favor of the people Nitiv,tJfm 
fhould be re-eftablifhed in his Kingdom (who then was Prifoner in thecuftody of the 5? >^ ■ 
parthians) he cut off both his ears, depriving him by that means from enjoying the 



he was no wayes diftieartned with death, but that which he efteemed moft miferable c 
I and difhonourable was, that he muft needs die by the hands" of his Enemy. Seein" Xm^f. 
therefore that he could not difpatch himfelf by other means, (becaufehe was bound ^cfticniwod; 
and chained) he knockt out his own brains againft a ftone, and fo ended his life (with 
as great honour as may be imagined in fuch a defperate eftatej depriving his Enemy ^tttlii,^ 
of that power which he intended to praftife in tyrannizing over him at his pleafure: It ownbiainl 
is faid, that the wound being very deep, Antigonus fent privily Chirurgions to cure Anti ^ nvA 
him 5 and that under colour of healing him,they Oiould put poyfon into the fame,wherc- Z11 ? pL. 
through he might die. But before Phafielus gave up the ghoft, he underftood by a A wouni!t 
certain womans that his brother Herod had efcaped from his Enemies : for which caufe [in"^ "' 
he endured his death with far greater cheerfulnefs and conftancy, feeing that he left ° 
A behind him fuch a man as would revenge his death, and punifh his Enemies Bat He- 
rod was no ways difcomfited with the greatnefs of thofe adverfities which' invironed 
him round about, but was the more whetted on to find out new inventions, and to ad- 
venture confiderable attempts. For he went unto Malcbus King of the Arabians (to fwflyeth 
whom formerly he had fhewed much courtefie) hoping to receive the like of him in n 
this time of his great neceffity, and to draw fome money from him, either by intereft S?»b?"o" w 
or gift. For being ignorant of his brothers death, he endeavoured to redeem him monc y- 
fpeedily from his Enemies,by paying his Ranfo.m (which amounted to Three hundred 
Talents) and for that caufe he ledj with him thefon of Fhafalvs, who was only feven 
years old, to leave him in pledge amongl) the, Arabians for the fumthat was deman- 
Lded. But certain meffengers came to him from Malchuf, who charged him in the Heroiiicom- 
Kings behalf to retire back again,for that the f arthians had enjoyned him that he fliould man i ed ouc , of 
neither receive nor retain Herod ■> ; An4 ufed this colourable pretence, becaufe he Chlm 



would not pay : his debts: and hereunto was perfwaded by the advice of thegreateft E vP t: ' rom 
in authority among- the Arabians, who pjptentjed^thereby to make themfelves matters fo^S* 
of that treafure.tTiat ^ntipater had^mmitte^l tp their cuiftpdy. , Her^anfweredthem, repaired to 
That he repaired not into their Countrey to give them caufe. fa any trouble, but finely to con- 
futt withthem about certain matters of great imqrtanU touching hk gpmeftate, and that A^Smof .

^ cruel (torm * fo that with g^t'^Qgerac laft he arrived in Rhodes, . having been in- 
forced in the tempeft to cafi: into the Sea great part of his goods. There he met with 
Saptinasaii d PioUht'ey f 1 two of Lis endeared friends. He found alfo the City of Rho- 
^ hadfufTered much mifery by CaJfivs'a Wzrs: and although his means were very fhort, 
yet he helped them in what He might, and caufed their Walls to be repaired, notwith- 
Jtanding that by fo doing he greatly hindreil himfelf. After that, hecaufed a little 
Frigbt to be built, and embarked himfelf with his friends to repair into Italy, and ar- 
rived at Arttndufium, and from ; thence, went to Rome.

C * Ha"of>~ means ' as ne na< ^ keen rormer *y declared Tetrarch. But that which mod moved him 
{"den.?/" ' hereunto, was the hatred which he bare unto Antigonus, whom he accounted to be a 
mutinous man, and an Enemy to the Romans. On the other fide, Cdcfar was well incli- 
ned to fuccor him, both in regard of thofe Armies which Antipater had brought into 
Egypt \n his fathers fervice, as alfo becaufe of the good hofpitality and kindnefs that he 
had (hewed him in all things 5 and efpecially to gratifie Antonius, who was well affe- C 
c"red towards Herod. Whereupon the Senate being afiembled, Mefiala and Atratinus 
H „ e j»jmit- brought forth Herod, and after they had praifedhim, and recited the favors which the 
«cj into the Romans had received by his father, and the great affection and good will which he bare 
Sred King, to tne P eo P le °f they accufed and declared Antigonus the Romans Enemy, not 

' only for his ancient crimes, but alfo, that in contempt of the Romans, he had recei- 
ved the Kingdom from the Partbians. Whilft the Senate was fore difpleafed at the 
report of thefe things, Antonius arofe, and declared openly before them all, that in 
furtherance of the Parthian War, it were not amifs that Herod fhould be made King: 
which opiaion of his was generally allowed, and finally ratified. The principal de- 
I'troi intenJ-J monftration of the love and affection which Antonius bare unto Herod, was, that he 0 
?m h fS?" noton, y obtained him the Kingdom, beyond all hope , for he never thought that the 
wlfi-.Ker, Romans would grant that dignity unto him, who were wont to referve that honour to 
•njovrth ihr thofe ofthe Kings blood, and therefore he irttended to havedemanded itforhi6 Wife* 
jw£!i- Brother Alexander, and Nephew to Artfiobulhs by the Fathers fide, and to Hire anus by 
cthiheOpi- the Mother (which Alexander, Herod afterwards" put to death, as (hail be declared in 
,oi wuh '«•- time and place) but alfo far that, within the term of feven dayes, he fent him out 
/,.' of Italy, with the unexpected title* of his felicity. " 

As foon as the Senate was rKea,Amtonius and Cafar went forth, leading Herod between 
them, and being accompanied by the Confuls and other Magiftrates, went up into the 
Capitol to do facrifice, and to place there this Decreethe Senate had made as touching E 
this matter. The firft day of Herod's Reign Antonius feafted him 5 and after this man- 
ner he was eftablifhed King,the hundred anq eighty fourth olympiadejn theyear wherein 
C. Domittus Cahhtm t wtce Conful, and. Cdius Afinius Pollio were Confuls.Mean while An-

AFter that Herod was come from Italy by Sea to Ptolomais, and that he had aflembled 
no fmall number of Soldiers both ftrahgers and his own Country-men, he 
marched forward againft Antigonus, and palled thorow Galilee. Silo and Ventidius " cji0 ^ Ru f\ 
alfo gave him affiftance in this adtion, having received direction by Cellius from An- a""?^' *** 
iomus, that they fhould affift Herod to recover his Countrey* But Ventidius was em- V crod return - 
ployed in appeafing the troubles that were raifed in the Cities by the Parthians: and S'tXth^ 
as touching silo hekept in Jud£a,hw\ng been corrupted by Antigonus. But the further fonH bit army 
that Herod daily marched into the Countrey, the more his forces did increafe$ and all ■ 1§linft AMt ~ 
Galilee ( except a very few) fubmitfed themfelves unto him. Whileft hemarched for- hc'oJ afr.uk- 
K ward towards Mafiada, ( being moved thereunto, for to relieve his parents that were c! !' f 0 w Ci an ^ 
befieged therein ) the City of Joppe would not grant him pafiage : for the Citizens hit> 
thereof were his Enemies : fo that it behoved him firft of all to ruinate the fame, to 
the end he might leave no retreat behind him for his Enemy,if he made toward Jerufalem. 
Upon which occafion Silo laying hold, diflodged his army and made thitherward : whom 
when the jfawdid p Ur f ue Herod fallieth out with a fmall company,, and put them 
to flight, and faved Silo: who could not refift anylonger. Afterwardshavingfeized 
on Joppe, he hafted forwards to deliver his friends that were befieged in Maffada 5 but 
part of the inhabitants fubmitted themfelves unto him for the friendfhip . they had born M .. 
unto his father: and others of them,for the honor that they bear unto ^.nim: the reft'ad-' themfcim"^ 
Lmitted his government, in acknowledgement of thofe favors they had received from. Herod - 
them both. But the greateft part, was moved thereunto by the hope they had 'conceived' 
of their new elected King ? and the confirmation of his Government. Thus by thefe 
means was his Army mightily inc^eafed. 

Whileft thus he marched forward,. Antigonus feized on thofe places that werefittert!

cthiomeofhis flight, for he caufed an incredible quantity of viftuals to be bronght them 5 and com- 
Sc'aT'oca- mand'ed his friends that inhabited theconfinesof Samaria,to bring them.Corn, Wine, 
fiontodepm Oyl,Cattel, and all other fuch provifion from Jcrrcho^ to the end, that from th3t time 
f um 3 eru f*~ forward the Souldiers might want nothing. Antigomis was not ignorant thereoFTo that 8 
Hcr'oiprocu- he prefently fent men thorowout the Countrey, to intercept and fcrrprize the purveiors 
red & fumifli- and v iftualars. Who following Antigonus command, affembl'ed a great number of Sol- 
titV'Ss diers near unto Jericho, and encamping in the mountains, efpied and watched thofe that 
and abundant brought the vittuals. Mean-while Herod lay ftill, but rook with him ten companies, 
Tntigcnus five of Roman Soldiers, and five of the Jews, with home he intermixed Tome forrain 
fenduth out Soldiers, with fome few horfemen, and came to Jericho 5 where being arrived, he feized 
Soldiers to^ on the Town, which was abandoned by the inhabitants, of whom five hundred 
roTwaudcrs. with their Wives and Children were retired into the top of the mountains, whom h e 
took, and afterwards fetat liberty : but the Roman Soldiers, entring into their houfes, 
and rinding them full of all forts of moveables, theyplundred them. And the King C 
having left a Garrifon in Jericho, difraiffed the Roman Army to go and winter in the 
Countries lately furrendred unto him j namely, in idumta, Galilee, and Samaria. Anti- 
go n us alfo putchafed his favour at Silons hands by (tore of bribes, that pare of his 
Army was lodged in Lydda, all which he did to currie favour with Antony. 

Whileft thus the Romans lived in all abundance and bare no Arms 5 Herod would 
not be idle,but fent his brother Jofeph in ldt/m<ea,whh a thoufand foot,and four hundred 
horfe 3 and himfelf reforted to Samaria, where his mother and his other praents kept, 
who were removed ont of Maffada* After this he went into Galilee to furprize cer- 
tain Caftles which were held by AntigonUt Garriforis, and being.arrived at Sephork 
( during a great fnow ) after that Antigdnus Garrifons were gone out of the forefaid D 
Robbers. Caftles, he found a great abundance of all forts of heceflary provifion, And there 
having notice of certain thieves, who inhabited iri Caves, he fent a troop of horfe, 
with three companys of foot, againft them : whom h'e Commanded to puriifti thofe rob-

m \ t i"aaii'- dayes after, be himfelf with all his Army marched thither, where the enemies charged

' main battel, put them to flight, who were already ajmoft raafters of the field, and 
madethofe of his followers that fled, face about and' tb purfue their enemies as far as 
the flood )ordan: who fled fome oneway' and fome' another ; fofthat he drew all Gali- 
lee under his fubjedtion, except thofe thaV lurked in the Caves. He diftributed money & 
alfo amonghV his Soldiers, and gave each Soldier an hundred and fifty drachmes, and 
far more unto their officers, and afterwards lent them to winter in Garrifons near at 
hand. \ 1 I _ 

About this, time tf/'fo* and B,!s Captalni, who had pafled the Winter in the faid Gar- 
rifons^ came unto him Antigonus would ho'rriore furnilh them with victuals : for he gave 
them maintenance for no more time then a month, commanding thofe that dwelt round 
about them,co fpoil theCountrey,and afterwards to retire themfel ves into the mountains, 
to the end that the Romans might be deftitute of neceffary maintenance, and by that 
means might be confumed with famine. Herod gave Pheroras his youhgeft brother the 
charge or that provifion, commanding him to inclofe the Fort of Alexandrion with * 
a wall; who fpeedily brought topafs that the Soldiers had all forts of neceflaries at 
command: re : edefied alfo the fort of Alexandrion which had Been laid defblate. About 
that time Antony was in Hthencs, and Ventidius was in Syria, who havYrtg fent for silon 
to accompany him againft thej\ir//>i<w,did firft of all charge him to affift Herod in that 
War : and afterwards to excite the provincial ennfedera'tes to furrfier'his War. But 
Herod difmin^ingS/'fo* and his company to follow their deftinated Wart with Ventidi- 
us, did in his own perfon lead out his Soldiers againft thofe thieves that lived in dens;

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Hhad been, or the fortune anddifafter that at that prefent attended him, came down from ^ ^> 
the Tower, and humbled himfelf on his knees before sofa's feet 5 who having no com- S^/iT''** 
paflion of the change of that efhite wherein he faw him, outragioufly mockedi him, cal- *«M 
ling him Madam Antigen* s yet he left hira ijot without guard after the manner of a Nj,ivitJI - 
Woman, but faft bound for his further affurahce. But Hergd'was buliedHrl'devifing how 3 5 Vtv^j 
he might moderate his alTociates and ftrangers,after he had the upper hand over his Ene- ^V'^ fub - 
mies: for the ftrangers fwarmed into the City, and not only into the Temple, but aIfoS"w j-S£." 
into the Sanctuary. He therefore exhorted fome, and threatned others, and retrained 
the reft by force of arms, and he was more troubled at that prefenc in being a Conquer 
ror, than if he had been conquered: for that thofe things that were not lawful to be 

I feen, were beheld by prophane men. He prevented likewife the fpoil of the City, as 
much as in him lay : befeeching Softus raoft ihftantly, to preferve it to the utmoft, asking 
him. If the Romans would leave him King of a Defart^after they had voided the City of men HcroJ forti 
andgpodst alledging furthermore,^^ he efteemedthe government of the whole World of no £c£J S e 
value, in regard of the life of one of his Citizens. Sofius anfwer'd, That it was reafon that ,lran 8 c; *- 
the fillage Jliould be given to the Soldiers, who had born the hazard of the. fiege: whereUnto ,™ c'^'h"' 
Herod anfwer'd, That he would fatisfie every man 6ut of his ownTreafury 5 and by this riieans^ d«d. " y m ' 
he ranfom'd the reft of the City, by fulfilling thofe promifes : for hegave many mighty 
gifts unto every one of the Soldiers, and by proportion unto the Captains 5 but above 
all, he royally rewarded Sofius : fo that every one of them departed very well fat'if- 

*fied. * , 

Thefe calamities hapned ip the City of f&ufklem, in the year wherein Marcus Agrippa 
and CanidiusGallus were Confuls, which was in the 185 Olympiade, in the third month, whcn 
on the day es wherein thefolemn Faft was celebrated 5 as if this affliction had jumpt to . / ew VVJS taken ' 
getherin one inftant with that of Tompeys, which had hapned that very day ij years. 
Softus offered a Crown of gold urito God, and/afterWards departed from Jerttfalem 3 \ead- 
ing Antigonus Prifoner with him unto Antonius. But Herod fearing left if \Antigonus 
fhould be kept by Antonius^ and fentto/to/we, he (hould debate his Title with him before 
the Senate by proteft, that he was defcended of the Royal Line 5 whereas Herod was bu t hmJ bribeth 
a Plebeian and common perfon : and that although he had offended the Romans , and Anuniusmrh 

I thereby might not deferve to be King ; yet at leaft his Children, who were of the Prince- 7^J'Z^ 
ly Line, were not to be denied their Title : Herod, I fay, fearing thefe things, prevailed »«. 
fomuch, by force of his money, with Antonius, that he caufedhim to put Antigonus to V? end of ? e 
death, fo that at that time Herod was truljndeliver'd from all his fear. Thus ended the «K"»nd the 
eftate of the Afmoneans, after 1 26 years. This family was famous both for their Nobi- e "'"> aion of 
lity,and alfo by reafon of their Sacerdotal dignity,and for the noble actions and exploits ho'ol 1 '"^ 
which their Anceftors had atchieved for our Nation 3 but they loft their authority 
through their mutual faftions: which fovereignty was derived to Herod, Antipater's 
ton, who was ignoble by birth, and of mean friends, who; were fubjedts and vaflals to 
Kings.

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CHAP. I. 

Antony 'Antigonus, KMrg- of the Jews,** Ac beheaded, p 

IN the former Book-I have declared howtfojfo and Herod took the City of Jetufa* 
lem by force, and with it Antigonus Prifoner : -Now we will alfo declare that 
which hath fubfequently followed ; for after that Herod had obtained the abfo- 
lute government over the whole land of Judea, he advanced all thofe among the 
common people, who favoured his proceedings : as for thofe who were oppofed 
againft him, there pa (Ted not a day wherein foraeone or other of themfuffered not pu- 
ntfhraent. But, amongft the reft, Tollio the Pharifee, and sameas his Difciple,were high- 
ly honoured by him : For during the time of the fiege of Jerufalem, they counfelled the 
Inhabitants to receive and entertain Herod 5 for which caufe, he refpe&ed them accor- E 
dingly. Some are of opinion that Sameas made this Prediction. This tollio heretofore 
(when Herod was found guilty of death) foretold to Hircanus , and the reft of the 
Judges, That being abfolved by them, he fiould one day infliS punifiment on them all. Which 
Prediction God in procefs of time approv'd bythe event : no fooner therefore became 
he Mafter of 'jerufalem, but he gather'd together all the richHouthold goods that was in 
the Palace 5 and furthermore having robb'd the rich men of their goods, and by this 
means raifed a great fum of gold and filver,he fentgreat Prefents to Antony and his friends. 
Moreover, he condemn'd 45 of Antigonus's principal- and nobleft Favourites to death, 
fctting a Watch about their doors, that none of them might be carried out under colour 
of being dead. The dead bodies likewife were trodden under foot : and all the gold, F 
lilver. or jewels, that was to be found amongft them, was carried to the King, and con- 
verted to his ufe, fo that there was no end of thefe miferies. For the covetoufnefs of the 
Conqueror ( whofe greedy snd thirfty defire could hardly be quenched ) laid hold on 
whatibevtr was theirs. And becaufe it was the feventh year,it neceflarily came topafs, 
that the Land was left uncultivated, for we are forbidden to fowe in this year. Antony 
having taken Antigonus Prifoner, rcfolv'd to keep him in Prifon until the time of his tri- 
umph : Rut after that he had heard the Jews were ready to rebel, and continue! their 
good afFcclion towards Antigonus, in regard of the hatred ihey conceiv'd againft Herod, 
he concluded with himfelf to take his head from him at Antiocb: for the Jews could 
fc ircclv contain thcmfelves. strabo of Cappadocia teftifieth no lefs in thefe words : G 

Antony having brought Antigonus the Jew to Anuoch,caufed his head to be cutofi'b<tnd 
ir.ts thcjirjl among //jcKomans that hatl^caufcd a Kwg to be beheaded in this manner, fuppo-

that time then fixteen years old, and fo nobly born :)confidering that Antonius was at 
that prefent in fuch authority,that no one in Rome was in greater credit then he ; and 
whobefides that, was very much addicted to his pleafures, which he openly hut ted after 
why C Arift,ku. without fear of punifbment in regard of his greatnefs and power. He therefore wrote 
/.</ whs not h im t hj s anfwer, that if the young man'-ftiouW bur only depart out of the Countrey, 
all the Land would prefently befllled with Wat arid TroubleU'orthat the Jews pretended 
alteration in Government, andfought to innovate by prefering a new Ring. When he 
had in this manner excufed himfelf unto 'Antonius, he refolved to entertain both the D 
younger Ariftobulus and his Mother AkxattdfH'^\th more refpedt. Moreover his Wife 
Mariamne did continually 'importune him 3 to give the Prieft-hood to her brother, 
alleadging that by that honour he might prevent the occafion of his journey. For 
Hr r»rf in- which caCfe aflembling his frierlds together w cburicel,he grievoufly accufed Alexandra 
vei-i.eth a- before them, protefting that (he fecretly torifpired againlt the Kingdom, and that by 
flTcn the mediation of Cleopatra (lie laboured to dlfpoffefs him of the foveraignty> to thein- 
«iin E toufur P tent that her Son by Antoniu* rneanes might Govern in bis (ted. Which practice of 
the Kingdom, fars was fo much the more uhjflft, becaufe (he deprived her own Daughter of that 
honour wherein (he was, and raifed up troubles likewife in that Kingdom which he had 
conquered with great labbr,and extreme danger : Yet notwithftanding that he willingly E 
forgat that which was paft, and forgave thofe wrongs (he had done againft him, and 
was ready notwithftanding to (hew all kindnefs and courtefie both to her and hers. 
He gave the High- Priefthood to young Ariftobulus, alleadging that heretofore he had 
eftablifhed Anaml in that place for no other refpett, than for that Ariftobulus was 
under years. • 
jicxanin n- After that 'he had thus ferioufly and confiderately difcourfed in the prefenceof the 
cvkxh twrfcU- Ladics>andconfiftory of his friends, Alexandra almoft befide herfelf,not only through 
a "-.j^'"*- (|c the joy (he had conceived by this unexpected good fortune, but alfo for the fear (be 
Eni "»\ X had to be fufpected, began to defend her felf with tears and proteftations, faying. th*t 
toi ho Cm, all nhatfocver Jbe bad cither praUiced or done, mas to prefer her Son unto the Triefthood 
i /;^"T C1 ' cd '° rehom fm five difhonourcd: but as touching the Kingdom, that fie had never pretendtd, 
neither would (if fo be fie fhould be prefented therewith') receive the fame, thmkjngbi* 
fclf for the prefent fujficicntly honoured, both for that fhe faw Ariftobulus in that efi ate, 
for the ajjuraticc that all her progeny fhould' receive, in that he was raifed up in dignity above 
the rrjl. Being therefore overcome by thofe favors, (he accepted willingly the honor 
for her San and (hewed her felf obedient in all things, requefting him that if (he had 
committed any thing rafhly and through inconfideration or paffion, either in refpeCt 
of her children, or by the loofnefs of her tongue, he would be pleafed to pardon her. 
After thefe debates and interchangeable difcourfes on both fides,they (hook hands the ^ 
one with theother, in token of a more fixed and unfained friendfhip than was before, 
burying ( as they pretended ) all cvill fufpition or caufe of unkindnefs. 
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Herod depofeth Ananel from the dignitie of the tiigh-trifthood, and confereth it upon Nitivit >' 
Anftobulus, he caufeth Alexandra to be feized on and Ariftobulus when they were 
about to make their efcape by going to Cleopatra * he feineth a reconciliation with 
them and afterwards caufeth Ariftobulus to be drowned befiowing a cojily funeral 
ott him, 

TT Ereupon Herod took away the Prieft-hood inftantly from ^»W,who was not that 
I £~P Countrey-man born (as we have heretofore declared ) but was born amoneft « ciio & *- af ' 
thoXe Jews that inhabit and were planted beyond Euphrates by the Affyrians. Fordivers £Si 
thoufani Jews inhabited theCuntreyof BabylonpnA from thence took he his Original tl,cpricft hood 
alfo, being otherwife of the race of thd Priefts, and welt affected toward Herod for a fr ° m ' 
long time before, with whom he had familiar acquaintance. He had prefered him to 
this honor when he was made King, and degraded him likewife, to appeafe the troubles 
of his famiely : demeaning himfelf herein contrary to the law of the Countrey : for 
whereas any one hath once been inftalled in that degree, he is never to be difplaced 
The firft that tranfgrefled this Ordinance, was Antiochus Epiphanes,who difpoflefTed loftth ThePrf.ft- 
• and prefered his brother Ontas to this place. The fecond was Arifiobultts, away from his *°»d taken 
tt brother Hircanus, and ufurped it himfelf. Herodwas thethird,who gavethe Prieft-hood fromthrce * 
to Ariftobulus eftablifhing him in Ananels place before he was dead : and by this means 
fuppofing that he had found out a remedy to appeafe the difcordsof his family, he not- 
withftanding all this lived not without fufpition what event would follow after this re- 
conciliation : for he feared Alexandra , left demeaning her felf as fhe had done fhe 
fhould feek occafion hereafter to raife new troubles. He commanded her therefore to r 
contain herfelf within the royal Palace, and to do nothing of her own authority 
Befides that he had appointed certain intelligencers, who fhould diligently obferve that He I oi ' 
nothing fhould be done without his knowledge, no not concerning her particular ex- USSU 
pences and table. All which things exafperated her againft Herod, for being full of obferved ' 

L fem 'n|ne pride, fhe difdained to fee her felf thus wrongfully fufpected defiring rather 
to fuffer any thing, than to be deprived of the liberty of free fpeech, and under colour 
to be honoured, to live continually in fervitude and fear. Whereupon fhe fent fome 
of her trufty friends to Cleopatra to complain and lament the infuportable miferies of 
her prefent eftate, entreating her according to her power, to give fpeedy relief; Where- 
upon Cleopatra fent her word, that both (he and her Son fhould refdrt unto her into 
Egypt with as^great fecrecie as might be pofltble. Upon which advice fhe pradifed 
this policy. She caufed two Coffins to be made, fuch as men were wont to bury their , 
dead in, in which fhe hid her felf and her Ton, comanding thofe fervauts of hers that $£Si to 
were privy to her defign,to carry them out in the night time, and to go directly towards flicint0 

M the Sea, where there was a Bark in readinefs prepared to convoy them into Egypt. But h« fcm« by 
ffop one of ber houfhold fervants declared this enterprize of hers to Sabhion on of 
Alexandras _ friends, fuppofing that he had been made privy thereunto : who had no 
fooner inkling thereof, but (for that beforetimes he was Herods eqemy, by reafon he 
was fufpected to have been one of thofe that fought to poyfon Antipatar} he refblvea* 
by difcovery of this fecret flight to convert Her^/ hatred inro friendfhip: and prefently 
difcovered Alexandras fecret enterprize to the King. Who diflfembling the matter until 
it was upon the point of execution, furprized her at fuch time as fhe thought to fly 
and yet notwithftanding. he pardoned her that fault (in that he durft not decree any 
rumdiment againft her, though he c^uld' have found in his heart to have ufed feveritv ) 

^ tor that Cleopatra would not have contained her felf, had fhe but had fuch an occafion 

ottered her to exprefs her hatred againft Herod. For which caufe, under the colour of »"^ £on - 
ah,gh and magnanimous fpirir, he made (hew to pardon her of his meere clemency : tZ^tT' 
yet inwardly refolved to deftroy young Arijiobnlus h yet not rafhly upon theinftant, 
k!t the ait fhould grow apparent and palpable. 

Now the fcaft of Tabernacles was at hand, which was one of- thofe that watfeere- 
nioaioufly and folemnly celebrated among us-, for which caufe he concealed his in- 
tents during the teftival dayes,intending both in himfelf, and in the prefence and com- 
p.iny of the people, to follow all kind of pleafure and delight; yet his envy incited 
him to haften the execution of his will. Arifiobultts was at that time fome feventeen 

O vc-.rsold who when he approached the Altar to offer facrifices, according to the law 
• ^welled in the High Priefts Ornaments to perform the ceremonies, he (who for* 
amiable countenance and good ftature, furpafledthetendernefsof his years; expreffing 
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'* ^-fj in his countenance the dignity and Nobility of his Race, drew the eyes and goodafFeftio nsi A 
Kt!" of all the peopleunto him * fo that they openly called to remembrance the noble a&ions 
]}<f, re thrift's 0 f Arijiobulns K\s Grand-Father. All the people being therefore furmounted by their 
Nitivitx, a ff e ai ons? BD d at that prefent time being all of them overjoyedj they brake out by Httle 
n-^-v-^ and little into acclamations, mixt with withes and prayers: fothat the good will the 
people bare to Ariftobnlus difcovered it felf openly, and they manifeftly (al though too 
haftily in fuch a Kingdom ) declared what evils they generajy endured.- For all which 
caufes Herod concluded to execute that which he had plotted agair.lt Ariftobnlus. As 
foon therefore as the feaft was over-pafled , he went into Jericho, where Alexandra 
entertained him. In that place he ufed Arijiobulns with all kindnefs to draw him 
to fecure fome place, playing with him, and counterfeting to fport, after the faftiion B 
of the young men, to gratifie him. Now the place where they fported being too 
hot they quickly wearied left their fport,and went out together to take fredi air and 
finding a pleafant (hade under certain Arbours, and near certain fifh-pools, which were 
largely fpred round about, they beheld certain of their Servants and Friends that fwofn 
therein, with whom not long after Ariftobnlus began to fwim, being perfwaded there- 
un:o by Herod. Whereupon Herods confederates ( who were deputed to execute the 
murcher ) laid hands on him and thruft him under the water pretending to duck hira, 
in fport, and never gave him over untill fuch time as they had ftifled him in the water. 
This hapned about the evening, and after this manner died Arijiobulns, after he had • 
lived in all for the fpace of eighteen years, and adminiftred the Priefi-hood one whole q 
j,i[UhAim\% year: and after this, Ananel prefently recovered his former dignity. 
'TT^Sc When this accident was reported to the women, all of them burfl: out in tears, 
"',',n. 'a«"™i and were tranfported with ftrange lamentations, which they uttered over the dead body. 
,<it,Mc<i to the A11 the City alfo was mightily troubled,neither was there any private family that thought 
i> ncii-iioo . - t ^ touc hed by this inconvenience, but imagined the lofs in particular to concern 
himfelf and no other. But above all, when Alexandra had notice of this wicked deed 
(he was more palTionate and perplexed than any other, being fo much the moredifcom- . 
forted for that (he knew how all things had hapned. But the fear of a far greater 
mifchief contained her to reprefs her paffion, fo that divers times (he was ready to 
The lament*, bereave her of her own life, and difpatchher felf out of rnifery with her own hands, q 
tin.itor/Jr/- , E U t (he contained her felf, to the end, that furviving, and living after her fon, who 
i i " bulus Jcath - W as fo fraudulently deflxoyed,and prolonging her own life, without giving any fufpiti- 
on or (hadow, that (he might with more opportunity expect the occafion to revenge 
her felf; For which caufe (he diflerabled all things, concealed her grief, and made 
(hew that (he knew nothing of that which was either intended, or had hapned. Asfor 
Herod, he laboured by all means to perf wade the (hangers, that this death had befallen 
Arijiobulns without his knowledg ; and did not only prepare that which wasrequiGte 
for the funeral,but made (hew to be truly forrowful^and it may be, that in reraembraa«e 
of Ariftobnlus beauty and flouriftiing young years,he was realy touched with compaffioo, 
Herod! coun- notwiihftanding, that he imagined tharhis death (hould be a means of his own fecurity^ £ 
,erWtr ° t,oW, <jemeaning himfelf in all things circumfpectly, with intent to purge himfelf of that 
, crime: But efpecially, be (hewed his great magnificence in the interring of his body, 
both in the furnifhing and preparation of the Herfe,as in the perfumes and other things 
thereunto belonging,in fuch fort, as the grief which the Ladies had conceived was pacified 
after this manner of confolation. 
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Herod k obliged to repair to Aritonius, to clear himfelf from AriftobutosV death, he witt- H^fWf' 
neth him with Prefthts-. He gave order 9 before his way-ioing, to his Brother-inLan Jd- JS WHr * 
i'eph , to put Mariamne to death, if Antonius jbould condemn him to die. Tofeph " " 



revealed it imprudently to this Prittcefs} and Herod put him to death, for being jealoh* 
of him, and Mariamne. Cleopatra'/ unfdtiatle ambition and avarice - 

BU T none of all theft things could either move or mollifie Alexandra, but daily 
more and more (he increafed her forrow, and in the height of hertears kindled 
her wrath with a defire of revenge. * She therefore acquainted Cleopatra by her pri- Aiexinirtctr. 
I vate Letters of Herods Treafons, and her fon$ tnoft iniierable, and untimely death : ,ific, j? c "v J - 
Cleopatra long before that time defirous to affift her, and having cbmpaulon bf her r^r"!"^ 
mifery, undertook the matter, and ceafed hot to incite Anton) to revenge Arijlob'ulms her J"°"»«r 
death j telling him, that it was an unpardonable errour, that Uerod^ being created King Iher" 1 mur * 
in fuch a ftate, whereunto he had no right, (hould be fuffered to practice fuch confpira- " 
cies again the true and lawful Kings. Antony perfwaded by thefe her words (as foon 
as he came to Laodicea ) font for Herod, to the end, that making his appearance he might 
anfwer that which might be objected againft him, concerning Ariftobnlus^ death : for 
he difliked the acr,hotwithftanding, that Herod himfelf had attempted it. But although' 
Herod was afraid of this accufation, and did not a little fufpeft Cleopatra's difpleafure 
K tnat ft e ceafed not continually to provoke Antony againft him) yet he obeyed his 
commands, and tranfported himfelf thither (the rather for that he durft not otherwise 
doj) notwithstanding he left his Uncle Jofephf' behind him, committing the Govern* 
ment both of the Kingdom, and his privateeftate unto him 5 giving him fecret inflrri- ' 
dions to kill Mariamne, if fo be, that Antony (hould happen to do him any mifchief. 
For he loved her fo extremely,by reafon of her beauty,that he fuppbfed himfelf wrong- Ant9r ^ com - 
ed, if after his deceafe, (he (hould be beloved by another 5 and he openly declared, g!*!??7 
that all that mifery which befel him, proceeded from Antonies paffion, and intire affe- ehVgeJjt c " 
ftton, and admiration of her beauty, whereof he had formerly heard fome report As the 
foon therefore, as he hacVhfpofed his amiirs, notwithftanding he had little hope of ISl&fr 
I good hap, yet he repaired to Antony. 

But Jofepth governing that Kingdom that was Committed lb his hands, converfed * 
divers times upon this occafion with- Mariantne , and communicated oftentimes with 
her, not only about publick affairs, but alfo to do her that honour which fo great a 
Princefs deferved. Therefore as he fecretly convers'd with ber 9 witncfl3ng thefriendfljip 
and ardent affe&ton which Herod bare unto her \ He found, that neither (he nor Alexan- 
dra did credit any fuCh thing, but rather laugh'd at it. For which caufe, joftbh being 
too forward to exprefs the Kings good will towards her, proceeded fo fiir, that he dif 
covered the commands that was given him 3 thereby to make mariifeft, that it was not 
poffible for Herod tolive without her, and that if any inconvenience ftould happen uh'- 
M to him,he would not in death alfo bedif^joyned from her.This difcourfe of Jofephswis 
not interpreted by the Ladies, as a demonstration of his good will, but rather, as a 
manifeftation of Herods wickednefs; who dying, defired alfo that they (hould peri (h 5 
and interpreted, that which he had fpoken, as the teftimony of his tyrannical and ma- 
licious heart. At that time there was a rumour fpread in the City of Jeritjalem by He- 
rod* Enemies, that Antony had fo tormented him, that he was dead. Whereupon all 
thofe of the Kings houfe were troubled, and efpecially the Ladies V fo that Alexandra 
incited Jofepb to forfake the Palace, and take the Ladies, and retire under the protect- Af r{h 
on of the Roman Legion, who at that time, wasabout the City, for the fecurityof the molilifU- 
Kingdom, underthe Conduclfbf the Tribune Julins, to the end firftof all,thatifany trou- 
N ble (hould happen in the Kings horife, they might be by this 1 meansin fafety, having the 
Romans to be-frierld them 5 and afterwards, for that they hoped that if Antony (hould fee 
Mariamne, (he might obtain at his hands whatfoever (he defired, and that he would re- 
ftore the Kingdom Unto her, and deprive her of nothing that concerned hcr,\>r was 
anfwerable to her Royal eftate; 

Bin whilftthcy were in thefe deliberafioriSjthere came Letters from ffov4,cbntrary to 
tho.e reports , and all mens expectation. For as as foon he came unto Antony he com- 
plied his favor by his many Prefents, which he bad brought with him to that intent 
from Jerufakm, and fuddenly debated the matter with him, he appeafed hirnfo, that by Prefent., 
he was no moredifpleafcd againft hirri: and from that time for war d,cleopatra's fpeeches V?^aTu 
0 were but coldlv received in regard of hi5 fo ample fatisfadion. For Antohy fa3, 7AnSS? Jiu 
there vras nb reafon that a King ftquld be anjwerabh for that which 1 he had done in his King. b » llh - 
for that »i f 0 doing, he fhottid m more be 'King: hit thdt when the honour is once 
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rr^-^l given him, he hath the authority likgwife left him to ufe hit regal Power. Urging further, A 
*»iT,mo.7**t it concerned Cleopatra likewife her felf, not to fearch too curioujly into the affairs 
ttfort cbrifi't and Government of Kingdoms. Herod (hewed all this by. his Letters, and figoified farther 
Nathitf, what other norjours ne na d received atAntmi's hands in AiTemblies and Feafta, to which 
l!>-v^^' he invited him always; notwithftanding that Cleopatra feemed to bedifpleafed there- 
with, detraainghim* and being defirousto get the Kingdom of $ewry into her hands, 
ftrove,with all means|po(fible,to put him todeathibut that he had found Antony always aa 
upright man, and feared not henceforward that any evil (hould befal him : and return- 
ing prefently upon this, he brought with hjm a more . ample teftimony of Antony's moft 
allured affection, both in refpeft of bis? own Kingdom, and of his particular affairs, & 
And as touching Cleopatra, (he.preteoded not to feekany further than that which (he 
hadbecaufe that Antony had given her Celofyria inftead of that which (he had deman- 
ded, forbearing thenceforward to mention Jewry any more, becaufethat Antony wholly 
reje&ed thofe fuits. ■ 

After theie, Letters came unto their hands,the trouble and difturbance wherein they 
were, and the defire to retire unto the Romans, as if Herod had been dead, was whol- 
ly extinguithed. Yet thair refolution was not hidden from the King ; for his fifter Sa- 
lome, and his mother informed him of every particular at his arrival, after he had par- 
* 0 fc ph and ted from Antonius ^ho was marching againft the Parthians. Salome likewife fpake againft 
MtrumntK- Jofeph her husband, and flandered him, objecting againft him, that he had Mariamm 
etifed before c6m p 3nv . All which (he fpake through malice, for that in a certain debate, Marianne C 
Htr " ' had, in her rage, defpightfully hit her in the teeth with her obfeure birth. Herod (who 
was always inflamed with theearneft affection which he bare unto his wife Mariamne) 
was fuddenly troubled hereat : and although jealoufie preffed him forward, yet love 
reftrained him, and kept him from doing any thing rafhly, for which caufe he called 
Mariamne afide,and demanded of her in fecret, what familiar company (he had kept with 
jofeph ? She by folemn oaths,and by all poflible allegations in her own defence, appeafed 
MtrUmnttt- the King by little and little, and pacified hischoller. For he was fo tranfported with 
cufech hb tne love tnatneDare unto nis wi ^ c ' tnat he believed (he had fufficiently purged her felf 
fKfore the of thofe (landers, that had been forged againft her 5 yielding her moft hearty thanks 
King, and u fo r her honeft affection towards him, and declaring unto her openly , the great efteem D 
reconciled. and j QVe that bare untQ her Ac i en g tDj ( as it often falleth out amongft Lovers ) 
they fell to tears, and embraced each other with great affection: for that (lie gave him 
no credit, he endeavoured the more to draw her to belief* Whereupon Mariamne 
faid unto him : It if not the adf of a Lover to have commanded, that if any thing Jbould be- 
fall thee otberwifi than mil with Antony, J fliould prefently be put to death, notwithftanding 
I have no wayes offended thee. No foooer were thefe words out of her mouth, but theKiog 
entred in a ftrange pafiion , and giving over his embraces, he cryed out with a loud • 
voice, and tore his hair, faying, That be had a moft evident proof that Jofeph had commit' 
ted adultery with her : for that he would not have difcovered thofe things which he had fpoken 
to him in fecret, except they had greatly trufted one another. And in this emotion or rage E 
Hcni com- °f jealoufie he hardly contained himfclf from killing his wife. Bat the force of love 
mimieththaf overcame him fo much, that he bridled his rage, notwithftanding it was grievous and 
t'Sfn^and* 1 ir kfo me UDt ° nim - ^ ct ne 8 ave ora * er tnat J°fip * foould be killed without either audi- 
imprXneth ence or juftification of his innocency : and as touching Alexandra , who was the caufe 
Alexins*. Q f a jj t hefe troubles, he kept her Prifoner. 

About the fame time there hapned troubles and revolutions in Syria : for CleopaWa 
Mb & Ruf. continually follicited and importuned Antony, and whetted on his diipleafure againft all $ 
jfr»w,chap.9. perf W ading him to remove them from their Governments, and beftow the fame on het 
felf. And for that Antony loved her extremely, (he was in great eftimation and credit 
with him : and being in her own nature inclined to covetqulnefs, (heabftained from no p 
cirtpjtn very kind of corrupt dealing and wickednefs. For knowing that the Kingdom (hould defcend 
c/*"""'* UBto ^ cr brother, (hecaufed him to be poyfoned, when as he was but fifteen years old $ 
murthered her as for faer fifter Arftnoe, (he caufed her to be (lain by Antony's means, being at her prayers 
krorherand i n the Temple of Diana in Ephefus. Moreover, in what place foever (he underftood 
1: icr " that there was any hope to get money, whether it were in robbing of Temples, or in 
breaking open of Sepulchres, (he would be poffeffed thereof : neither was there any re- 
ligious place fo (acred, from whence (he took not away the Ornaments. There was not 
any thing fo prophane and prohibited, which (he laid not handson tofatisfie her un- 
bribled avarice. Neither was the whole World fnfficient enough to content this ftate- 
]y Lady,who was fomuch a (lave to her own deflres, and her difordinate appetite, that G 
all therich.es in the World were not able to fatisfie the fame. For this caufe, (he con- 
ftantly importuned Antonius to take from others, to be liberal towards her: and there- 
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fore entring into Syria with bim 9 (he prefently. coatriv'd how, (be might-get it into her pof- 
H fefilon. For (he caufed Lyfanias, Ptolomeys Con, to be put to. death, objecting againft wl'd, '93*. 
him, that he had private intelligence with the Parthians. . She begged Jewry alfo at W«?ctoifTt 
Antonius s hands, and required him befides that, to difpoflefs the Kings of Arabia, He 
was fo poffeffed by this Woman, that he feemed not only to be bewitched with her , ^vnj 
words, but alfo inchanted by her poyfons, to obey her in what foever (he thought fit : SStfS'S, 1,. 
yethe was afhamed to commit fo. manifeft jnjufties, left being fo far over-ruled by her, fmUi's Jc^th.

g A Fter that Cleopatrahzd obtained all thefe things, and had accompanied Antonius as ciupstra 
l\ far as Euphrates, who at that time went to make War in Armenia: fhe returned • n «''.«oH«'»A 
back again, and by the way, vifitid Apamea and Damafco, and at laft, took her progrefs iTeHn^haT 11 
into Jewry : where King Herod met with her, and aflured that portion which had been P artot 
given unto her in Arabia, with all the revenues of Jericho, unto her. This Countrey ™w?of%c!i- 
bringeth forth that balm which of all other ointments isthemoft precious, and onely c/.«that were 
growethin that place} and alfo thefineft Palm-treesin the World. Being arrived in that |'"^"' e 
place , and grown inwardly familiar with Herodjhe fought to allure and draw him to her raw woman" 
luft 5 being of her felf naturally addicted to fuch pleafures and intemperance', or ra- s» ven ™ lult « 
ther (as it. feemeth moft likely) (he laid this foundation to ihtrap him, under colour to 
l_ revenge her felf of fome injury by that mean?. But in effetl:, (be generally manifelted, 
that (he had a paffionate love for Herody but he was not fo kindly bent towards, Cleopa- 
tra 5 knowing hoW badly (he was inclined towards all men 5 and at that time he concei- 
ved the greater hatred againft her, becaufe, by that intemperance of hers, (he pretended 
todeftroy him: and although, that from the beginning, he had rejected herfollicitatT- Emo^? 
ons ; yet he refolved to be reveng'dof her, if fo beby thefe her fubtil underrhindings cicputno 
(he (hould continue her policies to betray him. He asked counfel of all hi? friends . ^^.cd^ 1 
whether having her in his poffefllon, he (hould pat her to death. For in fo doing, his friends, 
all thofe (hould be delivered from divers evils, whom either in time paft fhe had mo- 
lefted,or hereafter (he (hould bring in trouble. Moreover,that it (hould be profitable for 
Antonius alfo, whom without all doubt (he woUld forfake, if any occafion or neceflity 
fhould enforce him tomaketryaJ of berfriendfhip.But whilft he debated and difcouifed 
upon this refolutipn,his friends diffwaded himi a(Tur":ng him that iqwas far belotya Prince 
of his worth, to caft himfelf into fo manifeft peril, befeechinghim to attempt nothing 
rafhly : For that Antonius would not endure the fame ? notwithftanding, it might be Antnim f0tti 
approved that it ftood with his profit : nay, rather,that by this means he fhould encreafe qucrelh^rr 
his defire. Further, that no one colour of excufe fhould be left him,in that fhe was the mtn ' a ' 
Woman of the greateft Note and Nobility of that timei and that whatfoever profit 
rnight redound unto him by her death, it would be an affront to Antonius : Whereby 
it moft evidently appeared, how great damages would befal to the Kingdom, and the 
. , Kings family alfo 5 advifing him, to humour her in all things, except in her unlawfull re- 
queft. By thefe,and fuch reafons,and probable conjeCtiires,they deterred and diffwaded 
him from adventuring upon this apparent danger, and attempting fo hainous an aft : SKiSSE 
fo that contrariwife they induced him to offer Cleopatra many rich Prefents, aud tO COn- onward on her 
duft her onward on her way towards Egypt. lw, y t»*ards 

As foon therefore, as Antonius had made himfelf Mafterof Armenia, he fent Artaba- Ei,P '' 
zes,Tigrane's fon, with all his children, who were great Princes, Prifoners into Egypt, 
and prefented them to Cleopatra 5 with all thofe precious Jewels likewife, which were 
taken by him.or found in the Kingdom. But Artaxias his elder fon (who at that time 
had faved himfelf by flight) reigned in Armenia: whom Archelaas and Nero the Empe- 
O peror drove out of his Kingdom, and placed his younger brother Tigrancs in his room , 
as it (hall be declared hereafter. As for the Tributes of the Countreys which Herod was 
bound to pay unto Cleopatra, for the lands beftowed on her by Antonius, he, without 
M m 2 deceit, 
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r^s^f~; deceit, juftly paid them, fuppofing it to be very fuitable to his fectrtity", to continue A- 

himfelf inher good favor. As for the Arabians, they feeing that had the le*yW 
before cbrijt'l 0 f fuch a Tribute, payed him for fome little time aooTalentsa yeaT p butafterwa*dsthey 
Saiivii/i gfew flo w and ne giig ent m t heir payments, and fcarcety ratisfiechhr'Half; 7

Herod intendtth to go to ajfifi Antomus, agtinji Auguftusi but Anttirfras o/>%*A him to 
follow on hisdeftgn again tt the Arabians : fi he ehtrefh their Country; givefh them Bat*, 
tel, andgaineth it 5 but loojeth a fecond, when he thbkgbt to hate win! 

A Betas demeaning himfelf thus ungratefully, and; refiifing fo do that which 'in right o 
he ought to perform 5 Herod made (hew to take, Arms againft him, but deferred, 
his revenge, in regard of the contentions amongft the Romans, for at that time no.- 
thing elfe was expected but the AUian VVar (which fell in the KOhdred and eighty 
feven Olympyadej in which Auguftus Cefar determined to try his Title with Antonius 
nerod kvicth for the Monarchy. In the mean while Herod, who had already for many years been 
3n Army, to Mafter of a peaceable and fruitful Countrey, from 1 whence he drew rich Revenues, and 
man y Forces} gathered divers Forces with the greateft expedition that he might,tofuc- 
' cor Antonius. But he by Letters fignified unto him, that He had no need of his affiftance: 
Herod is inci- notwithftanding, he commanded him to make a road upon the Arabians, whofe perfidi- 
" d thc ^ArTbiln ous dealing Antonius had not only underftood by Herod himfelf, but alfo by Cleopatra's 
war. advertifements. For (he very cunningly conceived, that it would" redound unto her C 

profit, if one of thefe two fhould overthrow the other. Herod according to thefein- 
ftru&ions from Antonius, returned back into his Countrey, and retained his Army al- 
ways ready about him,and prefently invaded 1 Arabia, and with his Fbrces,both Horfeand 
Foot, came directly to Diofpolis,xvhere the Arabians (having notice of his intended War 
againft them) came out to meet him. They fought a moft cruel Battel, wherein^ at Iaft 
the Jews had the upper hand. After this, a great Army of the Arabians afiembled them- 
felves at Canada certain place in Cttlojyria. Whereof, when Herod was fore-advertifed,he 
ueroit Battels marched forth againft them, accompanied with the greater part of his Forces. Asfoon 
andconqudts. as he drew near ioCaria, herefolved toincampin that place, and after he had weH for- 
tified and' intrenched his Forces, to feton the Enemy with the firft opportunity; but q 
whilft he employ id himfelf in the execution hereof,all the Army of the Jews cry ed out,re- 
quiring him without delay, to lead them forward againft the Arabians , and were fo 
encouraged, both inrefpecVof the confidence they had in the good conduct and or- 
dering of their Army, as in regard of their for wardnefs, who had been actors in the 
former vVar, and partakers of the Victory ; fo that they fcarce gave their. Enemies 
leifure to fia'nd to their Arms. When Herod perceived that the heat and forwardnefs 
of the SoUldiers could hardly be appeafed; he thought good to make ufe of therea- 
dinefs of his Army, and arming himfelf, he marched on Head of his Army in battalia; 
"this fudden approach danted the Arabian's •. For although,for a while,they made head 
againft them •■, yet perceiving their Enemies full of heart, and themfelves unable E 
to refift them, divers of them retreated, and betook themfelves to flight: fo that all 
them had been utterly defeated, had not Athenio endamaged Herod and the Jews. For 
he having the command of that Army which Cleopatra had in that place; and befides 
that, bearing a privy grudge to Herod, difpofedhis Army in a readinefs, andexpe&ing 
ci'kE'o- tne event of tJie Battel » refolved with himfelf to contain his Forees if the Arabians 
vcniirovvetii overcame the Jews s andfoif they had the worft (as indeed it came to pafs) tofetup- 
nao.t. on the Jews, who fhould befpentby that time 5 and furprifing them unawares, even 
in the height of their hope of good fuccefs, to mafiacre them with frefh fupplies. When 
the Jews had fpent all their ftrength againft their Enemies, and expected nothing lefs 
The AriVum than the afluranceof the Victory, he charged, and overcame them, who had retreated p 
t"e%jttei,un ' nto certam rou gh, ana * difficult places ("whereunto their Enemies were better accufto- 
iiwfe that fly', med than themfelves) being grievoufly wounded by the Arabians,who returned back,and 
t^ ikc ihc ** ct u ^ on ^ em » divers °^ tn ^ em tnat were killed 5 and of thofe that efcaped. few 
-l "' r ' of them recovered the Camp. Herod lofingthe hope of this Battel, pofted on Horfe- 
back as faftas he could, to bring on frefh fupplies : but notwithftanding all bis expe- 
dition and diligence,yet could he not recover the place in time. The Camp of the Jews 
was taken and facked, and the Arabians obtained no fmall fuccefs, beyond their expecta- 
tion. From that time forward Herod began to make certain incurfions \x\xo Arabia, 
preying on the Countrey, and doing them much mifchief. He incamped himfelf 
likevvife upon the Mountains, forbearing to draw his whole Forces into the field 5 and C 
by his diligence and induftry, his labours were not fruitlefs 5 for prevailing in fome ex- 
plo its, he put his Men in a capacity to recover their former lofles. 

CHAP* 
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CHAP. VII. wiSrSu 

before Chrijt's 

A terrible Earthquake happeneth in Judaea. 7he Arabians attach the Jews, and bjS their 

Ambaffadors who were fent to treat of a Peace. J/~V~nj 

AT fuch time as Csfar and Antony made trial of their titles in the AUian War, and p^'S^t' 
in the feventh year of the Reign of King Htr^,there hapned' fuch an earthquake An Earthquake 
in the Countrey of fadaa, that never the like was feen in any otherplace: fo that htif''**"^ 11 ' 
divers beafts were (lain thereby, and many men were overwhelmed with ruines of their find men. ott1 
I houfes, and perifhed to the number of ten thoufand. Only the Soldiers received no 
damage, becaufe they encamped in the open field. ; The Arabians bearing tidings there- 
of which were far greater by report, than they were in effect, by fuch, who in favour of 
the Arabians, and hatred of the Jews, reported the fame, grew proud : yea, fomuch 
was their courage increafed hereby,as if all the Cities of Jewry had been already over- 
thrown, and the men thereof extinguifhed 5 and as if they had no adverfaries remaining 
alive to oppofe them. For which caufe laying hold of thofe Ambafladors of the Jews, Ttc Artbim 
whocame unto them to Treat of Peace in their defperate condition, they killed them, bS/dortof 
and afterwards in the heat of their fpleen, fet upon their Enemies Camp. ' But the «h« 
Jews not daring to expect or prevent their aflault, for their prefenc miferies had fode- 
R jected their fpirits, feemed to neglect their Gommon-weale, and in a manner to dif- 
pair of their fafety. -Thefe thus affefted did the King encourage, and called unto fWcom- 
him the Captains, and fas much as in him lay ) reviving their drooping fpirits 5 and forteththe 
when he had reftored fome to better hopes, at length he attempted to fpeak unto all the S^arTfej 
Army, who in the former overthrows would yield to no perfwafion. Thefe he did their fotmw 
both comfort and exhort in fuch manner as followeth. 

CHAP. VIII. 

King Herpds Oration to lis Soldier s t by which he doth fo incourage them that they give 
L the Arabians a terrible overthrow and oblige them to take Herod for their Prote&or. 

F Riends and fellow Soldiers, there is not one of you but knoweth, how many mis- jJUfS 
fortunes havehindred our progrefsof late, which are able to wearie and amaze eXuethhis 
men of the greateft refolution. But fince we rouft needs fight, and that all thofe Soldier *' 
things that have befallen us unto this prefent, are of that nature, that by your oven 
valour they may be recovered ; I have refolved to inform, and confirme you in thofe 
means, whereby you may retain and continue your accuftomed valour and cou- 
rage.- 

Firfi of all therefore (as to our War) it conjijleth on juji grounds, for we are inforced^ a ^ 
U thereunto through the infolence of our Enemies: the Knowledge whereof fhould chiefly mak$ tie Jrttaui 
you recover your courage. Secondly, I will apparently prove unto you, that our condition is 
not fo deflate, but that we have great and ajfured hopes to obtain the viffoty. Firfi of all 
therefore, I will difcourfe of that which formerly I propofed, and will make your felves 
judges of thofe things which I will difcourfe upon. For yon are privy to the Arabians unjujljce, 
and how perfidious they are to their friends, and impious and barbarous towards all men 5 but 
cfpecialy they have always troubled «f, provoking us through their extreame avarice and 
maligant envie, with perpetual injuries. And yet to let flip all other our benefits to that 
Hation, who is he that delivered them from their imminent peril and thraldom, thap was 
hazarded by Cleopatras means, but our felves? For the friend/hip I had with Antony, 
^ and his benevolence toward me,was the caufe that their burthen of miferies was fo ligbtnedy 
A ntony forbore to commit any thing that might draw us to fufpition. 

Befides, after fie had wrought him by her folicitation to cut off certain portions of the two 
Kingdoms to be given unto her, the matter was fo handled by me, that by divers pre fent s par- 
ticularly befiowed upon him by my hands, I have obtained ' fecurity for us both, and by dis bur- 
fug two hundred talents of mine own, and giving my word for two hundred more for others, 
for the Revenues of. that very Land which in time paji was ours, and thefe now poffefs and 
enjoy, liotwithjlaandingi reafon it were in my opinion, that we that are Jews fhould not be 
tributaries, m- give any portion 'of our Countrey to any m*n$ and if we mufi needs doit, it 
illbccometh us to pay it for thefe, who enjoy their lives by our means. It fhould not be 
O reasonable for the Arabians, who after they hadconfeffed withmany plaufiblc protections and 
thanksgivings, that they enjoy their liberty by our benefit, to have deprived andthrujl us from 
our own, and to have unjujUy dealt with us j yea even with us, I fay, who were not their 

M m 3 ' Enemies, 
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^^z - Enemies, but rather on the contrary fide their chief efi friends in the time of Tcace. And if a 
Mr'?! ill* fidelity P } ould be refpeSed even amongfi thofe that are our mofi hated Enemies, much more 
Wore Chr/ft't necejfarily ought it to be obfcrved by thofe that are friends. But thefe men fet light thereby, 
Nitivii/, jpfo think* nothing honefi, but that mhich is annexed with lucre $ and thinly no wrong u „l 
v~n-> excufable,that hath but a fiiew of profit. Is there any quejiion then,whether we pould chaflife 
thefe unjufi men by a juji War? fince both Cod commandeth no lefs, and enjoy net h us al- 
wayes to hate outrage, and revenge injufiice, efpecially in that War which is not only j ufi ; 
butneceffary. for that which both in the conftffion of the Grecians, an d opinion of the Bar- 
barians is mofi hatefull and heinous, this have they perpetrated in nturthering our Am- 
£bic " iQVi °" bajjadors. For the Greeks./*/, that Ambajfadors are facredand inviolable, and we ourfelves 
L C * have received our wholfome andholiefi precepts of the Law of God by Angels, that is, from B 

his Heraulds and MeJJcngers : for this name can both bring Cod to mans knowledge, and re- 
concile Enemy to Enemy. 

What Impictie therefore is more unpardonable, then to put thofe Ambajfadors to death, who 
bring tidings of right and jujiice $ or what profperity can they expc& either in their Wars, 
or felicity in their whole lives, after Co hainous a crime? Truely I cannot imagine any: 
With whom. But perhaps fome man will fay, that right and equitie is on our Jide 5 hut that the greater num- 
[r^hclc'ij 0 her of men and means are with them : but this their fpeech is unworthy of my followers. 
"ild alfo." For with thofe with whom jufiice is, with thofe alfo is God; and where God is, there neither 
wanteth multitude nor fortitude. But let us wade further, and weigh our own own forces 
by themfelves. In the firfi Battel we had the vi8ory,in the fecond,uponthe firji charge we C 
put them to flight, and found them unable to make their party good againfi us. Afterwards, 
when the viSory was ours, behold, Athenio, not by lawful War, but by fitbtil treachery af 
faulted its: But JhaU this be called their valour, or rather their fr and and fecond iniquittei 
why therefore fioutd we have left courage, who ought to have the greater confidence ? or wbj 
flwuld we fear them who are alwayes inferionrs, if they fight openly, and without fraud ; 
and when they fiem to overcome, they do it by un jufiice? 

Moreover, if any man fuppofe them to be valiant, this Jbould the rather incite them more 
and more unto vertue, for it is no honour for a generous and noble minde to overcome his 
inferiour, but to have meanes and might to conquer his juperiour, And if any one be terrified 
by our domefiick^and homebred tniferies i and by our late earthquake, firfi ef all let him think D 
with himfelf, that be erreth in that which deceiveth the Arabians by fuppoftng the fame to 
be more grievous and terrible then indeed it was. And afterwards let him think., that it be- 
cometh them not to draw matter of fear from thence,whence the other took^occafion of courage. 
For as touching themf elves they conceive not any hope thorow any good that is in themfelves t 
but only in the trufi they have that we are already dejeffed by our calamities. But when tbtj 
(hall fee us march forth againfi them, their courage will be weakened, and our confidence by this 
means JhaU be awakened, fir that we are not at this time to encounter with defperate men : 
For neither are we overmuch affli&ed, neither (as fome think) hath this mifery befallen hs 
through Gods difpleafure,but thefe are the cafttalties of fortune. And if by the will of Cod 
thefe things are come to pafs, it is marvel if by the fame will our calamity ceafe not 5 and that E 
our punifhment Jliould not fatisfie his difpleafure. But that this prefent War is approved by 
him for jufi, he himfelf hath evidently declared. For whereas divers thorow the whole Nation 
have been oppreffed by the earthquake, none of you that bear Arms have incurred any mifebiefi 
but all of you have been preferved,which isamanifefi token of the will of God', and if your 
Children and Wives had generally followed the Wars as you do, none of you fiiould have been 
wanting. When as therefore youjliall have bethought your felves of thefe things, and more- 
over in regard that God hath at all times an ejpeciall care over you , fail not to purjue this in- 
jurious Nation with a juji war that neither refpe&eth the laws of friendfhip nor keepeth the 
league of of covenant, valiant in murthering facred Ambajfadors 5 andabjecl and villanous, 
where things are to be attempted by valour. t 

Thefe perfwafions of his did not a little encourage the jfenvto the battel, and made 
them more forward then before. As For Herod, after he had offered facrifice, according 
to the cuftotn, he drew his Army forth, and led them with great confidence 3gainft 
the Arabians, andpaffmg Jordan, he encamped near unto the Eaemy, with an intent 
to furprife a Port Situate between them both 3 making this account that it would 
further him much, either if prefently he fhould be drawn forth to fight, or if it con- 
cerned him to march forward, for that this place (hould ferve him to encamp in with 
more fecurity. The fame resolution alfo had the Arabians, for which caufe they fell 
li e MtbUns toskirmifh in that place,wherein the firft on both fides thatgave the charge, and after- 
nie overcame wards fome other followers were killed: fo that thofe of the Arabians fide being G 
yHm " overcome betook them to retreat. This fuccefs of theirs bred no little hope in the 
Jews, who feeing the Enemies Army addreffed to attempt any thing rather then to 
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H fi g ht grew the more bold to affail the Arabian in his trenches, and beat him from his "^-^ ^ 
camp. They being forced by thefe affaults drew forward to their defence in great Jt^Sf 
diforder, bringing neither courage nor hope of victory with them : yet notwithftand- befit? cSty* 



ing they defended themfelves,both in regard of their great number,as alfo in refpeft N * th,il >' 
of that neceffity whereuntothey wereinforced by the Jews. Theskirmifb on both fides i <!>">r^j 
was hot,and divers on either party were put to the Sword : but in the end,the Arabians 
being put to the worft, turned their backs. The (laughter was fo great, that they not 
only perifhed by their Enemies Swords, but they themfelves murthered one another 
in the croud, and diforderly flight, in which they were troden under foot, and lav 
murthered in a manner by their own weapons. So that,in that defeat there fell fome five 

I thoufand: the reft fled on the other fide of the Rampire : but being overpreffed with 
want of victuals, and efpecially with lack of water, they had not any ground or af- 
furance to efcape. After them pofted the Jews, and being unable to recover the for- 
trefs with them, they begirt thecamp with a fiege, and (hut up all the paffages that no 
fuccor could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to efcape, although 
they would have gone away. 5 

When as therefore they faw themfelves reduced into fuch extremity , they fent 
Ambaffadors unto Herod, firft of all to demand a truce : and afterwards for that the v 
were oppreffed with thirft, to crave fome remedy for their prefent neceffities But 
he neither refpecred the Ambaffadors, neither the proffered ranfome for the Captives 

K nor any other whatsoever reafonable demand, defiring earneftly to revenge himfelf 
of thofe injurious treacheries they had pracYifed againft his Ambaffadors. Being 
therefore inforced by thirft ( which amongft other plagues molt grievoufly afc The jtoum 
llicred them ) many of them forfook their Trenches, and offered themfelves to bonds enf °'«dby 
and to be led away Captives 5 fo that within five dayes fpace four thoufand of them £c«tJ$J2 
yielded themfelves Prifoners. On the fixth day, all the reft determined to fally out, and hands, 
affailthe Enemy 5 rather making chpyceof affured death, then thus lingringly and 
ignominioufly to pine away. When as therefore they had all concluded hereupon 
they incontincptly brake out of their Trenches,but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmifiV 
decayed not only in body, but in courage 5 reputing their death for advantage, to 
efcape thereby their extream misfortunes. For which caufe upon the firft onfet, 
about fome feven thoufand of them were killed: and thus the fiercenefs of this Nation 
being allaied by this overthrow, they fubmitted themfelves to HerocLwhom to their 
own for row they had approved to be a valiant Souldier. 

CHAP. IX. 

Antonius is overcome by Auguftus *Ac Battle of ActiumsHerod put Hircanus, fo 
death, his pretence for it, he refoheth to repair to Auguftus 5 his orders before hie' 
way going.

IErod puffed up with his foccefsful fortune, returned back into his own Countrey, 




at that time he not only fuppofed himfelf to be utterly overthrown, but both his ow * 
friends and Enemies that were round about him loft their hopes, for that it wasun- 
likely that he (hould efcape unpunifhed with Antony. Whereby it came to pafs, that 
his. friends could not conceal their defpair, and his Enemies under their colourable 
and diffembled griefs, covered their joy, promifing themfelves thereafter a better and 
N pleafing adminiftration of the Common- Wealth. Hereupon Herod perceiving that ex- 
cept Hinanus, there was not any one of the blood Royal alive, determined to cut ieteri - 
him off, refolving with himfelf, that if he hapned to efcape the danger, a man who at 
that time was worthier the Kingdom then himfelf, (hould not claimethe Crown : and 
if any misfortune fhould befall him in regard of Cajar, he defired to difpoffefs Hir- 
canm of the Kingdom, in regard of the envy which he bare him, for that he t was the 
only man who defcrved to be advanced to that dignity. Whileft thus he was torment- ^z««iM fri- 
ed in his thoughts, he had an occafion offered him by Hircanus own followers to execute i' c ' tet ' 1 H ' r *~ 
his intention. For Hircanus being of a milde and gentle nature, during all his life- "' re S«" 
nmetotbareto entermeddle with State affairs,committing allthingsto fortune 5 and con- fiance at mi- 
tenring himfelf with whatfocver condition it pleafed her to allot him. thut 

Put Alexandra being an ambitious woman, and unable to conceal with modefty the 
hope (he conceived of change, follicited her father that he fhould not any longer 

endure 
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*-^^' cn durethe fubiection of Herod, mho was the very fcourge of their family, but rather « 
Tht>t'r»ftht that he flarnd upon his own guard, and referve himfelf to his better fortune. * 

She gave him counfel to write unto Malcbus, who had the Government of Arabia, re- 
Nttivhy, queftinghimto grant him both protection and entertainment 5 for that if Herod ftiould 
^!>^^ chance to be cut off by Cdfars difpleafure, doubtlefs the Kingdom would return unto 
him both in regard of his Nobility, as alfo of the peoples favour. Thefe perfwa- 
fions of hers Hircanus, at the firft repulfed, but afterwards being overcome by the jn> 
Aiexmdu foi- portunity of the woman, who eeafed not day and night to fing the fame Song of future 
lk.tcth Hirta- hope and of Herods Treafons, he gave certain Letters to a friend of his, written to the 
nus her father w herein he required him to fend him certain Horfemen, who might conduct 

jSE him to the Afpbaltite Lake, which lieth diftant from the confines of Jerufakm fome three 
chi« hands. ij Un dred Furlongs. And therefore he committed thefe Letters to Dofitheus truft, both B 
t ■ 1 for that he favoured Hircanus and his Daughter, and feemed Jikely for divers caufesto 
hate Herod: for he was kinfman,who was killed by Herody and not long before, 

tannine Ger- cer tain of his Brothers were put to death amongft others at Tyre by Antomes command: 
ffl ancMii«. for nQne of thofe con fiderations continued he faithful to Hircanus. For he pre- 
ferring the prefent favour of the King that then reigned to the reft, chfcovered the 
Letter unto the King 5 who firft of all giving him thanks,required one office of friend- 
fhip more at his hands 5 which was that folding up the Letter, and fealing it he would 
conveigh and deliver the fame to Malchus, and return hisanfwer, for that it neerly con- 
cerned him, if he knew his refolution alfo. Which wh<n Dofitheus had diligently per- 
formed, the Arabian returned this anfwer, for that it neerly concerned him, if he knew C 
his refolution alfo. Which when Dofitheus had diligently performed,the Arabian returned 
Hlrctnusby this an f wer) tr , at he was ready to entertain both himfelf and his whole family, and all 
Sndli'pw' thofe Jews likewife which wereof this faction,promifing tofendhim aband of Soldiers,

to death. w ho ftiouli be able to conduct him fafely thither, and mould be obedient to his com- 
mand in all things. Now as foon as Herod had feized onthefe Letters, he called for 
Hircanus and demanded of. him whether he had any confederacy with Malchus : he de- 
nied it, buc Herod protefting and bringing forth his Letterin an open*affembly 3 command- 
ed himafterwards to be put to death. Thus are thefematters Regiftred in Herods com- 
mentaries: for by fome they aredelivered otherwife, namely, that he was executed, not 
for this crime which he had committed, but for fome Treafons againft the King. For D 
they Write to this effect, that Herod at a certain banquet ("diiTembling his fufpition ) 
demanded of Hircanus, whether he bad received any Letters from Malchus : and that 
he anfwered , that he had received Letters, but fuch as contained nothing elfe but 
compliments. He asked him alfo whether he had received any prefent : and when 
WrMNudicth he had anfwered, that he had received nothing but four Courfers for his Saddle: the 
HilaMs life King wrefted this to a Capitall offence of corruption and treafon, and commanded 
him prefently to be led to death. Now that he died guiltlefs, they alledge this for 3 
moft approved argument 5 namely, his gentle difpofition, who evenin his youthful years 
never gave fign or appearance of rathnefs, or pride, or fignification of audacioufoefs, _ 
no not even then when he had the royal government in his hands, but in the freedome E 
of authority difpofed of the moft things by Antipaters advice. But at that time he was 
more then fourefcore years old,andknew that Herods cftatc was fecured : and that there 
is no likelyhood that he would remove from beyon&^ufratcs where he lived in great 
repute, to live under Herods Jurifdiction, or to engage in any trouble contrary to his 
humor, and fo far different from his nature 5 fo that all thefe things feem to be faincd 
by Herod. 

Thus ended Hircanus life, after his variable and adverfe fortunes, wherewith dur- 
ing all his life time he was afflicted. For when his mother Alexandra lived he was cre- 
ated HighPrieftof the Jews, and obtained that honor for the fpace of nine years : and 
after his mothers death, he had fcarcely governed the Kingdom for the fpace of three * 
months, but that he was expnlfed by his brother Ariftobulus; and afterwards reftored by 
Pompeys affiftance,and receiving all his former honours,he lived in full poffeffion of them 
for the fpace of fourty years. After this he was once more difpoffelled by Antigonus j and 
being maimed in his body, lived certain years in captivity among the Parthians: from 
whence not long after he returned home 5 and though he had many things promifed 
him by Herod, yet after fo many alterations of fortune , he obtained nothing at his 
hands; and that which amongft all the reft is moft of all to be lamented, as we have 
faid, he was unjuftly put to death, aninnocent, and in hisold age. For he was a lover 
of juftice, and an obferver of perpetual modefty, and governed his Kingdom for the 
moft pan by other mens direction, being only guilty in himfelf of ignorance and the love v 
of idlenefs. Truly, Antipater and Herod by this mans goodnefs obtained fo great riches: 
For which defcrts of his, againft all Law and right, he was cruelly put to death.' 
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H But Herod, after Hircanns's death) addrcfied himfelf to perform hi^ journey towards "^->^ 
Cdfar: and having little hope, of, any good fortupeyn reg^3 ofhis ftiencJOijp with An^orullf^ 
tonittt-b he grew defpenately jealous , of Alexandra, left the taking, opportunity of the «'/««cW^ 
time, fhould incite thepeople to rebel, and fill the Kipgapra , with domeftical feditipri ; * t,ivit 1> ' 
for which caufe committing the Government to big brother pjbtroras, hp ileft his mother 2>-V7s* 
Cjpros, his fitter, and.aj 1 his Kindred in the Caftjeof 'Majfafa ana* commanded his byo- JKrfSjv-- 
ther, that if any misfortune fhould befal him, he fhouldretaiu the Kiqgdom in his own aff£ befort 
hands, and maintain it. As for his. Wife Marianne* for, that by reafop of ctrtaji^difiuXe? ; he /*r* B j* ^8 
betwixt her, his mother and fitter, he left her.wichhcr mother, in the Csujle of .Alexon-*'*"* 
drion, and committed them to the cuftodyof his Treafurer Jofipfa a °d Sohemtn the it u- 

I rem, and with her, the keeping of i his Caftles, both which, hacl always beep his faith- 
ful friends,andtowhdm, in way. of honour, he committed the,.cpftody. of /thefe Pr^pcc; 
ly Ladies. Buthe gavethem alfo this command^ Thatif they mould b^ certainly in- 
formed, that*py finifter railhap had befallen him, they .fhpuid-prefcntfy' ;-"kfll them both, 
and to the utmoft; of their power continue the Kingdom ip his Children, and his Bro- 
ther rberoras. > 

GHAP. X. 

Herod fpea^eth fo generoufly to Auguftus, that be obtained fa favor 5 he accompantetb him 
j into Egypt, and receiveth hint with fuch an extraordinary magnificence, that it put him 
in repute with alt the Romans. 

AFter he had in this fort given order for all his affairs, he took (hipping to Rhodes, Herd cometh 
to meet with Cofar. And as foon as he arrived; in that, City, he took the Crown to c *f' r > and 
from his Head,aud laid it apart,but as for his other Princely or naments,hc changed them JK 
not 5 and being admitted to Cdfars pre(ence,hegave a more ample teftimony of the great- furc$ he had ' 
neftof his courage than ever: for he neither addrefled h^ipeech to intreathis favor(*ac- ime . Ant <>V' 
cording ^^to thecuftom of fupphajjts)} neither, prefented heany recjueft s asif he had in any Skfifi? 0 
fort offended him,but gave account of all that which he had4one 5 without being daun- , and loYC '* f f *» 
Ltedintheleaft. te£SfL* 
For: be freely confejfed before Caffar, that be. b<sd intir^y loved, Antonius, and that to to fait favor, 
tbe utmoft of bis pawn be bad done him fervice* ft the end that he might obtain the Cover aign* 
ty and the Empire of the Wcrldy not by joining kif Forces unto, hu^fe that hewas otherwife im- 
ployed m the Arabian. JKor, but i* furmjhingbijn bpthwtkWheat and Money, andthatthis 
was theleaft opcewbich it behoved him. to perform tpwards AntPpius j for that being once 
bis prof ejfed friend, it behoved him not. oneh to mplpy hip befi endeavors on his fp Princely bene- 
faSor,but alfo to hazard both his head and happinefs to deliver him from perils, All which (faid 
he) J have not performed according as I ought to have dpne$ yet notwithstanding iktrow, 
that at fuch time 4s be was overcome in the Actian Battel, I did not alter my affe&ion with 
M ** fortune : neither did I retrain my felf for although, I befriended not Antonius with 
nryprefence and affiftancc in the Actiap War, jet, at leafi lajpjted him with my counfel, affu- 
ring him, that he had but one onely means left bint for hi? fecurity, and prevention of his 
utter mine, which was, to put Cleopatra ft death, for that by cutting her of, he might en- 
j$y her eftate, and might more eafily obtain his pea.ee, andpacifie thy difpleafure againft him. 
And for that be gave butflender regard to thefe my admonitions bybisown fottifbnefi and in- 
difiretion, be bath hurt himfelf and profited you, becaufc, <n I faid, he did not follow my 
counfel. Now therefore (0 Cajfar) in regard of the batredwh\ch ycu bear unto Antony, 
you condemn my friendjbip alfo. I will not deny that which I have done 5 neither am 1 afraid 
freely and puhlickjy to prate ft how much I have laved him*, but if without regard of perfons 
N you conf/der bow kindly I amaffe&ed towards my kenefaSors, and how refolute andconjiant 
a friend I am, and bow mindful of kjndnefs, the effeli of that which I have done may make 
me known untotbeel For if the name be onely changed, the friendjbip notwithstanding may 
remain, anddtferve a dueprarje. 

By thefe words (.which weremanifeft teftimonies of his refolute and noble courage) .. . Kufi 
he fo inwardly indeared himfelf unto Ctfar, who was a magnificent and worthy Mo- fimttap. s. 
narch, that he converted this his accufation into an occafion to win apd work him to c<*/irconfirm. 
be his friend : for which caufe Cafar, fetting the Crown upon his head,exhorted him that *" r 
he fhould 00 lef6re^eaMsfriend(hip, than he had informer times W»to»iejj and with- 
al, did him much honour 5 certifying him moreover, that Capidius had written unto 
O him, how much Herod had a&fted him in his Wars that he had with the Monarchs of 
Syria. H:r*d feeing that he was tnus entertained, and that contrary to his expectation, 
the Kingdom was morefurely confirmed uato him, than before time, both by Cdfars 
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f^X^~brnmT^d alfoby the decree of the Senate, which he had pradued to obtain, for A ! 
rbe,c*r»f tht . ' ter affurance, accompanied Cafar as far as prefentitig both himfelf and 

^"cK/fi his friends with many rich gifts, beyond the proportion of his ^ftate : endeavoring, - 4 

bv thefe means, both to win their favor, and to (hew alfo the greajnefs of his courage 5 
_ requiring moreover at Cafars hands, ^Alexander, who was one of deareft . 

j/^.icondu- fiends might not be fought out to be punifhed:yet notwuhltanding,he could not obtain 
S3S&r thefame,by reafonof anOaththat Or/* had paft before he follicited him That done, 

he returned back again unto Jewry, with greater honour and aflurance than before 5 ! 
him with many hereDy he ftruckthem with wonderful amazement, who expected hiscontrary fuccefs, 
fumptuow by Gods fpecial providence he al way es overwent his dangers s to his great ho- 

Her'oicmer- nbnT 3 Therefore he prepared himfelf to entertain: C*far, who returned out xi£,syria y i ? 
iTXtTL to take his journey into Ezypi, and received him at Ttolomak, with all Royal honour, : 

an d gave his Army Prefents with all abundance of Provifion : fathat hewas accounted 
,icilly - for one of Cafars mod affectionate f fiends, and rode about with him, wiusnhe'took ' 
the view of his Army , he-entertained'him alfo, and his friends with One hundred and . 
fifty Men, adorned with moft rich and Vumptuous apparel. And for that they were to , 
pafs thorow aCountrey, wherein there was great fcarcity of Water, he furnilhed them 
with both Water and' Wine 3 fo that they needed neither of them. He grjve Cefar 
■ , alfo Eight hundred Talents, and fo royally fatisficlheall Men, that the? confeffed them- 
?S?§oo T»- felves to have had a far greater entertainment, than the Revenues and Profits of his King- 
Kn »- dom could afford them. By which means, he gave the more ample teftimony of his C 
forward friendfbip, and free affection to deferve well: and making ufe of the oppor- 
tunity of the time, he obcained the reputation of a Prince of an heroick and noble fpi- 
T it * fo that he was held inferidur* untd no man, for the good entertainment which he 
gave to the chiefeft Romans in their return from Egypt. 

' CHAP. XI. 

Mariamne givcth Herod fo cold a reception when he returned from Catfar, that being join- 
ed to the afperkons which Herod'/ mother and (ijierlaid upon her, he had infallibly caujtd 
her to be tut to death at thatvery infant .'But he k engaged to return to Auguftus^ put- 
her to death at his back.-coming. 7he buftnefs of Alexandra, Mariamne's Mother. D 
Herod V defpair after Mariamne's death-, h\ • falleth dangeroujly (ickr Alexandra en- 
deavourethto make herfelf MiJirXof the two Forts of Jerufalem* he made her be put 
to death and Coftobarus, and other* follow % he injlituteth Plays and shews in Honor of 
Auguftus, by which, he doth fo irritate the mofi part of the lews, that ten of them n* * 
dertak. to kjll him'-> he putteth them to death: He buildetb many Forts , and rebuilds 
a very fine, and a firong Town upon the ruins of Samaria, which hi names Sebafte. 

uttitmemA f)UT as foon as he returned unto his Kingdom.he found all his Houfhold troubled, 
Alexandra and both his W ife Mariamne, and her Mother Alexandra grievoufly difpleafed with 

difpicafedwhh j*^ For they f U pp 0 f e d (and not without caufe) that they were not (hut up in that E 
' Caft'le for their fecurities fake, but as it were in aPrifon j fo that, in as much as they 
neirhny might make ufe of other Mens, nor enjoy their own goods, they were highly 
difcontentcd. MariamneaKo fuppofed that her Husband did but difiemble his love, ra- 
ther for his own profit than for any entire affection he bare towards her. But nothing 
more grieved her, than that (he had not any hope to live after him, if fo be, he fhould 
happen to die, efpecially for the order he had left concerning her : neither could (he 
ever forget what command she had beforethat timeleft with Jofeph; fo that by all means 
poffible, (he laboured to win the affections of thofe that had the charge of her, and 
efpecially Sohemus, knowing very well, that her fafety depended wholly on his hands. 
Who in the beginning behaved himfelf very wifely and faithfully, containing himfelf F 
very circurafpectively within the bounds of his coramiffionibut after thefeLadies had with 
pretty prefents,and feminine flatteries, wrought and mollifi'd him by little and little, at 
lafthe blabbed out all that which the King had commanded him; efpecially, for that 
fhe he hoped not that he fhould return with the fame power and authority, which before 
Kings fecrctj. he had : and for that caufe he thought thus in himfelf, that without incurring any dan- 
ger in regard of Herod, he might greatly gratifie the Ladies 5 who in all likelihood 
fhould not be deprived of that dignity wherein they were at that time 5 butwould re- 
turn them the like kindnefs when Mariamne fhould be Queen, or next unto the King. 
Furthermore, he hoped, that if Herod alfo fhould return with all things anfwerable to 
his del ires, that he would perform nothing without his Wtfes confent ; or upbraid him U 
with the aft, if fhe contradicted : for he knew too well that the King loved her fo, that 
it was impoflibleto equal orexprefs his affections* and for thefe caufeshe difclofed 
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H the truft that was committed Unto him. But Mariamste was very, fore difpleafed to Seat r^fS 4 
that there was no end of her miferies, but they were altogether united and tied to tbi *r«K7«1? 
dangers of Herod $ and fhe oftentimes wifhed that he might never more return again in ^f'^cMfi't 
fafety, fuppofing thather life with him fhould be very intolerable : all which, fhe a£ JL vil,i 
terwards diflembled not, but openly confeffed that which afflicted her with difcontent;V^*^J 
For whenas HerW,beyond all expectation,arrived in his Conn trey, being-adorned with 
mighty fortune, hefirft of all, as it became hrro, acquainted his Wife with his good 
tydings, and happy fuccefs, whom onelyamongft all other his friends and Wives, he 
embraced and faluted, for the pleafing converfacion and affection that was in her. But H„ ei bu f 
fhe, while he repeated unto her thefe fortunate events of his affairs, rather entertained coldly enter- 

I the fame with a difpleafant attention, than applauding joy : Neither could her great M l aed by ') i * 
fincerity cover the agitation of her mind. For when he folded his arms about her «. e MMM ' 
neck, fhe unfolded her forrow in her fighes) fofimple and unfeigned were her affecti- 
ons? and feemed rather to be difpleafed than appeafed by his narrations. Whereupon 
Herod was fore troubled, perceiving thefe things not onely fufpected,but alfo fully mani- tknftb 
feft: but above all things, he was diftracted, when he confidexed the incredible and rowstof^'bir 
apparent hatred that his Wife had conceived againft him, which incenfed him fo,that he *^ e5affc ^«»s 
could not refift the love that had attainted him ; fo that he neither could continue in cSn^d?"* 
wrath, nor liften long to peace, and being unrefolved in himfelf, he now was attemp- 
ted by this; ftraight diftracted by a contrary affection : fo much was his mind toffed be- 

K tween love and hatred, when oftentimes he defircd to punifh the womans pride, his 
heart by loves mediation failed him in the enterprize. For nothing did more tor- 
ment him than this fear, left executing his difpleafure againft her,he fhould aythismeans 
more grievoufly wound himfelf, through the defire he bare unto his deceafed delight. 
Whilft thus he was tortured in his paffions, and conceived linifter opinions againft S'hlnJSSer 
Mariamne his W\&i£alome his fifter,and his mother, having an inkling of his difcontents, incenfe the 
thought that they had gotten a fit opportunity to exprefs and execute their hatred towards King by 'k^"" 
Mariamne: for which caufe they conferred with Herod, and whetted his fpleen and dif- Igi^Kri-j 
pleafure with variety of flanders, fufficientat one affault to engender hatred,and kindle tmne -' 
his jealoufie againft her. To thefe reproaches of theirs he lent no unwilling ears $ yet 

L he had not the heart to attempt any thing againft his Wife, or to give free credit to 
their report* notwithftanding his difpleafure inaeafed,and was inflamed more and more 
againft her, for that neither fhe could colour her cares and difcontents, nor he con- 
tain himfelf from exchanging his love into hatred : and perhaps at that time he had 
publimed fome fatal doom againft her, had not a happy meflenger brought him word, 
that Anthony and Cleopatra being dead, Cafar was become Lord of Egypt : for which Antbnywi 
caufe, hafting forward to meet and entertain him, he left his family in that prefent £'"f" Mfl » B . 
eftate. Upon his departure, he recommended Mariamne to Sobemw, giving him great Egjpt. L ° tdo( 
thanks for the care he had had of her, and granting him in way of gratuity a part of S'bcmmho. 
Jewry to govern. ' Sffi?-' 

M When Herod was arrived in Egypt, and had friendly and familiarly conferred with 
Cafar, he was highly honoured by him i for Cafar gaVe him thofe four hundred French 
menthat were of Cleopatra's guard i and reftored that part of his Countfey unto him £5«?ar-* 
again, which was taken away, and fpoiled by her. He annexed alfo unto his Kingdom 8" h . H<rerf ' 
Gadara, Hippon^ and Samaria, and on the Sea Coaftt, the Cities of Gaza, Anthedon, dwmnion! - 
Joppe, with the Tower of straton: which when he had obtained, he grew more migh- 
ty than before : and after he had accompanied Cafar as far as Antioch, he returned into 
hii own Countrey. Upon his arrival, he found that fortune which was favourable un- 
to him abroad, too ffowardat home, efpecially in regard of his Wifei in whofeaffe- 
ction he feemed to bemoft happy.For hewas as inwardly touched with the lawful love of 

N. Mariamne, as any other of whom the Hiftories make report) and as for her, fhe was tinUm* * 
both chafteand faithfull unto him; yet fhe had a certain womanly imperfection and na- fr°>»ardwo- 
tural frowardnefs, which was the caufe that fhe prefumed too much upon the intire af- mul * 
fedtion wherewith her husband was intangled * fothat without regard of his perfon,who 
had power and authority over others.fhe entertained him oftentimes very outragioufly: 
All which endured he patiently,- without any fhew of difcontent. But Mariamne up- 
braided, and publickly reproached both the Kings mother and lifter, telling them, that 
they were but abjectly and bafefy born; 

Whereupon there grew a g^eat enmity ,and vinincoverable hatred between the La- 
dies y and from thence alfo, there afofe an occafionof greater accufations and calumni- 

O ation than before. Thefe fufpitions Were riourifhed amongft them, for the fpace of 
one whole year after Herods return from Cifar 5 and at length, this long contriv'd hatred 
brake out violently ,upon this occafiort that enfueth r Whenas about mid-day the King 

bad 
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'^W^ had withdrawn himfelf into his Chamber to take his reft, he called MariamnMbUmi^Ji 
trJu, JW «.Tport with her, being incited thereunto by the great affection that he barettriro her 
btfirtchrift'i Upon this, his command (he came unto him; yet would (he not lie with hirti, nor enter- 
scum*, £?in |jj 8 court i n gs with friendly acceptance, but upbraided htm bitterly wi& her fa! 
>*>"V"^ thers and brothers death. The King took thcfe re proachful words in very evil part* 
and was almoft ready to ftrike her : but his fiftcr hearing a greater 'ftir^rid 
noife than was ufual, fent the Butler; who long before that time was fuborncdby her 
- whom the commanded to tell the King, that Mariamne had prepared a drink for him to 
incite and quicken him unto love. Charging tiim moreover, that if the King in hear- 
ing him fpeak of this potion, (hould feem to be moved therewith,: that then he mould 
proceed further in his difcourfe. He therefore (being in this manner beforehand in. B 
drafted what he ought to do J at that very intrant was fent to difcover his treachery 
unto the Kings for which caufe with a fober and ftayed countenance he enrred in un- 
to him, being ferioofly and well prepared to difcourfe, and told him, that Mariamne 
had bribed him to prcfent his Majefty with an amorous cup of drink. Now when he 
perceived that the King was troubled with thefe words, he profecuted his difcourfe 
alledging that the potion was a certain medicine which Mariamne had given him, tie 
vertue whereof he knew nor, which he had received according as he had told him>know- 
ing that it concerned both his own fecurity, and the Kings fafety. 

Herod, who before this, was highly difpleafed, hearing thefe words, was fo. orach C 
the more incenfed : for which caufe, he prefently commanded Mariannes inoftraith- 
ful fervanra be examined by torments, as concerning the poifon, fuppbfing that it 
was impoffible for her to undertake any thing whatfoever without his privity. He 
being tried and tormented after this cruel manner, confeffed nothing of that for which 
he was tortured 5 but declared unto the King, that the hatred which his wife had con- 
ceived againft him, proceeded from certain words that So hem its had told her. Scarce- 
ly had hefinifted thefe words, but that the King cryed out with a loud voice, fay- 
ing, That Sohemus, who before time had been moji faithful!, both to hint and his Km. 
dom, would not have declared thefe hit privy commands, except. there had been fome more 
iwrd familiarity and fecrecy betwixt him. and Mariamne: foriwhichcaufeheprefem-h 
in* Mirumntt }y commanded his Mini Iters to lay hands on Sohemus^ and to put him to death. As for 
beb.ifijputw.his wife, he drew her to her tryal, and to this effect he arfembled his moft famifiar 
nlrumnt is friends, before whom he began to accufe her with great fpight and fpleen, astouching 
accufedbyHf. thefe potions and poifons aforefaid $ wherein he ufed* intemperate and unfecmly fce- 
r &n£t ana ches > an<J fach 35 ' fot theu " b"ternefs did ill become him in caufe of juftice 5 fo that in 
i»prf!5ned ; the end, the afliftants feeing the fcope of his defire, pronounced fentence of death 
StaSuSf- " gainft her ! which beln 8 P aft > both he > and 3,1 othcr the affiftants were of his opinion, 
gations ii led th « (hould not fo fpeedily be executed, but that (he (hould be kept clofe prifooer 
to execution, in fome fure place in the Palace. But by Salomes follicitations, Herod Was incited to 
haften her death, for that (he alledged that the King ought to fear, left fome feditioo p 
(hould be raifed amongft the people, if he (hould keep her alive in prifoni And by 
this means Mariamne was led unto her death. 

Alexandra her mother confidering the eftate of the time, and fearing no lefs mifcbief 
From Herods hands than her daughter was allured of* (he undecently changed her mtod. 
and abje&ly laid afide her former courage and magnanimity. For intending to makeit 
known, that (he was neither party nor privy to thofe crimes wherewith Mariarnnew 
charged 5 (he went out to meet her daughter, and entertained her injurioufly, prote* 
fting publickly that (he was a wicked woman, and ungrateful towards her husband j 
«S/ J nd that fte wel1 deferved the pumfhment that was adjudged her, for thatftie durft be f 
nrive.htoac- fo bold to attempt fo heinous a fact, refpe&ing to requite her husbands entire love 
&^L« fof w '\ hhcT "nfe'gned loyalty. Whilft thusdiflioneftly (he counterfeited her d jfplea(ure, 
rtafoa. a «d was ready to pull Mariamne by the hair 5 the affiftants, according to her defer, 
condemned her generally for her hypocrifie : but (he that was red to be puoi(hed,coo- 
vi&ed her felf by her mild behaviour 5 for firftof all, (he gave her ndanfwer, neither 
wasany ways altered by her reproaches, neither would fo much as caft her eye upon

This /a/rand jolicita- 
tion of hers was but coldly rcceivcdiand the Captains who at all times ihewed themfclvcs 
always faithful,atthat time were the rather far more conftant in their duty, both for that 
they hated Alcxandra^nd alfo that they thought it a great offence to def pair of the health of 
their Prince- For thefe were the Kings old friends, and one of them was Herods own Nephew, «wnf. 1- 

N whofe name was Achiabtu. For which caufe they (f at prefently mclfengers untohimto (hew 
him Alexandra's intent who having hcird thefe news, prefently commanded her to be put i ntC nr. 
to death.md at length overcoming tiis ft.kittf, he grew fo badly affcetcd both in body and l 1ul 
ww^that he grew hateful unto all men:io that all thofe who offended him,and for hoW lit- lo 0Jt 
tic caufe foevcr.werc prefently piintjhed.lniWis his intemperance he imbrued his lands in the 
blood of divers of his friends,** CofiabarMiLyfimaehut^ntipaterfitaatned Cadias^nd Dofi- 
theusjoi this occafion that enfueth. Coffabarui was an ldum<ean,*tid one of tkc greatefi ac- 
count amongft his coumreymtn, who wis defended from the Pricfts of Co^as, whom the 
idumaans cftccm for a g»d, before that Hncamts had obliged them to embrace the fews 
Religion.Heredbeing made King of the preappointed Coflabarns to be Governor in Idu- 

O rnaa and G*zA , giving him Salome his lifter to wife, after he had put fofepbxD death, to Ct9jljrut> 
whoq^ fhe bad been married beforc.as we have declared.

TZ&ml' fewsfubjelfion, notwithftanding they had received their manner of government from 
' them. He therefore fent mcffengers unto Cleopatra, giving her to underftand,that idma a 
i had alwayes been under her anceftots fubje<5tion : and for that caufe (he ought upon juft 
caufe to demand and beg that councrey at Antonius hands,and that for himfelfhe was rea- 
dy to become her fervant. All which he praftifed , not to gratifte Cleopatra in any fori 
whatfoever , but to the intent that if Hereds fortunes ihould be any wayes weakned, he 
might more eafily by this means both enlarge and obtain the Kingdom of ld»m*a. And 
with thefe foolifh hopes was hetranfporttcf.in regard of his birth and riches, which he 
had heaped together by fuch difhoitefi means as he continually pra6tifed 5 as he that intended jj 
no fmall matters. But notwithftanding Cleopatra's often and earned petition to obtain his 
cosiibirut fbveraignty, yet could (he not obtain it at Antonius hands. When Herod had notice of 
the ^ c CoVcrl an< * cunning pra£ices,he was ready to kill Cefiabarut. But upon the earnift 
srKf ffion.'"" [implications of his filter and her mother,he d ifmiffcd and pardoned him? yet held him al- 
wayes infufpicion,by rcafon of this practice. Not long after it hapncd,that Salome fell a i 
debate vrith'Coftabarus, for which caufe fhe font a Bill of divorce to her husband , notwith- 
ftanding it were againft the lam and ordinary cufioms of the J-ews. For according to out 
ordinances ,it is only lawful for the husband to do the fame* and as touching the n»/'/c,not- 
withftanding fhe were fcparatcd,yct it is not lawful for her to marry 3gain,cxccpt her /;«/"- 
band firft give her licence* But Salome without rcfpe& of the lams of the ccu»trey grounding C 
her felf too roujh upon her own authority ,forfook her husband : f iying,that flic feparated 
her felf from her husband by rcafon of the great friendjhip which fhe bare untp her brother, 
coithrus, iv- for that flie had received fome notice that Cojabarits Confpired againft her with Antlpt- 
jiLchus, la:i- ter,LjJimacbus and Dofitheus. And this accufation fhe confirmed by Bab as children, whom 
p r hZ a'wicf* he had already kept with him in all fecmity for the fpace of twelve years. All which was

Icm with an army j thofe incommodities ard necoffities that ordinal ily happen unto thofe 
thatare befieged /#were the caufe that divers acknowledged Herod, and fixed'their hopes 
upon him. Bui Babas fons being in authority, and befides that, attended by a great num- 
ber of men,p\r?ejcred in their faithful obfervatio iof Antigonus^nd blamed Herod comi- . 
nually,encouraging \hc inhabitants to continue the Kingdom in thofe to whom it appertain- 
ed by defcent:and they themfelves followed that cuirfc, which in their opinion was moft 
profitable for the Gommonweal. But after that the City was furprized by Hero^ani he grew 
mafter of the eftate,c?0/?4£<ir0f,who was appointedto keep tiic; city gates,and to lie in wait 
that none of thofe who were accufed to have forfaken the Kings fide ,fhould efcape,know. £ 
ing that the fons of Babts were greatly cfteemcd and honoured among the people ,and fore- 
fecingthat their fafety might be no fmall furtherance to himfelf,if at anytime there might 
enfue any alter ation,Uc discharged and hid them within his own polTcffions : and notwith- 
ftanding that at thac time he had proteftcd to Herodby an oath , that he knew not what 
was become of them, yet though fufpe&cd of perjury, he concealed them. And aftet- 
wardswhen the King had by Proclamation protnifed a reward to him that fhould difco* 
ver them, and fought for them by all means, neither then alfo would he confefs the fafl. 
For being afraid left he ihould be punifhed for his firft denial 4 he concealed them ftilhnot 
fo njuch for their fake as for his own intereft.

ercifewctc fought outfrom all corners of the «*r/^uhder the hope to obtain the propofed u ^ r ^ J 
palm and vl&ory % and all the moft expedient in thole extreifes that were to be found, were 
invited to that aJfemUj : Fot he propofed moft huge rcwards,not only to thofe that extrci- 
fed ivra filing Jtnn alfo to thofe who are called Mnficians^d to all forts oi flayers on wftrw 
ments % endeavoring to his atmefi power , that all the moft famous irr thofe prefejjiens lliould 
I be afitftant in thofe paftimc;. He appointed alfo a regard of great value for fuch as ran upon 
the chariots of three jfour.orof one horfe.and allthatwhich was both [tmpmous and magni- 
ficent to bcholdifot every one thing was moft carefully provided; for he ftrovc to have the 
honour of zmoft magnificent preparation for his games. The Theater was hung all about with 
cafars titles,3nd ihctrophees of thofe nations which were overcome by himjaltorcthcr fet 
out and Alining mihgold and filuer. As fot the inftruments thercofjiherc wanted neither 
furniture cofth veftmentsjx precious (tones. Thither alfo were drawn certain rvildbealis as 
lions ani other &4y?f,which were worthy to be placed in this famous Jhetv, being admira- 
ble both forthcir/»r« and rarenefs of nature,vtbof ought the one with the other,and ag-ainft 
fuch men likewife who were condemned to die : whereby the fit angers coneciv'cd.togcthcr 
K with the admiration of his expence an tmcomparable and unaccuflomed pleafure. Bat hiscottn- mod obtain. 
trtfmen interpreted this thing for a mmifeft corruption of taofe difeiplines and manners f th rolma11 
which they had entertained and honoured am jngft them. For it was an aft moft mmifeft- l^ci, 
ly impiouSjto hazird men againft wild beajls, to delight the eyes of other m:n : It was alia 
4 matter as impious, to change and prophane the ordinances of the countreyfot fmain exer- 
cifes But the moft hated of all thefe were the Tropheesfox in that they were certain Ima- 
ges attired in armor,the ufc and veneration whereof were fotbidden by our laws, this dif- 
. pleafcd and grieved them more than any thing whltfoevermeither was Herod ignorant of 
thofe troubles which they procured. But he thought it to be a matter of danger toattcmpt 
the fame for the prefent by force , and for that Caufe he familiarly debated the fame with 
L fome few of them,and difcourfed unto them his occafions,to the end to rid them of their 
[uperftition, but could not prevail. For all of therewith, one conftnt,cried out againft the The j,™ r up . 
indignity which they faw him commit : telling him that although all other things were to P° fe ! hat ,Ile 
be tolerated,yet the 2Vo^«,which were images o/itfw,were unfupporcable,becaufe they ve«d «Th «"ms 
wereuaufual in their Countrey. H^perceiving that they were difcontented.and that they w«e iimgn. 
would not be eafily wroughtupon,except they had fome contentmt »f Recalled the worfkiejl 
men ampngft them, and led them into the Theater, demanding of them what they thought 
thefe Tropheei were : and when they cried out that they were images of men 5 he inconti- 
nently caufed all the ornaments to betaken off from them } letting them fee that they were 
nought clfe but naked flocks of woodifo that fuddenty their difpleafurc was turned into a 
M laughter, and their doubts were prefcntly difcuffed. Thus appeafed he the people^nA mo- 
derated the fury of their difcontent\ fo that divers of them changed their opinions ^and wClC 
nomoredifpleafcd. Notwithftanding there were fomeofthefc that petfiftcd in tbeconcett 
they had of thofe exf/*//w,fuppofing that the corruption oi their ancient difcipline was an in- 
ducement to their grievous calamities % and they imagined that it rather concerned them to 
undergo all dang er j,than to endure any alteration in their cuJonis,by permitting that Herod 
fhould introduce new and extraordinary faJh;ons^ who onely in word was their King, but in 
effect an enemy of their whole nation. For this caufe there were ten men amongft them, who Ten con- 
bound themfclvcs by oa:h to hazard all cxtremitics.and tothis intent they had hid certain & " ga " ,ft 
Jl)srt fwords Under their garments : amongft thefe thc--e was one that was blind,\vho urged 
N and egged on by the ft rangenefs of thofe things which he had heard,not for that he was of . 
ability to execute any thing with his hand, but to teftifie that he was ready to furfcr with 
the reft,if any misfortune fliould befall them, by his example the rtft of them were not a 
little confirmed: Thefe having mutually undcttakenthis refolution t repi'ued to thcThcatcr } 
under hope that Herod fliould not efcape them , for that they intended to aifail him una- 
wares: at leaft if they failed of him,their hops was, to fall foul on fome of his favourites 
and I folIowers,accounting this to be fome comfort in their expedte J death, if in regard of 
their violated religion they might bring the King in haired withthc common p'.ople. And Iur '' in - 
ihefc intending to offer themlclves as Leaders unto the reft , rcfolvcd to execute thefe S'i""^. 
thiigs. But one of thofe intelligencers that Herodhad fent abroad to pry and fcarch into ' 
O fuch like aftions , having difcovercd.all their confpracy , fignihed the lame unto the 
Ktn? , when he was ready to enter into the Theater, He knowing very Well what ha- 
trcdwas continually hatched againft him,betook himfelf to his Palacc,and lent for the 
confpiratorsby their names : who being apprch;ndcd inthcfa«5t 3 3nd krowingthat there

piece.! 15 CUt " N ot long after this,that intelligencer who had betrayed them 3 growing h ateful in all mens 
cyesjwas ftabd by certain men,and chopt in pieces with their fwords,and after Wards caft 
unto the dogs in fight and prefence of many. Yet did no man difcover this act u: til af tt r g 
long and wearifomc inquifitions made by Herod , it was got out of certain poor Wb m tn 
(who were privy to the fad) with divers torments. Then were all the sctors of that rmi r i 
ther punifhed,with their whole familitsrand notwithftanding all this 3 the common pfcbple 
was no wayes daunted, ,bnt were ready to defend their lav»s,except they Were rcftraiffed 
neftJ f.,.iificthby fome greater power. Which when the King perceived , he refiftedthcir endeavors 
wo h«:l% with all diligence, left through thefc alterations in affairs, the people mould be drawn to 
im^A-lonia' an °P en rebellion. Whereas therefore he had two ftrong Caftles within the City , one 
slmni , or wherein his palace was,another called Anttniajhat ad joy ned near unto thcTcmple jforti- 
scbiHc. fi c d by him 5 he thought good to ftrengthen a third Called Samaria ,thc name whereof he 
changed,and called it Sebofte ("which wasdiftant from $crufalem forae dayes journey j to C 
contain thofc of the common fort that were abroad, under his obedience, and very fit to 
stmw Tower bridle any uproars that might be raifed in the City and Countrey; And for the whole 
ofbafc"*' N a£ion lie builded Fort, which in times paft was called straton^nd afterwards he n a -

ip.ra.ics. N ow when he had fitly difpofed all thefe Caftles through his whole Cottntrey, for the 
fecurity and fafety of his Kingdom , the matter of rebellion was taken from the crimfhon 
people, who upon every light caufe are fubject to commotions, in that he had prepared a 
remedy againft all privy confpiracies t by planting fuch forces always near at hand, who d 
might prevent and pacific all alterations at their beginning. After this, betaking himfelf 
to encompafs Samaria with a wall, he brought to pafs that divers of thofe who had born 
arms with him againft his enemies , and divers of the people likewifc that dwelt round a- 
bout,cameto inhabit it, both in regard of the Temple,which he intended to build in that 
placets alfo for that he fortified the fame for his own ftcurity (although that formerly it 
was not in the number of famous Cities.) He therefore changed the name thereof , and 
called it StbaJIe^nd difttibuted the lands that confined the City amongthe inhabitants of 
the fame (which was by natnre a fruitful countrey) to the intent that within a little (pace 
they might inrich themfelves. He invironed the City alfo with a ftrong wall, being af- 
fifted by the natural ftrength and ftecpnefs of the place : and befides the whole circuit, £ 
he included fo much ground, that it was no wayes inferiour to any of the famous Citiesj 
for it contained the circuit of twenty furlongs or ftadia's.And in the midft thereof there 
was a facred placc,containirg a furlong & a half, wonderfully adornedjin which there was 
a Temple builded,f amous both for be uty and bjgnefs. And as for the other parts of the 
City, he adorned them with all forts of ornaments. And feeing how nearly it concerned 
him 10 provide for the ftcurity of liisperfon in this walled City,hc erected aFortrcfsfor 
himfelf. And as for the beauty thereof , his intent vy a s that it fliould remain for a mo- 
nument to poftcrity, of his magnificence and liberality.

appeared not any means whereupon they might hope 5 namely; for that the mifery in- 
creafed more than was expected j : yei\ and extended it felf beyond that year: fo that they 
had nothing remaintrfgby them, and^hefeed thatwas-fowed at that timemouldfed away, 
and the earth for alltheir labours afforded them rfo encreafe.The necc ffity therefore being 

I thus great, conftrained men tofearch out many new inventions to maintain their life": 
and the Kinglikcmfe was in no lefs perplexity 5 in that he was deprived of thofe ordinary 
revenues which he received by the fruits of the earrlvj and the rather, for that he had fpenc 
his moneyln repafring his Ciries, according as before this we have declared : all things 
were wafted by divers calamities, 'fo that a man could conccive no hope of remedy. Be- 
fides this, the people hated their King % for that it « their coftom ordinarily to accufe 
their Governors, as if they were the authors ef all their evils. Yet did the King bethink 
himfelf how he.might remedy thefc inconveniences, but he hardly could find the means,

K y« " c wanted it alfo to defray the charges : notwithftanding in that he knew, that mod ™; m u 
it behoved him to employ his uttermoft endeavors for a general remedy to fuch a violent r c , 0 n 
oppreflion, he melted down all thofc movables he had either cf Gold ot Silver within his m'^Ti'*. 
Palace, and fparcd nothing,either for the matter, the excellency, or the fafliion 5 no not ,1;<J ^-fii-of 
fo much as the vcifcls wherein he was ordinarily ferved. I his money was lent into Eg jpt t Ztuh"' 
wherratthat time, under C£far 3 Petronius held the government. 1 his man being Herod\ com. ' ' 
friend, in that he defired the fafety of his fubie&s, at fuch time as divers of them retired 
themfelves unto him, by reafon of their necclfity, he permitted them to buy up corn, and 
affifted them in all things, both in their bargains, and in their carriages: fo that the greater 
or the whole fum of their fuccours was attributed to him. But after their return, Herod 

I did To much, that the care that was taken by him did not only change the aflc&'ions of 
thofe which were his enemies , but befides all this, he purchafed great praifc and com- 
mendation for his liberality and lingular providence. For, firft of all, he diftnbutcd a m?** Jiftribu 
certain quantity of corn to all thofe who were not able of themfelves to fupply their own J;* ^ r r 
wants, uling herein both great care and diligence. After this 1 , for that there were % great n.'< 1 ,' 
number of luch, who in regard of their agc,or fome other infirmity, were unable to pre- 1 A •'• 
pjrc their victuals, he took order for their relief, and appointed them certain Bikcrs,wno 
fliould furnifli them with bread fufficient for their fnbfiftance. Hcgave order alfo, that 
they fliould not pafs the winter without cloathing , but provided for fuch as Were naked 
fufficient raimenr, confidcrmg that the flie c p were partly dead, and partly devoured, and 

M that there Wis no wool rofer them awork,or other ftuff to make garments of. Now after 
hs hsdiurniHicd hisfubjscls with thefc things, he thought good alfotofhewkindnefsto 
the neighboring Cities,and ftored the Syrians with feed-coin to fow their lands, which 
yielded him no little profit : for the earth incontinently gave him a large and plentiful 
tribute for that fhe had received J 0 that all of them had abundance of vic~tuals: a nd as foon 
asthchaiveft w^S ready, he fen t fifty thoufand men into that Country which he had re- 
hiveJ : and by this mcjns he with all diligence reffored his afflicted Kingdom, and com- 
lortc A his m ighbors, who were opprefied with the like calamity. For there was not any 
m.in in nccelfity, tir.t according to his quality was not afliftcd and fuccouted. 

The Villages likcw!fe and the Cincs, and thofc of thi common fort who entertained 

•\ grc;;r hr.ufholds, an J were in want, having their rccourfe unto him, received that which 
they had need of : fo tin? to reckon up all the Corn which he gave unto thofe who were 
not his fubjects, it appeireth that he employed ten thoufand Cores of Wheat : jiow the 
Core ccr.t.ineth ten Athenian bnfliclb : and within the compafs of his Realm he employed 
tiyiity thoufand : which care ot his, and difcicet favour, wrought fo much in the hearts of

came to pafs, that Herod was taken with her good character , and afterwards obtaining 
che fight of her, he fell in love with her 5 yet would not ufe his authority, left he fhpu.ld 
feem to behave himfclf tyrannically, but chofc rather to accept her for his wifc.W hcre- 
11 1 as therefore Simon feemcd unworthy of his,afh*nity,and yet too worthy to becontemncd, 
he made election of a convenient means to obtain the fulnefs of his defire , which was, 
to raifs both Simon and his to higher dignities. For which caufc he prefently depofed 
' the hi* h P rieft $efix , the fon of Phabete Si and eftabliihed Simon in his places and that 
' done he contracted affinity with him. After the marriage was confummate, he builded C 
a new Caftlc in that place wherein he had overcome the Jews, when he made war againft 

This place isdiftant from ferufalemfome fixty furlongs, or ftades, ftrong by nature,, 
and fit for defence and fortification. For near it there is a certain ftcephjllmadc by 
Art, alter the manner of a round dug, environed with round Towers, with a ftcep afcent 
of two hundred ftcps cut out of hewed ftone. Within the fame there arc divers places 
l.niided wjth great and fumptuous workmanfhip , made both for defence and delight. 
f.z the foot of this hill there arc two houfes worthy to be feen , for divers Angularities 
and namely, by rcafon of thofe Conduits of water,which although they fpring notinthtt 
place, yet notwithltanding they are brought from far with great coft and expencc. Thep 
t'lainthat adjoyneth upon it, is all full of buildings, after the manner of a City, and the 
top of the Caftle commandeth all the Plain. As fooh as he had difpofed all bis affairs, 
according to his hearts defire, he poileffed the Kingdom in great quietnefs , for that he 
made hisfutjc&s obedient unto him, both by fear, infhewing himfelf inexorable when 
it concerned him to punifla* and by liberality, whereby he provided for their publick 
ncceflitics : he therefore took an efpecial care of himfclf , as it the life and fafety of his 
perfon had been the fecurity of his people. He behaved himfclf officioufly and favoura- 
bly towards all foreign Cities; he entertained the Princes with prefents, which ac- 
cording to his occafions he fent unto them , to infinuatc himfelf into their favors, being 
in his own nature magnificent and fit to govern : fo that all his fortunes incrcafed , and £ 
•il! things fell out happily according to his defire. True it is, that the care which he im- 
ployedtn honouring Cxftr, and other mighty Magistrates of iJcw^caufed him toouiftiip 
his cuftoms^r.d to alter divers Ordinances of his Country in building Cities,and erecting , 
Temples in honour of them , although he builded them not in the Land oigury : for the 
Jews would not have endured it, becaufe we arc forbidden to honour images and figures, 
formed according to the likenefs of a man , as the Greeks are accuftomed to do 5 but he 
did this in the Country and foreign Cities, and excufed himfclf to the Jews : faying, that 
he did it not of his own head, but performed that according to the charge which hebad 

•«•- from others, who were greater than himfclf : and in the mean while gratified c*f«r and 
j; the Romans , in that he reflected their honour mote than he did the ordinances of his I 

, Country : although in all things he had regard to his particular advantage , and deter- 
mined withhimfclf to leave behind him after his death , large and ample teftimonics of 
his power and greatnefs 5 which was the caufc that he builded Cities with great charge 
and expencc.

This Tmbenitu ti 
great Emperor received them with all thc kindnefs and civilly imaginable ; and gave Btrmta and 
their father the freedom to make choice of either of them to fucceed him in his Kingdom, /ilefMita - 
enlarging it with thc addition of three Provinces, Trachotia^Baranca, and Aur*nitn % on this 
occafion that followeth. A certain man , called zenodtrus, had rented Lyfanlos lands \ zw<»rwliv«l« 
K a:id not contenting himfelf with thofe revenues which he gathertd, but defirous to gather byfp»il. 
more, h^ lived upon fpoils and robberies in Trachona, which is a Country the inhabitants 
whereof commonly live by pillage and fpoil, which they purchafe from the Citizens and 
Merchants of Damafco* And fo far was Zeno&orus from prohibiting thefc robberies, that 
be himfelf alio was partaker of thc booty: fo that the Nations neighbouring about.fteing 
themfclves thus abuled, fought for remedy at Virus hands, who was their Governor, re- 
quiring h im to acquaint C^far with Zcnodoruss proceedings. Which when he undcrftood, 
he commanded that fuch lawiefs ryoiers mould be punifhed, and that thc Country fliould 
b,' added to thc jurifdi&Lon o' lUrod^ to the intent that by his vigilancy, the inhabitants 
or Trjcbona fli ould no more moltlt their neighbors. For it was hard to rcftrain them, con-

This »Ttmpk '£« 
place of it lelffo famous and delightful, was chofen out by Her 0 d 3 and adorned alfo wfth urtH - pMiM ' 
a Tempte which he buili : in honour of C*fir. At that time alfo he releafed tfcc third plrt 
of thofe tributes which his Tub jedls paid unto him , to the end Us he fa:d) that he miht of uis ttlblltc - 
I relieve his fur^eAs after the penury they had endured. But the truth of his intention was 
thathedid ittothat end to win th?ic favours, who were finifterlyaffeaed towards him! 
For they had conceived an hatred againft him, becaufe all piety was in a manner abolifh - 
cd,and the ordinances of the couhtrey in a fort difannulled by the means of thofe temples 
which he had built.andcachman privily murmured bitterly againft him$fo that they were 
inclining to a mutiny. But Herod with great difcretion prevented it, and cut off all Wa- 
fionsof lrfurrcaion, commanding every one to mind his bufinefs 5 ' forbidding them to 
make any aflcmblics in the City, or to talk one with another under colour of walking a- 
broad for pleafure or feafts fake. Moreover he had fent out certain Intelligencers to difco- 
vcr all that which was donc,apporncing grievous puniOimems for thofe that mifliked his 
K Government. For divers of them were led unto thc Caftlc of Hircania , fomc openly 
fome privately,whcrc they were no fooner imprifoned,but they were put to death , and 
both in the City and in the countrey,thcre were certain men appointed to take note of all 
fuch that ufed any aflemblics upon any occafion whatfocver. He was Co concerned at his 
fubjeefcdiftaftes, that as it is reported of him , he took the habit of a^nW man, and 
thruft himfelf in the night time into the company of the people, to underftand and gather 
what they thought of his government j and thofe whom he found to be untraceable and 
obftinate,and would not be conformed to his will, he difpatched them by one means or 
other, binding the reft of the people by an oath to ferve him faithfully, and conftrained «mi bind«h 
them to keep the oath they had fworn, and to acknowledge his Soveraigntj : whercunto thc P c ?i ,leb y 
L divers through the fear they conccived,eafily condefcended. But they who bad more con* 
rage t 8c were difconrentcd to fee themfelves conftrained,he cut them offby all means pof- »»v excufeth 
iiblc. He required alfo an oath of divers of thofe SecTaries who followed the Phanfces f c rb ™l !t ' 
Vollto and Samtas.-ind notwithftanding they denied to take theoath,yet hedid not punifh SoiSd 
them as he did thc other for their refufal, in refpec^ and reverence of tollio their Mafter. Sdmu '" r kcs - 
l'roiri this rigor alfo were they cxcmpt jW ho amongft us are called Efcans, which is afort ^tniZZ 
ot men that hve after that manner that Pythagoras did among the Grecians, of whom 1 
have more exprefly difcourfed in another place. 

I think it not a matter to be overflipr, neither varying from my Hiftory to repori for 
what caufe the King had fo religious an opinion of thofe men. There was a certain E(Tt- 
M **c*\\cd Mattakm, who in his feft was accounted an upright and juft man and one that 
had obtained from God the knowledge of things to come. He feeing H t rod one day at 
luch time as he was very young and went to School, falutedhimand called him King of 
the Jews. Herod fuppofing that Manahem knew him not, or that he mocked him,reproved 
lumfharply for his fptech, faying, that he acknowledged himfelf to be one of thc com- 
mon fort. MMahem fmiling, hit him gently with his hand upon the back, and faid unto 
him, Tfjoujhah be King, andjbalt have a happy reign , for fuch is Gods pleafure : and at that 
time remember thy f tlf of the we*d< that Manahcm fake unto thee, which Jhall ferve for a reft, 
mony to put thee in mind of thy mutable efiate. For it bccOmmeth thee nothing more , than /V 
i'lfiicc piety, and equity, to win the hearts of thj fubjetl* : yet know I by revelation frOm God 
N that thou wilt not follow theft inftruclions 5 for thou (halt forget and neglecl both divine and hu- 
mane lam , though in other reft tils thou [halt be me ft fortunate , and pur chafe eternal glory. 
Tctjhalt thou not tfcape Gods hands, for he jhall chajlife thee in the latter time of thy life with 
* grievous punifbmer.t. 

At that lime Hercd gave fmall icgard to thofe his words , in thai he had no hope that V d»io. 
any fuch thing fliuuld happen .- but not long after, as foon ashe had obtained the King. n " hYV, L l1 ' 7 
dem to the fulnefs cf his felicity, he in the greatnels of his power fent for Manahtm and 2«1 *f 
asked him how long he fliuuld reign.

For they have been of 
that nature, that they have returned me but little honour, and your felf great prefit and {tcuri- 
ty. Per you jour [elves know, that in tbofe adverftties that have befallen you, I have been * 0 
tvayes negligent in that which concerned J oar profit : and in thofe buildings I h*ve erected 
by Gods affiHance , / have not fo much regarded my felf, as that which cancer neth jOu all : 
and my hope is by the will cf God , that I have brought the eft ate of the Jews to that dtgrct C 
of felicity , that they never had or expected before this time. As for that which! have 
particularly done in the heart of the Countrey , and in the Cities which I have augmtnted t 
as well with ornament and beauty , as with a number of inhabitants : ftnee you your felve's 
knew , I think it a ridiculous matter to reduce them to jour memory. But I mujl affure you 
that , the defign which I will prefently undertake , is far more holy and more excellent , than 
may be performed by its* For our predectffors , after they were returned from the Captivi' 
ty of Babilon , builded a Temple in Honour of our great and mighty God , which in height 
wanted fixty cubits of that which Solomon firfl built": yet ought we not to object it as a blame, 
or afcribe this action to any impiety in our Ancefiers. For the Temple was not at their diffi' 
ftng , but the meafute of their Building was ftt down by Cyrus and Darius the Sett of Hy. J) 
ftafpes , to, whom and their Succcffors , they have firfl of all been flavcs , as after their time 
they have been under the fubjefiicn of the Macedonians : fo that they had not the means and 
eVportun'tty toraife this religious Monument , according to the fir ft pattern, to that ream- 
fite and convenient height. But face at this pre font, by Gods ptrmifjion , / have obtained the 
Kingdom : and that for a long time hitherto we have enjoyed a happy peace : and that neither 
money nor great revenues are wanting', and that which is our grtatefl good , we aremaie 
happy by the favour of the Romans , who in a fort are Lords of the whole world, and in 
cffccJ are our entire friends : J will enforce my felf to repair that defect , which hapned in 
times pa (I through the miferies of our noble predecrjfors : refolving with my felf toperfecl thn 
which is requifite for the fervice of God , in acknowledgment of the benefits which I'have recti- E 
vedfrom him, by wl efe mercy and means I have obtained my Kingdom. 

This<fuddcn and unexpected fpcech of Herods filled all mens ears with Wonder , and 
hearts with expectation , in that he feemed to promife fuch a tiling , as was beyond 
their hope , and as they thought far gicarer than his power: and that which moft di- 
llra&cd rhem was , forthatthcy had conceived a fear, left after he had pulled down the 
old , he fhould not be of ability to ercft a new. For which caufe his ccunfel feemed 
J^J'a'moi to k c dangcrous,and attempt over difficulr. But the King perceiving with what doubts 
!huuM l puli r ' they were detained , encouraged them, promifing in no fort to deface the Old Temple, 
.^An thcoU Ix'fbrcall that was prepared and poliftiea, which was requifite for the building of the 
i.oSy<p!l c New.. And in this he kept his word : For he appointed a thoufand chariots to draw F 
iicUi-Mf.* (tones ur.to the place , and chofe cut amongft the reft ten thoufand expert workmen. 
iwK is Hc a PP arcl IcJ at his own charge one thoufand Priefts in their accuftomed Veftments, 
contrary! " " whereof fome gave the Mafons jnitruftions how they fhould work , and the reft afliftcd 
lhffiT< via Carpenters. This done, after he had prepircd all things requifite, he caufed them 
cd'fordx " to fall to their building. As foon as therefore the former foundations werctakena- 
haikiineui c.w way , and new were planted in their place, the Temple waserc&ed upon them, in 
Jeaipie. lengrh one hundred cubits , and twenty cubits in height , above thofc hundred cubits 
which the former contained , which twenty cubits were in fome manner funck , after 
that by procefs oftimc the foundations began to be fetled : and during Nero's reign our 
H " w,,1 s c ,J c .j!j Countrevmcn thought to have railed it to the tuft height.

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H than the reft : fo that it might cafily be difcovcred by the inhabitants^^hTc^ntrcv 
many furlongs off 5 and efpecially it was moft apparent and fubjefl to their fighr who ' 7 ?/ "' ^^' 
dwelt oppofite againft it, or repaired unto the City. The doors thereof and' their Zfwckhs 
porches werecorrefpondent to the reft of the munificence of the Temple , garniflicd NJ! j^'L}~- 
with divers Tapcftrics and Azurcd Flowers , which adorned the Pillars: under whofc 
chapters a Golden Vine fpreaditfclf on each fide, replenifhcd with many goodly cUj- 
fters of Grapes hanging down : which was an admirable work to behold, both i-uefpeft 
of thegreatnefs, as alfofor the workmanfhip and matter whereof it was made He 
encompaffed all the Temple with moft ftately Galleries, cortcfpondem to the m 3 «nifi- 
I cenceofthefame, and furpafTmg thofe in times pjft for the coft : fa that never any'man 
before him fo magnificently adorned the Temple. Two of which were underpropped 
with very ftrong walls , whofc Workmanfhip was fo exquifite, that it is incredible to re- 
late. There was a ftony ri/irg orhiliock, and very ftrcjght and high, the top whereof 
towards the Etftermoft part of the City was fomcwhat fmooth and bending. Xhc firft 
that encompaifed it with a wall, was Solomon our King, who by Gods favour and labour 
of divers workmen, did firft of all build the higher part : Herod Mo inclofed the ibwee 
part ihcrcof with aaorher wall , under which to the Southward there Ktch a moft dc t p 
valley. This wall was made of huge ftoncs , clcfe faftned the one unto the other with - 
Leadjfiintting all within his enclofurc.and extending ft felf very deep : fo rhat the g rc at- 
K nefsand height of this four- fquare- building was an incredible thing ro be imagined The 
grcatnefsof the Stones appeared in the Front , but on the infide they wttc f iltncd toge- 
ther with clapfes of Iron, which fortified and ftrcngrhned the building t^rxver againft 
all injuries of times. This work having been thus Continued to the top , and the* void 
fpace between the wall and therifing hillock fillingupthc floor above, was madeJe.e!. 
The whole circuit of the Tower contained about four ftides or furlongs, a fladeor 
furlong in length from angle to angle. On the infide and near unto the top there was 
another wall of ftone extended along the Eaftcrn fide : having a double porch of equal 
greatnefswith that of the wall , and placed mihc midft of the Temple and openeth 
right upon the gates thereof , which the Kings formerly had adorned. Round about rhe 
L Temple were planted thofe fpoils which were taken from the Barbarians, which King 
Hered had placed there, with all thofe fpoils which he had taken from ihc Arabians. 
In a corner on the North fide there flood a very ftrong Foitrefs , builded by the Afmo- 
niansi who were Herods pred e ceffours 3 and had been both Kings and High Priefts, and 
had tmpofed a name on that Tower which was Bar is , in which they kept the Prieftly 
Vefture, wherewith the High Prieft was wont to be adorned at that time only, when he 
was to offer faenfice. King Herod kept the fame in that place , and there remained it af- 
ter his death , until the time of Tiberius Cafar , under whom Vitcllius Governor of Sy* 
m,camc unto )erufalem , where he was entertained by all the people with as^reat mag- 
nificence^ was polTtble : and being defirous to acknowledge the favour that he h?d re- 
M ccived at their hands , being requefted by them that they might have the keeping of the 
H;gh Priefts Ornaments , he wrote unto Tiberius Cafr to grant them that favour : and 
till the death of King Agripf* the }ews had the fame in their poffeffion. But aficr that 
Agrippa was dead , Caffius Longinus that governed Syria , and Cufptus Fadus Lieutenant 
of Judta,, commanded theyewjto return the fame into thcFortrefs Antonia*, faying, 
That the Romans ought to be Lords thereof as they had been in times pail. For which Caufe 
thejflw fent Embaffadors to Claudius c<e(ar, to requcft his favour therein , whoarri- 
ving at Rome, found the young King Agrippa there , who befought the Emperor that it 
might be lawful tor him tohave the keeping of the habit : who commanded Vitelliut ' 
the Governour of Syria , to deliver it into his hands. It Was formerly kept under the 
N feal of the High Prieft and the cuftody of the Treafurcrs , and on the Eve of a certain 
folemn Fcaft , the Trcafurers went up to the Captain , who kept the Fortiefs for the 
Romans , and after they had opened their feal, they took the habii : and after the Fcaft 
was paft , they returned it back again unto the fame place, and (hut it up under the fame 
leal in the prefence of the Captain. 

After that Herod had in this manner builded this ftrong Tower for the fecurity and The Tower of 
guarcAjf the Temple , hecallcd it Antonia , for theloveof Ambnius his friend , and one Anlcnii - 
of the chiefeft men in Rome. In the Weftern part of this porch, there were four gates, 
whereof the one opened upon the Kings Palace , to which there was a dircdt way tho- 
iow the midft of the valley : the two others led unto the fuburbs : and the fourth 
© opened upon the reft of the City , and ga vc open pjlTage unto die fame , by the means 
of a number of ftairs, by which men might defcend to the foot of the valley and 
from thence there was an afcent by other (fairs to afcend upwards.

The porch re&ed this porch offo great a height, that but to look from the top thereof, and tocon- 
buiidcd aloft fi dCr t h c depth as well of the Valley, as the height of the Porch , it would make a man 
above the vai- ^ ^ an j ^ cyc nol pi crce un j 0 the bottom of the fame. Thofe Galleries g 
were fupported by four ranks ot Pillars equally diftant ; and a fttongftone wall filled 
up the fpaces that were between the pillars of the fourth rank : the thicknefs of the 
pillars was fuch , that one was as much as three men could fathom , holding one ano- 
ther by the band, for each of th c m was twenty and feven foot about , with a double 
bafe at the bottom. The whole number of them was one hundred fixty and tv»o, 
they were engraven and damaskt with Corinthian work , fo that it moved admiration 
in thofe that beheld it. Betwixt thefc four ranks of pillars there were three Porches, 
containing in breadth each of chem thirty foot , and in length a ftude or furlong : and 
more than fifty foot in height. That in the midft was in breadth once and half as 
much as thefc two 5 and in height twice as much. The floor Was made of rare planks, q 
engraven with divers figures, and the roof thereof was far higher than any of the 
reft , in which were Certain huge beams mortdfed , on which there were certain pil- 
lars buildcd , united and joynedfo together, that ic is incredible to thofethat have 
not feen it, and admirable to him that behuldeth it : for all the work feemedtobe 
■ru inward butoncftonc. Such was the faftiion of the circuit of the firrt Porch. Ia the.midft, 
wMAaidro and not far off from the other , ftood the fecond : whercunto there was an afcent 
fl.rfhcr^e made with fewfteps.

Temple, Then did the King offer up three hundred Oxen unto God , and the reft of 
them , each one according to his ability offered fo many facrifices , that they can hardly 
be numbered. 

About the very time of the Celebration of this Feaft 3 in the honour of the Re-edi- 
fication of the Temple , the Kings day of Coronation fell out , which he was wont 
to folcranizc every year with gteat joy : and for this two-fold occafion the folemniiy 
a conduit un- tnt | j oy was f ar more fumptuous and compleat.

HErod having paft the Winter at home, and hearing that Agrippa was with an^Ar- /W failed 
my minded to go to Bofphorus, the Spring time being now at hand, he failed un- Agrippa 
to him again, and taking his courfe by Rhodes and Cous, he came towards Lesbus, ™ f*""' anti 
thinking there to find Agrippa But by a contrary wind he was driven from thence, ETof nfon"y 
and forced to ftay a while at Chius 5 where many privately coming to falute him,he re- 10 re-cdificthc 
warded them with Princely rewards:and perceiving that the City gate,deftroyed in the V° cch ' 
Wars againft Mithridates, wasnoty et repaired, but (till lay ruinated for want of mo- 
ney to repair it, he gave fo much money as largely fufficed to reftore it to the former 
beauty and bigneft; exhorting them with all expedition to r'e-edifie and adorn the Ci- 
ty as it was in times paft. At laft the wind changing, he (ailed firft to Mitylene, and iW found 
then to Bizantium 5 and there underftanding that Agrippa had already paft the Rocks Agrippa at 
D of Cyanes, he followed him with all fpeed, and overtook him at Synopez City of H n T aCi< 5 
Pontus : Who contrary to Agrippa's expectation arrived therewith his Navy : Herad's iafTJ'fim 
coming was very grateful unto Agrippa an4 with efpecial affection they embraced one honomably ■ 
another. It was an evident fign of friendlhip, that the King omitting, his own pri- enteruined - 
vatebufineft, would now qome unto Aim in fo convenient a time. . Wherefore Herod 
abode ftill with him in the Army, always prefent either to affift him with counfel, or 
to bear part of the Labour with him.

Herod endeavoured to have the JeWs 
complaints heard by Agrippa, and defired one of his friends and followers called Ni- 
Khhnhv, did cholaus, to plead the Jews caufe : Who made a fpeech unto Agrippa, fitting with the 
nukca fpexch re ft 6 f t he Roman Mobility, and other Kings and Princes, in their behalf after this 
iHhc SSS manner : « Moft worthy Agrippa, true it is, that all men that fuffer injury, are con- 
of the Jews, cc ft rained to fly for redreft to the Higher Powers, and we, over and above, hope to 
« obtain our fait. For we ask nothing but that which your goodnefi hath already I 
" granted, and that which they endeavour to take from us that are as we alfo are, your 
« Sub je&s. And although that your benefit beftowed upon us was great, yet we are 
ec worthy ftill to enjoy it, only for that you your felf judged us worthy thereof. And 
« fuppofe it was a frnall matter, it is a difcredit for you not to grant fo fmall a trine. 
« Wherefore it is evident, that the injury done unto us, doth alfo redound unto 
<e you, whofe decrees thofe that have injured us, fear not to contemn, and dodifanut 
<c your benevolence towards us. For if any one (hould ask any of them, whether they 
« had rather lofe their lives, than be deprived of their Countrey Laws, rites, facri« 
« fices and feftivities, wherewith they honour their gods, I know they would rather 
te endure any calamity, than to be forced to forfake their Countrey-cuftoms. For ma- K 
« ny Wars arife only for defence of Religion : and the greateft reward and content 
« that we reap by this happy peace, which through your means we enjoy, is this, that 
<e we are every one permitted to live according to the cuftom of his Countrey, and to 
" continue in piety. Wherefore they endeavour to take from others that, which by 
« no means they would permit to be taken from themfelves, as who would fay, it wis 
« not as great offence to hinder other men's piety and devotion, as neglect their own. 
<e Let us confider whether there be any City or Nation, that doth not count their fel*. 
" city to be fituate in your dominion, and the power of the Romans ? or is there any 
" that defireth your honour and power to decay and be of no force ? Truly none that 
" is wile : For there is none, whom either publickly or privately it concerneth not : L 
cc But thefe people endeavouring to take from us our liberty, do alfo ask were deprive 
" themfelves of all benefits which they have received at your hands, which are infi- 
" nite. For what a benefit is it, that whereas other Nations living under the domifli- 
" on t>f rigorous Kings conftituted over them 5 thefe do only obey the Romans, and 
ct live in happy peace and tranquility ? But as for our affairs, were no man troublefome 
" unto us, yet are they notfuch as deferve to be envied. For enjoying the common 
cc felicity, which others your Subje&s do, we defire nothing of high efteemor worth, 
"but only requeft that we may live according to the Religion of our Countrey, which 
ct of it felf is not to be envied, but may be profitable for them that permit it. For God 
cc doth always love them who honour him, and them who do not hinder his honour* M 
<£ What is there in our Religion offenfive to any man ? nay, what is there that is not 
" according to all piety and juftice, whereby all things continue and are preferved ? 
<c For neither do we conceal what life we follow, nor the labours and exercife we ufev 
te but refting the feventh day from all labours, we fpend that day in learning our Relh 
< c gion, and the Laws and cuftoms thereof, efteeming this cUftom not to be of fm<ll 
" force to correct and amend our manners. Thefe our cuftoms having in them nothing 
« c that any that fearcheth them can juftly reprehend, they are now alio, though many 
ct are pcrfwaded the contrary, confecrated and confirmed by their antiquity i So tb« 
"we rauft needs make a conscience of it to forfake our Laws, that have endured & 
" many ages. Thefe are the injuries that thefe people by violence offer us 5 they fe« 8 
" crilegioufly take from us the money dedicated to God r They impofe tributes uptfrt 
" us, who are free : They upon feftival days force us to their Tribunals, toLaW> and 
" other prophane bulinefs, without any necefiity, but only in contempt and dilgrace

mime abroad anc j f caTln g f ome greater calamity would befall him, he was altogether amazed. And 
naiafhome. truly, as abroad he was moft fortunate above all hope, fo at home he was moft tin- 
happy and unfortunate beyond men's opinion : So that one may well doubt whether 
his fortunate fuccefs abroad, did countervail his misfortunes at home, or whether it 
had been more expedient for him to have had neither the one nor the other, butto 
have had only a common and ordinary favour at fortunes hands.

ty committed againft thee fuch a Father. How far more expedient is it to die guilt- 
left, than to live fufpefted of fo great an ingratitude .<?

But conjider, I befeech thee, if the 
fame crime may not as well be framed again ii any one wbomfoetier , as agaitft us. N 
For any King having children by a Wife that is now dead, may if it pleafe him, fu- 
fpe& them, as praQijing treafon againft him their father. But fufpicion it not fuf- 
ftcient to prove a man impious and guilty : Wherefore produce any one that can bring 
fufficient proof, that may induce any moderate Judge to believe, that we ever attempt- 
ed fuch a horrid Crime. Can any manjhew that poyfon was prepared by, us for you, or that 
we confpiredwith any, or that we corrupted any jervants with money and gifts 5 or that 
we writ any letters againft thee .<? yet calumny may feign every one of thefe upon no occafton* 
It is a grievous matter, for difcord to be in a Princes Court $ and the hope of Dominion* 
which your Majefty affirmed to be the reward of piety, doth often impel mens minds unto hoi- 
nous offences. But although it be moft certain that we cannot be convi&edof any crime jet how O 
can we clear our fclves from accujations forged againft us, before them that will not hear us? 
But did we fpea(fome infolent words?yet were they not againft thee,0 mj father (for that had

" I have thought good to add thefe Decrees, becaufe I know, that thefe my writings 
will come into the Grecians hands, that I may Ihew them, that in former ages we were 
fo efteemed of the publick Magiftrates, that none were permitted to hinder us from 
ufing our Countrey-rites aud Ceremonies, and that by their confent we worfliipped 
God in our own Religion, which I do inculcate the oftner, that I may move grange 
and furreign Nations, and take away their hatred conceived againft us, which is with- N 
out all reafonable caufe. For no Nation doth always ufe the fame cuftoms, butalmoft 
whole Towns among them do fometimes alter and differ from the reft j yet-is juftice; 
equally to be dittributed unto all men 3 which is moft profitable, as well to the Gre-j 
cians, as to the other barbarous Nations, which is greatly obferved in our Latws;-which! 
if we follow and violate not, are able to make all nations love us.. Wherefore we re-; 
quell all men, not to*defpife us, for. differing from them in Religion 5 buc favour us 
in that we follow virtue. For this is common to all Nations, and withootthis, mans 
l iCc nuift needs be uuhappy.

how that ofteji when her Hufband and Alexander were alone, that they were wont to 
talk of Marianne, their Mother, andufe reproachful words againft their Father 3 and 
threatning, that if they ever did obtain the Kingdom, they would make the Sons 
of the King, whom he had by other Wives, Notaries and Town-Clerks, and fo they 
might reap profit of their Learning which they had attained to : and whenfoever they 
faw any of the Kings Wives wear any of Mariannes appard, that then they vowed m- 
ftead of that 'attire, to cloath them with Sack-Tloth, and (but them up where they 
mould never fee the Sun.Salbme prefently told all this to the King^who,though he were L 
much grieved hereat, yet he cfaofe rather to feek to amend it, than to'ptinifo them s 
and thus, notwithftandiug he was daily more and more put out of hutnour, Sieving 
all reports whatfoeverj yet he contented himfelf with chiding of them, and teemed fe^ 
tisfied with their excufes. : . 11 ■ •

Herod was never more furprifed 3 ; and ndt enduring to be falfely accufed of TO' 
fhameful a fad, inveying againft the great malice of his friends 3 who forbis good ofc 
flees he did thera^ fo rewarded him; He prefently fendingi&r fiberor*^ -vei^foarply fee*- 
gan to chide him, faying'3 0 moif impious that livethamtmgit men ! art thon become 
ungrateful, either titfpeak ortbinkfuch a matter of us .<? Tbinkeft thou- tbatldonot perceive- 
thy drift .5 thai thou fpakeSi not thefe words unto my Son to dif credit me, but *lfo to the in' 
tent by this means thou mighteSt wor^fome treafott againft me, andcaufente.tobe poyfonedP 
For who but a good Son, as this is , would fuffer hn'father^nfpeBedforfuchan\atteY l fol99ey 
andnot to berevengedof him [for fuchofencet 'Whether doSithu:thinl^batth6udidnpa' 
thefe fpeeches into his mind, or by them a fword into his handtokjll hk Father withal ?'W 
what was thy intent, feeing thou hateU him and bis Brother 5 and only counterfeiting'gtod 
will towards me, tobelyeme y -andtorepormhaiofme, that wit bout impitty mould not be 
thought t Get thee hence, , thon wretched Impi feeing thou baft tbm abufid thy Brother, why 
hah defervedfo well at thy hands. Go bafefi of men, IwiUleavtfhee to the gnawing wor#*J' 
thy own perfidious Confcicnce,t<r be thy Executioner all th) t lifetime: And for your greater to** 
fufion, I will content my felf to confound your wiclgdneft witbmy goodhefc in notpunifhing 
you according to your deferts 5 but treating you with that mercy, of which all the World k»ow- 
ethyou to befo unworthy. TheKing having uttered hi9 anger againit his Broth erPberoras,8c 
he being taken iaa manifeft fault anfwered y that that repojit was &ft dev'rfed by Salome, 0 
w« ccuf- of whom he hear<l it : Which4e(being*h€o piefcnt)heariBgybegan to exclaim,6ying J it 
tii her felf. was not hcr$l€vice,and that they : j*U laboured itoimakethe! Ring hate her, and put berto 
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A death, being one who did efpecially wi(h him well 5 and what in her lay, feeking his '-"sss^fc*^ 
fafety ; and that now he was in danger of more Treafon, than ever before : For (find V* <>/'*< 
(he) I was the only caufe that you did put away the woman whom you fo doted after, per- tefaf'Wfi'' 
fwading you to marry the King's Daughter 5 and this is the caufe that you bate me. Wi:h ' 
thefe fpeeches, tearing her hair and ftriking her breaft, foe made a foew'of innocenqy 5 
but this gefture was a colour to hide her bad intent. So Pheroras was left in great per- 
plexity, not knowing what to fay or do } and could find no pretence to excufe his fatt : 
for on the one fide, he confefled that he told it unto Alexander 5 and on the other, he 
could not make Herod believe that he heard it of Salome. This contention endured a 
good while 5 at laft, the King being wearied, fent away his Brother and his Sifter 5 and 
g greatly commending hisSon's moderate mind, and that he had given him intelligence 
of thofe fpeeches: it being then late, he went to fupper. 

After this contention, Salome was hardly thought of, becaufe fhe was judged toTheereftof 
be the Author of this ill report 5 and the King's Wives hated her, becaufe they k new calumniation, 
her to have ftrange qualities ; and fo variable, that one while fhe would profefs 
friendfhip, and prefently after hatred. Wherefore thgy ftill had fbmething to inform 
Hereof againft her 3 taking occafion happening by cBSnce, which was this: There 
was a King of the Arabians, named Obodas, a flothfulman, and one given to idlenefs : 
And there was one Syll&us that did govern all ; this man was a crafty fellow, and in 
the prime of his youth, and very beautiful. This SyU#us coming unto Herod about 
C force bufinefs, and viewing Salome, who then fat at fupper with him, began to fet 
his mind upon her ; and finding fhe was a Widow, he entred into talk witj) her : 
and (he finding her Brother now not fo friendly unto her as before he had been, and" 
alfo entangled with the beauty of this young man, did not greatly deny to marry 
him ; and many Feafts being made at that time, they fhewed evident figns of their mu- 
tual confent, and love one to another. The King s Wives told the King of this in jeft. 
Herod commanded Pheroras, at fupper time to note if he could efpy any tokens of fa- 
miliarity betwixt them ; and Pheroras told him, that by figns and mutual viewing one 
another, they fufficiently fhewed their intents. After this, the Arabian being fufpedted, .. . 
departed into his own Countrey. But two or three months after, he came again in- JbSefir- 
to Judaa only for this purpofe, and talked with Herod touching this matter, requefting ing Sahme to 
him to let Salome be his Wife 3 affirming that th'at affinity would be profitable unto him *: ifc » wasde " 
for the traffick between his people and the Arabians, whofe Prince he was to be 3 and nid " 
did already enjoy a great part of the Dominion. 'Herod told all this unto his Sifter, 
and asked her if foe would marry him ; and foe anfwered, fhe would. Then they re- 
quefted that Syllsus fiiould become a Jew in Religion, or elfe it was not lawful for him 
to marry her. He would not condefcend hereunto, affirming that he foould be ftoned 
to death by his people, if he did it ; and 10 he departed without obtaining his purpofe. 
From that time forth, Pheroras, and efpecially the King's Wives, accufed Salome of in- 
temperancyj affirming that foe had had the company oF the Arabian. Now Herod 
£ determined to marry, his Daughter unto Salome % Son, whom Pheroras refilled for the 
love of his Maid 5 which Son of Salome's was her eldeft that fhe had by Cojlabarus 3 to 
fhew his good will towards Salome his Sifter. But he was diflwaded by Pheroras, who 
told him that the young man would never love fuch a Father in Law, becaufe 'of his 
Father's death 3 perfwading.him rather to marry her to his eldeft Son, who was to fuc- 
ceed him in his Tetrarchy, which he eafily perfwaded the King unto, and fo obtained 
pardon for his former offence. Wherefore, the match being changed, the Maid was H , 
married unto the young man, who had a hundred Talents in dowry with her, more edhis Dwgh- 
than otherwife foould have been given with her. * ter to 7 J W 

But all this while this diffention of Herod's houfe did not ceafo, but rather encreaf- r "*' s Son - 
p ed ; it having a foameful beginning, and coming to a fbrrowful end. Herod had three 
Eunuchs, whom he greatly efteemed for their beauty 5 one of them was his Butler, 
the other his Cook, and the third his Chamberlain 5 whom alfo he was wont to em- 
ploy in ferious affairs of his Kingdom. Some one or other informed the King, that 
thefe three Eunuchs were corrupted by his Son Alexander, witlfcgreat fumms of mo- The Sons ln- 
ney 3 and being upon Tortures examined if they had accompanied with him, they tred towards 
confeffed all 3 yet they affirmed that they knew no practice of his attempted againft ^™J Cr,S 
his Father. But their torments being encreafed by Antipater's Favourites, they were 1 
forced toconfefs that Alexander fecretly hated his Father 3 and he exhorted them to 
forfakc HerW, who was now good for nothing 3 whodifTembled his age by painting 
G ftls face, to make himfelf feem younger than he was 5 and colouring his head and beard 
black, which were already grown very white through age : But rathe? fit their minds 
upon him, who would in defpight of his Father, enjoy his Kingdom due unto him 5

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i^TXT^mTthat then he would advance them to the higheft honours of the Kingdom : For he H 

had not only title unto it by his birth, but alfo was now prepared likewife to invade it 5 
ft'VV'tf" and that he had many of the Captains, of the fouldiers, and many of the King s friends 
SSiSI? ' on his fide, who were prepared to door endure any thing for his fake. 

Herod hearing this, fear and anger did feize on him, by reafon that his Son s words 
feemed both infolent and threatning 5 and being for both thefe caufes in a rage, he 
feared fome greater matter to be put in practice againft him, which he could not fud- 
denlv having fo little warning, avoid : And not daring to make open enquiry, he 
fet fccret fpies awork, to tell him how all matters flood, himfelf now miftrufting all 
men and accounting it his fccurity to miftruft all, even them that deferved it not : and 
not moderating his fufpicious mind 5 nowwhofoever was the neareft to him, was the 1 
b j fre Jit more fufpefted, as of moft power to injure him. As for others, that were but on- 
«h all tales, ly named by his fpies, he prefently efteemed it his fafety to put them to death. Then 
andfoputteth t j iey 0 f h is houfhold, every one being careful to fave himfelf, were one turned a- 
many to death .^ ft anothe every one e fteeming it his own fafety to prevent others, by ac- 
; y cufing them unto Herod ; wh*h done, prefently they incited other men s envy a- 
gainft him, and every one of them to defire fuch meafure as they had meafured unto 
others 5 and thus they alfo revenged their private Quarrels, and prefently after they 
themfelves were taken, and did by other mens means fuffer the like, being entrap- 
ped in the fame trap they fet for their enemies. For the King did quickly repent for 
having put very many to death, who were not convicted 5 yet for all that, he was 
not hereby admonifhed to beware of the like hereafter 5 but on his repentance for their 
death 5 raged fo far,as to caufe him to inflict the fame punifhment upon the accufers,which 
he had done upon them. The Court was in fuch a lamentable condition, that he com- 
) Ui0 % T f* manded many of his deareft friends, and. them efpecially, whofe fidelity he had for- 
Sj denieth merly experienced, not to come in his fight, nor within his Court-gates. For he did 
to he familiar now fhake G ff tne friendfhip between Andromachus and Gemellus, and himfelf, who 
with were his ancient friends 5 and oftentimes had gone Ambaffadours for him, and 

XS>* always been of his counfel, and had been tutors unto his Children, in whom he 
had always repofed more truft than in any others 5 the one of them, for that .his Son 
Demetrius was familiar with Alexander 5 and Gemellus, for that he knew him to t 
be a friend to Alexander 5 for he was one of them that had brought him up, and had 
travelled with him to Rome. And no doubt but he had cenfured them with fome more 
heavy fentence, had/it not been that they were fo eminent perfons. Wherefore at 
that time he was contented to have banifhed them, and deprived them of all their au- 
thority, to the end, that having difgraced thefe-good men, he mightthe more freely 
jLntmur the play the Tyrant. Antipater was the caufe of all this mifchief 3 who from the firft time 
ciufeof all { hat he perceived his Father to be fearful and fufpicious, ftill after that, joyned with 
,nltchlcf - him as Counfeller 5 and as it.were, encreafed his rage and cruelty 5 and then he gal- 
Many were lantly plaved his part, endeavouring that whofoeve'r would refift him, fhould be made 
tortured and aw Wherefore Andromachus and the reft of his friends bemg now banifhed the M 
SSa s Court, the King prefently tortured all that he imagined any way to favour Alexander, 
caufe. to fee if they were guilty ,or if they knew of any treafon to be practifed againft himjbut 
they knowing nothing to inform him of, died amidft their torments. Where he fo 
much the more tortored others, for that contrary to his opinion, he found not Co much 
as an evil thought againft him 5 Antipater craftily interpreting it, that they had rather 
in torments conceal the truth, than to fhew themfelves not trufty to their matters and 
friends 5 wherefore many being taken, he caufed them to be tortured to get fbmething 
out of fome of them. At laft one amongft the reft, not able to endure thofe torments 
impofed upon him, faid j that he had often heard Alexander fay, when any one com- 
mended his tall ftature, or skilful (hooting, and the reft of his vermes 5 that nature had N 
beftowed upon him thefe qualities to his prejudice 3 for his Father through envy here- 
at, was offended 3 fothat when he talked with him, he did on purpofe draw his body 
together, left his Father fhould perceive the tallnefs of his ftature 3 and that when he 
went a hunting witfl him, he on purpofe did mifs the mark he could have hit, becaufe 
he knew his Father could not endure that he fhould be commended. And whillt 
thefe words were confidered and pondred, and his torments intermitted, he accuf- 
ed Alexander again, to have, confpired with his Brother AriSiobulus, to kill his Fa- 
ther when he was hunting, and then to fly with fpeed unto Rome, and beg the 
Kingdom of Cafar* There were alfo found fome of Arijiobulus his Letters written 
unto his Brother, complaining of the injurious dealing of his Father, who had given 0 
certain Poffeffions to Antipater, the yearly revenues whereof amounted to two hun- 
dred Talents. Then Herod thinking himfelf to have probability enough, his former

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^ fufpicion was now confirmed, and fo he took Alexander and cafthirtt in prifon 3 and^N-/^?} 
again he began to doubt, becaufe he did'fearcely believe the informations againft him r 
neither could he devife any caufe wherefore they fhould feek to commit Treafoh a- * 7 '^Af 1 *' 
gainft him.

lamity and mifery : Which that he might the better do, he writ four little Pamphlets 
and fent them unto his Father 3 telling him that it was needlefs to ufe any more tor- 
ments, for indeed, treafon was intended agajpft him 3 and that Pheroras and his moft 
trufty friends were herein confpirators : And that in the night time Salome came fe- 
cretly unto him, and as it were, forced him to lie with heT : And that all of thenf aim- 
ed at this mark, to have him made away, that fo they might enjoy their wifhed liberty. 
He alfo accufed Ptolomeus and Sapinnius of this confpiracy, who were more faithful un- 
to their King, than all others : So that now thefe men, who before were moft friendly 
one to another, began like mad men to rage one againft another : and puuifhment fo 

D haftily purfued every one, that they had nottime to fpeak in their own defence : Nei- 
ther was their punifhment deferred till their caufe was tried, and the truth known 3 fo 
that fome were bound and imprifoned, others prefently put to death, others laughed 
in their fleeves to fee that day, yet difcontented for that any delay was ufed for their 
punifhment : So that the King's Court was now greatly defaced with forrow and hea* 
vinefs, wherewith the nfual felicity thereof wasdeftroyed, Herod himfelf amidft thefe Btnd wisft 
calamities, could not but be weary of his life 5 who, not daring to truft himfelf in any SS2£i£5 
bodies hand, he was tormented with a dayly and hourly fear of fome untimely death in his houfe , 
that would befall : And many times perfwaded himfelf, that he did fee his Sons before tfm Ilc W1S 
him with a drawn fword ready to kill him 5 and this was his cogitation night and day, Jc? 7 ofhi '

Hilft Herod was thus troubled in his mind, Archelaus King of Cappadocia careful HcSio ctf

Herein- fuch calamities \ he thought it his duty to makea journey unto him. And * l J V. 
F Ming him fb affected as it was reported unto him before his coming, he thought die lingrf 
it an unfit way to argue him of too much credulity and rafhnefs 5 perceiving that Cappajoda 
thereby he would be rather exafperated, fo much the more labouring to excufe fci s ncth dif * 
himfelf. Wherefore Archelaus devifed another way to appeafe thefe troubles j gafoiTLSr*- 
he counterfeited indignation againft the young Prince, approving all the King's <»»«/«■ hii Son 
actions 5 affirming that he Would break the.band of Wedlock between his Daughter Llw ff F f° 
and Alexander 5 and that if fhe knew of the Confpiracy, and did not inform the King Zj™o him" 
thereof, himfelf would punifh her. Then Herod, contrary to his expeftation, feeing 
Archelaus fo angry for the offence committed againft him, began to remit his anger : 
And now withjuft confideration weighing what he had done, by little and little, 
G he began to have a Fatherly affection, and to be hereby moved tocompafiion 5 yet fo 
oft as any one fought to excufe the young Prince,hc grew very angry thereat : but when 
Archelaus alfo began to accufe him, then Herod's heart releated, and he with tears

CHAP. XIII. 

Herod decUreth War againft the Arabians, for prot effing Trachonites Robbers. 

f^j^y X X THileft Herod being gone to Rome, wasabfent from his Kingdom, the Arabian 
uk ycjroftbc V V Wars began, on this occafion : The inhabitants of Trachon, whofe Countrey 
T^-'cbtiY* c<e J ar ta k*°g fr° m ^nodorus, gave it unto Herod 5 being forbidden and hindredfrom 
Writ?, t ftealing, were now forced to frame themfelves to live like hufband-men, more civily J 
L/^W^J than before: But this kind of life pleafed them not, neither did their Countrey yield 
"h h a"!? ° f fi" uits worth their labours 5 yet at firft Herod compelling them thereunto, theyabftain- 
War " ia " ed ftoni injuring the inhabitants borderiog upon them, which did greatly redound 
cJf» gave unto Herod's credit, by* whofe diligence they were brought unto it. But when Herod 
Trschniti* to W as gone into Italy to accufe Alexander, and to commend Antipater unto Cafar, the 
S ,' 4 ' Trachonites hearing a bruit of his death, revolted, and turned to their accuftomed 
Herod's dp- robberies : Yet they were at that time again fubdued in the King's abfence by the 
uinsfubdue Captains that he left at home ; and forty of the chiefeft of the Thieves amongft them 
2JS ClS m being taken, the reft terrified by their example, left their own Countrey, and fled in- 
' to Arabia, where SyU<eus received them, in revenge that he could not obtain Salome M 

for his Wife 3 and receiving of him a ftrong hold to dwell in, they did not only make 
incurfions, and rob and fpoil the borders ofjudta, but alfo of C&lofyria, and drove 
away the preys they got into the place allotted them, Syllaus protecting them and 
their villanies. Herod returning from Rome, found that his people were greatly, en- 
damaged by thefe Thieves 3 and feeing he could not fubdue them, by reafon the Ara- 
wfccnMtTpu- biansdid protect them 5 not enduring that in jury,, and entringinto Trachon, hekil- 
niihed. pU led all their Families: Whereby they were fo much the more enraged againft his 
Countrey 3 for they had a Law amongft them, whereby they were commanded to 
revenge the death of their Families 3 and fo contemning all 'dangers, they came and 
wafted all Herod's Countrey with continual incurfions. Then the King complained N 
^JVtAf, hereof unto Saturninus and Volumnius then Prefidents, tent thither by Cafar 5 re- 
queftingthat he might have the Thieves to punifh them. They hearing this news, 
with as much fpeed as they might, gathered their Forces together 5 and making 
themfelves ftronger than they were before, with radden incurfions wafted all where 
they came, deftroying both the fields and villages, and killing all they could find 5 
fo that now this refembled a War, rather than a Robbery j> for they were a thoufadd 
Hcroi dc- in number. Wherefore Herod required thefe Thieves and Robbers to be delivered

torces, he being not there. SyBaus having thus fpoken 5 adding moreover, that he 
F wo""* not have come to Rome, butthat he was perlwaded that Cafar would have 
had a care of the common peace and tranquility of his Subjects ; and that had he 
been at home, Herod to his coft fhould have violated that Peace. Cafar hereat was 
greatly moved, and enquired of feme of Herod 3 friends who were then prefent, and 
of certain men that were lately come out of Syria alfo, whether HoWhad led an 
Army out of the limitsof hisown Kingdom.

thSaS" forged calumniations, did feek to depofe from the Crown, and ufurp the Kingdom 
Kingdom. unto himfelf, giving great fumms of money unto the Courtiers, and promiGng great 
fumms unto Csfar b whom he now perceived to be angry againft Aretas for that, with- 
out his confent, he prefumed to take upon him the government of the Kingdom. Bat 
at laft he alfofent letters and gifts unto C<efar, and amongft the reft a Crown of Gold 
worth many Talents 5 and in thofe letters he accufed SyUtus who as an impious and 
dinoyalfervant, had poyfoned his King Obodas 5 in whofe lifetime he had alfo invad- 
ed the Government of the Kingdom, committing Adultery with the Arabians Wives, 
Crj> would getting together other mens money, thereby to obtain the Kingdom.

Herod more in cen fed than ever againfi bis Sons Alexander and Ariftobulus by few 
ral Afperjions, caufcth them to be imprifoned. Auguftus is made fenftble of SylkeusV 
wickedneS, condemns him to die, confirms Aretas in the Kingdom of Arabia 5 he 
is firry for having had fo ill an opinion of Herod, advifeth him to call a great Af 
fembly at Berite, where his Sons, after new complaints given in againji them, are 
to be judged.- ■ 

BeXttt Ruf- TN the mean time the diffention of Herod's houfe was much encreafed, by theaug- 
y<««/, ttaf.11. 1 mentation of hatred againft his Sons Alexander and Ariftobulus 5 and although at all 
1 7 - . other times his Court was never void of fufpicion, which is a pernicious evil to Kings 
cedemonhn ' and Pripces 5 yet, at that time efpecially, this mifchief was in his principal vigour and 
inftnuatcth force. For one Eurycles a Lacedemonian, and a Noble man of his Countrey 5 but 
himfelf into having a turbulent wit, given over to flattery and pleafure, yet cunningly duTetnbiing 
both vices, coming unto Herodzad giving him gifts, and receiving greater gtftsat his 
hands, was by him courteoufly entertained 5 and familiarly converting with him, 
brought it fo to pals, that he was efteemed amongft his efpecial friends.

But and ^rijhh,, 
then greater misfortunes than all the reft befell the two Princes, falfe accufations ne- iM ' 
ver ceahngto be forged againft them 5 and every one as it were, ftriving to accufe 
them of fome cri»e or other unto the King, pretending the care they had of his fafe- 
ty. Herod had two Champions, Jucund* and Tyranntu 3 both acceptable unto him, «w„ and 
for thar ftrength, and tall ftature, and bignefs of body : Thefe two for fome offence Won- 
were banifhed the Court, and received into Alexander's fcrvice, and placed amonefv fefsth ? c ^: 
D his Guards; and for that they were very aftive, he beftowed many gifts and much Sttthem 
money upon them. Whereat the King prefently conceiving fufpicion, began to tor* to kill W 
ture them 5 and after many torments, they confeffed that Alexander had hired them f he Wls * 
to kill Herod, as he was a hunting wild Beafts : for fo it might eafily be bruited abroad, g 
that he falling oft hishorfe; fell upon his own Lance, and fo was killed 5 which once 
before had almoft happened unto him. They alfo declared unto him, that certain 
gold was hidden and buried in the ftable : And they alfo accufed Herod's chief Huntf- 
man,that at Alexander's command he had given Alexanders Servants the King's Lances 
and his Armour. After them the Governour of the Caftle of Ahxandriunt was taken 
and examined upon tortures 5 and it was objected againft him, that he promifed to re. 
E 5 e,ve . thera into the c aftle, and deliver Onto them the King's Treafure there. But he 
denying it, his own Son affirmed all to be true, and brought forth Letters to teftifie 
the lame, refembling Alexanders hand written to this effect : Sofoon as by God's affiff- How ^faf- 
ance we have done that which we intend to do, we will prefently come unto you 5 be careful att ¥ Writ Ul ?* 
therefore, that according to your promifr you do receive us into your Caftle. Herod hav- rfSSjT* 
jog had a view of thefe Letters, did now without any doubt believe, that indeed drium to re- 
tome treacherous practice was plotted againft him by his Sons.

c«u(fah him- unto Olympus z^Volummus, commanding them in the way as they went, topafsby 
fdf to /W. Rl r A a Town of Cilicia, and'deliver certain Letters unto Archelaus himlelr to the lame 
effedhand that from thence^they (hould go to Rome 5 and if fo be when they came there, 
thev found that Cxfarh^ been reconciled to him by Nicbolaus his means, that then 
thev (h >u!d alfo deliver certain Letters unto him } declaring all that was pad between 
him and his Sons, and the proofs alledged to convince the Princes. Archelaus writ a- 
cainu.itoHeW; that indeed he would have entertained the young men, for fear that 
any Greater mifchance (hould befall them or their Father, by reafon of the fufpicion a- 
eaintt them ; yet was he not minded to fend them to Ctfar, nor to have confirmed them 
in any malicious courfe. The Meffengers cofningto fern, found Csfar reconciled to M 
Herod and delivered the Letters unto him. For Nicbolaus his Embaffage was to this 
effect • So foon as he came unto Rome, and had entred the Palace, befide the charge he 
had given him, he did alfo undertake to accufe Sjtltus. For he perceived the Ara- 
bians at variance among themfelves ; and that fome of them had declared all SylUus 
his bad practices, and that by his means many of Obodas's Kinfmen were murthered, as 
his adverfaries manifeftly proved by his Letters which they intercepted. 

Now Nirholaus defirous to reconcile Herod unto Cafar, omitted not this occafion by 
,f. chance offered him 5 for he well knew that if he began with the Ring's defence he 
- (hould then find a hard and heavy Judge agamft hragbut if h« : began to accufe Syff**, 
1C he (hould find alfo a fitpecafion to plead his Kings caufe. Wherefore Ntcbolaus taking N 
cufeh upon him to prove the accUfation againft him at the day appointed,he converted witn 
and cxcuil-th K - na . Aretas ' s Ambafladours, afceufed SjUtu*. as a murtherer of his Lord and King, ana 
HtnJ ' many other Arabians s and that he had borrowed much money, to trouble the peace 
of the Commonwealth 5 and that he had corrupted many women and honeft Matrons, 
both at Rome and in Arabia. He added hereunto a mod grievous crime, to wit, tn« 
he, by his lies and falfe reports, had deceived Ctfar ; whom in all things he had mil- 
informed, concerning that which Herod had done. Which when he once mentionea, 
Ctfar commanded him to omit the reft ; and only to relate the matter concerning \ M- 
rod h whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an Army, and did kill twotnou- 
fand and five hundred men, and carry away Captives, and rob and fpoil the Conor .0 
trey? Nicholas anfwered, that to thefe demands himfelf was able to anfwer, tnat 
Herod did none of thefe 3 and that he did not deferve any difpleafure. Cdfir, contrary 
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A to his expectation, hearing this, began to give diligent ear to what Nicbolaus faid : r\^V>H

Wherefore he counfelled him to call a Council at Berytum, together 10 G, / > " - - 
with the Roman Prefidents y and Archelaus King oCCappadocia, and the reft of his friends, ^Herofto' 
and the Nobility thereabout, according as they (hould advife him, fo to do. And punilh maie- 
this was the effect of C*/ir"/ Letter. " »^ 0 "'

HErod receiving this Letter, rejoyced above meafure 5 both for that he had * 
gain obtained C*/*r's favour, and for that Cafar Jmo\ given him fall Authority 
to do what he pleafed unto his Sons. And yet I know not how it came to .pals, that 
he who in his profperity was a hard Father, yet did (he* himfelf not raft in putting 
• his Sons to death 5 and though his affairs were in a very flounromg condition, yet he 
/Wafcm- was very moderate in hisrevenge. Wherefore by Lettershe called together aUthofe I 
blah all that whom Cafar appointed, only Arcbelans excepted, either for that he hated the man, 
c*far willed, orelfe fo J t h a t he feared he would have withftood his purpofe: And when they were 
«ccpt^, f k- all cometogetherj aswellthePrefidemsasthereft, who were called out of divers 
Cities, he would not bring his Sons into the Council, but kept them in a Village of 
the Sidon'ians, named Platan, not- far diftant from the City, to the intent, that if 
they were called for, he might bring them forth. Then Herod himfelf alone entring 
into the Council, before an hundred and fifty men there affembled for that pur- 
pofe, began to accufe his Sons before them 5 and ufed a fpeech not only pitiful for 
his own calamities, but alfo little becoming a Father. For he was very vehement in 
inveighing againft their offence 5 neither did he Efficiently exprefs his mind, Ihewing \ 
jWaccufcd ra^y fi g° s <>f fur y ^danger 5 neither did he deliver in writing any proofs of the Ac. 
fwaccurcd cufat ^ OI f suntothe 7 j udges ° but undecently himfelf aUedged there, the Father againft 
the Son 5 himfelf alfo reading before them certain Letters written by them, wherein 
was contained no impiety nor Treafon, but only a confutation to flee away, and cer- 
tain hardfpeeches whereby they (hewed themfelves offended 5 which when he came 
unto 3 he exclaimed, as though hereby they confefled their treacherous practices 5 
greatly exaggerating the matter, and protefting that he had rather die than hear 
fuch fpeeches. Laftly, affirming that both Nature and Cdfar- gave him authority a- 
. gainft them 5 and his Countrey Laws fo commanded, that if any one being accuP 
ed, his Father or Mother (hould lay their hands upon his head, and the ftanders. L 
by muft prefently ftone him to death 5 which though he might eaGly do in his own 
Countrey and Kingdom, yet he thought good alio to expect, their cenUirew Yet 
. he came unto them, not for that they were to judge his Sons, who were taken 
in a manifeft crime 5 but that by this occaGon they might add their futtrages to 
the juft indignation of a Father offended, and that they might leave an exanv 
pie unto all pofterity, that fuch Treafons ought not to be left unpuniQjed. The , 
King having thus fpoken, and not permitting the young Princes to betbtought in to 
anfwer 5 all feeing what the King intended, and that there was no hope to reconcile 
them unto their Father, or fave their lives 5 they all confirmed his authority. And 
firft of all Saturninu* one that had been Conful, and had been adorned with many M 
smminm honours, pronounced an indifferent fentence, limited with circumftances, to wit, that 
doth pro- he condemned Herod's Sons, yer/notto die 5 for (quoth he) my felf have Sons, and!

^ 6. Pheroras'/ Wife is accufed, and Herod is advertifed of Antipater'/ Confpiracies. 

7. Antipater being returned back, unto Judaea from Rome, is conviSed in the pre- 

fence of Varus Governour of Syria, for having endeavoured to poyfon the King 
his Father. Herod caufeth him to be imprijoned, and writeth to Auguftus on that 
SubjeCf. 

8. The Golden Eagle that Herod had confecrated, and fixed on the Portal of the Temple, 

is tatfed off 3 the fevere punifhment that he infliffetb for it. The King's terrible 
Jtc^fi, and the cruel orders that he giveth to his Sijier Salome, and to her 
husband. " . > 

£ 9. Auguftus referreih it to Herod, to difpofe of Antipater as he pleafcth. Herod fal- 
ling into a relapfe of his Torments, Ueftreth to kill himfelf 5 Achiavus one of his 
Grand- children bindreth him : It is reported that he is dead ; Antipater ended- 
voureth in vain, to bribe bis Keeper to fet him at liberty j as foon as Herod hear- 
eth of it, he fendeth one tokjll hint. 

10. Herod alteretb bis Will, declareth Archelaus his Succeffor i he dieth five days after 

Antipater. Herod'/ glorious Funeral ordained by Archelaus ; the peoples great 
acclamation in favour of Archelaus. 

11. Some Jews (who demanded fatisfaSion for Judas and Matthias and others deaths} 
F whom Herod caitfed to be burned, for having pulled down the Eagle at the 

Portal of the Temple ) make an InfurreUion , which obligeth Archelaus to 
caufe three thoufand of them to be put to death : He goetb afterwards to 
Rome, to be confirmed King by Auguftus : His Brother Antipas, who pretends 
to have right to the Crown, repaireth thither alfo 5 the Caufe is pleaded before 
Auguftus. 

12. A great Rebellion in Judea, wbileji Archelaus was at Rome 5 Varus Governour 

of Syria fioppeth it. Philip, Archelaus'/ "Brother, goetb alfo to Rome, in hopes 
. to obtain one part of the Kingdom. The Jews fend Ambafjadours to Au- 
_ guftus, to free them from their obedience to Kings, and fo re-unite them to 

VT Syria : They complain to him againfl Archelaus , and abhor the memory of

CHAP. I. 

Antipater endeavour eih to haft en his Fathers death, that he may reign in his place. The 
Children that Herod had by his nine Wives. 
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iFter that Antipater had made away his Brothers, through the ex- 
treme impiety and unbridled fury, wherewith Herod their Fa- 
ther was incenfed againft them 5 yet he did not immediately ob- 
tain that which undoubtedly he hoped for. For being freed of K 
that fear he conceived, left his Brothers fhould be partakers with 
him in the Kingdom, he found it a difficult and dangerous mat- 
ter to find the means how to obtain it 5 fo ftrange and hainousa 
hatred had all the Nation conceived againft him. On the other 
fide, in (hewing himfelf proud and lofty, he more and moreen- 
creafed that hatred which 'the Souldiers had conceived againft him, in whom thefecu- 
rity of the Kingdom confifted, if it (hould fortune to fall out that the people fhould at- 
tempt any alteration. All which mifchiefs were procured by his own fins and the un- 
natural murther of his Brothers. Neverthelefi, he governed the Kingdom with his 
Father living only in le& Authority than himfelf:H«WaIfo repofed move confidence in L 
him, even in thofe things, for which he was worthy to lofe his head. For the King con- 
ceived that in confirmation of his good affeftion towards him, Antipater h*d accufed 
his Brethren, to continue his Father in fecurity and not for any hatred he bore unto 
them more than to his Father 5 though indeed he hated them for his Father s fake be- 
ine tranfported with fury.But all thefe were but as fo many ftratagems to infmuate hira- 
felf into Herod's Counfcls and Favours * and thefe did he craftily make ufe of, to cut off 
the occafion left any (hould prevent or accufe him of that which he pretendedto do,and 
that Herod might be deprived of all relief, if fo be that Antipater fhould beiijhis F orces

againft him. For the Treafon he complotted againft his Brothers, proceeded from the 
hatred he bare unto his Father : But at that time he was the more egged on to prole- M 
cute his intended purpofes without any delay. For if Herod fhould happen to die, it 
was moft fure that the Kingdom (hould be his * and fhould his life continueany longer 
time, and the practice Antipater went about (hould be difcovered, feeing himfelf mvi- 
roned with thefe dangers, he fhould be enforced to make his Father his Enemy, tor 
which caufe he was very liberal to all thofe that were about his Father 3 and through 
the great gifts he beftowed upon them, heextinguifhed that hatred which all of them 
bare unto him : and above all things he continued himfelf in credit with thofe friends 
which Herod had at Rome, by fending them divers Prefents 5 and namely Saturntnus, 
whowasGovernouroftyr/*. Hehoped alfo, by bribes and rewards, todrawhisra- 
ther's Brother into his faftion, and to corrupt the King's Sifter alfo, who was married to N 
one of the King's moft efteemed friends in Court. He was a fubtil and politick man in 
entertaining thofe men with colourable fhew of friendfhip with whom he converted, 
and to draw himfelf into credit with them : he was fufficiently dexterous to ditiembie 
his malice and difcontents, which he had conceived againft any man. Notwithftanding 
all this, he could not deceive Salome his Aunt, who of long time before had t° un ° e ° 
his inclinations, and who was not fo fimple as to fuffer her felf to be deceived * but haa 
already, by all cunning means that might be, prevented his malice, although (he nau a 
Daughter marru.d unto his Uncle by the Mother's fide. This Daughter was firft of all 
wedded to An ft obulus, and afrerwards by Antipater\ means to his Uncle : For<7^*« 
her Hufband's Son had married the other. Butneither could this affinity colour the U 
matter fo much, but that his malice was difcovered 5 neither could that former conian- 
guinity extinguifh the deferved hatred conceived againft him. Herod conftramed Salome 
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A ( who through amorous paffion had thought to have married her felf to ^fowthe AjlA' 
Arabian) to marry with Alexas, and that by the mediation and perfwafion ofjtdia ™&7f£ 
Cajar's wife, who advifed Salome not to refufe that Marriage, left he fhould prove her Yl' J ' i9fu 
mortal enemy 5 for Herod, had made an Oath, that if .MWcondefcended not to mar-X^f ' 
ry Alexas, he would never make account of her: For which caufe file followed Julia's 
advice, who was C<efar's wife, and counfelled her alfo to her profit and preferment Hetod cora ' 

At the fame time Herod Cent his Daughter Glaphyra to King Archelaus, who had been SJS^ 
married to Alexander, prefentwg him a Dowry out of his own Treafury left there '««. 
fhould any difference anfe between them, and he himfelf moft carefully brought ud 
his Sons Children. For Alexander had two Sons by Glaphyra, and AriJiobulJb^t 
on * er »' c *> Salomes Daughter, three Sons and two Daughters. Sometimes he would Wife « f ent 
recommend them unto his Friends, and bewailing the misfortune of his Sons would blck to 
beleech God^that nofuch ill fortune might befall their children, but rather that they t?Z£Z Z 
might increafe in virtue, and acknowledge their education and bringing up, with all L K an4 
dutiful refpects unto their Parents. He provided them alfo each of them' with a wife »• 
when they were ready for Marriage 5 Namely, the Daughter of Pheroras for the eldeft ^ 
of Alexanders Sons; and the Daughter of Antipater for Arifiobnlus's eldeft Son : and Sons chil- 
one of Arijiobtdus's Daughters was married to Antipater s Son 5 and the other to Herod dr£J1 - 
his own Son, whom he had begotten of the Daughter of the High Prieft. For it is 
lawful in our Countrey, and according to our cuftom, to have divers Wires at one 
C time. The King procured thefe Marriages through the compaffion he had of thofe Or- 
pnans, thinking by this mutual Alliance to caufe Antipater to be their Friend But 
Antipater conceived nolefs hatred toward the children, than he had 'done malice to- 
wards their Fathers: For the care that Herod hid of them,.increafed his hatred, in that ^ 
he pretended to be the greateft among the Brethren h and he efpecially feared left hateth his 
when they (hould grow to mans eftate, they would rtfift his power, being aflifted by B ™he" c ^ 
King Archelaus, as his Sons in Law 5 and Pheroras who was a Tetrarch fhould do the drea ' 
like, for that he had married his Son to Alexanders Daughter. And fo much the 
more was he incited, becaufe all the people had compaffion of thefe Orphans, and had 
conceived a hatred againft him whenever ceafed to exprefs his malice againft his

Ar that time Her od had nine 
Wives, namely, Antipaterh Mother, the High Priefts Daughter, by whom he'hada w^' s " ine 
Son that bare his name and a Daughter of his Brothers, and a Cozen of his own, bv 
whom he had no children. He had another Wife alfo, that by Nation was a Samari- 
tane, by wiiom he had two Sons, Antipas and Archelaus, and a Daughter called Ohm* 
E ptas, who was afterward married to Jojiph the Kings Cozen. As for Archelaus and 
Antipas they were brought up at Rome, with a certain private Friend of his. More- 
over, he married one that was called Cleopatra, that was born in Jerusalem, by whom 
he had Herod and Philip, which Philip was brought up at Rome. By Pallas he had rha- 
fVin.^ ? h dra aod Hel P ia he had two Da "ghters, Roxane and Salome. As for his 
eldeft Dmghters,Alexander' S Sifters by the Mothers fide,whom Pheroras had refufed to 
take in Marriage, he match'd theone with Antipater his Sifters Son.and the other he 
wedded to Phajaelut his Brothers Son, and this was Htrod's Progeny.

This Babylonian Jew was induced by 
tA^ t hefe offers to come, and take poffeffion of the place, where he budded a Borough, 
called Bathyra. This man oppofing himfelf againft the Trachonites^ defended the Coun- 
trey and thofe Jews that came from Babylon to Jerufalem to offer Sacrifice, from all 
Incurfions and Robberies of the Tracheites ; and divers that obferved the Religion of 
the Tews reforted unto him from all places 5 fo that thisCountrey was very well peo- 
pled, by reafonofthe exemption of the Tribute, which continued during Herod's 

Ilf ButP%7/pwhofucccededhim, exacted afterward fomefmall Tribute of them, and * 
that but for a little while. But Agrippa the Great, and his Son of the fame name, charg- 
ed them with great Taxations ; yet permitted them to enjoy their Liberty ; whole 
• Succefibra, the Romans impofed many grievous Tributes upon them, yet continued 
their Freedom 5 of whom hereafter we will more particularly and largely difcourfe in 
due place, and in procefs of my Hiftory. Now this Jew Zamark, to whom Herod had 
given the PolTeflion of his Countrey, died, after he had lived virtuoufly, and left a 
and Virtuous Off-fpring behind him ; amongft whom was Jacim renowned for his dexter 
miif the . Horfeback ; who, with his Troop of Horfe, was of the King of Baby on s Guard, 
IZf A "' This 'Jacim died when he was very old, and left his Son Philip to fucceed him 15 a va- H 
liant man, and addifted to all forts of Virtue, as much as any one that hath been re- 
nowned in Hiftory 5 for which caufe King Agrippa loved him, and put his truft in him, 
and committed the truft and training of his Souldiers unto him, who led them alio 
forth, if occafion of fervice was proffered. 



CHAP. III. 

Antipater, Pheroras and his Wife confpire againft Herod, Salome acquainted him 
with it, he caufeth fame Pharifees who were of this Confpiracy, to be put to death : L 
He endeavoureth to ntake Pheroras repudiate his Wife, but he cannot be perfwaded 
to it. 

/;,/;» e? »«/- \H THilft Herod'* Affairs were thus difpofed, all mens eyes were fixed npoaAnti- 
fin,,,, ctji W pater, after that Her^d had given h\m full power * which 1 was granted him m 
hopes that his Father had, that he would behave himfelf faithfully and afiedionately 
towards him : But he abufed his Authority more audacioudy than could be expected ; 
for he treacheroully coloured his conceived malice, and eafily drew his Father to o*, 
lieve him in whatfoever he faid. He was feared by all meo, not only for his Authority, 
but for his fubtilties and policies. But above all the reft, Pheroras refpected him molt, g 
naor « dc and was in like manner, as greatly eftecmed by him. Foi Antipater circumvented him 
cc-ivedbywo-by the means of certain women, who favoured his Faction ; for Pheroras was com* 
mm - cianded by his Wife, his Mother, and Sifter-in-Law, notwithftanding that he oat«* 
them, by reafon of the abufe they had offered to his Daughters who were unmarried i 
neverthelefc he was enforced to diflemble all things, becaufe he could do nothing bqj 
what they were always privy to, and had fuch power of his Affairs, that they oblige* 
him to perform whatfoever they pleafed. Antipater was alfo very intimate withinem, 
both on his own account and his Mother's ; for thefe four women were of one mind m 
all things, and fpake, as it were, by one mouth : Yet was , Pheroras at odds- 
pater, upon fome flight diftaftes 5 and Ihe that wrought this debate betwixt them, was £ 
the King's Sifter Salome, who had a long time fpied all their drifts 5 knowing well, 
that their mutual friendfliip tended to the overthrow of Herod, which (he was ready 
to acquaint him. And they knowing well that the King difliked this their inward fami- 
liarity, and that he was privy to that which they pretended, which was his utter ruinej 
refolved between themfelves to refrain their puWick familiarity, and to make a Uiew 
that they were at odds one with another ; to which intent they reproached one ano- 
ther, efpecially at fuch time as they were either in Herod's prefence, or there was any 
v one with them, who (as they thought) would acquaint him with it.

He afterwards cut off all thofe and oticrs arC 
amongft his. houlhold Servants, who were of the Pharifees Faction ; for the Pharifees Z W * 
had perfwaded Bagoas, that this new King whom they prognofticared, would not only 
confider him as his Benefactor and Father 3 but that he himfelf (hould alfo marry and 
find himfelf capable to beget Children. 

D But after that Herod had punilhed thofe amongft the Pharifees, who were convicted Hedio ® 
to have been of the Confpiracy, he aflbmbled a Council of his friends; before whom #'VrV' 
he accufed If heroras's Wife, and ripped up the injuries that were done unto his Daugh- eth "f w«'s 
ters, as it hath been declared, afcribing the fame to the pride of this woman, objecting Wife « and 
it for a crime againft her, for hjving injured his Honour. Befides this, he accufed her " mmand « h Ji 
that (he had of fet purpofe, ftirr'd up Mutinies, and by all means poffiblo, both in words Sway° P 
and deeds, contrary to all Law of Nature, ftirred up debate betwixt him and his Bro- 
ther ; and that the Fine that he had impofed upon his Adverfaries, was fatisfied at her 
charge ; Co that no jot of that Confpiracy was contrived without her confent. For 
which caufes (faid he) Brother Pheroras, it fball not be ami for you of your own ac- 

E c , ord * t0 drive f uch * wretched vpomattfrom you, before you be requtjted, and the Sentence 
be pronounced againft her ; otherwise Jhe will be the caufe to kindle a War betwixt ton and 
me. For if you will continue the Friendfliip and Brotherhood betwixt you and me, federate 
your fe If from her : Info doing, I will account you for my Brother ; and you fball lofe no- 
thing by the affeBion which I bear unto you. For the bond of Brotherly love cannot conti- 
nue fafe and inviolable, unltfi you put her away. Now although Pheroras was moved with 
the importance and weight of this difcourfe ; yet he faid, that for the love he bare un- to&orancM 
to his Wife, he Would forget nothing of that duty which Coofanguinity required at his ethroputa- 
hands in regard of his Brother ; but that he had rather die, than Jive without her com- wa y hls Wifc 
pany, whom he loved more dearly than his life. Herod, although he took this anfwer Rnd inter- 

p of his Brother's for a moft grievous injury, yet forbare he to difcover his difpleafure to- dia " h to- 
wards him : He only forbad Antipater and his Mother, and in like manner Pheroras, ^the^'i* 
to frequent the one with the other any more. He commanded the women likewife, v£ meeting ' 
that they (hould give over their familiar entertainments the one with the other, which and fc,bid ' 
all of them promifed to perform. Yet this notwithftanding, upon fit opportunities and di«n5lef s 3 ' 
occafions, they vifited one another ; and Antipater znd Pheroras feafted one another by ° ' 
night. The report alfo went, that Antipater had the company of Pheroras's Wife, and 
that his Mother was the means and inftruraerif of their privy meeting. 
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&uff.'t ' Herod fetideth Antipater to Auguftus with his Witt, by which he declareth him hit 
unrxj Succejjor. Sy lla?us bribeth one of Herod'j Guards to kill him, but the plot is dif- 

covered. 

Herod fendeth A Nfipater fufpecting his Father's diftaftes, and fearing left his hatred (hould bring 
^fm,paia to f\ him into hazard, he wrote unto his friends in Rome, requiring them to write their 
<~«frr. Letters unto Herod, requefting him to (end Antipater unto Cafar, withall expedition as 

was podlble. Which being brought to pafe, Herod fent him thither with* divers Roy- | 
alPrefents 3 and gave him his Teftament and Will with him, wherein he had be- 
queathed the Kingdom to Antipater. And if itfhould happen that Antipater (hould 
die before him, then he bequeathed the lame to his Son Herod, whom he had by the 
High Prieft's Daughter. About the fame time SyUaus the Arabian repaired to Rome, 
notwithstanding he had neglected thofe things which Cafar had commanded him. 
tJmipjLrzc- Antipater accufeefhim before Cafar, for the fame faults wherewith he was charged by 
tufeth SylUm WchoUus. Syllausalfo was accufed by Aretas, for murthering divers of the beftac- 
c*fj" ° count in the City of Vetra, contrary to his mind 3 amongft the which was Sohemus (a 
t^rirr.tdraccuf- man of much virtue and honour) and Vrobatus, Char's 'Servant 3 of which Crimes 
cth SyUtwfa sylUus was accufed upon this occafion which enfiieth : There was a certain man of R 
Sandothm. Corinthus, who was one of the King's Guard, and one he put very great truft in : SyU 
' Uus perlwaded him by (tore of money and Bribes, to kill Herod 3 which he promifed 
to perform. Vrobatus. made privy to SylUus's mind, he prefently told it to the King 
ATraytor who caufed him to be apprehended and tortured, who confefled the whole matter: 
dm fonsht He laid hands alio on two Arabians, perfwaded by this Corinthian's confe(Iion5 one 
dcat^J'n °f which was a man of Command in his Countrey, and the other was SylUus's chief 
prcht-nJc'd. friend. They being examined, confefled that they came thither to folicite, with many 
exhortations, the Corinthian to execute the murther 3 and to aflift him, ifbeftoodin 
need of them. Which being fully proved by Herod before Saturnine, he fent them 
to Rome, there more amply to be proceeded againft, and fo to be puniQied, 1 

CHAP. V. 
Pheroras'j- death. 

Erod perceiving that his Brother Vheroras did conttantly continue his affection to- 
wards his Wife, he commanded him to retire himfelf into his own Dominions} 
whereupon he willingly departed to his Tetrarchy 5 protefting by many folemn Oaths, 
llv'ob" that he would nevermore return into the City, uhlefs he were allured that Herod was M 
fcrved. dead. Not long after it hapned, that the King fell fick, he was lent for to receive cer- 
tain (ecret inftructions, as from the mouth of a dying man 5 but Vheroras would noto- 
bey him in regard of his Oath. Notwithftanding, Herod dealt more kindly with him, 
Yhcrm-ctt in his an ^ continued his love and affection towards him 3 for he came to Vheroras, as foonas 
sicknefs isvi- he heard of his firft Sicknefs, without being fent for: And after he was deceafed, he 
fired by/W,- f cn t his body to Jerufalem, and honourably entombed him in that place, and grievouk 
dcad.lsho- ^ lamented his death. This was the beginning of Antipater % mif-haps, who at that 
timirabiv hi time was gone to Rome. For it was God's pleafure, that at la ft he (hould be punifhed 
iicd byiiim. f or the murther of his Brethren. I will difeourfe of this at large, that it may ferve for 
an example to many Kings, how they oughtto practice and follow Virtue in all their 
actions. ,

Thefe things did Antipatcr's 
friends certifie Herod of, in that by many and mighty Prefents he wrought them there- 
unto. He himfelf alfo wrote unto his Father colourably, aftera manner excufing 
the young men, and imputing their words unto their indifcretion and young years. L 
Mean while, he bufied himfelf in accufing SylUus 3 and courted the cbiefeft Romans, 
buying divers Ornaments and Jewels to prefent therewith, to the value of two hun- 
dred Talents. • Anditistobewondredat, thatfo great matters being in agitation a- 
gainft him, feven months at leaft before his return into the Countrey of Jndaa, that no 
inkling thereof came unto hisears. But the caufe partly was the diligent fearch and 
watch that was kept upon the High-ways, and partly the hatred that all men had con- 
ceived againft Antipater. For there was^not any that would put therafelves in hazard 
to procure his fecurity.

CHAP. VII. 

AntipJter, being returned back, into Judsca from Rome, is convifted in the prefence 
of Varus Governour of Syria, for having endeavoured to poyfon the King his 
Father. Herod caufeth him to be imprifoned 3 and writeth to Auguftus on that 
' Subj.cU. 

HcJitVRuf XJi Erocl concealing his difpleafure, anfwered Antipater his Son's Letters 3 giving him 
fimu, chp.it. II a ftridt charge (as foon as he had difpatched his affairs) to haften homeward, left 
Herod wructh his long abfence fhould prove hurtful to him. He likewife, after a temperate manner, N 
KvsioJtmi complained unto him of his Mother, promifmg notwithftanding to remit the &ultup- 
plt^ivA caT on his return 3 and by all means he made {hew to him of much kindnefs, fearing left 
Jcthh'.m home he, apprehending any fufpicion, fhould defer to haften his return 3 and liiigring 
from Rome. tQQ Jon? at Romei fhould contrive fome treacherous ftratagem, to the prejudice 
of himfelf, and the overthrow of his Kingdom. Antipater received thefe Letters 
in Ciliri.1. and had already received others at Tarentum, by which he underftood 
of rhcrorat his Unkle's death, whereat he was fore grieved 3 not for the love he bare to 
Theroras, but for that he died before he had murthered his Father, according as he ■had 
promifed him. As foon as he came to Celenderis a City of Cilicia, he grew doubtful 
whether he fhould return or no, and was grievoufly troubled at his Mother's difgraces, O 
who was banifhed from "the Court. The opinions of his friends in his behalf were va- 
rious 5 for fome of them counfelled him to ftay and expect the event of thefe troubles 
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A in fome place : others on the other fide, advifed him to delay no longer his return 

into his Countrey, for that upon his arrival he might eafily fatisfie all thofe objections nt e tr ' 
and accufations that were forged againft him, becaufe hisaccufershad nothing elfe to btjZ e chM 
ftrengthen their caufe with, but his abfence. This later advice plcafed him beft 3 fo Nativity, 



that he betook himfelf to Sea, and at laft arrived in the Port oisebajie, fo called, and v 
builded by Herod to his great charge, in honour of Ca>far. " aS"' ^ 

And now already it manifeftly appeared that Antipater was upon his downfal : For Jrfefr a Ha- 
no man came out to falute him, no man entertained him, as they did upon his depar- *cn builded 
ture, when as all of, them accompanied him with prayers and happy acclamations: but honSrofo-- 
contrariwife they boldly and openly fpake againft him, and bitterly curfed him, tell- far. 
g ing him that he was juftly punifhed for the wickednefs that he had committed againft >-4»ti^ur 

About the fame time guinfilius Varus, who was fent to fucceed Saturnine in the bynoman.^ 
Government of Syria was at Jerufalem, and drew thither at that inftant upon Hcrods ZiiintUws Fj. 
requeft, to affifthim with his Couufels in his prefent and weighty occafions : Now ^r'tiYh 
while ft thefe two fate and coufulted together, Antipater came in before any man ex- n ° Ur ° 
pedted him, and in that purple garment and Royalty that he was accuftomed to ufe, 
entered the Palace. The Guard of the Gates fufFered him to enter in, but they ex- 
cluded all thofe that were with him. This firft of all affrighted and appaled his Spi- 
rits, in that he already perceived into what calamity he was fallen 5 and now alfo 
£ when he drew near his Father, he thruft him from him, accufing him of the mur- 
der of his Brethren, and reproaching him with that intent he had to poyfon 
him, telling him that the next day Varus (hould both hear and judge all his mifde- 
meanours. 

He altogether daunted at thegreatnefs of that unexpected mifchief, which he both 
heard and faw, departed prefently from them wholly amazed, and in the way met 
with his Mother and his Wife ( which was Antigonus'a daughter, who had been King of 
the Jews before Herod ) by whom he wasadvertifed of all that which had happened, 
and for that caufe more diligently prepared himfelf for his rryal. The next day Varus //<W callech 
and Herod fate in judgement, accompanied by their friends on both fides 3 thither alfo his Son 

q were cited the Kings kindred and his fifter Salome 3 and certain others, who could ^ 
difcover his fecret practices 3 fome of which had been tortured, and namely Antipa- «, jw. 
ters mothers fervants, who a little before his arrival, had been apprehended with a 
letter to this effect : That he fhould take heed that he returned not into the Countrey, be- 

• caufe his Father was made privy to all his practices, and that for the prefent he had no 0- 
ther refuge but only to Ceefar, and to take care hkewife Icjl he fhould fall into his Fathers 
hands. 

Hereupon Antipater humbling himfelf on his knees before tie King his Father, befought 
him not to condemn him before his caufe was heard, but to fujpend his judgment until 
fuch time as he had heard his jujtifirations. But Herod after he h*d commanded him to 

g withdraw himfelf into the midji of the Court and Affembly, deplored his infelicity in be- 
getting fuch Children, and bewailed his mifhap, that in his old age he was referved for an 
Antipater. After this he reckoned up his cares in their education and inSfitutton, ami , Juthatcr 
how bountifully he had bdlowed upon him as much riches as he required; he *d«cd that acraied by 
none of all thefe favours could prejerve him from falling into the hazard of lofing his life Hn °*~ 
by their policy, that they might unjujily pojftfthe Kingdom, before either the Law of N<- 
ture. or the will of their Father, or their own rights could challenge the fame. But a- 
hove all the reft, he wondred at Antipater, with what hope he could pojfibly be puffed up 
to attempt fo audacious and wicked an enterprise. For by his Teliament he had made 
him the Heir of his Kingdom, and in his life time alfo had made him his equal in Digni- 

p ty, Glory and lower ; That he received yearly fifty talents of revenue, and to furnifb his 
voyage Jor Rome had three hundrcdjalents given him. Moreover, he accufed him for. his 
flandcrous accufations again U his murthered and flauijhtered Brothtrs : Who if they had 
been wicked, why did he imitate them .<? But if they were innocent, why without caufe 
produced he is flanderous accufations agatnSi thefe, who were his natural Brethren j? , For 
in his own refpeti he had never found any thing againft them, but by his repbrt, neither 
had be given Sentence againft thcm, but by Antipaters advice, who for the prefent were 
abfolvcd by him, becaufe he was become the Author of their Parricide. In uttering 
thefe words he began to weep, being unable to infift any further 3 for which 
caufe he befought Nuholaus Damascene, who was his dear friend, and converted or- 

q dinarily with him, and was privy to all that which had palled, to profecute the reft 
of his Indictment. 

But Antipater turning himfelf towards bis Father, began to juftifie himfcJf, urging 

the 
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^V^/l the fame Teftimonies, and Favours that his Father had (hewed unto him, and the H 
ilc year o; the h onours he had received at his hands, which he would never have (hewed him, if he 
E< 'chfff't nad been unworthy of the fame, and had not by his virtue deferved thefe favours. He 
Kaih-iti'.t. ' al/edgecl alfo, that by hit virtue he had prevented all that which might have happened 5 
t^V^V and that where the caufe required his labour or diligence, he difpatched all things with his 
ZSf'to his own induttry 5 that it was unlikely that he, who had delivered his Father from tbofe 
vnthei sobjc- Treafons which were intended againji him by other men, Jljould himfelf attempt the life .• 
ftion. yf nc i as f ar f ro m probability that he fl)ould go to extinguifh that virtue (whereof even until 

that day he had given teitimony) to the end that always hereafter he might he defamed for 
fitch bafeneff. For long before this time he was named and entitled to fucceedhim, and 
to enjoy thofe very honours, whereof already he enjoyed no fmill part j whereby he protected \ 
that it was unlikely, that he, who might enjoy the half of all that his Father had, in all 
fecurily % vertue and honour, flwuld deftre the whole with infamy and danger 5 yea, and 
with an uncertainty to obtain the fame ; that the puni/hment which had befallen his Bro- 
thers (whom he had difclofed and accufed at fuch time as they were hidden} was procured 
by him, who, if lie had pleafed, might have concealed them 5 and whofe wickednejS towards 
their Father (after it was proved) he himfelf had revengtd upon them : Neither (as he 
faid) repented he himfelf of that which he had done $ for that aSion of his might be an 
argument to prove how incorrupt ly he loved his Father. And as touching that which he 
had dealt in at Rome, Caefar himfelf was witnefs thereof, who could be no more deceived, 
than Cod himfelf j whereof thofc Letters bore record, which were written by him 5 whichin K 
equity, fhould be of no left force, than the flanders of thofe who fought to Jet them at odds : 
The mo ft part of which objed ions and reproaches had been complotted and devifed by his 
enemies, who have had the leyfure to purfue the fame during his abfence, which they could 
not have performed in his prefence. At length he pleaded, that all thofe Confefjions were 
falfe which were extorted by torture, in that it ordinarily falleth out, that fuch as are put 
tothetryal, confej? many things by force of torment, that are untrue, to fat is fie them that 
put t hem t hereto : Briefly^ without all favour, he offered himfelf to the Rack^in jujtifi- 
cation of his Innocency. Upon thefe Proteftations, all the Council and Affiftants were 
confounded. For all of them had great compaffion of Antipater, who was wholly 
drowned in his tears ; fo that his very enemies began to pity him. And Herod himfelf I 
made it appear, that he feemed in fome fort to be altered in his opinion j notwith- 
ftanding he endeavoured to conceal the fame. 
KM aw r> 3 . But Nicholas, according as he was requeued, profecuted that Accufation which 
fccitethlhc the King had begun 5 urging all things to the uttermoft, and producing all the Wit- 
King's Accu- nelTes, and thofc manifelt Proofs, that were gathered from their Examinations that 
fation. were tortured. Efpecially he difcourfed at large of the King's Virtue, which he had fa- 
therly expreffed in the education and injiruBion of his Children j for which he had been 
fo unkindly and unnaturally requited. Moreover, that his firfi Children's foolijh rafh- 
nefi was not fo much to be wondred at 5 for that being young^ they had been corrupted 
by the malice of their Counfcllors, and had blotted out of their hearts all tue Laws of M 
Nature, rather through ambition of Rule, than defire of Riches. But that Antipater'/ 
boldncfs was both wonderful and wicked, who, more cruel than the crueleii Beafts (who 
towards their Bcnefaftors acknowledge each good turn) was nothing mollified by his Fa- 
ther s fo great indulgence, nor terrified by his Brother's calamity 3 but mult needs emulate 
them in their cruelty. And thou thy felf ((aid he) O Antipater, wert the Judge of their 
attempted Treafons, by thy inquisition they were indiQed, thou didji execute the jujiice a- 
gain it them being convi&ed. Neither do we difallow that thou didji, profecute them with 
juji indignation, but rather admire thee for that thou imitateji their intemperance : And 
we eafily gather ^ that thofe a&s of thine were not attempted for thy Father's fecurity, but 
intended for thy Brothers overthrow, that by dctejiing their malice, thou mightefi inftnnate N 
thy felf into the favour of their Father and thine, that afterwards thou mightefi more cun- 
ningly and fecurely bring him to his end, which at length thou halt attempted to perf orm. 
For whilfi thou adjudgefi thy guilty Brothers to death, and fpareji their Confederates, thou 
makeji it manifefi in all men's eyes, that thou hall a kjndnefs for them, whofe ajjijlance 
thou migh'teii hereafter ufe in oppreffing thy Father. Thou haji therefore enjoyed a double 
pleafure : the one openly, as if rejoycing and glorying, that by thy Brothers death thou 
haji atchievid a matter of 'honour 5 the other fecretly, with endeavouring by greater wic- 
kfdnefs, but more fecret fraud, to make an end of thy Father 5 the revenger of whofe in- 
juries thou pretendeft to be. For if thou hadji truly detejied their malice, thou hadjl never 
cjieemed the fame to be worthy of thy imitation 5 for thou hadji not cut them off for com- 0 
mitting fuch Capital offences as were anfwerable unto thine, hut for that they had a more 
juft Title to fucceed in the Kingdom than thou haji. And thou haji thought good to mix the 
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A murther of thy Father with the maffacred bodies of thy Brothers, left thou jhouldi'i be <. ww - 
fuddenly convinced in thy confpiracies againji t beet, and to the end that the punifbment ' Ihl > Mr "f'b 
that thou well deferveji to fuffer, Jhould light upon thy infortunate Father, proje3ingwitbY£ * Chin's 
four felf fuch a parricide, and fo unufual and hainom a murther^ that to this day the lt\e Nathiy. ?. 
thereof hath not been heard of amongjt men. For thou being his Son haji pra&ijed thefe WY\J 
Treafons, not only againli thy Father, but againji him that loved thee above meafure^ 
and did thee good beyond expectation, with whom thou haji aSital participation of the 
Government of the Kingdom, and who had appointed thee his Heir in the fame, being no 
ways hindered, either for the prefent, or in times paff, to participate the pleafure of So- 
veraignty, and being afiured of the hope of Succejfion, both by the will and writing of thy 
B Father. But you have meafurcd the courj'e of your affairs, not according to HerodV vir- 
tue, but according to your own appetite and malice, intending to deprive fuch a Father of 
his part, who granted you the whole and feeding in effetf to murther him- whom in words 
you pretended heretofore to protcH from injury. And not content your felf to pra&ife. 
thefe treacheries, you have infefted your Mother alfo with no left corruption, and inliead 
of love thatfiould have been amongfi Brethren, you have filled your Family with mutinies 
and hatreds : And beftdes all thefe things, thou haji been jo audacious, as to call thy Fa- 
ther beait, being of thy felf more malignant than thofe beajis which are moll venomous, 
ufing thine own venom againji thy deareji friends, and fuch as have beji deferved at thy 
hands, jircngthening thy felf with his Guard, and divers treacheries both of men* and 

q women againji one old man, as if thy curfed mind alone were not fuffiticnt to jathfie thy ha- 
tred. And now after fo many men and women, Slaves and Freemen tortured for thy 
caufe, after the open and manifelt tvjiimonics of thy parties in the, confpiracy, thou art jo 
impudent as yet to contradiH the truth : and thou that lately hopedff to deprive thy Fa- 
ther of his life, doeji now as much as in thee lieth, endeavour to abolifl) that Law that 
was injlituted againji Malefaffors in thy k>"d,andherewithal,0 Vzxvs, equity, and all what- 
foever is Jujiice in the world. Doji thou therefore accufe them of falffjood, who were 
examined in torments, to the end thou mighteii endanger their credit, who were the pre- 
fervers of thy Fathers life > Shall we believe thee more than them in, their torments .<? Wilt 
thou not, 0 Varus, deliver the King from the injury of thoje, who are his own fleft) and 

£> blood? Wilt thou not put this wicked beaft to death, who hath murthered his Brothers, to 
pretend a love towards his Father, and who hath at laji been difcovered to be the moji mor- 
tal enemy of them all, to the intent that atone injiant he might cffablijb the King- 
dom in himfelf Thouknoweji that Parricide is no private crime, but a public^ injury Parricide tHie 
to life and nature, which is no lefi loath fome in the thought, than it is in the a& : which publick injury 
whofo puniflieth not, is of himfelf guilty of an injury offered to our common mother of life and na- 
nature. ™re. 

After thefe Speeches, he added certain point9 concerning Antipater's Mother, 
which through feminine frailty had been blabbed out by her,towit, that fhe had ask- 
ed counfel of Soothfayers and Conjurers, to whom the Kingdom (hould befall : and 

E that fo e had offered Sacrifices, and made Prayers for the death of the King. And 
moreover, he declared what lafcivious pranks Antipater had played with Vheroras'% 
women, in banqueting and amorous and wanton dalliances. The informations 
likewife that were prefented by fuch as were tortured, with fundry teftimonies of 
divers men j fome fuborned, the other found out to be immediately produced and 
confirmed. For each man feeing that Antipater was expofed to the accufations of 
thofe men, who had the Government in their hands, and that the good fortune that 
bad long accompanied him, had openly delivered him into the hands of his enemies, 
they immediately difcovered the infatiable hatred which they had conceived againft 
him, whereas before the fear that they had of him enforced them to befilent: yet he 

F was not fp much burdened with other mens hatreds, as with his own wickednefs; 
namely, his deadly hatred againft his Father, his breach of amity amongft his Bre- 
thren, whereby he filled the Kings Houfhold with feditions and murthers, of fome 
complotted, and afted by others ; neither "giving place to hatred according to Ju-' 
ftice, nor to amity according to good affeftion, but according as it might ftand with 
his profit. Which becaufe divers men perceived long before that time, they judged of 
events according as they had reafon, and the rather becaufethat being void of hatred, 
they fpake but their opinions. And whereas heretofore they had cried with a loud 
voice againft him, at fuch time as they were (hur up; at this time when they wcrede* 
prived of their fear, they declared all things that they knew. And whereas there 

q were produced divers of the mifchiefs committed by him, yet there feemed nothing 
to be feigned, for that the accufers neither fpake in favour of the King, neither con* 
cealed any thingfor fear of danger, but condemned all Antipater's wicked actions, and me" ^ 

Fi r judged 
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r\^\J*\ judged him worthy of death and puniftiment, not fomuch for his Fathers fecuritjr, as H 
Ux year oj tbc f QV his own demerit. Neither did they only accufe him, who were by juftice tied 
*bS»t' Chiff> thereunto, but divers volunrary witnefies alfo brought in their evidence 5 fo that al% 
Kjili'it* \. though he was a very cunning difiembler, and colourer of his lies, and moft im- 
CV"V"\J pudent in their affertions, yet he durft: not once open his mouth, or mutter againft 
the fame. t 

As foon as Nicholas had finiflied his dilcourfe and accufattons, Varus commanded 
r. rm ivetii Antipater to anfwer to thofe crimes that were obje&ed againft him 3 if he had any thing 
Jjniipjta li- to alledge, that he was not guilty of thoie forfeits or hainous crimes that were laid 
tence to juili- unlo hj s charge. For of himfelf he defired nothing more;, and knew well that Herod 

nis Fat her defired no left, than that he {hould juftiHe himfelf, and maintain his inno- I 
ih-ivctVby his cency. But he humbling himfelf upon his face, and lowly bending his body to the 
proreitations ground, befought God, who was the fearcher of all hearts, to approve his irraocency 
S^GoTto 011 b y fome em,nent fi 8 n > how he never hac * attem P ted an y tnin g to nis Fathers preju- 
jiirti'fic him- dice. For this is the cuftom of all wicked men. ^that as often as they attempt any hai- 
lclt -. nous aft, they ingage themfelves in all wickednete, without any refpeft of Gods 

Juftice and when as by their mifdeeds they are fallen into danger, then they call 
upon God, by whofe invocation and teftimony they defireto be delivered : making 
a (hew that they commit all things to his determination. The like whereof in this 
time* happened in Antipater who, whereas before he difpofed all his actions fo, as if 
there had been no God that had the overfway of humane affairs; at fuch time as K 
Juftice overtook him, and he was deprived of the benefit of the Law, had his re- 
courfe to Gods power, alledging that he was referved by God to this end, that he 
might diligently intend his Fathers fafety. Hereupon Varus, when as by often que- 
ftionings he could wreft nothing from him, but that he only cried upon God, feeing 
that otherwife there would be no end of thefe debates, he commanded the poylbn 
to be brought forth before them all, that he might make experience of what force it 
The poyfon was ; which being prefently brought unto him, and given to one that was condemned 
c/a in con- J to die, it prefently killed the man. Which done, he arofe and departed out of the 
dcnuicd°man, Council, and the next day went unto Antioch, where for the moft part he was wont 
and it kjiicth t0 have his refidence, for that it was the chief City of the AiTyrians. But Herod pre- L 
l Ru£!'T ld fently commanded his Son to be put in bonds, no man knowing what talk had been 
iteujTmpri-' between him and Varus upon his departure, but all mens opinion was that the King 
foncd his ion, did nothing in imprifoning him, but by his counfel. When as therefore he had faft 
b3lad^s "to DOUnd nim s ne fent unto c *f ar > aod wrote his Letters unto him, as touching Antipa- 
csfj* To'ccr- tcr, fending certain appointed Meffengers, who by word of mouth might aflure him of 
tine his a- his curfed treafons. 

b jf cs \ . . , At the very fame time there was a Letter intercepted, lent by Antiphilus to Antipa- 
Utter 'm S tcr, which Antiphilus remained in Egypt.- which Letter being opened by the King, 
uinupater. W as written to this effect : I Have fent yon AcmeV Letter, hazarding thereby my own 

life : For yon know that I am in danger of the difpleajure of two mighty Families, if I U 
fljould be discovered. As for your felf, bethink, yon well of your affairs in this refpeS. 
Such were the Contents of this Letter. The King made diligent fearch for others al- 
fo, but he could find none, for Antiplilus'sfervant, who had brought that which was 
read, denyed that he had any other. But while the King was in this doubt, one of 
his fervants and friends perceived that the infide of the Meffengers under coat was 
newly fewed : for he had two garments the one upon the other: and conjeduring that 
the Letters might be hid in the foulds thereof, as indeed they were, he ripped the 
^>W's Let- fame, and found them. The Tenour whereof was this: Acme to Antipater, Health.- 
tcrs to^Ami- I have written the Letters to your Father, according as you gave me injlruftions, and I 
? Mn - have counterfeited the copy of my Letter, as if it had been fent by Salome to my Mi ftrejS. I N 

afjure my felf, that when he hath read the fame ^ he will punijh Salome as one that hath 
. praSifed Treafon againft him. But that Letter that was fiippofed to have been writ- 
ten by Salome to Acme, was of Antipater ; s invention, and in Ac me's ftyle. TheCon- 
^Acme's Let- tents were thefe : Acme to King Herod, Health: Whereas I have an cfpecial care, that 
tcr to /W. „ 0 thing be concealed from thee that concerneth thy feenrity, having found a Letter of ^ Sa- 
lomes written againft thee unto my Lady, I have not without danger taken the copy there- 
of and fent it unto you in which Jhe required that fie might have licence to marry Syl- 
labus. Tear this copy, leaft through the knowledge of the fame, I come in danger of my 
life. Now in that which (he had written to Antipater, (he difcovered that fhe had 
written thefe words to Herod, according to that order he had given her, as if Salome Q 
had confpired to work fome treafon againft him. She lent alfo the copy of thofe 
connterfeit Letters in the name of Salome, and fent them unto her Miftrcfs to work 
treafon.

Thus weeping, he entreated his Kinsfolk, for the love they 
bare unto him, and for the faith/hey bare unto God, that they (hould not fuffer tiim 
to die fruftrateof hislaft honour 3 and they protefted that they Would not tranfgreli 
any point of his Commands. Hereby a man may conje&ure what his nature wasj

Antipater. Herod'/ glorious Funeral ordained by Archelaus 5 the peoples great 
acclamation in favour of Archelaus. I 

Hdio fyf- A Fter this, having changed his mind, he made a new Teftament. For he appoint- 
f.nmxhi? .10. £\ ed ^wfipa/Tetrarch oiGalilee and of Peraxa, whereas before he had inftituted him 
Herat, vm f or hi s Succeffor in the Kingdom. He created Archelaus King 5 he gave the Province! 
is c ange . ^ Gaulonites, Trachonites, Batanea and Paneade to Philip his Son, and Archelaus'* Bro- 
ther by the Mother's fide, to be Tetrarch over thofe places. He gave his Sifter Salo- 
me, Jamnia, A%ot and Phafelis, with fifty thoufand Crowns of Gold. He provided al- 
io for his other Kinf-men, all whom he left rich in money, which he gave them, and re- 
ilis Lecacy to venews which he affigned them. He gave Cefar ten Millions of Drachmes in Silver, 
c«farM$»- amounting to the fumm of eleven hundred thoufand Francks 5 befides a great quantity R 
Ha his Wife. Q f q 0 \& an d Silver Plate, and of precious Moveables. To Julia, Cafar's Wife, and 
to certain others, he bequeathed five millions of Drachmes, amounting to five hua- 
Utroi 's death dred and fifty thoufand Francks, or thereabout. After he had in this manner difpofed 
all things, fome five days after he had caufed Antipater to be executed, he departed 
this life 5 having reigned after Antigonus's death, for the fpace of thirty and four years, 
and thirty and ieven years after he was elected and approved King by the Romans : A 
man without refpeft, cruel and fevere towards all men, Slave to his wrath, Lord of 
the Laws 5 yet fo favoured by fortune, as no man more 3 for from a private man, he be- 
came a King 5 and being environed with many dangers, he always happily efcaped 5 
Herod's muta and he lived alfo a very long time. And as concerning his Family and Children, in his (. 
ble &ilrange q WQ opinion he was happy, in that he overcame his enemies 3 but in my opinion, he 
Fern™. w? i mo ft unfortunate. 

Salami and Before the King's death was thorowly known, Salome and Alexas ducharged thofe 
yjiuxM after t j, at were locked up in the Hippodrome, and feht every one of them home unto his own 
deltKfmifs houfe 5 telling them, that the King commanded them to depart, and follow their 
the Jews that houlhold Affairs, and till their Land 3 wherein they performed a moft noble action, 
werefhut up an( j benefitted the whole Nation with an efpecial good turn.

That done, 
Sirny, aU'te- Ptolomey, to whom the King had committed the cuftody of his Seal, recited his Tefta* 
lhmcnt read, meat, which was to take no effect, except that Cafar approved the fame. Thereup. 
* *^ re ¥j w on all of them began to applaud and honour Archelaus for their King. The Souldiers 
b/Se people, flocked about him in Troops, accompanied with their Captains 3 promhlag hint [•to 
xAUmi, c*t> ii ferve him with no lefs good will andaffection, than they had done his Father 5 praying 
God to yield him his affiftance. ! . 
HtroJ' sCorps . At. that time alfo the King's Hearfe was prepared, and Archelaus gave order that bis 
is buried with Qbfequies fliould be moft royally performed 5 and beftowed all the Furniture that was 
FoTemmty Si requime for that Funeral and Princely Interrmenr. He was carried out in a Gilded 
HeroJim. Litter, adorned with divers precious Stones, the Cover thereof was of Azure colour. 

The dead body was apparelled in a Purple Raiment, having a Diadem upon his head 
over which there was a Crown of Gold, and a Scepter put in his right hand. About 
this Litter marched a great number of his Children and Kinsfolk 3 and after them fol* 
lowed his Souldiers, difpofed in Bands and Troops, according to the cuftom of every 
Nation : The firft of thefe were the Archers of his Guard 3 after them went the Thra- 
The Germans cians 3 and laftly, marched the Germans and Galatians 3 all of them in their Warlike 
and French D re f$ and Difcipline. After them followed all the Army, marching in order, as when 
grved under t j, e y were d rawn up i n Batalia, each one under his Captain. Next thefe followed five O 
hundred of his Houfhold Servants, bearing Perfumes. And all thefe in his Equipage, 
marched to the Cattle of Herodion, diftant fome eight Furlongs off. Eorthere he was 

entombed,

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A entombed, accorcHngtotrie Tcnour of his Teftament. Thus died Herod. Archelaus f\LA~si 
continued his Mourning for fcven days fpace in honour of his Father. (For the La w 2ke yatr •/ "* 
of the Countrey ordaineth no lefs.) And after he had feafted the people, and laid a- l/^'A 9 
«de hi^moucning Apparel, he afcended up into the Temple. All the way as he went ' 
all the people with Shouts and Acclamations, cried, God five the King 5 and with O'VVi 
Prayers and Praifes honoured him to their uttermoft : And he being conduced up to a 
high Throne of Gold, which was made on purpofe, entertained the people very era- the people, 
doufly, taking pleafure in their Acclamations and Congratulations that they beftow- 
ed upon him. He gave them thanks alfoj « For that they had blotted out of their 
remembrance, the injuries that his Father had done unto them 3 protefting in 

B " his own behalf, that he would certainly take care to requite their kindnefs, with 
"an entire afteftion. He like wife told them , that for the prefent he accepted 
« not the Title of King, becaufe the honour was bequeathed him with this condi- 
" tionj that Cafar (hould ratifie his Father's Teftament. For this caufe, although 
the Souldiers that were in Jericho , were fo kind to fet the Diadem upon his 
feeadi yet he Would not accept of that uncertain honour 5 becaufe it was not refolv- 
ed whether Cafar, who was the principal Party in the Gift, would grant him the Go- 
vernment or no. 

He protefted likewife, that if his Affairs fucceeded according to his defire, heutrckhm 
would not, in honour, forget their love, or leave their good affection unrequited. P romifes tha ' 

C And that in the mean while, he would enforce himfelf, by all means, to further thofe wich f^' s 
things that concerned them 3 and entertain them with more kindnefs, than his Father Kll care' 
had done. But they, according as it is the cuftom of the common people, thinking fulI > intend 
that thofe that enter into fiich Dignities, declare and open their minds at the firft day : th r ^f T 2 nd 
The more Archelaus fpake kindly and courteoufly unto them, the more they applaud- people. 0 1 * 
ed him 3 and prefented. him with divers Petitions, for Grants and Donations from 
him. Some of them cried out unto him, that he fliould take off fome part of their 
yearly Taxes: Others cryed to him, to deliver thofe Prifoners that were committed 
by Herod, of whom divers had pined a long time in Prifbn : Others inftantly urged 
him to cut off thofe Tributes which had been impofed by him upob Bargains and Sales, 

0 which was to pay the half of the Bargain. Whereunto Archelaus did not any ways con- 
tradift, ftrivingto the uttermoft of his power to pleafe the peoples for he knew very 
well, that their good affection would be no fmall advantage towards him, in the con- 
firmation of his Kingdom. That done, he facrificed unto God 3 and afterward fell to 
banqueting and entertainment of his Friends.

When he had thus inftructed his General, he fern him unto them. But they cried out 
with a loud voice, and would not fuffer him to (peak 5 but for fear of danger and death, 
they put him to filence. And if any other were fo forward as to fpeak unto them, and 
perfwade them to fome moderation, and to alter their finifter refolutions, hewasalfo 
in danger : For that they had this perfwafion, that all things ought rather to be order- 
ed according to their pleafures, than by the Authority of their Superiours 5 fuppofing 
that although, during Herod's life time, they had been deprived of their deareft friends, 
it would be now a matter unworthy their courages, after his death to be cut off from 
their privilege to demand their revenge. For they were tranfported with their own 
opinions 5 and held all that for lawful and upright, which was in any fort conformable ^ 
to their pleafures, without fore-feeing the danger that might happen thereby 3 they 
were fodefirous to be revenged on thofe,' whom they reputed to be their enemies. 
Now, whereas divers were fent by Archelaus to advife them, and divers came unto them 
not as meflengers from him, but as friends and lovers of peace, of their own motion, 
with an intent to pacifie them, they would not permit any of them to fpeak 5 and 
through their rage there arofe a great tumult, which had grown to a further extremi- 
ty, if a great number of people had joyned with them. 
Sedition at the At that time fell the Feaft of Unleavened Bread, which is called Pafcha, which is a 
Feait of the Memorial of their deliverance out of Egypt 5 at which time all men do moft willingly 
Pa/rover. prefent their Sacrifices 5 and a greater number of Beafts are killed at that Feaft, than at £ 
any other time. To this Solemnity alio, an infinite number of people afiembled from 
all parts, to honour God 5 whereby the feditious (fuppofing that they had gotten fit 
opportunity) lamented Judas and Matthias, who were the Expofitors of the Law, and 
kept themfelves within the Temple, whither they had gathered good ftore of Victu- 
als, which they were not afhamed impudently to beg for. But Archelaus, fearing left 
their rage (hould produce fome more grievous effect of mifchief, fent out a Captain, 
with a Regiment of a thoufand men, to reprefs their fury, before the reft of the people 
were infected with their follies \ and to bring them likewife unto him, whom they 
found to be the forwardeft in that Commotion. Againft thofe the Seditious cried out 
with great clamours, and incenfed the people againft them, fo that all of them rufhed 
in upon the Soldiers, and killed divers of them. The reft of them efcaped with their 
Captain 5 yet not without divers Wounds. That done, they which were within the 
Temple, returned again to their Divine Service. 

Now Archelavs fuppofing that his whole Fortune was endangered, except he repref- 
fed the rage of the multitude 5 he fent out all his Foot, with a certain number of Horfe, 
to prevent, left they that were without (hould yield affiftance to thofe who had taken 
up their lodging in the Temple 3 and to put thofe to the fword, who having efcaped 
Three thou- the vi o Ience ot * tne Foot > f«ppof ed themfelves to be in fecurity. Thefe Horfemen flew 
fandjews about three thoufand men, the reft retired themfelves into the Mountains that Were 
flam. near adjoyning. Hereupon Archeiam made Proclamation, that each onetfhould re- ^ 
pair unto his own houfe. For which caufe they departed, and abandoned the Feait, 
for fear of greater mifchief 5 notwithstanding they had fpleen enough, a* it is the or- 
dinary cuftom of the ignorant multitude. 
\jlrcbeUm After this, ArcbeUw, accompanied with his Mother, took his Voyage i&Rome, with 
repairs » Nicholas and Ptolomey, and with divers other his Friends 5 committing the Govern- 
nvTSS- menc of aI1 his Houfhold and Kingdom to his Brother Philips Salome, Herod's Sifter 
on follow him went alfo, leading with her, her Children. There went alfb divers otherof his Kind- 
red, who (aid that they would all of them endeavour for Archelaus, that he might ob- 
tain the Kingdom^ bat in effect, it was to hinder him with all their Power: and efpeci- 
ally, to accufe him unanimoufly, for what was done in the Temple.

After Archelaus had fet fail towards Rome, and Varus was departed for Antioch, Sabi- re - 
nm went to Jerufalem, where he feized the King's Palace: and calling before him the pa j- r f h t0 
Kings Agents, and the Captains of his Garrifons, he required them to deliver up their 2intS» 1M 
Caftles into his hands. But they according as Archelavs had commanded them, cont i- fcize HenA's 
nued the poffeffion in their accuftomed manner, according to the King's direction, pre- Treasures an4 

B tending to keep the fame in Cefar's behalf. At the fame time Antipas Herod's Son travel- Jimll* s 
led to Rome likewife,in hopes to be elected King,in regard of Salome's promifesjand for «« h °?c t0 
that he better deferved the fame than Archelaus, confidering that in the firft Teftament, recov . cr lh f e , 
which fhouldbe of more force than the later, he had been appointed King. He led his SwEw! 
Mother alfb with him, and Ptolomey the Brother of Nicholaus, who had been one of He- 
rod's moftefteemed friends, and was well affected to further his Title. But efpecially 
he was ftirred up to feek the Kingdom by Ireneus, a man very eloquent, and to whofe 
charge,in regard of his fufficiency,the Affairs of the Kingdom had been committed. For 
which caufe, although he was perfwaded to give over the Kingdom unto his elder Bro- 
ther, who was confirmed in the Kingdom by his Father's Teftament, yet he would not 

q give ear thereunto. But Antipas no fooner arrived in Rome, but all his Kinsfolk re- 
volted from. Archeiam unto him, notfo much for the love they bare to him, as for the 
hatred they conceived againft Archelaus 5 and above all, for the defire they had to re- 
cover their liberty, and to draw themfelves under a Roman Governour. For they 
thought that if there were any contradiction, that Antipas, for whom they endeavour- 
ed to procure the Royalty, fhould be more profitable to them than Archelaus : Sabinus 
alio, by his Letters, accufed Archelaus to Cefar 5 but Archelaus by Ptolomey, exhibited' 
unto C&far a Supplication, containing his Right and Title unto the Kingdom, his Fa- 
ther's Teftaments, and the account of the Money which Herodhis Father had fealed up, 
together with his Ring, and expected the iffue. 

f3 But when he had read thefe Letters, and thofe whioh Varus and Sabinus had fent him, , 
and underftood what fumms of money he had left, and What the yearly Revenue was, 
and how Antipas challenged the Kingdom, and appropriated it to himfelf, according 
as his Letters mention, 5 he afiembled all his friends, to have their advice thereupon. 
Amongft them was Casus the Son of Agrippa, and his Daughter Julia, adopted by him, 
whom he caufed to fit in the chiefeft place 5 which done, he commanded the Alfiftants 
to fpeak what they would concerning this matter. At that Antipater, Salome's Son, a 
man very eloquent, and a great Adverfary to Archelaus, fpake firft, faying, That it was Antipater 
a mockery for him at that time to fpeak, of the Kingdom, confidering that before Cxfar had Salome's Son, 
granted it him, he had already feized the Forces of the State, when as upon a Feffival day, ^hmbibt'e 

E be bad filled fo many, who, although they had deferved that puniflsment, yet ought the'Jiuguftlc*- 
juftice thereof to have been referved to a lawful Power, and not to have been ufurped by him 5 f>r. 
either being King with Ca?far'j prejudice, whofe Authority he bad contemned} or by being 
a private man, which was a great overfight. For which caufe, he undefervedly at this time 
hoped for his approbation, whom already, as much as in him lay, be had deprived of the Ti- 
tle and Authority of his Allowance. Moreover, he objeffed again ff him, that of his own 
Authority be bad changed certain Officers of the Army, and that he had feat ed himfelf in 
the Royal Throne 5 and like a King, bad determined certain caufes, and had granted certain- 
demands of the people : That he had left nothing undone, which he might have performed^ 
badCx&t confirmed bis Title. He aUedged alfo, that they who were enclofedin the Hip- 

p podrome, were difmijfedby him 5 and divers other aUs, partly true, partly probable in re- 
gard of the ambition of young men, who, defirous to govern, do ordinarily commit fuch 
things : Befidettbis, bis negleS in mourning for his Father \ and withal, his rare Banquets 1 
all night long at that very time his Father died 5 whereat the people began to mutiny, feeing 
the fmall regard be bad of bis Father's death, from whom he had received fo great Goods 
and Honours. How all the day long he made a fhew of his forrow and tears in his Pavili- 
on, but all the night he toob^pleafure like a King? and being fuch, if Cxfar fhould grant 
him the Kingdom, be would behave himfelf no lefi unhjndly towards him, than he had done 
to his moffkjnd Father. That it was no left than an odious crime in him, to delight him- 
felf with Songs and Dances at his Father's death, as if he had been bis enemy : That be 

C now came to CasfarV Prefence, to tbe intent to obtain the Kingdom by his confent, whereas 
already he had behaved himfelf nootherwife, than if he bad already been eftablified King 
by his Authority* Bus mo& of aU he exaggerated the Slaughter he had committed in the 

Temple^ 
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rv-^-r^ Temple, and the Impiety perpetrated fo near to the Feaii o/Eafter 5 at which time divers, H 

" j f ' b ° lh Strangers and Citizens hadbeen kjUedafterthe manner of Sacrifices, andthe Temple 
2« cLpsfillcdwith Carcafes, not by a fir anger ; but by him, who, under the colour of 'Religion, defir- 
Kativity, *. ctb th: Government of the Kingdom, to the end he might fatisfie the injujtice of his nature, 
WY'NJ in excrcijing each way his Tyranny towards all men jfor which caufe his Father never thought, 
nor ever dreamt to fubfiitute him King in his place. For he kpew both his life and difpofiti- 
on, and by his former Tettament (and that of greateit force, ) had ordained his Adverfary 
Antipater to be King. For he had been allotted the Kingdom by his Father, not when his 
mind was dead before his body, but when, both his Judgment was found, and his body in 
health. Tea, although at that time Archelaus* Father had fuch a conceit of him, as in bis 
later Tefiament he pretendeth * yet, that he had already declared what kind of King he was I 
like to be, who contemned Caefar'j Authority in confirming the Kingdom 5 and being as yet 
a private man, doubted not to murther the Citizens in the Temple, This Grid, Antipater 
(to give greater credit to his words, bringing divers of his Kindred as Witnefles of that 
he had faid) ended his Oration. 
Kichi amcx Whereupon Nicholaus arofe, and alledged in Archelaus's behalf as touching the 
cu'fcthl^ (laughter, that it was to be imputed to their impiety, who could not be reftrained 
iaM - from their Tumults and Uproars, before Archelaus was enforced to appeafethem by- 

force 5 alledging, That they were fo much the more guilty, for that they had not only ex- 
ereifed their malice, but alfo had enforced others to attempt fo great a revenge againft them 5 
for their infohncy feemed in appearance to concern Archelaus, yet in a fort their contumacy K 
pertained to Cjefar'j mine. For thofe that had been fent by him to appeafe and redrtfi their 
fedition, were, agaitifi all Law and right, charged and killed by them, without refpeS of 
God, or regard of the folemnFeafi : Whofe defence Antipater was not afhamed of, with- 
out refpetf of equity, fo ihtt he might fatisfie that hatred which he bare unto Archelaus. 
That therefore it was their fault, who firfi of all abfiained not from injury, but whetted 
thofe Swords which were drawn in maintenance of the peace, againft their own bofoms. 
He enforced all other things alfb, whereof they had accufed Arc helaus, againft them- 
felves, faying, that none of thefe things were done without their cohfents 5 and that the 
offence war not fo grievous, as they intended it fliould be efteemed, to the end they might dif- 
credit Archelaus. So great a defire was in them to hurt their Kinfman, a man both well L 
refpetfed, and affeUedby his Father 5 as alfo kjnd and officious towards them in all things 
that concerned them. As for the Teftament, that it wis made by the King when he 
was in perfe& eftate of mind and body, and of greater force than the former, becaufe 
the Authority and confirmation thereof was afiribed unto Ca;far, the Sovereign of the 
World. 

Further, that Ca? far would not imitate them in that wrong they did unto Herod, who 
(being, during his life-time, bountifully graced by him, by many benefits) do now after his 
death, go about to violate his loft and truefi Tefiament ; but that rather like a Friend and 
Confederate, he would confirm his Willi who, like his faithful and fworn well-willer had 
committed all things to his trttfi. For that there muji needs be a geeat difference between M 
their Malice, andCxfar's Venue and Faith, which was renowned thorough the whole world. 
For which caufe he wajtld not judge his Decree to be inconfiderately pafi, who left his Sue- 
cejfionto his well deferving Son, and referred all things to his truft. F or that it was un- 
likely that he Jhoulderrin the choice of his Succejfour, who had fo difcreetly fubmitted all 
things to CsefarV judgment. After this manner Nicholaus alfo finiflied his difcourfe. Here- 
cAa- pi o u P on C£ f ar courteoully raifed Archelaus, who lay proftrate and humbled before his feet, 
nouncech Jit- tellingvhim that he was molt worthy to be King, by giving an apparent Teftimony, that 
cbchn, to be ij e was conftant in his refolutions ^pretending that he would do nothing but that which 
Eedom f thC foould be anfwerable to Herod's Teftament, and Archelaus's profitjand feeing the young 
Hjio V %/- man was confirmed in fome good hope with this his promife, he determined nothing N 
fim„,cbjp.n. m ore for that time 5 but difmiffing the Council, he debated with himfelf, whether he 
fliould ratifie the Kingdom to Archelaus only, or divide it amongft Herod s Kindred, 
efpecially fince they all had need of his affiftance.

A great Rebellion in Judea , whilefi Archelaus was at Rome 5 Varus Govemonr Jv'w«<>fif '* 
ofSytiaJloppethit. Philip, Archelaus V Brother, goeth alfo to Rome, in hopes C/'VKj 
to obtain one part of the Kingdom. The Jews fend Ambajjddours to Au- 
guftus, to fiee them from their obedience to Kings, and to re-unite them to 
Syria : They complain to him agaitifi Archelaus , and abhor the memory of 
Herod. 

B O Ut before C^far had determined any thing certainly in this behalf, Mzrthalce, Ar- Umhic; 
J3 chclaus's Mother died of aSicknefc ; and Varus the Prefident of the Jews in Syria, '.Jni*hf lt ' s 
had fent Letters, which allured the Emperour of the Rebellion of the Jews. For af- Mochci ' J'5 t!l - 
ter Archelaus's departure, all the Nation was in an Uproar. To pacifie which, Varus [Cc'St? 
refbrted thither, and puniQied the Authors of the fame : and after he had appeafed at 
all things, he returned to Ant ioch; leaving a Regiment of Soldiers in Jernjalem, to re- 
ftrain the fa&ious Innovations amongft the Jews 5 yet, he prevailed nothing by his po- 
licy. Forasfoonas Varus was gone, Sabinus, who was Overfeer of Cafar's Allairs, 
remaining in that place, grievoufly burthened the Jews, truftingto that power that ^j'^P-^s 
was left him, and fuppofing that he was already enabled to withftand the multitude. wicTnifbth 

C For he armed divers Souldiers, and madeufeof them toopprels the Jews, and to pro- a great Sedi- 
voke them to Sedition. For he took upon him to furprife their Fortreffes, and by force don m ^ r "f- t - 
to make fearch after the Kings Treafures, for his private Lucre and Covetoufnefs Feaitofftnre- 
fake. When therefore, the Feaft of Whitfuntide was come (which is one of our Fefti- ri- 
vals) divers thoufands from all parts repaired to Jerujalem, not only for Religion's 
fake, but alfo for defpite and hatred they had conceived againft thofe Violencies and 
Injuries, which Sabinus had offered them. And not only were thofe of Jud<ea griev- 
oufly offended, but divers alfo reforted out of Galilee and Idumta, from Jericho and 
the Cities fituateon the other fide Jordan, defiring all of them to be revenged on Sa- 
binus. And dividing .their Camp into three Bands after this manner 5 one part of 
D them took up the Hippodrome 5 and of the other two, the one feized the Southern 
Quarter of the Temple, and the other the Eaftern, and the third which were in the 
Hippodrome, were planted to the Weftward, where the King's Palace ftood 5 and thus 
prepared they all things that were neceffary to fet upon the Romans, whom they had 
befieged on all fides. At that time Sabinus fearing their number and refolution, who 
were refolved either to die or overcome 5 fent prefent Letters unto Varus, requiring 
him with all expedition to fend him afupply, becaufe the Regiment that was left by 
him, was in great danger 3 and muft needs utterly perifh, without his fpeedy refcue : 
As for himfelf, he withdrew into the Tower and Dungeon of the Caftle Vhafelus, which 
was a Fortre(s,fo called in honour of Herod's Brother,who was killed by the Parthiansj 

ft and from the top thereof made a fign to the Romans, that they (hould (alley out upon 
the Jews^being afraid to truft himfelf to his own Friends, expecting that the reft {hould 
expofe their lives to danger in maintenance of his fafety, which his extream Covetouf- 
ne(s had endangered, and their lives alfo. The Romans having made this Sally, there a moil blood- 
arofe a defperate skirmilh, wherein the Romans divers ways had the upper hand 5 yet dy Battel 
the Jews were no ways difcomforted, notwithftandingthey had loft many men ; but f^f^"^ 
wheeled about fo lone, till at laft they feized the outward Galleries, and thofe that en- ESandjeis 
corapafled the Temple, and in that place there was a hot. Aflault 5 for they flung down n «r unto the 
ftones with their hands and flings, and there were certain Archers mixed among them * Tcm P ,c - 
who having recovered a place of advantage, grievoufly gauled the Romans which 

F were below, in that they had no means to avoid their (hot, but were Co expofed there- 
unto, that their Enemies had the better. And with this difadvannge the Romans 
fought a long time, till at length, being enraged to fee their enemies have fuch an ad- 
vantage, they fecretly fired the Galleries and Porches, without any difcovery of thofe 
that were therein 5 which Fire, brought thither by many, and fed with fuch matter 
as would fpeedily flame, immediately took hold of the Roof, becaufe the Roof was 
covered with Pitch and Wax, gilded over 5 fo that thefe great and excellent Buildings 
were burnt down to nothing in a moment 3 and they that were reforted thither, were rivers Jews, 
all of themconfumed before they were aware. For fome of them fell with the Roof ^pn^"^^ 
of the Galleries 5 others (hot at, and killed by thofe that ftood round about y others r 0 "f r of the ' 
G defpairing of their lives 3 and amazed at the mifchief, either caft themfelves into t he fire, Porchw. 
or killed themfelves with their own Swords j and all thofe that retired in hopes to fave 
themfelvesby that way they afcended, were encountred by the Romans, who killed

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r^^^rwhenTall, becaufe they were difarraed, though furioufly defperate: fo that not one, H 
7^^»4«^ 0 f them that afcended the Porches efeaped with his life. Afterwards the Romans

K^Ay of was ftoln away by the Soldiers, and Sabinus to all mens knowledge carried away 
A great r art foUr hundred Talents. But the Jews being afflifred with a double calamity, firft of 
JJeJ&reSkm all with the lofs of their Friends in that fight : and laftly, with the fpoil of the trea- 
awaybythe fury 5 yet they aflembled a Troop of the valiantelt Soldiers, and befieged the Palace, 
Soldiers. threatning to burn the fame, w'uh&abinus and all other the Romans that were there- 
bdk2ed'by »n, except they fpeedily departed { and in fo doing, they promifed both them and 
the Jews Sabinus all aflurance and fecurity : whereby it came to pafs, that divers of them that ( 

were in the Palace, ifluedout and fubmitted themfelves unto them. But Rufus and 
Rufus and Gratus having three rhoufand of thofe valiant Soldiers under their command, who 
Snsof hT ha <! fcrved Herod, joyned themfelves with the Romans. The like did thofe Horfe- 
r *r's Army, men which followed Unfits, who in like manner fubmitted themfelves to their diredi- 
j,»yn with the on : y et f 0 r all this, the Jews continued and intended their Siege, undermining their 
Romans. ^Ms, and exhorting the Romans to depart, and not to deprive them of their liberty, ' 
which they had long enjoyed under their Predeceflbrs. Sabinus was willing to depart 
from thence with his Soldiers 5 yet durft not truft them in regard of their former at- 
tempt, and he fufpe&ed the too liberal offer his enemies had made him : but neglected 
it, becaufe he expected Varus, jj 
At the fame time infinite other troubles were raifed in divers other places ofjudta, 
HcJiu and according as every one either was incenfed with a defire of gain, or a will to revenge. 
Kujjinus, c^. p or two t houfand Soldiers ( who had formerly ferved under Herod, and being at that 
Dncrs t«- time cafhier'd, lived at home J affembling themfelves together, affailed thofe of the 
Muilts in Jew. Kings faftion, who made head againft them, under the conduft of Herod's Nephew 
. rv - . Aciabus, who never daring to encounter them in a place of equal advantage, in that 
of W /°w-s " they were old Soldiers, and well exercifed in war, defended himfelf,in that he held 
Soldiers aflail and kept himfelf as near as he could in the mountains and places of advantage. More- 
the Kings pro- overs J„das the Son of Ezechias the Arch>thief, whom Herod overcame with fo much 
?h,/w Fze- difficulty at Sephoris a City in Galilee^ gathering unto him a band of defperate men, j, 
d \s ' Son the made incurfions upon the King's Dominions. And having taken all thofe Arms and 
Arch thief. Weapons, which he might recover in that place, he armed from the firft to the laft, 
all thofe Souldiers that were with him 5 he took away all that money which wasre- 
ferved for the Sing, in that place 3 and affrighting the Inhabitants round about him, 
he fpoiled all thofe with.whomfoever he met 3 afpiring to the Kingdom, not that he 
thought himfelf well enough qualified for that dignity, but becaufe he had gotten fuch 
freedom in wickednefi, he took the boldnefs to do any thing. 

Whilft thefe troubles ranged in every place, Simon alfo, who had been oneofffe- 
s,mon, ih- roc i' s f er vants 3 and both for his thape, ftature and ftrength, was elteemtd amongft all 
rod s servant. men> un d er took t h e Kingdom : and being attended by a mighty Army, and proclaim- M 
ed King by them, who were a wicked and unbridled multitude, and perfwading him- 
felf that he was worthy to be King before any other 3 he firft of all fet the Palace on 
fire in Jericho, and fpoiled all that was therein. He burnt alfo divers other Royal Pa- 
laces, belonging to the King, which were in divers places of the Countrey 5 giving 
them free licenfe who were his followers in the Aftion, to bear away the Prey that 
remained : And far more licentious pranks had he played, hadjiot his praftifes been 
fpeedily and wifely prevented. For Grains, who with the King's Soldiers, had joyn- 
ed himfelf with the Romans, and gathered all the Forces that he had, went out againft 
c.yms con- tn i s simon. And after a fierce Battel, they on the other fide of Jordan, were put to 
flia with -s- flig nt . an d fighting rather with courage than Military Difcipline, they were overcome. N 
sZun be And whilft Simon, in croffing a Valley, fought to fave himfelf by flight, Gram met with 
headed. him, and cut off his head. 

About the fame time alfo, the Royal Palace of Amatha, that was hard by Jordan, 
• T! 'i nra ed was Durnt by men of as bad difpofition as Simon was. And thus thorow the whole Na- 
iii rebeS! tion reigned this raging Rebellion 2 for that the Countrey had no King,who by his Ver- 
tue,mtght govern and moderate the people; for that the ftrangers who were fent to re- 
rjitbrontfi preft thefe mutinies, did rather incenfe them through their Violence and Avarice.Fora 
itronginbody certain obfeure and bafeman (neither efteemed for Vertue, nor worthy of regard for

B had ufed during Herod's life-time 5 the other, in regard of thofe injuries, which late- 
ly they fuppofed themfelves to have received by them. This hatred of theirs daily 
encreafed more and more, and there was no man that could efcape their hands, 
both in refpect of the gain fought, arid for the cuftom they had to fried Blood.' 
They therefore at that time fet upon the Romans, and furprifed them on the fud^ 
den near to Emmaus, at fuch time as they carried Victuals and Munition unto their 
Camp, and having enclofed their Centurion Arius, with forty of their rooft valiant 
Footmen, they fhot him thorough with their Darts : The reft that expected nothing 
lefs than death, were faved by Gratus, who came in upon them with the King's Soul- 
diers, whereupon, leaving the dead bodies, they retired. Continuing their War 

C after this manner a long time, according as occafion was offered, they had done much 
mifchief to the Romans, and far more injury to the Nation of the Jews. At laft, 
they were furprifed ; the one in an Encounter betwixt them and Grains, the othei 1 
in fighting againft Ytolomey. The eldeft was taken by Archelatit 3 and the laft be- tAOm^et & 
ing dif-heartened with the Accidents, and feeing no means to efcape (for befides his hl V Br « h!ei > 
other mifhaps, his Souldiers were afflicted with fickneft) he, with the reft, upon Arche- " 
laus's Faith and Oath, fubmitted himfelf unto him. But this was done fomc little while 
after. 

At this time all Judta was full of Robberiesjand as many feditious Affemblies as drew tUHo 3* 2£-</"-. 
together, lb many Kings were there elected, who were raifed to the utter ruine offo""-' 1 "?- 

D the Commonweal. Amongft the reft, the Romans were they that fmarted leaft 3 but 
the Murthers were executed againft thofe that were out of the Countrey. But Varus 
underftanding by Sabimts's Letters, in what dangers they were 5 and fearing the utter 
overthrow of his third Legion, he took with him the two other (for to the uttermoft 
inSjria there were but three) and with the afliftance of the Kings and Tetrarchs, he 
hafted intojfewry, to relieve thofe that were befieged 3 commanding thefe that were 
fent out before he diflodged, to meet him at Ttolemak 3 and palling by the City of 
the Berythians, he received a thoufand and five hundred Soldiers at their hands, to 
attend him in his War. Aretas alio, who was Lord of Petra, drawing himfelf into 
Confederacy with the Romans, in regard of that hatred he bare Herod, fent him 

E Horfe and Foot. When all thefe Forces were, aflembled at Vtolemak, he delivered 
apart thereof to hisSon, and one of hisFriends 5 commanding them to make War 
againft the Galileans, who bordered upon that City 5 who entring that Countrey, 
and putting allthofe to flight, whofoever durft make head againft him, he took se- 
fboris$ and felling the Inhabitants under the Spear, heconfumed the City with fire. 
Varus himfelf marching towards Samaria with his Army, violenced not the City, in 
that be knew it was free from the Contagion of the Seditious 3 but he pitched his Camp 
in a certain Village, which- was Ptolome/s Poffeffion, called Arus. The fame did the burned 
Arabians burn, revenging themfelves on Herod's Friend for his fake 3 and marching & the Arabi- 
forward, the Arabians fpoiled alfo another Village called Sampho 5 and for that it was stm>-bo aai 

F ftrbngly fortified, burned it. Befides, in that journey nothing efeaped their hands, iwmw burn- 
but they put, all to Fire and Sword : For both Emmaus was burned by Varus's Com- cd - 
mand, and in revenge of his Soldiers that were killed in that place, it was left defolare 
and void of Inhabitants. From thence, drawing near to Jerufaleht, thofe Jews that ^""repair- 
befieged the Legion of that fide, upon the fudden view and approach of the Army of "2dcii" 
the Romans, fearfully fled, giving over that Siege which they intended. But thofe Jews vereth the u- 
oi jermfalem, being fharply reproved by Varus, alledged in their exeufe, that the peo« e io " th " W3S 
pie, in regard of the Feaft, were affcmbled in that place 3 and that the War was not ° ef *Z :A - 
begun by their' confent, but undertaken by their boldnefs who reforted thither from 
divers place*3 ; andthat they were fo far off from afla tlingthe Romans, that they rather 

Q feemed to be befieged by them. And long before this, Jofeph, King Herod's Nephew, 
Gratus and Rufus, with their Soldiers, were gone out to meet Varus, and thofe Ro- 
mans that had fuftainedthe Siege, had done nolefs. But as for Sabinus, he would 

St not 
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*\js*S~\ not appear in Varus's prefence 3 by dealing away privily out of the City, he fled to- H 
iw y C *r of the WATf \ s the Sea. Then Varus fending a part of his Army thorough the whole Countrey, 
l gft«' cbrift''> fought out thofe Authors of this Sedition, and thofe that were noted men in the acti- 
Nathity, i. on 3 fome of which who were moft guilty, were punifhed 3 the reft were delivered. 

•jT\f^j Of thofe that were punifhed for this occafion, there were about two thoufand crucified, 
m-irof th- anc ^ tnat done, feeing that this Array ftood him in little ftead, he difmiOed them. For 
Caiipiraeors. divers diforders and injuries, contrary to VarOs's exprefs Command, were acted by his 
Souldiers, who fought after nothing more than to encreafe their means by other men's 
mileries. And hearing that ten thoufand Jews were aflembled together, he haftcd to 
apprehend them 3 but they, not daring to hazard their fortune in a fight with him, by 
Achiabus's advice fubmitted themfelves. But Varus having pardoned the people for } 
their Rebellion, fent all thofe that were the Ring-leaders thereof to Cefar, who 
pardoned divers of them. But he chaftifed certain of Herod's Allies, and fuch as bare 
fi^'cha* 1*. Arms w,tn tnem 3 ^ or that neitner in regard of Kindred, nor refpect of Juftice, they 
17.. ' had abftained from Infurredtion. After that Vatus had thus appeafed all the trou- 
bles in Jewry, and left the firft Legion in Garrifon in Jer»Jalem 3 he returned to 
Antioch. 

f\A-0 But Archelaus was croffed in Rome by another Occurrent, that arofe upon this occa- 
'\uhT "^'Jl ^ on : Certain Ambafladours of the Jews refbrted thither by Varus's permiffion, re- 
tftft 'chyn quiring that it might be lawful for them to live according to their own Laws 3 thefe

fige of the and chief Citizens in Apollo's Temple, which he had builded to his mighty charge, thi« 
jcwstoKoruf. ther refbrted the Ambafladours, who were followed by a Troop of Jews 3 and Ar* 
^ c ^"*fo. chelaut alfo, attended by his Friends. But the King's Kindred neither ftood by Ar* 
dours c/thc chelans, in regard of the hate they bare him 3 and yet difdained to affift the Ambaf- 
Jews appwr Odours, for that they were afhamed in Cafar's prefence to oppofe themfelves a- 
Th//?fiMj-s 8 a ' n ^ thcir nearc ft Friend and Kinfman. Philip alfo was prefent at that time, who by 
Son? S f'jrus's perfwafion, refbrted thither out of Syria 5 efpecially to plead for his Brother, 
to whom Varus wifhed all good fortune : Bcfides that, hoping not a little, that if the 
Jews fhould obtain the liberty to live according to their Laws, it might come to pals, L' 
that the Kingdom being divided amongft Herod's Children, he might alfo light oil 
fome part thereof. Therefore, after the Ambafladonrs of the Jews had obtained Li* 
cence to propofe their demands, pretending with themfelves wholly to exftinguifh the 
TheAmUifla- Royalty : They began to rip up Herod's difgraces ; alledging how only in name be 
icwsrt u hC na ^ been a Ring, whereas otherwife he had ufed all the Tyrannous practices, that the 
yw's P anS wickedeft perfon could have invented, towards the deftrudtion of his Nation 3 and 
. yi,eMatis's that not content with thefe, he had of his own head practifed and invented new. Net- 
Finity. tner tnat lt ne eded to reckon up how many he had deprived of life, when the eftate 
of thofe that were alive was far more defperate 3 whom he not only frighted with per- 
petual terrour and feverity, but alfo with injurious hands had not abftained from their jfg 
Goods. By which means it came to pafs, that he not only builded, but beautified. 
Foreign Cities, inhabited by Foreign Nations, to the end he might the rather utterly: 
fpoil thofe by exaction, which were fituated and feated in his own Countrey : And that 
he enforced his Nation to extream Poverty, which he received in moft happy Eftate 5 
whilft he fpoiled thofe Nobles of their Eftates, who upon weak probabilities were con-* 
demned to die; or granting them Life, deprived them of their Poffeffions. And* 
whereas yearly Tributes were impofed on every one, yetfeverally were.the ravenous 
and covetous defires of his Friends and Courtiers to beiatisfied 5 yea, and of his fervantA 
alfo, who had the Authority to exact thefe things 5 and by this means they might.re- 
deem their injurious wickednefs. As for the deflouring of Virgins, and thefhariiefulbe* $ 
traying of a Matron's chaftity, they covered them under filence 3 for that it is a gretti 
comfowto thofe that fuffer fuch abufes, if their difgraces be but known to a few.' Iw 
fhort,that Herod had no other ways governecLthan as if the Government had been cdra> 
raitted to a moft wild Beaft. For which caufe, whereas in times paft that Nation hadi 
been afflicted with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that there is no example eilant 
amongft their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their prefent .Ca- 
lamity under Herod. For which caufe, upon juft refpects, they had with one con* 
fent, named Archelaus their King 3 fuppofing that whatfoever King might befall them, 
he would always demean himfelf more affably than Herod had done; and that 
to honour Archelaus, they had mourned with him for bis Father, to gratifie him io O 
other things, to the intent they might obtain his good affection. But he without de- 
lay, and all at once, had made manifeft to the whole Nation, what opinion they were 
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A to conceive of him, notwithftanding that as yet he was not confirmed King (Tor "thttT\J^/i 
it lay in Cafar's hands to grant it) and aj if he had been afraid, left he fhould afTurcdly 
be acknowledged for his Father's Son, he had fhewed an example of his Vertue Mo- <4?#* 
deration and good Government, that he would ufc towards his Subject*, by the firft 1&hu£t '' 
Act which he had committed, not only againft God, but alfo againft mep. For in the UOTO 
Temple it felf he hath caufed three thoufand of his Countrey-men to be killed in ftead 
of Sacrifices. And how can he chufe but be juftly hated, who befides his other cruel- 
ties, objedteth againft us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny ? The effect of thcir re- 
queft therefore was this, that they might not any more be governed by a King, nor a- 
ny fuch like Governments but that they might be united unto Syria, and'fubmit 

B themfelves under their Governours that fhould be fent thither : That in fo doing it 
fhould truly appear whether they werefedicious and addicted to changes, or whether 
they would live in peace, when they had favourable Governours. After the Jews had A*irf»fc««. 
fpoken to this effect, Nicholas difcharged the Kings of thofe Accufations that were ob- cufech Ho oJ 
jected againft them, and namely Herod, who (as hefaid) had never been accufed all his ™ d ^ teb<u ' 
life-time 3 and that it was no reafonthat they who juftly accuHng him, might have " 
caufed him to be punifhed during his life- time, fhould now addrefs their Accufations 
againft him after he was dead. And as touching thofe things which were objected con- 
cerning Arcbelaus's actions, it ought to be imputed to their infolence 5 for that engag- 
ing themfelves in matters contrary to Law 3 and having begun to murther thofe who 

C fought to appeafe the tumult, they accufed fuch as had kept them in pbedience. Be- 
fides this, he objected againft them, that they were addicted to alterations, and took 
pleafure to ftir up Seditions, for that they knew not what thing it was to obey Juftice 
and the Laws, and that there was no Nation in the World fo hcad-ftrong as that of the 
Jews 5 for that they would have the upper hand overall. Thus fpake Nicholaus. 



CHAP. XIII. 

^ Cafar confirms Herod'/ Testament, and appointeth his Children to be In Succejfors, 

WHen Cefar had heard thefe things, hedifmhTed the Aflembly. But fome few days o> nuketh 
after, defirous to make an end of this matter, declared Archelaus not King, but ^rebehui an 
Lord of half that Government that appertained to Herod 3 promifing him to beftow a J t ?i nard |: and 
Royal Dignity upon him, if fo be he behaved himfelf vertuoufJy, according, as it be- Kftflte 
came him. As for the other Moyety, he divided it between two of Herod's Sons, r hi lip Kingdom on 
smd Antipas, who debated with his Brother Archelaus for the whole Kingdom. The p ^ and 
fame Antipas alfo, had the Countrey on the other fide Jordan, and Galilee, with two ^"V"' 
hundred Talents of yearly Revenue. As for Philip, he had Bathanea, Trachonitk and 
Auranitis, and part of the Palace that was called by Zenodorus's name, with one hun- 
E dred Talents. As for Archelaus, he had Idum* a, Judtea and Samaria, which were dif- 
charged of the fourth part of the Tributes by Cafar, for that they had joyned themfelves 
with the reft of the people, during the time of the Sedition. Befides that, Archelaus 
had the Tower of Stratom, Sebafie, Joppe and Jerufalem. For Gaza, Gadara and Hippon 
were Cities of Greece, which Cafar had Separated, and adjoy ned to Syria. Archelaus 
had five hundred Talents of yearly Rent out of his Countrey. Thus was the Patrimony 
divided among Herod's Sons. As for Salome, beGdetthat which her Brother had given saimt 
s her in his Will, which were the Cities of Jamnia, Azof, vhafelis and half a Million of 
money, Cafar granted her a Royal houfe in Afcalon 3 fo as (he received in the whole, 
fixty Talents of yearly Revenue, and had her houfe allotted her within the Dominion 
F of Archelaus. A1J Herod's Kindred received that which was bequeathed unto them by 
his Teftament.Two of his Daughters that were unmarried, were endowed by Cafar 
with a quarter of a Million of money which he gave them, befides their Father's Porti- 
on, and they were married to Pherorais Sons. Moreover, he gave Herod's Sons, all 'W's two 
which he had given him by the Teftament, amounting to the fummof one thoufand ?*" shce %■ 
and five hundred Talents 5 contenting himfelf only to receive* fome few movables, not SSISricd" 
fomuch for the value, as in remembrance of the King, who had given them. » Hww's

n j,„ r- <7W A VsmUm having thus ordained Herod's Succeffion, a young man, and a Jew born, 
/ it A brought up in the City of sidon, by a certain Roman Free man , intruded him- 

U, J P ,j ^/Kindred b for all thofe that beheld him, reported that he_ referable* 

J hc T^' AlcxTdcr Herod's Son, who was killed by him 5 and by this means he began toa- 

foire to the Kingdom : Whereupon, calling to him a Companion, who was his own , 
Coun trepan, !nd a long experienced Courier, his Arta-mafter, and fit to^akedi- 
fturbancls 5 he, by his inductions, feigned himfelf to be that Ale xander Herod'* .Son, 
v^was delivered from death by the means of a certain friend, who had the charge 
to fee him executed 5 who executing others in their fteads delivered both him and hi, 
lothTAnftobul^ and that they were both efcapedin this manner. Being puffed up 
by hefe Toys, he'failed not to deceive other men* and « .foon as he came .to Greet, 
as many lews as he fell in conference with, he perfwaded them no lefs 5 and getting 
much mon^y from them, he failed into the Ifle of Melos h where be gathered a great 
sTmm^Money, under pretext that he was of the Kings Btood. And now hoping 
S fcou d recover his Father's Kingdom, and that he mould reward thofe that K 
were beneficial to him, he halted towards Rome, accompanied with hu .Friends ,n 
Treat pomp. And being arrived at Puteol, he was entertained there with no lefs fa- 
four byXfe Jews, whom he deceived by his colourable Tnle 5 and divers others, 
who had been Herod's Friends and Familiars, came unto him, and entertained htm as 
their King. The caufe hereof was the natural difpofnion of men who take pleafure in 
falfereports, together with the report of his refemblance. For they that had frequent- 
ed very fam liarly with Alexander, held it for a matter moftaffured that he was the 
man and noneother * and affirmed unto others upon their Oaths that it washe, fo 
Zt this rumour at laft came to Rome. And all the Jews that dwelt there came forth 
The.™* a to meet him, faying, That it was God's handy-work, that he was after that manner t 
S^pXved beyond Si men's expectation : And they greatly recced in his Mother 
«hto % w . V M£riMUU ; behalf, from whom he was defcended y he was carried m a Litter through 
^Streets with all the Apparel of a King, the charge whereof was defrayed by thofe 
who were his Friends, He was attended by a great multitude of men, and honoured 
with great applaufe, as it ordinarily falleth out at fuch time as, beyond all expeaati- 
^ any one P ?s found to have been miraculouQy prcferved. When this News iwas 
brought to Char's ears, he gavefmall credit thereunto, perfwading himfelf ha t it 
was a 8 hard matter to deceive 5 Herod, ina matter of fo great importance .vNotwith- 
ftanding, conforming himfelf in fome fort to the opinions of men he font a certain 
Free man of his called Celadus, who bad very familiarly couverfed with Alexander U 
and AriSiobulu, during their Infancy 5 giving hint charge to bring Alexander unto him 
tothe end he might ffe him 5 which hi did, and was never che w^er xn a.feo^erjng 
, f ,, , Wm Notwithrtanding, Ctfar was not fully deceived. For, although he lefembled 
2£3?£ h!m Vomewhat * yet he^as not fo exactly like him, that he : could deceive thofe who 
n« deceive narrowly obferved him. For this counterfeit Alexander had hard hands, in that he 
had bed accuftomed to labour, tfhich the true Alexander could not hare u . regard 
of his tender and delicate education ; and likewife, this man was of a rough skm^and 
hard flefh. Ctfar therefore, difcovering the treachery both of the counterfeit bebo- 
lar and lying Mafter, and how they agreed in their confident Juftifications, he en- 
quiredof^ E*wte was become who was fecretly hidden with hm, N 

and for what caufe he prefented not himfelf, to enjoy the honour that apoe«amed to 
thofe whowerefoNobly defcended > ^S^f ™£ 

iQe of Cyprus, for fear of dangers, to which they are expofed who fail by Sea, totte 
end, thaTifanymif-fortune fhould befal him, z\\ Marines Race fhould ^ not be 
extinguifhed, but that at leaft, Arifiobulus might be left alive. ^ Whilft h owned 
thefe things, and the Author of the Fable juftified no lefs, C*f*r drawing the young 
manafide, faidunto him : My friend, if thou wilt not deceive me thoujhalt h™** 
recompense, that thou fhalt not be punifhed.

Priefthood 5 accufing him to have favoured the Seditious, and eftablilhed Eleazar his j'he Prieil 
Brother in his place." After this, he re-edified the Palace in Jericho, and fumptnoufly hood is taken 
adorned it 5 drawing away the half of thofe Waters which ferved the Borough of Ne, "from#w*»v 
ara s and conveying them thorough a field which he had planted with Palm Trees 5 he J5i£ U ]J re<1 
C builded a Borough in that place, which he named Archelak 5 and contrary to the Laws and from him 
of his Countrey, he married Glaphyra, Archelaw's Daughter, who had been bis Brother tofa/Wthe 
Alexander's Wife, by whom he alfb had divers Children 5 notwithftanding, the Law S °2°[ f*' m 
of the Jews forbiddeth a man to marry his Brother's Wife.

The tenth year of Archelaus's Government, the chiefeft GovernOurs among the Jews 
and Samaritans, unable any longer to endure his cruelty and Tyranny, accufed him be- 
fore C£far$ and efpecially after they had underftood that he had tranlgrefled C&fars 
Command, who had charged him to behave himfelf gracioufly towards them. Which 

D when Cefar underftood, he was fore difpleafed, and caufed Archelaus's Agent to be cal- 
led before him,who was then at Rome,znd fent for Archelaus alfo 5 and efteeming it toO 
bafe an indignity for him to write unto him, Go(faid he)unto him with all expedition, 
and bring him unto me withqut delay. He porting forward with all diligence, at length 
arrived in Jud£a,whete he found Archelaus banqueting with his friendsjand having ac- 
quainted him with Cafar's Commands, he haftened him away. As foon as he came to ^rckeiatu 
Rome,afxei that Cefar had heard his Accufersand his juftification,he banilhed him,and banifhedand 
confined him in the City of Vienna in France, and confiscated all his Goods; confined. 

But before^ Archelaus was fent for to Rome, he reported unto his friends this Dream 
which enfueth : He thought that he faw ten Earsfull of Wheat, and very ripe, which 

E the Oxen were eating 5 and as loon as he awaked, he conceived an opinion that his 
Vifion prefaged fome great matter. For which caufe he fent for certain Sooth-fayers, 
who made it their profefllonto interpret Dreams. Now, whilft they were debating 
one with another (for they differed for the moft part in their exposition) a certain 
man called sinton, an EfTean, having firft of all obtained fecurity and licence to fpeak, simcn the Ef- 
faid, that the Vifion prognofticated, that a great alteration fhould befal in Archelaus's fean interpre- 
Eftate, to his prejudice. For the Oxen Signified Afflictions, in refpeft that thofe tct , h «-* < *? to " 
kind of creatures do ordinarily labour 5 and as for the change of Eftate, it was figni- s on ' 
fied by this, in that the earth being laboured by the Oxen, altered its condition and 
fhape$ and las touching thtf ten Ears of Corn, they fignified the like number of years; 

F And therefore, when as one Summer fhould be overpaft, that then the time of Arche- 
laus's Sovereignty (hould be at an end. Thus interpreted he this Dream. And the 5 
fifth day after the Vifion thereof, Archelaus's Agent, by Caftr's Command, came in- 
to Jewry to fummon him to Route. Some fuch like matter happened to Glaphyra, hi4 
Wife alfo, the Daughter of King Archelaus : She (as we have faid) married Alexander^, 
Herod'sSon, when fhe was a Maid, and Brother to this Archelaus 5 who being put to 
death by his Father, (he was married the fecond time tojuba King of Mauritania j and 
he alfo being dead, (he living with her Father in Cappadocia, was married to Archelaus 9 
who put away Mariamne his Wife, for the love he bare unto Glaphyra. She living with 
Archelaus, had fuch a Dream : She thought fhe faw Alexander by her, fhe cherifhing and ciyhyra's 

G embracing him, he checked her, faying, Glaphyra, Thou verifieft that Proverb, which Dream, 
faith, Women have no Loyalty.

nodi, 5997. making ufe of the opportunity of the place, for that it was moftfit for a Stratagem. K 
fir^f ' There being urged once more about the fame bulinefs, he gave a fign to his Souldiers 
t/Y\i to befet them 3* threatning them with death, except they would prefently give over 
their fuir, and repair every one of them with all fpeed to their own houfes. But they 
proftrating themfelves upon the earth, and offering their naked throats, told him that 
they rather defired to die, than to fee their Laws violated. Pilate amazed at the con* 
ftancy they (hewed in the confervation of their Laws, fuddenly caufed Cafar's Images 
PHm fcckint» to be tranfportcd out of Jerufalem, into Cafarea : And not long after he intended to 
redraw ccr-" takeMoncy out of the Sacred Treafary, to caufe water to be brought into the City . 
if Wmmw tnrou 8 n Conduits, from; ,a Fountain more than two hundred Furlongs off 5 which the 
J.w/i«s° people tookfo ill, that fivers thoufands of men affembled themfelves, exclaiming a- L 
itiretii upa gainft Pilate 5 endeavouring thereby to make him give over his Enterprife. Some of 
^S' 01 ^ tnem *Jfo uttered divers injurious fpeeches againlt him, as it ordinarily falleth out a- 
ihCr'rftte mongft an unbridled multitude, But he caufed them to be encompaffed by a great 
W,v'ti, ?99 8. number of his Soldiers, attired in popular habit, with cudgels, asfoonas they began 
afic- chrijf't to exc i a i m againft him, he gave a fign to his Soldiers 3 they, as it was before command- 
f/*V\j cd them, made ufc of their cudgels 3; and without diftinflion of perfons, fell on all 
thofe whom they had encompaffed 3 and fo unmercifully laid on them, who were naked 
and difarmed, that fome of them were killed, others grievoufly hurt} and after this 
manner was the Tumult and Sedition appeafed. 
Beat er fyf. At that time was JESUS, a ^vife man, if it be lawful to call him a man. For he was M 
jinn,, chap. 6. the performer of divers admirable works, and the inftrutter of thofe who willingly en- 
cj4H.h, tap*$ • tertain the truth 5 and he drew unto him divers Jews and Greeks to be his followers. 

This was CHRIST, who being accufed by the Princes of our Nation before Pilate, 
Jefm chriir and afterwards condemned to the Crofs by him 3 yet did not thole who followed him 
crucified by from the beginning, forbear to love him for the Ignominy of his death. For he ap- 
r,ht - peared alive to them the third day after, according as the Divine Prophets had be- 
fore teftified the fame, and divers other wonderful thifgs of him : And from that time 
forward the Race of the Chriftians a who have derived their name from him 4 hath never 
ccafcd. 

ujioV Ruf- At that time alfo there fell out another accident, which very forely troubled the 
finr,,, cbtp. 7 . jews 3 and in the Temple of ifts at Rome, there were many fhameful acts committed. 

ButI wiJ1 fi r ft 0 f a n re | ate t i, e accident in the Temple of//?/ 5 and then will I declare 
that which befell the Jews. There was in Rome a Lady called Paulina, renowned both 
for the Nobility of her houfe, . as alfo through her ftudy and exercife oi Virtue. Be- 
fides this, the was very rich, and with her Riches beautiful, and in her flourifbing 
years 3 and notwithstanding, a very Mirrour of chaftity. She was married to a cer- 
tain Noble man called Saturnine, that equalled her in all thofe her excellent perfectt- 
ons. A certain young roan called Decius Mundus, one of the Knights of greateft ac- 
count at that time, fell in love with her. But (be was of that difpofition, that it was 
impoffibleforhim to corrupt her by Prefents 3 and the more (he refilled thofe infinite O 
Prefents which he fent unto her, the more was Mundus's heart enflamed with ardent af- 
fection 5 fo that to enjoy her but one only night, he offered her two hundred thoufand

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A Drachmes, amounting in our Englifh money to fome fix thoufand pound 5 yeTforalT^wC^ 
this, he could not overcome her. For which caufe, being unable to endure this violent lbeyear °f tke 
paffion, he thought belt to pine himfelf away for want of food, thereby to deliver him 1 *i* U 'J.9»*- 
felffrgm^ the Tyranny of that Paffion, wherewith he was afflicted. But there w* Ta w5w£ft' 
certain Free^woman that belonged to Mundus's Father, whofe name was Ida expert in 
all forts offubtiltiesi who being fore grieved to behold the young man s refolution 
whom (he faw wholly addicted to a defperate death 3 (he addrefied her felf unto him' 
and encouraged him with hope 3 promifing him to bring him to Paulinas fpeech bv 
the means of a certain Bribe which (hie intended to offer. He rejoycing very much at 
her motion, demanded what fumm Chould ferve her : who, requiring nothing more 
B than fifty thoufand Drachmes, to obtain Paulina 5 he furnilhed her preiently. When 
by this means (he had quickened the young man sfpirit, and received all that which 
Ihe demanded, (he fteered not the fame courfe which others had kept, that had the fo- 
licitationof the matter before, feeing (he faw that money would not tempt her • but 
knowing that (he was deeply devoted to the fervice of Ifts, fiie praftifed this fubtil 
and unexpected policy. She addreffed her felf to certain Priefts of the Temple ; and 
upon great hopes, and offer of great Prefents, and paying them doWn at prefent twen. 
ty and five thoufand Drachmes, and promifing them as much more upon the perform- 
ance of the bargain 3 (he difclofed unto them the paflionate love which the young man 
bare unto Paulina, exhorting them to work fo wifely that he might enjoy her They 
c bewitched with this huge Prefent they had, and hoped to receive, promifed her to 
work the feat. Whereupon, the eldeft among them reforted to Paulina 5 and having 
free accefs unto her prefence, he required that he might have conference with her infe- 
cret 5 which when he had obtained, he told her that he was fent unto her by God A- 
nubk, in that the God wasfurprifed with her love, and defired that (he would come un- 
to him. Paulina took great pleafure in this his difcourfe, and told her Familiars how 
Ihe had been honoured with the amorous felicitation of a God, and certified her Huf- 
band, how God Anubk would lie with her : Whereunto he confented, knowing how 
great his Wife's chaftity was. She therefore repaired to the Temple j and after (he had ' ' 

fupt, and the time was come wherein (he was ufiially accuftomed to lay her down to' 
D * cft > ar» d the Gates were lockt up by the Priefts that were within, and the lights like- 
wife were taken away 5 Mundus, who lay hid within, failed not to accoft her : who 
thinking that it was God Anubis, fatisfied his defires all the night long* and in the 
morning betimes before the Priefts, who were privy to this Treachery, were ftirtine 
he retired himfelf ; Paulina alfo, early in the morning repaired to her Hulband, and ac- 
quainted him how Anubis appeared unto her 3 and boafting among her Familiars, what 
conference he had ufed with her : But fome of them believed her not, in regard'of the 
manner of their entertainment 3 the reft were altogether amazed, fuppofing thofe 
things to be no ways incredible, when they bethought themfelves of the Ladies chafti* 
ty. Some three days after this aft was committed, Mundus meeting with Paulina (aid 
E onto her : Ton bavefaved me two hundred thoufand Drachmes, wherewith you might have 
augmented your Treafure 3 and this notwithstanding, you have not failed to fatisffe my re- 
quell : Neither am t grieved that you have contemned me under the name of Mundus ? 
fince that undertaking ; AniibisV name, I have accomplice d my dejire ; and this faid, he- 
departed. But (he, prefently amazed with the man's audacious impudence, tore her 
Garments 5 and having told her Hufoand of all this fubtil circumvention, (he rcqueft- 
edcarneftly his afliftance, and that he would notforfake her in the profecution of her 
revenge 3 who prefently acquainted the Emperour with every particular thereof. Now 
when Tiberittt had diligently underftood how all things had happened, by the inqui- til-erim cauf- 
fition and examination of the Priefts, he condemned them and Ida, who had been the cch ■, 
F inventer and cpmpl otter of this Treafon againft Paulina, to be hanged : He pulled j'lf&^J' 
down the Temple alfo, and &k Anubi/s Statue into Tyber, and hanimed Mundus 3 cd,andbariii^ 
fuppofing that he ought not to be chore grievoufly punifhed, confidering that the fault 
which was committed by him, proceeded from extream love : Behold here the info- 
lence committed in the Temple of Ifis, by the Priefts that appertained to that Temple. 
Now I intend to declare that which happened to the Jews that were at that timeiri 
Rome, according as I both purpofed and promifed. 
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Tiberius caufeth al/ the Jews to be banijhed from Rome. Pilate funifieth the Sa. 
'ntaritans, for having drawn themfelves together in Arms : They acenfe Ttirn to 
Vitellius Governour of Syria, who fends him to Rome to clear himfelf, 

There was a certain Jew, that having been accufed for the breach of the Laws of 
his Countrey, and fearing to be punifoed for the fame, fled from thence, be- 
delivcrcth ing a man of a moft mifchievous behaviour. He dwelling at that time in Rome, pro- 
GoidandPur- fefcd himfelf to be an expounder of Mofes's Law 3 and drawing to him three other, no -| 
pic to be fem Iefi Re bates t h an himfelf, he followed his ordinary Profeffion. Fulvia, a Lady «f 
i«^/Sr much honour, became their Scholar, and had embraced the Religion of the Jews $ 
theyconvenit w hom they had perfwaded to fend certain Purple and Gold to the Temple of Jerufa- 
tothcirown ft w hich after they had received, they converted it to their own ufe, as before they 
when t;S« had determined to do. Tiberius, who was informed hereof by Saturnine his familiar 
kncw.hecom- Friend, and Fulvia's Huftund, who had difcovered the fame unto him 5 commanded 
manded all a jj j ews w ] iat (b e ver to depart out of Rome. Of thefe the Confuls chofe out and enrol- 
[hru-Uuof C led to the number of four thoufand men, whom they fent into Sardinia 5 and punith- 
^ic c d divers of them that refufed to bear Arms, for fear they (hould tranfgrefs the Ordi- 
nances of their Countrey. So that by reafon of the loofe behaviour of four wicked g 
perfons, all thofe of our Nation were driven out of the City of Rome. 

Neither was the Nation of the Samaritans exempt from this trouble : for a certain 
fubtil Companion, who fought by all the means he might, to encroach upon the peo- 
ples favour, perfwaded them to withdraw themfelves with him to the Mount Gerazim 
(which they fuppofed to be the bolleftamongft all their Mountains) in which place, 
he promtfed he would (hew them the Sacred Vefiels buried in a certain place, where 
The siman- Mofcs had laid them : And at that time they being gathered together in Arms, by his 
tiry jfonMe pcrfwafion, encamped themfelves in a Borough called Tirathaba, where they enter- 
at n-tibjibf, lajncd thofe that re p a i re d thither, to joyn themfelves with them, to the endj they 
MouSiio-.,- might afcend the Mountain with the greater Company: But Matt prevented them, L 
r«* • 'i'iiate and got up before them with Horfe and Foot 5 who, charging thofe that were aflera- 
chargcth, and bled in the Boroug h s put them to flight 5 and flaying fome, and putting the reft to 
Sa^Jput- flight, led away a. great number of them Prifoners with hjm : Pilate executed the 
rahthemto chiefeft Ring leaders amongft them. The tumult of thefe Jews being publilhed a- 
flight broad, and their misfortune made known, the Senate of Samaria addrcfled themfelves 
n^f2 to Vitellius , who had been Conful, and who at that time governed Syria 5 before whom 
World, ,9 P9 . they accufed Pilate, forthe murther of thofe whom he had killed, faying, that they 
tftcr chrift's aflembJed not in Tirathaba to rebel againft the Romans, but to fecure themfelves a- 
gainft Pilate's Tyranny. Whereupon Vitellius fent Marcus his Friend to take charge 
^iiia,,ch*P.i of Judaa, commanding Pilate to return to Rome, and to fetisfie the Empcrour of M 
Ktocacculed thofc things whereof the people had accufed him. Hereupon Pilate, after he had 
^.fcSS?'" remained ten years in Jewry, repaired to Rome, having no means to contradict that 
'/tome. Command that Vitellius had given him. But before he -arrived there, Tiberius was 
dead. 
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CHAP. VI. 

N 

Vitellius refioretb the High Prie&'s VefimtnU to the jM, to kfepasthej, 

ly : He treateth in Tiberius'/ behalf, with AttobaJttM King of the Parthian : The 
caufe of his hatred againft Herod tbeTetrarcb. Philip, Tetrarcb of Trachomas, 
of Gaulanitis, and of Bathanaa, dietb without Cbildrm J bk Dominions an re- 
united to Syria. 

AS foon as Vitellius came into Judaa, he went up to Jerufalem, and celebrated 
there the Feaft of the Paffover 5 and after he had been magnificently enter- 
tained in that place, he forgave the Citizens all the Tribute of thofe Fruits wnicn 
were fold. He delivered them alio the Ornaments of the High Priefts, with all tnc u 
reltofthePrieftly Furniture within the Temple, committing the charge thereot un- 
to the Priefts, according as in times paft they had the fame. But at that time tney 
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a were laid up in the Caftle of Antonio, fdr thiscaufe which folloWeth : Hircahus the r"%J\^y 
High Prieft,' the firft of that name, having builded a Tower near unto the TempleySJ**'!*' & 
did for the moft part make his Refidence therein, arid there kept , his Veftmehts that SK'xIiyi 
were committed to his charge, the 1 rather for that he only had/ the Authority to put n'* 
them on, and return them into their place: at fuchtimeas he came down into the City^ %if^\i* 
and put on his accuftomed Raiment. His Succeflbrs did ^he feme, till tterodbeing ex- 
alted to> the Kingdom. 3 and feeing !this Tower tabeftr ongly fituated, builded the feme 
moft magnificently,) and called xtAmtoma, in honour of Antony his great friend. And 
having found thefe Veftments in the place, he (retained them with him, afluring him- 
felf, the people would attempt nothing againft him. ArchelaMs his Sonj and Succefibr 
g in the Kingdom, kept the feme courfe that Herod had done. Bur after that the Romans 

had obtained the Sovereignty thereof, they kopuhe High Prieft's Ornaments in their .... 
hands, and referved them in a place builded for that purpofe, under the Seal of the ■» 
Priefts y and the Governour of thofe that kept the Sacred Treafure, lighted the Lamp 
every day in that place : Every feventh day before the Feaft,the Governour delivered 
them into the HighPrieft's handstand after they were purified,he put them on todo Di- 
vine Service,and the next day after the Feaft he returned them again to the fame place 
where they were kept before ; which cuftom was obferved thrice every year,in the time 
of a Faft.But Vitellius returned thofe Ornartients into the hands of the Priefts,according VtteUhtt ad- 
to the ancient Orders •■, leaving them to be ufed when need required; commanding the v3ncc jj 
q Governour, to trouble himfelf no more about the place where they (hould be kept. 'J^nlnTzo 
After he had done this favour to the Nation of the Jews, he depofed the High Prieft, thePrieit- 
Jofeph, firnamed Caiaphas 5 and advanced Jonathan^ the Son of Anaaus t to that Digni- ho0 ^ «J j e Z 
ty, and afterwards returned to Antioch. " SaSed 
At that time he received Letters from Tiberius, by which he commanded him to ca- cahfhM. 
pitulate and conclude aFriendftiip with Artabanus, the King of the Parthians (whbfe 
hatred he fufpedted and feared, left, feizing on Armenia^ he (hould work farther mif- 
chief againft the State oiRome) defiring him to aflure the League by Hoftages, and 
namely, with Artabanvs's Son. Afier Tiberius had written thefe Letters above men- 
tioned unto Vitellius, he perfwaded the Kings of Iberia and Alania by great ftore of 
D money,' that with all expedition they (hould make War againft Artabanus : But the 
Iberians would not be drawn thereunto; yet they fuffered the Alanes to march 
thorough their Countrey, and opened them their Gates of the Mount Ca/pius, to 
give them paflage to invade Artabanus* Thus once more Was Armenia conquered, T ^ c ^ rtWatl * 
and the Countrey of the Parthians was invaded, whereby the chiefeft among them l0 ^ rmtma ' 
were kilfed. The King's So&alib was killed in thofe Conflicts, with divers Tboufands 
of his Army. Moreover, Vitellius having fent money to a Kinfman and Friend of Ar* Such things as 
iabanus, pretended to corrupt him, to make Artabanus away. But Artabanus per- ha P ned 'Re- 
ceiving the Plot that was intended againft him ; and feeing that he could not efcape, ZdUrtJ'!- 
becaufe it was attempted by a great number of the beft accounted Nobles within his mu. 
£ Court, ceafed to pals any further: And feeing himfelf moft apparently environed, 
and thinking that under the colour of Friendlhip, he was fraudulently betrayed, he 
thought it better to retire himfelf into the Provinces of the higher Countrey, and 
there to fave himfelf, rather than to put himfelf in hazard, and refort unto them ^rtabinut 
who had already betrayed and forfeken him. Arrivingin that place heaflembled a roftoredtohis 
a great number of Soldiers of the Countreys of Danes and Swedes ; and having * jfjj^ 3 ^ 
fought againft them who had oppofed themfelves againft him, he recovered his King- swedes" a ° 
dom; When Tiberius had tidings hereof, he endeavoured to draw Artabanus into a League be- 
Friendfliip with him 5 which when Artabanus had notice of, he willingly admitted ; tw ' xt l 'i tc,n h ui 
fo that Artabanus and Vitellius met together near Euphrates, and, by the means of a J", * *" 
F Bridge that was builded upon the River, they debated the matter together jbeing each fW's Ban- 
of them attended by their Guards. After that they had concluded the Peace, Herod ^" '"^ 
the Tetrarch feafted them in a very magnificent Pavilion, erected in the midft of the JJ°J™ hu ' 
River, with great coft. And not long after, Vitellius fent Darius, Artabanus 's Son,, in ^tubami 
Hoftage to Rome, with divers Prefents, amongft which there was a man feven Cubits fcndethaVf.;* 
high, a Jew born, who was named Eleax,ar, who was called a Giant^ by reafon of his ^'^ "J", 
ftature. That done, Vitellius returned to Antioch, and Artabanus to Babylon; But j cw fcVcncu- 
Herod, defirous to be the firft that thould advertife Cafar of the receipt of thefe Hofta- bits high, 
ges, fent an exprefs with Letters, by which he fully fatisfied him of all that which had t ^ hth a e "ml 
hapned, omitting ncthingfor the Conflil to acquaint him 5 fo that after Vitellines Let- pcrourof all 
G ters were brought unto him, and that Cafar had already aflured him of the true infor- things, before 
mation that Herodhud given him, Vitellius was much troubled : and fufpecring, left he ^.'^J-"* 
had received a greater injury, than the matter made (hew for 3 he conceived in his bean j^j him*.

During all the time of his Government, he behaved him.* 
felf very peaceably 5 for he made his abode within his own Dominion. He walked* 
being accompanied with a fmall- number of his chofen fervants, and had that feat car- 
ried after him, wherein he was aecuftomed to fit and do juftice 5 to the end- that if a- 
ny one prefented himfelf, and required his affiftance, he might, without delays do him 
HcJio r d Ruf- right. For upon the firft motion, the feat was placed in that part wherein the Plain 
fin, U ,cb*t.>. tiff met him 3 and being feated therein, he examined the caufe, ' punUhing thofe that 1 
°£t,Tf*2y were guilty, a " d abfolving the innocent. He died- mjuliade, and was buried in the 
The year of th Sepulchre which he himfelf had caufed to be built- 5 and his Obfequies were perform- 
mrl *'A°°£ ed wit h 8 reat So, emnity and Majefty.

of the lame Countrey.

MEan while Aretas, King of Arabia Petraa, and Herod, fell at ftrife, the one 
with the other, for this caufe that enfuetfc : Herod the Tetrarch married A- 
traich pucteth retas's Daughter, with whom he had lived married a very longtime. Afterwards 
Sh^'and takin £ his i !jurne y towards Rome, he lodged with Herod his half Brother by the' 1 
marriethw.ro .Father's fide (for Herod was the Son of Simon's Daughter, which Simon was the 
/WhisB.0- High Prieft) and there being furprifed with the love of Herodias, his Brother's. 
We '* Wifcj which was the Dau ghter of Arislobulvs their Brother, and Sifter to the 
Great Agrippa 5 he was fb 'bold as to propofe Marriage to her, which was to be 
. performed as foon as" he returned back from Rome 3 and to repudiate Aretars 
Daughter. After he had ratified thofe Covenants, he continued his Voyage to 
Rome 3 from whence he no fooner returned, and performed that for which he 
went, but his Wife (who had fome privy notice of the Conventions which were 
made betwixt him and Herodias) before he fufpected that fhe knew thereof, re- 
Hcrod'1 Wife quired him to fend her to the Caftle of Macheron, which was the Frontier Town to 
jSoSn"* 0 betwlxt Herod's and Aretai's Countreys 3 without acquainting him any ways with 
Countrev. ner intent. Herod condefcended unto her requeft, thinking fhe was ignorant of 
his drift : But fhe, long before that time, had taken order with the Governour of Ma- 
cheron (which at that time was under her Father's Government) to prepare all things 
for her journey 5 where being arrived, fhe fpeedily ported into Arabia, under the 
Convoy of thofe Governours, who received and conducted her, the one after the o- 
ther. As foon as fhe arrived in her Father's Court, fhe prefently acquainted him with 
Herod's refblution 3 whence arofe the beginning of thisdifcord between them. There- 
fore they both of them aflembled their Armies upon the Confines of the Countrey of 
Gamalitc, and fought under the Conduct of the two Generals, to whom they had com- 
iWsArmy ? itted <heir Armies: In this Battel Herod's Army was wholly defeated, through the 
difcomfitedby Treafbn that was plotted againft him by certain banifhed men of Philip's Tetrarchy, 
the Arabians, which were in pay with Herod. Tiberius got notice of all this, by thofe Letters which 
ml7«hS Heroclttad written unto him 3 and being very much difpleafed with Aretas, for his 
;»«tomake P r °ud attempt, he commanded ViteUius to make War againft him 5 defiring him, that 
War a S ainH if he could take him alive, he fhould fend him bound unto him 3 but if dead, he fhould 
lArttM. (end him his head. 

Divers Jews were of the opinion, that Herod's Array was overthrown by the juft 
vengeance of God, who punifhed him mod juftly, becaufe of the Execution which he 
HeJjo a? caufed to be done on John firnamed Baptiji : For he had put this man to death, who O 
fiw. ctap 10. was endued with all Virtue, and who exhorted the Jews to addict themfelves thereto, 
*i,.t*,c*i>, 1*. and to practice Juftice towards men, and Piety towards God 5 exhorting them to be 

baptized 



Book XVIII. of the JEWS. , ' : 

A baptized 5 and telling them, that Baptifin fhould at that- time be agreeable untq God, r\X>l. 
if they fhould renounce not only their fins, but if to the purity of their bodies, they ^f"* 
fliould add the cleannefs of their Souls, re-purified by Juftice. And whereas it came # 
to pafs, that divers flocked and followed him to hear his Doctrine 5 Herod feared, leff t 
his Subjects allured by his Doctrine and Perfwafions, fliould be drawn to revolt.

Whereunto he condefcended j and having changed his purpofe, he cauf- U^V^SJ 
ed his Army to march thorough the great Plain : As for himfelf, he came to Jerufalem S^to 
C accompanied with Herod the Tetrarch and his Friends, to offer Sacrifice to God upon rufricm.Jd 
the next Feftival day 5 where he was moft magnificently received by all the people of diiblaceth -fa- 
the Jews. He ftayed for the fpace of three days, during which time, he depofed Jo- '"'fej"^. 
nathan from the High Priefthood, and gave it to Theopbilut his Brother. The fourth day 
Letters came to him, that advertifed him of Tiberius 's death 5 for which caufe he com- crias ai^ui* 
manded the Oath of Fidelity fhould be miniftred to the people, in the new Emperour ^ceedeth af- 
Caius's behalf. He called back his Army alfo, and fent them to their Winter Quarteisi ter 2 ' er " u ' 
becaufe it was not lawful for him to profecute the War, by reafon the Empire was fal- 
len unto Caius.

dinance in conducting the fame, or he againft whom the Army was conducted, fhould &>"he Army 
die. ViteUius therefore, retired to Antioch. A year before the death Of Tiberius, A- J^ 0 ™ t0 
grippa, AriSiobulus's Son, came to Rome^ to treat with the Emperour about certain 
Affairs. But before I fpeak any thing hereof, I will relate Herod's Progeny, bdth for 
that it is pertinent to this prefent Narration, and alfo, that the g.reatnefs of God's Pro- 
vidence may appear 5 to the end that a man may know, that neither the number of 
Children, nor any other humane force whatfoever it be, can be available without 
the fear of God 5 confidering that within the fpace of one hundred years, or fome- 

£ what lefs, it fell out, that all Herod's Line^which was very populous and fruitful, was 
extinguifhed, a very few excepted. Whereby we are given to underftand what the 
mifery of Mankind is, and learn to moderate our felves. It is alfo expedient to fpeak 
fomethingof Agrippa ■> who, amongft all other, deferveth admiration ; that being a 
man wholly in Obfcurity, and bafe in Birth, he was exalted to fuch greatnefs, as no 
one of thofe that knew him, would ever have thought his Fortune fhould have fiich 
fuccefs and power. And although heretofore I have fpoken foraewhat of this matter, 
yet it is requifite that I fpeak fomething more exprefly thereof in this place. Herdd 
the Great had two Daughters born by by Mariamne, Hircanus's Daughter : The one 
of them which was called Salampfo, was married by Herod to Phafelus, the Son of Pha- 

F felits, Herod's Brother : The other called Cypros^ was married to Antipater her Coufirii 
who was Salome'sSoa, who was Herod's Sifter. Phafelus had five Children by Salam- 
pfo 5 three Sons^ Antipater, Herod and Alexander 3 and two Daughters, Alexandria. 
and Cypros, whom Agrippa the Son ol Aripbulus married 5 and Alexandria was marri- 
ed to Timaus of Cyprus, who was a man of great dignity, and with whom fhe died 
without Iffue. Cypros had by Agrippa her Hufband, two Sons, and three Daughters 5 
Sernice, Mariamne and DruJiUa 5 their two Sons were called Agrippa and Drubs: 
Drufus died very young 3 but Agrippa was Brought up by his Grandfather amongft his 
other Brethren, Herod, Ar Globulus and Bernice. Thefe were Herod's Children, Son 
unto him who was furnamed the Great : Bernice was Cojiobarus's Daughter, begotten

iktywoj »^ underftanding that his name was Agrippa, and that he was a Jew, and one oftheNobi- 
^'4ooi. j. 0 f t hat Nation, hedefired the Soldier, who, to the end to guard him, was chaioed 
itohtot! with him, to fuffer him to draw near uatoAgrippa* and to have a little conference with 
inrw him, for that he had a great defire to ask him certain things concerning the Cuftomsof 
bisCountrey. Which when he had obtained, and having got near him, he told him by 
an Interpreter of that which followeth : Toung man (faid he) the fudden change that 
hath befallen thee at this prefent, affliSeth and opprefeth thee with great and grievous tor* 
ment neither wilt thou eaftly believe that thou Jlialtefcape from tbj mifery ; yetjo doth the 
AcerwinGcr. Divine Providence difpofe of all things that thou fhaltjhortly be delivered. Know there- 
nunforetcl. fore, and I fwcar unto thee by the Cods, both thofe of mine Ancefiors, and thofe alfo, who I 
]«h <-Jft.rtt>p* J f }ave re U e „ ce and prefidence in this place, and who have procured us this Iron Chain y that 
FormnSr I will tell thee all not to yield thee pleafure by my vain difcourfe, or to entertain' thee with 
come.mAthefruitMConfrlationi Rowing well, that when thefe Predictions Jball happen to fail, they 
manner of his^/j t fo e more f or row, than if thou hsdji never heard of them. Bui I have thought it 
dcath * pood, yea, although it were with mine own danger, to declare unto thee the PrediQions of 
the Cods. It cannot otherwife be, but that portly thoujhalt be delivered from thefe Bonds, 
and pall be advanced to great honour and power 5 fo that thofe, who at this day have com- 
panion on thy Calamity, pall envy thy Glory } and thou palt depart this life in great felici- 
ty, and palt leave thy Children mighty Pojjejfions. But bear this in thy remembrance, that 
nicn thoujbalt fee this Bird once more, thou mull needs die within five days after. Theft 
arc thofe things which the Gods thinly meet to foretell thee by this Bird. As for my felf, I * 
* have fuppofed I fhould do thee wrong, if 1 pould conceal this PrediUhonfrom thee, hav- 
ing thefore-knowledg thereof. I have therefore thought good to impart this joy unto thee* 
whereby, thorough hope of thy future profit, thou mayefi more eajily endure thy prefent *if : 
fortune : for which caitfe Ibejeech thee, that as foon as thou fbalt be partaker of this thy ft-, 
licity, thou wilt endeavour thy felf to deliver us alfo from thefe Adverfities. 
. This Prefage of the German's feemed as ridiculous to 'Agrippa, as admirable after* 
wards. But Antonia being fore grieved at the young man's Calamity, thought it not 
only a difficult matter for her to entreat Tiberius for him, but altogether unprofitable,- 
in regard (he mould be repulfed 5 yet, (he prevailed fo much with Macron^aX he was L 
committed to thecuftody of fuch Soldiers, who were of a more mild behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed to .keep him; that fuffered him to ufe his daily Bathings, 
and gave his Friends and Servants leave to, vifit him, bywhofe fervice andkindnefs, 
his neceffnies might be relieved. His Friend Silas alfo, was admitted to fpeak with 
him 5 and amongft his Free-men, Marjyas and stichtts, who brought him in fuch meats 
as he was delighted withal, and Coverings under colour to fell them 5 which, by the 
permiffion of the Soldiers, who had no lefs direftipn from Macron, they fpread by night 
-Jturiffa liv- for him to take his reft upon. See here the eftate wherein Agrippa lived in Prifon for 
cd fix months tne fpace of fix Months. But Tiberius being returned to Capreas, began at firft to be 
XEriTfcl attainted with a certain lingring difeafe 5 and for that his Sicknefsencreafed more and M 
leth fide, and more, he began to conceive a finifter hope of himfelf 5 and commanded Euodus, whom 
fendethforhis ne m qft honoured amongft all his FreeJtmen, to bring him his Sons, becaufe he intend* 
SonSl ed to talk with them before he died. But the truth is, that he had not any Children of 
his own, but had adopted them : For Drufus, who was his only Child, was already 
rSberm c dead, a nd had left behind him a Son called Tiberius, firnamed Gemellus. He had Caius 
melius ,the son a if 0s his Brother Germanicus's Son 5 who was in the flower of his Age, and had been 
of Drufus. y we jj (, re <j e j 0 him alfo the people afcribed very much, in remembrance 'of the 
SSgST. Virtue of his deceafed Father 3 and asfor himfelf, he was of a fweet conversion, and 
mice's sou. fo modeft, that he was familiar and affable to all men. Whereby it came to pafi, that 

not only the people, but the Senate alfo, held him in great estimation 5 as alfo all the N 
Subjects in every feveral Province : For they that fpake with him, were drawnj j»rt- 
lyby his affability, partly by the fidelity they (aw in him j fothat when he wasdead, 
all of them mourned, not counterfeit!? lamenting his lofs, but with unfeigned forrow * 
for that there was not any one, tbatfijppofed not his death to be*very man's particu- 
lar 166. He therefore demeaned himfelf fo modeftly towards all men, that his Soffaf. 
ter his death, was highly advanced thereby : For, amongft the reftj the Soldiers mane 
their reckoning, that although it (hould coft them their lives, to get him the Empire, 
they would not refufe the hazard. 

. After that Tiberius had charged Euodus s to bring him the two young men the next 
morrow, by break of day * he befought the Gods of that place, to give hknan^evi- 0 
dent fign, whereby he might know who(hould fucceedhim : For although he 
to leave the Empire to his Grand-child, yethe made more account of that which Cod 

(hould 
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A (hould makemanifeft unto him.Therefore he conceived a prefage,that he,whothe nexr"X>v>r% 
day (hould enter firft to (alute him, it (hould be he, who in the Empire (hould necefla- >■'*»/**»' 
rily fucceed him. And having fetled this thing in his fanfie, he fent unto his little Son's S^'ciS^i 
Mafter, charging him to bring him unto him by break of day, fuppofing that God had fcthit^i, 
ordained that the Empire (hould be his 5 but the matter fell out quite contrary to his L/SrSJ 
expectation. For being in this thought, he commanded Euodus, that as (boh as he 
could, in the morning, he (hould fuffer him, of the two young Princes, to enter in unto 
him, who (hould arrive the firft. He walking out, met with Caius before the Chamber 
door (for Tiberius was not there 5 who being ignorant of that which his Grand- fat her 
thought, was bufie about his Breakfaft) and (aid unto him, that the Emperour his Fa- 

•g ther called for him j and withal, differed him to enter. When Tiberius beheld Caius, 
he fuddenly began to confider the Power of God, who deprived him of the means to 
dilpofe of the Empire, according as he had determined with himfelf, for that it lay not 
in his power 5 and he lamented greatly, not lb much for that he faw his defign could 
not be brought to effect, as that his Son Tiberius was in danger of his life 5 feeing that 
in all appearance, Caius would be Mafter 5 who being fo near a Relation, would prove 
the more dangerous to young Tiberius, becaufe Sovereignty defireth no (harer : And • 
Cains would be always jealous, and never think himfelf fure, fo long as young Tiberius 
«vas alive. In a word, Tiberius was very much addicted to Aftrolbgical Predictions $T»beriui ad- 
fothat the greater part of thofe things which he executed all his life time, was order- Mithenutlcks 

q ed thereby. 

He feeing Calba one day coming towards him, (poke this of him to his Familiars, He foretelleth 
Behold the man that pall be one day honoured with the Roman Empire. And amongft all G ^"»'? Suc - 
the Emperours, he gavegreateft credit to Divination, for that in certain things, he e 
had found the Conjectures correfpondent to truth. But at that time he was griev- 
oufly dilquieted by rea(bn of the misfortune that had happened 5 yea, he was fo griev- 
ed, as if his Grand-child had been already loft 3 aqd he blamed himfelf, becaufe he 
had fought thefe Prefages 5 for that he might have died, without falling into that dif- 
after,in being ignorant of that which was to come ; whereas, now he (hould die in the 
knowledge of their mif-fortunes, whom he loved moft entirely. Being thus troubled 
p to fee that the Sovereignty of the Empire (hould, contrary to his intention, fall into 
their hands, who by his will (hould not enjoy the fame 5 although it were with hearts 
grief, and contrary to his will, yet he fpake to Caius after this manner which enfueth : 
M) Son, Mt hough Tiberius be more nearly allied unto me, than you are 5 yet, notwithjtand- fikaht «- 
ing, both by mine own advice, as alfo by the will of the Immortal Gods, I commit unto "2r^^ 
your bands the Empire of the Romans : I require you therefore, that when you Jkall enjoy Empire? and 
the fame, you forget not the good will I have born towards you, who have eSlablijhed you in Uteri J his 
fo high and worthy a dignity 3 and I charge you likewife, that you forget not your Coujin Ti- Gn^ohili «J 
befius 5 but knowing that, by the will of the Gods, I am be, who after them, am the Author MW> ' 
of fo much happinefi which hath befallen jou, you return me the like good will and ajfe8i- 
£ on: And that you likewife take care of Tiberius, by reafon of your mutual relation 3 for 
you ought to kjtaw, that Tiberius ferveth you for a Bulwark.to maintain your Empire, and 
your awn life % and if he die± it will be the beginning of your mif fortune. For it is a dan- 
gerous matter for thofe who are raifed to high Dignities, to be fole, and without Allies. 
Moreover, the Gods do never leave themunpunijbed, who attempt and a8 any thing againji 
the Laws of Confastguinity. Thele were the laft words which Tiberius (pake to Caius 5 
who promtfed him to perform all that which he required, notwithstanding he meant 
nothing lefi : For immediately after he was enftalled in the Empire, he caufed Tibe- Cam kiUtti, 
r/*/ to be killed, according to his Grand-father's Predictions 5 as alfo the fame Caius 
died foon after by a Confpiracy that was practifed againft him. When that Tiberius 
f had declared Caius his Succeffor in the Empire, he lived not many days after, and died 

after h e ha d gov ci u c d twenty years, five "months, and three days. Thus Cains was the calm cjti&id 
fourth Emperour. yj \ the fourth Ro- 

The Romans having intelligence of Tiberrus's death, greatly rejoyced at the good man Em P cro '« l 
news, yet they duxft not, aflur^ themselves i and though they dented nothing more, 
yet they feared, left the news fiuould be falfe 5 and left, if they (hewed themfelves too 
oUUgenti^fxprefiing their figni.of joy, they (hould afterwards be accufed for it, and 
lofe their lives thereby. For Tiberius t^d do^ much mifchief to the Noble Families in 
Rome, being of himfelf a cholerick man, implacable towards all men without any occa- thnm a T/« 
Cou i having a natural mclination fo cruel, that the eafleft pain w hereunto he adjudg- rant * 
O ed^hofe whom he condemned, was death. Notwithftanding therefore, that every 
man took pleafure tja hear the news^ yc.t did all conceal it, antil fitch tiffteastbey 
might be more fully aflkred, through the fear of thofe driferics they forefaw, If the

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Ksthif.i'i. and told him in the Hebrew Tongue, the Lyon was dead : Agrippa conceiving that

Sejanus, fince the beginning of Tiberius'* Empire : And how for the prefent he favoured JJJ^^e Par- 
Artabanus,K\ngo{ the Parthians, to the prejudice of the Emperour Caius 5 of which the thian. 
preparations Herod had ftored up in his Arcenals', gave evident teftimbny, which were 

E fufficientto arm feventy thoufand men. Caius was much moved with thefe informati- 
ons, and asked Herod if that which was informed him, touching his -warlike preparati- 
on, was true: He unable to contradict the fame in any thing, for fear he (hould be con* 
viewed of fallhood: confefled no lefs. Whereupon Caius fuppofing the Acculation of his iicrod is pet- 
revolt to be (ufficiently provedjdeprived him of his Tetrarchy, and annexed it to Agrip- pftually ba- 
pa's Kingdom 3 beftowing Herod's Subftance alfo upon him.

L'ehtV T L ui- T T| 7Hcrcas there arofe a Sedition betwixt the Jews and Grecians that inhabited A- 
finm.chjp.if. VV lexandria, three chofen Ambafladours on either fide were fent unto Caius : 
i^pilT 17 ° ne of thefe Ambafladours of Alexandria was Appion, who accufed the Jews of many 
Pnnce of the failings; and amongft other things, healledged, that they made no account of ho- 
Alexindrians nour'mg C<cjar : And that, whereasall other Subjects of the Roman Empire had ereft- >. 
fcSwi the' cd Altars and Temples in honour of Caius, and in all other things had received him as ( 
Jews.bccaure a God ; the Jews fuppolcd it to be a difhonour for them to honour his Statues, or 
thcyafcribed fwcarby his name. After that Appion had urged many things, and inveighed griev- 
toSi™ 7 ou ^y a 8 ainft the J ews ' ho P in 8 that Caim would be provoked againft them, as in all 
Mto fti'jauf, likelihood and appearance it fhould havefallenout : rhilo, the chiefeft among the Am- 
forthejewsis bafludoursof the Jews, a man of great worth, and Brother to Alexander Alabarcba 5 
flrjtmic, anJ 'being experienced in Philofophy, addrefled himfelf to anfwer thofe Accufations which 
dienc"™™' were urged againft the Jews 5 but Caius commanded him filence, and willed him 
coumitrcth inftantly to withdraw himlelf, and was fo difpleafed, that it appeared very manifeftly, 
" that he intended fome cruel revenge againft them. Whereupon Philo departed after he 
had been grievoufly threatned, and fpake thus unto the Jews that flocked about him -5 £ 
IVe mufl be of good courage, fince Caius in words feemcth to be difpleafed with us 5 for in 
rffctl, be will arm God in our behalf againfi himfelf. 

CHAP. XI.

cr, and our Predeccjfors, who have ratified our Laws, to the intent we Jlionld encreafe in . 
Virtue. Petronius anfwered thus, If I were Emperour, or if the Entper our would be ruled 
by my advice, your reafons might prevail with me j but I am enforced to obey him, otherwfe 
my Life and Fortune is at Stake. Hereunto the Jews anfwered * My Lord (faid they} 
ftnee you are rcfohed, not to tranfgrefi, by any means, the Commands andContents of Ca> 
Yar'/ Letters, neither will we any ways violate or infringe the Prefcript of our Law, under 
hope of Divine Ajfifiance, and in imitation of the Virtue of our Ancejiors : For we are not 
fo faint-hearted, that for the hope of a vain and untimely deftre of life, we fliould breadth* 
Laws which Almighty God hath propofed unto us, under the reward of Eternal Felicity ; For 
which caufc, we will endure all Fortunes whatfoever, fo that our Count rey Law and Religion 
may remain inviolate 5 and we are ready to encounter any mif fortune, under hope that God 
willaffill us '-, for whofe honour, we fear not to adventure on any danger. This b*dwe ra' « 
thercio, than by obeying thee through Cowardice, to incurr perpetual Ignominy ; and thai\ Q 
which is more, God's wrath in negleU of his Laws, whofe Authority, even in thine owt. % 
iHdcmcnt, is more to be regarded than CaiusV Commiffion.

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A Petronius conjed tiring by thefe their anfwer s, how hard a matter it was to force tb^enT^\J^\ 
'from their opinion 5 and perceiving he could not do for Caius what tie expeUed, m the e. n 'Wr°f ttt 
reSion of his Statue, without great Blood' fled, whereby much number and inconvenience™*-" 4 ° 0 ' - 
might follow * he took fome of his heareft and deareft friends with hint, andpofied to N^-i^f ' 
Tiberias, that he might more conveniently and circumfpeQly lool^ into the Jews Anions U/"V"Sj 
They fearing fome imminekt danger through the Wars they expend from the Romans, and Ti c Tews md 
greater mifchief through the breach of their Laws 5 affemblcd once more many thoufavds of at 
them, and met with Petronius at Tiberias 5 befeeching' him that he would not enforce them 7 ' 7 *'Wl«'. 
to that necefftty, nor defile their Sacred City with forbidden Images. Whereunto retro- \ r 

was anfwered .• Therefore (faith he) will you fight with Casfar, without regard, cither of thcS^ls* 

B his ability, or your own weakjiefi .«? We will not fight (faid they) but we will rather die t ban ck V with hii 
depart from our Laws. Whereupon, proftrating themfelves, and laying open their nak- * 
ed throats, they faid they were ready to.die. In thefe terms they continued for the 
fpace of forty days, neglecting their Hufbandry^ though that was the chiefeft Seed- 
time : For it was moft refojutely concluded among thenij rather to fuffer death than 
to admit the Statue. Whilft the matter ftood upon thefe terms, Arifiobulus, Agrippa's A, ip,luUis 
Brother, and Elcias, accompanied with divers of their Train, and fome of the chiefeft Km? <^»r 
among the Jews came unto Petronius, befeeching him that he would confider the ob- {u 'j Bloch£M • 
ftinacy of the people, neither give them occafion to draw them into defperate acliohj 5 HiJh wal* 
but rather, that he would write unto Caius y with what obftinacy the people refufed cntr «t 

C the Dedication of his Image in the Temple : And how, giving over the care of their nm in thc 
Hulbandry, they prepared themfelves for War, without any truft or confidence in their ^ ews . behalf " 
ownftrength; being rather refolved to die, than to fuffer fo great an indignity to be 
offered to their Religion. Befides, how giving over their Tillage, there was nothing 
to be expected but Robbery, whereas they (hpuld want means to pay their Cuftbms 5 
by which means, they hoped that C<efar would be moved to moderate his feverity to- 
wards that Nation, and not to give them caufe of Rebellion : And that if he might 
not be moved from the profecution of the War, that then he might go forward with 
his bufinefi. This was the effeft of Arifiobulus's requeft.

theabfurdity of the matter by his Letters, being noways ignorant of his cholerickfpi- them to follow 
rit,and forwardnefs in revenge, except his furious paffionand expedition wereanfwer^ J? Hl,iblri ' 
ed. For this thought he, that although it altered not his refolution, but haply enfore'd 
his difpleafure againft him, in that he fpeedily executed not his Command 5 yet, that 
it was the duty of a good man, not to refufe an allured death, if fo be it might favefo 
guiltlefs and huge a multitude. When therefore, he had alTembled the Jews together 

E in Tiberias (when many thoufands of them reforted thither) and difpofed all thole war- 
like Forces, that at that time gave attendance on him, round about him 5 he told the 
Jews firftof all, not his own, but the Emperour's intent, who would fhortly have them 
tafte bis difpleafure, and enforce them to bear the burthen of his indignation,who were 
fo bold as to contradift him : For himfelf, it necelTarily concerned him, that fince, by 
the Emperour's favour he had received fo great honour,he fhould not commit any thing 
contrary to his Command. I hold it (faid he) a matter mofi juflto employ my life and ho- 
nour for you,to the end,that fo huge a number of men flould not be drawn into the danger of 
death: and I will refpeSthe excellency of the Laws of your Fathers, for which you thinly ou 
ought to undergo a War and danger .-neither is it lawful to fuffer the Temple of God to be defiled 

F by the Authority of Princes J will therefore write to C*far ,and acquaint him with your ntinds^ 
andin all that I may, twill ajftjl you to obtain your Requefi. God (whofe power furpajjeth 
all indufiry and humane force ) vouchfafe to conduft you, and make you conjlant in the ob- 
fervation of your Laws j and grant* that he, through exceffwe defire of % humane glory, com- 
mit not any thing that may offend God. And if Caius be difpleafed, and enforce his inevi- 
table difpleafure againft me, I will undertake all danger, and endure all torments, both in 
body and fpirit, to the enW, that I may not behold fo many vertuous men, as yoit are., perifb 
in your good andjuH aUions. Go therefore each of you* and ply your work , and till your 
Lands 5 / will fend to Rome, and will employ both my Friends, and my Jelffor you. 
After he had fpoken this, hedifmiffed the Affembly, praying the chiefelt atrlongft 

q them to encourage the Hufbandmen to ply their bufinefi, and to confirm the reft of the 
people in their good hope ; he himfelf alfo ceafed not to encourage them. And truly

After a long fa nce a nd befides the expectation and opinion of men 3 the Jews conceived hope, that 
dSSST retrofit* foliating their caufe, fhould not be repulfed. But Petronim wa* more amaz- 
therc fell a e d than all the reft, feeing evidently that God undertook the affairs of the Jews, and 
fuddenfcower gave them te ftimony of his manifeft affurance 3 fo that they that were their profeffed 
•Petroniuwn. Adverfaries, had no power to contradict them, as he himfclf wrote to Caius at large, 
cthtoc/«f». w i t h inductions and exhortations, to the end he mould not draw fo many thotifand | 
men into a defperate refolution and unhappy death 5 for without War it was impoflible 
for him, ever to make them forfake their Religiqn. Moreover, that he would not 
cut off and lofe the Revenue which he received of that Nation 3 and would not erect a 
Trophy of an everlafting Curfe and Malediftion againft himfelf. Adding moreover, 
what the power of their God was* which he had fo clearly declared, that no man 
ought to doubt, but that his merciful hand was over them. This is the Content* of Pe- 
tronius's Letters.

mand fome- j^g alI ot hers,through the great defire he had to content and fatisfie Caftr in all things. 
Slot£ Caius was amazed at his courage and magnificence, feeing Agrippa fo willing tocon- 
eifc, than thai ftrain himfelf, above his power and means, to abound in Silver 5 and all this to the 
tdroni^s j ntent to pi ea f c him. For which caufe Cafar, in requital of his kindnefs, intending 
SXto honour Agrippa to his uttermoft power, in granting him that which hemoft de- 
tue, be revok- fired 3 being one day warm with Wine, invited him to drink a Caroufe: adding 
cJ * thefe words 3 • , , 

Agrippa, 1 have heretofore known the honour thou haStJhewed towards me, and thou f, 
bait expre/fed the earuefi afeit ion that thou beareft me, in hazarding thy felf in divers 
dangers, into which thou haft been drawn during Tiberius'/ life time 3 and baft omitted 
nothing, no not in that which exceedetbthy power, to fhew thy affeSion towards me t For 
which caufe, Ithink.it Jhould be a great fbame fortne, if I fhould fuffer my (elf to be over* 
come by thee in kindnefs, without fome anfwerable correfpondence .■ I wtll therefore tut 
that in pratiice, which I have heretofore omitted 3 for att thofe things that hitherto I have 
be flowed on thee, are of no reckoning. My will if, that thy merits Jhould at this time be 
requited, by fuch means as might for ever make thee happy. Now he fpake after this man- 
tier, hoping that Agrippa would beg fome great Province at his hands, ortnefteve- 
nues of fome Cities. . M 

But although he had already prepared his demand, yet he did not difcover his in- 
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'conceit ^iiey are very great. Crfiw/admirmgYis generality, infiftedto prefihkntoask 
whatfoever he had a mind to, being ready to grant it. Whereupon Agrippa Cud, Dread 
Prince, ftnee it is your good pleafure to think, me worthy to be honoured by your Prefents, I j| 
will not requefi any thing at your hands, that may tendto enrich met for that by thofe goods 
you have already given me, J am greatly honoured : But ibefeecb andrequcB one tbtng at 
jour hands, which will purchafe you the reputation of Piety, and will procure God to be pro* 
pitious unto you in all your aHions;and which alfo,will breed me much glory among thoje wbo 
(hall hear that I have not been refufed in my demand, which concernetb me more than the ne* 
ceffitict of this life:t therefore befeech you,tbat itwillpleafe you to*give order that that Sta- 
tue, which you have charged Petronius to ereU in the Temple of the Jews, may never be put 
there. t This was Agrrppa's requeft to the Emperour, knowing very well howdange- . 
rous a matter it was, and as much as concerned his life, to demand any liich thing at 
Caius's hands, that was not anfwerable to bis humour. Cains, on the one fide, moved ,0 
with the fervice Agrippa had done him 3 aad on the other fide, feeing how great an in- 
dignity it fcould befbr him, if before fuch an AfiemMy of Witaeffes, he fcould deny 
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A that which he had fo inftantly preffed Agrippa to requeft, as if fuddenly he had repern> "i^^?* 
ed himfelf 3 and admiring Agrippa's virtue (who having an opportunity in a moment to P'*™ 
augment his particular Eftate, either by Revenues, or other Commodities 5 had pre- a d 'nO?l r 
ferred the Common Caufe, the Laws of his Countrey, and Piety, before all thefe) he N?tiJy!%' 
granted him his Supplication 5 and wrote to Petronius, praifing him for that he had uf.

commanded you, let it remain in the place 5 but if it be not done, be thou no more trouble- 
fome to the Jews, but difmif thine Army, and repair thou in perfon to that place whither t 
have fent thee ; For I urge no more the ereffion of the Statue, for the defire that 1 have to 

B gr*tijie Agrippa, whom I entirely honours, and in fuch fort, as it is inspojfible for me to 
contradict any thing whatfoever, that either he hath need of, or Jh all require. Thefe were 
the Contents of thofe Letters which Cains wrote to Petronius, before he underftood 
that the Jews were like to revolt 5 for they made it known, that rather than they 
would endure the Statue, they would hazard a War againft the Romans : Which, 
when Caius underftood, he was extreamly troubled 3 and being a man addifted to all 
villany, and averfe to all honefty, and who gave place- to no good counfel, after he 
had conceived a difpleafure againft any man 5 and who likewife thought it a great hap- 
pinefi for him toaccomplifh all that whatfoever he pleafed 3 he wrote again to Petro- 
nius, tothiseffeftj Since the Prefents which the Jews have given thee, have more pre- Caius writeth 

C vailed with thee than my Commands have done 5 fo that to pleafe them, thou haft defpifed to iJ «""'"«> 
that which I have enjoyned thee 5 I make thy felf the Judge, bow much thou haft deferred to I hm 
incurrmy difpleafure , to the end, that thou majeSt jerve for an example to all thofe, who hinS, for 
jhallcome after thee, that an Emperour' s Commands ought not in any fort to be negleSed. negleaW his 
Although this Epiftle was both written and fent, yet Petronius received it not during Comman ^ 
Caius's life time, for they that carried it, were ftayed with crofs Winds 5 fo that Petro+ 
nius received thofe Letters that affured him of Caius's death, before h» received the o- 
ther : For God would not forget Petronius, who expofed himfelf to great dangers for 
the love of the Jews, and the honour of God. And Caius being taken out of the 
world by Gods wrath, being kindled againft him, by reafon that he affefted Divind 

D honour, received his reward 5 and Petronius obtained favour both at Rome, and through 
all the whole Government, and efpecially among the principal Senators, againft whom 
Caius was accuftomed to vomit up his cholerick Revenges. He died a little after he 
had written the Letter to Petronius, by which he threatned and denounced him death. 
Hereafter I will declare the caufe why he was taken out of this world, and the man- 
ner how Treafon was plotted againft him. The Letter that brought the tidings of Ca. p elrmtM re 
w/'s death, was delivered to Petronius firft 5 and prefently after, he received that ceives Letters 
wherein he enjoyned him to kill himfelf: He highly rejoycedat this his good luck o{Cai "' d ^

CHAP. XII. 

two Jews called Afiraus and Anilaeus, both Brothers, and of a mean extraction, 
become fo powerful near Babylon, that they give enough to do to the Parthian s : 
Tbezr ASfions 3 their Death. The Grecians and Syrians who lived in Seleucia: 
F unite againii the Jews, and kjUfity tboufand of them unawares. 

IN thofe days thete happened a grievous Commotion amcngft thofe Jews that in- tyf-. 
habited Mefopotamia and Babylon, and fuch Slaughters and Calamities as never the> ? '" M,f ^ 1 *' 
like hath been declared in our former Narrations 5 which in regard I intend to report a%£m°' 
both particularly and fcrioufly, I will rip up the whole Caufe thereof from its firft O- Commociona- 
nginal. There was a City called Nearda, belonging to Babylon, ftored with Inhabi- m °ng thc J e ** 
tants, and enriched with many fruitful Poffcffions, fufficient tofuftain fo great a mul- JSJSSi 
titude: Moreover, it was fuch as might be hardly invaded by the Enemy 5 both /«. 
for that the River Euphrates furrounded it, and alfo for that it was fortified with 
G very ftrong Walls. Upon the fame River alfo, there ftood another City, called Ni- 
fib* i in which the Jews, in refpecl of the ftrength of the place, kept their Dragma. 
which they were accuftomed to offer unto God, and the reft of their Votive money. 

Uu a Thefe 
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rs^A-^vThefc two Cities therefore ferved them for two Store-houfesj and from thence, aci U 
txxcjr of the cor di n g as time required, they fent the money they had gathered, to Jerusalem, and 
"»Z' d ar>jii Commntc( ^ tne Convoy thereof to divers thoufands of men, for fear it Ihould be taken 
teLity! away by the Parthians, who at that time had the Soveraignty in Babylon. Among 
C^V">^ thefe Jews lived Afineus and AniUus, two Brothers, born in Nearda $ whole Father 
^f,»au, and being dead, their Mother bound them to the Weavers trade, for amongft thofe Na* 
"hx la "£™£. tlons xt was accounted no indignity to follow that trade : for both men and women 
the mro a cer exercife themfelves therein. It happened, that their Mafter with whom they learn'd 
ni l phcc.and their occupation , beat them one day, for that they came fomewhat late unto their 
S-eatCompa- wor k. They taking this chaftifement of his as if a great injury had been done unto 
then! 1 t0 them, betook themfelves to their weapons , whereof there were great ftore in that * 
houfe,and retired themfelves into a place where the River divideth it felf mto two parts, 
which naturally aboundeth with excellent paftures, and fuch fruits as were referved 
for the winter. To thefe men there flocked a number of needy perfbns, whom they 
armed, and became their Captains, and noman oppofed himfelf againft their infolent 
proceedings. Being by this means grown abfolute and impregnable, for that they 
had builded themfelves a ftrong Fortrefi, they lent unto the Inhabitants, command* 
ing them to pay them Tribute for their Cattle which they paftured ; fb that this Tri- 
bute was fufficient to entertain 1 hem, promifing to thofe who obeyed them, all friend- 
(hip, and that they would maintain them againft all thofe that fhouid wrong them, 
of what place loever they were : but if they did not that which they commanded g 
them, they threatned them that they would kill all their Cattel. The Inhabitants 
of the Countrey, knowing themfelves unable to oppofe them, obeyed them, and fent 
them the number of Cattel which they required ; Co that greater Forces daily joyri- 
ed themfelves with them, and they/grew to that power, that they could make their 
excurfions againft thofe whom they intended to hurt. Every one refpe&ed them, 
and they were feared by all men, fo that their renown came at laft to the ears of the 
King of Parthia. 

The Governour of Babylon likewife intending to cut off this mifchief before it 
grew to greater head, aflembled as many men as he could pofQble, both Parthians and 
^ftnxus and Babylonians, and marched forth againft them 5 with an intent to root them out, be* £ 
h 'is r« a t>" ^ ore r ^ e ^ u ^ ou ^ ^ave an y idling thereofto prepare themfelves for their defence, Ha- 
"uc Governors vm S therefore prepared his Army, he lay in ambufh neerunto a Marifhj and the next 
and i>rinccs cf day following (which was the Sabbath, in which the Jews forbear all kind of work, ' 
Babylon. j ie making his account that the Enemy durft not make head againft him, but without 
fight he fhouid lead them away captives} he march'd eafily, thinking to charge them 
unaware. Afintus, who at that time fat idly with his fellows, having his Arms \j 
him : Ye men (faid he) methinks I hear the neighing of Horfes, not fuch as when 
they are in their heat, but as when they are backt by men. Moreover, I 'hear.' the 
noife of their Bridles, and I fear left the Enemies fecretiy ftealing upon us, fhouid 
circumvent us : let therefore fome one of us go and^ifebver What the matter is, arid jty 
bring us word : I would I were found a Iyar in that which I have told you. Thisfairf 
one of them went out to efpie what the noife intended 5 who running haftily back a- 
gain,told him,that he had notfalfly conjecturcdas touching the intent of the Enemy, for 
that they were at hand, and would not fuffer themfelves any longer to be out-braved by 
them. He alfo declared, that there was a mighty number of Horfemen, who were 
ailembled like a drove of Beafts, fufficient and able utterly to overcome Afintus and 
all his Company, forafmuch as they were not in a readfnefs to defend themfelves: 
and our Law forbiddeth us to do any manner of work on the Sabbath. Afinatts refol- 
ved with himfelf hot to do that which the Spy had faid, but thought that it was better 
for them to behave themfelves valiantly in their rieceffity wherein they werepranged, 
and that if they muft needs die, it better became them to make breach of their Law, 
c/IfmMtt, af- tnan to hearten their Enemies by their fubmiflion. He therefore preferitly betddl| 
tn he had' en- himfelf to his weapons, and encouraged all thofe that were about him, to make il. 
couraged his known in effect what their valour was. Whereupon all Of them at once marched 1 
Sh to En™' forth againft the Enemy* and flaUghtered a great many of them, for that they, defpifffl^ 
micsto flight. Afinaus and his followers, marched as if they went to lay hold on men already vah- 

quifhed 5 but in the end they were conftrained to betake thetH to flight. 
. Afaum and When the news of this skirmifh was brought to the King of Parthia, he was whdlljr 
yiniuu, are aftonifhed at the boldnefs of thefe two Brethren,' and had a great defire to fee them and 
5™^' to fpeak with them. He therefore fent one of the truftieft of his Guard, to let them 0 
fbrfriendfhip. underftand s that although King Artabante had been injured by them , in that they 
had invaded his Countrey 5 netwhhjianding 9 faid this Ambaffadour , he making

He therefore departed with the 
MelTenger, andprefented himfelf before Artabanns 5 who feeing AniUus come alone, 
asked him how it happened that Afineus came not with him : And underftanding that 
he flayed in his Marifb, through the fear that he had of him * he fwore by the Gods of 
his Anceftors, that he would do him no wrong, wifhing them to give credit to his pro- 
B mife, and he ftretched out his hand, which is the greateft fign with which the Kings of 
that Countrey ufe toaffure thofe that parley with them. For after they have mutu- 
ally given one another their hands, there is no finifter practice to be feared, and they, 
from whom a man expecteth any harm, are no more to be feared, at fuch time as they 
have given this teftimony of afliirance. This done, Artabanus fent back AniUus^ to 
perfwade his Brother Afineus to come to Court, Artabanus did this, fuppofing that 
this his Amity with the two Brothers, would be a bridle for the Jews, who otherwife 
might encroach upon his Governments. For he feared, left if any Rebellion fhouid 
happen, and he fhouid be troubled in that War, Aftnaus and they of Babylon fhouid 
grow more ftrong, as well by the voluntary fubmiflibn of the Jews, as by force 5 and 

G thereby Ihould do him the more mifchief. Upon this deliberation he fent AniUvs, 
who eafily perfwaded his Brother, giving him to underftand among other things, 
what good will the King bare him, and the Oath that he had fworn 5 fo that both of 
themreforted to Art aban*s 3 who received them very gracioufly, admiring Afinaus's 
Virtue, who had fo great a courage in all his Enterprifes 5 confidering efpecially, 
that he was a man of low ftature, and who, to look on, feemed to be contemptible : 
and he told his Friends, that without companion, he had a greater heart, than his 
body. 

And when in banqueting he had named Afin&its, and (hewed him td Abdagafis the utbd**afis 
General of his Army, fignifying unto him, with what valour thefe Brethren were en- would have 

D dowed in Feats of Arms : Abdagafis required that it might be lawful for him to kill Aft- {WMfa* 1 "; 
»<e*r, to the end he might punifh the wrongs he had done to the Eftate of the Parthi- Zs wUl n« ' 
ans. Never (faid the King) will I give my confent to betray a man, who hath committed permit him. 
himfelf to my froteQion, and hath given me his hand, and who buildeth upon the Oath I 
have paji unto him in the name of the Gods : But if thou be a valiant man in feats of Arms, 
thou haft no need to make me forfwear my felf-, but when his Brother and he Jhall depart 
fom hence, ajfail him, and overcome him by thy valour, provided that I be not privy to 
thy attempt. And afterwards, calling Aftn*vs to him in the morning 5 It is time (faid 
he) that thou return homeward, for fear thou provoke divers of the Captains of my Court, 
which, contrary to my will, will endeavour to kill thee. I commit the Countrey of Babylon ^trtabmui 

g to thy protedion and guard 5 which by thy care and vigilancy, Jhall remain exempt from all com m'rteth 
Robberies, and other fuch Calamities. Reafon it is, that I procure thy good, becaufe I have n« ofSL 
engaged mine Honour and Faith irrevocably unto thee 5 not upon any light matter, but for ion to ^Afin^ 
things that importune thee as nearly as thy life. This faid, he gave him certain Prefents, m ' s char ? c > 
and prefently difmifled him. Now, as foon as he returned home to his own Fortrefs, J? m 
he fortified the places, both thofe which were already fecured. and the other, which 
as yet no man had attempted to fortifier And in fhort time he'grew to that greatnefs, 
that no man, of fb obfeure Fortune and beginning, attained before him. Neither 
contented with the Honours of the Babylonians, he was alfo held in great account 
by the Captains of the Parthians, who were fent to govern in the neighbouring Pro- 

f vinces ; yea, fo' much encreafed his Authority with his Power, that all MefopotamU 
was at his Command. In this Felicity and encreafing Glory of his, he continued 
for the fpace of fifteen years 5 which never began to decay, until fuch time as neglect- 
ing the ancient Study of Virtue, and contemning the Laws of his Fore- fathers, 
both he and his factious followers being drowned in pleafure, yielded themfelves 
Captive to Foreign Luft. It fortuned that a certain Governour of thofe Parthian* 
came into that Countrey, accompanied with his Wife, not only endowed with 
other Perfections, but alfo admired for her incomparable Comlinefs and Beauty 5 
whom, without ever feeing her, only by report of her Beauty, AniUrn, Aftmeus's . .. ... 

Brother, loved entirely 5 and when as by no one of his allurements he could ob- i^ht1<Mc 

G tain her favour, neither had any other hope to enjoy the Lady, he could not bridle man df the 
his unruly Luft, but he made War againft her Hufband 5 and killing the Parthian P3 7, h '*f ». 
in their firft Conflict, his Wife became his, both in fubjeftion and Bed-fervicei^ 1 ^^

li-ocMoftbtfts Brother. For when, having loft her former Hufband, (he was led away Cap. 

WJ, C |° tive, (he carried with her the Images of the Gods of her Countrey, which the high- 
ji'ZthitiTti.' \y efteemed, according as it was the cuftom of thofe that inhabited that place, 
l/VNJ to have their Cods whom they adore in their houfes, whom, when they travel in- 
to a Foreign Countrey, they carry about with them. She therefore brought them * 
with her, and ufedthero according to the fcfhion of her Countrey, at the firft fecret- 
}y 5 but after fhe was known for AniUus's Wife, then fhe adored them according to 
the cuftom, and with the fame fervice which (he ufed during her firft Hufband s days, 
facrificing to her Gods. 

*JmUm be- Their chiefeft friends feeing this, firft of all reproved them, for that AniUus commit- I 
in 2 reproved ted fuch things that were no ways ufed among the Hebrews, and altogether repugnant 
fcr his Wife's to their Laws , for that he had married a woman of a Foreign Nation, that/contradicted 
fcth oneoniis and violated their accuftomed Religion 5 for which caufe they advifed himto beware, 
friends. left, in fubmitting themfelves too much to their unbridled pleafures, they fhould lofe 
the honour and power they had received from God, even until that prefent. But feeing 
their perfwafions profited nothing, and that AniUus likewife had villanouQy killed one 
of his deareft Friends, who had fomewhat too freely reproved him (who, at fuch time 
as he lay a dying, being touched with the zeal of the Laws of his Anceftors, and with 
grief againft his Murtherer, wifhed that Aftnaus and Anilans, and all their Aflbciates 
might die the like death j they, for that they were tranfgreflbrs of the Law 5 theo- K 
ther, for that they fuccoured not themfelves in that opprefSon, which theyfuffered for 
the maintenance of their Laws.) They were fore difpleafed 5 yet notwithftanding they 
contained themfelves, calling to their remembrance that their felicity proceeded from 
no other caufe, but from the valour of thofe Brethren. 

But when they underftood that the Parthian Gods were adored by this woman, 
they bethought them that it behoved them not any more to bear with AniUus in con- 
tempt of their Laws 3 for which caufe, addreffing themfelvesto Aftneut in great Af- 
femblies, they exclaimed againft AniUus 3 faying, that he ought, although at firft 
he had no power to difpofe of himfelf 3 yet now at laft, to correct this errour before 
it (hould redound to their publick Plague : For that both the Marriage was dif-allow L 
ed in all men's eyes, as altogether contrary to their Laws 5 and that the fuperftitious 
obfervanceof the Gods, which the woman prefumed toufe, was an apparent injury 
AniUus is offered to the true God. But he, although he knew that his Brother's fault would 
accufed be- breed fome great inconvenience, both to himfelf and his followers 3 yet, being over- 
f h c l SiE Br0 " corae with Brotherly affcaion, he eafily pardoned his Brother, afcribing his errour to 
buThe the violence of his unbridled paffion. But whereas daily more and more he was tired 
cthathisfauk w i t h exclamations and greater reproofs, at length he admonifhed his Brother of the 
matter, chiding him for that which was paft, and defiring him to amend the errour 
hereafter, by fending home the woman unto her Kindred. Yet this admonition of 
i^jferiupoy- his took no effect with him; for the woman perceiving that the rumour that was M 
foned by the ra \fe& amor , g t h e people was for her fake 3 and being afraid left for her love fake, A- 
larthun wo- incurr fome danger, (he poyfoned AJuutus, to the end that her love 

being in Authority, fhe might more freely pra&ife her impiety. Now when AniUus 
had gotten the Government into his own hands, he drew out his Forces againft cer- 
tain Villages belonging to Mitbridates^ one of the chiefeft among the Parthians, and 
Artabanu/s Son in Law 3 which Villages he fpoiled, and carried away men, fheep, 
and other riches. When Mitbridates, who at that time was refident in thofe Quar- 
ters, underftood ofthefpoil of his Villages, he was very much difpleafed, and the 
rather, for that without any occaGon or proffer of injury, AniUus had aflailed him 
in contempt of his Eftate, who was a chief Peer of the Countrey : For which caufe N 
he immediately aflembled the greateft power of Horfe and Foot he could gather, to 
fet upon AniUus and his Aflbciates. Leading his Forces therefore againft one of the 
dSweTh bis Villages, he kept himfelf in covert, to the end he might fight the next day, which 
Forces into was the Sabbath day 3 on which the Jews attempted not any thing. Whereof when 
Mnbridatcts A „n £ut was advertifed by a certain Syrian, who dwelt in another Village, who had 
Sh his exactly told him all Mitbridates^ intent, and the place where he intended to banquet 
villages, and with his Souldiers 3 after he had made his Soldiers take their refrefhment, marched 
take* him out by night, to the end he might charge the Parthians before they might be advertit- 
rr,fo " cr ed of his coming. He therefore rufhed in upon them about the fourth Watch of the 

night, and flew thofe whom he found afleap 3 and the reft being aftonifhed thereat, O 
were forced to fave themfelves by flight : He alfo took Mitbridates Prifbner, and 
caufed him to be carried away naked on an AG, which is one of the greateft difgra- 
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A ees. which the Parthians imagine may be offered them. Having after this djfgracefui 

manner carried him into a Foireft, lome of his familiars perfwaded him to kill him :but V?*'," r "t tbc . 
AniUus told them, that they ought to. deal with him far otherwife $ for that it behov- "ft-i cbrl'l 
ed them not to kill a man, who was one of the chief among the Nobility of the Par- N*tM&. 
thians, and one that was raoft honoured in regard of that affinity and-allianee he had CifSr^J! 
with the King: that although all that which heretofore had been offered to MithrU 
dates; were infupportable 5 yet if they fllould be inftrumental to five hi? life, he would 
pardon the injuries, and reward them for their Mercy in faving his life 5 whereas if 
they mould deal feverely with him, the King would feek his revenge, and make a hor- 
rible ftaughter of thofe Jews that inhabited Babylon : whom they ought to have cora- 
k paffion of, both for that they were of their blood, and for that if any mifchief mould 
beial them they knew not whither to retire themfelves 3 whereas they might be affift- . ,.; 
ed with the flower and felcft men of their nation. Having thus difcuffed and debated ^JS"j^' 
the matter to his Soldiers, his opinion was approved, and they were perfwaded 5 and uWidMs. 
fb Mitbridates was fent back again. 

But he no (boner returned home unto his houfe, but his wife hit him in the teeth, 
that he lived but by the mercy of his enemies, notwithftanding he were the Kings Son- 
in-law 3 that he had made no reckoning to punifh thofe,* who had fo much injured 
him 3 that be likewife contented himfelf to have his lifefaved, after he had been pri- 
fbner to the Jews: For which c au/e (faid fhe) recover thou thy former virtue and honour, 
q §bicb thou hail heretofore loil, or J fwear by the Gods of the King my Father , that the bond 
of Marriage which is betwixt me and thee Jhali be dijfolvect. 

Mitbridates , unable to endure thefe ufual reproaches, and on -the other fide appre- 
hending his wives haughty courage, from whom he feared to be feparated, he affemblr 
ed.the greateft power of men that he could poffible, notwithftanding it were againft 
his will,4nd led them forth; fuppofing himfelf to be unworthy of life,if he,who by Na- 
tion was a Parthian,fhould be put to the worft by the Jews. When AniUus Underftood 
that Mitbridates came forth againft him with a great force, he thought that it would 
redound greatly to his indignity, if hefhould lie lurking amidft hisMarfhes, and ho- 
ping that he (hould have no worfe fortune againft his enemies, than he had at firft 5 and 
13 building much upon his Soldiers, who were ever wont to get the upper band in their 
encounters, he likewife drew forth his Army : to them alfo others ad joyned themfelves, 
who fought nothing elfe but pillage, and hoped that with their only prefence they 
might difcourage their enemy. 

But after they had marched about ninety ftades, and paffed thorow a County that 
was fcant of water, and were- about the heat of the mid day burned up with thirft 3 
Mitbridates Army came in fight, and chajged them even at that time, when they faint- 
ed for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, fb as they could fcarcely 
handle their weapons. At that time AniUus's Soldiers encountring with Mithridatts's 
frefh men, were fhamejuJly put to flight : whereby it came to pals that a great number 
£ of them were killed. But AniUus himfelf, and all thofe of his Company, retired them- 
felves in great hafte into a Forreft, leaving Mitbridates Lord and Matter of the Field, 
whereof he was very joyful. Notwithftanding this difafter, an infinite number of A great niim- 
lawlefs men reforted to AniUus, who fet little by their lives, provided there might <>f di/To- 
no limit be propofedto their unbrid led licentioufnefs 3 fo that he-gathered a greater S^k 
number of men than thofe he had loft 3 yet they were far different in valour from the i*m> with 
former: for they were wholly ignorant of warlike difcipline. Notwithftanding, he whomhefpoi- 
being accompanied with thefe men, went and fet upon divers Burroughs of the Baby- Burroughs of 
lonians, which were totally deftroyed by his rapine and violence. For which caufe the Babyio- 
the Babylonians and his other enemies, fent "unto Nearda to the Jews that were there, nians - 
p requiring that AniUus might be delivered into their hands; whereunto condefeend- TheBabylo- 
ing not (for although they had a will to perform their requeft, yet it lay not io,their ^^"'j^t 
power to deliver him)^they required that they might live in peace. And to treat of the/may' pu- 
the conditions of peace, the Babylonians fent certain men to confer with AniUus. nift him-, they 
they having ftrveyed the place wherein AniUus kept, aflailed both himfelf and his £ y 
followers by night, and flew all thofe they encountred with, without refinance, 
add amongft the reft AniUus. When the Babylonians few that they were deliver- 
ed from the oppreffionof AniUus^ who till that time had been as it were a bridle un- 
to them, to reftrainand curb the hatred they conceived againft the Jews, with whom 
they had oftentimes been at odds, by reafbri of the contrariety of their Religi- 
G ons, whereby it happened that they oftentimes fell at debate upon*«very opportu- 
nity when they met. 
How when AniUus' t men were defeated, the Babylonians fet upon the Jews on all 
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r^j^ry fides^who feeing themfelvcs in danger by reafon of theinfolence of the Babylonians, a- H 
?bc year of the gainft whomthey were too weak to make refiftance ; and on the other Gde,unable to 
lV f rU '<£°i''s ,ive amon Rft them,they went and dwelt at Seleucia, a City famous in regard of Seleucus. 
xZivity, 41/ the Son of Nicanor,who builded it.In that City dwelt divers Macedonians,diversGreeks 
t-*^V r N-» and a great number of Syrians. The Jews fled thither, and continued there aboutfive 
if a ftT h f " y ears s witnout aov moleftation : But in the fixth year, when the Plague encreafed in • 
BabySiT Babylon, the Jews that remained there, were enforced to feek them fome new habita- 
repairw Sc' tion j and that removing of theirs into the City of Seleucia, was the caufe likewife, of 
icucu. thej,. f url her mifchief, as I will make manifeft. The Greeks who dwelt in Seleucia, are 
ordinarily at debate with the Syrians, and have always the upper hand 5 but after that 
the Jews came to inhabit that place, in a certain Sedition that arofe. among them, the ] 
Syrians had the upper hand, by the means of the Jews, who joyned their Forces with 
theirs, who of thetnfelves were valiant and good Soldiers. 

The Greeks being repulfed in this Tumult, and having no other means left them 
to maintain their former honour,- but to break that League of FriendGiip, which 
was between the Syrians and the Jews 5 devifed in private, each one with thole Sy- 
rians with whom they were acquainted, promifing to live in peace and amity with 
them j whereunto they condefcended- willingly. For the chiefefl: of thejfe two Nati- 
ons concluded the Peace, which prefently after followed, to the end that'on both parts 
;{ thoufan * tne y ^ nou ' £ ^ j°y n m hatred againft the Jews : So that altogether charging them at una- 
jewVilaiii'in" wares, they killed more than fifty thoufand of them 3 they were all put to the^woro* I 
Sdcucia. except fome few, who through the mercy of their Friends, and affiftance of their Neigh- 
The Jews chat b OU rs, were f u ffered to efcape. Thefe retired themfelves to Ctefiphon a City of Greece, 
repaVto C Qc- ^at was not far from Seleucia, where the King refideth every year, and keepeth the 
fipkon. greateft part of his Moveables 5 hoping in that place, through the reverence of the 
King, they might remain in more (afety and fecurity. All the Nation of f he Jews

He likewife ufurped the name of God, command- 
fShitZ 4* ing his Subjects to dignifie him with more than humane honours 5 and afcending the 
X^V^W Capitol, which amongft all the Temples in Rome is moft religioufly honoured, he 
c.,u, cillcth was fo bold as to falute Jupiter, and to call him Brother. Many fuch impieties were 
himfelf -fupi- committed by him, which (hews that his unbridled and extravagant madneis did never 
t< rt Hro:'her. f or f a i ie n j m . Amongft other his mad pranks that He played, this is worthy of me- 
mory : for on a time, thinking it to be too much trouble for him to croft the Sea be- 
tween Puteol a City in Campania, and Mifenum another Town feated by the Sea-ihore 
in a Gaily 5 and otherwife efteeming it a thing correfpondent to his greatnefs, who I 
was Emperor, to exact that faperiority on the Sea, which was anfwerable to his fove- 
raignty on the Land, betwixt one Cape of the Sea unto another, for the fpace of thirty 
furlongs or ftades, betwixt which the Gulf had his courfe, he caufed a Bridge to be 
built, on which he commanded himfelf to bedrawn ina Charriot, asif that way were 
anfwerable to the dignity of his deity.He left not one Temple in Greece whatfoever, that 
*(<!• fpoiled he fpoiled not of thofe excellent pictures that were in them 3 Giving a Comiffion that 
all the rem- a jj Statues, and whatfoever ornaments or gifts, and prefents that were dedicated in a- 
P icsofGv««. ny Xempjc, fhould be brought unto him j faying, that fuch things as were admira- 
ble, fhould be referved for a place of admiration, fuch as was the City of Rome: 
with thefe fpoils of the Temples he adorned his Palace and Gardens, and generally K 
ci/wj com- a U n,s houfes and Palaces that he had in Italy. He was fo impudent alfo, as to give di- 
mandrth.v/iw rcdtion.that Jupiter Olympius Statue,which the Greeks had in great eftimation,and which 
miut 'Junius p/jjdjj,' the Athenian Satuarian had made, fhould be tranfported to Rome. But Mem* 
^luTunwL "tins Regains, to whom he directed this commiffion, executed it not, becaufe the 
{o'/fow. Mafons informed him, that without fpoiling it they co aid not remove it from the place. 

It is reported alfo, that he was hindred from this execution by fuch prodigies that are 
almoft incredible: which he allured Cajus of, giving him to underftand, what the 
occafion was, that had moved him to difobey him therein: and whilft he wasindan- 
£ gcr of death for his delay, the fudden and fuccelsful death of Cajus warranted him 

from the lame. Yea, fo far ftretched his unbridled fury, that having a daughter new- L 
ly born, he caufed her to be carried into the Capitol, and laid at the feet of the Image 
of Jupiter 5 faying, that the child was common betwixt him and Jupiter, leaving the 
ShhiS?' judgment to all men, which of the two parents was the greateft. And notwithftand- 
irithjnpmr. ing all thefe his mifdemeanours, yet did men tolerate him. 

He gave liberty to flaves alfo to accufe their Matters of whatfoever crimes thej 
would : which was fo much the more hateful, becaufe all things were done by Cafars 
authority, and to his good liking : fo that Pollux, who was Claudius bondman, durft 
accufe him, and Cajut the Etnperour was contented among the Judges to, hear his 
Saves Tree !i- Uncle brought in queftion for his life, hoping (although it fell out otherwife) to pick 
bcicy to ac- out an occafion to put him to death. For having filled all the Countries of his Empire M 
one their ^hh f a ]f e aC cufations, and all forts of mifchiefs, and giving Haves a prerogative above 
JwnteMiiceJ their Matters* their Lords devifed many confpiracies againft him, fome for fpite, and 
•Mius- n ac- with an intent to be revenged of thofe injuries they had received : others pretending 
cufehisMj- \jy n j s death to prevent thofe inconveniences that threatned them. In a word, his 
iiLv'livi- death concerned the fecurity of the Laws, and the fafety of all men : and had he not 
racic- agiiuil been fpeedily cut off, our nation had almoft been utterly exterminated. For which, 
Cajw. cau f e 1 thought good to make an exact and ample declaration of every occurrent* 
namely, for that the knowledge thereof maketh very much towards the manifeftation 
of Gods power and will, which brings confolation unto thofe who are inadverfity, and 
keep them within the bounds of modefty, who fuppofe that their profperity fhould H 
continue always firm, and although they neglect virtue, think that no evil may befal 
them. Three feveral Confpiracies were intended againft him, to eafe the world of this 
burthenfome Tyrant, All of them were attempted by men of great account. For, 
Three confpi- -M"" 1 "" Regains, who was born in Corduba in Spain, was fully refolved to kill him 
racics againit himfelf, or to make him away by the means of his Confederates. Choreas Cactus, Co* 
Oy«. . Jonel over athoufand men was the conductor of another Band 5 and Annius Minucia* 
'^u7' l 'c,mus nus VVAS in no ^ rea dine(s to do his uttermoft herein. The caufe that moved them to 
ch.o 'c JS 'Sill combine thus altogether in hatred againft Cajus, was, that in refpedt of Regnlits, he was 
mm Minucius. by nature a detefter of all iniquity : for he was a very generous man,and fo free 5 that he 

diirembled not any of his defigns, but communicated them with many, who were either O 
his friends, or valiant men fit for execution. And as touching Minucianus, he was in- 
duced tofeek his revenge, through the defire he had to do juftice to Lepidus, who had 

been 
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A been one of his efpecial friends, and one of the rareft men that were ever found amone 00 a 
the Roman Citizens (whom Casus had put to death through the fear he had conceived ftM; 
of him ) knowing well that all they, againft whom Cains was incenfed, could not e- ^ oyfJ ' A- 
fcape with left punifhment than loft of life. As for the third man cUreis he could IS" ^ 
na*t^teti^m>A*«^p£ coward ife that Caius had objected againft him L/V%J* 
but feared befides, that his fnendlhip and inward familiarity with Caius would draw 
him into manifeft dangers : for which caufe, and his own fecurity and honours fake 
he refolved to difpach him. Generally all of them were refolved to rid the world of 
Cams, and bring amend to his pride and tyrannical power, for their hope was thit 
their attempt having good fuccefs .• their Countrey and Common-weal (hould reap the 

B fruits thereof, for whofe fecurity and fafety, it became them to hazard themfelves 
though n were with lofs of their lives. Butaboveall thereft, cUreas was egged on 
with a defire he T.ad to grow famous, and through the facility and convenient means 
be had todo it, becaufe his Colonels room gave him moft fecure acceft unto him A- 
bout that time the Circenfian Games were folemuized, which is a kind of P-i'ftimr P e Circe* 
which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intentthey refort to the place 0 f S« Stf 
thele exerciles, and the common people is wont to demand fomewhat from the Em divers t0 bc 
perour, which they defire to obtain 3 and after having examined their reauefts do' m . urthired V 
never refufe them Now they required with inftant and importunate fupplicatioriSl&^of 
that Cat us would difcharge them of their taxations, and moderate the exctfTivetri- *circxadU- 

c butes which they payed : but he would give no ear unto them* and caufed thofe to be° ns ' 
apprehended, who called upon the matter moft earneftly ; fending his Guard fome 
of them one way, fome of them another, to put them to the fword. After he had o\. 
ven this order, and they who received it had fully executed it, a great number of 
men were killed. The people feeing this, ceafed to exclaim any more, preferring 
their lives to their goods. This horrid fight incited Chert*, the more to execute his 
enterprize, to the end he might finifti his furious and tyrannical life, whole pleafure cunas for 
was all mens definition. He had often refolved to kill him at Table v et he rmi:v cjul '« 
deferred to do it , not that he fainted io his refolution, but becaufe he exnedted is !T eJ a " 
fome better opportunity. He had been Captain of Caius Guard a P W g 

D time. . ° 
Caius hzvng appointed him to- gather in his Tributes, in the execution whereof he 
followed, his^own nature^ rather than Ctftu command, and fpared thofe of whorri 
he ought to have corapafiion for their poverty fake. Caius was fo difpleafed here- 
with, that he objected againft him, that the caufe why hedelayed the brinainein of 
his money, was his cowardife and negligence : And among other injuries that he of- 
fered him, as oft as he gave him the Watch- word, as he ulually went to fetch it once 
a day upon his watch-day, he gave him the names of women, and others that were ig- 
nominious perfons, notwithftanding that he himfelf was no lefs remarkable, for his ef- 
* [ e . m V n ?!f.° aint,nefs - In thofe Ceremonies which he himfelf had eftablilhed, he attired 

E himlelf hkea woman,and was diiguifed with certain veils,whereby he mtght the better 
counterfeit that fex, and yet notwithftanding he could object this di(honour to Choreas 
whom he vexed conftantly when he gave him the watchword, and fo much the more 
becaufe his companions jeared him with it.For when it was his turn to receive the word 
fromCdtfars mouth, he ordinarily fitted him with fuch an one as might move laughter, 
which made him the bolder to*onfpire with his.Confederates, in that he had juft oc- 
cafion to be difpleafed.- among thefe was a Senator, called Popedius, and one that 
had paft through al! honours and offices, otherwife an Epicure and lover of delights 
Timidins accufed him (in that he was hi* enemy) that he had uttered certain injurious 
fpeeches againft Caius : and for proof hereof, he alledged g>uwtili* for his witnefs, a *«M«'frae- 

F woman among all Stage-players dearly beloved of many, but in efpecial, by Pope- Cl, . fcd of a 
dtus t by reafon of her incomparable beauty : and for that (he refufed to bear witnefs 
in a matter falfely objected againft him, whom fhe entirely loved, Timidius required o/I 
that fhe rriight be examined by torture. Caius importuned herewith, commanded 
Cbereas with all expedition and diligence to fee guintilia tortured : and the rather 
gave he Cbereas thefe Commiffions to kill and torment thofe whom he pleafed for 
that he had conceived this opinion, that be would acquit himfelf with more cruelty 
to the end he might exempt himfelf of that reproach of faint-heartednefs which wa5 
wrongfully objected againft him.

G ol thole who were of the Confederacy giving him to underftand that he mould be<&*»n* ro 
otgood courage,for that there was no fear that fhe would bewray any thing in torture, K tom,r / d ' 
but would endureit withconftancy : notwithftanding, cUreas tormented her cruelly' 

X x which 
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r\J\^n which he rather performed by conftraint, than of his own free will. And' feeing he H 
Tie year of the cou id enforce nothing out of her, he brought her back to Cains in fo pitiful an eftate, 
afa'aSf* that a11 the y that beneld her 5 had compaffion on her. Caius likewife himfelf was 
Nativity, 4i. moved, and bethinking him of thofe pains (he had endured he defifted from the inqueft 
and accufation which was profecuted againft Pafediut and guintilU and gave her a 
Sivc'd 15 certain fum of money, to comfort her againft the iridifpofition that might follow by 

reafon of her torments, which lhe had fo couragioufly endured.* 
Cw* con- This difoleafed chereat very much, as if he had been the caufe of all thofe evils that 
fcrrah with had hapned to thofe two perfbns, whom the crueleft of men did i bemoan. He con- 
Tj "w;«/ nd fulted therefore with Clement* who was Captain of the foot, and Vapinius who had the 
tpnau. commanc i 0 f the Guard, and fpake unto them to this effect. « We have (faid he) O C/e- f 
" ment, employed our felves to the uttermoft for the Emperours fafety : for by our di- 
cc ligence and care we have done fo much,that of all thofe, who have confpired againft 
C! him, fome of them have been killed : the reft in fuch fort tormented and' martyred,. 
cc that Caius himfelf had compaffion on them. But what reward or honour receive we 
"for all thefe fervices ? Clement hearing thefe words, held his peace, giving manifeft 
teftimony by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly afharned he 
had fo long time obeyed the Emperours commands : and whilft he thought with him- 
felf that it was no policy for him to open his mouth againft Ca/AG^cruelty, chareas em- 
boldned himfelf todifcover the calamities and dangers wherein both the City and the 
whole Empire were plunged,telling him,that the common report was,t hat Caius was the £ 
caufeofthem: '•' ' 

But (laid he) thofe that will narrowly examine the truth, wiU fudge that I and Papini- 
iisthat jiandeth by me, and you, Clement, more than we* have canfed 'the Riimant torment, 
and the World' s mifery, for that of our own will we have been Min'ifters oj " Caius** Com- 
viands 5 and although the means lieth in us to make an end of thofe Violences that are com- 
mitted againji the Citizens, and injuries to the whole World* yet we ferve him for hit 
Guard and Hang-men, in fiead of Soldiers. And we bear Arms, 1 not to maintain our Li- 
berty, and the Roman Empire, but to preferve him who keeps their bb dies and minds in jla* 
very : And every day are ire foiled in their blood who are k/Hcd and tortured, until fitch 
time as fume one ferve us with the fame jauce, to fatisft'e Cams'/ Cruelty. For it is not f of % 
the good will he bearcth us, that he maketh ufe of Us. ; but that which it more, we ate- fufpeS- 
ed by him,and he will caufe us to be put to death, as be. hath done others. For his difpleafure k 
not limited by jull ice, but by hit will : We alfo Jhall ferve him for a mark, to'aimat. For 
which caufe, it be hove th us to provide for thefecurity and liberty of all men 5 andefpeciaBy^ 
to warrant our felves againji all thofe dangers that threaten us. 

Clement declared by apparent figns, that he thought well of Chereas refolution, 
but hecounfelled him to make no words of it, for fear the rumour thereof mould be 
fpread among the people, and the fecret fhould be difcovered before the execution : 
and left that Caius getting an inkling thereof they fhould all of them be drawn into, 
danger of death 3 and in the mean while, it behoved them to hope that fome good M 
fortune would fall out to their furtherance : and that for himfelf, his age had taken 
from him the neceffary courage that belonged to fuch cnterprizes. « : It may be (faid 
« c he) that I may furnilh you with fome advice more fecure than yours is, Chare at , for 
a more honefter than it is, who is he that can propofe ? This faid, Clement returned to 
his houfe, ruminating with himfelf upon thofe words*vhich he had both heard and 
Cirncliui Sa- fpoken. But Chareas grew fearful, and conferred with the Colonel Cornelius Sahinus, 
Knut. whom he knew to be a man of reputation, a lover of liberty, and greatly difcontent- 
ed with the eftate for the miferies of the Common-weal 3 and feeing it was ne- 
ccflary to attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, he thought good 
to impart the matter to him; fearing left Clement fhould dilcover all the Confpiracyi || 
considering that delay and procraftination would be but an occafion to hinder the a* 
dtion. When therefore he perceiv'd him to give ear to all that which h*e intended, 
and that already he was confirmed with no lefs refolution than himfelf was; butin that 
he knew no.t with whom he might familiarly communicate the fame, he faid nothing : 
whereas otherwife he was ready, not only to conceal that which he had heard, but alfo 
declared that which he had in his heart, he was fo much the more encouraged. For 
whichcaufe, without, further delay they went to Minucianus, who was conformable 
unto them in virtue, good affection, and great courage ; and who befides that, was 
fufpe&ed by Caius by reafon of Ltpidus death. For, Minucianus and Lepidus were 
very great friends, and had been aflbciates in the fame dangers. For Caiut wasfeared 0 
*^Unl? U ky all thofe who had any publick Office,, fparing none of them in particular or general, 
nucunu,, ^ mac i e jhem all groan under the burthen of his fury. 

Now 
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A Now they knew well one another, that all of them were diipleafed to lee the Cum r\^r% 
mon-weal in that eftate but the apprehenfion of the danger fuffered them not to V?*-'-" '"V ,£ - 
manifeft the hatred that each of them bare to Cains, although their fecret conceit /'fVwv 
ingendred among them a certain Amity. For, before that time, as often as they met Kwy, 4*; 
together, they were accuftomed to efteem Minucianus for the moft honourable man '***'"" > VTV' 
of the Company, as in truth, among all the Citizens of Rome he was the moft fa- 
mous, valiant and beft efteemed among them : being therefore allembled at that time 
he was firft of all requefted to fpeak his opinion. For which caufe he asked Charcal 
what the watch-word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well 
what mockery Caius ufually ufed in giving Choreas the Watch-word : ) Choreas, not- 

B withftanding this difgrace, failed not to anfwer him, relying on the wifdom of Mi- 
nucianus, and faid unto him 3 

But give you me for the Watchword, Liberty 5 mean while I give you thanks for that 
you have awakened me more fpecdily, than of my felf I have accujiomed to be. Ton need 
not now any further enforce your felf to incite me by your words, fith both you and I have 
undertaken the fame refolution. Before we were aff 'embled in this place, our thoughts were 
united. Behold here my fword that is girt unto my fide 3 this foallfujficcfor us both. And 
if you pleafe you Jliall be my Captain, and I will march under your Command, and will fol- 
low you under affnrance of your ajjjflance and wifdom. They, who have valiant hearts, ne- 
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for I have not the leyfure to thinly on thofe dangers that threaten me, through the grief 
that I conceive, to fee the Liberty of my Countrey changed into jlavcry, and the force of 
the Laws wholly aboliflied, and all forts of men condemned to death by Caius cruelty. It 
is I that deferve to be trujied in this execution, and I make you my "judge, fmcc you have 
the like intention that I have. 

Minucianus , perceiving with what affection Chsreas fpake, embraced him with ctaress with 
all love, and after he had praifed him, he exhorted him to continue his conftancy : ce!tain °fS| s 
then departed they one from the other, with prayers and wifhes; and at that time S 
there hapned a prefage that confirmed them the more. For as Chareat entred into 

£> the Senate, fome one among the people caft.out a word, that redoubled his courage. 
Difpatch (faid he) that which thou haft to do 3 for God will affift thee, choreas was 
fomewhat afraid, left fome one of his Aflbciates had betrai'd him. But at laft, he 
thought it was fome one of thofe, who, being privy to his refolution, gave him a 
Watch-word to animate him the more 3 or that it was God, who, governing and ob- 
ferving humane affairs, pufhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 
tion to divers 3 fundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertifed hereof were 
in Arms. For,there was not any one that fuppofed not that Caius death was the great- 
eft good hap the Common-wealth could expect. For which caufe,all of them enforced 
themfelves as much as they could, to affift the execution with couragious and virtn- 

E ous refolution : and as forward were they in afFe&ion as in power ; in words as in ef- 
fect, defiring each of them to be partakers in the difpatch of a Tyrant. For Calijihus Gtii/fau, ci- 
alfo, who was Caius freeman, and railed by him to great Authority, yea, fuch as almoft *'» 'freeman, 
equal'd him, adjoyned himfelf to them for the fear he apprehended of all men, and c f niiic u C ''T 
for thofe great riches which he had gathered together, for that he was a man,of a cor- ,-«,"comman£ 
rupt confeience, and eafily won by bribes and prefents, doing wrong to all men, and «<* himtopoy. 
abufing the power he had,againft whomlbever he pleas'd, contrary to all right and rea- fon hlin 
fon. Befides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Caius, who having once conceiv- 
ed an ill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be difTwaded or reconciled. A- 
mongft divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, the greatnefs of the danger 

F °f his riches was not the leaft, which was the caufe that made him ferve Claudius, 
and fecretly to follow him, under hope, that after Caius death, he fhould be his Suc- 
ceffour in the Empire, and that at that time he fhould by him be maintained in the 
fame eftate, which he enjoyed : and by this means he thought to obtain his amity and 
good liking, by giving him to underftand how Caius had commanded him to poylbn 
him, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer this execution. As for mine 
own part, I think that Calijihus forged this matter. For if Caius had pretended to 
kill Claudius, he had not been diflwaded by Calijihus allegations, who had prefent- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Mafters command, with all 
expedition in a matter fo acceptable to him. So it is, that the Providence of God 

G would not permit Caius to execute that rage againft Claudius 3 and Calijihus was there- 
by thanked for a benefit which he no ways deferved. 

Thofe that were about Choreas day by day followed the aftion very flQwly,nbtwith- 
' X x 2 ftanding 
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w . ftanding that he willingly delayed not, but thought on all occafions fit to finifh his H 

-he yn of th «urpofc in, for that he might afiail him at fuch time at he afcerided up into the Capitol, 
'% m !' l C°^', or even then wnen he Solemnized thofe Ceremonies, which he had inftituted in honour 
Milrhy, 1 *.' of his Daughter, or at fuch time as he ftood in the Palace to fcatter Gold, and Silver 
t-^v^O among the people, by catting him from the top of the Palace into the Market place, 
e:«* cx r c- or at f uc h time as he celebrated thofe Myfteries, that were introduced by him. For, 
d £ tlC F i no man Tufpefted Choreas, fodifcreetly had he behaved himfelf in all things: and he 
c.Z'/ 01 ' 11 perfwaded himfelf that no man would have thought that he fhould lay violent hands 
onCaius. And although he had done nothing to any effect 5 yetfoitis, thatthepow- 
er of the Gods was fufficient to give him force, and to kill him without drawing 
weapon. Choreas was fore difpleafed againft his companions, in refpect that he I 
feared that they would let flip their occafion 5 and although they perfectly 
knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of them 
all: yet did they rcqueft him to delay a little, for fear left in the execution he 
fhould in fome fort mifcarry, and for that caufe the City might be brought in trouble 
by the informations that would be made of that aft 5 and that at length when Caius 
fhou'.d be fo much the better provided againft them, they fhould not know how to 
fhew their virtue-, when the time required that they fhould aflault and fet upon him. 
They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to fet forward this bufinefs, 
ihould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were 
folcmnized in honour of C<cfar, who firft of all difanulled the Peoples Authority, and ft 
appropriated it to himfelf. This Solemnity is celebrated in a Tent before the Palace, 
where the noble Citizens, with their wives and children remained to behold the 
fpnrt, and Crfftr himfelf like wife. At that time they concluded that it would bean 
eafie matter for them, when fo many thoufands of people fhould be fhut up in fo

_ v/a place; fo that he, who would ftep formoft to give the ftroke, might very 

JS'-'Iafcs" eafily befuccourcd, for that he could have no afliftance, although his Guard fhould 
to:ichiV,- * have the courage and defjre to defend him. Choreas refolved upon this, and it was 
m a.-jih conc i u ded that the .firft day of thofe fports that were next at hand, the deed fhould 
be done : but their adventure was greater than their conclufion. For the delay was 
fuch, as the third day was alraoft paft, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt l 
the matttr on the third day. At which time Chareas aflembled all the Confederates, 
and told them that the opportunity of time had overflipt them, accufed and reproach- 
ed them of flacknefs in that execution, which had been fq virtuoufly refolved a- 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, left if any fhould be difcovered, the whole 
matter fhould be fruftrate: by which means Cains might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we not (/aid he) that by how much liberty we take from our felves, 
by Jo much we augment Caius tyranny ? whereas we ought firft of all to obtain fecurity for 
our felves, and afterwards pnrchafe perpetual felicity to others, the greateft glory whereof 
JI.Kill redound unto our felves. Now they having nothing to reply againft Co honourable 
a refolution, and yet notwithftanding no ways enforcing themfelves towards the acri- ^ 
on, but remaining altogether amazed without one word fpeaking^ Choreas fpake 
thus: 

Moft noble and generous Gentlemen , what is the caufe that 'we linger and delay in 
this manner .<? See yvn not that this day is the laji day of the Games, and that Caius is 
ready to go to Sea .«? for he hath determined to fail into Alexandria, and to fee Egypt : 
truly it will be a fmall honour for us, if we fuffer him to efcape out of our hands, to the 
end that both by land and Sea , he may triumph over the Romans negligence. Hew 
can wc chufe but condemn our felves jufily, and challenge nothing but difhonour, if fome 
Fgyptian fuppoftng that men of free condition could not any longer endure his info- 
lence, fiould put the matter in execution .<? For mine own part, I will dream no longer ^ 
upon your confutations, but this very day will I hazard my felf 5 and betide me what 
can, I will fujlain all fortunes with pleafnre and courage. For I am a man of that 
mind, that no danger can be fo great or grievous to daunt me, or draw me from fo 
worthy an enterprise which fome other will put in execution if I delay , depriving 
me of the greattft honour and glory that the world can afford for its deliverance. This 
faid he departed with an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged the 
reft to do the like 5 fo that all of them were defirous to fet hand to the enterprrze, 
without any further delay. The cuftom was, that the Captains of the Guard entrcd 
the Palace with their fwords by their fides, and in fuch equipage they asked the Em* 
pcror the Watch- word. At that time it fortuned that it was Chxreas turn to fetch the O 
Watch-word, a great number of people had flocked to the Palace, to take up 
their places to behold the Games with great prefj and noife 5 wherein Caius was 
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A greatly delighted : for there was no diftinttion of place either for Senators or Knights, 

but each one fate together coufufedly, men and women, flaves.and freemen. Gains j?'* "i thi 
arriving there firft, had offered facrifice in honour of Cafar Auguflus, in whofe bo- 2 1r ' S • r 
nour likewife thofe fports were fblernnized. It came to pafs that whileft thofe Beafts 4 j! 
were embowelled, that, were appointed for facrifice, Jfprenas Gown, whp at that^TVTW 
time was Senator, was befprinkled with blood : whereat Caius began to laugh 5 yet c " u ' l * acrili - 
notwithftanding, this was a prefage for Jfprenas. For he was flain that Very day c SJ > g? t 
that Caius was. ft is reported that Caius at that time, contrary to his own nature, 
behaved himfelf moft affably towards all men, fo that all the affiftance were aftonifh- 
ed to behold the courtefie that he ufed. After the facrifice was done, he fate him 

B down to behold the Paftimes, and had about him the moft noble of his friends and 

familiars. Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according to this form and The Theatre. 

fafhion that enfueth : It had two gates, the on? towards the open yard 3 the o- 

ther opening upon the porch , by which the a&ors had their egrefs and regrefs, 

without difturbance of thofe who fate to behold the paftime. There was within the 

fame a certain room, feparated from the reft, where the Players and Muficians 

kept. When the people were feated, and Chareas , with the Captains were . near a- 

bout Ctffar, who fate on the right fide of the Theatre : Batibias one of the Senators^ . . . 

a rrian very expert in feats of Arms B asked Cluvitus privily in his ear, who fate by alnifru 

him and had in like fort been Conful, whether he heard any news ? who anfwering 

C him, that he had heard nothing. On this day (faid BatibiusJ fhallthe tragedy beplaid of 
a Tyrants death. Cluvitus made him this reply in Homers words. 

Whiji : lejl fome Greek fiould liften to our talk. 

Now whileft fome one darted certain apples and rare and precious Birds at the 
people, Caius took great pleafure to behold how they ftrove one with another round 
about him, buffeting one another to fee who fhould get the fame : but at that pre- 
fent there chanced two prefages; for the fport that was reprefented., was qf a Judgj 
who was apprehended and crucified, and in the Dance they reprefented Cynera, who 
D was killed with Myrrha her Daughter : and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the murther of the Judge that was crucified, as alfo of 
Cynera. It is affirmed likewife, that the day was <he very fame, whereon Philip the 
Son of Amyntas King of Macedqn, had been killed by Paufanias one pf his familiars, 
at fuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilft Cains was incertain with himfelf whe- 
ther he fhould remain until the fports were finifhed, for that jt was the laft day of 
them, or rather fhould refort,to the Bath, and after he had refrefhed himfelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before j Minucianus fitting next unto him, 
fearing left the occafion fhould be overflipt, becaufe he had feen Ch&reas go out 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Caius catcht him by the 
E Gown, faying, Whither go you, my friend > At which time for the reverence fake 
that he bare unto Cafar, he fat him down again: but the fear that he had, grew fp 
forcible, that he arofe again 5 fo that Caius could not detain him, fuppofing that 
he had gone thence to difpatch fome important bufinefs. At that time did Af- 
prenas counfel. Cafar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refrefhment hp 
might return thither again 3 all which he did, being defirous that the refolution might 
take effect. They that were with Chereas were ready difpofed to take advantage 
of the time, and were agreed each of them to ftand prepared and in a readinefs, in a 
place appointed, to t he intent to aft the Tragedy : and the delay feemed very tedious 
to them, for it was already three a clock afternoon. . So that Ch<ereas feeing that Caius 
F lingred fo long, intended to go in unto him and affail him in his feat : but he con- 
ceived that he could hot bring that to pafs without great lofs and murtfier of the Se- 
nators, and Knights that were preterit. Now although he had this apprehenjfion, 
yet addrefTed he himfelf to the execution thereof, fuppofing that .the lofs that might 
happen by the death of fome one, would be well recompenfed by the fecurity and li- 
berty, that would redound unto all men. When as therefore they were in a readi- 
nefs to enter the Theatre, news was brought.them, that Caius was rifen to come forth 5 
by means whereof there arofe fome noife. For which caufe the Confedesates turned 
back into the Theatre, and appeafed the people, telling them that they difpleafed. 
and annoyed the Emperor : but the effect was, to draw him afide from all thofe, 
G who might yield him any affiftance s and Co to fet upon him. Before Caius marched 
Claudius his Uncle, and M. Minucianus his Sifters Husband and Valerius who at that 
time was Proconful, who might not by any means be drawn from their place, al-

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* r ^CAJP"Y though they had the will, by reafon of the Place and Dignity which they heldTc^rij 
7 be war of tkc us followed after them, accompanied with Tanlm Anruntius. Now when he was en- 
7l"cr cw° s ' tred into the Palace,heleft the ready way where his Officers were, andcW,« xa nd 
Nativity, 43 his Aflbciates held : and turned afide by an unfrequented way to the Baths, on pur- 
iM^W pofe to fee certain young Boys, who were come out of Ajia, and were fent him out 
of that Countrey, partly to fing in thofe Ceremonies that were inftituted by him, 
and partly to dance in Arms about the Theater 5 and in that place Chareas came and 
encountred him, asking him the Watch- word : which Cairn gave him very reproach- 
fully according to his cuftom. For which caufe without any further delay, cbareas 
availing him both in word and aft, drew his fword and gave him a great wound, 
which notwithstanding was not mortal: fome fay that Chtrtas purpofely wounded \ 
O.wfhin. him after that manner, becaufe he would not kill him at once, but to his greater tor- 
ment increafe the number of his wounds : but I connot believe it, for that in fuch ex- 
ecutions a man hath no leyfure to determine how to ftrike. And if Ch&reas had fuch 
an intention, I account him the vericft fool that might be, for he rather took plea- 
fure to content his defpite, than readily' to deliver both himfelf and others, who, by 
his delay, in being of his Confederacy might be drawn into hazard. For, if Cains had 
not been fuddenly killed, he could not have wanted refcue, and it ftiould feem that 
Chtreas had not pretended to do fo much mifchiefto Cains, as to himfelf and his Fel- 
low-confederates. And being in this uncertainty, whether his enterprize (hould have 
fallen out happily or no, he had without reafon both undone himfelf and loft theoc- K 
cafion, whereas having happily hit home, he might without a word (peaking fecure 
himfelf againft thofe who would offend him But let every man think what beft pleaf- 
eth him. Cains feeling the grief of the wound ( for he was ftricken between the moul- 
der and the neck, and his fword could not pierce further, by reafon that it hit upon 
the fir ft bone of thebreaft) he cried not at all, neither called for any of his friends, 
whether it were that hediftrufted them all, or that he had fome other thoughts 5 and 
in lamenting himfelf he palled forward. But he was met by Cornelius Sabimts who 
was already prepared to encounter him, who thruft him down upon his knees: 
^Aquiu give whereupon all of them environed him round about, and with mutual exhortations 
dea'hs wound: encouraged one another to do their utraoft in murthering him. At length in all ^ 
hut chjtyuu mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was Aquila that gave him the deadly 
V s thC A T wountl 5 that fevered his foul from his body. But this aft ought to be attributed to 
adtor"- t he ch£reai For though divers fet to their hands in the aftion, yet was he the firft 
tragedy. who had bethought him of the aftion, having a long time before any of them pre- 
meditated the fame, after what fort it (hould be attempted : and he alfo was the firft 
that durft boldly impart it unto others, and who after they had allowed of his re(b- 
lution, affembled them: and when every one was tofpeakhis opinion, he conclu- 
ded the fame very difcreetly, and had always done far more than the reft 5 fo that 
by his earned and honourable perfwafions, he encouraged thofe that were faint- 
hearted, fince at fuch time as- the opportunity prefented it felf, to fet hand to the exe- M 
cution, he was the firft that attempted it, and who valiantly (truck and made aneafie 
way to the reft, who found Cains calm enough, for he was almoftdead. For which 
caufe, it is neceflary that all which others have done, (hould be aferibed to Choreas 
advice, vertueand diligence. 

Thus died Cains, being (truck with many mortal wounds. Now when chareas and 
his Companions had difpatched him, they perceived well that it would be impoffible 
for them to fave themfelves, if fo be they (hould return by the way that they came 5 fo 
much were they ravifhed with that which they had done : For they drew themfelves 
into no fmall danger by marthering an Emperour, who was cherilhed and beloved 
through the folly of the common people, and whofe death the Soldiers would not N 
leave unpuniftied. Now in that the ways were narrow where the murther was done, 
and they themfelves alfo were hindred by reafon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Soldiers that gave their attendance that day in guarding the Emperour ; 
CUrcu with they took another way, and retired themfelves into GermanicHs's lodging, who was 
ra-cf-rtf'Hi' CaiH, s Father, whom they had lately killed. This houfe adjoyned unto the Palace. 
• For although the Palace was but one, yet confifted it of divers lodgings which were 

<r<- >.on'c. builded by feveral Emperours $ whofe names, whether they had begun op finifbed the 
works, wereimpofed upon the fame Buildings. When therefore they had efcaped 
from the prefs, they were in fafety as long as the inconvenience that had befallen 
( , 0cr the Emperour was yet hidden. The firft report of his death came to the Ger- q 
t sj^Q^ mans who were of his Guard, being a Company chofen out of that Nation named 
the Celtique Band, for the prefervation of the Emperours Perfon, Thefe men 

are 
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A- are very prone unto wrath, ^pd amongft all other Barbarians, it is a rare thing in fWi 
them to examine thecaufes drtheir execution : otherwife they are men ftrong in bo- 7ff 
dy, and who in the Wars always give the firft onfet, yielding great advantage to thofe 
on whofe fide they fight. They having notice of Cains murther, were vehemently Nativity. 
grieved thereat, for that it is their manner to cenfure all things not according MOlCW 
to right, but as they were anfwerable to their own profits : Cains efpecially 
was dearly beloved by them, for he had obtained their favour bj| beftowing much 
money upon them. Their Captain was one called Sabinns, who was notadvanced to 
that dignity, either for his virtue or for the Nobility of his Anceftors (for he was but 
a Fencer) but for his mighty ftrength and huge body. They therefore ran about with 

B their naked fwords fearching for Cafars murtherers from noufe to houfe 5 and meet- <* d n , 
ing with Aftrenas at firft, whofe Gown (as we have (aid) was bcbloodied with the his 'German 
blood of the facrifice, which was a prefage that boded him but little good for- -s'ouUicrs 
tune, they hewed him in pieces. The fecond was Norbanus (who for his Nobility ^ k " hior 
and Anceftors might derive his Titles from the nobleft Citizens, amongft whom were L'wc"" 
divers Generals of Armies) who feeing they made no reckoning of his Dignity, and ^Afrnmim 
being of himfelf endowed with great force and ftrength, he took a fword from one i "P l , er «- 
of them which firft aftailed him, with whom he grapled , and made them know uww " 
that he intended they (hould buy his blood very dearly; nnd indeed fo had he 
done, but that, being environed by divers, who afiailed him at once, he was beaten 

C down, and (truck with many deadly wounds.. The third was Antcius , one of the ^mdm. 
numberof the Senators, who with fome others met not with thefe men by chance, 
as the two other had done* but to (hew the hatred that he bare unto Cains, and 
the pleafiire that he took to fee him lye dead, was come out of his houfe, being eg- 
ged on with envy to feed his eyes with that Ipe&acle. For Cains had baniflied An. 
teins Father, whofe name likewife was Anteius, and not content therewith, he had 
fent his Souldiers to kill him. He therefore with great pleafure beheld the car- 
cafe of this Tyrant 5 but hearing the uproar that was raifed in every part of the houfe, 
he thought good to hide himfelf : yet could he not avoid the narrow fearch of the 
Germans, who were fo difpleafed, that they killed all they met, whether they were 

13 guilty or guiklefs of the faft Thus were thefe three made away. 

But after the rumour of Cains death was heard in the Theatre, every one was ama- 
zed, and could fcarcely believe it. For although divers of them were very glad that w ^ " e t " e °f 
he was taken out of the world, perfwading themfelves that it would highly profit J2 thVtTi- 
them 5 yet did their fear hinder their belief. On the other fide, there were fome, merited ««».« 
who deliring not that any fuch mithap (hould befal C<efar s and conceiving in their deac ^ 
thoughts, that it was impoffible to be done, for that there was no men fo bold, as 
to attempt it 5 they (bppofed the report to be altogether falfe. Of this mind were 
certain women and children, (laves and fouldiers. , Thefe by reafon they received 
wages at his hand, ty rannized with him, being his minifters in all thofe abufes that he 

£ offered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages that 
Cains drew unto him. As for the Women and Children, they were of that opinion, by 
reafon that fuch kind of people take delight in Plays, jefts, Donations of flefh, and 
t>ther (ueh 'Paftimes, which Cains in word pretended to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in effeft it was to have means to (atisfie his rage and cruelty. He was al- 
fo gracious among the fervants and (laves, for that by him they had liberty to ac- 
cufe and contemn their Mafters, and were therein countenanced by Cains. For wheni 
they falfly accufed their Mafters, they were eafily believed ; and when they difcover- 
^ed their Mafters treafures, in recompenfe of their difeovery they were not only made 
freeby him, but alfo fent home with rich and ample rewards. For the reward that 
p was affigned them, was the eighth part of thofe goods that were confifeated. As for 
certain of the Nobility, although the matter feemed true to fome of them, for that 
before they were privy to that which the reft intended, and notwithstanding they 
defired that the enterprize (hould be effefted 5 yet kept they all things clofe, and 
gave nofign of joy, tiormade any (hew that they heard that which was reported. 
For fome of them feared left if they (hould be fruftrated of their hope, they 
(hould bring themfelves in danger of puniftiment, for having difeovered their 
intent fooner than they (hould have done. They likewife who knew the enter- Dims nImcrt 
prize and were Confederates with the Aftors ; yet did they more clofely conceal of cjfart 
it the one from the other, fearing left if they (hould difcover thematter to any one of 

G thofe, who drew any commodity from Cains tyranny, they might bewray them : 
whereby if Cains fhould be yet alive, they might incur the danger of punifhment. 
For the report was, that he had been wounded in certain places; yet that he was not

fog aU this, noman removed from his place, for fear left they ihould be fuddenly ac. 
cufed i knowing well that they ihould be accufed, not according to their thoughts and 
afTecYions, but according to the difpofition of their Judges and Accufers 
The G Crml n But afcer that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords all 
Sdicrs re- that we re prefent expefted nothing but death 5 and as foon as any man entred they 
?. r r M ths were feized with fuch an amazement, as if they had already felt the ftrokes .3 fo that 
lnatX ' they knew not what to do, having no heart to depart from thence 5 and otherwifc 
perfwading themfelves, that if they ftayed there any longer, it would breed them fur- 
therdanger. At length, when the Soldiers were entred into the Theatre by force all 
the AlTembly cried out, proteftirig that whatfoever was done, it was befides their K 
knowledg, whether it were either attempted by Confpiracy, or any other means. They 
therefore moft humbly entreated them, that they would fpare them,, and not inflict 
the penalty of the guilty on thofe that were innocent : For their own parts, they pray-^ 
cd them Jfearch out thofe who had committed the aft, if any fuch thing 1 "ere co* 
mitted. And thus fpake they with tears, beating their breads, and calling the Gods to 
witnefs 5 alledging that which the prefent danger fuggefted them with, and as much as 
fuch as Pleaded Pfor their lives could fay. By thefe perfwafions of theirs the Sohdiersfu- 
ry was abated, fo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre; for this alfo was a cruelty? as they themfelves (notwithftanding their barbarous 
incivility ) fuppoted it to be,which was, that the heads of Afprenas and others that were L 
killed, were carried and fet upon an Altar. Whereat all the Affiftants were moft gnev- 
ouflydifcontented, remembring themfelves of the dignity of the men, andhavingcom- 
paffionof that which had befallen them j confidering alfo, that they themfelves were 
L far off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ^^te^M^t» 
by it came to pafi, that fome of thofe who had caufe to hate Cains, durft not freely re- 
joy ce at his de^th, becaufe they were upon the point to lofe their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any fafety. cl„ 
At length Auruntius, a man who was gracious among the people and was one of the 
S common Criers, who had a ftrong voice h and by crying fuch goods as were to be fold 
rLncand had gathered fo great fubftance, as that he vvas accounted one of the richeft men in M 
fisniiieththe R * and ; n great e ft ee m amongft all men in that behalf, entred the Theatre in a 
Sh Ci 0Ur 5 mourning Habit, and after a lamentable manner : And although he inwardly hated Ca- 
ins yet for the fear he conceived left he ftiould lofe his goods, and in confideration of 
the prefent danger, he diffembled his joy 5 wearing all thofe G ™™"f™™?^ 
and Wine no lefs lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareft friend. 
After this manner he came into the Theatre, publiftiingCWs death, to the intent that 
The Gcmuns the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned : After this he began to 
lurv, af kcn- the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribune s to put 

S J ' i % ■ up their Swords, alluring them of the Emperour's death * which aft of his did mamicfe 

whom they could have met with. For if they had had but the leaft furmife, that :Cuu 
had as yet been alive, there was not any fort of cruelty which they had not coram t- 
ted: For they bare him fo great love and affection, thattofecure him from that mil- 
fortune, they would have redeemed him with the lofs of their own lives. But as loon 
as they undcrftood he was dead, they reprefled their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge 5 knowing that it availed them nothing, to difcover their atlecti- 
ons towards him, in th.it he could yield them no requital. Befides the fear they had 
left that in purfuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ftiould be incenfed againit 
them, iffobe the Government of the Eftate ihould be returned into their hands, made 
them contain themfelves. Thus was the fury of thofe Germans appeafed for the deatn u

A Germans hands, and in their fury be murthercd by them) fought for him among the ^%JVjH

Tyranny was fuch, that being puffed up with a Abort pleafureof unjuftand intolerable jvs^jf ''' 
rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men) determined and ended in mitery, as 
manifestly appeared in that which had befallen Cains 5 who, before any thing was ei- 

B ther deviled, pra&ifed or executed againft him, was already hateful to all men 5 and 
had in fuch fort violated all Laws, that his greatefl: friends were refolved to take Arms 
againit him, who in appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truth and in ef- 
fect it was he himtelf, who was the Author of his own ruinc. 

Hereupon all they arofe who were in the Theatre, and raited great noite and trouble <-A>-™» *w - 
in feelring to lave themfelves. The occafion was, that a certain Phyfieian called Arc/on, "|" ;i [ir^ cia:1 
being called out to go and drefsceraiu men that were wounded 3 making a (hew as if fomc 
he went to go and prepare fuch things as were neceffary for thofe that were wounded, 
made thote illue out with him who late neareft unto him j but the truth was, he did it 
to the end to draw them out of the pretent danger. Mean-while the Senate affemblcd 

£ themfelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make enquiry after thote ™ e '^"^ e ,, 
who had murthered Cains : The people with an entire and fimple intent, the Senate ouhetfeer ° : ' 
only to ute fome formal proceeding. For Valerius Afiaticus, who had formerly been thofe that flew 
Confi.il, came forth among the people, who were in an uproar ; and fuppofing it a ftrange 0 '''"j/ :,/f '''* 
matter that no man knew who had killed theEmperour, whilft every one enquired Z^yr.'.Xc ' 
who it vvas that had done the deed 3 0, laid he, would it had been I that had done it. hid d^u chs 
But the Confuls publilhed an Edict, containing the Accufations that were prefented a- Author, 
gainft Cains 3 commanding the people and Soldiers, who were as yet inthe Theatre, to 
retire themfelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope, that they 
ftiould be eated of thofe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened "i And the 

D Soldiers were promited Honours and Dignities, if they would contain themfelves in 
their accuftomed order, and ftir up no further trouble. For it was to be feared, left if 
they had been further flefhed in Murthers, the City Ihould have fallen into (bme great 
danger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houfes and Temples. But by this time all 
the whole Senate was affembled, efpecially thofe who were Confederates in Caius's 
murther ; who teemed to gather courage, and to fpeak boldly, as if the Government 
of the Eftate had been fallen into their hands. 
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The Soldiers rcfolve to promote Claudius, Cams'/ Vnlde, to the Imperial Dignity. Sa- 
turninus V Speech in the Senate, for Liberty. Cha?reas fends to kill the Emprefi Ce- 
fonia, Cams'/ Wife, and her Daughter.

For fence Julius Csefar bent his thoughts to overthrow the 
ropular Government in Rome, and violated the happy courfe of Law, whereby our State 
jloitrifijed, the Commonweal hath been overthrown. For in fubje&ing the Law to his good 
Lkjng, and himfelf to his particular defer es, there is not any kind of mifery and mifchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City 5 fo that his Sue ceffors have employed themfelves to the ^ 
tettermofi, and with a certain emulation, to abolifl) the Laws of our Countrey j Jlriving 
which of them might diprive our Commonweal of her Nobleji Citizens : For that they 
have made their account, that their fecurity confifiedin communicating their fecrets with 
fetch as were bafe and abjett $ abafeng, not only the great Courages of thojc men, who were 
famous for their 'Nobilit y and Virtue } but alfo by murthering a great number of them by all 
forts of Vunijbmcnts : Andwhilfl all of them endeavoured to beabfolute in their Command^ 
they made it their bufinefi to opprefi the Commonwealth. 

But amongfi all the reft, Caius, who this day hath loji the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater mif chiefs himfelf alone, than any other, by difc barging his brut ifi) and be ajlly wrath, 
not only against the common Citizens, but alfo against his own Parents and Friends 5 de- flj 
meaning hi mjclf alike towards all men , and manifesting his injustice, in that he purfiued 
them moll, who were mofi innocent 5 and by this means grew hateful, not only to men, but 
alfo to the immortal Gods. For it is not enough for Tyrants to fatisfie their Concupificence, 
to ufc all forts of Injuries, to ravifi) both men's Wealth and their Wives j but alfo, they glo- 
ry, rvhen they may utterly mine both their Fortunes and Families, who are their enemies. 
For all Liberty is oppofied againsJ Tyranny, and it is impojfible (notwithstanding all the mi- 
J erics that may be imagined or offered ) that Free-men fijould agree with Tyrants, how lit- 
tle time foever it be that they have excrcified their Tyranny. They alfo k tt ow too well, with 
how many mifchief s they have entangled their Subjects (although they have not the fpirits to 
revenge themfelves of thofe wrongs that are done unto them) and being well afiitred into N 
what incumbrances they have drawn them, perfiwade themfelves, that they have but one on- 
ly means left them to fiecure themfelves from fufpitions, and to procure their own fecurity ; 
AnExhortati-wA"/-'", to put them to death, if they may pojfibly do it. Since therefore at this time 
onto maintain^;/ arc delivered from fo many mifchief s, and are no more fiubjeH, except to one another. 
Liberty. (which is a Fledge of Concord for the prefent, and of fecurity in time to come, and Glory 

unto him that hath rcdreffedthe Es~late) you fl)all deal very well and wifely in my opinion,^ 
to provide for the Commonweal ; forefeeing very diligently, all that which concerneth the" 
good and profit thereof. It isfiec for any man to fipeak. his opinion of that which difpleafeth 
him, for that there is no Superiour to countermand their fayings, or that is exempt front 
reproof, if he offend againsl the Commonweal, or that may threaten with the Authority of q 
an Emperour, for that fijall be fiaid. For what clfie, in thefe later times, hath encreafed 
and furthered our over- topping Tyranny, than their flothful fear,who durfi in no wife oppofe 
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ought to honour thofe who have killed the Tyrant, by dignifying them with as great honours J 
as may be imagined, and efpecially Chareas. For he only hath been the ftan, who by the honourea for 
pomtofthe Gods, and through his great wifdom and valour, hath given you your Liber- his Noble Ac- 
ty Neither ought you to forget him, but to heap Honours on his head 5 yeaffpcaal favours, tem P r « 
sto the man who firji of all confulted, andfirfi of all hazarded himfelf againji a Tyrant, 



your behalf h not UHe to Brutus ana v-aiuu*, who muTiuem v^.ai , j», •«*,.*<., * », t - 
finalt of Seditions and Civil Wars in this City ; And this man, by the death of a Tyrant, 
hath not only at once delivered you of him, but alfo bath cut off thofe mifchief s that arofe by 

Thusfpake Sentins, and his advice was entertained with great applaufe, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights alfo that were there prefent. Whereupon, a Senator, cal- 
led Trebellius Maximus, arofe j and ftepping to him, pulled offthe Ring which ntins 
had on his finger, wherein was inchafed a Stone with Caius's Pifture in it, which «SV«- 
Uus had forgot to pull off* fo intent was he about that which he both faid and did 5 

C and by this means the engraved Image was broken. Now, in regard it was late, C/^- 

^demanded the Watch- word from the Conful * who gave him the ■ word, Liberty. cW, re . 
They were all aftonifhed at this change, and could fcarcely believe that which hapned. 
For fince the Popular Government had been abolifbed, the Confuls had never given att | lc ' Coal - ul5 
the Watch-word, until that prefent time : For before the City was oppreffed by Ty- hands, 
ranny the Confuls commanded the Soldiers. After that Charcot had received the 
Word' he gave it his Soldiers, who fubferibed to the Senate's Authority : Of thefe 
there were about four Companies, which preferred the Lawful Government before a 
Tyranny ; who alfo retired themfelves to their Officers. As for the people, they re- 
turned to their refpeftive homes, full of joy, hope and courage, for that they had re- 
n gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them, and not to any parti- 
cularGovernour. In a word, Chareas was their only hope : He forefeeing that there 
would fome mifchief follow, if Caius's Wife and Daughter ftiould remain alive } and 
that if all his Friends and Family Ihould not be utterly extinguifiied, all thofe who 
ftiould be fpared, would ferve to no other end, but to the ruine of the Commonweal, 
and the Laws : And on the other fide, defiring to fee an end of that which he had be- 
gun and to fatisfie that hatred he had conceived againft Cuius ; he fent Julius Lupus, ch*r«» fend- 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wife and Daughter h which he did. «J '£ 
Andthecaufe why he gave this charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for that Lupus was Cle- ,,,,-sWifeand 
ment's Ktnfman, who was a Confederate in the execution of Caius ; to the end, that Daughter. 

P partaking after this manner in the death of the Ty rant,he might be known to have dealt 
as forwardly for the Commonweal, asif,from the beginning, he had been a Counfeller 
and Agent in the Confpiracy. Notwithftanding there were fome of his Companions of 
that opinion, that it fnould be but a cruelty to deal with a woman in that fort, for that 
Cains had offended through the corruption of his own Nature, and not by the counfel 
of his Wife ; and that all thofe evils which he committed in the Commonweal, by de- 
folatine the Flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. ....... ■ 

There were others that accufed her to be the caufe of all that which Caius had com- 
mitted 5 alledgiog that fhe had given him an Amorous Drink, by which he was ti- 
ed and entangled in fuch fort unto her, and fo. led and tranfported by her love, that 

F the governed all that which concerned the Eftate of Rome, and the World fubjeft to 
Rome.- But her Defenders prevailed nothing. For at length it was refolved fhe Ihould 

10 To finito this Tragedy Lupus was difpatcht, who loft no time in the accomplifbment 
of their intent who had fent him, for fear he might have been blamed, and accounted 
but coldly affectionate towards the good of the Commonweal. Therefore, as foon as 
he came into the Palace, he found Cafonia, Caius % Widow, lying by the body of her 
murthered Hufband, deftitute of all that which the Law gratifieth thofe that are dead 
with; altogether bloody, and greatly affiidted 3 having her Daughtc, : lying by her : 
being in this condition, fhe was heard to utter no other words, but that fhe blamed J^e^kj 
G Caius for that he had not given credit to that counfel which fhe had given him lo or- D0C ?ive cre . 
ten* which words of hers, were by fome interpreted two ways ; for fome thought to her 
that fhe meant, that fhe had counfelled her Hufband to give over his Crueky, and Counfel.. 
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rK-A~T* murthcrs which he exercifed againft his Citizens 5 and that in his Governmttu~hTu 
J-l*,fj Jr "If 1 Hiould ufe a tempered meafure with virtue, for fear, lefthisSubjedsmiflikingofhfe 
JL 'ch-ih's manners, (hould feek his deftruftion. Others took it, as if (he had encouraged Caius 
Natkiti.^. to fet upon the Confoirators, and kill them without any delay; yea, before they had 
W^*) committed any offence, and by that means provide for his fecurity. They therefore 
faid, that Cafo&a blamed Caius, for that he had behaved himfelf too carelefly, iothat 
wherein (he had counfelled him. Such were the words which Ctfonia Ipake, and (uch 
was the expofition, as divers men interpreted them. ' 

She feeing Lupus coming, (hewed him C*/Ws body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints to come nearer: But perceiving that he made no anfwer,then (he knew the 
caufe of his arrival, and offered her naked throat unto him with a great courage, uQoe 
fuch expreffions as they ordinarily do, whodefpair of their lives ; (he defired him to ' 
defer no longer to finifh that Tragedy which his Companions had begun 5 and fo died 
couragioufly, by the hand of Lupus : and after her, was her Daughter killed, which 
was very young. This did Lupus affure Charcot of with all expedition. This was Caius'% 
cjius a wicked en d, after he had reigned four years wanting four months. Before fuch time as he ob- 
nun taincd the Empire, he was an intemperate and wicked man, and addicted to his plea- 

fine, a favourer of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful ; and for that caufe, when he got 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him. He efteemed this the only fruit 
of his power, to abufe it againft Innocents 5 and to gather and heap up great fpoils and 
Booties, by wicked and unjuft Murthers, Rapines and Oppreffions 5 lifting himfelf a- r 
bove all Humane Authority, and affecting to be efteemed as a God, fuffering himfelf 
to be tranfported by the people's Praifes 5 All that which the Law condemned and 
punifhed, as a thing mod deteftable, that made he ufe of topunifti Virtue with. He ne- 
ver remcmbred any friendfhip that had been done him, how great foever it either was 
or had been, when he was in his pafiion 5 and was apt to inflidr punifhments in his rage 
verlo Lu«" °' ° n ' uft and u P ri .S nt men - A11 that which was anfwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
vc; to u... eyes In a jj thin g S t jj at p] ea f e( j him, he had fo violent Appetites, that it was impoffi- 
ble to contradifthim ; Co that he was not afhamed to ufe the unlawful company of his 
own Sifter ; Whereby it came to pais, that the Citizens of Rome began to hate him ex- 
treamly, for that the like had not been feen or heard of; of a long time men could not 
believe it, notwithftanding they fufficiently exprefled the hatred they bare againft the 1 
faft he had committed. It cannot be faid of him, that he builded any work befeeming 
ejiu builded his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable either to the prefent or 
a Haven. f uture wor i d . except f ome p ortst h a t he made near to Rhegium and Sicilia, for Har- 
bour of fuch Ships as came and went into Egypt for Corn 3 which doubtlefs, is a ftate/y 
work, and very profitable for fuch as travel by Sea. True it is, that it was not brought 
to perfection, but only half finiftied, becaufe the Work-men wrought (lowly. But the 
chief caufe thereof was, that he fpent his ftudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra- 
ther to confume his Subftance., to feed his own private Lufts, wherein he took great de- 
light, than to ereft and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- ti 
CHiwan excel- dounded to the profit of the Common- weal. Otherwife, he was an eloquent man, and 
lcm orator, very expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending prefently that 
which others (aid ; and although they had been tedious in their expreffions, yet he 
anfwered them in an inftant ; and in Affairs of Confequence, he had fuch a moving per- 
fwafion ancl power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and eafieapprehenfion, becaufe he had taken pains,and had exercifed himfelf in Learn- 
ing. For being Tiberius's Brother's Son, whofe Succeflbr he alfo was, he was enforced 
to be ftudious 5 feeing that Tiberius, who was of the fame" years, was in like manner ex- 
cellently learned. Cains therefore enforced himfelf to imitate the Emperour Tiberius, 
whofe near Kinsman he was 5 and furpaffed all thofe that were in Rome at that time : N 
Yet, notwithftanding all thefe great advantages, which his good inftruction had bred 
in him, could not hinder the misfortune that befell him, by the abufe of his Authority. 
So rare a thing it is to fee them who have liberty, to do what they lift without punilh- 
?- CD jnJ° govern them felves with raodefty. . In the beginning he took delight in the 
friendftup of very honeft men, to get credit and reputation, thinking to outftrip the 
moft excellent : But after he was given over to licentioufnefs, the affection that he bare 
them was changed , and inftead thereof, he grew more averfe from them daily 5 where- 
by they were enforced to confpire againft him, and feek his ruine. 
/w»Gf %/- Now, as I have heretofore declared, Claudius undemanding of that which had be- 
j> 3 . f a i] en Caiut his Nephew, and feeing allhishoufe wholly troubled for this occafion, n 
was in fuch diftrefs, that he knew not what to do to fave himfelf 5 but went and hid u 
himfelf in a certain corner, where he was (urprized, having no other caufe to apprehend 
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A his danger, except his Nobility. For during the time that he lived a private man, he* 

behaved himfelf modeftly, kindly, and favourably unto all men, being well feen in J i<rjr '* ro / fi6ff 
the Sciences, and principally in the Greek tongue, Qiunning as much as in him lay, fa J '£°i' 
all tumult and train that might breed trouble. When as therefore the people at that %7tkitj, « ' 
time were wholly' amazed at the trouble, and the Palace was full of fury and fear, C^V^i 
and nothing reigned more in general than confufiori and difordery the Souldiers of 
the Guard, who were the moft experienced and bold, consulted amorigft themfelves 
what courfe they were to take.Neither were they much difconteoted with Caius death, 
in that they fuppofed that upon juft occa(ion,he was put to death,for which caufe they 
rather bethought themfelves on that which concerned their fortunes, and how they 

B might affure themfelves in thofe dangers,feeing the Germans were wholly bent againft 
thofe, who had killed Caius 5 rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures,than 
of any good affe&ion they had towards the welfare of the Common weal. All which 
things troubled Claitdius^and put him in fear of his life,the rather for that he fa w Afpre- 
nas head and the reft of the Nobility that were maflacred, carried about to be feen 1- 
for this caufe he kept himfelf in a certain place, which was only acceffible by 
certain fteps or ftairs , and hid himfelf therein , becaufe it was obfeure. In 
that place one of the Souldiers of the Palace called Grains, being unable to difcerri 
who he was, in regard of the obfeurity of the place^ and fuppofing him to be fome 
one that defired to be concealed, he drew near unto him to the intent he might the 

C better know him .- and when Claudius befought him, that he would depart and leave 
him, he pafied the more onwards, and laying hold of him and drawing him into. the 
light, knew him; crying out to thofe that followed him : This is Germanicus, let us 
take hold of him, and create him Emperour. Claudius perceiving that he was ready 
to be attached, and fearing left they (hould put him to death as they had done; 
Caius, befought them that they would pardon him, protefting unto them his inno- 
cency, and how he had no ways been either acceflary or agent in that which had been' 
done. Whereupon Gratus beginning to fmile, took him by the hand, faying, that 
he had no caufe to fufpect his life : " For ((aid he) it behoveth thee to roilfe up thy 
" fpirits, and to bethink thee how to govern an Empire, of which the gods (who 

D " have the care of the whole world) have deprived Caius, to reward thy virtue with. 
« Arife therefore, and take poffeffion of. the Throne of thine Ahceftors. . This faid, 
he lifted him on his (houlders, for that Claudius could not walk on foot, through the 
fear and joy that he had conceived of that which had been told him. 

Upon thefe fpeeches divers of the Souldiers of the Guard aflembled. about Gratus 
and perceiving that it was Claudius, whom they fuppofed to be dragged to his death, 
they had compafiion of him as on an innocent, for that they knew him to be** man 
of a milde nature, who all the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and who in 
like fort had been often in great danger during Caius life. There were others bf them 
that faid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Confuls i whereupon, cW< „, a . 

E although a great number of Souldiers flocked about him, and the fimple people, that galnii'his^ili 
were unarmed fled from them 3 yet could not Claudius go on his way 5 fo weak and d'™ 11 U » M 
feeble felt he himfelf in his whole body. . It fortuned likewife, that they who carried thc Empirc> 
his litter, perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, and left him, fo little hope had 
they that their Mafter (hould efcape with his life, whom they (aw to be thus drawn 
by the Souldiers. Now when Gratus and his Aflbeiates were- arrived 'in the 1 Court 
of the Palace, which (as it is reported) is the place which was firft of z\\ inhabited 
ib Kwwe, they began to think upon that which was to be ddne : thither a Ifb there 
flocked a great number of other Souldiers Unto thetfit, who teJok\pleafare to behold The caufe 
Claudius, enforcing themfelves to place him in the Imperial Dignity, in regard of that inJ . ,ccr! '

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rVLTl There fell a debate alfo betwixt the Senators and Citizens : For, the Senate defirous H 
lvu ar to recover tneir former Dignity, and enforcing themfelves to avoid the flavery that 
after 'ch^'s had befallen them by the wickednefs of Tyrants, intending the maintenance of their 
AWrVr, 4 :. prefentgood fortune. Contrariwife, the people envied them that Dignity. And 
J^V^ knowing that their Emperours fhould be as k were bridles, to reftrain the avarice of 
iJcvSTthe the Senate, and the refuge of the people, they were very glad to fee that Claudius 
citizens and was advanced, making their account that if he were created Emperour, theyfliould 
Sciucoi •«, avoid a Civil war, like unto that which hapned in Fompeius time. 
The senate K The Senate knowing that Claudius was carried into the Army by the Souldiers, 
Pervade "chofe out fome of their order, and fent them as Embafladours in their behalfs, to 
c.huJ.w to tc fig m fi e unto him that he ought to ufe no violence in obtaining the Empire, but ra- I 
SiSty Si ci- " tner to remit the charge of the Common-weal to the Senate.

" pdfeit according to Law^petifwading him to call unto his remembrance thole grievous 
"mifchiefs, which the former Tyrants had wrought in the Common-weal, and what 
"dangers he himfelf had alfo fuffered with them, during the reign of Cains their late 
« e Emperour. That it mould ill become him, who had detefted the fury of others ty- 
" ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppofe himfelf againft his Countrey. That if 
cc he would obey them, and continue to exprefs the virtue and conftancy of his life, 
" which in times part he led with commendation, he mould obtain thofe Honors which 
<c free Citizens could afford him, and in fuffering himfelf to be governed by Laws, to & 
< : the end he might have part in the command, and to be commanded in his turn, he 
" fhould obtain the praife of virtue. That if he would not be diffwaded by the death 
c: of Cains, which was frefli in memory, for their own parts they would hinder his 
" proceedings as much as in them lay. They alfo alledged , that they were 
11 provided with Souldiers, and ftore of Armour, and a great number of domeftick 
"fervants, all which they would employ againft him But over and above thefe 
" things, they had far greater helps, namely their hope, and good fortune, and 
ec the gods, who are wont to fight for thofe who maintain virtue and goodnefi. 
" They foleranly protefted alio for their own parts, that they were of that mind, that 
"there was nothing more honeft and juft,than to fight for their liberty and Countrey. I 
The Embafladours that brought this meffage were Veranius and Broccus,who both of 
them were Tribunes of the people. They proftrating themfelves on their knees before 
himjiumbly befought him that he would not engage the Common- weal in a Civil war. 
And feeing that Claudius was inclofed with a great number of Souldiers, in refpect of 
whom" the Confuls Were of noforce,they befought him that it would pleafe him to de* 
mand, the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them if he were refol- 
ved to be Emperour ; for that it would be an ad more holy, and juft, if he fhould 
obtainthe fame with their good will, and not in defpight of thofe, who would vouch- 
fafe it him: willingly.

" all thepleafure they could pretend * and that they who would be Lords of an Em- 

B " P» re » ^d need of Arms and men to maintain themfelves, left being weak and un- 
" provided, they (hould be deceived in their expectations. The Senate replied that 
.« they had great ftore of Furniture, and that they would contribute money \ that 
« they had good ftore of Soldiers, to whom they would add their Slaves and give 
« them liberty. But Agrippa replied, Would God, Grave Fathers, that you were a- ^,, ;wu rf , 
« ble to perform the matters you intend * yet will I not fear to difcover that unto i«h tiScnate 
" you, which concerneth you nearly. You know well, that the Army that is with his °? idoa 
" Claudius, confifteth of fuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of 
c: Arms } and that thofe that are to fight on your fide, are but men gathered together; 
cc and fuch as you joyn them with, are the very fcum of your Slaves, who are both 

c cc untraftable and untrained. We fhall therefore enter fight againft expert Soldiers and 
« commit our Fortunes to fuch men as fcarcely know how to draw their Swords : I ra- 
t: ther think it fit that we fend unto Claudius fuch men, as may perfwade him to give 
« over the Empire. And to perform this Meffage, „behol4my felf in a readinefi to be 
" commanded by you. 

To thiseffeft fpake v Agrippa ; and hereunto t^Seflators agreed, arid ferit him to Jferi^wKh 
Claudius, appointing him others to accompany him. - As foon as he came to Claudius {*"e«l«rs,is 
he fecretly difcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, arid gave him in' Z c ° OM " 
ftruclions to anfwer and carry himfelf like an Emperour, and to fhew his Dignity and cw;«.'san- 
Power. Whereupon Claudius gave the Ambafiadours this;^nfwer 5 « That he won- fwcr to ihe 

p « dred not that the Senate were fo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign in A ' Dballjdoni 
" regard of that cruelty which the fore-pafled Emperours had ufed to their deftru'ai- 
« on. But for the prefent they fhould ,tafte. of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
« Rule 5 and they fhould live under the Government of fuch an one, who although id 
" name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in effect he would govern all things . 
" by their difpofuion. For which caufe, he wifhed them jn no fort to diftruft him, 
« whom, as they themfelves could witnefs, they had feen *ud known to have dealt 
"virtuoufly and juftly in many Affairs, although the ftate .of times had been far 
" difterent. Thofe that were fent from the Senate hearing thefe words, returned back 
again. But Claudius inftantly affembled his Army, and exacted an Oath of Fidelity The So!di ;r ; , 

E from them ' bellowing on every one of them who were of his Guard in way of Largefs, o^luakcm 
five thoufand Drachma's, amounting to fome twenty five Pound a man, of our fterling 
money. He prefented their Captains alfo with Prefents anfwerable to their Qualities, 
promifing to perform no lefs bounty to all the reft, in what place foever they were. 
Hereupon the Confuls affembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Victorious, 
before day, and fome of them hid themfelves through the fear they had of that which 
fhould be fpoken : Others departed out of the City, and reforted to their Countrey 
Farms, forefeeing with themfelves theiffue of all thefe things ; and perceiving that 
their hope of Liberty was loft, they thought it far better for them to be exempt from 
danger, and to pafs their life in quietnels, though it were with Subjection, than tobe 

F altogether uncertain of their fecurity and fafety, by maintaining the Dignity of theSc 
nators : Yet, about a hundred of them drew themfelves together, and no more. No\v 
whilft they were confulting upon that which they were to do, they fuddenly heard a The soldiers 
Ihout ot Soldiers that were affembled round about them, requiring the Senate to chufe rcc l uir * a M °- 
them an Emperour, and not to fuffer iheir State to be loft through a multitude of Go- T' ch a V he < 
vernours i and to this effect fpake they, left the Government fhould be given to divers, 
and not to one. This courfe of theirs gave little content to the Senators, both in re- 
gard of the Iofs of that Liberty which they expected, as through the good liking they 
had of Claudius ; notwithstanding, there were fome that pretended /ome hope to be Some a^a 
advanced, both in refpect of the Nobility of their Race, as in regard of their Alliance fhc ^ m F irc - 

G that they had by Marriage with the Cefars. For, Marcus Minucianus, a man of himfelf 
of Noble defcent, and who had married Julia, Caius's Sifter, ftood up to demand the 
Sovereign Government 5 but the Confuls reftraincd him, alledging excufe upou excufe;

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rs^yV^O Another, Minutiananus alfo, one of C*/"«/s Tutors, withdrew Valeriut Afiaticns from H 
7^ j/urwftbt thinking on thofe things : And there had happened as great a (laughter as had ever 
"fa'cw'. been heard of > had a °y of thefe had the liberty to defire the Empire, or oppofe them- 
NMivitt. 4 ? • ftlves againft Claudius. For amongft others, the Fencers, who were of no fmall number, 
LS>T\J they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joyned themfelves together with the Army. They 
therefore, that pretended to demand the Empire, gave over their Suit, partly in the 
Cities behalf, partly for their own private fecurity. 

About break of day Chareas and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Soldiers 5 and made figns to them, that he would fpeak with them, but 
they made a great noife to cut them off from proceeding any farther, for all of them 
were earneftly bent to have an Emperour and Sovereign Lord 5 and required with all I 
expedition, that they might have one proclaimed and known. So the Senate under- 
ftood, by the Soldiers difdaining its Authority, that it was impoflible to re-eftabli(h 
the Republick^ and on the other fide, the Soldiers mif-regarding fo worthy an Af. 
fembly, was unfufferable to Charcot and his Confederates againft Cains. At length, 
Choreas being unable to conceal his Paffion, and hearing that they asked for a Mo- 
narch, proraifed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Token 
from Eutychus, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Caius had loved 
extreamly 5 in fo much as he employed his Soldiers in fervile Labours, as to build 
him Stables for his Horfes, betides feveral other reproaches, threatning them that he 
would bring them Claudius 's head 5 and told them that it was aftiame, after having R 
taken the Empire from a Fool and a Mad man, to give it to a Block-head. Yet none 
The Soldiers of thefe words could divert them from their purpofe 5 but all of them drew their 
withiiifphyed Swords, and with difplay*d Colours, .marched towards Claudius, to unite themfelves 
toc?wS?' r with th ° re 5 who had alr ead y bound themfelves by an Oath, to ferve him faithful. 

ly. So that the Senate was abandoned, and deftitute of all defence ; and there was 
no difference betwixt private men' and Contois. All of them were aftonifhed and 
confufed, not knowing what to do, becaufe they had thus provoked Claudius's dif- 
pleafure againft them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teftimony of 
the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon Sabitrus, one of 
StUmu rather thofe who had murthered- Caius, arofe, and protefted, that he would fooner cut his 1 
cimieth death own throat, than confeht to the eftablifhment of Claudius, ,or behold with his eyes, 
oi c/W/'r themifery and thraldom, of his Countrey < : Helikewite encouraged Choreas 5 telling 
him that hedeferved very little by cuttingoff Caius, if he thought to live without 
the Liberty of his Countrey. To which he" anfwered, that he made no account of 
his life 5 yet that he intended to found Claudius^ mind, and with this refolution they 
3. Vompnm concluded. Mean while forae of the Senators thought on every fide to break through 
SluKh-.'s' lhe midft and thickeft opthe Sold « e r s 5 to g° and do reverence and homage to Clou- 
reiorltoOMi- dins : amongft whom was Fompeius one of the Confuls, whom the Soldiers accuf- 
<?>«>. ed to be one of the principal Actors to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty ; 

and they drew their Swords againft him 5 and if Claudius had not reftrained them, m 
they had furely difpatched him : BUt he made him fit down by him, and by that 
means delivered him from thedanger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 
were not entertained thus honourably 5 but fome of them were wounded, even then 
when they prefTed forth to falute Claudius .- Apomus retired himfelf fore wounded, 
CUuJUk is and tnc refr were m g reat danger to Iofe their lives. But King Agrippa drawing near 
pcrfwaJcd by unto Claudius, defired him to ufe as much lenity as was poffible in him towards the 
^riupa.m Senators 5 for that if any mifchief (hould betide them, he (hould have no other per- 
lorsmor?'' 3 fons to command. To the which Counfel of his Claudius gave place, and affembled 
mildly. the Senate in the Palace, caufing himfelf to be carried thorough the City in the com- 
pany of his Soldiers, who marched before him, keeping back the common people, 
But amongft thofe that killed Caius, Choreas and Sabinus were come out into the ftreets, 
notwithftanding, they were forbidden by Vollio, whom not long before, Claudius had 
made Captain of his Guard. And as foon as Claudius came into the Palace, whither 
he affembled his friends, he pronounced fentence againft chareas. For although 
his action was accounted both generous and noble, yet he was condemned for this, be- 
caufe lie was perfidious 5 whereupon he was adjudged to die, to give example too- 
thers, to the end that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live in lafety. He was 
Tinfetim therefore led to his death with Lupus, and divers other Romans. It is (aid of Ch&ress, 
ni.iithe:cj that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he expreffed, not only in 
Cjimivc ik t hat he changed not his countenance, but alfo by the reproaches which he gave Lupus, O 
ccmd - who wept. For when Lupus was putting off his CI oaths, and complained of the cold that 
he felt,he taunted him rhus,alluding to his name,which was Lupus 5 That never any cold 
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A did harm to a Wolf. Furthermore, when he came to the place of Execution, where r\J^\ 
a great number of people were gathered together to behold the fpecbele, he asked fe ^ w •/ th * 
the Soldier that was appointed to behead him, if he were a cunning headf-man, and^'^j 
. whether he had a new S^vord ; wifhing him to ufe that wherewith he murthered Caius. NjZxit^ 4 ,*! 
His death was happy, for he received but one ftroke $ whereas Lupus was faint-hearted <-^V"\J 
and received divers, becaufe he ftretched not out his neck freely. Some few days af- 
ter, at fuch time as the Pvomans folerrinized their Expiations, and that every one ho- 
noured the memory of his dear Friend, they gave Chsrcas a part of that honour, and 
caft his portion into the lire 5 faying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
whereof they Were guilty towards him. Thus ended Ch<creas his Life. But for Sabinut, 

B although Claudius had not only abfolvcd him, but alfo fuffercd him to exercife his Or- 

fice, as he had done before ; yet he thought that he (hould do amifs, and againft Ju- SabimukiU 
fticc, if he fulfilled h'fc Faith to his Afibciates and Confederates ; forwhich caufe h c I«h himfelf, 
Ihortned his own days, thrufting his Sword through his own bodyj to the very hilts. 



CHAP. IV. 

Claudius the Emperour cenfirmeth Agrippa in his Kingdom, adding Judaea and Sama- 
C ria thereunto : He givcth the Kingdom of Chalcis to Herod, Agrippa's Brother 3 

and mahjth Ed/3 J in favour of the Jews. 

ONe of the firft things that Claudius did after his eftablifhment in the Empire, was 
to dilband thofe Soldiers whom he fufpedred ; and pubiifhed an Edict, by which °'f kj ^' 
he confirmed the Kingdom to Agrippa, that Caius had given him, accompanying hi i "2iijtt?l.' S ' 
bounty with many Praifes 5 adding moreover unto his Government all that which his chuJi'u, giv- 
Grandfather had poflefled ; towit, Judsa and Samaria, which in that they were as one eih 'r /f Z r ,Vt J » 
Lawful Inheritance,appertained unto him.He gave him alfo out of his own Dominions, ^" Jt ^Xil"fa-. 
Abela,itid all the Countrey about Li banus, that in times pnft appertained toLyfanias.Arid mj','s Coun- 
D he caufed the Alliance that was paft betwixt them, to be engraven and regiftred in an Cl< 7- 
open place or the City of Rome. He took from Ant iochus the Kingdom that he had, and ^"tiocbui 
gave him in exchange 0 portion of Cilicia and Comagena. He fet Alexander Lyfimachut j^S of c * fl »** 
Alcbarchaat liberty, who had been his old Friend, and fometimes Governour in Ara- Alexander 
bra, and once his Mother Antonia^s Steward ; who had been committed Prifoncr i?ftm*cbus 
through Caius's difpleafure, and efpoufed Bernrce, Agrippa's Daughter, to his Son ^ ltl >* Tsh *> 
Marcus ; which after thedeath of Marcus, vvhodied before he was married^ was after- 
wards married with her Father Agrippa's allowance, xoHerodhh Brother, for whom A' ihroJ,^. 
grippa begg'd of Claudius the Kingdom of Chalcis. At that very time, the Jews that &pp*'s Bro- 
were in the City of Alexandria, mutined againft the Greeks : For after Caius's death, ^"r,"^^ 
£ the Nation of the Jews which had been opprefled during his Reign, and injurioufly f « .° " 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which caufe Sedition in 
Claudius gave Commiffion to the Governour of Egypt, to pacify and appeafe that Up- ^!^^ a ' 
roar. He fent alfo his Letters Patents into Alexandria and Syria, at the requeft of the Greek and 
two Kings, Agrippa and Herod, to this effect : Jews. 

Tiberius Claudius Caefar Auguftus Germanicus, Father of the people, bgnifieth this SlalSfatw 
that followeth : TJnderJianding that the Jews Inhabit ants in Alexandria, and for that of the Jews in 
caufe called Alexandrines,, have at all times enjoyed the fe If fame Privileges of the City, ^Alexandria, 
rvhich the ancient and firll Alexandrines have had : Which Favours they have obtained by 
the Leave of thofe Vrinces that were our Predeceffors, as it hath been plainly made known 
f unto us, as well by Letters which have been written unto us, as by confirmed Decreet : And 
that fince Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Cxfar Auguftus, their Privileges 
have continued in force during the feveral Succejfions of many of our Governours 5 which 
Rights of theirs have never been called in queftion, no not in that time when Aquila was 
Governour in Alexandria : Since in like fort Catfar Auguftus hath not letted them, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was dead, they might ejlablifly other Suhjlitutes and 
Governours in his place ; commanding that all of them fliould yield him obedience inobjer- 
vationof their Laws and Cufioms, without confiraint or impulfton to do any thing contra- 
ry to their Religion. Tct notwithftanding, the Alexandrines have mutined againft the" 
Jews, being in the City of Alexandria, in the time of the Emperour Caius, by reafon of ihr. 
Q folly and frenzy of Caius, whodifgraced and opprejfed the Nation of the Jews, becaufe 
they would not violate their Religion, nor acknowledge the faid Caius for a God. Our 
Will and Pleafure is, that no one of the Privileges of the Nation of the Jews be abohfhed If

M®." 1 thc } K ' the whole World, was to this effect : Tiberius Claudius Casfar Auguftus Germanicus 
lews' fcattcr- H & J PrieSi 9 Father of tht people, eletted Conful the fecond time, fignifieth that which en. 
c-J thorough fucth. Our well-beloved Friends^ the Kings, Agrippa andHerod, have required us that 
the u ho' - Lm xce will permit all thofe Jews that live ttnder the Roman Empire, to ufe the fame Laws and 
t nic ' Privileges which they have ufed heretofore,, as we have granted to the Jews that dwell in A- t 

lexandria. Which Suit of theirs ree have willingly granted , not only in favour of thofe 
that require the fame, but a/Jo for that I thinly them worthy of fuch a favour ; for whom I 
have been entreated, in regard of the fidelity and friendfliip they have always exprejfed to~ 
wards the Romans. My pie afire therefore is, that no City, either Grecian or otherwife, 
pull deny any privilege, from whence they pall be excluded 5 for that fince the Emperour 
Auguftus, they have never been exempted from them. Itfiandeth wit hreafon therefore, 
that henceforth the Jews that live under our Empire, of what place foever they be, may ob- 
ferve their ancient Cufioms without any contradiUion : Giving them to understand, that 
hereafter they ufe our Clemency fo much the more moderately, without negle&ing the Re- 
ligion of other Nations, in retaining their own. And our will is, that this prefent Or- £ 
dinance be publifhcd by the Magifirates of Cities, Colonies and Countreys of Italy, and 
be fent unto Kings and Foreign Princes, by fit Ambajfadours, within thirty days at the leafi 
to the end that theypould be in fuch fort fit up, that they may be feen and read by all thofe 
that paj's by. " , . . 



CHAP. V. 

King Agrippa goeth to his Kingdom, and putteth his Chain, being a token of his Im- 
prifonment, into the Sacred Treafury of the Temple of Jerufalem. He providethfor , 
the Dignity of the High Vrieflhood : He ts highly difpleafedat the Dorites infolence, 
who had caufed Gefar'j Statue to be erefted in the Jews Synagogue. 

YXY thefe Edicts of Claudius Cafar, which he lent both to Alexandria, and other 
ah LAfxipya |j parts of the World, it plainly appeareth how well affected he was towards the 
Hjohts Kmg N ai i on 0 f tnc Jews. And prefently after this, after he had dignified Agrippa with all 
kinds of Honour, he fent him back into his Kingdom, to govern the fame 3 command- 
ing all his Prefidents and Lieutenants in his Provinces, thorough which he was to pals, 
to give him a friendly and honourable Convoy. But he, having wifely and happily 
dilpatched his Affairs, returned in all hafte. Asfbon as he came to Jerufalem, he of- m 
fered his Sacrifices of Thankfgiving which he had vowed, without omitting any thing 
that was commanded by the Law. He caufed alfo divers Nazarites to cut off their 
,. hair, and offered in Gift that Chain of Gold that Caius had given him 5 which was of 
GoScLi" thc fame we 'g ht the ^on Chain was of, wherewith his Royal hands were manacled, in 
over the Trea- memory of the Adverfity he had part, andtheTeftimony of the exchange thereof into 
fun chamber better Fortune; commanding that it fhould be hanged up in the Temple, and over 
m theTempie. the chamber of the Treafury, to teftifie unto thofe that lhould behold it, that the 
higheft Eftates are fubject to alterations 5 and that God can raife men again, from Ob- 
fcurity, to happy Fortune. For this Chain that hanged in thc Temple, being confe- 
cratedtoGod, manifeftly expreffed unto all men, that King Agrippa was upon a very N 
fmall occafion, deprived of his former Dignity, and made Prifoner ; and then a little 
while after that, he being delivered from his Bonds, was railed and exalted to a fa- 
mous Kingdom ; to fignifie thereby, that Humane Affairs are of that nature, that that 
which is the greateft, may be eafily overthrown ; and that which is declining, may 
recover again its ancient Honour and Dignity. When therefore Agrippa had duely 
sh,,o» the Son and devoutly acknowledged Gods mercies, he depofed the High Prieft Theophilus the 
IhcSuvibco- Son ^ Ananut 5 and beftowed that Honour on Simon furnamed Canthara, the Son of 
/*i/im's room. Boethus. This Simon had two Brothers, and Boethus was their Father, whofe Daugh- 
lUu -s R„f- ter had been married to King Herod, as heretofore it hath been mentioned. Simon 
j*«,,ch* P *. held the Priefthood with his Brethren and his Father, as the three Sons of Simon, Q 
High Prieft, Son of Onias had done, during the Empire of the Macedonians, as we 
have declared in our former Books. After the King had given order for the Priefthood,

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A he thought good to recompence the good affection that they of Jerujalem had born un- /"XJK^y 
to him 5 for which cauie, he acquitted them of thofe Tributes that every Family paid, 7he ftlx 
knowing that it became him to (hew kirtdnefcunto them, who had been faithful and l/^'clS',' 
well affected towards him. He created Silas, who had been his Companion in many Nativity Ji. 
dangers 5 Generalof all his Army. Not long after 3 certain young men that were Dorites, U^V^V-» 
under the colour of conftancy in cafe of Religiotijwho alfo had daily exprelled the fame 
in their actions and unbridled radinefs, brought the Image of Co; far into trie Temple of Tributes to 
the Jews, and erected it in that place 5 which infolence of theirs highly offended A- thofe of ?er«. 
grippt, who conftrued it as an Act that tended to the abolition of thc Religion of their 
Countrey : For which caufe, with all expedition he repaired to Petronius, who was Go- ThTboritcs 
B vcrnour of Syria ; and complained againft: thofe Dorires, who was no left difpleafed place ojVs 
with the action, than he himfelf. For he fuppofed that fuch breach of Religion, was the f"'" 61 "^^ 
means to further Impiety, and for that caufe he wrote to thofe which had attempted tlw jf5? and 
this Innovation, fbmewhat (harply to this effect following. thereby vehe-

CHAP. VI. 

Petronius , Governour of Syria'/ Letter to thc Dorites, concerning the Emperour s 
Q Statue, which they caufed to be creSed in the Jews Synagogue. King Agrippa 

bellowelhthe High Priefthood on Matthias. Marfius is made Governour of Syria. 

PUblius Petronius, Lieutenant to Tiberius Claudius Ca?far Auguftus Germanicus, to ^AHju «r.y. 
the Magifirates of the Conntrey of Dona, health.- Whereas Cjefor hath pitbliped an F ^""^ he 
Edi&, by which he permitteth the Jews to live according to their Laws and Cufioms, fame £ori"sto°ferid 
or.e amongfi you have been fo prefumptuous as to contraditf the fame in cjfett (although in them to him, 
words you protefl that you obey him) and do all that which you can, to hinder the Jews from who have bro- 
enjoying their Synagogue, in fo much as in the fame you have fet up Cxfor's Image 3 not only ^^" T * 
thereby oppofing your felves againfi the Jews, but alfo againft the Emperour himfelf 5 whofe 
p Image might have been better placed in his own Temple, than in a Foreign Temple : And 
you have placed it in their Synagogue, whereat by right, every one ought to be mafter of his 
place, according to Cajfar's Judgment : For it ftjould be very ridiculous in me to aUedge 
mine, own judgment after that of Caefar'r, who hath granted the Jews the liberty to live ac- 
cording to their own Laws and Cufioms, and hath commanded that they fhould converfc 
in equal freedom amjng the Greeks. For thefe canfes I command you, that they who have 
been fo bold as to contemn AuguftusV Decree (againfi whom their own Magifirates have 
been cliff leafed } excujing ihcmf elves that this accident happened not by their motion, but 
by the fury of the common people) be brought before me by the Captain Proculus Vitellius, 
to yield a reafon of that which they have done 5 exhorting the Magifirates, that if they 
g will not be accounted Parties in this Contempt, they endeavour to difcover thofe that are 
guilty to Proculus, and give order that no Sedition or Violence be offered thereupon. Which 
notwithstanding it fcemeth that they tffe& t although we and the mofi honoured King A- 
grippa, whom I tak\e for my good and fpecial Friend, endeavour nothing more i than that 
the Nation of the Jews fhould not affemble, and take Arms, under colour of their defence. 
And to the end, that whatfoever Auguftus hath ordained concerning this matter, may be 
the better kftown unto all men, I have added his Edi& which he publifhcd in Alexandria : 
And. although they are fufficiently known unto all men, yet hath the mofi honoured King A- 
grippa read them unto me, when I fate in my Tribunal Seat , concluding, according to 
right, that the Jews ought not to be excluded nor kindred from enjoying thofe benefits t 
f which are granted unto them by Caefar : I therefore charge all men, that henceforward they 
take heed left they feek^ any occafion of Mutiny or Sedition, and that everyone live accord' 
ing to his Religion. See here how Petronius proceeded in this matter, both to amend 
that which was paft, and alfo to prevent that which was to come, that none fhould be 
fo bold to attempt the like. After this, Agrippa took the Priefthood from Simon Can- . 
thara, and gave it again to Jonathan the Son of Ananus, whom he efteemed to be more fonof^w- 
worthy than the other. But Jonathan declared that he was not defirous of this Dig- tm isrertored 
nity, for in effect he refufed it ; faying, 0 King, I mofi willingly acknowledge the honour 
which it pleafeth you to bcfioiv upon me and know well that it is a Dignity, which of your f u °f ct hu"anT 
own free will you bellow upon me 5 notwithfianding that, Godjudgethme unworthy. It praycth that 
G fijjrcetb me, that I have once been invefied with the Sacred Habit : For at that time I his Brother 
wore it with more holinefs, than I can now receive it at this prefent 5 yet notwithliand- ^11^^ 
it*g 9 if it pleafe yon to k*iow ont that is more worthy of this honour than my felf m .

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f-V^-Vw^ > / will inform you of one. My Liege, I have a Brother, who towards God and you j t [] 
fy'Jj" °f thi pure and innocent, whom 1 dare contotend unto you for a mojlfii man for that Dignity, 
aftlr ' ck»>*' The King took great pleafure in thefe his words, and leaving Jonathan, he beftowed 
Nithit?.

up the courttfies he hath employed on another man. At length, Silas grievoufly pro- 
voked the King's difpleafure againft. himfelf, that rather fubferibingto bis wrath, than 
his wit, he not only difpoffeffed Silas of his General's place, but alio fent him bound 
into his Countrey, there to be held Prifqner. Yet notwithstanding, time affwaged 
this difpleafure •■> and the King taking it into better consideration, and remembring 
what Silas had endured in his behalf, he revoked the Sentence that he pronounced.

<c have always fliewed untohim : but he hath altogether abufed me, if he thinks that 
cc hecanreftrainmefromfpeaking freely, he deceiveth .f'mfelf. For my Confcience 
tc knoweth how many hazards I have delivered him fror , and as long as I breath, I 
te will ring in all men's ears, how much I have endured fo» his Confervation and Ho- 
cc nour, in recompence whereof I am this day in BonH ^ua (hut up in an obfture Pri- N 
" fbn, which I will never forget. Yea, and when my foul fhall depart out of this bo- 
tc dy, (he fhall bear with her the remembrance of thofe benefits I have employed on 
cc him. Thcfe words fpake he with a loud voice, defiring them to relate the fame un- 
to King Agrippa 5 who feeing that he was grounded in an incurable folly, left him in 
Prifon. 

iJpifpa for- After this, the King began to fortifie the Walls of Jerufaletn, on the fide of the new 
v'j et M the f rt Town, u P on tne common charge ; encreafing them both in length and breadth : which 
,ujiiL ^ ne m 'ght have thoroughly finilhed, it had been an invincible Fort. But Marfus the 
cWmi com- Govemour of Syria, acquainted Cafar what the work was 5 and Claudius fufpecting fbme 
inandcth-.y- Commotion, wrote exprefly to ^gr//»p^,commanding him thence-forward to defift from 0 
from^u'ifdi^ f urtner building of the Walls, according to that form wherein he began 5 whereunto he 
the Walk 0 would not difbbey. This King Agrippa was of nature fb ready to cxercife Liberality, 
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A and took fo great pleafure to ufe his magnificence tbWards all forts of Nations, that '^A^S' 
the great expenees he was at, obtained him great reputation. So that his whole plea- 14 '** 
Jure and delight was, to fhew courtefie unto all men, and to purchafe good efteera, X cMtV' 
being every way different in nature arid difpofitton from King Herod his Predeceflbr 
For Herod was naturally malicious, extream in punilhing, and irrecohcileable to^^^ 
thofe with whom he was difpleafed, mahttcftly expreffing that he loved theGreclahs 
better than the Jews. For he beautified thofe Cities that belonged to ftrangers and Jews more 
gave them money, and erefted them Baths, and fumrituous Theatres, and Temples ** H « a 
and in fome of them Galleries : but as for the Cities of the Jews, he beflowed hot this* 
bounty on any of them, no not theleaft reparation or gift that was worthy the fpeakinc 
B of. Contrariwife King Agripg* was very courteous and affable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men. He was courteous unto ftrangers, any teftified no lefs by the 
bounty he beftowed on them. To his Countrey-men he behaved himfelf affably and 
efpecially he was merciful to all thofe that were in mifery. For which caufe his'ordi- 
nary Court, and the place he took moft pleafure in, was Jerufaleni. He was a dili- 
gent obferver of the Laws of his Countrey, and lived religioufly, and with as great 
piety as was poffible : Neither paffed there one day, wherein he offered not Sacrifice. 
It happened at one time, that a certain cunning Lawyer, who was called Simon, zw&siiuk** 
dwelt in Jerufaletn 5 had aflembled the people by reafon of the King s abfence, who v 
for the prefent was in Cefarea : In which Affembly he alledged many things dgainft SS-, v?ho 
C him, that he was a prophane man, and that upon juft caufe he was forbidden to enter enving par- 
the Temple, in that it was not lawful nor decent for thofe that were unclean to enter is recori ~ 
thereinto. Thefe words of Simon's, thus wrongfully fpoke againft him, Were fignified " nr ° 
to the King by Letters fent by the Governour of the City: When therefore, he fate 
him down in the Theatre, he commanded that very Simon to fit next him 5 and in 
peaceable and kind manner, he : fpake thus unto him : Tell me, I pray thee, what feejt 
thou worthy of reprehenfion, or done contrary to Law, in that which is done here? Simon 
Saving not any f hing to reply, befought him to pardon him. The King grew frierfds 
with him far fooner than it could be imagined 5 refolving with himfelf, that mercy 
doth far better become a King than wrath 5 and that moderation is mote requifite, 
D than cruelty 5 fo that after he had beftowed certain Prefents on Simon, he dtimifled 
fa». Now, alehoogb he had many reparations in divers places, yet he honoured thofe 
of Btritb above all the reft, and budded them a Theatre furpaffing all other in fum- ^T F i ho ' 
ptuoufnefeand beauty: And befides that, lie made them a fumptuous Amphitheatre, Swith W 
and Baths, and Porches no ways inferiour. The Dedication alfo, of fhefe things were Ormmena; 
celebrated with great pomp and magnificences he alfo made great Shews and Plays 
in the Theatre, m which there were all forts of Mufick and Recreations 5 expreffing in 
all things the greatnefiof his Magnificence ; and being defirous to delight the people 
with a Combat, he gathered all the Malefactors that he could get, and made two feve- 
ral Companies of feven hundred a piece, aud brought them together to fight, to the end 
E that in skirmilhing they might receive their punifhment ; and befides, that by this 
Warlike Exercife, he might prefent the people with a Part-time, concluded with the 
punifhment of wicked men 5 for they fought fodefperately, that not one of them came 
off afive. 

After that he had finifhed thefe above-uamed Buildings in Beritb, he reforted to 7?- HeJuts R«f- 
beriat, a. City of Galilee, and was admired of all the other Kings, fo that Antiochus King fin* 
of Comagena came to vifit Jlini : The like did Samftgeran, King of the Emefenians, Co. 
*//_Kingof Armeniathe lefs, and Polemon Lord of Ponfus : And befides all thefe, Herod 
Prince of Chalets, and his Brother : All whom he received and entertained moft mag- 
nificently and amiably, to fhew his greatnefs ; fo the end, that all men might perceive 

F that he was defervedly honoured with the prefence of fb many Kings. And whilft thefe 
Princes were with him, Marfus the Governour of Syria vififed him likewife, whom, to 
the end he might exprefs the reverence he bare to the Romans, he met with, feven fur- 
longs off from the City. This interview of fb many Kings, was the original of that dif- *-*ty'W* «« 
content that grew betwixt him and Marfus $ who feeing all thofe Kings that came. to di - r ft feJ r 
fee Agrippa, fitting in the fame Charriot with him, fufpected fuch Concord and fo great ?« feU^a-- 
Amity 5 fuppofing that this agreement of fbmany Kings, would be no Ways profitable way the Kings 
or beneficial tothe Romans. For which caufe heprefeotly fent unto them, charging 
them with all expedition, to return each of them into their own Countreys : Which 
ftridt Commiffion, Agrippa took fo ill, that he never had any kindnefs for Marfus after- ali *l>< h *p T- 

G wards. He took the Priefthood from Matthias, and gave it to JElionaus the Son of 

Cttkens. After he had reigned three whole years over Judaea, he came to Ctfarea, made High

Whereupon, . a company, of bale Sycophants (whofe 
J^^nJhe flatteries do ufually poyfon the hearts of Princes) cried out thus : Be merciful unto us - 
Theatre for a hitherto we have feared thee as a man, but henceforward we wilf confefs arid acknowledge 
God, and fpi- thee to be of a Nature more excellent than Mortal Frailty can attain unto, Agrippaueproy- 
which the* ed " lnem not *° r u ^ Q g tnefe wor ^s 5 neither rejected he their palpable and detectable 
German fore Flattery, as he ought to have done. But not long after, he looking upwards, perceiv- 
toid him of e£ j an Owl over his head, pearched upon a cord, and knew prefently, that he was but • 
after hJflwuld a meflenger of his misfortune;whereas formerly he had denounced unto him his felicity, 
die. and conceived thereupon a moft hearty and inward grief: And mddenly he was fazed* 

with a terrible griping in his belly, which began with very great vehemency : For 
which caufe, turning his eyes towards his friends, he fpake unto them after this man- 
ner : Behold him ((aid he) whom yon ejieem. for a God, condemned to, die , and dejliny 
fhall apparently convince you of thofe flattering and falfe fpetches, which you have lately uftd 
in my behalf : For I, who by yon have been adored as one immortal, am under the hands of 
death. But I muji willingly cntertainthat which God pleafetb to fend me : For I have mkt 
lived in obfeurity, but info great and wonderful felicity, that each one of you have heldnik 
happy. < • . ' K 

Whilft he fpake thus, his griefs augmented in fuch fort, that he was brought almoft 
to his laft 5 for which caufe, he was with all expedition conveyed into his Royal Pa. 
lace, and the rumour was fpread in every place, that very (hortly he would be dead. 
For which caufe the people, with their Wives and Children, put on Sack-cloth, accoc-* 
ding to the cuftom of the Countrey, to the end they might folicit God's Mercy on the 
King's behalf 5 and all the City was filled with tears and lamentations. The King that 
lay in an upper Chamber, . and looking down into the Court, (aw them lying thus on 
the earth, could not refrain from tears. And after he had, , for the fpace of five days 
without ceafing, been tormented with griping in his belly, he gave up the Gboft, in 
the fifty fourth year of his Age, and the feventh year of his Reign : for he had relgm .

CHAP. II. 

Izates, King of Adiabena, and£ueen Helena his Mother, embrace the Religion of 
the Jews.- Their ftngular^ Piety, i and the great Attions of this Prince whom God 
prote&svifibly., /fadus, Governour of Juctea, punifieth a man and his followers, 
who deceived the Jews. 

HcMo V litif- A T that time Helena Queen of Adiabena, and her Son Izates conformed themfely« 
fima.cap.z f\ to the Religion of the Jews, upon this occafion that enfueth : Monobazus King 
^iiias y. of A diabcna t who was alfo called Bazcos, having fallen deeply in love with his Sifter 
SJ Helena, married her, apd got her with Child. Upon a time it happened, that IJeep- 
SL£ ing with her, he laid bis hand on her belly, whilft foe lay alleep .5 and he thought 
begctteth two lhat he heard a voice that commanded him to take away his hand from oft her belly, 
^Si^f 'l^hethould crulh the Fruit that was therein, which by God s Providence foould 
Mombj ' have a happy beginning, and no.lefs fortunate ending. Monobazus was much trouW- 
and Lutet. e d at this voice, and as foon as he awoke, he told it to his Wife 5 and afterwards, 
when the Child was born, he called him Izates. Befides, he had another elder Son \j 
by the fame Wife, who was called Monobazus, according to his own name. And he 
had alfo other Sons by his other Wives ; yet notwithstanding, Izates was moft mam- 
fcftly his beft beloved, and focheriftied by him, as if he had been his only begotten 
Son 5 for which caufe, his other Brothers envied him. The Father mamfeftly per- • 
ceived all this, yet he pardoned them 5 knowing that they did it not for malice, but 
for the defire that every one of them had to be beft efteemed by his Father. Not- 
withftanding, being afraid left fome mif-hap lhould betide Izates, by reafon of the ha» 
Uaus fen to tied his Brethren bare unto him, he gave him many great Gifts, and fent him to if 
jw h f merigus, who reigned at that time in a Fort called spaftnus 5 committing bis Son s lite 
SSto into his hands. Abemerigus alfo, entertained him very kindly ; and loved him fo, „ 
nwL-a. that in procefs of time he gave him Samacha his Daughter to Wife s and for her uow- 
ry, he gave him a Countrey of great Revenue. . 
car™ very Monobazus being old, and feeing he had not long time to live, deftred before nis 
fruitful in«>* death, thathis Son might come and vifit him 5 he therefore fent for him, an J r . ecel ^ 
S'thcRc- ed him very lovingly, giving him a Countrey which he called Catron, which bnngetn 
! kes of A'ojh forth great abundance of Odoriferous Plants. In this place was the remainder ot tne 
A, k- are to Le Ar j c> in w hi c h Noah was faved, during the Deluge 3 which remnants are to beleen at 
this day, if any man have a defire to behold the fame. Izates remained in that place, 
until his Father's deceafe. But on the very day of his death, Helena fent for all tne 
L ords and Governours of the Kingdom, and Captains of all the Army, and upon tneu w 
aflembly, (he fpake unto them after this manner : " , * 

I pppoje (faid (he) that you are not ignorant of my Husband's mind, who hath M ire *™£ 
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A /zates might be King in his jlead, and hath efteemed hint moft worthy of fuch an honour ifSJ'V./l 
yet I expe& your judgment in this point. For he that receiveth the Sovereignty, not J^j™ "J 
from one mans hand, but from many, and hath the fame confirmed unto him by their con- a f {er 'ch-t/ft 
fent, is happy. Sheufed this difcourje unto them to try what their intent was, who were R«thsty,4 7 . 
there affembled. They under/landing her mind, proftrated themfelves firfl of all upon ^jfV"^ 
the earth before the ghtcen, according to the cuftom of their Country, and afterwards an- rnaJe Kin" by 
fwercd her, that they approved the Kings eleCiion, and tool^ pleajnre to obey Izates, whom his .Mother 
his Father defervedly, and to all their contents and the defire of the common people had ^'"ohir 
preferred above the rcji of his Brethren : alledging moreover, that they would put his Bre- a„j ^.j 1 ' 
thren and Kinfmen to death before his coining, to the end thxt he might enjoy the King- govcrneth 

B dom with allfecurity : for by their deaths all the fear that might grow by their hatred and ^ Kjugdora 
envic might be extinguijhed. Hereunto the gueen anfwered, that fie gave them ihankj, j,V»' 115t ° n ' 
for the favour they bare unto her and her Son Izates .* notwithftanding* jhc required them 
to Jufpend their judgments touching the death of his Brethren^ until fuch time as Izate* 
him/elf Jl.wuld give his con fent thereunto. i 

They leeing they might not obtain the liberty to put them to death, were of opi- 
nion that they fhould be kept prifoners until his coming, to the end that they might 
do him no harm in his abfence; and that moreover, until his coming there might one 
be appointed to govern the State, whom lhe ftiould efteem moft trufty and faithful 
unto him. Whereunto Helena cOndelcended, and made his elder Brother Monobazus 

q King, and fet the Diadem on his head, and gave him his Fathers Seal-ring, with that 
Robe which they cMsampfera ; exhorting him to govern the Kingdom until his Bro- 
thers arrival. Izates having certain notice of his Fathers death, reforted thither fpee- 
dily, and receiving his Brother Monobazus willing furrender, took upon him the 
Government of the Kingdom. 

Whileft Izates was in the Fortrels of Spafinus, a certain Merchant who was a Jew, l;uc> and hr; 
called Ananias ,having accefs to the Kings wives,taught them the manner how to lerve j"^'^'^'^ 
God according to the Religion of the Jews: and Ananias by their means growing f CV vj CC ofc<id 
acquainted with Izates, taught him the like, and accompanied him into Acliubena $ according to 
being drawn thereunto by his earneft intreaties, when Izates reforted thither upon his ^ 1 , 1 ""j t ' r of 

£) Fathers lending for. It chanced alfo that Helena was in likemanner inftrufted by an- r K Jcv s 
other Jew, and retained the Rites and Religion of the Jews. 

After that Izates came into his Kingddm, and knew that his Brethren and Kinsfolk 
were imprifonedj he was much grieved, Conceiving therefore with himfelf that it 
would be a great impiety in him tofuffer them to be put to death, or kept in prifon j 
and that on the other fide, it were a dangerous matter for him, if being at liberty they 
lhould remember the evil they had endured: for this caufe he fent fome of them to r^iwfc.idech 
Romt for Hoftages with their Children unto the Emperour Claudius, and the reft unto [j^Jjjj"* 
Artabanus King of Parthia. Afterwards when he was thoroughly allured that his Mo- ^/ir and" 
ther was wholly addifted to the Religion of the Jews, he endeavoured the more to ^ixttbmw: 

E Ihew himfelf zealous therein : and fuppofing that he could not be a perfedi Jew, ex- f 

cept he werecircumcifed, he prepared himfelf to be circumcifed. Which when his * n ] £ s ^ 1o . e * 
Mother underftood, (he endeavoured to her uttermoft to hinder his refdlution,afluring ther and ^A- 
him that info doing he (hould bring himfelf in great danger; for that in being King, n '\ mai \ l \l^ ■ 
he would draw himfelf into the dillike of his Subjects, if they fhould have notice that C1 ' cuirci 10,1 
he was addicted to a new Religion, and to ftrange Ceremonies, and that they would 
hot endure, that being a Jew, he lhould be their King : fo lhe for a while by her dif- 
fwafion reftrained him from his defire. But the King required of Ananias, who, ac- 
cording with Helena in the courfe of her dillike, threatned Izates, that if he would 
not obey his Mother, he would forfake him, and depart from him, for that he fear- 
F ed, left if the matter ftiould be publickly known, he lhould fuffer fome punifhment, as" 
being the only Author and Inftru&er of the King in undecent matters ; that otherwile 
he might ferve God, although he were not circumcifed 5 fince he had refolved to live 
according to the inftitution and Laws of the Jews, and that God would pardon him : 
for in this, true Religion confifteth more, than in circumcifion of the body, thotlgh hq 
were not actually circumcifed, fince the neceflity and fear of his Subjects over-ruled 
him. By which words the King for that time was perfwaded to proceed no further.But 
a little after (for he was not wholly altered in that affection which he had) another 
Jew called Eleazar , coming from Galilee, and accounted a Learned man in the ^ i [[ i f. r h v , i '' 
Doctrine of our Religion, perfwaded him to be circumcifed. For coming , f)t ),\, c c ;',.. 

G one day unto him , to falute him , he found him reading of the Books of cu.nc»ic.i. 
Mofes , and faid unto him } O King , contrary to your knowledge you offend the

Kjtivity,47. After the King had heard this, he would no longer defer his Circqtncjfion : for 
u ^ v ^-*' which caufe withdrawing himfelf into another chamber, he called a Surgeon unto 
him, who afted that which he required, and afterwards calling his pother and Matter 
Ananias unto him, he told them what had paft : whereupon they grew ftrangely a- 
mazed, fearing the King fhould be in danger to Ibfe his Kingdom, if this action of his 
fhould come to light; for that his Subjects would not endure, that fucha man that 
followed a contrary Religion (hould be their King : They feared alfo, left they rhem- 
Theyth.it re- felves fhould beindanger, forafmuch as the caufe of all this matter would be irnpu- \ 
lyonGod, ted to them. But God by his Providence prevented left any of thofe things which 
and put then t h e y f earec j fhouW cometopafs : for he delivered Izates himfelf and his Children like- 
him! 1 d? al'-" wife out of raan y dangers, yielding them his affiftance in their doubtful and defperate 
ways ,t ip the conditions, declaring in effect that thofe that only put their truft in him, and de- 
icwani < t j )en< j U p Qn ^jj. providence, are never deprived of the fruit «f their Piety. But of 
t lclr l ic:; ' thefe things we will fpeak hereafter. 

j!,:,-,u thr When Helena the Kings Mother perceived that the ftate of the Kingdom was in 
Qiiccii <OZ- peace, and that by all mens opinion, both home-bred and ftrangers, her Son was re- 
diuk na ic- p U tcd happy by the good will of God, fhe was feized with a defire to go and vifrt 
^y7" ; to '' the City of Jcrufalem, and adore God in the Temple, which wasfb much renowned £ 
c'v/,l:"v/'.r. through the whole world, and offer Sacrifice of Thankfgiving therein 3 for which 
caufe (he befought her Son that he would fuffer her to perform her Vows 3 who will- 
ingly condefcended to her defire, and furnifhed her royally with all things that were 
ncceflary for fuch a Voyage 5 giving her a great Sum of Money with her, and bring- 
ing heron her way many days journey: fo that at length fhe arrived in Jerusalem, to 
the great advantage of the Inhabitants of that City. For at that time the 
City was opprefied with a grievous famine , fo that many died for want of 
food 5 for which caufe Queen Helena fent her fervants, fbme into Alexandria to buy 
a great quantity of Corn, the reft into Cyprus to buy dried Figs, who returned with 
all expedition they might, whereupon Helena diftributed the Victuals amoDgft the L 
poor, leaving a lingular memory of her Liberality to the whole Nation. Her Soo 
Izates alfo underftandingof this Famine, fent a great fum of Money to the Governour 
of Jcrufalem. But hereafter I will declare what other benefits the King and Queen 
have beftowed upon ourNation. • 

Now Artabanus King of Parthia, perceiving that the Princes of the Kingdom had 
^Irtjbantti confpircd againft him, refolved With himfelf to go unto Izates, for the fecurity of his 
rttircth him- p Cr f on , hoping by that means, if it were poflible to recover his Kingdom. He there- 
and re<^ireth *° re retired thither, and brought with him about one thoufand men of his Kinsfolk 
hisa ii'ibnce. and domeftick fervants. And by the way he met with Izates, whom he knew very 
well by his Royal Train, notwithftanding he was unknown unto him by countenance, m 
Drawing therefore near unto him, he firft of all humbled himfelf on his kuees, 
according to the cuftom of the Country, and afterwards fpake unto him after this 
manner: 

Dread King, forfake me not who am thy fervant, neither reje& thou my prayers. For be' 
ing deje&ed by means of my misfortunes, and of a King become a private man, I have need 
of thy fuccour. Conftder therefore theinconjiancy of fortune, and thinkjecith thy felf, that by 
providing for me, thou Jhalt provide for thy felf. For if thou makeft no reckoning of the 
wrong that is done unto me,divers men will grow audacious to enterprise upon other Kings. 

Thefe words he pronounced with tears, and with looks fixed upon the ground. 
When Izates had heard Artabanus's name, and faw his humble and fubmiffive condi. N 
hjtfi com- tion, he leapt immediatly from his Horfe, and faid unto him,King,be of good courage, 
fortcth ■ ano » j et not t hy prefent and perplexed condition dishearten thee, as if thy misfortunes 
r^miffcth hf»i vvere irrecoverable. For this fbrrow of thine fhall be fuddenly changed,and thou (halt 
Lis a.'iiiiana. find a better friend and ally, than thou hopeft for at this time : For either I will re- 
poflefs thee of thy Kingdom of Parthia, or I will lofe mine own. This faid, hecaufed 
Artabanus to get on Horfback, and walked by him On foot, yielding him this honour, 
as to a greater King than himfelf. Which when Artabanus faw, he was difcontented, 
and fvvare by his Honour and Fortune to come, that he would fet foot on ground, if 
he would not get up on horfback and ride before him: whereunto he obeyed, and 
mounting upon his Horfe again, he conducted him to his Palace; yielding him all the O 
honor that was polfible, both in his Banquets and in his Afiemblies, not regarding his 
prefent condition, but his former Dignity : confidering with himfelfj that fuch cafual 

misfortunes 
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A misfortunes and changes are incident to all men. Moreover he wrote unto the r^-'S 
Parthians, perfwading them to receive their King Artabanus, alluring them on his z *''^ r 4 , : 
Faith and Oath, that he would obtain a free pardon for all that which was paft, and^ J ' c £^? f 
to that intent he offered himfelf to be an Arbitrator between them. The Parthians %4t,ih™ 7 ' 
gave him this anfwer, that they would not refufe to entertain him, but that they lS\^\J,- 
couldnot: for that one who was called Cinnamus was advanced in his place and pmht 
Dignity, and that they feared left a Sedition fhould happen amongft them. Ginna- ins and pcr 1 - 
mus who was a noble and honourable minded man, knowing that their intent was fwadcth them 
fuch, wrote himfelf unto Artabanus, who had nourifhed and brought him up, exhort- t " ti r r e ^™ 
ing him to return upon his Faith, and to receive again his own Kingdom. Artabanus emmmmxz- 

B upon this Motion gave credit to his words, and returned back again. Whereupon <- oretl1 the 
Cinnamus came forth and met him, and proftrating himfelf before his feet, called " 
him King 5 and afterwards taking the Diadem from off* his own head, he fet it upon "~ J 
Artabanus head 5 who by this means was reftored to his former eftate by Izates me- 
diation, after he Jiad been driven out of his Kingdom by his chiefeft Nobility; And 
he did not forget the favours which he had received at Izates hands, but did him 
all the honour that poffibly he could imagine:for he permitted him to wear the ftraight T ~ Uf > rec-.-iv- 
Tiara, and to fleep upon a gilded Bed, which is a Privilege which belongeth only to nours^and" 10 " 
the Kings of Parthia. He gave him alfb a plentiful and great Country which he had ta- ? ifh uL<A rU - 
kenfrom the King of Armenia. This Country was called Nifibis, where in times paft *••»«'*« hands, 

C the Macedonians had builded the City of Antioch, by them called Mygdonia. ^IXt'tmix 
Prefently after Izates was thus honoured, Artabanus died, leaving his Kingdom to builded bythe 
his Son Vardanes $ who repaired to Izates, praying him to joyn with him in that War Macedonians, 
which he intended to make againft the Romans 5 but he prevailed not with him For ^^"^„ s 
Izates knowing the Romans force and good fortune, imagined that he undertook a je^chflabwr- 
matter beyond his power. Befides, he had fent five of his young Sons to Jerufalem to eth to per- 
learn our tongue and difcipline, and his Mother likewife to adore in the Temple, for ^ v ^c^\Var 
which caufe he the rather held back and difllvaded Vardanes from going againft the ^^the 
Romans, whofe power and conquefts he ordinarily reckoned up unto him, to the Romans, but

D pofed intent of war againft them. But the Parthian was difpleafed with his perfvvafi- " oc " 
on, and for thatcaufedenounced a prefent War againft Izates. But hisenterprize had 
but a fruitlefs iflue ; for God cut off all his hopes. For the Parthians underftanding 
what Vardanes intent was, and how he was refolved to make a War againft the Ro« ^ fr Jr j a . 
mans killed him, and gave the Kingdom to his Brother Gotarza, whom not long after »;< was Ham, 
this, his Brother Vologefus killed by treafon, reftoring to his two Brothers by the Mo- J^JJjjgJjS 
thers fide thefe Provinces, that is to fay, the Kingdom of Media to Pacorus who was | 0 r^™.

E honoured and reverenced by all men, they alfo refolved themfelves to forfake their died think to 
Religion, and to ferve God after the manner of the Jews. But this intent of theirs ' t cceivc tll = 
was difcovered. Whereupon the chiefeft among them grew difpleafed 3 yet they did 6 
not manifeft their defpight, but kept it hidden in their hearts, expecting fome fit oc- 
cafion to revenge themfelves as foon as they might. They wrote alfb to Abias King 
of Arabia, and promifed him great fiims of money, if he would take Arms againft 
their King, promiling him upon the firft charge, they would forfake him, for that they The Adiahc- 
defired to be revenged on him, for having forfaken their Religion. Having therefore JJJJ^te 
confirmed their promife with an Oath,they incited him to raakehafte. The King of A- oiyiruiu 1- 
rabia performed that which they required, and marched forth againft Izates with a gawiU^/c/. 

F great power. And when the firft charge was ready to be given, and before they 
came to blows, all Izates Soldiers forfook him 5 and turning their backs to their ene- 
mies, fled in great diforder , as if they had been furprized with a Panick fear 5 
yet was Izates no ways daunted 5 but having difcovered that it was trea- 
fon and confpiracy of his greateft Peers, he retired alfb into his Camp, where he en- 
quired of the Caufe that they pretended. After he knew that they had plotted with 
the Arabian, he caufed the Confpirators to be put to death : and the next day after 
went out to fight, and killed a great number of his enemies, and conftrained the reft 
to betake them to flight. He purfued their King alfb into a Fort called Arfam, which 
he battered and aflaulted with fuch vigour and diligence, that he took the fame with 

G a great quantity of booty that was therein, and returned to Adiabena with great tri- 
umph : but he took not Abias alive, for he himfelf had prevented his captivity with 
his death. The Lords of Adiabena feeing themfelves fruftratedof their former hopes,in

U^v^ Religion, and had embraced a ftrange Law. The Parthian undemanding hereof, pre- 
The Lords of ^ himfelf for War ? and havingno juft colour or pretext to authorize it, he fent a 
^S'V, rneflengcr unto him to redemand thofe honours which his father had given him 
W»< co kill w h',ch if he refufed, he denounced War againfk him. Kates was not a little troubled 
in his mind, when he underftood this meflage : For he thought that if he fhould re- 
ftore the gifts, he (hould do, hitnfelf great prejudice, for that it would be imagined 
tint he did it for fear 5 knowing on the other fide that if the Parthian fhould recover I 
that which he redemanded, yet he would not be quiet, he therefore commended his ■ 
caufe to God trufting that he would take care of him. And building upon this, that 
the arcateft Rood he might have was to have God to help, he tout his wives and chil- 
dren in a ftrong Ciftle; and his corn in his ftrdngeft Tower : and afterwards burned 
all the hay and forragc : and having after this manner provided for all things he ex- 
pected the approach of his enemy.

bed&us. After Tiberius Alexander, fucceeded Cumanus. Then died Herod, who was after chi/i'i 
Brother to King Agrippa the Great, in the eighth year of Claudius Cefar. He left behind ^ a *j^^i 

C him three Sons 3 Arittobulus, whom he had by his firft Wife, Bernicianus and Hircanus v^v^* 
by ' Bemice, his Brother s Daughter. Claudius Cafar gave this Kingdom to Agrippa the 
younger. During the time that Cumanus governed, there happened a Sedition in jF*« 
d<£a, whereby divers Jews mifcarried. The caufe of all which accidents I will rip up 
from the Original.

A T the timeof theFeaft of r^fduring which time the Jews are accuftomed to » 
J\ feed on unleavened bread) a great number of people affembled themfelves from 
all parts, to the City ofjerufalem. Whereupon Cumanus fearing left, by this occahon, 
there (hould arife fome Commotion, he gave order that a Company of his SoUldiers 
fhould be armed, and (hould keep their Guard in the Porches of the Temple, to the 
end, if any trouble (hould happen, they might reprefs it. Thofe Goverpours, who 
had been his Predeceffors, had done the like in fuch manner of Affembhes. "came

And fome of the boldeft of them uttered ^yM«m- 
certain fpeeches againft Cumanus, faying, that the Soldier was fet on by him i which i l S 0 n v a 
when Cumanus underftood, he was in like majnner grievoufly offended, in regard of mongthepeo- 
thofe injuries 3 yet exhorted thofe, whom he faw too forward, to keep the Peace, pie, whereby 
for fear left a Sedition fhould arife during the time of the Fealt: And feeing they 
would no ways obey him, but contrariwile, they ceafed not to injure and revile him, theirlives. 
he commanded that all the Forces he had (hould be in Arms, and retire themfelves into 
the Fort of Antonia that was near unto the Temple, as we have heretofore declared. 
F The people feeing the armed Soldiers, were afraid, and began to fly h and becaulethe 
places thorough which they iffued, were but narrow, they imagined that they were 
purfued by their enemies 5 fo that they thruft on one another in their fltght, and divers 
of them were thronged to death. In this mutiny there died twenty thoufand men ; ^ ^ 
and after this, inftead of a Feaft, there was nothing but mourning 5 and without be- f J s tc ' mni 
thinking themfelves of their Prayers and Sacrifices, all of them began to weep and la- robbcd in hi* 
ment. So great a mifchief fprung from the infolence of one Soldier. This firft lamen- J™r*y jfi* 
tation was fcarcely finifhed, before a fecond fucceeded the fame. For fome of thofe £^ ure > 
who had a part in this Mutiny, being about a hundred ftades from the City, rpobed fpoSleth the 
one Stephen, that was Coir's Servant, in the Highway, and took from him all that v.iUges n«r 
which he had.

Moreover, he commanded the chief Governours both of the Samaritans "'"^]!^ ai 
and Jews, that they ihould fpeedily repair to Rome 5 whither Cumanus and Captain ^"lllitto 
Ccler fhould conduct them,tothe end they might be judged by Ctjar liimfelf,upon the v c" "- 
information taken on both fides. And fearing left the common people of the Jews 

C fhould break out into fome Rebellion, he repaired to the City of Jerufalem, togivc 
order that the Jews fhould attempt to raife no new ftirs 5 but when he came thither, 
he found all in peace, and bufied in the celebration of the Feaft, and offering Sa- 
crifices to God, according to their accuftomed Ceremonies. Being therefore allured 
that no man would rebel in that place, he left them to their folemnites, and repair- 
ed to Antioch. 

But the Jews that were fent to Rome with Cumanus and the principal Samaritans had cr.b.i>,: 
a day affigned them by the Emperor to decide the differences that were between 
them. Gtimanus and the Samaritans endeavoured all that they might by the media- 
tion of Cafar s friends and freemen, to have the upper hand of the jews 5 and indeed 

D the day had been theirs if young Agrippa had not been at Rome. JFor he feeing that ^ f mQ 
the matter was handled to the difadvantage of the Jews, befought Agrippina the mii'S^-" 
Emperors Wife, that fhe would prevail fb with her Hufband, that he would be pleaP ^//wtointrcac 
ed to take full knowledge of that which was done 5 and that afterwards he fhould t t ^' 3 ^ c h ^ r 
execute due juftice on thofe whom he found guilty of that fedition. Claudius favour- [ h l je". s e ° 
ably gave ear to this requeft : and hearing the whole matter, he found that the Sa- 
maritans were the firft Authors of all thofe mifchiefs, and caufed them to be put to 
death who came before him to plead, and banifhed Cumanus : he gave order alio 
that Captain Celer fhould be fent back to Jerufalem, and that there in fight of all 
the people he fhould be dragged about the City, until he died. He fent Claudius 
E Prlix, ? alias Brother, to govern Jttd<ea. 

In the twelfth year of his Reign, he gave Agrippa, Philip's Tetrarchy, with Batanea 3 i-Uio IS R«f- 
and befides that,. added thereunto Trachonitk and Abila, which in time paft appertain- ^ tc '^' 2 
ed to Lyfanias Tetrarchv, taking from this the Province of Chulcfr, which he had go- c.'i,l/!f-!;/w/.v 
verned for the fpace of four years. After that Agripps had obtained this gift at C<fjar'$ Governour of 
hands, he married his fitter Drufilla to Azizus King of the Emefleniaos, who conlent- f'"'™-, 
ed to be circumcifed, becaufe Epiphanes, Ring Antiochns Son would not give ear unto Uru J' dJ - 
the marriage, for that hercfufed to entertain the Religion of the Jews, although in 
times paft he had promifed his Father no lefs. He gave Mariamne to Archclausfihclcias Zhriamnt, 
Son, who by her Fathers confent was formerly promifed him, on whom he begat a 

F Daughter called Bernice. A little after this, the Marriage of Azizus and Drufilla was 

broken oft' on this occafion following : When Felix governed Jewry, he faw Drufilla j 
and fell in love with her, fhe furpafling all other women in Beauty. He therefore f^"^7£'iV 
fent a certain Magician called Simon, who was born in Cyprus, and one of his great- hcrli'u-kuv!. 
eft friends among the Jews, who perfwaded her to forfake her firft Hufband, and to 
marry Felix, giving her to undcrftand that fhe fhould be happy, if fhe refufed not 
this match. She unadvifed, andrefolvedto rid her felf from the hatred which her 
Sifter Bernice bare towards her (who hated her in regard of her beauty, and for this 
caufe ceafed not to injure her) condefcended to forfake the Religion of the Jews, and 
to marry Felix, by whom fhe had a Son called Agrippa 5 whofe death hereafter I will 

G declare, and how in theEmperour Titus's his time he died, and was burned in the 
fire of the Mountain Vcjnvius with his Wife.

ny. defpite againft him, having not been afhamed to publifh fuch impudent lies againft his 

renown, that they deferve to be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented fo many lyes againft Nero, confidering that in thofe Hiftories which fhey 
wrote of the former Emperours, they have not ftudied to fpeak truth, although 
they had not any occafion to hate them , confidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part I am refolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my felf to touch only by the way thofe things that concern my ^ 
purpofe 5 neither will I treat in particular but of what relateth to my Country, 
without diflembling our own faults any more than the afflictions that they 
brought upon us. I will therefore return to the difcovery of our affairs. Azi- 
%us King of Emefcne being dead the firft year of the Emperour Nero's reign, his Bro- 
ther obtained the Kingdom : Arijlobulus the fon of Herod King of Chalets, had the 
Government of the leffer Armenia from Nero 3 who gave Agrippa a certain portion of 
Galilee, commanding thofe of Tiberias and Tarich<ea to live under him. Betides 
this, he gave him Julias fituate beyond Jordan,w\th fourteen Burroughs near adjoyn- 
ing thereunto.

hidden under their Garments, accofted Jonathan, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Murther was let flip, and not punifhed ; from that day forward, the Thieves reforted 
boldly to folemn Feafts, having their weapons hiclden under their garments, and 
throngingin among the people, killed fome of thofe who were their Adverfaries and 
others, to pleafure thofe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thofe 
they mif-liked. And they did fo, not only up and down the City, but in the Temple 
likewife 5 where they killed fome who little fiafpe&ed that any impiety fhould be com- 
mitted in that place. For my own part, 1 think that God hath deftroyed our City, in 

C de^eftation of that Impiety : and for that he accounted the Temple impure, he hath 
fent us the Romans, who have fet it on fire to purge the City, and make us (laves, with 
our Wivesand Children ; intending thereby to teach us Wifdora by our own miferies. 
Thus, was the City filled with thefe Thefts and Murthers. And as for the Enchanters 
and Deceivers, they perfwaded the qommon people to follow them into the Delate, The deceitful 
ptromifing th^m to (hew them figns and miracles done by the Power of God 3 s where- Ma g'cian.

F theotherfide, the Syrians being weaker in fubftance,but as great in heart (by reafon the 
greateft number of thofe that bare Arms with the Romans, were Caefareans and Seba- 
ftens) at' fome times brake out into opprobrious fpeeches againft the Jews 5 and at 
length the quarrel grew to that heat, that they caftftonesat one another, fo that on 
both fides divers of them were both killed and hurt* yet the Jews had the upper hand. 
Falix perceiving that this debate might breed a War, came in between them, requir- 
ing the Jews to defift from further violence, and commanding his Soldiers to beat 
down thofe who would refufetoobey him; by which means a great number were kil- 
led, and divers taken Prifoners. Moreover, he gave his Soldiers liberty to fpoil, and 
rob divers very rich houfes. The other Jews, who, befides their Authority, were re- 

, G nowned for their moderation, fearing left the like mifery fhould befall them, befought 
Felix to found a retreat, and to call in his Soldiers, and to fpare that which as yet re- 
mained, being fore grieved at that which had happened 5 to which Felix conde- 

fcended; 
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ryj^tf fcended. At the fame time King Agrippa gave the Priefthood to Jjhmael, the Son of H 
WmiJ^lzo. rhabeHS - There arofe alfo a diflention betwixt the High Priefts, and the other Priefts

vAii.u, t 9 . A Fter that Fortius Fettus had been fent by Nero to fucceed Fcelix in the Govern* K 
Waccuicl^Y mentof jfWrfa, the chiefeft of thofe Jews that inhabited Cafarea, repaired to 
Rome to accufe Fcelix 5 and without all doubt he had been punifhed for the injuries 
he had committed againft the Jews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his Brother 
Palai's fubmiffion and entreaty, who importuned him, and was at that time in great 
HcJh a? Ruf reputation with him. Furthermore, two of the chiefeft araongft the Syrians wrought 
///»«,, c^.h. gerfff^ w ho hadfometimes been Nero's Mafter, and at that time was Secretary of 
Eftate in t he Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, to beg of Nero the revocation of the 
Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiftration of 
the Commonweal. For which caule Berillus folicited the Emperour, and obtained a 
Letter from him, which was the caufe of thofe mifchiefsthat afterwards happened in our 
Nation 5 for the Jews of C<eftrea, underftanding what Commiffionthe Syrians had got- L 
ten, were fo much the more encouraged to make War. 
The Cut- Therefore, as foon as Feitus was arrived in Jud<ea, he found the Countrey griev- 
lhc 0 F"ws in0ngoufl y afflifted with Robberies, and the whole Countrey was ruined with Fire and 
Sword. The Thieves likewife at that time encreafed mightily 5 they ufed (hore 
Swords, after the manner of a Perfian Cymetre, and crooked like the Roman Faul- 
chion; with which they killed divers: For, thrufting themfelves into the prefsof 
the people that came in great multitudes on the Feftival days, to celebrate God's ter- 
vice, they killed thofe very eafily whom they pleafed ; and oftentimes repairing to 
Fefu, difcom- their enemies Villages, they fpoiled and burnt them.

At that 
LZZft Ume K ' ng ^ erected a ftately Building within the Palace at Jerufalem, near 
a ii<J, c k*i>.i°. unto the Porcn - This Palace in times paft appertained to the Afmoneans, and was 
fenuate in a high place, with a fine Profpect, from whence they might with pleafure 
behold the City of Jerufalem, wherein the King took great delight, and beheld 
The chiefeft from thence that which was done in the Temple. The chiefeft men of Jerufalem, 
SZ; C eein 8 this Building, were very much difpleafed 5 for neither doth our Cuftom or 
'theiWpca Law Permit that any one Ihould look on that which is done in the Temple, and efpe- N 
of u^jwyjpys daily forbiddeth that any man Ihould behold the Sacrifices and Oblations; They 
houfc. ^erefore builded a high Wall upon the Gallery, which was within the Temple on 
the Weft fide, which did not only hinder the fight of the Royal Chamber, but alfo 
that of the Gallery without the Temple on the Weft fide, where the Romans kept 
Guard near unto the Temple, on the Feftival days. Herewith was King Agrippa high- 
ly difpleafed, and the Governour Fejius far more than he, who commanded them to 
pull down the Wall : But they befought him that he would give thera Licence to 
fend their Ambafiadours to Nero, to this intent; alledging that it was impoflible for 
them to live, if any part of their Temple Ihould be beaten down. Which being 
granted them, they fent ten of their chiefeft Nobility, and with them Jfmael the High O 
Pncft, and Chelcias, the Treafurer of the Temple unto Nero 5 who no fooner heard 
their fuit, but he pardoned them, not only for that they had done, but he commanded

Thefe thirteen were of Aa- * fc >' eat °} the 
rons Pofterity, and obtained this degree in fucceflion, the one after the other. Their W f 
firft Government was Ariftocracy, which is the Government of the Nobility 3 after- NahSX ' 
wards a Monarchy 5 and at laft a Royal Government. The number of years wherein O'VXJ 
thefe thirteen flourifhed, were fix hundned and twelve years, from the day that our Fa- 
thers departed out of Egypt, under the conduft of Mofes, until the building of the Tem- 
ple in Jerufale/f* by King Solomon. 

After thefe thirteen High Priefts, there were eighteen others 5 who after Solomon* 
time fucceeded one after another, until the time that Nabuchodonozor King of Babylon, 

B haying encamped before the City, took it, and burned the Temple, and tranfported 
our Nation into Babylon, and led away the High Prieft Jofedecb Prifoner. The time 
of the Priefthood and continuance of thefe eighteen, was four hundred fixty years 
fix months and ten days 3 fo long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. After 
the furprizal of Jerufalem by the Babylonians, until fuch time as Cyrus, King of Perfia, 
difmified the Jews, and gave them leave to return from Babylon, into their own Coun- 
trey, with permifiion to re-edifie their Temple, there are feventy two years 5 and at 
that time the Captives being returned, Jefus, the Son of Jofedecb, took upon him the 
High Priefthood 3 who, with thofe of his Pofterity, to the number of fifteen, have 
governed in a Democracy, or Popular Government, until the time of Antiochus, fur- 

q named Eupator, for the fpace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Antiochus was 
the firft, 'who 3 wirh his General T.yfias, difplaced Oniat, furnamed Menclaus, of his 
Priefthood, commanding him to be killed at Berith 3 and after he had driven his Son 
out of the Succeflion, he eftablifhed Jaeim High Prieft 5 who notwithftanding, was of 
Aaron's Race, but not of his Family. For this caufe Onias, the Son of Onias, and Ne- 
phew to the deceafed Onias, retired himfelf into Egypt .- Where growing familiar with 
Vtolomey, Thilometor and Cleopatra his Wife, he perfwaded them to build a Temple irt 
the Confines of Heliopolis, not unlike to that of Jerufalem, and to create a High Prieft 
in the fame 3 of which Temple in Egypt, we have made very oftentimes mention. Af- 
ter thatjf^i«* had held the Priefthood for the fpace of three years, he died without 

D Succeflor 3 fo the City remained feven years without a High Prieft. Again the Af- 
moneans recovered the Government of their Nation, and after they had made War a- 
gainft the Macedonians, they eftablifhed Jonathan High Prieft, who exercifed the Of- 
fice feven years 3 but afterwards he was killed in an Ambufh, and Treafon confpired 
againft him by Tryphon, as we have declared elfewhere. After him, Simon his Bro- 
ther undertook the Priefthood, who was, not long after, killed treacheroudy by his 
Son-in-Law at a Banquet. After him fucceeded his Son Hircanus 5 who enjoying this 
Dignity for the fpace of thirty one years, died when he was very old, leaving behind 
htm Judas, furnamed AriStobulus 3 who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir 4 ' 
both of the Kingdom and High Priefthood. After that Arifiobulus had obtained the 

£ Royal Government, he enjoyed both Dignities one whole year. For this Judas fur- 
named Arifiobulus, was the firft that fetthe Diadem on bis head, caufing himfelf to be 
called a King 3 the which Alexander did continue 3 for he alfo joyned the Kingdom 
with the High Priefthood, and reigned twenty feven years : And feeling himfelf draw- 
near to his death, he left in Alexandras his Wife's hands, to difpofe of the Priefthood 
as (he pleafed : She therefore beftowed it on Hircanus 5 and as for the Kingdom, fhe 
kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Her Son Hircanus was 
High Prieft for fo long time : For after Alexandras death, his Brother Arilhbulus 
made War agajnft him 3 and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from him 5 
and not only feized on the Crown, but the Priefthood. After he had reigned three 

F y ea . rs > and as many months, Pompey repaired to Jerufalem, and took it perforce 5 and 
laying hold of AriStobulus, fent him bound unto Rome with his Children. After 
which, he reftored the Priefthood once more to Hircanus 5 committing the Govern- 
ment of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in the mean fpace to wear the Dia- 
dem. Befidesthe firft nine years, Hircanus governed twenty and four: But Barza- 
pharnes and ? acorns, Princes of the Parthians, paffed Euphrates, and made war againft 
Hircanus, and took him alive Prilbner, and made Antigonus, Arilhbulus s Son, King. 
But after he had governed three years and three months, Sofius and Herod took him a- 
live perforce, and Antonitts fent him to Antioch, where he was beheaded. After that 
Herod was created King by the Romans, there was never any High Prieft created of 

G the Pofterity of the Afmoneans (for he gave the High Priefthood to certain men of ob- • 
fcure and bafe extraction, who were of the Order of Priefts) Arifiobulus only except- 
ed. This Arifiobulus was Hircanus s Nephew, who was a Prifoner among the Parthians 9 
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/V\y> and having given him the Priefthood, he married Mariatnne his Sifter, to the intent H 
ne ye** of the to cont inue himfelfin the good liking of the people, in remembrance of Hircantts .- 
Jll '<£?/'* But afterwards fearing, left all of them mould turn to AriJiobulus'sCidc, he caufed him 
Nativity,**, to be killed, by finding out a means to caufe him to be ftifled, at mch time as he bath- 
iS^S** ed himfelf in a Fifh-pond near to Jericho, as we have declared before this. After him, 
^nbyTjod. ne beftowed the Priefthood no more on any of the Line of the Afmoneans. Archelaus 
jupra 1 1 y.c 3- his Son, followed his Father's fteps in refpeft of the Priefthood 5 and from that time 
forward, the Romans have enjoyed the Sovereignty over Jewry. All they then, that 
have exercifed the Prieftood from Herod's time, until the day that Titus took the City 
and the Temple, have been in all, twenty and eight : All the continuance of their Go- 
vernment was one hundred and (even years. Some of thefe governed during Herod's \ 
life, and in the day3 of Archelaus his Son : But after thefe two were dead, the Govern- 
ment was Ariftocratical, or of the Nobility, wherein the Priefta had the Government 
over the whole Nation. Thus much have we thought fit to fpeak at this time concern- 
ing the High Priefts.

of the Wars of the Jews. For which caufe, in this place I will end this ancient Hi- 
ftory.

All this, as I fuppofe, I have compiled and gathered together with careful diligence 5 
and I have enforced my felf to recite the number of thofe, who have been High Priefts 
for the fpace of two thoufand years. I have alfo collected the Succeffion of Kings, 
their Actions and Government, with the power of their Monarchies, according as it 
is amply defcribed in Holy Scriptures, as alfo I have promifed in the beginning 
of my Hiftory. Moreover, I dare boldly fay, that whatfoever I fet down, is Co 
true> that there is no man, either Jew, or of what Nation foever, yea, although 
he ftiould have employed the uttermoft of his power, could more exactly commu- 
nicate the fame unto the Greeks, than I have done.

alfo with ContradiSion. Others ihere are , who , though 
Witneffes or AGfors in the fame ; neverthelefs, have according 
^ to their own fancy, related many falfhodds, either out of flat' 

ten to the Romans, or hatred againft the Jews : Whoft Writings are fnU of nothing 
but Accufations of the one, and Praifes of the other, without observation of Hifiorical 
£ Verity. For this caufe, I Jofeph the Son of Matthias, by Birth an Hebrew >, a Citizen Jofrpk himfclf 
and Prieft of Jerufalem ; who, in the beginning of tbofe Wars, bore Arms againfi 'Aejjfwarsof 
Romans, and afterwards (being thereunto forced by necefjity) was prefcnt at all thofe ^ t hc Jews. 
things , which were attempted and profecuted in thofe Wars 5 have thought good to 
write in the Greek Tongue (in favour of all thofe who acknowledge the Sovereignty of 
the Roman Empire) all that which heretofore in my own Language J have written, to 
inform other Nations. When thefe great Wars began, the Romans were at Civil Wars 
among themfelves : And the younger and more turbulent fort of Jews, trujling to their 
Riches and Courage, excited fo great troubles in the Eaji, to make ufe of this opportu- 
nity, that whole Nations were in apprehenjion to be brought into fubje&ion to them, be- 
V caufe they had confederated with thofe of their Ration, that inhabited the parts beyond 
Euphrates, to revolt all together.

tion 3 but my rcfolution is, in all truth and finccrity to fet down each Occurrent, with- j 
out refpett or partiality towards either part. In performance whereof I will order my 
difcourfc according to the matter I treat of, and of my grief and forrow Jhall invite 
vtc to lament the miferies of my Countrey. For the Civil Dijfenfion, that difmem- 
herd the fame, was the caufe that brought it to confuflon : And thofe Tyrants that 
reigned amongfi *f, were fuch, who forcibly drew the Romans, with Sword and Fire, 
to ejfetf the Dcfolation of our Holy Temple. The truth whereof Titus Cjcfar . himfelf 
can jufiifie, who dcflroyed the fame 5 who, during all thofe Wars, Jiill pitied the peo- 
ple, for that they (as he well perceived) were kept in awe by the Seditious : And 
oftentimes, of his own accord, he deferred the takjng of the City, and purpofely pro- 
trailed the Siege, to the intent, that in the mean time the Authors of the Seditions, R 
might have leifnre to repent and fubmit themfclves. Now, if any man thinly that I 
write this, as one that exclaimeth against the Tyrants, and their Depredations 3 or 
that in bewailing the miferies of my lofi Countrey, I acenfe their Villanies too pajfio- 
ttately, and thereby tranfgrefi the limits of a Hifiory 3 let it be imputed to my griefs 
and Jo pardoned. For amongst all the Cities that ever were conquered by the Ro- 
mans, our City only attained to the top of felicity 3 but now t alas, 'tis brought in- 
All Calami- to extreme Mifery, Captivity and Dcfolation.

I confefi I have often blamed, and perhaps with 
"heTover^rs rea f°"> mo ^ eloquent Grecians 3 that (although thefe our mojl miferable and me- 
tlie VVarVof nt or able Wars hapned in their days, in refpett whereof, all other former troubles are 
the |cws with obfeure and of no reckoning) they^have retrained their Tongues and Pens, to the end 
fiknee. they might carp at thofe with greater liberty , who undertake the publiflnng thereof 5 

whom, though in Learning and Eloquence, they exceed, yet they have the advantage ^ 
of having managed Publicly Affairs. Thefe Cenfurers of others, write the Hijiories of 
the Affyrians and Modes, as if the ancient Writers had ill reported the fame 3 though 
indeed they come as far behind thofe ancient Authors , in their manner of writing, 
as they *do in the defign they had in writing. For juch as, in times pafi, publifiied 
any worthy Hifiory, endeavoured to write that which they themfelves had feen 3 and 
they were Eye-witneffes of thofe Affairs they committed to writing 5 they more effectu- 
ally performed all that they promifed, becaufe they accounted it an aff of difionefiy, to 
report and publifh Lyes in fie ad of Hifiory. And truly, in my opinion, that man is 
worthy commendation, who Jlriveth by his Jludious endeavour s y to Rcgijlcr, not only 
the Occurrences of times pajl, but aljo thofe memorable events that have happened in N 
his own days : And he only ancl truly, is to be accounted indujirious, not that al~ 
tcrcth and pruncth at his pleasure another mans Works, but he that of himfelf com- 
piled) an Hiilory whereof no man hath before written. For my own part (being a 
fir anger) I hive fpared no labour and expence , to declare the truth of thefe events 
in the ears of the Greeks and Romans.

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Now to difcover unto you the Original of the Jews , what their Efiate hath been 
in times past , and after what manner they departed out of Egypt 5 to Jl)cw what 
Countrey s they conquered, and what Colonies they planted 3 were in my judgment 
both impertinent, and to tittle purpofe 5 confidering that divers of mine own Nati- 
on have before my time written an exa3 Hifiory of the a&ions of our Ancefiors ; 
yea , many Greeks alfo have tranfiated thefe mens Writings into their own Tongue^ 
without much deviating from the truth. I will therefore begin my Hifiory in that 
time where thefe Writers, and our own Prophets have ended theirs^ and fet down 
at large all thofe Wars that happened in my time. As for thofe things that precede- 
nt my particular knowledge, I will only touch them briefly, and in a word or two. Firjl, 
I will relate how Antiochus, furnamed Epiphaaes, took, the City of Jerufalem 3 and 
poffeffed the fame for the fpace of three years and fix months 5 and how he was dri-l!? hmc '^* 
ven out of that Countrey at lafi, by the Afmoneans.

likewife, the Son ' of Antipater, being affifiedby Sonus, put an end to the Rule of the J^c ^ 
Afmonean Princes : And how, in Auguftus Ca?fer'j time, after the death of Herod, of the Jew" 
and during the Government of Quintilius Varus , a Sedition was rai^ fed among 



the people : And how in the twelfth year of Nero*/ Reign , the War began. What 
C likewife happened in CeftiusV time 3 and what Warlike Exploits the Jews perform- 
ed in their firfi Attempts and Revolts 3 how they jlrengthened the Cities and Forts 
about them 3 and how Nero (hearing of the great Overthrow, which his Army re- 
ceived under Ceftius their General, and fearing lefi he fijould lofe all) made Titus 
Vefpafian General pf his Army 5 who being attended by his eldejl Son , came into 
Judaja, accompanied with as great a number of Romans as he could pojfibly gather 3 
bow a great number of his Allies were defeated in Galilee ; what Cities they tool^ 
in that Province, either by Affault, or by Compofition. Befides all thefe things^ I will 
exprefi what Order and Difcipline the Romans obferve in their Wars, and how they 
are accujlomed to exercife their Soldiers. I will defcribe alfo the places and nature 
D of the Countrey of Galilee and Juda>a , together with the Mountains , Lakes and 
Fountains thereof, with all the Properties of the fame 5 not forgetting thofe miferies 
which the Captive Cities fuffered? and how they were furprized.

■< W***^&L of the chiefeft Authority andNobilty among the Jews, were divided wwi, 3800. 
jtefajTg^TO into two Parties : And that of Onias the High Prieft being become the jgf« ch&f

The Succejjton of Princes^frotn Jonathan to Ariflobulus. 

AFter Judas fucceeded his Brother Jonathan in the dignity of Prince of the Jews. 
He carefully ftudied the peace and fecur'tty of his people, and fortified himfelf : ''1,:*'.

After which he was made High Prieft, and delivered the ( 1 '^" ;r 1 :' i " £ v 
Jews from the fubjeftion of the Macedonians, under which they had been two hun- r .k eMan d" 
dred and feventy years. Finally, by the treachery of Ptolemy his Son-in-law, he was thin, 
murthered at a Banquet 3 who imprifoning his Wife and two Sons, fent certain men ^7'°^' 
E to kill his third Son John, otherwife called Hircanw. But the young man under- H, rcanus , the 
Handing the defign, fled to Jerufalem, accompanied with a great multitudes for he Sanof5»mi/». 
greatly hoped that the people would remember his Father's prowefs, efpecially be- 
caufe Ptolemy's iniquity was hated of all men. Ptolemy alfo hafted to enter the City 
at another gate : but he was fpeedily repulfed by the people, .who had already re- 
ceived Hircanus. For which caufe he prefently retired himfelf into a Caftle named 
Dagon, fituate beyond Jericho. 

After that Hircanus had obtained the office of High Prieft, which was left him by r 1 ^^! 
his Father, and had offered Sacrifices to God, he led forth his forces with all fpeed ffcfi"'! the 
to befiege Ptolemy, hoping to deliver his mother and brethren that were detained icfon' chljv'f 
F Prifoners there by him. His tendernefs of nature was the only obftacl'e that hind, r'd A.j/.t.;„,, 3 ,. 

For when Ptolemy perceived himfelf to be in d.injr-r, ^'VNj 
he brought Hircanui's Mother and Brethren upon the walls, and beat them where he .^'^"thc 
mightbehold them in their torments, threatning to caft them down from the wall, ex- honour of d,c 
cept Hircanus would prefently depart. How great foever the indignation of Unci- H^h-i'ndt- 
nus was, it was forcd to give place to the affection he had for perfons fo dear to him. i^f.^.'.' 0 ,^ 
and to his compaflion of feeingthem fuffer. But his Mother being no way difm i\ cd - 
with the ftripes which fhe endured, nor with the death wherewith (he was threat- h. «u c ] r y a- 
ned, lifted up her hands to her Son, befceching him that he would not in regard of S-^ ^ 
her miferies be moved to fpare fo impious a perfon 3 for fhe fllould efteem her death 
G happy, if fo be Ptolemy might receive juft punilhment for the villany which he had 
impioufly committed againft their houfe. Hircanus feeing the refolute mind of his 
Mother and hearing her entreaty, was moved to aflault the Caftle; but ffraightway 
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feeing her beaten and torn, he relented with companion, and his mind agitated with H 
different Sentiments, was full of confufion and trouble. By which means the Siege 
continued long, and the- Jubilee year was come, which falleth out every feventhyear. 
Ttolomcy way no fboner delivered from the Siege by thisoccafion, but he put Hircanus* 
Mother and his Brethren to death, and afterwards fled to Zeno, theTyraut of Philadel- 
phia, who was alfo furnamed Cotylas. 

In the mean while, Antiochus, to be revenged for the Victory which Simon had got 
over his Generals, entred with an Army into Judaa, and befieged Hircanus iajcrufa- 
ea - Urn 5 who opening the Sepulchre of David (who had been one of the richeft of all the 
^hlf^Tlkc Kings of W*<0 took more than three thoufand Talents from thence 5 of which he 
lyJhi, -,i:; 9. gave three hundred to Antiochus, and fo obliged him to depart the Countrey. This \ 
/,-/;, »-c Chips i lircanus was the firft Prince that entertained Forreign Soldiers. But To foon as Antio- 
AjJwj^jJ- (hns had bcnt n - ls Power and Forces againft the Medes, he took that opportunity to 
Much,,, revenge himfelf and prefently aflaulted the Towers of Syria 5 alluring himfelf he fhould 
upon die pay- jj n{ j them ( as i n " t Iccd they were) void of Soldiers to defend them. He made himfelf 
' ' ,cc Matter of Afedaba, Samca, Sichem and Garizim, and fubdued the Cuthaeans, who in- 
habit the places adjoyning to the Temple, that was built in imitation of that which is 
at "jcnifalcm. Moreover he took many Cities of ldum<ea, and amongft the reft, Bote- 
-n awMlUrifa ; and coming into Samaria (which Herod afterwards rebuilt, and called 
•tbafte ) he befieged it on every fide, and left his two Sons, A rifto Lulus and Antigonus, 
o continue the Siege: They omitted nothing to the purpotejand there came fuch a Fa- t 
mine in the City,that the Inhabitants were conftrained to eat very unaccuftomed Meats. 
In this extremity, they defired aid of Antiochus, furnamed Spondius, who fpeedily 
came to relieve them 5 but he was overcome by Ariflobulus and Antigonus, and was 
mirfucd by them to Scythopolis, whither he retired himfelf. But they, returning again 
wsamiria, ftraitned the City 5 and at laft, taking it by force, deftroyedthe fame, 
and led away their Inhabitants Captives. Whilft thus Fortune favoured them, they 
ceafed not to purfue their good fuccefs, but led their Army beyond Scythopolis 3 and 
fliared between them all the Land of Mount Carmel. 
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CHAP. III. 

Of Ariflobulus, Antigonus, Judas, Effxus, Alexander, Theodorus ^Demetrius. 

THis Felicity and good hap of Hire anus and his Sons, was accompanied with the 
envy of many of his Countrey-men 5 and their difcontent was the caufe of an o- 
pen Rebellion : For divers of the Jews rifingupin Arms againft them, were fo much 



«vc-ami in over-ruled by their ambitious paflion, that they could not contain themfelves from the 
Vv'aV profecution of an open and bloody War } wherein, notwithftanding, they were put to

iw'Eth endowments together 5 for he was the Prince of his Countrey, High Prieft, and a Pro- 
J<A^\ phet to whom God fpake,and gave him the knowledge of future accidents.He forefaw, 
7/v year »] the f oreto id 5 that his two eldeft Sons fhould not continue long in the Government, 
Tr'''' & (whofe ends are worth rehearfal, being very different from their Father's felicity 3 ) for 
fc»v.",o, the eldeft Son Ariflobulus, after his Fathers death, changed the Principality into a 
.WV%J Kingdom ; and was the firft that put a Crown on his head 5 four hundred twenty one 
lArt I- years, and three months, after the deliverance of the people from the Captivity of Ba- N 
' bylon. As for Antigonus (who was his fecond Brother, and whom in appearance he 
fecmed to love moft entirely) he made him partaker of his Dignity, and committed the 
reft of them to Prifon : He imprifoned his Mother alfo, for that (he had contended with 
him for the Government of which Hircanus had made her Regent. And he wasfo giv-

Upon their firft information, Ariflobulus (fwayed by Brotherly affection) gave them no O 
credit } conceiving thofe Accufations to proceed from envy, rather than any good 
ground. But when Antigonus returned from the War, at that Feftival time, wherein,

For behold Antigonus yet liveth, who fljould this day have died in the Tower of 
Straton, which is diitaut front this place fix hundred furlongs, and 'tis now the fourth 
hour of the day 5 now therefore is the time, wherein my Divination fhall be falsified, 
Having fpoken to this effect, the old man fat down, being altogether difconfolate and

But Alexander, after he had recovered this lob, invaded the 
Frontire Towns upon the Sea-coaft, and won Kapha Gaza and Anthedon which af- 
terwards by King Herod was called Agr, P piau But after he had conquered thefe places 
the common fort of the Jews raifed a mutiny againft Kim, during a certain folemn and 
holv Feaft 3 (as Mutinies and Seditions are commonly raifed at Banquets) and it is K 
thought that he could not have prevailed againft thofe Rebels, had he not been affil- 
ed by the PifidiansandCilicians, whom he hired to help him 3 for the Syrians he re- 
futed to hire, by reafon of their natural hatred they bare againft the jews. Having 
therefore (lain eight thoufand of the Rebels, he warred upon Arabia 5 and overcom- 
ine the Galaadites and Moabites (and impofing upon them a Tribute) he returned to 
bk^oc Amath. BxitTheodorus, daunted witfchis profperous fuccefs and finding ,the 
K Cattle without any to defend it, razed it to the ground. After this, he aflauked ioboj 
das King of the Arabians 5 whohaving laid Ambuftments in the Countrey ojGalaad, 
in a place fit for fuch a purpofe, difcomfitted him and his whole Army, being driven in- 
to a deep Valley, where they were peftered with a multitude of Camels. « > 1 
But Alexander efcaped to Jerufalem, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
. againft him, being encouraged by his great lots and (laughter of men began .again to 
rebel 3 but then alfo he overcame them : and m fix years fpace, m fundryJBattels, Hew 
above fifty thoufand Jews : Notwithftanding, he never rejoyced in his Victory, be- 
caufe the ftrength of his Countrey was confumed thereby. For which caufe, giving o- 
ver his Wars, ne began to feek the peoples favour by fweet and mild courfes 3 but 
they fo much hated his inconftant and variable manners, that when he demanded or 
them what he (hould do to win their favours, they anfwered that he (hould die, and 
that fcarcely they could pardon him if fo be he were dead, who had done them fo 
much mifchief.

" fack'd the City, he led them Captive to Jerufalem. But immoderate anger turned (m 
' cruelty into impiety 3 for having crucified eight hundred Captives 1a the midltoM^ 
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A City, he killed their Wives, and the Children he matfacred before their Mother's Fa- r\A/l 
ces;*and this pitiful fpe&acle he beheld with pleafure, as he was drinking, apd making ^wj'-f'^ 
merry with his Concubines. Whereat the people were Co terrified, that the night at- i, t ^ e ' cLift 
ter, eight thoulandof the contrary part fled out of the Countrey of Judaea, and flayed N*thity,xoo. 
in Banifhment, during the life of Alexander. Thus, after he had by fuch actions fought ^QQ^ 
the tranquility of his Kingdom, which he obtained not, but with long time and great ceafcth'iv^r. 
difficulty, he ceafed to make War againft his Countrey. War. 

CHAP. IV. 

^ Of the War of Alexander, King of the Jews, with Antiochus and Aretas 5 and of Ari- . 
ftobulus and Hircanus. 

AFter this, Antiochus (who likewife was called Dyonifins, Brother to Demetrius, ^uxsnte 
and the laft of all the race of Seleucus) raifed up new broils againft Alexander 3 ^cth ^»>- 
who fearing him becaufe he had overcome the Arabians, drew a deep Trench along J;^;*^™-"' 
that ground which lieth between Antipatrk, and the Sea-coaft of Joppa and before ther 
the Trench he built a very high Wall, and raifed Towers of wood to hinder his ene- 
mies paffage. But all this could not keep out Antiochus 3 who burning the Towers, 
c and rilling up the Trenches, entred and palled over them with his Forces. But not 
tarrying at that time to revenge himfelf of him who had thus forbidden him pafiage, 
he prefently marched forward againft the Arabians. Aretas, King of Arabia, retiring The Kiny; of 
himfelf into certain places of his Countrey which were fitteft for defence, and return- -'^ J'^^ 
ing fuddenly to Battel with his Horfe (who were in number ten thoufand) rufhed fud- l, ochu s^-l- 
denly upon Antiochus's Soldiers, and found them unprovided 5 fo that a hot Skirmifh dicrs mu- 
began betwixt them 3 in which the Soldiers of Antiochus, whilft he lived, (hewed *J^ in „ of 
themfelves valiant (though they were on every fide maffacred by the Arabians) but fo puts 
foon as he was (lain (who was always ready to afilft thofe that were in danger) all of jaiiWw's 
them fled 3 and the greateft part of them were (Tain in the Battel, and in flight : As for gjjMra ^ 
D thofe that efcaped, they fled to the Town of Cana, where all (except very few) died jj^' great 
for hunger. After this, the people of Damafcus being incited with the hatred they numberof 
bare to Ttolomey the Son of Menneus, fent for Aretas, and eftablifhed him King over them ^ 
Cclofyria;v/Tto warring againft Jud<sa,ax\& overcoming Alexander in Battel, retired upon m ^ cu( and 
Compofition. Alexander having taken Pei5fa,reforted once more to the Town of Gcrafa, ^i ff ^a- . 
in that he was defirous to get Theodorus's R.iches'3 and took the place, notwithftanding giiyrt ^<*- 
that it was fortified with three Walls, and that upon every Wall there was planted a M 
Garrifon. He took Gaulan and Seleucia, and that Town which is called the Valley of 
Antiochus. Moreover, having taken Gamala, which was a very ftrong Caftle, and im- 
prifoned the Governour thereof, who was called Demetrius, becaufe he was a wicked 
E perfonj he returned into Judxa after he had fpent three years in War 3 where, for his 
profperous fuccefs., he was joyfully received of his Nation. But no fooner ceafed he 
from War, but he fell fick of a Quartane Ague 3 and he thought that he fhould drive % AUs»n.hr 
away his ficknefs, if he employed himfelf in fome bufinefs 3 for which caufe, labouring ^ of t ^ 11 ' 
under hisdifeafe, he applied himfelf to War, and toiling above his ftrength, amidft * n j m " m [\,.

thcr 1 N ° lne wno ' e Countrey. Now Alexandra fent an Army to Damafcus, "and becaufe Ptolo- 
mcy daily vexed the City, fhe took it without doing any thing worthy of memory. 
She alio fblicited Tigranes, King of Armenia, with Gifts and Promifes (who with an 
Army had befieged Ptolemak, wherein Cleopatrawas) but he, for fear of troubles in his 
own Countrey, in that Lucullus had entred into Armenia, withdrew himfelf from 
thence. 

iJnlhhuhit Shortly after Alexandra falling lick, her youngeft Son Arijlobulus, with his Servants r 
himtcTf King. ( wnicn were man y in number, all trufty, and in the heat of their youth) got all the 
^kxaudra' Caftles 5 and hiring Soldiers with the money he found in thofe Caftles, he proclaimed 
imprifoncch himfelf King. But Alexandra (pitying the complaints of Hircanus) imprifoned the 
wiS'"' S Wife and Children of AriSiobulus, in a Caftle near the North part of the Temple, 
Children. which in old time was called Bark (as we faid before) afterwards Antonia, from Anto>- 
rVA/^ nius, as in like manner Sebajie and Agrippias, other Cities were named of Augujius and 
T^orij\t^ e ^£ r 'PP a - ^ Ut Alexandra died before fhe could revenge Hircanus of the wrongs which 
before iiritt't Aritlobulus had done him.

Pompey at the North fide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which I 
his Soldiers carried 3 though by realbnof the great depth, and for that the Jews made 
refinance, it was a hard thing to be done 3 and it had been left undone, had not Pom-, 
pcy (obferving the feventhday, wherein the Jews Religion obliged them to abftain 
from all labour) caufed it to be filled up thofe days 3 forbidding the Soldiers to fight 
at that time, to the intent he might fill the Ditch more conveniently (for it was lawful 
for the Jews only to do what was neceflary to fuftain and defend their lives upon the 
Sabbath.) At lair, when the Ditch was filled, and the Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he batter'd the Walls with thofe Engines that he brought from Tyre 5 but 
they were beaten back by thofe who refifted from the top of the Walls, who rouled 
(tones at them : Againft the violent power whereof, the Towers that were built in g 
that Quarter, being of a great and goodly building, refifted extreamly well. Butthe 
Romans found hard work in this place, and Pompey admired the valour of the Jews 5 
that being amongft the thickeftof their enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of 
their Religion \ but (as though they had had firm Peace) they every day observed 
their Ceremonies, offered Sacrifices, and moft diligently performed the Divine Ser- 
vice 3 yea, though every day they were killed at the Altar, they cealed not from the 
Lawful Rites of their Religion. At laft, in the third Month-of the Siege, during which, 
fcarcely one Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple 3 and the firft that 
attempted to climb over the Wall, was Cornelius Fautt us, Sylla's San $ and after him 
two Centurions, Furius and Fabius, with their Regiments 3 who comparing the Tem- £, 
pie about (while fome (ought to hide themfelves, and others refifted) tbey flew them 
all. There were many Priefts alfo among the reft 3 who, although they (aw the ene- 
mies with naked Swords ruining upon them, yet being nothing at all difmayed thereat, 
continued (till their Sacrifices, and were (lain even whilft they offered and incenfed in 
the Temple 5 preferring the duty they ow'd to their Religion, even before their own- 
fafety. Many alfo were (lain by their own Countrey. men that favoured the adverfe 
part, and many caft themfelves down headlong upon the Rocks 3 others in their fury, 
having defperately fired all things upon the Walls, burnt'th^mfelvesfor company. So 
Twelve thou- that twelve thoufand Jews were flam, but very fe w Romans, though many hurt : And a- 
fl'ii ! n the mon gft a " tnat Maliacre, there wasuiothing Co grievous to the Jews, as that the Holy M 
Tci , !iple.' ,e Sandtuary (which never any one faw before that time) was revealed to ftangers.

Moreover, he beheld the 
PomycyiCon. great quantity of Odoriferous Drugs, which were kept in ftore in that place, and two 
tmency. thoufand Talents of Holy Money; yet did he not takeaway thefe things, nor any 
thing clfe belonging to the Temple. But the day after it was taken, he commanded 
the Sacriftans to purge and make clean theTemple, and to offer the ufual Sacrifice.

the good will of the people more by love, than by fear. 

Amongft others that were Captives, there was Arijlobulus's Father-in-law, who was

n.:s\!>"!cbc- Hantly with him, with very rich Gifts, andimpofeda Tribute upon Jerufalem, and 
InudcJ. took from that Nation the Cities which they had gotten in Coslofyria, and appointed 
j, . them to be governed by him who then was Prefident for the Romans 3 making them 
\ci c hnuny keep within the bounds of their own Countrey. And in favour of Demetrius of Ga- 
vordiy Cries dura (a freed-man of his) he re-edified Cadara, which the Jews had deftroyed : He O 
'^"J^^ delivered the Mediterranean Cities from their Government (for they had not as yet 
jfews. 1 C e deftroyed them, becaufe they were fuddenly prevented) namely, Hippion, Scythopolis,

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A CHAP. VII.

Of the death of Ariftobulus, and the Wat undertaken by Antipater and Mithridates. ^p^Q 

AFter that C<efar had forced the Senate and Pompey to flee beyond the Ionian Sea, 14. ' 4 ' 
and by that means made himfelf fole mafter of Rome, he fet Ariftobulus at li- ^fir deliver- 
berty, and with two Legions of men fent him in haft into Syria, hoping through ^f^^fhi"' 
his means fpeedily to reduce both it, and alfo all places adjoyning to Judte* : But bond?, 
both the hope of Cefar, and the forwardnefs of Ariftobulus were fruftrated by ill ^rijloltilus 
B Fortune? for Ariftobulus was poylbned by Pompcy's favourers, and even in his own ^ n h b ' s v ^V. 
Countrey his body lay unburied, which notwithftanding was preferved from putre- ^/s&ends. 
faction with honey, till (uch time as hntonius lent it to the Jews, commanding them 
to bury it in the Sepulchre of the Kings. His Son Alexander alfb was beheaded at 
Antioch by Scipio, being firft according to the tenour of Powpcy's Letters accufed be- 
fore the Tribunal-feat, of fuch things as he had committed againft the Romans. Pto- 
lemy Prince of Chalcis which is upon Mount Libanus, lent his Son Philippio to Afcaloit, < j? tt , UM,e £'-- 
to the widow of Ariliobulus, to counfel her to fend her Son Antigonus and her daugh- marrkth" ° 
tersto him. Philippio falling io love with the youngeft named Alexandra took her J?«/« q0 H«* 
to wife. But fometime after he was put to death by his Father, who himfelf married yonder . 
c this Alexandra 5 and for that affinity fake, was more careful of h'er Brethren. After £ tfiSfe 
the death of Pompey, Antipater fought all means to get into C<t>far's favour : and when is flain by his 
Mithridates of Pcrgamcnx was hindred by theGarrifon at Veluftumxo pafs further with Fa ^ er /;& 
an Army into Egypt, and was by that means ftayed at Afcalon, Antipater not only 
perfwaded the Arabians to aflift him, but he himfelf feconded him with almoft three 
thoufand armed Jews. Moreover, he incited the Potentates of Syria, and Ptolemy 
who inhabited Libanus, and Jamblicus, and his Son Ptolemy to aflift him 5 for whole MilhrlJatef 
fakes the Cities of that Country did willingly undertake the War. And now Mi- ^LhtoPe* 
thridates ftrengthned by Antipater s means came to Pelufium ; and becaufe they hfium, and 
would not fuffer him to pafs, he befieged the City. In which fiege Antipater fhew- jj"^*^. 
rj> ed his valour 5 for making a breach on that fide of the wall where his Quarter was, ^L'shd'p. 
he firft of all with his company brake into the City, and lb Peliifmm was taken. After 
which the Inhabitants of the Province bearing the name of Onias refolved not to 
fuffer him to pafs any further : But Antipater handled the matter fo difcreetly with 
them, that they did not only fuffer him to pafs, but alfo fupplied vidhials for his Ar» Mitbiiata 
my. Whereupon the City of Memphis would not fight, but yielded of their own ^j",^ 
accord to Mithridates: fo that paffing thorough Delta, he fought with the other Egyptians. 
Egyptians, in a place called The Camp of the Jews} and being with all his compa- 
ny in danger, he was refcued by Antipater, who marching along the River fide, fet 
upon and difcomfited the left wing of the Enemies battel, and rufhing upon them that 
g preffed upon Mithridates, he flew many, and purfued the reft that fled, till he got j^jJJ^ 
their Camp, and all this with the lofs of fourfcore men. But Mithridates loft eight many noble 
hundred men 5 and being thus againft all hope preferved from being cut in pieces, he exploits, and 
was without all envy a true witnefs before Ctfar of all that Antipater had done and ^^ tt a '} r hin1 * 
deferved. Whereupon Cafar rewarded his courage with praife and promifes, and fo / an g Crs for 
made him forward to hazard himfelf for him. In a word , he proved and cvjar'shke.^ 
(hewed himfelf a ftout Warriour , and the many wounds he had in every part 
of his body, were badges and teftimonies of his valour and vertue. Afterward fre "^ 
when the eftate of Egypt was quiet, Oefar returned into Syria, where he made him a of Rome.

This attion alfo made his merit 
known to Scxtus C<efar, who was C<efar the Emperour's Kinfman and Governour of 
Phr/r.Vf ob- Syria. vhafeUis alfo ftriving to exceed the vertue and gallantry of his Brother, us'd M 
ru icd thofa- all his endeavours to win to himfelf the good will of the Inhabitants of Jerufalcm:

Shortly after SextusCefar proclaimed him General of the Army, both in Syria and 
Samaria^ fothat now he was greatly to be feared by Hircanus, not only for that he ff«r«Jgathcr- 
was highly in favour with the Commonalty, but alfo for the forces which he com- Jfnny c«»m«H 
manded.

Moreover that Prudence obliged him to confider the fortune of war, together with 
the caufethereof* that the juftice of Hircanus fide might do more for him than a 
whole Army ; and that he ought not to hope for victory, being to fight againft his 
own King, who had always been gracious unto him, and never had thought of doing 
him hurt, but only being as it were urged thereunto by fome of his Council, who 
through meerenvy, and to (atisfie their own paffions, had framed a (hadow of an 
D accufation againft him.

A T this time arofe great and bloody Civil Wars amongft the Romans, after

I three years and feven months. By reafon of which raurther their troubles daily in- '^J'" e . [• 
creafed, and the Nobility being at variance amongft themfelves, every one follow- ^J us c^ r ' 
ed that courie, that they thought mod expedient for themfelves. Whereupon Caffi- (lain by Em- 
us prefently marched into Syria, to take pofleffion of the Government of the Army^' andc^ 
which was about Apamiai where he made Marcus and Baffits friends, took the con- cajr^ikvktH 
duA of the Legions which they commanded, and rais'd the fiege from Apamia, money in the 
and leading the Army in his owp perfon, he forced every City to be tributa- jjjj.o^ 
ry, and exafted without meafure. He commanded the Jews to contribute feven fricm )'

fWiucn i that Herod would not let the matter flip fo,but would prefentjy come with an Army to. , 
eth to revenue reve nge his fathers death.But by the counfel of his brother Phaf#lus(y/\io lent him word 
his Father's not Q p en ]y to encounter Malichus t \tft. a fedition might arife among the people )he pa-; 
Clt tiently permitted it fo to be, and fuffered Malichus to juftifie himfelf, and celebrated a 

lolemn funeral for his Father : which done, he went to Samaria, and appealed the 
fedition wherewith that City was difquieted. After this he returned to Jerufalem, in- 
tending to celebrate the Feftival,and having fent certain of his armed men before him, 
he appointed the reft to accompany him. But Malic bus , who feared this approach! 
of his, follicited Hircanus to give order, that no ftrangers fhould intermingle thera- 
felves among the people, to difturb their devotion. But Herod contemning this Pio- 
WjWt/wjnyn- hibition entered the City by night : whereupon Malichus once more «ame to him, jyj 

and wept for Antipater. Herod, although he could very hardly bridle his difpleafure, 
c#;«chir«- y et dtilembled the fame: and lent letters to Cajfius, wherein he complained of his 
■n/Jn/rc 7 lathers death. Cajfms already hated Malichus fufficiently, and fo he writ again to 
■nerstorc- Uero ^ w ^| m g him to revenge his father's death} which that be might the better 
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then death, effect,' he fecretly commanded the Captains of his Regiment to affift him. Now for 
that after the lurprizal of Laodicea, all the beft of the City came to Herod;, bringing 
prefents and crowns, he appointed this for a fit time of his intended revenge : which 
Malichus fufpeettng as he was nearer*, he purpbfed fecretly to get away his fan, 
who was there a pledge, and to flee into JucUa. But defpairof his own fafety urged 
him to greater matters s, for he hoped to incite the Jews to take Anns againft the Ro-> N 
mans, whilft Cajfius was now bufie in the War againft Antouiust, fo that he thought 
he might eafily depofe Hircanus, and make himfelf King. But God prevented theie 
vain hopes : For Herod, fufpecting he had fome great deftgn, invited him and Hircavnt 
t*o fupper, in order to which he made a (hew as though he had feat one of has feronts 
to caufe a banquet to be prepared, but indeed he fent him to the Roman Captain* 
to tell them to lie in wait for Malichus : who rcmembring what charge Cajfius gave 
Thedecreeo f them, came forth of the City to the (bore next adjoyning to the Town, all armed 
fnehugheth with fw ords j where compalfing Malichus roUnd about, they killed him with many 
at humane wounds.

AFter Cafftus was departed from Syria, there arofe another fedition in Jerufalem :^"p; wovcr , 
for f elix came with an Army againft rhafalus, to be revenged upon Herod for comcth t:Kx, 
~ killing Malichus. It chanced that Herod was at that time at Damafcus with Fabius a ^ ^P r °^' 
Roman Captain, and would have come toaffift rhafelus, but by the way he fell fick, wfth ing""r 
fe that he could not fuccour him : but it fo fell out, that Phafelus without any help, tudc. 
did of himfelf overcome Felix, and afterwards reproached Hireanus as ungrateful, iu 
that he had both favoured Felix , and fuffered Malicbus's brother to feize upon di- 
vers place ("as already he had done, and efpecially one of greateft ftrength called 
Majfada: ) Yet all thefedid not protect him from Herod, who wasnofooner recover- 
ed of his ficknefs, but prefently he retook them all, and at Hircanus'r requeft per- 
mitted him to depart.He alfo chafed Marion, whom Cajfius had made Prince of theTy- 
G rians out of Galilee^v/ho had got three Caftles in that Country. As for the Tyrians that 
he took,he fpared their lives,and fent fome away with rewards 5 whereby he got the 
good will of the City, and the hatred of the Tyrant. Which Marion _had gotten into his 
hafids all Syria 5 and for the hatred he bore to H^jW, took with him Antigonus, Art* 
Jlobulus's Son, and marched againft him : and by Fabius's means, whom Antigonus had 
gained to himfelf by money :' he alfo got Ptolemy toaffift him in this expedition 5 which ^ mi ^ n 
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where he was honoured by all men for his courage in that victory 5 Co that even they 
j) that before defpifedhim, now by reafon of his affinity newly contracted with Hire a- 
nus^ fought his friendfhip and familiarity. This Herod long before this time had a 
wife which was a noble woman of his own Country, named Boris, and had by her Dtti<,Unai'% 
a Son named Antipater : but he then married Marianne, daughter of Alexander ^^ih°L 
("who was krijlohulus his fon) and of Alexandra Hircanus his daughter, by reafon ^, hom ' h r e [ u $ 
whereof he came to be in favour with the King.But when Cajfius was llainnear Philip- hntipiter. 
pi,C£far departed into Italy, and hntoniits into Afir, at which time the chief ofthejews 
came and accufed Phufielus and H^^alledging that they by force got unto themfelves 7j£/ r ,f J-J 1 
the rule of the Country, and left Hircanus only the bare name of King. But Herod tQ c a far to 
being then prefent, fo wrought himfelf into Antoniuis favour by a great fum of mo- accufc Pbafi- 

E ney, that he permitted not his enemies to fpeak one word more ; who thereupon " 9 ' 
returned home. Afterward an hundred men of the moft honourable amongft the eap _ 
Jews, repaired to Daphne near Antioch to Antonius f now doting on the love oC Cleo- 
patra) and offered an accufation againft the two brethren, having chofen fome of the 
greateft Quality and Eloquence to fpeak for them, MeJfaU undertook their defence 
being affifted by Hircanus. Antomus having heard both parties demanded of Hir- 
canus, whom he thought the fitteft to govern the Common- wealth? who anfwered, 
Herod and his brethren. Whereat Antonius was exceeding glad (Cor he had been 
moft courteoufly entertained by Antipater, when he came with Cabiniut into Judea ; ) 
and thereupon he made them Tetrarchs, committing to them the rule of all Jud<ea: ^ nmiytpa . 

p which, when the Jews Ambafladors mifliked, he put fifteen of them in prifon, and k«h the wo 
was near refolving to put them to death * the reft he fent away after he had treat- brothers Tc 
ed them very ill: Whereupon there arofe greater tumults in Jerufalem, and the Jews The j cVS 
fent another Embalfage of a thoufand men to Tyre, where Antonius refided with an once more 
intent to come againft Jerufalem. Antonius difpleafed with their murmurs and com- co ™fc ' wo 
plaints* commanded the Magiftrates of Tyre to kill all they could catch of the Jews, g^ hcr ; 
and to maintain their Authority, whom he himfelf had conftituted Tetrarchs. . But -^Amonw 
Herod and Hircanus went to thefe Deputies, who walk'd on the Sea-ftiore, admonifh- <£ m ™ nuCl11 
ing themearneftly to be contented, left by their indifcreet proceeding, they fhould 111 y " 
become not only the caufe of their own deaths, but alfo of War againft their own Coun- 

q try; but becaufe they would not be'reclaimed by thefe admonitions, Antonius fent out 
certain armed men, who killed many of them.and wounded the reft. Hircanus after this 
difaftcr caufed thedeadto be buried, and the wounded to be cured, notwithftanding

Wo years after this, and when Barzapharnes, a great Noble man of the Parthians, 
cap. si. ' J_ governed Syria with Pacorns the King's Son, Lyfanias who had fucceeded bis Fa- | 
fa{deth JS- ther Wolomaus, Son of Min£us, promifed them a thoufirnd Talents, and five hundred 
zafblmci xa Women, to put Antigonns in pofleffion of the Kingdom ofjndta, and depofe Hirca- 
depofe Hirca- „ut. Being induced by thefe promifes, ? acorns march'd along the Sea-coaft, and Bar- 
5'a ' a 0- ^karnes paft through the midft of the Countrey. But amongft the reft of the places 
nm. ""^ bordering on the Sea, the Tyrians would not receive Pacorns (notwithftanding the Ci- 
tizens of Ptolemah and Sidon had given him entertainment) wherefore he gave part of 
his Horfe unto one who was the King's Butler, called Pacortfs (as himfelf was 5) com- 
manding him to pafs into Jnd£a, and learn what their enemies meant to do, and 
to help Antigonns where need required, j^s they wafted the Countrey about Carmel, 
many Jews came of their own accord, and joyned with Antigonns, (hewing^ themfelves R 
very prompt to fight 3 for which caufehe fent them before to take a place called Dry- 
ntos 3 where having fought with his enemies, and put them to flight, he purfiied them 
with all fpeed as far as Jernfalent : And his number being augmented, he came to the 
Aforcfi Iuin King's Palace.

Parthian, arid believed that the Letters which Phafalus had writ to him to difcover the 
Tfeatfori, were fallen into the enemies hands, would not go forth, though Pacorns in- 
cited him to ride out and meet them that brought the Letters, for he had already learnt 
B the taking of Phafxlus 5 and Mariamnt a very wife woman, Hircanus's Daughter, with 
many entreaties perfwaded Herod not to go forth, but to beware how he trufted hirn- 
ielf to themerey of that Barbarous people, whofe ill defigns he could not be ignorant 
of. Whilft Pacorns was confulting with his Complices, how he might privily effedt HcoJ in the

fer ved, or requite his Sons, now comfortlefs, for thofe good turns that he had received 
at their Father's hands : And thofe who counfelled him to this, were fuch as offered 
to forfwear thofe Summs which Atitipater had put them in truft with, who were the 
/Wpcrcciv- chicfeft men about him. Herod perceiving the Arabians to be his foes for that which I 
crlulic Ar.ihi- j ie thought would procure him friendfhip, anfwered theMeflenger according as his re- 
c^iil'r ! i rentment" moved him, and took his journey towards Egypt 3 and the firft night he lodg- 
eii.m.is ^ Countrey Temple, to the intent that thofe of his company that were behind 
him might overtake him. The next day coming to Rhinoflura, his Brother's death was 
told him , after he had paid what he could notrefufe to the firft fentimentsof fo vio- 
lent a forrow, he went forward. 

In the mean time the King of Arabia (though too late) repented himfelf of that 
which he had done to Herod, and fent Meflengers after him to defire him to return, but 
they could not overtake him, he had marched Co faft. When Herod was come to Pe- 
lufium, the Mariners of the City would not receive him into their Vefiels 5 for which K. 
caufe, he in perfon went to the Governours 3 who reverencing the Fame and Dignity 
of the man, conducted him to Alexandria 3 whither he no looner came, but Cleopatra 
received him very honourably, intending to make him General of her Army which fhe 
Hero,: in nrc.it was preparing at that time. But he neither regarding the offers of the Queen, nor yet 
dingers K - difcouraged by the hard Winter Seafon, nor the dangers of the Seas, took his journey 
AW 7 10 towards Rome 3 and being in great danger of Shipwrack near Pansphilia, both he and 
the reft of the Pafl'engers, v were forced to caft away the mod part of their lading : with 
much ado he arrived fafe at Rhodes, which had been much ruined in the War againft 
Cajfius-, there he was entertained by two of his friends, Ttolomey and Sapinas 3 and 
although his money grew fcant, yet there he built a great Galley with three Ranks ofL 
Oars 3 and in it (being accompanied with his friends) he failed to Brundufium, and 
iinJ rciuir- f rom thence went ftraight to Rome. Where firft of all (in regard of the familiarity be- 
kH J .c»7' '' tween his Father and him) he went to declaring unto him both his own ca- 

renwwith lamity, and the miferable defolation of the whole Countrey 3 and how, leaving his 
^diitjmus. deareft friends befieged in a Caftle, himfelf through the ftormy Winter Seas was come * 
to him, to implore his affiftance. Antonius compaffionating his calamity, and re- 
membring his familiarity with Antipater, and efteeming the merit of Herod which ftood 
before him, determined to makehim King of the Jews, whom before, he himfelf had 
made Tetrarch : For he loved not Herod fo well, but he hated Antigonus as much 5 
.Am. nb .14. holding him both a feditious perfon, andanenemy totheRomans. Now, to the ac- ^ 
/'w findeth complifhment'of this, he found Ctfar far moreready than himfelf, when he" called to 
both op/ mind the fervicethat Antipater did in Egypt under his Father, and his entertainment 
mUot«'« and friendfhip in all things : And befides all thefe, he was much fatisfied with Herod's 
uSm' 0 courage and ability. Wherefore he earned the Senate to be affembled, wherein Mef- 
SSJ'^'aifcd and himfelf, in the pretence of Herod, recounted his Father's deferts and fidelity 
before the Se towards the Romans 3 declaring Antigonus to be an enemy, not only becaufe he had 
na ' e formerly revolted, but for that now lately, in defpight of the Romans, he had by the 

fWmade affiftance of the Parthians, ufurped the Kingdom. With which conflagrations the Se- 
Kin ? by the nate being moved, and Antonius affirming it to be expedient for the Roman Wars a- 
Konun enatc againft thg p art bi a ns, that Herod fhould be created King, the whole Senate confented : N 
and when it was difmifled, Antonius and C£far came forth with Herod between them, 
and the Confuls marched before him accompanied with other Magiftrates to offer Sa- 
crifice, and to Regifter the Decree of the Senate in the Capitol. After which Antonius 
feafted Herod the firft day of his Reign.

AT this time Antigonus befieged thofe that were left in the Caftle of Majfada, who ^Ant. lib. 14. 
had great ftore of Victuals, and wanted nothing but Water. Jofeph, Herod's"? z ? 
Brother, who defended it, purpofed to go to the Arabians with two hundred of his J^JHJ; 
deareft friends, for that he had intelligence that Malichus repented that he had given j*Ja. 
B -Herod no better entertainment. And accordingly he had forfaken the Caftle, had not 
great ftore of rain fallen that very night, wherein he intended to flee 3 but the Wells 
andCifterns being now filled with Water, there was no caufe to flee 3 fo thatifl'uing The Wars bc- 
out of the Caftle, he aflaulted Autigonus's Soldiers, and killed very many of them 3 C ^'" s ^|j[! 
fometimes in open fight, and fometimes by pollicy : Yet, he fought riot always with 1 crsand^/^, 
fortunate fuccefs, but returned fometimes with loft. In the mean time, Ventidius (who Herod's, Bro- 
was General of the Roman Army which was fent to expel the Parthians out of Syria) fi"iiJiut the 
after he had repulfed them, came into Jud<ea, under pretence to fuccour Jofeph and the Roman Gene- 
reft that were befieged 3 4ut in effect, to get money from Antigonus. When therefore "1 takcth mo. 
he drew near "jerufalem, and had received the money he looked for, he departed with ne - v from ^"- 
q thegreateft part of his Army, leaving Silo behind him with a few to colour his pre- "^^.ub. I4 
tence : And Antigonus hoping for a fecond Supply from the Parthians, corrupted cap. 14. 
Silo not to moleft him for the prefent. By this time Herod having failed from Italy H " oi a 8 ainft 
to Ptolcmart, and gathered a great Army of ft rangers and -his own Countrey men to- 
gether, came into Galilee againft Antigonus, being affifted with the Forces of Ven- 
tidius and Silo, whom GeUius, who was font from Antonius, perfwaded to eftablilh 
Herod in his Kingdom. But Ventidiuf was bufie in appeafing the Broils that the Par- HtroJ intenJ- 
thians had made in the Cities, and silo was corrupted by Antigonus : Yet did not He- ethafterhe 
rod want aid for every day, the further he marched into the Countrey, the more his MjffifoMi 
Army encreafed, all Galilee (very little excepted) yielding unto him. Whereupon he joppa, to be- 
D purpoled firft of all to go to Maffada, todeliver his friends that were there befieged 3 iiegejiw/*", 
but Joppa hundred his purpofe 3 which being an enemy Town, he thought beft to take k '"' 
it before he went any further, left whilft be was going to Jerufalem, his enemies fhould 
have a place behind him to flee to. Now joyned Armies with Herod, rejoyc- 
ing that he had found occafion to retire 3 but he was purfued by the Jews of Antigo- 
nus's Party, who Herod with a loofe Wing of his Army, and a fmall Company of men, 
encoantred, and prefently put to flight, and faved Silo, who had much ado to make 
reftftance againft them. This done, and Joppa taken, he hafted to Maffada 3 and the 
people of the Countrey (fome for his Father's fake, others for his own, and many for 
both) joyned themfelves to him : Many alfo, came to him for hope, becaufe he was 
£ now King, fo that now be had a very puiffant Army .* But Antigonus hindred his jour- 
ney, by planting certain Ambufhes in places convenient, where Herod was to pafs 3 
though by all this they little banned him. 

Herod having raifed the Siege of Maffada, and refcued his friends, from thence went HemJ begirt- 
to Jerufalem 3 where both Silo's Soldiers, and many of the City came and joyned with ^Jf"^™ 
him. Being now terrified with the greatnefsof his Forces, there pitching their Tents and proclaim- 
at the weft fide of the Town, they that guarded that part, affaulted them with Darts cth the caufe, 
and Arrows 5 andothers iffuing by Troops forth of the City, affaulted the Front Q f ofhlscomin ? 
the Array: Whereupon Herod caufed one to go about the Walls of the City, and to 
proclaim, how that he was come for the good of the whole City 3 and that he would 
f not take revenge of any, though hi$ open enemy 3 but would pardon, even them that 
had been moft feditious. But when Antigonus his followers with loud exclamations 
hindred the Crier's voice from being heard, left any man fhould alter his mind 3 Herod 
prefently commanded his men to beat the enemies off from the Walljupon which order, 
they fhot fiich a flight of Arrows and Darts from the top of the Towers, that they for- 
ced them to retire. At this time Silo was detected to have been corrupted with mo- . , 
ney 3 forhefoltcitedmany Soldiers to cry out that they wanted Provifions, and to ask sih's fuHilt^ 
money and Victuals, and to crave to be difmifled and fent into fome fit place of Qiiar- ^"j^ 
ter during the Winter, becaufe Antigonus bad laid wafte all the Countrey 3 and even e yt 
sib himfelf offered to be gone, and exhorted others to do the like. But Herod feeing 
G himfelf ready to beforfaken, went to the Captains that forved under silo 3 and calling 
many of the Soldiers together, requefted them not to for fake him atthat exigent, whom 
C*far 9 Antmiur, and the whole Senate (as they knew) had font thither 3 promifing 1 
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them, that within one day he would relieve all their neceffities. When he had thus H 
c entreated them, himfelf went about the Fields, and brought them Co much Provifion 
"that he cut off all silo's exculls 3 and forecafting left hereafter there fhould be any 
' wain, he fent Letters to Samaria (which City about this time had put it (elf under his 
protection) willing them to bring Victuals, and Wine, andOyl, and Cattel to Jericho. 
' Antigonus hearing this, prcfently fent certain of his men to lie in Ambulh in the Fields, 
C andfuddenly to let upon thole that came for Provifion, and kill them, and fo hinder 
them from carrying any Victuals to the Camp : according to his Commandment, there 
went a great number of Soldiers to Jericho, and placed themfelves upon the Moun- 
tains, with an intent to efpy if any body carried Provifion to the Army- In the mean 
iLr-j accom- time Herod refted not 3 for taking with him ten Companies (five of the Romans, and I 
p nied with f IVC of the Jews, with three hundred Mercenaries, and a few Horfe,) he came to Jcru 
tcii i ';""^. c f jg ^ w here he found the City without Inhabitants, and five hundred with their Wives 
* " J and Families had placed themfelves upon the tops of the Mountains 5 whom when he 
ThcRonnm had lurprized, he permitted to deparr. But the Romans brake into the City, and 
pnta-icu facked it (where they found the houfes ftored with all manner of Riches 5) and the 
P:t King leaving a Garrifon at Jericho, returned. He fent likewifc the Roman Soldiers to 
the Provinces which were on his fide 5 to wit, Idumata, Galilee and Samaria, that they 
might abide there till Winter was pair. Antigonus alfo, thfough Silo's means (whom 
by money he had made his friend) obtained that a part of his Army might (during the 
Winter time) abide at Lidda, that he might by this means obtain the favour of Antt* £ 
tjins : and the Romans, being now difcharged from the Wars, lived in great eafe and 
plenty. 

All this time Herod was not idle, but accompanied with two thoufand Foot, and five 
hundred Horfe, he went about ldunt£a, and lent alfo his Brother Jojeph, left by Attti- 
gonus's means the people (hould rebel. And having carried his Mother, and the reft 
of liis Kindred, whom he took from Maffada, into Samaria, and placed them where no 
danger might betide them 3 himfelf went into Galilee, to fubdue that part of the Coun- 
trey which as yet was not in his hands, and to expel from thence the Garrifons left by 
kh.j 4. Antigonus. And when he was come to Sephoris, notwithftanding there was a very 
"•"*;>• , , great Snow, he eafily took it, for the Garrifonflcd before he affaulted it 5 and finding L 
tS cifyS'* 1 there great ftore of Provifion, he refrefhtd his Soldiers, which now with Winter wea- 
^piori's. ther were much harafied 3 and then fent them againft the great number of Thieves 
that infeftcd that Province, and lay lurking in Dens and Caves 5 and who making of- 
ten incurfions upon the Countrey, molefted the Inhabitants no left than if they had 
been an Army of Enemies. And feuding before three Companies of Foot, and one 
f!"hX : ri Troop of Horfe into a Village called Arbeit, himfelf forty days after came thither with 
tlvjTii !<.'■,«. the whole Army. For all this the Thieves feared him not, but arming themfelves, 
came to meet him, trufting to their experience in Warlike affairs, and their own deP- 
perare courage. The Battel being joyned, the Right Wing of their Party put the 
Left Wing of Herod's to flight 3 but he with his Right Wing prefently fuccoured them, ^ 
and recalled his men that fled 3 and rulhing violently upon his enemies, he a little 
flopped their career 3 till at J.ift the Fore- front of their Battel, not able to ftand any 
longer, fled : Herod purfued them even unto Jordan, and killed many of them 3 thofe 
that efcaped fled over the River. And thus he freed Galilee from that fear, fave that 
yet there were left fome lurking in the Caves, by whom he was conftrained to make a 
longer Ray. Wherefore, hrftofallhe gave the Soldiers fome fruit of their labours, 
diftributingto every one of them an hundred and fifty Drachmes of Silver, and unto 
the Captains more, and fo he fent them where they fhould pals the Winter. • Alfo he 
writ unto his youngeft Brother rheroras, to provide necefiaries for them, and to build 
a Wall about the Caftleof Alcxandrium 3 which he performed. N 
>^A^-Y In the mean while Antonius palled the timeabout Athens, and Ventidius fentfor Sib 
7hcyc.x r «///•.- ant i Herod, to affift him in the War againft theParthians* after they had fettled the afc 
?£i 'ch -i fairs of jM«Mj fo as no longer to need their prefence. Herod willingly fent Sib unto 
Kahii^st' Ventidius 3 and in the mean time he with his Army went againft the Thieves in the 
^^-v^Ly Caves. Thefe Caves were in very fteep Mountains, Co that there was no way to come 
^AnMl: 1 , to , | iem j f a ve only by crooked and very narrow paffages : And thefe Mountains were 
T'h - Vcil-h. aI1 Rocks of Stone, hanging over the Valleys i Co that the King a great while was doubt- 
TiM.H?r' lc ' ful what to do, feeing the place fo inacceffible. At laft, Herod devifed a way fcarcely 
c.nes Ahcc heard of before 3 for he put the valianteft of his men intoChefts, and Co let them down 
kV rt:cX ° to the mouths of the Caves, where they killed the Thieves and their Families, and put O 
fire to them that refitted. And Herod feeking to fave fome of them, caufed a Trumpet 
to publilh to them, that they might come to him with fafety 3 but there was not one 
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A that came 3 and thofe that Were forced, chofe rather tt? kill thetrnerves than be.nM£ap- r\A/^ 
tives : So that an old rrtkri having feyew Sons and a Wife, who all requefted hifr Ml A# 
they might go forth to the King and fave their lives, killed them alt after this mdnrier: i^'M/fs 
Himfelf ftood' before the door of the Cave, and badthSm come forth one by one, and 2v!»ti ? i>*^:";. 
always as ope of them came forth, he killed him. ■ Arid Herod beirfgin a place 7 where wW? 
He might behold thisfpeftacle, being moved withcompaffiori, Wretched forth'hts hand 
and requefted him to fparehis Children : But he being nothtrYg'rn6ved to corripafiion 
by Herod's words, upbraided Herod's meannefs of mind 3 and having butchered his Sons, 
he alfo killed his Wife 3 and cafting th'edcad bodies down into the Valleys, at'faft' he 
caft himfelf likewife down headlong. 

B Herod having thus taken the Caves, -and flain thofe that were in them, left fuch a 
part of his Army, as he thought might fufrice to reprefs any that fliould attempt a Re- 
bellion, under the Commanrfof Vtolomey, and returned to Samaria, carrying with him 
three thoufand Foot, and fix hundred Horfe againft Antigonus. After his departure, rt^m y C^ ? . 
thofe that were accuftomed to trouble Galilee, having now (as they thought) opportu- "^t^Lr-" 
nity, affaulted Vtolomeyzt unawares, and killed him 3 and having wafted the Countrey, 
retired into Marifh Grounds, and Strong Holds. Which when Herod underftood, he 
prefently came to fuccour the Countrey, and killed moft part of the enemies 3 and 
having taken all the Caftles by force, he exacted an hundred Talents for a punifhment of 
that revolt, to be paid by the Cities. In the mean time the Parthians being put to 

C flight, and Pacorus llain, Ventidius, in obedience to Letters from Antonius, lent ALu 'j£. 
ra to Herod with a thoufand Horfe, and two Legions of Foot, to afiilt him againft An- 
tigonus. Antigonus writ Letters to Mach&ra, defiring him to help him 5 and complain- 
ing that Herod had injured him, promifed him a great fumm of money : But he think- 
ing it not beft to forfake him he was fent to fuccour, efpecially feeing that Herod would 
give more, would not be fnbborned by him 3 yet counterfeiting himfelf to be Antigo' 
mts his friend, under that pretence to difcover what Forces he had, contrary to Herod's 
counfel, he went to him. But Antigonus diftrufting his intent, kept him out of the Ci- 
ty, and like an enemy dravehim away from the Walls : A/jch<era afhamed of what he \!.n!i.<r*'s ji- 
had done, returned to Emm jus unto Herod 5 and being in a rage that things fell out a- 121 4 llit y- 

D gainft his expectation, he killed all the Jews he found, not reflecting whether they fa- 
voured Herod ox Antigonus. Herod hereat was moved, and purpofed to be revenged f^J^-J^y. 
upon Mach&ra, asanenemy3 yet he bridled himfelf, and halted to Antonius, to let ^J^''^ ! 7 \ 
him underftand Mtch£ra's cruelty : Machara remembring how he had offended, fol- hfme' c'hif's 
lowed the King, and with many entreaties befought him to be reconciled, and obtain- N /p^l\ 
ed it. Yet Herod kept on his journey to Antonius 3 and hearing that he was now with *- / *>* 
a great Army befieging Samofata (a very ftrongCity near Euphrates) he made the more 
hafte 3 thinking it now a fit time to fhew his affection and his courage, and that there- 
by he might win Antonius's favour the more. His arrival haftned the taking of the 
place, which Antiochus was conftrained to deliver 3 for he killed a great number of the 

E enemies, and had for his reward a great part of the Spoil 5 and Antonius, though before ^'numus ad- 
he admired his vertue, yet now his opinion of him encreafed, fo that he had a greater ^j C s \. a j^ ur 
addition of his honour, and reafonto hope his' eftablifhment in the Kingdom. 



CHAP. XIII. 

Of the death of Jofeph. How Herod bcficged Jerufalem 3 and how Antigonus was 14. 

Jlain. 2y * 

F T N the mean time Herod's Affairs in Judaa went backward. He had left his Brother 
J Jojcph Goveruour of all, and commanded him to attempt nothing againft Antigonus 
till his return 3 for he little trufted to Machxra's help, becaufe of the part he had play- 
ed before. But Jofeph feeing his Brother to befaroff^ regarded not what charge was 
left him, but went to Jericho with his own Troops, and five Companies of Horfe which 
Mach&ra fent with him, thinking now in Harveft time to have taken away their Corn 3 
but being aflaulted by the enemies upon the Mountains, and in difficult places, himfelf 
was there flain, after he had fhewed r.imfelf in the fight a worthy and valiant man 3 and 
the.-"- was iior one left alive of all the Roman Horfe, for they had been newly levied in 
Svr/.r, audthey had no old Soldiers amongft them to affift their want of experience. 

G s,:i; :i y»Ks not contented with rhe Victory, became fuch a Tyrant, that having the dead ^^"''^ 
L-K'Vmhis power, he cut off Jofeph's head, and caufed his body to be fcourged, al * ^K S c»- 
r Vju-h Peroral his Brother offered fifty Talents to redeem the fame entire. kali*. 

After 
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After Antigonus had obtained this Victory, there wasfucha change in Galilee, that H 
ibe year of the t hofe who favoured him, took the chiefeft of Herod's Favourites, and drowned them 
in a Lake. Alfo there arofe great Commotions in Iduntaa, where Machara was repair- 
mtLJ%. ' ing the Walls of a certain Caftle called Githa. All this while Herod heard nothing of 
J^VNJ the news ; for after Sdmofata was taken, Antonius made Sofitts Governour of Sjria, 
"d" n "r " having order with him to help Herod againft Antigonus, and fb he departed into Egypt* , 
tlw?s death" lent two Legions with Herod into to help him, and he himfelf with the reft 
in a Dream. G f the Army followed. When Herod was at Antiochia, near Daphne, his Brother s 
death was (hewed him in a Dream 3 and being troubled at it,> he leaped out of his bed, 
even at the fameinftant that the Meflengers who brought tidings of his death, entred 
into the houfe. He could not forbear fome expreffions of grief 3 but he check'd his - 
forrow, to haften to revenge it upon his enemies with incredible fpeed. When he 
came to Libtnus, he took eight hundred Inhabitants of that Mountain to help him, and 
joyned unto them one of the Roman Legions 3 and not expecting the day, with them 
he entred into Galilee 5 where meeting with fome enemies,he forced them to flee to the 
place from whence they came, and befieged their Caftle 3 but before he could take it, 
he was conftrained by hard weather, to lead his Army into the next Village. With- 
in a few days his number being encrealed with another Legion which Antonius lent, 
he put his enemies in fuch fear, that in the night time they forfook the Caftle. Then 
fWs Din- he halted to Jericho to be revenged on thofe that had killed his Brother \ where there 
ma-room fell befel him a mod: ftrange accident, from which being againft all hope delivered, he per- £ 
after he had f vVa< j e d himfelf that God bare a particular love to him : For when many Nobles that 
Jnfcx^iVw night had fupped with him, and Supper being ended, every one was gone forth, in- 
bcd." continently the houfe wherein he fupped fell down. Herod took this as a Prefage, 
both of the dangers, and profperous fuccefs he was to have in his Wars. And the next 
morning early he removed from thence, and about fix thoufand of the enemies de- 
fending from the Mountains, charged his Vanguard 3 yet they durft not joyn Battel 
with the Romans, but molefted them with ftones and darts, with which they wound- 
ed many ; Co that Herod himfelf paffing along, was wounded in the fide with a Dart. 
Autigof/usdeCirons to (hew himfelf theftronger, as well in multitude of men, as in cou- 
rage, Centrappus a friend of his, with fome Forces to San/aria, with a defign to fight 
and defeat Muhwa. Herod, on the other fide, went about the enemies Countrey, L 
and took five Towns, and deftroyed two thoufand of the Inhabitants 3 and firing the 
houfes, returned to his Array near a Village called Cana. 

Every day there came flocking to him a very great number of Jews, both from Jeri- 
cho and other parts of the Countrey 3 fome out of hatred to Antigonus, and others out 
of love of change, and an efteem of Herod. Whilft thus he hafted to fight, Pappus, 
with his men, neither fearing the multitude nor ftrength of their enemies, came fiercely 
upon them, and offered Battel : Which being begun, thofe that were not engaged a- 
gainftHe/W, refifted a while 3 but Herod remembring his Brother's death, ventured 
more than the reft, to the end, to be revenged upon them that weTe the Authors there- M 
of, and fo he eafily overcame the enemies 3 and ftill affaulting the frefh men, put them 
all to flight. There was a mighty flaughter; for many being forced to fleeinto the Vil- 
lage from whence they came, he purfued them, and flew an infinite number, though 
all the houfes and houfe-tops were full of armed men to defend it : After he had flain 
thofe that were abroad, he overthrew the houfes, and fo forced them that were within 
to come forth. Others he killed in Companies with the ruines of the houfes wherein 
they were 3 and if any one chanced to efcape, the Soldiers without killed them : So 
Th; number that the heaps of dead bodies were fo great, that they who had the Victory, could not 
of the carca- pa f s thorough the ftreets for them. Thofe of the Countrey were fo difmayed with this 
SolSVtf overthrow, that the whole multitude of them fled away 5 and Herod by the benefit of N 
fa S c. his good fortune had even then come to Jerusalem, had not a great ftorm hmdred him, 

which was the only caufe that at that time he got not a full Conqueft, and Antigonus 
was not utterly overthrown 3 who, through fear and defperation, was preparing to 
leave the City. But Herod, towards night having given his friends leave to depart to 
refrefh themfelves, being himfelf heated with his Armour, after the manner of Soldiers, 
entred into a Bath, accompanied only with one Page : And as he was there, three 01 
his enemies that had efcaped out of the Battel, and came to the Bath to hide them- 
felves 5 feeing the King there, were fo terrified with the King's Prefence, although at 
that time he was naked and weaponlefs, that they thought of nothing but flight 3 and

After his Marriage-rites were per formed, he returned to Jerufakm with a fir greater 
B Andy : Sofim alfo ficooded him with a great Army of Foot arid Horfe, whom he fent 
before him through the midft of the Countrey, and he himfelf came after by phmnicia. 
Now when all his whole Army was jpyned together, to the number of about eleven f\JV^1 
Legions of! Foot, and Tixthoufand Horfe, betides the Syrians that came td help him, 
which were no fmall number ; he laid his Aflault and Battery to the Northermoft JX/c&yri 
Wall. He grounded his Right upon the Decree of the Seriate, whereby he was dc- mivity.^. 
elated to be King : Sofms alio was warranted by Antonius' % Letters, whereby he com- tjff^ 
manded him to help Herod with all the Forces under his Command* Mean-while the Ja^fydSS 
Jews that were within the City werediverfly troubled 5 for the weaker fort, gather* themfelves. 
ing themfelves together about the Temple, deplored their Unhappineis, and envied 
£ the felicity of thofe that died before they were reduced to thele miferics. But thofe 
who were hardieft among them, joyning themfelves together, robbed and took away 
what they could, efpecially Victuals, from thofe places that were next the City 3 fo 
that they neither left meat' for Horfesnor Men : And the valianteft of them all being 
fetto defend the Walls againft thole that befieged them, bindred the Adversaries from 
erecting their Batteries by fome new device : Neither did they any ways prevail fb 
much as by their Mines. The King (ought to reprefs the Excurfions of the Plunderers, 
by placing an Ambufh of men to intercept them 3 and relieved the want and fearcity 
of Victuals, by fetching Provifion from places far diftant. But riot withftand' ing they 
in fight failed not toexprefs incredible valour, yet did the military experience of the 
D Romans furpafs them. A wall no fooner began to totter, but they wrought with fb 
great diligence to make another, that this was finifhed before that was fallen. In a 
word, they neither fpared hands nor Engines, but were all of them determined to 
right it out to thelaft: And although they were befieged by two fo potent Armies, 
yet they defended the Town five months* But at laft, certain of Herod's hraveft men, HcroJ'sSjol- 
by a breach,entered the City, and the Romans the like on another fide. Thofe places JjJS^jjf 
near eft the Temple were the firft that they feized upon : afterwards, the whole Army enterthect' 
entring the City, it was lamentable to fee how in every corner the people were mafia- ty. . 
cred 3 for the Romans being difpleafed that the Siege continued fo long time, became | ,3 "tj^ irf 
more cruel 3 and Herod's Army endeavoured to let none of the adverfe part efcape. * cruJd tm ' 
So that many were (Iain, both in the ftreets, and in their own houfes $ yea, even then 
alfo when they fled into the Temple, without refpecc of Age or Sex. For although 
the King commanded the Soldiers to ipare the people 3 yet, for all that, they never re- 
(trained their cruel hands) but like mad men, raged againft all, men, women and 
children. Antigonus, not confider ing his former condition, came and proftra ted him- s<fim akctii 
felf at £*jSW*sfeet, befeeching him to be merciful unto him 3 but Softut nothing com- *AMgmii. 
paffionating his calamity, infulted over him, and called him Antigona 3 yet did he not 
permit him to depart free as a woman, but put him inJWon. 

Now when Herod had conquered his enemies, he endeavoured to the utmoft to re- 
prefitheinfblence of his Auxiliary Strangers, w^io thronged to fee the Temple, and 
f the Holy Veflels that were therein 3 but he withheld them, not only by thrcatnings 
and entreaties, but alfo by force 3 believing himfelf lefi unhappy to be conquered, 
than by obtaining the Victory, to minifter a means whereby thofe things which were 
not lawful to be revealed, fhould be expofed to the eyes of prophane Strangers. He 
alfo reftrained the Soldiers from lacking the City 3 and told Sofius^ that if the Romans 
would defolatethe City both of men and money, they would leave him King of a 
Oefart : Adding further, that he eftecmed not the Empire of the whole World, to be 
^ recompence for fuch a Maflacre of his Subjects. Hereunto Softut anfwering, that the 
Soldiers ought to have the lacking of the Town, in recompence of that labour they had 
(pent in the Siege : Herod replyed, that he had rather recompence them out of his^^^ 
G own Treafury 3 and by this means he redeemed, as it were, the Reiicks of his dcfblate j^^ows 
Countrey $ and in the end performed that which he had promifed, for he bountifully feoney upatr 
rewarded every Soldier and Captain, according to his merit 3 and gave Sofmt Pre- «iw SoUim.

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A for that the Captains of his Army would not obey hii Commandment $ for if they hvi ^ ,- 
been obedient, Athcnio'h&d not had opportunity to work him that injury ; yet was he ' 
revenged upon the Arabians, and daily made incurfions upon their Borders, and ccafed j^ r j c J 
not to invade and fpoil them, till by many defeats, he had cried quittance with them Ni"v'l',U. 
for their one Victory. 4 U^vS»j, 

While thus he purfued his enemies, a great calamity befel him in the (eventh year Anotiierwli. 
of his Reign, and in the midft of the War between AHgujlut and Antonius ; for about "niiyofhv- 
the beginning of the Spring, there chanced a great Earthquake, which killed an infinite raJ s ' 
multitude of beafts, and thirty thoufand people ; yet the Army had no harm, for it 
lay in an open place. With the report hereof, the Arabians were highly encouraged : 

B For asreport always encreafes a mifchief, the Arabians, making account that all Juda 'a 
was deftroyed, and that there was no man left alive torefift them, entred into the 
Countrey, affuring themfelves to conquer it 5 having firft (lain the AmbaiTadours of 
the Jews that were fent to them. Herod feeing his people terrified at the fuddain ap- 
proach of their enemies, and dilheartned with the continuance of their calamities 
rowzed up their drooping fpirits by fpea king to them on this wife: 1 fee no fitch great nail's On 
rcafon of your prcfent fear ; for though there he caufe for you to be troubled at the evils ti<™"to his diV> 
which God's indignation maizes us fujfer, yet none but cowardly minds are daunted by the ma >' ed s - 1 
coming of their enemies, who are but men whofe violence, if your felvcs p/cafe, jc may^'"' 
reprcfi. For mine own part, J am fo jar from being difcouraged by the approach of mine e- 

C nemies, that I rather think, that God hath, by hit V r ovi den ce, fent this Earthquake as a 
fnare to incite the Arabians to invade us } to the end, that by our means he may putrifj them : 
For the caufe that nioveth them to ajfault us, is not the trujl they repofe in their own valour 
and great Army, but ourmifcry : Tet, who knows not that thst hope is deceitful, (h it is not 
founded upon our own courage, but upon others mif-fortunes 5 there is nothing ajfured in 
humane affairs, in refpeH either of profperous fuccefS, or adverfe fortune, which a man may 
perceive to alter upon all Occurrents, as we our felves can witneJS by our own experience. 
For in the firjl Confli& ye were Vi&ors, in the fecondye were overcome, and now the third 
time (fo far as I can conje8ure) they^ thinking themfelves fureof the ViBory, /ha// by us 
be overcome. For they who mi/doubt nothing, are rajl) in their proceedings 5 whereas they 

D that are fearfuland timorous, providently feek to prevent their dangers : fo that I am en- p C i r (>ivcfh 
couragedtohope for Vittory, even by your fear. For when you were too confident, and a- Confidence. 
gainfl my will and dtreUion yz encountered your enemies, Athenio found opportunity to 
fnrprize you : But now, your prudent caution, anddifcreet moderation, is an evident to' 
ken to me of ajfured Vi£to<-y. It behoveth you therefore, before the Confliff, to k ee P *hk 
mind , but in the Conflict, ye cannot Jhew too much ardour and courage, to make our impi- 
ous enemies fee , thit no calamities, whence foever they come, whether from Heaven or 
from Earth, can daunt the courage of the Jews, whilft their breath is in their bodies : and 
that never a one of you will fuffer the Arabians to domineer over your Goods andPoJfejfions, 
whom many times you have aim ofi made your flaves. Be not therefore terrified with this 

E motion of an inanimate things neither yet per/wade your felves, that the Earthquake por- 
tends any mif-fortune, for even tbe Elements themfelves by their own nature are fubjetf to 
fuch defefts , and portend no other mifiap, but that which they bring with them. Perhaps 
the Plague, and Famine, and Earthquake have fome tokens demonjirating them before they 
come 5 but when they are once come, they flgnifie nothing elfe ; but at laji, end and ceafe of 
themfelves. But fay we Jliould be overcome 5 can we fujfer more harm than we have fujfer- 
edby the Earthquake .<? On the contrary, what fear ought not our enemies to be pojfejfed with 
for the crime, whereby, contrary to the Law of all Nations, they have butchered our Ambaf- o^Ton P " 
fadours, and offered to God fuch a Sacrifice for the good fuccefs of their War ? Thinkyou 
they can hide themfelves from the fight of God, and from his mighty arm $ or that they jhall 

F not be punifhed for their offence, if, filled with the fouragious fpirit of our Nation, we Jl/r 
up our felves to revenge that impious violating the Law of all Nations ; and fo every one 
march on to fight, not for his Wife and Children, or Countrey, but to revenge the murt her 
of our Ambaffadours 5 who will lead our Army, and know better than we that are alive, to 
dire& tbe fame. For my own part (if you will be ruled by me) I will be the fir Si that 
will lead you, and will hazard my felf for you ; For you know full well, that if your 
valour be not prejudiced by fome headlong raflmefs, there is no enemy that can bear your 
charge. 

After he had by thefe perfwafions animated his Soldiers, and found them in fome fort Hon ida\- 
encouraged thereby, he offered Sacrifice to God. And prefently after, with all his ficcth t-.> Gat 
G Army, he palled over Jordan , and pitching his Tents at Philadelphia, not far from the tliC 
enemies, he made a fhew toaflault a Caftle that was between them and him, and fo 
skirrailhed with them afar off, deilrous to draw them to the Battel. The Arabians had

v/r,™ o;tU 0 f them kept the hill. There pafled no day, but he put his Army in Battalia, and 
b-:mu'.,yy r y- [ )ravc j t | ie Arabians ; and feeing they would not come to the (hock (for they were in 
aE., "!::'/ c;rcat fear, and Elthcmr/s their General more than any) he aflaulted them in their 
Orv'vJ Trcnches/and calk dow n their Rampier, fo that they were conftrained to come forth 
to Battel without any order 5 and their Horfe and Foot were confufedly mixt toge- 
ther : And although the Jews were in number inferior to them, yet they were inferior 
to the Jews in courage 5 neverthelefs, they became now more hardy, became they 
defpaired of the Viftory 3 and fo long as they flood toit, they had nogreatlofs ; but 
when they turned their backs, then many were (lain by the Jews, and many perifhed, 
being trodden on by their fellows. Thole that efcaped, were forced to retire into I 
their Camp, where Herod befieged them j and there was fuch penury of water, that 
for drink they were all like to perilh. For which caufe, they fent Ambafladours to 
the Ring, olfering him fifty Talents to let them go 5 but he contemned them, and 
Th.» Ar:il.i.ms would not hear them. At length, their want of water was fo great, that coming out 
< x J,., com panies of their own accord, they offered themfelves to the Jews 5 fo that in this 
'"»•<• ; : lolt t i icrc c:\rr.e forth four ihonfand in live days, whom the Jews put in chains 5 and 
r> • cli'io tlx the futh day the whole multitude (defpairing of their lives) came forth to fight, with 
\ * whom / U-ro'd conflicting Hew about liven 1 houfand. So great a Defeat fatisfied Herod's 

revenge, and fb abated the pride of the Arabians, that they took him for their Pro- ^ 
lector. 



C H A P. XV. 

How Herod »v» confirmed in the peaceable Pofftffion of the Kingdom of Judara, tyAu- 
gullusCajir. 

, . r -^- • „f t hii profperous fuccefs, was foon abated by the news of the Viftory of 
,: ' '"" I ■i„ !i \i\i us over Antonius at Allium j and his love for the latter made him appre- 
hend the uoilt that could be imagined from the former : Yet was he more afraid than L 
hurt by this his fulpicion j for Cafar counted not Antonius fully conquered, fo long as 
Herod kept to his Party. Wherefore, the Ring timely forefeeing thofe dangers that 
mVdu ciUue went to Rhodes, where at that time Ctfar relided j and in the habit of a 
private man' without a Crown, but with a Kingly Majefty, he prefented himfelf be- 
r "s on tore him and with great conftancy fpaketo him in this manner : I was, 0 CaMar, made 
^ to \yhl Ki „n 0 f funjca by Antonius his means 5 and I cannot deny but that (had not the Arabi- 
an, espy. af}S ) }i)n i rcc l wc ) 1 had, with all the Power I could have made, jeeonded andajfijted Anto- 
nius avainU thee : Tea, although perfonally J could not go, yet did I what 1 could to help 
t, , r , him and fent him many theufand Meafures of Corn. Nay, though he had the Overthrow at 
frccl'v before Aftium, yet did not I forfak? him, who had deferved well at my hands : and although I M 
t -'>- teas not able to alfllt him with force of Arms, yet I gave him the bell connfel I could 3 in- 
cubative oftentimes unto him, that the only way to redrefS his afairs was, to put Cleopa- 
tra to death 3 which if he would do, I promifed him to affitt him with money, Strong holds, 
an d an Army , )C', and with mine own perfon, agai nil thee : But the love of Cleopatra, 
and God who had already defigned the Empire of the World to thee, Jlopped his ears. By 
this means O Gcfar, / find My felf conqueredwith Antonius, and have forfak?ntny Crown 
and Dienity with his Fortunes 3 and I am come unto thee, without grounding the hope of my 
I'afcty upon any thin^ but my own Ferine, and the experience which thou mayefitntke of my 
c*C,v s ^ fidelity to my Friends, Herod having fpoken in this manner, Cafar anfwered : Live in 
iw-i-co/W /ifr,/ a „d rei^n now with greater jec^rity than before 3 for thou defer veji to rule others, N 
who with fuch \-onftancy didfi defend and maintain thy friendfiip. Hence forward endea- 
vour to continue faithful towards them that arc more fortunate than Antonius 5 for, for 
my part I have conceived a great hope and expeclation of thy Valour and Prowefi. I cannot 
blame Antonius, /* that he rather hearkened to Cleopatra than to thee , ftnee, by his it** 
prudence I have obtained thy friendfiip. That thou hafi begun to do well, it hereby ap- 
peared \ecaufe Ventidius bath fignified unto me, that thou hafi fent him fuccours againft 
his enemies, for which canjl\ by this my prefent Decree, be thou ejlablipedin thy King* 
dom ■ and I will portly tjivc thee fuch proofs of my Amity, that thou Jbalt have no caufe to 
bewail the lofs of Antonius. After this fpeech, Augujlus put the Crown upon Herod s 
head • and made a Decree and fealed it, teftifying how he had remitted all things O 
done by Herod and confirmed him in his Kingdom, and rehearfing many things great- 
ly tending to Herod's praifc. After that Herod had made great Prefents to C*far, ne 
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a reauefted him to pardon Alexander, one of Antonius his friends 3 who earneftly, and £<S~fi 
in humble manner defned the fame : But C*far being much incenfed againft him an- 
fwered, that he for whom he entreated, had greatly and many times offended 5 and lo before c^jn 
he repelled Herewith this anfwer. . . . ^jSfeJ- 

When Cafar travelled into Egypt through Syria, he wasentertamed by Herod withall X^sqTa- 
Roval Pomp poffible : And that wasthefirft time that he (hewed himfelf to take part tll]afio „ to . 
with Ctfar when near Ptolemais- he took a view of the Soldiers with Cafar, and made ward 0/*. 
a Banquet for him and all his friends, and feafted the whole Army. And m as much as 
he travelled to Pelufium thorough a dry Countrey, when they returned again, he pro- 
vided water for them, and furnilhed the Army with all nectaaries 5 fo that both Cafar 

R and the Soldiers thought the Kingdom a fmall recompencc for his deferts. For which 

caufe after he came into Eypt 3 and that Antonius and Cleopatra were now dead, he did ^ ^f 
notonly encreafe his honour, but alfo reftored to him that portion of his Countrey „; 0 a. 
which was taken awavby Antonius, and given to Cleopatra : And befides that, Gadara, 
and Hippon and Samaria, and other Cities about the Sea- coaft 5 to wit, Gaza, and A»- 
thedon - and lopp*, and Stratons Tower 5 and moreover, gave him four hundred Gala- 
tians which before were Cleopatra's Guard. Nor did C*f*r's Liberality ftophere, but 
to (hew how far his efteem of this Prince's merit proceeded, he added to his Domint- 
on Trachonitis, and Eatan<ea, and Auranitis, upon this occafion : Zenodorus (who for 
money had hired the Lands ofLyfanias) continually fent people out of Trachonitis to 

r rob the people of Damafcus \ who in humble manner went to Varus (who was at that 
time Governour of Syria) entreating him to inform Cafar of their calamity : Ctfar un- 
derftanding the fame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate thofe Thieves 
Whereupon Varus with an Army, went to thofe places which were rnoft infefted, and 
rid the Countrey of theThieves, and confifcated the Territory _trom Zenoclorus . wnicli 

Governour of 

C£far (left it (hould again be a refuge for Thieves to fpoil Damafcus) gave to Herod, and Syia _ 
made him Boiler over M Syria. Ten years after, C*/*r returning to this Countrey, 
commanded the Governours to do nothing without Herod s counfel : And after Lem- 
Jaw's death, he gave him all the Countrey between Trachonitis and Galilee But that 
which Herod efteemed above all the reft was, that Ctfar loved him befj of all next to 
D Atrip** i and that Agrippa loved him moft of all men next :to Ctfar. When he was ar- 
nved to this pitch of Felicity, He (hewed the greatnefs of his Soul, by the greateft and 
moft holy enter prize that can be imagined.

looarirade fti which, Herod erefted another Temple of White Marble to him, near

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"r^J^T At Jericho^ alfo (between theCaftleof Cyprus, and the other ancient Palaces) he e- H 
■/: , jcjyoftbc reftcd other Buildings fairer and more commodious than the former, calling theinaf- 
\?'i'a'?r's ttr the names of Jt'yMus and Agrippa. Finally, there was no convenient place in the 
KiiLn.li whole Kingdom, wherein he erected not fomething in honour of Ctfar : and having 
U"V">J in every place of his own Kingdom devifed and dedicated Temples unto him, in Syria 
alfo where he ruled he did the like 5 founding in many Cites, Temples, which he cal- 
led by the name of C&fir. And perceiving, that amongft the Cities of the Sea-coaft, 
there was one called straton's Tower 3 which being very old and ruinated, and for 
the fcituation thereof deferving reparation and coft, he repaired it with White Stone, 
and built a very Royal Palace therein 3 in which work, more than in any other, he 
(hewed how great and high his mind was. For this ftands in the midft between Dora t 
and >/>/>,/, in a Coaft where there was no Port or Haven 3 fo that they who (ail from 
rkanui.i into Eypt, are in great danger, by reafon of the violent Winds that blow 
from Africa 3 whofe blafts enforce the water with fuch violence againft the Rocks on 
the fhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make 
. iu,-od m3 l:cs the whole Sea tempeftuous. But the King, by his liberality and coft, overcoming na- 
agrcitL! port turCj built Stations for Ships. And although the nature of the place was altogether 
jvLI'T 01 contrary to his intent, yet he fo overcame all difficulty, that the Sea could do that 
Building no harm : And it was fo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would 
An apt dcTcn- have thought there had been no difficulty in this admirable work. For having mea- 
l VK,:, ' l ' hl,1 -furcd out a fit place for the Port, he laid a Foundation twenty ells deep of Stone, £ 
u "''* whereof moft of them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, andten foot broad, and 

fome bigger 3 and all the bottom of the Haven, where the water came, was laid with 
thefe (tones. Which done, he raifed aMole of two hundred foot 5 whereof one hun- 
dred foot ferved to break the violence of the waves, the other hundred foot ferved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Haven was compared 3 and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateft and faireft whereof he called Drufius , af- 
ter t he nnme of Drufus, the Son of the Emprefs Livi*, Wife of Augufius. Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alfo, to (tore fuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven 3 and divers other Vaults for Sea men to lodg in. A very pleafant De- 
fcerit, which might ferve for a Walk,encompaffed the whole Port : The entrance here- L 
unto was on the North fide 3 for by reafon of the fcituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmeft. 

On either fide of the entrance were three great Coloffes fet on Pilafters 3 thole on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a folid Rock of Stone. But at the en- 
trance on the right hand were two huge (tones joyned together, which make a great- 
er Tower than the other. There is alfo a houfe adjoyning to the Haven built of white 
Stone. The Streets of the City leading to this place, are of one bignefs and propor- 
tion. Upon a Hill oppofite to the mouth of the Haven, he built a Temple very beau- 
tiful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to C<efar s wherein was placed Cafars 
Statue, full as great as that of Jupiter at Olympus (for it wa? made after that Model) and M 
another of Rome, like that of Juno at Argot: The City he built for the benefit of the 
cr/^i in Inhabitants of the Province, and the Port or Haven for Commerce. All this he did 
times pafU.il- } n honour of C<cfar 5 after whofe name he called it Cafarea. And that nothing might 
Jed the Tower be wami to render it wor thy fo glorious a name, he added to fo many great works, 
y,Tu\, the faireft Market-place in the World 3 befides a Theatre, and an Amphitheatre, not 
c, F . , 0.1 jnferiour to the reft. He alfo appointed Games and Speftacles to be celebrated every 
^r,«. ia. 17 fift]l in honour of Auguftus : And himfelf firft began them in the 192 Olympiadej 
5 ' and he propofed great rewards, not only to the Vigors, but alfo to thefecond and 
.A^m. third after them. Moreover, he repaired Anthedon, which was deftroyed by the 

Wars, and called it Agrippina, in honour of Agrippa 5 whofe name hecaufed to be en- N 
lAtaifstrii. graven over the Portal he built to the Temple. Nether was he unmindful of his Pa- 
rents 3 for in the richeft Soil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his 
Father, and by his name called it Antipatris, being in a very rich Soil, both for Woods 
op. -.«. and Rivers. At Jericho alfo, he built a very goodly and ftrong Caftle, and called it 
n,V«.'s Cyprus, in honour of his Mother. He likewife built a Tower in memory of his Brother 
T.,wer. phafelHi, at Jerufdlem, and called it Phafehs his Tower 5 of the ftrength and beauty 
of which, we (hall fpeak hereafter. He alfocallcd another City Pbafthtt, which is let- 
tuate in a Valley beyond Jericho, towards the North. 

Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forget to 
do the like for himfelf -, for he built a Caftle on a Mountain near Arabia^ having on 00c V 
ikroMum. fide a ftrong place of defence 3 and this Caftle hecalled Herodium, after his own name. 

By the fame name alfo he called a Mount, fixty ftades from Jerufalem, artificially made 
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A in manner of a woman's Dug, which he adorned on the top with round Turrets 3 and ■'"Wvjrn 1 
roundabout it he built Princely houfes, gallantly adorned both within and without. J^jfj*"/' 4 * 
He alfo brought water from a great dittance, with great coft and charges 3 and made ^ ' t 3 ffi 
apairof ftairs of pure White Marble, togoup, which had two hundred fteps. For A'-m y . 
the whole Hill was made by Art, and was of an exceeding height. At the foot there- ^-"V^-'. 
of likewife, he built another Palace, and houfes to receive his Friends and their Car- 
riages 3 fo that this Caftle, for the abundance of all necellary Lodgings, feemed a Ct- ' j W»'««a 
ty 3 and yet was all the King's Palace. Having erected thus many Buildings, he (hew- ^j-^a * 
ed his great mind in Arrange Cities likewife 5 (or at Tripolis, and Damafcus, and Vtolc- City. a 
ntais, he built publick Colledges for inftructing Youth. He built the Wall of Byhlit 3 ^""^ I»un- 

g and Seats, Porches, Temples and Markets at Bcrytus and Tyre : At Sidon and Damaf ^ t0 a11 men " 
cus he built a Theatre 3 and a Water-conduit at Laodicea, a Sea-town. At Afcalon he 
built Fountains or Lakes very fumptuous 3 and Baths with Pillars, that for greatnels 
and good work, were miraculous. To other places he gave Forrefts and Ports 3 and 
to many Cities added Fields, as though they had been Fellow-cities of his Kingdom. 
And to others, as to Coos, he gave Annual Revenues for ever 5 to the end, they 
might never lole the remembrance of the obligation they had to him. Moreover, he 
gave all poor people Corn 3 and he often, and in fundry places, lent the Rhodians 
money to build a Navy of Ships. At his own proper coft he repaired the Temple of *W famaus 
ApoUo*Pythius, which had been burnt. What (hall I fay of his liberality towards them ^™ft hche 

q of Lycia and Samos, or his magnificent Gifts towards all the people of Jonia .<? Nay, f-^J^^ 
and the Athenians, Lacedemonians, Nicopolites, and the Citizens of Pcrgamus and My 7c.- year of tie 
Jia, received very many benefits at his hands. He paved alfo a large Street in Antioch> ^<'> wf- 
of Syria, which was in length twenty ftades, and that with fair Marble. This Street be- ^'i^ s * 
fore that time was fo full of dirt, that no man could go thorough it : And all along it l/V"\J 
he built Galleries, that people might go dry thorough it in rainy weather. 

Some may fay, that thefe benefits thus beftowed, were for the proper ufe of thofe 
people on whom he beftowed them 3 but no man can deny, but that which he did for 
the Citizens of Elis, was not only common to thofe of Achaia, but to all the World, 
where the Games, called olympica Certamina, were folemnized. For Herod feeing 

D them decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all 
the ancient Monuments of Greece 5 he, not only in .his perfon at that timebecameone 
of the propolers of rewards in that Olympiade, in which he went to Rome 3 but alfo, 
gave a yearly (Upend to maintain the fame, left, for want, they mould be left off. It 
knot to be told what Debts and Tributes he remitted 3 for he delivered thtf'Phafe- 
lites and Balaneotes,and other Towns of Cilicia,ftova the payment of a yearly Tribute: 
yet was he not fo liberal to them as he would have been, fearing left the envy of fome 
might accufe him of fome further meaning, if he fhould be more bountiful to the Cities 
than thofe that were the owners thereof. He exercifed his body likewife in exercifes JWa gm: 
fit for fo valiant a mind 3 for he was a very skilful hunter, wherein he had always his unter - 

E purpofe, by reafon of his skill in riding 3 fo that in one day he killed forty Wild Beafts. 
That Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more (lore of Harts and Wild Afies. He 
was (uch a Warrier, that no man was able to encounter with him 3 fo that many were 
aftonifbed to fee him, with what force and exactness he caft the Dart, and drew the 
Bow. Befides theVertue, both of his mind and body, he had alfo good Fortune 5 ^J-Jj. fi j' 
for very feldom the event of War was otherwKe than he expected 5 if it fometimes fell ^"Sto- 
out contrary, it was not through his fault, but through therafhnefs of his Soldiers, or dv, had the 
dfc through Treafon. ' gjjg.*

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-r^7 : ~^faLlncle, fnotwithftandingthat he returned out of Parthiaxxmo him) becaufehe H 
ntiZZZf tlx c.c.^r^A ZV, landed fome treafon aeainft him. Bar&apharnes, after he had ta- 
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7^rV ri- s fuinefted that he intended fome treafon againft him. 2Jrfrsw/>W/ 9 after he had ta- 
r, f J V? 9 5 ken all *«-m had carried him away prifoner with him. But his own Coyntreymen 
? r " ' that dwelt beyond Euphrates, in commiferation redeemed him from thraldom 5 and 
had he been counfelled by them, and not come to Herod, he had not been killed : 
but the marriage of his Niece caufed his death : for, for that caufe and efpecially 
for the love of his native foil, he came thither. That which moved Herod to kill 
him was, not for that he fought the Kingdom, but becaufe he had right to the King- 
, ,, fKn dom. Herod had five Children by Mariamne, two Daughters and three Sons. The 
™L$£f. youngeft was fent to Rome to ftudy, where he died The other two he brought up 

like Princes both for their Mothers Nobility, and for that they were born after he I 
was Kin K . 'But that which above all was moft prevalent in their favour, was the 
love he bare to Mariamne : which from day to day tormented him more violently 
in fuel! fort, that he feem'd infenfible of thofe griefs which this his beft beloved 
caufed to him. For Mariamne hated him as much as he loved her : and having a 
iult caufe and colour of difcontent, and moreover being emboldened by the Jove, 
which he bare her, fhe every day upbraided him, with that which he had done to 
Hircanus her Uncle, and to her Brother Ariftobnlus. For Herod ! fpared him not, al- 
though he wasa Child , but after he had made him High Prteft in the feyenteenth 
> year of his a$?e, he prefently put him to death, after he had fo honoured him if who, 
' when he came to the Altar clothed in facred attire upon a Feftival day all the pep- K 
rle wept for joy s which caufed fo great a jealoufie in Herod, that the fame night he 
fent him to 'lericho, to be drowned in a Lake by the Galatians, who had received 
commifilm to perform the murther. Thefe things did Marianne daily caft in Herod's 
teeth, and upbraided both his Mother and Sifter, with very (harp and reproachful 
words : vet he fo loved her, that notwithstanding all this, he held his peace. But 
f . the women were fet on fire : and that they might the rather move Herod againft her, 
thev accufed her of adultery, and of many other things which bare a fhew of truth : 
'' objecting againft her, that (he had fent her pifture into Egypt to Antwmm 5 and 
that through immoderate luft (he did what (he could to make her felf known unto 
him, who doted upon womens love, and was of fufficicnt power to do what wrong L , 

in,,.} fccretJy ^ Herod was much moved; efpecially for that he was jealous of her whom he 

clurpcth;;./ Ioved bethinking himfelf upon the cruelty of Cleopatra,(ot whofe fake King Lyfamas, 
ji T b to kill his j Malh . hus ^in g 0 f were put to death; and now he raeafured not the dan- 

W ' fC ' ger by the lots of his wife, but by his own death which he feared : For which caufe 

beinc drawn by his affairs into the Country, he gave fecret commandment to Jojepb, 
his Sifter Salomes hufband (whom he knew to be ttufty, and one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his wife Mariamne, if fo be Antmim Ihould have killed him, 
But Jofepb not malicioufly, but limply tofhew how greatly the King loved her,difclo- 
fed that fecret unto her : and (he when Herod was returned, arid amongft other talk M 
with many Oaths fware, that he never loved woman but her 5 Indeed (faid the) it may 
well be known how greatly you love me by the commandment you gave to Jofepb, 
W.rpi whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this wh^h he thought to be fecret, 

Vdi was like a mad man, and prefently perfwaded himfelf, that Jofepb would never have 

rfpi--M difcIofed that comm andment of his, except he had abufed her 5 fo that hereupon he 
became furious, and leaping out of his bed, he walked up and down the Palace 
whereupon his Sifter Salome having fit opportunity confirmed his fufpicion fJfP»- 
For which caufe Herod growing now raging mad with jealoufie commandedboth 
of them to be killed. Which being done,hi* wrath was bonded by Repentance , and 
r^com. after his anger ceafed, the paffion of love was prefently 'renewed: yea .fogreatwas N 
ianJcthtoth the power of his affeaion, that he would not believe (he was dead, but fpake unto 
ft::L her as though (he were alive, until in procefs of time being afcer tamed of her fune- 
ral, he equalled the affeftion he bare her during her life by the vehemency o f his 
paffion for her death. Mariamacs Sons fucceeded their Mother in her hatred, and re- 
Cogitating what an impious aft it was, they accounted their Father as a mortal enemy, 
both before and after they went to ftudy at Rome, and efpecially after they return- 
ed again into Judea. For as they grew in years, fo did the violence : of their revenge 
, m incr £ afc> And being now marriageable, one of them married the Daughter of their 
:" C ;;, T /; Aunt Salome, who accufed their Mother 5 the other married the Daughter <f*™<' 
Kjtuiiv. f. U», King of Cappadocia. And now to their hatred was joyned a ^liberty to fpeak u 
<^rsj mor e freely againft their Father, and by this occafion of their boldnefs many were 
Z mated to calumaiate them: fo that fome did openly tell the King, that both hi 
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A Sons fought to work treafon againft him, and that the one of them prepared an Ar- /"%.A-.f' 
my to help the other, to revenge the death of their Mother 5 and that the other (to ' l ^ e J e / r ^ ,l ' 
wit he that was Son-in-law to Archclaus) purpofed to flee and accufe Herod before i^'r/amln 
C£ptr. Herod giving ear to thole calumniations, fent for Antipater whom he had AW't/i .•,<?. 
by Dorrs, to the end he might defend him againft his two Sons, and fought to ad- VY"!^ 
vance him above them. But they thought this alteration intolerable - 0 feeing one, JJj^witlj 6 " 
whofe Mother was but a private woman, fo preferred: and they, -exalted with their tlwd-Soiuhe 
own Noblenefs of Birth, could not contain their indignation, but upon every occa- ludbyjfo. 
fion (hewed themfelves offended , by reafonof which imprudence they were every ^Xr\< is 
day left accounted of. As for Antipater, he wrought himfelf into favour : for he 
u knew how to flatter his Father, and raifed many flanderson his two Brethren, part- <y{i>t<patcr by 
"ly invented by himfelf, partly divulged by fome of his Favourites, whom he let a- jl'J',; 1 ".'"", 1 ^ 
work about the matter, till at laft he put his Brethren out of all hope of having the jckm-d his 
Kingdom. For he was now by the Kings Will and teftament declared King, fo leathers heir, 
that he was fent as a King to C<cfir, in a Kingly habit and pomp, only he wore no 
Crown: and in time he fo prevailed, that he wrought his Mother into Mariannes 
ftead^ and with flatteries and calumniations fo moved the King, that he began to 
deliberate about putting his Sons to death. For which caufe, he conducted his Son Ale- ^'-'.^^ ' 
xattder with him to Rome, and accufed him before CV/ir,that he had given him poyfon. before 
But he with much ado, having obtained lieve to plead his own caufe, and that be- 
G fore a Judge more wife than Herod or Antipater, he modeftly held his peace in all 
things his Father had offended in: and firftof all he cleared his Brother Ari&obulus 
from that crime in which he was involved with himfelf. And afterwards he in- 
veighed againft Antipater $ fubtilty, and complained of thofe injuries which had 
been offered him, having, befide the equity of his caufe, fufficient eloquence to ac- 
quit himfelf , for he was a vehement Orator, and knew well how to perfwade. Laft 
of all he objected, that his Father having a defire to put both him and his Brother 
to death, had laid an accufation upon him whereat the whole Audience wept, and A rcconcilii . 
Cafar was fo moved, that not regarding the accufations that were laid upon ihem, tionbet^-c:: 
he prefently made Herod and them friends, upon thefe conditions, that they in all /WauJi»s 
D things fhould be obedient to their Father j and that their Father fhould leave the • on *" 
Kingdom to vvhomhe pleafed. 

Hereupon Herod returned from Rome, and though he feemed to have forgiven his 
Sons 5 yet he laid not his jealoufie and fufpicion afide. For Antipater ftill perfifted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for fear of him that reconciled them, 
.he durft not openly fliew himfelf an enemy to them, Afterward Herod failed by Ci- 
tici*, and arrived at Eleufa, where Archelans received him very court eoufly, thank- ^j.chciau* 
ing him for the fafety of his Son-in-law, and declaring himfelf very joyful that they ^jJ'y^^ 
were made friends : for he had writ to his friends at Rome with all (peed poffible, a ,, JhisSorts . 
that they fhould be favourable to Alexander, when he came to plead his caufe. And 
E after this entertainment, he conducted Herod to Zcphyria, and made him a prefent of 
thirty talents, and fo took his leave of him. Herod as loon as he came to Jerufalen 
aflembled the people together, and in the prefence of his three fons, he (hewed them 
the caufe of his going to Rome, andbleffed God and thanked Cxfar, who had ap- 
peafed the difcord of his family, and made his Sons friends ; which he effeemcd 
more than his Kingdom: And I ( faith he) will mak$ their friend/tip firm. For Cx- 
far httbnot only given me an ab joint e power in my State, but lieve alfo to chujc whom 7^ r -... 
• pleal'e of my Sons" for my Sncccjfor. And novo I declare my intention to divide my King- wherein he 
dom amongfi my three Sons : which pnrpofe of mine, firfi I befcech Almighty God, and f^™*^ 
ftcondly you to favour : for one of them for his years, the other for their Nobility of Birth, ^ t . , v ' 
F have right to the Kingdom, which is fo large that it may jttfficc them all. Wherefore 
honour thofe whom Cxfar hath covjoymd , and I their j at her ordained my fuccef- 
fors : Give them the refpeSts and duty according to their age which they have reafon 
to cxpett from their Charge not the order eflabtifbt by nature. For a man cannot do a 
greater pleafure to the younger when he honoureth him above his years, than he fkall give 
difcontent to the cider. For which caufe, I will conftitute to every one of them Inch 
friends and well-willers, as with whom they may be motf convcrfa 'nt j and of them I trill 
rc fairs pledges of concord and unity amongft them.

Hcroiiv ins After he ha J thus fpoken he embraced them very lovingly and difmiffed the peo- 
words did not pie, fome praying that it might be as he had (aid : others (who defired alteration J 
utterly cxtiu making ns though they heard nothing. Yet for all this, the duTention amongft the K 
frc^crwccn B rCtnrert WAS not appeafed, but they were more divided in heart than ever. For 
his Sons. Alexander and Arijiobulus could not endure that Antipater fhould fucceed to part of 
theKingdonij and Antipater was griev'd that his Brethren fhould have a (hare with 
him yet he fo craftily carried himfelf, that no man could perceive his hatred to- 
wards them. And they derived of a noble race fpake all they thought, and many 
endeavoured to fct them on; and others, friends to Antipater, insinuated themfelves 
into their company, to learn intelligence : fo that Alexander could not fpeak a word, 
but prefently it was carried to Antipater, and from him to Herod with an addition j 
fo that when Alexander fpake any thing (imply, meaning no harm, it was prefently 
interpreted in theworft fence pouible: and if he chanced at any time to fpeak ftee- L 
Jnti no's ^ °^ an y mJtter 5 prefently it was made a great thing. Antipater fuborned men to 
uc"fon'a- urge him to fpeak, that fo their falfe reports might be ftudowed with a colour of 
paimi his truth ; and that if he could prove any one thing true, all lyes and tales elfe divulged 
^AUxanJcr m, S' u thereby be juftifyed. All Antipater's- familiars were either naturally fecrer, 
or elfe he (topped their mouths with bribes^ left they fhould difclofe his intents: fo 
Uvwhitmeans that one might juftly have termed his life a myftery of iniquity. All Alexander's 
Antipater friends were either corrupted by money, or flattering fpeeches, wherewith Antipater 
3"J S overcame all, and made them thieves and proditors of fuch things as were either 
trx.:nritr's done or fpoken againft him. But of all the means he employed to ruine his Brothers 

with the King, the mod: crafty and powerful was, that inftead of declaring himfelf \j 
openly their enemy, he caus'd his confidents to accufe them, and at firft made (hew 

ihiT of defending them, but afterwards he clos'd in with the accufers and cunningly per- 

Coitrticrsa- fwaded Herod to credit the accufations, which were, that Alexander was fodefirou9 
of his death, as to frame plots againft his life : and nothing made fo much credirbe 
given to thefe calumniations, as that \ntipater colourably excufed his brother. Herod 
incenfed hereat, everyday withdrew his affection more and more from the two bre- 
thren, and daily encreafed his love towards Antipater. The Nobility alfb were in- 
clined after the fame manner ; fbme of their own inclination, and others out of com- 
pliance : fo did Vtolem£us the chiefeft of all the Nobility, and the Kings Brethren 
and all his kindred; for all mens expectation was upon Antipater. And that which N 
grieved Alexander the more,was,that all thefe confpiracies defign'd for his overthrow 
were made by the counfel of Antipater % Mother : for (he being Step-mother to him 
and his Brother, was the more cruel againft them, becaufe (he could not endure their 
having the advantage above her Son of being born of fb great a Queen. And although 
many followed Antipater, for the hope they had of him, yet were they alfbcompel- 
led thereunto by the King's command, who gave fpecial charge to hisdeareftfriendF, 
not to follow Alexander or his Brother. And this Prince was a terrour not only to 
thofe of his own Kingdom, but alfb to foreign Nations, becaufe Cafar had given him fo 
great authority* for he gave him licenfe to take any one that was a fugitive from him, 
out of any City, although it were not under his Dominions. Now the young men be- O 
ing ignorantof the offences laid to their charge, were in the greater danger ; for 
their Father did not openly tell them of any matter 5 but they every day perceived

his Brother. Herod alfo, had obtainedbf Cafar to make him Tetrarch, and had be-

E him hiselddftPaiighter^ ahd.three hundred Talents with her for aEtowry : But Ph<- \ 
roras falling m love wicba mean perfon, - reftued fo honourable a Match 5 whereat Me- 
r^beingangryi aawiedbiADaughtier to his Brother's Son, who was afterwards flain 
br the Patthiaw rvYeti ^er^icnnetimei. be pardoned P&eroru's offence. Divers for- 
merly were of opinion that in the life time of the Queen, he would have poyfoned

Credit was given to every lie 5 and no man wasfo foon accufed, but prefently he was 
punilhed 5 and he who prefently before accufed others, was now accuffid himfelf, and A 
jlntJib.17. carried to be puniChcd with him whom he had accufed. For the King's jealoufy (hoct> 
«*• 8 • ned the time of Trial for their lives 5 and he became fbi tyrannous, ; that Me afforded 
/Ws cruel- n0t a goo d look, even to them that were not accufed, but mewed himfelf moft fierce 
ty " and violent to his deareft friends : So that hebanifhed many out of his Kingdom, add 

railed againft fuch as he had no power over. Antip ater ehcreafed this mifchiefmoie 
and more, by employing all his friends, to accompliflvtbe xuine of Alexander. By 
whofe rumours and tales the King was fo pofiefled, tharhe fancied always that hefaw 
HcroJcafteth Alexander before him with a drawn Sword. * Fotf which caufe he fuddenlycaft himia 
^Alexander, prifon, and torturedhis friends* many of which died in torments, becaufc they would 
int d ^n" d not confefs more than in confeience was true : Others, not * able to endure the tor. g 
KsSds! ments, were forced to confefs, that Alexander and his Brother AriUobulm deGgned 
Treafoa againft their Father, and that they expefted their time till he went a hunt- 
ing 5 refolving with themfelves, that having killed him,fthey would prefently flee ta 
Rome. Although thefe and fuch like Calumniations were no ways probable, yet ex- 
tremity of pain forced men to invent them 5 and the King willingly believed them, as 
it were comforting himfelf thereby, that he might not bethought to have imprifbned 
his Son unjuftly. Alexander perceiving chat it was impoffible for him to remove his 
jlkxenlcr* Father's fufpicion, thought it beft to yield) himfelf guilty : and fo he made four Wrifr 
during his im- i n gs, wherein he confeffed the Treafon, and nominated bis partakers therein, namely, 
prifonment, p^ er0ras an d Salome, who were the chief y which later he Cud had been fo impudent* ^ 
Sihft ly unchafte, as 16 come in the night to him without his cbofent, and fie in his bed; L 
his enemies. Thefe Writings, which charged the greateft amongft the Nobility with moft heinous 
matters, were in Herod's hands when Archelaus, fearing his Son-in-law and Daughter 
to be in great danger, fpeedily came into Judta, and by his prudence appeafed the 
Ring's wrath : For fo foon as he came to Herod, he cryed, Inhere istbatwikkfd Son-mi 
law of mine, or where may I fee the face of that wretch that gbetb about to murtber his Fah 
tber, that I may tear him in pieces with mine own bands, and many my Daughter to a Bet- 
ter Husband i For although Jbe be not privy to hit counfel, yet 'tit enough to make her inf4> 
noons, that Jbe is Wife to fucba man. Hay, t admire your foitence, who art in fuch dan* 
^IrdcUu*, ger, *nd Suffer Alexander yet to live : For I came tburbajtOy out if Caf. padocia, think: ^ 
King of Cap- ing be had been put to death, to talk, with you concerning my Daughter, whom I married to 
f»Juda. £ im f or jour fake. Wherefore now let m take counfel what to do with them both j and fee* 
ing you are too Father like, and not able to punr/h yttur Sow,: pur treacherous Son a let m 
change rooms, and let me be in your place to revenge you. Hovt great foever Herod's coo- 
ler was, this difcourfe of Archelaus difarmed it : And Herod (hewed him the Books 
lArcbciam that Alexander had writ : And upon reading every Chapter with deliberation, Arched 
and Hcni Uus took occafion fit for his purpofe 5 and by little and littlelaid all the fault on F£a> 
confukuDon rOTVJtfj an d thofe diat were accuied in the Book. And perceiving the King to give ear 
unto him: Let mo ((aid he) conftder whether the young mam bath not been^dreumvtnted 
by the treachery offo many malicious perfons, and not of himfelf, formed adtfign agamff N 
you : For there appears no caufe why be jbould fatt into fuck wUk^dnefs, mho 1 already tm> 
joyed the honours of the Kingdom, and hoped to fucceea youtbtuin, bad be not been fir" 
Jwaded thereto by other men * who Cuing bimla ■. young man, tut iced him to fuch am at' 
tempt. For we fee, that by fuch perfons, not onty young men, hutalfo old men, and moft 
fWisin- Noble Families j yea, and whole Kingdoms art ruinated. Herod, upon thefe fpeeches, 
coifed againft began fomewhat to relent, and abate his animofity againft Alexander, but encreafedit 
Vto™*" tt> wards rkererm 5 for he was the Subjeft of the whole Book. Pberoras perceiving the 
VM ' King fo to truft to Archelaus'% friendfhip, that he was led by him to do what he pleaf- 
ed s he in humble manner came to Arcbelaut, feeking humbly for fuccdur at his hands, 
of whom he had not deferved any favour. w . Archelaus anfwered him, that he knew O 
" noways to obtain his Pardon, who was guilty of fo heinous Crimes $ and convi&ed, 
« manifcftly to havepraftifed Hig h Treafoa againft the King't own Pcrfon i and tobe 
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rir^e^ofeljf all thefe miferies that had now befallen the youtig man J except that he rXA-Tl 
« would lay afide allfubtil dealing, and denying of his Fadt, and confefs the Crimes 
"whereof he was accufed, and fo humbly go to his Brother, who loved him dearly, ilfarc a ri j/ s 
« and crave pardon 5 promtfing that if he would fodo, he would do him what good s. 
« he could. Hereupon, Pberoras obeyed ^r^e/<i«/sTcounfel 5 and putting on a black J^^JJV; 
Attire in a pitiful manner, and with tears, he proftrated himlelf at Herod's feet 5 and ed in a mourn-' 
craving pardon, obtained it ; confeffing himfelf to be a moft wicked arid vile perfon, inggaimem, 
and tobe guilty of all that which was objefted againft him 5 and that the caufe which g^g; 
moved him to do all thefe things, was the frantick and mad fits he fell into, for the w > sfecti 21lJ 
love of that woman. After Pberoras had thus become his own Accufer, a nd a Witnefs mveth P ar- 



d aeainft himfelf, Archelaus endeavoured to mitigate Herod's wrath towards him, and 

fe his fault 5 by alledgtng for example, that his Brother had attempted greater ^ 



matters'againft him' whom notwithftanding, for Relation's fake, he had pardoned : means, pacifi- 
Adding that in every Kingdom, as in mighty bodies, frequently fome part begins to «hiW. 
inflame, which notwithftanding, is not prefently to be cut oft; but to be cured by ea. 

^ ArThel'auf ufing many fpeeches to Herpd to this purpofe, at laft quite appeafed his 
wrath towards Pberoras, but ftill counterfeited himfelf angry with Alexander, affirm- ^r&!« 
ing that he would take his Daughter away with him 5 till, at laft, he brought Herod ^3™, 
of his own accord to intercede for the young man, not to break the Marriage. Ar- OWn accortlco 
C chelaus after much entreaty anfwered, that he was willing that the Kingfhouldbe- be entreated 
flow his Daughter upon any, fave Alexander, for he greatly efteemed his affinity. He- £r «^/e.v.«t- 
r^replyed, that if he would not divorce his Daughter from Alexander, he fhould " 
think that he had bellowed his Son upon him again : For they had no Children, and 
his Daughter was dearly loved by the young man ; fo that if he would permit her to 
ftay ftill there, for her fake he would pardon all Alexander's offtnees. Hereto Arche- 
laus with much ado agreed, and fo was reconciled to his Son-in-law, and he to his 
Father. Yet Herod affirmed that he muft needs be fent to Rome, to fpeak with Cafar, 
for he had written the whole matter to C*f*r. Thus Archelaus craftily delivered his 
Son-in law from danger 5 and after this reconciliation was made, they fpent the time 
D in Feafting and Mirth. Upon Archelaus's departure, Herod gave htm feventy Talents, JW difmif- 
and a Throne of pure Gold, adorned with Precious Stones ; and Eunuchs and a Con- ^^j™' 
cubine earned Panichis \ and rewarded every , one of his Friends according to their friends with 
deferts. And all the Ring's Kindred, by his appointment, beftowed rich Gifts upon greitPrefents: 
ArcheUus ; and both he, and all his Nobility accompanied him to Antioch. ^"J l6 ' 

Not long after, rhere came one into J*d<e* far more fubtil than ArchcUns \ who j. lluc!a ^ 
boih difannulled the reconciliation made for Alexander, and caufed his death alfo. Lacedemoni- 
This man, named Eurycles, was a Lacedemonian born ; and brought, to Herod rich ^ ret ^; 
Gtfts.as it were for a bait of that he intended.He had fo behaved himfelf in Greece.that alhh .,.^ 
it could no longer tolerate his excefs : And Herod again rewarded him with far great- Father, and is 
E er Gifts than thofe were that he gave him: But he efteemed his liberality as nothing, ^""J;. 0 * 
except it were accompanied with the blood of the Princes; For which caufe he cir- 
cumvented the King, partly by flattering him, partly by praifinghim feigne<Jly, and 
efpecially by his own craft and fubtil ty : And quickly perceiving his inclination, he 
both in word and deed fought to pleafe him } to that the King accounted him among 
his chiefeft friends. And both the King and all the Court honoured him the more for 
his Countrey-fake, becaufe he was a Lacedemonian. But he perceiving the dtftrafti- 
v ons of Herod's Houfe, and the hatred between the Brethren, and how the King was 

affected towards each of them, hefirft of all lodged at Antipatcr's houfe 5 making a Fmyd f ,by 
(hew, in the mean while, of good will towards Alexander-, pretending, »J fed^ejjj 
F pafthehad been much beloved by King Archelaus, his Father-in-la w : And by tnis J dxa)lJir 
means he quickly infinuated into favour with him, and was confidered as a friend and 
a faithful triend. Alexander prefently likewife, brought him into friendftup with A- 
rittobulHs ; and he having gained their affections, accommodated himfelf to their hu- 
mours in order to compafs his defign of adhering to Annpater, and betraying Alex- 
ander ' And he often ufed incenfing words to Antipatcr, as it were chiding lum, that 
being eldeft of the Brethren, he foflenderly looked after them, who pretended to 
put him beGdesthe Crown which was his right. Many times likewife, he ufed the 
like words to Alexander ; admiring that he who was born of a Queen, and Hufband 
to a Queen, would permit one defcended of a private woman, to fucceed in the King- 
G dom ; efpecially, feeing he had fuch a fair opportunity and means to effect the con- 
trary * for he might a fibre himfelf of Archelaus'% help in any thing. Alexander fup- 
pofed hefpoke as rie thought, becaufe he counterfeited friendfhip with Anhdans s to

•the year of tie t hat it was no wonder though Herod dif inherited them of the Kingdom, fince he

Nuivitv,/ Eurycks, counterfeiting pity for them, and forrow for their misfortune 5 enticed 
WV%J Arijlobulus to fpeak to the like effect : Ana having animated them both to complain in 
this fort againft their Father, he prefently went to Antipater, and difclofed to him all 
their fecrets, falfely adding alfo, a ftory of lome Treachery which thole two Bre- 
thren intended againft him ; which was to difpatch him with their Swords. Antipa- 
ter rewarded him with a great Summ of Money for this advice, and commended hina 
to his Father. And thus he, being hired to effect the death of Alexander and Arifiobu- 
luf, became himfelf their accufer : Whereupon, he came to Herod, and told him, that \ 
in regard of thofe benefits he had received at his hand, he would now venture his life 
for him, by giving him notice of a thing which concerned his own ; which was, that 
Alexander and Ariftohulus had long fince refolved together to kill him, and that he 
only was the caufe that they performed knot, by promifing them to affift them in the 
matter : That Alexander ufed thefe fpeeches, that Herod was not contented to enjoy 
a Kingdom which was another's right, nor yet to have put Queen Mariamne to death, 
but he would alfo leave the Kingdom belonging to their Anceftors, to a pernicious 
Baftard, Antipater. But for this caufe, he would revenge Hircanus and Mariamne* 
death : And that it was not fit that fuch a man as Antipater fhould receive the King- 
dom without blood : And every day, he had occafion given him to perfift in this re- g 
folution, for he could (peak nothing without being calumniated ; for if any mention 
were made at any time of any ones Nobility, prefently he was upbraided without 
caufe ; for his Father would prefently lay, There is none Noble but Alexander, whofe 
Father's bafe Birth is a lhame and difcredit unto him. And that going a hunting, if 
he held his peace, his Father was offended; ifhepraifed him then it was laid, he 
mocked : So that in every thing, he found his Father's affection, turned from him, and 
that he was only favourable to Antipater ; fb that he would die with all his heart, if 
he failed of his purpofe : If he killed him, his Father-in-law Archelaus would afford 
him fafety, to whom he might eafily flee. And after, he would go to Cejar (who, as 
yet, knew not Herod's manners) and he would not fraud before him then, as he did £ 
before, terrified becaufe his Father was prefent ; neither would he only fpeak of his 
own wrongs, but of the wrongs of the whole Nation, who were opprefled by exacti- 
ons, even to f he death. And then he would lay open on what pleafures, and after 
what fort , the money gotten with Blood was confumed 3 and who, and what 
kind of men they were, that were thereby enriched : and what was the caufe of the 
affliction of the City : and there he would bewail the death of his Unkle, and his Mo- 
ther, and unfpld all Herod's wickednefs ; which being once made manifeft to the 
World, no man would account him a Murtherer of his Father. Eurycles having falfly 
reported this of Alexander ; to Herod, fell prefently to praifeand extol Antipater ; af- 
firming that he only loved his Father, and hindred fuch practices. M 
^ccufatiJfof ^ e King, yet not throughly appealed for that which was paft, grew into exceed- 
J?/r*W«-° m S f urv ? anc * Antipater again fuborned other falfe Witnefles againft him, who affirm- 
andhisKro- edthat they were wont to have fecret talk with Jucundus and Tyr annus, who fbme- 
ther, moves times were Officers of the Ring's Cavalry, and nowdifplaced forfome offence they 
di nitbn" na< ^ committed. Whereupon, Herod being very angry, prefently tortured them : and 
lHofhtMuu they affirmed, that they were ignorant of all that which was laid to their charge. But 
the King there was found, and brought to the King a Letter, pretended to be written by^- 
fosneTi.ct- lexander, to the Governour of the Caftle of Alexandrium ; requefting him, that he 
ters in u /£v.v- would receive him and his Brother Arijlobulus into the Caftle, when he had killed his 
avJ:r's name Father ; and to aflift them both with Arms, and other Necefiaries. Alexander affirm- N 
ed that this Letter was counterfeited by Diophantus, the King's Secretary; who was 
both malicious, and could counterfeit any one's hand; and who afterwards having 
counterfeited many, was at laft for the fame put to death. 

Herod caufed the Governour of the Caftle to be tortured, but he confefled nothing 
that was laid againft him : and although he had no good proof of any thing, yet he 
commanded his two Sons to be kept in hold. He likewife termed Eurycles (who was 
the Incendiary of his houfe, and the breeder of all the mifchief) Author of his fafety, 
and one who had well deferved at his hands, and gave him fifty Talents : Who, de- 
parting from JaJxa before matters were well known, went to Archelaus, and feigning 
that he had reconciled Alexander and Herod, he received there a piece of money. 0 
From thence he went into Achaia, and fpent that which he had evilly got, in as bad 
manner as he had got it. Laftly 3 he was accufed to Co: far, that he had caufed dilfenfion 
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A in all Achaia, and fpdiled the Cities ; for which caufe he waBbanifbed; And this was* . _ 
the punilhment that was inflicted upon him for his treachery to Alexander and Ariifo- 

bulut. . kjore'cbrifi'i. 

It is not amifs here in this place, to compare Avardtus of Cous, unto this Eitrjclei .* AMwgjs. 
who being a dear friend to Alexander, arid arriving about the fame time that Eurjvki ^O^*"* 
did ; being put to his Oath, fware that he heard the young men fay nothing ; though m vnam '- 
indeed; his Oath nothing prevailed nor profited them, fot Herod would only hear and 
give ear to Accufations, and he highly efteemed them that Would believe them with 
him,- and (hew thcmfelves moved thereat. - 

Moreover, Salome encreafed his rage againft his Sons ; for AriUobnlus minding to uim.iib ic. • 
g engage her to affift him, being his Mother* ih- law and his Aunt, fenttohcr, to look 1 *• 
to her felf, as though the King was minded to put her to death, becaufe it was report- 1 
ed to him, that fhe purpofed to marry with the King'9 enemy, SyBitus the Arabian, to 
whom fhe privily revealed the King's Secrets : This was the utter ruine of the young 
men,wherewith they were overthrowri,as it were with a violent Tempeft.For prefent-' 
ly Salome went to the King,andtold him of what Axiflobitlus had admonifhed her: And -Heni, bySj- 
he becoming Outrageous, caufed both his Sons to be bound, and imprifoned infeveral ^ e ri s fo c ° o u ^ c 
places.Then he he fent Volumniuf, General of his Army,and Olymput,dtie of his familiar his Sons. 
Friends, to Cafar, to carry the Informations againft his Sons in writing ; who failing £\J\S*. 
to Rome, after their arrival, delivered the King's Letters. And Ctjar was very forry ^ Y™{<*. 
C for the young men ; yet he permitted the Father to do what he would to his Chil- before' ckiii't 
dren ; and Co writ to him, that he fhould have licenfe to do what he thought good : Nativ^i. 
Yet he fignified to him, that he fhould do better to call his Nobles together, and let t-'^NJ 
them make enquiry concerning the Treafons ; and then, if he found them guilty of 
thofe things whereof they were accufed, to put them to death.

But he"-* 0 *"* 
fuffered not his Sons to come into Judgment, for he knew that the very fight of them 
would have moved all men to companion : And moreover, if they were permitted to 
fpeak for themfelves, that Alexander would eafily have acquitted them both : For 
which caufe they were kept in Platan, a Village aCsidonia. The King beginning his HmJaccuf-. 
Oration, was as vehement, asthough they had been prefent againft whom he fp'ake : *™ m 
But he was half afraid to object any Treafon againft them, becaufe he had no proof rae nc 
thereof ; and therefore he aggravated their opprobrious words, injuries and offences, 
which they had committed againft him', which he affirmed to be more unfufferable 
than death. \.> t ... >' 

B ■■ At laft (wheni no man contradicted him) he began to complain of their filence, 

which feemed to condemn him 5 and thereupon, rcquefted everyone to ^ give their Heroes fen- 
verdict. And ifirftofall, Saturninus condemned his Sons, but not to die ; faying, 
that he had three Sons prefent, and he could not be fb feyere, as to judge other men's 
Sons.to death. The two other Delegates alfo affirmed the fame, and fbrae others fol- 
lowed their advice : But Volumnius was the firft that pronounced the fbrrowful Sen- 
tence ; afterwhoin all the reft followed 1 ; fome to flatter Herod, fome for hatred thty 
bare him, .butnone fonany indignation againft the young men. Then all Jnd/ea and 
SJmd expected an end of this Tragedy ; 'yet no man thought Herod fuch a ^^Tyraflt^ asto

Of Antipater'* Confpiracy againfi bis father Herod. 

'tjititM.iu \ Ntipater now hoped without all controverfie to fuccced in the Kingdom, but he 
w/.n. j£\ became generally hated of the whole Nation $ for it was openly known, that 
he, by falfe calumniations, had caufed his Brethren's death. And on the other fide, L 
he ftood inno little fear of their Children, whom he perceivedto begin to grow to 

Jears : Fox Alexander had by Glaphyra two Sons, Tygranes and Alexander : and Art* 
obulus had by Berulce* Daughter to Salome, five Children 5 to wit, three Sons, He- 
rod, Agrippa %rvi Ariftobulu* $ and two Daughters, Herodias and Mariamne. Herod, 
• after he had put Alexander to death, fent away Glaphyra with her Dowry into Cappa* 
dociAh and married Berniee, Arifiobulus'sWxte, to Antipater s Uncle * for Antipater 
had devifed this Match to become friends wkh Salome, whom before he hatedand en* 
^ntipmer vied. He alfo, by bis great Gifts, fought to get Pherorat's favour, and the Friend. 
G^foand^ ^'P of fuch as were Friends to Cafar, fending to that end great lumms of money to 
BribesTto Rome. He gave s staminas, and all the reft, great Riches in Syria. But the more he M 
creep into gave, the more he was hated of all men 5 foe every one confidered his Prefents, not 
mepi&vours. a a proofs of h,is Liberality, but as effects of his Fear 5 & that he got not the lave of 
them, upon whom he beftawed then j and they to whom he gave nothings were fo 
much, the more his enemies. Yet he continued his bounty rather than diminifbed it, 
when he (aw, againft his expectation, flwWmade much of thefe Orphans, whofe Pa- 
rents he bad Uain. Intending to (hew how much he repented theirdcaths, by the pi- 
ty and compafBon.hc took of tbeic Children. For aflembling together bis friends, he 
caufed the Children to be placed by him * and the tea«stftandtng in has eyes, be said,

Having thus fpoken, he wept, and joynedthe Qhildretv^haad*, and courtooufly fiilvjt> 
ing every one, difmiffed the Council. 



A At this action Arrtrpater was fo amazed 9 that all the Orphans well perceived it. 

For now he thought himfelf diftionoured by his Father, and that he flood in great Wo?i7,f 9 7i 
danger, feing that Alexander's Son Was like to have both Archelaus and fheroras the i,L r br^'i 
Tetrachto protect him. Moreover, he confidered how he was hated, and hdw the Nativity, t. , 
people compaffionated the children that were fatherleft 5 and look'd upon him as the UOTVJ 
murtherer of their fathers. Wherefore he refolved by all means pollible to break 
thefe Marriages. Yet he feared to infinuate any thing to his father cunningly , who 
Was now very fnfpicious and miftruftful 5 and therefore went openly unto him to 
make his humble fute and requeft to him, that he would not leave him without ho- 
nour nor deprive him of thatSucceffionj which before he had judged him worthy 

_ G f by giving him only the bare Title of King, and leaving the authority of the 
Kingdom in other mens power. For it would be impoffible for him to obtain the 
Kingdom, if Alexander's Son were (befides Archelaus his favour) made Son-in-law 4 
xoThcroras. Wherefore he earneftly pray'd him, that leing he had many daughters, Hen i' s chit- 
he would change thefe Manages: for the King had nine Wives, and by feven of 
them he had children 5 Antipater by Dork, Herod by Mariamne daughter of Simon. 
the High Prieft, Archelaus by Malthace the Samaritan, and a Daughter call'd Olym- 
pic whom his brother Jofcfh married : and by Cleopatra of Jerufalcm, Herod and 
F hilipt and by Pallas, phafelus j he had two other Daughters alfo, Roxatte and Salome^ 
one of them by rh^dr.i, and the other by Elpis. He had likewife two wives, by whom 
he had no iffue, his Coufin and Niece 3 and befide thefe he had two Daughters by 
Mariamne, Sifters to Alexander and Arijlobuliis. Wherefore hntipater feeing his Fa- 
ther had fuch choice of Daughters, requeQed the marriages to be altered. 

The King, well perceiving his mind and purpofe towards the Orphans, and call- * per; 
ing to remembrance "the misfortune of his Sons, whom«hehad put to death, be judg'd [™2 >s 
that if ever he found occafion, he would beasinduftrious todeftroy the children by flatteri - est0 
calumnies, as he had done their fathers; and fo falling into great anger with (harp break off th« 
word* he drove him out of his prefence ; yet afterward, he fo flattered H«w/,that he marriages, 
cor the marriages to be altered. And firft of all he joyned Arijlobulus's Daughter 
with Antipater himfelf, and his Son to Pherora/s Daughter. Here one rnay fee what 

n l Antipater could do by flattering fpeeches: for Salome in the like matter could not 
fpeed, although (he was his Sifter , and procured many times the Emperours Wife 
to fpe'ak for her, that (he might marry with Syll&us the Arabian, yet was (he not per- 
mitted fo to do. But Herod fwore that he would account her as an utter enemy, ex- 
cept (tie would defift from that purpofe 3 and afterward, againft her will, he married 
her to Alexas, a friend of his; and one of her Daughters to Alexanders fon, and the o- 
ther to A»tipater"s maternal Uncle. u- o n. o 

As for Mariatnties Daughters, one of them was married to Anttpater, his bitters Son, A.u/.q. 
the other to rbafalm, his Brother's Son. When Antipater had quite overthrown the ^hupon 
hope of the Orphans, and joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himieJton t h e Kingdom. 

E fure ground : and adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable all 
men. And feing he could not avoid their hatred, he now fought by fear to work 
his own fafety 5 and fo much the more, becaufe Fheroras now afiifted htm, as one 
that was confirmed and eftablithed for King. Alfo the women in the Court fell at a Rebate br- 
variance, andraifed anew broil: for Pheroras's Wife with her Mother and her Sifter, ^the 
and the mother of Antipater did behave themfelves very infolently m many things, court, 
towards two of the Kings daughters 3 of which Antipater, who hated them, was very 
glad hone of the other women except Salome daring to oppofe this Cabal. But Sa- 
lome* went to the King, and told him that their meetings were not for his 

t ^The^vomenunderftanding how the had informed the King, and that he was of- 
fended thereat, they met no more together openly, but abftained from their wont- 
ed familiarity 5 and in the Kings hearing feigned to fall out one with another. An- 
tipater alfo made the lame (hew, fo that he ftuck not openly to affront Fheroras : not- 
withftanding they had meetings and banquets in the night; and the unity was the 
more confirmed, the more they perceived themfelves to be noted ; for Salome knew 
all this and told it to the King. The King was very angry, and efpecially againft 
Pheroras's wife, whom chiefly Salome blamed : and having called together all his kin- 
dred and friends, he accufed her before them amongft otherthings, that mehad be- ^int.hh. i 7 : 
haved her felf contum jliouily towards his daughters, and that (he affifted the Phari- 

G fees againft him, and that by a poyfonous drink (he had made his Brother h:fte nun. 
And turning himfelf unto Fheroras, he asked him whether he had rather renounce 
the friendfhip of him his King and Brother, or abandon his Wife. And he anfwermg

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rV-A^» that he had rather die than lofe his Wife 3 Herod doubtful what to do, turned him to H

He obeyed this command openly in 
Natlviti .. ' fhew, but fecretly went to their houfe : and fearing that Salome might perceive it, 
ty~\r\j he by his friends in Italy procured himfelf to be fent for to Rome, by Letters brought 
Herod forbids tQ Hero ^ w herein it was commanded, that fhortly after the receit thereof, Antipater 
WsBroSers fhould be fent to Cafar. Wherefore Herod ufing no delay, fent him prefently, fur- 
company, or , n ifhing him with all things neceffary, and a great fum of moneys giving him like- 
to hive con- wife hi3 Iaft vVill and Teftament to carry with him to C<efar 3 wherein was written' 
h? s C \iifc W1 1 that Antipater fhould be King, and after him Herod,the Son of Marianne, Daugh- 
ter of the High Prieft. But SylUus the Arabian, neglecting Cafar's commandment, at I 
the fame time failed to Rome, there to contend with Antipater, about matters which 
were before in controverfie between him and Nicholaus. He had alfo a great cou- 
tention*with Aretas his King, whofe friends he had (lain, and amongft others, Sohe^ 
tmts, the mod wealthy man in all the Country of Petra 3 and Fabatus, Cafar'% Pro- 
curator, whom he had corrupted, affifted him againft Herod. But Herod afterwards 
giving Fabatus a greater fum of money, alienated him from SylUus by thismeans 
difpatched that which Cafar commanded : andbecaufe Fabatus reftored nothing, he 
accufed him that he was Procurator, not for Cefar but for Herod wherewith Faba- 
of's GoS- tus was moved 3 and being as yet in great eftimation with Herod,, he difclofed SylU- 
nou?. <Sco- us's his fecrets, and fignified to the King, how that SylUus had corrupted Corinthus K 
vcrcth syiuiu one Q f hj s Guard, whom he advifed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more 
frci«s. ealily hearkned to his counfel, becaufe Corinthus, though always brought up in the 
Kings Court, yet was born in Arabia. Wherefore he prefently took him, and two 
other Arabians that were found»with him 3 one of them was SylUus % friend, and the 
other Phylarchns. Upon their examination they confefled, that Corinthus fox a great 
fum of money was hired to kill the King. After this they were fent to Saturniusfio* 
vernour of Syria, and by him to Rome.

cu HJ Erod fti11 ur g ed Pheroras to forfake his Wife : for he knew not how elfe to pu- 
"h his So li nifh her, having many matters againft her : which becaufe he would not yield 
thcr PW* to, at laft he was fo moved, that he banifoM them both. Pheroras taking this injury 
and his wife. p at iently 3 departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his banifhment (hould en- 
dure as long as He>Wlived3 and that whileft he lived, he would never come any 
more to him : And accordingly he would not come to vifit him when he was fick, 
notwithftanding he was often fent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his death- m 
bed, and would gladly have imparted fomething to him : but contrary to all hope 
he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell fick. At which time Herod fhewed his 
patient and humble mind 3 for he went to him, and very kindly fought help for him 3 
■ . but he was too far fpent, and a few days after died : and although Herod loved him 
u,S burl until his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyfoned him. Herod cauf- 
cdm ed his body to be brought to Jcmfahm, and commanded all the Nation to mourn 

and buried him with a fumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Arijiobulus came to this end : but fhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fact 
fell upon Antipater, who was the chief Author thereof. For certain freed men that

his Brother Pheroras was poyfoned, and that his own Wife had given himadriak, 
which as foon as he had drunk, he prefently fell fick 5 that two days before his fick-

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"7 \^S1 of Anttphilus 5 and they alfo confefled that Antiphilua had brought a box out of Egypt 3 H 
ihcyar nf the and tIiat he rece j vc d j t f rom his brother.who practifed PhyGckat Alexandria. Thus "

^«wi»,' 1. dora, to difcover the raoft hidden things, and to draw teftimonies and proofs from 
WV^U the mouths of thofe that were furtheft from all fufpicion.For the Brothers of Mariamne 9 
daughter of Simon the High Prieft, being put to the rack, confefs'd that fhe was 
Gods riiicc acquainted with this confpiracy. Wherefore the King punifli'd the mothers fault 
kavcth no Upo)1 h er chijj . f or having writ in his Will, that Herod her fon fhould fucceed hnti- 
Sffi!" ?!l ' P atcr m the Kingdom, now for her fault, he raz'd him out.

CHAP. XX. 

Hum Antipatcrs malicious ptaUices againft Herod, were difcovefd and punifli'd. ' 

THe arrival of Bat hy ffns was the laft proof of Antipatcr's Crime, and coufirm'd 
all the reft. This Bathyllns was one of his freed men, and brought from Rome 
another fort of poyfon, compos'd of that of Afps and other Serpents s to the end 
that if the firft proved too weak, and took not effect, then Pheroras and his wife 
might make an end of the King with this. And for the height of Antipater^ wick r 
ednefs, he alio had given this man Letters, which he had written to Herod againft g; 
iMiipMx \ ArchcUus and rhilip his Brethren, who were at that time brought up at Rome to ftu- 
trciums .1 dy, being very hopeful young men : and for that Antipater teared they might be 
Y™X**imt> * ome hindrance to him in that which he expected, he devis'd all means poflible to 
hi< blockers, make them away. And the better to effect this purpofe, he counterfeited Letters in 
his friends name that were at Rome, and for money got others to write, that thefe. 
two young men ufed in taunting wile to rail againft their Father, and openly to 
complain of the death of Alexander and Ariftobulus : and that they took it ill that 
they were fcnt for home (for theirFather had lent word that they fhould come a- 
way) at which alio Antipater was much troubled. For before his departure from 
Jtidica to Rome, he procured fuch like Letters to be forged againft them at Rome 5 L 
and fo delivering* them to his Father, to avoid all fufpicion, hefeemed to excufe 
his Brethren j affirming fomethings that were written to be lyes, other things to be 
. ( . ; _ offences whereunto young men were prone. At the fame time he gave great fums 
vc:h a %cx of money to them in whole name he had written the Letters againft his Brethren s 
fumofmonty hereby as it were hiring them to be fecret. For the concealment of which fuborna- 
^t-rf?-" tion from Hero ^ s knowledge, he bought much rich Houlholdftuff and Tapiftry of 
k'ttc. \' curious work, and Plate, and many things more, amounting by his account to the 
hi, uroslwis. fum of two hundred Talents, which he pretended was to be employed in prefents 
in profecuting the bufinefs againft sylltus. But the mifchief which he provided a- 
gainf; was inconliderable in comparifon of thofe which he had more reafon to fear 5 m 
and it cannot be fiifficiently admired, that though all thofe that had been tortured 
gave evidence againft him, how that he pradiifed his Fathers death, and the Letters 
witnefled how again he went about 10 make away other two of his Brethren 3 yet 
forallthis, none of them who went out of Judea xo Rome, bare him Co much good 
will as to give him intelligence what troubles were in the Court at home, although 
it was feven months before he return'd tojndaa from Rome. Peradventure thejr who 
were minded to tell him all, were forced to hold their peace, by confederation of the 
blood of Alexander and Arijiobuha which cried for vengeance againft him. 

At laft he fen: Letters from Rome to his Father, that now he would fhortly return 
^An\. iih. is. home,and that Cccfir had treated him very honourably. The King defired greatly N 
<■■■'!•■ K to have the Traytor in his power : and fearing that if he had inkling of matters he 
MUnK<n" woulJ loolt to himfelf, feigned great kindnefs towards him, and fent back again unto 
/;.-:!»■/ wid? him very loving Letters, willing him tohaften his return : which if he did, poffibly 
m .iivkmj he might obtain pardon for his Mothers offence : for Antipater had underftood that 

l!h°Ani *h e was banilhed. 
,1 us. .I. .1 hvtjpjta- received a Letter atTarentum, whereby he underftood the death of The- 

r.was, and greatly lamented it } which divers that knew nothing thought well of. . 
Yet as far as one may conjecture, thecaufe of his grief was, that his t reafon had not 
gone forward as he wilhcd, and that he feared left that which had pafled might 
come to light, and left the poyfon Ihould be found. Yet when he came to Cilicia, O 
and there received his Fathers Letters before mentioned, he then made great hafte 
homeward. When he came to CelcncUrk, he began to reflect more upon his Mothers 

difgrace, 
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A difgrace, his mind as it were prefaging fome finifter fortune. And the wifer fort of r^-^\ 
his friends about him, counfelled him not to go td his Father, till fuch time as he »f 
were certain for what caufe his Mother was banilhed and divorced. For it was to OwS* 
be feared, that he would be accufed alio Of the fame Crime that was laid to his Mb- totmt?, 1. 
then charge. But the more imprudent being rather defirous to fee their Country; U^VNi 
than to contrive what was expedient for Antipater, prefled him to make hafte, left 
his long delay fhould breed any (ufpicion in his Father, and left thereby he fhould 
give occaiioa to malignant people to raife (landers : For, faid thejr, if any thing 
had pafled againft you, it was in your abfence 5 and were you in prefence no mad 
dtuft do or fpeak againft you 5 and it were a very unwife part, for uncertain fafpici- 
B ons, todeprive himfelf of certain felicity, and not to return fpeedily to his Father, 
and receive a Crown from his bands, which he could place upon no other head but 
his. Thb couofel (as his ill fortune would have it) Antipater followed, and Co ar- 
rived m the in the Haven of Cdfares, having pafled 8eb*fte$ where cdnttary to his ^thtipaier 
expectation, he was much lurpriz'd that all men efchewed his company, and no man ^«d«>c*- 
came near him.For although he was always hated,yet before they durft riot fttew their Jwe *' 
hatred. But now they abftained from coming to him for fear of the King 5 becaufe 
. the rumour of thofe things which Antipater had done was known in every City, and 
to every man, only Antipater himfelf was ignorant thereof. For there was never a- 
ny man brought thither with greater pomp than he, when he was to fail to Rome} 
q and never man more bafely entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 
danger at home, he craftily made himfelf ignorant thereof 3 and notwithftandtng 
that he was almoft dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. 
For he could not now poffibly make any efcape, nor rid himfelf out of the prefent 
danger: and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becaufe the King by 
an Edict had forbidden all men to give him notice thereof: So that many times he 
comforted himfelf thus 5 that either all matters concerning him were yet fecret 5_ or 
if any thine was come to light, that he by policy and impudence could acquit him- 
felf thereof 5 for thofe two were his only weapons. Beingttfus determined, he went 
to the Kings Palace alone,«without any of his friends and followers, who at the very 
D firft gate were moftcontumeliouay rcpulfed. By chance tor** the Ruler of Syria 
" wasrhere * and then boldly going into bis Father's prefence, he advanced bold- 
ly near him, to faltate him. But Htrbd putting hinHuck with his hands, and ^ 
fluking his head, cried but, What thou that baft attempted to tmhber thy Fatber^darejt cnter 4' nm ent 
thou yet prefume to offer to embrace me, being guilty of fo many treafoni! Mayeft thou «his Fidws 
perijk, wretch, at thy crimes deferve. Come not near me tiUthou baft cleared tbyfelf of 
all that is laid to thy charges for tbou/balt bavejn&fcei and Varus)**// be tbyfudge* 
who if by good fortune now here. Go and premeditate bow to acauit thee again fi to mor- 
row, which k all the time I will give thee to. do it. 
Hereto Antipater was fo aftoniftied with fear, tftat he was not able to reply any 
* thingj but filently went away. Prefencly his Mother and his Wife came to him and 
told him all the proofs of treafons aeainf* Him 5 r then he conffdered with hfmfelf how 
toanfwer every point. Thenextday the King called an aflembly of hisftiends and 
kindred, and to them admitted Antipater's ftiend* : and he andrirasr fitting in judg- MmnU 
ment, commanded all proofs to brought, and the wttneffesto arjpear:amorigft whom gg dbrfot * 
were certain of Antipater's Mothers fcrvants lately apprehended, who had Letters 
from her to carry to him, tothiseffeft: Fbrafinuch as all things "are known to thy Fa- 
ther, bewarethat thou retora not unto him, beforethou haft obtaioedfbme warrant 
of thy fafety from C*f*r> thefe and othersbeittg brought in, Antipiier alfo came 
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an\ other )kil and indifferent Jndge, wHlftftd Antipater to bavi tyervtddeatk: Bit I

man^ benefits Be fa es ot ^ er gratifications, I beftowed upon him the yearly revenue of fifty Talents. And 
onSm. CnC " lately when he was to fail to Rome, I gave him three hundred Talents, and commended 
him to Cxfar, as the only Son of all my houfe, who had regard to bis Fathers life. And 
what was the offence of the others compared with Antipaters? what proofs were produced I 
againfi them, equal to thofe that have fijewedme more clearly than the day the con/piracy 
framed againfi me by this moji wicked and ingrateful of all men ? and is it now to be endu- 
red that he is fo impudent as to dare to open hfcmouthjn hope to colour all again with craft 
and deceit.

he pa/for. a Parricide, wbo,'jtfr^our felf copfe£, always watcbt to preferve you from all 
dangers $ Which ifyo*jjtyl fed f eigne dty,\ is, it probable that I would be fo circumfpeH 
in other, affairs and atjotlxr. times, and now in fo weighty a matter play the part of a fenf- 
lefr mtn .<?

And prefently Nicolaus at the King's commandment made w% c f r f'J* 
a long fpeech concerning Antipaters malice and artifices, which he laid fo open, tcfonCkr^s 
that he extinguiftYd all pity in the minds of the hearers. He afcrib'd all the mif- Nativity, 1. 
chief which had befallen that Kingdom unto him, and efpecially the death of his two ^OQ^ 
Brethren, who through his calumniations were made away ; affirming alfo that he ^ieg's' . 
ufcd treacherous practices againft thofe yet alive, fearing left they (bould fucceed command be- 
in the Kingdom : for he who had prepared poyfon for his Father would much lefs ginnetha 
fpare his Brethren. And then coming to the proof of his intent to poyfon his Fa- 
ther, he declared in order all the evidences thereof, aggravating his ofience by the C ufation a 
B corrupting of Pheroras, who by Antipater was drawn in to purpofe the murther ofgai"!^""'- 
his Brother and King, and how he had alfo corrupted the King's deareft friends : £^,. (t . s 
and fo filled the whole Court with wickednefs. When he had accufed him of many o- peroration, 
ther things, and brought proof thereof he ended his fpeech. 

Then Varus commanded Antipater to make anfwer to thefe things, and feeing that JJ^'^ 
he continued lying on the ground, and faid nothing more, but God was.witnefsof ^ dcn ; 1( ./ 
his innocency ; he called for the poyfon, and gave it one who was condemned nun. 
to die, who having drunk thereof, prefently died. Then Varus talked apart with 
Herodj and what was done there in that Council he writ unto C<cfar, and the next 
day he departed. And when Herod had put Antipater in prifon, he lent meffengers 
o unto C<cfar, to inform him of his hard fortune and calamity. After this it was dif- 
covered that Antipater defign'd the death of Salome. For one of Antiphilvs fervants 
came from Rome, and brought Letters from Acme, who was one of Julia's maids, 
which (he writ to the King, telling him that (he found a Letter of Salomes among jf«- 
lia's 5 which for good will (he had fent him. Thefe Letters which the affirmed to be 
Salomes, contained many inve&ives againft Herod, and many accufations. But thefe Another 
Letters were feigned by Antipater, who for money had perfwaded Acme to write them proof .igain ft 
in her own name 5 as the Letter thatlhe writ to Antipater evidently fhewed ; for the "*«''t* ter - 
writ as tolloweth. 

I have writ to your Father as you requeued me, and fent alfo other Letters 5 and Iafure. 
D *»yfelfhe will not fpare hisfijter, if he do but read the Letters. Tou may do well, feeing 
I have performed all your requcjls,to be mindful of your promife.This Letter a&iinRSalome 
and others, being found to be counterfeited, the King began to doubt that Alexan- 
der was made away by fuch counterfeited Letters 5 and he remember'd' that he had 
almoft put his Sifter to death, through Antipater's device. Wherefore he refolved 
no longer to delay to punilh him for all j yet was he hindrcd by a great ficknefs from 
accbmplifhing his purpofe. He only fent Letters to Cafar concerning Acme's treache- intend- 
ry and falfe accufation of Salome $ and changed histeftament, and blotted out the "^"X 
name of Antipater, and in his room writ Antipas, leaving out Archelaus and Philippus, 

merit, and 

who were the elder Brethren, becaufe Antipater had render'd them odious to him. therefore 
* He bequeathed to Auguftus a thoufand Talents, befide many other rich gifts : and to 

his Wife the Emprefs, and Children, and Kindred, and Freed men, about five hun- h i s rdtament;' 
dred *.he alfo gave great gifts to others, either in land or money, and left to his Sifter 
Salome great riches. 



CHAP. XXI. 
Of the Golden Eagle, and of Antipatew and HerodV death. 

t TJLErod's difeafe increafed, partly through age, and efpecially by his grief and for- ^ w ^ 
H row ; for he was now threefcore and ten years old; and his mind was fo troubled ^ 8 
for the death of his Children, that though he were in health, yet he took no plea- 
fure in any thing ; and his ficknefs was fo much the more grievous to htm, becaufe 
that Antipater was yet alive j but he purpofed to put him to death as foon as he was 
recovered of his ficknefs. To increafe his calamity there arofe a tumult among" the 
people. There were in the City two Doftors reputed very skilful in our Country- 
laws : One of them was named ;M<«,the Son of S ariphtus * the other was called Mat- 
thias, the Son ofMargalote. Thefe two were followed by a great number of young 
men 5 fo that when they expounded the Law, they had an affemby like a great Ar- 

O my. And hearing that the King, partly by grief, and partly by his dikafe, was 
very like to die, they told their acquaintance^ that now it was a tit time to re- 
venge the injury which God received by thofe profane worto, which were made. 
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f\«A-/~l againft his exprels Commandment } which forbids to placethe Images, or likencfs of H 
7 *o ; ""/* any living thing in the Temple. This they faid, becaufethe King hadfeta Golden 
"^''Jl^; Eagle upon the chief Porch of the Temple, which they exhorted the young men to 
NitiM//, i. take away } faying, that it was meritorious, although danger might enfue thereon 5 
L/VVI yea, even to die for their Countrey-laws. For they. that died for fuch a caufe, fhould 
Ahuhhs \-ci - enjoy everlafting life and glory : And that many unwife men, ignorant of that Do- 
fwadc tlse ftrine, fb loved their lives, that they chofe rather to die by ficknefs^ than to fpend their 
people to pull jj ves j n f 0 gi or i ous an enterprize. Whilft they fpoke thus, there was a rumour fpread 
SfenJaolc. that the King was now at thelaffcgafp; whereby the young men being encouraged' 
about Noon, when many were walking in the Temple, they let themfelves down from 
the top of the Temple with great ropes, and fb with hatchets cut down the Eagle. 1 
The young Whereof the Captain of the Soldiers being ad vertifed, he went with a great many Sol- 
mcitlm p.il- .di er s fpeedily to the Temple, and took almoft forty of the young men, and. carried 
v'a 1c '"arc C them to the King : Who asked them if that were true, that they were fo bold as to cut 
bright be- down the Golden Eagle : They confefTed they had done it. Then he demanded by 
fmc )h t<> J, vvhofe Commandment ? They anfwered, by the Commandment of the Law. After 
n"i»cT C " ^is, 11 was as ^ e< ^ them, why they, who were prefently to die, were fo joyful ? They 
11 ' anfwered, Becaufe after death, they hoped to enjoy Eternal Blifs. The King hereat was 

io greatly moved with anger,that for all his difeafe,he went forth and nude a Speech to 
the people wherein he inveighed againft thefe perfbns, as Sacrilegious 5 who, under 
pretence and colour of their Countrey-laws and Religion, attempted lome great mat- K 
ter ; and he adjudged them as impious people, worthy of death. The people fear- 
ing that he would torture many to learn who had favoured the aft, requefted him that 
only the Authors and Aftors of that Crime, might receive punifhment} and that he 
Theyntm^ would remit the offence to all the people befides. The King, with much ado entreat- 
" • " "ici'l-i -s et *' cau ^ e( ^ t ^ e young men that let therafelves down with Cords, and the two Doctors, 
coliicmncJ w to De burned ; and the reft which were taken in the aft, to be beheaded.

tip-ts his younger Brother Tetrarch. Five days after the death of his Son Antipater, ^]j' <Wer s 
Herod d\cd 5 having reigned thirty and four years after he flew Antigonus, and thirty ^int.Hb, 17. 
feven years after the Romans had declared him King. In many things he was asfor- «?• 
tunateasany man , for being born but a private perlon, he got the Crown, and kept 
it, and left it to his Pofterlty : But in his Domeftick Affairs, hewas moft unfortunate, 
g Salome, before it was known to the Soldiers that the King was dead, werit forth with 
her Hufband, and releafed all thofe that were in Hold, whom the King had command- 
ed to be tlain 5 faying, that the King's mind was altered, and therefore he gave them 
all Licence to depart : And after their departure, the King's death was publifhed to /Ws death 
the King's Soldiers, who. together with the other multitude, wereaffembled in the gnj^othe 
Amphitheatre at Jericho^ by Ftolomey, Keeper of the King's Seal * who made a Speech 
to them, and told them that Herod was now happy 5 and he comforted the multitude^ 
and read unto them a Letter which the King left, wherein he earneftly requefted the 
Soldiers to favour and love his Succeflbr. After the Epiftle read, he recited the King's 
Teftamenr, wherein Philip was appointed Heir of Trachonitk, and the places thereun- 
G to adjoyning ■> Antipas Tetrarch, and Archtlaus King. He commanded his Ring to 
be carried to Cafur, to whom he referred the cognizance and difpofal of all with full 
Authority; requiring, that as to any thing elfe, his faid Teftament fhould be per- 
formed. - 

This was no fooner read, but prefently the Skies were filled with the voices and cries ^Archhut 
of the people, who congratulated Archelaut 5 and the Soldiers and the People promif hIj 
ed to ferve him faithfully, and wifhed him a happy Reign. This done, the next care father's dc- 
was about the King's Funeral, on which Archelaus fparea no coft, but buried the King ccafe. 
with all Royai Pomp poffible. The Herfe whereon he was carried, was adorned with '^f*J£™i 
Gold and Precious Stones 5 upon it lay a Bed wrought with Purple, whereupon was p 
ry laid the dead Corps of the King, covered alfo with Purple, a Crown and Diadem of 
pure Gold on his head, and a Scepter in his Right hand. About the Herfe were his 
Sons and Kinsfolk ; and the Guard, and Bands of Thracians, Germans and Gauls, all 
went before in order, as though they had gone to Wars. The reft of the Soldiers, in 
Warlike order, followed their Captains and Leaders } and five hundred of his Ser- 
vants and Freed-men carried Perfumes. And thus the Corps was carried the fpace of 
two hundred furlongs from Jericho, to the Caftle of Herodion j where, as himfelf had 
appointed, it was interred.

And that firft of all, he who 
by Herod was conftituted High Prieft, was to be rejected and another more honeft 
and devout was to be put in his place. Archelaus, although he was herewith offended, ^cU«, . 
yet, becaufehe was prefently to take fuch a journey, he abftained from violence, J^t,^ ^ 
fearine left he ttiould render the multitude his enemies. Wherefore he fought rather dicious . 
by admonition, than by force, to reclaim thofe that were feditious * and he font the 
Governour of the Soldiers to requeft them to be pacified. But the Authors or the Se- 
dition, fofoon as hecameto the Temple, and before he fpake one word, threw ftones 
it at him 5 and in like manner they ufed others, fent afterwards by htm, to appeafe them *

But none had fo much encouraged him, as Irenaus 
the Orator, who had an excellent faculty of fpeaking. Truftingto thefe, he refufed . 
thecounfel of them who fought to perfwade him to yield to Archelaus, both as the 
elder, and appointed by the laft Teftament of his Father. Now, when they were all 
arrived at Rome, thofe of the Kindred that hated Archelaus 5 and efpecially thofe that 
looked upon it as a fort of Liberty to be governed by the Romans, favoured Antipas $ 
in hope, that if their defign of being freed from the Rule of Kings did not fiicceed, 
they (hould, at leaft, have the comfort to be commanded by him, and not by Arche- 
t A,uipa*zc- laus. And to further him the more, he obtained Sabinus's Letters to C<efar 5 wherein

At laft, many Jews got upon the Porches, and 
kati^H. caff Darts at them from the Pinacles, fothat they killed many : But the other could 
C^-v-*.^ not revenge themfelves of them, who fought againft them from fo high a place 3 nei- 
fcScnifc t]ier coulcl the Y fuftain the force of them who joyned Battel with them 3 till at laft 
f^"ij"uo- the Romans fired the Porches, which for greatnefs, and curious work, were admira- 
ble. By this means many Jews were either deftroyed with the fuddain fire, or elfe, 
s™ um leaping down amidft their enemies, were by them (lain 3 others going backward, were 
inches. cafi headlong from the Wall 3 others defpairing of life, killed themfelves with their 

own Swords 3 and they who privily came down the Walls,being afiaulted by the Ro- I 
mans, and aftonifhed with fear, wereeafily overcome : Till at laft, all being either put 
to the Sword, or fled through fear, the Treafure dedicated to God, was left deftitute 
of Keepers 3 fo that the Soldiers took away thereof about four hundred Talents 3 and 
that which they left, Sabinus got. 

But this loft of men and money ftirred up many more Jews, and thofe more brave 
thin the firft, againft the Romans 3 whom they befieged in the King's Palace, and 
threatned all their deductions, unlefsthey would prefently depart from thence : Yet 
promiling Sabinus and the Legion lieve to depart, if he fo liked. Part of the King's 
Soldiers,\vho of their own accord fled to them, aflifted them. But the moft Warlike 
and valiant amongft them, were three thoufand men of Heron's Army, whofe Lead- 5 
c i s were Ruins and Grains 3 one of the Foot, and the other of the Horfe 3 both which, 
although they had had no Soldiers with them, might yet for their Valour and Coun- 
fd, have been confidcrable to the Party of the Romans. The Jews earneftly conti- 
nued the Siege, andalfaulted the Caftle- Walls, crying upon Sabinur to depart, and not 
to hinder them now, after fo long time, to recover their Countrey's Liberty. Sabinus, 
though with all his heart he wifhed himfelf away, yet hedurft not truft them 3 but he 
fulpedted, that their courtefis was but a plot to entrap him. And on the other fide, 
hoping that Varus would come and help him, he frill endured the danger of the Siege. 
,Am « j- At the lame time there were tumults in many places oijud&a 3 and many, through op- 
<-'l'-'t- portunity of the time, afpired to the Kingdom. For in Idnm&a two thoufand old Sol- L 
diers, who had born Arms under Herod, gathering together, and having armed them- 
felves, went to attack the King's Forces commanded by Achiab, Mc/Ws Nephew 5 
who, becaufe they were old Soldiers, and very well armed, durft not meet them in the 
Field, but withdrew into fome Fortrefles. At Scphorir alfo, a Town of Galilee, Judas 
the Son of llz.cc/.utfs, Captain of the Thieves which formerly were defeated by King 
Herod, and had wafted the Countrey 5 gathered together a great multitude, and 
brake into the King's Armory, and armed all his Company, and fought againft them 
sUmn, one of who affeclcd t he Royal Dignity. Alfo, beyond the River, one iiwra, who had been 
the Kind's Herod's Servant 3 being a goodly man, and of a huge ftature, put a Crown upon hjs 
tt'i dK-Kii^ OW11 ncacJ 5 and gathering together a company of Vagrants, went about with them to \| 
dan upon him. Jericho, and burnt the King's Palace, and many fair and fumptuous houfes there, and 
fo got a great Booty there 3 and he had furely fired all other Buildings of Note, had 
not C7™////, Captain of the King's Footmen, made hafte to fight him with the Bow-men 
of Trachon, and the moft Warlike men of Sebafie. Simon loft many men in this En- 
counter 3 and when he fled into a ftrait Valley, Gratus overtook him, and cut him 
overthwart the neck, fothat he fell to the ground. In like manner, other of the King's 
Palaces near Jordan, by Bethara, were burnt by a multitude of other Rebels, gathered 
^!tfrnn* % <n< together in Bands from beyond the River. At this time a Shepherd, named Athron- 
a shepherd, pretended to make himfelf King: His Birth was fo low, that formerly he had 

I2dom C l,een bnt a fimple Shepherd 3 and he had no other merit, but that he was very large, N 
and ftrong of body, and defpifed death. With this refolution he armed his four Bre- 
thren, eich of which had a Company armed, and they were as his Lieutenants, to 
make Incurfions 5 whilft he, like a King, meddled only with great Affairs, and wore a 
Crown upon his head : And thus he continued a long time' wafting the Countrey, and 
killing, not only the Romans, and King's Soldiers 3 but alfo the Jews, if there was 
hope to gain any thing by them. One day he met a Company of the Romans at Em- 
maus, who carried Corn and Armour unto the Legion 3 he fought with them, and kil- 
led one Arins a Centurion, and forty of the moft valiant amongft them upon the places 
the reft being in like danger, through the help of Gratus with the Soldiers otSebafie, 
rh'-Vivl 1.1J cfcaped. After they had done many things in this manner againft their own Coun- O 
i fteof the trey . men as we u as ftrangers, at laft, three of them were taken 3 the eldeft by Arcbc* 
k a " hut and the two other, who were eldeft after him, fell into the hands of Gratus and 

Ttolomejj 
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a Ttolomcy 3 and the fourth yielded himfelf to Archelaus upon Compofition. Such was f\?!&f% 
the fuccefs of the bold Enterprise of i hefe five men. But at that time a War of Thieves \r$f 9 4 
filled all JiuUa with Troubles and Robberies.

CHAP. lX> 

Varus a Goverttour of Syria for the Romans, repreffes the Infurretlions in judea. 

WHeh Varus had, by the Letters of Sabinus, linderftood the danger wherein the ^w./zi.:?. 
whole Legion was, being befieged in Jemfalem 3 he hafted to fuccour them : y^^'^u^ 
" But firft he went to Ptolentais with two other Legions, and four Cornets of Horfe i the Ronnns.i- 
where he had appointed the King's Forces, and the other Auxiliary Troops to meet gainil-ihc 
him. As he palled by Beritus, the Inhabitants gave him fifteen hundred men. Al(b:J cws - 
Aretas the K\ag of Arabia, for the hatred he bare to Herod, lent him a great number^ 
both of Horfe and Foot. As (bon as the Hoft was aflembled. Varus incontinently di- 
rected part of his Army into Galilee, adjoyning to Ytolemak 3 and appointed a friend 
of his, the Son of Cairn their Governour. who prefently put all to flight againft whom 
he was fent 5 and having taken the Caftle of Sephork, he fired it, and made all the In- 
habitants thereof Slaves. Varus, with the reft of the Army, went to Samaria/ and KiwuUtk 
>; took it 5 yet he did the City no harm, becaufe he found, that amidft all thefe Tumults, ^'^cuHrsV 
they had been quiet. When he had pitched his Tents at a Village called Arnr, which j M j tC , t . 
belonged to Ptolomcy, the Arabians fackedit, for they hated thole that loved Herod. 
From thence they went to ^/w/>if 5 another ftrong Burrough 3 which they in like man- 
ner facked and deftroyed, without fparing any thing. All was filled with theflaugh- > 
ter and fires which the Arabians made, there was no end nor hindrance of their Ava- 
rice. Alfo Varus commanded Emmaus to be burnt, being angry for the death of Art- 
us, and the reft that wereflain there 3 and the Inhabitants thereof abandoned it, eve- 
ry one by flight reeking" to fave himfelf. From thence he went tajerufalem 3 and at Varwcotrnth 
his approach, the Jews that befieged the Roman Legion fled and fcattered themfelves , ^|/ h £ ' h 'f s 'X'- 
D fome here, fome there, all about the Countrey : They that remained in the City ex- my, and wirfi 
cufed themfelves, that they were not contenting to the Tumult 3 but that for the Ce- his only, i/re- 
lebration of the Feaft, they permitted thofe Seditious to come into the City3affirming ''"^f ' 
that they had rather have been befieged together with the Romans, than have )oyn- 
ed with thofe of the Sedition 3 and fo they laid the caufe of that Tumult upon others. 
But firft Jofephus, Archelaus's Coufin, with Gratus avdRufus, went to meet him 3 lead- 
ing the King's Army, and the Sibaftians, and the Roman Soldiers, adorned in their n£fj* r „' fi g. 
accuftomed Apparel. Sabinus durft not be feen by Varus, and therefore got him out after ckiji'/ 
of the Town before, and went tothe Sea-coaft. Varus divided his Army, and fent AW/v.^. 
fome Parties into the Countrey, tofeek the Authors of the Tumult : And thofe that 
E were brought to him who were in lefs fault, he committed to Prifon 5 thofe who were c ,\ W othou-' 
the chiefeft, he crucified, to the number of two thoufand. fhndoftheSe- 

And underftanding that in Idum<ea there yet remained ten thoufand men in Arms, dltI0US - 
he prefently fent the Arabians home, becaufe he perceived that they did not ferve 
as they that came to help him, but as they themfelves pleafed, wafting the Coun- 
trey againft his Orders 3 and fo, accompanied with his own Army, he haftned a- 
gainft the Enemies : But they without any fight, through Achiab's Counfel, yielded 
themfelves to Varus. And he pardoned the Common Soldiers, and fent the Captains to 
C<cfar to anfwer the matter:Who 5 pardoning moft of them,yet punifhed fome that were r-Ws mere-/ 
of Herod's Kindred, becaufe they had rebelled againft their own King. Varus hav- and bounty to 
F ing thus quieted the Eftate cf Judea and Jerufalcm, left in the Fortrefs of Jerufaletttj the idnmwo! . 
the fame Legion that was there before, and departed to Antioch.

afir makcth trie Aftembly. And within few days after he gave Archelaus half the Kingdom, with 
theTitle of Ethnarch 5 promifing moreover, to make him King, if he behaved h m- 
felfwell: the other half he divided into two Tetrarchies, and gave the fame to the 
ThTdiftribu- reft ofHer^sSons; one to Philip, the other to Antipas ^ho contended wit irA- N 
tion of the chelaHt for the Crown. Antipas his Part lay from Galilee, beyond the River Jordan , 
KTcSl the Revenues whereof amounted to two hundred Talents a year.

CHA P. V. 

B Of the Impdjior Alexander, HerodV pretended Son, and how he was takjri. 

AT the fame time, a certain young man, a Jew born, brought up by aFreed-mari ^tujib.17, 
of Rome in the Town of sidon, being very like Alexander whom Herod had put "^'rfajn 
to death, wehtto Rome, having one of his Countrey- men for his companion, who y 0tmq ir , an 
knew very well, the Eftate of the Kingdom 5 and by whole inftruftions he affirmed, teicning him- 
that they wha thould have put him and Ariftohulus to death, being moved to com- ^'^/^ " 
paffion, let them go, and put two others in their room like them. With this tale he \ s ,\^ m 
deceived many Jews living vaCreet^ where he was honourably received : From thence ikw.deceiv 
he (ailed to Melos, where he was entertained with greater pomps and enriching ethtTUn y 
q : himfelf, he 11 led fuch means, that he got his Hofts (which gave him entertainment) to 
accompany him to Rome. At his landing at Tutcoli, he received great Prcfents from 
the Jews who dwelt there, efpecially thofe that were well affected to his Father, ho- 
noured him as a King. For he was lb like Alexander, that they that had feen Alexan- 
der, and knew him well, would have fworn he had been the, fame. Wherefore, 
when he arrived ztRome, all the Jews defired to fee him, and an infinite multitude 
followed him whitherfbever he went in the ftreets 3 and they fo doted upon him, that 
they carried him in a Horfe-litter, and at their own proper coft and charges, prepared 
for him a Royal Train. 

But Augnfltt* well remembred Alexanders vifage (for Herod had accufed him be- o/ardefir. 
D fore him) and although, before he (aw him, he judged that he was fome Irapoftor, Jj^jjjjjj 5 
yet he made as though he believed all 3 and lent one Celadus, who knew Alexander 0 
well, to bring this young man to him. Celadus no fooner beheld him, but forthwith 
he perceived the difference betwixt them 3 and efpecially, when he took notice, of his 
hard flefh and fervile Ihape, he prefently underftood the whole matter. Bat he could 
not but be greatly furprized at his bold fpeeches 3 for when they demanded of him 
what was become of Ar'tftobulus, be anfwered, that he was alive 3 but on purpofe 
tarried behind, and lived in Cyprus, becaufe, being afunder, they could not both lb 
eafily be entrapped. Celadus taking him apart from the reft of the Company, told 
him, that Cafar would fave his life, if he would truly confefs, by whofe counfel he 
c feigned himfelf to be Alexander. He, accepting this proffer, followed him to C£,ar, 
and declared to him the Jew, who, for lucre fake, had made ufe of his likenefs to A- 
lexander 5 confeffing that he had received as great Gifts of the Cities by which he paf- 
fed, as they would have given Alexander, if he had been alive. Cafar laught at the c.<far makcth 
Cheat, and condemned this falfe Alexander to the Galleys, but put the other Jew to |5i«w?i 
death, who had induced him to this Impofturc. And as for the Jews at Milo, he Galley -n'avc , 
thought that they had punilhment fufficient, in loling all that which they had laid out, and «ecut«h

I have alfo thought it worth rehearing, tofet 
d own the Dream of his Wife Glaphjira, Daughter to Archelaus King of Cappadocia, who 
was firft married to Alexander, Brother to this man, and Son to Ring Herod, by whom

. jrdcijufxQ- living in her Widowhood, Archelaus theEthnarch beholding her, was fo inflamed 
i'ufing M-i i- w ith her love, that prefently he divorced his Wife Marianne, and married her.

Kmhu^i r. p or tnere are tnree Se£ts of Philofophers amongft the Jews ; one is that of the Phari- L 
TU s fees, another of the Sadducees, and the third of the Effeans, which is the moft fa- 
am ™ t £ s mous of all the three. The Efleans are Jews born, but live in the greateft union to- 
Uwsof gether imaginable : They confider all Pleafures, as Vices that are to be avoided} 
wKchthe F.f- and efteem Continence and Victory over the Paffions, as the greateft Vertues. They 
^J atr '" { rejeft Marriage, and account other men's Children, put to them to be taught whilft 
The Means young, as their own Kinf-men, whom they diligently inftrudt in their Manners and 
Doftrine of Opinions, not for that they condemn Marriage and Propagation of Mankind, but to 
fringe. avo jj omen's incontinence * for they think that none of them keep themfelves true 
a nnu-o.c to one man. Alfo, they contemn Riches, and all things with them are common, 
HiWi'r^'ootis and no man amongft them is richer than other. And they have a Law amongft them- ^ 
arc (.-.Uisivju. f c iy eS5 that whofoever will embrace their Sect, he mu ft make his Goods common 5 
for fo,' neither any amongft them feems abject for Poverty, nor any great for Riches ; 
but they have, as it were, all equal Patrimonies like Brethren. They account it a

they go boldly to thofe, whom they never in their lives faw before, as though they 
wer: familiarly acquainted with them : And therefore, when they take a journey, 
they only arm themfelves againft Thieves, and carry nothing with them el(e. In e- 
very City tliere is one appointed, whofe Office is to receive and lodge thofe of their 
Sect that come thither 5 and to fee that they neither want Cloaths, nor any thing 
The i:'tcaa$ elle necefiary for them.

C Parea on this fide Jordan, which he named Julias. Pilate being fent by Tiberius to be 
Governour over the Jews, caufed in the night fome Enfign on which was the Image 
of Cxfar to be brought into Jerufalemy which thing, Within three days after, caufed 
a great tumult among the Jews : for they who beheld this action were aftonifhed, 
and confiderd it as a violation of the Law of their Country, which forbids exprefly, 
any Pifture or Image of men or other creatures to be brought into the City. At their 
lamentation who were in the City,there was gathered together a great multitude out JS^tcm. 
of the villages adjoyning, and .they went prefently to Pilate then at C&farea, befoech- defcendto f*;. 
ing him earneftly that the Images might be taken away out of Jerufalem, and that fa« toalter 
the Laws of their Countrey might remain inviolated. When Pilate denied their fuit, * e !^° un " 
D they proftrated themfelves before his houfe,and there remained lying upon their'faces, 
for five days and nights, without moving. On the fixth day Pilate fitting id his Tri- 
bunal-feat, call'd all the Jews together before him, as though there he Would have 
given them an anfwer : but on the fudden a company of armed Soldiers (forfo it 
was provided) compafled the Jews about on all fides : The Jews were hereat ama- 
zed, feeing that which they expeded not. Then Pilate told them, that except they 
would receive the Images of Cxjar he would kill them all 5 and to that end made a p 1 ** at) mir- 
fign unto the Soldiers to draw their fwords.The Jews, as if they had agreed together, ^^0^ 
fell all down at once, and offered their naked necks to the ftrokeof the fword, cry- jew-; in their 
ing out that they would rather lofe their lives, than fuffer their Religion to be pro- Religion, fenc 
E phaned.Then P/A*fe admiring the conftancyof the people in their Religion, prefently ^j^.

CAim Cefur fo abufed his Authority, that he would be thought to be a god, and 
fo called. Alfo he put many Noble men of his Country to death by his 
cruelty 5 which he likewife extended even to Judaa for he fent Tetronius with an K 
army to Jerusalem, commanding him to fet his Statues in the Temple 5 and if the 
Jews refuted' to receive them, that thofe who withftood him fhould be put to the 
J word, and the reft led away captive. ,Almighty God did otherwife difpofe 
this proud commandment. But Tetronius accompanied with three Legions, and 
many affiftants out of Syria, came with all fpeedfrom^**?^ to Judaia : many of 
the Jews would not believe any war towards, notwithstanding that they heard a 
general report thereof: and they that believed it, could not bethink themfelves 
of any means to refift. Suddenly all were in a great fear; for the Army was now 
come to Ttolemais, which City is fituate by the Sea-fhoar in Galilee, in a fair Field ; 
and on the Eaft-fide it is compaffed with Mountains, diftant from it threefcore fur- L 
longs, which belong to Galilee 5 on the South-fide it is inverted with Mount Carmel, 
which is diftant an hundred and twenty furlongs: on the North-fide it is environed 
with an exceeding high Mountain, which the Inhabitants call the Tyrians Ladder: 
this Mountain is aq hundred paces diftant from the City. Two miles from this 
City-there is a River sunning by, called PcIhs, a very little one, near which is the 
admirable Sepulchre of Memnon^ which is a hundred cubits high and of a concave 
form. In this place is feen a fort of Sand as tranfparent as Glafs, which many mips 
carry away for Balaft 5 but though they empty the place of it, yet that place is pre- 
fently after covered with the like find again. For there are winds which as it were 
on purpofe, carry this find from the higher places round about it thither; and this M 
find being put into the furnace is prefently changed into Chryftalor Glafs. And that 
which in 'my opinion is more to be wondredat, is, that the find being fo turned into 
Glafs, if after ward any part thereof be call: upon the brink of this place, it is again 
turned into ordinary find. And this is the nature of that place. 

Nov/ the Jews with their wives and children gathered themfelves together in the 
fuld where the City Ttolemais is fituate, and humbly befought Tetronius not to vio- 
late their Country- laws, but to have compaflion on them. Tetronius feeing the mul- 
titude that humblv fuedtohim, and how earneftiy they fought his favour, left Ca- 
ftr's ItJtucs at rtohmais, and himfelf went from thence to Galilee, and at Tiberias 
called all the Jews and Nobility together, he reprefents to them the power of the N 
Romans, and how dreadful C*faf% threatnings ought to be to them 5 adding more- 
over, that the Jews fupplication was indeed a contumely, feeing all Nations under 
the dominion of the Romans ( the Jews only excepted ) had already placed C*- 
pr's Statues in their Temples among thofe of their gods: and herein they did as it 
were revolt from the Emperour, and affront him their Governour who reprefented 
his perfon. They anfwered, it was againft the LaWs and Cuftoms of their Country : 
for it was not lawful for them to have the Image of God, much lefs of a man 5 and 
that they were not only forbidden by the Law to have an Image in the Temple, but 
alfo to have it in any prophane place. Tetronius replied, if you obferve your Laws 
{< > rcligipuil>\ I mult alfo obferve my Lord's command •■> for if I do not, but fpare you, O 
1 IliaU be juftly punillied : and 'tis not to me, but to him you muft make your ad- 
drcir-s i for I my felf, as well as you, am fubieftto him. At thefe words the whole

Now the Magiftrates 
of lerufalem went out to the reft of the Jews which fo wafted Samaria, clothed in fack- 
cloth and afhes upon their heads, and befeeched them not to feek revenge upon the 
Samaritans, left thereby they moved the Romans to deftroy Jerufalcm j but to be mer- 
ciful to their Countrey, the Temple, their Wives and Children, and not at once ha- 
n zardall. and overthrow their whole Countrey and Nation in revenging the death of 
° one GalUean. The Jews hereby were pacified, and departed At the fame time there C«£«cy 
were many that made it their Trade to rob and fteal (as moft commonly people by 
lone peace grow infolent) fo that they robbed in every part of the Countrey, and the 
ftrongeft and moft audacious opprefled thofe that were weaker. Hereupon the Sama- 
ritanrwent toT r e, to pray Numidius guadratus, Governoui r of Syria, to revenge them 
of thofe that fo robbed and fpoiled their Countrey.

men's Goods from them under colour of Juftice, and at his own pleafure exacted a aJlJto'f^u'' 
greater Tribute ; but alfo freed and let loofeany one, whom, either the Magiftratesof ...^.fnilofail 
the City took, or his Predeceffors had left in Prifon, fo.that their Friends would give NVlcI<eJlieis - 
a piece of money ; and they only, who were not able to give money, were imprifon- 

D ed as moft hainous Offenders. At this time, they in Jerufalent that defired alteration, The Seditious 
began to take courage 5 and thofe that were rich among them feed Albinus with mo- ^'he .-"/.'.'»- 
ney, to have his Protection : and the common people that loved not to be in quiet, tiKir°Ko'"be- C 
were much pleafed with Albinus's Government 5 and each of the moft wicked, had a ncs . 
Troop of Thieves after him: But Albinus himfelfwas over them all, as chief of the 
Thieves j whom he ufed as his Guard to rob the meaner fort. They, whole houfes 
were facked and fpoiled, were glad to hold their peace 5 and they, who yet had tf- 
fcaped, were glad to be very officious towards thofe who deferved death, for fear thev 
fhould fuffer it. In general, no men could truft one another. Evt.rv one trembled 
under the Rule of fo many Tyrants : And all thefe mifchiefs were the Seeds of the Ser-

Notwithstanding that Albinus was of fuch behaviour, yet Gcjfius Florus, who fuc- C\*A~T\ 
ceeded him, fo behaved himfelf, that in comparifbn of him, Albums might have been ff' }]"' ^ th< 
thought a good Governour. For Albinus did all things fecretly and craftily, but Gef- . z /^ rC 'fo 4 fV* 
jius committed any iniquity, how great foever, fo openly, as though he gloried in mif- Av/.-ir*.**.

Herewithal the multitude was terri- j^nof^"" 
fiedj and the horfemen that came with Capito affaultingthem with violence, every j cws . 
B one fled before they faluted Flows, or did any honour to his troops : and going eve- 
ry one unto his houfe, they part the watchful night in fear and forrow. Flows lor 
that night lodged in the Kings Palace. The next day he caufed a Tribunal openly 
to be placed, and the high Prieftand all the chief of the Jews reforted thither and 
ftood before the Tribunal. Then Flortts fitting in the Tribunal-feat, commanded ruus in his 
them to bring forth prefently all thofe, that hadufedany opprobrious words againft tl ^ n '"j' i ! [] ic " 
him 5 and threatned to be revenged on them except they did it. The Jews made an- t'/I^ Vicidtd 
fwer, that the people intended nothing but peace and quietneft, and rtqnefted that um 1 him, who 
they that had offended in words, might obtain pardon. For it was no marvel iniM_d fyokeu.il 
Co great a multitude, if there were Ibme rafh and foolifli'young men : and that it was ot ""' 
C impolfible to difcern all that offended, feeing every one was now penitent for that 
which was done, and at leaft for fear would deny it ; and that if he intended to main- 
tain the quietnefs of the Nation, and preferve the City ftill to the Romans, he i hen 
muft rather pardon a few feditious for fo many good mens fake, than revenge him- 
felf of a few wicked perlbns, by the hurt and moleftation of fo many that thought 
no harm. Hereat Florus's Choler was increafed, and prefently he commanded the T 
Soldiers to plunder the Market-place (which was the higher part ofthe City) where ^ f , ; ' { - c ' r ;'' s 
things were fold, and put all they met or found to the fword. The boldiu-s who'"""""' 1 \t 
weredefirous of gain, having now authority from their Ruler, did not only fack 
the place they were lent to, but alio all the houfes, and murthered the Inhabitants. 
D All ftreets and gates were filled with them that fought to flee,and the dead bodies of 
them that fell into the Soldiers hands: no fort of fpoyling was omitted. They alfo 
apprehended many of the Nobility , and brought them to Flows : and he caufing 
them tobewhipt, afterward hanged them. There were flajn on that day, of men, Sol- 
women and Children (for they fpared not the infants) fix hundred and thirty. So ^" s s ^ n o f lt 5 ° 
horrid an adtion appeared fo much the more infUpportable to the Jews, in regard it 1 
was a new fort of cruelty which the Romans had never exercifed. Flortts then doing 
that which none before durlt ever prefume to do : for he caufed Knights before the 
Tribunal-feat to be whipped, and after hanged 5 who though they were Jews born, 
yet had received that dignity from the Romans.

CHAP. XV. 

Of another opprcjjion of the Citizens of Jerufalem by Florus. 

AT this time King Agrippx was gone to Alexandria, to fee Alexander, whom Nero f^'fi*^}", 1 * 
had tent to be ruler over Eg)ft.

Adding that it was a great fhame that fuch a multitude fhould be led away with a few 
feditious perfons 3 and that it was more fit that fo many (hould force thofe few fedi- 
tious people to obey them, and joyn with them in opinion. 

>• With thefe perfwafions they mollified the obftinacy of the Jews, and alfo perfwa- 
ded many of the feditious people. fome with threats, and fome with reverence of 
themfelves to be pacified.

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CHAP. XVJ. 

Of Politianus the tribune : King Agrippa'/ fpcech to the Jews, exhorting them to 
B obey the Romans. 

FLorus yet devifed another way to ftir the Jews to rebellion : for he fent word tc 
Ccliius that the Jews were revolted, impudently belying them to have commit- 
ted that which indeed theyjjendured at his hands. The Nobles of "jcrufalem ;:nd 
Her nice certified Ccjliits of all that Floras had done. He receiving Letters' from both o, ■;,,< a.,i:,. , 
parties, deliberated with his Officers what todo. Some counfelled Cvfiias to go into I'^'kbit of ' 
Jadea with an army, and punifh the Jews, if they were revolted 5 and if they were '!' ;/ -'. c v n f ,!c - 
not^ then to confirm them in their obedience. Yet it pleafed him better to fond r^^vrTwirc 
fome about him thither before, to bring him true news of their cftatc,and what had weevil \o 
^ hapned. So he Cent Politianus the Tribune, who in his way mer with Atriypa in ^" c - . 
Jamma as he was returning from Alexandria and told him all, for what, and from iV'J •,'•7' '/ 
whom he was fiffit. Here alfo were prefent the Priefts and the chief of the Jews, iZ\tLul'--<» 
to welcome Agrippa 5 and having faluted him as courteoully as they could, they pre- wh^>sw* 
fently bewayled the mifery which had befaln their Nation, and the cruelty of Flo- 
ras. Which although Agrippa compafiionated, yet he made as if he were angry 
with the Jews whom he greatly pitied 3 purpofing hereby to allay their paflions in 
ftead of further irritating them by tcftify ing the fame fentiments to revenge. All the 
better fort, who for the fake of their lands and eftates defired quietnefs, well perceiv- 
ed that the Kings reprehenfion was not of malice, but for their good. 
D Alfo the people of 3fm//i/<?«# went out to meet the King threefcore furlongs off, The !t - : »'^ 
and received him and Politianus very courtepufly 5 yet the women Inmented the death ^o-^'to 0 ^ 
of their hufbands flain, and with tears moved the whole multitude to forrow, who ^.'1>£ t'd 
befought Agrippa to have com paffion on their Nation, and entreated alfo Tolitiamis iV"«««<. 
to go into the City, and behold what Floras had done. There they fhewed him the

Nay, if any have reajon to rebel, 'tis the Gauls, whofe Thc ( j e fen<:a 
country is by nature firong, being on the Eail-fide compaffedwith the Alpes, on the North oFti-Lce. 
with the River of Rhene , on the South with the Vyrcn<ean mountains, on the 
Weft with the Ocean. Notwithstanding, having amongft them three hundred and five 
Nations, and as it were the very fountain of plenty of all fort of goods and commodities 
wherewith they inrich the whole Worlds yet do they pay tribute, to the Romans, and ac- 
count that their happinefi depends upon that of the Romans ; and that neither for want of 
q tour age in them or their ancejiors, who four/core years long fought for their liberty. They 
coulctnot fee without aftonifhment, that the valour of the Romans was attended with fuch 
fuccefithat they gained more by fortune, than they did by courage in all their wars. 
Yet now they obey a thoufand and two hundred Soldiers, having alvtoft againfi every Sol- 
dier a City.

Except peradventure 
fome of you hope for help from beyond Euphrates, and that your Countrey-men of Adiabena K 
will help you : Rut they will not entangle themfelves in thefe dangerous Wars, without rea- 
fonable cauj'e j and if they would cotifent to fo bad counfel, the Part hians will not fuffer 
them : For they are careful to maintain their League with the Romans and would think, it 
< ; ,.j-, f,,- T .ir violated, if any under their Dominions fijouldwar againfi them. It remaineth then, that 
tenuis cvj ynu }-,iuil only irutt that God will help you but you fee God doth affiii the Romans : For it 
K'.;rui,s. i m p 0 jjib!e that fitch an Empire Jhonld have been without the help of God. Beftdes, confi- 

etcr that although you were to war againfi far weaker thanyrur felves, yet you could not pro* 
wife to your felves favourable fucccfi \ and it may fo come to pafi, that if you Keligioufiy ob- 
fcrve ihecujlomof Sabbaths, and in them do nothing, it will dot be hard to conquer you. 
For fo your Ancejiors found by experience with Pompey 5 who defigned all his Enterprix.es L 
for that day, wherein his enemies were idle, and made no refifiance. But if in War ye 
tranfgrcj? your Countrey laws, J ktiom not then for what you fkould rebel. For truly, all of 
you,'at this time,arc of that mind, that you take Arms to maintain your Countrey Laws. And 
Ti-.t hit Ai- / pray you, how will you requetf help at God's hands, if wilfully you break.his Laws / All 
"umentttm t hat begin War, either truil in Humane Riches, or Divine Succour ; and they that war, 
r C v CC ' ! ..'li t C lt .. having no probability to hope for any of thofe, wilfully lead themfelves into open defiruSi- 
of God's C tC on.

teftimonies of affe&ibn touched the hearts of the people 5 fothat their fury being 'J^f™'' njtb * 
fomevvhat allayed, they fcryed out, that they meant not to take Arms againft the Ro ^ cH/ef* 
mans and Cafar 5 but againft Florus t for the injuries he had done them. To this, A Nativ»y.$z % 
grippa anfwered 5 But jour deeds Jhew that you mean War againfi the Romans 5 for you ^V^J 
have not paid your Tribute to Cxfar, and you have beat down the Gallery which joyns the 
Temple to the Cafile of Antonia .• But if you would flop your Rebellion, repair with fpecd 
the Gallery, and pay your Tribute 5, for this Fort belongeth not to Florus, nor the. Money. 
Herewith the people were content 5 and afcending into the Temple with Agrippa and 
Bernice, they began to re-edifie the Gallery ; and the Officers went about and gather- 

B ed the Tribute in every Village, and quickly brought forty Talents (for fo much mo- 
ney was behind.) And thus Agrippa ftifled the beginning of the War. After this, he 
began to perfwade the people to obey Florus, till fuch time as another were fent to 
fiipply his place. Herewith the multitude was fb moved, that they contUmelioufly ^sr'f? 3 t!ie 
reviled the King, and threw ftones at him, and drave him out of the City. The King K ^\Sv^ 
feeing that their Sedition would not be quieted, complaining of the injury done to oucofchVcit/ 
him, he fent fome perfons of the beft rank to Florus, who was at C&farea 3 that he might with (tones, 
chule whom he Would amongft them, to gather the Tribute thorough the whole 
Countrey. And fo he departed into his own Kingdom.

CHAP. XVII. 

Of the Rebellion which the Jews begun againfi the Romans. 

ATth'rs time, fomeof the chief Incendiaries, aflembled together, fuddenly afiaulted 
a Caftle called Maffada, which they took by furprife, and killed all the Romans 
and in their places put a Guard of their own Company. In the Temple alfo, Eleazar, The jhws rc- 
Son of the High Prieft Ananias, a bold and defperate young man, Captain of the Sol- saJrSiSfor 
diersj perfwaded them who offered Sacrifices, not to offer any, but thofe that were t he"rof^rhy 
D g*yen by Jews. And this was the ground and caule of the War that enfued : For they of the Romans 
rejected thole Sacrifices that were wont to be offered in the name of the Emperour. 
And although the High Prjefts, and People of Account^ rdquefted them not to omit 
that Cuftom of facrificing for their Kings and Governours 5 yet they refufed fo to do, 
trufting greatly to their Faction: All thofe of the City that deflred alteration, were 
of this mind, and efpecially Eleazar, who at tfiat time was General, as is before faid. 
Wherefore all the chief men, High Priefts, and Principal of'the Pharifees, affembled 
themfelves j and perceiving into how great danger thofe Rebels brought the City, 
they determined to maketryal of the courage of the feditious people : Wherefore, 
they aflembled them together before trie Brazen Gate, which was in the inner part of 
E the Temple, towards theEaft. cc Andfirft of all, they greatly complained of their 
ce rafta and unadvifed Rebellion, and that they fought to ftir up fo great a War againfi 
c: their Countrey 3 inveighing againft the caufo that moved them thereto, as being 
c< without reafbn : Telling them, that their Anceftors, for the moft part, adorned the 
e< Temple with the Gifts of Gentiles, never refufing the Offerings of Strangers 5 and 
" not only not refufed their Offerings (for that were an impious fact,) but alfo placed 
e< in the Temple the Gifts that they fent, which were yet to be feen. And that it was 
" ftrange,that now only they thought to provoke the Romans to War, by making new 
ce Laws : And befides other danger alfo, to make the City guilty of a great Crime in 
" matter of Religion, as though it were fuch, wherein none might offer Sacrifice but 
F e< Jews, nor any but they adore God/ If we flaould make fuch a Law againft any pri- Apinrt thofe 
" vate perfon, he had juft caule to accufe us of Inhumanity. But now the Romans are w ™ , cFuf 5 
" defpifed, and Ctfar himfelf accounted prophane j and it was to be feared, that if the cEF S * 
" Jews difdained to accept of Cafar's Offerings, Cafar, would hinder them from offer- 
cc ing any : And the City aSJerufdlem would prefently be accounted as an enemy to 
" the Empire, unlefs they prefently accepted Ctfar's Sacrifice ; and before fuch time as Nonc f th „ 
c< they heard thefe news, againft whom this outrage was attempted. Having thus fpo- Scditioustjave 
ken, they brought forth the moft learned amongft the Priefts, torecount from time to C3rt0 thofe 
time how their Anceftors had always accepted of the Sacrifices of Strangers. a"S in 

But nonc of the Mutineers gave ear to any thing that was faid, and the Levites came Amhaffaifors 
G not toferve at the Altar, as now preparing for War. When the Nobility faw that f^cto fw 
they could not appeafe this Sedition, and that they themfelves fhould firft feel the Ro- ^^fj^f[ 
mans power, they devifed all means to pacifie the Tumult, and fent fome Deputies to ditious. 
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<( rv-A^n thrust the chief whereof was Simon, the Son of Ananias 5 others alfo, were fent to~H 
il\Tit *S r '?P a > of which the chief were dtttipas and Cojiobarus (who were all a kinn to 
-/*•»■ 'c/u/.-; the K,n g) requelhng them both to come with an Army to the City, and fupprefs the 
AWy, <*. Sedition which was railed, before it went further. F/</r** was glad of thefe tidings - 
^Q^J and defirmg nothing more than War, gave no anfwer to the Deputies. But Agrippa 
fiiem between willing to fpare both parts, as well the Good as the Rebels 3 and to preferve Jud/a to 
the seditious the Romans and the Temple to the Jews 3 thought it not meet for him to bufie him- 
fZS fdf ,n 1 - uch affa,rs > but fenc three th oufand Horfe to aid the people againft the Rebels • 
Peace. Which Horfe were of Auranitts, Batanaa and Trachonitis j and he made Darius their 
Captain, and Philip, Son of jM«», General of all the Army. Thefe coming into the 
City, the Nobiliry,with the High Priefts, and the reft of the people that defired Peace I 
received this fuccour in good part, and quartered them in the higher part of the City \ 
for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. The War began inftantly with 
Djrtsand Slings, and mooting of Arrows 3 and fometimes they encounter'd one ano- , 
ther hand to hmd. The Seditious were more valiant, but the Kings Soldiers were 
more skilful in War, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of it 
thole who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with Eleazar, endeavoured, befides that 
which they had already, to get alfo into their hands the higher part of the City 
Wherefore, during the fpace of feven days, there continued a great Conflia betwixt 
them, and either part kept what they had. When the Celebration of the Feaft cal- 
: : , v a kd Xylophoria was come, wherein every one carrieth Wood to the Temple, to keep a K 
fire continually upon the Altar 5 the Rebels would not fufFer their enemies to do their 
Devotion. 

Now many of the Sicarii or Thieves, who carried fliort Poyniards under their 
Coats, wentamongft the weaker multitude, and boldly followed their old practice 
The By which, thole of the King's fide were forced to leave the higher part of the City • 
oSco-re" C ^hichthc Rebefa prefcntly entring, f « the Palaces of Aaanias, Agrippaaad Bernice/oa 
fire 5 and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, pnrpofing there 
to burn all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditor?* and 
fo to joyn all the Debtor? to their Faftion, and ftirupall the poor people againft the 
rich. The Keepers ofthefe publick Writings fleeing, the feditious perfons fet all on L 
fire : And fo having deftroyed thofe Records, which were in a manner the publick E- 
ftate of the * dd ^ themfelves againft fuch asrefufed their Proceedings. 

Some of the High Prieftsand Npbles hid themfelves in Vaults • others fleeing with the 
King's Soldiers into the higher Palace, locked up the doors after them 3 amongft whom 
was Ananias the High Prjeft, and EzecbUs his Brother, and they who (as is before fpo- 
ken) were fent Deputiesrto Agripp* : And fo the Seditious were fatisfied that day with 
the Victory, and firing of the houfesafdrefaid. 
Thr jew.take The next day, which was the fifteenth of Augufl, they af&ulted the Caftle AntonU 3 
.^^,and having befieged it two days, they took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed 

in it a Garnfon of their own company. This done, they went to the King's Palace whi- M 
ther Agnppa's Soldiers were fled 5 and dividing their Company into four parts 'they 
began to pull down the Walls ; none of them that were within durft come out for fear 
of the multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thofe that 
offered to come up, and many of the Thieves under the Walls, with things that they 
caft down. This Conflict continued day and night, for the Rebels thought that thofe 
within could not hold out long for want of Victuals 5 and they within thought that 
the Seditious being wearied, would foon give over. In the mean feafon, one Mana- 
hem, the Son of Judas of Galilee fthatmoft crafty fubtil Sophifter, who reproached the 
Jews in Cyrenius's time for paying Tribute* and for being fubject to any but to God) 
taking with him certain Nobles, went to Maffada, where King Herod's Armory was 5 N 
and breaking into it, he armed the common people, and the other Thieves 3 and hav- 
ing them for his Guard, he returned again to Jerufalem as King : And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared the Battery againft the King's Palace? But they 
wanted Engines, and could not openly undermine the Walls, by reafon of the enemies, 
who continually caft down Darts upon them. Wherefore they began a Mine a great 
way off till it came under one of the Towers, which then they fupported with Pofts 
of wood 3 and they fet fire on the Wood fupporting it, and went Their way 3 fo the 
Supporters being confuted with fire, the Tower prefently fell down. But thofe with- 
in, forefeeing their Adverfaries intent, perhaps by the making of the Tower 3 had 
built a Wall behind it, to keep out the Rebels, between them and it.

Of the death of Ananias the High Pricif, Manahem and the Roman Soldiers. 

He next day following, Amnios the High Prieft was taken in one of the Water" 
conduits of the King's Palace,wherehe had hid himfelf,and was there killed with The death of 
his Brother Ezechias, by the Seditious : And the Rebels befieged all the Towers round \f"r"'j thc 
about,and kept diligent watch,left any of the Romans mould elcape.But Ma»ahet» t both of/ JSJ* 
C upon his good fuccels in deftroying the ftrong Holds, and upon the death of Ananias, Brother, 
the High Prieft,became fo proud and infolent,that he thought none To capable as himfelf 
for Governmentjand became an intolerable Tyrant.Now Eleazar and fomeof his Com- 
panions alfembled together, laid, that it would befhameful for them that had revoked 
from the Romans, only to recover their liberty, to receive for matter one of their 
own Nation, who, although he were not fo violent as Manahem, yet wasfo inferiuur 
to them. And if it were fo, that it were expedient to have one Ruler over all the 
reft, Manahem ought to be thelaft that mould be chofen to command them. Being 
thus agreed, they fet upon him in the Temple, where he was praying with great 
pomp, apparrelled like a King, and having about him a guard of his friends in ar- 
D niour, Now when Eleazar his followers let upon Manahem, the people all took up 

ftones to ftone him, hoping that by his death the fedition would be extinguifhed. his 
The guard of Manahem at firft made fome refinance 3 but when they perceived the f " 1! ." wersaf * 
whole multitude againft them, every one fhtfted for himfelf as he could 5 and thofe T„n*lte*' 
that were taken were put to death, and they that effcaped were afterwards fought Temple, 
for : only a few of them fled to Maflada, amongft whom was Eleazar, the fon of 
JairtfS 3 Manabem's kinfman, who afterward became a Tyrant there, but Manahem 
fled into a place called ophias, where he hid himfelf: and being taken, he was drawn 
outfrom thence, and after many torments put to death, and with him all the chief A'-'«"k<«\wth 
minifters of his Tyranny, and particularly Abfalomon, who was his chief Officer. t fl h a e in PrinC " 
E And in this matter (as I have laid) the people greatly helped, hoping hereby to have 1 
fome end of that (edition. But the Rebels did not kill Manahem,to the end to extin- 
guifh (edition, but to the intent to rob and plunder more freely. 

The people indeed with many intreaties befought them to let the Romans a- 
lone, whom they befieged 3 but they were fo much the more earneft againft them ; ThcRomann 
till being no longer able to make refinance, with the confent of Metilius their ,,nib!cJn y 
Captain, and fome other of more Authority, they fent to Eleazar, requefting him ^vick^" 
to give them licence to depart with their lives, and leave their baggage to thethenifehes. 
Jews. He accepting their offer, fent to them Gorion, the Ion of Ntcodemus, and 
Ananias the Sadducee, and Judas the Son of Jonathas, to confirm the promife of 
F their lives. Which done, Metilius led away the Soldiers: and whilft the Romans 
had their weapons, none of the Rebels durft attempt any of their treachery againft 
them: but lb foon as, according to covenant, they had laid down their fhiclds and 
Swords, and lb departed miftrufting nothing, Elcazar's Guard fet upon them, andkill'd 
them 3 they neither maderefiftance, nor any entreaty for their lives 3 only put them 
in mind of their Promife and Oath. So they were all (lain, five only Metilius 5 who, The Romans, 
greatly entreating for his life, and promifing that he would become a Jew in Religion, ^"^'l 
and be eircumcifed, they fpared him. Though this was a fmall lofs to the Romans, «J a H d 
becaufe there were but a very few flain of their great, and almoft infinite Army 3 yet fla»i,'f.ive Afr- 
it was eafie to judge, that it would caufe the Ruine and Ciptivity of the Jews. 
G When they (aw themfelves to have given fufficient caule of a War, and rhat the Ci- 
ty was now fo filled with iniquity, that the wrath of God hung over it 5 though there 
had been no fear of any harm to them by the Romans, yet the whole City mourned,

CHAP. XIX. 

Of the great Maffacre of the Jews at C;efarea, and in all Syria. 

AT the fame hour, on the felffame day, it happened, as it were, by God's Provi. 
dence, that the Inhabitants of Ctfarea maflacred the Jews that dwelt among I 
them ; fo that at one time above twenty thoufand were llain, and not one Jew left a- 
livein all Cafarea.- For thofe that efcaped, Florus took, and brought them forth bound 
toil fe'Vil t0 the P eo P ,e * After this Maflicre done at c<efarea, the whole Nation of the lews 
lages, and was cnra g cd And dividing themfelves iuto Companies, they wafted and deftroyed in 
bum the ci- fhort time all the borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout 5 to wit, Philadelphia 
tics of s>r,a. and Gebotiitis, Geraja, PelU and Scythopolis : Alfo, they took by force Gadara, Hippon 
and Gauhmtis 3 pulling down fome places, and firing others. From thence they 
marched towards Ccdafa, a City of the Tyrians, and Ptolemais, Gaza and Oefareaz 
and neither Sebajie nor Afcalon could refift them, but they alfo were confumed with 
fire. Likewifethey deftroyed Anthedon, with Gaza ; And moft places belonging to K 
thefe Ctties were facked, to wit, the Fields and Villages ; and a mighty (laughter was 
made of them that were taken in thefe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maflacte 
or the Jews as this, among them 5 for all the Jews inhabiting among them were mur- 
rhcred, not only for an old grudge, but alfo, to render their own danger lefs, by di- 
miniihing the number of their enemies. By this means all Syria was in a moft deplora- 
ble condition, and every City wasexpofed to the diforders and violences of two fe- 
veral Armies, each of which placed their fafety in making a great Effufion of Blood * 
The days were fpent in blood-fhed, and the nights in fear, worfe than death it fel£ 
F or though they only pretended to deftroy the Jews, yet were they drawn to fufpect 
other Nations, thai followed the Jews Religion 5 and became they were, as it were L 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deftroy them 5 but, on the other fide for 
their agreeing m Religion with the Jews, they were conftrained to hold them as ene- 
mies. Many of the contrary part, who before fcemed modeft, were now through A- 
vance incited to meddle in this Murther 5 fo that every one took the Goods of them 
ah SyrU full that were flam, and carried them to other places, as Conquerors. He was moft re 
i^acf I°T d ^t ha i had r ft ?, ,e A n mo \°r moft. There might you fee in feveral Cities, 
the dead bodies of all Ages unbuned 5 old men, and children, and women, lying in 
moft fhamerul manner, their fecret parts being uncovered. Briefly, all the Countrey 
was filled with exceeding great calamity 3 and the fear of yet greater mifery to come 
was unfpeakable. ' M

Tunifhment for my Offences, and a full Argument of my magnanimity, that none of my enc- L/Sr\J 
mies may boail of my death, nor injidt over me. When he had thus laid, he beheld all his 
Family with compaffion and rage raixt together, as his Wife and Children, and aged 
Parents. And firft, taking his Father by the hair of the head, he flood upon him, and &»» kills Mi 
thruft him thorough 5 after him he killed his Mother, who was willing to die 5 after ^'T";! 1 is 
them his Wife and Children, every one of them as it were offering their bodies to the children and 

B Sword, anddefirous to prevent the enemies. When he had flairi all his Kindred, him- at ufthrafelf. 
felf remaining alive,he ftretched forth his arm, that they might fee what he would do 3 
and thruft hisSword into hisown body, up to the Hilts. A young man, who, for his 
magnanimity, and ftrength of body, was worthy to be pitied 5 yet he had a juft and 
deferved end for uniting himfelf to Strangers againft his own Countrey. 



CHAP. XX. 

Cruelties exercifed again if the Jews in divers other Cities, and particularly ^ Varus.

Al Fter this fo great A Maflacre of the Jews at Scythopolis, other Cities alfo 3 where Another 
x\ they inhabited, rofe againft them 5 and two thoufand five hundred were (lain at ^-"'shterof 
Afcalon^ and two thoufand at Ptolemais ; and the Tyrians killed divers, and put more The cities i 
in Prifon : Ltkewife, they of Gadara and Hippon flew the moft valiant, and thofe of Arms againrt 
leaft courage they caft into Prifon. Alfo all other Cities, who either feared or hated tilc Ms. 
the Jews, rofe up againft them. Only they of Antioch, Sidon and Apamea, (pared 
thofe that dwelt with them, and neither killed nor imprifoned any of them 5 perhaps 
they ftood in no fear of them if they fhould haye rifen, becaule their City was fo po- 
pulous 5 yet I think they fpared them only for pity fake, becaufe they faw they were 

D quiet, and not feditious. The Inhabitants, alfo, of Gerafa did no harm to the Jews a- 
xnongftthem* but when theydefired to depart, they conducted them fafely to the 
end of their Borders. In the Kingdom, alfo, of Agrippa much cruelty was fhewed a- 
gainft the Jews j for he being gone to Celiitts Gallia at Antioch, left the Rule or his 
Countrey to one of his Friends named Varus, Kinfman to King Sohemus \ to whom 
there came feventy of the chief Nobility of the Countrey of Bata»#a, requefting a Gar- 
rifon to reprels thofe that fliould attempt Rebellion amongft them. Varus, inftead of ^ Jrm \\\\ % f e . 
receiving them well, fent certain of the King's Soldiers by night, and killed them all vemy Jews in 
as they were coming to him. He committed this Murther without Agrippa his confent, thelr J our ' ie y- 
only for Avarice. But being emboldened by this Fa&, he ruined the whole Realm ; 

E ftill continuing filch Cruelties and Violences againft his Nation, till fiich time as Agrip- 
pa underftood thereof 5 who, for Sohemuis fake, durft not put him to death j but diP 
poflefled him of his place. In the mean while the Revolters took the Caftle of Cypros, 
which is fituate above Jericho 5 andaftei they had killed the Garrifon, they deftroy- 
ed the FortreG. At the fame time a multitude of Jews laid Siege before the Caftle of The Romans 
Macheron, and perfwaded the Soldiers left in Garrifon, to yield the Caftle 5 who, fear- y' el d u p 'heir 
tng that if they denyed, they (hould be compelled thereto, delivered it to them, upon £rl» t 'o the" 
condition, that they might quietly depart : Which done, the Jews placed a ftrong j c ' ws . 
Garrifon in it.

CHAP. XXI. 

Fifty thoufand Jews flain at Alexandria. 

THe Citizens of Alexandria had always a quarrel againft the Jews that lived with 
them, fincethe time that Alexander the Great, for their help againft the Egyp- 
tians, permitted them to inhabit Alexandria, and to have the fame Privileges with the 
Grecians. This Honour and Privilege was alfo continued to them by theSucceflbrs of 
Alexander 5 who alfo gave them a certain place in the City to dwell in, that they 
O night live more commodioufly, and not be mingled with the Gentiles : And permit- 
ted them alfo to call themfelves Macedonians. Afterwards, when Egypt was brought 
under the role of the Romans, neither C*far, not the following Emperors, diminiihed 

the 
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JVA^ the Jews Privileges which Alexander had given them. But there were daily conteftsll 
iVnuCll'-o between ,nem and tlie Greeks 3 and although the Judges on both parts ftill punifbed 
after ch- i,r, thofe that were in fault, yet the Sedition more and more encreafed 5 and though all 
A^mvov ,. Cities clfewercfillcd with Troubles, yet here the Tumult was moft vehement. For 
vvhen thc Alexandrians had called together the people, to determine of an Embaffage 
Jj!rx.in,!>-ta to Ncr °> certain Jews mingled themfclves amongft the Greeks, and fo went into the 
between the Amphitheatre: Who being efpyed by their Adverfaries, the Greeks cryed out, that 
Greeks aid t h e Jews were enemies, and came as Spies j and fo they laid violent hands Upon 'them. 

Some of them fled, only three of them were taken by the Greeks, whom they drew 
to a place to burn them alive. All the Jews of the City came to fuccour them 5 and 
fir ft they threw Irones at them, and then taking fire-brands, they ran in a rage into the * 
Amphit heatre, and threatned to burn all the people there aflembled 5 which they had 
t;1c>,u< , a- done, if Tiberius Alexander,, Governour of the City, had not appeafed their fury 5 who 
hoTtSrh 'u- d ,d not at firft u(c Force °f Armsagainft them, but fent fome of their chief men to 
dirious |«vs ' pcrfwade them to ceafe, and not to incite the Roman Army againft them. But the 
to keropcja-. feditious Jews rcfufed this advice, and mocked Tiberius : Who feeing that they would 
not otherwife be appeafed, fent two Legions of Romans, and five thoufand other Sol- 
diers, who by chance came out of Lybia 5 and gave them charge, not only to kill them 
but alfb to lire their houfes, and take their Goods. The Soldiers prefently went into 
the place called Delta (where the Jews were gathered together) and did as they were 
commanded, though not without a bloody Viftory. For the Jews gathering them- X 
fidves together, placed thofe amongft them that were beft armed, in the Front, who 
held out for a long time : But when they began to flee, they were maflicred like 
Beafts ■■> fome of them were killed in the field, fome were burnt in their houfes 5 the 
Romans firft taking what they found, and fparing neither Infants nor Old men, but 
n C .™ fh,a ° ki"* n P a11 Ages and Sexes. So that all that place flowed with blood, for there were 
rtKSiJ (lj,n fift y thoufand Jews 5 and all the reft had been extinguifhed, had not Alexander 
Jcu-s «ae (moved to compaffion by their entreaties) commanded the Soldiers to leave off', who 
iljii". being obedient totim, prefently departed : But the people of Alexandria were hard. 

iy withdrawn from theMafljcre, becaufeof the hatred which they had conceived a- 
gainft the Jews 5 and with much ado, they were withheld from tyrannizing over the I. 
dead bodies. And this befel the Jews of Alexandria. *

Of the Mafacre of the Jews by Ceftius Gallus. 
h„ ? c compi- r^EfliusGaUm now thought it time to beftir himfelf, for as much as the Jews were

two thoulandchofen Foot, and four Companies of Horfe, out of the other Legions M 
and with them the King's Forces that came to help him, to wit, two thoufand Horfe- 
men of Antioch, three thoufand Foot all Bow-men, and three thoufand Foot, fent by 
Agrippa, a thoufand Horfe, and four thoufand which Sohemus brought, whereof the 
third part were Horfe, the reft Foot, and for the moft part Bow-men 5 he went to- 
wards Ptolcmak. Many joyned themfelves to them out of every City, who, though 
they were not fo skilful in War as the Romans, yet their hatred was more than theirs. 
jS' of A fr\m himfclf was there with Ceftius, commanding thofe he brought. There CeUiut 
gvJc fpoi! ta V n S "Pa" of the Army, went to Zabulon (which is the ftrongeft City of Galilee, 
cdand burnt, called alfo Andron, and parts the Borders of the Jews from Ptolemak) and when he 

found it defblateof Inhabitants (whowere fled into the Mountains) but full of Riches ; N 
gi ving licence to the Soldiers to fack it, he afterwards fet it on fire, although he ad- 
mired the beauty thereof (for it was not inferior to Tyre, or Sidon, or Beritum) and 
alter (polled all the Territories about it. When he had burnt all the Villages there- 
about he returned to Vtolemak. The Syrians, and efpecially thofe of Berith, ftayed 
S&S 5 ,,lbeh ' nd 5°8 et Booties: Which when the Jews underftood, and that Ceftius was 
departed, they took courage, and came and fet upon them, and killed of them two 
thoufand. Ceftius departing from rtelemak, went to Cefarea, and fent part of his Ar- 
The Romans m y before to Joppa 5 commanding them to keep the Town, if they could get it j and 
nkc -foppa, if thejownfmen made any refiftance, that then theyfhould ftay till he came with 
Sklii'c'i'ht the ^ft of the Army Someof them attacked it by Sea, fome by Land 5 by which O 
thnuftnd fW means the y eafi, y took it. The people thereof had neither time to flee, nor to pre- 
hunJrc-Jicwv pare themfelves to fight 5 but they were all killed with their Families. After the fack- 
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A ing of the Town, they fet icon fire. The flain were 8400. In like manner he lent --w\_>o 
part of his horfemen to Narbatena in the Toparchy near Samaria, who fpoiled thc 
Country, killed a. great number of the inhabitants, rob'd and burnt the villages, and 'sZ^cE-r'

CHAP. XXIII. 
Of Ceftius his Band againft Jerufalem.

B Ll| e f eat alfo CefevxiHs Gallus, General of the twelfth Legion, into Galilee, and gave Srphnnni 
P him as many other Troops as he thought fufficient to conquer that nation. The other Cities of 
ftrongeft City of Galilee called Sephork open'd the gates to them,and other Cities fol- i' ll ° ■ 
lowed their exainple.They that were feditious and gave themfelves to robbing,retir'd 
to the Mountain of Azamon which is (ituate in the midft of Galilee over againft Scpho- Romans. , 
rk: Thefe Galltts went to attacque with his Army 5 and fo long as they kept the higher 
part of the Mountain, they eaflly repelled the Romans, and killed above 200 of 
them : but when they faw the Romans had gain'd a higher place than that wherein 
they kept, they refifted no longer : for not being armed, they could not ftand out, 
and if they fhould have fled, they could not have efcaped .the Horfemen ; fo that 
G only a few who hid themfelves in difficult places efcaped, and above 2000 of them T 

were flain. Gallus finding he had no more to do in Galilee, returned with his troops JESSE 
to Cafarea, and Ceftius with his whole Army went to Antipatrk : were under- mCMec by 
ftanding that a great company of Jews were gathered together in the Tower called the Romans. 
Aphec, he fent fome before to attacque them : but the Jews would not abide battel, gSKd 
and the Romans burnt their Tents and the Villages adjoyning. Ceftius going from burned, 
thence to Lydda found the City defolate* for all the people were gone to Jerufakat, LyJJa burnt. 1 
becaufeof the Feaft of Tabernacles : and when he had killed fifty perfons whom 
he found there, he fired the Town, and went by Bet boron to Gabaoa , which is but P ,anc - 
fifty furlongs diftant from Jerufalem. When the Jews faw the War draw near their fiftXft 1 
D capital City, they left their folemnity, and run to their arms .- and having got to- from faufi. 
gether a great multitude, they went to fight with the Romans, obferving no order, km - 
nor regarding the Sabbath, which formerly they held in fo great eftimation : and JJj'^L'rf 
the fame fury that made them leave their devotion, made them alfo victorious the Jews I 
in the battel; for they affaulted the Romans with fuch courage, that they brake ^iniiche j 
their body, and killing all that refifted, prefled into the midft thereof: and if a frefh KoiIuas 
fupply both of Horfe and Foot had not come in in time, all Ceftius's Army had been 
in danger. There were flain five hundred and fifteen Romans, whereof four hun- 
dred were Foot, and the reft Horle 5 but of the Jews only two a«d twenty. The 
moft valiant in this combat were Monoba^us and CeneUus, Kinfmen to Mo»obaz>us King 
E of Adiabena 5 and next to them Paraides Niger, and Silas a Babylonian, who had 
fled to the Jews from King Agrippa, whom he had lately ferved. But at length the 
Jews being repuifed, returned to Jerufaleia 5 and Simon the Son of Gioras attacqued The courage 
the Romans, as they were returning towards Betlgpross, and flew many of the Rere- of the J e w* 
ward, and took many Carts and much Baggage, which he brought into the City. ]P nvX thd 
Ceftius ftaied three days in the Field, and the Jews kept the high places, obferving 
which way he would go, with a purpofe to fet upon thc Romans if they ftirr'd. 



F CHAP. XXIV. 

Of the Siege of Jerufalem by Ceftius, and of the Maffdcre. 

AGrippa perceiving the Romans to be in great danger, becaufe all the Mountains 
were covered with infinite numbers of Jews, he purpofed to try, if with gentle 
words he could perfwade them to defift from war 5 or if fomerefufed, to receive thofe 
that were willing. Wherefore he fent unto them Borcaus and Phcebus, two of his 
Captains, whom they well knew, with charge to proraife them pardon in the name 
of Ceftius, and of thc Romans, for all that they had already done , if they would ThcRct. v -i$ ' 
lay down their Arms and return to their duty. But the Revolters fearing that all k'" 0 ™ °f *<? 
G the multitude, in hope of fafety would joyn with Agrippa, determined to kill thefe £ "no 
Deputies* and they flew Phoebus before hefpakea word * Borctus, being wounded, tkrofchem 
efcaped. But the people were angry hereat, and with ftones and clubs drave them c v J"^j Q j cil *

Cefiiut perceiving them divided H 
m/ui M . t'o amon g themfelves, thought that he had now a fit opportunity to afiault them, and 
after 'chlf > *° came upon them with his whole Army : and putting them to flight, he purfu- 
Natkitu c». ed them to Jerufalcm. And when he had pitched his Tents in the place called Sco- 
*^y^i- V HSi ^ even furlongs from the City, he did nothing againft it for three days (pace; 
cth forth his ' P cr haps hoping that they within would relent 5 and in the mean time he fent a great 
whole- Army many Soldiers into the Vilages adjoyning to fetch Corn. The fourth day, which 
agaiiuithe was t h e thirteenth of OSober, he came againft the City with his Army in battel ar- 
Jtws ray. The Jews were fo fiirpriz'd and terrified to behold the Roman Dilcipline, that 
they forfook the outmoft parts of the City, and retir'd into the Temple. Cefiiut 
palling Bethcza, burnt Sceuopote, and the place called the new Market 5 and coming I 
to the higher part of the City, he took up his quarters near the King's Palace : and 
if at any time he had violently given the affault, he had taken the City, and ended 
the War. RutTyrannus Prifcus General of the Foot, and many other Rulers and; 
Captains of the Horfe, being corrupted with money by Florus, hindred that his pur- 
pofe 5 whereby the War was prolonged, and a thoufand Calamities beiel the Jews* 
Diver? icus * n mean " me man y tne chiefeft among the Jews, and An anus the Son of Jon*- 
ca'li for cy;)u, l ^ as raa ^ e an offer to Cefiiut to open the Gates to him: but either through anger or 
■«■ 1!" they diffidence, he contemned the offer. The Rebels underftanding this Treafon, with 
i tcopen ftones conftrained Ananus and his complices to throw themfelves over the wall for 

rh< ir frfety. Which done, they retired thmfelves to the Towers, from whence r 

bear back thofe that fcaled the walls. The Romans for five days foace aflaulted 
. . va II k on every fide, but all invain 5 and the fixth day, Cefiiut with many chofen Sol- 
; J and Bowmen aflaulted theTempIe on the North-fide.The Jews valiantly made re- 

„icV ^ance out of the Porches,and often repulfed the Romans,as they approach'd theWalls: 
v'i\\' yet at lafr by the multitude of their adverfaries darts, they were forced to give back, 
bum tit rem- T,len rheformoft of the Romans holding their fhields over their heads, and leaning 
pie- S aws againft the wall, they in the fecond rank alfo held their Shields againft thofe in the 
fir ft and fo in order until the laft, thereby making a Tortoife, as the Romans call it, 
■or defence, that all their fhot and darts could do them no harm 5 fo that the Soldiers 
fafely undermined the walls, and attempted to fire the Gates of the Temple. L 

The feditious were hereat greatly amazed, and many fled out of the City as if it 
would prefently be taken- But the people were as glad of it as the Rebels were dif~ 
maied, and came to the Gates to open them to Cefiiut, as one who had well deferv- 
ed at their hands. And truly if he had but a little longer continued the fiege, he had 
taken the City. But I think that God being angry with thefe wicked perfons, 
would not fuffer the War to be ended at that time. For Cejiius neither regarding 
the good will of the people, nor the defperation of the Rebels, removed his Army 
from thence i and having received no lofs, very unadvifedly departed from the Ci- 
cy?,Wsfud- tv : at whofe unlooked for flight, the Rebels took heart 5 and making after him, 
<k-u departure they killed lome Horfe and foot of his Rear. Cefiiut quarter'd that day in the Camp' fcj 
Th?e C v?s thC r which ne nad fortified near Scopion. The next day he went further into theCoun- 
coniident" 10 ' 6 tT Y> whereby he more encouraged the Rebels ; who following, killed many of his 
Rere, becaufe the place thorough which the Romans march'd was narrow, the Jews 
afTaulted them on the flank, and the laft durft riot caft any darts againft them who 
wounded them on their backs, thinking that an infinite multitude had followed 
them ; and they were not able to refift them that aflaulted them on each fide, being 
heavy arm'd and not daring to break their order 5 whilft on the contrary the Jews 
were a&ive and light : fo that the Romans endured much harm at the hands of their 
Enemies, and did them none. And thus were they beaten all the way long, and ma- 
ny of them killed 5 amongft whom was Vrijcut Captain of the fixth Legion, and N 
Longinus the Tribune, and Mmiliut Jucundut Campmafter of a Regiment of Horfe. 
And fo with much ado, they came to Gabio 5 where they firft pitch'd their Tents, 
carting away much of their baggage, which might any. way hinder them. Cefiiut 
ftaied there two days, doubtful what to do. The third day he perceived his ene- 
mies increafed, and all places about filled with Jews : whereby he law that his flow- 
nefs was to his difadvantage, and the number of his enemies would ftill increafe, if 
he made any longer abode there. Wherefore that he might flee fpeedily, he caufed 
the Soldiers to caft away all thofe things that might be a hindrance to them, and to 
kill their Mulesand ACTes, and Cattel, faving only thole that carried munitions 
fearing that if hefhouldnot deftroy them, the Jews might make ufe of them againft O 
him 5 and fo he led his Army toward Betboroa. The Jews in large paflages little

ftrongeft Soldiers, and fct them in very eminent places, commanding them that when Cc / !: '"' :A{xi - 
they were aloft, they fhould cry as they did before, that the Jews might think that taSCm 
the whole Army was there, and fo he with the reft of his Army marched quietly 
30 Furlongs. In the morning, the Jews perceiving the Romans to be fled, aflaulted 
the 400, by whom they were deceived, and prefently killing them with Darts, they 
purfued Cejiius: who having fled away in the night, made morehafte the next day 5 
fo that the Soldiers forfear,left their Arms and Inftruments to beat down Walls, and 
Slings, and much other munition ; which the Jews taking, after ufed againft them. 
Thus they followed the Romans toAntipatrif:znd feeing they could not overtake them 
they returned, bringing with them the warlike Inftruments, and rifling thofe that 
were flam, and taking whatfoever the Romans had left behind 5 and fofinging Songs 
of Victory, they returned to Jerufalem, having loft very few of their company, and 
flain 5380 of the Roman Foot and their Auxiliaries ; and 980 Horfe. And this was 
done upon the eighth day oioSober^ and in the twelfth year of the Reign of Nero. 

D CHAP. XXV. 

Of the Cruelty of thofe o/Damafcus againft the Jews, a*dof]oCeph'sajjairt in Galilee. 

AFterthisillfuccefiof Cejiius, many of the chiefeft among the Jews daily fled C\*S^S*i 
and forfook the City, as a fhip prefently ready to fink. Coftobarvt and Saul two 
Brethren, and Philip the Son of ' Joachim General of Agrippa's Army, retir'd themfelves ^fcC^t' 1 ,' 
to Ceflitfs. As for Ant i pas, who was alfo befieged by them in the Kings Palace, he %'/tiviL''c'. 
would not flee with the reft, and fo was killed by the Rebels. But Cefiiut fent Saul t/Y\) 
and the reft of his Company into Achaia unto Nero, to inform him of the caufeof^jdn 1 ' hc 
E his retreat, and to (hew how Flows had caufed all thefe wars; forfo he hoped that forfake the * 
Nero would turn his anger againft Florus, and free him from danger. Then the pco- city.as ifthey 
pie of Damafcus underftanding the defeat of the Romans, devifed how to deftroy^ bc '|" ln * 
the Jews which inhabited amongft them : and they thought it was eafie to be accom- iin'£ C1 y "* 
plifhed, for that the Jews were already aflemhled in the common places of exercife, 
for fear of fbme fuch matter : yet they miftrufted their own Wives, who all, except 
a few, were Jews in Religion. Wherefore they took great heed to conceal their in- 
tent from them ; and fo aflaulting the Jews in a narrow place and unarm'd, they put TheDami- 
themall to the fword, to the number of ten thoufand. After the Rebels that had ""o^jevw 
purfued Cefiiut were returned to Jerusalem, they laboured to joyn all to them that in one hour. 
*" favoured the Romans, either by force or by flattery 5 and aflembling themfelves in '^'fpbthe Son 
the Temple, they determined to chqfe a great number of Captains to carry on the^^"'^ 
War. Jofeph the Son of Carton^ and Ananus thehigh Prieft, were appointed Rulers high 1'ricii, 
of the City, and efpecially to fee the Walls thereof repaired. Eleazar the Son of a PP°» ,tc J M 
Simon was put into noautbority, notwithftanding that he had in his cuftody great q 0 !"" tl,e 
prey and fpoil taken from the Romans, and Cejiius his money, and a great part of the 
publick treafure 5 becaufe they perceived he afpir'ed to a Tyranny, and had his great- 
eft Confidents about him as his Guards : yet in time Eleazarby money and craft per- 
fwadc<i the people to obey him in all things. They alfo chofe other Captains, to be 
fent into Jlumea, who were Jcfus the Son of Sapphas, and Eleazar the Son of the new 
G high Prieft: and they commanded Niger who was born beyond Jordan to obey 
thefe Captains, who was therefore called Pcraites^ and was then Governour of Uumea. 
they neglected not to do the like by other Regions : for Jofeph the Son of Simon was

Jofeph the Son of Matthias was made 
Ruler over both Galileos, unto which was joy ned Gantala the ftrongeft City i n all 
ironographcr' tnat Country. 

Om cmourof Each of thel'e Governours difcharged his place according to his wifdomand dexte- 
both^Ww ritj^. When jfa/fyA came to Galilee, which was committed to his protection, his firft. 

care was to get the good will of the Inhabitants ; knowing that it might much profit 
him, although in other matters he fhould offend : confidering that he fliould have 
the moft confiderable perfons his friends, if he made them pertakers of his Authority. '

w7tMVai" ca " e ^ dchcberot:,a\\dSeph,Jamnith,axid Mcro\\x\ Gaulanitis a\Co,Seleucia,and Soganes, £ 
and GamaU; he only permitted them of Sephoris to build their own Walls, becaufe 
he perceived them to be rich and prone to War of themfelves. Likewife John the 
Sou of Levi as, at Jofeph' % command, built the Walls of Gifcala himfelf alone ; but in 
all other places that were fortified. Jofeph put to his helping hand, and directed how 
t hey fhould be done. He lifted an hundred thoufand men, who were all young per- 
fons and lit for the War, and he armed them with old Armour, which he had ga- 
thered from all parts of the Country. And confidering that that which made the 
Roman Army invincible, was that they were all obedient to their Officers and well 
difciplin'd, and that he could not exercife them in martial difciplinc, by reafon of 
his other occafions, he thought good at leaft to teach them to be obedient. And !■ 
calling to mind that the multitude of Rulers made obedience, he ordained many 
Captains, and conftituted divers forts of Soldiers, as the Romans ufed to do ; making 
forae Governours of ten, others over a hundred, and others over a thoufand ; and ap- 
pointed likewife Rulers over them. He taught them alfb how to give the fign of 
dtahtheo!!- and how *° found the trumpet, both to call to combat, and to retire; how to 

Mam Li ' a march in lengh, and caft in a ring, and how to fuccour thofe that were moft in dan- 
Wjr. ger : and in fhort, he taught them whatfbever might either encourage them, or make 
rStS/?- them aftive : but efpecially he excrcifcd them in good Difcipline, imitating in par- 
y,'j».Lwthcy t ' cu,ar tne order of the Romans, and often telling them that they were to fight with 
fliouM obey in men, who for ftrength of body and courage furpafied all nations of the World. Al- M 
tin; Wars. fo he told them that hereby he fhould perceive whether they would be obedient in 
War, if now they abftained fromfuch things as wereufualto Soldiers, to wit, robbing 
and fpoiling their Country-men, crafty and deceitful dealing, and fpoiling thofe with 
whom they converted, for their own gain ; for thofe Wars had always beft fiiccefs, 
where the Soldiers carried good Confciences ; and thofe that were bad fhould not 
1: v«y one of only have men, but God alfo for their enemy. After this manner he daily exhorted 
the citic* of them: and now he had got together as many men as he defired 5 for their number 
Sc'Sf of Was 6 . 0000 Foot > and 2 5° Horle, befides 4.500 ftrangers whom he hired, and to whom 
their muki- he chiefly trufted, and 606 chofen men to guard his own perfon. And the hirelings 
tudctowar- only excepted, the reft of the Soldiers were provided for by the Cities: for every N 
!hevkec> C to C ' ty bcfore mentioned, fent one half of their men for Soldiers, and the other half 
J^viJcTem the y kept to provide Victuals for them; that one part being employed rn War, the 
YifliuJj. other might dofiich bufinefs as the City required. 
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CHAP. XXVI. 

Of Jofeph 7 danger and efcape ; and of the malice of John of Gifcala. 

THilft Jofeph thus ordered the Eftate of Galilee, there arofe a Traytor born in >>mnotibic 
Gifcala, John the Son of Levias, a moft fubtil and deceitful man, who by vile ^j, 1 ^^!^ 

_ s was now become the richeft perfon in that Countrey, having before been very murderer un- 

poor, and unable to put his Villanies in practice. He could lie at his pleafure, and deriiopeof 
thought deceit a Virtue, which he ufed even towards his dearelt friends • he was alfo a S ain - 
B great Counterfeiter of Humanity ; and yet for the hope of gain became a cruel Mur- 
therer. He always aimed at high matters, with an afpiring mind, and atfirft nourish- 
ed his hope with final 1 Villanies. For firft he was a Thief alone, and lived in Woods 
and fblitary places ; at laft he got to him a company of audacious people like himfelf, 
at firft fmall, but afterwards he greatly encreafed it. He alfo had a great care to chute 
no weak perfons; butfuchas wereftrong of body, valiant of mind, and skilful in 
Martial Affairs : Of thefe he gathered four hundred, moft of them out of Tyre, and 
the Villages thereabout; and with them he Wafted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thofe whom the fear of War had driven thither. This man, long time before, had de- 
fired to be General of a formed Army, and afpired to greater matters, only the want 
G of money hindredhim: And perceiving that Jofeph confidered him as a ferviceable 
man, he perfwaded him to differ him to build the Walls of that place where he was 
born, and which was now defolate ; and to accomplifh this, he gathered great fumms 
of money of the richer fort. After which, having perfwaded Jofeph to give order to 
all the Jews that were difperfed over all Syria, that they fhould fend no Oyl to the 
•neighbouring places, fave only that which was made by their own Nation, hecaufed 
great quantities of Oyl to be brought to the Confines of Galilee^ and buying four Bar- 
rels for a piece of Tyrian money (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he fold them 
again to the Syrian Jews ; the half of one Barrel for as much as all four coft him. And 
for that Galilee abounded with Oyls, and efpecially at that time, he conveyed it to 
D fuch places where there was great want,and none was brought but by himfelf. By this 

means he gathered an infinite mafs of Money, which prefently he turned to the preju- &>!>» employ- 
dice of him who had given him licence to get it. And thinking that if he could depofe j^f^"^ 
Jofeph, he might come to be Ruler over Galilee, he commanded his followers to rob him bywhofe 
and fpoil more than they did before; and fo to trouble the Countrey, that he mi^ht means he 
either kill the Governour treacheroufly, if he fought to redrefs it ; or if he neglected S amed lt - 
it s to accufe him of flothfulnefs, and fo make him odious to the people. Moreover, 
he had already given out fpeeches, that Jofeph went about to betray Galilee to the 
Romans ; and he devifed many things to this effect, to work Jofepk's Overthrow. It 
happened that at that time, fome of the Village of Dabarita, who watched in the ,Jx'>w** 
E field* fet upon Ptolomey t who was Steward to King Agrippa, and his Sifter Bernice, and £t<ji!denuobi- 

Sjlundered all his Carriages, wherein was much coftly Apparel, and many Silver Vef- c * 
els, and fix hundred pieces of Gold. And for that they could not carry this fecret- 
ly, they brought all the whole Booty to Jofeph, at Tarichea : who, reproving them 
for offering violence to the King's Servants, commanded the things to be kept at the - 
houfe of & neas, whowas one of the richeft men in the Town, and (hould reftore them 
to the owner when time ferved ; wherein, thinking to do himfelf great good, he 
brought himfelf into much danger. For the Thieves being offended that they receiv- 
ed no part thereof, and feeing that Jofeph would reftore to Agrippa and his Sifter Ber- 
nice that which they had laboured for, they went round about the Villages in the 
F night, and fpred this falfe report in every place, that Jofeph was a Traytor to his Coun- 
trey 5 and with the fame rumour alfo, they filled the Cities thereabout. So that ear- Ten thoufmJ 
ly in the next morning, ten thoufand men armed afferabled themfelves together in the 
Theatre at Tarichea ; thegreateft part of them cryed out in their fury, that the Tray- ga m!t $4qb. 
tor Jofeph ought to be ftoned, others that he ought to be burned ? and jfa/->» himfelf, ° 
with one Jefus the Son of Sapphias, who at that time was a Magiftrate in Tiberias, omit- 
ted nothing to animate the people yet more againft him. All the Friends of Joftph, p^fjf^ 
and his Guards, being terrified with fuch a multitude, fled, four only excepted, jo- cuarVlftvc 
feph in the mean while was afleep ; and had he fiepta little longer, they had fet his four, flee 
houfe on fire. The Tumult awakened him, and the four that remained with him, fl0m him - 
O counfelled him to flee : But he not difmayed for that he was left alone, nor that fo 
great a multitude came againft him, went boldly towards them with his Garment all 
torn, and Afh.es upon hishead, holding his hands behind him, and his Swofd upon his

lrJj?££ T C mov u e i toc °™P^i but the Cpuntrey people, who thought he overlaid 
after ch-ih; ^cm with Taxes and Tributes curfed him 5 and bad him bring forth the publick 
gj^o- Treafure, and confefs i hw Won 3 for feeing him in this plight, they thought he 
1^V>J would not deny any thing whereof he was accufed 3 and that he came fo only to move 
them to companion, in order to obtain pardon for his offence. This his humility ftood 
him mgood ftead 3 for hereby thofe that before were enraged againft him, now be- 
gan one to fall out with another in his behalf, when he promifed to confefs the whole 
SW* o> a- matter : And having obtained licence to fpeak, hefaid : / was never minded to fend 
dS thC & " „\ ! M t om yf° A g r, PP a > "or to keep it to my private »fe. For (God forbid) that 1 
fhouhlever hold hmfor my friend, who is your open Enemy 5 or that I fhould fofeek my t 
ore,, profit, as thereby to damnific you all. But (q ye men of Tarichea) for as much as I 
perceived that your City cfpcciallj had great need to be fortified, andthat yon were not able 
to hnld t be Walls and for that I feared the people of Tiberias, and others adjoynin^ who 
>/ 'gaped after this Prey and Wealth that was taken from Agrippa 3 I determined to pet 
tlofe Spots fory.m, to rcedific your Walls. If ye miflike this, I will bring out the Trea- • 
fire and give it to be divided amongU you : But if you like thereof, then you are obliged 
to defend me. J ' ■ £> 

This Speech of his well plcafed the people of Tarichea, who gave him great Praifes 
and difplcafed them of Tiberias, fo that they breathed out threatnings againft him! 
Thus they both left Jofeph, and contefted one againft another. Jofeph now having ma- K 
ny partakers (for the people of Tarichea were almoft forty thoufand) fpake more bold- 
ly to the multitude and rebuked their temerity 3 telling them, that it was neceflary 
to ftrerigthen Tarrchea with that prefent money, and that he would alfo provide to 
ftrcngthen other Ones 3 and that they fhould not want money, if they would agree 
and confpire together againft thofe from whom they might get it, and not offer vio* 
lence to him, who could procure it for them. The multitude beingthus deceived, 
though they were angry, yet departed : Yet two thoufand of thofe that were anima' 
ted againft him, offered to fet upon him : but he being already retired into his houfe* 
Ano.L.cr nra- they there beficged him. Wherefore Jofeph ufed another device likewife to repreft 
M^'ini [ her ^ a "d getting to the top of the houfe, he beckned unto them with his hand, to fc 
the jews.' < ec P filc,lc f 5 and then faid, that he was ignorant what they requefted at his hands 5 
lor he could not hear one for another, became their voices were confounded with 
their number 5 but if they would fend fomeinto the houfe to talk friendly with him 
he would do whatfoever they requefted. The Nobles and Magiftrates hearing this 
prefentlyentrcd intothe houfej whom, when he had led into the innermoft part of 
the houfe and (hut the doors, he caufed to be beaten fo long, till that their ribs ap- 
peared. The doors in the mean time being faft, the people ftayed before the houfe, 
thinking tha t the caufe of their long tarrying was to debate reafons to and fro : But 
prefemly Jofeph opening the doors, put them forth amongft the people all bloody as 
they were 5 whereatthey were fo daunted, that leaving their Weapons behind theiri M 
j E„vy they ran away. Hcrea it. John took occafion to encreafe his hatred and jealoufie againft 
w&SZh ¥?■' \ andhav| ng »» fuccefs '° th« policy, heftill attempted other plots to br&gfe. 
wWycpb in clanger. Firft he counterfeited himfelf fick, and requefted Jofeph to permit him 
to go to Tiberias, and ufe the hot Baths, in order to recover his health. Jofeph, ddt 
having yet perceived his Treafon, writ Letters in his behalf to the. Governour ofthfe 
1 own to provide John with good accommodation, and to let him want nothing thit

But thofe that inhabited about the City, and heard of the Treaf.m, and by whom AWWrx,*?. 
it was attempted, armed themfelves and came againft John 3 but he, before their com- t^vKj 
ing, fled to GifcaU, where he was born. In\he mean while, all Galilee came and •7 J :" fl £ cchm 
joyned with Jofeph 3 and there were many thoufands of Armed men gathered toge- uey 1*2'. . 
ther, affirming that they came againft John, and to fire that City which had received Tiv.- Galileans 
him. Jofeph thanked them for their goodwill, faying, that he had rather conquer fiodc '? If 
his enemies by moderation, than by fire and Sword 3 and therefore requefted them to * g * m ' 
B be content. He alfo publifhed an Edift, wherein he declared, that all thofe that had 
rebelled with John, and did not forfake him within five days next following, (hould 
\ofe all their Eftates, and their houfes fhould be lacked and fet on fire. Hereupon, 
three thoufand prefently forfookjf^>«, and came and laid down their weapons at Jo- 
feph** feet, proftrating themfelves before him 3 fo that there remained with John but 
two thoufand fugitive Syrians. By whom being aflifted, he again Went fecretly to sTrcn - 
work, having had fo ill fuccefs by open dealing 3 and lb he privily fern mellengers to ^H,^ 1 ^ 9 ' 
Jcruftlem, to accufe Jofeph that he had gathered a great Army, and that except he 
werequickly prevented, he would come and ufurp Dominion over the Mother- city. 
But the people underftanding before of John's hatred, did not regard it 3 yet divers 

C rich men and Magiftrates who envied Jofeph, fecretly fent money to John, to hire For- 
reign Soldiers, that he might make War againft Jofeph 3 whom they determined a- 
mongft themfelves to difplace : And thinking that their order was not fufficient to ef- 
fect it, they fent moreover two thoufand five hundred men, and four of their Princi- 
pal Nobility with them, to wit, Joazar the Lawyer, and Ananias the Saducee, and 
Simon and Judas, the Sons of Jonathas 5 all very eloquent men, and learned in our 
Laws,, to withdraw the people's minds from Jofeph 5 giving them charge, that if he of 
his own accord came to them, then they fliould permit him to fpeak for himfelf 3 but 
if he refufed fo to do, then they fhould hold him as an enemy. Jofeph's Friends atje- 
rufalem gave him intelligence that an Army was coming againft him, but for what caufe 

D they knew not, becaufe it was kept fecret. And hereupon, before he could prevent it, 

four Cities revolted from him, to vi\t,Scphoris, Gamala, Gifcala andTiberias, which ne- Four cities of 
verthelefs he foon after eafily recovered, without Force of Arms : And having taken fubmic 
the four Captains and Counfellors of his enemies, he fent them to Jerufalem 3 againft 
whom the people being incenfed,- would have killed them, and thofe that fent them, nS.' * 
had they not fled in good time. 



CHAP. xxvn. 

E The Cities of Tiberias and Sephoris art recovered by Jofeph. 

^lOw John, for fear of Jofeph, kept himfelf within the - Walls of Gifcala 3 and a few Tihri«* <s re- 
]_\| days after Tiberias revolting again from Jofeph, the Inhabitants called in Jgrippa, covered by 
who came not at the day appointed, only a few Roman Horfe (hewed themfelves. ^{f^ya 
Jofeph underftanding this at Tarichea 3 and having lent his Soldiers to fetch Corn, he stratagem, 
thought not good to go alone againft the.Rebels 3 nor yet did he think it beft to delay 
the time any longer, fearing that whilft he delayed, King Agrippa would come and 
poflefs the Town 3 befides that, the next day being the Sabbath, he could do no- 

p thing. At length he refolved to overcome the Rebels by policy 3 and fo he command- 
ed the Gates of Tarichea to be kept fhut, that his intent might not be revealed to them, 
of Tiberias. Then taking all the Boats that were in the Lake, in number two hun- 
dred and thirty, and in every one of them four Sailers, he fpeedily failed to Tiberias.' 
And when he came near the City, yet fo far off, that the Inhabitants thereof could not 
eafily defcry him, he commanded all the Boats to ftop, and the rowers to beat the wa- 
ter ftill as if they were rowing 3 and taking only feven of his Guard with him, unarm- 
ed, he went near enough the City, that they might fee him. When the Rebels per- u-ith 
ceivedhim, and thought that the Boats were full of Armed men, they threw down SolJitrs 
iheir Weapons,and held up their hands to him,befeeching him to Q)are the City. Jojcpb, lnd'c'r\ 
with many threatning and bitter Speeches, reproached them firft, ' that having under- rificth his v. ■ 

G taken War againft the Romans, they with Civil Difientions confumed their own n ' !riici ' 
Forces : Secondly, that they had fought his life, from whom they ought to ex pea 
their fafety ; and that they were not afliamed to fhut the Gates againft him, who had

to 'larkkct. for all. Jofepb told them that hewould put none of them to death, but commanded ' 
tho'of thefe one °^ n ' s Guard, called tcvias, to come and cut off Clitus his hands : but he fearing 
d'ki'on, draw-' '° tni & himfelf amongft fo many enemies, refufed to do execution. Clitus perceiv- 
ing his Sword ing that Jofepb was angry 5 and ready to come out of his Boat todo'it himfelf,befbught 
hanV cu- o^ to £ rant him one of his hands 5 which Jofepb did upon condition thathefhould 
hiTjcV" l * 0t cut ofF the other himfelf. So c///a/drawing out his Sword with his right hand,cut 
ofF his left. After this manner Jofepb brought Tiberias again under his fubjeftion. 
And within a few days after, he took Gifcala and .Sepboris, which had revolted, 
having given thefpoils thereof to his Soldiers 5 yet afterward he reftored mofl that 
was taken away to the people } and the like he did to the inhabitants of Tiberias: 
by which means he got the good will of them all. K 



CHAP. XXVIII. 

How tbe people of Jerufalem prepared themfelves for War^ and of the Robberiei of 
Simon Son of Gioras. 

The troubled \ Frcr that thefe broils, which hitherto hapned only in Galilee, were ceafed, they 
mat.* offc. f-\ prepared themfelves againft the Romans. And the chief men of Jerufalem, and 
H'jjhm. Ananas the high Prieft,with all fpeed renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 
forts of Inftrumcntsfor war, Arrows and other weapons 5 fo that all the City wa« 
bufied herein, and trained their men in warlike difcipline. All places were filled 
with agitation and tumult } but the graver fort were very penfive, and many as it 
were fort-feeing the calamity that after enfued, could not refrain from tears : they 
that defired peace, received no comfort in any thing: all things were done at their 
beck who were caufe of all this War. And the Eftate of the City, even then before 
the Romans came, was like a City to be deftroyed, But An anus neglected that 
which was necefiary for War, and laboured to reconcile the feditious faction of 
thofe that were called Zelous: but how hewas overcome, and what his end was, we 
tfiZrtfcw wi " ^ cc,are hereafter. In the mean time one Simon the Son of Gioras in the To- 
mittTthgrej" P ar chy of Acrabatena., having gathered together a multitude of feditious people, 
rapines.'and robbed andfpoled every where* and he not only broke into rich mens houfes, but 
,n " rtl ^ rsil1 alfb beat them giievoufly, openly exercifing.his Tyranny. But when AnanusznA the 
m&Uwu:" reft fent an army againft him, he fled to his fellow-thieves of Afajfada, and there 
iiaid till Ananns and the reft of his Enemies were flain : and then he wafted idumeet 
with the reft; fo that the Governours of that place were fain to put a Garrifon in 
every Village : fo great was the number of them that were flain by thefe Thieves.

"V TT T Hen the Emperor Nero underftood the ill fuccefs of his Armies againft the ^^aXaVd 
V V Jews, he was feized with fear and aftonifhment yet hedifTembled it as at the valiant 
much as neceffity would permit him. In the mean-while he fet a good face on the 
matter, and made as though he were of more courage, faying,That that which hapned, 
was rather by the fault of his General Ceftius, than the valour of their Adversaries : 
thinking that it behoved him, who was Emperor, not to fliew himfelf moved with a 
little bad news ; and that the greatnefs of his Empire ought to fecure his mind from 
the apprehenfion of confiderable misfortunes. Yet it appeared by the vexation of his 

p fpirit that he was much moved,and in great care to whom he fhould commit the charge 
of the Eaft, which had rebelled; who might both reduce the Jews, and hinder the In- 
habitants of other Countries from the like attempts. At laft,he pitcht upon Vefpafian ) ntro fend«b 
whom he thought only meet for that purpofe ; a man who from his Infancy had been ^ff^f-^Tj- 
trained up in War, even untd he was gray-headed ; who had appeafed the people of «*» and dircft 
the Weft, and helped them being troubled by the Germans, and recovered it for the his War ' 
Romans : as alfo he did Britain^ which was unknown before and for that caufe made 
nis Father Claudius triumph, without taking any pains for it. Nero confidered all 
thefe things, and his prudence grounded on old Age and Experience and that alfo he 
had Sons in the flower of their Age, to be pledges for his fidelity, who might affift their 

G Father by their Courage. Wherefore God, as it fhould feem, even then difpofing it 
£b for the good of the whole Common-wealth, Nero fent him to govern the Armies in

Unfortunate fuccefs, became prOhd of their Victory, and could 
J-w,. not contain rhemfclves ; but like men uncapable of moderation, they ftill gave more 
occafion of War : and gathering all their Forces together, they went to Aftalon, which 
is an old City feven hundred and twenty furlongs diftantfrom Jemfalem, which the 
Jews had always hated,for which caufe they alfo firft afTaulted it. The Commanders r

The Jews rriade fuch hafte 
Xt^/k- 11 ' 11 ^^ 0 ^ 11 tl *y "ad dwelt hard by. Antonim perfwadirig himfelf that they would 
I >< aflault him, caufed his Horfe to iflue fbnh of the City : and neither fearing the mul- 
titude, nor the malice of his adver'faries, he valiantly received the firft aflault of the 
. Enemies, and beat them back that attempted to aflault the Wall. So the Jews who 
were unskilful, having to do with them that were expert ; and fighting on foot againft 
Horfcmcn ; without order, againft thofe that were in good order h lightly armed a- K 
gainft their adverfarics who were well provided; they were eafily defeated. Indeed 
thejr were more led by rage and fury than good Counfel s and they againft whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the Commandment of their Lead- 
er. Wherefore their firft ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horfe to turn 
their backs; and retiring themfelves to their own Company who turned toward the 
Wall, they became as it were Enemies to themfelves. So that feeking to avoid the 
-i u iw™, Horfemcn > the y werc al1 difperfed about the field, which was in every place for the ad- 
cva cunu ..i.c vantage of the Horfe. This greatly helped the Romans to kill fo many Jews : for

ii. u^ucr „i "tig divers of the Jews about, flew them with Darts 5 fo that the Jews were in a great L 
«w dcfperation for all their great multitude, as if they had -been alone. The Jews willing 

to overcome their misfortunes, were afhamed to flie, andfo fled nothaftily, in hope that 
Fortune would change. But the Romans not wearied with that which they did with 
great dexterity, continued the fight the mdft part of the day ; fo that there were flam 
'i iai .i of tr,c ^ CWS ten tIloufand > and two of their Leaders, fobnand Silas. The reft, where- 
uUnany were wounded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of 
IdantM, named Salts : Of the Romans only fomc were wounded in that fight. Yet 
the Jews were not daunted with this misfortune - but the grief thereof much increafed 
their Courage : neither were they difmayed with the former lofs of fo many men within 
fo ihort time, but father calling to mirld the great Victory they had got before, thev M 
drew upon themfelves another defeat. For before their mens wounds were healed 
they gathered together all their Forces, and went again to Afihalon in great number 
and fury, but with the fame fuccefs and difadvantages in warlike affairs which thev 
had before. Tor Antomm having notice which way they meant to come, placed an 
i.wi ; mIu, i; ambuflun the way . and the Horfe fctting upon them at unawares, killed above eight 
'ql'lf """ Jo ^ ra ' before they could prepare themfelves to fight : whereupon allFhe 
reft fled, and Niger w.th them, after he had given all the proofs that could be expecled 
from a valiant nun : and for that the Enemies purfued them, they fled into the Tower 
oi a 1 own called Bezedcl. Jntomus knowing it to be in vain to ftay about the Tower 
that was mvincible,and yet loth to let the General of the Enemies cfcape,fet fire on the M 
Walls ; and fo departed tnumpliing with the thought that Niter had been burnt. But 
he eapt into a deep Vault in the Caftle, and fo efcaped, and three dayes after he mew- 
ed hunk If unto us Sou diets, who fought for him weeping, that they might have his 
body, ior they thought him dead : whom againft all expectation feeing alive, they 
were very glad, as though by Gods providence he had efcaped to be ftill their Leader.

CHAP. II. 

B The Dcfcription of Galilee, Samaria, and Juda*a. 

THere are two places named Galilee, one called high GaliUa, and the other low Ga- Thf Dcfcrip.: 
lilee '■: and they are both compafled with Pbcenicia and Syria. On the Weft Pto- ^alionrfthc 
lemais, with the limits of its Territory borders them, as alfo does Mount C4>7wt7,which higher oM,Uc, 
in time paft belonged to Galilee, but now to the Tyrians. Unto which adjoyneth Ga- 
baa, which fignifieth the Horfmens City ; fo called, becaufe King Herods Horfmen 
were fent thither to inhabit. On the South part it joyneth to the Samaritanes and Scy- The length 
thofolitarxes; as far as Jordan. On the Eaft part it bordereth upon Hippene, Gadaris, 
and Gaulanitisy which are the Borders of King Jgrippa's Country. On the North it oaiikc. 
C bordereth upon Tyrea. The length of lower Galilee reacheth from tiberias to Zabtilon ; 
near which is Ptclemais by the Sea-Coaft. In breadth ic reacheth from the Village Xt- 
loth, fcituate in a great Plain, to Berfabe, wiiere alfo begins the breadth of high Galilee, 
and reacheth to the Village called Baca, bordering upon the Tyrians and the length 
thereof is from a Village near Jordan named theda, to Meroth. And though of fuch 
bigrtefs, Ind environed with fo many Nations, yet they alwayes refifted Forreign For- 
ces. : Fot tftcf<r*//7frf/>Tare from their Child-hood Warlike, and never daunted by fear 
or penury ; For their Country is mod: fruitful, and abounding with all manner of 
Trees, notw^ithftanding' the /Inhabitants take finall pains in tilling the ground; and 
there is nbwafte ground. 
D The Citiesiate manyjand in every place there are Villages populous and rich; fo that 
the leaffe Village tnere,r\ath in it above 15000 inhabitants. And althoughG4A£r be lefs 
rn compafs than the Region beyond the River, yet it is more populous, fertile and 
rich than that : For it is All tilled, and all beareth fruit. But that beyond the water, T hc ^ ercri P- 
though it be bigger;, yet it is not all inhabited'; for there are many Defarcs, and barren cwry"U* 
Places, unfit to bear fruits for the nourishment of Men. Perxtt hath a good foil and £ , '*j, the 
large plahrbefet with divers trees, efpecially Olives^ Vines, and Palm-trees : and it is 
abundantly water'd with Brooks running from the;' Mountains and Springs that conti- 
nually ftream forth during the greateft heats of Summer. 

The Length of this plhceis fromiMCtf^r^ toP^*; the Breadth from Philadelphia TIlc . 
E to Jordan. This Town Pella lieth on the North part, and Jordan on the Weft, and the tkm of chctd; 
Countrey of the Moabifes< bordereth on the South ^ and on the Eaft Arabia, SUbwitis, f^ oi s, ' m -*- 
Philadelphia and ; Gerajts\ Samaria is feated between Judxa and Galilee, beginning at 
a Town called Ginta, an<f endeth in the Toparchy of Acrabatena, nothing differing in 
nature from Judea. For both of them are full of Mountains and have rich plains and 
good for Tillage ; full of Trees abounding with wild Apples and others : Though Thc Defcri ti 
tficy are of their nature dry yet they have rain enough, and have many fweet waters, on of fan, 
and abundance of good grafs, and great ftore of milch-Beafts ; and which is a great | c s n ^ e 
argument of wealth, both places are very populous. On the confines of thefe Coun- j-tlm. 
tries ftand Ananth, a- Village otherwife called Borceos, which lieth on the North part of 
F Jttdxu. The South part of zfudaa, if you meafure the length, extends to the Village of 
thc Arabians, called Jordan : the breadth reacheth from Jordan to Joppe : in themidft 
thereof is fituate Cfemftlem 5 fo that fome call-that City the navel of thc Country. 
ifud&a. alfo bordereth on the Sea-Coaft, even unto Ptolemais. It is divided into eleven V y^','" >n 
portions : the firft is Jerusalem, Head and chief of all, and above all the reft, as the ° 
Head is above the Body : and the reft are loparchies. Gophua is thc fecond, arter that 
Acrabatena,then Thamnx, afterward Lydda alfo hmmaus, Pella^Uumca, $Lngadda, lle- 
rodium and Jericho 5 befides thefe, Jamnia and Joppa command thc places adjoyning. 
Moreover, there is Ganra/a, Gxalanitir, Batanea and 'trachonitis, which are portions 
belonging to King Agrippi?s Kingdom.

SfSit T Have fpoken'of Judta as briefly as might be, and with what Countries it is envi- 
stfbtsu,, but X roned. Now Vefpa[ian fent help to the Inhabitants of Sephoris. to wit, one thou 
XVord iUt fand Horfe, and fix thoufand foot, P/acidus the Tribune being their Leader. The 
and fire Horfcmen divided themfelvcs into two Companies,and lodged in a great Plain ; and the 
Footracn were in Garrifon in the City to defend it, as the Horfemen did without. Thefe I 
Horfcmen made excurfions one every fide, and greatly molefted Jofeph although he 
committed no aft of hoftility and alfo fpoiled all that was without the Cities, and 
always rcpulfed the Inhabitants, if at any time they took courage to revenge them- 
felves. $ofeph feeing things in this pofture affaulted the City Sephoris, in hope to 
take it-,but before fuch time as it revolted unto fhe RomansJie had compafled it with fo 
ftrong Walls, that the Romans themfelves could not have taken it, and fo his hope 
was fruftrate : for neither by force nor fair means would fhcSephorites yield to him. 
Hercat the Romans being angry, troubled the Country more than before : they now 
neither night nor day ceafed from deftroy ing It, but robbed and fpoiled all they found j 
and all men able to bear Arms they flew, and made the reft their flaves. Thus all Ga- K 
li/ee was filled with fire and fword, and no man efcaped that calamity ; only thofc fav- 
ed themfelves, that fled into the Cities that Jofeph had walled. 

In the mean time Titus came to Alexandria during Winter, fooner than he was ex- 
T,tu: bring- pc-fted and fo received there the Souldiers that he was fent for : and having a prof- 
Arm* mto ty pe rous i ourne y> he quickly came to ftolemais % and finding his Father there, to two of 
3*4*. the chiefeft Legions, to wit, the fifth and tenth, he alfo adjoyned that fifteenth Legi- 
on that he brought with him, and there followed them eighteen Companies ; five out 
of Ctfarea, one Troop of Horfe, and five Companies of Horfe out of Syria : ten of 
thefe Companies of Foot had in every one of them a thoufand Men, the reft only fix 
hundred and thirteen, and in every Troop of Horfe, were an hundred and twenty. L 
The Princes that were Allies alfo brought great Aid : for Anticchus, Agrippa, and 
Sohemus, brought each of them two thoufand Bowmen, and a thoufand Horfe: and 
Malchus King of Arabia, brought five thoufand Foot, and one thoufand Horfe-, the 
moftofhis Foot were Archers, fo that the whole Army, together with the Kings 
Aid, amounted to the number of threefcore thoufand, Horfe and Foot together ; be- 
fides them that followed the camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none 
but their Matters in warlike difcipline : for one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who fo train up their fervants in time of Peace, that they are very fit for War. So that 
whofoever well beholdeth their Military Difciplin, he (hall perceive that they gained 
not this their goodly Empire by chance and fortune, but by their valour : for they do M 
not only then begin to ufe weapons when they come to fight, but they praclife milita^ 
ry difcipline before they need: and they are not idle in time of peace, but always 
prattife themfelves therein without ceafing. Their exercifcs are like War it felf, and 
71k: diligence every Souldier is every day inur'd to fome fort o£ Weapon, even as though they were 
°' fi § htin S a S ain(t the enemv 5 r ° that hereby they eafily indure the burthen and travel of 
in providing War. For no diforder makes them forget what to do ; neither doth fear difmay them, 
thing* neccfc- n0 r continuance of Fight and War weary and tire them. So that whofoever they fight 
wan.' L againft, wno are not fo well expert in thefe affairs as they, they always overcome 
them: and one may well call their exercifcs amongft themfelves, confli&s without 
blood-flicd 5 and their wars, conflicts with blood-flied.

j ws. not contain themfclves ; but like men uncapable of moderation, they ftill gave more 
occafion of War : and gathering all their Forces together, they went to Afialon, which 
is an old City feven hundred and twenty furlongs diftant from Jerufalem, which the 
Jews had always hated,for which caufe they alfo firft aflaultcd it. The Commanders T 
m this expedition, were three men excellent above the reft for Conduct and Valour to 
L'l- 'JX. wit,A 7 /gf r of Pkrea, Silas the Babylonian, and John the Ejfean. Now the City of Afca- 
lo» had very ftrong Walls, but few men to defend it • for it had only one Company of 
Fbor, and one Band of Hdrfc, whom Antonius commanded. The Jews made fuch hafte 
aS'f' a * t hol # tlic y nld dwtlt h ^rd by. Antonius perfwading himfclf that they would 
1 .v aflfault him, caufed his Horfe to ifluc forth of the City : and neither fearing the mul- 
titude, nor the Malice of his adverfories, he valiantly received the firft aflault of the 
. Enemies, and beat them back that attempted to aflault the Wall. So the Jews who 
were unskilful, having to do with them that were expert - and fighting on footagainft 
Horfemcn ; without order, againft thofe that were in good order ; lightly armed, a- K 
gainft their adverfarics who were well provided; they were eafilv defeated. Indeed 
they were more led by rage and fiiry than good Counfel 3 and they againft whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the commandment of their Lead- 
er. Wherefore their firft ranks being broken, they wbrc forced by the Horfe to turn 
their backs ; and retiring themfelvcs to their own Company who turned toward the 
Wall, they became as it were Enemies to themfelves. So that feeking to avoid the 
-i f f r mm Horfemcn ' t,le y werc a11 difperfed about the field, which was in every place for the ad- 
c.vcra',;;/.!* vantage of the Horfe. This greatly helped the Romans to kill fo many Jews ; for 
m,' s ; 1 ai .'r'-,t t - hcy th:lt flcd - wcre caflly ovcrtakcn b y the Romans, and killed; and others compaf- 
]i.u,^in«'u; lln K divers of the Jews about, flew them with Darts , 'fo' that the Jews were in a great L 
" :u "- dcfperation for all their great multitude, as if they had heen alone. The Jews Willing 
to overcome their misfortunes, wcre afhamedto flie, andfo fled not haitily, in hope that 
Fortune would change. But the Romans not wearied with that which they did with 
great dexterity, continued the fight the mdft part of the day ; fo that there wereflaih 
", ; ■ 1 of the Jews ten thoufand, and two of their Leaders, fohnand Silas. The reft, where 
(.i-many were wounded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of 
ldurnxa, named Sal/s : Of the Romans only fome wcre wounded in that fight. Yet 
the Jews were not daunted with this misfortune 5 but the grief thereof much increafed 
their Courage :. neither were they difmayedwith the former lofs of fo many men within 
fo ihort timc$ but rather calling to mirid the great Victory they had got before, they M 
drew upon themfelves another defeat. For before their mens wounds were healed 
they gathered together all their Forces, and went again to Jfchalon in great number 
and fury, but with the fame fuccefs and difadvantages in warlike affairs which they 
had before. For Antonius having notice which way they meant to come, placed an 
,.;.,,„ ,i,o„ ambnfli in the way . and the Horfe fcttingupon them at unawares, killed above eight 
i n, |, u-w!,,,, t h ou rand of them, be fore they could prepare themfelvcs to fight : whereupon all the 
■reft fled, and Niger with them, after he had given all the proofs that could be expected 
from a valiant man : and for that the Enemies purfued them, they fled into the Tower 
of a Town called Bezcdcl. Antonius knowing it to be in vain to ftay about the Tower 
that was mvincible,and yet loth to let the General of the Enemies efcape,fet fire on the N 
W alls ; and fo departed triumphing with the thought that Niger had been burnt. But 
he capt into a deep Vault in the Caftle, and fo efcaped, and three dayes after hefhew- 
ed himfclf unto Ins Souldiers, who fought for him weeping, that they might have his 
body, ior they thought him dead : whom againft all expectation feeing alive, they 
were very glad, as though by Gods providence he had efcaped to be ftill their Leader.

courteoufly entertaining Vejpafian, offered their help againft their Country-men. Ve- Vrt?u?£t e 
fpafian at their requeft gave them a Guard of Horfe and Foot, fo great as he thought "f ttr ^^ 
was able to refift the force of their Enemies,if the Jews fliould attempt any thing againft %'° °^ hr '^ 
them. For he thought it would be a great help to him in the future War to have Se~ C^wgi 
phoris on his fide, the greateft City of Galilee, fcituate in a ftrong place, and which 
otherwife might be a fafeguard to the whole Country. 



CHAP. II. 

B The Defcriftion of Galilee, Samaria, and Judara. 

THere are two places named Galilee, one called high GaliUa, and the other low Ga- TheDcfcri^ 
like : and they are both compafled with Phoenicia and Syria. On the Weft Pto- ^o^thc 
lemais, with the limits of its Territory borders them, as alfo does Mount C*r7»e/,which hishcrc*w«. 
in time paft belonged to Galilee, but now to the Tyrians. Unto which adjoyneth Ga- 
baa, which fignifieth the Horfmens City : fo called, becaufe King Herods Horfmen 
were fent thither to inhabit. On the South part it joyneth to the Samaritanes and Scy~ The length 
thopolitatresi as far as Jordan. On the Eaft part it bordereth upon Hippene, Gadaris, h ° f 
and Gaulanitis, which are the Borders of King Agrippa's Country. On the North it aaiule? 
C bordereth uponTyria. The length of lower Galilee reacheth from Tiberias to Zabnlon ; 
near which is Ptolemais by the Sea-Coaft. In breadth it reacheth from the Village Xa- 
loth, fcituate in a great Plain, to Berfabe, where alfo begins the breadth of high Galilee, 
and reacheth to the Village called Baca, bordering upon the Tyrians-, and the length 
thereof is from a Village near Jordan named TheUa, to Meroth. And though of fuch 
bigriefs, And: environed' with fo many Nations, yet they al waves refitted Forreign For- 
ces. ; For the Galileans- axe from their Child-hood Warlike, and never daunted by fear 
or penury ; For their Country is moft fruitful, and abounding with all manner of 
Trees, notwithftanding i the Inhabitants take fmall pains in tilling the ground; and 
there is ndwafte ground. 
D The Citiesitte rnany;and m every place thereare Villages populous and rich; fo that 
the leaft Village there, ftath in it above i^ooo inhabitants. And althoughG*///<?*.be lefs 
fh compafs than the Region beyond the River, yet it is more populous, fertile and 
iichthanthat : For itis-all tilled, and all beareth fruit. But that beyond the water, t hc ^ cfc "P-' 
though it be bigger, yet it is not all inhabited^; for there are many Defarts, and barren cwry'V 
Places, unfit to bear fruits for the nourifliment of Men. Perxd hath a good foil arid ^ 
large plaitt'befet with divers trees, efpecially Olives,* Vines, and Palm-trees : and it is 1 
abundantly water'd with Brooks running from the 1 Mountains and Springs that conti- 
nually ftream forth during the greateft heats of Summer. 

The Length of this place is from Machera* to Pella- ; the Breadth from Philadelphia Thc , 
E to Jordan. This Tovm Pella lieth on the North part, and Jordan on the Weft, and the tio'n of theirs 
Countrey of the Moal>ires< bordereth on the Souths and on the Bad Arabia, Si&wtis } f^° is,,m - U 
Philadelphia and Gerajis. Samaria is feated'between Jadaa and Galilee, beginning at 
a Town called Ginea, ancP endeth in the Toparchy of Acrabatena, nothing differing in 
nature from Judea. For both of them are full of Mountains and have rich plains and 
good for Tillage ; full of Trees abounding with wild Apples and others ; Though Thc Dcfcr . t{ . 
they are of their nature dry yet they have rain enough, and have many fweet waters, onof |«y P , u " 
and abundance of good grafs, and great ftore of milch-Beafts ; and which is a great \^ s n y^ 
argument of wealth, both places are very populous. On the confines of thefe Coun- JTiem. ""' 
tries ftand Anauth, a Village otherwife called Borceos, which lieth on the North part of 
F Judxtt. The South part of $udaa, if you meafure the length, extends to the Village of 
thc Arabians, called Jordan : the breadth reacheth from Jordan to Joppe : inthemidft 
thereof is fituate zperufalem ; fo that fome call-that City the navel of thc Country. 
zfudxa alfo bordereth on the Sea-Coaft, even unto Ptolemais. It is divided into eleven J j^f'" 1 
portions : the firft is Jerttfalem, Head and chief of all, and above all the reft,' as the ° 
Head is above the Body : and the reft are Toparchics. Gophua is thefecond, after that 
Acrabatena,then Thamna, afterward Lydda ; alfo Emmaus, Pella,ldumca, £ngadda, He- 
rodiunt and Jericho % befides thefe, Jamnia and Joppa command thc places adjoyning. 
Moreover, there is Gamala, Gaulanitis, Batanea and Trachonitis, which are portions 
belonging to King Agrippa's Kingdom. This Country beginneth at Mount Libanus, 
G and the Fountains of Jordan, and reacheth in breadth to the Lake near Tiberias. And 
in length it reacheth from Julias to Arphas ; and the Inhabitants arc partly tfervs,

Now Vefpafun fent help to the Inhabitants of Sephoris, to wit, one thou- 
wit C |i h fword'' ,f fand Horfe J and fix thoufand foot, Flacidus the Tribune being their Leader. The 
aud fire Horfcmen divided themfelvcs into two Companies,and lodged in a great Plain 5 and the 
Footmen were in Garrifon in the City to defend it, as the Horfemen did without. Thefe I 
Horfemcn made excurfions one every fide, and greatly molefted Jofeph although he 
committed no act of hoftility 5 and alfo fpoiled all that was without the Cities, and 
always rcpulfcd the Inhabitants, if at any time they Cook courage to revenge them- 
felves. $ofeph feeing things in this pofture aflaulted the City Sephoris, in hope to 
take it-,but before fuch time as it revolted unto the Romans,he had compalTed it with fo 
ftrong Walls, that the Romans themfelves could not have taken it, and fo his hope 
was fruftrate : for neither by force nor fair means would fiitSephorites yield to him. 
Hereat the Romans being angry, troubled the Country more than before : they now 
neither night nor day ceafed from deftroyingir, but robbed and fpoiled all they found j 
and all men able to bear Arms they flew, and made the reft their flaves. Thus all Ga- K 
lilee was filled with fire and fword, and no man efcaped that calamity ; only thofe fav- 
ed themfelves, that fled into the Cities that Joseph had walled. 

In the mean time Titus came to Alexandria during Winter, fooner than he was ex- 
T,t us bring- pc&ed 5 and fo received there the Souldiers that he was fent for : and having a prof- 
Arm* * P«ous journey, he quickly came to ftolemais , and finding his Father there, to two of 
7«<u*. the chiefeft Legions, to wit, the fifth and tenth, he alfo adjoyned that fifteenth Legi- 
on that he brought with him, and there followed them eighteen Companies ; five out 
of Ctfarca, one Troop of Horfe, and five Companies of Horfe out of Syria : ten of 
thefc Companies of Foot had in every one of them a thoufand Men, the reft only fix 
hundred and thirteen, and in every Troop of Horfe, were an hundred and twenty. L 
The Princes that were Allies alfo brought great Aid : for Antiochus, Jgrippa, and 
Sohemus, brought each of them two thoufand Bowmen, and a thoufand Horfe : and 
jlfe&fa* Kingaf Arabia, brought five thoufand Foot, and one thoufand Horfe 5 the 
molt of his Foot were Archers, fo that the whole Army, together with the Kings 
Aid, amounted to the number of threefcore thoufand, Horfe and Foot together ; be- 
fides them that followed the camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none 
but their Matters in warlike difcipline : for one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who fo train up their fervants in time of Peace, that they are very fit for War. So that 
whofoever well beholdeth their Military Difciplin, he (hall perceive that they gained 
not this their goodly Empire by chance and fortune, but by their valour : for they do M 
not only then begin to ufe weapons when they come to fight, but they practife milita- 
ry difcipline before they need : and they are not idle in time of peace, but always 
practife themfelves therein without ceafing. Their exercifes are like War it felf, and 
Tlx? diligence ever Y Souldier is every day inur'd tofome fort o£ Weapon, even as though they were 
SJrSw Vl fi 8 htin g againft the enemy ; fo that hereby they eafily indure the burthen and travel of 
in proS War. For no diforder makes them forget what to do ; neither doth fear difmay them, 
things neccfti- nor continuance of Fight and War weary and tire them. So that whofoever they fight 
y/un.' K againft, who are not & well expert in thefe affairs as they, they always overcome 
them : and one may well call their exercifes amongft themfelves, conflicts without 
blood-flicd 5 and their wars, conflicts with blood-fhed. They are not eafily overcome N 
at unawares : for in what Enemy-country foever they come, they fight not before they 
have fortified their Camp about ; which they do not ralhly, nor pitch their Tents in 
She'll.! " marimor high places after a disordered manner; for if the place be unequal, they 
man*. make it plain. And they proportion their Camp four-fquarc : for they have many 
The oMcr of Smitns >, and al1 kind of Workmen needful, which ftill follow the Army, to perform 
tiu-V«nuns in fuch bulinefs. And in the innermoft part of the Camp they make Quarters, whofe 
tk-H camp, outfidc rcfembleth a Wall, with Towers equally diftant one from another, and be- 
tween them Engines of War to caft Stones, and fuch-like, that all kind of (hot may 
be in rcadinefs. They alfo build four Gates large and wide, both for their Horfe eafi- 
ly to come in at, and alfo for themfelves if need require, to enter in or iflue out fpee- O 
dily. Within the camp, there are ftreets divided by certain fpaces : in the midft lodge

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A their Officers, and the Pretorium,ot Generals Tent, is like a Temple \ fo that it feem- 
eth a City, and a Market full of (hops made in an inftant. There are alfo feats bult^?^'** 
for the Chief Officers to judg of controverfies, if anyarife between the Souldiers and SKtffc. 
others. All this place,and all things belonging thereto, are made in an inftant; partly 'J****** 
by reafon of the multitude, partly by the induftry of fuch as work : and if need require 
they compafs it with a Trench four Cubits deep* and as many broad. Thus the Soul- 
diers enclofed with their Arms, live quietly in their Tents, without diforder . and all 
things are done with good advice and prudence, whether they need Water, or Corn, or 
Wood, they all go to dinner at the time appointed, and all flecp at once ; and a Trum- 
pet giveth notice when to watch and guard, and nothing is done that is not command- 
Tied. In the morning all the Souldiers come to their Captains to falutethem, the T er *"«

And a Herald ftandeth on theright hand 
of the Genera , asking thrice if they be prepared to fight, and they as often anfwer 
that they are,holding up their right hands with courage : and fo they march on orderly, 
every man keeping Tiis rank, as though they were ready to give Battel. The Foot- The Armour 
men have a Head-piece, a Breaft-plate, and a Sword on the left fide, and on the right of the Roman 
fide a Dagger. The Footmen guarding the General, have a Javelin and a Shield • FooUura ' 
the reft are armed with Bucklers and Pikes. Moreover, they carry a Saw, a Basket, 
aFardle, a Hatchet, a Cord, a Sythe, a Chain, and Victuals for three days.* fo 
that the Footmen are as much loaden as the Cattel. The Horfmen carry at their 
D right fide a long Sword, in the left hand a Dart; and a long Shield hanging againft the T r h l furn * ur * 
horfe fide, and a Quiver with three Darts, with broad Idges, whicfarl at big asaSKLST 1 
Spear^they have alfo Helmets and Bread-plates like the Footmen. The Generals Horfe- 
men that guard his body, nothing differ from the reft. That company always lead- 
eth, that the lot faUeth unto. And thefe. are the fafoions of the Romans concerning 
their warlike difcipline. They never do any thing unadvifedly in Battle, but manage* 
all things according to counfelifo that they either do not err,Or if they do,their fault is J££Sf 
eafily amended. For they think that bad fuccefs after deliberation, is better then good thlngKi. 
fortune without it; and they think that therein fortune did but flatter them, to worki! dlyorra<h ' 
them fome defpight,by reafon they did not deliberate : but that which is premeditated, ' " 
fc although ir have ill fuccefs,yet it maketh them wary againft another time. And none 
of them account thatgood fuccefs,which comes by chance; and every one is comforted 
in their misfortune,it then they took good advice. By their military exercifes they do 
not only make the Bodies of their Souldiers ftrong, but their minds alfo more couraei- 
ous rand their diligence is the greater by their fear of punifhment.For theirLaws are ca- rhs 
pitaknot only for them that forfake their order,but alfo for them that commit the leaft CSfc^' 
ncgligenccs;and their Generals arc more fevere then their Laws. Yet their Rewards of 
merit are fo great, that they feem not cruel in punifhing the faulty. Moreover, they 
are fo obedient to their Rulers, that in Peace they honour them, and in War the whole Thc obedience 
Army feemetji one body united together : they keep fuch good order, and are fo rea- o( lhc 
F dy to turn here or there,and fo attentive to any command,fo diligentto note figns made SSon 
unto them, andfo quick to labour with their hands,that they are always apt to execute cfMsviaory. 
any thmg,and patient to fuffer labour. Infomuch that no number of Enemies,no Rivers 
Mountains, Forefts, or difficult place, can hinder them from Victory no not even the 
croflnefsof Fortune: for they think themfelves unworthy the name of Romans, if 
they triumph not over her too. Therefore feeing their deeds are ruled by Advice 
and Counfel, and their Commandments fo well executed by the Army, what 
marvel is it if their Empire in the Eaft reach to Euphrates, in thc Weft to thc„ owfar th . 
Ocean, m the South to Africk , in the North to Rhine and Vanubius i feeing that***-* Co-' 
one may juftly affirm the polTcffion lefs than the polTeffors. This I have fpo-^IT 1 "" 
G ken , not fo much to praife the Romans , but to comfort, the conquered , and to ter- 
rific thofe that defire alteration : and perhaps it may inftructthem who want good

CHAP. IV. 

ifW Placidus^jf/^taf Jotapata, and was repel? d by the Jens. .' 

TN the mean time Vefpatian being at Ptolemaismth his Son 2V*«j, prepared all things 
drwShhfa • »eceffary ^ his Array. But PZw/iw was already entred into Galilee and run 
tbiccs againft through it,where he flew almoft all he had found,who were of the weaker fort of people 
^l^^^^^ff^r, And f«ing that thofe ofcourage always fled into the Cities I 
fl yc$ . that Jofeph had fortified, he turned his forces againft Jotapata, which was the ftronseft 

of them, thinking it might eafily be taken by a fudden aflault, and that he thereby 
fhould get great glory and advantage; becaufe the people feeing the ftrongeft Cities 
furprized,would not fly to any again. But it fell not out as he expected • for the peo- 
ple of Jotapata undemanding his coming, met him near the Town, and fuddenly en- 
countering the Romans, being a great multitude and well difpofed to fight, as thofe 
that bare Arms for the general fafety of the Country, and the lives of their Wives and 
Children, they put the Romans to flight, and wounded many, though only feven were 
flain; becaufe the Romans in flying kept their ranks, and were well armed :but the 

being unarmed, rather trufted to their Darts and. Arrows, than come to handy K 
blows. There were three Jews flain, and a few wounded. And fo Placidtts when 
he faw himfelf rcpulfed from the Town, abandon 'd the Enterprize. 



CH A P. V. 

' How Vefpatian invaded Galilee, and how at the very fight of him the Seditious fied. 

\TEfpafan defirous to mafter Galilee himfelf, departed from Ptolemais, making 
reTM"** d >- -r fuch j° urnie? as the Ron**™ are wont to. And he commanded his Auxiliary L 
«•««!. the Troops, becaufe they were lighter armed, to go before and reprefs the enemies incur- 
jion^ns match fions,and fcarch the Woods and Forrefts fit for Ambulhes, whereby they were to pafs. 

After them followed part of the Romans Foot and Horfe : and ten commanded out of 
every Company, with their Arms and all things neceflary to make a Camp. After them 
followed the Pioneers, whofe office it was to mend the Ways, where they were bad, 
an J to ; cut down the Woods that were in the way, left by bad way the Army fhould be 
retarded. After them he fent his baggage, and the baggage of the Officers under him, ■ 
With Horfemen to guard it. And after them he himfelffollowed, leading an Army of 
; choice Foot and Horfe: And accompanied with his own Guard of Horfe. For 
he had out of every Legion fix fcore men for his guard. Next followed thofe M 
that carried the Engines to batter the Walls of Cities, and other lnftruments, 
with the Prefers and Tribunes , Guarded with Choice Souldiers. After them 
the Empefial Eagle, which the Romans have chofen for their Standard, becaufe it is: 
1 he r.agie by the King of all B irds, and is moft valiant and ftrong wherefore they think it a fign of 
iKnh" r.n- D T i " i r " Viaor y over ail them a g a i n ft whom they bear it. After thefe fa- 
%».,f the cm- crcd Enfigns followed the Trumpets founding in warlike manner? and after themthe 
ofviiu'!)-. " sw Bod y° f the Army, marching fix in a rank-,and,as the cuftom is, with Ccnturions,by them 
to keep order. The Servants of each Legion accompanied the baggage. Tiie laft 
Company were Victuallers, Handicrafts-men, and other mercenary people, guard- 
ed by Foot and Horfe in great number. Thus Vefpatian with his whole Army N 
came to the borders of Galilee, and there pitched his Camp. He might have paffed 
on, but he thought fit by the fight of his Army to terrifie his enemies, and give them 
time to repent, if any one would alter his mind before the War began. Yet in the 
mean time, he prepared alt things neceffary for a -liege. The only Rumor of his 
coming nv.de many Rebels faint-hearted. For fofephs Souldiers,who had pitched his 
1 enrs a little trcmvSepbens, when they knew that the enemy approch'd, and that they 
were pi clentl y to fight with the Romans, they fled not only before they fought, but alfo 
be.ure they la w them. Jofcph being left with a very fcw,and knowing that he was not 
able to abide his cnemie? and that the Jews were difmayed, and that if he put any 
?;'{';. ,T 1 1 " r ™? in ™ tm > , thc y would for the moft part revolt to the enemies ; for that time abftain: O 

» -'r- cd from battel, and thought to get himfelf out of Danger: and fo accompanied with 

to thole that rcmiuncd with him, he went to Tiberias. 
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CHAP. VI. ■ 
' How Gadara was bejieged and taken. ' . . 

V Efpatit* went firft to Gadara, and took it eafily at the firft aflault : for all the 
able men and fit for War werefledout of the City. The Romans entrine the 
place put all to death without mercy, .partly for the hatred they had conceived afainft 
the Jews, and partly in revenge of that which had befaln Cefiiut. And they burnt the 
Oty, j and all Towns and Villages adjoining : fome of which were already defolate, and 
the inhabitants of the reft were made flaves. Jofeph s prefence in the City, which he had 
made choice of for his fafeguard, filled it with fear. For the People oPKierias thought he 
would never have fled if there had been any hope of withftanding the Romans- where 
in they judged not amifs : for he forefaw what event the War would have, and that 
their fafety confifted only in changing their rebellious minds. He himfelf, thoush he 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, then lived 
pleafantly with them againft whom he was fent, and fo become a Traytor to the 
Country oomitted to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to writeatrue 
'f^^^ n ^^^^f^^J^^ andnotto extol theenemiesforces^- • . 
. too rnuch,left they fhould fay he was a Coward ; nor yet put them in any comfort, left 
C perhaps now penitent for what they had done, they fhould by his Letters be incited m R «™r *"« 
gaforewardin their rebellious courfe. He defir d'them prefently towritean anfwe r ZfiSL* ? " 
whether they thought good to enter into League with the Romans ; or, if thev would 
make War then they mould fend a fufficient Army againft them : And having written 
to this effea, he prefently fent men away to Jerusalem to carry the Letters. 



CHAP. VII. 

D •0/ r the Serge of Jotapata." " 

\TEfpatia» was very defirous to take Jotafata, becaufe heknew many of his enemies 
were fled thither , and this was the ftrongeft Refuge they had. So he fen bc- 
forefome Foot and Horfe with Pioneers to P Lin the ways, which were full of rageed 

S^' ? WaS , hard l° r P afs ' and ^"ogether .unpoffiSe for Sfll- 

men. Within four dayes they effected that which they were commanded, andmadc 
a large way for the Army to pafs. On the fifth day, which wasrheone and Seth 
of March, Jofeph before they came, entred into the City, coming thither from Tib \r a 

that Jofeph was come tluther, and advifed him to haften thither , for if he could t-X frcm Tder "" 
Jcfeph, he might eafily take all Judea. Hcreat Vefpatian was very glad, and took it 
as a good fortune that the moft prudent and potent of his enemies, Vuld (S3 1 fo 
difpofing ) put himfelf as it were in hold. And fo prefently he fenr P/.w2/£f 
withathoufandHorfemen,andwithhim^ 

commanded them to mveft the City on all fides, left Jofeph fhould privily P efcapc from 
thence. The day after he himfelf followed with the whole Army, and abo£t noon 
came to Jotapata , and leading his Army to the North fide of the f own he Ditched 7"-^ 
his Tents upona Hill feven ftades diftant from the City: (nupofclJ^^S^^ 
within the view of his Enemies, that the very fight of his Army might ternfeXm 
F as it alfo d,d; for prefently all were i„ fuch a Lr! that none d^^^fe" 
The Romans being wearied that day, would not aflault the City : but thev befet tL 
Gates wih two Squadrons of Horfe ; andathird, that confifted of Foot, was placed 
without to intercept all pa(fages,that none of the Jews could pafs any-whither H ere 
upon the Jews now in defperation took heart ; for in War nothing is more forcible 
then ncceflity The next day began the Battery, and the J ews kept themfdve in 
order, and refijed the Romans before their Walls.

mayed with the difficulty of taking the Town. Jotapata is almoft all fituate upon a 
ot 3!™™™. Rock, and compared about with deep Valleys, which defcend ftrait down like a Wall, 
fo that one can fcarcely fee the bottom without dazling. There is only one accefs to 
it on the North, where it is feated upon a declining Mountain ; which Jofeph enclofed 
with a Wall, to the end it might be no paflage for the Enemies : all the reft of the 
City is environed with high Mountains, fo that it cannot be difcerned by any before 
they be hard by it, fuch was the ftrength of jotapata. 
renS's'iobcgin V e fp*u an determined both to combatc the nature of the place,and the hardinefs of the 
a (harp Siege. Jews ; and therefore called all his Captains together, and confulted with them to begin 
a hot liege : at laft they refolved to rear a Mount in that place where the City wasC 
eafieft to be entred. He fent his whole Army to provide wood to do it, who cut much 
on the Mountains near the Town : and great ftore of wood and ftone being brought, 
and having fet hurdles before them to bear off the Darts and Arrows, he began to raife 
a Mount fo that they receivedlittle or no harm by Darts caft from off the Walls 5 
whilft others brought earth from places thereabouts, and no man was idle. The Jews 
caft continually great ftones, and all kind of Darts upon that which defended them s 
which though they pierced not thorow, yet they made a great noife and terrified the 
Workmen. Which Vefpatian feeing, caufed all Engines that caft ftones and darts, 
which were in number an hundred ana threefcore,to be placed againft the Walls to beat 
. the Jews from thence. And fo they caft Stones, Dans, Fire and Arrows in great D 
abundance : fo that they not only beat the $ews from off the Walls, but alfo out of 
the reach of their {hot - ? for both the Arabian Archers, and thofe that ufed Slings and 
Darts, and all the Engines continually played upon them. For all this the Jewsxedt- 
brcnlr" and c< * noc > but running out in Companies, they pull'd down the Sheds which defended the 
l cat down ibc Workmen, and then aflaulted them having no defence : and when they had beaten 
Bulwark. them away, deftroyed and fired all that die Romans had wrought for their own defence 
and fafeguard. At laft Vefpatian perceived that thefe damages hapned, for that there 
was fome fpace left between all thefe works, whereby the Enemies had accefs to do 
them fuch harms ; Wherefore he united them together, and fo hindred the excurfions 
jr Mutth oi the Jews. When the Mount was almoft made, and the Towers upon it finished, E 
it.ik'/s in Jofeph lliun'd to do nothing for the fafeguard of the Town, called all workmen neceflary 
£Xn Vuiuo to g et ^ er > anc * commanded them to build a Wall there higher than the RomansWork ; 
tLmuw U oxcbut they faid, it was impolfible for them to work, for the number of Darts in that 
Jhiw.iiTwj' 1 ' P* acc * T ' ien fofeph ma ^ e tnis device to defend them : he fixed flakes in the ground, 
w« eft iiw and faftencd to them hides of Kine and Oxen new flain, by which they were defended 
sl ot. f rom fl 10t anc j fi re . f 0 tnat labouring night and day they railed theWall twenty cubits 
high, erecting alfo upon it many Towers : and by this means they made it a ftrong de- 
fence. The Romans, who before thought themfelves fure of the Town, were now great- 
ly difmayed, both by this device of $ofeph> and alfo by the hardinefs of the Jews. 



CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Sirgecf Jotapata by Vefpatian, and the diligence that Jofeph ufed ; and hove the 
.Jews made Sallies againjl the Romans. 

THis Stratagem, and the Courage of the Jews, greatly moved Vefpatian : for now 
they receiving courage from that defence, made affaults upon the Romans of their 
own accord, and every day skirmiflicd, running out in Companies, and like Thieves G 
taking away wharfotver they lighted upon ; and what they could not carry away, they 

fee 
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A fet on fire. At laft, V tfpajian would not permit his Souldiers to fight any longer, but f - 

determined to take it by Famine, and either to make them come and yield themfelves w&JXwi'" 
for lack of Food, or if they held out, to famifli them : conceiving that it would be "/"'»■ 
more eafie to take it by force,if ccafing a while-from affaulting it,he afterwards fet upon 
it when their Cafe was more defperate. Wherefore he commanded all paffages to be v~4T\ r V-> 
kept, that none could go out of the City ; but they had great ftore of Corn, and of all KShiT 
other things clfe, except Salt and Water, whereof they flood in great want : for there from 
is never a Fountain in the City, and they have little rain in Summer, fo that the Inha- §£hS!* : 
bitants were in great diftrefs ; for there was hardly any Water left in the City. Qty. 
feph perceiving there was abundance of all things elfe, and that the Citizens were va- £d? 
B liant,as alfo the Siege like to continue long»he gave to every one water in meafure,with «».«»«■ by 
which they were not contented, thinking it as good to want altogether as to have it ae * m ' 
in that manner ; and now they began to faint, and refufe to labour. The Romans per- 
ceiving this, being upon a high hill, over againft the place whither all the Jews came 
together to receive Water, they with their fhot killed many that came thither, info- 
much that Vefpafian hoped that within fhort time their Water would be fpent, and they 
conftrained to yield. But Jofeph to fruftrate this hope, commanded a great many 7./^*, str.-u 
Garments to be laid in water and hanged upon the Walls,fo that the Water mightrun ta s cm - 
down on every fide. When the Romans faw this they were much furprifed, imagi- 
ning that they would not wafte fo much Water in mockery, if they wanted Water to 
C drink ; wherefore V tfpajian no longer hoping to win the City by Famine, purpofed to 
afTault it again by force. The Jews were very glad of this; and being in manifeft 
danger, rather wifh't to be flain, than perifti through hunger or thirft. jofeph devifed Poiu 
alfo another way to get Water out of the Country. There was a little Valley out of ^ 7e/ ^' 
the way, and therefore not regarded by the Romans ; by this way Jofeph fent men 
into the Country to his Friends, for fuch things as the City wanted, commanding 
them when they came near the Watchmen, to hide and cover themfelves with hairy 
Skins,that the Watchmen might think them to be Dogs.and this he ufed a good while, 
till at laft the Watchmen perceived it, and fo fet a guard there to flop the paflage. 
When Jofeph perceived the City could .not hold out long, and fearing his own Life if 
D he ftill continued there, he confulted with the chief of his Officers, how he might flie. 

But the People difcovcring his intent , nocked about him, and befoughtliim toSdfy^* " 
take pity upon them, and not forfake them, who had no hope but in him,- af- *« he would 
firming, that for his fake they were all couragious and bold to fight -, and if theySSn. 
were taken, yet he would be a comfort to them, and that it did not become him to flie 
from his Enemies, nor forfake his Friends, nor, as it were, leap out of a Ship fhaken 
with a Tempeft, into which he came when the Seas were calm; for fo by this means the 
City would foon be loft, and he once gone, no man afterward could or durft refift their 
Enemies, for in him was all their hope. 
Jofeph kept ittohimfelf, that his purpofe was to work his own fafety : and told W'/ Pm. 
E them, the thing which he intended was for their good, and that though he ftayed ftill dencc 
in the City, he could do them little good : and if the City ftiould chance to be taken, 
then he and they were like to perifh ; but if he were abroad and not befieged, he could 
do them great fervice, for he would prefently affemble all the People of Galilee, and 
come againft the Romans, and fo raife the Siege : whereas now flaying with them, he 
faw not wherein he did them any good, but rather incited the Romans againft them, 
making them more earneft to take the Town than they would be, only becaufe he was 
there,that they might take him ; but if they knew once that he were fled,they would not 
then be fo earneft in the Siege. Jofeph herewith could not perfwade the people, but 
they flocked fafter about him, and both young and old of all forts came and proftrated 
p themfelves at his feet, weeping, and befeeching him to take fuch hap as ihould befal 
them, whether it were good or bad ; not for that they envied his efcape, but for that 
they hoped they fliould receive no harm if he remained with them. 

Jofeph confidering with himfelf that if he ftayed with them voluntarily, he granted y<,y?^ft ayes 
their requcft , and if he denyed, he feared they would force him ; therefore being part- in 
ly moved with compaflion, he determined to ftay : and bcingnow, as all the City was, SopcScip 
defperate, he told them that now it was time to fighti feeing there was no hope of fafe- there war is tic 
ty ; and that it was a glorious thing to fpend their lives honourably, and by fome no- !jft rcmcdy " 
ble act to leave a remembrance unto their pofterity of their Valour. Andfoifluing Thc Jt 
out of the City, with the moft valiant among them, when he had killed the Watchmen, wurage or the 
G at the firft encounter he came even to the Romans Tents, and tore the Skins that their jj™. 
Tents were made of, and fired others, and their Engines : and fo he did thc fecond^t;^ c ' r "" 

and 
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and third day, and for certain days and nights afterward never ceafed. When Vefpa^T* 
fian perceived the Romans greatly endamaged by fuch Sallies, and very loth to fly f or 
fliame, and notable to follow dhem, being fo loaden with their Armour, and that the 
Jews always did fome exploit before they retired themfclves into the City, he gave 
s command to his Souldiers to leave the aflault,and not to fight againft men who defired 
to dy,becaufe no men were more couragious than the defperate ; and that if they found 
lhcirc«ri'.'m noncto aiTai!,thcir courage would foon be laid,likea flame of fire, when the matter that 
ddpcra'ibii!" rrourifiieth it is confumed. That the Romans rauft feek victory more warily, for that 
TIlcT „ wswith they fought not for neceflity, but only to increafe their Dominions. After this, 
thcTrifingr' 1 oftentimes they beat the Jews by the Arabian Archers, and with Slings and Darts, and 
b rc 'thc Alabun orncrs fll0t w h' c h never ceafed. But fo foon as they were without the danger of fhot, j 
Artkis. 3 U " they more furioufly aflailcd the Romans, fparing neither Life nor Limb, but conti- 
nually fought by turns, and every one of the City aflifted them that fo laboured. 



CHAP. IX. 

How Vefpafian battered the Walls of Jotapata with a Ram, and other 
Warlike Engines. 

VEfpafian thinking himfelf as it were befieged, both in regard of the long time g 
which he had continued trie Siege, and alfo of the divers fallies and exctfrfions of 
the Jews; and having now almoft raifed the Rampiers as high as the Walls of the 
City, determined to batter them with a Rarn. A Ram is a huge Beam like the Maft 
A Ram. of a Ship,whofe end is armed with ftrong raaffie Iron,and made in the form of a Rams- 
head; whence. it takes its riame, becaufe itbutteth Walls as a Rarnbutteth with his 
head . 1 1 hahgeth on another Beam with* Ropes, like the Beam of a pair of Ballanccs : 
the Beam it hangcth on lying acrofs, is held up with two props, which being drawn 
backby forct' or many men, and then jointly with all their Forces (hov'd forward* 
it ftriketh the Wall with the head of Iron : And there is no Wall nor Tower fo ftrong, 
but though it abide the firft ftroke of the Engine, yet can it not hold out long. The L 
General of the Romans thought good to ufethis means to take the Citjr by force, fot 
that the Siege was dangefous,by reafon that the Jews never refted,to which end the Ro- 
mans with all kind of (hot endeavoured to beat the Jews from of the Walls that made 
any refiftariee; and the* Archers and they who ufed flings, were hard by : and when 
they faw that none of the Jews durft come upon the Waftt, they applied the Ram to 
them; and covered it above with Hurdles and Skins, both for to defend themfelvcs 
and the Engine. At the firft ftroke the Walls were filakeh, fo that the Citizens cried 
as though the Town had been already taken. • Jofepb feeing them ftill beat one place, 
arid that prefentiy the Wall would fall, devifeda way to refift the force of the Ram, 
Sow to" He filled facks with chaff, and let them down off the Wall juft againft that place M 
break the where the Ram ftruck ordinarily,and fo brake the force of the blows,the loofnefs of the 
Ranu ul ' 1C chaff making no refiftance, but drowning or abating the violence of the ftroke. By 
this inversion the Romans were retarded : for whitherfoever they brought the Ram, 
thither did they upon the walls alfo remove theSacks ofChaff,and brake the force there- 
of ; till aclaff the Romans alfo devifed a way to cut the Sacks, by taking long Poles, 
arid binding Sithcs to the end of them, and fo they cut thefe Sacks of Chaff. And the 
Ram fliook the Wall, which being newly built was ndt ftrong enough «o refift. Then 
Jofeph and his Souldiers fought to help themfelves by fire, and fo they fired all that 
was made of dry wood in three feveral places; and withal the Engines, and Mounts 
of the Romans, who now had eriough to defend themfelves, becaufe they were aftoniftit >j 
jeff,:, iniint a t the valour of the Jews : every one haviiig work enough to fecure himfelf againft the 
'nJiSi' fi rc > which fcizing upon dry matter with Brimftone and Pitch wonderfully increafed* 
oft tiic Ro.

He took up a great ftone, 
and caft it down with fuch force upon theRam,that he brake off the head thereof;andno- 
ftupMr'and rear ' n S * ea P c <* own amon gft the midft of his Enemies,arid brought the head away to

a ri ? ?" gineS Were not P 6 "*^ afar off, the Jews could 

not defend themfelves from the Arrows and Stones that were fhot againft them, by 
which means many of them were flain, and the tops and corners of the Towers bea- 
ten down. And many that were behind were flain by force of thofe ftones : fo that 
any man may know of what force that Engine is, by that which hapned that night. 
For one that ftood neer frfeph upon the Wall, was ftruck with a Stone, and his head 
carried from his body by violence of the blow three furlongs off, as though it had been 
D caft out of a fling : and the next day a Woman grcat with Child was ftruck on the bel- 
ly with one of thofe ftones, and the Child carried forth of her from the pl ace where 
he was ftruck three furlongs ; fo great was the force of tW Engine. Thus the vio- 
lence of the Engines was moft terrible, and likewife the noife ofDarts, Arrows and 
ESSSS- Ma 7 Wer fx? a i non , fide ' ^d the bodies of thofethat were killed. 

being dqflit againft the Wall made a great noife : and within the City was heard a pi' D«S- 
titul lamentation and weeping amongft the Women , and without a heavy mourning 
and cry of them that were wounded to death ; and all that part of the^Wall where the 
right was, flowed with Blood : fothat now the multitude of dead bodies had fo filled 
tj S e °! tch before th£ WaI1 > that the Romans might eafily pafs over into the City t and 
b the Mountains about Eccho'd with the cries of the Citizens : and all that night long 
nothing .wanted, that either might by the Eye or Ear moveterrour. Thus many 
ftoutly fighting for Jotapata died moft valiantly ; many alfo were fore wounded: and 
notwithftanding the Wall was continually battered , yet it was almoft MornioaAe- 
lore it fell, being all night long beaten with the Ram. And then they of Jotapata. 
repaired the breach with indefatigable labour,before the Romans could fet up a Bridge 
to enter it. r & 



F CHAP.. X 4 

How Jotapata was again affaultcd. 

THc next day in the Morning Vefpafian brought his Army to enter the breach, 
having given them but little reft after their whole nights labour : and defirous to yc W-' n 
make the Jews that defended the breach, forfake their Station, before fuch time as he t^T*Z 
entred, he took the moft valiant of his Horfemcn,and unhorfed them, being armed from ,ht 
Head to Foot, and placed them in three ranks; that they being fo armed, mi<^htbe- 
ficge round that part of the Wall that was battered, having long Pikes m their Sands, 
Ci fo that as foon as the Bridges were fet, they might firft enter the breach. After them 
he placed the ftrongeft of his Foot: the reft of his Horfc he fet round about the City

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r ^~ J< ^P upon the Mountain, to the end that none might cfcape. After the Footmen he com- H 
Vrtiurid, manded Archers to follow with their Arrows ready in their hands, and them that ufed 
4 o 5 i. after flings alfo and other Engines for fliot. And he caufed others to fcale the Walls, 
^rcui/}'^ where they were not battered, to the intent that the Townfmen, bufied in refitting 
^^—AO them, might leave the breach unmanned ; and the reft being wearied and oppreft with 
the thicknefs of the fliot, might be fore'd to forfake their (landing. But fpofeph, per- 
jofyys fubiii cc i v i n g n is intent, placed the old Men and Children, and thofe that were already 
l'ohcie. WC aried, upon thofe parts of the Walls that were not battered : andhimfelf with the 
ftoutcft of the City went to defend the breach 5 and he placed fix men before them 
whom he chofc out, himfelf being one of them to fuftain the firft brunt of the enemies 
aflault : commanding them likewife to flop their Ears to the end that they might not I 
be terrified with the cries of the Army, and to cover themfelves with their Ihields a- 
gainft the Darts and Arrows ; and give back a little, till fuch time as the Archers 
Quivers were emptied ; and if fo be that the Romans mould offer to make bridges, 
then they employ all their courage to repel them : and now fight, not to defend but as 
it were to revenge their Country, being in a manner already loft ; and make thofe feel 
the effects of their juft fury,whofe cruelty would doubtlcfs after the taking of the 
t j«e ci of pi acc fh e( i tn e blood of their Fathers,Children,and Wives : fuch were the orders which 
a?iMr"n i» 'Jofiph gave. In the mean time, the weaker multitude, Women and Children, fee- 
iic Battle j n g tn e City compafied about with three ranks of Horfcmen, and the Romans with 

their Swords drawn prefling againft the. breach, and all the Mountains about mining K 
with their enemies weapons, and the Arabians ready to let fly a Shower of Arrows : 
they cried out as though the City were already taken ; fo thata man would have, judg- 
ed them already under their Enemies Swords, and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands. -Wherefore fofeph commanded the Women to their houfes, left their cries 
fliould difmay his Souldiers ; willing them likewife to keep filence, and threatned 
them if they did not : and fo he marched to the breach , which place fell to his lot : 
He gave not much heed to them that fought to fcale the Walls, but only minded what 
effect the terrible Storme of the Enemies Arrows would produce. • 
As foon as the Trumpets began to found,the Air became obfeured with the multitude 
of Arrows, "jjofcfhs Companions .remembring the charge given them, flopped their L 
The war of Ears, an <* cover'd their bodies againft the {hot of arrows. And as foon as the bridge 
,i, e e Ronuns es were fet againft the Wall, prefently they fell on 5 and before the Romans could 
u'on'i'i e JCWS cnt€I upon them, they repell'd them back with great prowefs and courage which 
BiHge. the greatnefs of the danger did not abate but increafe, fo that they did not give one 
foot back, till either they kill'd or were killed. But the Jews had not any frefh men 
to fecond thofe that were tired ; and the Romans, ftill as they were wearied fent frcfli 
fupplies and joyning together their long fhields, exhorting one another, they became as 
it were a wall of defence invincible ; and the whole Army like one body, beat back the 
The ]c«s pour Jews, and fo fet foot on the Walls. Jofepb^ in this defperate cafe devifed a new way 
[r-l!n the Ho-' 6 to repel this prefent danger: he commanded the Jews to fetch fcalding Oyl, which M 
iiljiis. they had ready,and pour it upon the Romans, andalfb caft the Pans upon them. This 
device broke the body of the Romans fo that through great pains they fell from the 
W^ll : for the Scalding Oyl eafily got between their fleih and Armour,, and fcorched 
them like fire, being eafily heated, and long continuing hot by reafbn of the fatnefs. 
The Romans being loaden with Helmets and Breaft- plates, could not retire fo nimbly 
as was requifite : fo that fome leapt down offthe bridg, and others- died of the pain ; 
others would fain have retired themfelves, but could not, becaufe their Enemies fol- 
lowed them fo hard. But neither the Romans wanted vertue and valour in adverfe for- 
tune, nor the Jews prudence. For the Romans, notwithftanding they were in intolera- 
ble pain, being Scalded with hot OyL,yet they frcftily aflaulted them that hurt them, N 
defirous to (hew their courage. Then the Jews ufed another device to make them re- 
tire : for they poured boyled Fenigreek upon the bridge, fb that they Aid down : and 
neither they that would have fled, nor they who ftrove to aflault the Jews, could ftand 
upon their feet, it was fo flippery ^ and many falling down upon the bridge, were by 
their own Company trodden to death ; others Aid down upon the Rampicr ; and al- 
ways as they fell, the Jews ftruckthem : and when the Romans were retired from the 
place, fo that now they were not forced to handy blowes, they had leifure to (hoot Ar- 
il! n ■. i hout rows and Darts againft them. When VefpaJUn faw that his men in the fight endured 
..burning rnuchmifcry, towards evening he caufed them to retire, many being flain, and more 
ii. jr,'ui,. 0 ie woon( j C) jj ) only fix jnen aiffotapata were flain, but above 300 wounded: this fight 0 
was upon the 20. day of June. But after Vcftafian had comforted his Souldiers for 
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A that which had hapned, perceiving that they were enrag'd, and delired to fight to re- r>>**^\ 
venge themfelves, fo that they needed no exhortation ; he raifed the Rampier higher, ^ST£n 
and erected three Towers 50 foot high, covering them aloft with Iron, that fo by rea- 
fon of their weight they might ftand ftedfaft, and not be confumed by fire thefe he r £° , 
placed upon the Rampier, and in them Archers, and men that caft Darts and fuch like : v_^->^v 
who not being perceived of them that were upon the Walls by reafon of the highnefs a^tfghw e " 
of the Towers, and the covering thereof, eafily wounded them who flood thereon. Platforms an4 
So the Jews when they could not avoid the Arrows, nor be revenged upon them whom Towcrs - , 
they could not fee, nor yet fire the Towers being covered with plates of Iron, forfook Thc citizens 
the Walls ; yet they always encountred with them who fought to enter. Thus the ot J^p"-* 

B people of Jotapaia. re lifted, notwithftanding that many every day were flain, and that few 
they did their Enemies no harm without great danger to themfelves. ' ' £ "* 



C HAP. XI. 

Hm Japha tvas taken ^Trajan and Titus. 



AT this tiva&Vefpafan underftood that gapha a City neer fotapata, minded to re- 
bel, encouraged thereunto for that they heard how they of Jotapata had held out 
contrary to all expectation: wherefore he fent thither Trajan, Govcrnour of the tenth J ^fij io 
Legion, and with him two thoufand Foot, and a thouiand Horfe : who finding the rr*j««. 
Town able to refift, and the Inhabitants prepared for fight, and marched out to meet 
him 4 , ( for the Town being by fituation ftrong enough, was alfo compafled with a dou- 
ble Wall ) he fought with them, and after a while put'them to flight, and in the pur- 
fute entrcd with them at the firft Gate : which the Citizens perceiving, ftiut the fecond 
Gate, not fuffering their own Citizens to enter in, left the Enemies alfo fliould rulh in 
with them, as they had done into the firft Gate. Truly, God gave this Victory un- 
to the Romans •, and his will it was, that moft of the Valiant men of the City fhould 
D have their own Gates (hut upon them, and fo fall into their Enemies hands, who were 
moft greedy to deftroy them. Many of them came to the gates, and called thofe that 
kept them by their names, pitifully intreatirig that they might come in : which whileft u P by rZ 
they were kept out, were butchered like Sheepjeing inclofed between two Walls ; their man V v j£ wcn 
own Citizens having ihut OQ e Gate upon them, and the Romans the other : and many flain. 3 ^ 
thus enclofed perifhed by their fellows Swords ? and an infinite number by tihe 
rage of the Romans, having no courage to refift and revenge themfelves. For the Ito0a Tcws 
Inhumanity of their own Citizens; and terrour of their Enemies together, utterly fl»in. 
difcouraged them 5 and fothey died all, in number 12060 ; curling riot the Romans, 
but the Jews their own Country-men. Trajan, thinking that the City was nowde- 
E ftitute of fighting men 5 or iFany were within, that they durft not refift being thris 

terrified, . referved the taking of the City for the General, and fent Meflengers to him, Titut ^ hU 
requefting him to fend his Son Titus to accomplilh the Victory. Tefpajian fearing F°r« s conmcj 
that yet there would be fome refinance,' fent Titus with 500 Horfe and 1006 Foot, to7 ^"- 
who haftening thither, placed Trajan on the left fide of the Town, arid himfelf on the 
right: fo the Romans on every fide fcaleithe Walls; and the Galileans, having 
a while refifted, at length left them. Then Tttas and his followers leaping down, got 
into the City, and began a vehement fight with them that were affembled therein, iij^gj- 
fome valiantly ifluing out of the Narrow ftrects, and -affsrulting them, and the Wo - the Town, bc- 
men cafting fuch things as they could get, upon the Romans, from the tops of their E's'SS" 
F houfes ; and thus they held battel fix hours. When their fighting men were all flain, Roman"™ 1 * C 
then the Old Men and Children, and all the other Company both in the ftreets and 
hi their houfes were foon difpatcht, that none of them were left alive, fave only Infants, 
who with the Women were led Captives. The number of them that were flain, both 
in the City and in the firft conflict, amounted to 1 5 000, and the number of thofe that 
were led into Captivity, were 1 1 3 o. This Maflacre of the Galileans hapned the a 5 th 
day of Jane. 
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CHAP, xir. 

How Ccrealis Conquered the Samaritans. 

Tke AflcmWy 'T"»He Samaritans alfo were partakers of the fad Effecls of this bloody War. They 
Mii\'on S th" M1 ~ A aflembled themfclvcs together upon Mount Garizin, which they accounted a 
Mountain G4- facred place. But this Affembly gave caufe to believe, that not warned by their neigh- 
r,Kjn. bours harms, nor with any advice or judgement, confidering i heir own infirmity, and 
the Romans power, they began to be tumultuous. Vefpafian forefeeing this , thought 
good to prevent them : and although all the Region of Samaria had Roman Garifonsin ^ 
it , yet the great multitude aflembled, made it reafonable to fear them. Wherefore he 
fent thither Cerealis, the Tribune of the fifth Legion, with fix hundred Horfe, and 
three thoufand Foot. Cere alts thought it not the beft way to go unto the Mountain, 
and attaque the whole multitude there, who were Co numerous, hut he commanded his 
Souldierstobeleagure the Mountain about, at the Foot thereof, and to keep there all 
the day. There hapned at that time a vehement heat, and the Samaritans wanted 
) V:, " T u! Water. It was then Summer, and the People had not provided themfelves with Vi&u- 
Mo'imViii a l s > fo that many, in one day only, for want of drink died of third : others preferring 
nan^iH. death before the mifery they endured, fled to the Romans : of whom Cere alts learned ~ 
that thofc that yet remained on the Mount, were even dif-heartned by the mifery they ^ 
endured. Wherefore he afcended the Mountain, and compaffing about the Enemies 
with his Army, he firft exhorted them to yield, and promifed them all their lives if 
they would caft down their weapons : but nothing prevailing with them, he fet upon 
! : I n«°niiii A " t ^ lcm ' and killed them all, in number 1 1 <Soo. This was done the 27th, day of futte.

CHAP. XIII. D 
How Jotapata was 7akcn. 

THe Citizens of Jotapata having endured this hard Siege, beyond all expectation, 
feven and fourty da yes ; the Romans Mounts were now railed higher than their 
a fugitive cer- Walls. On the fame day one of the City fled to Vefpafian, and told him in what cafe 
2 5i atc of the City ftood,and how few Citizens were left, and that with daily watchings and fight- 
the citizens ing they were far fpent , fo that they were not able to refift any more, and that they 
" Sow few ""gh' be takcn b y policy if they were followed ; for in the laft part of the night, being 
they were. weary, they ceafed from their labour, and flept till the Morning : wherefore he per- g 
fy&dcd Vefpafian to afanh them at that time. But Vefpafian knowing how faithful 
the Jews were one unto another, and how they contemned all punifhment, gave little 
credit to this Run- away : For a little before, one of Jotapata being taken, could not 
by any torments be compelled to confefs or difclofe the Eftate of the City ; the fire 
nothing moved him, and fo at laft he was crucified, laughing and fcorning death. Yet 
a probable conjecture which he had, perfwaded him to give fome credit to this Traitors 
words : and for that he knew no great harm could befall him, if he fb aflfaulted the Ci- 
ty as the Traitor advifed, he commanded the man to be kept, and put all his army in 
rcadinefs to affault the Town. At the hour appointed, he made towards the Wall 
with iilencc : tit us marchc firft, accompanied with one Domitius Sabinus, a Tribune, p 
and fome choice men of the fifteenth Legion : who killing the Sentinels, entredinto 
the City ; and after them entered Sextut Cerealis and JPlacidus, with their Companies ; 
•rr.c ii..mrn *° ^ Gallic vvas taken, and the Enemies were in the midft of the Town ; and it was 
i,m iiu city fair 4ay-light, and yet the Townfmcnknew nothing, being now faft afleep after their 
1 1't ikc'<" £ reat Jabours and watchings : and they that watcht could fee nothing, there was fo 
thick a mift by chance that Morning, and the reft never wakened till Death was at their 
door, and that they perceived their Calamity and Deftru&ion. The Romans mind- 
. lh 1: t w ful of all that had befallen them in the time of the fiege, neither fpared nor pitied any 
hue wu. one : but driving the people out of the higher part of the City into the lower, they 
"Lm AirL'.i ina rt* acre< l them all. They that would have fought could not for the narrownefs of the q

flew themfelves that the Romans might not kill them. But fome of the Watchmen, 
who firft perceived the City to be taken, fled into a Tower, and rcfifted a while ( this «£? 
Tower was fituate in the North-fide of the City ) and at laft being invironed with 
their Enemies towards Evening yielded, and offered themfelves to be flain. The Ro- the jel» with 
mans might haveboafted that this Victory had been without blood-fhed on their part, *j£ in 
had not Antonius a Centurion been flain treacheroufly. For one of them who fled in- ^mt^Oun 
to the Caves ( as many did ) requefted Antonius to give him his hand, in token that he ^ a i!!^ ufl 
might come out fafe and without danger : which he doing unadvifedly, the Jew with " r ° U y 

t a fpear ftruck him in the flank, whereof he prefently died. The Romans that day flew 
all the people that they found ; and the days following they fearcht all the fecret pla- 
ces, and drew thofe out of the Caves and Dens that had fled thither, and flew all but 
Women and Infants : fo that they took away a thoufand and two hundred Captives; 4^50 Jews 
and the number of them who were flain during the fiege, and at fuch time as the £"*cgc"!!i;d 
City was taken, amdinted to fourty thoufand. Vefpafian commanded the City to be in thctormcr 
deftroyed, and the Caftles to be burnt. Thus Jotapata was taken the thirteenth year of bauc1 ' 
Nero's Reign, on the firft of ifuly. 



CHAP. XIV. 
How Jofeph was taken, and how he redeem d his Life with Deeds and Words. 

BU T efpecially, above all others, the Romans made diligent fearch for Jofeph, 
both for the animofity they had againft him, and alfo becaufe Vefpafian greatly de- 
fired to get him into his hands, conceiving he being taken, the greateft part of the War 
would then be ended 5 fo they fought him among the dead, and aniongft thofe that were 
Lhid; but he ( fortune favouring him) when* the City was taken, efcapedfrom the fofifh \e ip % 
midft of his Enemies, and leapt into a deep Well, which had a large Cave on the one j^i^ 
fide, which they above could not perceive ) where he fofffid fourty of the braveft of his HethhVdm 
men, who had provifion there for many days. There in the day-time he lay hid, and ta a C"* 
in the night he went forth to fee if he could efcape $ but perceiving that all places 
about were diligently watcht for to take him, he returned again into the Gave, and lay 
there two days ; the third day, a certain woman that had been with them in the Cave, 
difcovered him. Then Vefpafian fent two Tribunes to him, to promife him fafety, r*ffaf>M by 
and bring him before him ; the Tribunes names were Paulinas and Gallic anethus. But J^y^ 
Jofeph would not accept the offer, fearing that becaufe he had been the Author of all aflurance. 
M the Evils that the Romans had endured, they fought him out to punifh him j till Vef- ,hc 
pafian fent Jofeph Nicanor, the third Tribune, one of Jofephs acquaintance. Nieanor known to 
recounted to him how mild the Romans were towards them whom they had conquered, W'r*- 
and that the Roman Generals rather admired him for his Virtue , than hated him. 
Moreover, that his General intended not to punifh him, which if he pleafed he might 
do, (whether he yielded himfelf or no) but to fave him, being fo valiant a man : ad- 
ding alfo, that if Vefpafian meant ill, he would never have imployed his Friend in fuch 
a meflage, to ufe friendihip ( fo noble a Virtue ) to fo evil a purpofe as to work Trea- 
fon; and that he, though Vefpafian had been fo minded, would never have confented 
to have betrayed his friend Jofeph. For all Nicanors words, he ftill hefitated, as un- 
N refolved what to do. Whereat the Roman Souldiers being angry, began to caft fire 
into the Cave : but Vefpafian hindred them, being defirous to take jofeph alive. Niea- 
nor ceafed not to intreat him ; and he perceiving how his Enemies began to be enraged, 
and calling to mind the dreams he had had, wherein God had fore-fhew'd himallthe„ , m 
Jews calamities, and what happy fuccefs mould befal the Romans ( for he could in- J '& flauX*" 
terpret dreams, and whatfoever God obfeurely (hewed, being inftructcd in the Holy ^ of the jew 
Books of the Prophets, and himfelf a Prieft, as his Parents were) being as it were now 
filled with the Spirit of God, and the Dreams and Vifions coming into his mind, he 
prayed fecretly to God after this manner : O great Creator of the Univerfe, Seeing ''^'^s'hV 
pleafeth thee to ruin the Nation of the Jews, and to fend all good Fortune to the Romans > and of God, fecrct- 
q that thou haft chofen me to foretell future events^ I fubmit to thy will, and render my felf to l Y P»y«h. 
the Romans to fave my life, protefiing, that I mean not to go to them to play the traitor to my

jofaph fearing their violence, and being perfwaded that if he died before he had re- 
vealed to his Nation the things which God had declared to him, mould fail in his du- 
ty to God, he had recourfe to the reafons which he thought moft likely to prevail, and 
fpoke to this effect. , 
tfi£'S-*' Wherefore, O my Friends ( faid he) are you become murtherers of 'your falves > Where- 
Countryman, fire are ye fo eager to divide things fa united as the Soul and the Body are -. If any man 
imagine that my mind is changed, the Romans know whether that be true or no. / confefs K 
it is a thing moft honourable to dye in War ; not any way, but according to the Law of Arms, to 
wit, by the Conqtterours hand. If I entreat the Romans to [pare my life, then 1 am worthy 
to perifbwuh mine own [word and hand : But if they thinkgoodto [pare their Enemies, fhould 
we not think it good likewise to [pare our falves < truly, it is meer folly to do that to our felves, 
to avoid which we fight againft them. I confefs it is a commendable thing to die for liberty, 
but that is to die ib fight, and by their hands only who took away that liberty : But now, 
It is a goodly neither do they war againft us nor kill us.

tfofaph fpoke more to- this effeft, to diflwade his Companions from killing them- 3>fa h is «» 
felves: But they flopping their ears with defperation, therewith they had armed them- |^fi ir 
felves to die, came furioufly towards him (with their fwords drawn, upbraiding him that/" ; '■ ' 
B he was a Coward, and every one was ready to ftrike him. Then Jofeph calling one by 
his Name, and looking upon another with a countenance like a Governour, holding 
anothers hand, and iritreating the reftdiftra<5tcd in fuch danger, by this means diverted 
the blows they intended him, for ftill as one came near to flrike him, he turned his 
face upon him, like fome wild beaft encompaffed with the hunters. Some of them who 
remembred he had been their Captain in their extremity, with reverence of his perfon- 
age trembled, fo that their fwords fell out of their hands : and many lifting up their 
arm; to ftrike him, of their own accord let their weapons fall. Jofaph, notwithftand- 
ing his defperate eftate, yet was not void of judgement, but trufting m Gods alfiftancc,* 
he hazarded his life, andfpake unto them asfolloweth : Seeing ye are all determined to Another E*> lic y 
C die, let us caft lots who fball killme another ; and he to whom the lotfalleth, /ball be killed by ° f 3 ^' ph ' 
him who fball next follow 3 and fa the lot fball be caft upon every one ofus,and none of us fball be 
forced to kill our felves. For it were injuftice, thatwhenfome of us are (lain -, the reft fbould 
repeat themfelves, and fa efaape. They all liked well of this, and always he upon whom gr^, fcu OW9 
the lot fell, was flain by him that followed, for death was more acceptable, becaufe they d r e °y Jcts,and 
thought fpofeph mould die with them. Now it hapned, by the providence of God, that a ^ d re ?" 
Jofaph remained alive only with one other ; and he perfwaded him who was left alive fervei - 
to live, and not to feek death, left either the lot Ihould fall upon himfelf, and fo he be 
flain, ot upon the other, and fo he fliould be polluted with the murder and flaughtcrof 
one of his Friends. Jofeph being thus delivered from extream danger both from the 
D Romans, and from thofe of his own Nation, went with Nicanor toFefpafian. 

All the Romans came about him to fee hitri • and puffing about their General, they %$fo£f?a. 
made a great nojfe, fome rejoycing that he was takeni others crying out to punifti him, --with xil'f. 
others driving to come near to behold him better : and they who were afar off cry ed out mr ' 
to kill that Enemy of the Romans Fame. But thofe who were near and beheld him, re- 
rnembrliig his great Aaiphs, were aftonifliedat his change of Fortune : No Captain or 
Ruler, but although before they were all moved againft him, yet- now beholding him, A . ncxam P Ic 
they begin to pity him : efpecially Titus, who being^f a gentle ^ifpofition, admired tVZ^™- 
Jofaphsvalow, his conftancy in adverlity, and confidered'his Age, and thereby was mo- " ardt "S'W' 
vei* to take companion upon him, remembring;what a manner of man he had been during 
E the- Wars, and what he now was , being fallen into his Enemies hands": calling alio 
to mind the power and force of Fortune, and how uncertain the chance of War is, and 
that humane affairs have no ftedfaftheft. His Example drew many minds to pity him, 
fo that Titus was the chief author of Jofaphi life : Yet Vefpafian caufed him to be care- 
fully kept, as though he meant to fend him to Gafar. Which Jofaph hearing, requcft- 
cd that he might fpeak a word' or two with him alone. Whereupon, all but his Son Titus 
departing, and two of his Friends, Jofaph fpoke to him in thele terms. ■ . '9 e f e f h h « h 

Tou think only, that 'you have Jofeph for your Captive, but I am a Meffanger to you ^rence^whh 
greater matter* from God.

Ater he 
had thus fpoken, Vefpafian gave fmall credit to his words, thinking that Jofeph famed 
thefc things of himfelf to fave his Life : yet by little and little he began to give credit 
to him, becaufe God put itin his mind to hope for the Empire, and fore- told him of his 
Reign by many figns and tokens, and he alfo found Jofaph to tell the truth in other mat- 
ters. For one of Vcfpafians friends faying, ,that it was ftrangcthat he knowing this, 
G could not prophefic of the event of the War againft Jotapata, and what was like to befal 
himfelf, that fqjbe might avoid thoff- evils." Jofaph anfwered, that he" had foretold the h^IfthVng? '

Thert tiife Jews began as much to hate him how living, as before they had aW 5 "** 
fiSottrhea for hihi when they foppOfed him dead* Some faid he was a Coward, others St 
ttdfc he was a Traitonr to his Country, and the whole City vented reproachful fpeeches wrath i n y<r*- 
againft him. Tbefe heavy tydings encreafed their rage and their adverfity (which to wife&l againIt 

B men had been a warning to provide left the like fhould befal themfelves ) made them 
moreoutragious ; fo that always the end of one miffchief was the beginning of another. 
To be fhort, now they were more incenfed againft the Romans than before, in the 
thoaght that by revenging themfelves bfthem, they might alfo be revenged of Jo- 
fefh. And this was the Eftate of the Citizens of gerufalem. 



CHAP. XVI. 



£ Unv Tiberias was yielded. 

VEftiJim was defirous to fee the Kingdom otjgripp* { for the King had intreated rnr 
him to go thither, partly to the intent to feaft him and his whole Army, parriycoiXnto 
that he might reprefsfome troubles anting in his Kingdom in the time of his abfence) ^w^s* 
Andfo he departed from GV/ar-raupori theSea-coaft,and went toC*farea Philip w,where Seth h^"- 
he flayed and refreihed his, Souldiers twenty dayes; and himfelf alfo feafted, giving fcl ^ h i re » and 
God thanksfor his profperous fuccefs in the War. This done, he had Intelligence %'dly,. twea " 
that liberias and tdrichea were revolted (both which Cities belonged to JgrtPfas 
Kingdom ) whereupon determining utterly to deftroy the JeWs which inhabited there- 
D abouts, he thought good to lead his Army againft thefe two places, efpecially that 
he might reward Jgrippa for his good entertainment, by furrendring thefe Cities to 
him. In order Whereunto he fent his Soil ItihUt to Ckfarta to bririg the Souldiers there 
to 5r/fA^/w,whichwas the greateft City of all Decajclis^nd was near Tiberias whi- 
ther himfelf being come, heeacpe«aed his Son s coming: and departing from thence 
with three Legions, he pitched his tent in a place called Enabris y where the feditious 
people of nytrias t might behold his Army 5 this place was thirty Furlongs from Tifa- 
tias. From thence he fent Valeriana* a Captain to exhort them to peace, and 
he fent fifty Horimeri to accompany him: for heuriderftood that the people defiicd 
peace, arid agaihft their will Ware forced to War, by fomeof the Seditious amongft^w^ 
E thenn Vabtinms coming: near the City Walls,lightfcd from his Horfe,arid commanefcd fmen ' 
all his Company tb do the like, that they <£?ib*tias might nbt think that they came 
to fighfcj but in peaceable mariner : before he fpoke a word, the boldefi of the feditious 
perfons iffued oUt againft him* having brie $tf*s the Son of Tobias, who had been aJffSta 
Captain of Thieves, for their Leader. Valetianks riot prefurtung to fight without put etc r'o- 
Authority from His General, although he had been certain of the Vi&ory; and con- mans,ofli s ht - 
fidering that it was great danger for fo few to fight againft a whole multitude, and 4 
withal terrified with the bbldnefs of the Jews, contrary to his expectation, he fled 
away on Foot , accompanied only with five other, leaving his Hbrfe and the reft be- 
hind him, whom Jefus and his followers took, and brought into the City, rejoycing 
£ as though they had taken them in fightj arid not by treachery. But the Senators and 
chief of the City, fearing what might erifue upon this faft, went to King Jgrippa^ho 
prefented them to Vefpafian^ they pibftrated themfelves at his feet, befeeching him to^£™" ' 
have companion on them, and not to think the whole City partakers with thofe few p^ofWtam- 
wicked perfons, that fo had merited his difpleafure ; but to fpare the people whoSjriS^nd 
always had honoured the Romans, and only punifti the Authors of that revolt and obmnpdo^ 
roifdemeariOur, who alfo had with-held thb whole City till now from yielding it felf 
to the Romans. Vefpafian moved by theit entreaties, pardoned the City, , though 
he was exafperated agaihft them all for taking of Valcrianus Horfe ) and became 
he perceived Jgrippa was Solicitous for feat that the City ihould be deftroyed 5 and 
G fo Vefpafia* promifed the Citizens patdon. Then Jefkt and his alTbciates thinking 
it noi fafe for them to abide there, fled to Tarichea. The next day Vtfpafian fent be- 
fore 
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f^Cr-^h* bcfore him Irajams with certain Horfemen into the Caftle, to fee if all the people de w 
wm, 4 o,t . fired peace : and finding them to be peaceably defpos'd,he with his whole Army came tn 
tZjtfcw f hc City- The Inhabitans opening the Gates of the City, went to meet him. with great 
6 9 . joy, all crying outthat he was the Author of their welfare,and Benefactor, and winW 

ThT^,, nim all profperity and felicity. The Gates of the City were narrow, fo that the Armv 
SwirfT could not quickly enter in: wherefore Vefpafian commanded apart of the Wall on the 
acciomatioM . Southlidc to be pull'd down, and fo entred; forbidding to fpoil the Citizens,or ruine the 
Walls, for Agrippas fake, who promifed that from thenceforth the Citizens mould be 
quiet : And indeed this King fpared no pains to repair the mifchiefs which Divifion 
had caul a amongft them. 

CHAP. XVII. 1 
How Taricheanw befieged. 

rcfrf.m be- "XTEjpalian departed from Tiberias, and encamped near Tarichea, and fortifi'd his 
r^f T .m. \ camp: forefecing that the Siege of this place would coft much time : for all Re- 
bels that had defired War were got thither, trufting both to the ftrength of the City 
andtheLakeadjOyningtoit,calledG?«f/irf^. For this City was built like Tiberias 
upon a Mountain : and fofeph had inclofed it with a Wall where it was not compafled 
by the Lake. But the Wall, though ftrong, yet was not fo ftrong as that of Tiberias : v 
for Jofepb built that in the beginning of the Revolt, having men and money at will • 
but that of Tarichea was built only by the remainder of his liberality. The Taricheans 
had great ftore of Ships in the Lake adjoyning, to the end that if they were over- 
come by Land, they might flie by Water : to which end they bad prepared their 
Ships for Battel by Water, if need flwuld be. Whilft the Romans entrenched them- 
fclves, fefus and his followers not difmayed either with the multitude or Military Di- 
fcipline of his Enemies, iflued out of the City, and flew the Workmen, and deftroyed 
J:^" 1 '^ part of the Work ; till perceiving the Romans aflembled together againft him, he fled 
uXb Shv". again to his Company without any lofs or harm received. But the Romans purfued them 

fo faff, that they forced them to take their Ships : and fo being gone fo far from the h 
ihorc, as that yet they might eafily reach them with the fhot oi an Arrow, they caft 
Anchor and difpofed their Ships in Warlike manner, and fought againft the Romans 
who were on Shore. Vefpafian underftanding at the fame time that a great multitude of 

; them 
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oi good courage, before any more aid came, (though fome of them were afraid of the 
t.u» Oration Jews)he got upon a high place where all might hear him,and faid,0 yeRomans,lwillfirfi 
SouWicT ' futjP* in mind who you are, and of what Nation, that fo confidering what yourselves arc, 

you may a/fo conjider who they are^ with whom we are to fight. As for you, was there ever any M 
to be l-LX Ene m J in an y t art °f the WorU that cmU e f ca P e eHr hands ■ An * ** f» he $ews though they 
endure and manfully bear out their giifery, yet thy ' look upon themselves as vanquifbt. If 
therefore they confUntly endure mifiry, and fight valiantly being in adverftty ; what fbould we 
do who are in profperity ?1 rejoycetujee you fhew 'good Countenance ; yet I fear left fogreat a 
multitude of our Enemies maydifcourage fome of you. Let .every one therefore once again 
confder,who himfelf island with, whom he is tofight:and that although the |ews be bold and 
valiant enough,yet they obferve no, war like order, and are uparmed,andfo are rather to be 
termed a multitude than an Army. I need notfpeak of your knowledg and skill in War • fine e 
for this only caufewe are trained- tpJMHarfiie difcipline in time of Peace, to the end thai 
our couraxe fbould anfwer the number of our enemies when we are to joyn Battel. ; fir what N 
fruit frail wefbew of this our perpetual warlike orAer and difcipline, if we tare only fight with 
a rude multitude that arc no more in mmber th^mrfelves i. conjider that you being armed 
are to fight with men u»armed,and being Borfemon are to fight with Foot men,and being guid- 
ed by good Officers, with tbofi who have no lieador Ruler : All. which things fupply in us the 
want -of more men; and the contrary in our Enemies doth much deminifh their numbtr. ViSo- 
ry doth not depend on the mv.lt i*. de of ms», be they, never fo warlike . but in a few, if they 
\ be valiant: fir as they arc few, foa.e they eafl y kept in order^nd may eafily come to help one 

another, not b:tngpeftcred; w»-sre*/ treat multitudes do more 'hinder one another than do good, 
!■.<• ; ^ and oftentimes do themfelves more uarm than their Enemies.. The Jews indeed are led with 
;.' u4 ; it L Wper at ion,Ragc and Fury,which when good fo t tu»e feconds them are of fome force, but the 0 
* • ^ ■ l.'4 di fortune quickly cxtinguifbes that order '. But we are led by Vertue, and Obedience, 
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A and fortitude, which are of force in profperity, and alfo are good in adverfity. Moreover 

have greater reafon to fight than the Jews have : for they fight only for their Country and I'titf 
Liberty but we fight for Renown andEtytre; that fince we Fave already gained the Empire * 
ofthe whole World, it might not bethought that our Enemies the Jens Are Adverfaries a r T?° f 
able to mated, m. Confider moreover, that ye neednot fear any great danger,for we have ma- vJ^r 
ny to help us, and that hard by : let us therefore atchieve the Vic-lory before any more fuccour 
tometous ijofbtllour honour and our Victory be greater. Now there mil be a trial made of 
mejwiE ather. and vou r whether ha A»r*~rr,»t *L. A. ^ i .> r J- 
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me,my Father, and you ; .whether he deferves the reputation he enjoys -.whether It 
to be his Sort and whether f may efteem my felf happy in commanding you". For he is wonttobe 
vic?orious,andJball I return to himbeim conquered? and are you not afhamdtobe difmxytd 
B feeing that 1 your Captain offer my felf, and will undergo thegreateft perils > my felf will beaV * becomch 
the brunt of the hnemies>andfirft encounter with them.artd let none of you depart from me • *T U 'T- '° 
perfwade yourjelves that Qod will affifl me in this fight, and boldly prefume that we can do 
much more being in the midft of our Enemies, then if we fhould only fight with them at diftance 
Titus having thus fpoken, as it were by Gods providence,ali his Souldiers took heart 
ind courage, Jo that now they were forry to fee Trajan come with 400 Horfmen more 
before the fight began,as though their Viftory would be iefs renowncd,becaufc he came 
to help them. V efpafian alfot . fent Anionics and Sib with 2000 Archcrs,to take the Moun- 
tain that , was juftoppofite to the Town, and to beat them that defended the City off 
from the Walls ; and they did as they were commanded. Then Titus with all force pof- 

C able chargdwith his Horfe upon the Enemies : and all followed him with an huee crv ""' 
fpreading themfelves in fuch order that they occupied as much ground as the Jews and 
fo appeared more than indeed they -were. The Jews,tfiough terrified by their fiercenefs, 
yet ftood die hrft affault.but in the end difmaied,and put out of order with their Lan- 
ces,and trampled on by theHorfmen, every one fled as faft as he c^jjld into theCity ..Thc The W s ^ 
Romans killed fome as they fled, others as they overtook them, many fbr hafte tum- intothe City> 
blmg one upon another h and they prevented all that fled to the Walls and drove them Abi.tcrdif 
back again into the field,fo. that of this great multitude a very few were fav'd who and 
into the City. Now at their return into the City, there fell a great dilTcntion : for the ° n " 
Inhabitants confidering their own Eftate, and the event pf all fermer Wars, and efpe- 

D cially of this laft fight, mifliked the War, and defired peace: b,ut the ftrangersthat 
had fled from other places thither, and were in great number, would needs continue it •' 
and fo one part began a conteft againft the other, which proceeded fo far that by their 
outcries they feem'd ready to take Arms. Titus being not far from the Wall, heard thefe 
tumults within the City, and cried out to the Romans ; This?; thehour ( fellow Soul-Tit*, oration 
dtcrs)whewn God hath given the $ews into our hands : why do we -defer the time any longer ,0 thc Komm 
why dowe not take the Victory offered* do you not hear the cryes within* they who efcaped our 
hands, are at variance amongst themfelves: the City is ours, if we make hafte^nd take courage. 
Nothing worthy renown can be atchieved without danger. Let us not only prevent our enemies 
concord, which neceflity will foon effecl,but alfo our ownForces before any frefh aid come tous- 

E tbatbefides the Victory, being fo few over fo huge a multitude, we may alfo divide the fpoil of 
the City among us. Nofooner had he thus fpoken, butprefently he mounted upon his 
Horfe,and rode into the Lake, and fo palTed into theCity,and all the Souldiers followed 
him. They that defended the Walls, were fo amazed at his boldncfs, that none made etil imo lh « 
refiftance againft him as he came : but fejus with his followers leaving the quarter which 6Mi ' 
was his to defend, fled into the fields : others flying towards the Lake, fell into 'their 
Enemies hands, who came that way againft them, and fo were flanghter'd as they were 
getting into theirShips;others were flain as they were fwimmingto overtake the Ships 
that were new lanch' d frojfcjhe Shore : and there was a great flaughter of men all over 
the City. For the ftrangeffthat fled not, made fome refiftancc, but the Townfmen did 

F not offer to defend themfelvs ; for they abftained from fight, hoping for pardon, be- 
caufe they had not approved the War : At laft Titus having flain the fa<aious,took com- 
panion upon the Citizens and faved their lives, and caufed the Slaughter to ceafe. r,tu, certifier* 
They who efcaped to the Lake, feeing thc City taken,remov das far as they could from j? Fat }T of 
their Enemies. Titus fent Horfemen to let his Father underftand what he had done. ^ vLCjr. 
Vefpafian was very glad of his Sons glorious fucccfs,whcrcby a great part of the War 
was ended. He commanded the City to,' be Guarded round about, to'the intent that 
none might fcape away alive. And the next day he came down to the Lake, and com- 
manded Ships to be built to purfue thofe that had efcaped by it: and having many 
workmen,and great ftore of matter to build them withal, his command foon effected.

^^~ f the Description of the Lake of Genezareth, and the Fountain of Jordan. 

/"T"» H E Lake of Genezareth takcth its name from the Country adjoyning to it ; the 
J. breadth thereof is fourty furlongs, the length a hundred. The Water of this 
Lake is fweec and good to drink, and more fubtil than ordinarily the Waters of other 
places arc ; and it is very clear near the (hoar, and more cool to drink, than either that 
of the River or Fountain ; yea it is always more cold than one would judge fuch a Lake B 
to be of that largenefs : tor the Water being fet in the Sun, doth not loie its coldnefs, 
when the Inhabitants expofc it to the Sun in Summer to allay the natural coldnefs 
The Fountain thereof. There arc in it many forts of Fifties, nothing like the Fifties of other places, 
01 3°"""- either in (hape or tafte. The River Jordan paffeth through the midftof it. It is 
thought that P avium is the head and Fountain of it, but in truth it hath its Original 
from Phiala> from whence it paffeth under ground a hundred and thirty Furlongsfrom 
Cdfarea, towards that way which leads unto trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phiala, by reafon of its roundnefs, for it is as round as a Wheel, and the 
Water ftill keepeth within the brink otPhiala, never encreaiing nor dim miming. No 
man knew that this was the head of Jordan, till Philip the Tetrarch of traconitis found C 
it to be fo ; for he calling ftraws into Phiala, found them afterward carried to Panium> 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Jordan. Panimn, though 
it be naturally beautified, yet by Agrippas coft and charges it was much more adorned. 
TheDefcrip- Jordan beginneth with'adeepRiveroutofthisDen, and paffeth along the Mariftipla- 
x *T r t°th C '""~ ces > and d ' rt y ^ a k e ol' Semecbonitis, and from thence 1 20 Furlongs to the City Julias, 
Thl fertility and in the way divideth the Lake Genezareth, and palling a great way further into the 
ofo<»«^r ah wildernefs, at laft it falleth into the Lake called Afphaltites. Upon the Lake Geneza- 
reth there bordereth a Country of the fame Name, naturally beautiful and admirable; 
for there is no kind of Plane which will not grow there, and the Inhabitants havere- 
plenifhed it with Plants and Trees of all forts, and the temperature of the Air well a- D 
greeth with all fort of Fruit-Trees : for there are an infinite Company of Nut-trees, 
which of all Trees efpecially require a cold foil : there are alfo abundance of Palms, 
which delire great heat : likewife great ftoie of Figs and Olives, which require a tempe- 
rate Air : fo that one may juftly fay, that through the bounty of Nature, fo differ- 
ent andoppofite qualities are here together united ; and at one time, as it were, all dif- 
ference of feafons of the year conjoyn for good purpofe. And it doth not only nourifli 
thefe Fruits, but alfo conferveth for ten whole Moneths Figs, Grapes, and all other 
The length Fruits all the year long. Befides the temperature of the Air, it is alfo watered by a 
and breadth of plentiful Fountain called Capernaum : Many think it to be an Arm of Nilm, becaufe 
^ne^ub. i t hath Fifties like the Corbe bred only in a Lake near Alexandria. The length of this E 
Country along the Lake bearing the fame Name, is thirty Furlongs, and the breadth 
twenty. 



CHAP. XIX. 

A Sea-Fight ; in which Vefpafian defeats in the Lake of ^pezareth allthofe that had 
faved themfelves at TaricheaT^

ASo-Tieht "T T RJpafian having built his Ships, and furniftied them with as many men as he 
Si. V bought fufficient againft thofe whom he was to purfue, he embarqued upon the 
Lake, and himfelf alfo went againft them. The taricheans could not poflibly make 
any efcapc by Land, although they would ; and they were not able to fight hand to 
hand with the Romans, for their fmali Pyrate Boats could not withftand their Enemies 
great Veflels and befides they were not fufficiently manned, fo that they feared 
to encounter the Romans,. who prefled altogether upon them: yet notwithftanding 
fomccime they came about the Roman Ships, and caft Stones at the Romans afar off, 
and fometimes alfo they came near, and skirrniihed with them : yet they themfelves 
always had more harm than the Romans ;for their Stones which they caft did only rattle G 
againft the Romans Armour, but hurt them not, and they were killed by the Romans 

Arrows : 
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H Arrows : and if at any time they were lo bold as to come near the Romans, they were > 
flam before they could do them any harm, orelfefunk with their Boats And as ma- 
ny asattemptedto affiiuh the Romans, were flain with their Javelins and Sword? the 
Romans leaping mto their Boats ; and many were taken with their Boats the 7ft*"* 
Ships meeting one another. They thatwerc in thewater and liftup their heads to f w ££ for^ 
were kill d with Arrows, or over-taken with Roman Boats : and fif in deration V v&fc the 
came fwitnmmg towards their Enemies their Hands or Heads were prefently cut off 
Thus fome perifhedonc way, fome another, till at laft they fled, and arrived upon the SS£K! 
ftioar, where their Sh.ps were compared round about. So the Romans kill'd many upon l h ^t 1*

I with blood, and full of dead Bod.es, for not one efcaped alive. A few dayes after, thefe 

annoyed with it : and this fpeftacle was fo hideous that it caufed horror not only in ***** a ' 
the Jews, but even in the Romans themfelves, who had been the caufe of it.

Shores were all full of Boats that had fuffered Ship-wrack, and dead Bodies fwollen in 
the water : And this was the end of that War by water. The number of them rh£

The viaorv A Ft<?1 t,llat * ariche * t ^ sa ^i a 11 thofe Cities that from the time that 

ot !he Romans /m 'J*tdp3f* was furprized till this inftant had revolted from the Ro- 
aeaind the / ^ mans, did.now again unite themfelves untothem : fo that cheRo- ** 
Jcws j m maris had now gotten into their hands all Caftles and Towns of Gait- 

I ^k toi Gifctds only excepted, and Itaburium^ a Mountain fo called. 

With thefe two rebelled Gamala, a Town over againft farichea, and 
fcituatc upon the Lakfcj belonging to the Kingdom of Agrippa ; and alio Sagane, and 
StleniU ; which two laft belong'd to Gaulanftis, Sagane to the higher part, called Gau- 
J'fakt 9 /< **'*> ^ G **»*l* to the lower ; SelOcU unto the Lake Semechonitis, which is thirty fur- 
•Ae Fountain JeHgs in breadth, and threefcore large, whofe Marfhes reach even to Daphne, which 
ThffdSation etmnt * v is ver y pJeafant of itfelf, and famous for that it entertaineth theftreamcal- 
of G*m*u. led littie^r^«;'aHdatthefoot bfthe Golden Mountain, drives it into the great Jor- 
dan. Agrippa in the beginning of the Revolt had made a Treaty with Sagane and Seltm? M 
oi* '■ : buE Gamala, trufting to its fcituation, would not enter into the Treaty. It is far 
ftrongcr than Jotapata. It (lands on a hill which rifeth up in the midft of an exceeding 
high Mountain, fo that it reprefenteth the figure of a Camel, which the Hebrews 
call Darnel, and thereof it took the name, which the Inhabitants have corrupted into Da- 
mal. Before it, and on either fide are deep Vallies, into which a man can hardly de- 
fcend 5 only it may be aflaulted on that fide where it joyneth to the Mountain, which 
alfo the Inhabitants have made inaccelfible, by cutting there a deep Ditch. In that 
T ^/?in f ? lace ^ ity was very weI ^ inna bited on the defcent of the Hill, and towards the 

cxpugnablc; 

South part it flood on fo fteep a Hill, that it feemed as if it would have fallen every hour, • 
and fliong. and there another Hill ferved the Inhabitants inflead of a Caftle, being unwalled : for ™ 
it was exceeding high, and reached down to the bottom of the Valley. In the Town 
within the Walls thereof there was alfo a Fountain. Although this City were of its 
own nature invincible, yet Jofepb compaffing it with a Wall, and with Ditches and 
Mines made it ftrongcr. Wherefore the Inhabitants of this place put far more confi- 
dence in their Walls, than they of Jotapata did ; yet they were fewer in number, and 
not fo Warlike people ; but on account of the fcituation of the City, they efteemed 
themfelves above their Encmiesrfor the City was full of men that fled thither by reafon 
of the ftrength of the place : fo that for feven Months they refilled the forces that were 
w -tZl*' fcnt by A & ri M A to bdlt 'g e thcm - Veftafian having decamped from Ammaits, pitched his 
«.?/ . "'" Tents before Tiberias, and fo went to Gamala, ( Ammaas fignifies Hot-Water, for there 
is a Fountain of Hot-Water there, which curcth many Difeafcs. ) The City wasfo 

fcituatc 
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A fcituatc, that he could not befiege it round about t wHefefore he placed men to keep ^^^f^ 
watch in fuch places as were payable/' and poffefTed the higheft Mountain; where his Jiorid^u 
Souldiers pitching their Tents^ entrenched themfelves. On the Eaft part of the City £?' 
in themoft eminent place there was a CaftlCj where the fifteenth and fifth Legions lay ° 
againft the Town,and the tenth Legion filled up the Ditches and Vallies. King Agrip- *->"V^-* 
pi went to the Walls, and fpake to thofe that defended them, willing them to yield to onewhii a 
the R omans ; but one of them with a Sling (truck him on the right Arm, and hurt him ; fling wound- 
which much troubled his familiar Fr ends. And the Romans for anger that the King c *-*"«^ i 
nfras hurt, and for fear of fuch mifchances to themfelves, now became earneft to affault 
theTown, perfwading themfelves that they would ufe ftrangers and their Enemies hard- 

B ly if it lay in their power, fee : ngthey had fo ill entreated a Prince of rheir own Nati- 
on, for perfwading them to what was profitable for them. 

The Romans having quickly intrenched themfelves by reafon of the multitude that 
laboured in bufinefs, who were accuftomed to fuch work, began to place their Engines 
againft the Town-Walls. Chares zn& Jofeph who were two of the moft potent men in 
the Town, animated and armed their Citizens, and led them to the Walls to defend 
them ; but they had not much courage to the bufinefs. And although they well per- 
ceived that the City could not long hold out, feeing they wanted Water, and many 
other things neceffary to ftand a Siege ; yet notwithstanding they exhorted the Towns- 
men to be valiant, where a while they rtfifted, notwkhftanding the fhot : but at laft, T j, eRomanS 

C they were therewith fo terrified, that leaving the Walls, they fled into the City. Then befceec^*; 
the Romans battered the Walls with Rams iruhreefeveral places, and where the Wall £»«a«fl««k 
fell, there they iffued in with Trumpets and a great fhout, and fought with the Towns- 
men, who in the firft conflict fo valiantly refilled them, that they permitted them not 
to enter further into the Town. But at laft being overcome both in ftrength and num- 
ber, they all fled into the higheft part of the City, and from thence they turned again 
upon the Romans, who punued them, and drave them 'down into the Vallies, and killed 
many 5 and divers in that ftrait paffage were trodden to death by their fellows. Where- 
upon, feeing that they neither could flie, noriefifttheui Enemie^afaove their heads, they 
fled into the houfcs> which adjoyned urioo the Plain, anifo filled them, that being 
D over-charged, they fell down upon other houfes beneath them, and beat them dowd 

alio, and they likewife others fcrtuated beneariithenii Ma*y of the Romans this way Jfuow^wku 
perUhed; for being amazed^ and n6t knowmg what wd^ they gat into their honifes.^wincs of 
notwiriiftandingthey faw them fhake and totter si afid many foeking to efeape, we»e thc J cvv shDuf< ^ 
maimed by fome part of the Ruines that fHI upon their Bodies, 'and many were choak- 
ed in the duft. The Citizens of Gamdl* rejoyced thereat thinking that this aid was jfjp ^ maB * 
fent from God : and not regarding theit private loffes, they ceafed not to force the railed. 
Romans into their houfes ; and if any were m the nartow ftreets, them they flew with 
Darts from the high places. The ruines afforded them Stones enough, and .their llain 
Enemies Swords and Armour, which they took from them, being half dead, and ufed 

p againft themfelves : many died, who caft themfelves headlong from off the houfes being 
ready to fall, and thofe that fought to flie could not eafily efoape ; for being ignorant 
of the wayes, and there being fuch a duft that one cotold not fee another, they kmdone 
another : till with much ado.finding paffage, they got out of the City . 

Vefpafian, who was always in ehe midft of thefe encounters, was greatly moved to fee ^^Tand 
the Buildings fall fo upon his Souldiers, and forgetting his own fafety, he retired himfelf warlike vatout, 
withonly afewtothe higher ^^part of the Qty, where he was left in great dangerjhaving 
very few about him ( foe Titus his Son was not there, being before this time fent tl JW|- 
iianus in Syria ) and now he cbulcr no^ foe ffifclyy nor yet : had it been for his honour, 
if he could. Wherefore remembring,a|ll ftis great Actions from his Child-hood, and his ffi"{'l£ s th . 

p owrt Virtue, he encouraged iiis men, and with t^era-jpyned Arm?, and covered thcn> jcws."*" 
felves with their Shields, and* fo as it were aftifted. withj fome divine: A|d,,defended them- 
felves from all Darts, Arrows, and Stones, ; winch were caft from above upon tltem -, and 
fo they remained there, not terrifiecl either with the nurpi?er,or might of theit Enemies, 
tilj at laft, wpndring at his Valour and Courage, they abated their fury. And now 
perceiving his Enemies to affauk him but faintly, he retired back, rill fuch time as lie 
got without the City Walls. 

Many Romans perifhed in this Fight, and among the reft a Centurion, who 

not only in tb^singht fhew'd himfelf Valiant, but alfo in .many battles before, and had 
done the Jews much harm. Alfo in that fight a certain Captain named Gallw, accom- cv./ «, w ith 

q panied with ten Syrian Souldiers, hid himfelf in a houfc , and ar f upper- time he , ™ 1 ^j'^ 1 '" 
heard the people of that houfc talk, what the Citizens of Gamala were purpofed to do >< tu. n iiouf*.

venth day of October. Upofr which day, three Souldiers of the fifteenth Legion, to- wi.h a great 
wards the break of day, undermined the higheft Tower in their quarter, and entred in- no,,e - 
toiN ahofethat keptit,neithet perceiving them wheri they came in, nor when they 
went out ( fbr it was in the night-time. ) Thefe Souldiers being wary left any noife 
mould be made, removed Gvt of the greateft ftones of the Foundation, and Patently 
leapt away and incontinently the Tower fell with a hideous noife, aftd with the tall 
killed^thofe that kept it; whereupon many that kept watch in thoft quartered 
through fear ; and they whb fought to efcape the Romans, were killed ; amongft whom 
n 7^*?wasftcuoken with a Dirt from a part of the Wall that was fallen down, and 
there dyed. They who were within the City were terrified with the noife hereof, and 
raa up and down as though all the Enemies wertj-already entred into it. AndChares

Then tittts animated by refentment of the misfortUhe of the Romans in hts abfence, hun a re d Hoi ft 
accompanied with 100 Horfemen, and feme chofen Foot-men, entred the City, no 
manrefifting him r the Watch-men then firft perceiving it, cryed,r<» Arms. Thole with- tteth QmuW 
in the City fearing that fitus was entred, feme took their Children, feme their Wives, 
t» and fled into the Caftle with pitiful Cries and weeping : others met titus, and were 
all put to the Sword and they that could not get into the Caftle, not knowing wnap 
to do, fell among the Roman Guards. Then the skies were filled with the cries or 
men dying, and the lower places of the City flowed with blood, feffsfm led n»s _ 
whole Arrny agamft thofe that fled into the Caftle, which was of a great height, and g££££J 
fcarcelv accemble, (landing in a ftony place full of Ditches and deep .Dens; and com- ^ 
paffed with fteep Rocks. The Jews drove down the Romans that offered to come up -^d to b, 
to them, partly with Darts, partly with Stones, which they cowled down upon them ; 
and thev were fo high, that the Romans Arrowscould n6t reach them, But at laft, as 
it were by Gods providence, who would have it fo, a Whirlwind arofe which ca rried The jjonaw 
n the Roman Arrows amongft them in the Caftle, and the Jews Arrows from the Ro- G od S p.o- 
mans - and the Wind was fo violent, that it was not poflible for them to ftand lipon vidence.

* JerttfaUm. But $ohn fearing either Death or Slavery, and, careful for his own fafety, jJfJm. * 
carried them twenty Furlongs out of the City, where being fo defolate, they began 
srievoufly to lament. For every one thought himfelf as near his Enemies, . as he was 
B far from the City and his friends ; and ftill every ftep they thought their Enemies at 
hand, ready to take them ; and frequently they lookt back, as though their Enemies 
heard thenoife they made as they went, and were coming againft them ; inforauch that 
many crowded forwards in heaps, and were killed in the way with the prefs of them The fear of 
that followed : fo that the Women and Infants perilhed miferably : and if they fi f £?X 
fpake any thing, it was only to entreat their Parents or their Kindred to flay for 
them. 

But tybns exhortation took effect, who cried to them to ftve themfelves, and haften 
to fuch a place where they might be fafe, and revenge themfelves of the Romans, for; 
the'out-rages which they that remained behind were like to endure : and fo the multU 
q tude that fled, every one as he was able, difperfed themfelves. 

litus early in the morning came to the Walls to know whether they accepted of his \ 
Ofier. Then the people fet open the Gates, and with their W ives and Children came 
to meet him, all crying that he was their Benefactor and Deliverer : Alfo they told me Citizen* 
hini that John was fled, and befought him to pardon them, and execute Jufticeupon -of c^-^en. 
thofe Malefactors; that remained in the City, litus, at their requeft, fent certain Horfe-

men to purfue John^ but they could not take him, for before they came, he had gotten 
to Jtrufalem ; yet they flewalmpft two thoufand of them that fled with him, and brought! 
back again 3000 Women and Children, litus was angry that %ob» by deceit had' 
efcapedunpunifhed : yet his anger was fomething appeafed, whjfci he perceived fohus 

D purpofe prevented, in that fp many of his Company were flain, and fo many brought Tf^^Ff 
back Captives. Thus he, peaceably entred the City, commandmg the .SouldierstoS'i^^^ 
break down a little piece of the Wall* as it were to take pofleifion of it, and fo puniiht fcave an Ene- 
the Seditious, rather with Threats than Torments. For he thought that many were K g hfc c 
accufedonly for private hatred, and fo were in danger to fuffer being innocent : and he «i»n with 
thought it better to let the wicked live in fear, than with them to deftroy the guiltlefs : gjjf £ c co £ 
t and that perhaps hereafter they would be^ mpre ^uiet, either for fear of punifliment, ornocent. 
for fliame of falling again into their former offence, for which they were pardoned: 

. whereas if any man fullered undefervedly , he could not afterwards help it. He placed 
there a Garrifon both to reprefs the Seditious, and aJfo to confirm them thatdefired 

£ Peace. And thus was Galilee Conquered after it had a coft the Romans much toil. 



CHAP. V. 

Of thebegnmng of the Veflruction of Jcrufalem. 

AS foon as John was entred into Jerufalem, all the People flocked about him, and 
thofe that came with him, enquiring what new Calamities had befallen their 
p Nation. Some of them being yet out of breath, and hot able to fpeak, thereby difco- 
vered their diftrefs. Yet amidft thefe their miferics Tome boafted that it was not the 
Roman power that forced them to flie, but chat of their own accord they fled thither to 
fight againft the Romans in a fafer place, than that from whence they fled was ; for 
none but unadvifed and raih-headed men would fight for fuch a City as Gifcala , and 
other places that were notable to refill 5 and that it behoved them all to referve their 
Vigour and ftrength to defend their Metropolitan City. They alfo told them how Gif- 
cola was taken by the Romans, and that they departed in good fort away, though fome of 
reported that they fled. = tfhe>Peo$eo£ Jerufalem hearing what thefe men reported, «hpfe that fled 
and how many were Prifoners' to the Romans, fell into a great fear, as though that 5'thc'j^ to 
G which had hapned portended their own zuine.

A alfo devifed many lies to fet thofe that were in Authority at variance one with another; rVA^n' 
thereby uit.wmn hold them occupied, who were able to refift their Entcrptizes, till 
from ihedding the blood of the Citizens, they proceeded to commit impiety againft God "~ 
himfelf,and with profane and impure feet to enter into the Sanctuary . Then the Peo- r £* J ,/CI "' iA 
pie were incited agamft them by the pcrfwafion of Antnm, who was one of the Priefts, O^Wl 
and the moft ancient and wifeft of them all, who perhaps had raved the City, had he 
efcaped the hands of thefe Mifcreants. But they ufed the Temple as a Caftle and de- 
fence for themfelves againft the People, and made the Sanctuary a place* for them to 
exerafe Tyranny in. And that which iricreafed theforrow of the Citizens, was, that 

B ?? thefe Calamities, their Religion was alfo contumelioufry abufed : for thefe 
Thieves, to try of what ftrength and courage the People were, and their own Forces, 
elected by Lota high Prieft oontrary to their Law : which, as we have already faid, 
requireththattheOfficeof high Prieft beby Succeffion. This deed of theirs they co- 
loured with an ancient Cuftom , alledging that in time paft the high Prieft was chofen 
by Lot; but indeed this their fad was a violation of the moft firm Cuftom that was 

3m< ??3? ■ eople ; and was onl y a dcvice t0 g ec ali Government into their hands^by 
eftablifbing Magiftrates at their pleafure. 

Then calling one of the holy Tribes, named EnUchin, they caft Lots, and the Lot Pk 

feU upon one^ whereby their iniquity was difcovered. This man whofe Lot it wasto Co^ry 

c be high Prieft was named Ph*mas, who was the Son of Samuel, a man not only un-^rt 

worthy of that Dignity, but who had been fo Ul broughtup, that he never knew what g 

the high Prieft meant. This Vhanias was born in a Village called Jpthafis Him,' 

againft his wiU they fetcht out of the field, and as it had been in a Stage- Play, they 

graced him with the Sacerdotal habit, and gave him inftrudions how he mould behave 

himfelf, as though fo great impiety had beenbuta fport. The reft of the Priefts, be- 

nolcung a far off the holy Laws thus fcorned, fcarcely contained themfelves from tears, 

and groaned for forrow, that their facred Dignities were fo abufed. The People could 

no longer eiidure this thai* Tyranny, but every one bethought&imfelf how to fupprefs 

thefe Tyrants. And thofe that were moft eiiheft herein, welt Gorton, Xrfepb's Sm Thebtrt c>ti- 

D and Stmetm the Son of G*M*liel; who firft went about the City in^ private, 5nd after- l^J^l " 
wards in a pubUck Affembly exhorted the People tobetevenged Xn thofe TyranS S5 
who took from them their Liberty , andtb addrefs thentfefres to p\irge the holy Tern- 
pie from fuch vile and uftctem Perfons. Likewife the bett difp^d Snong the Priefts 
to wit, Jefa the Son of GamaU^axA Anxmts, the Son of An***;, often in publick Ser- 
mons reprehended and upbraided the People witBiheir floth^ that they made no more 
hafje to deftroy thofe Z<*alous . for fo thofe wretches- termed themfelves, as though they 
had been devout promoters of God's Glory, and not rhiplous rnalefacWs. 
^ The people being all aiTembled together, grieved to fee the holy place fo made a

minds. And feeing I have made mention cf the Romans, I will no t flick to declare to you that 
which now cometh to my mind, to wit, that if we betaken by them ( which God forbid ) yet

What punifbrneft is there that thofe that have thus tyrannized over us 
ttcir n°who y ^fr*"* 'not ? yea, whop punifbmnt can be devifed great enough for their offence 1 I know 
oKuhe* ° thdf aU °f y° u ^efiperfwaded befofc I fpoke, and you were incited againfl them by that 
boff au f d tfe wh ? e h cu have endured at their hands : but yet fome fear their multitude and their courage, M 
tncmy.' ° sndimreover that they are in a higher place than you : yet as all this came by your negligence 
andfuffering, fo by your delaying they will grow ftronger. For their number daily increafes, 
and every wicked per fin flyeth to his like-, and they *re fo much the more emboldened, for 
that as yet no man hath once offered to refill their enterprises', and he fur e that if they 
have time, they .will make ufi of the higher place , and that to your danrmage.

pardon for their mifdeeds. Yet Ananus thought it altogether intolerable that the 
Common- wealth mould be fo over-ruled.

For (laid he) fie 
1 iim that amongft you hopeth. for pardon if you be overcome, doth not remember what 
hath paft,and what he hath done^but let them perfwade themfelves as they pleafe, they 
that have been injured, will not forget and forgive fo foon, as he that injured them is 
forry for his fact. Nay, many times the repentance of malefactors maketh them \ 
more hated than before, and the wrath of men that are injured, is increafedby Autho- • 
rity, and licence to do what they pleafe. And they might be fure that the friends 
and kindred of them that wereflain, would always lay wait to requite the injuries ; 
and that all the people were incenfed againft them for breaking the Laws : fo that al- 
though fomc few would take pity upon them, yet the greater nUmber would prevail. 
With thefe and fuch like fpeeches John terrified #the Zealots ; yetdurft he not open- 
ly tell them what he meant by forreign help, notwithftanding hemeant the Idumeans, 
And that he might more enflame the Thieves, he went to the chiefeft of theni,a»4 
fecretly told them that Ananus was cruelly bent againft them, and breathed out ma- 
ny threatnings againft fome in particular. jj|

How the Idumeans came to Jerufalem, and what they did there.

ff'Vht zcaTots A Mon g ft tne Zealots there Were two principal, Eleazer the Son of Simon, who 
caufeth the /. JTX above all the reft was thought moft fit both to give counfel, and to execute , 
Sfawfor 10 tnat wnicn was confultedTuponr and %acharias the Son of Amphicalus ; who botfc I 
were defcended from 1 the 4 Line of" the foiefts. Thefe two, underftandihg, that he- 
fide the general threatnings, their death was efpecially refolved,and that the faction 
of Ananus, to gethirh into Authority, hpei fent to call the Romans (for this fohnhad. 
fained) deliberated with themfelves ^hat to do, having fo ihort time to provide. 
For they fuppofed that prefently the people would afiault them ; and they bethought 
themfelves that now it was too late to feek forreign help : for they might endure all 
calamity, before they could give notice hereof unto any that would help them. Yet 
The zealot? at laft they determined to call the Idumaans to aid them, and Co they write a Ihort E» 
f^uhc/i- piftletothem, letting them underftand how Ananus, having feduced the people, meant 
m^ns. co betray the Mother-City of their Nation to the Romans ; and that they fighting fo* M 
their liberty, were by him befieged in the Temple ; that the time wherein they expect- 
ed fafety was very fhort;and that if they were not prefently fuccour\l,they were like to 
fall intoAnanus and their enemies hands, and theCity to be brought in fubjc&ion to the 
Romans : they alfo order'd many things to be fpoken by word of mouth to the Rulers 
of Idumea. • For which purpofe were chofen two principal men, eloquent, and apt to 
Tiic nature and perfwade; and that, which was in this cafe required, fwiftof foot. It was certain 
Sllrf 11 " f hat the Idumeans would prefently aid them, -being a bruitilh rude Nation,and prone 
to fedition and alteration, much rejoycing therein, and by flattery eafily entreated 
to War, and would make as much hafte to them, as if they went to fome feftival fo- 
lemnity : fo that there only was requifite two fpeedy meflengers. Which two were ^ 
ready and quick men for fuch an exploit, and were both called by the name of Am- 
nio* . Thefe prefently went to the Governours of Idumea, who reading the Epiftle, 
and hearing that which the raeffengers were to fay to them, like Mad- Men aflembled 
all the people together in great hafte, and proclaimed War : fo the people in aninftant 
gathered themfelves together, and were all armed to fight for the liberty of their 
Mother-City ; and twenty thoufand being aflembled together under the Government 
£d/Vv2 >u ' oi four Ca P Cains > came with all fpeed to Jerufalem : the names of them were John 
^couu'tr and fames, the Sons of Sofa, and Simon the Son of Cat hits, and Fhineas the Son of 
v. Cli'fotb. Ananus andjiis Watch knew not of the going of thofe two Meflengers, nor 
of theWatches in the City, but they undcrftood of the Idumeans coming, andfo ihut 0 
the Gates, and placed watchmen upon the Walls : yet they thought not good to go out

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CHAP. VII. 

Of the Majfacre of the Jews by the Idumeans 

AL L the Idumeans affented with a loud cry to thefe fpceches of Simon. And Jefus 
departed forrowful, feeing that the Idumeans would agree to no reafon, and that 
thereby their City fliould fufFer a double War. For the Idumeans were no lefs difqui- 
eted, who to6k the matter in great difdain that they were not permitted to enter into 
B theCity, and alfo becaufe they thought the Zealots lb ftrong as they had believed, 
and they themfelves were afhamed that they could not help them ; fo that many re- 
pented that they were come thither. Yet would they not for flianie return, nothing be- lbc f-i^'ft 
ingdone by them : andforaihly placing their Tabernacles near the City walls, they 
determined to ftay there. But that night there arofe a mod furious Tempeft • for there tllc 
was a great ftormy Wind,and an exceeding great Rain,mixt with fearful Thunder and AhugcStoim. 
horrible Lightning, and an Earthquake, with ftrange Noifes ; fo that all men thought 
this motion of the Earth would overturn the whole order of Nature, or at leaft portend 
fome great Calamity. The Idumeans and Townfmcn were both of one mind : For 
they thought that God was angry wirh them for bearing Arms againft their Metropolis, 
C and perfwaded themfelves that they could not efcape death if they continued in their 
purpofe. Ananus and his followers perfwaded themfelves that they had now overcome 
them without War, and that God had fought for them againlt the Idumeans. But 
they were falfe Prophets, and what they judged would befall their Enemies, fell upon 
themfelves. In the mean while the Idumeans lay as clofe together as they could, and 
covered their heads with their Shields, by which means the Rain did them not fo much, 
harm. The Zealots were concern 'd for the Idumeans more than for themfelves, and 
devifed which way they might fuccour them. » The boldeft amongft them advifed the 'conthii iT 
reft, by force to fet upon the Guard, and fo to get into the City, and open the Gates to 1,1 <--->k <n «- n tf; e 
the Idumeans that were come to help them : for it was eafie to furprize the Watch, by S'wjkS 
p reafon that many of them were unarmed, and unfit for War ; and the Citizens could i« m "the 
not eafily be alfembled together, feeing every man, becaufe of the Tempeft kept his 
houfe . And though there were danger in the attempt, yet were it better to endure all 
fnifdiiefs that rrlight enfue, than to permit fuch an Army lhamefully to perifh, who 
came at their requeft to help them. But the wifcr fort diffwaded the reft from this, 
feeing both a ftronger Watch placed to keep them in, and the City Walls diligently 
guarded becaufe of the Idumeans : and moreovef they could not think that Ananus was 
car elefs, but went up and down, firft from one Watch, and then to another ; yet this 
night he did not fo, not for flothf ulnefs, but becaufe that the Deftinies had fo decreed The watchmen 
that thereby both he and the Watchmen fhotild periftk For about midnight the ftorm 
g increafing, the Watchmen fell into a deep fleep. " v " ' ' C; * 

Then the Zealots determined to file the Bars and Bolts of the Gates afunder- to effect 
which, they took the Inftruments which were confecrated to the Temple ; and this 
attempt was much furthered by the great Wind and Thunder, which made fuch a noife 
that they could not be heard : So iffliing out of the Temple, they went privily to the 
Walk, and opened that Gate near which the Idumeans lay : and fufpe&ing that Ana- 
nus would make fome refiftance, they firft of all drew their Swords, and then together hMiKm^'f*'' 
Vfiththe Idumeans carri? in : and if at that time they hadaffaultcd the Ciry, they had 0 '" t]c , 7 -^ ! " ts 
without any let or hindrance deftroyed all the People therein fo great was their rage " tLl oy 
at that time. But firft of all they haftened to affift their fellows, whom they left bc- 
p fieged, and requefted the Idumeans not to leave them in danger, for whofe fuccour they 
were come, nor permit them to incur greater damage : for having firft furprifed the 
Watchmen, it would be more eafie for them to alfault the City ; which if they did not, 
but firft fet upon the Citizens, they would prefently aftlmblc together, and oppofe 
themfelves againft them, and not permit them to afcend up into the Temple, 'i he 
Idumezus contented to this ; and fo they paffed thorow the City into the Temple : and ^'k' a-., " 
the Zealots remaining in the Temple impatiently expected their coining • at wliofc ! ou "\ tlK ' 
arrival they took Courage, and joyning with the Jdumcans, came out of the inner U m; :t 
Temple, and fet upon the Watch : and ibme being flain who were fift aflcep, tlie reft 
were awak'd by the cries of others, and fo betook themfelves to iheir Ar:ns m defend 
G themfelves, being yet amazed. And at firft, thinking that they were only tin Zc alo s 
that gave the Alarm, they hoped only by their multitude to fupprefs chciu but feeing 
N n n orhers 
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others without the Temple alfo availing them, they judg'd that the Idumeam weTe~broTT? 
the Wirict, kin in: fo the greater part of them being difmayd laid down their Weapons andcrved 
SwA f V ' ouC: and only a few of them, young men , well armed, and of good courage en 
e*,^7o countred with the Idumeans, and for a good fpace defended their idle fellows . other* 
^ \ ^ went and advenifed the Inhabitants what was done, yet none durft come to help them 
becaufe they no w knew that the Unmeant were got in, but every one lamented the£ 
hard fortune, and the Women made great lamentation when the Watchmen were flato 
The immunity The Zealots alfo anfwered their cries with the like, and the Tempeft and Thun,W 
nndzX made , a ] 1 more dreadful. The Idumeans fpared none, becaufe they were naturally era 
i«,M3 : ,inii cl and fierce to flied blood, and angry that they werefo beaten with the Tempeft thew 
K , ° th ? m nl0ft cruell y- b y whofe mcans the y were ^ out of the City, fparino neither t 
thofe who requefted favour, nor thofe who made rcfiftance, for they flew man? as thev 
wcrcintrcating them to remember that they were of their own blood, and reaueftincr 
them to (pare them for reverence of the Temple. . There was no way to flie nor an? 
hope of cfcape : and being driven up in a narrow room, they hurt thcmfelves more than 
the Enemies did, by crouding and treading one upon another ; for there was no place to 
flic, and their Enemies ccafed not to kill them. Being in this defperate eftate not 
knowing what to do, they caft themfelves headlong into the City, and fo died a more 
referable death tnan thofe that died by the Enemies fword. The next day there was 
found nam eight thoufand and five hundred, and all the outer Temple flowed with 
blood. Yet this MafTacre fufficed not the Uumeans rage; but turning themfelv« K 
agamftthe City, they robbed and fpoiled all Houfes, and kdlM all thc^^SS

For he was ; an 
eloquent Orator and could perfwade admirably : and he had already reduced to ex- M 
trcmity thofe folic Zdots who caufed the War ; and if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain again* the Romans, it had not been fo eafie for the Romans Have 
Conauered them He was feconded by 7,/^, who nest him excelled all the reft.

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CHAP. I. 

Of another Majfacre 5 and of the Return of the Idumeans, and the Cruelty of 
the Zealots. 

S Uch was the end of Ananus and fepts : After whofe death the Idumeans and 
the Zealots maflacred the People, as though they had been a flock of per- 
nitious Beafts, and very few efcaped the Butchery. The Nobility and 
chief fort of men were put in Prifon, in hope that by deferring their death, 
fome of them would become partakers with them ; Yet none was hereby S^aSSSw 
moved, but every one defired to die, rather than impioufly to joyn with «^ ^ 
thefe Wretches againft their own Country : Whereupon they were moft cr»clly whip* lots ' 
ped before they were put to Death, their Bodies being made as it were one fore place 
by Whipping and Stripes : and when they could not endure thefe Tormenrs any Ion- ' 
ger, they were killed. Who fo was taken in the day time, was in the night carried to 
Prifon 5 and thofe that died in Prifon and Torments, they caft their dead Bodies out, 
p that they might have place to imprifon others in thejr room. The People were fo ter- 
rified, that none durft weep openly for his Friend, nor bury the dead Body of his Kinf- 
man yea thofe that were in Prifon durft not openly weep, but ftcretly 5 looking about 
them, left any of their Ehemies mould fee them. For whofoever mourned for any that 
was afrli(5ted, was prefently himfelf ufedin the fame manner,* he had been for whom 
he lamented. Yet fometimes fome in the night fcra ped up a little earth with their hands, 
and therewithal covered the dead body of their Friend ; and fome bolder than the reft 
did the like in the day-time. And in this general Daughter were twelve thoufand young ' ^ ^ * 8 
Noblemen flain in this manner. After which, being fitted for thefe MafTacres, they cu?cd, lty c * c " 
mocked and flouted the Magiftrates, and made no account of their Judgments. So that 
when they determined to put to death Zaphary the Son of Btruch, one of the chief of 
G the City, becaufe he was an Enemy to their wickednefs, and loved the virtuous, and on? 
that was rich, by whpfc death they hoped not only to ijave the fpoil of his goods, but

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t£&J2 a j(bi to .be rid of one who mighc be able to refift their bad purpofes) they called fe^^T, 
Ju><VL- tl l e ^ a . am0n § ft th f f° mm01 ? Pe °P le tog«her, as it were in Judgment, with a pretend 
rUay ./chnfi «* Authority ; and before them they accufed Zacbaxie* that he had betrayed the Com 
J^-^^ mon-wealth to the Romans, and for that intent had fentto Vefpafian : but they neither 
fhewed any evidence or proof thereof, but only affirmed it to befo : and thereW 
would have credit given to their words. „ 
^ con W ,ien Zacbarie perceived that under pretence of being called to Judgement, he was 
-icmnoho unjuftly caft into Prifon ; though he had no hope of Life, yet he fpared not to fpeafc 
Jc*h by the freely [us mind, and began to fcorn the rags and pretence of his Enemies, and purged 
himfclr of the crimes whereof he was accufed; and converting his fpeech asamft his 
Accufers, he laid open all their Iniquities, and much lamented the miferics and trou- t 
bles of the City. 1 

In the mean- while the Zealots gnafhed their teeth, and could fcarcely contain them- 
felves from drawing their Swords, and were defirous that their pretended Accufation 
and Judgment might be ended. He alfo requefted them , who by thefe Mifcreants 
seventyjudges were-, appointed his Judges, to remember Juftice, notwithstanding the danger they 
tuiXfiZl. m, § h i in< =ur by it. The feventy Judges all pronounced that he was to be abfolved 
and freed as guiklefs, and rather chofe to die, than to caufe his death who was Inno- 
cent. 

This Sentence being pronouneed,the Zealots began to (houtand cry with a loud voice; 
ztchsrie fiain tnev a11 wer e angry at the Judges,who did not underft and to what end that counter- K 
die T^m 1" 6 Author,t y was g iveB them - Tllcn tw0 of tne boldeft amongft them fet upon Zacharie 
t and killed him in the midft of the Temple, and infulted over him faying, thottkaft now 
our Sentence And Abfolution, far more certain than the other was : And prefentiy they 
caft him down from the Temple into the Valley below : and then cdhtumelioufly with 
the Hilts of their Swords they beat the Judges out of the Temple yet they did not 
kill them, to the end that being dujerfed thorow the whole City, they might tell the 
People, as Meflengersfrom them, of their miferable condition. 

The Idumeans were now forrowful for their corning, for they mifliked thefe proceed- 
£LSS«. in 8 s : and being affembled together, one of the Zealots fecretly told them all that their 
icrcth «hcir Fadion had done from the beginning ; that it was true the Idumeans had taken Arms, L 

b ecau1e* they were informed tharthe-Metropotiean City was by the Ptfefts betray 'd to 
d«ii, lg tothe the Romans : but they might perceive, there was no proof nor fign of any fuch matter ; 

and that indeed the Zealots who pretended themfelves Defenders of the Liberty 
of the City,, were indeed Enemies, and had cxercifed Tyranny over the Citi- 
zens even- from the beginning. And though they had alfociated themfelves with fuch 
wicked perfons, and made themfelves partakers of fo many Murchers, yet they ought 
now to ceafe from fuch wickednefs, and not affift men fo impious to deftroy their Coun- 
try -and Religion. For though they took it in bad part, that the City Gates were tout 
upon then*, yet now they were fufficiently revenged of thofe that were the caufe there- 
of. That Anamts hinafelf was (lain, and almoftall the People in one night ( whereof M 
many of them ere long would repent) and that they might now themfelves, perceive 
the cruelty of thofe who requefted their aid, to be more than barbarous, had not bluftit ■ 
to commit fuch Villanies openly, in the fight of them who had faved their lives •: and 
that their mifdemeanours and impieties would be imputed to the Idumeans, becaufe 
they neither hindred their mifchievous Pracrices,nor forfook their Society. That there- 
fore it was their part ( feeing it was now evident that the report of Treafon was only 
Calumny, and that no aflault by the Romans was to be feared ; and that the City was 
impregnable, provided there were nodomeftick divifions ) to depart home, and by for- 
faking the Society of the Impious* to acquit themfelves of their Impiety, as being by 
them deceived, and fo againft their Wills made partakers thereof. N 
J'pf^oTot' The l dttmeans were hereby perl waded, and firft of all they freed thofe that were in 
3.r..[Xm" Prifon, in number two thoufandof the Vulgar s and prefentiy leaving the City, they 
went to Simon, (of whom we will fpeak hereafter ) and fo they departed home. 

Their fudden departure was againft the expectation of both parts : for the People 
not knowing tha? the Idmmeans were forry for what they had done, rejoyced as now 
delivered from their Enemies : and the Zealots grew more infolent and proud, as 
though they never had needed help, and now were delivered from thofe, in confiderati- 
on of whom they abftained from fame Villanies. Whereupon they ufed no delay to 
effect all their Villany : for they fpent not much time in taking advice ; but whatfo- 
cveife<?med belt to them, prefentiy without any delay they put it in practice. ButO 
efpecially they murrhercd thofe men that were wife and valiant ; for they envied the 

Nobility 
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A Nobility for their Virtue : they thought it a principal point firft to be effected; not to £jvw_v-* 
leave any one man of account alive. Wherefore they flew amongft the reft Gorton ', a ]u?r£jf 
Noble-man of great Birth and Dignity, who loved' his Country, was very bountiful, i°5 2 - *f'*r . 
and a lover of Liberty ; fothat there was none amongft the Jews like him •, but for '^ L £n^ 
his defire of Liberty, and his other Virtues he was put to death. Neither could Niger 
PeraitaeCape their hands, a man who in War againft the Romans had (hewed himfelf andyig^rd 
valiant : and although he often cried out and (hewed the fears of his Wounds received raitd - 
in defence of his Country -, yet they ceafed not for all this moft (hairiefully to drag him 
thorow the City : and being led out of the City> defpairing of life* he entreated that 
* B he might be buried. But the barbarous People denied his requeft and flew him. At his Pr ?> - 
death he befought God that the Romans might come and revenge it upon therm, and ^ tL cSa '* 
that Plague, Famine and Civil Difcord might light upon their City. tcdificth. 

God heard his Prayers, and fent upon them all which he imprecated and firft of all, 
they were plagued with Civil Wars amongft themfelves. Niger being thus (lain, they 
were freed from the fear they had of him, that he would refift their wickednefi. Many 
of the Common People were by fome forged tale or other put to death. Some were 
flain,becaufe they had formerly bom Arms againft them ; and they who were innocent in 
all points, were put to death for fome occafion devifed in the time of peace : and they 
who did not converfe with them, were murdered as thofe that contemned them ; and they 

c that freely and friendly converfed with them, were (lain as thofe that fought to betray 
them. In (hort, thegreateft offenders and the lead were all punifhed alike , to wit, with 
death : for nomanefcaped, except he were either poor, or of very bafe condition. 



CHAP. II. 

the Civil Difiords amongft the Jews; 

D TN the mean while the Roman Officers had their Eyes open upon what parted in the 

JL City of Jerusalem 5 and feeing the Citizens at great variance among themfelves, !, n „ c 'o«fot to 
they thought this to be for their great advantage. Wherefore they prefled Vefpafian 7<™J :,l ' m - 
their General not to lofe this opportunity, affirming that it was Gods providence (who 
fought fox them ) that the Jews fhould be at Civil Difcord among themfelves ; and 
that therefore he fhould not overflip fo good an occafion, left the Jews ihould quickly 
be friends again one with another, either by the wearinefs of Civil War, or elfe re- 
penting themfelves of that which they had done. To whom Vefpafian anfwered, that 
they were ignorant what was to be done, and defirous rather as it were in a "theater to jbew rtfafisn ex- 
their forces and ftrength, than with him to condder what was profitable and expedient . For hv'tfiTdWI 

E ( faid he ) if we presently ajjault them, our coming will make concord amongft ear Enemies, diflcmioii of 
and fo we /ball bring upon our felves their forces yet firm andjlrong ; but by expecting a little lus Encmics « 
while, we /ball havelefs ado to conquer them, their chief eft forces being deftroy ed by their own 
Civil War. God is more our friend than you are aware of who without our labour and pain 
will deliver the Jews into our hands, and will give us the Victory without endangering our 
Army. Wherefore it is rather our part to be beholders of the tragedy, than to fight againft 
men defirous of death, and troubled with thegreateft evil yofftble, to wit, domeftical Sedition, 
and Civil War. And if any think that the Victory is not glorious, because gotten without fight, 
let him know and fonjider the uncertain events of War : and that it is, better, if it be poffible, 
to get a Viftory without bloodfhed, then therewith to hazard a Defeat. For they who by 
F Counfeland Advice do any worthy Act, deferve no lefs praife than they who by force of Arms 
atchieve a Victory. Moreover, in the mean time that the Enemies deftroy one another, cur 
Souldiers may take reft, and fo be ftronger and better able to fight when need jhall require. Be' 
fides, it feems not that there is much hafle required to get the Victory : for the tfews neither 
prepare Arms nor Engines of War, nor levie any Forces, nor feek for Aid ' } and fo by delay no 
damage can enfue ; but they will Plague one anotheibnJorc by Civil War, than our Army can 
by attacquing their City. And therefore whether we confider Prudence or Glory, we have no- 
thing to do but let them ruine themfelves ; for in cafe we fhould even at this prefent make our 
felves Mafters of that great City ; fo it would be juftly faid, that the Victory was not to be im- 
puted to us, but to their difcord. 

G The Captains all confented,and thought this advice of Vefpafian beft : and prefentiy J] tySz™ 
it appeared how profitable this Counfel was. For every day many Jews fled to him to lous, r. fated 
cfcape the hands of the Zealots 5 though it was dangerous to flie, becaufe all the ways to ' ''ihfi-"*' 
Nnn j were 
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Qfifik. were guarded with Watch-men. And if any man upon any occafion whacfo^T^7~u 
woAd, 4 or- taken upon the way,he was prefently killed,as one who intended to have fled to the Ro 
&",\%W, m *?l ; Yet if anyone fee'dthe Watch-men with money, he cfcaped away fafelv ~. 
70 anc > h e that did not, was counted as a Traitor .• fo that only rich men could efcape and 

t he poor were left to the (laughter. The multitude of the dead bodies that lay oh Laos 
together was innumerable, and through the horror of which fight, many of thofe who 
The z«ior c Ae *<™™ s > rcturned into the City, choofing rather to die there • 

i«.fniM s tor thc ho P c the y had co be bur,e d ln their native foil, made death there feem more to 
hothovcr t hc lerable. But the Zealots became fo cruel,that they neither permitted them who were 
£»g andthe fl a in within, nor them without the City to be buried. But like men that had now de 

termmcd together, with their County- Laws to abolifh the Law of Nature, vea and bv 1 
their impiety to defy God himfclf, let the dead Bodies rot above ground ■ and who 
foever attempted to bury any of them that were flain, whether Friend or Kinfman he 
was prefently put to death, and left unburiedj and to give Sepulchre to another was 
crime enough to deferve it. * 

To be brief, nothing fo much incrcafed their indignation as Mercy : for the wicked 
People were herewith provoked to wrath; their difpleafure and cruelty was extended 
from the living to the dead,and from the dead to the living. And fuch fear fell upon the 
whole City, that thofe that were left alive, deemed them happy, that being dead, were 
at reft, and free from thofe miferies : and they that were in Prifon, in refpeft of thc 
torments they endured, thought themfelves more unhappy than they who lay unburi- K 
ed All humane Juftice was perverted, and they fcorned and mocked at all divine and 
holy things, and proudly derided the Oracles of the Prophets, efteeming them as Fables 
and Jefts. But having now contemned all Laws, eftablilhed by their fore-fathers for 
thepunimmentofViceandincreafingof Virtue, at laft they found that true which 
was fore-told, concerning the Deftru&ion of themfelves and their Country • For there 
was an old Prophefic, that when Sedition reigned amongft them, and their own hands 
had violated the Temple of God and holy things 5 then their City mould be deftroyed 
by War, and their holy Places burned with fire, according to the manner and cuftom 
01 War. 



CHAP. III. 

How Qz&ztl was yielded: and of the Ma^acre there. 

BMt ^ohn who long ago afpired to be Tyrant over all the reft, could not endure 
„...„...._ , that others mould partake in Authority with him; wherefore by little and little 
.nd Ambition he divided himfelf from their union and fellowfhip , after he had drawn to himfelf 
luch as by their impious life were capable of thegreateft crimes, fo that now every m 
one perceived (in that he always neglected what others commanded, and imperiouflv 
commanded what himfelf thought good ) that he affe&ed Principality. Many joyn- 
ed to him for fear, fome for favour (for he had a fmooth tongue, able to perfwadeto 
what he would); many alfo followed him, thinking it better that all the impiety 
before committed were laid to one mans charge in particular, than upon them all. 
Moreover, being a valiant man of his hands, and one able to give politick counfel 
he wanted not folio w.ers, not withftanding that many of the contrary, faction left him 
envying that he, who before was their equal, fhould now be their Mafter aud Command- 
i he n enter *[' ; ea * alfo terrified them from living under the Government of one man ; for they 
pau of .he thought that if he once prevailed, he could not eafily be overcome: and again, if he m 
o^uirfrom wc ^ d 5P° fed ' that he would pickquarrelsagainft them in the end, becaufc that they 
rehired him in the beginmng. So every man determined rather to fuffer all mifery in 
War then to fubmit himfelf, and become a Slave. Thus the parties were divided, 
and $ohn was chief of one Faftion- £0 between them they appointed Guards in every 
place ; and if by chance they combated tcgether, they did little or no hurt to one 
another: but the chief contention was, who ihouldbear moft fway amongft the Peo- 
ple, and who fliould have thegreateft part of the Spoil. Thus the City at one time 
TU-tempciuf wa ? vcxcd ™ ch thrce intolerable mifchiefs and evils, to wit, War, Tyranny, and Se- 
of ti..c, .„,ift- dition : and yet the War feemed a lefs evil than the reft to the Commonalty. Where- 
y^L at fore many leaving their native toil, fled to ftrangers for fuccour, and found among thc O 
Romans fafcty, who with their own Nation lived in continual danger. There was 
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A alfo added a fourth evil,which wrought the ruine of the whole Nation. Not fax fioin. r<_A_>> 
the City there was a Caftle calledM^^jbuilt by the ancient Kings of $erufdem,yciy Z&u'i'* 
ftrong, to lay up their treafure and munition for War, and to retire themfelves there- *f 
unto in time of need, for the fafety of their perfons. This Caftle was taken and V o J " /t/> ^' 
kept by that fort of Thieves that were called Sicarii, by reafon of their final number £>"Y>-> 
durft Rob no more openly . Thefe Thieves feeing the Roman Army,now idle,and the 



people in Jerxfakmut civil War and Sedition among themfelves, -took courage, and 
again fell to their Villanies. And fo on that day , which is the Feaft ©f unleavened. of tI,of <-- dc - 
Bread ( which the Jews keep holy, in memory of their deliverance from the.^- fE Pt R hc cU 
gyptian Captivity ) deceiving the Watchmen, they feized upon a Fort, called Evgad- ^c liMaj. 

B di : and before the Townfmen could arm and unite themfelves together, they wete'"**' 
by thefe perfons driven out of the Town - y who alfo killed them that could not flic, to 
wit, Women and Children, to the number of more than feven hundred $ and fo fack- 
ing the Houfes, and taking the Fruits that were now ripe, they carried all to Maffa- 
dx : and fo they wafted all the Villages and whole Country round about them, many 
wicked perfons daily flocking unto them,and joining with them : and by their example, 
other Thieves that a while had been quiet, now robbed again, and fpoiled in every 
part of Judex. And as in a body, if the principal member thereof be fick, all other 
parts of it are affli&ed -,' fo sferufalem being filled with tumults and difcord, thofe ^ bl, s lltcl ailtl 
that were without the City found licence to rob and fpoil : and all thofe that had Sow y„„>. 

C their Towns deftroyed where they were wont to inhabit, went into the Wildernefs; 
where aflembling and uniting themfelves together, not fo many as an Army, yet 
more than a Company of Thieves, they broke into the Towns and Temples - and, 
as in War it coraeth to pafs, the Country people purpofed toaffault them, by 'whom Afim,lltudc ' 
they had fuffered fuch injury : but they were prevented ; for the Thieves underftand- 
ing their coming, fled with the fpoil they had gotten. And there was no part of 
Jude*, that did not fuffer together with .Jerusalem their Mother-City. Thofe that 
fled to the Romans, certified Vefpafian hereof : for although the feditious perfons 
kept and obferv'd all paflages, and kill'd them that oflfered to fly, yet many fecretly 
ftoleaway from them, and befought r^jww, both to help the dppreffed City, and ti* Fughim 

D to take compaffion upon thc reliques of their Nation : affirming, that many had been SSffifSf" 
butchered fox wifhing well to the Romans; and many being yet alive, were yet in cuy.snd P re' 
great danger. Veffsfian moved to compaffionate their calamities, came with his Ar- fc f 7 h e the rc J 
my neater ferufalem, as though he would have befieged, it ( but indeed his intent was ° ? P *° P ' 
to deliver it from die opprdfion of thefe wicked perfons, who in a manner kept it 
continually befieg'd, ) hoping in the mean time to conquer that part of the Country 
that was yet untoucht, andfo to leave nothing to hinder him when he mould begin 
the (lege. Wherefore coming to GW^theftrongeft of all the Cities beyond the River, 
heentred into it the fourth day of March ', for theChiefeft of the City, unknown to 
the feditious people , had fent Embaifadors to him tp defire peace ; and to fave 

E their goods and lives, they promifed him to yield the Town into his hands: for there 
were many rich men dwelling in Gadara : but their Enemies knew not of their Em- 
baffage, till they Cur Fefpafiam at the City Gates. And fo defpairmg that they were 
able to keep the City, by reafon they had in the Town many Enemies more in num- 
ber and ftronger than themfelves ; and moreover, feeing Vefpafian even now almoft 
at the City : and thinking fhame to flie, and not to be revenged of their Enemies, 
they took Do/efus ( a Noble-man and chief of the City> and alfo the Author of that ti* c.,d aiC n. 
Embaflage ) and killed him ; and for anger beating him after he was dead, they fled ^ " 1,crtaJ a 
out of the City. Now the Romans Army approaching near the City, the people of A\£\ni 
Gadara went forth and received^*//** joyfully, who alio confirmed a League betwixt accbn » at 'on. 

F them and him.and left thera a Company of Horfe and Foot to defend themagainft 
the incurfions of the Fugitives their Enemies : for they themfelves, before the Romans 
requcftcd it, deftroyed the City Walls ? that fp they might mew their defire of Peace ; 
becaufe having deftroyed their Walls, if after they defured to rebel, they could not. ' 

Vefpafian then fent P/acidttf with five hundred Horfemen, and thrce ' thoufand fi^S^* 
Footmen to purfue thole that were fled out of Gadara ; and he with the reft of his l^ki'v c's. " 
Army returned to Cafarea. But the Fugitives perceiving themfelves to be purfucd 
by P/Acidw, before he could overtake them, got into a Town called Betbe/tafrris : 
and finding there many young men, partly for that they were willing, partly by force 
they compelled .them to arm themfelves, andfo ralhly they came againft Pfatidut. 

G Pladdvs and his Army feemed a little to give back, to fhe intent to draw them fur- 
ther from the Wall; and then having compaffed thera abjut ia a fic place, they 

wound' 
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^V^2 mounded I them afar off with Darts and Arrows The Jews feefc-ng to flic. ~weTe~Ji" 
wdU, 40^. prevented by the Horfemen : and they who offered tar fight, were by the Romans 
1^£ Voouam P uttotne Sword, never (hewing any fignof valour. For the Jews aC 
t£>'j'f faulted the Romans, who were all covered with their Shields as with a Wall* and 
i-/"V^Jnot being able to break into their battle, they were (lain by the Romans Darts • 
but their Darts could do the Romans no harm : and fo like fierce and Savage Beads 
they wilfully ran upon their Enemies Swords, and all were either flain, or difperf d by 
pi*ciMu t a - *he Horfemen. For Placid us was careful to intercept their paflage to the Town • and 
«b , / l i bum " to binder tneir recour f € unto it, and fore'd thofe back again that fled towards it, ufiag 
t bri 1 .' t his Darts, and killing thofe that were next him ; till at laft the ftrongeft amonfcft 
them broke awav,and got to the Town Walls.Thofe that were within the City knew I 
not what to do,for they would not fhut the Fugitives of Gadara out of the City be- 
caufe they defircd to let their own Citizens in ; and again they perceived that if 
they let thefe in, the other thereby would work the overthrow of the City, as it 
fell out indeed they did. For the Gates being fet" open for them to come iiij the 
Roman Horfemen almoft broke into the Town with them ■ yet the Gates were Unit 
before they could get in. Then Placid** with all his Souldiers aflaulted the Town 
and after a fore fight which continued till the Evening, at laft he got the Walls, and 
the Town, and flew the weaker fort, for the ftronger fled : fo the Souldiers firft 
facked theHoufes, and then fired the Town. They who efcaped thence, incited 
the whole Country to fly with them, reporting their Calamities with the moft, andg' 
affirming that all the Roman Army was at hand : and fo they put all the Inhabitants 
there in great fear> and having affembled a great multitude, they fled to Jericho 
in which place they put their confidence, for that it was ftrong and populous! 
Placidus having Horfemen, and incouraged with his former Victory, purfuedthem 
to Jordan, and whomfoevcr he overtook he flew, and at the River he fought with all 
the multitude there gathered together ; becaufe that the River being grown deep- 
er by abundance of Rain thathad lately fain, they could not pafsover it. 

Wherefore neceffity forced them to fight, becaufe they could not flic : and placing 
themfelves along the Banks of the River, they there received the Horfemen, and 

ftory over 

'ie warded their Darts. Many for fear fell into the River $ and the Romans flewr 
Fugitives. there 1 3000 ; and the reft not able to refill, caft themfelves into the River ; which 
were an infinite number : alfo the Romans took i»oo men alive, and a great boo- 
ty of Sheep, Afles, Camels, and 6xen. . This Slaughter though it was no greater 
than the former, yet it fecmed to the Tews far greater, . becaufe that many all over 
the Country flying were killed, and Jordan was fo filled with dead Carkaffes, that 
none could pafs over it c and alfo the Lake Afpha/tites, was full of dead bodies, 
iT'h^fh* brou g nt thither out of divers Rivers. Placidus having fo good fuccefs, went to the 
g^for£me s Towns and Villages adjoyned, and took A hilt, Julias, Befemoth, and all the Towns 
againftthc even to the Lake Afpbaltites, and placed in them Garifons of the Jews that had fled 
J eW! - to him : and afterward preparing Ships and furnifhing them with Souldiers, he purfu- M 
cd them that were fled by Water , and overcome them. So all the Country beyond 
Jordan as far as Macharon, was redue'd under the Power of the Romans. 



CHAP. IV 

How cert dim towns were taken 5 the Defcription of Jericho. 

Troubles in A T timc came "F ws of the l*™®** in Gallia 5 and how that Vindex, together N 
rrama. XA-with theNobility of thatCountry had revolted from iVb-^whereof we have made 
mention in another place. This news oaufed Vefpajian to be more earneft to end the 
Wars of the Jews : for even then he forefaw the Civil War that enfued,and the dan- 
ger of the whole Empire : and he thought that if he could before the beginning of 
thofe troubles end the Wars in the Eaft part of the World, that then Italy was not 
m fo much danger. But Winter hindring him, he in the mean time placed Gari- 
fons m all Towns and Villages about the whole Country, and appointed Officers 
in every City, and repaired many places, which he had before deftroyed. And firft 
of all, he with his whole Army that was at Chorea marcht to Antipatris 5 and hav- 
ing fetled the Eftate of that City, after his abode there two dayes, the third dayO 
he departed, fpoiling and burning all the Country : as alfo all the Country about 

Iham- 
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A oSThamnia the Toparchy , and fo went toLydda and J omnia. But feeing that thofe , 
two places fubmitted themfelves unto him,he left there fuch Inhabitants as he thought S53?££ 
good, and went thence to Arnmaus ; and placing himfelf in the way to Jerusalem, •*ft* r '>>*■*<*•■ 
he there entrenched his Camp, and leaving the fifth Legion there; with the reft he '£'°'' fci " /f 
went into the Toparchy of Betkiepu*, firing it and all places thereabout, as alfo the V^V 
Borders of Idmu a : but he referved certain Caftles in fit places and fortified them. 58fl aS?" 
And harogtalten two Towns in the midft of Idmmea, tawit, Begabri, and Caphartophoy 
he flew there above ten thoufand men, and took almoft a thouiand 5 - and driving out 
thereftof the lnhabitants,he lefta^reat part of bis Army there, whomade Incur/ion?, 
and wafted all the High Place's thereabout : with th i reft he returned to jamais ; and 
B from thence by Samaria- and Neapotis, called by the Inhabitants Nabtrtba. The fecond 
day of June, he came to Gtrea 1 and pitching his Tent there, theaiext day he came to. 
Jericho, where one of his Captains, named Traja* 3 met him with the Souldiers he 
brought from beyond Jordan, which place he had conquered. But before the Romans 
came, many fled from Jericho into the high Country over againft Jerusalem ; and many 
that flayed behind were there flain. So he found the City defolare, being fcituate in a ™fr*fr» 
Plain, under a great barren Mountain, which is of a huge length : for it reacheth on the ST to 
North fide, to the Borders of Sythofolis , and on the South to the Borders of 
Sodom and the Lake of Afpbaltites. It is Rocky, and not inhabited, becaufe it beareth 
no fruit. Over againft this, near Jordan, is fituate another Mountain, beginning on the 
q North-fide at Julias, and reaching to Bacra on the" South, which is the Limits of Pe- 
tra, a City of Arabia* In this place is that Mountain which is called the Moun* 
taia of Iron, reaching tothe^Country of th&Moabites. 

The Country between thefe two Mountains is called the Great Field, reaching 
from the Village Gennabara to the Lake o£ Afpbaltites /being in length two hundred The great 
and thirty Furlongs, and in breadth a hundred and twenty.; in the midft it is divided Fidd - 
by the River Jordan. Thefe are alio two Lakes of contrary natures, Afpbaltites? and 
liber ias ; for one of them is Salt and hath no Fifh, but that of Tiberias fweet and 
abounds with Fifh. This Plain in Summer time is burnt with the heat of the Sun, TwoL&* 
and the Air is infected in all places thereabouts, fave only sAtauc Jordan : and this 4*«Ww 
D is the caufe that the Palm^ces that grow ab^ •jriX^?* 
are more fertil than the reft; Near Jeriefodmit is itarg* great Fountain, which 
plentifully watereth the fields tijertabouxs-atA^ the 
ground near the old City : which Jafbua didSSteof GflcwwUf the Hebrews, took 
by War, the firft of all that he took in the Land of Camam. . It is reported that in the 
beginning, the Waters of this Fountain deftroy'd a&Fruits of <the Earth, and alfo 
made Women be delivered before their time, and inreded all places with difeafes, Alaige Foun- 
and the plague ; but afterward by Elijba, the fucceffom oK£/iV, was made fweet and r ^ nlKer ?' ^r, * 
good for conception;, which happened in this manner : That admirable perfon being ' '' 
once courtedWry entertained by the Inhabitants of Jeris&o^id thus, reward them, and 
E all the Country for that their Jdndnefs ; and going unto the Fountain, he caft 
a Pitcher full of Sale into the Water j and lifting iipi&is. hands»«o^Heaveny and 
tempering with Ais Fountakt-Water certain, fweet - Wa^trs, he prayed God to a- 
mendthe ill qualities thereof, and to snake it flow with jnotc fweet Streams : which A mira£ , e 
both might caufe plenty of Fruits, and alio of Criih&efl>&> the^ihabitants : and monghtby b. 
that the Water might have the vertue to make Women Fruitful, £b long as they /; " 
perfifted in piety. Thefe prayers had the Power to alter the Fountain : and from 
that time, this Fountain which before was the caufe of Famine and Sterility, became 
the caufe of Plenty and Fertility. And fo it watereth the ground, that where a lit- 
tle of it cometh, it doth more good than all other waters which lie long upon it : 
F and fo they that water their grounds but a lictk with it, receive much Fruit ; and 
they that water their Grounds with it much, d© nolr wceivr theift 'in tha^t- mea- 
fure * yet it watereth a greater compafs of ground than other Fountains .* and in 
length it runneth through a Bain fevency Furlongs longi an« twefiy^broad. Here FlU i tfuJand 
arcmoft pleafanc and gocdly ^Orchards, and many forts of Palm-trees growing by piwfant Gar- 
brooks fides* which are divers, m the tafte of their Fruits. ; thefatceft whereof being JjXf 0 " 7 '" 
preffed, yield a ^-juioe like Honey, rKKhii^m%iour to otfe Hcncy : yet there is great " 
ftore ol Honey in the Country f and the juice of Balm, which is more precious than 
all other Fruits, whatfoever, Here grow alfo Cyprefs- Trees and Myrabolans : fo 
that one may juftly fay that this pan of the Earth hath fothething Divine, where 
G what Fruit focver is moft dear and precious, is in moft abundance. Alfo in all o- 
ther Fruits it furpafletb all Countries in the World : fotail things multiply and in- 

cteafc 
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Thttfthe creafe fooner tnere - The caufe hereof I judge to be thefe pleafant Waters, and the H 
worn, 4 o^ warm nourishing Air, which gently inviteth all things to fpring up, and then encreaf- 
/mo'K"/ ?cth t ' iem : as « len1oifture ca«fcth a11 things to take firm root, and alfo defendeth 
^. them from drought in Summer time, when the Country is vexed with fuch intollera- 

v -^ v ^ ble heats, that all things are fcorched, fo that nothing then will grow ; yet if they 
Thecaufc why be watered with Water drawn before Sun-rife, by the blowing of a mild and tempe- 
jtw&ri&'n me wina > 11 is rcftelhed, and it receives a contrary nature : In Winter-titne itis 
fruitful. almoft luke-warm and temperate to them that go into it. The Air hereisfo tem- 
TbeAittcm- P erate > that when it fnoweth in other parts oijudea, and is extreme cold, the In- 
pcrateand habitants in this place only wear a linen Garment. Tffis Country is diftantfroml 
Warm. Jerufalerm hundred and fifty Furlongs, and threcfcore from Jordan; and all the 
ground betwixt it and Jerufalem is delart and ftony, and fo likewife between it and 
Jordan and Afpbakites, though it be lower ground than the other. Thus we have 
fufliciently declared the fertility of Jericho. 



CHAP. V. 

The Defeription of the Lake Afphaltites. 

A™ «dm;«bie TT is worth the labour to defcribe the Lake Afphaltites, which isSaltanduncapa- K 
IWc of feeding Fim,yet what ever is caft into it,how weighty foeveritbe^tfwinimeth 

Laic" above the Water : fo that one, thoughhe would on purpofe, cannot fink to the bot- 
tom. Vefpafah coming thither to fee it, took men who could not fwim, and caufd 
their hands to be bound behind them, and caft them into the midft thereof, and all 
of them came*up to the Top of the Water, as if fome Wind had fore'd them from 
the bottom. Moreover, it isadimrable 9 how this Lake thrice in every day changeth 
colour, and ihineth diverfly , according as the beams of the Sun fundry ways fall 
upon it. And in many (laces it.cafteth up pieces of black Bitumemjn greatnefs and 
flupe like a Bull without a head 5 and thefe float above the Water.

After VeffafUn was returned to Cefafe*, and with all his Army purpofed to bo to Je- WJ> * chri fc 
rufattm, news was brought him that Nero was flain, having reigned thirteen years and v>VV; 
eight dayes. Touching whom 1 will not recount how he diOionour'd the Empire, com- SfirfSS 
mitting the whole fway of all the Common-wealth to two moft wicked men,to wit Kim- rt:t 
fhidtus and HgiUinm^ who were of leaft worth amongft all his Freed-men : and how be- 
uig betrayed by thefe two men, he wasforfaken of all his Guards; and fo fled only 
with four trufty Freed-men into the Suburbs, and there killed himfelf : And how that 
B fometime after, they that depofed him were punilhed for that offence : And how the 
Wars ended in GallU 5 and that Galbd being created Emperour, returned to Rome out c ' li *> 
Spam : and how he was accufed of Cowardize by the Souldiers, and by them killed in 
the Market-place, as one of bafe condition : and how Otho was declared Emperour, and <,,(,„ 
led his Souldiers againft ritclUm : alfo ViteUius his troubles and his fight before the 
Capitol : and how Antonius Primus, and Mutunus flew ViteUius, and fo appeafed the 
German Troops and the Civil War. Of all thefe I have forborn to fpeak, becaufe I 
prefumeboth the Greeks and Romans have written thefe things at large ; yec I have 
briefly recapitulated this to continue my Hiftory. 

After Vefyafian heard this news, he deferred the Siege of Jerufdem, expeciingwho^^dc- 
c lhould be created Emperour after Nero. And when he was certified that Ga&a reign- w* 
ed, he determined to do nothing, but lie quiet till fuch time as he mould write to him his SL" 7 " ^ 
mind, whether he would have him proceed in the War againft the Jews. And he fent 
to him his Son Titus, both to falute him, and alfo to know his pleafure concerning the 
Jews. Likewife, King Agrippa, went with Titus for the fame caufe toGalha. But as 
they were paffing by Achaia with long Ships in Winter time, as the Cuftome is, news 
was brought that Gulba. wasflain, having reigned feven Months and feven dayes .- Af- 
ter whom fucceeded Otho, who governed the Empire threcMonths. Agrippa riot dif- 
mayed with this alteration, ftillkept on his, Journey to,Rome, But Titus ( as God 
would have it ) returned from AchaU to Sjtris, and fo to C*f*re* to his Father. They 
n ^. th in fufpence what would enfue, andwhofhouW be Emperour, the Empire c f" I s Hn > 
bemg fo full of trouble : and fo they neglefled the War againft, the, Jews, fearing for SSt S " 
their own Country, and therefore thinking it an unfit tinle to invade Strangers, ; 



CHAP. VII. r ' 

Of Simon of "Gerafa, Author of a new ConftirAcy. 

E T N the mean time a new War broke out at Jerufalem among the $ews , For there 
X^wasoneSwiM/itheSonof Giora born in Gerafa, young in years, and inferiour to 
John in fubtilty, who now already had gotten the dominion over the City ; yet in Vi- sim»n of c<- 
gor and Boldnefs exceeded John. This Simon having been for, this caufe alfo driven out "ft ' cf ° rtcth 
of the Country of Acrabatena, where he was Governour, by the means of^AwnWthe 
high Pneft, came to the Thieves that feized upon Maffada. At his firft coming he was 
fo Tufpe&ed by the Thieves, that they only permitted him, and the Women that came 
with him,to dwell in the lower part of theCaftle, and they themfelves kept the higher 

bers in the 

part : yet afterwards, his manners and behaviour was fuch that they put confidence in T!™ M0M 
him, and he became their Captain always'when they went to fpoil and rob any part of 

p of the Country about Majfada. After which he did all that he could to perfwade them 
to attempt greater matters : for being defirous of rule* after he heard that Anantu was 
dead, he departed into the high Places of the Country, and with the voice as of a Crier 
proclaimed, that all Bond-flaves that would follow him mould have their Liberty, and 
all others mould be richly rewarded ; by which means he gathered together all the wick- 
ed and defperate People in the Country . And having now a confiderable Army, he 
robbed and fpoiled all the Towns and Villages thereabout arid his number daily en- 
crcafing, he alfo prcfumed to come into the plain Countries : fo that now Cities flood 
in awe of him, and many confiderable perfons fearing him for his ftrcngth and profpe- 
rousfuccefs, joyned with him. So that his Army did not only confift of Thieves and 

G Slaves, but many People of the Country came to him, reverencing him as their Prince y 
and King; and they made Excurfions into the Toparchy of Acrahatena, and into the 

greater 
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ryj^jp< greater Uumea. For he had fortified a Town called Nam, wall'd about, which he ufed H 
Jh fmruf tor his Retreat. And in the Valley called Pharan, he made many Caves, and found 
A u 5 ' "f*Z man y alrea< ty ma <*e, and in thefe Caves he kept his Treafure, and the Booties he got * 
If chr'S' alfo all Fruits of the Earth that he robbed and ftoie, there he laid up in ftore as 

t° Ammunition for many Companies. And now no man doubted, but that being thus 
t«4n srman furnifbed with Men and Ammunition he would go to Jerufalem. The Zealots fearing 
nmi the tax- t ^ an( } d e fi r0 us co prevent him who they faw every day encreafed his number, and 
grew more potent againft them ; they armed many of their Company, and went out 
to meet him. Simon was not daunted at this, but boldly encountred them, and gave 
them fo fharp a Battle, that he flew many of them in fight ; and forced the reft to retire 
themfelves into the Town ; yet not having men fufficient, he would not befiege the ; j 
Town ; but firft of all he purpofed to fubdue Uumea ; and fo accompanied with 20006 
armed men, he hafted towards the borders thereof. 

The Princes of Idumes under/landing this, prefently affembled five and twenty thou- 
fand armed men : and leaving at home fufficienc Garifons to defend their Country 
againft the Sicarii, who held the Fortrefs of Majfada, they accompanied with thefe 
Forces, went out and expected Simons coming into the borders of their Country, where 
having met him they jpyned battle, and fought a whole day ; yet it appeared not which 
part got the Victory. Then Simon returned to Nain, and the Uumcans home. Not 
long after Simon with a greater Army than before, aflaulted the borders of their Coun- 
try, and pitching his Tents in a Village called Thecue, he fent one of his Companions, I 
named Bleazar, to them that kept the Caftle Her odium, not far from that place, tofbl- 
licite them to yield it to him. The Garifon there prefentlv received him into the 
Caftle, not knowing the caufe of his coming. But fo foon as he began to perfwade 
them to Treafon, they drew their Swords to kill him : and he not having any place to 
flie to, caft himfelf from off the Caftle Wall into the Valley Underneath, and fo died* 
xjcayr s,- The Idumeans fomething fearing Simons Forces, before they would offer him Battle, 
STrth himfcif thought beft to efpie what number of men be had : to effect which bufinefs, one Jacob 
headlong i«to a Captain among them orrered^himfelf, meaning indeed to betray his Country to Simon. 
23rdfc* S< * departing from Olurus^ where the Iditmean Fdrees were aflembled, he: went to Simon, 
$«m«<=f idM- and promifed him to betray his Country to him, receiving of him an Oatbj that lor re* K 
SjVSnJ' ward of this deed he mould fefe alwayes next indignity to Simon himfelf, and fo he pre* 
Country, fently promifed to help fubdue all IdumeU. , For this caufe he was welcome to Simon, 
and feafted liberally, and had great Promifes if he performed that which he offered ; and 
then returned to the Idumeans - y and fained that Simons Army was far grcaterthan in- 
deed it was. And fo terrifying the Governours of his Country, and the People, he by 
little and little perfwaded them to receive Simon, and without any more fight to yield to 
him the Sovereign Authority over them. 

ffacob ftudying to bring this his purpofe to pafs, privily fent Meflengers to Simon, 
willing him to come with his Forces, and promifing him to diffipate the Idumeans for M 
him, which he alfo did. ,For ^hen Simons. Army drew near, he firft of all got upfln 
his Horfe, and together with his Aflpciates that were partakers of his Tfeafon, fled to 
the Enemy. Then fear fell oh, the idumeans $ and every one without apy more ado Bed

kn ripeiiation -Thus Simon againft his'own expectation entred Idumea without blood -ftied .• and fir ft 
wJh^tttEJZof al l affaulting a little Village called Chevron, he took it, and in it an exceeding great 
/lid. Booty, a great quantity of Corh* and many Fruits ; all which he carried away.: The 
Metro* an aa I nna bitants report that this Chebron is not only more ancient than all Cities of that 
ocnt c itv Land, but alfo than "Memphis in dUgyptt; for they affirm it to have been built two thou- 
*I»'hotft* ** n< * t * lree nun< ^ rei ^ Y ears llnce * ^hey alfo fay* thatthis was the place, where Abrahm N 
wZ! ° u 1 the Father of the Jews dwelt, after, he fbrfopk Mesopotamia } and that his; Pofterity der 
parted from hence to Mvypt* Indeed there are yet feen Monuments in the City, rich- 
ly wrought in fine Marble. - - • 
a Turpentine Six Furlongs from the Town : there is an exceeding great Turpentine Tree* which 
Tre:,ih.nhaih they affirm tohaveendured ever fince theCreatioft of tfhe.Worid, until this day. 
fiTcc th'oc- Simon having obtained this place, from hence invaded all Idumea, and not only rob- 
w-.on of" the bed and fpoiled all the Towns and Cities thereof, but alfo wafted and defttoyedr much of 
Vk'otU. the Country : for befides his Army, there followed bun fourty thoufand men,fo that 
he could not find Victuals for fuch a Multitude. Moreover, befides this Calamity that 
he brought upon Idstmea* he exercifed great Cruelty andOut-rage upon the Country, 
and cauicd great fpoil therein. And as after great ftyarjns of Locufis, the Trees and O 
Woods aredifpoiled, fo wherefoever Simon had been, all the Country was left dtfolare- 
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A And either by fire, or by ruinating places where he came, or clfc by treading upon the ^AJ^ 
Corn-Fields with the feet of his Army, or by deftroying fuch as they found, they left Sftjgf* 
nothing ftandingor growing either in Field or Town : and only by palling thorow fer- 
tile places, he made the fields harder than barren ground ; and left no fign, in places 'J*>* ,J °* 
which he had deftroyed, that ever they had been tilled. v £!>VV^ 

{. H «e« the Zeal ot s were again animated againft him; yet durft they not fight with STSfi* 1 ' 
lum in open held : but placing Ambufhes in the way he was to pafs, they took Si TheZwl °" 
mons Wife, and many of her Servants, and fo came again into the City, reioycing as &" mmr 
though they had taken Simon himfelf. For they perfwaded themfelves, that Simon ' 
would prefently lay down Arms, and come in humble manner to entreat them to re- 

B ftore him his Wife. But Simon was not moved with companion for the lofs of his Wife 
buc with fury : and coming to the Walls of JerufaUm , like a cruel Beaft that had 
been wounded, and could not come to them that hurt him, he killed all he met And 
taking them that went out of the City to gather Herbs and Wood, he caufed them to 
be whipt to death, whether they were young or old : This cruelty feemed only want- 
ing m him, that he did not eat the fldh of the dead Bodies. Alfo he took many and 
cut off their hands, and fo fent them into the City, thereby to terrifie his Enemies, and 
to caufe the People to abandon the Zealots : and he bad them tell the Citizens, that 
except they prefently reftored his Wife to him, he fworeby God who governed all, 
that he would break down their Walls, and ufe all he found in the City after that 

q fafhion, and that he would fpare no age, nor refpect the innocent more than the guilty 

Thefe his threats did not only terrifie the People, but alfothe Zealots, infomuch thatSdSS. 
they lent him his Wire again ; and fohis anger being fomewhat aflwaged, he ceafed a vtfifc. 
while from his Murders. 



CHAP. VIII.

Of Galba, Otho, Vitellius and Vefpafian; 

n 

NOT onlyingP**M, but alfo in /f^attWs time was Civil War : for Galba was sedition 
flain in the midft of Rome ; after whom Otho was creatfed Emperour, aud fought Jfc ™ 
againft Vitellius, who affected the Empire, being chofen Emperour by the German Legi- Pn^. 
ons. The Battel was fought near Bebrias, a TowW in Gallia Crja/pina the firft day, 
Otho got .the Victory againft VaUns and Cerium*, the Generals of ViteUiusUs Army. 
But the day following they overcame Otho : and fo many being flain on both parts, and 
news being brought that Vitellius his Army had gotten the Victory, Otho being at Bnx- 
els flew himfelf, when he had held the Empire three Months and two days. Ottos 
Souldiers turned to Vitellius his Captains, and joyned with them, and fo Vitellius came 
E J? L with bis J Ann y- In the mean time 'r*JPtf*» the fifth day of June departed r^^oncc 
from Cefarea, and went tothofe parts oijudea, which were yet unconquered : and firft morcinv adcs 
of ail he went into the high Country s, and fubdued the two Toparchies of Jcrabatena ?md "' 
and Gofhnitis^ arid after them two Towns called bethel and Ephrem, and placed Ga- 
rifons in them, andfowentto7<r«/i/<r», killing many that he found in the way, and 
taking many Captives. 

One of his Captains, called Cerealis, with a party of Horfe and Foor, wafted all the 
higher Idumea : and in the way as he went, he took Caphetra a Caftle, and burnt it, and 
befieged another called Capbaris, endofed with a ftrong Wall : by reafon of which he mim t, 
deemed he fhould have made long abode there : but contrary to his expectation, the 
F Inhabitants opened the Gates to him, and yielded themfelves, befeechicg him to be 
good to them. When he had overcome them he went to Hebron, an antient City, and ahThe Jai 
fetit on fire ; this Hebron, as I have already faid, was fcituated upon the Mountains, Ctyofefc*™. 
and near Jerufalem : and breaking into it by force, he flew all them that he found 
there, and fired the City. And having fubdued all places, fave only three Caftles, to 
wit, Herodium, Majfada and Macheron, which were kept by the Thieves, now only Je- 
rufalem remained to be Conquered. 
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CHAP. IX. _ A 

Of Simons Ails againft the J^ealets. 

AFtcr Simon had recovered his Wife from the Zealots, he went into Idumea, to 
rob and fpoil that which was left : and chafing the Inhabitans up and down, at 
laft he forced them to Hie to ferufakm, and he himfelf purfued them thither ; and at 
The zealots tllC foot ° f the Walls > hc k ^ led a11 the Peo P le he took* that returned out of the fields 
mi ti,c whoTe fr° m ^eir labour. Thus Simon without the City, was more terrible to the People t 
^y uith ini- than the Romans, and the Zealots within the City crueller than them both, being in- 
* lulty ' couraged and incited thereto by the counfel of the Galileans. For they had put John 
in Authority : and $ohn in reward thereof permitted all things to be done as they re- 
quefted. There was no end of robbing and fpoiling rich mens Houfes, and of flaugh- 
tering both of Men and Women, and to kill Men and Women was. but a Paftime. And 
having with blood bedew'd their prey, and without all fear gotten what they liked, they 
now began to luft after Women : yea they became effeminate and lafcivious, thev curl 
their Hair, and clothed themfelvcs in Womens Apparel, and anointed themfelves' with 
fwect Ointments, that their beauty might be plcafing and alluring ; they now not only 
imitate the Attire of Proftitutes, but alfo their impudency, and became fo fhamelefs, v 
that they thirfted after unnatural pleafures, as though ferufalem were become a Stews, 
and fo profaned the whole City with their execrable impurities. Yet though they ef- 
feminated their Faces, their Hands were prone to blood-fhed ; and though they lived in 
ignominious manner, as People given over to pleafure, yet could they quickly become 
Warriors, and in the habits of Women, drawing their Swords they killed whomfoever 
they met. Whofbever efcaped tfohns hands, Simon the more cruel murthered; and 
Hie way of whofover efcaped the Tyrant within the City, was (lain by the Tyrant without; and 
flight was there was no way to flie to the Romans. 

^ difcord Furthermore, the Arrnyof Jdhn began to be divided, for all the Uumeans feparated 

between the 

themfelves from the other People, and there rofe a mutiny againft the Tyrant, partly L 
z«dots and through envy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelty. And fo affaulting 

him, they flew many of the Zealots, an£ compelled tbereft to fly into the Kings houfe, 
n* fl!d*o( builtby Grapta, F atherof Xzat, King of Adiabena. The Idumeans alfo broke in thither 
t ShdSSL ^P 0 ' and dravctfrem f*° m thence into the Temple, and feized upon $ohns Trea- 

mtdns into 

Hire : For John lived in the Paface>and had carried thither all his Spoils. Then thofe 
the Temple. Zealots that were difperfed in the City, came to thofe that were in the Temple, and 
ffohn purpofed to fend them againft the Townfmen and the Idumeans. But they feared 
not fo much their forces (although they knew them to be the better Warriors,) as they 
did, left now being defperate, 'they ihould ileal out of the Temple in the night, and fo 
flay them, and fire the City. Wherefore aflembling themfelves, they deliberated with M 
the Priefts how to avoid their aflaults : but it pleafed God to turn their own Counfel 
to their definition, and that they mould provide a Remedy of fafety, far worfe than 
Death it felf. For to depofe John, they devifed to introduce Simon, and as it were to 
intreat another to Tyrannize over them. This counfel was thought beft ■ and Matthi- 
as the Prieft was fent to Simon (of whom before they flood in great fear ) torequeft 
him to come into the City. With him alfo came fuch as had fled from Jerufalem for 
fear of the Zealots, intrcating him in like manner, becaufe they defired to return to 
their Wives and Families. So he entred into the City proudly, promifing them to be 
SotTw'ti, their. Deliverer ; and all the People made Acclamations as he entered into the City, 
a srear Arm) . thathe was their Preferver. Simon being now within the City, presently deliberated jsj 
with thofe about him, to eftablifh his Dominion, thinking as well thofe that called him 
into the City, as thofe againft whom he was called, his Enemies, sfeh* and the Zea- 
lots with him finding no way to come out of the Temple,and, having loft all that he had 
in the City ( for Simon and his Followers, at their entrance, took all that belonged to 
him ) began now to defpair of his fafety. And Simon, being aflifted by the Citizens, 
s^offiuirsaftaulted the Temple, and the Zealots placing themfelves upon the Porches, and in 
«fccrXc' Towers of Defence, made refiftance, and hurt many of Simons followers. For the 
zedoukq*. Zealots were upon the higher ground on the right hand, andfo had the advantage 
againft Simon. And although by reafon of the place wherein they were, they prevail- 
ed againft Simon, yet they raifed four high Towers,that from hence they might fhoot O 
Darts and Arrows againft Simons Men. One of thefe Towers they built upon the Eaft

VV: ,of^bis Army according to every ones merit, hewentto Antiocb, and tiiere de^ 
liberate^fvhither to go firft ; and it feemedbeft to him to go to Rome, rather, than to 4:refr<tfi*m\xi 
lexandrix&K he knew Oat Alexandria was quiet & firm.butl^^ was held by Vitellius. tWnks himfelf 
Wherefore he fent Mntianuslnto Italy, with many Ttoops of Foot and Horfe : who^" rato 
fearing togo by Sea, wentthorow Capfadoeia aoAFhrygia ; for it was Winter-time, 
Antoniu* frwms, who was Governour of Mafia, brought from thence the third Legion 
remaining there, and march'd againft Vitellius. Vitellius fent Catinna to meet him with a 
great Army:wh6 departing from ,met vn&sAntonius at Cremona^. Town ofLmbar- 

V dy,Citxatc upon the confines of baly s but beholding the difcipline& order of his Forces, 
he durft noc fight with them : and thinking it very dangerous to flie,defign'd to revolt 9 
and fo calling to him the Centurions and Tribunes of his Army, he perlwaded them to 
go and joyn i»ith Antonias\ after he had extenuated Vitellius bis Power, and extolled 
that of Vefpafian : aflfirming the firft to have only the bare name of the Emperour; and p^ WM h P« r - 
the laft to have alfo alt Vectues meet for an Emperour.

tb/pcopie. not attempt any thing. Titus riding along the high-way that went to the Walls, f aw 
no man -• but turning afide towards the Tower Pfefhims with his Horfemen, an infi- 
nite number prefemly iflued out by the Towers of Women, at a Gate oppofite to 
Helens Tomb ; brake his Guard of Horfemen into two parts, and advanced to hinder I 
ritus in dan- thofe Horfemen that were yet in the high way, from joyning with the reft that had 
g cr. croft the way, by which means they had divided Titus from the reft of his com- 

pany, in fo much as he could proceed no further for the Ditch of the Town-Wall on 
one fide, and for the Garden Pales on the other fide : and there was no way for him 
to return unto his Souldiers, the Enemies being between him and home. Many of 
his Souldiers not knowing their General was in any danger, but fuppofing him amongft 
them ftill, fled away. Titus feeing that he had only his own valour to truft to, turn- 
ed his Horfe againft his Enemies, and with a loud voice exhorted his followers to do 
t.iu4 fightrth the like, and fo he brake violently into the midft of them, hafting to get unto his 
v.iiiamiy with Company. It was evident at that time that God giveth the Victory, and hath aK 
.sEnemKs particu i ar care 0 f Kings, Princes and Emperours. For notwithftanding that an 
infinite number or Darts and Arrows were fhot at Titus, and he had no Armour at 
all ( for as we have already faid, he came to view, not to fight ) yet had he not one 
wound, but all paft him as though purpofely every one had ftriven to raifs him. 
But Titus with his Sword made way, cut down many thatoppofed themfelves againft 
him, and with his Horfe paft over them. The Jews feeing Titus his valour, cried 
hi"E^i"'!o out and « norted one another to fet upon him ; but whitherfoever he turned, jthe 
flight, and re- Jews fled, and would not abide by it ; likewifc thofe Souldiers that were with him, 
lohitCaS) Cty cncompafTed him round. For every mans hope lay in charging through with Titus, 
before they were dofed in and oppreflaL Two of the moft valiant amongft themL 
were flain, the Horfe of the one was killed with bis matter, but the others Horfe was 
taken by the Jews.

, CHAP. III. 

How the fetvs [Allied out upon the Romans as they were ^

THe Legion that was to pafs by Emmaus, being joyned to the left of the Army over 
nighr, Cefar the next morning removed, arid came to Scotos, where he had a 
full view of the City and Temple on the North parti diejmundadjoyrung unto the 
City being very low, and not improperly called Steps, being diftant feven Furlongs 
r;. « c»mp from the City : in that quarter Titus commanded two Legions to encamp themfelves, 
Xrteo-f and the ^ f e 8 i0 , n to Ktiie A«e Furlongs off, to the intent that the Souldiers who 
were wearied with travelling all night, might entrench themfelves without fear or 
danger-, no fooner had they begun their work, but prefently the tenth Legion came, N 
who were to pafs by Jericho - 7 which Veffafia* had already fubdued* and placed a 
Garifon there. This Legion was commanded to encamp fix Furlongs from $eru- 
ftUm, near Mount Olivet, on the Eaft part of the City, and is endofed with a deep 
Valley called Cedron. This great Army fo Suddenly arriving recontaled thediflentjpns 
within the City for fome time : and the three FaOions beholding with admiration 
the Roman Camp, became friends, and all differences were compofed. - They began 
lie seditious to examine and confider what madnefs had caufed them » futfec themfelves to been- 
Sch"' s doCc * ^ th ^f Wal J s ' 10 P^udice, and loft of their lives : and that they 
(hould ftand loll , and be fpe&ators as it were of fiicb dangerous preparations,

Thus being affembled they exhorted^ 
Arms they iflued out of the City, firft upon the tenth Legion, and with * o r eat lntiut '» i O*f <*'* 
fet upon the Romans that were entrenched in the Valley. The Romans bcin " all ? t^-J 
at work in the Trenches, and moft of them having laid down their Weapons f pre- J&SSl 
fumingthe Jews durft not have made any falley by reafon of the variance amon^fi " 
themfelves ywerefomuch furprued, thatgreat part of them immediately fled , 3b 
ofthem flood to their Arms, but were flain before they could get into a pofturc of 
defence.

The Romans, who always 
obferve Military discipline, were that time by their fudden aflaulting, fo troubled 
theyobfervednoorder, andfled : yet whenfoever they turned again upon them that 
followed them, they eafily wounded the Jews, partly becaufe their eagernefs was 
fuch that they did not much feck to defend themfelves, infomuch that they eafilv ftav* Thc J cuS 
ed the Jews from purfuing them. Yet the number of them that purfued them ftill mt^™ R ° ' 
increafing, they were much difordered and at laft forced to forfake the field, and leave thcir Cam f' 
their tents : and the whole Legion had been in great danger, had not Titus upon 
the news thereof fpeed.ly reliev'd them, and upbraiding their cowardlinefs recalled 
C them from flight ; who with them, and the chofen men he brought, encountrins 
the Jews on one fide, flew many of them, wounded divers, put the reft to flight and 
forced them into the Valley . The Jews being now in the lower ground, and having 
endured much at the Romans hands, fince fortune frowned upon them turned a 
gain, and having the Valley between them, they fought with the Romans , And^Kh .

A Tittle after mid-day, Titus guarding the the reft with thofe that he brought to fuc- 
courthem, and placing others to prevent the excurfions of the Jews, commanded 
tne ; reft to entrench themfelves in the top of the Mountain.

againft Simon he ufed Darts to caft frorn the Porches of trie Temple ; and againft Ele- '■ 
aza'r he ufed Engines for fhot. And alwayes, fo often as theyabove his headceafed (as jvf 
S'lhad^wct often they did, beingeither Weaty 6r drunken) he fiercely afTauited Simon and his meti. 
nigh b»mt ail Alfo as.far as h'edwve them intd the Gity^ lb far didKe fife all, and burnt Hotifesfull 
ihcit Com. 0 f Q om anc i other NecclTar its \ ; and that which he left unburned, Simon athis return 
( when pohnvrzs gone into the Temple ) let on fire : as if on purpofe to give the Ro- 
mans an advantage, they had confumed all their Provifions for tJie Siege. 

To be fhort, all was confumed with fire about the Temple, and the City was levelled 
and made plaih gronnd to fight in> and the Coin burnt that might have fufficed for ma- 
a wretched n Y y ears ? by which means they were reduced by a fcamihe of their own making, which 
«bmity in could nothave been brought upon them hadthey notcaufed it therrdelves. Thi* Giti- 
fwfaUm. 2cns ^ TC m every ^ ace a prey t0 tno f e that were Seditious on one fidej and to them ^ 
that befiegedthem on the other and like a great Body torn in piecesbetwen thefe two. 
The old Men and Women aftonifhed with thefe Calamities, prayed: for the good fuc- 
cefs of the Romans, and defired their forreign Enemy rnight deliver them from their 
Civil DifTentibns. • 

This was the occafion of great fear and terrour among them all , and the more, be- 
caufe it was no time now to confult, and no hope left of accommodation, or flight to 
them that defired it. . For all places were kept, and the Rebels within kill'd whoever 
they perceived well-wifhers to the Romans,or did endeavour to fly to them, as common 
Enemies. However thefe wicked perfons agreed in this* to put the juft Men to deattr, 
who beftrdeferved to live. Day and night nothing could be heardbut the noife bfthem O 
that fought one againft another ; yet the 'condition of them that lfved in perpetual

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A tear was far more Jlable, who every day had new caufes and occafions of forrow w^o 
given them ; yet durlTthey not publickly lament, for fear > and fo notdarin'to Fir*'* 
ihew their grief, theyfecredy forrowei : no man obferved any to |em^»- 
that were alive amongft them^ nortook any -careto bury the dead.

Legion that fometime under Cejttus , were overcome, and put to flight by the Jews ™ 
who being vahant enough of themfelves,were impatient to be imploy*J again againft the 
Jews, to revenge themfekes of their former difgrace.tt** commanded?he filhLegion 
to meet him atgerufalem, and to march by Emmaus, and the tenth Legion bv 
Jtruhoi thejefthetook withhimfelf, accompanied with the Kings forces thft came 

D to help him, having been reinforced with considerable Supplys out of Syria, 'titus 
alfo brought forces^with him to fupply the. number that was wanting, which forces 
were fcntbtf efptfanvpdtxmtianus into Itatefa he brought two thoufand feka men 
from the LeHpnsae Jlexandria, and three thoufand followed him from Euphrates, 
together with Menus Alexander his cheifeft friend, and one next him in Authority, 
who before was Governoux of Egypt, and thought a fit rrian to be Governour of the 
j. 75 « r*V?r .i Was . . firft 5 hat entertain ' d theEmperour being new eleftcd, 
and joyn d faithfully with him before he knew what fuccefs he fhould have : he was 
prefentwith h,min all his affairs as his chiefeft Counfellor, and was renowned both 
for his Wndom and Experience.

Titus riding along the high-way that went to the Walls f aw 
no man : but turning afide towards tlie Tower P/*/fo/w within 
nite number pretently iflued out by the Towers of Women, at a Gate oppofite to 
Helens Tomb ; brake his Guard of Horfemen into two parts, and advanced tohinder I 
Tit*, in dan- thofe Horfemen that were yet in the high way, from joyning with the reft chat had 
g cr. croft the way, by which means they had divided Titus from the reft of his com- 

pany, in fo much as he could proceed no further for the Ditch of the Town-Wall on 
one fide, and for the Garden Pales on the other fide : and there was no way for him 
to return unto his Souldiers, the Enemies being between him and home. Many of 
his Souldiers not knowing their General was in any danger, but fuppofing him amongft 
them ftill, fled away. Titus feeing that he had only his own valour to craft to, turn- 
ed his Horfe againft his Enemies, and with a loud voice exhorted his followers to do 
Ti/w fighteWi the like, and fo he brake violently into the midft of them, halting to get unto his 
] M ™ ly " s ith Company. It was evident at that time that God giveth the Victory, and hath aK 
" emas ^ MAa! ^ ai care c f Kings, Princes and Emperours. For notwithftanding that an 
infinite number of Darts and Arrows were foot at Titus, and he had no Armour at 
all ( for as we have already faid, he came to view, not to fight ) yet had he not one 
r wound, but all paft him -, as though purpofely every one had ftriven to mifs him. 
But Titus with his Sword made way, cut down many that oppofed themfelves againft 
him, and with his Horfe paft over them. The Jews feeing Titus his valour, cried 
EeSm 01 * aod exhorted one another to fet upon him -, but whitherfoever he turned, jthe 
flight, re - Jews fled, and would not abide by it : likewife thofe Souldiers that were with him, 
!X encompafled him round. For every mans hope lay m charging mrough with Titus, 
before they were clofed m and opprefied. Two of the moft valiant amongft them L 
were flain, the Horfe of the one was killed with his matter, but the others Horfe was 
taken by the Jews. But thus and the reft came &fe into the Cam* And thus 
the Jews being fuccesful at firft, were rrrightily encouraged, and chat obouragefnent 
being of moment, made them confident* or rather raih, a longtime after.

Hnv the few fullicd out ufon the Romans as they rvere ^ 
-fitchimg their Tents* 

THe Legion that was to pafs by Emmaus, being joyned to the reft of the Army over ' 
night, Cefar the next morning removed, arid came toScepos, where he had a 
full view of the City and Temple on the North parti diej^undadjoyning unto the 
City being very low, and not improperly called Scops, being diftant feven Furlongs 
r.tui Camp from the City : in that quarter Titus commanded two Legions to encamp themfelves, 
rfltea^ and the ^ . Ce 8 i0 , n rc *jf e Furlongs 0$ to the intent that the Souldiers who 
were wearied with travelling all night, might entrench themfelves without fear or 
danger-, no foonerhad they begun their work, but pre&ntly the tenth Legion came, N 
who were to pafs by Jericho * which VtfftfUm had already fubduei and placed a 
Garifon there. This Legion was commanded to encamp fix Furlongs from $eru- 
ftlem, near Mount Olivet, on the Eaft part of the City, and is enclofed with a deep 
Valley called Ceiron. This great Army fq fuddeoly arriving reconciled the fflfo* V»»« 
within the City for fome time : and the 'three Factions behoJktiog wilfe admiration 
the Roman Camp, became friends, andaUdi&rences wete compofed. - They began

Arms they iflued out of the City, firft upon the tenth Legion, and with a «reat lhout 
fet upon the Romans that were entrenched in the Valley. The Romans' beina all 7 t<-^ 
at work in the Trenches, and moft of them having laid down their Weapons ?me- 
fumingthe Jews durftnot have made any falley by reafon of the variance amo£*£ ^ 
themfelves Xwerefomuch furpnzed, thatgreat part of them immediately fled • foie 
of them flood to their Arms, but were flain before they could get into a pofture of

they obferved no order, andfled : yet whenfoever they turned again Spon them thai 
followed to, they eafily wounded the Jews, partly becaufe their eagernefs was 
fuch that they did not much feck to defend themfelves, infomoch that they eafilv ftav. 71,0 J ewS 
edthe Jews from purfuingthem Yet the number of them thatpurfued th/m ftiil ^f,!^ 
increafing, they were much difordered and at laft forced to forfake the field, and leave thcir Cam P- 
their tents : and the whole Legion had been in great danger, had not Titus upon 
the news thereof fpeedily rehev'd them, and upbraiding their cowardlinefs recalled 

C them . from fll § hc ; w !l 0 with them > , and thechofen men he brought, encountring 
the Jews on one fide, flew many of them, wounded divers, put the reft to flight and 
forced them into the Valley. The Jewsbeing now in the lower ground, and having 
endured much at the Romans hands, fince fortune frowned upon them turned a^ 
gain, and having the Valley between them, they fought with the Romans ; And %%*di . 

the fight continued till noon. the Romans. 

A little after mid-day, Titus guarding the the reft with thofe that he brought to fuc- 
cowrthem, and placing others to prevent the excurfions of the Jews, commanded 
the^eft to entrench themfelves in the top of the Mountain. The Jews thought the 
Romans had. fled, and their Sentinel upon the Walls, making a fign to them bv flia- 

D his Garment up and down,a great multitude of them ran violently upan the Ro- 
mans, as though they had been Savage Beafts, fo that none of their enemies were a- 
ble .towithfl^ndthem, but as though they had been ftticken with fomeEngine, fo 
4} of them were diverfly fcattered and forced to fly into the Mountain. But Titus The Ropun, 
cm the fide.of ^the Mountain remained with but few with him-, notwithftanding his ^ffiSSf 
friends, who for their love to their Eraperour ftayed with him, and abode the danger, anddnvento 
didearneftly perfwade him to fly from the jews, who defperatcly charged them, and thc Moun,ain ' 
not to endanger himfelf for them, who ought rather to abide it than he: That he 
mould think upon his quality and condition, who was not a private Souldier, but Ge- 
neral of them all, and Lord of the whole World, and not abide where there was fuch 

El danger. But he pretended he heard .them not, oppofed himfelf againft them that 
aflaulted him, ftriking them upon the faces, killed thofe that made refinance, and pur- 
fued the reft down the Hill, and forced them to retire. The Jews were amazed at his 
Valour, yet did. not flie [into the City, but avoided him both fides, and fled into the^a"^ 
Valley : and he purfuing them hindred their flight. In the mean time thofe that were J™* 
encamping above, feeing their Comrades beneath put to flight,fled likewife, thinking 
thenuelvs riot able to refill the Jews, and imagining that Titus was likewife fled:for had 
th>y thought: he had made head, they never would have forfaken their quarters j 
iwt now in diforder, they knew not wherefore, fome fled one way, and fome another. Fear and 
till; perceiving- the Emperour ingaged, arid fearing what might befal him, they w i t h ,roub,can >°ng 

p ljoud cries fignified it unto, the whole Legion. Whereupon the Romans turning a- ° Ban '' 
lga|n, >and upbraiding one another for deferring their Emperor in fuch danger,they rai- 
{lyed and came with all the violence they couldupon the Jews, and driving them down 
the Mountain, "forced them to retire ; yet the Jews fought in their retreat, and fee- 
ing the Romans too hard, becaufe they were upon the higher ground,they drew down The jew, fight 
into the Valley. Titus aflaulted them that were drawn up againft him, and command- in ? cirr j rcflt ' 
ed xhereftto go and finift their Trences. And he with thofe that were with him to umo^thevlT 
defend the workmen, kept the Jews from molefting them. So, if I may fpeak with- I<T- 
out flattery or envy, Ctfar himfelf did twice preferyc the whole Legionfrora deftrudti- 
pn, andgayQthfSouldiefs opportunity to entcengh themfelves,

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CHAP. IV. ' 

Of the fight within the City upon the feaft of unleavened Bread, 

™<i "kh^h h "T~\^* m % t ^ ie » nt enniflion of theForeign Wars,they fell to their former fedition again, 
thcin'^d which caufed Civil Wars among them. And againft the feaft of Unleavened 

JiSfumf bread 5 which is the fourteenth day of April (for upon this day the Jfcws fay that they 
ture thereof, Were delivered out of the Bondage o£ Egypt ) Eleacer and his Companions opened the 
pmyththc Gates, to the intent that all that would might come in to adore and do their devoti- 1 
mghtTanJ rai- on. But 7 ohn ufcd tnis Feftiral-day as a means to effect his deceit ; and caufed ma- 
fcth a mi s ht y ny 0 f his Company that were unknown, to enter in among the people with Weapons 
fcdit.on. under their Garments, giving them charge when they were entring to pbffefs them- 
felves of the Temple : and fo foon asf they were within^ they caft off their Garments, 
and (lie wed themf elves in Armour. Prefently a great tumult arofe within the Tem- 
ple i for all the people that were not of the Sedition, thought themfelves betray- 
ed : and the Zealots thought this Treafon only practifed to prejudice them$ fo that 
leaving the Gate which they kept before, and leaping down from the Towers without 
offering to fight, they fled into the Vaults of the Temple. The people flock about 
the Altar, and others were driven with them into the Temple, and killed with Clubs « 
and Swords, and trodden under- foot. Many were flain upon private hatred,under prei 
tence of tiding with the Enemy. And whofoever formerly had offended any of thofe 
a threefold Traitors, he was put to death, as though he had been one of the Zealots. But they 
Sinromo" who hacl crueU y ra S ed againft the Innocent, gave the wicked leifure to efcape out of 
pLts. nt ° ° thofe Caves whereby they had no harm : and having gotten the inner part of the 
whaler T€m P le >. and . a11 belonging thereunto, they did now more confidently than before 
about %ht againft Simon : Thus the Sedition that was before divided into three parts, was 
ltm i$ t" now reduced into two * ^ itHS being defirous to bring his Army nearer the City, feht 
wuhvjieys, out a commanded party of Horfeand Foot, which he thought fufficient to hinder 
» fiiia up. the excurfions of the Jews from Scopes, and another Company he fent to plain all the L 
grounds betwixt him and Jerufalem, who cut down all Hedges, and Pales, and Fences, 
and Wood ( though they were fruit-trees ) filled the Valleys, and made it plain 
round-, levelling the Rocks and Mountains that made the Country unequal ; by 
oing of which all the way was piain'd from Scopos to Herods Monument, which is not 
far from the Lake of Serpents, called formerly Bethora,

the Jewsftratagem againft the Roman Souldiers. 

A Bout this time the Jewsdevifed this ftratagem againft the Romans. The moft 
couragious among the Seditious people went out unto the places called theWo- 
mens Towers, and pretended to be driven thither by that party in the City that defi- 
red peace* and that fearing the Romans,they were come thither for ihelter • others got 
up on the Walls,and pretended themfelves Citizens,they called out for Peace and defi- 
red their friendfhip h promifing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 
ter : and whilft they were fo doing they threw, ftones at their Companions aforefaid, 

The alacrity 

pretending to drive them from the Gates. They pretend likewife great eameftnefs M 
of the souki- and importunity to the people for their confent, and as if that had f ail'ithey feemed 
Rom« s " S con- toi endeavour to force their paffage to the Gates, fometiroes advancing as if they would 
t.aryto T„» s have gone off to the Romans, and then again retreating as men in great trouble and 
ot uuncc. con f u ij on xhc Romans perceived not their defigne but feeing the Seditious ready 
to fall into their hands, and the people (as they thought )ready to open the Gates, pre- 
pared in poft-hafte to have entred into the City. But Titus Impeded their Kindnefi, 
as feemg no reafon for it. For the day before, having by Jofeph offered thtm peace, 
he perceived their minds far from any fuch thoughts : wherefore he commanded 
the Souldiers to keep their quarters and not remove ; yetfome of them, appointed 
to work in the Trenches, taking their weapons ran unto the Gates, and the Jews who O 
feemed to be driven out of the City,fled in appearance, but at laft when they cameunto 
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A the Gates of the Towers/aced about and encompafled the Romans,and affaulted them '^VA-^ 
upon their backs: and tfceyr that were upon the Walls caft all kind of Darts and Stones SSjir" 
upon them, fd thtf they flew many and wounded more j for it was not eafietoefcane ^-«Kw- 
being aflaulted both behind and before. Moreover, thej^wereconfeious that \h£/ fi **' fckr * 
had offended, and in fear; of! being puniwed^ caufed them to refill the more ftou££>VX* 
ly; fo that after a long condid, and many wounds given and i^eivd, at laft theRomaiis ofV^ 
were worfted, and the Jews porfued.them to Herods Monument. And having done 
them muchmifchief,the Jew* returned with great joy,deriding the Romans for being fo 
eafily deceived^ lifting up their Shields and Bucklers, byway of exultation. 

The Roman Souldiers were highly threatned by their Captains, and C*f*r accofted 
B them with this fpeech : the Jew ledonfy with desperation, do. all things with advice and c *f" r '' ^'.P 
counfel, devifing deceit? : and fortune favoureth their practices becaufe they are orderly, VSm^** 
and true one to another. But the Remans ( whom for their Obedience and Discipline fortune 
was wont formerly to favour ) do contrariwife offend herein, and for their rajb and unadvi- 
sed fightings are. overcome : and which, is worft of all, in Cafars prefence offering to fight 
without Orders, contrary to military Law and Discipline ; which I am fire my Father withe 
unfatisfied to hear. For he who from his infancy, hath been trained up in Arms, never 
offended in this fort; and what /hall we fay to our Law that pnnifheth the leaft difobedience 
with death, when our whole Armydifobey the Emperours command i But( faith he)they who 
fo arrogantly have difobeyed our command, fbail prefently underftand, that among the Jfy- 
C mans, fiSory againft the Generals command, is but infamy, thus having fpoken in an- 
ger* declared what he would do, and how he purpofed to punifh them. Which ftrook 
them fo deeply, they looked upon themfelves as defperate, and people appointed to 
die. But all the other Legions flocking about Titus, befought-him to pardon their T,,c ^ oman4 



fellow-Souldiers, and to remit the rafhnefs of fome few, for the obedience of the reft, Sh

alluring him that their future valour lhould be a recompence for this their offence. f ° rth . cirfcl - 
Whereupon Cafar was pacified, partly thinking it moft profitable, partly to gratifie lwsm 
the reft ; for he purpofed to punifh one man only, but to rebuke all, and fignifie his 
difpleafue, and fo he was reconciled to his Souldiers ; ftrifily charging them to be 
wifer for the future: after which he devifed how he might be revenged on the Jews. 
D When all the ground between the Walls of $crufalem and his Army was in four 
days made plain; Titus being defirous to conduct the baggage, and the reft of the 
multitude in lafety, placed the beft of his men in good order, and caufed them to 
march from the North part ofthe City unto the Weft, along by the Walls of the 
City, placing his Foot in the Front, ms Horfis in the Rear, and between them both 
the Archers,whereby the Jews were difabled to make any Salley. Titus Souldiers be- 
ing thus difpofed, the baggage of the three Legions and the multitude paffed alone 
without any interruption. And iV/iwhimfelf being advanced within two Furlongs oi How and to 
the City Walls, pitched his Tent againft that Angle that is called Pfephynos, where whac P laccs 
the compafs of the Wall from the North bends into the Weft : the other part ofthe ' 
E Army entrenched itfelf againft that part of the Wall that is called Hippicos, diftant 
in like manner two Furlongs from the City. But the tenth Legion remained upon 
Mount Olivet where it was before. 



CHAP. VI. 

The defer iption of Jemfalem. 

F VErufalem was compaffed round with a treble Wall, only on one fide it was inclofed J^f ^cL*. 
J with Valleys inaoceffible ^ and on that fide it had only one Wall* it was builtA'«*. P 
upon two little Hills,oppofit to one another,and (eparated with a Valley, wonderfully 
thick built with houfes. One of thefc Hills is far higher and fteeper than the other, 
infomuch that becaufe ofthe ftrength of it, King "David in times paft called it a Ca 1 TbcCartie of 
file (this David was the Father ofKing Solomon, who firftbuilded the Temple j ri z>4W ' 
that place ) but we at this day call it the high Market-place. The other HiU called 
Acra, is the place where the lower partot the City ftands. Oppofitc againft this 
Hill, there was alfo another lower than this Acra, and divided from it formerly ^[^^ % 
with a large Valley, but afterward when the Afmoneans reigned, they fill'd up this of "heaty. 1 *" 

G Valley, to joyn the City unto the Temple, taking down the top of Aera, and making 
it lower, that it might not fiidc the Temple. The Valley, by which die two higher 
Ppp HUls 
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o^n Hiiis are feparatcd is called Tyropoeon, and reacheth onto SiUa (-which is a Fountain H 
/A# mrU, of fweet Water. ) Without the City Were two Hills comparted with' deep Vallies • 
which HiUs bein g rock y and ftce P> wei * every way inacceflible. The oldeft of the three 
chrifai. Walls, (by reafon of the Valley about it, and the Hill whereon it ftood; could not 
J^^^eafily betaken-, for befidethe difficulty-of thefituation, it was very ftrongly built, 
ofsdo. and repaired by David> Solomon, and other Kings. This Wall, beginning at the 
The oldeft Tower called Hippicos, paffeth on to that called XyftUs, and fo to die Palace, and at 
WaiL laft endeth in the Weft porch of the Temple : on the other fide towards the Weft it 
begins at the fame Tower ,• and paffing by the place that is called Eetifo, it defcends 
to the Gate of the Effeans, and fo into the South, and from thence again it bendeth 
into the Eaft, where is alfo Solomons Pond, and reacheth unto the place called Oph- 
SS?"^ lan > w ^ ere lt is j°y ned un *° the Eaft Porch of the Temple, The fecond Wall begin- 1 
ning at the Gate that is called Genath ( which is a Gate of the former Wall ^ancj 
encompafling the North pare of the City, it reacheth to Antonia? a Caftle fo called 
55i thiriJ * The Wal1 ^ginneth at the Tower Hippicos, from whence it goeth to the North- 
part.and from thence to the Tower Pfiphina,over againft the Sepulchre of that 
was Queen of -A&i£<r/M,&Mother of King Izates: and paffing along by the KingsCaves, 
it turneth towards the Tower near the Monument of FuSo, and in the Valley called Ce~ 
iron it joyneth with the old Wall. Agrippa encompafled that part of the City that he 
built, with this Wall ; it being before all open and without defence. The City 
grew afterwards fo populous, that by little and little they were forced to inhabit with- r 
out the Walls : and this Wall reacheth a great way, being joyned unto tie Hill 
next the City on the North fide of the Temple. There was alfo a fourth Hill inha- 
B^t^the bited, named Bezetha, fituate againft AntonU, but feparated from it with very deep 
fourth Hill. Ditches, made on purpofc to render the approaches to the Fort Antonio, more dange- 
rous and difficult ; the deepnefs of which ditches, made the Fort feem higher than 
it was. This place being added unto the City, is called in that Country-language 
Bezetha, which fignifieth the new City. And the Inhabitants defired it might be for- 
iSin g coft tified ' J J & r W a > Father t0 **** J S r 'PP* ^ finiftic theWall, begun the Wall aforemen- 
thcwaii. tioned : Bucfearing Clutdtus Ctfar, hearing how fumptuous a Wall he built, fhould 
fufpect him fordefigning to revolt, he only laid the Foundation of it, and left it K 
unfiniflied. 

The City could never have been taken by force, had he finiftiedthat Wall as he be- 
gan; it being built twenty Cubits long, and ten Cubits broad with hard Stone, which 
could neither eafily be undermined , nor battered with Engines : and this -Wall 
was built ten Cubits high, and no doubt had been raifed higher, had not the libera- 
lity of the founder been checked. Yet afterwards by the Jews induftry the fame 
Wall was raifed twenty Cubits high ; the Battlements hereof were twd Cubits high, 
and the Tower three Cubits, and in all it was twenty four Cubits high, as before 
Upon the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cubits broad, and twenty Cubits high'M 
built four-fquare very ftrong, and of as firm a foundation as the Wall it felf, which 
for the building and fair ftone was not inferiour to the Temple above. Within this 
ftrong Tower, which reacheth twenty Cubits high, were Rooms for men to lodg in, 
and Citterns to receive Rain- Water, and large turning flairs to every Room in it - 
Kuii? oo and Ais third Wal1 had four - fcore and of thefe Towers, and between every Tow- 
xowcH. ^' cr were two hundred Cubits fpace. The middle Wall had fourteen Towers, and the 
old Wall had threefcore, and the compafs of the whole City was three and thirty 
Furlongs. And although the third Wall was admirable, yet the Tower of Pfephina, 
W*™ which was bullt u pon a Comer of the Wall, betweenthe North and the Weft part of 
70 . cubks the City, was more admirable, ( againft which part Titus had encamped himfelf ) for m 
it was feventy Cubits high, had eight Angles, and was fo fair a Profpefc, that from 
thence upon a clear Sun-fhine day, one might perceive and fee the uttermoft 

parts of all the dominions of the Hebrews unto the Sea. Juft oppofite to this was

i ,ic«fc. wrt, to his Brother,his Friend,and his Wife : fhe ( as is aforefaid ) havingbeenput to 
death for jealoufie ; and the other two been flain in the Wars, after they hadfought O 
and performed valiantly. The Tower Hippicos, called by the name of his Friend, had 
; four 
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A four Corners, and every one of them was five and twenty Cubis broad, as many in CVAJT> 
length, and thirty Cubits in height, being no place hollow; and above the high m^S^ 
places and ftone- work, there was a Well to receive Rain-water, twenty Cubits deep : 
above it were houfes with double roofs twenty five Cubits high, and divided into 79? . 
many zooms : and above them were Battlements two Cubits high : and Turrets b^ v «M 
three Cubits high : fo that the whole height was accounted tobeeighry fiveCubits. cSffihigi 
The fecond Tower that by his Brothers name he called Phtftim, was in breadth and , r . 
length fourty Cubits, and fo many Cubits high,„ in :ngttre of a fquare Pillar, aU Stahijb. 
wmch height was (olid, and not hollow within : and above this a Porch ten Cubits 
high, decked with Turrets and Pinades. Over the taudft of this Porch he built a- 

B nocher Tower, diftinguilhed into goodly Rooms and fumptuous Baths, that it fhould 
not want any thing neceflary for a Prince : on the Top it was beautified with Tur- 
rets and Piracies, fo that all its height was almoft fburfcore and ten Cubits : And 
it refembled the Tower Pborus at Alexandria wherein continual light is kept to guide 
the Seamen that fail thither, but this was of greater drcurnference. In this houfe at 
that time Simon lodged, and tyrarmlsed over the people. The third Tower was, ac- 
cording to the Qjeens Name, called M*ri*mme, the Wife of Herod, twenty Cu- "^iT£ w * a 
bits high, all {olid, and other twenty Cubits broad, having more magnificent and I; Cubi» 
beautiful Houfes and Lodgings than the reft. For the King thought it meet, that ^sh- 
the Tower called by his Wives name, would be more beautiful than theother who only 

C bare the names of men, but they were ftronger than mis that bare the name of a Wo- 
man. This Tower was in all fifty five Cubits high. 

Thefe ehreeTowers werc of great height,yct by reafon of their fituation they feemed 
far higher: for the old Wall whereupon they were built was placed upon high grouftd, 
and the top of the Hill whereupon they flood was above thirty Cubits high, whereby 
their height was much increafed. The richnefs alfo tats admirable , for it was not 
ordinary ftone, but all White Marble, every ftone being twenty Cubits long, ten 
Cubits broad, five Cubits thick, and all fo ingenioufly connived, that every ftone 
by it ftlf feemed a Tower \ and every Tower feemed to beibut bne Stone. Thefe 
were placed on the North fide of the City ; and adjoyning to them within the City 

U was rhe Kings Palace, furpaffing all that can be fpoken of iL r being for greatnefs 
andewellent work to be compared to the richeft buildings in the. World. . It was 
compafled about with a Wall thirty Cubitsnigh, adome4wichgoodly Towers round 
about, every oncoflike diftance from other, beautified with dwelling Houfes and „, n 
Lc4gingssbr a hundred of the Nobility. The variety oftbeKfinrale it was built with- 
ai was admirable, for there was no Catty how rancor coftly Ibever, but was there* The 
Ceiling of theRoottsfor the length of die Beams and the beauty trtereo^pafTed all cre- 
dit ; and then their number; and richnefs of their furniture was extraordinary .In every 
room there were many Veffels of gold and filver,and many Porches round abdut,one an- 
fwerable unro another, and PilJars in every one. There were many pleafant Walks with 

E divers Trees, and many Allies with Fountains ancb Waters- works, and Ciftems adorn- 
ed with Braaen Images, from which ran out Water, and about the Water many Dovc- 
houfes full of tame Pigeetis* Bat it is imt»ffible fufficiently to declare the riches 
and beauty of the Kings Palace, and a grief to dunk what goodly things, and how 
rich, the Thrives did there ift* on fire 1 for thefe things were not burnt by the Ro- 
mans, but by the Seditious Thieves ( a» « before (aid, ) at trie beginning of this Re- l^^ mt 
beliion, whooonfumed all with fire, even from the Caftle AntonU from whence the by the Thrives 
tfte came, and deftroyed the Kings Palace, and the Covers and Tops of the three andIubeJs - 
Towers. The Temple was, as is before fkid, built upon a hard Mountain, and at 
the firft, the Plain upon the top thereof was fcarcely big enough to contain it and the TfaeT emp ie

Temple, had compared the Eart par t thereof with a Wall, he alfo placed a Porch w ^

fore the People every day bringing eirdi thither, at laft made it plain and large e- 
flough : aodbrealdog down the North Wail, they rook in all that fpace which the 
Temple had formerly taken up : add the Hifl being now inclofcd witha threefbld 
Wall, it- was a- work beyond all imagi n a ti o n* In tAe finiftung whereof many Ages

Tb^ch^ Theouilding was anfwerablc unto thefe Foundations. For all the Porches were 
vrcre built of double, and every one was fupported by Pillars, each of them being five and twenty 
JjSjSSrf Cubits high, and altof one p&ce, and of white Marble : the top whereof was all of Ce- 
by Piiiars. dar, whole natural beauty, for the good joyriingof the wood and polilhing thereof, did 
aftonilh all that beheld it, being adorned neither with painting nor carved works. 
Thefe Porches were thirty Cubits broad 5 and the compafs of them altogether, with 
the Fort of Antonid, was fix Furlongs. The Court was curioufly wrought and paved I 
with all forts of ftones. The way to the Second Temple was inclofed with ftones of 
Latticework, which were three Cubits high, and raoft beautifully wrought: in which 
were placed certain Pillars equally diftantone from another,to fhew the Law of purifi- 
cation 5 fome being written upon in Latine letters s others in Greek, forbidding all ftran- 
- f gers to enter into the Holy-place: for the fecond Temple is called the Holy-place. To 
go unto the fecond from the firft, we mult pafs fourteen ftairs, and it was fourfquarc a- 
lofr, and enciofed with a Wall by it felf ; whofc outfide being fony Cubits high, was 
all covered with ftairs to afcend up into it ; and within it was five and twenty Cu- 
bits high : for all the part of the inner fide was unfeen, becaufe it was built on the 
defcent of a Hill. After the fourteen Stairs, there was a Plain made level with theK 
Wall of three hundred Cubits : from thence paifed on five other Stairs which lead to 
the Gates, whereof on the Nofth-fide and the South there were eight, four on each 
a peculiar ficlc > and tw0 on Eaft * For iti was neceflary that there fliould be a peculiar place 
place deftiiu. for Women to exercife their devotion in, which alfo was enciofed with a Wall. And 
fwRcS cnfoicwas ncce flary there mould be two doors : and againft the firft Gate there was 
fck e . oppofite unto it, one Gate on th&North-fide, and another on the South, both iepara- 
sedfrom the reft^ whereby we erir.red.the Wbmens appartment, fork was not law- 
ful for any to pafs by any. other Gate unto the Women, neither could they go beyond 
their own door, becaufeoffhe Walk for that place was common both to the Women 
of that Nation* and all ftraage Women that came for Religion fake. There was no r 
Gate on the Weft past, Jbu* a Wall -that reacheth along in that place. Between 
the Gates were Potcip-oppofite tone agairffcanother, reaching from the Wall unto the 
Treafiure-houfe, fupported with great an&goodly. Pillarsj being as plain, and as big 
Wofthc » *ey below. Tfcd Gates werocovefied with Gold and Silver, as alfo the pofts 
Gates were of and foreparts thereof were,, one only excepted that was covered with Corinthian 
s£ i eofBtafe » i2t futpaffing in beauty Lthe other that: were covered with SUver and Gold, 
oiwrof'corin- in every Gatethere were two doors, each one thirty Cubits high, and fifteen Cu- 
thiaaBrafs. -bits broad. : . and. after thd entrance where they were made larger, everyone hadoh 
each fideSeatsithir}y iCubits long,', and large like a Tower, and fourty Cubits high, 
each one fupported with two Pillars, twelve Cubits thick. All the other Gates were m 
of the iike greatnefc, but that which was covered with Corinthian Btafs,; which 
was the entrance into the place allotted for the Women, and opened into the 
EaftGate of the Temple, doubtiefs was bigger than the reft : for it was fifty Cubits 
high (the Gates whereof were fourty Cubits > and. was more richly, adorned than 
the xdt : for the cover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reft, which 
Alexander tiberiut his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were 
fifnaen Stairs, that went from the Wall that feparated the Women, unto the great 
Gate of the Temple : for thefe Stairs wereihorter by, five fteps than thofe that went 
to the other Gates. The Temple it felf was fituated in the .midft of all, to wit, the 
TteSa.mi W ^had > . twelve Stairs to gounto it.

Cubits , having in it, three moft admirable things, Tl c „ , • 
famous throughout the World, to wit, a Candlcftick, a Table, and the Altar of In- Wc '• " 
cenft. Upon the Candelftick feven Lamps were placed, figmfyihg the feven Planets, JV^tu 
K for fo many did there come, all out of one ftem of the Candelftick;. Upon the Ta- JdCcl! C 
ble were ftanding twelve lpaves of Bread, fignify ing the twelve Cdeftial Signs, and 
Revolution of the Year. By the Altar of Incenfe ( out of which proccedeth thirteen 
Odours, coming partly from the Sea which is unhabitable, andlpartly from the Earth 
which is inhabited ) is fignified that all things : are in the hands of God, and owe him 
C obedience. The inner part of the Temple contained 20 Cubits, which alfo was 
feparated from the other part by a Vail, and nothing was within it : this place was the 
Holy of Holies,, jahd no manmight enter, look into it, norviolate thefame. On each 
fide of the lowerTemple there were many Lodgings and Doors to pafs into, every one 
of them having three roofs one above another^and there was a Gate which led unto both 
fides of the Temple, and unto thefe Rooms. , ; ; rbut the higher part of the Temple had 
not the like Rooms on each fide, and therefore it was made fo much narrower than the 
Other, yet was it higher than id by 40 Cubits, neither, was it fo fumptuous as the 
lower. For the whole height was 100 Cubits, and the ground thereof 60. The J^^rfuS 
outetmoft part was fo curious and richly wrought, it was impoflible to imagine any Temple covt 
P Wprkmanftiip that it wanted : for it was allcovered with a MalSe Plate of pure Gold, n - air > r 
which ftuned far brighter than the Morning Sun, fo that it dazled the, Eyes of the be- cm. * 
holders, as doth the Sun when it is gazed upon. And afarroff it feemed to ftrangers 
that, came thither, like a white Mountain : 'for where the Temple was not guiWed 
with Gold,- there was it Milk-white. The top hereof wis all fetfullbf Rods of Gold, 
very (harp at. the uper end like Pikes, left the Birds fliould come and fit thereon, and 
fp defile it : feveral of the Stones wherewith it was Built, were fourty- five Cubits 
large, five Cubits in length,and fix Cubits broad. Before the Temple there ftood an 
Altar fifteen Cubits high, being fourty Cubits broad, and as many long, and four! 
fquare, having Corners made like Horns. The way to this Altar Was on the South 
k fide, where by little and little it afcended from below.to the Altar. This Altar was 
built without any Iron, and never Iron did touch it. The Temple and the Altar were 
enciofed with Stone-work very beautiful, which was a Cubit high, and feparated the 
People from the Priefts. Thofe that were troubled with flux of Seed, or Leprofy, 
were expulfed the City, Women alfo having their monthly courfes ; but thofe that 
were not unclean, might pafs this forefaid limit. Likewife men that were not pu- 
rified, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple •, and thofe that were, 
might not come among the Priefts : thofe alfo that defended from the line of the 
Priefts,and for blindnels did not adminifter their fut)&ion,were notwithftanding admit- 
ted into the place appointed for the reft of the Priefts that were found, and had lhare as 
p they hadiyet did* they, go attired asLay-men,for only he that did Sacrifice, might wear 
Prieftly attire. ' * 

The Priefts that were admitted to the Altar and -Temple had no infirmity , # they T>icP.ieft« in 
were cloathed in fine Linen, abftained from Wine,and lived in abftinence for reverence ^f^bj^n- 
of Religion, left they fliould fin whilft they offered Sacrifice. The High- Prieft alfo cJ,ro,nwinc » 
afcended with the Priefts into the Temple ; yet not always, but every feventh day, ^ , vveR:ry T 
and in theCalends of every month,oron a Feilival, celebrated according to the cuftom 
of their Country, wherein all the people. were prefent.

on the Engines of the Romans, and thofe who manag'd them ; throwing Dtarts againft 
them without intermiflion, whilft the braveft amongft them in great companies leapt 
down, and deftroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and alfaulted thofe 
that flood to defend them- by which means they did the Romans much harm, and 
more by their defperate boldnefs than their skill. j( 
Hx Ram ^ ut 1' tus was at nan( ^ to fuccor them that flood in need : and placbg Horfemen 
iiukth»cor- and Archers about the Engines, herepulfed the Jews who come to call Fire, beat off 
wrrou Tow- t h enl that call Darts and ihot Arrows from trie Towers, and fo gave the Rams time 
and opportunity to play ; yet thefe Rams did no great execution, only a corner of a 
Tower was mattered by the Ram of the fift Legion. But without any detriment to 
the Wall: for the Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fell over the Wall, and carried nothing along with it. The Jews being repulfed, and 
for fome time difcontinuing their Sallys, perceived the Romans were grown fecure, 
and difperfed carlefly over their Camp, as prefuming their late ill fortune would dif- 
courage the Jews from any new attack,but they were miftaken in their account : for the L 
Jews Rallied privately at the Gate by the Tower ofHiopicos, threw fire into their Tren- 
ches among their Engines, and alfaulted them bravely when they had done. But the 
Romans being quickly fenfible of their danger, got immediatiy together, and with tie 
excellence of theirDifcipline,repelled not only the firft infult and fury of the Jews,but 
beat back all their fupplys. So there began a grievous Battle about the Engines ; 
the Jews ftrivingto fire, and the Romans to hinder them ; great noife and clamour 
there was, and many in the Front were (lain on both fides. At firft the Jews had the 
7v>*« puttcth better ; and their fire did fome mifchief upon the Engines : and all had been qnite 
the jows to confumed, had not the Souldiers from Alexandria hindred it, who for the opinion that M 
K,^ iato" the y hadof themfelves, did fightftoutly (being accounted the moft valiant of all in 
the city. this Battle ) till fuch time as the Emperour with certain felect. Horfemen fell violently 
upon the Enemies : and himfelf flew 1 2 men,for whofe deaths the reft fearing,fled,and 
were forced to retire into the City,andfo the Engines were faved.

How Caftor the -few derided the Remans, 

THen Titus commanded the Ram to be let up againft the Tower on the North part 
of the City, wherem a crafty and politick Jew with ten men ;had hid himfelr, aHK 
c*por a fubtie the reft being fled r this Jew was named Caper, Thefe men having tain ftilla while 
ana politick j n their Arms, at laft being afraid, and the Tower beginning to make, they Jept upland 
r Caft<tr toetchinafbrth his hapd, did as it were humbly crave favour at Cafart b?nas,and 
with a lamentable voice belbiight him to iparehim. Titus feeing the mans fimpliciry, 
as he thought, and pcrfwad^hiimfelfi that the lews did now repent of their Obftinacy, 
hecaufedthe Ram to ceafe from battery, and the Archers to hold their hands; and pet- 
tratted Caff or to fjwak his ptealure. (fy«r(u&> That he defired to treat, and make a 
■ &wie of Peace, " ; . :t 
. . . . I And anfwered, Thathe would grant it, if aU the reft would be concluded* and 
that he Would prerently confttm sb league of Peace between htm and the City . Five L" 
of Cajfers feitows Teemed to ^^flling, bat : the other five feemed to oppose it ; <£ry- 
WoW alou<t Thaithet wouUnever bepves to theRman»,whM tbtj ceuUdieimltk** 
tj, Whilft C alter and hi* follows were dfbatmg,the natter* the battery ceafed. In 
the mean time CJftor privily fent word unto willing him whilft the Battery was 

Ijm&tQ think offoine expedient to be d^netj* this necefltty : for, for awhile hewo^ild 
. undertake to delude the Roman, Bmperoui» and hold him in fufpencc. In the mean 
tunje he feemcd* to exhort his C^panions, to accept the kind offer of Titus : and they 
as it were angry thereat, drew their Swords and ftruck upon 'their Corflets, and fell 
"dpw&a although they had been flaim . 2/W and his Souldiers were amazed at thek - 
, ppp'ftacy, for being on the lower ground* they could not well perceive what was done; M 
tfiey wondred exceedingly at their defperation, and pittied then: calamity. At the lame 
time one ftruck Ca/lor in the Buttock wi&'a I^art, and Coffer pulling it out of his flefli, 
'J^'wedit.untotheEroperour* and complained of it, as a breach or the Truce. Titus 
^jth iharp words corrected him that fhbt it ? and forthwith would have fent fofefb to 
taomife Caftor pardon and peace. But fififh denyed to go, affirming that Cafter only 
dKfembled, and^hindred his friends that would have gone. At laft McJZpeas, who 
had 'fled unto the Romans, oflered hinrfeljf to go. Coffer invited mm, as though he 
wouU give" him Ibmethihg tafecure him of Jus true meanings Mneas opened the skirt 
of his garment, thinking Cdjfor .would have caft him down fomething of worth; gpd < 
when hc came underneath the.l'bwer, Caftor took a great floffe and threw it down upon N 
nim, yet hurt ntm not, because he was aware of it, aini avoided the (lone \ out it wound- 
ed another Souldier ftanding by . Then Cafir confid^nuig this deceit, began to think 
M<?tty m that Pitty and Mercy in War was hurtful, and that Cruelty was not fo eafdy deceived; 
wm hurtfui. in ^ eing very angry a t this deceit, he cauftd the Wall to be beaten with the Ram 
more than before. Gafior and his fellows perceiving the Tower to lhake, they Xetiton 
ifire, and fo parted thorow the flame, and conveyed themfelves into a mine ofthe Tower; 
giving the Romans frelh occafion to admire their Courage, in pafliog thorow ac 
Flames* "■' "'>'..' " '• . 

Titm take* affaultihg the Wall on bis part, took it five dayes after, and forcing the Jews 

** fecond from thence, He,] accompanied with a tJiouCm4 choice men, entred where tie Wool- 6 
' men, Copper-Smiths, and Merchant-TaylbrS' dwelt, which place was the new City,

CHAP. X. 

B 

How the Romans did twice take the fecottd Wall* 

Thus having entred the City, fufferednone of them that were taken, to be (lain, 
nor theHoufes to be burned, but permitted the Seditious ( if they were fo mind- 
ed ) to fight, and that without prejudice to the People : he alfo promifed the People to 
reftore unto them all their Goods. For many befought him to fpare the Cky for them j Th inK _ ret 
and the Temple for the City. The People were glad hereof: and many of the warlike "ariike rZ,'* 
Jews thought the humanity of Titus to proceed from cowardize 5 and judged that Titus, 55k f ° r 
for that he defpaired to win the reft of the City, did now Coward-like propound thefe 
C conditions. They likewife threatned the People, that whofoever iliouldfpeak one 
word concerning Peace, and yielding unto the Romans, mould prefently die : and fome ^ 
of them did refill the Romans from out of their houfes, others in the narrow ways .* and aredrK^t 
others going out at the higher Gates renewed the fight, wherewith the Watchmen be- b y tbc J cw «- 
ing troubled, fled from the Wall, and forfaking thfe Towers, retired themfelves into the 
Camp. The Roman Souldiers within the City cryed 5 out, becaufe they were inclofed 
with Enerhiesj the Gates being (hut, and aflaulted without, by thbfe who apprehended 
their Companions to be in great danger. The number of the Jews encreafing, and 
prevailing, for that they knew the ways and turnings of the Streets , many of the Ro- 
mans were flain and violently born down* when fliey offered to refift in that neceflity ; 
D for a multitude together could not flie, by reafon of the narrownefs of the Streets that 
went unto the Wall : and all that entred into the City had been flain, had not Titus 
fuccoured them. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himfelf being 
where moft need was, he repulfed the Jews with Darts " and Arrows, with the help 
oiDomitius Sa6inus,viho in that fieht proved himfelf a flout Warriour , and continued 
fighting with the Jews till all his fellow- Souldiers were got off. 

Thus the Romans having got the fecond Wall, were beaten from it again : and the ,

E ned their underftanding, fo that they never confidered the Roman Forces were far great- 
er than thofe they had encountred, and the Famine that hung over their heads 5 for as 
yet they lived upon the deftrucHonof the People, and drank the blood of a City : but The Pe °P Ic >« 
the good People did even fuffer Famine already, and many of them perimed for want ^dri,™*" 
of food ; yet the Seditious did rejoyce at the death of the Citizens', as though thereby *™ s<*- 
they were eafed of a great burthen, only defiring they might live that bear rebellious 
minds, and would joyn with them againft the Romans, rejoycing at the death of the reft; 
and this was the affection they bare unto their Citizens. In this manner they armed * 
themfelves and refitted the Romans, who now again did attempt to enter the Breach : 
whilft the Jews threw down Stones and part of the Wall upon them as they came up, 

F drave them back again, and valiantly fuftainedthem for three dayes. But the fourth moree«t«h 
day being unable to withftand Titus his aflault, they were forced to retire as before « the fecond wia 
and he having gotten the Wall, deftroyed all the North part thereof, and placed a Garl 
rifon in the Towers and Fortrefles of the South part.

CHAP. XI.

v^/"VW Of the Mounts raifed to bitter the third Wall. A long Oration of Jefephus /* 
perfwade the People to yield : and of the Famine in the City. 

TltU S now determined to batter the third Wall, conceiving the Siege would be 
now but fliort : He thought it convenient to give the Seditious forne time tobe- 
think themfelves, to fee that if either by the taking of thefecond Wall, or terrified 
with Famine, they would repent. For there was little or nothing left in the City to I 
fupplythem, and he was potted as he defired. And the time being come, for every 
in'7hf&^~ ^ oman Souldier to receive his proportion of Vi&uals, titns caufed them to be led eve- 
iomnundcth ry one- in order into a place, where the J win the City might behold them ; he caufed 
JiftJfb^cdto ' lis Captains to diftribute money to every one , and the Souldiers ( as their Cuftom is ) 
3 i: his soul, all armed, and drawing their Swords out of their fheaths, marched along, the Horfe- 
dias. men lea4ing their Horfes in great Pomp, and a great part of the Suburbs glittered 
with gold and filver. This fpeclacle was grateful to their own Souldiers,and terrible to 
the $ey»s : for all the old Walls, and the North part of the City, and many Houfes were 
filled with the multitude of them who came to view this fight ; and there was no part 
of the City that was not filled with People to behold it. This Speclacle ftruck a great K 
fear upon the very boldeft among the Jews, and perhaps would have caufed the Sedi- 
tious People to have relented, had they notdefpaired to have found mercy and pardon 
at the Romans hands for their offences committed ; wherefore they thought it better 
to be flain fighting,t(iaiyto be put to death fhamefully, if they defifted from fight. That 
Deftiny had Deftiny hindred this resolution,, it being decreed that the innocent mould perim with the 
£ c Tn d o£t wic ked, and the City with the Seditious : hereupon for four dayes fpace they diftri- 
ihouid perifo buted necefTaries to.the Souldiers^ and on the fifth day, titus perceiving the Jews were 
<<S 'and the obftinate,divided* his Army into two parts,and about Johns Tomb he began to raife 
City with the Mounts, and againft Antonia, hoping by them to take the higher part of the City ; and 
Seditious. by j„ t9 „i a to feize the Temp le ; wnich except he* could effect, he could not fafely take L . 
the City ; Againft either of thefe places he raifed two Mounts, each Legion making 
one. " .... • 

ShdXbLur ThepWr and Simon 's followers oppofed the work that was begun before Johns Tomb, 
are hindred by and !M* likewife witha great number of the.Zealots hindred them that made the 
the jep,s. Mounts over againft Antonio. : who not only fought with the advantage of the higher 
ground, but had learned alfo the ufe of Engines : for continual ufe by little and little 
made them skilful : and they had 300 Engines called Balifiaes; and 40 Engines to caft 
Stones, wherewith they greatly annoyed the Romans, and obftru&ed them in their 
work. 

rim bounty * itus forcfecjn g diat Fortune would favour him, and that the City would be taken, M 
tow.udsthe prelTed it what he could, never ceafing to perfwade the Jews to yield : adding many ' 
jcw*. Arguments to his importunity, for he knew that many times words prevail more than 
violence, wherefore he exhorted them to fave themfelves, and yield the City unto him, 
referring them to Jofiph, who fhould make a fpeech to them in their own Language, and 
he hoped they would hear their own Country- man. 
jey^or.iti- then gofepb keeping himfelf out of the danger of their (hot jailed out unto them to com- 
™"' J! miferate themfelves, the City, the temple, the People, and not he more hard-hearted unto 
them than fir angers. For the Romans had a reverence for the Holy-places, notwithfiand- 
ing they had no fociety or portion in them, that till that very day they had abftained from 
violating of them : whereas they who were brought up among them, and might fave them, N 
did wilfully caufe their deftruction. He advifed them to confider, that their firongefi Walls 
•were battered down ; and only the weaker remaining unbattered : He wilted them to confider 
how they were not able to withftand the Roman Forces ; and that it was no novelty to the 
rfews to be fubjeCi to the Romans. For although it be a good and commendable thing to fight 
for Liberty, yet that was to have been done in the beginning : for he that was once fubjeCt and 
rebd'd, having a long time lived under the obedience of the Romans, feemcd rather to be de- 
firotts of a fbameful Death, than an honourable Liberty. Moreover, he reproached them that 
they fhouUchoofe rather to be Jubjed to a bafe People, than to them whom the whole World ' 
obeyed. For ( faith he ; What habitable place is it that the Romans have not Conquered 1 : 
they themfelves may perceive, how Fortune has ftill favoured them : and that God had 0 
fetled the Univerfal Monarchy in Italy, that by the Law of Nature, and the Example of

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A Bea/ls as well as men we are taught \tc >givt t place junto them that atefirougtr than ourfehes, r\^j^\ 
and be contented to fubmit to their Victory that are vaJiantefi in Arms, this (laid he ) t t£w%f y :

For 'Famine in the 
fuppofe (faidhe) the Romans would dejifi, withdraw their Siege, and offer no violence i*' 1 * 7 ' 
there is a Civil War within the City, which you cannot overcome, or avert ; unlefs yob 

jj could fight againft Hunger, and the adverfity of Fortune. He added, that it was befi, before 
intolerable Calamities befell them, to change their opinion, andwhilft they had time, to be 
counfclled by good advice, that the Romans would not punifb them for what was already pafi, 
except they perfified in their obfiinacy. For they are (faid he ) Kind, Courteous > Gentle 
to their Subjects, and prefer their Commodity before Revenge, they thought it their in- 
ter eft to have the City in their Power, and theCountry about it; and therefore the Empcrour 
propofed to make a league of Peace with them : but if he took the City by force, he would fpare 
none, feeing they were admonifb'd fo kindly beforehand in their greatefi neceffity refufed to obey 
him. He told them z\£ojhat the thirdWall would in a fbort time be taken,as they might per- 
ceive by the other two : and though the City were inexpugnable,yet the Famine would force

And nothing doth arm men more p a ^! <om " 
thafifliamej during this Famine, no reverence was had towards any man : Wives 
took the meat out of their Husbands mouths,Children from their Parents, and Mothers 
from their Infants, which was the faddeft fpeclacle of all.

Alexanders fortune. The Romans the twelfth day of May began to build their Ram- T i, c Romans 
pires : and labouring feventeen whole days, with much ado they ended them the nine » l fevwteea 
and twentieth of the faid Month. For they builded four vaft Rampires, one of them ^ K, u l 
over againft Antonia, which was built by the fifth Legion oppofit to themidftof the waik*. 
Struthian Waters : another was built by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubits diftant 
from the other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two for- 
mer, erected a Mount oppofit to the Pond called Amygdalonon the North-fide: and the 
fifteenth Legiongpnade the fourth, thirty Cubits diftant from the other, over againft the 
Monument of the HighPrieft John. 

p The Mounts being thus finifhed, John undermined that which was over againft An- 
tonUy and underpropped it with ports of Wood, and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Bitumen and-Pitch, he fired it: fo the pofts that held it Up, being burnt,the Mine fell, 
and the Mount alfo with a hideous noife fell iiito it : and firft of ill there arofe a great 
fefcoak and duft, for the Mines covered the flame : at laft the fire having confurried 
the matter that covered ir, the flame appeared. The Romans at this fudden and un- 
expected exploit were much amazed and difordered : fo that thereby thofe who be- 
fore made account of the victory as certain, began now to difpair. Two days after 
Simon and his afTociates fet upon the other Rampires : for thereon were plant- 
ed Rams, wherewith the Romans be^aitt to' beat the Walls. Amongft the reft, a

From thence the fire caught hold of the 
Rampires, thofe thatoppofed chemfelvcs were burned : and the fireincreafed lb that 
it could not be extinguished ,• lb the Romans in vironed with the flame, and defnairino 
to refcue their Works , retired into their Camp, and left them on fire But the 
Jews were fo much the more earneft, their number ftiil eucreafing by newfuooliec 
frJig' o«ol the City : and fo encouraged by their Victory, they rafhly adventured unto 
the Romans Camp and afTaulted the Guard there. Which guard was a Company pla- 
ced round before the Camp in Armour; with orders not to leave their ground upon 
pain of death And thefe men efteeming it better to die glorioufly, than ignominioiV 
to fuffei, rehfted very valiantly : fo that many that had fled retired themfelves^ 
.back again to fight, both for flame that they had forfaken their place, and for fear"* 
of puniflimenc thereof : and placing new Engines upon the Rampire of their Cam D 
they ftopt :thc Jews from Sallying any more : tor they came out unarmed, without any 
Arms ot defence. For the Jews- without any coufideraticm came rafhly upon the* 
Enemies Pikes, and afTaulted them with their fifts. So that the Jews prevailed more 
by their courage, than their Arms : and the Romans fled more for the Tews boldnefs 
than any harm they fuftaiaed by them.

But Tim, 
diought it d,monourabIe to lie idle with fohuge an Army, and do nothing ; yet he 
deemed lit fuperfluous to fight with them who would willingly fight to be flain : and 
he could not make any Mounts, becaufe. he wanted Materialsfand it was moft difficult 
ofall to guard every place about the City, that none could go forth, for thai it could O 
not be beleaguered round oneveryfide, by reafon of the difficult places andgreac com.

And if fo bethatthe Jews mould fecretly effect any thing ''"'-^"^ 
to prejudice them, that then their Siege was like to continue fo much the lonoer ; fot>VA^ 
that he feared thar the continuance of time would diminifh the Glory of Ins Vttory 
For though all thofe ways might be taken, yet he preferred Speed before Certainty : 
and if fo be he would ufe celerity and fafety, then ic was needful for him to com pafs 
the whole City round about with a Wall : for fo all ways and paflages might be blockt r.ru, dcterml 
up, and the Jews feeing no hope of fafety, mould be compelled either to yield the Ci- ncthr ° i,Klof = 
B ty, or to be confumed with Famine. Nor by any other means co.;ld be fecute, awS* whh 
but by ereding Mounts s having that Wall to defend them. And if any one think 
that work difficult, and not to be atchieved, let him confider that it did not become 
the Romans to make a bale and flender piece of work : and that no man in the World 
could without labour effect any great matter, but God only. Having with thefe fpeech- 
es encouraged his Captains, he caufed them to lead the Souldiers, and difpole them 
all about thefe bufinefles. The Souldiers had as it were fome divine vigour and cou- 
rage fain upon them: for not only the Captains, parting the circuit amongft them, 
but the Souldiers alfo flrove who fhould firft effect their part i and every Souldicr la- 
boured to pleafe his Decurio, the Decurio to content c he Centurion, and Centurion Thc Romins 
C the Tribune, and the Tribune to pleafe the chief Commander, and hero pleafe far. w "h «- >a fli ft 
who every day went round about and beheld the Work : and fo beginning at the place If™!'," 1 " 
called the Aflyrians Camp, where he was encamped, he drew a Wall all about, even to 
the new City ; and from thence by Cedron and Mount Olivet i andfo turned toward 
the South, and enclofed the Mountain With the Rock called reriftereows, and the Hill 
next adjoyning tl ereunto which haugeth over Siloa : and from thence bending his 
Work to the Well, he brought it down all along the Valley of the Fountain : from 
whenceafceading to die Monument of Ananus the High-Prieft, where Pompy pitched 
his Tents, he brought it about by the North fide of the City , and coming along to the 
Village called Erebmtbonicw, hecompafled the Monument of Herod towards the Eaft, 
£> and fo joyned the Wall to his Camp, where he began. This Wall was nine and thirty o„, w,n t 
furlongs about. Without this Wall he built alfo thirteen Forts, every one ten furlongs J9 stands, 
in compals. And all this whole work was finifhed in three days fpace, which yet requi- whcr " of ° h nc 
red Months to have been built in: fo that the celerity in the building thereof makes it 
fcaicely credible. The City being thus encompaffed with a Wall, and Gaurds placed ^ cre f } bout - 
in every Fort, Titos himfelf Continued to go round the firft Watch, to fee all things in A ant dSr" 
good order: the fecond Watch he allotted to Alexander ; and the third to the Cap > c T Sof ^ ard 
tains of the Legions.aud the Watchmen appointed every one his turn to fleep : and foWeT 
all night long fome of them weut about the Caftle.

Wherefore calling him before the people.he accufed him that he favoured The Romans, 
and fo condemned him to die, not fuffering him to clear himfelf. And he put to 
death likewile his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 
luus. Matthias requefted Simon that he might be put to death before his Sons .• 
but Simon, in regard that by his means he had gotten the City, caufed him to be ex- 
ecuted laft of all. And fo he was killed upon the murthered bodies of his Sons, in a 
place where the Romans might behold him ; forfo Simon commanded Ananusbis 
hxecutioner, who was the Son of Bamadus. This man was the moft cruel of all Simon's 
one of flowers ; who even when he was to kill Matthias, derided him, asking whether 
a th 7 c ?

7eft»faiich T7[7"Hen John could rob no more, nor get any fpoilfrom the Citizens, whom he 
to sacriUgc V V had robbed of all they had, heprefently fell to Sacriledge, and took away ma- 
w?»2n* ny of the gifts that had been offer'd to God in the Temple, and of the Sacred Veffels 1$ 
Trcfcnts out of a pp 0 i nte d for Divine Service, as Cups, Plates, Tables, and the Cruets of Gold that 
the Tcmpk. y u ^ m and his Wife had fenc t hither. Thus a Jew robbed and fpoiled the Tem- 
ple of thofe tokens of refpecr, wherewith the Roman Emperours aud other Nations 
had honoured ic .- and he had the boldnefs to affirm to his Aflbciar.es, that without feat 
they might ufe the Holy things of the Temple, feeing they fought for God and the 
Temple. Moreover, he dar'd to fhare amongft them the Holy Wine and Oyl, which 
the Prtefts kept for Divine Sacrifice in the inner part of the Temple. 1 will not 
ceafe to fpeak that which grief compelleth me; I verily think, that bad the Romans 
foibotn to have punifhed fo great Criminals, either the Earth would have fwallowed the 
City up, or fbrne deluge have drowned it, or elfe the Thunder and Lightning which £ 
confirmed <Www,wouId have light upon it ? for the people of the City were far more 
impious than the Sodomites. In brief, their wfckednefs and impiety were the caufe 
that the whole Nation was extinguished*. What need I recount every particular mt- 
fery ? Manntttts the Son of Lazarus, frying toT/iwOutof the Gate that was commit- 
ted tohiscuftody, and yielding himfelf to him, related toTirfw, that from the time 
that the Roman Army encamped near the City, from the fourteenth day of jfpril un- 
til the firft ofjafy were carried out of that Gate hekept,a hundred and fifteen thbufand 
eight hundred and fourfcore dead bodies > and neverthefefs, he had reckoned only 
thofe i the num ber of whom he was obligedfto know by reafon of a PublickDiftribution, 
ofwhtch he had the charge. For others were buried by their Parents 5 and this was their M 
burial, to carry them out of the City, and there let them lie. And certain Noble- 
!i V.vliard' dead men flying to Titus after him, reported that there were dead in the City fix hundred 
oroifc-; cai^ thoufaiid poor people which were caft out of the Gates i and that the others that died 
out of the ci- were inuumera bi e . an d that when fo many died that they were not able to bury them, 
that then they gathered the Bodies together in the greateft houfes adjoyning, and there 
{hut them up. And that a bufhel of Corn was fold for a Talent, which is fix hundred 
Crowns .• and that fince the City was compaffed with a Wall by the befiegers they 
could not go out to gather any more herbs, fothat many were driven to, that neceffity, 
that they rakedSinks and privies to find old dung of Oxen to eat,- and even the dung that 
^T ilrL was l° at hf° me to behold, was their meat. The Romans hearing this, were moved N 
thuel^x- to com paffion ; yet the Seditious within the City, who beheld this miferable fight, 
t'" VoJ wcre " otru " n g movea \ nor repented, but fuffercd them to brought to this Calamity : 
' ° ' for their hearts were fo blirded by God, that they perceiv'd not the precipice into 
which they were going to fall with all this miferable City.

T"HE mifery of Jerufalem every day increafed, the Seditious being by reafon of 
rheir mifery more and more incited againft the people : For now the Famine 
vas not only amongft the People, but arnbngft them alfo. And ityvas arni- 
q fcrable • fi^hc to fee the multitude of dead Bodies heaped together in the City, (from 
which came a pc-flilenr and infectious fmell; fbmat they hihdred the Souldiers from

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^5^/^ making excurlions. For they were forced to tread upon dead bodies, as chough H 
wjChUlt tnere had been a Battel fought within the Walls. But the hardnefs of their hearts was 
^ri'cCi "foch* tnaC fo hideous afpedacle did not affect them, nor make them coufider, that very 
yo°f "''fhortly themfelves fhould increafethe number of thofe, whom they trampled on with 
^fi^Q^Jo great inhumanity. After having in a Domeftick War embru'd their hands in the 
ofCarcaflcs Blood of thofe of their own Nation, they thought of nothing but imploying them a- 
atyfis'hid?. gainfttUe Romans in a foreign War : wherein they Teemed to reproach God for delay- 
cm to bchoki. iog to punift mem, fince it was no longer hope of overcoming, but defjjiair, which in- 
brat.kd'c^" J P it d tnem w ' th tnis Boldnefs. The Romans though much troubled to get Wood 
inThathcfo ' to build withal, yet in one and twenty days finilht their Mounts, having cur down all 
to ng ur!h[h d t ' ie Woods near the City for ninety Furlongs. It was miferable to behold that Coun- 1 

a lie!" 1 " try and place, formerly all befet with Trees and Fertile plants, now lying plain 
Jartanddefo. Ufa a Defart : neither was there any flranger. that before-time had feen Jvdea and the 
ate. beautiful Suburbs of ferufalent^ who now beholding it, could abftain from tears, 

and not lament fo woful a change. For this War extinguilhed utterly all fig Ds of 
beauty : neither could one coming fuddenly know the place, which he well knew be- 
fore 

iiS»£Tare When the Mounts were finifht, both the Romans and the Jews greatly fear- 
equaiiy afraid, ed : the Jews, for that except they were deftroyed, their 'City would be prefently 
taken 5 the Romans, for that if thefe were overthrown, they knew not how to erect 
more, wanting matter : and now their bodies were wearied with labour, and their K 
minds difcouraged with many incommoditis. But the Romans were more grieved at the 
calamity of the City, than the Citizens within .: for the Jews, notwithstanding thefe 
The Romans miferies, did neverthelefs ft outly defend their Walls : but the courage of the Romans 
«f a" failed, when they faw that the Jews policy made their Mounts unprofitable > that the 
ra^n'efs o°fIhe ftrength of the Wall refitted the Engines v that the Jews holdnefs overcame their 
ftrength in fight : and efpecially, leeing that the Jews having endured fuch Calamity, 
Famine, and Mifery, were fljill more couragious than before : fo that they deemed 
their ftrength not poflible to be overcome 3 and that their minds were invincible, be- 
ing hardned and encouraged by mifery. What would they do ( faid they ) if For- 
tune were favorabhp, to them, fince even now (he is contrary to them, all that (lie dees L 
to abate their courage ferves onely to confirm them in their refolutions ? Wherefore the 
Romans made a ftronger Watch about their Mounts. But tfobns followers who were 
in the Caftle yfnrWa, fearing what might enfue if the Wall were battered, endeavoured 
to prevent it what they could, before the Rams were fet op : and taking fire- brands 
foit^Md *ftt in 1 hands, they aflaulted the Mount i but deceived with a vain hope, they were 
upon the En- fore'd to retreat. For, firft of all, thqy feemed to difagree among themfelves ; fo that 
§n K their ho°" tne y came k° m tn ^ r Walls one after another in little parties, and by confequenceibftly 
mum back 0pe and fearfully , and briefly, not after the manner of the Jews, but with left courage 
ThcvaJo then they were wont. On t(ie other fide, they found the Romans better prepared : 
andvioicnr C ana " more couragious than of late, who fb defended their Mounts with their Bodies and M 
"Uhcjews Weapons, that it was not poflible fqr the Jews to come and fire them ; andeve- 
ecrcafet r y one was fully determWd not to mrink but of his place till he was flain. For be- 
fides that, if this work were deftroyed, they had no hope left to build more, they all 
accounted it a flume, that their vertue fhould be overcome by furprize, or their valour 
by ralhnefs and temeriry, or their skill by a multitude, or the Romans by the Jews. 
Alfothey had Engines jo caft Darts at them as they came down their Walls. And 
lie, ^uing wne " an y one °^ tn ® J ews tnat was ^ ain ^ down, h e hindred them that followed; and 
one another the danger of him that Went before, terrified thofe that came after. They alfo that 
of coward, ra (hly adventured within the (hot of a Dart,either were terrified with the difcipline, and 
multitude of their Enemies,- orxlfe^oundedwith-their Darts - : and fo they all retired ^ 
one accufing another of cowardlinefs, having atchieved nothing. 
The afouir Q f. The firft day of July the City was affauked f £ and the Jews being now retired, the 
ii« City the Romans fet up their Rams, notwithstanding that they were affauked from Antonia 
jlh?' ° with ftones, fire and Sword, and. whatfoever their Enemies in that extremity could 
find. For though the Jews had great confidence in their Walls, that they could not 
be batiereds yet would they not permit the Romans to place their Rams againft them. 
And the Romans being perfwaded that the Jews fo laboured, becaufe they knew 
their Walls to be weak, and left Jinttnia by the breach of the Wall (hould be hurt i the 
Romans refolutely and undauntedly(notwithftanding that many Darts were caft at them 
from off the Walls ) peififted to beat the Wall with their Rams. But when they faw q 
that their Rams, though unceflantly playing, could make no bieach, they refolved to 

undermine 
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A undermine the Wall, and accordingly, covering thetulelves With their bucklers a- f *^~A-J*\ 
gainft the Stones thrown by thejews upou them,fome with their hands pulled the ftones VZuC£%* 
out of the Wall; fome digged under the foundation thereofctill four (tones of theTower *f*: r >r ** 
with much labour were broken and fhaken. But the night hindered both parties f rom t ^ , p'f chr '^ 
doing any more at that time, but foon after the Wall fhaken wirh the Ram ( in the vJ»"VX^ 
place which $obn had undetermined to deftroy the Mounts ) fell down. -This fell out 
othei wife than either part expected .* For the Jews, who had caufe indeed to be for- 
rowful for the fall of the Wall, and that rhey had not prevented this mtichance,yet were 
as joyful and couragious, as if Antonia Mill remained firm and ftrong And. the joy 
of the Romans for this unexpe&ed M foon ceafed, when they few the other Wall thatNonundmft 

B John had built within. Yet they judged it eafierto betaken t hen the former ; but' afcend ,hc 
no man durft afcend it i becaufe thole who firft aflaulted it could not hope to come off^Htuilu 
alive. Titus, thinking that by hope and perfwafion his Souldiers might be encoura- [ 
ged, and knowing that many times promifes and exhortations make men forget dan- 
ger, and fometime to contemn death it felf, he called together the moft valiant of all 
bis Army, and fpake to them as followeth :

I confefi it is a hardy attempt to afcend the Wall z-yet it is alfo a glorious death to die in

tbtsmove you,wbicb terrifietb others, to wit, the patient mind of the Jews, and their conflan- The patient 
cy in adverfity. For it is a fhame for the i\oman Souldiers, who tn time of peace exercife 
themfelves in Warlike Fcats^ and are accujiomsd in time of War to get the Vi&ory^ now to their conftio, 
be overcome by the Jews, and that at the end of the War, we having al/o God to help us : mi4f<M '" 
for. all our barms proceed from the Jew* defperation • and their defiruclion and calamity by .

Sabinus, after having fo glorioufly executed his enter- 
prife, was ftruck with a Stone, and thrown down flat upon his face moft violently with 
a great noife : fo that now the "jews leeiug him alone, and lying ou the ground, re- 
turned again, and {hot at higvon every fide : and he kneeling upon his knees, and 
covering himfelf with his ftiield Strove to revenge himfelf upon his Enemies, and 
t^W/ with wounded many that came near him, till with wounding them, he was fo weary, thatr 
ihrcecompa- he could ftrike no longer ,- and foat lafthe wasflain : Thus the fuccefs was anfwerable 
iiiunsiiun. t o the difficulty of the Enterprife, although his vertue merited one more happy 01 
thofe of his company, three having almoft got to the top of the Wall, Were flam with 
Stones i and the other eight being wounded, were carried back to the Camp. And 
this was done the third day of July.

tween the two Armies. Atlaft the rage and defpair of the Jews overcame the valour of 
the Romans, and they were^ll beaten back (having fought from the ninth hour of 
the nighr, unto the feventh hour of the day. ). The Jews were encouraged to fight for 
fear they fhould be overcome. And this part ofthe Roman Army ( for as yet the Le- 
ft- gions were not come ) thought It fufficient at that time to have gotten the Caftle of 
Antonia. 



CHAP. III. 

1 Ofthe incredible valour of J ulizn a fyman Captain. 

THere was one zpuliaaj a Centurion, bbtQ in Bitbynia, of good parentage, who 3 dun's fa- 
was the moft valiant dextrous and ftrongeft man that I knew in all this War. ™j e ! * lotli ~ 
This Julian feeing the Romans to have the worft, as he was ftandipg by Titus in An- " 
tonia, he prefently leapt down, and all alone charged the Jews who had. the Vi&ory,. and 
made them retire into the inner temple, and the whole multitude fled, deeming him by 
his force and courage, not to have been a man. But he amougft the midft pi them, flew 
whomfoever he light on, one of them for hafte carting down another. So that this his 
deed feemed admirable to Cifar^ and terrible to his Enemies. Yet did that deftiny befall 
him which no man could forefee, for having his fhoes .'lull "of Nails, aVbther Souldieri r un- 
have, and running upon the pavement, he flipt and fell down, his Armour in the fall onThcpave- P " 
D, making a great noife : whereupon his Enemies, who before fled, turned again apou ment. 
him. The Romans in Antonia fearing his life, cryed out r but the Jews ilany atohce, 
ftruck at him with Swords and Spears. He warded off many blows with 'his Shield y 
arid many times attempting to rife, they ftruck him down agaiu .- "'ye? as he lay';' he 
\v^linded many * neither was he quickly'flain ? becaufe all" pans of his body were.' ve- 
ty well armed, and he cover'd his head wuti his buckle^ but no man helping him, his 
ftrength faileUJ Cefar was yery forrowful to fee a man of fo great fortitude flain b'the juiUm d«tb 
fight of fuch i mulritude.and that the place wherein he was, hindred him from helping 
him : and that others that might have helped him, duirft not for fear.

# CHAP. V. 

Another affault given by the Romans to the tfewfiho defended the Temple. < ' 

Tlttu having fpoken thus, and caufed Jofepb to tell them in Hebrew what he faid 
to them, the Seditious thinking that the fame proceeded not of good will, but 
otfear, began to be more proud thereupon. Then Titus, feeing they neither pitied 
themfelves, nor the Temple, determined again to ufe force, though very loth fo to 
do i yet could he not bring all his Army againft them, the Room was lo little. 
Wherefore out of every Company he made choice of thirty of the ftrongeft amoug 
them, and over every thoufand he apointed a Tribune, aud made Cerealis their Cap- S 
tain or General, commanding him at the ninth hour of the night to aflault ihe Guard of cv'"v Serf, 
the Enemy. Alfo he himfelt would have gone with them ,■ but his friends, and the ™ j ft 3 bic°m 
E Captains about him, confidering the great danger he might fall into, would not per- ™J wjI S 
ruit him : butreprefented to him, that he might do more good by ftaying in AtitonU, b^f'e S o C d hc 
and encouraging the Souldiers that fought, then if he fhould go and endanger him- 
felf ; for every man being in the view of the Prince, would fight more comagioufly. 
Titus was herewith perfwaded,and told the Souldiers that the only caufe he went not 
with them was this, that he Hayed behind to view and judg of evety ones valour, to 
the intent that none that behaved himfelt' valiantly might go away unrewarded, nor a- 
iiy Coward efcape uupuniflied h but that he himfelf might be a beholder of every mans 
vertue. Having thus fpoken he commanded the aflault to be given. 

Then he went up a Watch-Tower in Antonio, from whence he beheld what was 
F done. But they whom Titus fent did not find the Guards afleep, as they hoped i but 

with a great fhout rhey received the Romans that came againft them and at chis 7v '"" b<:bolds 
uoifethey awaked their fellows, who came in whole Companies to aflift them, and ^^t^ 
made a Salley upon their Enemies. So the Romans fuftained the violence of'their 
firft Companies : but the fecond that came, fell upon their own fellows, and ufed rC '" 
them like Enemiej| : for no man could know one anothers voice lbr the noife, neither 
could one fee another by reafon it was night : and moreover, fome were blinded with 
fury, fome with anger, fome with fear i fo that every one ftruck him that met him, 
without any refpeft. The Romans received fmall damage thereby, becaufe that 
they were defended with their Shields, and remembred one anothers Watch- word. 
G But the Jews fell on every fide, fliewing themfelves rafh as well in the charge as iti 
their rallyiug i fo that many times one ofthem took the other to be his Enemy', And 
R"? fal- 
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^5^2 falling upon thofe that rallyed, as chough they had been ^orn^l~^^^~~ 
w<rid,w<. the dark. Briefly, more were wounded by their fellows than bytheir Ereml H

for their purpofe. The fight about the Temple never ceafed> but many Excurlions were 
made-each againft the other. 

■About this time a certain Jew of lowftature, and in appearance a contemptible per- ^ Romans 
fon, everyway an abject, both by reafon of his bafc Parentage, and otherwife, named ch™ofthc° r " 
Jonathan, going to the Monument of John the Prieft, dared the ftrongeft amongft the Tcl "pie- 
Romans to come and fight a fingle combat with him. The Romans that beheld him, J'oi/tki.r 
difdained him : Yet fome amongft them ( as it is commonly feen ) were afraid of him : putting out the 
others wifely deemed, that they ought not to fight with one that was defirous to dye : j^„ atha „ r . 
becaufc they that are defperate, neither fight advifedly, nor have the fear of God before vokes t h"Z°u 
rheir Eyes : and confequeritly, that it was not a fign of Valour, but of overmuch hardi- afirfTtombat 
nefs, to fight wi^h fuch a one, whom though they overcame, yet they could win no ° m * 
credit, but only hazard themfelves to be vanquifht. So a long time none of the Romans 
came againft him ; and he upbraided them of cowardlinefs. At laft, an arrogant and 
proud fellow, one of the Roman horfemen, named Fudcns, difdaining his infolency, p u je„, p s j ic . 

C and perhaps alfo for that he was of little nature, came againft him : but in fighting with wjtbjf^- 
him Fortune was unfavourable to him, for hapening to fall down, Jonathan flew him ; him"' ,snalnb)r 
after which fetting his foot upon the dead body, with his left hand he flourifhed his ^ /w i tho 
ftueld, and with his right his bloody fword ; and ftriking his weapons one againft ano- hn\ahj"»^. 
ther, he infulted over the dead body, and upbraided the Romans, till at length one Prif- than withai » 
ctis a Centurion,as he was thus vaunting,fhot him thorow with an Arrow> and fa he fell 3rroW * 
down dead upon the body of his Enemy ; at which deed, both the Romans and the Jews 
raifed a eonfufed noife. So Jonathan was juftly puniiht for having made too much 
Triumph for an advantage which he ow'd to Fortune,and not to his own Valour. 



CHAP. VI. 

How the Romans by a Stratagem of the ^ews were confidnied with Fire: 
And of one Artorius. 

TH E Seditious that kept the Temple, were now every day openly in fight engaged The j em m 
againft the Romans that kept the Mounts 5 and on the twenty feventh day of the the v ° id p«t 
Month of J/^they devifed this Stratagerh : they filled the void part of the Eaft Porch j£$,J i J , «!ry 
E ofthe Temple with dry Wood, Brimftone and Bitumen * and when they were aflault- wcod,fui P hur 
ed, they fled out of it as not able longer to rcfift. Whereupon many of the Romans and bituraen « 
rafhly purfued the Jews that fled, and with Ladders got into the Galleries. But the 
wifer fort confidering that the Jews had no jirft occafion to fly, kept their place. The 
Porch being now full of Romans, that were got up into it, the Jews gave fire to the Romans 
Wood and JBrimftone,and upon a fudden all the Porch was encompaffed with the flame: cLcfiie. 
fo that the Romans who were out of danger were amazed at it, and thofe that were amid 
the flames became defperate : and being invironed with the flames, fome fought to run 
back into the Town, and others to the Enemies, others killed themfelves, fo preventing 
the fury of the fire : and presently the flame overtook thofe that fought to flic. C*far c*fJr hath 
F though offended at the Souldiers for having afcended into the Porch unbiddfri , yet fee- ™'/^°n S ° f 
ing them die fo wofully in the flames he compaflioriated them. And although the fire,h.u w^c?n 
could not be quenched, yet the poor Souldiers dying amongft the flames were fome- thc firc - 
what contented, that they perceived him to be extreamly forrowful for them, for whom 
they had hazarded their lives. For they beheld him cty in** to'their fellows to help to ex- 
tinguilh the fire,and he himfelf laboured what he could to do it-, fo that every ohc efteem- 
cd his forrow and lamentation for them as much as a fumptuous funeral : but fome 
efesped the fire and got into the largeft part of thc Porch : yet invironed round about 
with Jews, and having long refilled, though with many wounds, in the end they were 
all (lain. 

A young man named Longus fignalized himfelf amidfl: all this rhifery : and notwith- . ; 

q ftanding that every one that there perifhed, deferved particularly to be rcmcmbred, yet 
he ihevved himfelf thc molt valiant of them all. The Jews were defirous to kill this 
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^-{^rfT^ man, for that he was ftrong, and willed him to come down to them, fwearing unto him u 
ihlwor\°, tofparehim. But his Brother Cornelius, who flood on the other fide, intrcatcd him hot 
Vhl^Nvhin to ^emim n * s own honour an( l tna t °f the Romans, whom he obeyed : and fo lifting up 
'o/ckrif/l'ji nis Sword on high, that either part might fee, he flew himfelf. Yet one Artorius from 
^PQ^ - ' amidft the fire efcaped by this device ; calling unto him one Lucius his fellow-Souldier 
liimiclt. and Chamber- fellow , / will ( faid he ) make thee heir of all my Inheritance, if thou wilt 
catch me in thy arms. Lucius willingly endeavouring to do it, Artorius caft himfelf down 
upon him, and fo efcaped with his life, but Lucius, upon whom he fell, was bruifed,a- 
luc.u* dicth gainft the pavement, and fo died. This Calamity a while greatly aftiicted the Romans 
ftv h hMaf ic made r ^ em more war5r ^tervrnd, and acquainted them with the Jews Subtilties' 
byTstrawgcm whereof belore being ignorant, they fuftained great dammage. So the Porch was burnt r 

unto the Tower which John built during his Wars againft Simon •, and the Jews, after 
J^iaWe* t " ie R° mans t ^ at were afcended into it were confumed, pulled down the reft. The nexc 
facd. e day the Romans fired the North Porch, as far as the aforefaid Eaft-Porch, which con- 
tained the corners of the Wall built over the Valley Cedron, fo that it was terrible to be- 
hold the Valley from thence, by reafon of the depth. 



CHAP. VII. 

E 

Of the Famine amongfl the Jews. 

QUch were the affairs about the Temple : but an innumerable multitude periftied 
Wars ofVh" 6 O within the City through Famine, for in every place where any ftiew or *%n of food 
J T/ UiVa"* Was ' P re ^ ent ^y ar °k a Battel and the deareft friends of all fought one with another to 
m»r>cd § with ta ^ e tne food from each other; neither did rhey believe thofe that were now a dying for 
hunger. ^Famine, when they faid, they bad nothing left to eat ; but the Thieves fearched thofe 
^Pvhom they faw yielding up the ghoft, thinking that they had hid about them fome food : 
but when they were deceived of their hopes, they became like mad-dogs ; and theteaft r 
thing made them fall againft the doors like drunken men, fearching thefelf-famehoufes 
twice or thrice together in defperation, and for very hunger they eat whatfoever they 
The Tews e-t u P on > gathering fuch things to eat, as the moft filthy living Creatures in the world 
their own gk- would have loathed. In brief, they eat their Girdles, Shoes, and the«kins that covered 
lewhw^hcir t * ie ' lt m ' e ^ s ' *° tnat a ^e °^ **ay was *° r * our Attiques. But what need is it to 
TareeK? Ind *hew the (harpnefs of this Famine by things that want life ? I will recount an adc never 
old Ly. heard of, neither amongthe Greeks, nor any other barbarous People, horrible to be re- 
hearfed,and incredible; fo that I would willing] y omit this Calamity, left pofterity mould 
think 1 lie , had not I many witnefles hereof, aud perhaps mould incur reprehenfion, ^ 
not fully recounting all accidents of thofe that are dead. 



CHAP. VIII. 

Of a Woman that fir Famine killed her Son , and drejfed him for meat. 

A Certain Woman named Mary, dwelling beyond Jordan, the Daughter of Elea- 
zar^S the Town of Bathcchor, which fignifieth the houfe of Hyfipe, defcended of 
noble and rich parentage, flying with others to jferufalem, was there with them befieged, 
Her richeft goods the Tyrants had taken from her, which {he had brought from beyond 
the River into the City : and whatfoever being hid, efcaped their hands, the Thieves 
daily came into her houfe and took it away : whereat the Woman greatly moved,curfed 
them, and with hard fpeeches animated them the more againft her ; yet no man either 
for anger or companion would kill her,but fuffered her to live to get them meat : but now 
could (he get no more, and Famine tormented her with rage and anger more than dan- 
ger. Wherefore by rage and necefllty (he was compelled to do that which Nature abhor- 
f ,.c.'i) before re( *» and takin § ner S° n to whom (he then gave fuck : O miserable Child ( faid (lie ) in

CHAf. IX. 
How the Wall was taken f and tht temple burntl 

THE Eighth day of Jugit/l, two of the Itoman Legions having finifbed their Mounts, 
began to place their Rams againft the Eaft-Galfcries without the Temple, havine 
E fi* days together without intenniffionalready beaten the WaU with their ftrongea Ramsl 
and nothing prevaUed^ the Stones being foftrong> that the Rams could not rnovethem? 
Othen; of the Romans •laboured to dig, up the Foundations of the Porch, that was on 
the North fide ; and after much toyl, they only could pull away the outward Stones * 
hut the inner Stones full fupported the Porch. At laft the Romans feeing they could 
not prevail by their Javelins and other Inftrurnents, fet up Ladders to afcend into' the 
Qalienes. The Jews did not greatly labour to hinder them from getting up : but when 
they were within the Galleries, then they came and fought with them^and caft fome of 
them down headlong, forcing them to retire ; others they flew that flood in it • and 
others that : were upon the Ladders going down, before they could attend themfelves 
' ?n c S ™ cWs ' wcre with Swords ftrucken down;they aifo thruft down fome Ladders 
full of armed. men. So that there was agreat Maflacreof the Romans, who fouehtmoft 'fbtjemcm. 
to recover their Enfigns,which the Jews had taken from them, efteeming the loTs there- 
of a great ftiame to them. At laft the Jews kept their Enfignes, and flew thofe that 
bore them ; and the reft terrified with their deaths, went down again : although not 
one of the Romans died, who before he was (lain did not fome valiant ad* Bcfidesthofe 
Seditious perfons, who in the former Battels had (hew'd themfelves valiant, Eleazar, 
Son to the Brother of Simon, one of the two Tyrants, got great honour. Then titat 
perceiving that he fpared the Temple of the Jews to his lofs, and with the death of his 
Souldiers, commanded fire to be put to the Porches of the Temple, whereupon Ananus 
otEmmauf the moft cruel of all Simons followers, and Atchelaus the fon of Magadatus Twoof^./ 
fled to Titus ; who, for their Cruelties committed, determined to put them to death ; fSShT" 11

gotten the better. But Titus affirmed they came not of good will, but for hece'fltty, and

dcaVoinir.g to fave the reft : and'fo that day and all the next night the fire encreafed:I I 
for rhe Porches wcfe*burnt by little and li.ttle,and not all at once. , 
e ll tii Thir'ncxt day Titus caufed part of his Army to quench the fire: and calling to him his 
' ' C Jp'tains, and fix that were the cbifeir among them, to wit Tiberius Alexander* his Lieu- 
tenant .General, S' xt'us Screams' Commander of the fifth Legion, Largius %epidus of 
the" tenth, Tit us Fr'igins of the fifteenth, AZtetnius Fronto Commander of t he two Legi- . 
oriVthat came from Alexandria^ and Marcus Antbnius "Jitliatitts Govcrnour of Judta^ bc- 
JiJcs fomc other Collonels and Captains; he deliberated With them what was to be' 
done concerning the Temple. Some counfelled to ufcthe right of War, for that the 
mM Jews' would never live peaceably, whilft their Temple was ftariding; for all their Nation 
n S thc wH< r'e'foever li^iiig.wolildaffemble themfelves thither at certain, times. Others perfwad-'K- 
c&'Tti/is, to fave ir^if Co b e th e '^ews, abandon'd it, andecafed to' 1 defend it b'ui if they 
fought for it, then to burn it : for it was to be'eonfidered as a Caftle,noc a Temple : and 
if any man were Offended hereat, it would 'not be' imputed to the Romans or tatheir. 1 
General, but to trie Jews who cbnftxained them to do it $_ and he mould not offend, they_ 
forcing him to fire it. But J if us affirmed, .that although , the J Jews made ufe of their: 
Ttmple as of a £ortrefs, yet it mould not be deftroyed : for he wbuld notfo be reveng'd^ 
lippri inanimate things, neither would he ever fire fo goodly a'binlding ; forit would re-' 
^ound'to the difhonour of the Koniahs .'as on tfiei ^contrary it : wbuld be'a.credit untpl 
tftc'mj if it were left remaining. ' Whereupon Alexander 1 FrbnN, ktid .

Cdfar's mind became of his opinion ; and fo he difmifled f he'Cduncif, and commanded L'- 
the Souldiers and Captains_to r eft, tha t.they might be the more able to fight when need 
required : arid prcfentFy hcTppbinted certain chofen men to make the Ways even and 
calk for the Army to pafs by the Ruines, companding them to quench the fire 5 and 
that day the Jews being fearful and weary ,'made no refinance.

THcn a certain Souldier, who expeded no Command, nor feared to do fo execra- 
ble a Fad, moved with fc-rae divine fury, andliftedup by one of his fellows,took a Souidi 
in his hand a flaming Firebrand, and caft it intoihe golden window, which eritreaintor/'^ 
the buildingson the North part uf the Temple, andthe flame^efently arofe; which bntlS 
- caufeda g^atcry amongft the Jews, expreiling their calamity jlnd everyone hafted lcn ^ c - 
to extmgUifh the : fire , neither accounting of their lives nor forces, if they loft that for 
r r n m ^ C 5^ News hereof w«: prefently brought byonewhocame 

from the fight to Tttus, who then was refiing in his lent, ancf he prefently arofe, 
and ran to the Temple to hinder the fire, and all the Captains after him-, whereupon 
A^k °?T] n g^ at co^u»bn, and there arofe a great cry and tumult in the 
Army being difordered. Ctfar both with his voice and hand made a fign to the Soul- 
diers that were fighting to quench the fire. But they did not hear him, there was fo 
great a noife , neither did they perceive the fign he made unto them with his hand, be- S,?fi? k . 
caufe fome were diftraded with fear, and others with anger : and the Soufdiers ilfued g™ ^- 
Cm, not reftramed either by commands or threatnings, but every one went whither his ^ i " thcTcw ' 
fury carried him :and thronging together at the entrance, manv prefTed one another to 
death - and many being amongft the fiery ruines of the Galleries perifhed as miferabl v 
as thofe that were overcome. When they came to the Temple every one feigned not 
to hear Ctfirs command, and fo exhorted his fellows that were before him tb fire the 
leraple. The Seditious now had no hope to withftand them, but either fled or were 
ilain: and many unarmed and unable people, wherefoever they were found, were fiain: 
lo that about the Altar were an innumerable company of dead bodies heaped together, 
and their blood flowed down the Temple flairs; and their Bodies wete rouled down! 
C^feeing he could not reftram the fury of the Souldiers, and that the fire encreafed 
D entered^to the Sancltuary, with his chief Officers, and beheld all the holy things there 
and found its magnificence and riches far furpaffing all report which ftrangers had gi- 
ven of it, and equal to that of the Jews thenifelves. The flame not having yet pierced 
into the inner part of the Temple, nor confumed the Houfes and Rooraes about it he «"* flrh '" h 
deemed that as yet it might be preferved ; wherefore himfelf went, and intreated the ^TrtZ 
Souldiers to cxttnguifh the fire, and commanded Liber dis, che Centurion of his Guard, 
*o beat thpfe with a Trunchion that would not be obedient, and to drive them away 
Buttheir fury, and the hatred they bare.againft the Jews, rendred them deaf to C^ars 
commands, and regardlefs of punimment, many were carried on with the hope of fome 
booty, thinking that all the Temple within was full of money, becaufe they faw the 
H Gates covered with plates of Gold. Moreover, a certain Souldier, when Cefar Tought 
to quench the flame, fired the Pofts about the doors : and prefently the flame a ppearing 
wuhm, C*fr, -and the Captains departed out , and fo every one flood lookin/upon it\ 
and no man fought to extinguifh it. Thus the Temple was burnt againft r/'r*?his will. 
And although every man will judge it a lamentable cafe, in fuch a buLldmg furpaflins 
all that ever was feen or heard of, both for greatnefs, workmanfhip, coftlinefs and plen- 
ty ot all things ; yet in this we may comfort our felves, that Providence had fo deter- 
mined. For neither living Creatures, nor Places, nor Buildings, can avoid their Defti- 
ny. One may alfo admire the exacl and juft revolution of time, for it was now de- HoWman > • 
ftroyedm the fame moneth, and on thefameday, thattheB^W, firft deftroyed ,t. S^kSL- 
And itom time that Solomon began rhe firft Temple, unto the deftruction of the fe ,he fir " bl,iW - 
cond Tcmplcwhich happened the fecond year of Vef^tUns Reign, were a thoufand a 
hundred and thirty years, feven months, and fifteen dayes ; and from the buihiin* of 
the latter Temple which Haggai caufed to be built in the fecund year of the Reign of Si^n. 
King Cyrus, unto the defttuchon thereof, were fix hundred thirty nine years and five lk ' l 7V ""- 
and forty days.

the calamity of War, whether they refilled, or entreated for mercy. And now the 
uu Increafin S g fi eved even thofe that were yielding up the Ghoft : and by reafon of 
The f .v ami 6 ht of tne Hill > and tne Building together, one would have thought the whole 

Lowii'n'-o/thc c ' lt Y had been on fire. Then a moft lamentable cry was raifed betwen the Roman Le- 
ngthened gions, and the Seditious now invironed with fire and fword, and the people that were 
taken m the higher part of the City.and had fled to the Romans, lamenting their calami- 
ty. They of the City anfwered the cryes and tears of thofe in the Hill,and many, whofe 
Eyts death by Famine had almoftclofed, tookftrength a while to bewail the Temple 
which they now beheld on fire. The Country beyond Jordan, and the Mountains about 
did eccho to tiieir Lamentations : and yet the Calamities furpaffed all expreffion. For v 
TheTmpte ? ne ™ ould have i ud § ec l the Hil1 whereon the Temple was fituate, to have been burnt up ' 
fiiu i Mirhiac by the roots, it was fo all over fireiYet the great quantity of Blood-fhed feem'dto con- 
31 ' °" tend with the fire. Many that were {lain were covered with thofe that flew them, and 
all the ground was ovcr-fprcad with dead bodies ; fo that the Souldiers ran upon the dead 
bodies to purfue thofe that fled. An laft the Thieves having driven the Romans with- 
out the Temple, ran into the City , and the reft of the People that were left fled into 
the outward Porch. And many of the Priefts ufed Spits of the Temple in ftead of Darts 
and threw theif Seats made of Lead, inftead of Stones, againft the Romans . at laft no^ 
thing at all prevailing, and the fire falling upon them, they got to the Wall, which was 
Two NoWc- eig / U Cubits broad, and there flayed a while.

The Romans thoughtitin vain to fparc the Buildings about the Temple, feeing the 
Temple was already confumed , andfo they fet fire on them all, the Porches, Galleries, 
and Gates , two only excepted, one' on the Eaft-fide, and the other on the South- fide • 
both which afterwards they razed to the ground. They alfo put fire to die Treafury ' 
which was full of an incredible quantity of Riches, as well in money as in richclothing 
and other things of great price * and indeed all the Jews treafure i for the richeft of the 
City had brought all their wealrh thither. There came into the Porch that was m 
six thoufand i„ if ftan iM n & man y Men > Women, and Children, to the number of fix thoufand : And 
ill I'ovch con. b * to 5 e ?4* r and the Captains determined any thing what fhould be done with them, 
tamed ty be. the iunous Souldiers fired the Porch wherein they were, and fo they all perifhed in the 
flames, favc a few, who leaping down to avoid die fire, were (lain in the fall ; fo that not 
one efcaped of all that multitude. A certain falfe Prophet was caufe of their deaths, 
who the fame day preached in the City, and commanded them to go into the Temple, 
r , * ^ 7 ll£? > furcd them thcv {b ° m **** da y rcceive the cfFe <^ s o f Succour from God ;

Before the Sun-rife werd feen 
in the Air all over the Country, Chariots full of armed men in battel aray parting along 
in the Clouds, andbegirting the City. And upon the Feaft day, callecf JPentecoft, at 
night the Priefts going into the Inner Temple to offer their wonted Sacrifice, at firft felt 2?2ri«£!£ 
the place to move and tremble, and afterward they heard a voice which faid, Let us Je. mm k£V 
part hence.

E a Voice from the four Wtnds ; a Voice againft Jerufalem and the temple-, a Voice againft tr Y™* n ' s <*Y 
Men and Women nrvely married; a Voice Againft all this People : And thus crying night " l ' 
and day, he went about all the ftreets of the City. Some of the beft quality not able to 
fuffer words of foill prefage, caufed him to be taken and feverely fcourged ; which he 
endured without fpeaking the leaft word to defend himfelf, or to corapiain of fo hard 
treatment ; but he continued repeating the fame words . The Magiftrates then think- 
ing (as indeed it was) that the man fpake thus through fome divine motion, led him to 
Mbinus General of the Romans, where being beaten till his bones* appeared, he never 
entreated nor wept, but as well as he could, with a mournful voice he cryed* Wo,m 
to jerufalem. Albims asked him what he was, and whence, and wherefore he faid fo • 

F but he made him no anfwer. Yet he ceafed not to bewail the mifery of fferufalem, till 
Albinas thinking him to be out of his wits, fuffered him to depart. After which till 
the time of War, this man* was never feen to (peak to any one : but ftill without ceafing 
hecryed, Wo y wo to Jerufalem. Neither did he ever Curfe any one, though every day 
fome one or other did beat him ; nor did he ever thank any one that offered him meat. 
All that he fpake to any man was this heavy Prophecy. He went crying as is faid,chie Ay 
upon holy-dayes ; doing fo continually for the fpace of feven years and five months ; 7^ for fevctt 
and his voice never waxed hoarfe nor weary, till in the time of the Siege, beholding m^thvclfe'd 
what he foretold them, he ceafed ; and then once again upon the Walls, going about «** Cty 
the City, with a loud voice he cryed, Wo> wo to the City, Temple and People : and laftly a a** fro*

Temple was made four-fquare. But that which chiefly incited them to this War 
a doubtful Prophecy likewife found in the holy Scriptures : That at the fame time one 
in their Dominions fhould be Monarch of the whole World; And many wifem 
uiJ.iT^th'o were de 9 eivcd in their Interpretation, making account that he mould be one of mri 
,; „, lo ,iW own Nation; but indeed thereby was foretold Vefpaftdns Empire. But men cannot 
i^S^idr P"7 nt Ueftinv, though they forefeeit.

AFter the Seditious were fled into the City, whilft all the Temple and places there K 
about were fhll on fire, the Romans placing their Engines over againft the Eaft 
gate of the Temple, and there offering facrificc to Godr with great fliouts they declared 
Gold ™ r M T ' ,/ ^ b 1 m ?"? r - , Thc R pmans got much Spoil and Booty, fo that they fold Gold in Sy 
forkait rra tor half the value. And among thofe Priefts that kept on the Wall, a Child being 
thirfly, defired dunk of the Roman Watchmen, faying, that he was thirfty. They, pity- 
ing both his years and his need, gave him their hands that he mould have no harm, and 
then he came down and drunk, and filled a bottle which he brought with him : and 
when he had done, ne ran up again to his fellows, and none of the watchmen were able to 
The crnft of overtake him * and they could only upbraid him with falmood. But he anfwered, That 
he had dene nothing, but that which he and they intended : for they did not give him their L 
hands tojecure him to remain with them, hut only to come down andfake water, which he had 
tu'Juj m , an watchmen 8 reatl y admired the fubtilty of one that was but a Child.

fave the City (judging indeed that now the Seditious had already their minds ) and fo 
he went to the Weft part of the Inner Temple : for there was a Gate built above a Gal- 
lery, and a Bridge that joyncd the Temple and City together, which was then between 
turn and the Tyrants. Many Sould IC rs on both parts flocked about their Generals ; the 
Jews about Simon and John, hoping tor pardon : the Romans about Titus, delirous to 
hearwhathe would fay unto them : and Titus having commanded his Souldiers to be 
quiet, and to forbear (hooting Arrows, f po ke to them firft ( in token of his Vidtory ) by 
2,^r^ Intt ^ rt0th, i el,e ? : f e y*»°*™*ried (faidhe) with the Calamities fufcr- 
niml'rutl'iV J 01 " Country.

to perifh, whofince Pompey firjl Conned you, have never ceafedto be Seditions, and at lajl 
have openly declaredWar agatnfi the Romans. Didyou tr,fi to your multitude >. Tcuhavefeen 
that a fmall parcel of the Roman Army hath fufficient/y reft/led yon. Or did you expect for- 
rergn a, a ? What Nation is not under our Dominion 1 And who would rather make choice of 
the jews than of the Romans' Did you irufi in your (Irength of Body < Why you brow the 
Germans firve us. Or in theflrength of your Walls < What Wall, or what greater hinder am e 
than the Ocean, wherewith < the Eritains invironed have yielded to the Roman Forces < Or 
UyourCuage, and polttic k Counfl of your Captains < Touhave already heard that theCar-

neither forbad any to be brought unto you , nor hindrei any that would cjflr to your Temple but *V ? U "' ]h 
jufferedyost our Enemies to be made richer than our fives ; fi that yon have ufedour'own C/~V~W 
money againjl us. Having received fo mhty benefits at our hands ; jou lave noiv di gorged 
your felves upon us, and like ffiteful Serpents, fpit your poy fin upon them that made much of 
you. Let us omit that by Net o's negligence you became forgetjul of yo:*r duty, and like fonts 
Member in the Body broken or Jbrunk,you being fill tumultuous, at lajl were taken m a great- 
er offence, and were encouraged with immoderate defires to hope for unlawful 'liberty,, My 

B Father came into your Country, nor. to piwrjbyou for your Revolt againjl Cetfius, but by good 
counfel and gentle nefs to reduce you to good order. Andwh:rt.tsifheh.tdcometodejlroyyour 
Nation, he ought firfi to have cut down tho very Root^ to have come to this Cit y at.-d dritro cd 
it with the Inhabitants : he rather chofe firjl to enter Galilee ■ and the places .uiwy.iinv, 
that in the mean time you might repent you, and conjidtr of your Ffi.it c. L.:: this hfs mercy 
towards you was held for cowardiinefs and weaknefs in him, and by our loug-fif/ivwr you were 
emboldned againjl us : andwhen Nerojv.w dead, you did as treacherous Pibjects a, ew^nt to 
do, and took occafion by our civil dijfention to revolt from us : and whilfl my Father and L were 
gone into /£gypt, you preparedyour felves for a War againfl ut : neither were you nftamed to 
oppofe us, when my Father was declared Emperour, whom notwithjlandingyo 'u had found niofi 

C gentle Captains unto you. At loft, when the Empire feii to us, arid all things being na.v qui- 
eted, all Nations with gifts and prefeuts came to congratulate us, belaid a"a:n y the :fe*>s * 
Jbewed themfehes our Enemies, and you fent an Embajfador beyond Euphr-ce^ only to grt 
did toyour Rebellion : Tou wall "d and fortified your Towns anew, and falling into fictions anw/g 
your felves, at lajl you came to a Civil War : all which none but the mfc v He people in the 
world would have committed. Wherefore- being commanded by tny Fa her, who w.*s now ur- 
ged thereunto, I came againjl this City with a heavy charge ; yet did I 'rejoi ce whcit I beard 
that the People defired Peace. Before I exercifed Hojlility againjl you, I exhorted you to 
Peace : after the War was begnn, I depjled a while from ufing f verity ; 1 fpared all thofe , 
that of their own accord fled to me, and kept my Promife to them, pitying thofe that wero Cap- 

D fives. Ipunijbed only thofe that drew you into this War 5 and till forced fo to do, I fit not 
the Rams againftyour Walli ; but alwayes retrained my Souldiers fo much defirous of your 
blood. As often as 1 overcame you, fo often did I exhort you to peace, as though 1 had been 
vanyuijbed. Again,when 1 approached the Temple, I ( willingly omitting the Law of Arms ) 
requefled you to fpare bolh-it and the holy things ; offering you leave to depart, andpromifing 
you fafity, or licenfing you to fight another time in another place, if fo you thought good. 
All thefe my Offers you refufed, 'a'nd with your own hands fired your Temple. And now you 
wicked wretches dare to prefint your felves before me in Arms. Whst ih. ng canyon now 
preferve fo excellent, ^ that which is atrcady perifbed i What pardon can you expect, 
feeing your Temple is deflroyed ndy even now you jland atmed, not fo much as counterfeit, ng 

Efubmijfion at the laft cajf. O wretches, with what hope t Is not your People dead'. Is not your 
Temple deflroyed, andyour City m now in my hands, yea, and your lives too i And can you imagine 
after this to end them by an honourable death i I will not flrive with your obftinacy : yet if 
you will cafl down your weapons andyield to my difcretion, I will fp are your lives ; and Ijball re- 
ferve the reft to my felfto ufe as a good Mafter, who punifhes not but with regret even the moft on condition ' 
unpardonable crimes. ' . . J^cHS 

To this they anfwered, That they could not yeild themfehes to him, tht up h he gave them r°n'. and fub^ 
his word, having vowed the contrary, but they requefted licence to depart with their Wives mit tl,emftlTW 
and Children into the Defart, and leave the City to the Romans. Titui was greatly en- 
raged that they being in a manner already his Captives, Ihould impofe upon him Con- 

"F ditions, zs though they were Victors ; and he commanded a Herald to rell them that 
hepceforth they (hould not flie to him, nor hope that he would receive them ; that he 
would pardon none h and that they might employ all their force to fight and fave thern- 
felves as they could, for he would now in all things ufe the Law of Arms : and fo he 
permitted the Souldiers to fack the City and fet it on fire. . The fame day they did no- 
thing ; but the next day following they fired the Councel houfe, the Palace Acra, and }^J b ^ i ' i J 
Ophia, the place of Juftice, and the fire came to Qiieen Helens Palace, which was fci- £1° rtjr fcn 
tuatc in the midft of Acra : alfo the houfes and ftreets of the City full of dead Bodies 
were fet on fire. The fame day, the Sons and Brethren of King Izates, and with them 
many Perfons of quality aflfembled together, and fupplicated Co-far to pardon them: 
q and he,though incenfed againft them all, yet not changing his manner, received them f*^ ^J^f 
to mcrcy,and put them all in Prifon, and afterward carried that Kings Sons arid Kinfmen***' 
to Rome , there to remain Hoftages# S f f a CHAP, 
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The Editions get into the Palace, pillage it, and kill there 8400 of the People who 
had fled thither for refuge.

Tim the higher fart of the City was affaulted : and how feme of the Jew's VwsS 
fled unto Titus. 

•-pfe perceiving that the higher part of the City could not be won without Mounts; 
* being fituate ia a foil, round about which were high and deep Precipices , on the 
twentieth day of Akg*fl lie Cat all his Souldiers on work : and the carrying of Wood for 

B thatpurpofe was very painful , all Trees within 100 furlongs off the City bein» alrea- 
dy cut down, and ufed in the former Work, as is before-faid. So the four Legions rai- 
fed a Mount on the Weft fide of the City . and the Auxiliaries made a Mount agairift 
the Porch, Bridge and Tower, which Simon, during his War with John, had built. 
About this time the Captains of the Idttmeatts aflembling together, deliberated to yield T,,c Idum «" 
themfelves, and fent five of their Company to Titus, befeeching him to receive them to Sr"3v'£w 
mercy : and he hoping that the Tyrant would yield after them, who were tlie greatefl: ll,i:iriubilliffiuri 
P. art ° r f , his Arm 7» With much difficulty granted them Life, and fo fent them back to 
their fellows. But Simon having notice of their defign, prefently flew thofe five that 
were fenttoT/Vw ; and taking the Captains ( the chief of whom wasaWj the Son of 

q Sofa ) he put them in Pnfon, and carefully watcht the Idumsans, who now having no 
chief Commanders* knew not what to do. But the Guard could not hinder them from 
fleeing ; fot although many of them were killed, yet divers fled and efcaped, and were 
all received by the Romans-,lWs couitefie being fuch, that he remembred not his for- 
mer Orders to die contrary. Arid how the Souldiers abftained from murthers, and 
minded only the getting of Wealth ; the common People they fold with their Wives 
and Children for a fmall price; many being expofed to fale, and few coming to 
buy them. Titus having publifhed that none Ihould flic unto him without their fami- 
lies, yet now received thofe alfo that cariie alone, appointing fome to enquire who had 
deferved punilhmehfcj and to inflict it ob them. So aninfinite number was fold ; arid 

P more than 40000 of the People were faved, whom the Emperour difmifTed, and permit- Forty thonitaf 
ted to go whither they pleafed. tf the people 

At the fame time a certain Pirieft, ^/w.the Son o£Thefyth«s was promifed pardon on jl/L p rie fl 
condition he would deliver certain holy things belongtng.to the Temple i and fo he tl t\ o{ 
came and brought outof a Wall two Candlefticks,like to thoib that were in the Temple, ™-" hut - 
Tables, Goblets, Cups, all made of folid and, maflie Cold i alfo the Veil and the Orna- 
ments of the Priefti fome precious Stones, arjd many Veltells made for fadrificei More- 
over, the Keeper of the holy f reafure, called Phineas, brought forth the Garments, and the 
all things that belonged to the Priefts, and much Purple andScarlet,which were laid up 7™$%$; 
in ftore, to make Tapeftry or Hangings, among which alfo was fome Cinnamon Calfia, tak. n . ' 

g and many other odoriferous things, whereof were compounded fweet Odours to be of- 
fered to God. He alfo delivered him much wealth of other inens, arid much facrcd 
Treafure : for which although he was taken by forces yet he was pardoned, as thofe 
wrere that fled to C*far. 



CHAP. XVI. 

Bow the reft of the City was taken: 
V ' ' . 

TH E feventh day of September the Mounts being fihifhed, which was the Eighteenth Some ct .a, 
day after they were begun, the Romans planted their Ranis and Engines for bat- . fcditi< ? U5k «P t 
tery, whereupon fome of the SeditiouSj defpairing to keep the City* left the Walls, idffitc 6 
and fled to the Mountain Jera ; others hid themfelves in Vaults j but the mdff refolute a^. s Di ti>e 
endeavoured ro hinder the Romans from placing the Rams againft the Walls.. The Ro- C> ' 
mansibefides that they were more in number, had their Courage encfeafed by Victory; 
But on the contrary, the Jews being now all dif-heartned and forrowful, fo foori as any _ -i 
part of theWall was broken down or ihaken by the force of theRams,ftraightways fled; SErSiS 
and the Tyrants were furprized with greater fear than heeded. For even before fuch time tl e ^ a " iollii 
G as the Enemies had entered the Wall,they ftood in doubt whether to flee or no: and they 
who a little before were fo proud and arrogant,Tiow trembled and quaked* fo that it was

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r>-A-^2 pirtiful to fee fuch a change in them, though they were wicked perfons. But in order to H 
nv//, 4X.J4- favc thcnifc-lvcs, they endeavoured to aflfail the Wall that Titus had built to compafs 
inlr 'chrift thc w,lole City wirha11 : but Seeing themfelves forfaken of all thofethat were wont to 
yl. 0J " / ' berrufry to them, every one fled whither necefiky drove him. In the mean time news 
ti^tvC^ was brou g nC that all thc Weft-wall of the City was beaten down ; others affirmed that 
cntUbic'sium- the Romans had entrcd, and that they had feen the Enemy in the Towers, fear trou- 
tiHr'o-!vn d .v ^ in o their Judgmcnr, and making them think they faw things .which were not, where- 
r.,M tuiCkc" upon they bewailed their misfortune , and as though they had been lame, theyftoocf 
[J'/JXIkc anc * ^ ou 8' lt: not to flie - From whence one may plainly perceive Gods juftice to- 
i'v "onuun wards the impious, and the Romans Fortune ; for the -Tyrants deprived themfelves of 
ti U e f n"i''iubc tne ^ r ft ron g no ^ s > and voluntarily departed out of their Towers, wherein they could I 
diivcn. 1 ' 8 " Dc never have been taken but by Famine : and the Romans having fo much laboured at 
the lower Walls, now by Fortune took thefe, which their Engines could never have 
fhaken •, for there were three inexpugnable Towers thatcouldnot be battered with the 
Engines, whereof be fore wc have made mention. So the Tyrants having forfaken thefe, 
or rather being by Gods will driven from thence, they fled towards the Valley of Siloa : 
whereafter the fear was paft, they again took heart, and attaqued the new Wall that 
was in that place, yet not ufing fuch courage and vigor as need required, they were beat- 
i lie Rem™ enoffby the Guards that defended it, their ftrength now failing, and being wearied 
"Ti.uuuii" wir h labour, fear, famine, and calamity. Some were driven oneway, and fome ano- 
xia..;-, ther, and they were forced to hide themfelves in Vaults and Sinks. The Romans ha- K 
ving obtained thofc Towers placed their Colours upon them, and clapping their hands 
and iliouting for joy, t\icyaycA t Viftorj , finding thc end of the War nothingfo terrible 
T)lcbo .. f sind as the beginning. Yet they did not believe that this was the end, becaufe they got the 
inriii C.-fk- : t Wall without any bloodihed; but they admired that no man offered to refift them. 
kKiuiiofdcid Whereupon iffuing into every Street, they flew whomfoevcr they found without any re- 
h.Mio.' " tJ fpccl;,and fired Houfes,and kill'd'all the People thathad fled into them ; and where they 
entered to get prey, they found whole Families dead, and houfesfull of Carettfek con- 
fumed by Famine. Thus terrified with the heavy fight, they departed, not taking any 
thing away ; yet for all that they pittied not thofe that were left alive, but flew whom- 
f oe ver they met, whereby they fil led thc narrow ftreets fo full of dead bodies, that none L 
could pafs that way for them : all the whole City flowed with blood ; fo that many 
places fet on fire, were quenched with the blood of thofe that were flain. At evening 
they ceafed from killing, but all nightlongthe fire encreafed : and fo in the morning, 
which was the eighth of September ■, all was fet on fire •, the City in the time of the Siege ' 
having endured mbrc rnifery and calamity, than ever it received joy andhappinefs from 
the time of the firft foundation, notwithstanding that the fame had been fo great, that 
all Cities might juftly envy it, and it no wife defervedtobe fooppreiTed with fuch 
mifcry, fave only for that it foftered and bred fuch impious perfons as wrought the over- 
throw thereof. 

Titus entering into the City amongft the reft, admired the ftrong holds thereof, and the M 
rocky Towers, of which the Tyrants liice mad-men deprived themfelves ; and feeing 
the heigth, firmnefs, bignefs, and the joyning of the Stones together, and their breadth, 
iLcfe muniti- andheigth, hefaid, Surely God hath affifledusin this War, and he it was that drove the 
.1 s (■•' iii City Jews from thefe Fortrrjfes. For what could mens hands and Engines prevail againfl them i 
tiii.' Tu'a it"' ' ^ nc * having fpoke much to this effect, to his Friends, he fet thofe at liberty whom the 
vi uiuhc iv- Tyrants had left prifoncrs in the Towers : and when he deftroyedthe ?eft of the City 
£t for 'i{-"r!' 11 " an< * Walls, he left thofe Towers Handing, as a Monument of his good fortune and vi&o- 
i„v nr., .i.).-, ry, by which he had gained them, though inexpugnable. The Souldiers now being wea- 
lu.nui^ r y w't' 1 killing the nuferable Jews, and yet a great multitude remaining alive, Titus 
1 u .,!a'nn,i c: mmanded that only the armed Jews, and thole that refitted (hould be flain, but the reft N 
)vttd.i.'- hit alive. But the Souldiers alfo killed old and weak perfons all the able and lufty 
fir.mg ami ^ men they carried into thc Temple, and fliut them there in the place appointed for the 
luiiy id.ne. . womcn> Cafar left one Fronton Libertine, and his friend to keep them, giving him alfo 
charge to make enquiry who had deferved punifhment. Fronto flew all the Thieves 
and .Seditious, who accufed one another ; and referved certain men of large ftature 
and beautiful for the Triumph : And all the reft that were above feventeen years old, 
he fent bound into Kgvpr, to be imployed in certain works there, as digging, delving, 
manuring the fields, and other publick bufinefles.

T FIE number of all the Captives that were taken during the whole time of the The m^ref 
•A War, was ^7000; ,and the number of all that died and were flain during the ,,,c c > ,iv " 
Siege, was 11 0000, moft of them Jews by Nation, but not natives of Judta. FmSI^" 
being auembled together from all parts to the Feaft of unleavened bread, on a fudden r^A 
they were involved in the War, and firft of all a Plague fell among them by reafon of C ^ 
the ltraitncis of thc place, and immediately after, Famine, worfe than it. That the Ci 
ty was capable of fo many men , it is evident ; lor Cejlius defirous to fignifie the flourifh- 
J?g dilate, and ftrength of ferufalem to Nero, who contemned our Nation, requefted 
the High-Pnefts, that if pofllble they could, they mould number all the People in their 
.City : and upon the Feaft of Bafter, when they killed Offerings from thc ninth Hour of 
the day until the eleventh ( and to eat a Lamb not fewer than ten perfons were aflem- 
bled ; for it is not lawful to feaft alone > yea, many times twenty are in a Company )

killed ; fo that if we reckon to every Lamb ten men, the number amounts to two Milli- ' 
ons feven hundred thoufand men, all purified, whole and found : for it was not law/ui 
toe any that were Lepers, or had a flux of feed, nor for Women that had the morithly 
,™ s > t0 eat of th * z Sacrifice'; nor yet for any Stranger that came thither for Religi- 
on s fake. 6 , 
So this great multitude was afTembled together from other places, and was there by the 
providence of God fhut up as it were in a Prlforf. Andthe City being filled with men 
or War, wasbefieged 5 fo that the number of thofe that were flain furpafled all that 
ever penihed, either by any Plague fent from God, or by the means of men ; they were 
partly openly flain, partly taken by the Romans : who fearching die Vaults, and open- ri^om, ■< 
ing the iepu chres,fpared none they met with. There alfo were found more than two r™^." ^ 
thoufand, whereof fome flew themfelves with their own hands, others werekill'd bv v ra I,? r m ! 
others, the reft perifhed by Famine. The ftink of dead bodies was fo great, thl^ ^L 

^ many minding to fearch the forefaid places, and being entred into them, were f breed 
to retire : yet others for lucre fake treading on the dead Carcafcs, fearched the dead 
Bodies, if they could find any thing ; for great Riches were hid in the Vaults • and 
covetoufnefs omitted no way to gain. -" 

Moreover, many were taken out from thence, whom the Tyrants, who even in their 
extremity ceafed not to tyrannize kept Prifoners : yet God plagued them both ac- 
cording to their deferts : for John being almoft famifticd with his Brethren in a Vault Jcd il, the - 
befought the Romans to fave his Life. And Simon, having long ftriven with necefllty as Vaultv 
we ftiall hereafter relate, . at laft yielded himfelf; and was kept for the Triumph , but 
John was condemned to perpetual prifon* The Romans beat down the Walls and 

F fired the remaining parts of the City. ' • 
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CHAP. XVIII. 

J brief Uifiory if the City of Jerufalem.' 

Zs&dn^' '"PHus was jerufalem taken in the fecond year oiVefpafian's Reign on the eighth day 
Kii • otcc' j cf Se f tember - lt nad been formerly five times taken, and was now finalljrdeftroy- 
jnacf-Ilit.' ed ' Firft, ^/Z^w King oF-JEgptf after him, A»tiochus h then Pompey h and after 
them, Herod with Sofius took the City, and yet deftroyed it not : But before them Na- 
buchodonofor King of Babylon deftroyed it, when he had enjoyed the fame, a thoufand r 
three hundred and threefcore years, eight moneths and fix dayes after it was firft built. 
He that firft built it, was one of the Princes of the Canaarites^ furnamed the Jufl. by 
reafon of his Piety. He firft confecrated this City to God, by building a Temple to 
him, and changed the Name Solyma, into that of Jerufalem : But D avid the King of 
the Jews having driven out the Canaanites^ gave it to his own People to be inhabited : 
and after four hundred threefcore and four years and three moneths, it was deftroyed 
by the Babylonians. From King David, who was the firft gov that reigned there, till 
the time that Titus deftroyed it, were a thoufand one hundred feventy and nineyeatf; 
and from the time that it was firft erected, until it was by him deftroyed, were two 
thoufand one hundred and feventy feven years: yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, « 
nor the Fame thereof, now fpread all over the World, nor the Glory of Religion did any 
thing profit or hinder it from being deftroyed. Such was the end of the Siege o£jerufi- 
lem. When there was none left to kill, nor any thing remaining for the Souldiers to get 
to exercife their outrage againft (for they would have fpared nothing that they could 
f P oil<? ) C 4 Ar commanded them to deftroy the City and Temple, leaving only ftand- 
*uth i\ K City mg certain Towers, that were more beautiful and ftrong than the reft, to wit, Fhaftlus, 
anJihcTem. Hippicos, and Mar iamme ; and the Wall that was on the Weft fide ; meaning there to 
keep a Garrifon, and that they mould be Monuments of the Valour of the Romans, 
who had mattered a City fo well fortified as by thefe it appeared to have been. All 
the reft of the City they fo plained, that thofe who had not feen it before could not T 
believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the end of their madnefs, who were 
alwayes given to Sedition in Jervfalent, a moft beautiful City and famous amongft all 
Nations. •

CMfar determined to leave the tenth Legion for a Garifon in gerufalem, with fome 
Troops of Horfe, and other Companies of Foot : and all Wars being now ended, 
he purpofed to give folemnpraife to the whole Army for their valiant Acts, and to rer 
T./"MWc-h T i T?

After making fome abode in that place, 
i" a fhew in he celebrated his brother Domitian's birth-day with great folemnity:& in this folemnity 
t&nhtd five ^ e ^ rou 8 nt divers Jews,whofe punifhment he had of purpofe deferred till this timei 
hundred jews the number of all that perilhed there with fighting againft: Beafts, and amongft them- 
« 5i «- cc! br-u ves > and by fire, amounted to more than 2 foo men. Yet the Romans thought all \ 
ntTreftl/- 1 ' llic fc puuifhmeuts too light and eafie for them. After this Titus went to Beritus, 
^wBirdi.day. which isaCiry in Pbxnicia, ( and a Colony of the Romans: ) and here alfo he made 
fome long abode, and celebrated the birth of the Emperour his Fatiier, with far 
greater Solemnity then the former, as weh in giving divers Shews to the people, as 
in great expence and Sumptuoufnefs, and caufing many Captives to perish, as before. 



CHAP. XXI. 

Of the Calamity of the iftws at Antioch. 



? A T the fame time the Jews who liv'd at Antioch were in great mifery ; for 
JrV the whole City was incited againft them, both for fome new crimes laid to their 
charge, and lor certain offences before committed i which necellarily I nauft recount 
before I proceed. The Nation of r.he Jews was mixed amongft almoftall Nations of the 
TN . Nation of World; and Specially amongft the Syrians, by reafon of their vicinity i and many 
the jews in- of them were at Antiochxa, becaufeit was a great City: and the Kings that fncceeded 
wOT« X the ko Anticcbu * permitted them freely to inhabit there,and to injoy all the liberties of theCity. 
Svhe For Antiocbus, firnamed Epipbanes, deftroyed Jerufalem and facked the Temple; butL 
World. his Succeflbrs reftored all the Brafs veffels that were taken from the Tern pic to the Jews, 
a number of lo be ufcd m their s y na g°g ue "M Antioch, and permitted them to ha\e the fame liber- 
jewsiii Ant*- ties in the City, that the Greeks enjoyed > and the other Kings alfo of latter times ufed 
«*■*• them after the like fore : fo that their number greatly encreafed, and- they enlarged 

their Temple, and enriched it with fuodry offerings, and oftentimes gain'd fome Pagans 
to be of their Religion > and lo rendred them alfo a part of their Nation. Now a- 
bout the time that the War broke out, and Vefpafian arrived in Syria, the Jews begun 
A Jew called to be generally hared of all men : and one of them named Antiocbus, of confiderable 
Ikcaufc^f " P arenta S e » whofc Father was chief of all the Jews in Antioch, at luch time as the peo- 
Ihrir mighty P le of Antioch were affembled in the Theater, came in amongft them, and accufed M 
^yin-**- his own Father, and the reft of the Jews to have confpired together to burn the Cky 
t,tc ' in the night timejand he nam'd fome otherStranger-Jews tpthem,as Confpirators with 
the reft. The people hearing this, could not reprefs their rage, but prefendy caufed 
thofe that were accufed, to be burnt in the Theater ; and made great (peed to fet up- 
on all the Jews, hoping that by fpeedy difpatch they might preferve their Country, 
filT" wohT/" wllich ocner wife was like to perilh. Antiocbus, to enrage them the more, offer'd to 
Ciil^ns 0 facrifice according to the cuftom of the Pagans* thereby as it were alluring the Anti* 
A»y<^>» for- ocbians, that he hated the Jews and their cuftoms i moving them alfo to compel 
•sanuifiethc & the-ielt of the Jews to do the like, and whofoever refufed fo to do, were to 
feventhday. be judged Traitors. The Antiotb'tans followed his counfel : but few Jews would M 
obey; and they that denied to facrifice, were (lain. Then Antiocbus receiving a N 
party of Sonldiers from the Roman Governours, became moft cruel againft his Coun- 
trymen, and would not permit them to keep holy the Seventh day 5 but in it obliged 
them to do all labour and bufinefs, that they were acuftomed to do upon any other 
day i and he lb urged them, hereto, that within fhorttime the feventh day was not 
only violated among them of Antioch, but alio in other places and Cities round about. 
An«h« caia-_ The Jews at Antioch having endured this perfection, fell into another as 
mi. y at .uu- greac ca i amicy> w hereof I intend to fpeak. It hapned that the fourfquare Market and 
the publick Places, where all Writings and Regifters were kept, as alfo the Kings 
Houle, were burnt : and the fire fo encreafed, that with much ado. it was hindredQ 
from firing the whole City. Of this fact Antiocbus accufed the Jews, thereby incit- 
ing 
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A ting the Antiocbtam, againft them j and it was not hard for him to believe his calumnia- <^j^r\ 
uousalthough they had not hated them before, by reafon of that whfch latelv • Sft - Sffi* 
to that now they almoft pe, (waded themfelves, that they had feenThe Jew' put fire^ro^S- 
the houfes ; and fo in a great rage all of them fet upon thofe that were accufed Where I'P ****** 
fore Coilega the Lievtenant-Governour, had much ado to pacifie the people/ notwith* V>V\j 
Handing that he reaeufled them to permit him to inform Ctfar of all that was paft For " 
Vtfpafian had already fent Cefennius Partus to be Governourof Syria,, but he was 'not as 
yec arrived there. Then Coltega making diligent enquiry of the matter, foundout the 
truth; and not one of the Jews accufed by Antiocbus was prov'd guilty .- for certain 
impious people had done all this mifchief, being indebted thinking that if thev burnt A i tV f 
B the market-place, and thepublfck writings, then their debts could notbe-^uired^iS^Sey 
at their hands. Nevertheless the Jews lived in great fear, and expeded the event of thefe ± 
forged accufations. , . . r kc ^iand"

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How Vefpafian at bis return rvas received by the Romans. 

C A Fter Titus had received Letters from his Father, that he was arrived in luly, andihccw 
J- that all the Citiei where he came welcomed him very joyfully, and that Specially «■•«'«- 
J{ome had entertained him with great pomp and triumph, he was eafed of the care Ij'^X 
he had before, and very joyful {nr his Fathers wdfare, andgobd c fortune. For all the wiiii^-i. 
people of 7f fl /y reverene'd Kfprfan, though abferi ri as though he'had been preienc with a,,d w ' 
them, defirmg to fee his arrival, whofe coming thtfy fo~ : heartily wiflied for. The Se- 
nate, remembrmg what calamities had befaln the City in the change of Princes, defi- 
led to receive their Emperour honorable for his old dge, and martial renown, whofe 
prefence alone would be to his fubjeds advantage and lafety. And the vulgar fort alfo 
troubled before with civil Wars, long expected his arrival, attiring themfelves thereby 

T> to have an end of their calamity, and to recover again their wanted affluence. Espe- 
cially he was expected by the Souldiers, who knowing his skill in martial affairs, by 
that winch himfelt had already done, and finding tlieir other finiperours ionorant and 
unskilful, m ich wifhed his coming j in hope thereby to be delivered from the dif- 
grace : wherein they lived, and to be both honoiwed, *nd prekfcved from danger. The 
Nobility feeing him fo beloved of all men, could rio longer wait his cominp, but went ThcRomam 
and met him at fome diftance from the City, and accompanied him i aud no man (fay- ,'feV'' Y° 
ed his coming, but in whole multitudes they went to meet him, they were fo defii ous rrff^L. 
to fee him : lo that more went to meet him, then ftayed at home. 

When news was brought that he approached near the dry, and how friendly and 

E courteoufly he had entertaiued all men, the people with their Wives and Children ftay- 
ed 111 the way he came, to falute him : and wherefoever he came, with joyful applaules 
and acclamations they (homed, calling him their Conferver and Benefactor, and lie who 
alone was worthy to be the Roman Emperour ; and the whole City was as it had 
been a Temple, all hung with Garlands, and full of (weet odours and perfumes : and 
the multitude of the people being fuch that he could fcarcely get into the Palace, he- 
offered Sacrifice; to hishoufhold gods for his fafe return ; and all the people 
feafted by their Tribe?, Kindred, and Neighbours, and made vows to their Gods, Im^ImMs 
that Vefpafian might long continue their Emperour, and his Son alter him! J?-. 
and that the Empire might never depart from his lineage. The City of Rome having " ' 

F thus received Ftfoa'ian, it was foon after blefled with ajl happinefs and piofperjty.

SOmc time before Vofpafrm iBVOX. to Alexandria* and whilft rtfx« befieged; the City 
of $erufalem> a great part of Germany Was revolted, virithwhoni the : |j C i?ch that 
bordered upon them, were confederated, reaotinctiig' .their allegiance, jn^hope to 
3k iWtrf free themfelves from the Yoke and Government of the -Romans, ; The, fuft 'motive 
. the Germans t j, at caii f e d the Germans to revolt, and to war againft the Romans, was their. Eeoci^nty t 
w^ro- and ralh nature ^ooe to fighthavtog but very Jittle hope offuccefs, together with the 
mans. hatred of the Romans, who they knew alone could by force bring them into fubje&qui 
and they were chiefly thereunto encouraged by the prefent opportunity. For feeing the' 
Empire greatly affli&ed with civil Wars, by reafon of the often changjmg of Emperoujrj, 
and knowing that all theWorld under their dominion was now in fufpence^hey thought 
that by reafon of their troubles and Civil-War s, fit oppor tunity was offered them to re- 
cover their freedom ; and they were hereunto perfwaded by Coffins and Ciiiiis, two 
of the moft potent amongft them, who long beiore defured alteration, and now find- 
ing opportunity, fhewed what minds they bare. Whereupon taking courage they 
made tryal what the common people thought of this pointy and the greateft part -of» 
them rrianifeftly condefcended hereunto, and perhaps the reft were not unwilling. At* ; 
this time, as it were by Gods providence, refpafian fent Letters to Veulius Ceriali/ 
certju com- ( w ho before had been Governour of Germany ) and declared him Conful, command- 
cSJin^to in g nim to 8° into ****** and take the Rule of the Country. He forthwith obey- 
fubjediion. c d Vefpafians commaud : and hearing that the Germans had revolted, he went againft) 
them, they having now levied an Army, and gave them a great overthrow',,. kil- 
ling many of them, and forcing them to return to their obedience to the Romans! 
Notwithstanding , if he had ,not come thither, not long after they had afjuredly beerr 
punifhed for their offence. For fpfoon as news of their Rebellion was brought to Kfrne* 
£efar Domitianus> Vefpafians Son (who although very young underftood matters of j, T ; 
TiZ'Sia. War .beyond; his age , ) hearing of it, and, being led by the courage which was heredi- 
tary to him, undertook the Expedition to go and conquer them : The Barba- 



rians terrified with the report of hi* coming, fubmittedto him, thereby gaining 
this, that without bloodObed they were brought under fubje&ion as before. And 
all things in GaUta being well difpofed of, fo that it was not eafie for them, although 
they would, to rebel any more , Domitian returned again to fyme, having gaiu'd 
great Credit to his Age and Country^ 
Rebellion a- Atthe'fame time alfo the Scythians rebelled * and affembling in great multitudes, 
gainfttte pafled over the River JJler, and with great violence and cruelty coming unexpected, 
Romans. fl ew man y Roman Garifons , whom they found in ftrong holds : aud Ftnteius A- ^ 
grippa Lieutenant-Geoeral, who had been Gonful, meeting them, gave them Bat- 
tel, and was llain ; which done, they went all over the Countries adjoyn ing, waft- 
ing, robbing, and fpoiling them. When refpafian heard thereof, and how Mafia 
was all wafted , he fent J^uhrius Gatius to chaftife them $ .he having flaiu many 
of them in fight , forced the reft to retire into theii own Country. This Gene- 
ral having thus ended that War, provided to prevent them if hereafter they at- 
tempted the like* for he built fir ftronger Forts than were before , fo that the 
Enemy could no way pafsout of their own Country} by which 'means the Wars in 
M*fa wert quickly ended.

caule the Jews call it Sahbattcus, taking the name thereof from the Tews Sab- 
bath, which is the feventh day. When the Antiochians underftood, that Titus was 
coming to their City, they could not contain themfelves within their Walls for joy but 
aUwent outtomeethimjandootoolyMen, but alfo Women and Children expected 
his coming thirty Furlongs off ; and when he approached near them, they holding up 
their hands to him, Saluted him with great joy ; and having received many courtefies 
from him, they returned with him; and amongft other acclamations, they often be- 
fought him to banilh the Jews our of their City. But Titus returned no anfwer , ma- 
king asthough he heardnotwhat they requeued. Yet the Jews doubtful what he ritm coinc,fa 
woulddo, and what his intent was, were all in exceed ing great fear. Titus tarried not Thfpn^r 
at Anttacbi bur pafled from thence to Zeugma towards Euphrates, where the Ambaffa- aiizew 
&QX%o\rologeftis King of theParthians came to him,and prefented him a Golden Crown £ nftthc 
for his Conqueft of the Jews : which he receiving, feafted the AmbafTadors, aud fo 
returned tc \ Ahtocb, where the Senate and people befought him to come into the Thea- 
ter,all the people being afTembled there expecting him, and he accorded fo to do : 
D a " da g am they befought him to expel the Jews out of their City i but he anfwercd, 
that their Country> whereunto he might have baniihed them, was now deftroyed, and 
there was no place that would recive them. The Antiochians, feeing they could not 
obtain iheir firft pennon, requeued another thing of him, to wit, thac he would take 
away the Brazen Tables, Wherein were engraven the jews priviledges. But Vitus 
would not grant thatibuc leaving the Jews in the fameEftace he found the^he departed 
from thence into Egypt. And as in the way he paft by feru/alem, comparing the de- 
flation of that place with the beau^ 

helamentedand pitied the overthrow thereof, not infolently rejoyciog as another would S^wf"* 
have done, for having deftroyed fo fair and ftrong a City, buccurfing rheSeduious andd ^>™°« 
who forced him to dettroy it, and being forry he had made his virtue known by the ca- &?r£T 
lamity of that miferable people. For full great part of theTreafure of theCity was found find no lmaU 
in the Ruin* i and fome the Romans found of themfelves i but the moft they got, the kTteS 
Captives told them of, which was Gold and Silver, and other precious things buried J~*f*b* 
by the owners in the Earth being uncertain what would betide them. Titus going 
forward in his jo urney fpeedily paft through this deplorable Solitude, and came to 
Alexandria : and determining now to fayl in to Italy Jos. fent the two Legions, that ac- 
companied him,unto the places from whence they came, the fifth into Mafia, and the 
tenth into Pannonia, commanding John and Simon, the two chief of the Prifoners, and 
others, to the number of feven hundred, all of goodly ftature and beautiful, to be7«feandrt. 

F carried into Italy, in order to ufe them in his triumph. When he arrived at i\pme\ as """" and ff - 
hedefired, the people were affe&ed towards him, as if he had been their Father, acds^Vj^t 
went out to meet him. refpafian alfo honoured his Son Titus, meeting him in his own f rc 11 fcmd , 
perfon wich greatjoy : all the Citizens likewife received him with exceedingly, fee- fLVun'olZ 
ing that now the Father and his two Sons were met. Within a few days after they pur- 1 > 
pofed to make but one Triumph for both, though the Senate had decreed to each a pe- 
culiar Triumph for their valiant deeds i and in the day prefixed for the fame no nfan 
in all theCicy remained ac home.b it every one got a place to ftand in, thac they might 
fee the Emperours, leaving only Room between them for their paffagc. All the 
Souldiers before day-light with their Captains in the head of the Companies came and 

G etpeaed the Emperour, not at the Palace Gate, but near the Temple of I fit, where 
the Emperours thac night lodged : and at day break refpafian and Titus came forth,

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££-£-f^ °oth crowned with Lawrel, and in Purple Garments mads after their Country fafhion i H 
ur*rJXlaif. C ail( i they went to OHavian's walks, where the Senate, Nobles and Roman Knights

r^ujo/chnfl s eatso f i voryj on which they afcending fat down, and prefently all the Souldiers 
liietriun^ w ' 1 ^ a ' ou ^ vo ' ce ^ oute ^ forth their praifes. The Emperours were unarmed, and 
phant Mi'c cloathed in Silk, and crowned with Lawrel. Vefiaftan having received their praifes, 
of rtftafun as tn ey offei'd ftill to fpeak more in his commendations, he beckned with his hand, and 
a» r,tu,. ma< i ea (ig n to them tobefilent : which done, he rofe up, and covering the greateft 
part of his head with his Garment, he made the accuftomed prayers and vows * and 
Titus alfo did the like. Then Vefpajhn fpoke to them all in general, but in few words, 
^ and fo difmiffed the Souldiers to go to dinner, whichjaccording to the Cuftorae.the Em- \ • 
perour was to provide for them:himfelf departed from them to the truimphantGateJbr 
called for that all Triumphs puffed that way i and after they had eat there, they put 
on triumphant Robes, and offered Sacrifices to the Gods,whofe Images were placed by 
the Gate, and fo went in triumph all along the places defigned for publick Shews, to the 
end that all people might have a better view of their magnificence. But the fpectades 
there exhibited, both for number, variety, and coftlinefs, cannot be defcribed fuffi. 
ciently, being excellent in all things, which any man could devife, both woikmanfhip, 
Riches, Variety, and Novelty. Foralmoft all things that ever were in any place a- 
mongft men that lived infelicity, either Rich or Glorious, and pleafant to behold, all 
were that day (hewed and feen in this Triumph, as a Teftimonyof the grandeur of g 
Jious I G?r- prC " tne Ro m a n Empire. For there was iuch ftoreof works of Gold, Silver, and Ivory, that 
menu. one would not have deemed them to have been made only for the pomp of that day, but 
to have been fo plentiful,as if they had flowed all about the City : fome carried fine Ta- 
peftry made of all forts of Purple,& curioufly wrought with Pittures& Babylonian work* 
and there was fo manyGems and precious Ston£s,fome fet in Crowns of Gold,fome in o* 
ther worksjthat it appear'dthat without reafon we judged them to be rare and fcarce. 
Moteover.thePicturesof their Gods>were carried with them,which were admirable both 
for greatnefs & workmanfhip,and all of precious matter. Moreover divers forts of living 
ci eatureswere there to be feen,all adorned with fome attire agreeing and alluding unto 
their nature.There was alfo an infinite multitude of men in PurpleGarments wrought ^ 
withGold, who carried all thefe things s and all thofe that were defigned to ferve for this 
pomp, were attired in fuch Garments, than which nothing could be more Glorious. 
JhtaPni-- 5 EveD the- Captives were not without gorgeous attire; but the variety and beauty of the 
lats. ' " Garments made the Sadnefs of their countenances lefs remarkable. The Pageants, 
that were born in iheTriumph,were of admirable bignefs, fo that the people that beheld 
them, wondred how it was poflible that men mould carry them : for many were built 
with three or four lofts one above another, furpaffing all that can be imagined for work 
and coft » fome of them being hang'd about with Tapeftry of Gold i and all things an- 
nexed unto them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought Gold or Ivory: 
Wherein was curioufly reprefented the manner of War,andall Stratagems, and Arts ofjy[ 
fighting, that could bedeviled; fome in one part of the Pageant, fome in another. 
There might one have beheld moft moft fertil and fortunate Countries, deftroyed,' 
whole Troops of Enemies (lain, fome flying, others taken Prifoners; ftrong and huge 
Walls battered down with Rams* Caftles and Fortrefes deftroyed;' great and populous 
Cities affaulted, and a whole Army entring the Breach,- all places filled with maflacred 
men ; and how thofe that were not able to fight, yielding themfelves, asked mercy > 
the Temples fet one fire i and after all elfe was wafted, the houfes thrown down upon 
their owners heads; and a River not flowing, as it was wont, into tilled places, and to 
ferve for the ufe of Man and Cattel to drink, but carrying Streames of blood to quench 
part of the flames,which confum'd the City to afhes all which the Jews in their War^j 
endured. Thefe things were fo artificially reprefented to the view of thofe that had not 
t «Mt taknt. feen them , as though they were now a doing. Upon every Pageant flood the Gover- 
nour of the City, reprefenting the manner how it was taken. After all thefe followed 
many Ships: and in every place were carried the f poils taken in War : amongft which 
Tiu hftofthc tn °k ^ ac were ta ^ enm tnc Temple of Jerufalem were moft remarkable : for there 
fpo'ihw.is the was a Golden Table weighing many Talents, and likewife a Golden Candelftick, the 
Law of the u f e whereof was now not fuch as we were wont to put it to ; for in the midft of the 
ftem thereof was fixed a Bafe, and out of it proceeded many fmall branches, framed 
like a three-forked fpear, every one being at the top made like a Lamp, which were 7 
in number, fhewiug the honour of the feventh day, which is called the Sabbath amongft 0 
the Jews. After all this was carried the Jews Law, which was the laftofall the 
fpoils.

When the Triumphs were ended, and all the Roman Empire quieted , Vefva. r&tu* 
pan built a Temple, and dedicated ic to Peace, which he did in fo fhort a fpace, IBS",* 
that it was admirable : and having beftbwed great coft upon it, he alfo beautified it Temple t 0 
with divers Pictures and carved works. And he placed in that Temple all things Peacc * 
c that men of former Ages had gathered together from the uttermoft parts of the 
Earth. And he placed there all the Golden Veflels , and other things that the 
Jews ufed in their Temple, doing them great reverence. But their Law, and 
the Tapeftry or purple Veils of the Sanctuary he commanded to be kept in the

Cj£/ar fent Luciur Bdfus imofudea to be Lieutenafit General there, whb receiving 
the Army of frreatis retilim»t> took thfe Caftle and Ganifon of Herndiuin by 
compofition.

Amongft thofe that were befieged was one Elea^ar a young man, very hardy 
and bold in any enterprise, and who oftentimes made ;excurfions, and fought to M 
hinder the Romans work, whom always in every fight he greatly endammaged, and by 
his valour and adventurous courage gave thofe that were his fellows opportunity 
to affault the Romans, , and to. fly again and retire in fafety, himfelf being always 
the laft that fo retired. It hapned one day that the fight being ended, and both 
parts feparated, he as it were contemning all men, and thinking that none of his 
Enemies durft undertake to Combate with him, flayed without the Gate, fpeaking 
to thofe that were upon the Wall, and giving great attention to them. Then one 
Kuftu an jEtfftian , one of the Rpmau; Army, fpying this opportunity ran upon 
him fo fuddenly , that he unawares; took him ill unarmed as he was , :\ 
and tisey upon the Walls flood amazed, whilft* %ufus led him into the Roman Camp.N 
Then the General of the Romans caufed him to be led into a place, where they in 
the City might fee him. and there to have all his Cloaths taken off, and to be 
whipp'd : the misfortune of this young man greatly difcouraged the Jews, fo " 
that all theCity was melted intoTears for the calamity Q f this one mzn.Baffus feeing this 
coutnv'd this device againft them in order to move them to compaffion , fo that for 
f ; m1,r£mi; t0 f avc , h,m the y ?° ultI yeild their Canie: : which feU out as he defired. He 
preiently commanded a Crofs to be erected , as though he would prefently have 
tomckm- crucified Eleanor : which fight greatly moved them in the Caftle to forrow : where- 
upon with loud cries they lamented , faying, that this calamity was infupportable. o 
hlea^af befought them noc to ncglecl: him,, who was now to die a "molt mifera-

They moved with his words, arid many alfo within the City intreating for him ( For 5^ 
he came of great Parentage and had many Kindred ; though contrary to their natures '°"0>fi-i»V> 
companion tbok place in them : and fo fending fome of their company fpeedily ' U>V^O 
they defired to parley , declaring that they would yield the Caftle on condition 
that, they might fafely depart away* and Eleatar might likewife be reftored to 
them.

valiant of thofe that fled, who got out before the xeft, efcaped, the reft were flain to the 
number of one thoufand fevett hundred men ;the Women andChildren were made bond- 1700 jews 
flayes. And Bajfus thinking it meet to keep his promife to them of the Caftle, permit- 1!" 1 " 1)y ,he 
ted them fafely to depart, and reftored Elea&ar to them. Uli " 



CHAP. XXVI. 

Of the $cm that Baffus Jleve : and how the Emperor caufedthe Lands of 
judea to be fold. '* 

THis done Baffus prepared to carry his Army into the Forreft called Jardes , where a wood 
he had notice that many Jews were affembled together, having efcaped from $c- 'ihe Romaw 
rufaie/j* and Machera during the Siege. So coming to the place, and finding it to be as 6 ° 
it was reported to him , he firft of all invironcd it with Horfemen, that if any of the 
Jews fought to efcape, the Horfemen might difpatch them : and he commanded the 
p Footmen to cut down the Wood into which they had fled to hide themfelyesv So 
through neceffity the Jews were conftrained to fight, in hope by a/couragious Charge 
to make a pafTage for themfelves. Wherefore with a great Cry they violentlyafTauit- 
ed thofe by whom they were invironed, and theRornans valiantly received them,and by 
their valour and the Jews defperation the fight endured a long time 5 yet the event of 
the Battle was favourable to the Romans, of whom only twelve were flain, and very 
few wounded, but all the Jews were flain in the fight, being in number three thoufand, , 00 o jews 
and alfo their Captain Judas the Son of zfairus ( of whom we have already made men- « ail1 - 
tion, and who during the fiege of Jerusalem was Commander of a Company there, and 
hid himfelf in a certain Cave, and fecretly efcaped from thence) At that time Cdfar 
g writ to Liberius Maximus his Governour, and to Bajfus, to fell all the Lands of zfudea : a n ibi te : m - 
fbr he w6uld not build any more Cities, but appropriated it to himfelf, leaving there P° kJ 'V c 4*r 
only eight hundred Souldiers, and giving them a place to dwell in called Emaus, thirty on al1 Jc *' 
furlongs diftant from ferufalem : and he impofed a Tribute upon all Jews wherefoever 
they lived, commanding every one of them every year to pay two Drachms to the Ca- 
pitol, according as in former tunes they were wont to pay to the Temple ofjerufalem i 
and this was the miferable eftate of the Jews at that time. 
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CHAP. XXVII. v 

Of the Death cf King Antiochus : and how the Alans invade A Armenia. 

IN the fourth year of Vefpafians Reign, it hapned that Antiochus KineofC om * 
with all ins family fell into great misfortune upon this occafion. Cifenniu 
Govcrnourof Syria ( either for envy, of for that indeed it was fo 5 for it is n'tn 
known ) fent Letters to C*far, declaring to him that Antiochus was determined rnr 
from theUomans, together with his Son Epiphanes ; that he had made a Ieae™» I 
the King of the VarthUns ; and that therefore it was necefiary to prevent rhernin r 
left if they firtt .began to revolt openly, they might trouble-all the Rsman Empire S 
W ar. Cxfar did not neglect this news, for that the nearnefs of both the Kings Coun?-

CHAP, xxvnr. 

Hm Maffada, a very ftrong Caflle^ tvas taken. 

T\^IT US ^y in g ^ Judaa, Elavius Sylva fucceeded in his place 5 who perceiving that all 
' XJ the Country elfe were Conquered fave one only Caftle, he with all the forces he 
could make went againft it. This Caftle is called Majfada. The Captain of the Sicart- 
ans ? named Eteaxar, who commanded in it, was a very ftrong and valiant man, of the 
Tribe o{$ud* y who perfwaded a great many Jews, as is beforefaid, not to enrol them- 

C feives when Cyrenxus was Cenfor, and fent to tax Jtidea. For at that time the Sicari- 
ans had confpired againft thofe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things ufed them 
like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods s and firing their Houfes, affirming 
that they nothing differed from ftrangers, who betrayed the libetty of their Countryi 
rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were oh the Ro- 
mans lide. But this was only an excufe' to hide their avarice and injurious dealing, as 
the proof made manifeft'; for they themfelves revolted and bore Arms againft the Ro- 
mans, and their enterprifes againft the Romans were worfe than the reft ; and when 
their firft forged pretence was known and confuted, they raged more than before 
againft thofe that upbraided them with it. 

D For at that time the Jews abounded with alLmanner of Iniquity ,fo that none was left The time a- 
uncommitted, yea, though one endeavoured toinvent fome newVillanies, yet could he whichJasmoii 
devife none that was not then practifed : All laboured with this malady, both in parti- fl "W" 1 ! " ^ 
cular, and in common $ and every one drove with other to furpafs his fellow in impiety ^«y.° f 
againft God, and injuftice towards his Neighbour. The mighcy Vexed the weaker fort ; 
and the meaner fort deftroyed the* Potentates, and took their ilehes away from them j 
thofe gaped after rule and dominion, thefe after mifchief. 

The Sicarians were the firft that were fo cruel and injurious againft their neighbours : y a hmCifciU\ 
for not provoked thereunto, either by deed or word, they flew and injured all men with- 
out caufe ; but in comparifon of John they were very moderate* For he did not only 

E flay all that counfelled that which was good and profitable, as his greateft Enemies, 
efpecially the Citizens ; but alfo he many wayes injured his Country, like oVie who 
impioufly contemned God himfelf. For he did eat forbidden meats, and violated the 
purity of his Countries Cuftomes: fo that it was no wonder to fee him obferve no 
juftice nor fidelity towards men, who had now infringed the Laws of God. Again, what aC" Si)n 6f 
Villanies did Simon Giora leave undone 1 Or what injury did he abftain from offering 
to their Bodies, who had chofen him for their Ruler < What did fcindred and friendfliip 
then avail any man •". Yea, it occafioned them to be more cruelly ufed, and more ty- 
rannoufly butchered, than otherwife. For they thought it a pittiful offence to abufe 
Strangers, but a glory to excrcife cruelty upon their moft familiar Friends. 

F The Idum&ans were followers of this fury, who kill'd the high Priefts, and left not a- Thcr^M**, 
ny one of note in the City, by whom God might be honoured ; and induced all in- 
juftice poflible, wherein the Zealous excelled. For they committed all mifchief, leaving xheZeaJaiaj 
nothing unattempted, that had ever before that time been practifed : yet they took their 
Name from thofe that practife good and godlinefs, but in truth it was to mock and 
flout thofe that did well (fofavage and cruel was their nature ) or elfe accounting the 
greateft impiety to be goodnefs. But their end was as they deferved ; Godpunifhed ThcenJoftbe 
their impieties with his juft vengeance : For even till the end of their lives, they endu- ^ r ^* 
red all the miferies that is poflible for mans nature to abide, undergoing all forts of tor- lives. ° ^ 
ments. Perhaps one will fay that their puniftiment was not fo great as they deferved :

who were commanded to do it ; but alfo water for the whole Army fome-where elfe, 
for there was no Fountain near that place. 
.,, 1Ci q. u _ v ; This done, Sylua attempted theCaftle 5 wherein it was-requifite for himtoufeboth 
v/m^I/T art and labour, by reafon of the ftrength of the Caftle, which is thus fituate. It is in- B 
vironcd round with a huge llock very high on every fide 5 and the Valley underneathis 
fo deep, that one can fcarcc fee the Bottom, all rocky and inacceflible to all Animals; 
faving only that in two places there is a difficult paffage to it, one from the Lake Jf- 
•ik- jomncv pbdtit" towards the Eaft, and the eafieft of the two on the Weft fide : the firft is call- 
ly iiio Ro.k cd a Snake ; taking its name of the ftraitnefs and crooked turnings ; for the Rockthat 
ulltl. Uu 1S eminent, feemcth as it were broken in funder, and by little and little often returneth 
again into it felf, and is by degrees extended in length, fo that he thatgoeth that way, 
can make no haft, but muft ftep with one foot firft upon them, and the other upon ano- 
ther, and muft ftand upon one foot while he removeth the other, and he that falleth is 
furc to be killed in the fall : for there is fuch a hollow place on either fide between trie g 
Rocks, that it is able to terrifie -the boldeft man alive. When one hath gone thirty 
furlongs by this way,onc comes to the top of the Hill, which is not fteep,but hath a Plain 
upon it. Jwatbun the high Prieft was the firft that builta Caftle in this place, and called 
it MaJJada : and Hehd after him beftowed great labour and coft in fortifying it, for he in- 
vitoned it with a Wall of feven furlong's Circuit, all of white ftone, twelve Cubits high, 
and eight Cubits broad ; and placed in it twenty feven Towers that were fifty Cubits 
Ti er h'gh'by which men pafled j«to the houfes that were round about the Wall within. 
trJJui' ™™ The King appointed rhe top of the: Hill for Tillage, becaufe it was a more fertile and fat 
»'.■«« n»ii than foil than any ground elfe,fo that if at any time they within theCaftle wanted provifion, 
jitrlTp^Ue y et ^ ie y mi g nc not be ftmifhed, having this ground to furnifh them. He alfo built in ^ 
this place a Palace for himfelf, the way to which was on the Weft fide within the 
Caftle wall , whofe profpecr. was towards the North ; and he invironed the fame with a 
very ftrong Wall, and in the Corners thereof he built four very firm Towers threefcore 
Cubits high, and very fumptuous within, having divers Rocmes, Galleries and Baths, 
fu; ported in every place with Pillars, every one of which was one only ftone : The 
Walls thereof were of folid ftbnc of divers colours : and to every houfc, and in the top 
of the Hill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certain Cifterns out of rhe Rock to 
hold water ; fo that by this means water was as plentiful, as though they had had Foun- 
tains within the Caftle. There was a way to the Caftle under ground from the Kings 
Palace, which they that were without could net perceive 5 but the way above ground g 
was inacceflible ; for as we have already faid,by the way on the Eaft fide no man could 
pafs, and as for that on the Weft, it was ftopt up with a Tower built in the ftrait there- 
a Twer to °* diftant a thoufand Cubits from the Caftle, by which it was impoffible to pafs ; and it 
the wciWJc was not eafic to get it by force ; and the more leifurely one went, the greater was the 

danger. Thus was this Fortrefs ftrengthened both by Art and Nature. 
C ' n ffion' i.r F ^ c P roviu ° n w ' tf y n the Caftle was admirable for the plenty thereof ; for there was 
* K-aiUc. 1 * Corn fdfficient for many years, beGdes Wine and Oyl, and all forts of Pulfe, and great 
quantity of Dates. All which Eleazar, having deceitfully obtained the Caftle with his 
Sic ar tans, found there : which provifion was all as found and as frefh, as though it had 
newly been laid upinftore : notwithftanding, that from the time it was placed there, F 
fcirldrwi'jvars to tne * imQ r ' iat tne R onj *» s took it, were a hundred years : And the Romans found the 
teptimrorrupt reliques of the fruits incorrupted : andone may juftly think that the caufe hereof is the 
Air about the Caftle, which by reafon of the height of the place is moft pure, and free 
from all earthly corruption. There was alfo found all manner of Armour in great 
quantity, which Herod had made, and would have armed ten thoufand men ; alfo much 
unwrought Iron, Brafs and Lead •, fo that one may judge that provifion to have- been 
referved for fome great caufe.

place that he could fill up with Earth. For behind the Tower which on the Weft-fide I'ldv"'" 
(topped up the paffage to the Caftle and Palace, there was a great Rock very large m A 
long, yet not fo high as Majfada by three hundred Cubits: The Rock was called Skc?"' 

B Leuce, which fignifieth white. When Sylva had gotten this Rock he commanded ^ 
his Souldiers to build a Mount thereon; and they chearfully 1 abouring , raifed fu ddenly a £ ™u ' * blt 
mount two hundred Cubits high : yet by reafon of the height ic feemed not firranor^* 
fufficient enough to bear, the Engines i wherefore upon ft was built a Platforme w.th 
great ftones fifty Cubits high, and as many Cubits broad ; the Engines were fucli 
as Vtftafian and Titus had devifed to batter Walls with : and upon this Platform they 
madea Tower threefcore Cubits high, all plated about with Iron. 

From hence the Romans with many (hot from their Engines drove the $ews from off r ^/u-H ' T 
the Caftle Walls, not fuffering them to lift up their heads. And Sylza having made a - •*■»<»■ 
mighty Ram, caufed the Wall to be continually battered therewith jbut it could fcarce- nittmci';" 

C ly make a breach in it 5 and the Sicarians cpiicklv prevented it, by building auothcrWall 
within,which could not be broken with the theRam.becaufeit was yet foft,and fo broke 
the force thereof • for they faw'd Timber in pieces,and as it were made two rails? & theu 
filled the fpace between the two rails with Earth, and with other planks they kept the 
Earth from falling down, fothat they made a work like the Wall of a houfe ; which for 
that it yielded to the blowsof the Ram ( being foft Earth ) the Rum t o Id not prevail 
againft it, but rather made it more ftrong tl an before by r.m n.n g i) c t; ith togetl.er. 

Sylya perceiving this Judged that he might fooner deftroy the Vtvil with lire than 
with his Eugine,and fo he commanded the Souldiers to eaft upon it many burning fire- V " b i am K 
brands i and the fire quickly took hold of the Wall, becaufe icwasfo* tho moft part l^wouT 

P built withWoodjand eafily alfo pierced through it,byreafom it was not dofe wrought 
together; and there was a great flame. 

At the very beginning of thetfre the North wind greatly annoyed the Romans , for 
the fire blowing furioufly from above againft them, it drove (o extremely upon hem, 
that they were in great defpair ,. fearing theirEngines would be burnt i but prefcntly 
the Wind changing and blowing from the South, (as ic were by Gods providence ) iilt^Ln 
turned the fire again upon the Wall, fo that all of it.even to the foundation thereof, i»s ^ riamc, 
was wholly fetou fire. The Romans thus^iffifted by God, returned again into their l^™™ 
Campjoytully, purpofing the next morning betimes to give the affimle, and that night 
to place ftronger Watches, left any of the Enemies fhould efcape. But Eleazar was 

E far from thinking toflie; neither would he permit any one of his company to think of 
it. But feeing now the Wall was fired, and not knowing any way die to fave himfelf, 
confidering likewife what the Romans would do unto their Wives and Children if they 
fhould take them, he deliberated of all their death's, which he in that extremity judg- 
ed to be thebeft way they could take. And fo he afTembled the moft valiant of all his 
companions, and exhorted them all thereunto, after this manner. 

Generous Jews, rve long age refihed nitb our fel-ves to ferve neither the Romans, nor any £I?'££'m?" 
ctber fave only God : fer be aleut is the true and jujl Lord of all men. Behold, the time ts companies. 
now come, that required yeutd flew your rejolute minds : let us not therefore dflwiur our 
filves, and befide, ojirjlavery,' Juffer alfo intolerable torments, if we be taken alive by the i\o- ' 

F mans. For we were the firjl that revolted from tbem> and now the la(i that war avainfi r.k^r o. n - 
tbem. And Iverily thinly that God hath given us this benefit that we may die well in our tSf 
own liberty, which he, denied to others, who were overcome contrary to all expectation. Wc v\MV&*. 
are certain to be conquered as fion as it is day light : but to die valiantly with our deartft '^ in, J ,h<; 
Friends, is a Glorious refilutionjor valiant men i and of this our Enemies canmt dthar us s ' ^ 
who labour to to ta{eus alive, and carry us away Captives ; and we are not able to -can- 
quijb themin fight. Far truly, at the firfl ( when we who coveted liberty f tfered all ni- 
fery at the bands of our own Countrymen, and wot feat the bands of our Enemies) we fiould

D they had Weapons, Armour y W»^> and firong folds intxpugnaldt -, and rtfolution U fhun £vr ' 
no danger for tbe fa^e of liberty » in a word, nothing that might put m into a condition to re- 
pfi. But for bow long time did this fuffice f For our fortrtffes all were takfn and fubduedby 
tbe Enemies, as though they bad been built to make their viftory more Famous; and not to do 
vsfervice. And we may fufkly deem tbofe happy who were jlain in tbe War if or they died in li- 
berty. Tet vrbo dotb not pity tbe multitude of tbofe that ftU into tbe Romanr hands f or who 
would not b afien to die, rather than endure tbe like mifery that they fuffered ? Some of them 
were tortured withfiripes others burnt,otbers halfe eaieo of wild Beaflt, were refer ied alive 
for the fecond meal : tbe moft miferable of all are tbofe that are yet alive, who often wijh for 
death, and cannot find it.

The better (ort^of the Jews feeing! this ; and chat they could not reprefs them without Tl c J«-"« 
danger:,they aiftmbled all the Jewstogether,arid declaimed torhem the temerity of thefe ["Tu7!>* 
bicartam, accufing them as the Authors of all the mifery that had befallen the Tews tiH.- mi .r.i.c.«-. 
V and that if they thought it fufficicnt to force them to fly, yet they were not ce rtain of 
their hves; becaufj the defign being known to the Romans, they would nunilh them 
for it, though no partakers or their wickednefs. - Wherefore they adiflonilhed the mul- 
titude to beware, left they drew themfclves into the fame danger, wherein the Stearics 
vcre, and to provide for their own fafety by delivering fuch people to the Romans. 
The Jews were perfwaded by thefe fpceches ; and forefeeing the danger that might cn- 
luc, they funouHy aflaultcd the Sicaria*s y and took of the m <i x hundred : and (hoi tly 
alter thofe who fle J into Egypt, and Thibet, were taken and brought back again . whofe 
hard-hearted obfhnacy was fo great,that none can without admiration hear of it. Tor 
notwithflanding that all torments and tortures,tlut could bc dcvifed,were inflicted up- Diver* fi,-., <* 
them only to ffee, them to cenfefs that-Ce/ir was their Lord ; yet not one of them to,nK,1IS ".' d 
would fay fo, or make any mew thereof h but all perfevered m their fotmer opinion, as ™Zl**u 
though the Body tormented had been dead and not alive* - Moreover, the incredible c tfu,CCt/ "' 
obthmcy of their Children was moil to be .admired, for not one of them could he con- 
ftramed to call Cafar Lord.

CHAP: XXX. 

How the Temple of Onias at Alexandria was fljtit up. 

AT That time Lupus was Govcf nour of Alexandria, and with all fpeed by I ct- 
ters gave Ctfar notice of thefe troubles. The Emperoiir, llcing that it was ne- 
ccflary to beware of the Jews, who were naturally inclined to fedition and unquictnefs 
fearing alfo that they would once again gather themfclves toge ther, and caufefome to 
joyn with them,hc commanded Lupus to deftroy the Temple, which they had in the City 
F Oman, winch was built and fo named upon this occafion : Qnias the ?>on of Simon one 

of the high Prictts, being driven out of Jcrufalem, when Anticchus King of Syria 'war- «"'<''''« 
cd againft the Jews, he came to Alexandria, and was courtcoufly entertained by Ptolo- buM \ : -f n S'" 
vans, who was then alfo Enemy to JMiocbus, AfomMn^ that he would draw into his I" ™"P^ ' 
Country the People of the Jews, if he would agree to that which he required. The 
King according to all that could bc granted, he rcqucited him to permit him to bui^ a 
Temple tn fome place of his Country, wherein he might woiilrp God accord.n« to the 
cuftom of their .Country : for fo the Jews would hate Antiochus the more, w ho h id de- 
ftroyed their Temple ar Jtrufdtm, and be friendly to him j M d many of thun would 
Hie to him for Religion's fake. 

J>tolom.ms agreed fo ro do, and gave him a piece of ground for that purnofe a Jiun- 
G dre.i and four) core furlongs from Memphis, in that place which was called the Coun- 
try of Udtcpolis : where Onias building a CaUle, ercclcd alio a Temple, not equal ro ?"'{" Tfm;,lc

w'nTCA ' and threefcore Cubits long and he built an Altar after the falhionof that of his Coun-

trrttyfi. nji thereof a Lamp to give light, which he caufed to be hung before the Altar in a 
L/"Wy golden Chain ; and he invironed all the Temple with a wall made of Brick, and the 
Gates he made of Stone and the King granted to it great revenues of money and 
ground, to the intent that the Priefts might have plenty of all things which they f re- 
quircd. 

But On i m did not this with a good Confcience, but for thaE he was at variance with 
the Jews of Jerufalem, who had forced him to flie : and he perfwaded himfelf that by 
the building of this Temple, he might withdraw all men from jerufalem thither ; and! 
of this there was a Prophecy nine hundred and feventy years before, and Ifaias had'fore- 
told that a certain Jew fliould build a Temple in Egypt. 

Thus that Temple was built? and Lupus having received the Emperors Letters, 
/w^riiiKts went to the Temple,and taking away cercain gifts from it he (hut it up : and after him 
rtiiL' TaHt P* ulinus who fuceeded in his ftead, left not one gift there ( for he threatned the Priefts 
1 if they did not bring forth all) and permitted not any,that came thither to facrihee, to 
come near it ; but (hutting up the Gate thereof, he left no fign of divine Service there ; 
and from the time it was built, till the time it was (hut up, were three hundred thirty 
and three y cares. 



CHAP. XXXI. 



Of the Majfacre of the zfcrvs at Cyrene. 

TH E Boldnefs of the Sicarians-, like fome infectious difeafe, fpread over all the L 
Towns about Cyrene. For one Jonathan a Weaver, and a wicked man, having 
efcaped,perfwaded many fimple people to follow him, and led them into the Wildernefs 
promifing to fliew them figns and vifions, and fo he deceived the fimpleft fort of the 
» Jthlt com- J ews : but the nobleft of them of Cyrene^ underftanding his deceit, gave Catullus notice 
junior. «orc of his preparation and departure, who was then Governour of Lybia ; who fending 
t{u"c(ui? 1 T n ' *° me Horfe and Foot , eafily furprized them being unarmed, and the moft part of 
cjjui.c .t.'i'.e, them were flain; yet fome were taken alive and brought to Catullus. But their Leader 
^cMuhtt. J 0 "^^'" at that time efcaped : yet being diligently laid and fought for over all thofe 
Countries, he was at laft taken •, and being brought to Catullus, he fought to delay his 
own punilhmcnt by offering an occaflon of Cruelty to Catullus : For he accufed the M 
richeft among the Jews to have been his advifers to this matter. 

Catullus was glad of thefe accufations, and exaggerated them very much with Tra- 
gical terms, fo that he might have a pretext of War againft the Jews, and not content 
K-vHi'^b" 13 10 cre ^ lt whatfoever was malicioufly fpokendie himfelf inftru&ed the Sicariaasto frame 
'CJ/lu'uT. y fcandalous accufations ; and commanding them to nominate one Alexander a Jew, 
whom he had long hated, : and his Wife Bernice> he put them firft of all to death 5 and 
after them all that were rich, who amounted to the number of three thoufaqd. And 
this he thought lie did without controul, becaufe he confifcated their Pofleffions to 
C<efar. 

££f r*r r'l- And an y J ew livin g in anv ot ^ er place, fliould complain of his injuftice, lie ex- N 
ii (J nis at-cufcj tended his malicious lies againft others further off; and perfwaded Jonathan, and cer- 
by jw/W ta i n 0 £h crs t [ ut were taken with him, to' accufe the moft trufty and faithful Jews both 
at Rome and Alexandria : one of thofe who were thus falfely accufed was Jofeph, who 
wrote this Hiftory. But this proceeding of Catullus had not fuch fuccefs as he hoped : 
for he came to Rome, and brought Jonathan and the reft bound with him, thinking that 
no more inquiry would be made of the falfe accufations invented by" himfelf. But 
'<^^*>fufpectingthe matter, made diligent inquiry to know the truth : and finding 
3<*.«i>.<nhe- thefe crimes injuriouily impofedupon thofe men, at the interccffion of Titus, he acquit- 
in- '::j>2v.-i.n ted them, and punifhed Jonathan according to his defcrt; who being firft whipt, was 
it bwacaiivc. a f cerwar d burnt alive. * O 

Catullus dX that tune, byreafonof themiidnefs of the Emperour, had nothing faid 
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A to him : but not long after he fell into a grievous Difeafe, and was cruelly tormented (\A^i 
notonly inBody but alfoin mind. For he was greatly terrified, and continually 
imagined to fee the Ghofts of thofe whom he had fo unjuftly flain ready to kill him • fo a t tlr tht **''- 
that he cried out, and not able to contain himfelf, leapt out of his Bed,as though he'had IP " f cir *' 
been tortured with torments and fire. Aud this Difeafe daily incrcafing, his Guts and <^T^J 
Bowels rotting, and inuingout of him, at laft he died in this manner, leaving behind 
him an evident argument, that the Divine Juftice punifheth impious Malefadors 

This is the End of the Hiftory, which we promifed to fet down with all fidelity, for Th c c 0 „dufi- 
thofe that are dehrous to know the event of the War between the Jews and the Ro~ on of thefcVCT 
mans. And as for our Stile, we leave it to the judgment of the Reader : buttouch- vw tte

ISuppofc, moft worthy Epapbroditus, that I have fufficiently teftified unto thofe 
who fliall read the Books which I have written touching the Authentick Hiftory 
of the Jews,that our Nation is rrioil. Ancieht, an4 that they Jbadtheir Original 
from themfelves, and have from the fiift bffigioning inhabited that Country, 
whereof they are poffeffed at this prefent. To which effect I gathered out of 
our (acred Writings, and published in the Greek tongue, a Hiftory containing 
of the occurrences of live thoufand years. But for that I fee there are divers, ( who be- 
f,ind ing too much feduced by the fcandalous Calumnies and Reports which fome,who are ill L 
affected towards us, have publifhcd againft us ) have misbelieved that which I have 
written of our Antiquity, and labour to approve our Nation to be Modern, becaufe 
none of the ancient and moft renowned Hiftorians among .the Grecians-have thought our. 
Anceflors worthy to be enrolled in their Writings : Tor this caufe I hold it a part of 
i ; my duty to write a fliort Treatife hereupon ; both to reprove the malice and impofturcs 
t l [. of thofe our Calumniators, and to correct their Ignorance, by teaching thofe who are 
defirous to know the truth, what the Original of our Nation is. For proof where- 
of , I will produce no other Teftimony but fuch as from Antiquity hath been judged 
worthy of credit among the Greeks ; laying open before their Eyes, that they, who 
have llanderoufly and falfly written againft us, arc convicted by their own mouthes. I M 
will alio endeavour to llicw the Caufes why very few Grecians have made mention of 
us in their Hiftorics : and moreover, I will make it known, that they who have written 
conct- rning us,have been ignorant cither really or feignedly of the Truth of thofe things 
which they have reported. 

Firft of all therefore, I d o not a 4 irtle marve l thefe-whe in reference-to m a t ters of 
Antiquity fuppofc that the Truth ought only to be gathered from the Greeks ; and that 
they alone can juftly claim the honour arid knowledge of faithful writing; whereas 
they neither vouch fafc either us, or any others the credit of Truth in that we fctdown; 
although 1 am able to prove, that all things have fallen out quite contrary. For which 
caufe it bchoveth us not to look to mens various opinions, but to examine that which is N 
right, and gather the fame by the Effects* For whatfoever is fet down by rhe Greeks 
i( . a is new, and of late memory, and hath been brought to execution in a manner but 
] yofterday : I mean the foundations of Cities, the Inventions of Arts,and the Eftablifh- 
^ t merit of Laws, and their Application to write Hiftory with fome care. 
•J .is But for the Egyptia»s t ChaUcesand Pbanicians, without mentioning us, they them- 
i .■. f c lv CS conftfs, the memory- of their Writings is moft ancient and credible. For all 
.•..:/_ theft- Narions d\\ ell in fuch Countries as are not fubject: to the corruption of Ajr • and 
have carefully provided, that none of thofe things that have been done by them ftiould 
',„.,'' iltcp in obfounry, but be kept in memory in publick Writings of the learnedft men : 
r'** whereas innumerable corruptions have crept in among the Greeks, by which the memo- o 
ry of tilings paft is defaced.

Ye™ ey r„„ um c rab , e 
dTmcufty kn ° wledge ° f LeWerS VCry late ' and have attai *ed «** fin* with very grear 
For they that fpeak of the moft ancient ufe of the fame, boaft that they received the 
knowledge thereof from the Phoenicians and from Cadmus. Notwithftandine there The Ph S nici ' 
« not any one of them that can fhew any Record of that time, either in their-- 3 £*& 
Temple, or in their publick Regifters : whereas there is ftill great doubt and queftion, of 
whether thofe Letters were in ufe during their time, who managed the fiege of 

B And indeed,their opinion, who affirm that they were ignorant of the ufe of thofeLet- 

ters which are at prefent allowed and accuftomed among us, is not to be refuted. For it Among the 
is moft manifeft,that there is not any Writing extant among theGreeks,that ismore an- ,hcrc is 
cient than Homers Poem, which, as is moft maWeff,was composed fince the tlmVof S^££^ 
liege of Troy. And yet it is reported,that he left no part of that his Poem in writine,but T l th » 
that it was compofed of divers Songs, and only fung by roat ; by which means it came ^ 
to pafv, that there are fo many contradictions in the fame. 

And as for thofe who have undertaken to write Hiftories among them, I mean Cad- 
mus thcMtleftan, and Acujitaus the Argive, and others, They lived but very little time 
before the paflage of the Perfians into Greece. 
C Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firft that introduced Philofophy 
and the knowledge of Celeftial an d Divine things, namely Pherecydes the Syria*, Py- 
thagoras and Thates, al of them confefs with one accord, that they were inftructed by 
the Egyptians and Cha/dees; and they publiihed fome few writings,which are fuppofed 
to be the moft ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed alfo that they were 
written by them. What reafon therefore have the Greeks to be fo proud, as if there 
were. none,but themfelves only, who knew the affaires of Antiquity, and could exactly 
write the truth thereof i Or who cannot eafily conjecture by their own Writers them- 
felves, that their Writings were founded only upon hearfay and fuppofition, and that 
they followed only vain conjectures < Hence it commeth to pafs, that in their Books 
D they cavil and reprove one another, and make no confeience to maintain and write con- 
tradictions about one and the fame thing. 

But it may be laid, that I mould oblige my felf to a fruitlefs labour, if I mould go 
about to inform thofe who are berter experienced than my felf, in how many points 
He/icams diffeieth from Acufilaus touching the Genealogies ; in how many places Acu- 
filaus hath corrected Herodotus-, or how Ephorus hath proved that Heiicauus was a liar 
in the greater part of that which he hath recited. Ephorus hath been reproved by 27- 
mttts and in general, all have taxed Herodotus. Neither hath Timeus vouchfafed to 
accord with Antzochus, or Philijtus or Calliaa, in the Hiftories of Sicily. Neither do 
thofe, who have writ the Hiftories of Athens and Jrgos, agree better together. 
E Wh at need I reckon up the differences amongft thofe, who in particular have treated 
of Cities, or of lefs matters , fince in the Relation of the Perfian War, and the ex- 
ploits performed therein, thofe of greateft authority are moft at odds i Thucydides is 
accufed by fome for a liar m divers places, notwithfhnding that he feemeth to have writamo,,e *-' 
written the Hiftory of his time moft exactly. But the Caufes of this difcord are divers, £ Sl° iy ° f 
as they who fhall narrowly pry into them mail find. For my own part,thofc two which I Thecal of 
fhall here fet dow^, in my opinion are of greateft weight. th^iLlr™ 5 

The firft, and in my judgement the chiefeft is, that amongft the Greeks from the be- * 
ginning they have not been induftrious to keep publick Regifters of fuch matters as 
happened in any time or place: which hath occafion'dthem to erre,and given thofe a pri- 
F viledgeto lye, who afterwards went about to write any thing of fuch matters as were 
acted long fince. Neiuher are only other People of Greece to be accufed of negl igence 
ibr not making account of fuch Regifters ; but amongft the Athenians alfo ( who glo- 
ry in the antiquity of their Country, and who are moft exercifed in Sciences ) there 
is no mention of them. For it is faid, that the moft ancient and publick Writings which 
they have are thofe Capital Laws which were fet down by their Law- maker Draco, who 
lived but a little time before Pififiratus the Tyrant. 

What need we fpeak of the Arcadians, who vaunt themfelves of their Antiquity i 
for who knows not jthat they have learned the ufeofLetters long after thofe before men- 
tioned^ Whereas therefore there .was not any Writing publifhed before that time, which 
G might inftruct thofe that would learn,or reprehend thofe that difguifd the Truth : from 
thence icis a that fo many differences have happened amongft Hiftorians.

Some of them therefore applyed their Stile to tables; others by flattering praifes 
thought to curry favour with Kings and Cities. The reft employed theia ftudies to ac- 
cufe and calumniate the works of other Writcrs t in hope tobuild their own reputation 
upon the rume of others. 

In efTed they have followed that courfe in compofing their Hiftory, that was every 
The fi^n of a way different from the true nature thereof. For the allured fign of a perfect and true I 
uuc i iiiiory. Hjft orv i Sj V vhen all men accord in fetting down the fame thing : whereas thefe Wri- 
ters have endeavoured to make men believe that they were the trueft of all the reft, be- 
caufe they contradicted them. We ought indeed to grant the Superiority to the Gre- 
cians m all that concerneth Eloquence and the Ornament of Language, but not in that 
which appertaineth to Antiquity or Truth of Hiftory, and efpecially in whatconcemeth 
the truth of ancient Hiftory, and what hath pafled in every Country. 

Wherefore as the Egyptians and Babyk/tians long fince ufed all diligence in writing, 
becaufe their Priefts were hereunto enjoyned, who did moft curioufly treat of all fuch 
matters;the fame alfo did the Chaldees amongft the Babylonians, and the Pheenicians alfo 
(inhabiting amongft the Greeks') taught them to ufe Regifters both concerning publick K 
and private affairs, which becaufe all men confefs, I will omit to fpeak off. 

I let pafs alfo to recount what care our Nation hath had of this point (no doubt great- 
er than thofe Nations above mentioned had) charging our High Priefts and Prophets 
to execute this Office % which Cuftom hath been obferved even until this Age, and (if I 
may prefume fo far) will be obferved in all fucceeding Ages, as by my enfuing difcourfe 
I will endeavour to make manifeft. For our Nation did not only depute this Office to 
the moft virtuous and religious men amongft them in the beginning>and to fuch as were 
corifecrated to the Service of God; but they alfo provided to preferve the Line and De- 
fcent of Priefts from all impurity, and from being intermingled with others. For no 
man amongft us can be a Prieft, who is not born of a Woman defcended from the fame L 
Line. Neither in this cafe is any refpeel made either of Riches or Honours : but the 
party who claimeth the dignity of Priefthood, muft by many Witneffes prove his Gene- 
alogy, and that he is defcended from Priefts. 

This Cuftom is not only of force in Judea, but wherefoever elfe any of our Nation 
a cuflom inhabit as in Egypt and Babylon, and in any other place, where continually the Priefts 
rSwrl m l ^ eir Marriages have this refped, not to marry with any Woman that is not of their 
fcrvcd. OD " own Line; & they fend to Jerkfalemthe Name and Pedigree of the Woman whom they 
have married, and all the f eftimony hereof which they can deduce from her Attceftors. 

Now if War moleft our Nation ( as often it hath in the time of Antiochut firnamed 
Epiphanesi of Pompey the Great, Qjuintilius Varus, and efpecially in thU our Age ) then M 
thole Priefts who furvive, make new Genealogies and Pedigrees out of the ancient 
Regifters for thofe that remain of the Sacerdotal Race, And they marry none that have 
been Captives,for fear they may have had commerce with ftrangers. What more evident 
token can there be of the Priefts integrityothan that every Prieft during the revolution of 
Thf ri imh t wo thoufand y ears isR egiftred together with theNames of their Fathers^ and if any one 
^"jfe'^cry doerreor falfify any of the things before-Ctid, heis then interdict frottt the Altar,and 
one rcciitud, f r0 m cxercifing any Prieftly function. So that in the Writings of fuch men, all thmgs 
r$eU-?thT£ muft of ntceffity be true and as they ought to be ; for that neither all men are permit- 
andthisci^om Cc dcowiire)noryetariydiffonanceand duagreementis found in their Wrirings. For 
ihuufMia J y«rs fuch things as paft in ancient times beyondthe memory of men, were only written by N 
our Prophets, who had the knowledge thereof by infpiration from God himfelf -' but 
other things of latter time are only recorded by thofe who lived in the Age, wherein the 
things they writ of were done. * J 

The Books amongft us, containing the Hiftories of all Ages, are fritter infinite, hqr 
t .vo And nven- one repugnant to anothenfor all our Chronicle is contained in i i B$okSjto which Books 
7f°v ! ^t 0f it is impiety to deny credit. ;'* ; : '-' 

° y v " Five of thefe Books were written by Mofes, comprehending Genealogies, and the be- 

ginning of mankind, with fuch notable events as hapnrd even from the beginning of the 
World til his death ^ which is little lefs than three thoufand years. 

After the death of Mojes, till the time wherein Jrt*xirxer livedjwho was King of the O 
Perjians, and Son to Xerxer^setj one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the Hiftory 
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A of his time wherein be lived, fo that of thefe mens Writings we have thirteen Books : 
the four other Books, which make up the Number dready mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the praife of God, and wholfome Precepts for mans life 
and converfation. All things which from Artaxerxes until our time have hapned, are 
alfo fet down in writing : yet the Books wherein they are regiftrcd, do not deferve fo 
much credit as the former of ancient times, for that there was no certain fucceflion of 
Prophets in that Age. Moreover, it is evident, that to the former works, we give as 
great credit as to things which we our felves write ; and notwithstanding they have 
been fo long written, yet in all that time no man durft prefume either to alter or to bloc 
out any thing therein contained. For all Jews even from their Cradle do believe thefe 

B Books to be facred and divine, and therefore give all credit poffible unto them , yea, 
and would willingly fuffer death, rather than do the contrary. 

Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways put 
to death in open Theaters, only for that they would not commit any thing either in The 7>b>/ and 
word or deed againft their Laws, nor violate the writings of their fore-fathers. Now romrW Z- 
who amongft the Greeks did ever fuftain the like ? Nay, they are fo far from doing it, g«hcr. 
that none can be found among them, who would fuffer any lofsin his goods or fortunes, 
to preferve all the writings of their Nation from deftrudtion : and the reafon hereof is, 
becaufe every one efteemeth the verity of their Hiftories to depend upon the will of the 
Writer. And this they do alfo concerning their moft ancient Hiftorians ; and not 

q without caufe : for they every day fee men of their own times writing Hiftories of mat- 
ters long before paft in former ages, wherein neither themfelves were prefent, neither Some oihd-. 
yet do they vouchfafe to credit the writings of fuch as were then eyeAvitneffesJ^w",^ 
thereof; yea, fome among them have divulged Hiftories of fuch things, as of late be- ih-?'""- 
fel our Nation,when themfelves never have been in the place where fuch matters paft as 
they writ of, nor have lived in any neighbour place, where they might huve probable 
report how matters paft, but only compiling a few broken ftories, they moft impudent- 
ly arrogate to their patent ftuff the name of a Hiftory. 

I my felf have compofcd a moft true Hiftory of the laft War, and of every particular ^ 
thing there done, as well 1 might, having been prefent in all thofe affairs. For I was tile wars "fch« 
n Captain of the Galileans amongft our Nation, fo long as any refiftancc could be made 
againft the Romans : and then it fo fell out, that I was taken by the Romans, and being • 
Prifoner to Titus and Vefpafian, they caufed me to be an eye-witnefs of all things that 
paft. Firft, In bonds and fretters, and afterward freed from them, I was brought from 
Alexandria with Titus, when he went to the Seige of Jerufalem. So that nothing could 
then pafs whereof I had not notice. For beholding the Roman Army, 1 committed to 
writing all things with all poffible diligence. My felf did only manage all matters dif- 
clofed to thsRomans\sy fuch as yielded themfelves, for that I only did perfectly under- f^To"^ 
(land them. Laftly, Being at Rome, and having leifure, after all bufinefs was paft, I wars 1 * 
ufed the help of fome Friends (for the skill of the Greek tongue) and fo I publilhed a btili s « 

p Hiftory of all that had hapnedin theforefaid War: which Hiftory of mine is fo true, 
that I fear not to call Fefpajtan and Titus the chief Commanders in that War to witnefs 
for them. I firft gave a Copy of that Book to them, and afterwards to many noble 
Romans, who alfo were prefent in the War. I fold alfo many of them to our own Na- 
tion, to fuch as underftood the Greek language, amongft whom were Julius, Arcbelaus, 
Herod, a Man of great vertue, and to the moft worthy King Jgrippa, who all do tefti- 5^ do ^ 
fy, that my Hiftory containeth nothing but truth, and who would not have been filent, pne from ?»- 
'if either for ignorance or flattery i had changed or omitted any particular. Yet not- fa*" Hlllor y- 
withftanding all this, fome ill difpofed Perfons endeavour to difcredit my Hiftory,\ as 
though they were difputmg/ro and contra amongft children in fchools, never confidering 

F that he who promifeth other men a tme Relation of things paft, muft either be privy to 
them by his own knowledg, as having been prefent in the affairs, or elfe have that 
which he fpeaketh from other mens mouths, by report of thofe who know them : both 
which I have done. For I gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scrip- 
ture, being my felf a Prieft, and skilful in our Law ; and the Hiftory of our War I 
have written, my felf being an Agent in many matters therein contained, and an eye- 
wirnefs of the reft ; fo that nothing was faid or done whereof I had not notice. How 
then can any oneexcufe them fromimpudency and malice, who labour againft mc to 
prove my Relation falfe i Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 
of Vcfpajian and Titus, yet for all this, they were not prefent in any aclion, rcpug- 

Gnanttothar, which my Hiftory recountcth. 

Thus 
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Thus (as I thought neceffary) I have made a digreffion, to (hew how they are able to « 
perform their word, who difcrediting my Hiftory, promife tofet down the truth in 
writing. 1 have alfo fufficiently (as I think) demonftrated, that the regiftring of things 
is more ancient amongft other Nations, than amongft the Greeks. I will now firft of 
all difpute againft thofe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becaufe (as 
t v > ti.mi;s they (ay) no Gre ek Writer maketh any mention of it.This done,l will bring forth proof 
tnxcrliilht fh and teftimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers; and fo I will (hew that 
their malice, who fcek to difcredit our Nation. Firft therefore, our Nation neither 
inhabited! a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are we delighted in merchandife, 
The jews mv n Jr tms cau ^ c wearied with pilgrimages from place to place. But our Cities lye far 
to ^ii™ u|> from the Sea, in a mod fertile foil, which we cultivate with all induftry ; and our I 
rte Ancient ' 1 ' vvno ^ e endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our country Laws, 
jew, had no andto leave to our pofterity the knowledg of Piety h in which work we think all our 
fi^u'Vihc Age ought to be employed. Befide all this, we have a form of living, different from 
G,tet*,it. all other Nations. AH which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 
the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phoenicians do, who give themfclves to bargaining 
and merchandife only fur the covetoufnefs of money. Neither were our Anceflors 
delighted in thefts and robberies $ nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, for 
defne of larger pofleffions : nocwithftanding our Country was furnifhed with many 
thoufands of ftrong warlike men. Wherefore the Phoenicians failing to the Greeks to 
traffick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Egyptians, K 
and all other Nations, failing upon the Seas, brought Merchandife into Greece.Tbe 
Medes alfo and Perjianswac known to them, after fuch time as they reigned over 
Afia, and the Perfians brought war even into Europe. 

Moreover, the Greeks knew the Ihracians, becaufe they were their Neighbours ; 
and the Scythians, by failing to Pontus 5 and finally, all that were difpofed to write, 
knew all the Nations bordering either upon the Eaftern and Weftern Seas ; but fuch 
as dwelt far from the Sea-coaft, were long time unknown ; as alfo appears in Europe: 
For neither Thucidides nor Herodotus, nor any other of that time, make any mention 
of Rome ; notwithstanding that fo long fince it t was mighty, and made fo great Wars ; 
ih; nomtm becaufe it was but lately that the Greeks heard of it. Yea ? their mod exact Writers, L 
kiiotvn'to tk anc * Particularly Ephorus, werefo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they 
< ° ' thought the Spaniards to be a people only denominated from one City, wherein they 
S inhabited-, whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaft Country, 
te^mf Shinto and a great part of the Weftern World. Like wife the faid Greek Writers relate the 
be oni/ one manners of the forefaid People to be fuch, as neither are, nor were ever ufed among 
u> ' them. And the only caufc why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diftance of 
place^ and thefe Writers would feemto tell fomething, which others of former time 
had not fpoken of. No marvel therefore though our Nation was unknown, and none 
of them in their Writings made any mention of us, being bothfo far from the Sea, and 
living after a different manner. M 

Suppofe therefore I fhoulddeny the Greeks to be of any antiquity ; and to prove my 
afTertion mould conclude their Nation to be modern, becaufe our Hiftories make no 
mention of them-, would they not laugh at this reafon, and ufe the Teftimony of their 
pro^c" IO neighbour Nations to prove their Antiquity ^ I therefore may argue in like manner, 
.wT'^ 1 ?han anc * u k inc Tc ^ lu,on y °f tDe Egypt**"* and Phoenicians, whofe Record theGreekscaa- 
*Zc>lr!J. 3 " not deny. For all the Egyptians in general are our Enemies 5 and among the Phoe- 
nicians they cfpecially oiTyre ; which I cannot juftly fay of the Chaldees, who having' 
been Princes over our Nation, and becaufe of their affinity and alliance with our 
Countrymen, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Jews. When I have 
proved what 1 now aver, andrefeld the flanderous reports againft us, I will then alfo N 
fhew who amongft the Greeks have fpoken of us, that fo the Greeks may alfo be deprived 
of this fhift and refuge, toexcufe their malicious lies falfly forged againft 'our Nation. 
tht And firft of all I will begin with the Writings of the Egyptians, who, as they well know, 
*£tZ'fJ* " do nothing at all favour us. Manethon, an Egyptian born, skilful in the Greek tongue, 
writer. as by his Works appears (for he writ in Greek) compiling a Hiftory of the Cuftoms and 
Religion of his fore-Fathers, collected (as himfelf reporteth) out of the Egyptian holy 
Writings, often reprehendeth Herodotus of falfhood, through ignorance in the affairs 
of the Egyptians. This Manethon, in his fecond Book of the Egyptian Cuftoms, faith 
thus (I will fet down his own Words, becaufe I ufe them as a witnefs. ) We have a 
King (faith hej named Timaeus , intvhofe Retgn God being angry with us, contrary to all q 
expectation, An obfeure People took courage, came from the E*Jt, and pitching their Tents 
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A in cur Country, over-ran it, and no man refifted them ; and committing our Princes to 
bonds, they burnt our Cities, anddeftroyed the Temples of our gods, avd behaved themfclves 
moft cruelly againft the Inhabiuns, killing many of them, and making Slaves of the reft, 
with their Wives and Children : Finally, they chofe a King of their oven, and gave him the 
Government of our Country ; his Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis made the 
higher and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garrifom in the ftrong holds , and fortify- f,i lu.d 
ing certain places in the Eaft: And w eighingwith himfelf that the Afiyrianswere more potent ' hc ^i' 11- ""' 
than he, and would in probability invade his Country, he found out in this Province an an- 
cient City culled Saite fit for his purpofc, as being fcituate on the Eaft fide of the River Bu- 
bafti?, which by an ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compared it 

B with vaft Walls, and put a Garifon in it of two hundred thoufand armed men. Saltis 
made this incur (ion in harvefl time, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldicrs, and 
be a tcrrour unto other people, and after he had reigued nineteen years, he died. 

After him fucceeded another King called B<eon, who reigned four and forty years : 
next to him Jphinas, who reighned thirty fix years and feven months : then Apbofis, 
who reigned threefcore and one years : and then landas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month : after them alfo reigned lifts nine and forty years and two months • and 
thefe fix were- the firft Kings amongft them, ever deftroying and warring upon the E- 
gyptians, and labouring to extinguifh their race. This Nation was called Hicfos, which j; : :.^ s s!:c ^ 
iignifieth Kings fhepherds : For ///c in the facred Tongue, fignifierh a King, and So* 

C a Shepherd or fliepherds, according to the common fpeech, and llicfos is a compound 
word. Some fay thefe People were Arabians: but in other Copies I find that llicfos 
is not interpreted Kings fliepherds, but fliepherds that were Captives : For .Hie, and 
Hac alfo when it is pronounced, doth in the Egyptian tongue fignify a Captive ; and 
this latter expofition fcemeth to me to be the trueft, for it is more agreeable with the 
Hiftory. Wherefore Manethon reporteth thefe forefaid Kings and Shepherds to have 
ruled Egypt five hundred and eleven years : and after thefethe King oi' Thebes, and the 
King of the Refidue of Egypt, uniting their forces, invaded the faid Shepherds, had 
great and long Wars with them, and that the faid Shepherds were overcome by the King 
Alisfragumthofis ; that then they loft all JEg^tf which had been in their power,& that they 

D were (hut up in a place called Avarus containing ten thoufand acres of ground, which, 
as Manethon reporteth, thefe Shepherds environed round about with a huge Wall, to 
the end that their whole Provifion might be within their Fortifications, and the prey, 
which they got, in a condition to be defended. That Themojis Son of the faid Alisfra- 
gtmthofis endeavoured by force to fubdue them, and for this caufe befieged them with 
four hundred and 80000 men : That atlaft defpairing to take them by force, he ca- 
pitulated with them that they flibuld fafely depart out oft Egypt whither they would ; 
and that they upon thefe Conditions together with all their Families and Goods, and 
Cattelj departed out of Egypt into the Wildernefs, and fo into Syria, being in num- 
ber two hundred and forty thoufihd, and that fearing the puifTancc of the Alfyrians, 

E who at that time reigned in Afia, they builded a City in the Country now called Judsa^ 
which they made fo large, that it might receive thetn all, and this City they called 
rfcritfalem. Further, the faid Manethon in another Book of the Egyptian Affairs 
faith, That in the holy Writings , hefindeth the ferefaid Shepherds callcdCaptivcs, where- 
in he faith true. For our Anceflors were wont to feed cartel, and fa leading a pa flo- 
ral life, were called Shepherds, neither are they unjuftly called Captives : Fur our fore- 
Fatber Jofcph told the Kingo£ Egypt that he was a Captive; and longtime after called 
his Brethren into Egypt by the Kings Command* ; but we will hereafter examtn this 
point more ffraitly : I will now cite the Teftimony of the Egyptians concerning this 
point , and relate the words of Manethon touching the time when this befel, who faich 

F as followeth. 

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of Egypt unto Jcrttfalem, King 
Themojis who dravetbem out of the Land, reigned twenty five years and tour months, 
and then died: And his Son Chebron fucceeded him, who reigned thirteen years, and 
after him Amcnophis twenty years and feven months, next, his Siller Amc'ffies one and 
twenty years and nine months, then reigned Mcphios twelve years and nine months, 
and Mephamnthojis twenty five years and ten months, Themojis nine years and eig lie 
months, Amcnophis thirty years and ten months, Orus thirty fix years and five months, 
after him his Daughter Achcmcheres, twelve years and one month, and the Brother of 
Rathotis nine years, Achencheres twelve years and five months, another Acbcncbercs 
q twelve years and three months, Jrmais four years and one month, Jrmcjis one year 
and four months, -Armefefmiamus threefcore and fix years and two months, Amemphis 
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schofi King nineteen years and fix months. Moreover, that Sethofis having prepar'd a huge Army H 
hl^fi'o'hcr 1 ^ both of foot and horfe, and a Navy at Sea, left the Government of Egypt unto his Bro- 
.4 r ml u c„> : thcr Armais, inverting him with fovcraign Authority, only he forbad him to wear the 
C o^'t.y. fhli Crown, andto opprefs the Queen who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
alfb to abftain from his Concubines. After which Sethofis himfelf went to Cyprus and 
Phoenicia, againft the Ajfyrians and Medes, and fubdued them, partly by the fword, 
partly by the fear of his power and greatnefs : and being tranfported with his fuccefs, 
he advanced againft the Eaftern Country, and deftroyed with fire and fword the Cities 
and Provinces of that place: and fpendihg much time in thefe Wars, his brother Ar- 
mais whom lie left in Egypt,did without fear commit all that he lorbad him to do : for he 
oppretfed the Qjeen violently,and daily lay withthe reft of the Kings Concubines, and I 
being counfelled by his friends he put a Crown upon his head, and rebelled againft his 
Brothei :of which he who was then Chief of the Egyptians holyCuftoms,fentLetters unto 
Sethofis, containing all that had happened, and how Armais had rebelled againft him : 
u luTciipon ^ ^ That Sethofis returning to Pelufia, recovered his own Kingdom, and by his name it was 
N^m'. t<X " called Egypt : for Manethon writeth that this Sethofis was named Egyftus, and his bro- 
ther Armais t Danares. 

Thus far Manethon ; from whom it is evident by computation of the forefaid times, 
that our Nation was delivered out of Egypt three hundred ninety and three years be- 
fore Danatts, and inhabited this Country of zfudea fo long before Danaus came unto 
Argos : notwithftanding the Inhabitants of Argos boaft their City is raoft ancient. K 
M.tnnUn Wherefore Manethon recounteth two things for us out of the Egyptian letters : firft, 
looming That we came from another place to them, afterwards went out of their Country again, 
i mo />r r / and that fo long ago, as it was almoft a thoufand years before the Trojan Wars. Touch- 
dcpji'turc. * n 8 thofe things which Manethon profefleth himfelf to have gathered elfewhere than 
out of the Writings of the Egyptians, who wrote down whatever was reported, I will 
fhevv, with how little reafon they are alleadged. For I will once again leave thefe, 
and refer to the teftimony of the Phenieians concerning our Nation. The Tyrians there- 
Fore have Chronicles of very great Antiquity, which they have kept with all dilligence, 
concerning that which hath been done among them, and indeed they are worthy of me- 
mory. L 
uait Amongft thefe Records it is written, That King Solomon built a Temple at zferufaUw, 
w£i" 4 1 hundred fourty three years and eight moneths before the Tyrians erecied Carthage. So 
yeaKandcieht they have regiftred the building of our Temple ; for Hire anus King of the Tyrians was 
t™rrw7wj our Km § S°l° mons friend, obliged to him for his fathers fake, who for this caufe alfo of 
imki' ■r'/b.tgt. of his own liberality gave Solomons, hundred and twenty talents of gold towards the 
«ui'e'r"» J /« P building of the Temple, cut down the noble Wood called Libanus, and beftowed upon 
Ki'/andKing him, to make the roof of the Temple : for which bounty Solomon returned him many 
s,!ome».^ ^ great Prefents, and among the reft a Country of Galilee named Zabulon : But Solomons 
//■'"r^°ind Wifdom was the chief caufe of this Kings Friendfhip towards him. For they fent Pro- 
.<iy.o,»M. blems one to the other to be anfwered, and Solomon in his Anfwers appeared moft witty, M 
as alfo he did in many things elfe ; and even until this day, many or the Epiftles fent 
one to another arc kept among the Tyrians. But not depending wholly upon the 
Authority of the Tyrians, I will prove by the Teftimony of Dius ( a man who by 
common confent hath faithfully written the Phenician Hiftory ) who writeth as fol- 
loweth. 

After the death of Abibalus t Hire anus h\s fon reigned in his ftead, who encreafedthe 
number of his Eaftern Cities, and ihlarged Jerusalem ; he alfo joyned the Temple of 
Jupiter Olympius, fcituate in an Ifland, unto it ( filling up the water with Earth ) and 
adorned it with gold. 

Afcer this afcending into Libanus ,he cut down the Wood to build Temples ; and the N 
King of ferufalem named Solomon fent unto him certain Riddles to be expounded, and 
he again the like unto him, covenanting together, that he who could not tell the meaning 
of one anothers B iddles, ftiould pay unto the other a fum of money, and that Hireanus, 
confefling he could not expound Solomons Riddles , did pay unto him much mo- 
ney. 

Laftly, that one Abdemonus a Tynan did expound the faid Riddles, and writ more 
unto Solomon, which if Solomon could not interpret, he mould pay unto Hircams a 
fum of money ; and this teftimony Dius beareth us concerning the forefaid matter. 
rht fcAimony Bin 1 will now recount the words of Menander an EpheRan, who regiftred the A As 
a Af,»jn Ur of all Kings both at home and abroad, endeavouring to make a true Hiftory out of the O 
the fipfceino. YVritings of every Country, This man writing of the Tyrian Kings, and coming to 

Hiram's, 
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A Hyramus, faith thus of him , Abibalus dyiug there fucceeded in the Kingdom his Son l c Gcnciio- 
Hyramus, who lived j 4 years : and this King with a Rampire conjoyned Euricborus, y/^l™. 
and erected there a Pillar of Gold in zfuptter's Temple, aud went into the Woods, 
aud cut down the Cedars of Libanus to make coveriugs tor the Temples ; with which 
< pulling down the old; he erected new, and dedicated Temples to Hercules and Af 
tartas i But that to Hercules in the Month of PeritiuS., and the other to Aftartuiwheo he 
with an Army went againftthe Tyrians, who pai'd him no cribuce,aud when he had fub- 
dued them* hie returned again. 

At this time lived Abdemonus a fervant unto the King, whofe bufinefs it was to ex- 
pound the parables, which King Solomon of fferufalem fent unto King Hyramus : and 

]j how long ft was from this Kings time till the buildiug of Carthage, we may thus calcu- 
late. After me deach of Hyramus, his Son Beleafiartus fucceeded him, lived forty 
aud three years, and reigned feven : after him his Sou Abdafiartus , who lived twenty 
years, and reigned nine ; but this King was treacheroufly llain by the four Sons of 
his Nurfe, the eldeft of which reigned twelve years. Next fucceeded Aflartus the 
Son of Beleafiartus, who lived fifty and four years, and reigned twelve : after him his 
Brother Ajlatimus, who lived fifty and four years, and Governed nine: then he was 
flam ol his brother Fbelletes, who reigned eight mouths, and lived fifty years, and 
was llain by a Prieft of A&arta named ltbobalus, who lived threefcore and eight, aud 
reigned thirty two years : he was fucceeded by his Son Bade^prus, who lived forty five 

q years, and reigned fix years : to him fucceeded his Son Mettinus, who lived 
thirty two years, and reigned nine .* After him Pigmalion who lived fifty fix years, and 
reigned forty : in the feventh year of whofe reign, his Sifter Dido builded a City in c*rtbg< bdk 
Africa, and named it Carthage : fo that from the time of King Hyramus unco the build- "^t'^i^ 
ing of Carthage, is by this computation a hundred fifty five years, and two Months W/Siitw. 
and for as much as the Temple of iftrufalem was built in the twelfth year of Hytamus 
his reign, the computation of the time fince that year until the building of Carriage, is 
a hundred forty three years and eight Monhts. What need we more befide this te- 
ftimony of the Phoenicians f The truth is now fufficiently made manifeft; for our An- 
ceftors muft needs have come into this Country we inhabit before fuch time as they 

j) built a Temple in it, as I have alfo prov'd in my Books of Antiquity, collected out of 
our Holy Scripture. 

I will now fpeak of that which the Chaldees writ of us in their Hiftories, which do /!,„,/-„, thcHi- 
much agree in all other Matters with thofe of our Nacion. And firft let Berofus be my Jg^J™ 
wicnefs .whirwas a Chaldean born, a man famous and known unto all chat love learning, a ,a 
for he in the Greek tongue writ Aftronomy,and the Philofophy of the Chaldeans. Bero- 
fus imitating the moft ancientHiftories writeth of theDeluge,& how mankind was there- 
in extinguished, and he in all things imitateth Mofes> He alfofpeaketh of the Ark 
wherein our forefather was preferved, and affirmeth that it was carried into the tops 
of the Mountains in Armenia : after this he profecuteth the Genealogy of all thatreigu- 
ed from Noe, until Nabulajfarus King of the Babylonians and Chaldeans. He like- am*,*./,™,, 

£ wifefetteth down how long everyone reigned, aud in profecuting the deeds of this^^ 0 ^'- 
King,herecounteh how he fent his Son Nabucbodonofor into Egypt,&c our Country with the King °J r 
great power, who finding them in rebellion fubdued them, and burnt the Temple at f£'$* and 
Jerufalem, and fo departed, carrying with him all our Nacion into Babylon : where- N.,b*ch,dono. 
upon our City wasdefolate feventy years.unril the reign of Cyrus King of the Perfiaus.{^™^ cr ^ 
Moreover he affirmeth, that this Babylonian kept in fubjettion Egypt, Syria, Phoenicia, 
and Arabia, exacting more of them than ever any King of Babylon or (fhaldea had done 
before his time. And the words of Berofus muft needs be to this zffzCtiNabulajfarus his 
Father hearing that his Subftitute inEgypt,Ccclofyrta, and Phoenicia had iebelled,he him- 

F felf not being able to take fuch pains, committed his Affairs unto his his Son Nabucbo- 
donofor, gave him a part ot his Army ( for that he was in the flower of his age ) and 
fent him againft him : Nabucbodonofor fighting with the faid Subftitute, overthrew 
him, and fubdued the Country which ot old belonged unto them, and at the fame 
time his Father Nabulajfarus fell fick in Babylon, and died, having Reigned twenty ^j," 
nine years. But Nabucbodonofor long after underftauding his Fathers death, difpofed ;Uk Father 
of Egypt and other Provinces as he thought good, and taking the Captives of Judea, Kingdom. 
Pboznicia, and the Syrians that lived in Egypt* he committed them to certain of his 
friends, to be brought after with his Carriages and Army to Babylon > and fo he him- 
felf.accompaiiied with a very few took hisjorney to Babylon; through the Defart : being 

r arriv'd he found the Chaldees ruled all, and that their Nobility referved the Kingdom 

u for 
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for him: he w;is made King, and cemrnnided Houfes to be built for the Captives that H 
were com, ng in the molt convenient places oi Babylon, and with the fpoii he beautifi- 
ed the Temple ot Belus and ether places moft richly, and built a new City without the 
Wall of the old : .and providing-: left hereafter' che Enemies might turn the River aud 
hi have accefs unto t ie City, he invironed the inner City wuh three feveral Walls, 
and the outmoft Gity likewik, -the Walls whe«eof werernadeof Brick, but . the.Walls 
of the inner Ci:y were of Brick and Bitumen ; this done, he builded moft fiirnptuous 
- , „ Gates which n ight have become Temples : and moi cover.,. .jieet unto bis Fathers Pa- 
'.i^K-.vi .1 ijcc'hc-b lilded another far greater and more coiHy. than th»yi the beauty- and coftlinefs 
' ' ' whereof were hard,and peihaps tedious, to exprefs: Yet this wie will lay* and it is confi- 

derable, that this rich and incredibly beautiful Palace was builded in fifteen days >• in I - 
it he creeled Rocks of Stoue like Mountains befet with all fdrr& of Trees i he madea 
famous Mount, and fuppoited ir with Pillars : fo, his Wile, having been brought up in 
the Country of the Medes, defired to have a profpeci into the fields aud Mobntains ac^ 
cording to their way. - •• ■-■ " 

^,'i'i-T':':ii.i This he relateth ot the lore mentioned King; land many things more in his Book of 
t ] ie ; ,{fairs of thc Chaldean?, wherein he rcprovcdi the GreekWriters,whoixtlfly affirrne 
that Scm'tramis the AfiyrLn Q^een built Babylon, and that they failly report thofe 
wonderlul wot ks about Babylon to have been by her made, and finifhed. We muff, 
needs think, that the Chaldean Hiflory is true, feeing it agrceth with that of. the Phoe- 
nicians, which Bcrfus writ of the King of Babylon, who Tub verted both Vbttn'tcia and j£, 
all Syria : with them alio accordeth Fbtlepatus in his Hiif.ory.oi the fiege of Tyria-, 
and Mrgajibtnes alio in his fourth Book oUlie .affairs of India \ where he laboureth to

He being dead, the Tray tor T^inglifforocr ultirped the Kingdom, and reigned four years, L 
whole Son then a child was mace King, called by name Labor cfardochus, andheieign- 
ed nine months j who for cormptnefs of his manners was llaln'byhis own 'Friends : 
2 h 4^ a l Vriit al[cr whole death they who flew h:m confuting together made one JSlabouidus, a Bar 
..i'lTick.-.nd bylonian, King. At rhis rime the Walls oi Brick and Bitumen about cbe.Riycr of Bar 
UiLimen. bylon were bmlt. In the eighth year of this Kings reign Cyr.ut 3 coming, with an Army 
out of terfia, conquered all A fa, and cane with his Forces agaiuft Babyltn > but the 
King of Babylon having notice of his coming, levied an Array, advane'd againft him» 
and gaue him Battel ; but being overcome, he with a very few of his men was forced 
to flye into Borfippa. Cyrus now befieged Babyltn, and purpoled to deftroy the otu r 
ward Walls thereof} but finding them too ftroug and impenetrable, he returned to 
B.-rjippa to befiege Nabouidus the King of Babylon, who was fled thither. But Naboni- M 
hTxlilfZhfdus not abiding the event of War, yielded himfelt unto Cyrus, who dealt mercifully 
jiom i'.vi.'c.v- w i t h hin), and'gave him a Territory in Carmania, but expelled hirnout of Babylon : fo 
Nabonulus led the reft of his life in that Province. This Hiftory agrceth with ours; for 
in our writings we find that Nabucbodonefir in the eighteenth year of of his reign de- 
llroycd ourTemple,and that it fo remained threefcore and ten years ; alfo that in the fe- 
cond year of "King Cyrus, the foundations thereof were.laid again, aud was finifhed 
and re edified in the fecond year of King 'Darius % reign, This done, I will alfo relate 
the Hiftor'es of the Phoenicians, to re-inforce what we fay: for they make their 
computation after this manner. In the reign of King hbohalus Nabucbodonofor befieged 
u.,u* u.tuhiM- iy re iliirteen yeais, after whom Baal reigned ten years, next him Judges were appoint- N 
wii'v." A " ccl ' tow ' c » ln ey that follow Ecnibalus the Son of Balacbus judged two Months* fal- 
bis the Son of Abdxus ten Mouths; Abharus the High-Prieft three Months ; Myto- 
mvsand Ccrajjus Sons of Abdilimos judged fix yea;s -,after whom Balatorus reigned one 
year ; and after his death the Tyrians called Merbalus from Babylon,and made him King, 
and he reigned four years : and he then dying, they fent alfo to Babylon lot : his Bro- 
rhcr Iromus, who reigned twenty years, in whofe reign Cyrus obtained the Perfian 
Empite: fo that this whole time is fifty four years and three Months.Tor Nabucbedonofir 
began to befiege Tyre in the feventh year of his reign, and in the fourteenth year of 
King /romus his reign Cyrus was madeEmpcrour of Fer/ia. O 
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"A Wherefore both the Chaldean and tyrian Hiftorigraphers agree with us concerning The Cuia.s 
our Temple. So that the Anaqmcy of our Nation above mentioned is now made To and r ^ 
nifcft and without all controverfie. And that which is already alledged to this end S?^* 
may be fuffictent for them, who are not purpofely contentious : To faSsfie, therefore 
fuch as believe the Writings of other Nations of little or no Authority, and will <n ve 
credit : to nothing but what is tranfmitted from the Greeks, I (hall produce TcflmSnv 
from fuch of them as have been acquainted, and writ of our Laws * 
/teu^TJn F-crfon of great Antiquity and Reputation above the 
reft of the Plnlofophers for Wifdom and Holinefs of Life ) was not only converfant ih 
our Laws, but obferved them in many things, asisteftified particularly by Hcrmippns 
B an eminent and exacl Hiftonan, who in his firft Book of Pythagoras gives us an account, Ut , ip > 
That a Crotoman called CaUtphon a great friend ofP^i^Acingdcid, his Soul ac S?'^ 
companied Pythagoras night and day, inculcating and purfuing him with Inftruclions TV** 1 f 
and among the reft, That he would be careful how he palTed b? a place where his Aft 
had {tumbled -, 1 hat he would drink none but pure Water, and that he would be cauti: 
cms of fpcaking ill of any Body, following therein the Cuflomcs of the Greeks and 
Jhracuas : and what that Author faid is moft true, for it is certain, a great part 0 f 
his Phylofophy was dedue'd from the Laws of the $ervs. 

Our Nation in times paft was well known to diveis Cities, fo that many of them do 
now obferve our Cuftoms, and others efteem them worth the .imitation, zslbeopbraftus 
C doth witnefsm his Bookintituled D e Legibus : for he faith that the Tyrw Law forbid 

to fwcar by any ftrange God,and amongft thefe prohibited Oaths,he reckoneth the Oath ^'t^r 

g^mgoP ,s y amonsft thc7wj> and in our Ldn ^ fi § nificth thc 

Herodotus o( Halicarnaffus knew our Nation alfo, and in a manner makech mention h**,* .i k 
otit : for Ipca king of the Colchtans, he faith thus in his fecond Book : the Colchians u* 1 '*"™*™ 
Egyptians and Ethiopians oxly amongft all other Nations did ufe Circumcifion of old : ^J^'cfr^l 
^ Phoenicians and Syrians living in Paleftina do confers themselves tt> have /earned this dfion - 
Gupm from tbeEpvtnnsiand the Syrians living near unto Thermodoontes and the River 
PartheniUMwf their Neighbours the Macronians,*^ reported but lately to have learnt it of 
D the L,o\chnm: and thefe are tbey onlythatufe Circumcifion,and they, do like unto the Egypti- 
an* .but lam not able to fayrohetherthe Egyptians or iEthiopians learn d it of the other. 
Herodotus therefore -affirmeth the Syrians m Palefiina did ufe Cifcumcifion, and it is 
wriTeth fo »of them Inhabitants oi the Jews only ufe ir,which he knowing 

Cherilus alfo an ancient Poet maketh mention of our Nation, and affirmeth that our cW '* ah 
Country-men warred under Xerxes ^againft the Greeks, and enumerating the Nations hu^S/ 
which followed him, at laft he fpeakes thus of ours, ' of the jc W » 

g J People Jlrange followed this Royal throng, 

their-^ Language was th 'unknown Phoenician tongue i 
In th' 'hills of Solymus their dwelling was, 
Near to a hake for great nefs which did pafs :

It is evident (as I think) that he fpeaketh of thejews : for the Mountains o£SJ y mus 
? in our Country, and that Lake alfo called Jfphaltites, which is the greateft and vaft- 
of all Lakes that are in Syria; And that the Jews were not known only of the Greeks * 
F but alfo admired of themiseafie to prove not out of thc obfeureft Writers, but by the 

Teftimony of their wifeft Philofophers : For Clearcbus, difciple unto Artflotle, and the T1 „■ 
beft amongft all the Pcripateticks,in his firft Book De y2w^,brings in a certain Dialogue Z al.ZZ 1 
his Mafter Ariftotle difcourfing of a gew that he knew, in this manner. ° A ~ 

It would be too Lng to entertain you about the whole Nation, I JhaS content tny felf to give im? ete 
you a hint only of this mans admirable wifdom. Hyperochidcs told him, He could not do 
them a greater favour. I will begin then ( faid Ariftotle ) according to the Rules cf Rhe- 
toric k with what relates to his Nation. Hew.ts born a Jew in the lower Syria, whofe pre- 
feat Inhabitants are defcended from the Philofophers of the Indians, who among them are 
exiled Calani, but among the Syrians, Jews ,• as living in Jewry, whofe principal City is 
«-» called Jerufalem, and very hard to be pronounced, this mart entertained many fir anger s, 
who came from the higher Country down unto the SeaCoafl, was very eloauent and conragious* 

Xxx At 
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Js I war travelling one time with fome of my Difciples in Afia, this perfon made us a vifit, 
and in his Conference with us we found that much was to be learned by his Gonverfa- 
tion. 

Thus far Ariflotle in Clear chus , recounting moreover at large his admirable abftinence 
and chaftity : Of" whom they that aredefirous to know more, are recommended to Cle- 
archus • for I am loth to write any thing fuperfluous. So now it is evident how C/f- 
"r,/.'wu^M tubus,' by the way of digreflion fpeaking of another matter, maketh mention of us. 
» whh Kv,v£ j> ut Hecateus Abderita a Philofopher, and one brought up with King Alexander, and 
■ntx.itt.-tr. ^.^ijp^ witn Jftolometts Lagus, did not only briefly make mention of us, but alfo 
writ a whole Book of our Nation the Jews, out of which I will briefly note fome few 
points that occur; but firft I will ihew of what Antiquity he is: For he recordeth the I 
time when Ftolomeus near unto Gaza fought with Demetrius, which happened the ele- 
venth year after Alexanders death, in the hundred and feventeenth Olympiad, as Cajtor 
wrtterh : who fpeaking of this Olympiad faith, that in this time Ptolomeus Lagus 
overcame Demetrius the fin of Antigonus at Gaza in fight : which Demetrius was called 
Poliorcetes: and all men confef's, that Alexander died in the hundred andfoiirteenth Olympi- 
ad : So that it is evident that at the time wherein Alexander lived, our Nation flour- 
tfljcd. 

AndHecataus faith, that after that battel fought at Gaza, Ptolomeus was made Lord 
of the places bordering about .Syria, and that many men hearing of the Clemency tf/Ttolomeus, 
followed bi"t into Egypt, and converged with him : amongst the which one was called Eze- K 
kias, the Jews high Prieft, a man about threescore and fix years old, and of chief notice and 
dignity of all his Nation, and rnofi prudent and eloquent, one alfo who in all affairs had more 
* d ^ hL- experience than any man elfe. He likewife icporteth, That the number of the Jews Priefts, 
Pi k it* who received their tenths, and rule ail in general, is a thousand and five hundred or there- 
j.'rt tnv.ls about. 

And a^ain making mention of the fame Ezekiat, he faith, this man being in reputa- 
tion and honour, and converjing with us, by the help of fome about him, declared alL things 
wherein we and this Nation differ, and fhewed unto us the place of his dwelling, and the man' 
n:r of his converfation, which be had in writing. 

After thi.» Hecateus (heweth what manner of People we are, and how religious in our L 
Laws, and now chat we will rather endure all torments and death it felf, than violate 
them in any thing, and that we account it a worthy thing fo to do : adding moreover, 
That being much hated of our neighbours, and having fuffered all Contumelies both at 
the hands of the Perfian Kings, and their Officer?, yet we could not be forced to change 
our Opinions, but that we are continually exercifed to give a reafon thereof. He alio 
recordeth an example of the conlfancy of our mindes : For Alexander (quoth he) being 
^u^'Tgaimi at Babylon, and purpofing to re-edtfie the temple of 'Bell, commandedall his Souldiers to car- 
.4i.-xjn.itr. r y timber to the building thereof $ and the Jews only di fib eying his command, endured many 
flripes and torments, till fuch time as the King freed them from it : And they (faith he ) re- 
turning to their own Country, defiroyed all the temples and A/tars that they found there, and M 
fome of them were by the Officers therefore pttntfhed, others efcaped free : Adding, that we 
mayjuftly be admired for thefe things, and that our Nation is exceeding populous. He fhews 
likewife that many of us were carried Captives into Babylon, and there fierved f/;<? Perhans. 
And that many mdre were difperfi into Egypt after Alexanders death for a tumult begun in 
Syria. 

The br cucfs ^ e ' J ^° rccor ^ ctn tac greatnefs of our Country, and the fertility thereof, they inha- 
ot fur-i^™ ' bit (faith he) a Country that hath almoft thirty hundred thoufand acres of moft fertile ground; • 
n'Hlnwiw; ^ or 3 ,sr y ' s °^ tu ' s ^ ar K ene ^ s ) jn d th** * n tme * fall rve inhabited a large and -very great 
CuiTiuiia City, which was very populous ; he fpeakcth alfo of the building of our lemple in this 

manner : the Jc ws have many other towns and V illages in every Province but thy have N 
one mo ft ftrong City, the compafs of whofie Walls is fifty furlongs, and in it inhabit a hundred 
and fifty thoufand men ; and th s City they called. Jerufalcm ; in the midfl thereof is a building 
effione with four Porches a hundred cubits about, it hath alfo double Gates t, wherein is a four- 
fjttared Altar made of unhewn flones joyned together ; and it is twenty cubits fquare every 
■way, and ten cubits high and about it is a rnofi huge Building, wherein is an Altar and a 
Candleftick both of gold, weighing two talents ; and there is kept a continual Light night and 
day which ntvergoeth forth : But in it there is no Imagv, nor Grove about it, as about other 
Tte r iefh to temples. It is inhabited by the Pru fls, who fpend their time there in great continence both 
d eli in tt « night and day, abjictntngfrom all manner of Wine. 

l^ktJ^ ""The fame Author gives an account of an acVion performed by one of our Nation,who q 
wine was a Souldicr under force of Alexanders fucceiTors ; and the Authors words are thefe, 
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A As I went ( faith he ) to the Red Sea, a certain "jew, one of the Horfementhat conditCh- 
edus, named Mafollamus, a couragious man, and one who excelled all Archers elfe, both Greeks 
and' other Nations ; this zpew { every one hafiing on forward of his journey, and beino will'd 
by v a Sooth fayer tofiand) asked, for what caufe the multitude flayed and went not forward 
Presently the Soothfayer fhewed him a Birdy which he diligently viewed, and told the Jen> 
that if that Bird did ft and ft ill in the place, then it was expedient for them to (land, and if the 
Bird did mount up and file, that then they ought to march on forward ; but if it flew towards 
fhe place from whence they came, that then it was wifdom to retire, the Jew her cat was 
file nt, yet drawing his Bow he (hot an arrow and killed the Bird ; whereat the Soothfayer 
and certain others were offended, and cur fed him. But he taking the unhappy Bird in his hand 

B (aid unto them ; Are ye Jo mad as to think that this Bird, not having the fore fight to preferve 
her felffomthis death, is able to direct us inthefuccefs of our journey: Had this Bird fore- 
known future events, fhe would have efihewed this place for dread that Mofollamus a JSew 
fi/ould have firucken her with an arrow. But we will now leave the teftimony of Hecateus, 
for every one that lift may read his Book, and there undcrftand it more at large. 

I will not omit the Teftimony of Agatar -chides, a man of no evil in his own opinion, 
yet indeed one who hath ufed detraction to our Nation. This man fpeaking ot'Stra- S t 
tonice, how leaving her husband Demetrius, (lie came into Syria, and how Sclcucris would 
not marry her as the hoped ( who having an Army at Babylon, warred againft Antioch, 
and had taken the City ) and that (he fled into Sclucia, whereas flie might have made a 

C fpeedier efcape by water (but was forewarned to the contrary in a fleep ) and that fhe was 
there taken and died, cjre. Agatarchides, having ufed this Preface, and inveighed againft 
Stratonices fuperftition, ufeth an Examylc of our Nationon this manner : the People 
that are called Jews, inhabit a Wioflfirong City, which they call Jerufalem ^ thefe People are 
■wont to reft upon the feventh day, and do neither bear Arms, nor till their Grounds, nor any T[ 
other bufinefs on that day, but their cuflom is to remain Jn their temple, and there withXu>JfcT 
fir etched out armes continue in prayer till night \ ■ And fo upon a time, they per fevering in that t 
foolery, whilfi theyfhould have defended their City,t Ptolomeus Lagus entred it with a great 
Army, and greatly tyrannized over them, inflxuttingthem by experience, that the folemnity 
appointed by their Law, was prejudicial unto them. Such like Churches as this did teach 

D them and all Nations elfe to flie unto dreams, which their Law teacheth, .< neither confidering 
that human" policy cannot prevail againft that xvhich muft neteffarity happen. Agatarchides 
thought this which he reports of us to be ridiculous ^ but they that weigh it with indif- 
fcrency, (hall perceive that it is greater commendation.to our Nation, who rather fuffet 
their Country and fafety to be loft and endamaged, khan to violate the Laws of God* 

I think I am thus able to (hew, that many Writers omitted to make mention of out ^c""^™ 
Nation, not for that they knew us not, but for envy. For Jerom writ a Bcok of the to fpcik ctite 
Succeflors in the fame time that Hecateus lived, and being a friend to King Antigonus, J ew! * 
and Prefident of Syria, never mentioneth Us in all his Hiftory; notvvichftanding he was 
brought up almoft in our Country ; whereas Hecatnts writ an entire Book of us ; fo 

E different are the minds of men : for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili- 
gently recorded, the other through malice was hindred from fpeaking the truth : yet the 
Hiftories of the Chaldeans, Egyptians and Phoenicians, may fuffice to prove our Antiqui- 
ty, together with the Greek Writers : for befides thofe before merttionedj theophraftut 
'd\h,theodotus, M.anafeas, Ariphanes,Hermogenes, Euemcus^ Conon, ^epyrion, and many 
others no doubt ( for I have not perufed all mens Books ) have manifeftly teftified of us> 
For many of the forefaid men were blinded with errors, as not having read our holy 
Scriptures ; yet they all joy ntly teftify our Antiquity, for which I now alledge them* 
Truly Demetrius Pha/eriusi Philon the elder, and Eupolemusdid not much etre from the 
truth, and therefore reafon it isdhey mould be born withal : for they were notfo skilful 

P as to teach our Writings with fo much curiofity. 

Being come thus far, it xefteth that 1 now prefent one point more, whereof I made 
mention in the beginning of this Book , to wit, that I declare the detractions and flan- ThcWi pit, 
Morbus reports of divers concerning our Nation to be falfe and void of truth $ and I will ^"n'.'iaions 3 " 1 
life the Teftimony of thofe Writers who record, that the lying Hiftorigraphers, at fuch -md handcis. 
"timfe as they committed to writing the forefaid detractions, did alfo even againft them- 
'ftlvesrrcifter fuch like flandersj as they did againft us. And 1 doubt not but that all 
thofe, who are converfant in Hiftories, can teftifie, that the like hath been done by moft 
Writers upon private hatred, or fuch like refpetts : For feme of the Gentiles have at- 
tempted to deface the honour and reputation of the moft renowned Citiesjand todefami 

G the manners of their Inhabitants. Thus did theopompus to Athens^ and J 'toiler -ait is to 
'Lzfcdenion ; and the Author that writ tripolititum ( for it was not tbeoponipitf as fqmfi 
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fuppole > ufed the City Thebes very hardly. And limetu in his Hiftoiies of the fore- H 
faid places , doth many times detract both them and others. And this they .do* 
cab.mmiating the moft excellent that are, in fomething or other ; fome for envy and ma- 
lice, others, ihat their fond.babling may make them famous, and fo indeed it doth 
among fools, that arc known to have no found judgment, but wife men will condemn 
their malice. ' " . 

The ear r ? of To be ftiort, this is the caufe of fo many flanderous reports forged againft our Nation : 
1 v.-w'n rlx- 11- foilIC tO gratify the Egyptians have attempted to deprave the truth, and fo have neither 
Pv'i'i* a»i reported thcCircumitancesconcerningour Anceftors coming mtoEgypt-> nor touching 
Je s ' their departure from thence, and they have had many caufes of malice and envy urging 
them hereto : And chieBy for that our Progenitors in their Country waxed mighty, i 
and fo departing to their own Country were made happy and fortunate, 
■n-* E^iro Secondly, the diverfity of our two Religions made great difcord and variance amongft 
Uoiary. us> our r_ c | jg ltm f 0 f a r exccll ing theirs in piety, as the divine Elfence GOD excelleth 
vmreafonable Creatures : ( for they commonly worihip fuch bruit beafts for gods, and 
every one worlhi peth divers kinds . ) vain and foolifti men, who from the beginning have 
been accuftomed to fuch fortim opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us in our 
divine Religion, and conformable to Reafon : and yet feeing many favour and follow 
our Heligion, they were hereby incited to fuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they 
feared not to faHify their own ancient Records, not confidering that in fo doing they 
were led through a blind paffion, to write againft themfelves. Moreover, I will prove k 
jr^w an all I have fpoken to be true, by one mans words, whom a little before ( being a famous 
Kgvrmn Hi- Hiftoi i<*rapher) we have produced as a witnefs of our Antiquity, 
floriograpbr. j^ cth \ n therefore ( who confeifeth himfelf to have gathered the Egyptian Hiftory 
out of their holy Writings ) having by way of Preface recounted how our Predeceflours 
came into Egypt with many thoufands, and there conquered the Inhabitants, afterward 
/tofa. fa- confeifeth, that lofirtg all their PolTeflions in Egypt, they got the Country which is now 
S'uTe vpii S called Jury, and in it builded a City named ferufalem, and a Temple; and thus far 
3 n Lepers. ne foUowt th ancicnrWriters. And then ufurping to himfelf authority to lye, pro- 
tefting that he will infertinto his Hiftory certain reports divulged amongft the common 
People, he reports things of the- Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our I, 
Nation the Lepers bf the Egyptians, and other fick people of other Countries, who 
(as he faith) being abominable to the Egyptians, fled to us ; affirming alfo that they 
had a King named Jmtmphis, which being a feigned name, he durft not prefume to 
fpeak determinate^ of the time of his<Reign ; though he fpeaketh exactly of the Reign 
of all other Kings. Hereupon alfo he adds certain Fables, forgetting himfelf that he 
reported the Shepherds departure out of Egypt to Jerufalem, to have been almoft five 
hundred and eighteen years before his time : For it was in the fourth year of the reign 
ofr/^rw^,whe , nchey departed ouc of Egypt 4 and his Succeflors continued in the Go- 
ve inment three hundred and ninety three years, till the time of the two Brethren Se- M 
then and Hermcus, the firft of which was called Egyptian, the other Dana us, whofup- 
planted Setbon, and reign'd alone fifty nine years, after whom his eldeft Son Ramfes 
rcien'd threefcoreand fix years. Having therefore confelTed our Anceftors to have 
departed out of Egypt fo many years before; at length he addeth Amenephis to the 
number of their Kings. He tells us that the faid Prince ( as Orus one of his 
Predeceflours had done before ) had an ardent defire to have a fight of the Gods, and 
that aPrieft of their Law named Jmemphis (as he was ) and Son, of fapius, whofe 
wifdom in prediction was foadmirable, that he feem'd to be infpir'd, told him his de- 
fire (hould be accomplifhed, if he would drive out of his-Kingdom all fuch as were Le- 
prous, and any other way infected. The King according to his directions auembled N 
of them to the number of Eighty thoufand, and fent them with other Egyptians to 
work in the Quarries ontbeEaft-fide of the Nile, among whom there were certain 
Priefts who were likewife infected. , ,j -iL 

Mineilwn adds, That the Prieft J^w/i&/*f,apprehending left theGods ihould pamuj 
him ibr hieing given the King that counfd,& the King for having followed it fo ftrictly, 
and finding by divination that to recompence- the fulferings of thofe poor People, they 
would conquer and govern in Egypt for the fpace of thirteen years, he was afraid ro 
tell it to the King himfelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, hekilld 
himfelf to the great tcrrourofthe King. 

This doneT he fpeaks as foiloweth : So the King being requefted for their quietnels 
and defence to aflign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a defol^te place o 
called Jvarts. which bad been the Shepherds City (this City the ancient Divines call 
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Tnphon) but they, having got the pofltflion of this place fit for Rebellion, madq 
choice of one of rhe Priefts of He iiopolis to be their Captain ; whofe name was Ofarjipbus, 
and'bound themfelves with an Oath to obey him in all things : and he prefemly made' SSJ'of 
a Law, That they fhould neither worihip the Gods of the Egyptians, norabftain from^w* ° 
thofe Beafts which the Egyptians count holy, and that they ihould marry with none 
but fuch as they judged to be their Friends, and of their own perfwafion. 

Having ordained this and many things elfe contrary to the Religion of the Egypti- 
ans, he commanded them to build a Wall about the City, to fortify it well, and pre- 
pare to make War upon King Amenophis. Having taken fome others of the Prieft- 
hoed into his Cabal, they fent Ambafladors to Jerufalem to chr- Shepherds, which were 
B driven out of Egypt by King Tbemufis, to inform them of what had puffed, and requeft 
- them to a Confederacy, and that uniting their forces, they might jointly make WarTk-Vu ofthe 
upon Egypt. He promifed to receive them into Jvarts ( which had been of old the pof- ^'."'j 1 "' f- 
feflion of their Anceflors) and fupply them with what ever was neaffary, and aflured g?J"Ln* E " 
them their opportunity was fuch, that without great difficulty they might conquer" 
that Kingdome. That the Inhabitants of "Jerusalem embracing the motion, r.iifd an 
Army, and advanced to Jvarts with 200000 men. . ' 

That Jmcnophis, King of Egypt, hearing of their invafion, and remembring what 
Jmemphis the Son of the Prieft Papius had left in writing, was in great fear, and p:e- 
fently alTtmbling together the people of Egypt, and confuting with the Princes of his 
„ Country, he fent away all the holy Bealts, and all that the Priefts efteemed, giving 
. them cfpecial charge to hide their Idols : He put his Son Sethon ( who alfo by his Fa- 
ther Rampfes was called Rhameffes) and but five years old, into the ciiitody of a Friend 
of his; and then with three hundred thouland fighting men, he marched againlt his T .'>- l '?W! lm 
Enemies-, but would not fight with them, left he ihould fight againft tha pieafurc of the '"'a 
Gods ; and fo he retired himfelf to Memphis ; and taking J pis and rhe reft of the E- b Y *k' h - 
gyptian Gods along with him,he, and his Troops of Egyptians took Ship, and fled into co?r?co U fly" g 
^Ethiopia. That the King of /Ethiopia having a great honour for him, received him very cuwuamei. 
nobly, amgning his People Towns and Villages for their refidence and fubfiftence du- 
ring their thirteen years exile, keeping conftant Guards upon his Frontiers, for the 
X) fecurity of Jmemphis. That in the mean time the Auxiliaries from Jemjalcm did 
much more mifchief, than thofe who had invited them. That there was nothing of 
cruelty or impiety that they fcrupled or omitted. That not contenting themfelves 
with the demoliihment and burning of Towns, they added facriledg to their fins, brake 
their Idols in pieces, flew - their cottfecrated Cattel, forced the Prieffsand Prophets to 
kill their own Beafts, and dravc them naked out of their Country when theyhad done. °hfi> h '« 
To which lie adds, That they had for their Law-giver a Prieftof Heticpolis caird Ofar- caTrj 
Jtph, from OJiris, which was the God that was woriliipped in that City, and that that 
Prieft having chang'd his Religion, chang'd likewife his Name, and called himfelf 
Mofis. 

£ Thus the Egyptians report of the Jews, and many things elfe, which for brevity 
fake I omit:. Manet ho* further writeth, that afterward Jmenophis the King came 
with a great power out o Mthiopia, and his Son Rampfes with him accompanied with 
a great Army; and that joyning Battel with the Shepherds and polluted perfons, he 
gave them an overthrow, and purfued them unto the Borders of Syria. And this is 
Mancthons report; but forafmuch as he writeth .old wives tale*, dotages, and lies, I 
will by man ifeft reafon convince him, Firft d iftinguilhing that whereof T am to fpeak 
"hereafter. He of his own accord granteth and confeifeth , that our Anceftors at firft 
were not Egyptians, but Strangers that came thither from another place, and con- j"^*^* 
qucred the Country, and again departed from thence. I will now out of his own tacj^ °"* 

p writings endeavour to Ihew, that the weak people of Egypt were not mixed with u?, 
and that Mofes, who indeed was our Conductor out ol Egypt, and lived many ages 
before, was no 1 eper. ^ , 

He therefore firft of all fetteth down a ridiculous caufe of this foremcntioncd ficti- 
on, which was, that King Jmenophis was defirous to fee the Gods : What Gods do you 
think? He could already fee the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Muhky, but 
the God of Heaven how could he fee And why had Jmenophis this defire < Forfooth 
becaufe a certain King one of his Predeceffors hadfeen them; he therefore knowing by 
him what things they were, and how he came to the fight of them, needed ho new de- 
vice to accompiifti his defire : But perhaps the forefaid Prophet was a Manofgreat 

q wifdom, by whom the King had confidence to attain his defire ; iffo hehadbeenj how 
chanccthic that he was fo unwifenot to perceive, that it was an impoffible riling to fa- 
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tisfie the Kings defire ? fur that w!iich he promifed was not b ought to pais. Or what H 
rcafon moved him to think that the Gods were invifible, becaufe of the Leprofie and 
infinu'ty ot the peopIer'The Gods are offended with mens impieties, not with the defeats 
of their bodies. And how was it poffible that at one inftant fo many thoufand Lepers 
and infirm perfons fliould be gathered together f or wherein did not the King obey the 
Prophet t He commanded that the Lepers and infirme perfons fliould be exiled the 
Country, and the King did not banifh them the Country, but fent them to hew Stones, 
as though he had needed workmen, and not purpofed to cleanfe the Country from Le- 
pers. Laflly.Iie faith,that the, Prophet forefecing that Egypt was to fuffer,and fearing the 
wrath of the Gods, killed himfelf,, and left his mind in a Book written unto the King. 
How chanced it then that theProphet didnot at firft forefee his own death^and fo oppofe I 
him felf ro the Kings defire to fee the GodsfOr wherefore did he fear fuch calamities as 
were not to fall in his life ? or what great mifery hanged over his head, which might 
worthily caufe him to kill himfelf to prevent it? But let us hearthat which foHoweth, 
more fottifli than all the reft. 
Mxnnhmft The King ( faith he ) heariug this, and ftriken with fear, did not however expel 
words "peat- t no fe Lepers he ought to have exiled , but at their requeft gave them (as he faith ) 
c a City, wherein before time the Shepherds did inhabit, called Avaris - whereinto 

being come, they made a Prieft of Heliopolit their Princei who deviled Laws for 
them : commanding them neither to adore the Gods, nortoabftain from offering vi- 
olence to fuch beafts as amongft the Egyptians are facred, but that they fliould kill and g 
fpoil all things, that they fliould marry with none but fuch as were their confederates, 
that he bound the people with an oath to keepthofe Laws, and that they fortified Ava- 
ris to fight againft the King. Adding moreover, that he fent to Jerufalem for help, 
j romifiug toyieid Awm uuto them, being a place fometime poflefled by their An- 
ceflors, and that chey from that place leading their Forces, might eafily fubdue all E~ 
gypt : he then faith, that the Egyptian King Amenopbis came againft them with 300000; 
and yet,!or chat lie would not firive againft the decree ot cheGods, he fled into AZtbiopia, 
and carried with him Apis and other Holy Beafts, and that the inhabitants of Jerufalem 
coming down invaded the Land,fired the Towns and Cities,flew their Nobles, ufed all 
forts of cruelty poffible, and that the Priefts name, who made Laws and Statutes for L 
them to live under, was one of Heliotalu, Ofarfipbus by name, deriving the fame from 
Ojiru, the God of Heliopolit : and that this man, changing his name, was afterward 
Called Mofes. 

Moreover, that Amenopbis, having lived in banifhment thirty years, came with a 
ftrong power out ot /Ethiopia > and fighting with the lhepherds and polluted, he flew 
many of them, and put the reft to flight, purfuing them unto the borders of Syria. 
Mmeibon remembreth not, that here again he telleth a very unlikely tale ; for although 
the Lepers and impotent perfons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones 5 yet it is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the Kings hands 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, that then they again became the Kings well-wil- 
lers. Suppofing alfo their hatred ftill continued towards him, they rather fliould have M 
attempted revenge by treafon againft him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had purpofed to War againft 
thefe men, yet would they not have been fo impious as to have rebelled againft theGods, 
and to have violated the Laws where in they were brought up. 
a confutation We have therefore caufe to thank Manethm, in thac he clearethus, and ( af£rmeth 
^rikdg! his own country men ( yea a Prieft ) to be authors of this impiety, and that by oath 
ej. 0 they bound themfelves fo to do'. What can be more extravigant than to fay that nei- 
ther any of their country-men nor kjnfmen rebelled with them, but that the poor 
d ftrefied people were glad to fend to Jerufalem for fuccourr' But what fbciety or 
friendfhip had they with the people of 3kr«/i/«w,ofwhom they came to demand help/ N 
Why, they were more their Enemies than the reft of their Country-men, and were 
sll of quite different manners from us. They of jerufalem (as he faith) prefently 
did as they were willed to do,in hope that, according as they were promifed, they might 
f ubdue Egypt. Were they ignorant of that Country out of which they had been dri- 
ven by force ? had they lived in poverty or mifery, perhaps they might have been 
induced to have done ic : but feeing they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and pofc 
feffed a goodly fertile foil far better than Egypt, what might move them thereto ? 
What reafon had they, at the requeft of their ancient Enemies ( and they alfo fo difeaf- 
ed, as they of Jerufalem could not abide their own friends among them that had the O 
like difeafe* ) to tl.ruft themfelves into danger > they could not iore^know the Kings 

intent 
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A intent to fly » as for Manetbon himfelf he faith, he met them at PeUfia with 300000 men. 
And this they that went to War well knew. But what reafon had they to conje&ure 
that the Kings mind would change, and he flye ?- At to what he charges upon the 
Auxiliaries from Jerufalem, that they feized upon theftores, andfecur'd all the Corn 
that was in Egypt, which brought great diftrefs and exigence upon the people , hath 
he forgot, that confidering they entted as Enemies, they are not thereby to be re- 
proached, Rapacity being unavoidable among Souldiers, efpecially if Strangers and 
Conquerours? Hath he forgot he faid before that the Lepers had done the fame for- 
merly, and had to that purpofe obliged themfelves by oath f and chat he allured us, 
thatfbme years after Amenopbis repelled the ^«-»/2&**-Confederats, and Lepers, flew 
U many of them, drove them out of thofe parts, and purfued them to the very borders of 
Syria i as if Egypt was a Country fo eafily conquer'd, or that thofe who were then in 
pofleffion meerly by conqueft, would not ( upon the firft alarr^ of Amenopbis^ march 
have block'd up the paflages, and lecured the Avenues on that fide towards JEtbiope, 
which they might eafily have done, and drawn together what forces they had plealed 
to defend them ? And is it not as improbable when he fays, that that Prince made not- 
only a great flaughter among them, but purfued them with his whole army (crofsthe 
Defart ; to the very frontiers of Syria? whereas it is notorioufly knowti that Defire 
is fb dry, that there being no Water to be found in the whole tradt, itis almoft impofTi- 
blefor an enure Army to march through it, though there was no Enemy tog. ve them 
C impediment. To conclude therefore, our Nation neither came of the Egyptian^ as 

Manet ban confeffethj neither was mingled with the difeafed of that Country : for ic is u ie E „;i og , Je 
probabkvhat many of thofe fick people perifhed in the Stone-works, many in the great J^*™ 
fight and battel, and the reft of them in the flight. It now remaineth that 1 refute that ^ Bgy? ^ nS . 
which he fpeaks of Mofes. . 

The Egyptians do all agree that this man was a divine perfon, and one to be admi- £™j£s to 
red, and they commit great impiety in labouring to challenge him for their Country- (i an(Jcrit ou- 
man, faying, that he was a Prieft of Heliopolts, baniihed with the reft for leprofie. dto&Mj*. 
Eor he is recorded to have lived five hundred and eighteen years before this time, and 
to have guided our Anceftors out of Egypt, into that Country wherein we now inhabit : Mofis wuiwt 
D and his own words teftifiy his body 10 have been clean from that Difeafe otLeprofie : for a Le P"- 
he commanded! all Lepers to be expelled out of the Towns and Villages, and to live 
apart by tnemfelves 5 To be cloathed in different Garmetvts,and declared that whofo- 
ever touched them, or came under the fa.iie roof with them, fliould be accounted 
unclean. And it a Leper happened to be cured of that difeafe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanfmgs, and baths of fortunate waters, and all his hair fliould be 
fliavedoffi and that then after many and fundry Sacrifices, he mould be admitted into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been vifited with that infection and calamity him- 
felf, he would furely have been more gentle, and merciful to fuch as fliould have been 
n afflicted with that Difeafe. . 

He did not only make thefe fevere Laws againft Lepers, but he alfo interdicted all 
that wanted anyjoynt or parcel of the body, from being PTiefts, or exercifiug any of- 
fice at the Alter ; yea he alfo appointed, that if any Prieft fliould have any of chele took!,* 
defedts betide him after he was a Prieft, that then he mould be deprived of the dignity, Xh? n £ 7 ' 
How can it then be probable, that to his own prejudice and difcredit he would have Egyptian 
enacted fuch Laws? And as to what he fays about changing his wmeOfarfipb inro^«S£- 
M*/?s, itis as incredible as the reft, there being no analogy between them.the nameot 
Mofes importing prefervation from the Water," tor Moy among the Egyptians fignifies 
Water: and now I fuppolel have madeit apparent,that M^«»,whilft he kept him*2™» H <£ 
p felf to the writings or the ancients, did not err much : but when he left them, he for- riopapher. 
fook the truth, and fell upon ridiculous ftories, which he either invented himfelf, or 
beleived out of prejudice to our nation. 1 now think it not amifs to examine a little 
the words of C^emon , who profeffiug himfelf to write the Egyptian Hjftory, 
maketh mention of the fame King Amenopbis his Sou *\bamfei, as Manttbon doth, and 
reporteth that the Goddefs appeared to Amenopbu in his fleep, checking him fot 
that her Temple was deftroyed, and that Pbirittpbantes, a holy Scribe, told the King, 
that if he would expel all polluted and unclean perfons out of Egypt, that then hejhould 
not be any more terrified with thefe night-vifions. Moreover, that hereupon making 
fearch for all fick and difeafed perfons, he baniflied them out of his Land, to the num- 
ber of 2 ,0000. And that their Captains were called Mofes and fofepb, holy Scribes, 
G i Ubtha? thefe Egyptians names werefo, that Mofes was named Uifitbes ; and\ Jofepb, 
Petefepbus : and thattheycame to Pelufmm, where they found 3 8 0000 left there bv 
* * Anunvpbtt 
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jtmenohpisy whom he would not permit to come into Egypt : alfo they all entrirsg into H 
a league together, fuddenly invaded Egypt, and Amenopbis not abiding the brunt fled 
into .'Ethiopia, leaving his wife great with child, who hiding her fell in caves and dens, 
Mcf^s^-x did bring torch a child whom they called Mejfenes^ who afterward drove the Jews into 
ot .tw/iu. Syria, being in number 200000, and this done, he recalled his Father Amenopbis oumi 
ALthiopia. And thus Cheeremon faith. 1 

But I imagine, that which I have already faid, to be fufficient to declare the vanity 
of both thefe Writers. For if that which they report were true, it were impoffible that 
they fhould Co much differ : but they labour to devife lyes, and write nothing agreeable 
to other mens writings. For Maneiban feigneth, that the caufe of. the banifliment of 
&'X«ws theLe P crswasthe3iia g sdefiie to fee the Gods; and Cbaremon faith, that it was fori 

<om;>.-u that Ifit after appeared unto him in his fleep. Manetbm alfo faith, that Amenopbis gave 
rcua.se. ici. the Kfng that couufel fo^p cleanfc the Country i and 0>4tranm faith, that hethat coun- 
felled the King was called Vbiritipbantes. Nor do they agree better in their numbers * 
Manstbon reports them 80000 the other 250000. Manetbcn fays thefe Lepers were 
lent directly to the Quarries to work there in the fuuaring of Stone, and that after- 
wards A -i arii was given them for a Quarter, where having begun their War, they feuc 
EmbaiTadors to $erufalem to get that City iuto Confederacy. Ouuemon tells us on the 
other fide that when they were forced out of Egypt, they found at Pelufium 380O00 
men whom Amenopbis had rcpulfed ; that joyning with them they returned againe into 
Egypt* and compelled Amenopbis to fly iuto Aithiopia. But that which is moftobfer-K 
vable is,that an Amhorithat was fo exa(2 in theStory of the apparition of i/5>,fhould for- 
get to lei us know from whence this great Army of 3 8coco did come, whether they were ■ 
Egyptians , or Strangers , and for what reafon Amenopbis refufed to admit them. 
-ihcdi.Trrmcc Moreover, CUremou feigneth a dream of the Lepers and Ifis, and reporceth tharjfc- 
^™ctr,Mj-f e pb together with Mofei was expelled, whereas fofeph lived tour ages before Mefes, 
VlJ'JZnl evei 7 a g e coi. raining at leaft a hundred and feventy years. I^amejjet alfo, Amenopbis 
Hiflory. Sod, according to Mdneibons Hiftory, being a young man fled into Aithiopia, and was 
banifhed with his Father, and afterwards affiiled him in the Wars .-.whereas Cb*remon 
reporteth that he was born in a Cave after his Fathers departure, and that he getting 
the vi&ory.did drive the Jews into Syria,v/\\o were in number two hundrcdchoufaud.L 
O felicity in lying/ for he neither told what Nation thofe three hundred and fourfcore 
thoufand were: nor yet how a hundred and fourfcore thoufand of them perifhed, 
neither were they flain in the fight, or fled unto Ramejfes : aud which is moft to be 
admired, one cannot gather out of his words whom he calleth Jews, or whether 
he -attribute this name unto the two hundred aud fifty thoufand Lepers, or unco the 
three hundred and fourfcore thoufand which were at Pelufium. 

But it is folly to oppofe my felf againft them, who have fufficiencly contradicted 
themfelves ; for had other men controlled their Writings, they had been the more to 
rtovctZ " bc born witha1, L yf imachus was another of the fame Stamp, and one that not only fe- 
Jyins- ' couds but firpafles them in their Lyes, in fo much that we need no more than thcM 
cxtiavigauce of his Story to prove his hatred to our Nation. He tells us that in the 
rt ot Bocc/jt King of Egypt, the Jews that were Leprous or otherwife infeded, re- 
torted in fuch numbers to the Temples to beg the charity of the people, that they 
According .o communicated their diftempers to the Egypthm.Boccbor confuted the Oracle of Am- 
u,feUr non i and re c e ' v ed this anfwer, that he fhould purifie the Temples, aud fend into the de- 
nnd i.«. T rui.s fart all thofe lick and infectious people, upon whom the Sun could mine no longer 
£7ZriJhcJ wKhouC re 8 rer » aod ^at by fo doing the Earth fhould recover its primitive fertility, 
into thcwii- That hereupon the faid Priuce by ad vice of his Priefts affembled all thofe difeafed per- 
cX'.o.he f ol,s » delivered them into the hands of cercain Souldiers, who lap'd fome of thetu in 
Sc... lead, and threw them tnto the Sea, conducing the reft into the wildernefs, aud leaving N 

them t.icre to be deftroyed by Famine. That in that diftrefs the poor people con- 
f ulted together, made great fires,, keptftrong Guardsall nighr.and faffed very folemnly 
thereby to make their Gods more propitious ; and that a certain perfon called Mofts 
advifed them to remove the next day, and march on till they found better quarters* 
to truft no man s to give uo man good Counfelthat ask'd them » to ruine the Tem- 
ples and Altars where ever they came i and that this Counfcl having been approved, 
they palled the W.ldernels, and after much trouble and frequent diftrelTes, arrived in a 
Country that was inhabited, where they gave the firft inftances of their crulelty by 
abufing the Natives,and robbing their Temples i in which courfethey continued, till 
they came at length to JWWvhere they built a City.and called it Ttrofmla ( which is o 
as inuch as to.fay the fpoil of holy things ): but that growing afterwards more Potent, 

they 
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A they changed that name ( as too infamous ) and called it Jnufdtm, and themfelves in- 
habitants of $erufalem. 

This fellow found not that King, which the two former fpeak of, buthejoyneda 
more new name, and leaving the Dream and the Prophet* goefch to Amman for an an- 
fwer touching the fcabbed and Lepers > he faith, that a multitude was gathered to- 
gether at the Temples ; but heleaveth it uncertain, whether the Jews only were infe&ed Lj/kim his 
with thisDifeafej for he faith the people of the Jews ; or whether they were ftran- £j ionco "- 
gers and fuch as were hjorn in that Country. If they were Jews, why doeft thou call them m 
Egyptians ? ' If they were grangers, why doft thou not tell of whence they were ) Or 
how came it to pafs, the King having drowned fo many of them in the Sea, and left 

B r thereftin the Wildernefs, that ftill fo many fhould be left ? how did they pafs the 
Wildernefs, and get the Country we now inhabit, and build a City and a Temple fa- 
mous through all parts of the World f ThoUjfhouldeft. not onlyjiave told the name of 
0ur Lawmaker, but alfo what Country-man he was, and of what Parents, and what 
moved him in his journey to make fuch laws againft the gods, and again ft men. For 
if they were Egyptians, they would not fo eafily have forgotten the Religion, wherein 
they were 1 brought up : or of what place elfe foever they were, they had fome laws 
or other, which they had been accuttomed to keep. If they had vowed to have born 
no good will unto them by Whom they were driven but of their Country, they had fome 
juft occafion fo to do : But to undertake War agaiuft all the World, and deprive them- 

G« felves of all friendfhip and help of mortal men, doth not Ihew their fottifhnefs 
fo much, as the foolifhnefs of him who-belies them, who moft impudently affirmethf 
that their City took the name ofChurch-fpoiling, and afterward changed it. For what 
caufe foifooth did they change the name thereof ? marry for that the former name was ^ . 
ignominious to their pofterity . But the Gentleman underdood not, that Jtrufab'm &u a£h5ft 
nifiethotherwife in Hebrew, than in Greek: And therefore Vhat fhould I ftaadj to in- >mi> n,{<Ilt 
veigh againft a lie fo impudently toldf But this book having been long enough 1 will yc * 
begin another ,in which 1 fhall endeavour to acquaint toy felf of what I have undcttaken^ 
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Hrice honoured and beloved Epaphroditus, I have in my former Books* 
fo far Forth as I was warranted by truth, proved the • Antiquity ; o£ 
our Nation out of the Writings q£ the Phanuiartj, Chatdees, and 
Egyptians: And for the further confirmation thereof, I have pre* 
duced the Teftimony of divers Greek Authors. Furthermore, I have 
oppofed my felf againft Manethon, and Cheremon, and divers others. 
It remains now that I convince thofe who defied me more particularly, and give an J - r 
anfwer to Appion, though indeed I am fcarce fatisfied that he deferves it. For as touch- 
fejroidfy. in S P art of what he hath written, it feemeth to be one & the fame with that which the 
reft have written ; And as touching the reft, it is very cold and barren. The greateft 
part thereof is fluffed with follies and detractions, and betrayeth his ignorance, fhewr 
ing him to be a Man both loofe in condition, and turbulent in his life. And forafmuch 
as divers men are fo weak in their judgments, that they rather fuffer themfelves to be 
won by thefe follies, than to be wrought upon by that which is written with better 
confederation, vainly doting on detractions, and growing difcontent to give ear to 
other mens well deferved praifes : I have thought' it neceffary to examine his Labours, 
the rather, for that he hath written againft us, as if he intended to accufe us before a 
Tribunal, and convict us bypublick trial. For I fee that it is an ordinary courfe for 
the moft part of men, to hug and take pleafure, though perhaps he that beginneth to 
blame another man, ishimfelf convicted and . found guilty of thofe defaults, which he 
imputcth and objecteth againft his Adverfary. 

The Difcourfe of this Appion is fo difficult and perplexed, that 'tis no eafy matter to 
under&and what— he-means : Fof-feroub lcd a n d confuf'd w i t h the i niuh e ieiici es of his 
ftories, fometimes he relates the departure of our Anceftors out of Egypt according to 
the defcription of thofe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Jews of Alexandria 3 and fometimes condemnes the ceremonies of our Temple, and 
our whole Doctrine and Religion. " ^ 

Now that our PrcdecefTors have not taken their original out of Egypt t neither have 
jpfh»con- been driven from thence for any infirmity, or deformity of their Bodies, or for any 
and the Tcw^ Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I fuppofe that I have not only fufficiently proved, but 
an ucjewv. a if Q produced far more Arguments than was rcquifite. I will therefore briefly report 
» and repeat that which Appion alledgeth : For in the third Book of his Egyptian Hifto- 

ry, he writes thus : Mofes, as I have heard it from moft ancient Egyptians, was born 
at Heliopolis, and being inftructed in thefaihions of his Country, fiich Prayers as were 
wont to be faid in open places and abroad, he caufed to be faid in private within the 
City, and ordained that in praying they fhould turn themfelves towards the riling Sun, 
(for fuch is the fituation of the City Helhpolis) and inftead of Obelifques or Pyramides, q 
he erc&ed certain Pillars, under which there were certain ingraven Bafons, on which

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A the fhadow hapning to fall (the place wherein they flood being uncovered and in open 
air ) they obferved the fame courfe that the Sun doth in the Firmament. See here what 
eloquence this le:rned Man ufed„ . ^./Wtisicn 

Now thfs lye of his needeth no words to refute it, feeing it is clearly refelled by the £ e n £™"{» 
effects. For when Mofes firft built that Tabernacle in honour ' of God, he had no fuch 

and Mcfet is 

intent, nor fafhioned any fuch form, neither ordained his Succeffours to do the like : trfuted - 

And after this when as Solomon builded the Temple in $erufalem, he never thought of 

any fuch curiofity as Appion forgeth. He faith that he hath been informed by thofe of 

Antiquity, that Mofes was a Hcliopolitan: for you muft nnderftand that Appion him- 

felf was young, and believed the relation of the aged fort of his acquaintance, which 

converfed familiarly with him-, yet cannot this learned Grammarian jultifie,where ift- 

mer was born, neither from what Country Pythagoras came, although in refpect> they 

lived but yeftexduy : And as touching Mofes, who lived fo many ages, and lb great a 

number of years before them, he decidcth the matter fo eafily, and giveth credit to the 

reports of Antiquity foflightly, that it appeareth moft manifeft, that he is but a lyar; 

As touching the time wherein he faith that Mofes led away the Blind, Leprous, and 

Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he himfelf hath 

faid. For Manethon faith, that the Jews departed out of Egypt about the Rcig^ of j£ JJT" 

Tbemofis, three hundred ninety fix years before Danaus fled out of Greece. Lyjima-umcUWc- 

tbut faith, that this thing happened during King Bocchorits time, that is to fay, 'j^EL 

C onethouiandand feven hundred years before that time. Molon alfo and fonie others graph-as. 
have alledged their Opinions. But Appion, who pretendeth to be a Man of more cre- 
dit than the reft, hath prccifely and exactly fet down the time, averring that our de- 
parture was about the feventieth Olympiad : Nay more, in the firft year thereof, 
wherein, as he faith, Carthage was builded by the Phoenicians. Now hath he purpofc- 
ly made mention of Carthage in this place, as an infallible argument of the truth of his 
Allegation, not confidering that he draweth an argument againft himfelf, by which 
himielf may be convinced. For, if we may give credit to the Phoenician Chroniclers 
as touching this Colony, it appeareth by them, that King llyram lived more than one 
hundred and fifty years before the foundation of Carthage. The truth whereof 1 have £[™^p 

D heretofore proved out of the words of the Phoenicians, who report that Hyra>n was in rrf ^^,a 
amity withSolomon, who builded the Temple of Jerujslem^ and that he furnuhed him wtocof 
with much Tiwber and other matter toward the finifhing of that building. Now Solo- t j on in ihcfl ^ 
mm builded the Temple fix hundred and twelve years after the departure of the lfrac- ^L'lTihe 
lites out of Egypt. And after he had inconfideraiely reckoned the number of thofe Kenning, 
which were driven out oi Egypt, in like manner as Lyfimachus had done, namely; of jj^^J^* 
one hundred and ten thoufand men, he yielded a molt admirable reafon, and* fuch as ea VaboM the 
may be ealily believed : From whence he pretendeth that the name of Sabbath was de- ^ 
rived. For (faith he; after they had travelled for the fpace of fix days, there grew a "° J " m 
certain inflammations in their Groins, by reafon whereof they refted oh the feventh 

E day, being fafely arrived in the Country which at this day is called Jtubta, becaufe the 
Egyptians call Sabbatojis an Ulcer that groweth about the Groin. 

Can any man read thefe ftories without laughter, or indeed indignation, to fee a 
grave Author aver fuch trifles with that impudence and Authority < How improbable 
is it, that 1 10000 men fhould atone time be infected with the fame difeafe i and if they 
were made up of blind, and lame, and other infirmities ( as he affirms in another placejl 
how could rjiey have been able to have marched one day in a defert? or how could they 
have been able to have fought,much lefs fubdued the Nations that oppofed them Can 
it be naturally believed of 10 great a multitude 1 or can it without great abfurd it y be 
imputed to accident i Yet Appion affirms, that thefe n 0000 men arrived all of them 

P in JueLea; and that Mofis being yet upon the Mount Sinai ( which in thofe parts parts 

Egypt and Arabia ) he continued there privately forty days; and when he came down> . . 
he delivered thofe Laws to the Jews which are ftill obferv'd : Upon which I would be JC{\» d?jt 
refolved in two things •, How it was pofliblc for fo great a number of men to crofs fo journey * 
vaft a defert in fix days ? and how he could fubfift forty days in a place fo wild and bar- luolMC ' 
ren, that there was not fo much as water to be found for his refrelhmenc { 

His Etymologic of the word Sabbath is fo idle and impertinent, it can proceed from 
nothing but ignorance and folly : for thefe words Sabbo and Sibbatttnt do greatly differ: 
Sabbatum in the Jews language, ftgnifieth reft from work: but Sabbo in the Egyptian 
tongue, betokeneth a Difeafe about the privy parts, as Appion faith. See here what 

r cavilling fiaionsthis Egyptian Appunu&th concerning Mofes, and our departure out 
ot'Eeypt: wherein he counterfeiteth-andcoineth abfurdities unthought of by any others* 
• Shall 
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^'o utt' y ' w . e t ' ien woAc *er ir he belie our forefathers, who maketh no bones to belie him- H 
aaJOngin. f c* for being bom at Oafis, a Town in Egypt, he forfweareth his Country and Na- 
tion, and counterfeiting himfclf to be an Alexandrian juifieth his Nations wickednefs. 
No rfiarvel then, though he tearra them Egyptians,whom he hated and railed againft; for 
i f he had not been peri waded that the Egyptian's were wicked bafe people, he would ne- 
ver have denied himfelf to be their Country-man : for fuch as proudly boaft of their 
famous Country, efteem it a credit to bear the denomination thereof, and reprehend 
fuch, as without juft caufe make themfelves of their Nation. Wherefore die Egyptians 
aie one oi thefe two ways affected towards us Jews, either they claim us to be their 
Country- men, as glorying in us and their Country 5 or elfc they and their Country be- 
ing infamous, they defire that we mould be partakers of their ignominy. But indeed I 
this worthy Appion fecmeth fo to inveigh againft us, as thereby rewarding the Alcxandri- 
<■ , » i r>ikrh ans * or b c ft° WIn 8 trieir Cities upon him : and knowing them to be at variance with the 
the ' ' Jcv.'s at Alexandria, he as it were cafterh a bone between them, railethnot only on the 
j wj, .r, tii i •- j CW s of that City, hue on all wherefoever : and belieth both of themmoft impudently 
xl^us^ But let us examine thofe heinous and enormous matters (and as he faith) fuch as are 
Vhcv't a,3f\ n0t t0 befuffercd, °f which he accufcth the Alexandrian feres. Coming (quochhe) 
of ^Uxjn/rM. ontmfSyi\z, they fiated themfelves near the Sea coaft in a place where, though the Sea came 
up, there was no Harbour. 

Now if this place which they inhabited were ignominious, yet it followeth not that 
the Jews own Country was fo alfo : y ea herein Appion raileth againft Alexandria, which K 
he maketh his own Country : For the Sea- coaft is part of Alexandria, and, as all men 
judgcthe beft place to dwell in. Now if the Jews by force of Arms fo vanquifhed this 
place, that they could never fince be driven out ofitj it is no difcredit to them, but 
rather an argument of their valour. But Alexander gave them that place to inhabit, 
and the Macedonians did allot them as great Priviledges as the Alexandrians had. I 
know not what Appion would have faid, if the Jews had dwelt about Necropolis, their 
Jnd priwS- Tribes bcin g even at this time called Macedonians. If therefore Appion have lead the 
c> gmnnd uil Epiftles of King Alexander, zndPtolomeus Lagus,oi others their Succeflbrs Kings of E- 
io the jews. or f cen t fe piU ars t | uc are erected in Alexandria, containing the priviledges that 
Cafar the Great granted unto the Jews : if (I fay) he knew of thefe, and yet did pre- L 
fume to write the contrary, then he was partial and not to be believed, and if he was 
ignorant hereof, he was then unlearned and as incredible on the other fide. 

The like ignorance alfo difcovereth he, where he wondereth that the Jews in Alexan- 
dria were called Alexandrians: For an entire Colony, though of different Nations, 
do all bear the flame of their founder ; and,that I may fhun prolixity, the Jews" of An- 
tioch are called Antiochians » Scluceus the Founder having made them alfo Citizens : the 
like may be faid of the Jews of Ephefus, and of the other of Ionia, who by the Kings 
Gifts enjoy the fame priviledges with the reft of the Citizens. 

The Romans alfo of their Clemency have granted the name of their Nation, which, 
is no fmall gifr, not only to private perfons, but to great Nations in general. M 

To be fhorr, the ancient Spaniards, the Tyrrhenes and Sabine s are called Romans } 
or if Appion will takeaway this denomination of the City wherein men inhabit, let him 
ceafe to call himfclf an Alexandrian', for he being born in the heart of Egypt, can in 
no wife be an Alexandrian if the priviledge of the City be taken away from him, as 
he would have it from us. 

And the Lords of the whole World, the Romans, have amongft all other Nations on- 
^ Iy prohibited the Egyptians from having the priviledges of any City : andfo this 
Gentleman being himfelf incapable of dignity, endeavoureth likewife to hinder them 
from it who have true right unto it. 
jUx.,nJer. Vox Alexander labouring with all diligence to build that City, did not make choice N 
ol us for want of People to furnifh the fame withal 5 but for that he beftowed the liberty 
thereof upon us as a reward and teftimony of our virtue and fidelity, endeavouring 
indeed to honour and credit our Nation thereby : For Hecateus reporteth that Alex- 
ander, for the Jews good fervice and fidelity, beftowed upon them the Country of 
Samaria, and freed them from paying tribute for it. 

The fame good affedion towards the Jews of Alexandria, Ptolomeus Lagus continued - 
after him, for he delivered into their hands the ftrong holds of Egypt ( judging that their 
valour and fidelity would keep them ) and intending to make himfelf Lord of Gyrene 
and other places in Lyhia, he fent certain Jews to inhabit the fame. 

After him Ptolomcus Philadelphus did not only releafe and fet free all Captives of our O 
pkiu*eifh*t. Nation in his Country, but alfo did many times remit their payments of money, and 
' ( which 
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A ( which was the principal point of all ) he defired to be inftruded in our Laws and holy 

Scriptures, and for this caufe fent unto us, requefting that we would fend him fome ]^ t { "^X 
learned men to interpret them unto him : and that this might be performed with more n,erprtterS " 
diligence, he committed the care hereof to Demetrius Phalerms, Andrews and Arifteus, 
Lkmetreus being the Only mirrourof learning in his Age, and the other two Efquires 
of his own Body : neither would he ever have defired to have been inftrucT:ed in our 
Laws andCuftomes,if he had defpifed us, and not rather admired us. But Appion knew 
that almoft all the Macedonian Kings, his Succeflbrs in order, did peculiarly affect our 
Nation. 

For PtolomcHs the third, which was alio called Euergetes conquering Syria by force, j ptcio-ntut 
B did no facrificc unto the gods of Egypt for his Victory, but came to Jerufalem, and there 
after our manner facrificed unto our God, and to him dedicated gifts worthy of fuch a 
Victory. 

Ptolomeus alfo,firnamedPA/7««fff0r, and his Wife Cleopatra committed the Rule of 4 rnhmcm 
his whole Kingdom unto the Jews,. 2nd Onias and Dojitheus, both Jews, were Generals pUam "'' r - 
of his Army, from whofe credit Appion detracts whereas he rather ought to have ad- 
mired them, and have thanked them tor delivering Alexandria, whereof he maketh him- 
felf a Citizen. " * 

For when there was a Rebellion in Cleopatra s Kingdom, and all was in peril to be 
deftroyed, thefe two men delivered Alexandria from Civil War ; But Appiog faith, that 
Q after this Onias came and brought a little Army into the City,at fucli time as ttrmns the 
Roman EmbafTadour was there prefent. True it is, and that Fact of his was moft 
juft. 

For Ptelomeus Phyfcon after the death of his Father Ptolomeus Philomeior, coming out tpffi"'"^ 
of Gyrene, endeavoured to expel Queen Cleopatra and the Kings Sons, to the end that w'pwfccuic * 
he ( contrary to all juftice ) might poftlfs the Kingdom ; and this was the caufe why tlie J cvvs - 
Onias took Amies againft him in Cleopatra's behalf, not forfaking his fidelity 
unto Kings in the time of neceffity : yet God himfelf did manifeftly witnefs his juftice 
in this action : For when Ptolomeus Phyfcon prefumed to fight againft Onias his Army, 
and took all the Jews, their Wives and Children that were in the City,and bound them, 

D and ftripping them naked caft them before Elephants to be deftroyed (and to the intent 
that the Elephants might the rather tread upon them, made the faid Beafts drunken^ 
all which fell out contrary to his expectation : for the Elephants forfaking the Jews 
which were caft before them, fell upon Ptolomeus his friends that flood by, and flew 
many of them : which done, there appeared unto Ptoloweus a moft horrible Vifion for- 
bidding him to harm the Jews i and his chiefeft and beft beloved Concubine alfo 
( whom f«ne call Ithaca, others Herene ) came unto him, and befought him to abftain 
from fuch impiety : whereupon he being forty, did penance for that he had already 
committed, and that which he thought to commit : So that the Jews of Alexandria 
celebrate this day in remembrance, that upon it God did manifeftly deliver them ; 

E yet Appion ( who fpeaketh well of no man ) accufeth the Jews of impiety for bear- 
ing Arms againft Phyfcon, whereas indeed he ought rather to have commended them 
for it. 

But Appion extolleth Cleopatra the laft Queen of Alexandria, only for that fhe was Of cico»atrs 
unjuft and ingrateful unto us when he rather ought to have reproved her, in whom r u h f c 
all Impiety and wickednefs reigned,both concerning her own kindred and her husbands ° ' 
who loved her, and alfo generally againft all the Romans, and the Emperours his Bene- 
factors. She kill'd her own fifter Arfenoe in the Temple, who had not any ways offend- 
ed her 5 fhe alfo treacheroufiy flew her own Brother,' and deftroyed her Anceftors gods 
and fepulchres ; and receiving the Kingdom from the firft Cefars gift, flie ingratefully 
F rebelled againft his Son and Succeffor and infecting Antony with her poy foncd drinks 
and amarous inchantments, fhe made him rebel againft his Country, and to be uncon- 
ftant unto his own friends, depriving fome of Kingly dignity, and compelling others to 
be Inftrumcnts of her impiety . 

What elfe mall we fay of her, who in the Battel by Sea forced Antcnius her own hus- .4,,u V the 
band (who alfo had many children by her ) to yeild himfelf, the Empire and Army un- ^ a " / ^ )t 
to her, and become one of her followers i Laftly, when Alexandria was taken by Cefar, " p '' '' 
fhe was fo cruelly minded, that not remernbring her own eftate> fhe accounted it her 
fafety with her own hand to kill the Jews, that fhe might be cruel and perfidious to eve- 
ry body. 

G Is it not a glory, think you, to us, that ( as Appion reporteth) in time of dearth and 
famine wheat was fo plentiful in $ury, that it was not fold by mcafure i But Clcopa-

tr/iwzs puniflied as the defervcd. And we call great Cafar himfelf to witnefs of our u 
fidelity, and the fcrvice wc did him againft the Egyptians? the Senate alfo and their De- 
crecs, and the Writings of Auguflus C^/ir, wherein our deferts are teftifi'd. Thefe 
Letters Appion ought to have read, and to have examined all Teftimonies of us, which 
were left hrit by Alexander, and then by all the Etolomies, and what the Senate of Rome 
decreed, and the mighty Emperours. And if fo be Germanicus could not get corn to 
fulliceall the Inhabitants of Alexandria, that was a token of fcarcity and dearth, and 
not the J . ws fault. For what all Emperours thought jof the Alexandrian Jews it is ma- 
il if'cfi enough : for the Jews want of Corn was not only left unfupplied, but alfo the 
want of other Alexandrians. But they have alwayes kept that wherewith the ancient 

UvV!iwT c Princes did put them in truft, to wit, the keeping of the River and whole Country, as I 

tr. i\ y to tinir not being thought unfit for their purpofes.

But indeed as every one may perceive,-the People, like 
Api'ion himft lf, arc Authors of Sedition in Alexandria. For whilft the Greeks and Ma- 
cedonians held Alexandria, they and we lived peaceably together, and they permitted us 
tv cu n. of l^tty ro u ^ e oul * own Solemnities : but when the number of Egyptians encreafed, by 
ti.'Jr iiifa.i j. confulion of time, Sedition alfo by their means encreafed ; But our Nation remained 
^ mo,<\ fi li unniixcc * • Tne y therefore were Authors of thofe troubles, not having the Government 
oiftimciitng 1 * 01 the Macedonians, not the wifdom of the Greeks 5 but ufing their Egyptian manners, 
Aiiion of le" and rcnew ^ n g their old hatred againft us, and that wherewithal they hit us in the teeth, 
tiiti'J" a' °xex- bcfalleth them : for moft of thtm not haying the priviledges of the City themfelves, call L 
*«dria is con- us Grangers that have them. For none of the ancient Kings beftowed the liberty of 
the City upon the Egyptians, neither have any of the Emperors of Rome beftowed the 
pi iviledge. But Alexander himfelf brought us into the City ; the Kings after him en- 
creafed more priviledges ; and it hath pleafed the Roman Emperour to ratine and con- 
firm them. 

But Appion upbraids us for not erecting Statues to the Emperours, as. though the 
The Romms Emperours knew not hereof, or that they needed Appion to fpeak for them : whereas 
"uvTL "He y nc ^ lou ^ rather admire the Roman magnanimity, and modefty, who compel not their 
jews. Subjects to violate their ancient Laws and Religion, but content themfelves with fuch 

honours as the giver may with piety and equity give them. For they account not of for- M 
ced honours which come of compulfion. 

The Greeks and divers others think it not amifs to erect Statues; for they delight 
to have the Pictures of their Anceftors, Wives, and Children, and fome of their beloved 
Servants alfo : what marvel then if they accord to yield the like honour to Princes and

laZ noim™s But our excellent Law- maker forbad all kind of Images, as well of inanimate as ani- 
mate Creatures ( not having at that time the leaft thought or profpect of the Roman Em- 
pire ) becaufe our God being incorporeal and fpiritual, could not be reduced to humane 
1Iovr :, iric , 0 . s reprefentation, without great inconvenience; neverthelefs he did not forbid us from 
anJMi§i!!rrcj paying honour and refpect to fuch great perfons, as being next in their places, may de- N 
honoured. ien ' e tne next honour to what is due to the Gods : and fuch is the reverence that we pay 
to the Emperours and People oiRome ; and, as a teftimony of it, a day doth notpafs,in 
which wc do not offer up Sacrifice ( at our own expence ) for their fafety and profpe- 
rity ; which is more than we do for any other Prince or Nation in the World. 

.And let this fuffice to anlvver that which Appion alledgeth againft the $ews of Alexan- 
dria -• yet can 1 not but admire at thera who gave him this occafion, namely Eojidonius 
ihci.-cof r e - and Apolionius .M>/o»,who accufe us for not worfhipping the fame gods that otheis do,

Appion ought to have confidered this,had he not had an Alfes heart,and a Dogs impu- who ate *> 
dency^which he and his Country-men worftiip for gods.

rihern that are bitten by Afpes, and devoured by Crocodiles, to be happy and fit for wifcmen - 
God - For AfTes are imployed among us (is they are in all places* where a rational ufe 
is madeotthemy only in carrying burthens and doing fuch things as are necefTary about 
Agriculture, and when they are lazy, or trefpafi upon their neighbours Corn, we do not 
fcruple to give -them correction. 
D But Appion was either the greateft Afs that ever was, in telling a lye ; or elfe havine 
begun to do it, he could not compafs his enterprizes,in that he found not anv iuft caufe 
of detraction againft us. 3 

He addeth another Fable of the Greeks to our detraction ; to the which I will make Certain Hirto-

E ' Appion with reflection upon the reft, faith, That Antiochus found a Bed in our Tem- 
ple, and in it a Man lying; and a Table fet before him, furniftied with all fowles belong- 
ing either to the Sea or Land • that the Man was aftoniflied to fee him : And that fo 
foon as Antiochus came into tfhe Temple, the man adored him as though he hpped for 
great help from the King,falling down at his feet,and with a ftretched out arm craving 
licence to fpeak : which the King granting, willed him to declare what he was, why he 
dwelt m the Temple,and the caufe of his meats before him,the man with fighs and tears 
unto Antiochus bewailed his Calamity, faying, He was a Grecian; and that traveling 
tn the Country to' get his living, he was fuddenly feized upon by certain Out landifb met 
and brought unto the Temple, andfbut up therein, and that no man might fee him, and that 

T he was there fed or fatted with aildainties that could be provided and that at firft this dain- 
ty fare made him joyful, but afterward he began to fufpect it, and lafily he was here at ama- 
zed; and then demanding of a few that adminiftred unto him, for what caufe he was thcrs 
kept, he under flood the Jews purpofe, and Law not to be revealed, for the fulfilling whereof he 
was there nourifhed, and that the ?ews were wont to do the like every year upon a day ap- 
pointed: and to take a Grecian ftranger, and feed him ayear, and then to carryhim toaWood, That iti- 1 — 
dnd there to kill him, and facrifice him according to their Rites and Ceremonies, and to tafte ou 8 ht 0 ' ,; < * 
and eat of his entrails : and in the facrificing of the Grecian, tofwear to be Enemies to the 5« a gSS, 
Greeks and the remainder of the murthered man they caft into a certain pit.

G live was now almofl expired, and therefore requefted.for the reverence he bare to the Grecian 
gods, tofave his blood from being fpilt by the Jews, and to free him out of that imminent cala-

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This Fable is not only full of all tragtcar*cruelty, but alfo mingled with cruel im- H 

pudency : yet to: all this, the firft devifers hereof do not free Antmbtis from Sacriledge, 
as they hoped hereby to do, who wrice it purpofely to Hatter him. For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a bed, did not move him to come and fack our 
Temnle he not knowing of it before he came and found it to ( as they fay. ) Antiocbas 
therefore was moft impious,and pot affifted by Gods favour in that enterprize, ( what- 
ever thofe lyes mutter ) as it is e«fie to learn by the fad he commuted For we do 
not only differ from the Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyptians, 
and other Nations 5 and what Nation in the World is there, that fometime doth not 
travel through our Country ? Is it then probable that we only renew that Confpiracy 
aeainft theGreeks?Or how is it poffiblc that fo many thoufand people as are of our own \ 
Nation, fh.oL.ld all eat of the eutrals of one man, as Appion reporteth ? Or why did he 
rot naive this man, whojoever he was ? Or why did not the King carry him with Trum- 
pets before him into his Country ? feeing that in fo doing he might have been efteem- 
cd full of Piety, and a great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly ftreDgthen himfelf a- 
cainft the hatred of the Jews by their aid: ? 3ut I omit to (peak more of this : for in, 
ienfible people void of all reafon, muft not be reprehended in words, but by deeds : 
f ur all men that have fcen the building of the Temple, can teftifie what it was, and the 
undefined purity thereof. For it confined of four Portico's, or appartements, each of 
which by outlaws belonged to feveral perfons : into the firft Strangers, and all peo- 
Thc Jcfc ipti- pie were admitted, Women only excepted that have their monthly courfes. Into the K 
cn 01 *, 1,c , Second it was lawful for the Jews only : all which might go into it,with their Wives alfo if 
free from pollution of their-flowers. Into the thir d Porch.they only of our Nation that 
were purified and fanftified might come. Into the fourth might only the Priefts enter, 
in their Sacerdotal habits-, & into the fecret part of theTemple might only the high Pneft 
come,attiied with a Stole proper to him only : yea we are in all things fo careful of pie- 
ty, that our Priefts are appointed their certain hours when to enter into the Temple. 

For in the morning when theTemple was opened, the Priefts that were to facriflce 
eutred into theTemple: and at noon again when it was (hut J yea it was not lawful to 
carry any veflel into the Temple, but there was only there an Altar, a. Table, a Cen- 
fer, and a Candleftick, as is in our Law mentioned, and there is no other fecret or LI 
What W3S in hidden myftery done, neither is there in that place any eating 5 and all the people can 
the Tempi, Kft . fie fhis wlijch j have here fet down) an( j our Writings do the like. For notwithn 
(landing that there are four Ranks of Priefts, and every Priefts Tribe conraineth above 
five thoufand men : yet every one waiteth on certain appointed days in their turn, and 
FourT ibe* of tn eir time of waiting being expired, others fucceed them in Sacrificing i and the day 
r, ieiis, and ot beiore d 3fe to fioi(n their waiting> t hey deliver up unto thair fucceffors the keys ot 
mo a rc than the Temple, and all veffels belonging thereto , in the full number that they received 
hvc ihouftnd t j iem . an d nothing is brought into the Temple, pertaining either to meat or drink , 
" lf l ' which are forbidden to be offered at our Altar; thofe things only excepted whereof M 

we make our Sacrifice. What then (hall we fay of Appion, who examining nothing of 
all thefe, hath raifed fuch incredible reports of us ?How ignominious a thing issc for a 
Grammarian, not to be able to deliver the truth of aHiftory f Well, he knew the 
piety ufed in our Temple, but he purpofely omitted it : yet could he remember a fam- 
ed tale of the Sacrtfaug of the Gre^^ his dainty fare, and hidden food, that all men 
that would pafled through our Temple : whereas the moft noble among our whole 
Nation, arc not permitted to come there, except they be Priefts. 

This therefore is great impiety, and a voluntary forged lye, to feduce them that 
will not fearch into the truth. For they have attempted to flander us by thofe impie- 
ties before menrioned. And again, like one full ofallpicty, he den'deth the vanity N 
Al o- i,cr talc of thefe fables, and reporteth that at fuch time as the Jews for a long time together - 
AcuM bv waired againft the Idumeans, J^abidas departing out of a City oildttmea where Aptlh 
r , iHO t zM- wa$ WO rlhipped,came unto the, Jews, promifing to deliver unto them Apollo the Doriatu 
god, and bring him unto their Temple, if fo be that all of them would there affemble, 
themfelves together : and that afterwards. Zabidus making a wooden Engine, and 
putting himlelf into it, he cau fed three rows oi Candles to be ftuck about it, which 
made i; at a diftance appear like a Comet to the great amazement of the Jews, who be- 
ing terrified andaftonilhed at the vi(Ion,gave J^abidtu opportunity to pafs into theTem- 
ple, to poflefs himfelf of the Affes Golden head.and convey it to Dora. Wherefore we 
may fay that Appion leadeth an Afs, to wit,, himfelf with fooleries and lyes i for be 
nameih places that are not, and fetteth down Cities to himfelf unknown : for ldumeao 
is a Province near unto us, and bordering upon Gara } and there is no City in it called 

Dora, 
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A -por» % but iu PUnicia near unto the Hill Carmlus, there is a City of that name, ^iacw' 
yet nothing confouant to Appiom flanders, for it is four days journey from Ju- t^u- ' 

Why therefore doth he fo ralhly accufe us for not worfhiping the gods of others Na- 
tions, feeing (as he faith ) our Predeceffors did foeafily believe that Apollo would 
come unto them, and that he walked upon the earth with Stars about his back* Per- 
haps indeed they had never before feea a Candle or lamp, themfelves having fo many : 
oris ithkelythathewalkingthus quite through our Country, wherefo many thoufand 
men are, uo one of them all met him ? Did he in the time of War find the Towns 
and Villages, by which he paft, without any Watch men f Well.to pafs the reft j The 

B gates of our Temple were threefore Cubits high, twenty Cubits broad,' all covered with Tht eatrt of 
Gold, yea, almoft allof clean Gold, and thefe Gates every day were fhuc by two £ ilm£ 
hundred men : and it was too impious a thing to leave them often. Is it then credi- 
ble that this Caudle-bearer could eafily open them, who alone was judged to have the " 
Atleshead i So that now it remaineth doubtful whether J^abidus did bring back a- 
gamthe Affes head, orelfe Appion took it of him, and brought it again to our Tem- 
ple, that there . Jntmbtis might find it, andfo Jppian might have another occafion of 
lying. He alfo beheth us concerning the oath which he faith we Jews do take, fwear- A**™ ly« 
mgby the God of Heaven and Earth, and Sea, never to favour any ftranger, and efpe- Co " fCnin s 
c,ally the Greeks. This Iyar might better have faid, not to favour any ftranger, iadSS* 

C efpec-ally the Egyptians, and fo his former lyes and thefe Ihould have better correfpond- 
ed, if our Anceftors had been expelled (by their Predeceffors) out of,£gyw,not for 
their wtckednefs, but for their calamity. But we are forar from the Greeks, that 
we fcarcely ever think of them : fo that no man can fay that there is any emuity be- 
tween us and the Greeks. But coutrariwife, many of them have embraced- our Reli- 
gion, and fomeof them therein perfevered ? others again have forfaken it i yet none 
of them will fay that he heard this oath fpoken of among us but it fhould feem that 
only Appion heard of it, in that he himfelf forged it. Truly hiswifdom and great 
providence is worthy to be admired ( as mail hereafter appear ) for he, to prove 
thefe his fyes to be true, faith, that it is a certain teftimony, that the Laws we obferve 

D are molt unjuft, and that we worfhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are fub- 




rn , , , i _ ,- - „ M .. effect, who can 

rehit their valour f Truely no man but Appion would ever have flouted us herewith 
feeing that few Cities fo flourifh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
have been brought into fubjedioa,- for many Nations are fubjeft to others : only the 
Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of fuch as rule Eur$pe and ^/«,for that ( as they 
fay) the gods fleeing into their Country, were faved by entring into the bodies of 
Beafts. Yet have they, not indeed had one days liberty fince the beginning of 
E the World, neithei under the Government of their own Princes , nor under Gran- 
gers. 

I will not ftand to reckon how often the Perfians have wafted their City, deftroy- 
ed their Temples, and flain their fuppofed Gods. For it is not decent that I fhould 
imitate herein Appioru foolifhnefs neither am I calling to memory what befel the 
Athenians and Lacedemonians, the laft of which are recorded to have been moft va* 
lianr, and the firft to have been moft devout and Religious : neither will I reckon up 
thofe moft godly Kings, amongft whom Craftes was one, who notwithstanding fell in- 
to great calamities. Moreover, I will not recount hpw the Caftle oi Athens was fet on 
fire.and the Temples ofEpbefus and Delpbat likewife,and many others. There is now 

F one Appion, anew accufer of the Jews, who upbraideth them with their calamities, 
forgetting the mifery'that hath befallen his Country-men the Egyptians : but he was 
blinded with the fable otSe/oftrit ( whom he faith to have been King of Egypt. ) We 
could report and boaft of our Kings, David and Solomon, who fubdued many Nations D f" tl anA 
unto them : but it is not fit here to fpeak of them. But Appion was ignorant of that * /p0 * r 
which all the World knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have fcrved firft the Pcrfi- 
ans, and afterwards, the Macedonians, and that asbond-flaves : whereas we remaining 
in free liberty; reigned over all the Cities about us 120 years, even unto the time of 
Pompey the Great; and when all the other Kings were fubdued by the Romans, only 
our Kings for their fidelity and friendfhip towards them were dear unto them. O but 

G this fticketh upon Appiens Stomach/ that we have not had any famous men of our Nati- 
on, who have invented Arts and Sciences, and been excellent in wifdom, fuch as £0- 
# Yyy 3 t crates 
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^>;rwrraif- rratej-, ^5*0, Cleantbes, and others whom he fetteth down : and which is mod rxTEe H 
MisLiiaiefe. a( i m i r ed, puts himfelf into the number of thefe famous men : and faith, that 
Alexandra is bleffed and happy, that hath deferved to have fuch a Citizen as he is : . 
and great reafon that he fhould teftifiethac of himfelf, which all men elfe perceive in 
him, to wit, that he is an impudent deceitful fellow, both of corrupt life and manners. 
So that the Alexandrians hadjuftcaufe to be forry that they ever, had any better opini- 
on of him. But that our Nation had men equal at leaft unto thefe whom he mentio- 
ned!, all men kuow that pleafe to read the Book of our Antiquity. ^The reft that his accu- 
fation containeth, it is not amifs to let pafs without anfwer, for that it rather impeach- 
eth the Egyptians > his own Country-men , than us ': for he doth complain of 
us for Sacrificing ordinary Beafts , and abftaining from Swines flefh and laugh- I 
ed at our Circumcifion. Touching the Sacrificing of Beatls, we do as all Nari- 
do'LctTtii 0 " ons elfe do .• and Appion y inveighing againft our facrificing, fheweth himfelf to bean 
rom-non' Egyptian-, for were lie either a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith 
not c.u ™t-cs offended i for both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to Sacrifice Hecatombs to their 
CciTi" gods, and ufePi iefts in diier banquets i and yet for all thfs, the World is not defolate 
of living creatures, asAppion feareth. 

But were all meu fo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be defolate of men, and 
filled with cruel Beafts, which they ( fuppofingthem to be gods ) do diligently nourilh. 
If any man (hall ask of Appion, whom of all the Egyptians he judged to be a wife man, 
and moft religious towards their gods* no doubt he would anfwer the Priefts. For K 
The EiivptLm fa C y f a y > that their firft Kings in the beginning gave them thefe two commandements 
S^nnd'ot in charge i firft to feek wifdom s and next, to worlhip the gods : they alfo are all of 
uo swines foih c i iem circumcifed , and abftain from Swines flefh, and no other Egyptian Sacrifi- 
ceth with them unto their gods, Appion therefore was furely blind , when, inftead of 
detracting us, he fpeaketh ill of them, to gratifie whom he took all this pains. For 
jiftions Ucath. the Egyptians do not only ufe thofe cuftoms which Appion in us difallowetb, but alfo 
do teach others to circumcife themfelves, as Herodotus reporteth. So that I verily 
think, that Appion was juftly punifhed for blafpheming his Country-Laws and Religion. 
The defence of For being forced to circumcile himfelf to avoid a great difeafc, he Was hereby nothing 
Mcf ei againft nc |p e d, but for all this, his privy member rotting, he in era-earn grief and mifery L 
i^ljpma- gave up the Ghoft. For wife men ought to perfeverein their Country-Laws in all 
ch »> piety, and not to deride and detract others : but Appion forfook his own Religion, 
and flandered and belied ours. And this was Appions end : and here alfo mould end 
this Book, but that Jppollanitts, Molm and Lyftmacbur, and certain others, partly for 
ignorance, partly for madnef*, have moft injurioufly belied our Law-maker Mo- 
Jet) and the Laws he made, detracting him as a deceitful Magician, and Author of 
all the malice and impiety amongft us i and for iuch as teacheth no vertue norgood- 
nefs at all. 

I will therefore, as far as in me lieth , declare both our Converfation in gene- 
ral, and in particular: For if my Judgment be anything, our Laws are moft forcible M 
both to piety , and to all humanity in general , as alfo to Juftice , pains-taking , 
and contempt of death. I only requeft this favour of the Reader, that he will 
not with a prejudicate or malicious opinion, perufe thefe Writings : for I do not 
write this as a praife and vain oftentation of our Nation,but as a juft Apology, relating 
the flanderous reports that fome have ufed againft us. 
S«/ C Mcl3«h Appolloniu* doth not continually inveigh againft us to Appion doth, but only here 
the jews and there ; fometimes affirming us to be hated both of God and man, fomctimes 
to be Cowards, fometimes contrariwife complaining of our Nations Boldnefs. Say- 
ing moreover , that we are more fottifh than any barbarous Nation 5 and that there- 
fore we. only have had none of our Nation founders of Arts or Sciences, which jsj 
ace profitable for mans life > all which objections are eafily refuted , if we fhew 
the contrary to all thefe by him reported > both that we have obeyed our Laws, 
•me loves of and lived in all integrity. 

operand If therefore I be forced to (hew that other Nations have made contrary Laws , 
are^TciienT* 001 but c ^y are to ^ blamed* who comparing ours with them of other Nations, 
inmVcknefs affirm ours to be the worfe : neither of which can charge usj eitheir that thefe 
anu \cituc kawj, which I will briefly fet down, are not ours.or elfe that we have not perfifted in 
them as we ought. Making therefore this beginning , I affirm , that they who 
havelramed themfelves to live together under certain Rules and Ordinances, and 
kept them inviolate, and were the firft founders of them, were more to be com- O 
mended for humanity and vertue , than they who live under do Rule nor Ordi- 
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A nance at all : and every Law-maker endeavoureth' fo to attribute Antiquity to 
their owa Ordinances, as that they may not bethought to imitate others, but to be 
themfelves the firft Authors thereof, and guides to direc* other mens lives. Which 
being fo, it is the duty of a good Law-maker to make choice of that which is beft, 
and mod convenient rot them, who are to obey their Laws, and to fatisfie them as 
much as maybe, in proving their Laws to be good and right, and both in wealth and Mofy more 
wo, calamity and felicity, to remain in them, neuer changing nor altering them. StS« 
I therefore aver, that our Law-maker is more ancient than any Law maker mentioned, makers. 
For Lycurgus, and Solon, and SeUuchus of Locris t and thofe the Greeks admire »^®^ d 
are modern, and of late times in in refpeft of him, as is well known. For the Greeks Uw,is?ot » 

B themfelves confefs, that in times paft they wanted the name of Law. This Homer can "<"""■ 
witnefs, who m his whole Works never mentioneth this word, Law, for the people 
of thofe times were not governed by Laws, but by indefinite fentences, and the 
Princes pleafure, ufing cuftoms but not written, and altering and changing them alfo as 
occafion ferved. ** JSf e f Ccf 

But our Law-maker being very ancient (for this is every way manifeft, even by our 
adverfaries own confeffions ) fhewed himfelf both a good Prince and Councilor 
unto his people : for making Laws to direct and govern mens lives, he perfwa- 
ded them voluntarily to imbrace them , and firmly to perfift in them with all wif- 
dom. 

q And firft of all , let us confider the works of his greatnefs. For he underta- 
king the conduct of many thoufand of our fore-Fathers out of Egypt into our 
own Country , delivered them from many calamities almoft impoffible to be a- 
voided .• for they being to pafs through a place wherein was no Water , and a 
very fandy ground , being alfo to War, and preferve their Wives and Children , 
and goods from the variable event of Wars , he in all thefe fhewed himfelf a 
moft wife and prudent Counfellor, and a true Patron and Guide unto them all. 
For he made all the multitude fo to depend upon him, that he might perfwade 
them to what he pleafed , aud yet in none of all thefe did he ufurp any Autho- G °J'hi* guide 
rity over them : and in that time and place wherein all men of Authority aflume andCounfci 
power unto themfelves , and exercife tyranny , at fuch time as the people do of- pr ' 

^ tentimes offend, and live in all manner of impiety i at the fame time he being 'in 
Authority did contrariwife ufe all lenity and mildnefs, to the intent that he might 
be a pattern of vertue and juftice to all the reft, giving all thofe that willingly followed 
him moft affured fafecy, ufing in all accidents moft ftrange works. For which caufe 
he righdy deemed God to be bis Captain and Counfellor .* and firft examining 
himfelf, and finding all the Laws he had fet down were agreeable to the will and 
pleafure of God, the chtefeft care he had was, how to perfwade his people to the 
lame , which he himfelf now knew : for they who direct their Lives according 
to the will of God, avoid all fins as our Law-maker did , being neither Magician 

• nor deceiver , as his Enemies.injurioufly report, but fuch a one as the Greeks do Thc wi of 

E boaft Minos and others after him to have been : for fome of them affirmed their Laws amungll 
Laws to be made by Jupiter, others by Apollo and Delpbot Oracle * either fo be- thc ° Kcks - 
lieving themfelves, or elfe thinking that the people would be eafily fb perfwaded. 
Now who of all the Law-makers made the beft Law, aud who did moft right- 
ly think of God, he that compareth all their Laws together may eafily know,' for 
now occafion is offered to fpeak of them there are therefore an infinite compa- 
ny of Nations and Laws amongft men* and fome Nations are ruled by Monarchs, 
others by the common confent of the people. But our Law-maker doing nei- 
ther of thefe, did, as one fhould fay, therein declare bis Common-wealth to be Divine, 
chiefly affigning all power and principality over us to God, earning all men to fix 

P their minds and cogitations on him , as the only Giver and Author of all good- 
nefs, giving them to underftand, that whatfoever in their neceffiiy they intreat 
him for, He heareth their prayers , and undcrftandeth what every man doth in 
private, yea, his very cogitations ; and that he is One, Unbegotten, and in all 
rimes Immutable and Eternal , differing ia a moft excellent fhape from all mortal . 
creatures : and this we knew, but we are altogether ignorant what God is as touch- 3 ,onof 
ingraiSubftanceandEftence. Gr " 1:sc r ^ 
And thus the wifeft Greeks that ever were, judged of God, who how learned they ™g<**' 
were (he giving the grouudof all their knowledg) I now omit torehearfe : aud 
that thefe things afore rehearfed are beft and moft agreeable to the nature aud mag- 

G uificence of God , many do witnefs , as Pythagoras , Anaxagoras , and Pla- 
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to and after them the Stoicks , and alrnoft all othec Philofophers have fo thought H 
of the Divine nature. But they delivering this their Philofophy in (hort fpeech 
durlt not publifh the truth of their doctrine among the people already feized up- 
on by fuperftitious opinions. But our Law-maker's works and words fo agreed 
that he fatisfied at large all his people , and they that were to. be born of them, 
;^.' r ^\^ 1 ' a and their fucceffors, infpiring as ic were a certain conftancy into them to per- 
iL-mi«». Kr fevere in the fame , ftill referring the caufe of his Laws to their own profit and 
Commodity. For he did nor affirm the worfhip of God only to be pare of ver- 
tue , buc he affigned other part thereof, to wit , fortitude , juftice , and mu- 
tual concord of all his Citizens . For all our actions , fpeeches , and what elfe 
The «KtWs foever, are all referd to divine piety. Which he left not touched without any j 
a!iddi:i!-iriluc- more difcourfe of it. For thefe two are the methods of all difcipline and morality, 
whereof one franneth and directeth the fpeech , the other the manners and actions 
which being fo , oilier Lawmakers were indeed wile in advice and counfel, and 
yet they made choice of one of thefe Methods , and left the other 5 for 
the Lacedemonians were inftructed in manners and not in words ; as alio they 
of Crete were : but the Athenians , and almoft all the Greeks , were dire- 
cted and trained up by Laws in every thing they were to do , yet never could 
they put their written Laws in practice. But our Law-maker very induftriouf- 
ly did conjoyn both thefe together .* for he neither omitted the training them 
up in manners and good exercifcs , neither did he furceafe to leave them written K 
Laws. 

And firft of all , niakeing his entrance from the very meats , and prefcribing 
to every one a convenient diet , he left no man liberty amongft us to direct him- 
fclfin the leaft matter concerning his meat , but he by Laws defined, both from 
cm what meats we were to abftain, and what to eat, and what ought to be" our or- 
m. inLXln diuary diet , as alfo when we ought to labour , and when to ceafe from work 5 
the jews ro f 0 th at WCj as j t W ere under the government of a Father or Matter , might nei- 
hcaTthc- Law.ther fill willingly, nor for ignorance .* for he did not apoint punifliment for them 
that were ignorant of it, but by Law enacted a moft necefTary and mild chaftife- 
ment for the voluntary offenders : and for this caufe he did not only will , that L 
we fhould once or twice oroftenerhear the Laws, but that once every week we 
all , omitting other bufinefs, fhould come to hear the Laws, and fo learn them 
perfectly s which things all otlwr Law-makers , as it is well known <, omitted : 
All which laudable cuftoms all other Law-makers have neglected , and the moft 
part of men are fo far from living according to their own law*, that they are altogether 
iguorant of them i and having offended their laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they have made breach ot their laws ; yea, the chief- 
eft and moft eminent men amongft them do profefs herein, that they are ignorant, 
caufingthofe that are learned and skilful in their Laws to fit as itwere in coramiffi- M 
on with them to direct them. . 

Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws can anfwer as 
readily, as he can tell his own name : for every one of us learning them, as it were, fo 
foon as we come to the ufeof reafon, we have them, as it were, written and printed 
in our minds, and by this means both we offend morefeldom, and when we offend, 
we are fure to be punifhed. 

And thhefpecially is that, which hath caufed fuch an unity and concord amongft 
us. For to worfhip one God after the fame manner without any difference in man- 
ners and converfation is the only way to eftablifh amity and concord in a Common- 
% wealth. N 
I'tVjcM in Amongft us no man ftiall hear any different fpeechs and opinions concerning 
r eiigion. God, whereas amongft all other Nations ic is moft frequent and ordinary : for amongft 
them not only every one of the common people doth (peak his pleafure in this 
point , but divers Philofophers alfo prefume to do it , fome of them with their 
blafphemous fpeeches altogether deftroying the, nature of God, and others with 
the like impudency denying- him to have any care of men ; neither is there any 
difference amongft us of affairs pertaining to mans life , but all men with us fol- 
low ouc common exprefs labour , and we all joyntly affirm the Son of God, and 
that he hath care of humane affairs, and all our actions -and exercifes : yea, any 
one may learn of out Women and Children , that all things whatfoever are to be 
reduced to piety. O 



Hence 
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A Hence it groweth that fome detract our Nation for that amongft us were no men 
Inventers of new matters and Arts. To whom we will thus anfwer ; That other Nati- 
ons account it a glory not to pcrfift in any thing that their forefathers ufed, and hold 
them of moft account who can bell tranfgrefs their forefathers wifdom. But we con- 
rrariwife do account it the chief eft point of wifdom and virtue, neither to do nor think 
arty thing contrary to that which our Anceftors have decreed which is a token that our 
Law was eftablifhed by as good advice as was poffible. For thofe Laws that in all 
points are not as they ought to be, are often by experience found faulty. But amongft 
us who believe, that our Law was firft eftablifhed by the will and pleafure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any wife impugn the fame. For who 
can take away any tittle thereof, or add better in their ftead? Or who is he that can 
transfer and carry us from the obfervance of them, and ordain for us better Laws to go- 
vern our Common- wealth < Or what Law can be more juft and better, than that which 
the Wifdom of God (who js Lord of all things) hath eftablifhed i He firft of all permit- 
red the difpofing of all principal affairs to the Priefts in general, and moft wifely con- 
ftiiuted a high Prieft as their head : neither were they chofen to this dignity by our 
Law-maker, who either excelled in nobility of birth, or riches ; but he appointed fuch 
to 1 acrifice unto God, who were known to excel others in wifdom and fanctity; thefe do 
both keep our Laws and obfeive all other things belonging to their Office with all inte- 
grity ; for our Priefts are appointed Overfeers of all things, and to judge all ftrifes and 

£ controverfies, and to puhiih offenders. ■ 

What Monarchy then or Kingdom can be more holy than this t Or how can God be what foIT of 
better honoured than amongft us, where all people are prepared to piety, and the Priefts People are to 
cofrirHfcnded fo to rule and govern the Commonwealth, as if they were celebrating bemaJcpricfts 
tome feftivity *■ 

Arid 'whereas other Natrons are'weajyof celebrating their Myfteries (which they - 
ti'tj/a Sacrifices) in a few days ) we with joy, pleafure,and immutable wills, do celebrate 
oW Sacrifices Continually without fhtermiffiofi. It refteth now that I fet down our 
Precepts and Laws, as Arguments of that which I have faid. 

Tte firft is of God : of whoiftour Law faifeH,' Godf comprehendeth all things, he is moft of GoJ, and 
D' -perfect, moft bleffed, he is fufficient both for himfelf and all things elfe, he is the be- of thc . aivinc 
s^ningV midft, arid ending, fanlorfs amongft all things for. his 5 works and benefits, more Provklen ' :e - 
ma«i#ft than 1 arty thing elfe } bui3ri§ ftiape and' ci'eatnefS'is to us unfpeakable, all mat- 
r£Ys f/hew pf^otfs ibevet) btffrrg 'e0mj>a*2d Witfe his e*cellen£ beauty,are nothing worth;

■ Be Isi hbfy, foi we fee his Work* the Light, the Heaven, and the Earth,- the Sun, The works of 
the Moon, Rivers, and Sea, fo many different ihapes of liviiftg Creatures, and encreafe of Go<1, 
Fruits : All heft God hirtiftlf triad*, not With hands or labour, nor as one needing any 
totelp him, but he -feeing them tfevbe good, they were prefendy made. .He is to be fol- 
g lbwMofdlt ttittf, who oughi te- wtff-lhip 'him? by the exercifirig of Virtue 5 for this is . 
theriioft holy way topleaffe him. . 

We have one Temple, as alfo one God, which Temple is common to all men, as he 
is the common God of aft men. • ©or- Conformity is pleating to him, and with that our 
Priefts do conftantfy adore him, arid he amongft them hath the firft place, who by birth 
is the ehiefeft : He it is 1 who' firft-tatrifiCeth to God, feeth the Laws obferved, judgeth 
Controverfies, arid ptiwifheth' thofe that are convicted by the Law : whofoever difobey- 
eth him malt be punifhed as one that rebels againft God himfelf : He offereth facrifices The facrifices 
not of gluttony or drunkettneft,- for God is not pleafed with fuch facrificcs> but rather ^ f a , n ^ tl ° t l ' J Tc " 
_ injured 1 , and 1 fuperfluous expehees ate thereby made. amcnt * 
6at God loveth them that are temperate, and orderly, and of good behaviour, and 
especially reqmreth ki us that facfifice, and inviolable chaftity. In our facrifices offer- 
ed for our common good, we firft of all pray in common, and then every one for him- 
felf, bscaufe wc are all fellows, and he that dclighteth herein more than in his own 
life v is- moft acceptable to God. 

We pray and vow unto God, not requefting riches of him, for he of his own accord 
beftoweeh them upon every one, and left them amongft us : but we pray that we may 
have part of them, and having gotten them may keep them. 

Our Law hath alfo appointed purifications and abftinence from carnal copulation, -Purification* 
and many other things, which-are too long to rehcajfe : And this is our fpeech and opi- " fcd in facri - 
G nion of God, who Himfelf is our Law. 

And as concerning Marriage j Our Law only alloweth natural copulation between 

Man 
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Man and Wife, done to the intent to get Children. But that men fhould abufe one ano- H 
rher againft nature, it altogether difalloweth, and puniiheth fuch offenders with death. 
It commandeth us to marry, not refpecting the dowry, neither muft we take Women 
o: niariiajf-:. v ; 0 i cnt i y aa & 5 y f OTce ^ nor a u ure them by deceitful perfwafions, but that we rather ob- 
tain the good will of the Parent, and ufe ordinary means to perfwade. Ic alfo appoint- 
ed that the Woman (hall be in all things inferiour to the Man, neither is (he to obey 
in committing wickednefs, but as one under Government : For it is God that gave man 
this authority. With her the Husband only may lawfully accompany ,'and it is abo- 
mination for her to make trial of another man : and whofo attempteth this, can no 
n iimiffor o-c wa y s avoic * death : tne uke penalty attendeth him if he offer violence to a Virgin 
ti'.n jotin.x- efpoufed unto another man, or if by perfwafions he overcome a married Woman or I 
a virgin. otner that hath Children ; and all this our Law commandeth : It hath alfo interdicted 
all Women from concealing their Children being born, or otherwife to deftroy them, 
fur fo foe mould be a Child- killer, deftroy Souls, and mankind : Whofo therefore ufeth 
Thcpurificati- carnal copulation andcorruption is unclean by our Laws, and Women after lawful co- • 
onforthebody p U l at ion muft wafh themfelves, judging that a part of their Soul was by this act de- 
filed, andihe being puffed up was wounded in her body, and therefore our Law ordain- 
ed water of purification for them. Neither is it lawful for them to feaft and banquet at 
their Child birth, whereby an occafion of drunkennefs may grow, but that their be- 
ginning mould be tempetate : they are likewife commanded to train up their Children 
in learning, that they may learn the Law, and actions of their fore-fathers, and imitate K 
them j that fo being trained up in the Law, they may not fin nor tranfgrefs them by 
ignorance. 

or t he rnncrais O u r Law hath alfo provided for the burial of the dead, that our F uneral s mould nei- 
oi'ihc dcij. t | lcr b e pompous, nor our Sepulchres gorgeous, commanding every Houfhold to perform 
all neceflaries touching the burial of their deacL, permitting all men at any ones death to 
affcmble themfelves together, and bewail the, dead : It alfo commandeth every one (yea 
even the dead mans own family ) to purify themfelves after the burial, and to go afar 
off, as Teeming to be unclean. ; , 

It alfo appointeth punimrpentfor them that have committed murder, either willfully 
or againft their will. . '. ... j .< L 

It bindeth every man to obey his parents next after God, and commandeth thatthofe 
•ri.« jinn™* Children that do not mew themfelves grateful unto them, or in any thing do grieve 
d-MtJplicM* diem, that they mould be ftoried to death : It alfo commandeth all young men to re- 
verence old Men, becaufe God is Elder <to us all. 

It permitteth not friends to conceal any impiety; for God is not their friend who 
doth not difclofe them : And if friends fall out that do know one anothers fecrets ; yet 
they are commanded not to bewray them* 

If any Judge take a bribe, he is to be punifhed with death for omitting Juftice, and 
*&Tn!n!! eft aflifting the guilty. No man muft take any thing away that he himfelf placed not, 

and no man muft take that which is not his own. No man,for lending muft take ufury ; j^f 
and many fuch like things our Law commandeth, concerning caufe of Communion be- 
tween us and others. 

It is alfo not amifs to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining df 
ftranoers amongft us : For he feemeth fo to have provided, that to our knowledge we 
neither corrupt our own Laws, nor deny to impart them to others : but he entertaineth 
all liberally, that will come and live under our Laws, judging the cojnmunity of mans 
hfe, not fo much to confift in the Nation whereof we come, as in the unity of our minds 
and convention. He forbiddeth others that are ftrangers, and come not with that in- 
tent to be admitted to our folemnities : yet he commanded us to exhibit unto them all 
other things ncctifary : and that we mould give unto all men fire, water, meat, and bu- N 
ry them being dead. He hath alfo moft mildly determined how we ought to deal with 
our Enemies^ that we neither deftroy their Country with fire, nor cut down their Fruit- 
trees. , . . . 
We are alfo forbidden to rob and fpoil thofe that are (lain in fight, and deal injuri- 
ng- 'v-oiwht oufl y witn our Captives ; and efpecially, if they be Women : yea, he fo endeavoured 
t , ' ' to teach us humanity and mildnefs, that he provided, that we ufe even unreafonable 
Lium -i. bcafts courteoufly, and only employ them to ferve our lawful need, and no further: for 
he forbiddeth us to kill any tame thing bred in houfes, and that we fliould not kill the 
old birds and their young together and becaufe many wild Beafts, enemies to mankind, 
do alfift us in our labours, he commanded to fpare them alfo. And in every point he o 
cftablilhed humanity and rnildnefs amongft us, ufing ( as is befurefaid ) Laws to direct 
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A us therein,enacting alfo other, how they who infringe the forcfaid Laws, may be with all 
feverity punifhed : For the punifhment allotted to the violators hereof is for the moft 
part death. As if any man commit Alultcry, ravifli a Virgin, ufe the fin againft nature 
with another, or fuffer himfelf to be fo abufed. 

We alfo have Laws concerning our Servants, and our Mcafurcs, and Weights, and 
unlawful bargains and fales,or deceit, if either one take any thing that is another mans, ^ c ^j^ of 
or which is not his own ; all thefe are to be punifiied, not as other Nations puniih them, i£ Law/'* 
but much moregrievoufly. But whofoever either injureth his Parents, or commit teth 
impiety againft God, he ihall prefently be deftroyed. But they that obferve this Law 
are rewarded, not with gold orfilver, nor with a Crown befet with precious /lone ; but 

B every one having his Confcience to witnefs, doth greatly profit, and gain Eternity ; as 
both our Law-maker prophefieth, and God himfelf doth moft afluredly promifc to them 
that obferve them. . And if it chance that we be forced to fuffer deathfor them, yet do The reward of 
we joyfully go to execution, nothing doubting but that we fhaU fo exchange this Life C ^iu^ t? 
for abetter. 

I fhould be loth to report this, if our deeds did not make it manifeft ; for many of } 
our forefathers, only for that they refufed to fpeak againft our Laws, or otherwife than 
our Laws permitted, have moft manfully and conftantly endured all torments and death 
itfclf. 

If our Nation were unknown to all the world,and that this our Voluntary obferva ion 
C of our Laws were not manifeft to all the people,if any man ihould report unto ihe Greeks, 
that either he had read this which I have declared, or elfe that he had found People in a 
ftrange Land, fuch as we be, having fo pious and honcft opinions concerning God, and 
who had for many ages perfevered therein ; I doubt not but they would all admire and 
wonder hereat, confidering the great mutability amongft themfelves. 

To befhort, there are fome, who ftick not to deride them, who have lately written r\ K cont; nu - 
of the Government of Common wealths and Laws, as though they had written things u^^'it 
fabulous and altogether impoffible. And ( to fpeak nothing of other Philofophers, who th"j^ ^ 
have written of this Argument ) that divine Plato amongft the Greeks, a man who in 
honeft life, virtuous fpeech, and found Philofophy excelled all others, this man is putt, admired 
D almoft continually fcoffed at by them,who in their own conceit are skilful in civil affairs, lhc 
and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, whofoever confidereth his Writings 
with diligence, fhall often and eafily find matter agreeable with moft mens manners : 
* yea this Plato himfelf confefTeth, that he dare not by rcafon of the common peoples ig- 
norance fetdown the true opinion of God. 

But many think Plato's words full of vanity, andlicentioufnefs,and admire Lycurgtu f^"™ c ' h a c 
and the City of Sparta, for that it fo long time perfevered in his Laws. It is thereiote mon"\u\ C - ii. 
an evident demonstration of Virtue to remain in their Laws. But if thofe who fo admire «d<.monians. 
the Lacedemonians do compare them with us, and the time during the which their Laws 
were in force, with the time of our Common-wealth - 7 they fhall find that ours hath 
E continued more than two thoufand years. They fhall alfo find that the Lacedemonians 
did only perfectly obferve their Laws, during fuch time as they were in pr6fpcrity and 
liberty/ and that when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindful of their 
Laws. 

But we, who have felt many thoufand mifhaps, by reafon of the often change of 
Princes in Jfia, have not in thefe our laft miferies and evils forfaken our Law. Neither 
can any man fay, that liberty and licentious Life is the caufe why we fo diligently ob- 
ferve them, feeing that whofo pleafe may fee fufficient proof, that they tye us to more Tk jews «m- 
ftrict Life and laborious, than thofe of the Lacedemonians did them. For they neither j^i^'* 
tilled the Earth,nor ufed any handy-craft,butceafing from all labours and pains- taking, ans . 

F lived in their City, fat and in fair liking, having both their meat and all other neceffa- 
ries provided and prepared for them by others,and eftecmcd that only their felicity to do 
" and endure any thing, fo that they might prevail againft thofe againft whom they en- 
terprized Wars : And that they failed alfd herein, I omit to rehearfe. For not only 
oncortwoof them at once, but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgetting rheir 
own Laws, yielded themfelves to their Enemies. And can any one tell of ( I lay noc 
many ) but of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws, or that l'e.u ed 
todye for them i 1 mean not a common death, fuch as Souldiers are fubjtct unto, but 
fuch a death as is effected by all torments and tortures that can be devifed. Which I 
think thofe that prevail againft us, impofed upon us not. for hatred, but that i hey de- 

G fired to fee fo admirable a matter'- and to fee we being but men, and fuch who cnYtm- 
ei it the grcatelt impiety poflible to do it, could be compelled by them lo fpeak or <ia 

any 
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T>77t, :tr.ws any thing contrary to our Laws. Yet it is no wonder that we for our Law do dye with H 
of.br 3, :,s. fuch conftancy , rat her than any other Nation : For other Nations cannot abide to en- 
dure that which we account a trifle, to wit, labour and Ample fare, abftinence from our 
Wives,and obfervation of our days of reft,and we are always careful that when we fight 
againft our Enemies, we obferve our Laws concerning our Meats. And thus we take 
pleafure to obferve and keep our Laws, and to exercife fortitude in obeying them. 

LctnowLyW^orMo/^wpafs, and all fuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophifters, deceivers of young men, and detrafters of our Nation, as though we 
were the wickedeft People living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other 
iMX. Nations : for it is our Cuftom to keep and obferve our own,not to detract others ; yea, 
ciuodciac and our Law-maker openly prohibited us from blafphcmmg fuch, as other Nations j 

hold for gods, only for the Name of God attributed unto them : yet may we not leave 
ford.enr.m, «f rhcOb : eAi0ns 0 f 0 ur accufers unanfwe.ed, feeing that which we are to Jpeak againft . 

them is not our own device, but many before us have fpoken it. Who then of ^1 the 
wife Greeks will not condemn the moft famous Poets, and efpecially the Law-makers, 
^ , . who at fir ft brought and fetled fuch vain opinions of the gods among the common People > 
SsTrSSi* affirming the number of them to be as many as they thought good, and that they were 
.!««.■,,«•■:« born at divers times> allotting to every one his proper place, as unto other living Crea- 
°" tures : feme to be under the Earth, others in the Sea, and the ancienteft amongft them in 
Hell, fettered and bound : and thofewhom they place m Heaven, in words they do 
term him a Father, but in deeds they (hew him to be a Tyrant ; and for this caufe they K 
report that his Wife, his Brother, and his Daughter,whom they affirm to have been bom 
of his Brain, confpired againft him to bind him and hang him, as they report him alfo 
HKFnbicof to have dealt by his Father. Againft thefe vanities all excellent and wife men do 
3V*rand worthily inveigh, who befidc this already rehearfed in denfion add, how fome or the 
1 gods are young, fbme are old, fome infants, others are gods of Arts and Sciences, and 

one is a Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim, and at variance with mortal men, 
others delight in Mufick, others in Shooting : Moreover that they are at variance : one 
with another amongft themfelves,and that they fall out one with another in mens behalf, 
and that not only one of them layeth violent hands upon the other, but that alfo they 
are wounded by mortal men, and forrow, and grive for the wounds ; and that which L 
is moft abominable of all, do ufe carnal Copulation with mankind, and that moft un- 
decently, that their unbridled luft is extended both to men and women. Then that 
?»/««■• thei,- chief god, whom they call Father, contemned and drowned certain women 9 whom 
he himfelf had deceived and gotten with Child, and that he could not deliver the Chil- 
dren born of thefe Women from calamity, for that deftiny had obliged him, nor fee their 
deaths without tears. . . . 

This is all good ftuff,as alfo is that which followeth, to wit, Adulteries committed in 
Heavenfo openly and impudently among the gods,that fome profefsthemfelvesto envy 
their fellow gods and goddefles tied together in fuch filthinefs. And what mould the 
reft of them do, when as their King, the moft antient amongft them, could not refrain m 
his luftful licentioufnefs and debauchery < Moreover, Some of them became fervants 
unto men, fome built houfes for money, and others became Shepherds, others like ma- 
lefactors were chained in Hell. What man then,that ever was accounted wife, would 
not blufti at thefe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and the foolifo believers al- 
fo ' Others made them fubject to terrour and fear, and madnefs, and fuch fimplicity, 
as that they might be deceived, and all other naughty paflions to be found in the nature 
of their gods, and have perfwaded whole Cities to offer facrifice to the moft noble a- 
mongft them. And they are in great perplexity, thinking that fome of the gods are the 
givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and fo feek to pleafe them 
with gifts as they would do wicked men 5 and they are verily perfwaded, that they ihall w 
fuftain great dammagc by their means, except they do daily pacify their wrath by fre- 
quent gifts. 

• What is the caufe of this (hameful ignorance, and erroneous iniquity concerning 
S l of£. God Truly I am perfwaded, For that their firft Law-makers were themfelves herein 
c.«.r concern- to f ee fc, an d ignorant of the nature pf God, or elfe that they did not faithfully deliver 
,„ s o oJ. untQ t | ieir common- wealth, fo much as themfelves knew concerning this point ;■ but as 
though it had been a thing ofleaft moment, did willfully let it pals, giving licence to 
Poets, and permitting them to deifieand make gods whom they pleafed, and that the 
Orators mould write of the Common-wealths affairs, and tell what them liked of ftrange 
gods. . O 

Moreover, the Painters and Image-makers amongft the Greeks had a great hand in 

making 
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A making of gods, it being lawful for them every one to frame what ftiape he Irfti and how Po « s ™* 
he lift, fome of Earth, others of Colours-, and the chiefeft god-makers amongft them KuR^ 0 
ufed Ivory and Gold to make their god of; a true argument of their mutable no- «fsod«* 
velty.. , - ' 

And then the ancient gods, whom at firft they honoured and reverenced, as much as 
they could poQiblv devife, being now withered with Age, are out of credit, and other 
youngfters pofTefs their places and. honours : their Temples alfo, fome are dcfolare, 
others newly erected, as men pleafe. Whereas, contrariwife, they ought moft con- 
ftantly to keep their opinion of God, and his Religion. . v„ 

Apollonius Melon was one of thefe proud Fools • but thofe Grecians that followed the 

B true Philofophy were not ignorant of what I have faid of the Nature andEflenceof 
God, but agreed with us in pur Opinions, and laughed at thefe ridiculous f ictions. 
Which Plato well feeing, affirmeth that Poets are not to be permitted in a Common- ti^Jv^f 
wealth, and fendeth Homer away very honourably crowned and anointed, left that he <h°"H ^ p«- 
with his Fables mould deftroy or deprave the true opinion of God. For Plato ot all Smo- 
others efpecially imitated our Law- maker, as he did herein alfo, commanding his Citi- wealth, 
zens, that all of them fbould perfectly learn his Laws, and that for no cafualty any 
ftrange forreign Cuftom fhould be admitted into their City, hut that their Common- 
wealth ftiould be pure, and they perfift in the obfervation of their Laws. But ApoKoni- 
m Molon not rcfpe&ing this, inveigheth againft us, for not receiving into our lbciety 

C men of ftrange opinions in Religion, whereas not only we do fo, but commonly all 
Greeks, yea and the moft prudent amongft them. 

The Lacedemonians expelled all ftrangers, and did not permit their Citizens to tra- T jj^ ^ a / e jfX 
vel into other Countries,fearing that both wayes their Laws might be corrupted. They ?xp"i "1 
therefore are to be fpoken againft rather than we, feeing they neither admit ftrangers ftr ans= rs - 
to converfe with them, nor to inhabit amongft them, nor impart their Religion unto 
them-, but we, though not defirous to learn the Religion of other Nations, yet do we 
not deny to impart ours to ftrangers,who defirc to embrace it : which, if I be not de- 
ceived, is a token of magnanimity, and clemency in us : but this ftiall fuffice concerning 
the Lacedemonians. 

D Apollonitu was ignorant how matters flood with the Athenians , who boaft that their Ct- ^ he Athenians 
ty was free to all Nations : But they did moft fcyereiy and without all mercy punHh mannc,s - 
thofe that did but fpeak any word againft their God. For what was the caufe of So- 
crates his death t he neither betiayed the City to Enemies, nor deftroyed their Tem- 
ples, but only fwore by a ftrange Oath, which as he faid ( whether in jeft or in eamcft ) 
a Devil taught him, and for this offence he was put to death by drinking Hemlock; his 
Accufers alledging, that he corrupted young men, and contemned the Laws and Rcligi- ^ crttlt a Cj 
on of his Country. And this Socrates fuftained being a Citizen of Athens. 

Anaxagoras was of Clazomenia : and for that he affirmed the Sun, which the Athenians ^"'»=->g<»'*>. 
worfliippedforGpd, to be a fiery ftone, he was by the fentence of fome few condemned 

E to dye. They alfo proclaimed that whofoever would kill Diagoras of Melits^ ftiould be 

rewarded with a talent for his labour, only for that this Diagoras was* faid to deride A r ^ i; 
their myfteries : Protagoras alfo had been by them taken and put to death, had he not 6ooC ' ov>n< - 
cfcaped, only for thatthey fuppofed him to have written certain doubts of the Atheni- 
an gods. And what wonder is icthat they ufed their men at this rate, when they 
practifed the fame cruelty upon their Women,one of their (he Priefts being put to death 
for worlTiiping a ftrange God 5 their Laws appointing that who ever brought a ftrange 
God into theirCity ftiould be puniftied with death i It is therefore evident, that they 
who enacted fuch ftrait Laws, believed not the gods of other Nations; for had they 
believed in them, they would not have deprived themfelves of the benefit of many 

F gods-. ' . , . 

The very Scythians (who delighted in man (laughter fo much, thatthey very little Tli:S ^ ;!l:ai;:i - 
differed from bruit Beafts ) yet did they think themfelves bound to maintain their own 
Laws, as beft, fo thatthey flew Anacharjis a famous Greek, that came unto them, only 
for that he fecmed to attribute too much unto the Grecian gods ; yeai.thou mayeft find 
many among the Perjittns^ who for this caufe have been tortured. And it is evident 
that Apollonhts approved the Perjian Laws : for when the Greeks admired their fortitude TI l)crfijns 
and concord of opinions concerning God, I mean the fortitude they (hewed at the burn- tmnncf.!" 1 
ing of their Temples ; this Jpollonitts in all things imitated the Perfians, violating other 
mens Wives, and putting out their Childrcns Eyes •, whereas our Laws adjudg him 

G to death,that fo ufeth unreafonable beafts : And neither the fear and terrour of Poten- 
tates, nor the favour of them whom all men reverence, could ever caufe us to forl'ake 
,. Zzz or 
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ihc con- or abandon thefe Laws : neither do wc exercife fortitude, to deprive other men of their H 
La"S inti ' tir g ooc ls and fortunes by War, but to keep our own Laws : and we who patiently put up 
all other injury, yet if any man do in our Religion provoke us, we prefently feek re- 
venge, not refpeding our own ability ; yea though thereby we work our own utter ru- 
ine and calamity. What therefore mould move us to imitate the Laws of other Na- 
tions, when they that made thofe Laws (yea even the Law-makers themfelves ) did 
tranfgrefs them i or how can the Lacedemonians avoid reproach for their inhofpitality, 
AiMinft the and neglecting marriage i Or the JLUans and Thebans for accompanying with men con- 
ii\hium?ics trary to the Law of Nature, which fact moft fhameful they deemed good and neceffary * 
Yea not content to do fo themfelves, they alfo afcribed the like unto their gods to be 
done by them (which the Greeks alfo now of late have done,) and for this caufe they I 
refufei to marry witli their own Women, judging their fatisfa&ion to be contrary to 
The in'tinirc the prefcript of Nature : But I will fpeak no more of punifliment, neither how great 
ct'u'vlmiLcrs malefactors thofe firft Law-makers freedfrom punifhment, being bribed with money, 
and how unjuft they were in the Laws appertaining to Wedlock. It is long to examine 
what great occafions of Impiety they gave. For many have already long agofbrfaken 
Thc . nrja their Laws : which cannot be faid of us, who for our Laws have fuffered lofs of our 
(.blauL'of Cities, Fortunes, and Lives, we keeping and perfifting in our Laws even unto death ; 
the- La v. an( j if an y j cw m a ft ran ge Country, where there is a Tyrant King, yet doth not he 
fo fear him, that he would for his .command in any jot tranfgrefs our Laws. If 
therefore we do valoroufly endure thus much for. our Laws , all men muft needs K 
grant our Laws to be very good ; But if they fay we fuffer all thefe Calamities 
to maintain wicked or naughty Laws, what punifhment are they not worthy of, who 
having ( as they fay ) better Laws than we, do fo eafily forfake them, whereas we do 
The jcw Laws maintain ours even with our Lives i But feeing the Antiquity of Laws is thegreateft 
An-feStv' Argument to prove their goodnefs, I will fet down of what Antiquity our Laws are, 
mi^nn. t0 g Ct . ntT w i t h our L aw .makers opiuion of the Deity ; if therefore any one compare our 
Laws with the Laws of all Nations, he fhall find that ours are of more Antiquity than 
theirs by many Ages. For our Laws eftablifhed amongft us have been imitated of all 
Ihctkmlkl omer Nacions : Fo r though the firft Greeks did pretendedly obferve their own Laws, 
yet all their Philofophcrs did imitate ours, and our Opinions of God, and taught others l 
the fame manners and converfation : yea, the common people did long (ince imitate 
our Piety. Neither is there any Nation, either Greek or Barbarian^ who have not af- 
ter fome manner obferved a Sabbath as we do, and failing days, and Lamps, all which 
they learned of us; yea many do alfo obferve our Cuftoms concerning their meats, and 
our unity and concord, wherein we excel all other Nations, our community alfo and in- 
duftry in Arts and Labours, and fufferance for our Laws. And which is moft to be ad- 
• mired, our Law,not having any to force us to obferve it,hath fo obliged our hearts, th^t 
Ji :his P ti^k C as God is of all the world honoured without compulfion, fo are- our Laws amongft us 
without any violence or force : And whofoever doth diligently confider his own Na- 
tion and Family, fhall find that which I have reported to be true. I will now generally M 
reprehend the voluntary malice of all men : for cither they mean, that we having thefe 
good Laws do yet little efteem them, and follow worfe, or if they do not fo mean, let 
them hold their malicious tongue from any further Calumniation. For 1 do not take up- 
on me the defence of this caufe, for that I bear any hatred to any man, but for that I 
'•!:;canfc«hy and all the Jews do honour and reverence our Law-maker, and believe that whatsoever 
ih ^ i^ois nc prophefied, proceeded from God : yea, although our felves did not know the good- 
a 3 ainiu^<w. nefs of our Laws, yet the multitude of them that imitate them were a fufficient motive 
to induce us thereunto. But I have at large, and with all ftneeriry difcourfed of our 
i\ oV^hhat !s Laws and Common- wealth in my Books of our Antiquity. And now again I have made 
nbovdaiii. mention of them neither in contumely of other Nations, nor in praife of our own, but N 
only to reprove fuch as have moft malitioufly and impudently belied us contrary to the 
known truth : And 1 think 1 have already fully performed that which I have promifed. 
Th- iwrmion For I have flawed our Nation ( contrary to their affirmations ) to be moft ancient, which 
laws ^ Vi * have proved by the teftimony of many ancient Writers, who # in their Works have 
3W5 ' mentioned us. 

Our Advcrfarics affirm us to have come of Egyptians : I have fhewed that 
cur fore-fathers came into Egypt out of fome other place. They alledge that we 
wereexpelled Egypt > for that* we were infected with difeafes ; I have proved that our 
Piedecelfors came from thence to their own Country by means of their own prowefs 
and force of their own accord. Others labour to defame our Law-maker as a wicked q 
perfon, whofe virtue many of ancient times, and fo long time as hath been fincehim, 
do witnefs. .. jt 
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A It is not needful to fpeak more largely of our Laws : for they by themfelves appear 
pious and good, and fuch as do not invite or incite us to the hatred of other Nations* 
but rather to communion and friend fhip, being both enemies to Iniquity, and comman- 
ders of Juftice, banifhers of Luxuribufnefs, and teachers of Frugality and Labour, for- 
bidding all Wars enterprized for Avarice, and preparing the people to fliew Fortitude 
in them, and for them, inflicting inevitable punifhment upon their tranfgrefTors, not 
eafily to be deceived by glozing fpeeches , and executing in action all that they in word 
command : yet amongft us the execution of them and obferyation is more ready than 
the words of them. 

I therefore confidently affirniithat we do teach more pious and virtuous manners,than The Origine 
B other Nations do. For what can be better than inviolate Piety ? What more juft than Jcwi 
to obey the Law i What more profitable and commodious, than to be at Unity and 
Peace amongft our felves i and neither to forfake one another in calamity, nor injure 
one another in profpeiity, to contemn and defpife death in time of War, and in Peace to 
labour and till our Grounds, and to ufe other Arts and Works, and always to think 
and believe, that God beholdeth all our actions, and ruleth and difpofeth all things ? 
If this be either written or obferved by any one before this time, we are then to thank 
them as being their Scholars: but if they were never extant before, then we are known to 
be the firft Authors,& Inventers of itXet therefore Appien zn&Molon perifh,and all others 
that with them are convicted of lying and flandering us. This Book is written to thee 
C Ejwphroiiitut who loveft the tmth,and to others who by thee will, or are defirous to know .

But worthy Eleatar was M 
hoc overcome by torment, but fuffered all with great patience,and lifting up his vene- 
table Eyes to Heaven, he knew in whom he believed, and to whom he facrificed 
his Soul j after which obferving his flefh to be wounded and cut on each fide of his 
body, and the blood guftiing out in great abundance, he admired his own patience, 
and thanked God, who was the Author thereof. At laft his Body being unable to haw? 
longer upon the wcki he fell down Hat upon his face, ftill glorifying God, as he did 
before his fall. Then oneof the Souldiers, to gratifie the King, likea mad man fpurn- 
ed and uod upon him to increafe his torments. But Eleaxar, ftrong in body and 
mind, like a right Champion of the true GOD, never ftirunk at thofe pains, but 
the good old man by patience overcame the cruelty of his torturers, and put his very „ 
fa7d UrerS ,nto admiration of hi6 coDfancy. Then the Kings Officers coming unto him

The Souldiers feeing his conftancy* by the Kings command call him mto the fire, 
and poured (linking and loathfom liquors into his noftnls.

for them all, and beftow them all upon me. And amidfi tbefe Speeches be joyfully expi- 

it is moft true therefore, which we at firft affirmed,that Reafon regulates our paflions, 
and difpofeth us to fuffer chearfully :which orice we having determined and relolved die 
anpailhofourfuffering is abated, and our refolution and conftancy confirmed. 

If therefore reafon and the inferior powers be at variance, W e mutt fubjedl them ^ 
to Reafon.if we will make a perfect Vi&ory. With this guide our Father Eleanor was v> , 
moft lately direcled neither to yeild or fink under his pains, nor give place to unlawful 
C inticements and allurements : hefaved the Ship of his body irora the ihipwrack that 
mieht aiife by the tempeftumis ftorms of vanity, and fuffcred noc himlfelf by 
contrary Winds to be driven from the right courfe : yea, though it was tofTed up- 
on the Waves of Tyranny, yet did it remain found and unbroken, and keep.ng a di- 
re<a courfe, ' arrived in the haven of Salvation. Never any man did feek fo valiantly to 
defend his City from an Enemy, as this holy old man did hisSouhw !o araongft ftripes, 
crofTei, and flames ■ was ftill the fame man. For as the top of a h gh Rock ftandeth A fimilitu(Jc 
fafe, and refifteth the Wave without any dammage unto tt felfi even fo did the Rock r^fromthe 
of Reafon in this man beat back the rage of thofe tempeftuous Wayes that daftied a- 
gainft his body, nor permitting them to break in, and pierce the Celeft ia l and Divine 

D ^O^iatptoWman, more bfefled than aUofthyAge! O Prieft more lacred than all 
otherPriefts / who didft not pollute thy facred lips with projane meatsumptety found no 
entrance that way, from whence fo many prayers to God had proceeded. The Ty- 
rants cruelty could not prevail againfi thee i Thou therefore art made an example for 
all Priefts of God to imitate. Such a one behoved it a Prieft to be, more ftrong than tor- 
ments, more able to fuffer than the torturers to inflt& punifhment, more fo. crble than 
Princes commands, yea, and more potent than the fire,wherein thou did ft penfh : and 
finally, thou waft ordained to be crowned with the Laurel of Martyrdom for thy fuf- 
ferance. Thou haft furpaffed all Antiquity, thou fhalt be an example to ail poftemy. 

E If then feeble old Age, wherein all ftrength and heat of body was extinguilhed, grown 
unfit for torments (as being alreadybrofcen with Age ) could by the ltrength oi Rea- 
fon endure fo many miferSs, who dare deny Reafon to berhe chief caufe of our fuf- 
ferance > We have ieen the higheft cruelty hath been overcome by a firme determuia- 
tion to perfift in the Service and fear ofGod : yet manyaffirme, that every man, who 
hath the ufeof Reafon,is notable to undergo fuch Agonies ,• but their aflert.on is vam 
and of uo force : For moft evident it is, that he only is overcome byrpain, whom wis- 
dom hath not armed with patience. And no -marvel if lie who rafhly enterprifeth fo 
weighty a matter.and without due corriideration,do at laft forfake and repent h.mfelf of 
that which he fo unadvifedly undertook. But if we with due advice and dehberation 

F armour felves,itis not aneafiematterto remove us byaoy m.sfortunefrom ourdeteruu- 
cion i when we forefee and preconfider the diftrefle* that may befall us, when they 
do happen we are not fo much furprized or difmayed, becaufe we expefted them

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though weak and unable to fuffer torments, his hope was that either by pcrfwafions, H 
or terrotirs, or tortures , he might force them to renounce their Religion. He 
therefore commanded rhefe feven together, with their Mother Salomana, who now 
grew autient. to be brought before him : fo they according to his command were 
b. ought being very gracehil'in their perfons and every way worthy of fo vertuous a 
Mother; yea, they refembled Angels, their Faces Ihining like the clear light of the Suns 
their Eyes fparkled in molt comely and decent manner, as teftifying, that they furpaf : 
led in vertue all other of humane race and coudition. The Mother was defcended of 
moft vertuous and noble parentage, and fo (he her lelf had contiuued and lived s but 
that excellent feature of body aud nobility of blood was much dignified by her ver- 
tue and fortitude, iu which fhee paffed all thac could be fajd in her commendation. I 
The Tyrant beholding them and their mother together, with a counterfeit fmile he 
accofled the Children in this manner. 
The K!n gs «. Lwijh your good ( 0 admirable young men : for fo both your beauty of body and ruble 
hoi mi ion ro Parentage per/trade me) : do not therefore like mad men refift my command: avoid net only 
X«r n b ' e " torments but death alfo. For I defire not only to exalt you unto honour , but alfi to 
encrtafe your richer and poffejfuns $ contemn the fuperfiitious and fuperfluoia belief of 
your own Countrymen, and embrace our j\eligion : Which if you refuje to do ( as I hope 
you mill not ) 1 trill devife fucb torments* as that J may by a iingring and painful death be 
able to confume you. 

And to tenifie them the more, he commanded the instruments of their torments tojj; 
be preferred unto their view. And accordingly Wheels, Rods,Hooks,Rakes, Racks, 
Cauldrons, Cages, Gridirons were broughc forth 5 and Engines to torment the , 
fingers and hands, Gauntlets, Aules, Bellows, brazen Pots, and Frying-pans : for 
thele are the names which we find. That which I term Bellows, was a thin plate of 
Iron to kindle or blow the fire wi th, like a Fan ; and far more horrible devices of tor- 
ments were (hewed unto thero,too long to rehearfe : whereof they having had a fight, 
jintiocbut laid :

But the young 
nuns con- 6 Youths mflanied with a divine Spirit and Senfe, contemned fo many kinds of tor- L 
ments, and defpifed the Tyrants threats and flatteries > and their conftancy ( for they 
gave himnojuii occafion ) put the Tyrant into a great rage. 

By this ic is evident, howmuch Reafon is mafter over Paffion : for any flothful man 
not before trained up to it mould of a fudden come to fuch a pufh, at the very fight of 
f .ch torments his mind would be troubled,& his countenance appalled, his Legs under 
him would have trembled, and he with fear have beep confounded : fo that he would 
prefently have retra<2ed,and profeffed himfelf unable to bear up againft fomany andfo 
giievoustorments,(aying : 

My felf being unwife, what Jbould I have-made choice off Wheihtr to endure tbefe tor- 
ments, or accept of their promt fed benefits} Whether I fbould have been moved to pity mine 14 
own ager, or to companionate my mother God would not have denied pardon for this deed, I 
being forced thereunto : and by doing it though againft my will, ljhallget the Kings fa- 

But where Rcajon and advice taketb place, and bath well trained the mind to perfettion, 
the other consequently follow eth : As by the example of theje brethren 1 will declare, who as 
it wet e all with one voice denied to eat the facrificedS wines flejh, as they were commanded. 
J5?i5Tie- wber efore (faidtbey ) O Tyrant do ft thou perfecute us that are innocent i We both der 
P Vto^» r «»- fire and wijb to die, and will, until fucb time as death expelletb life, firmly keep that which 
God commanded, and Mofes taught us. And tbou,Tyrant, domt feek to fiduce us by pre- 
tending love towards us : thou lever of injufttce, mafter of cruelty, devifir of iniquity* then 
pardon which thou dotfl offer is to us more painful than punijbment : we contemn death, and 
efleem not thy words, as being by our late mafter Eleazar taught to defpife them. Why then 
doeft thtufuppofe fucb pufillanimity to be in us young men, feeing of late tbou foundefi fucb cou- 
rage in an old man ? We follow him : tbou canjt not try and know our minds, except by 
tearing our bodies tbou ft arch them out : We will fafely and fecurely fuffer for our God 
auy thing, and leaving this Earth , we JbaU be entertained into Heaven : and tbou 
for f Tyrannising moft cruelly upon innocent Souls, JbaU be referved to eternal fire.. 
The Tyrant enraged, that he could neither prevail by fair promifes, nor by iKreat- 
™'™t" c J »^ngs» caufedthem to be beaten with Bulls pizzles : and firftofall he commanded 
M M ek't*.\o Maccabeus, the eldeft of the feven brethren, to be ftripr, and ftrerched out upon a q 
besckd. Rack ^ aQd his hands to bound behind him, andthen.to be moft cruelly beaten,

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A who wearied his tbrmenters by his fuffering; ( fb great t£e fo>ce of vertue is ) in fuch 
manner.that they defired more to leave beating himjthan^he tequefted they fhould leave. 
This done, he was put upon a wheel, and a weight hanged at Jus feet, and fo ftretched 
round abouc it, that his fiuews and entrails brake, and hi* pams inaeafed -,; yet being 
overcome with pain r his mouth was not for all this flopped, or hin.dr§d, , from calling 
upon God, who beheld all i and reproving the Tyrant tor deyifing thole torments 
for the Innocent, he took ftrength, add is faid to have, cried out after, this man- 

nC X Bloody Tyrant, whoperfecuteft the Majefty of Gedi l whom thou thus tormenteft, am no 
Witcb,nor one who have mmtbered and killed another man, but one who dtesjo^juftice , oh- 
■r ferving the Law, and for Charity. . . 

Then when the torturers ( overcome wioh compaffion ) periwaded lum to fubmit to 
the Kings pleafure, heanfwered : „ • , , _ ,

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The Tyranc hereat moved to fee this third nothing relent by his brothers death, de- H 
vifed more cruejty than humane wit alone could invent. ^Wherefore he commanded a * 
Globe co be brought, and tyed the holy- Martyr about it in fuch fort, that all bis bones 
were let out of joynt and difplaced : whereat the holy Martyr was nothing difmai'd. 
The skin alfo pi his head and facewas pult'd off.and then he was put on the Wheel : but 
he could not be rackt any worfe, for that his bones were all difplaced, and did hang one 
feparated from another fri moft pitiful manner : and when the blood iffued from him 
abundantly;, he was deprived of the ufe of his hands aud feet but perceiving his life 
ro befpenc, he fpake thus and dyed : Weft Tyrant, endure this Tormenp for tbe love of 
God, and thou the A 'tabor of J ucb unjuft cruelty /halt fuffer ever lofting pain. 

Then his tongue being cut out of his mouth, he was put into a frying pan, and fo I 
amidft rhofe torments yielded up the Gtioft. 

Next after followed Judas, the fourth brother, whom all the people. per fwaded 
juJ M the 4 . and entreated to obey the King : but he contemning their prayers and exhortations, 
biou ht" tnus witn a *' Conftancy:2a«r fire Jhatt neither feparate nor fever me from ibeLaw ofGod, 

° US nor from my bretbern, who in/lead of this mortal life, enjoy life everlafting. 1 denounce unto 
thee, O Tyrant, deftruSion and overthrow ; buttofucb as believe, Jal'vation make try al 
of me therefore, thou cruel wretch , and fie if God willforjakje me, n>bo bath with open and 
Jlretcbed out Armes received my three brethren which are gone before me, and rvbom tbe womb 
offb holy a Mother at feveral times brought forth unto glory. 

The cruel Tyrant hearing this, was much moved, and from his Chair leapt down to K 
torment this Martyr himfelf,and in his fury commanded his tongue to be cut forth but 
he hereat not terrified, faid to Antiocbus : 

This cruelty will nothing avail thee, neither /bait that thereby >, Tyrant, as tboufuppofefl 
conquer me. Our God needs not by voice to be awakned, but rather by ficret cogitation to 
be prayed unto to help hit Jervants ; be previdetb for them that hold their peace, and hearetb 
the prayers of /ucb as do call npon him, if they define to be beard, and only requireth purity 
of Soul. For our God knewetb all things before we ask\, and before we our Jelves enter into 
cogitation thereof, he underftandetb our necejfity : cut out my tongue, thou canft not cut out my 
mind while my life rentainetb.Tbofi prayers, which by it I have uttered to Almighty God, have 
taught it to juffer : would God thou would ft Jo fanUifie all parts of my body bypunifbing tbems L 
for thou therein ttflithft punijbment on thy felf, and reward upon me and think not that tlfbtt 
fbalt thus efcape long unpuni (bed. 

When he had thus fpoken^ his tongue was cut out of his mouth, and he bound to 
a {Uke, and there he was beaten with ropes ends, and he did patiently endure this, 
uotwithftauding the colour of his face became dead and wan. Being loofed from thence, 
The death of ne was P ut u P on tne wnce ^ : an ^ tnen ? t *Y ia & f°* his Country-mcn, he by death went 
the 4. brother unto the reft of his brethren. 

Then Acbas, the fifth brother, before he was haled to torments, fpake in this' 
femeihbira- mauner > Behold ( tbou Tyraut ) I come to be puni/bed before thou command me, hope not 
fdf to tor. therefore any jot to alter bis mmd-ppho as tbou fie ft defiretb to be tormented, Tbe blood ofmyM 
h7w» wfieo. four innocent brethren, which thou baft Jbed, batb condemned thee to Hell-fire •: / am to make 
them up tbe number of five, that by it thy pains may he encreafed. Tell me ( bloody wretch ) 
for what offence by us committed doeft tbou thus punijb. us ? for what impiety doejl tbou fo 
perficute us i what villany have we commited ? what wickednejs ? rvbat naugbtinefi bat e we 
attempted ? This is all that tbou canft alledge againft us, that we honour God our Creator, and 
live j«flly in obedience of bis Laws, and therefore do not ejleem thy puwjbments : but they are 
to us honour and Salvation, and not punijbment : we (hall be greatly rewarded by God, if no 
part of us be left free from torment. 

Whileft thus he fpake,his executioners by the Kings command took him, and caft him 
into a bjrazen ^or,and he was preft down in ir,his head to his feet : and afterward he fufc ^ 
fered all other torments, which his brethren had endured ; yet not amazed hereat, he 
fuddenly ftarted up, and thus bitterly inveighed againft the Tyrant: Cruel Tyrant, bow 
great benefits daft tbou againft thy will bestow upon us ! yea, tbe more tbou art inc en fed againft 
us, tbe msi e acceptable to God Jhalt tbou make us : yea, I Jbould be firry if tbou (bewdeft 
mercy upon me. This (hort affiiUiongaineth us life everlafting ; if this temporal death Jbould 
not betide me, everlafting life could not befall me. And thus be finifit bis Agony , and 
dyed. 

Then the tormenters laid hands upon the fixth brother, who was called Aretb, to 
whom theTyrant made offer either of honour or puiiifhrueiit:but he difdaining his offer, 
faid : Although {Tyrant) J be younger in years than my martyred brethren, yet my con- q 
ftaiicy of mind to theirs is notinferiour ; for we were all nouitjbt up together, aU together in-

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A ftra&ed,and Doe will aH dy together in tbe fear of God. Haften therefore yovtr torments, and that 
time which thou wouldeft fpend in exhorting me, fpend it in devifing tortures for me. 

Antiocbus hereat confounded commanded him to be bound to a Pillar with his head 
hanging down,ih fuchwife as thedefluxion of humours might caufeactuand this done, 
he cauled afire to be madefo far off him, that it could not burn him, but toft him. tha. 
He alfo commanded him.as he hungi to be pricked with awls, that fo the heat might 
pierce into the holes they made in his flelh. Whilft thus he was tormented, much blood 
like froth gathered about his head and face, and he then fpake in this manner. 6 
noble fight) O valiant War I Oftrife between piety and impiety !

And as he thus fpake, one took hold of his tongue with a hot pair of tongs, and fo 
with the fame torments,that his brethren had fuffered, being fryed in a pan he gave up 
the Ghoft. 

C: Six of the Brethren being now dead by diveifity of torments, only one of the feven 
remained alive with his mother, named Jacob, younger in years ( but not in con- 
ftaucy of mind ) than the reft of his brethren.

Whilft thus one of them exhorted the other, it came to pais, that none of them of- 
fended, but each one refolute in his Religion, took example of the virtue, courage 
and conftancy of their fore-father lfaac , who understanding that it was God's will, that # 
he (hould be Sacrificed, refufed not to fubmit his body to his Fathers Sword. Let * 
us ( (aid they ) yield our Souls to him, of whom we receied both Soul and Body : It 
is a fmall matter for us to fuffer lofs of thefe . members, feeing that we {hall in lieu of 
them receive everlafting blils. Abraham, lfaac, and Jacob do joyfully expect us, as £ 
Co-heirs of their Kingdom : let us gloiifie that womb, wherein we were for ten months 
fpace: let none of us be more coward than the, other,nor none of us degenerate from the 
True broth« -Other, we that were all begotten of one Father, and fucked of one milk, muft in all 
hoed. things refemble one another : we had one teacher, and one law inviolate.

brute Beads do this, but even Bees do defend their young, and their honey, threat- 
ning their Stings to them that offer to taft thereof, and more efteeming the good of 
their young thau their own lives. But this zealous mother directed by the Spirit of 
God, aud the dictates of reafon, incouragd her Children tody, and being, to dy alter 
them chofe rather to be a fpedator of their death than otherwife* 

When all her family had fuffered, (he a* the laft and glory of them all came 
to execution defpifing the Tyrants threats, offering her motherly brefiV to thofe 
torments, which her Children had fuffered. O bleffed ftock, and bleffed increafe * 
of the (elf fame womb 1 Why (hould I not affirm, that in all lineaments and feature ofo 
the body you are like your mother * and if this be a commendation in them, that befide

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A features of the body receive nothing of their Mother, I will lay more ot you* that you 
are like your mother in Fortitude, Vertue, and Religion *- ' and that you fo in all things 
refemble her, that you are everyway equal unto her,fave only herein, that me with her 
Eyes beheld the immanity of your torments, and was afterward as conftant in her, own 
Martyrdom, as you in yours. She therefore herein excelled you.that (he fuffered feven 
torments before (he came to fuffer in her own perfon, & feared in every one of them left Themotheif . 
(he mould be overcome. But O thou example of all women,I cannot tell, whether thou fufl*r«hfe- 
bareft thefe Children in thy womb, or createdft them, who couldft with dry Eyes look hSSSTJm 
upon them, whilft they were torn in pieces ; yea, I fay little, affirming that thou tormented. : 

B patiently didft behold thofe fights i for even thou thy felf didft exhort them thereunto ; 
thou rejoycedft to fee one of them torn in pieces with Flefli-hooks, the other to be rack- 
ed upon the Wheel, the third to be bound and beaten : thou joyfully admiredft the o- 
thers burning ,and exhortedft the reft not to be terrified here with i and although, whilft 
thou beheld' ft their torments, thy grief was greater, than that which thou hadft in Child- 
birth , yet didft thou bear a lightfome and chearful countenance, as though it had 
been one triumphing. While they were a killing, thou didft laugh, and feeing only 
one of all thy Children left hereat thou didft nothing relent. Can I defcribe how every 
one perilhed, feeing thou their mother didft laugh at their deaths, and when their fi- 
news were cut in two, their heads flaid, their tongues pulled forth by the Roots, their 

q hands broken, their bodies in the fire, and caft upon Iron plates red-hot, and upon 
Wheels, and their ribs pulled in fender, and msny other torments for which we want 
names f Never was any Swan, which (if you will believe antiquity ) Sings fweeteft be- 
fore her death, comparble to the Funeral notes of thy dying Children. 

And you,blefled offpring, were not overcome by that Syren's enchantments, but to 
honour God fcr u pled not to leave your Mother without Children : And (he being as 
pious & brave on her fide, chofe rather to want you for a time, than to incur eternal 
damnation, within g rather that the bodies of her Children (hould be tormented, than their 
Souls. Well (he knew, that nothing was more frail and infirm than our bodies* which, 
•though perfecution be wanting,are often killed with Agues ,md other Maladies: Who is 

^ ignorant jthat (hipwrack is incident to Sailers.difafters to them that travel, fudden death 

. to thofe that live at eate? fidden cafiialtyby fire, and by the hands ofTheives, and a 
thoufand other ways to difpatch our lives ? Seeing then that our mortal bodies are fub- 
jecl: to (o many mileries to bring us to our end, who would not make choice ofa quick 
difpatch, whereby we lofe, goods of this World and gain life everlafting * O thou a fcniKtud* 
moft reverend of all women, i the credit of thy Nation, and honour of our Religion, ti* De. 
whojlike the Arkof Noe> didft perfift inviolate amongft fuch ftormy Waves ! for as the 1 " 5 '' 
Arke withftood the force ol the i deluge, and being bu ilt ftrongly with firm boards, did 
not fuffer any thing within it topetifti: fo thou fufferedft not the Tyrant to overcome the 
holy Ghoft,which thou hadft received in thy heart. 

Behold of what force and efficacy Reafon is /. which oftentimes maketh men infe* 

E riour to women. For neither was Daniel To tortured at the fight of the Lions, nor the 
three Children with the fiery Furnace, as this woman was affl £ted at the death of all 
her Children, before (he came to het own Agony. What would another woman and 
Mother have done ip this Cafe, but wept, and with pitiful lamentations have cryed ? 
Ah wretch thas I am/ moft unhappy and miferableof all that breath! who therefore bare 
lb many Children into this World, that their feveral deaths might be (o many feveral 
occafions of my grief and forrow:(he would have commemorated her frequent labours& 
the pains (he endured in her ten Months bearing them, (he would have bewailed her ill ' 
fortune, who brought forth her fons to fb many deaths and dangers, (he would have re* 
counted the milk wherewith (he fed thermand their meat (he had prepared for tbem, the 

F pains (he had taken with them, how (he had carried them in her Arms,and fung to them, 
and taught them to (peak • her cares, her watchings, her fear, left any mif-hap (hould 
betide them » aud with weeping tears would have faid, Shall I never beaGrandmo- ' 
ther,and embrace your Children, who a while ago was a fruitful mother my (elf, but 
am now deprived of you all ? If this day I dy, I have none to bury me. But this 
handmaid of God forgot all thefe complaints, that another mother would have made, 
and with an Adamantine fence more impenetrable than the never-yielding Rocks, did 
neither forfake her Children in their torments, nor in their death, but rather compelled 
them to perifti, and never (brrowed thereat. For being apprehended, together with 
her feven Sons, (he confideririg : Eleaq»r>s Martyrdom, did thus exhort them in the Hc- 

G brew tongue. 
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The mothers o my mo ft dear and loving Children, let us ha/ten to that Martyrdom which -may make us a jj 
ttrtf fTc-i credit to our Nation, and gain of God an everlafting regard 5 let us without fear 'frefentour 
Worker. Jeli'es ttnto thoje torments, which Eleazar's aged~hody endured \ calling to mnd our Father 
Abraham of worthy memory,mb°Mvingbut one only Son,did/acri(ice htm,being wtlhdbyGod 
Jo to do, andfearednot to bring htm to the Altar though be was the fruit and only comfort of 
his age. 1 Gac alfo war willing to be facrtficed by bis f other ^ hfuwing that God was to be o+ 
beyed in all things : the like may be faid of Daniel and the three Children : believe me, we 
are rather tried than tormented. For wbat/oe-ver this World afferdetb is mortal and tranfi- 

a Golden far- ''^Thus did this mother arm her Childrens minds with fortitude, and though a woman 
ot f t !":' 1 . infilled courage and conftancy into men. And when her Children were all dead, (he I 

nn ci^d. C ek a worthy mother of fo many Champions, kneeling down inihe place of torment, be 
fought God to put an end to her life, protefting, that (he had not tor love of life to long 
deferred to dye, but only for her Childrens fake, and that now (he had feeh them all 

Softer feveu triumphing. Whereupon the rage of Antiocbus grew hot, and he commanded 
mtor- this noble perfou to be tormented.and accordingly ( as the Tyrant witled)lhe was ftrip- 

maiB " ed naked, and hanged up by the hands, and moft cruelly whipped : her dugs and paps 
_ were pulled off, aud Ihe put into the red-hot Frying pan, being moft willing to follow 
her Childrens fteps in torment ; and lifting up her Eyes and hands to Heaven, (he pray- 
ed for all women with Child, and fo yielded her chaft Soul to God. But Antiocbm 
was ftriken with fire from Heaven. O thou ! miftrefs of juftice who followed'ft£ 
thy triumphing Children; O Gomjiierer ofTyrants,and a Looking-Glafs for allMartyrs! 
O example of patience 1 not only to women, but to all men that (hall be atter thee, 
reverenced of them that now are , and to be worlhiped of them that are to come, and 

Theii.hr of to be admired not only of our Nation, but of all other people. Thy light obfeureth 

.1,. pit. t j ie bright mining Moon ; and though Ihe fill the World with her brightuefs,yet is (he 

1 Cor ' ,5 ' not comparable to thy fhinittg light. Seven lights inviron thee about; dazling the 
brightnefs of the leven Planets. Could any Painter exprefs, or any hand in Writing de- 
clare the torments which you fuffered ? none could withdry eyes read or behold them. 
All people would flock about to fee- it. All people would praife, and efteem him 
to have offered a great gilt, who to God's glbry had painted fo incomparable a pifture. L 
And if any skilful workman Ihouldi engrave this Tragedy upon a Sepulchre, or in his 
houfe, doubtlefs he fhould be freedftfom all plague and misfortune. But where could 
■/ a ftone be found able to contain f6 manY torments ? Therefore the old man Eleaqar, 

the Mother and her (even Sons are tor their Nobility graced with a Sepulchre, and a 
great reverence is done unto them of all men.fyea, even by men that are not of 
our Religion i and there is a conftellation of Arght^ftan ordained as an argument of 
their juftice; and Angels did execute their Funerals. 7T4te Tyrant himfelf was aftonifn- 
ed to fee the conftancy offuch godly minds. And thus have they found fuch favour 
in the light of God, that they have obtained remiffion of the fins of our Nation :

The Preface of Phild, upon the blindnefs of man, and the jn-H 
compiehcnfiblc GraiMfcur^nd tyUjefty of God. 

10 W long fhaUwe confound old Age and Infancy, and be as imprudent at 
jixty, as at fixteen i For what greater imprudence can there be, than to 
look upon Fortune as a fettled and certain thing, when there is nothing 
more inconftant, and to conpder this Nature ( which is- immutable ) as 
fubjeclto continual changes ? Is it not to invert the ordsr of things, and 
jhuffle them together like Counter si to fx our Eyes upon uncertain things, 
as if they were more firm and durble than thofe which wire certain < the reafen of this Er~ L 
ror proceeds from thisjhatprefent objects doe more eaftly affect Men of ordinary underjianding t 
than objects that are more remote and mofi men do allow more credit to their Senfes (though 
deceitfull) than to the reflections of % their mini ; because nothing is more eafy> thawtefuffcr 
our [elves to be taken with what is prefented to our Byes ; whereas there mufi be Argumen- 
tation and Reafon to comprehend things that are future and invifble. Mot but that the Eye 
of the Soul is as quick and piercing, as the Eye of the Body, but feme people daz.le it by their, 
intemperance, and others by their ft upidity, which is the greateft fault of all. 

So many extraordinary events happening in our Age tnforces a beleif that there is afro* 
vidence, and that God Almighty takes particular care of virtuous Men, who have recourfe 
to him in their necej/ityes, and more efpecially of thofe who are confecrated to hisfervice.M 
they are as it were the part age and propriety of this Supream Soveraign, whofe Empire has 
no end. to thefe people the C haldeans gave the name of Ifraelits, which is as much as to fay, 
Seers of God, and certainly it is an happinefs pref err able to all the treasures of the Earth '. 
For if the pref ence of thofe,whofe age renders them venerable to us {as our Mafters, Supe- 
riors, and Parents ) imprints fo great a refpect in us-, that it many times corrects our E- 
normities, and difptfes us to virtue ; How great an advantage, and incouragment is it to us 
to elevate our minds above all Created things ymd accuftomour felves to the contemplation of 
God.who is not only uncreated,but infinitely good,infinitely beautiful,infinitely happy ,or(tofpeak 
mure proper ly)whofe goodnefs furpaffes all goodnefs, whofe beauty furpaffes all beauty, and whofe 
happinefs furpaffes all happinefs, and yet thts is but a weak and imperfect explication 
of his Grandeur: for how can words be able to defcribe him,who is fo tranfeendently above eve- 
ry thing, that after our mind has advanced it felf as high towards him, as is poffible, by the 
attributes which it has given him, as by fo many flairs, yet it is forced back again without 
being able to approach or under Jl and him i for he is fovaftly incomprehenfible,that, if every 
Cedture of the Creation was changed into fo many tongues, they could not e\prefs that fsve- 
reign power, by which he Created all things\tbatR<yall conduct meriting an Eternal Monarch, 
and by which ht prefcrves the World , and that jujl drflribution of rewards andpunifbments, 
which are di [pen fed with fo much equity and wifdom, that our chaflifments may be put in- 
to the number of his Mercies and Bleflmgs, not only as they are part of his juftice, but as they 
are many times fc^ viceable to the converjion of finners, or at leaf as they refrain and I iader Q 
ih-mfrtm cent inning in their Crimes for fear of thofe pains, which they fee inflicted upon 
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CHAP. I, 

the incredible Felicity of the firft feven Months of the Reign of the 
Emperour Caius Caligula. 

The Emperour Caius Caligula is anEminent example of what I have faid:Never waS 
there feen a greater tranquillity, than that which was injoyd by all the Provinces 
both by Sea and Land, when he was advanced to the Empire after the death of tiber ius : 
The Eaft, the Weft,the North and South were all in profound peace : The Gtecks had 
no difference with the Barbarians : The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly 
and in good intelligence together. So great a felicity feerued to be incredible : & 
it could not be fufficiently admired, that fo young aPrince mourning the throne 
he fhould be attended with fo much profperity, that his defires could not exceed his in' 
joyments: His Riches were imtnence,his Forces both by Land & Sea great and formida- 
ble, his Revenues prodigious flowing, into his Exchequer ( as from an inexhaufHble) 
Stream )from all parts of the habitable World : For his Empire extended to the Rhine, 
and the Euphrates-,tb.cfii{k feparating it from Germany and other wild Nations, and the 
other bounding it from the Parfhians, Sarmatiansy Scythi^s and other people no left 
barbarous than the Germans. So that it mighebe faidj from the rifing to the fettirjg 
of the Sun, not only upon the continent, but, in the Jfles, and even in the parts on 
the other fide of the Sea,all was in peace and felicity : The people of Rome], ill It aly,m& 
all the Provinces both in Europe and Afia lived in a perpetual fealt: For it was never 
feen before under the Reign of any of their Emperoursjthat every man by the bidung 
of God injoy'd his eftate in that quietnefs, and. bare fo great a (hare in the publiak fe± 
licity, that there was nothing wanting to his defires. „ In all the Towns there was noi 
thing to be feen but Altars, and Victims, and ^Sacrifices, and Priefts in their white 
Robes, with Garlands of flowers upon their head.. All places we re full ofCheatfulnefsi 
Feafting, Playing, Mufick, Running of Horfes, Banqueting, Dancing tQ the.Flute^ 
and the Harp and all other Divestifments imaginable. No difference to . be difceXned 
in the contentment of either Rich or Poor, Common Perfons, or Perfons of Quality 
Mafters and Servants, or Creditor and Debtor. The felicity of that time was equal 
to all conditions, and what was verified then, made it almoft credible, what the Poets 
had faid formerly in their fables of the age of Saturn. And in this manner they pafle4 
feven compleat Months. . . 



CHAP. II. 

; the Emperour Ca 



,„ . -Jus, having Reigned but feven Months, fell dejieratly iU : the great 

'concernment which alltheProvinces expreffedfor it,& their incredible joy at his recovery. 



The next Month this happy Emperour fell into a great fit of ficknefsjfor having left 
his old way of living foberly and temperately, which preferves people in health,- 
and was the way he took, whilft tiberius was alive, he plunged himfelf into Intemp* 
ranee and Luxury : He drank much Wine, eat to excefs, bath'd unfeafonably* 
cram'd himfelf,till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had difgor^ 
ced, crammed himfelf again: He gavchimfelf up wholly toWomen, and to plcafures 
_ S, or c unnaturally criminal; in (hort he abandoned himfelf tc .all other difordcrs that 
were moft likely to alter thatTemperament andHarmony of body and mindjwhich Tern* 
perance maintains in health and vigour; whereas Intemperance weakens it, and ex- 
pofes it to Diftempers,that are moft commonly mortal. 

It was then about the beginning of Autumo,which is the laftSeafon in the year that 19 
proper for Navigation, and the time in which thofe, whotraffick in forreign pares, re* 
tnrn home By this means the news of his ficknefs was in a moment carried all ovc< 
the World, and changed their joy into fadnefs. The Towns, and the houfes were g«< 
nerally full of mourning and affiiaion; and the Emperours ficknefs became thediftenfc 
per of alltheProvinces; aud theirs was the greateft, becaufe his infirmity was only m 
G his body, but theirs in their minds, apprehending to loofe With their peace the injoy- 
nvntofall thofe good things, which were concomitant with »t, and having oblerved 
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the death of their Emperors attended commonly with Famine and other calamities,that H 
that arc theconfenuents ofWar, they could not fee any thing fo likely to exempt them 
as the health of their Prince. * 
His ficknefs beginning to abate,the news was immediately fpread abroad, and carried 
joy to the ver y ends of the E.irth ; For nothing is more nimble than fame; and every 
body expected me news of his recovery with incredible patience; and when it arrived 
every body believed himfe If recovered with him, and reftored to his former ielicity 
It is not rem? inbred, that any joy was ever fo general, all people feemirig to have paf- 
fed, as it were in a M oment,from a favage and r uftick, to a foft and a fociable life ' frdm 
Delarrs to Towns ; from Diforder to Order; and all by their happinefs in being un- 
der the conduct of a bountiful and legitimate Prince. . . I 



CHAP. III. 

The Emperor Caius abandons himfelf toall fortsof Debauchery, and with horrid ingratitude) 
and terrible cruelty ob/igesjoungTibztms^ x

T> UT it was quickly difcernable; that the Spiritofman is blind hi its imaginate 
JD ons ; that he is - ignordnt of whit is moft for his advantage, and that he takes the 1 xr 
lluiow many times fbrtheJubftance. "-Forthis Prince,who was confider'd as an adirfc 
rable Benef icto> , and one whofe Munificence and Favours were fpread all over Europe 
arid ^yfo.baiarne a Monfter for cruelty, or to fpeak more properly, he difcovered that 
humour,which though born with him, he had diffcmbled till that time. The Empefbtrr 
'had by hi- Son prufids ( whoUyed before him) this young Tib'eritd : toby 
his Nephew Germanitus U : h&d Caius C"nlig : ula,whom he preferred to Tiberius in the Sqc- V 
eeflion of the Empire upon condttiort', that he mould 'acknowledg the : greatnefsrof fch£ 
bdnefitby the manner of his c6rrip^tmerit with his Grand-Child : Bur C^inftead-qf 
btingconcewidfor having "received that by* Adopti6n, which belonged ro young fife* 
ttus by S'uiceffion^rov'dingtatfull, arid carried it to that excefs of Inhumanity, thai L* 
n;ot contented to have defeated him of his Empire", he caufed him to be put to death 
i»pon pretence of practices againft him as if a perfon of his age had been capable of fo 
great a defign •, but many people are. of opinion, that if young Tiberius hadhadfome 
lew years more over his head, his Grandfather would 1 doubtlefs have made him his Suc- 
cifTur, and laid afidc Caius ,o£ whom he began already to be jealous. ■ 

And this was the way which Caius rook to execute his deteftubleRefolutidn upon a 
Ferfon^vith whom in juftice he ought to have parted the Soveraignry. He caufed theT 
yaungX'bcrius to appear before him, alfcmbled his friends, and told them, I love Ti- 
l>cpus,notoy\\y as my Kinfman,but as my Brother, and I wifliwith all my heart,it was ! 
in my power to take him prefently as a partner into the Government, that I might vr 
thereby fulfil the laft willand Teftamentof his Grand Father : But you fee the ten- • 
dernefs of his years, and that he is ficter to hive a Governor, than to be a Governor 
himfelf. Were it not for that, what joy,what eafe would it be to me to have difcharge 
my fcl£ of part of fo great a burden,as it is to manage and conduct fo many feveral 
batons? seeing then the affedion which I bear him obliges me to it,I think good to de- 
clare to yon, that I am refolved to ferve and take care of him,not only as a Governour, 
but as a Father* by which name I ddire;he.may call me, and I mall call him Son' for 
the future. . 

When Caius by this Artifice had deluded all that were prefent, and by his counter- 
feit Adoption rather rob'd,than confer'd upon the poor Prince that part 6f the Empire, vr 
to which he might lawfully have pretended,there was nothing left, that might obftrudl: 
Jus fa ling into that^nare, which he had laid for him: forthe Laws of the Romans do 
give the 1 arcnts an abfolute power over their Children, and then the Supream degree 
of aukliority m which ho was eftablifbed, left no man in a Capacity to queftion any 
thing he did._ So that looking upon this young Prince as an Enemy, he treated him 
accordingly without refpect to his age, or any confideration,that he had been brought 
up by the Emperor with hopes of fucceeding him in the Government: for after his 
Father Drufu, was dead, the Emperour took him into his tuition, and ufed him rather 
like his Son than his Grand-Child.

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A"'- It is reported, that C4/«comriianded him to kill himfelf in the pteftnee of feveral 
Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ftri&iy to give him any affiftance, becaufe 
(forfooth) itwasnotdecenr,thatthedefcendentsof an Emperour mould die by any 
inferiour hands : For he would needs pafs for a ftri& obferver oftheLaws, atthevery 
time when he broke them,; and a Bigot in Religion, when he was committing fo great a 
Crime, without the leaft compun&ion or reraofe for making a Stalking-Hoifc of the 
truth by fo ftrange an hypocrifie. ■ 

The poor Prince,who had never feen any murders before, nor been accuftomed to 
thofe counterfeit Combats, in which young Princes are ufually exercifed in-time of 
Peace,, prefented his Throat to the perfon who ftood next him-, buthe and all the reft 

■r refuting to difpatch him,he took the Dagger himfelf, ask'dthem where he was to ftrike, 
and they in their great Civility having inftrufted him, he ftab d himfelf immediatly, 
and that with many blows, till by a lamentable and unmercifull compulfion he had 
murder 'd himfelf. 



CHAP. IIII. 

Caius puts to death Macro Colonel of his Pretorian bands, to whom he \>as oblig'd 
^ both for his life and his Empire. 

"\ TX 7" H E N Caius had finifoedthat buflnefs, which of all his affairs was of the 
V V greateft importance, there beingno body left that could pretend to the Em- 
pire, orto whofnany turbulent perfons^could in prudence apply, he rurn'd his indig- 
nation uporr JVE«^ 5 refolving, that he alfo mould feel the effects of his Cruclr y and In- 

- 2 This Macro had not only ferv'd him faithfully fince his advancement tb the Throne, 
f which would have beenno extraordinary thing, becaufe Princes who are fortunate 
fhall never want flatterers ) but he had been a great means, that Tiberius had chofcu hun 

Di for his Sucwffot : For befides that there never'was Prince of greater Sagacity and 
Penetratiori : than TiberM,' the experience, which his years had given him, gave him fo 
largean infightrmto the Tccrcteft Cogitations of Mart, that he began to be jfalous of 
Caius : he fufpeded him an Enemy in his heart to the whole family.of thcCWw , ^and 
that if he had any natural affection at all, it was only for his Relations by the Mothers 
fide, fo that Tiberius began to be apprehenfive for his Grand child, it he mould leave 
himaMinbr/. lAgain he looked upon Caius as uncapable of the Government^* lo 
great an Empiu?, by reafon of the weaknefs and levity of his parts, which feemd 
rather inclining to folly th*n otherwife : fo little Solidity was there to be obferved ei- 
ther in his word ot his anions : But there was no Stone that Macro left ^nturned to 

p/ difcuffe theft mfpitions, and efpecially his apprehettfton for his-Grand-Cluld. He 
affuredthe Emperout,that^a^ had -an extreme refpeft for him^ fo great an affedt- 
o« fbr hisCou&hat he would willingly leave the Empire to him,3c that it was nothing 
but his retention and modefty, that made people think him weak in his intelle^uals. 
When Macro ifourid thefe lteafons would not worki- he feared not to offer hirn^lf in 
Caution t and the EmpetOW Jiadno 1 t«i(bn to fufpeft his Sincerity after the Teffimo-

« hfeSob, he could not redone mote: V Several have atcributed^heCaufe to there - 
* La Sj whichC^ alwSysmew'd to MaerKbut more to the good offices of his Wife, 
4o for fome private Reifpfis was always- crying him up, and ipagrtif > -ing him to her 
Husband, an/ every oneTcnows the influence oT Women, efpecially if they be irnmo- 
deft, for then no Art .nor Flattery can efcape them, that may cqncealthcir tranfgief- 
ifons frfcftYtheir Husband. 1 M»^,being ignotant pf fome paffages-m his houfe,.nter- 
ftciei thefe 1 artifices for a£fedtion,& the greateft of. hisEnemies pafTed in his thoughts 
Setfueftof his friend*/ That Ke had preferved^ in fd many danger., and 
could not imagine, thathe would everberngraterul^gave him the confidence to^d- 
Sim hirh wiTh giat liberty upon aa apprehenfion,that he would either rum h mfelf, 
6' or be corrupted by other people. He was like a good workman, jealous of his oWn 
manuSe, and coutd W endure it mould be fpoii'd. Cum falling afleep one day 
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at the Table,Mai>-0 was bold Co wake and admonilh him, that it was neither decent nor H 
fecureifor he in that condition might eafily be flain. When Caius was looking upon his 
Dancers or Mimicks with fuch extraordinary pleafure and attention, that he could 
not contain from imitating their Geftures s wheu not contenting himfelf to fmile,or be 
pleaf'd, he brake outinto aloudLaughter among the Comedians or Buffoons > or wheu 
he fang or play'd among the Mufitiam, he jog'd him Gently, if he was with in reach, 
to the end he might give over, and told him in his Ear, what no body elfe durft have 
venturd ro have (aid. 

You are net, S i R, to abandon pur felfto the pleafures of your fince like other men, but are 
rather to fury aft them in gravity and prudence, as much as you tranfeend them in dignity and T 
extraction. How firange will it appear, for the Monarch of the World, to be unable to 
moderate himfelf in fuch flight and contemptible things < the great honour, that mvirons you, 
obliges you to do nothing unfuitable to the Majefiy of fi great and fb redoubted an Emperour: 
When you are in the Theatre, tr Circus y or tntbe place, of any pubhek exercife, you are not 
to conpdertbe fhow or fpeBacle fi much, as the pains and care, which thofe per Jim, wbopre- 
fint it, have taken to do it to your content^and are to argue thus with your felfilf tbefe per font 
have taken Jo much pains in things that are ufelefi to the life of man, and only ferviceabl* 
to the pleafures of the fpeUators, that thereby they may merit their applaufei & acclamation, n bat 
is there incumbent upon a P-ince, mho prof effes an art infinitely more eflimable f Dojo not 
know, that there is nothing equal to governing well, feetng it caufis plenty in all placet capa- 
ble of Cultivation, andjecures Navigation, by wb'tcb all tbe Pro vinces have Commerce, andfc 
communicate their refpeftive Commodities ? Envy and fiaio.'tjte, to frufirate this happy 
Communtcatton,bave Itke poifon infe&ed fome pe> fins, and fome Toans : But fince your Au- 
gust Family bos been advanced to the Sovereignty and Supreme power which extendi it felf OS 
well over the Seas as Lands of tbe whole Earth, it bos repelled tbefi monfiers into tbe moft re- 
clvje and obfenre Solitudes. To yot* alone it it that this fupreme Authority is. committed. 
Providence has plac'dyou,as a judicious Pilot, to manage tbe Helm. It is your office to look] 
to the good conduct of this incomparable veffel fraughted with the welfare of all mankind* and 
as fo noble an office it aboue all efttmation, you ought not to take pleafure in any thing fi 
much,as in rendnng fo many Nations, as are under your dominion, happy by your benefits.' Tie 
true they may be obltgd by particular pet fins, but it is from their Prince., only they are to Mf- £ 
p eft this excellent conduit, by which be (bows down his bounty upon them witbfUU bands, re- 
serving only fuch things ,as in prudence are neceffary for the remedying of fuch accidents, as caw 
not be forefeen. 

Thus it was, that this unfortunate Counfellor advif d Cains with defigne tahave 
made • him better * But his wicked nature turned his remedies into poifon, made a 
mock of his counfel, and became much worfe i in fp.much a$,when Maffo came co- 
wards him one time, he faid to thofe who were then about him > Do you fee that imper- 
tinent Scboolmafler, that ridiculous Pedagogueibe would take upon him to gin* infiruUions, 
not only to a Child, but to a per fin wifer than himfelf ^ He prates, as if a fubjeS was to com- 
mand an Emperour, and an Emperour, that is not ignorant in the art of Governing, and be ^ 
believes bimfilf excellent in tbatfeience. But J would fain ktuw,wbere be learned it. For my 
part, I veas brought up to it from my Cradle, receiving continual infiruSiens from my Father 
Brothers, Uncles, Coo/ins, Grand-Father, Great-Grand Father, and many other great 
Princes^ from whom I am defcendedbotb by tbe Father and "Mother, without Jo much as men- 
tioning the feeds of vert ue, which Nature mingles with tbe blood of tbofe, fie difigns jball com- 
mand i For by the fame reaf on as Children are el firved to refemble their Parents /tot only in 
the lineaments of their face, and the Qualities of their mind* but in their very geftures, in- 
clinations and aUtons, by tbe fame reaf on tbofe, who proctedfroma i\ace accufiomed to do- 
minion^ receive with their extftenceadifpefition 3 tbot makes tbenicqpableofaUtbeimpreJfions 
neceffary for the formation of a great Prince. I therefore may fay, that, when my Mother 
carried mt in her womb, and even before I was brought into the World, 1 was iufiruSed in tbe 
art of Governing, and yet a private perfon, wbefe thoughts have nothing in them that is noble 
andfublime, has the confidence to give me {bun/el in the CendtM and Regiment of my Empire, 
whicbto him is an impenetrable my fiery. 

In this manner Caws conceiy'd every day more and more averfion to Macro, en- 
deavouring to charge him with falfe crimes, but fuch as might at Icaft carry in- them 
fome appearance ofiruth . , and of this fort he believed he had found one by thefe 
words, which fell from Macro upon a time. ...... 

Tbe Emperour is of my making, and has no left obligation to me, than to tbofe who brought 
him into tbe World. Three times by my prayers and {contrivances \bave I refcueabim from tbe Q 
fury of Tiberius, who wouldlave put him to death 5 and when Tiberius, who wot>ld boie 

put 



to the Emperour Cai us Caligula. 

A put him to deatb^andwben Tiberius dyed, I cauf d him to be declared Emperour by tbeGuards, 
which were under my Command, remonfirating and inculcating to them > that the only way 
to keep the Empire entire was to pay obedience but to one perf on. , 
Many people approved this difcourfe in Mac ro, as kaowing it Was true, and not yet 
undemanding the inconftancy and diffimulatbn of Cains z But not many days after 
, the unfortunate Macro and his wife were put to death i which was all the recompence 
that the ingratitude of Coins afforded 1 to the fidelity of his fervant, for having fecurd 
him againft death, and advancd him to the Empire. Some fay, M aero was compelled 
to kill himfelf, and that his wife did the fame, though it was more than fu/pe&ed £W- 

B us had been kinder to her formerly. But what is more unconftanc than love, by reafoh 
of the frequent exceptions and difgufts that happen, where the affection is irregular' 
Nay fo intertable was the cruelty of Cuius, that he put Co death the Whole family of" Ma- 
cro, leaving not fb much as one of his Servants alive 



CHAP. V. 

Caius caufed bis Father in Law Marcus Syllanus to be flain for giving him 
wife fiunfel : and the Murder of him was followed by tbe Execution 
_ . of fiveral others. 

▼ TTTHEN this perfidepus Prince had in this manner quitted himfelf of his Com- 
petitor in the Empire, and of a, perfon to whom he ought both his authority 
T ™ and life, there was a third defign that remained to* be executed, to 
the perpetration of which he imploy'd his utmoft addrefs. His Father in 
Law Marcus Syllanus ( who was a perfon or great Generpfity, and of illuftrious ex- 
traction) after the death of his Daughter who died very young ) continued to Caius 
the affection of an own Eather rather than 6f-a Father in Law* believing that* though the 
D Princefs was dead, he could not but haw. the fame fentjments fo* him* Upon this 
j fcpre he fpake to him with great, liberty about the meafures , which he was to take 
by his actions to anfwer the hopes which were conceived of him : BatCaius, beiugftf 
.vain anOpiniafter,that infteadpf owning or mending his faults,he flattered himfelf with 
aFancy s that he was excellent in all kinds of virtues, & look'd upon thofe as hisEnemtes, 
who gave him good counfel,he perverted the good Counfel of £yV/«»ttf, reputed it an in- 
folence, grew infupportable towards him, and could not endure any longer to have 
him an impediment to the irregularity ofi his paffions. After this he baniftYd as well 
out of -his thoughts as his heart the remembrance. of his wife, and by more than barba- 
rous Cruelty caufed him to.be put todeathfor Treafon, from whom flie had received, 
life, and who ought to have been refpecled by him as an own Father. The noife of 
E this rfiurder, which was followed by the execution of feveral others the moft confiderable 
'in the Empire, was fpred all over the World : ev©:y body fpake of it with horrour,but iu< 

(>rivate, their fear obftructing the publication of their refentment; Neverthe- 
efs the people being eafily deluded, and not without difficulty to be perfwaded, rhat 3 
Prince, who had appeared fp good and fo gentle, fhould be fo fuddeuly changed, ic 
was faid in his excufe. That, as to the death of the young Tiberius, tbe Soveraign power 
could not admit of a Partner : That be was only prevented by Caius j for if bis age would 
have permitted, be would have treated bim in tbe fame manner'. That it was perbapi by tbe 
Providence of God, and for tbe benefit ef the whole World, that Tiberius iojt bit life, to 
ficure tbe Empire from Ctvil and Firretgn Wars, which would have devided into faSi* 
F. onshy the feveral great per four, who would have efpoufed tbe interefl both of tbe one and tbe 
ether : That nothing is more difirable than peace : That Peace cannot fubfiji bat by good con- 
duct in the Provinces > and that a Province canot be wtfl governed, unlefs tbe Government be 
in a fingle perfon, wbofe authority maintains all things in quiet and repofe : That, as to Ma- 
cro, be was grown fifawcy and proud, that in appearance he bad quite forgot that excellent 
direSion of tbe Oracle at Delphos, Nofceteipfum, which is a thing fi neceffary, that with 
the knowledg of ones filf one cannot fail to be happy, nor avoid being unhappy, when it is not 
attained : That it was infupportable for Macro to fet himfelf up above the Emperour, as if it 
was not bis office to command, and tbefubjeUs to obey : In this manner it teas that the igno- 
rant either out of flattery or folly interpreted the wholt fome counfels of 'Macro ; and, as for 
Q Syllanus, it was faid, that it was ridicucvlous in bim to pretend to as much piwer over hit 
'■ ; Son in Law, as a Father has over bis ownSon^feeing tbofe Fathers, who are but fiti^ens ,do f*b*

- * mit without trouble to their own Children, when they are advanced to any dignity or oflice,andH 
that it was imprudently done in him to imaginejbatMing buthisFatber inLavr,he (houldba-ve 
a right to inter pofe in publish affairs, -without conftdering tbat bit allyanCe with the Empereur 
was extinguished by the death of his Daughter 3 Marriages being but outward ligaments, 
which, though tbey joyn Families together at prefent, yettbey are brotpi upon jhe death of 
either of the parties. . . 

This was the difcourfe, which was ufed in fome of their aflemblys to excnfe the 
Emperour's cruelty ; for there having been none of his predeceflbrs, ofwhofe meeknefs 
and bounty they had conceived a better opinion, they could not (as I have laid ) ima- 
gine he mould be fo changed in a Moment.

CHAP. VI- 

Cains requires the veneration of one of the Gods. 

THefe horrid and criminal actions pafled in the mind of Caius for lb many victories 
obtain' d againft. the moft confiderable perfbns of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguifhed the luftre of the ImperialFamily in the blood of hisCoufin young 7f£mar, . , 
whom he ought in juftice to have taken into the partnerfhip of the Government. His K 
abominable inhumanity had exafperated the Senat by the death otSyllanas his Father jn 
Law, who was one of their greateft ornaments.* and his horrible ingratitude had taken?a- 
way |the life or Macro a perion of the firft Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
oblig'd particular*]-/ for the Grandeur, to which he was advanc'd. 

Having perpetrated thefe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durft oppofe himfelf againft his pleafure, he ought not to be fatisfied with the 
greateft honors, that could be confer'd upon man 5 but that he might expect and chal- 
leng what was given to the Gods i and it is reported, that topejfwade himfelitofo 
ilrange an extravagance his argument was thus : 

As thofe, who conduit and, have the care of Hoards of CaJtel whether Oxen, or Sheep* or L 
Deer, are neither Oxen,nerSbeep%norDeer ibemfilvesjbut nun of a nature infinitely more excel' 
lent, than the nature of tbofe animals : fi they, wbo have the command of all the men and Crea- 
tures in the World, ought to be considered as more excellent than men, and receive reve- 
rence like Gods. 

Having admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, and taken the boldnefs to pub- 
lifli it, he came by degrees to the effects . :• He began firft to defire to be reverenced as 
one of the demy-Godj, firch as Bacchus, Hercules, C*flf and Pollux, Trypbon, Am- 
pbtarus, Jmpbilocus ,and others » but helaugh'd at their Oracles and Ceremonies,and ra- 
vifli'd them from them, that they might be attributed to himfelf. 

He changed his habit and drefs like a player. Sometimes to perlbnat Hercules he wore M 
a Lions skin about his fhoulders,and a Club in his hand : fometimes he wore a Hat like 
Caflor and Pollux i and fometimes in imitation of Bactbtu he wore the skin of a young 
Hind. But in this point he differed from thofe pretended deities, that, whereas they 
were contented with their refpective and particular Ceremonies without envying what 
was confer'd upon the reft, he required them all, thathe might.be accounted above 
them. 

Neverthelefs that, which contracted thegreat throng of fpectators, was not that he had 
three bodies like Gerion, but becaufe he transformed himfeJf into as many different 
dupes as Proteus^ who, as £fe*wr' defcribes, changed himfelf iuro feveral Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. • N 

Burlaw, this vain refembauce wich thefe Demy-Gods was not the thing, you ought 
to have affected i you were rather t<f have imitated their actions and virtue. Hercules by 
his glorious labours delivered both Land and Sea from fuch Monfters, as troubled the 
repol'e Of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firft that planted the Vine, brought a li- 
quor into the World fo pleafantand comfortable both to the body and mind of man, 
that it made them forget their forrows, exhilarated and fortified their hearts in fuch 
manner, that the effects of it arc ftill feen in the dances and feftivities, not only of the 
moft civil z'd, but of the moft barbarous Nations. As to Caflor and Pollux, the two 
Sous of Jupiter, is it -not faid,that one of them being immortal and the other mortal, he, 
who had the advantage of immortality, not being able to think that his brother mould q 
die, would needs equal and debate himfelf to the condition of his Brother by commu- • 

nicacing 
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A inciting to him part or his immortality, and in fome meafure fubje&ing himfelf to death* 
which was the greateft exprefiion of kinduefs that could be imagined. Thefe Heros 
then, who were the admiration of their own ages, and are ftill the wonder of 
o'.irs, were not adored and reverene'd as Gods, but for their benefits and good actions 
toman. Bur, Caius, what have youdone in imitation, that may in courage you to 
fuch an exa£tion<> To begin wich Caflor and Pollux have you imitated the perleft friend- 
fliip,that was between thofe two Brothers,- and made them fo glorious.'' youwith- 
out compaffion to the youth and tehdernefs of him, who ought to have been to you as 
aB:other, and with whom you were in juftice obliged to have (hat'd the whole Em? 
pire, you ( I fay ) have cruelly embrued your hands in his blood, and fent his filters 

g into Exile, to reign with thei more fecurity and quiet your felf. Have you imitated 
Bacchus, and diff Lis'd an univerfal joy and chearfuluefs over the whole Earth by any 
admirable invention ? you, "who being to be confidered no otherwife but as a publick 
Plague, have found out nothing but new inventions to turn that joy into lorrow, that 
chearfulnefs into fadnefs, and make peoples lives a burden .- You,who in recompence 
of the inhnite>wealth and advantages, which flow in to you dayly from all parrs of the 
World, do with your infatiable avarice crufh aud deprefs your people with the weight 
of fo many newTributes and Impofitions,that you iuforce them to abominate your horri- 
ble inhumanity. Do you imitate Hercules in the noblenefsol his actions,and in the diffi- 
culty of his Labours to introduce and eftablifh peace, to diftributejuuice and reftore 

q plenty both at Land and at Sea f you, who on the contrary being molt lazy and fear- 
ful of your fex, have banifhed all order, and quiet, and happinels, to introduce dif- 
order, and trouble, and all kind of mifery in their places. Is it then by thefe meafures 
you think, to pafs for a Demy- God ? and do you defire to be immortal, that you may 
continue thefe afflictions eternally ? Is it not more rational on the other fide to believe, 
that, if you were really one of the Gods, the odiousnefs of your conduct would degrade 
you,and tumble you down again into the degreeof a man, feeing vice is as efficacious to 
make people mortal,as virtue to immortalize>Forbear then to compare your felt co Caflor 
and Pellux,viho were lb much Celebrated for their Brotherly love, after you have been 
lb cruel as to have murdered your own Brother ,• and do not petend to the honors, 

£j which are given to Hercules and Bacchus, who fignalized themfelves by their good deeds, 
whilft your crimes and iniquities are luffictent to render them ufelefs. 



CHAP. VII. 

The folly inc reafmg every day , he exuded the honour of a God, and imitated Mercury, 
' ' Apollo, and Mars. 

E T"% TJT the arrogance of £a/'wf refted not there : he thought it beneath him to be 
r\ honoured as a Demy God, and therefore pretended to be equal with the Gods. 

At firft he Would pafs for Mercury* and habited himfelf like him, wearing a Ca- 
dueeus in his hand,aud winged Bufkins upon his Legs. Toreprefent Apollo he appeared 
another time with a Crown upon his head gliftering with Rays, a quiver at his back, 
Wich Arrows in his left hand, and with his right hand diftributing Largefles among the 
people, to ftiew that his bounty was greater than'his exaction. 

After that he inftituted facred dances, in wnich fongs were fung in praife of this 
new God, who before,whilft he petfonated Bacchus, contented himfelf with the names of 
Evius, LUus, and Liber. Many times alfo,when he reprefented Mars,he arm'd him- 

F telfwith a headpiece, aCuirafle, and a Buckler, mowing himfelf publickly with a 
naked Sword in his hand, accompanied with Bra-vo's and Hectors ready for any mur- 
ders that he mould command them, aud all to imitate the fury of that deity ,who breath d 
nothing but flaughter and blood. So extraordinary a fpectacle fitt'd with aftonifhment 
the minds of his people, who could not fufficiently admire, that he mould pretend 
to any refemblance wich thofe, having nothing of their virtue or good qualities to re- 
commend him, and that he fhould affect to take upon him the marks of that good, 
which they had procured to mankind. For what elfe is figuificd by the Winged Buf- 
kins of Mercury, but that he was an Embaflador of the Gods, aud an Interpreter of 
their wills, the Greek name implying no otherwife, but that he was the meffenger of 

G happy news, which he conveyed with expedition? And not only a God, but a man 
would with great difficulty be perfwaded to be the meffenger of bad. The Caducous 
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What did it import, but that he was the Stickler, and Mediator in Treaties, and all mat- H 
ters of Peace ; feeing men alfo ufed the fame upon the like occafions, and otherwife 
there would have been no end of the ill confequences of War i But that Cuius put on 
his winged Brodequins upon his Ankles , was it to publifli and fpread abroad thorow all 
the Provinces the noife of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been buried in per- 
petual Oblivion ? And why fliould he give himlelf fo much trouble, when without ftir- 
fne from his place, he committed fuch an infinite number of impieties, which ftreaming 
inceflantly from that deteftable fource, overflow'd the whole world, and was a more per- 
nicious Deluge than the former t And why fliould he carry a Cadace, when there was 
nothing to be found either in his words or actions, that had the leaft appearance or ten- 
dency to Peace i But on the contrary, there was not a Province or Town in all Greece \ 
or Ba,bay, in which he was not the occafion of divifion and troubles t Let our pretend- 
ed Mercury then quit that Name, which is fo unfuitable for him. 

Andasto^f/w>ff<7, In what was it that he could pretend torefemble him? Was it in 
the glittering of his Crown, as if the Sun and the Day were more proper tor the com- 
miffion of Evil, than Darknefs and Night f There are none but actions that are vir- 
tuous, and worthy of praife, that are fit for the Day, whilft anions that are wicked and 
fcandalous ought to look out the thickeft and moft private obfeurities in Dens and 

Ca This counterfeit A folio has no lefs overturned and perverted the Order of Phyfick i 
For,whereas the true Apollo invented wholfome and falutiferous Remedies for the Cure K 
of Maladies, this made ufe of nothing but fuch poyfons as were mortal and deftruenve. 
His infatiable avarice animated him principally againft the greateft and moft opulent per- 
fonsof Italy, becaufe among them there was more Gold and Silver to be found, than in 
all the reft of the World ; and had not God Almighty delivered it, there had not been 
a place in the whole Empire, that his avarice would not have pillaged, ruined, and de- 
ftroyed. 

ApoUo was celebrated likewifenot only for his excellency in Phyfick, but for his Pre- 
dictions, which by his Oracles he communicated for the good of Mankind, that they 
might not fink under thofe Calamities which hung over their heads. But the Oracles 
of Caius extended no further.than to the foretelling to the moft Illuftrious, and beft qua- L 
lifted perfons, Confifcation, Exile and Death i the only favours, that were to be expeft. 
ed from his oppreffion, injuftice and tyranny. What fimilitude was there then betwixt 
thefe two A 'f otto's ? And what flume was it,that Songs fliould be fung equally in com- 
mendation of them both, as if it were a lefs Crime to attribute to a vitious man theho- 
nouts, which were due only to a God, than to counterfeit Money, which carries but the 
Image of a Prince ? ' 

But nothing was more ftrange, than to fee a man, whofe Mind and Body were fo noto- 
rioufly effeminate, arrogate to himlelf the force and courage of Mars, and delude the 
Spectators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage. For in what 
was it that he might be faid to refemble not only the fabulous M<ir/,which is but a fidi- M 
on, but the true one ( if there was fuch a one ) which he defired to refemble, that has 
a Courage generous and beneficent, always ready to relieve the opprefled (as the Gretk 
word figuifes ) a Courage, that by juft and lawfull Wars was ftill followed with a happy 
and an honourable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, One implying and reprefent- 
ing him a lover of fuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick t and the 
other defcribing him, as a lover of War, which cannot be accompanied but with Ca- 
lamity and Confafion. 
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CHAP. Vlli- 

Caius takes a prejudice againft the Jews, becaufe tiny mould net, like other People, 
J^everence him as a God. " * 

ISuppofe I have clearly demon ftrated, that Cairn had but little refemblance with the 
Demi-gods, and lefs with the Gods themfelves. Never Prince had more wicked 
jj inclinations. He embraced blindly and with an immoderate vehemence whatever came 
- into his mind i his ambition was little better than madnefs i his obftinacy was inviucible; 
and his irregular defires had no bounds in the abules and outrages which he committed 
by his Power. 

The Jetvs (formerly happy enough) felt the deplorable effects of it : for he looked 
upon them as the only perfons capable of oppofing his Defigns, in refpedc. that from 
their Infancy they had learned from their Parents by a conftant Tradition ( and it had 
been inculcated and confirmed to them by their facred Laws ) not to acknowledge any 
but the* true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth For all other Nations, though 
. groaning under the burthen of his tyrannical domination, in flattery complied with hi* 
defirei and by that means augmented his preemption and vanity. 

Several Romans were not afhamed likewife to proftitute and diflionour the Liberty of 
their City by introducing into Italy the fame bale conformity and fubmiffion,which the 
Vat bartons ufed in their pufillanimous Adorations. But he knew jthA the Jens, on the 
contrary, rather than conlent to the leaft violence or intrenchment upon their Laws, 
ran to death as to immortality. For as a Stone cannot be taken out of a Building, bat 
by little and little the whole Fabrick will run to ruine • it is the fame in matter of Reli- 
gion, to the deftruaion of which nothing could contribute more, than fuch an impious 
and audacious enterprise, as the pretending to change a mortal Man into an immortal 
God, which is far more difficult ,than that God fliould be changed into a Man ; befides 
that it would open a door to horrible infidelity, and dreadful ingratitude towards God 
Almighty, whofe infinite Gooduefs is perpetually fprinkling and diipenfing his Mercies 
and Favours upon all Creatures. 

This was the occafion of that cruel war made upon our Nation: and what greater mis- 
fortune can befal any Servants than to have their Mafter their enemy ? But the Subjects 
of Emperors are Servants ,• and whereas the moderation of the Princes.which governed 
before £WfMynade their Dominion gentle and pleafing to all People, his Government was 
inhipportable. Mercy was a Virtue unknown to him.and fo far was he from any remorfe, 
that he made it his boaft, when he trampled upon the Laws and abolifhed them, to make 
room for his own Violence and Tyranny. But the principal Objedl of his Fury were 
the Jews i It did not fatisfie him to ufe them as Servants, but he treated them as Slaves, 
» and as the moft vile and abjed of Slaves : So that it may with too much verity be affirm' 
ed, That they had in bim, injleadofa kind and indulgent Mafler, a cruel and unmerciful 
Tyrant. * y 



CHAP. IX 

the antient Inhabitants 0/ Alexandria**fre occafion of Caius hit animofty to the Jews, to do

"\ 7\T H E N the Pique, which this Erriperour had againft the^w/.carne firft to the 
V V knowledge of the Inhabitants of Altxandria^ who had had alwayes a mor- 
tal and inveterate quarrel againft them, they thought they could never have a fairer op- 
portunity to revenge themfelves . and therefore, as if they had received Orders to that 
purpofe from the Emperdur, or, having overcome the Jews in Battel, the right of War 
hadexpofed them to their fury, They fell upon them with irfefiftable violence, forced 
_ their Houfes, turned their Families out of doors, lack d, plundred, and carried away alt 
the beft of their Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves, who were tarlulot 
punifhmenr, but at noon day, expofing and fliewirg what they had taken to every body 
Bbbb a they 
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they met, as if they had beeTtheir own, and bought with their money fome of them, R 

byaVeftable aflociatioa in that impious aftion, fharing 

place ia the prefcnee of thole very perfons which they had robbd, and added mockery 

£ ° Butw^thk to have brought fuch People to indigences were rich and fplejdid 
before 7 to have fore'd them Sam their Houfes, and e^pofed them like Vagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air ? Thefe inhumane Alexandrians drove : the fews with their 
Wives and Children from all parts of the Town to coop them up like Beaasmfodofea 
place 5 that not having given them liberty to bring any thing w.th th em they doubted not 
but that they wouldllye either with hunger, or the infection of the Air i Free refoirati- j 
oa b ing foneceflary \o the Life of Mao, by reafon of the heat of the Bowels, that it ,s * 
Se adding fuel to fire, inftead of frefh and cool air to refr.gerate the Lungs, togive 
then, nothing but the hot ftifliog Air of a pea throng of People crowded together in 4 

Pf In this extremity thefe poor People, at leaft to take Breath, difperfed themfelves, 
fome into the Defarts, fome along the Sea-Coaft, and others into the Sepulchres i and 
it in any place of the fayd Town any of the Jews appeared, as not knowing what had 
L^L Alexandrians knocked them down, or lam'd them with ftones orwith 
Cudgels and handled them in the lame manner as they did thofe who had efcaped out 
of thai little place, where they had throng'd fo great a multitude. 

Thefe cruel Perlecurors upon the Banks of the River way-laid the Jetcifi Merchants, g

noffo much in honour of him, as in hatred to our Nation. And of this there Q eedsno 
b"terproof,thanthatforthreehundred years together, during the reign of tenof their 
KhgsAhev never confecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chap pels, though thej 
placed the* Kings in the rank of theic Gods, and gave that Title to fome of them. And O 
though they knew they were but men, they fhould honourtheir 
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A Princes like Gods, feeing they payed the fame adoration to Doggs, Wolfs, Lyons, 
Crocodiles and feveral other amphibious Creatures ,info much as all Egypt is full of Tem- 
ples Altars and Groves confecrated to their honour. 

But as they were the greateft flatterers in the World, and confidered the Fortune more 
than the perlon of any Prince, they will aufwer perhaps, That the J{pm*n Emperors being 
more paiffant and profperout than their own Kings, it was but jufiice to give them more honour. 
What anfwer can be more ridiculous? For why then did they not give the fame honour 
to Tiberius^ to whomfo/W was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prince reigned three 
and twenty years with fJch prudence and felicity, that he preferved to his dying day, 
not only the Greek Provinces, but the Barbarous in profound Peace, and the enjoyment 
B of all things > Was it that in his Birth he was inferiour to Caitu * He exceil'd him on 
both fides, both by the Father and Mother. Was it that his Education or Learning was 
lefs ? What perfon in his time was wifer or more eloquent ? Was it that his years 
were not fo many, and by confidence his Experience not fo great ? What Emperor 
ever ended his days in a happier old Age ? And even in his Youth was not h.s capacity 
and judgement wonderful; which is not commonly acquired but but by number ot years i 
vet you never thought him worthy of fuch extraordiuary honour. 

Whatlhall I fay ltkewife ot that ineftimable Prince, who feemed by the Eminence of 
his Virtues, to be raifed above the condtt.ou of meni and. by the multitude of his 
good deeds, and the felicity of his Reign, was the firft who merited the g onous name 
C of Awuftits, and having received ithimfelf from no body, tranimitted it to his poftentyr' 
TheSea wasinoppofnionagainfttheLand, and the Land agamlt the Sea. Europe was 
in Armes againft Ajia, and Aft* agaiuft Europe. All the Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who mould remain Mailer, and it may be faid that the whole race of 
mankind was ready to penfh by this bloody and cruel war kindled at the fame time in 
all parts of the world ; when in fo horrible a Tempeft t is great Prince took the r Rud- 
der into his ownhand, reftored Peace to <he whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
civiliz'd the Manners of the moft barbarous Nations, overwhelm d as it were all the 
great Towns With fo much happ nefs, that they might have pafs'd for tree States, main- 
tain d Peace, encouraged Juftice, and forbore not unceflantly to pour odt his Favours 
D upou the People with full hands, even to the end of his days 

This incomparable Emperour had Egypt under h.s Dominion for three and forty 
vears together i yet you never paid him that honour, which you have done to sCatm ; you 
Lnot up his Statues in the Oratories of the Jews though never Pr.nce ^feTvedfo 
much reverence as he, not only as he was the Foundation of the Auguft Jrrperzai tayly, 
ButashewastheUniterofthatSoveraignPower.which was divided before, aud ufedic 
w?£ ^fuch mode ra£lOD , that thereby he procured the p blxk Felicity, there be.ng nothing 
more certain than that faying of the Antiencs, The Government by*a»y« 
intefpeZtofthemifehiefswbtcbdofollorv their dxverfity of Judgement. The Example hke- 
wife of other Peopleought to have obliged you: for in all other places they payd him 
■p divine honour , ^and conlecrated many rich Temples to h.m, fuch as are not to be 
E feen ( cither Ancient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly .n Alexandria- 
For what other is comparable to that, which upon his account bears the name of 
SelaTl , built near the Pott, and in fuch efteem with Marnners and Sea-men ? It 11 
fo fpadous and lofty, it is vifible a far off. It is full of excellent Pictures, admirable 
LSnd 0ther richPrefents both of Silver and Gold.that have been offered by great 
Perfons ; nothing is more Magnificent than its Portico s t its &W, its Galleries m l* 
braT^Grove. In fo general a Concuorfe of People, coukl any man offenfefay, 
Jblt tbTwas not to pay AugSftus all the honour that wadue to him, except putting up b» 
S^^torJri of the Jews' No without doubt . But that which hmdred u 
t? then w«, that they underftood that incomparable Prince took as much pleafure to fee 
F eve V body ^Hve leiularly, and according to the Law. of their Country, as he did care to 
Khe^Loa Lais p/t in executions and if he received any honours^ ^^raoijl.oary 
fromtheblindnefsof his adorers, it was not that he approved * ! hnrfelf, 
hought it might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandure and ^^jefty of the Em- 
X Vol what can be a greater iuftance of his Moderation, and that he would not fuf- 
* fcx ■ himfelt to be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their i^eOs, 
Zl ne wruldneveradmittheTrttleeitherof a God or a Matter ? and indeed not 
onlv eieaed that Battery, but expreffed great approbation of the horror and detcftauon 
of hofi which declare fo fuch.hmgs ? Otherwife how could he have permitted that the 
G 7 ^L grea^^ by fuchMafteis as ha taken them 

Prlfouers iu the Wars ) fhould be allowed to poffefs in ^ fo great a part of the Ci£ 
B b b b 5 ** 
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as lyes beyond the Tyber t He was not ignorant that they had their Oratories, where u 
they met for their Devotions, efpecially on their Sabbach day > That they raifed their 
Tenths to fend them to Jemfilem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there' alfo. Yet 
he did not Banifh them from Rome; and he was fo far from aboliftung their Religion 
or fubverting their Laws and their Cuftoms, that he gave rich Prefects to our Templet 
and ordaiaed, that everyday Sacrifice Ihould be made to Cod Almighty, which is ob- 
ferved to this day, and will be obferved for ever, and remain an eternal Mark of the vir- 
tue of that incomparable Emperour. 

He ordered likcwife that the Jews fhould be comprifed in the publick diftributions of 
Money aDd Corn,which were made among the People in certain Months ; and if ic hap- 
pened thofe Diftributions were made upon their Sabbath-day, at which time it is not per- f 
mitted among them to door receive any thing, efpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage ; he took care that their portions mould be referved, and delivered the next day ; 
which made the Jews fo confiderable among other Nations, that, thongh naturally they 
had no kindnefs for them, yet they dnrft mot moleft them in the exercife of their Re- 
ligion. 

And Tiberius treated them in the lame fort, though Sejanus did what he could by his 
Calumnies to ruine thole who inhabited at Rome, becaufe he knew they could not be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Confpiracy againft his Matter. And this Prince 
lent afterwards to all the Governors of Provinces, that, except fomefew who had been 
medling in that Plot, all the reft of the Jews mould be well treated, and not obliged to v 
change any thing of their Cuftoms ; becaufe they were naturally peaceable, and had no-^ 
thing either in their Laws or Manners contrary or inconfiftent with the Tranquillity of 
the Empire? 



CHAP. X. 

Caius being already imaged againft the' Jews of Alexandria, was much exonerated by an 

Egyptian called Helico, who had been formerly a Slave, but was then L 
in very great favour, 

CAIUS having pafi*ed to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
believe himfelf a God, he found no People either among the Greeks or Barbarians 
more ready than the Alexandrians to humor him in his extravagant imagination : For 
there are no People more fubtile, more hypocritical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confufion and trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And fo little is their re- 
fped for the Name of God, that they make no difficulty to attribute it to Ibis, and feveral 
other Creatures. And as they are very prodigal of that honour,they do eafily delude fuch, 
as are not acquainted with that impiety in the Egyptians, whereas it is impoflible Co do fo 
with thofe, who do know and deteft it. 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, fuppofed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becaufe they proclaim' d it publickly, and with all the forma- 
lity and acclamations, wherewith they were accuftomed to declare their refpeds towards 
their Gods, befides he confidered the lacriledges they had committed upon ourOratories, 
as a great teftimony of their .Zeal i and there were no Poems ot Hiftories that he couM 
read with fo much delight and pleamre, as the Relations that were lent him upon that 
Subjeft. • . 

Thofe who made it their bufinefs to applaud or decry what ever lik'd or difpleafed 
him, contributed much to that humour* tor moft of them were Egyptians, and unfortu- N 
nate (laves, brought up from their infancy in that abominable error, which prompted 
them to pay divine Worfhip to Serpents and Crocodiles. The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked fellow called Helico, who by his ill practices had wrought himfelf 
into the Court. He had fome (mattering of Letters, and he, whofe flave he was firff, 
and had taught him his knowledge, prefented him to Tiberius: But that Prince had ne- 
ver any great efteem for him, by reafon that the manner, in whch he had been educated 
in hisyouth.had rendred him grave and fevere, and made him defpHe every thing that 
was not ferious. When after his death £Wof fncceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
creature obferviog that there was nothing diflblnte or voluptuous.to which Caius was not 
inclined, fiid thus to himfelf r Now is tbe time, Helico, that muft needs be favourable Q 
U your dejignti be fureyou do not negleU to improve it to your advantage : Toubave aMofter 



to tbe Emperour Caius Caligula. 



Am you would de ftre your felf. Xou have accefs, and are acceptable to hps ; jour wit is ply Me 
enough', you have a faculty in Drolling ; and thofe tricks and inventions which are fo apt to 
difpofe People to mirth, are your excellence and element ; you are verfei in the Liberal and all 
other Sciences ; you do not only knew how to plea fe by your flatteries, but by exprefftons, whofe 
cunning ( the more dangerous by how much it is more fecret and occult ) excites fxjbicion and 
indignation against them,whomyou have a dtfign to prejudice, when your Master it in an hu- 
mour to hear you ; and that he is ready almost alwayes to do,fo much is he difpafedto hear am 
thing of Calumny or Reproach; you need not trouble your felf much for fubjetf, for with that 
the Jews will abundantly fupply you,you have no more to do but to declaim againit their Laws 
and their Customei,and that you have learned from your Infancy, not only from particular 
B perfonsjtutfrom most of the inhabitants of Alexandria. Let us fee then what you can do. 

Thefe things running in Helico's head, he ftirred not from Caius either night or day? 
and in the times of his pivate relaxations and divertifements, he left no opportunity of 
incenfing him againft the Jews by his forgeries and fuggeftions ; which were the more 
effectual by being flyly and wittily delivered j for he would notprofefs himfelf their 
Enemy, but acted cunningly and fubtilly - by which means he did them more mifchief, 
than if he had openly declared himfelf. 

When theEmbafiadors of the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had acted fo cruelly 
againft us, underftood how much this wretched man was ferviceable to them, they gave 
him not only money, but hopes of procuring him great honours, as foon as the Empe- 
C ror Ihould come to Alexandria, where they did not queltion, but he would fuddenly be 3 
and on the other fide there was nothing but he promifed them, fomuch did he hugg 
himfelf in thehopes of receiving thofe great honours in the prefence of the EmbalTadors, 
who would not fail to repair to fo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to pay 
their Complements to fo great a Prince. 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy fo dangerous and confiderable as He- 
lico, we aimed only to defend our felves againft fuch as were profefled ; But when we 
found it we applyed all our Intereft and induftry to fweeten and take him off : No 
man did,or could do us more mifchief than he ; for he was one at all Games, at all Re- 
creations, Feafts and Debaucheries with Caius * His Office of firft Gentleman of the 
D Bcd-Chamber ( which was one of the beft places about the Court) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when ever he defired, and his Matter took great plcafure in hear- 
ing him : He laid afide all other defigns, and intended nothing fo earneftly,as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did with fo much artifice, and mingled 
them with his Jokes in fo pleafant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Caius, 
rather than malice to us, that he made fuch an impreffion againft us in the Emperours 
mind, as we could never extinguiih. 



£ CHAP. XI. 

The Jews of Alexandria appoint anBmbaffie to Caius to reprefent their Sufferings-, in 
which Embaffie Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in appearance, but 
Philo found he was not to be trusted, 

AFter we had tried all our skill to make Helico our Friend,finding it was but labour 
in vain, becaufe he wasfoinfolentand proud no body durft come near him, and 
not knowing befides whether it was from any perfonal or particular fpleen againft us, 
that he provoked and exafperated the Emperour to our Deftruftion, we concluded to 
F fteer another Courfe, and refolved toprefent a Petition to the Emperour, which (hould 
conteininftionwhatwehadRcmonftratednot long before to King Agrippa, when he 
was at Alexandria, in his paffage to Syria, to take poflefilon of that Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caius : Hereupon we departed for Rome, fecure, as 
we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
had a mortaller Enemy. He received us in the field ot Mars, as he was coming out of 
his Mothers Gardens ; his Countenance was pleafant and chearful,his Words obliging, 
he made a fign with his hand that he would be our Friend, and fent us word afterward 
by the Mafter of the Ceremonies called Homus, that he would hear our bufinefs at lei- 
fure : In fo much as there was not one of thofe who were prefent, nor indeed one of 
q our whole Nation ( unlefs of more than ordinary fagacity) that believed not our Em- 
biiifie would fuccced to our defires, and every body came and Complemented us there- 
upon: 
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" UDOn : But my age and experience in Mundane affairs giving me a further profpe&H 

and penetration, that which tranfported other people became fufpe&ed by me : for I 
reafoned thus with my felf : ' >.t ur :., 

How comes it to pafs that, Embajfadors being here from all quarters of the World, we 
fljouldbe the only perfons,towhom the Emperour fljould -vouchsafe to fend word, that he would 
£ ive us Audience i For, do's not he know, that being j cws wefbould think ourfelves happy 
to be treated like other People < Can we without folly expect favour extraordinary front a 
youn? Prime of another Nation, or believe that he has not greater inclination for the Alex.. 
andrians thai tfo< us, and makes -fucb hajle to determine our bufmefs in obligation to them*. I 
„i(h to God that, in ftead ofbeitig an equal Arbitraior, his fetitencebe not Arbitrary, and that 
he docs m prove himfelf our Enemy and their Protector. I 



CHAP. XII. 

Philo*W his Collogues discover, that Cams had commanded Petronius the Govermurof 
Syria to jet up hts Statue in the temple e/Hierufalem. 

WHilftthcfe thoughts were in my head, and gave me no quiet either night or 
day, another misfortune that could not be forefeen, and portended not on- R 
ly the deftruction of a part, but of the whole Nation of the Jews, fell out to 
accomplilh my trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Puteoli ; to 
which place being retired along the Rivet for diverfion, he entertain'd himfelf in the 
Houfes of Plcafure,which are numerous,and very Magnificent, not thinking in the leaft 
of our Affaire, though he had ordered us to follow the Court, and we were ready, ex- 
pecting every hour, when he mould have decided our Controverfie when on a fuddaih 
a certain Perfoncame to us, with his Eyes ftaring, his Breath fpent, and anumverfal 
difcompofure in his Looks ; he took fome of us afide, and faid, Have ye not heard the 
terrible News < He would have proceeded, but his Tears came fo faft upon him,that they 
ftifled his Words fo ftrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poffible for him to go L 
on. One may eafily conceive our afioniftmient and furprize. We conjurd him to tell us 
thecaufeofhts affliction, feeing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us; and 
if the cccafion was worthy of fo many tears, it no* but jutt (being accujhmedtoforrows as we 
had been ) that wefbould conjent, and add our Companion to his. He made a new effort, and 
told us with tmre-ftghs than words, the Ruine of our temple is decreed; for the Emperour 
has ordered his Statue to befet up. in the Sanctuary, and to give the Name of Jupiter to it 
as an Infcription. The unexpectednefs of the news made us almoft immovable, and it 
was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately retired, and tout our 
fclves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deftruction of our Nation, and for- 
row being Eloquent, what was ic that it did not prompt us to fay f M 

Having in this manner expos'd our felvesin the midftof Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have found fome redrefs.for our Sufferings, we met up- 
on the Land with a Tempeft much more cruel, than thofe which happen at Sea, becaufe 
they arc natural, and by confequence fupportable ; whereas this was caufed by a man, 
who had nothing humane but his ftupe, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
change and trouble, and who feeing his Will and Pleafure fuftained by the whole 
Power of the Empire , he fuffered himfelf to be carried away without any reftraint to all 
Liccntioufnefs and Tyranny ; which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
caufe not capable of any vifible remedy. For who durft be fo bold as to reprefent to 
him s that it was not confiftent with his duty to violate the fanctity of the moft. Auguft N 
temple in the World? Or could one indeed without the lofs of his Life have remon- 
ftrated againft fo great an impiety ? . 

Let us dy:- then {faid we among ourfelves ) feeing nothing can be more honourable, 
than to I ay down our hives in defence of our Laws. But our Death not being 
able to produce any good effect , and being Embajfadors as we arc, may it not be to 
augment the affliction of thofe who fent us, and give advantage to fuch of our own Nation, at 
have no friradfljip for us, to fay, that to deliver. our felves from fome pre fent inconvenience, 
we defcrtcd the Inter efl ofthePublick < though the lejfer Interests are alwayes to give place 
to the greater, and Private to Public k. For in the fubverfion of Government, all the Laws, 
h which its Grandure and Confijtance was maintained, do for the mofl part fuffer the fame q 
Fate, and are aboJifb-d with it.

God 
perhaps will make ufe of this opportunity su atryal of our Virtues, and tefeebow we aredifpofid 
to comport under affltBion : father, in ftead of placing our fafety in the uncertain fuccourtof 
Man let us put our whole confidence in God wttb a firm Faith, that be will affiftus,as be has 

B a rr t o\ d f 0rm erly our Forefathers, when their Perils were .( in appearance ) beyond all s\emedy. 
Thus it was we endeavoured to comfort our felves under fo great and unexpected a Calamity, 
flattering our felves with hopes of Jiang happier times. A . flr/ i 
Wheu we had remained filent for a time, we faidto him who brought us the nrft 
ill News, Wbv do sou content yourfelf, by having thrown ah unhappy word amongus, tebave, 
kindled an untverfai trouble in our minds, which as a fmgle Spark will grow to aflame, and 
do not tell us, what it* that bath tranfported the Emperour to fo extravagant a refoltttton? 

Every body knows ( replied the perfon ) that be would be reverenced as a God : and be. 
taufe he is perfwaded,tiat the Jews are the only perfons^ho will not acknowledge him for fucb,

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CHAP. XIII. 

Petronius bis great trouble about executing the Order which he had received froth Caiui, 1 
to fet up bis Statue in the Temple of Jerufalem, becaufe be was Jenjible of the 
injustice of it, and j ore/am the iU Confequences, 

CAIUS Wrote then that his Statue fliould be confecrated, and fee up in our Tem- 
ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order. He j 
commanded Petronius Governour of Syria, to take half the Army,which was difpofed ' 
along the Euphrates to defend thofe Couucries againft the Kings and People of theEaft, 
aud to caufe them to attend the Statue i not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
irs Conlecration, but to cut thofe gears in pieces, who fhould have the boldnelsto op- 
pofe him. Is it fo then, moft cruel Prince, that.fore-feeing thefe poor people will loon- 
er cxpofe themfelves to death, than fuffer the violation of their Laws, and the profana- 
tion of their Temple, you declare War agaiqft them, aud fend a formidable army to 
confecrate your Statue by the blood of fo many innocent Victims, without (paring either 
Women or Men ? 

This Order gave Petronius much trouble, by reafon that on the one fide he knew K 
Caim could not endure the leaft delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he faw 
the execution of his Commands very difficult,, becaufe the Jews would fuffer a thoufand 
deaths rather.than fuffet any violariou of their Religion $ For, though all other people 
are tender of their Laws, yet it comes far fhorr of the bigottry of the Jews, who look up- 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himfelfiThey were brought up in it from their youth; 
They have it ingi aven in their hearts ; They forbear not to admire it,- They receive in- 
to the number of then Citizens fuch Strangers as imbrace it i Look upon thofe as Ene- 
mies who defpife it > And have fo great a horror for every thing that contradicts it, that 
there is neither grandeur, nor fortune, nor any temporal felicity able to tempt them to 
violate it 5 Nor is there any greater evidence of their Refpedl and Veneration for their £ 
Temple, than that it is certain death for any of them to dare to enter into the Sanctuary. 
But for the reft entrance is free to all thofe of their Nation, of what Province fbever. 

Petronius revolvingthefe things in his mind, found the Euterprize fo difkult, that he 
made no haft to put it in execution; and the more he confidered this affair, the more he 
was perfwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becaufe Juftice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter nothing therein, as becaufe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from the Judgement of God, but from the Refiftance of the Jews, who by that 
action would be driven to defpair. He conlideredlikewife the numeroufnefs of that Na- 
tion) which is not like the reft crowded up in one Province, but difperfed in fo great 
numbers alrnoft quite over the World both upon the Continent and in the Iflands, that M 
they ate well nigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occafion to ap- 
prehend, that affembling together from all parts they fhould kindle a War,that could not 
eafily beextinguifhed, feeing the;-- were already very ftroug in gudea, no lefs Politick 
than Valiant, and ready to dy with their Swords in their hands with invincibe Courage, 
rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers fo excellendy Juft, though their Enemies 
would needs have then to be Barbarous. 

This wife Governour was appreheufive likewife of fuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Euphrates^ in Babylon and thofe Provinces: for he knew for certain, as having 
leen it with his Eyes, that they fent every year to the Temple, under the Title of Firfi- , 
fruits, the money which they called Holy ; without confidering the danger of the ways, N 
how great foever it was , and all becaufe prompted by a principle of Devotion. So that 
he believed, and not without reafon, that as foon as the Tews fhould have notice of the 
Coufecration of this Scatue,they would put themfelves inftantly into the Field, and block 
him up on every fide. 

Thele thoughts detained him for fome time,- but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he confidered he had for his Matter a young Prince, who knew no 
«nher Juffc'ce than his W.H » who could not endure to be difobeyed, let his Commands 
be never fo unequal, and whofe pride and prefumpcion tranfported him to that excefs of 
Folly, that canfing him to forget his Humanity, he would needs pafs for a God : So that 
hccould neither execute nor decline the execution of his Orders without man ifeft dan- Q 
get of his Life 5 only there was this d:ffeience, he might favc it perhaps in the War, 

where 
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to the Bntperour Caius Caligula. 

A where the events are uncertain; where as it was impoffible to efcape, if he refuted obedi- 
ence to his unmerciful Prince. ' . 



CHAP. XIV. 

Petroniusgow Order fir this Statue, but it wenton but Jlewly. He endeavoured invaintO 
perfwade the Jews to receive it. 7be Jews forfait the Towns and the Country 
to wait upon bim, and begg of him not to execute an Order, that would 
B be more infupportable to them than death, but to give them leave 

to fend tbiir Deputies to the Empereur. 

f*T"» H E Koman Officers, who with Petronius had the greateft charge in the affairs of 
JL . Syria, were all for a War becaufe, knowing the fury of Caius, they doubted not* 
bur,if they declin'd it, he would difcharge his indignation upon them,in confidence that 
they muft needs be acceffory in this difobedfence. But by good fortune it hapned, that 
they had time to deliberate, whilft the Satue was making : for there was none fent out of 
Italy* which,I fuppofe, God in his mercy fo ordered tor the fafety of his People, as alfo 
that there was no direction to take the hanfomeft aud beft wrought that could be found 

C in Syria, for without that the War had broke dot fo fu ddainly, that no remedy could 
have been found for fo great a mifchief. 

Petronius, hiving concluded to have a Statue made, caufed the ableft Statuaries in Phe- 
nicia to be fent for, furnifhed them with materials, and appointed Sydon to be the place, 
as the moft proper for fuch a bufinefs. Having done fo» he fent for the Chief Priefts and 
Magiftratesof the Jews, declared to xhem the Emperor's Command, and exhorted them 
tofubmit, and not run themfelves into Calamity and Troubles which would be other- 
wTe unavoidable ; for the greateft part of the Army in Syria had Orders to proceed with 
fire and fword in cafe of difobedience ; And Petronius did not doub., but if he could 
have prevail" d with them, they could have perfwaded the re It of tie People, but he 

D found himlelf miftaken.* for this difcourfe went fo near them, that after for a while 
they had ftood ft ill as immovable, they brake ouc into Rivers of Tears, tore their beards 
and their hair,and cry'd out with a voice interrupted with Rghs.Have we then lived to this 
hour, to fee what our Anceflors never -beheld? But bow can we pofftbly fee it, who will cbtofi 
rather to lofe our Eyes and our Life, than be fpeUators of fo horrible an impiety ? 

This report being fpread abroad in Jerufalem and in all Judea, the Jews left their Hou- 
fes and Fields.as it had been by confent, and repaired to Pbenicia to wait upon Petronius. 
Their innumerable multitude made thofe People believe, who were ignorant j how popu- 
lous a Country zpudea was> that it was a grear Army marching againft Petronius, of which 
they gave him immediate advice ; but they had no other Arms then their fighs and their 
£ cryes > which fill'd the Air with fuch a noife, that it ceafed not, when they laid them by, 
and had recourfe to their Prayers,which the excefs of their forrow put inro their mouths. 
They were diftribiued into fix ClafTes, three on the one fide, the Anticnt, the Young 
Men, and the Children j and three on the other, the old Women, the young Women, 
and the Maidens. 

When they were brought in to Petronius ( who was placed higher than the reft ) they 
threw themfelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breads, and fobbing out 
fo many fighs, that nothing could be more pittiful j and though Petronius commanded 
them to rife and come nearer, they were fcarce to be perfwaded : At length they ap- 
proached with afhes upon their Heads, their Eyes fwimming with tears, and their Hands 

p behind their Backs,a$ if they had been going to Execution s and he, who was Spokefman. 
for them all, delivered himfelt to Petronius inthefe Terms. S IJ^, To remove aU 
pretence of accufing ut of any evil defign 3 we are come not only without arms, but without 
any intention of making ufe of our bands, which are the Armes, that Nature has given to aU 
mankind, and do therefore prefent our felves before you to be treated as you plea fet We have 
left our Heufits dtftitute, and brought our Wives and our Children along with us, to the end we 
may joyn their inflames with our own, and by your mediation fupplicate the Emperout either to 
pre/erveer extingwjk ins all together. We are naturally loxers of 'Peace, and are the more im~ 
petuoujly inclined to it> becaufe, our greateft pleafure being to bring up our Children in our awn 
vay, there is nothing tbat conduces more to it. When Caius was advanced to the Empire, and 

G rve under fLood it by his Letters to Vitellius ( who was then Governour in Jerufalem, and in 
rtbofe place you baveficceeded } we gave him a teftimony of our joy, and jignijied it by pub' 

lijhing 
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b/hing the good nervt thororv the reft of the Cfties. Our temple was the firfl place, where facri- H 
fice n as offered for thehappinefs of his reigns Wouldit be juft that it fhould be. the only place, 
nhe,e that Religion Jhould be aboli/hed, which bad been obferved there in all Ages ? w e 
leave our H»ujes, our Goods, and our Poffejfions to your Mercy : all we beg is that nothing be 
introduced into our Temple > hut that it may remain in the fame conditien,as it was left to us by 
our Ea.hirs. If you rt ill not grant us that farpotir, takeaway our lives, which we can lofe 
n «/> much more fatisf action, than behold the violation of our bleffed Laws, We are informed, 
that great forces are preparing to fall upon andconflrain ur,in cafe we opppfe our felxes againft 
this Or do; but we are not fo imprudent as to refift our Mafter i We will Jooner dy, than enter- 
tain any fuebwicked defign : He may kill us, andcut us in pieces,if he plea fit ,mitbout any fuch 
danger ; we intend nothing of defence ; vt will be rather our own Priefis, and when we have * 
faenficed our Wives , and our Children , and Relations ., we will Jhed our own blood and 
mingle it with theirs , and expire in petitioning God Almighty, that he would not impute it to us 
as a Crime, feeing we do it not either for want of refpeSl to the Emperour on the one fide, nor for 
nou-cb/crvance of our Laws on the other. But before we are reduced to that extremity, our 
humble requefi to you,Str, is. That you would vouchfafe us but fome time, till we can make our 
addreffes to the Emperour : Tis pojftble we may obtain from himjthat he will not intrench up- 
on the War (hip, which we conceive due only to God, nor difiurb us in the exercife of our Religi- 
on, and put us into a worfe condition, than other Nations, to whom be has indulgd their ancient 
Liberties and Cufioms, and confirmed the Decrees of Auguftus and Tiberius bis Predeceffbrr, 
who nere fofar from condemning our Conduct, or reprehending our manners, that they entirely K 
approved them. It may be he may be mollified by ou? addreffes : The anger of Princes is not 
immortal, nor are their wills alwayes the fame. It is only by Surmifes and Calumnies that 
the Emperour is exafferated againft us. Permit us (if you pleafe ) to juftify our /elves, and 
inform him of the Truth. And what could be more fever e, than that we Jhould be condemned 
without being heard ? If we can obtain nothingfrom him, who will hinder him then from what 
he would do now ? But do not, Sir, we befeecb you, by refufingus the only hopes which remain 
to fa great a multitude, obfiruU our application, feeing we beg it out of a true fentiment of Pie- 
ty , and not. any Interefl, unlefs it be find {as is true ) that no Interefi is Jo great,as that which 
refpeUs Prefervation. 



CHAP. XV. 

Petronhis offeSed with the Condition and Humility of the Jews* and believing it unfafe to run 
them into defpair, writes to Cains in fuch a manner as might gain time. Caius 
refents it highly, but diffembles it in bis anfwer to Petronius. 

THIS Dilcourfe was accompanied with fo many fighs and tears, that it wrought 
compaffion in all that heard it, and particularly in Petronius, who was naturally ^ 
moderate, and merciful. For the requeft made to him inthe Name of the whole Na- 
tion of the Jews feem'd not unreafonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought. 

Petronius propofed and debated the bufinefs with his Conncel, and was muchpleafed 
to find thofe perfons, who were moft bitter and inveterate againft them before, come a- 
bout and grow more gentle and mild, and others not afraid to declare, how much they 
were concerned for the Extreme afHi&ion of that People fo that though he was not 
ignorant of the Cruelty of Caius, and that he never forgave any man, yet he feem'd to 
a& by the motion of that Spirit, which the Piety of our Religion infufes : Whether it 
was that, being a learned Man, he had had fome (mattering of it before 5 whether he had N 
gain'd it fiuce his Governments in Afia and Syria ( in which Countries there are great 
numbers of Jews) whether it was his own natural propenficy,that inclin'd him to what 
was leafonable and juft 5 Or whether it was becaufe God does give ufually good inclina- 
tions to great Men, both for their own benefit and the advantage of the Publick ; which 
of theie it was, I cannot determine* but fo it was at that time. The refult was, that the 
Statuaries fhould not be prefled * but that Orders fhould be given them to imploy the 
utinoft of their skill, and make the Statue fo accurately, that it might pafs for a Mailer- 
piece. 

Pieces, which are a fhort time in doing, ate a fhort time in decaying; whereas fuch, 
as are made with more deliberation, laft longer by far, and are efleemedthroughlevcral q 
Ages. 

Petronius 
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to . the Emperour Caius Caligula. 

A Petronius did not incouragethe Jews to fend their Deputies towards the Emperour 
becaufe he thought it not for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince i yet he did not abfolutfcly forbid them, becaufe he law there was dancer 
both on the the one fide and the other. However, he wrote a Letter to Caius ( without 
mentioning the Application which the Jews had made to him ) imputing the Caufe of 
the Delay on theConfecration of the Statue to the Artiftsi who being to make k ex- 
cellent had required more time, that it might be done more fuitableto the dignity of the 
perfonit was defign'd to reprefent. He thought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
likely Cams might comply, becaufe Harveft was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Jews ( being made defperatej and not valuing their Livesj after the vic»- 

o lation of their Laws ) might burn their Own Corn and deftoy all their fruit, which would 
be the more iaconvenienr,becaufe he was affured that #w'«r was upon a Voyage to Alex- 
andria; for it was not likely that he would expofe himfelf wholly to the dangers of the 
Sea with fo great a Train, but rather &ttt his Courfe along the Shore of Afia and Syria, 
where he might imbarkanddifimbarkeashepleafed,andhave the benefit of his Long- 
boats' ( of which he had 100 in his fleet ) to fupply it with provisions and forrage, which 
was requifke to be prepared in great quantities in all the Towns in Syria, but efpecially 
the Ports, by rcafon of the vaft number's which attended him as well from Italy as from 
all other parts of the world. 

It was not doubted but this Letter would have been kindly received by Caius, and 

C that he would have approved of the delay, not in confideration of the $ems, but for the 
convenience of making fuch provision of Victuals, and therefore it was written and 
difpatched, But the Choller of this Prince was fo inflamed at the reading of it, that his 
Eyes fparkled with fury* and clapping his hands together in a great tranfport , he 
faid, 

How Petronius I Have not youyet learned to obey your Emperour ? Tour great imployments 
have puff 'd you up with pride, audit feems you know nothing ofCaiosbut bis Name- but 
you /hall knew htm better hereafter by your proper experience. Ton bare more confideration 
of the Laws of the Jews ( who are my mortal Enemies ) than for my Commands who am 
your Prince. Ton apprehend their great numbers, asifyou badnot an Army asgreat, andter- 
Dribleto tbe Ring of Partha, and the whole Eafi ; yet your compaffion for that pitiful Nation 
ttftronger than your deftre to pleafe and obey me. Xou pretend (forfootb) tbe neceffity of making 
provi/ionfor my ' paffage to Alexandria',- as if I could not Ite accommodated from tbe neigh- 
bouring Provinces, and as if tbe plenty of other Countriet were not able to fupply tbe fterility of 
Judea. . : \ ■* 

But why do I provraU andfpehd time.in unprofitable words ? 'Tii by the death of this im- 
pudent fellow that I mufi convince hint of the greatne/s of his fault , and that mine anger never 
eeafes, though my tbreainmgs may. 

This furious Prince returned an Anfwer to Petronius j but being fearful of provo- 
king fuch ©f his Governours as were capable of railing Rebellion, and particularly thofe 
E who commanded fuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Euphrates, and who 
had the command of fuch Armies as that wliich was then in Syria , hedflembled his 
Choller; applauded the defcrttion and prudence of Petronius; only advifed him by the 
by not to protract the Confecration of nis Statue any longer* for feeing Harveft was 
over, there could be no considerable reafon to defer it. 
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CHAP. XVI. 

Kino Acrippa ernes to Rome, andbeing ttld by Cains that te would ban bi Statu* 
erettcdin tbe Temple of Jerufclem, hefatts into a fund ; having receiUSed 
himfelf, be writes a Litter rtCaius. 

XX O T long after King Agrippa arrived at the Emperors Court, knowing nothing 
lN of the Letter from Petronim, nor of the Anfwer which Catut had returned : when 
^£«>/>flCameto pay his duty to the Emperour, he eafily difcovered by the manner i 
ol his reception that he was highly offended. He confidered with himfelf whether 
he had done any thing that might difguft him ,* but remembring nothing of that, he con- 
cluded ( as was true ) that his paffion was againft fome Body elfe. Neverthdefs obfer- 
ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not in his Countenance, but when he caft 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it io him i but he forbore, left by an imprudent curiofity he (hould pull the anger of bis 
Prince, which was fixed upon other People, upon himfelf. 

No man feeing farther into Peoples thoughts then Cams, he quickly perceived that 
jijtrippawM difturbed, and told him; / rvill tell you what you are fodefireus to underhand. 
r% kturv me too well to be ignorant jbat I fieo^ no lefs with my Eyes than mtb my Tongue: £ 
Tbefe bonefl men of your Nation are tbe only People who difdain to acknowledge meforaGodi 
auddofeem to run tbtmfihet dtfperately into ruine, by refufng tbeir obedience to ate order tbat 
i have oiven for tbe Jetting up a Statue of Jupiter in tbetr Temple. They have met together 
from all tbe Cities and Countries to prefent a Petition, which tn effeS ts nothing but to tefttfy 
their contempt and difref peel to my Commands. - . . 

He would have proceeded s but Agrippa was furprifed with to violent a forrow,that he 
fainted before hira, and had fallen down, had he not been fuftained by thofe who were 
about him. He was carried off to his Lodgings, where he continued infenfible for a con- 
fidcrable time. . 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that ^«/«/had concei- L 
ved again A our Nation. // Agrippa ( faid he ) who bos alwayes bad an affeSion/orme, 
and bat been obliged to me by fo many favours, has fo great a Pafun for tbe Laws 
of bis Country, that be it notable to endure tbat Ifiould crofs them, orfi mucb as mention U 
to bim, without batred to bis Life, what am I to expeS from tbo reft of tbe Jem,wb* are not 
obliged by any Considerations of me to abandon tbetr fentimenttf • 

All that day, and a good part of the next, Agrippa remain'd in fuch aftonifhment,' 
that he could not recolleft himfelf* at length about evening he began to lift up his head j 
and opening his eyes with much trouble, he caft them upon the People who were about 
him, but knew no body, and having done fo he fainted again, but with fomethragmore 
freedom of breath. Not long after he opened his eyes again, and coming a little to him- M 
felf, Where am I ( faid he ) with tbe Emperour > and u beprefent > 

Take courage Sir, ( faid fome about him ) Tou are inyour awn Lodgings, and tbe Em- 
perour is not prejent. Ton have Jlept enough, awake now ifyoupleafe, and try if yen fyow 
us. Here are none but your Friends and your Servants, whom ytu love, and l%am 
Jure they love you beyond tbeir own Lives. 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recoUeded himfelf, and found by their counte- 
nances what an impreffion his malady had made in their hearts. The Phyfirians caufed 
the greateft part of thofe who were prefent to withdraw^ that they might apply their re- 
medy, and give himfo eat with more convenience. Upon their prefenting him fome- 
thing to eat, he told them, - / 

Trouble me not with your Delicates; in tbe affliHitn I am in* it itfuffictcnt to k$ep me from 
far zing ; and indeed I (hould not per {wade my felf to eat at all, bad I not fome hopes of being 
able to affifi my Country-men in fo unfortunate an extremity. 

Thele words he delivered with Tears, and then took what was barely neceflary, 
for the fuftenance of his Life, and would not fuffer them to mingle one drop of Wine 
with the Water which he drank. After which he told them, / have now received robot 
I could not have refufed without defrruUion to my body.

« Herod paid him all chehonour he could devife, and having received much greater t

"Is it not, Sir, a thing known all the World over; that the Emperour Tiberiiu your 
" great Uncle 'during the 2.3 yeats of his reign bad the fame refpect for our'TempIe, not 
• " luffering any body to make the leaft afteratibo : in the Orders obferved there ? Upon 
« which account ( thouglvotherwife* wasagrearfufferer by him>I cannot contein from 
'* recounting an action that redounded much- to' his honour, and I know you take de^ 
« light in hearing the Truth. ! Pilate the then Gbvernour of judea confecrated to him 
" in the Palace of Herod at Jertifolefo certain giiilt Bucklers not fo much in honour to M 
" him, as hatredtoour Nation. There was no Image ingraven upon the Bucklers, nor 
" no Infcription, but the Name of him who dedicated them, and the Name of him to 
" whom they were dedicated. Ne'verthelefs the Pefble tumultuated in fuch manner, 
"that they imployed the four fons of the King, the other Princes of the Blood, and the 
"moft confidence Perfons of our Nation to pcffwadeP/7«f* to caufe the Buckers to ft 
« removed, by reafon it was c6ntrary to the Cuftoms of their Anceftors, which Cuftoms 
« neither Kings nor Emperours had ever infring'd before i and feeing ttlote ( who was 
« of a violent and ohftinate nature ) did feem to refufe them, they cryed our, Have a 
« tare of troubling the Peace vobich tee enjoy : Have a care bow you provoke as to-BrvoltyUnd 
« to War : 'Its not by the violation of our Lout that the Emperor is to be honoured; you N 
« mujl find Another pretence to colour fo unjufl an£*terprizejwd.joi»f*pportable to us ; for tbts 
«* magnanimous Prince is far from intrenchingvponour C»ftomt : If you bave any Commijpon 
t( to thatpurpofe, any Latter or other Order to authorize you in what you do, let us fee it, and 
« we will depute per fens to wait upon him with our humble Remonftrances. Thefe words 
«exafperatedP/7^<?, yet gave him much trouble* for he feared,that, if they fent their 
« Deputies, they would inform the Emperour of his Exactions, Injuftices, and horrible 
« Ctuelties,by which he HSl afflicted many innocent perfons, and put as many to deaths. 

" In fo great an anxiety Pilate, notwithftanding his Paffion and Severity, knewnot 
« what way to fteer. He durft nottake away the Buckle rs.becaufe they had been con- 
f fecrated s and if he durtt have ventured upon that,he could not frame himfelf to com- o 
'« ply with the f eople, and befides he knew the mind oitiberimv.

A " Thofe" who interceded for the Jews perceiving, that though he diflcmbled it 
iC what he could, yet he repented of what he had done* writ a Letter to Tiberius with 
' c great inftance and reijpe<5t ; and there needs no further proof of its effects, than that 
" after he had fignified his difpleafure to Pilate in his immediate Anfwer,he fent to him 
tc his Commands to remove the Bucklers to the Temple at Cefaria, w hich was built in 
« honour to JuguHus,znd it was done accotdingly $ by which invention all due refpect 
"was paid to the Emperour, without any invafion of our Laws. Thofe Bucklers 
" had no image upon them, and yet now our Controvcrfie is about a Statue : Thofe 
<e Bucklers were placed only in the Palace of the Governour ; and this Statue muft be 
ct fet up in the Sanctuary, a place fo holy, that there is only the high Prieft permitted 
B "to enter,and that only one time in theyear (after a folemn Fall) to burn Perfumes ih 
tl honour toGod,and by his humble Prayers to implore his bleffing on our wholeNation 
«' for the. next year. If any other, not only of the Comonalty, but of the Priefts ( not 
« c excepting him who is next to the high Prieft ) prefumes to enter j or if the high 
" Prieft himfelf enters it above once a yenrpr more times that very day in which he has 
" liberty to enter, than what is allowed by our Law, it will coft him his Life ; nothing 
tc can fave him ;fo peremptory has our great Lawgiver been in his Orders for the revc- 
" rehcing this holy Place.and for the making it inacceflible. You are not then to doubt, 
, «« great Sir, but your Statue fhall be no fooner erected, but feveral of the Priefts will 
« rather kill themfelves, their Wives, and their Children, than be fpectators of fuch 
C " violence to their Laws. 

" Thus it was that Tiberius afted upon this occafion and as to that Prince ( the hap- 
**pieft that ever govein'd the Empire ) your moft excellent Predeceflor ( who, having 
<* given Peace to the whole World, deferved for his virtue and great exploits the glori- 
«' ous name 6f JuguJIur ) when he underftood, that we admitted not into our Temple 
*' any vifible Image, as being improper to repi efent an invifible God , he admired the 
"Piety and Knowledge of our Nation, being learned himfelf, and accuftomedropafs 
"the greateft part of his time at meals in difcourfe of Philofophical points, that lc hud 
been taught by the greateft Matters, and in the Conveifation of learned Men, which 
" he kept conftantly about him, that his Mind might receive its repaft as well as his 
D "Body. • 

" I could inftance in feveral other things evincing his kindnefs to our Nation, but I 
" {halt content my felf with two. 

'« Being informed that there was a neglect in bringing in out Firjl-Fruits, he fent to 
" the Governours of the Provinces in Jfc to permit only the Jews to aflemble toge- 
ther, becaufe their meetings were not like the Bacchanal t, to drink and debauch, arid 
** contrive againft the Peace of the Publick; but Academies of Virtue,' where People. 
« were inftructed to love Juftice and Temperance ; arid as to their Firft-Fruits, wh ich 
" were fent annually to Jerufalem, they were imployed only to offer Sacrifices to God 
in the Temple. Wherefore this great Prince exprefly forbad every body for moleft- 
E cc ing the Jews in what related to their Meetings and Firft-Fruits. If thefe were not 
« the very words, 1 am fure it was the fence, as your Majefty may know by one of the 
« Letters of C. Norbanus Flaccus,of which I have brought you a Coppy. 

" C.'Norbanus Flaccus to tbe Magiftrates o/Ephefus, Greeting, [he Emperour has 
«rvr'it to me, that in all places under my Government y where there are any Jews, I Jhould 
< c permit them to affemble according to their ancient Cuftoms, and to raife mony to be fent to 
" Jerufalem : / do advife and require, that you give them no interruption. 

"Doth not the favour and affection of Juguftus to the ?ews appear clearly hereby, 
« feeing he permits the Jews to aflemble publickly to collect their Ftrft Fruits, and per- 
" form other actions of Piety and Devotion? 
' p "I will give you another proof, and that no lefs conhderable. He commanded that a 
« Bull and a Ram fhould be offered every day at his charge in honour to our God, 
".which is obferved to this day without any difcontinuance yet he knew that there 
" was no Image permitted either within the Temple or without : and no perfon f urpaf- 
« fing him in knowledge, he thought it but reafonable, that there fhould be a Temple 
« peculiarly dedicated to the invifible God, in which there fhould be no Image, and 
« where men might utter their Prayers and Devotions withiconfidence of relief. 

« The Emperefs %ulia, your Majeflies great Grand-mother, imitating the Piety of 
<« her incomparable Husband, adorned our Temple with feveral ineftimable Veflels 
"of Gold, without any Image ingraved upon them, becaufe, though Women do not 
G « eafily comprehend invifible things, yet her Wit and inclination to great matters had 
«fo elevated her in that ( as in other things ) above the pitch ofherfex, that (he un- 
Cccc j derftood 
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« derftood inteUe&ual things as well as fenfible i and fhe was petfwaded that the later H 
"were but Types and Shadows of the former. . 

<« Since then you have fomany pregnant Examples at home of the great affection of 
« your Predeceffors to us i Continue, I befeech you, what they, from whom your per- 
« < fon and f ucceffion is derived, have fo carefully preferred ...... f 

« They are Emperours, who intercede in the behalf of our Laws to f an Emperouri 
« They ate great Princes, to a great Prince i They are Grand-farhereand Grandmo- 
« thers, to a Grand child 5 Several to one fingle Perfon i all of thernadmonilhingasit 
<< were in thefe terms i Do not you abolifh what we have eftabliihed.and what has been 
» alwayes obferved 5 but confider.that though the fiibverfion of this Order, may poffibly 
« produce no ill effects immediately, yet the uncertainty of future Events ought to make j 
«« the moft hardy to fear, if they have not wholly renounced the tear of then: Cre- 

«°Should I go about to recount all my Obligations to your Majefty, the day would

the Temple at Jerufalem. But be -repented p re fently, and cau fid a Statue to 
be made in Rome, wbicb be ordered to befent privately to Jerufa- 
lem at the fame timet when befhouldgo to Alexandria, where 
be li^errife refilved to be acknowledged for a God, The 
g Injustice and Cruelty of that Prince. 

WHEN King Agrifpa had feaUd and difpatchd this Letter to Cater t he expect- 
ed the fuccefs with all imaginable impatience as judging, that not only 
the Confervation or Ruineof gkdea was aV Stake, but the Intereft of the 
whole Nation of the Jews fpread abroad over *he whole Earth. 
This Letter produced great agitation in the mind of fritts. He could not with pati- 
ence behold his Pieafure difputed, and yet he could uoitf but be touched with the Reafons 
and importunity of Jgripf a. He blam'd his^affeSiou for chem, who were the only Peo- 
ple, that durft withftand the Confecratiop of his Statue ; and yet he could not but ap- 
G prove the fincerity of that Prince, as proceeding from the noblenefs and generofity of h is 
mind. At length his kiadnefs for Agrifpa, prevailed agaiuft his Choller i he was molli- 
fied by degrees, returnedhim a favourable anfwer, an,4 granted him the higheftof all 
layours, that he would defift fmm the afprefaid Consecration . After which he writ to 
Petronius to make no farther alteration in , the Temple i but he bleuded his grace with 
fuch feVere Conditions, as gave them always occafion to tremble ; for he added this 
Claufe to his Letter^ But if in any otjber Tov^^k^de Jemfalem any body thinks fit to <teB 
any Statue or^Uartpmear. inj*f* ^ S9S fa found fi audacious as to oppo/e tt t it it our 
fleafure^tbatbebe^unijheiupontijeftacejOrfintPrifonerf^Ms. 

Was notthis to revoke or cancel his favour at the fame ti . e w'. en he granted it, feeing 
D thofe words could not be coufidered, but as feeds of Commotion and War ? For who 
doubted but Jdiofe People, ^pho were Euemies_£o .the 3flfrt> would fi.lL their Provinces 
with facriledge, and fuch marks of ho uour, as ate due only to God ( and that rather 
to deftroy our Nation, than to oblige C^ us ) an d then the Jews not being able to fuffer 
fuch an outrage upon their LawsJI'dteWyio pJiiffirheir refinance, would de novo com- 
mand the Statue to be let up aud confecrated in the Temple ?

O fortune patietjdy. But oft a^fnddain, though they had giveii no new provocation, he fent 
Souldicrs, and put them all to the fword, which was a great affiidion tofcveral great 
Families in Rjme. , If 
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If he gave money at aoy rime to any body, he would be lure to have it again, not H 
by way ot loan, or upon condition to pay them Intereft, but by way of Authoriry and 
Violence ;' and the poor people were not only glad to reftore it, but they fcap'd well, if 
' it did not coft them all their own, whether it was their Parrimony, or acquired by their 
own luduftry and Labour. 

Thole, Who thought themfelves higheft in his favour, he ruin d under pretence of af- 
fe&iou i obliging them to fuch exceffive expences in vain Feafting and Entertainments, 
that fometinies one fmgle Treat was fo magnificent and fumptuous, that it was fufficient 
to undo a man u;terly,and forced him to borrow, what he was never able to pay i upon 
which fcore foaie perfons were afFraid of his friendlhip, becaufe it was not only ufefefs, 
but dangerous and to be efteemed rather a (hare, than an advantage. j 

This was the humour of £a«w, who hating no nation like the Jews , no Nation felt 
fo much the effects of his hatred. He began in Alexandria to fequefter their Oratories, 
and fill them with Statues, and no man durft oppofe fo great a Violence. There was 
now only the Temple at yerufaUmumlohttd i and to compleat his Impiety, he would 
needs ravifh that from God, and impropriate it tohimfelf, with this Title » 

THE TEMPLE OF THE NEW JUPITER, THE 
ILLUSTRIOUS CAIUS. 

What do you intend, moft prefumptuous and infatuated Prince i You are but a Man, K 
and would ufurp upon God. Tis not enough for you to have dominion over fo many 
People, that theie is fcarce a Nation or Climate, to which your Empire does not extend I 
But you will not fuffer in the whole World one (ingle Place to be appropriated to God 
Almighty, in which it may be lawful withfincere Pietyro pay him that Devotion, which 
is due to his Divine Majefty. . . 

Are thefe the great hopes which the WorkKconceived of your Reign ? Or do you 
Dot know.tbat this courfe is no lefs, than ri» draw upon your felf and your whole Empire 
a deluge of all imaginable mifchiefs ? X \ 



CHAP. XVIII. 

With what euflerity Caius tre atedPhttd, "mr! &i other Amhajfadors from Alexandria, 
and bow he would not be per/maded to hear xvtat they coiild fay. 

BUT we muft com? now to the Paflages in onr Embattle. The day appointed M 
for our Audience being come* we were jjpfooaet introduced* but we could eafily 
perceive by his Mine and his Gejture, that Caius was rather, become a Party than a Judge. 
For if he Woald have acted like a Judge, he mould have advifed with his Counfel in an 
affair of that importance, wherein all the Priviledges were in aueftion, that for four ban- 
died years together had been enjoyed by fo great a multitude of Jews, as lived in Alex- 
andrta, without theleaft intrenchment or moleftation. He ought to . have heard both, 
fides, debated the whole matter with his Counfel, and afterwards pronounced a juft and 
equitable arreft. But, inftead of proceeding by thofe methods pf Juftice, the pitilefs 
Tyrant .bending his brows opon lis with a furious Brutality, caufed the two Intendants of 
the Gardens of Mecenas and Lamia ( which are near both the Town and his Palace ) to N 
be called to him ( for he had been retired thither for his recreation three or four days ; 
He commanded them to open the doors of the feveral Appartments, which opened into 
thofe Gardens/or he was difpofed to walk, and gave Order that we fhould follow. 

We thtew our lelves down at his feet, and faluted him with the Titles oiBmperour 
and Augufl. The manner in which he received our Salutation was fuch, tfcat we quick- 
ly found, that we were to defpair not only of fuccefs in our Embaffie, but the fafety 
of our Lives. For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of (inile ; Are not yea 
the declared Enemies of the gods ? Are not you tbey, veho^wben others acknowledge my Divi- 
nity, do refufe and dejpife met 

And faying fo, he lifted up his hands towards Heaven uttering fuch expreffions, that q 
I heard with too much horror to repeat them again.

We could perceive at thofe horrid words our blood to freeze in our veins. In the 
mean time fatus pafled from one appartment to another, finding fault where any thing 
was amifs, and giving order how it mould be mended. We followed him, joft- 

C led and derided by our Adverfaries,who abus'd and mock'd us* like Mimicks on a Stage; 
and indeed ourwhole negotiation might have pafled for a Comedy, having nothing in 
it but appearance of Truth. For he, who ought to have been our Judge, was our Accuiers 
and our own party animated him againft us. Having him therefore tor an Enemy, and 
fuch^an Enemy, what could we do but be filent? And being filent is a kind of de- 
^!^^pecial^hei»-ic^^^^$e 'fi^^^^pa^B^^Je^ pJeafing $o him, and 
the fear of his violence upon our Laws had fhut up'our nittOths."' 4 '' 

When he had given direction about his buildings, he demanded ferioufly and with 
great gravity of us, Why ue were fo fcrupultui in eating of Hogs-fit/h ? Upon which our 
Adverfaries ( to Cajole him' with their flatteries) fell out into io immoderate and un- 

D decent a laughter, that fome of the Prince's Officers, which were about him, could fcarce 
brook fo great#difrefpe<a ; and it. was fo much the greatcr,by how much his humor was 
fuchi there was not any but his Privado's and Intimates ,that could without danger take 
the liberty upon them of but fmiling io his pretence. 

We replyed moft humbly to therEmr^mur, -phot the Cufioms of People -were different, 
and that as among us there were fimemlngt fofbrddm, fi there were others prohibited to other 
Nations. And one of our Company ihftancihg in thofe who eat no Lamb, the Emperour 
laught Sc reply'd,T% have no reafiajor thefiefh is not good. Thefe raileries augmented our 
trouble very much $ but at length) in fome kind of heat he asked us, upon what grounds 
we founded our freedom ? We began to lay before him our grounds, and he fore- 

E feeing well that they would be reafonable, and that we had many more to corroborate 
them, be rofe up on a fuddain, and ran into a great Chamber, caufing his fervants to 
(hut the Windows, whole glafs was contrived fo as to let in the Light, but keep out the 
Wind ; and wasas clear as Chrvftal. We followed, and he came to us again, and de- 
manded of us vl^^derat^w^'W*'l«^<^^ We would have gone on 
with our Reaforis, but in ftead of hearing thehi, he rah agsuTiln great fpeed into another 
Hall, where he had commanded feveral ancient Pi&uies to be brought for him to fee ; So 
that finding our felv.es fo often interrupted in our affairs, and in fuch different manner, 
fuppofing we were to expect nothing but death, we addreffed our felves in our ex- 
tremity to the true, for protection againft the counterfeit God : and it pleas' d him to 

p have companion on us, and by his infinite goodnefs to moderate the fury of Caius, who 
commanded us to withdraw, and went away himfelf, only faying to thofe who were next 
him, thefe People are not fo body as unfortunate and befitted not to believe me to be of Divine 
nature. 

In this manner we departed not only from his Judgment, but from his Theater, and 
Prifon, for what was it but a Theater, where we were laughed at and derided i And the 
vigors of a Prifon are they comparable to the torments we endured from fo many Blas- 
phemies againft God, and fo many Menaces from an enraged Tyrant againft us f Be- 
caufe ours (forfooth ) was the only Nation, that obftructed his being owned for a 
God.
